Right Honourable Sir, 

UR laft was of the 28 th part, fincc which we have not 
any from you to acknowledge. 

In that laft we gave you, among other Things, an 
Account of M. Kinski , the Imperial Am baffl'd or ’s De- 
lire to us, that we would tirer parole (to oififelvcs at 
lcafl-wife) from the French and Swedes , in- 

tended to govern thcmfelves towards him, .as* to the 
giving and receiving the firlt Vilits. 

With the Swedes we found no Difficulty, they cxprelfed thcmfelves 
with efpecial Refpect to the Emperor, and a Refolution to\give his 
Ambalfador all the Content he could expert. , - ' 

The French , upon our Applications to them in Conference on 
T’bttrfday, cxprelfed thcmfelves to this EifcCtj That they were perfectly 
difpofed to render all the Honour due to the Perfon, and to the Cha- 
racter of the Ambalfador. 

2. That as foon as ever he Hull pleafo to notific to them his 
Arrival, they will return him his Complement, and demand of him 
an Hour for their Vilit, which they would give him aa(fi-t 6 t qiiil feroit 
pojfiblc. 

3. To give you the very Words they cxprelfed themfelvcs in, (for 
we took them in Writing in their Prclence) they added, — Commc Us 
luy temoigneront par la le rejpell qnils ont pour S. M. Imperial Us 
s'attendcnt qnc M. le Count Kinski, donnera des Marques du ficn emers 
S. M. F'res Chritienne cn leur reHituant la premiere vijite prcferablemcnt 
a tons autre s Jmbajj'adeurs , except e Meflieurs les Mediateurs. 

These arc the Words of \he Fclaircijjcment i which the French 
yrerc plcafed to gjve ; nor wouU they be perfwaded from making an 
exprefs Demand, that the firft ernre Vilit Ihould be return’d to them. 

H 1 s having demanded an Altyrancc, that the French would live 
with him in the ufual Manner, having given them a Jcaloufy, and as 
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they would needs underftand it, a Kind of Right to demand an Eclair- 
ciJJ'ement from him. ( * 

Count Kinski , when we had told him on T’bttrfday Night what 
we guelfcd to be the Intention of the trench , as to the giving, and 
their Expectation as to the receiving of the firft Vifit, appear’d fufli- 
cicntly not to be well informed in our Style and Practice in the Mat- 
ter of firft Vilits here, and himfelf confefled, that not knowing it, he 
had gone upon a Suppolition, he was to notify the Mediators, and his 
Allies, in the Style of incognito (j par Ami tie ; and when he fhould -ap- 
pear in Publick, was to notify them again, as alfo the Ambalfadors of 
the Party adverfc to him, in cafe he were Hr ft allured from the Media- 
tors, that they would treat him in the ufual Manner. 

W e ftiall take I .cave to obferve to you, that, according to the heft 
Information that we have, he did notitie all his Allies on Tticjday Night, 
(being arrived that Day) as he did us, and that they have all vilited 
him, as we did j and that he hath fuice returned them their Vilits, as 
he did to us before any of them. 

And in this Converfation he was told, i/?. That there was no 
Prince or Court to apply to, or appear in, in this Place, and confe- 
quently thole Styles of cognito and incognito not followed. 

2. 1 ; kom the Practice of the three laft Alfcmblics, in that of Man- 
Jh'}\ the other of Co/ogn , and this of Nimcgncn , there was but one 
Vilit of Ceremony or Complement between the Parties, with this Dif- 
ference, that at Mnnjler the Parties began with lolemn Entries, and lay 
Hill without any Manner of Notification, till they were in Equipage 
to receive and give folemn Vilits ; but that here the King our Mailer 
had interpofed his Offices fo early, as to presail with the Parties to 


make no Entries at all into this Town, and to order their firft Vilits 
with as much of Difpatch, and as little of Pomp as might be. 

3. ^j^T^tho Practice had been conllantly io in this Place, and that 
there w|W*ib* Ambaliador here but had receiv’d and return’d the hrft 
Vil.t before their Houles were in Order, and before they had let up the 
Equipage they have lince appear’d in. 

4. W f intimated to him at a Diftance, that if he would pleafe to 
conform mimfelf j;o tha t Practice, he would thereby avoid a Difficulty, 
which tvoErrefatvwotH^Ljjimbarrafs him and the French , if he did not 
haften his Notifications, find confequently his Vilits, before the Spanijh 
Ambaliador did appear iirppblick ; for we forefaw, that, according to 
the St\le of Vienna , he’ mult give the firft RcfpeCt to the Spanijh Am- 
h.tlladcr, (if he were out of his Figure of incognito ) which the French 
we knew would not endure. 


Hut he was polltive in his Refolution, of going through this double 
Sort of Vilits, and yet fo clofe as not to declare the particular Time, 
when he hoped he might appear in Publick ; whether before the Spa- , 
nijh Ambaftador appear’d, or afterwards ■, and for the repaying of Vilits, 
which the French deliro to be fatisfied in, his Anfwer was in thefe 
"Words, — Jc ne manqncra pas de /cs rendre dans la forme qni efi 
pratique dans tontes les Courts de la Cbreticnne & momc dans le Saint 
Empire. 

'Phis Declaration of Count Kinsku s, we communicated to the 
French on Friday ,• it pleafed them not ; their Complaint was, that 
M. Kinski had hrft demanded an EcleA'ciJJcment of them, how they* 
intended to govern themfelves, and he/iad had it j but that this An- 
fwer upon it was fo general and ambitious, that it did require an Ex- 
plication, which would be yet a further Trouble ; however, yi.dFJlrades 
being abfent, they took further Tima to ccnlidcr of it. On 
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O n Saturday the French Ambafladors came to defire our Offices, to 
ftAp Count Kinski^ as of our own Heads, from returning the Vifit to 
the ‘Danijh Ambaflador ; for if that Step were once made, (tho’ <«- 
cognito ) before they, the French , were notified of Count Kinski's Ar- 
■ rival, there would be no Poflibility left for them to receive his Notifi- 
cation afterwards, and confequently to vifit him. 

This gave them Occaiion to declare, that what had pa fled between 
Co'unt Kinski and us the Mediators (tho 1 they knew he had rendred 
h us cuar Vifit the Day before) would make no Difficulty, but that his 
Vitos to the Allies would, unlefs we could draw from him a kind of a 
Declaration, that what had palled between him and 0 his Allies was no 
more but by Way of Interview, to acquaint each other of the State of 
their Affairs, but that he had not given them any formal Notice of his 
Arrival. 

2. That they, the French , hoped, in Recompence of his having 
palled by them in his Notifications a f incognito, he would give them now 
fo much the timelier Notice, (an Hour or fo before the F)ane and the 
reft of the All ies) upon Suppofal that *1)611 \ Pedro Ronquillo lay ftill 
incognito ; by which Means they would be the firft to take an Hour from 
him, and confequently the firft to vifit him ; which would give them a 
Kind of Right to a contre Vifit from him before any other. 

On Saturday in the Afternoon, we fpoke with him upon thefe Heads, 
but we found him refolute in two Things : 

Firjl , H e would not forbear to revifit thofe Allies who had vifited 
nim, pretending thofe were but Vifits dc tamitee d l incognito, and were 
not of any Confequcnce to thofe fecond Vifits he intended to make, 
when lie fhould be en FJat dc paroitre cn public. 

In the other Point, which was about the Time of the fecond Notifi- 
cation he intended, lie was refolved to notific all the Parties at one 
and the fame Time, as near as was poffible for him ; and if the Gen- 
tlemen of two Ambafladors fhould come at one and the laTA'vTime, 
to ask an Hour of him, he would fend them back to their Mailers, with a 
Delirc that theywould agree that Point of Priority among thcmfelvcs. 

It was in vain that we reprefented to him the Novelty of this 
Way of double Vifits, and that it would overthrow that which the 
King our Mafter had taken fo much Pains in, to retrench all Matters 
of Ceremony ; and that thofe folemn Vifits woi Id go near to let up 
fblemn Entries, which all the Parties, upon his Majefty’s Perfwafion, 
had been pleafed to decline ; but he was plealed to hold to his Conclu- 
fion, that the Notifications he had made, and the Vifits he had received 
d l incognito, were in Order to his Bulinefs ; and that he could not 
notific the French and Swedes as foon as he did the Mediators and the 
Allies, till he knew what Returns would be made to him ; that w hen 
he fhould declare himfelf Ambaflador, he intended to repeat his Noti- 
fications, and would expect Vifits upon them, allcdging it to be the 
Style of all the World. 

The French finding, upon our Conference w-ith them on Saturday 
Night, that wc did not give them any Hopes Count Kinski would for- 
bear his Vifit to the *Danc and his other Allies, before he notified them ,* 
*and that the Notification he intended them would be fo timed, as that 
they fhould, in all Probability, come fliort of making the firft Complc- 
rribnt, and confeqifbntly take frcVp him the firft Affignation, enlarged 
very much into Complaints upon ttys Occafion. 

. That it was at the Inftanccs ot\ the King our Mafter, that the Moft 
Chriftian King had ordered them hisVAmbafladors, to decline all folemn 
Entries, and confequently all folemn Vifits. That 
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T h a t they, the French , had received the firft Vifits that had been 
made them fur des chaifes de Faille , and that firft Vifits had been 
made them by others without Livery, and yet that they never thought 
or heard of any fecond or more folcmn Vilits. 

That upon this Endeavour of Count Kinski , to introduce a No- 
velty of two Vifits, they dclired it might be reprefented to his Majefty 
as their Complaint, that what he had with fo high Prudence directed, 
and tv as now eftablifhed, would be overthrown j and this not for any 
Good of the Atfombly, but on Purpofe to bring a new Accrochmcttt' atyi 
Delay. 

They defin'd us not to trouble ourfelves to make any more Journeys 
in their behalf to Count Kinski, but to tell him, when we fliould hap- 
pen to fee him, that they, the French , cicront acec luy commc Us dcF 
cent cicre acec l Ambajj'adcur dc S. M. [mperiale penreenquil cice 
accc ettx ccmme il doit cicre acec Fes AmbaJJ'adcurs de fa. M. { I"res 
Cbreiicnnc. 

These Ambafladors defired us to ufe thefe precife Words, and no 
more, upon any further Converfation with him about thefe Vilits. 

Yesterday at three, M. Kinski took an Hour of us again, his 
Bulincfs was to tell us, that he had received Orders from the Empe- 
ror, d'agir (that was his Word) accc fes Allicz dr dc legit imer ma 
Ferjon par le lixtradition dc la Flcnipotcncc dont jc (his muni. — T hat 
tlierefore he came to delire of us, to make an Offer once more to the 
French in his Name and Behalf, and to let them know, he would give 
them a Notification of his Arrival, when he fhould be in a Condition 
to appear in Publick, provided they would promile to do him the 
Honours due to the laft Comer ,• that is, return him his Complement, 
and make him the Vilit at the Hour that he lhould alfign them, letting 
them know withal, that he fliould be fure to return their Vilit in the 
fame Order he fliould receive it ; if it were the firfl, his contre -\ ilit 
1hould^)<^tho firft to them ; and to this lie defired a categorical Anfwer 
from the French and Secedes. 

The French we fpoke with at fire, and when we had made this 
Offer, they withdrew to advife a while, before they gave us their Re- 
folution ; they asked us, whether we took the Notification that Count 
Kinski had given us,.j Oo/tr bonne dr eatable ; and fo for the Vilit we 
gave him, and that he 'Returned us. 

We could not choofe but tell them, that we took all pour eatable, 
the Notifications were, and the Vilits too, in the ufual Form, and 
that we thought no more of any Vilit of Ceremony, before this 
Difficulty between them and him did appear, that Count Kinski and 
we had fatisfied what was due, and that there remain’d no more 
of Ceremony to be performed. 

Whereupon they gave us their final Rcfolution in thefe Words, 
and were well contented we fliould take them in Writing; Apres que 
M. le C. dc Kinski a declare qu'il a deja net i fie fen arriccc a plujieurs 
Ambajfadcur s dr Miniftrcs , des quels niemc il d rcccu la cijite , la jccondc 
Kotificaiicn qu'il pretend dc faire cjl ccntrairc a f ufage dr aboli dans 
cettc ajjemb/ee , dn confcntement de tons ceux qui font arricez decani 
lay, & par ettx obferee fans centredit ; ainji Mcjficurs les Ambajfadeurs 
de France qui ne content point introdnirc tin necel ufage , ne peuccnt pas 
rececoir tine telle Notification, apres cc yui cjl paffi. <- ' 

U po x this we have Rcafon to fea^, that as AT. le C. de Kinski hath 
ordered his Bulincfs, there will be na Interview between him and the 
French , and that he w ill go near t? involve us in the fame Difficulty ; 

for 
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ft>r as he is refolved to notify all Ambafiadors here, the French ex- 
cepted, over again, he will notify us likewife, and wc cannot avoid 
it ; then if we do net return the Complement, and viiit him again in 
Ceremony, that will beget a Breach of all Commerce between him 
and us j and if we do, we l!iall concur to the introducing of a new 
Stile, which Stile may be of ill Confequcnce, and is, as we take it, 
contrary to his Ma jelly’s Intention and Dclign all along, to retrench 
-Matter of Ceremony as much as may be. 

Another Thing that w’c know not well how to anfwcr, may be 
objbCted to us, cfpccially by the trench ; it is, that we fhall her. by 
have fhewed this Ambaflador a double RcfpcCt, to that we have 11 sewed 
to them or any other $ and herein we molt humbly beg the Favour of 
your Directions, we being refolved, as wc Hand advifed, not to re- 
double our Viiit of Ceremony ; for that would be to introduce a No- 
velty to jultify Count Kinski's Miltakc, and yet would not help to 
accommodate him and the French ; for we cannot hope that the French 
will be eafy in this Matter $ lince it is certain, that either this Ambaf- 
lador, or thofe that are to come from the Emperor, will do what they 
can, to give the Priority of Viiit to the Span/Jh Ambaiiador. 

One Thing we Ihall take leave to obferve unto you, that on the 
Evening before Count Kinski return’d us our Viiit, (which was on Fri- 
day} we entreated him very carnellly to conlult with Ins Allies, 
hoping they would, as we did, ad vile him to make his Notification to 
the French , before he render’d us, or any clfe, the Centre Viiit ; whe- 
ther lip confulted them or not, we cannot yet tell ; but fure we are, 
he Contre-vilitcd the ‘JJanc as well as us, notwithlhuiding all our In- 
treaties. 

Another Thing worth the noting is, that in his firft Difeourfes, 
he allowed the Hrft Refpcds to be due to the Mediators, preferably to 
all others, and faid, tho’ they ihould not happen to he lb quick as 
others in demanding and taking an Hour for their Viiit ; and that 
others ihould have given their firll Vilits before them ; yet the Party 
vilited was bound to make the Contre-viiit to them in the firlt Place, 
notwithlhuiding the General Rule. 

'Phis was our very Cafe with the Swede s, and they gave into this 
Exception to the Rule ; but in his latter Conferences with us, (and 
we have had one with him, and fo with the French once a Day thefe 
live lalt Days) he feemed to be of another Opinion ; fo that if we 
Ihould accept of a fecond Notification, which lie declares, Ihall be at 
one and the fame Time to all Amballadors, we ihall hazard that we 
arc now in a quiet and uninterrupted Pollcihon of ; for the Diltance of 
Houfcs being conlidcred, and the Nimblenofs wherewith all Amballa- 
dors return their Complement upon a Notification, the Swede, the 
Spaniard , and the Hollander , will have returned the Complement before 
we can pollibly do it. 

This we do the rather lay before you, becaufc that upon the Ob- 
servation we made to him, (not with Reference to ourfelves, but to 
feme other the furthcll diftant from him) all the Anfwcr he was pleukd 
to make was, that he was refolved to notify all d mime temps , but 
tljat it was not in # his Power to remove Houfes. 

W e arc forry that wc arc forced to trouble you with this long De- 
duction, that has nothing in it but'the Ceremonial Part of our fiulinefs. 
We* can truly fay, that wc have not a Syllable to add in this Dif- 
patch, concerning the real and fubftantial Part ; for lince our laft, w 5 
have not hoard one Word from M. jBeverning, or from any clfe, touching 
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thofc two Projects of Tlcnipoucoir of the Trench and Swedes , f which 
have lain in M. Becerning's Hands, ever iince Saturday was fevennight* 

One 'filing more in the Ceremonials wc ihall take leave to add, 
that on Trida\\ a Secretary from the j Hrandcnburgh Ambaffadors brought 
us fcparatcly a long Mellage from his Mailers. 

ijl, '1 luit he (tiie Secretary) had demanded of ns an Hour for his 
Mailer’s 6Lv//v-Vilits, within a Day cr two after that vve had vilited 
them. ’ * 

2. That M. Stmnitz had written us a Letter, to offer it both :or 
himlelf and his Collogue, and that we had not anfwered that ifet- 
t-_r. 

3. That he was now come to offer it again, provided that we 
would rcc 1 ive both the Amballaders with the fame 'Treatment of llx- 
cel!cuci\ the Taw and the Hand, in our Houle, the Emperor’s AmbaA 
lxc< r having already given it them at his Houfe in an incognito Vilit, 
that they had imule hitn ; that he would do it again, when they Ihould 
give him a mere folemn Vilit j that the Span if!) Ambalfador would fol- 
low his Example, and that the I Jane had done it already. 

4. That they prelied at this T ime to acquit themfelves of the 
Centred ilit to us, beeaule they forefiw they would fuddenly be engag- 
ed in Vilits and Coutrc-V ilits with the Imperial and Spanijh Ambalfa- 
dors ; and if they were lb before they did render us ours, it would be 
an Embar rafs. 

Having met together to give him our Anfwer jointly, we told 
him, we had been always ready, and were Hill fo, (lincc we perceived 
Things were yet entire) to receive the Centre- Vilits, and did offer him 
an) Hour of that Day. 

That for the Treatment he demanded to he allured of to M. 
y i/afpic/y we had given the Ambalhulnrs themfelves an Account of 
what we were directed, and were at Liberty to do ; and could give 
him no other Account, but that we had lent to acquaint the King our 
jMalhr, with w hat thole Amballaders bad then infilled upon. 

When he few he could not gain his Point, he told us, he had Or- 
der:, in the next Place to enquire; whether wc would, as Mediators, 
(notwithltanding the prelent Difficulty) interpofe our Offices in thofc 
Parts of the Negotiation here, that might concern the Elector of Bran- 
denburg/.’. 

To this we told him, his Mailers might pleafe to call to Mind what 
we had already done, even after the Difficulty happen’d in the In- 
cident of M. Qxcnjiierris Lacquey, and that they might thence con- 
clude, we 11 1011 Id endeavour not to be wanting in any of the Duties of 
our Function. This was our Anfwer, and we have heard no more of 
the CJentleman. 

II re vve Ihall take leave to obferve, that as fcon as thefe AmbaA 
Tutors Trail have revilited any other, our Cafe, as it lay before you in 
our firll Account of this Ikifinefs, will be quite altered j therefore wc 
humbly delire your Directions in w hat we are to do. 

Tirfty What Satisfaction wc Ihall cxpcCt for not paying us the 
Cintrc-Viiit in the lirlt Place. 

2. If his Ma jelly fhould let Things fland as they do, till the Trench 
and the Swedes do conic up to this nofv Treatment, that the Imperial ] 9 
Spanifl) , and c DaniJh Ambaffadors have given to, what Manner of Ap- 
plications wc, as Mediators, Ihall make to the Brandenbttrghers, or 
receive from them, in the Functions and Offices that may be requilite 
from us between Party and Party.

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The Favour of your Direction in this, will be fo much the greater, 
as we are likely to be called upon for our Offices, as loon as the Allies 
come to a Rcfolution upon the Form of the Blenipouvoir now in their

Right Honourable Sir, 

O U R laft was of the 1 Jl of this Month, fince which we have the 
Favour of yours of the 16th part, which came yefterday to our 
Hands, to acknowledge. 

W t bemoan ourfelvcs very much .that it did not reach us 48 Hours 
fooner, for Mr. Hyde (who arrived here on ChriJlmas-TJay ) was not to 
be perfwaded to flay any longer than New-L'ears-Day, (that he went 
away in the Morning) in a certain Expectation of one of his Ala- 
jefty s Yachts (come to fetch him) that would be upon the Coall before 
he could reach to Rotterdam , calling by the Way at the Hague , as he 
intended. 

W e were not wanting in our Earneftnefs to perfwade him not to 
llir hence, tiil he heard of the Yacht’s being upon the Coall , but he 
having, it feems, fet down in his betters to London from Cologn , the 
Stages he intended, and thinking the Yacht would be waiting tor him 
in a very few Days, we were not able to perfwade him to make any 
longer Stay lu re. 

However, as foon as we received your Letter yelierday, we f nt 
him our joint Letter, having inclofed in it that Paragraph which re- 
lates to Mr. Hyde, befeeohing him to make all the Hall poflible to 
return hither, in Expectation of his Majelly’s Commillion, and allure 
himfclf, that not only either of our Houfes, but both of them, and every 
Thing elle that we arc able to do, will be entirely at his Service j 
and of this v\e hope on Saturday to have fuch an Anfwer, as we may 
be able to fend you hence on Monday to your Satisfaction. 

As to the Mention of his Majelly’s Name in the Preamble of the 
! 'Plenipouvoirs , we have laid before you other Projects of the French and 
Swedes , bolides that with our Letter you received of the 21 Jl of 
M. d Olivenkrantz ; and we Avail expect your further Directions therein, 
as you are pleafed to put us in Hopes. 

Only we fliall obferve unto you, how nicely they refine upon that 
Point i for where it is fa id by the French , that this Place of Nimeguen is 
accepted by all the Parties for the Place of Conference, par les Joins d 
la Mediation du Roy de la Grand Brett ague, the Spanijh Amballador 
would have it to be, par les Joins dr t interpofition \ but lu ad Is, 
(profelfing himfclf to be not only a moll devoted Servant of his Maj bus, 
but a perfect Englishman) he would have an honourable Mention of 
his Majefty brought into the Act obligatory, as of the common Me- 
diator accepted of by all the Dirties. 

, This with wjiat we find fiom Count Kinski’s Applications and 
Difcourfes. to us, makes us believe that the Emperor looks upon him- 
felf to have concurr’d in the Acceptance of his Majefty’s Mediation, 
as fully and perfectly as any other of the Parties whatfoover.

As 
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A s for the Brandenbnrghers, we have nothing to add to our lafl, 
but that it is the Conjecture of fomc of the Miniflers here, that the 
Difficulties now rolling between Count Kinski and the French , (who 
are no Friends to their Pretenlions) may have fome Addition from 
their Difcontent. 

F o r the Hamburgers Palfports, the French were no fooner fpokeii 
to, but they promised to write to their Court ; having ufed the .like 
Offices to the Swedes, they were pleafed to fend us a Letter to theprf“ 
King upon that Subject, as the Secretary told us, with a Delirc y'e 
would tranfmit it to the Magi Urates ot Hamburgh ; and when vve ac- 
quainted them (by the Means of his MajeAy’s Rclident there) with the 
Contents, (which they fay are very favourable to their Demand) to 
leave the Conveyance of the Letter to tliofe Magiftratcs, here by fomc- 
what indullrioully declining to make ufe of our Covert, as they have 
upon all Occalions done, lince September lafl, notvvithllanding we have 
otter’d them that Service upoir feveral Occalions. 

Thfv do pretend it not to be agreeable to the Dignity of their 
King, to have that Condition of tiling our Covert to be impofed upon 
him by the King of Denmark, and yet Sir J. Paul advifes us, that 
their Pacquets are conveyed hence under M. Tai 'entities Covert, to 
the Holland Rclident at Copcnhagnen , tho’ that Rclident be forced to 
take Advice from Sir J. Paul, and (for ought we know) his Covert 
too, to pals tliole Letters into Sweden. 

As to the Nuncio’s coming hither, (which is the lafl Paragraph in 
sour Letter) we hear no more of it, than that Becilacqna is the"Man, 
and that M. Crampricht , the Imperial Rclident at the Hague, has 
made fome Overture for a Pallport for him, but hath not given in any 
Memorial ; and having had the Quell ion put to him, concerning the 
Style that this Government might be induced to give the Pope, he 
thought that ot Sere n it e Papal: would be accepted. 

O n NiW-Dears-Day in the L veiling, c ])on Pedro Ronqu.il/o took an 
Hour of me Sir I.eoline Jenkins , (tho’ he be Itill incognito) praying mo 
to learn from the French Amballadors, how the Goods and Moveables 
of the Marquifs les Ba! bates Spinr/a , that were to come before that 
Ambnlfador, and not in the f lrain attending his Per foil, fliould be lafe 
from being made Prize. 

Thi Caufe of his Scruple was, he faid, that Count cf Ur cel l, a 
Gentleman of the Spanijh Netherlands , being at Madrid, and having a 
Paliport from France, had lent ten or a dozen Horfes before him towards 
P'-t aiders , upon the Confidence of this Pallport, which extended to his 
Horles too i but his Horfes came no fooner within France, but they 
v.ere lei zed on, and made Prize ; the pleading of this Pallport did not 
1 t\ " his Turn afterwards at Paris , for that it wanted the Words Con- 
( intc»nnt and Separcmcnt ; and therefore not only Marquifs Spinola, 

1>: t l J)on Pedro, dclircs fuch Palfports as may be fufficient in fuch a 
( Afe, lie having fome Concerns of his own coming from Antwerp hither j 
thi > Scruple of Don Pedro's gave us Occalion to give in a Memorial 
to the French Amballadors, the Copy whereof goes herewith inclofcd. • 

From this he palled to a long Conference upon the Difficulties be- 
tween Count Kinski and the French j which ended in this, that he 
would try to get Count Kinski to make a Declaration cither by his 
Mouth, or M. Becoming's, that the Notices he had given to his A Mies 
upon his Arrival, and the Interview that followed, were not intended 
for Yiht.s, and that he would give a fair Notification with Indifference 
of his Aimal to all. 


On 
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• On the other Side, he thought it rcafonable the Mediators would la- 
bour with the French , to accept of fuch a Notification, and to be 
content with the Contre-Wfit return’d them in the fame Order it fhould 
be given him ,• he fpokc of Count Kinski , as a Perfon not employed 
befc.re in any Bufincfs of State, he having gone thro’ his Studies at 
Lcvaine, and afterwards paft fome time in Italy, where he got his Pun- 
ctuality ; but had never any publick Employment, before that of his 
Presidency in Judicature of Appeals, in 'Bohemia excepted. 

One Thing he let fall, but would not own it for an Inducement to 
nae French. It was, that he, Don ‘Pedro , could not be ready to ap- 
pear in Publick, till Count Kinski had done his Vilits, which yet being 
conlidered, would excufe the Count from the Obligation of giving him 
the Priority. 

He was very earne/1 that the Mediators fliould go over the Notifica- 
tions and Vilits again. 1 excufed it w ith the Rea foils we had agreed 
upon, and gave you an Account of in our lafl ; l cannot fay he 
was fatisfy’d with them; but much of his form r lvirnelinofs tor our 
accepting of a fccond Notification, and making a fecond Vint, was 
taken off. 

A s to the main Bufincfs of the Treaty, that which he touched up- 
on was this; he enquired whether we had his Majefty’s Rcfolution 
touching the Mention of his Mediation in the ! Plcnipcnvoirs ; he faid, 
he long’d for it. 

That they, the Spaniards , are concerned to manage the Pope very 
much, it being now hoped, there would be Vre long a Teague formed 
bettveen the Pope, the [’ endian , and the Grand Duke, and other Prin- 
ces of Italy, to preferve that Country in its Peace ; what HI Lie this 
would have, he knew not ; but he was extreamly fenlible of the ill 
Condition of the Spanijh Affairs there. 

That he for his Part has a hard Province here, the Dutch running 
too faft to a Peace, and Aval lowing all in Order to it. The Imperial 
Amballador being in the other Txtrcam, will make no Advances at all, 
but lays hold of every Thing to accnche it ; fo that he is forced to 
flop the one Side as much as he can, and to bring on the other. 

That lie for his Part believes nothing of what^ is faid of feparate 
Treaties going on at the Hague at this Time, tho lome of the Allies 
are extreamly alarm’d : He is fatisfied his Ma jelly intends a general 
Peace; and that fuch a Peace will be moll fuitable with his Majcfiy’s 
Affairs. 

The fame Evening, M. d Oliccnkrantz repeated to us, his Resolu- 
tion and his Collegues, to accept the Notification of Count Kinrk/, 
and to pay him the RefpeCts confequent to it. He gave us his Rea finis 
why he differ’d from the French . i ft, The French took notice of Re- 
ports that Count Kinski had notified and vifited others, and received 
Vilits of other Ambafladors, befc.re he had notified them ; and that the 
Swedes gave no Heed to fuch Reports. 2 dfy, 'Hie French were tycd 
ItriCtiy to their Mailer’s Orders, yet they were able to obtain them in 
a few Days, and confequently bring no great Hindrance upon the 
maiu Bufincfs ; whereas the Swedes could not hope for any Orders in a 
competent Time, bccaufe of* the Stop upon their Letters ; and rherefoic 
mult yield in 42 very Thing they can poflibly, rather than hinder the 
main Bufincfs. 

• He exprefled it as a Wonder to him, that wc, the Mediators, had 
heard nothing all this while from M. accenting, nor of the Project of 
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a ‘Plenipoitcoir, that tve had ever fince the 23 th of the laft Month put 
into his Hands from the Swedes and the French . 

His Conjc&ure was, that they, the Allies, could not agree among 
thcmfclves ,• that M. Becernin $ had writ to the Halite for Orders ; and 
that they were (as he fuppofed) the longer in coming, becaufe the Pen- 
lioner is indifpofed at this l ime. 

H k took Occalion to difeourfe of the Differences between us and the 
! Hrandcnhnrgbcrs , and that our Cafe and theirs (the Swedes) was terv 
like; for it was probable the King their Mailer would, lie faid, follow" 
the Emperor, the Spaniards , and the ‘Dane, in the Style they fliouul 
take up; tho’they, of their own Heads, were not at Liberty to do it, 
their Orders being to treat the E/ecloraux as it was at Mmifter , QJha- 
bntg, and other Places in the Empire : But he did extrcamly approve 
of the Temperament we were willing to admit of with the Branden- 
burghers , in being willing to negotiate the Exchange of the Electors 
! 'Pleniponvoirs , or any other Matter in the Treaty that concerned him: 
He faid, the Difference in Ceremonials ought to be kept dillinCt from 
the Functions of the Mediation ; and we might lately go on in thofe, 
while we expected Satisfaction or Order in the other. 

W ii lliall take Leave to clofe this Difpatch with faying, that we 
have not one Word from M. Bccerning or his Collogue upon the Ad- 
jullnient of the * Plcniponi'oirs , that the lirlt was lb zealous in before the 
Holy-days.

We have done fo the rather, for that in 
the Letter we have from Mr. Secretary Williamfon , by the fame Bearer, 
addrelfed to me the Lord ‘Berkley, and to yourfelf in the next Place, 
and then to our other two Collegucs, there is not one Syllable of 
Direction relating to the Commilfton, nor indeed any Mention made 
of it. We take Leave to repeat here the Offers w r c made to your 
Excellency in our laft, and lhall be glad in this Occalion, and in all 
other, to approve ourfelves, My Lord, your Excellency’s, (jc.

Right Honourable Sir, 

O UR laft was of the 4 th t fince which wc have the Favour of yours 
of the 2 9 th part (delivered us on Friday about 8 in the Morning 
_by M. Smith the Exprefs) to acknowledge. 

'j You will have perceived by our lall Letter, that he is come too 
lVte to find our Collogue Mediator in this Place, (which he left on Ncx- 
Lears-Day in the Morning) we therefore returned the Exprefs imme- 
diately, to go and find him in Holland , which we hope lie hath done 
long ere this, either at the Hague or Rotterdam. 

In the Difpatch you have favour’d us with by this Eixpreft, we find 
how much need we have of his Majelly’s gracious Pardon, which wc 
moft humbly beg, for the Fault vve have committed, in giving in the 
Minutes of Powers that we had drawn up, in the French , and not in 
the Latin Tongue : We lhall be careful for the future to give in 
Things of this Nature in J^atiu. 

Wi moft humbly beg Pardon I ike wile, for the Error we have com- 
mitted, in giving in, as we have done in feme Meafure, to the Mopes 
that all the Parties here did conceive and entertain themfelves with, 
that his Majcfty might of himfelf think fit to forego the Mention of his 
Mediation in the Preamble of the Powers. 

W 11 a t we have done in this Kind, we were brought to do by the 
great Confidences wherewith M. l Jie:rrning and ( J hi/ ‘Pedro Ronqitillo did, 
in all their Converfations with us, exprefs thcmlelves to rely upon it, 
as a '1'liing not to be doubted of ; i Don Pedro relying upon the Force 
which the Precedent at Munjier will have with his Majcfty, and M. 
’Bei'crmng upon the Experience he hath of the Facility his Majelly 
gave in this Point, in his Mediation at sJix-la- Chapel le. 

Bh sides, had we oppofed ourfelves directly aguinft thole A flu ranees 
the Parties framed to themfelves, of his Majelly s Help in this Difficulty, 
we arc apt to think, that feme of them would have more earneftly 
infilled upon having a Form of a Power, without any Mention of a 
Mediator at all, than they have fince done, that they might have a 
Colour to throw that Accrochmcnt upon the Mediators. 

But as for the Otter of any Expedient that we may be thought 
(as our Letter of the 18 th pall happens to be worded) to have made, 
in cale France and Spain ftiould be difficult, which Ihould firft accept of 
the Temperament, of having neither his Majelly nor the Pope mention’d ; 
I Sir Lcolinc Jenkins having been prefent with our Collogue Sir Wil- 
li am 1 cmple, at that Conference we had with the C l)i:tcb on the 18//; 
paft, humbly beg Leave to allure you, that however we happen’d 
to fay in cur Letter that we (not excluding AI. Freer uin?) fell 
upon the Mention of the Expedient there deduced, jet it wu\ n!:-t 
M. Feecrning had thought on, as he then declared, and was not any 
Thing that we for our Parts had thought on, or purpofed, nor have 
wc lo much as heard of that Expedient fince. 

As to what M. Court in may have told his Majelly, of an Ap'-llil to 
•his Letter from the French Amnalladors here, that they, the French 
Ambalfadors, had received from Court, wherewith to flitisfie and clear 
aU Difficulties arifen in the Point of naming his Majcfty as Mediator 
in the Pow r ers, and that his Majelly was expecting to have from us 
« w hat 
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what that was, wc gave you an Account in our Difpatch of Chrijlmas- 
Ticc , of all that the French Ambafladors have faid to us upon that 
Subject, as alfo Tranfcripts of the two Sorts of Projects they had put 
into our Hands, to tranfmit to the Allies. 

To that Account, we have this to add, that laft Night the f "Dane and 
the two I 'Dutch Ambafladors came to my Houfe, the Lord Berkley's , at 
an Hour they had taken ; they gave us an Account of a Meeting they 
had had the Day before, all the Allies together, at the Imperial Anv- 
balladors. J 

They began with telling us, what a great Regard the King of 
Denmark and the States respectively had to his Majefty’s Mediation ; 
but that they found the Ambafladors of the Hmperor and Spain (tho’ 
dciirous enough to fttewr the like ReipeCt to his Majefty’s Mediation, 
yet) were at a great Difficulty how to mention it, and not the Pope’s, 
whole Mediation thole two Courts had accepted, before they did his 
Majefty’s. 

That the Allies had debated the ProjeCts wc had given in to M. 
Becernings Hand on the 23 d part, and the French and the Swedes had 
given them to us a long while, and with Warmth, and at laft had come 
to a Rcfolution to change the Word Mediation , as the French had 
couched it, into the Word Offices. 

I m the French Project it was faid, that all the Parties had been 
brought to agree to the Town of Nime^ten, par les Joins & la Medi- 
ation dn Roy dc la dr and Brett ague ; the Allies would have it changed, 
and faid, it was agreed par les joins & les Offices du Roy dc la Grand 
Brett ague ^ which is all the Alteration or Amendment they offer to the 
French Project. 

They told us, that they (thefe three Ambafladors) had charged 
themfelvcs to delire us to content and give our Approbation to this 
Amendment. 

To this wc anlwercd (after that we had ftept alide and fpoke to- 
gether) ifl 3 T hat the French and the Swedes having font them, the 
Allies, by our Conveyance, a Project of their own, in the drawing up 
of which we had no Hand ; and the Allies having this Amendment 
to offer to it, our Confent was no proper Ingredient to it ; the Concur- 
rence of the French and Swedes to that Amendment, was now the only 
Requilite to render it what they delired, that is, a common Form among 
the Parties. 

2 dl\\ W f deduced to them what a Train that Affair had taken, how 
the French , the Swedes , and the Dutch , finding Difficulties upon the 
Original Powers they had refpeCtively exhibited, had jointly requefted 
us to draw up a Form that might ferve for all, which we had done : 
Then we obferved to them, how wc had been fpoke to, to alter that 
I’onn of ours, fo as to leave out the Mention of his Majefty’s Media- 
tion ; but that we had cxcufed ourfelves, as in a 'Thing not fit for us 
then to do, w ithout firft knowing his Majefty’s PIcafurc. 

.Some of the Reafons we made Ufe of then wc did now repeat, 
fliewing them that we lay ftiil bound by the lame Reafons, till we 
Ihould receive his Majefty’s Directions ,• for as before wc did not pre- 
fume to offer a Form where his Majefty’s Mediation was not mention’d, ( 
having found it in all the Original Powers we had yet fecn ; fo now we 
could not declare any Confent or Approbation of ours, for changing of 
the Word Mediation into Offices , till we knew' his Majefty’s Pleafurc. 

And whereas M. Heitgb would have had us carry this ProjcCt to the 
French , w ith the Amendment in it, as if it had been made by us, we 

cxcufed

excufcd ourfelves, (as we had done before to the French ) faying, that in 
an Inftrumcnt that was intended to ferve all Parties, we were to have 
no Hand either in the making or mending of it, but as far forth as all 
the Parties ihould agree to employ us. 

Then M. ‘Bcvcrntng finding that w r e could not be brought to declare 
any Thing of Confent or Judgment upon this Amendment, made it his 
Rcqpeft to us, in the Name of the Allies, to uie our Offices in handing 
the Projcdt thus amended to the French and Swedes. 

IT hat they did own this Amendment, as the General Senfe and 
Confent of the Allies, and defired no more of us but to know from 
the French , whether they would admit of it ; and if not, what other 
Expedient they could propofe to fatisfio the Imperial and Spanijh Am- 
bafladors, who, if any Mediation be mentioned, muft have the Pope’s 
likewife : Our Offices, as thus required, we thought we could not 
refufo them, it being, as we humbly conceive, incumbent upon us, to 
hand from one Party to the other, whatever Inlfrument, Propolitions, 
or Expedients arc brought to 11s. 

From the ‘P/eniponvoir which M. Accenting left in our Hands, with 
all the Blanks fill’d up according to the Style of his Mailers, and the 
Words he would have changed with a Stroak drawn under them, as 
you’ll find by the Copy herewith inclofed, he palled to the Ait obliga- 
tory, and defired it might not be peremptory, to oblige the Amballa- 
dors to procure Powers in the Form agreed on, for that fuch an Un- 
dertaking did not fo well fuit with the Refpodt due to great Princes 
from •their Miniftcrs ; but only to ufe their Offices and Diligence in 
Order to procure them within the Time prefixt. 

He defired there might be one Claufe added, (which formerly we 
told you the Allies were not agreed upon) it was, to oblige the Parties 
to enter into Matter, and treat w hile they were in Expectation of the 
Power 1 in Form. 

W 1; charged ourfelves with both thefe Papers, in Order to commu- 
nicate them (the foonelt poffibly we can) to the French and the Swedes ; 
thefe Ambafiadors having intimated to us, that they little doubted, 
but that the French and the Swedes would agree to the Alterations or 
Amendments in them, and confequently the Treaty, as to the main 
Matters in it, would begin. 

We muft not forget to tell yon, that as thefe three Ambafiadors 
did profefs his Ma jelly’s Mediation, to be the only Mediation that 
their Mailers relied on ; and that this Amendment was forced 
upon them by the Imperial and Spanijh Ambafiadors ; fo they would 
agree to a Mention of his Majelty’s Mediation in thofe Terms of lie- 
fpedl, that was in Jultice duo to it, in the Adi obligatory that Ihould 
relate to this Flcnipouvoir , defiring we would draw a Claufe to that 
Effedt. 

W 1; did return them our humble Thanks for this Overture of their 
Refpedt to his Majelty ; but excufcd ourfelves, in that we were to do 
nothing of that Kind, but either by the Direction of his Majeftv, or 
clfc at the Requeft of all the Parties. 

In this C011 verf.it ion, we took an Opportunity to propofe to them, 
»and by their Favour to their Allies, that they would plcafe to conlider 
of the Stadt-Houfe, or any other certain convenient Place, for general 
Conferences ; to this M. j Secerning anfwcred, that the Allies agreed^ 
yet in fo few Things among themlclves, that they could not think of 
a Matter fo circumllantial, as that was, before they underftood one 
another bettor, in more cllential ones. 
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It fecmcd to us, that M. Secerning had fomething of Rcfentmeiit. 
fill remaining, Irom his Conversation yefterday with M. Kinski , faying, 
he (M. jBecerning) was now too old to learn ; and that the other, be- 
eauC' of the great Figure of his Mailer, looks upon the reft of the 
Allies, as hound in a Manner to range under him. Monficur de Haren 
palled it over with this Reflexion only, that he, M. Kinski, was pr<h 
pfjiti tenax. 

We took likewife Occalion to delire the Dutch Ambalfadors Offices 
(knee they were already in Poffelfton of mediating between the Brkn-

W f mull not forget to give you this Account that wc have in ge- 
neral of M. Kinski's Vilits } that the French have been prevailed with, by 
their Allies the.fedfor, to vilit Count Kinski, as well as others \vill 
it they be notified ; but the Time that he will notify his Arrival is 
not yet certain. 

On 7 hitrjday they told us, they were come to this joint Rcfolution 
with the Swedes, and wo are taken by all Parties for content with 
the Vilit and Revilit, that have pall between us and Count Kinski. 

On Friday, M. dc Haren told us, that they (the Dutch Ambalfa- 
dors) were very much troubled, the Bulinefs of the \ Vlenipcumr hung 
thus long i that they had very peremptory Orders from their Maftcrs to 
adjufl it, and indeed had had tine petite reprimand, for not having 
done it fooner. 6 

That they the Dutch will deal openly and fairly with their Allies 
and make no .Step but in their View, and with their Knowledge } yet 
that they can ftay for them, that will be backward, no longer. * 3 
That the Allies do fancy to themfelves, there are fome fecrct Ne- 
gotiations carried on at this Time at the Hague, and that our Collegue 
Sir William 'Jem pie is allifting at them ; but they anftvcr that Objc- 
Ction with asking the Allies, why they do not come and enter into the 
open Negotiations of this Place > then they would be fatisfied that the 
State.) intend to make the Peace here, and no otherwhere. 

'1' 11 A T be law little Hopes of compalfing a Peace before this Cam- 
pa ion began ; that his Maftcrs would have an Army of joooo Men in 
the Field, and had a Fond in View capable to anfvver that Expence. 

Having acquainted the Swedes Ambalfadors with the Concelfions 
that the King Denmark hath lately made to Sir John Tan/ in Wri- 
ting - , wc find they are not content with him,- and it being faid in thofe 
Concelfions, that the Danijb Ambalfadors here Ihould have Power to 
give their fafo Conduit to Exprclies as the Swedes Ihould fend by 
Sea, whether from Holland to Gottenburgh, cr from Ltibeck to Calmar- 
we do not find that M. Hcitgh is yet commiflion’d to do as in thole 
Concelfions is exprefs’d.

This Morning we had a Conference with the French Ambailadors, 
upon the Papers and the Proportions that the Daniffi and Dutch Am- 
baffadors had left with us laft Night. 

Their Reflexion upon the Change of the Word Mediation into 
Offices was, that it was perfectly one and the fame Thing ; and that 
Offices did comprehend in this Cafe every Thing that could be intend- 
ed by the Word Mediation ; therefore they being fatisfied, in the Judg- 
ments they made upon thofe Words in their Language, that there was 
nothing of Diminution in the one more than in the other, to the RefpeCt 
and Honour due to the King, they confontcd to the Change that was 
propofed. 

The next Thing they faid was, that tho’ they were willing to con- 
fent to this Change, becaulc the Danifh and Dutch Ambailadors did 
dclire it, and that they had exchanged Powers with them ; yet this 
Confcnt of theirs was not to be extended, or made Ufo of, toward 
the Imperial , Spaniffi, and Brandenburgb Ambailadors, who had not 
yet exhibited their Powers, nor entered in any Degree into this Nego- 
tiation with them. 

Only they were contented to declare to us, that when thofe Am- 
bafladors Ihould fo far enter into Negotiation with them, as to exchange 
their t Plenipouvoirs i they, the French , will then enter into any Expe- 
dient that lhall be thought rcafonablc ,* and will, if they be thereto 
requeued, oblige thcmfelves to procure fuch a Form of Powers to 
treat with them, as they are willing to furnilh to the Dane and the 
Dutch, and will change the Word Mediation into Offices. 

One Thing they declared thcmfelves refolved in, that they would 
have the Att obligatory run in the fame politive Terms it is now draw n 
up in, to oblige all Parties (not only to do their belt Offices and Dili- 
gence, as M. Bevcrning offer’d it laft Night, but) to procure and obtain 
the Powers in the Form that Ihould be agreed within the Time prefix’d. 

T h e Rcafon they gave was, that without fuch an Engagement, all 
would be uncertain, and very much Time in Danger to be loft j and 
that it would be to no Purpofe to have the Parties oblige thcmfelves 
to treat and conclude Things in the interim, unlcfs they did oblige 
their Mailers (as all Plenipotentiaries ought to be impower’d to do) to 
do any A6t of this Kind, and to furnilh fuch Powers as lhall be agreed 
on y they mull, they laid, have the Word Jlliez added to M. Beccr- 
nings Form, that is, that the Dutch Ambailadors may treat and make 
a Peace, not only with the Moll Chriftian King, but alfo his Allies. 

In this Converlation, they did call upon us very much to take 
Notice, and to bear W itnefs in l ime and Place, to that Candour and 
Facility wherewith they Hill proceed ; and prayed us to obfervv, that 
the Allies had fpent above a fortnight’s Time upon the Project we had 
put into their Hands, and yet did nothing but change the Word Me- 
diation into Offices . The Hour of Conference afftgn’d us upon this 
Matter by the Swedes is fo late, that we cannot hope to give you any 
Account of it till next Poll. •

O UR laft was of the %th 3 fincc which wc have the Favour of yours 
of the 2 d Current. 

A s to the knowing of his Majcfty’s Pleafurc, upon the Point of men- 
tioning or not mentioning his Mediation in the new Powers, we*. find 
ourfelvcs referr’d to your next Difpatch ; but we doubt not but youjll 
have already obferved, by what the French and Swedes have done ,in 
reforming our Project, and by what the Allies have done in reforming 
theirs, that that Matter is taken out of our Hands, and that the Par- 
ties themfelves have adjufted it as they have icon good, without flaying 
to know his M a jelly’s Pleafurc, nor making other Ufc of us, than in 
handing what they had projected and reformed, from the one Party to 
the other. 

For the Difference between us and the Rrandcnburghcrs, wc molt 
humbly thank you for the Communication you have been plcafed to 
give us of his Majcfty’s Reflexions, and of the Debate before him of 
that Point. We fliall be furc to govern ourfelvcs as you are plcafed 
to direct, and wait his Majefty’s further Pleafurc. 

One 'filing wc fhall take I, cave to obferve from M. A Avaux, who 
made it his Requeft to us, that we would, by the Means of the Tkach 
Ambafladors, get M. Somnitz to perform what he had declared himfelf 
.villing to do towards the French Ambaffadors. 

M. Somnitz had told M. A Olivenkrantz , (as M. A Avaux fays; that 
he was willing to take the Complement of the French Ambafladors ; 
that they had font to make them, upon their Notification for a Vilit ; 
and that he would go to M. A EJlradcs , and fo to the reft, and give 
them as it were the Rc-vifit. 

T h 1 s is much if he has faid fo, and the more, in that he hath rc- 
fufed (as the Dutch Ambafladors have told us) to come by himfelf, and 
return us the Vifit that we have made him, wherein, what Pretence 
foever his Collcgue had, wc are fure he had none to complain of. 

Another $jhing we are yet to feck, how M. A Olivenkrantz and 
M. Somnitz fliould come to communicate together, fincc he has the 
fame Difficulty with the Swedes, as he hath with the French and us. 

W e are forry that what we have offer’d to your Confidcration, upon 
the Notice you had taken of M. Harens Difcourfe of an Eventual 
Treaty , hath given you fo great a Trouble; wc do readily confefs, 
that there is "nothing directed us by your Letter, but that we fliould 
watch that Matter well, and have a Arid Eye to it. 

That which gave us Caufe to enlarge, and to mention a Protcfta- 
tion, was, that you was plcafed to refer us to what the Swcdijh Me- 
diators had intimated to you and me, they intended to do at Cologn ; 
and as we could not find that the Precaution they refolved to ufe, was 
any other than to protell againlt our Proceedings with the Dutch there, 
wc thought it pofftble his Majclty might direct fomething of that Kind 
to be done here ; and upon that Suppofition, wc took Leave to lay 
before you feveral 'filings, that wc did ‘conjecture might prove to be 
Part of our Cafe here, but wc did not intend to make any the lcaft 
Step in a Matter of this Moment without your particular Directions ; 
and we beg your Pardon, that wc have given you fo great a Trouble, 

upon 
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• upon a Suppofition that our own Anxiety, rather than your Letter, 
brought us to. 

W e do look as narrowly as we can to the Proceedings here, as they 
tend to a feparate Peace, and do conceive that the ‘Dutch defire, in 
the firll Place, a fpcedy general Peace ; but if they do meet with fuch 
Accrochments from feme of the adverfe Party, cr from their own Al- 
lies, as will render the General Peace impoflible for the prefent, wc 
fujJpolb they will content themfelvcs with a feparate Peace, rather than 
continue the War ; in which cafe, wc humbly defire to know his Ma- 
jclly’s Plcafurc, what is expected to be done here on our Part. 

O n Monday , as foon as our Difpatch was gone, we acquainted the 
Swedijh Ambalfadors with the Propofal of the Allies, as the Dani/h 
and Dutch Ambalfadors had reprefented it to us, to have the Word 
Mediatime , in the Preamble of their L.atin Project, changed into opere 3 
officii s , or fome other Word, for the Satisfaction of the Impcrialijls 
and Spaniards. 

This Change the Swedijh AmbalTadors confented to without any 
Helitation, but having read the ‘Plcnipcticoir as the Dutch Ambalfadors 
had drolled it, according to the Stile of their Groffo, they took ex- 
ception that the Word Socii dr Confaderati was not added in that Part 
of it, where the Dutch Ambalfadors have Power to treat with the 
King of Sweden's Ambalfadors. 

They took Exception likewife, that in this Form, the Epithets and 
the Titles ufually given the King of Sweden , were cut Ihort with an 
dr cetera , and not fet down per lixtenjum. 

In the other Writing, which was the Aft obligatory, they confented 
to all that the Allies defired, that only excepted, of promifing to do 
their Offices and Diligences to procure a ! Plenipoucoir in good Form, 
within a Time that fhould be prefix’d. They would have the Promife 
to be politive and exprefs, to procure and obtain it, giving for their 
Rsafon, that otherwile all that Ihould be treated and agreed on in 
the mean time, would be at an Uncertainty ; and for the Argument 
of the Allies, that thofe Terms did not well confift with the RefpcCt 
due from the Minifter to the Mailer, they did not usderftand it fo ; 
but that if the Miniller could oblige the Mailer to^prove of and 
ratific all that he fhould do (tho’ or the utmoft Confequencc), it was 
no Want of RefpcCt, to undertake he fhould do a Thing of fo little 
Importance in itfelf, and yet of great Advantage for the gaining of 
Time. 

O f this Anfvver, as alfo of that which w r c had from the French in 
the Forenoon, wc gave an Account, firll to the Ambalfador of Den- 
mark , then to the Dutch Ambalfadors. 

The Ambalfador of Denmark referr’d himfelf for his final Anfvver 
to the Refolution of the Allies, when he Ihould meet them, to make 
a Report of what we had told him j but he let us fee it would be a 
hard Matter to bring him to promife any more in the obligatory Aft, 
than his Olfices and his Diligences with the King his Mailer to procure 
a new Power. 

H e ufed fevcral Argument^ alfo againll the Demands of the Swedes , 
to have their Mailer’s Name veiled with all its Epithets and Titles 
one was, that fn his ‘P/enipont'oir 3 the King our ' Mailer’s Name was 
mentioned without them, there being no more faid but Mediatione 
Regis Magna ‘Britannia ; and he thought, that if a great King, for 
whom his Matter had fo particular a Refpeft, and in whole Friendlhip 
he repofed all Confidence, were treated without any Extcnfion of 
Vol. II. C 2 * Titles } 
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Titles ; the King of Sweden, again ft whom a War was declared, would ‘ 
have little Pretence to expect it. 

A'-oriitR Argument he ufed was, out of the Orignal Palfport he 
this Amhallador had, and Iliewed us from the King of Sweden , in that 
the King of Denmark was treated Rex Dania, and no more; w hero- 
ns 3 according to all Stiles, & Norvegia lliould have been added. 

A not 11 1: r Kealbn he added, but laid, it was in Confidence to us, 
and deiired it lliould be manag’d accordingly ; he ftiid, there was a 
Tivatv for the Marriage of his King’s Siller with the King of Sweden j 
which he doubts not will have its lsftect in 'Time, notwithllanding the 
pi\f nt War; that in Purfuance of that Treaty, the King of 'Denmark 
ihouhl add to the reft of the King of Sweden s Ppithcis, that of being 
his 'Uniter in IaVW, which is not fo congruous at this Time. 

Having thus done with the Dane, we acquainted the Dutch Am- 
halfadors with what is above from the Irene h and Swedes ; tlie'y al- 
lowed, as the ‘Dane had don--, that the Imperial, Span/Jh , and jJran- 
detik'it gb Amhalladorv, had no colour to delire the Change that the 
€ ])ane and the Dutch had deiired in the Powers, and that they had no 
Title to demand that their Advcrfrtries lliould come to any l-.xpedicnt 
with tiiem, who had iv t yet Iliewed then illlves upon this Place, nor 
exhibited their Powers, to which this i xpidieiit is to relate ; hut this 
they thought would he eaiily remedied, by their putting, us they in- 
tend fuddenly to do, their Powers in our Hands. 

But in the Promites required of the Allic*, to procure and obtain 
new Powers, and not only to do their Ollicts and Diligences, . they 
ftiw a DifHculty, they faid, which they could not hope to overcome; 
the Stile of the Court of Vienna, and this Minifter’s being lb little ac- 
quainted with Bulinefs of this Nature, made them dclpair <'f h ing 
able to prevail with him, to promile more than barely his Oiiicts ; 
however, that they would try what they could do. 

On I'ncfday, the Allies had a Meeting (as we have been told) at 
M. Kinski's, and yeflerday we law the l'.HeA of it, at leaf wile in 
Part; for the Danijb Amhallador, and the two Dutch Amhafladors, 
gave u v , at an Hour they had taken at my lioufe, (the J.ord Berkley 
their Powers in the Form they propofe to themlelvcs to get Originals 
in ; the < J)anc gave us two Powers, both in Katin, the one to treat 
with the Ambaliadors of D ance, the other with thofe of Sweden ; we 
uielole herewith Copies of both. 

YovV iiiul the Word Mcdiaticne Regis Magna: ‘Britannia, changed 
into Ze!o M. Heugh gave this Keafon of their preferring that Word 
before Studio & Opera, which they had in Confederation ; hecaufe that 
Zcio did not only import his Majdty’s publick Piety, but alfo an heroic 
Degree of it. 

.But M. Heugh made a great Difficulty to have the King of Sweden's 
Title entred per JixtcnJ'um in his Power ; lie faid, it was contrary to 
the Stile of late ufed in Treaties. M. dc llarcn urged his own Obfcr- 
vation, having been pre-font at the Treaty at Copcnhagv.cn in 1 6 Co ; 
w here both the Kings being prefent, both contented themfllves, the 
one with the Style of King of Sweden , the other of Denmark and 
Norway. It was fo, ho ftiid, at the;' Elucidation of the Treaty of 
lilting ; and tho’ the laft King of Swcdiit had found Fault with the 
Powers, that the Minifters of the States General had brought to treat 
W’ith him ; and gave them the Minute of fuch a one lie would be con- 
tented with; yet, in that Minute, his Titles were not fet down pc* 
lixtenfmn. 

I o 
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•To this, all the three Ambafladors added, that there was a known 
Expedient that had been made ufo of at Munficr, and might be very 
proper on this Ocoalion ; it was, that lince each King would be fure in 
his Powers, that he ihould give his Mini Hers here, to fet down his own 
Titles in the Front per Extcnfitnt , and the Title of his Adverlary in 
the Text, without any Addition, but cum Legatis Regis Dania (for 
l*xamplc) or Succm ; an Aft of the Mediators, declaring that Titles 
aflumed or omitted fliould be of no Prejudice or Conleqnencc to either 
Party, would falvc all. This they offer’d, and dclired us to prefs Home 
with the Swedes. 

That Claufe in the Adi obligatory, of making a pofitive and exprefs 
Promife (not of Offices and Diligence, but) to procure the Powers 
within the Time prefixed, lie had combated with us on Monday Night 
in very good caraett, but now, lie faid, he yielded, and would oblige 
himfelf abfolutely, and in the Words the Trench and Swedes had infill- 
ed upon ,• fo powerful, faid he, had the Inftanccs been of M. Ueccr- 
ning with him and the reft of the Allies, that he did bring him and 
them to do what lie lifted; upon which M. lieccrning reply’d fmiling, 
that it was with very much ado he got them to do any Thing at 
alh u _ • 

As foon as he had done, the ‘Dutch Ambafladors gave us their 
Powers, the one in Darin , which they intended for the Swedes ; and 
the other in French., which they intended for the French Amballadors. 

In the Dcitin, they had put in Zclo too, inftead of Med /at idle ; and 
in the French , they had put in les bons Offices du Roy de la Grand 
Tlretagnc, inftead of la Mediation ; and wiureas the French Amball'a- 
dors had dclired that the Dutch Powers fliould run to treat with the 
Amballadors of the Moft Chriftian King, O' de fes Allicz , they put in 
that Word, but added thefe others, qui Jonl contre ncus en guerre. 

They agreed to oblige themfelves, by a pofitive Promife, to procure 
thefe Powers in good Form, the Copies go herewith ; and for the Name 
of the King ol Sweden per Fxtcnjhm , they laid, it was a Difficulty 
that did not fo much concern them as it did the Dane. 

When they came to fpeak in Behalf of their Allies, to wit, the 
Imperial ', Spanijb , and Rrandenlmrgh Ambafladors, they allowed that 
the French have fome Reafon to except againft their Pretenfions of re- 
forming Powers, and entring into Expedients ; lince they had not yet 
notified their being there, much lefs exhibited any Power to found 
themfelves, or enter into any Matter with them. That which they 
promifed for them was, that they would appear in publick very fud- 
denly, and at the fame Time put their Powers with Copies into the 
Mediators Hands ; and at the fame 'l ime exhibit to them a Minute ol 
! Plenipout'oir in all Things agreeing with that which the Dane and the 
Dutch now gave in ; and alfo an Aft obligatory, to p ocure Powers in 
good Form, that fliould agree with that Minute ,• adding, that they 
would make their Requelt to the Mediators, to interpole their Office'', 
fo as the adverfe Party, the French and Swedes, would not raife 
Difputes or Difficulties upon their Powers, as now they arc, it they 
fliould find any Thing in them that might be in Rigour excepted a- 
gainfl, but rather acquicfce in* .that they (the Andrian and Rrandevburgb 
1 Miniflors) give*in to the fame Minute, and the fame Aft obligatory, 
that their Allies do. 

• The lafl Thing they fpoke to us of was, that the Allies defired five 
diflinft Powers ; to wit, for the Emperor, for Spain, for Denmark, for 
*thc Eleftor of ‘Brandcnbnrfh , and the States ; and herein they defired 

our . 
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our Offices, to tlifpofe the French and the Swedes^ not to go lefs upon 
any Terms than that Number. 

We were no fooner poflciTcd of thefe (evcr.il Papers, Realonings, and 
Demands, but we carried them, at the Hours we had taken yellcrday 
(the Pune Day) in the Afternoon, to the French and Swedes ; for we 
are aware, that unlels we ule our utmoft Diligence, when fucli Things 
are put into our Hand, or if we fhould make appear any little Difficulty 
on our Part, the Imputation of delaying the Treaty, w hich tlule Parties 
do fo iludioufly avoid, would be fallen ’d (as much as is pollihle) upon 
us, and that lbme pollibly among both Parties, would enjoy themfelves 
very much in Inch an Incident. 

The French and Swedes anfwcr’d us, that they mull fpeak the one 
with the other ; and that w e (liould have their Anfwer, ikinc Time 
this Day, but it will be too late to bring it into this Difpatch. 

'fn at which we found to Hick mdl with the French , were thole 
Words the C l)nlch had put in, (j J'es JUicz qui lent cn gtarc centre

3 diy. If any of the Allies happen to change Sides, and to take Part 
with France , then there mull be a ujw Power ; this will not ferve 
turn in that Cafe. 

That which lluck mo ft with the Swedes was, that their having 
of their King’s Name per Fxtcnfum in the ‘Danift Powers, was op- 
pofed. 

But the French and Swedes thought it hard to give five diltintt 
Powers ; and the rather, in that the firll Thoughts of multiplying Pow- 
ers arife from the Difficulty of mentioning the King and the Pope ; 
but now, that they having all confpired to level that Rub, and to con- 
tent themfelves on all Sides with one and the lame Form of Pow ers ; 
the Rcafon of multiplying them ceafed : But we are apt to think, the 
Allies will reply to this, that there was another Reafon ; w hich is, that 
where there are feveral diltindt Treaties, there mull be as many lpccial 
Powers to bear them. 

W e mull not forget to acquaint you, how that the 7 Fitch Ambalfa- 
dors yelterday Morning gave us an Account of the Melfage that they 
had charged themfelves withal, to deliver us from the Fraudcnbnrghers ; 
it was, that the Frandenburghcrs thank’d us for the civil Mellage w r e 
had font them ; and that they did humbly acknow ledge his JVlajelty s 
great (loodnefs in the Orders we had had, not to be wanting towards 
them in any Part of our Function. 

That they hoped this Difficulty would be fuddcnly over; and that 
as loon as his Majelly Ihould be informed of what the Imperial \ Spanijh , 
and I DaniJJi Ambalfadors have done ; Wc ourfelves, they hoped, fhould 
have Orders to let them know the Difficulty was over; thus excufing 
themfelves, as we humbly conceive, from making any Ufe of us in the 
mean Time. Wc are, (jc. 



This Evening the French Ambalfadors brought us their Reflexions 
upon the Powers that we had left laft Night in their Hands; thofe of 

the 
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the 'Dutch they agreed to, thefe Words Ceux qui font contre nous en 
guerre only excepted, which they will have left out by all Means, for 
the Rcafons given you in this Day’s Letter ; inftcad of them, they are 
content to admit the Word adherent j, and fo it will run avec les Am- 
bajfadeurs de fa Majejie c Tres-Chretienne i dr fes Alliez dr adherents. 

The Danijh Powers they arc not fatisfied with, bccaufe the Pre- 
amble is the fame, and not conform either to the Latin or French 
Project, as it is agreed by all the Allies : This they defired us to re- 
present to the Allies, and to make our Inftances anew for Paflports to 
the Bilhop of Strasburgh , as alfo to let the Allies know, that they . 
take Part in the DilfiatisfaCtion which the Swedes have, in the laft 
Concelfion of the King of Denmark to Sir John 'Paul, in the Palfage 
of their Letters ; praying us to be earned: for a further Liberty in that 
Point. AVc expert the Swedes here every Moment, but we fear the Poll 
will be gone before they leave us. 

W e have juft Time enough to add, that the Swedes infill much to 
have their Mailer’s Titles per Extcnjiim , not as a Matter of Neceflity, 
but of Civility, it having been fo at Alunjier , and there being nothing 
in their Mailer’s Titles that is pretended to, much lefs difputed by any 
other Prince j for they fay the Ceflion that was made of Schoonen and 
other Concjuefts, was abfolute and perpetual ; they would have the 
Words tina Belligerantium into adbtrentium ; and they infill perempto- 
rily, as the French did, that M. Hough's Powers ihould be the fame 
exactly with the Model that all the Parties have accepted and con- 
formed to. They have declared again, their Dilfatisfadtion with the 
King of Denmark's Concelfion about their Letters, and defired his 
Majclty’s Intercelfion to prefs the King of Denmark for a more open 
Palfage.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft, which was of the 1 1 tb, we have none from you 
to acknowledge. 

In that Difpatch, we gave you an Account what Exception the 
French and the Swedes took to the Dutch and Danijh Powers, as they 
had been minuted and given to us to hand them over. 

The fame livening we conveyed thofe Exceptions to the Danijh and 
Dutch Ambalfadors, together with the Rcafons that had been furnilh’d 
us to juftific them : Tho’ the Danijh Ambaflador and the Dutch did 
debate the Point by Way of Difcourfe, yet for a final Anfwer they 
referr’d to what Ihould be agreed on at a common Meeting of the 
Allies, which was had next Day, being Friday. 

Late that Night Mclfieurs Hcngh , Beverning, and Harcn , told us 
by Way of Anfwer, they and their Allies had refolved, rather than to 
break upon Words, that they would no further infill that the Words 
qui font contrc nous en guerre (which the French had excepted againft) 
► Ihould Hand in the common Project, being content it Ihould be faid, 
\ponr trait ter a<ucc les AnibaJJadeurs du Roy Ires Chreticnne , dr fez 
Alliez , without thofe Words ; yet they yielded upon Condition the 
Word adherents (which the French defired) Ihould be waved likewife ; 

fo 
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fo in the Latin Project, the Words ana 'Belligerantium to be left out, 
and the Word adharentium not to be flood upon. 

In the next Place, M» Heugh declared himlelf content to reform his 
‘P/cnipcnc'dr, lb as it Should agree Word for Word with the common 
Form in Latin , which all the Parties that intend to ufe Latin had 
agreed to. 

A noth hr 'filing which the Swedes had flood on principally, thefe 
throe Am India dors enlarged upon ; it was about the Extenlion of Titles. 
The Rcfiflution of the Allies was, that the Swedes (for Inflancc) 'may 
have the r l itle of their King extended as themfelves iliall delire, in the 
Front of that ! 'P/cuipouccir lie fliall give his Ambaifadors, and fliall be 
oblig'd, in the llody of that Power, to fay no mere but ad trail an dam 
cum 1 x gat is Regis ( J)ani t c : The 7 Janijh Pow er to be juft fo, with 
what I xtrn lion that Court fhall plcafe to make in the Front, but in 
the Text there is no more to be but ad trail an dam cum Let\atis Rcgts 
SuecitC i and in this Cafe an Act of the Mediators for Sa/zo, fo that 
what either Prince fliall allurne or omit fliall be of no Confluence. 

The laft Thing they anfvver’d to, was about the Paflage of the 
Swedijh Letters; here the Dutch Amballadcrs took upon them to fpcak: 

Firjl, That they and the reft of the Allies did find, that they 
could not in Rcafon prefs their Ally the Dane, to enlarge the Con- 
ceiilons already made, lor the Palfage of the Swedijh Letters, for that 
neither Spain , nor any other of the Allies, had any Advantage given 
them equivalent to that which the Swedes did ask. 

2 dly , I e the going of a Courier every 1 5 Days from Rruxclls to Spain 
were rckon’d on, they laid, that was a particular Agreement between 
the General Pottmalters, which they thought might be revoked at PI ca- 
fe re, the Kings of France and Spain having not made it in Contempla- 
tion of the War. 

3 dfy, As to the Off, r of a Liberty for Couriers upon the Rhine , 
and through Switzerland into Spain , they (the Dutch') laid it was an 
intolerable Detcut\ and thought the Oih r of the 7 Janijh fife Conduct 
to pafs by Sea either from Holland to Gottenlmrg , or from Labeck to 
Calr.tar, \\ -as a fulficient An Aver upon that Offer. 

As for heliports to the Hilltop of Strasburgb's Minifters, the Dutch 
Am.ballador:; laid, they thought their Matters had already furniflied 
them; if not, it fliould be done with the lirlt Convenience; when 
that were dene, they thought there w ould be no Pretence to prefs them 
10 intercede with the l.mperor, and other their Allies, for Palfports 
for that Prince ; but that Applications fliould be made to the Minifters 
in Town. 

11 hi no charged with this Anfwcr from the Allies, w T c acquainted 
the French with it on Saturday in the Morning, and the Swedes in the 
Afti moon : The Swedes did return no pofitivc Anfwcr in the Confe- 
rence we had with them, but referved themfelves to fpeak lirft w'ith 
their Allies; only they were i*;ry inquifitive to know, whether the 
Rofol ution about extending of 'Pities, w r as given in the Name of all 
the Allies, or elle of the Danifh Ambaflador only ? We told them, 
we had underftood the Difcourfe of Mclfteurs Heugh , Bcccrning, and 
Harelip the Night before, to have been in the Name of all the Allies ; 
to which they replied, that then the DiPiculties would be the greater. \ 

U i> o n the Account w e gave to the French of tliefe Refolutions, 
they received the News that the Dutch had yielded to their Demands 
with Joy ; and for M. llcrgh , they had no Difference with him, but 
ntout tli; Word ChrifliatiiJJ.mus , width tl ey thought to be ail l.pithet

Efficiently known to belong to their King, and confequently to be in* 
ferted into his Power. 

Here wc Ihould take Leave to obferve, that tho’ we had not thefe 
Refolutions imparted to us before feven on Friday Night, and tho’ 
wc communicated them to the French at the ufual Hour of Audience 
on Saturday Morning ; yet we have Reafon to think they had been 
imparted to them before : For all the while that the Conference had 
been* on Friday in the Afternoon at the Dutch AmbafTadors, M. 
cC EJlrades was in the Houfe, (but at Cards with the Ladies) where 
he continued a long while after that the Refolution had been commu- 
nicated to us ; fo M. d Avatix was after the Allies were broke up ; 
which wc do the rather take Leave to note, becaufe that the Dutch 
Ambaffadors, in a Convcrfation wc had with them on Saturday , where- 
in we let them know, how their Affairs flood adjufled with the French 
as to the Fotwoirs , did profefs, now that the Preliminaries were over, 
they would enter into a freer Communication with the French by Vilits 
and Interviews, in Hopes, they faid, by fuch Communications, to con- 
quer Difficulties that would require 'lime, if all Things were pafs’d 
through the Forms j and that they would take to themfelves this 
Liberty, now they were entring into Matter, which we leave you to 
judge of ; but wc, for our Parts, comparing the Intelligence that is 
already in a Manner eflablifhcd between them, with this further 
Defign, cannot but think it is the opening of a Door to balk the Me- 
diators, and to come to a perfeft Underftanding the one with the othir, 
to govern themfelves here, where poffibly little will be done, bolide 
the falving of Appearances, according as they fliall find the feparatc 
Peace to go on at Farts, or at the Hague. 

You may pleafe to remember, S i r, how that in our laft Letter wc 
told you of a Hint we had given the Allies, about coming to a certain 
Place of Publick Conferences ; in this Convcrfation, the Dutch Am- 
bafTadors told us, they and their Allies had refolved to choofe out one 
Room in the Stadthoufc, and to have a Meeting of all there twice in 
a Week ; that the World might fee how unanimous they arc in their 
Deliberations ; and yet how unanimous foever they pretend to be, all 
the Steps that have been lately made to accommodate the Difficulties 
of the Powers, have been made by the great Earncftnefs that M. Fe- 
verning had ufed among them. 

Last Night the Swcdijh AmbafTadors gave us their Refolution, hav- 
ing firft consulted the French ; that they acquiefce in leaving out the 
Word adhxrcntium , as well as und Fclligcrantitim. For the Extenfion 
of Titles, they refolved to do as they Ihould be done by ; and there- 
fore defired to be informed by us, whether the Emperor, Spaniard, and 
Frandenburgher, give their Maftcr the King of Sweden his Title per 
Extenfum , or his titres Royaux only, that uhey might return them the 
fame Mcafures in their Powers ; yet with this Referve, that if any 
King Ihould affume any Titles that he was not ufed to before the 
War, they would not treat with him ; this relating, as we humbly 
conceive, to fome Title that the King of Denmark may affume upon 
his new Acquifitions. 

> They added, they would undertake to procure Powrers, and exhibit 
them here, with in# two Months, *but not to commence from the Date of 
the Aft obligatory, (as others do charge themfelves) but from the Time 
that their Couriers fhall have free Palfage into Sweden. They propofed 
al new Way for their Couriers, which they fliewed us in the Map ; in 
vroiich Courfc, they fay, they will not have above ten Leagues to pafs

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in the King of Denmark's Territories ; and in thofe ten Leagues, therfc 
will be no approaching any fortified Town of the Danes. 

The laft Thing they told us was, that they for their Parts would be 
content to come up to the Number of five fevcral Powers ; but they 
found the French (from whom they mull in no cafe feparate) refolved 
to furnifii but four in all ; that is, to the Emperor, the King of Spain , 
Denmark , and to thefc States, but not to the Frandenburgher's, 
unlcfs the Allies would enable the Mediators to give an A<ft, that no 
more Powers fhould be asked from them for any Prince whatfbever, 
in the Name and at the Inftance of the Alliance. 

I Mr. Hyde having had Communication of all the Particulars above 
accounted of, from my Collegues, juft as they were tranfacted, do take 
I .cave to lign this Letter, tho’ I have not yet alliftcd at any Conferen- 
ces with the Parties. 

’T i s true, my Collegues were inclined to advife me to enter into all 
the Bulinefs they went upon, without notifying my Arrival, or receiv- 
ing or giving any Vilit of Ceremony j but they having founded the 
French on the one Side, and the Dutch on the other, in order to dis- 
cover how fuch a Way of entering upon the Mediation would be tak- 
en, were of Opinion, (as I was upon the whole Matter) that I could 
not well do otherwise than pafs thro’ the Forms, tho’ wo do forefec it 
will hardly be without fomc Embarrafs. 

A s we are writing, we have the Favour of yours of the > tb before 
us, and fliall take all Occalions we can think feafonable, to iniinuate 
to fuch of the Allies as it fliall be proper to do it to, how fincere, 
dilintcrcfted, and zealous his Majefty is, in the Work of the (jcneral 
Mediation j and that if any feparate Negotiation be carried on, it is 
wholly without his Knowledge ; relying upon the Favour of your Di- 
rections, how' we fliall be able to ferve his Majefty upon the Appear- 
ances that now' lie before you of a feparate Treaty. 

T h e Envoy of Newburgh told us this Day, that he doubted not but 
that the Emperor would make the like Concellions in F'avour of his 
Mafter, and the Princes, as he hath made to the Elector of Fran den- 
burgh : He added, that the Miniltcrs of the Princes never did treat 
the E teller anx with Excellencies , not at Mitnjlcr , (where he hath been) 
nor any where clfe, and never will do it, whatever the Ambaliadors of 
Crowned Heads may do, unlcfs the Ambaliadors of the Princes have 
the like Treatment from the Ele'doraux. 

W e’ mu ft not forget to tell you, that on Friday the Frandenbiirgb 
Ambaliadors fent a Secretary to know of us, whether we had any 
Palfports in our Hands for his Highncfs the Elector Palatine, withal 
defiring Copies, if any fuch we had. We gave M. Somnitz an Account, 
(by a Secretary of our own) we had none ; and how the French had 
declared thcmfelves in fuch Cafes of demanding Palfports from their 
Matter, which we mention, that you may plcafe to take Notice of it, 
as the firft Inftanco wherein thofe Ambaliadors have made any Ufe of 
us in the Way of our Function. 

• This Morning M. tfjvaux, in the Name of his Collegues, gave us 
their Rcfolution touching the Number of Powers, as they had received 
it by yefterday’s Letters from Courti.it was, that they offer’d one 
Power to treat with all, fincc that the Form that is • now agreed wil/ 
bear it. If one would not ferve, they offer two, that is, one for each 
Religion ; if that would not do, they offer four, that is, for the Em- 
peror, for Spain, for Denmark , and the States. The fifth for tils 
Elector of Frandenburgh they cannot grant, becaufe of the Conlt- 

qucncc 
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quince it will induce, to ilTue out fingle Powers to treat with every 
other Elector, and with every Prince that is in this War. Therefore 
they defired us to let the Allies know, that four Powers they would 
give, and no more ; and if they would not be content with this, that 
we would acquaint them the French with their Anfwer. 

O f this Refolution of the French , as well as of that of the Swedes 
laft -Night, we gave an Account to the ‘Dutch Ambaffadors, they dc- 
firing j£ from us before this Day's Extraordinary went off. 

They feemed to be apprehenfive, that this denying of a fpecial 
Power for the Rrandenburghers^ would break all other Meafures ; and 
faid, they thought it impoifible to bring their Allies to confcnt, that 
the Mediators iliould declare, in their Names, that they would infill for 
no more ; they named efpecially the Duke of Lorain , that if he 
infill upon it, they mull procure for him an equal Liberty with them- 
felves to treat. 

This Morning they have been at the Stadt-houfe with their Allies 
to view it i what they have rcfolved there, we do not yet know, but 
we do fomewhat wonder, that they have not at leaftwife made fome 
Kind of Offer to take us along with them, to confider of Conveniencies 
for ourfelvcs, and for their adverfe Party. We are ever, (?c.

Right Honourable Sir,’ 

S INCE our laft, which was of the 15 tb, we have the Favour of 
yours of the 9 th , and therein your Directions for our Government 
with Count Kinski , for which we moll humbly thank you. 

That Count remain’d incognito till yefterday, then he notified all, 
the French Ambalfadors and us excepted ; he did not notifie us, becaufe 
of the Infinuations we had given him, that we could not depart from 
the Style of one fingle Vifit, that common Ufage had eftablifhed in this 
Place : For we have let him underftand, that all that we expected 
from him, and all that we were allowed to do towards him, had been 
fully fatisfied in the firft Interviews we had had with him. So that 
we hope we arc well with him for our Parts, he being pleafed to fay, 
that he would leave the Mediators to their Liberty, tho' he intended a 
fecond Notification, and propofed to himfelf a fecond Vifit from us, 
notwithftanding what had pafted between him and us, upon his Ar- 
rival. 

He was once very near an Accommodation with the French , the 
Swedes having helped us to perfwade them, that what had palled be- 
tween them and Count Kinski , and the Daniflt Ambaftador, which 
offended them, the French , was to be reputed nothing but MefTages 
#nd Interviews en ami , and between Allies, for their common Concerns. 

t the Dantfh AmbafTador haying in feveral Converfations fince 
treated the Matter ptherwife, and* given out, that he thought the 
Ceremonies between him and Count Kinski were already over, and that 
the fecond Notification and Vifit were more than needed * the French 
becarae extreamly alarm'd at it, faying, it was now too late for them 
*0 receive the firft Notification, (a fortnight after M .Hough's) and to 
^ Vol. II. Da give 
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give and receive Vifits, tmlefs they might have a Declaration in Wait- 
ing from the Mediators, (fuch as Count Kinski lhould be privy to and 
allow of) that what had palled between him and the Danijh Ambalfa- 
dor, was neither Notification nor Vifit of Ceremony. 

Count Kinski being not willing to come to their prccifc Words,' 
for Fear of any Precedent, or Confcqucncc that might be drawn from 
fuch a Declaration of the Mediators, and the French being refolved 
to get \\ hcrcwithal to confute what M. Hettgh had given out, # in cafe 
it lhould reach, and be made an Argument againft them from their 
Court; they flood each off lliffly upon their Terms, and fo Count; 
Kinski hath palled them by in thole Notifications he has made to the 
[Dane and Swedes, the Brandenburgbers and the Hollanders , (Then ‘Pedro 
Ronqnillo being yet incognito ) fiom whom he hath received the fovcral 
Vilits yefterday, the Hollanders excepted ; now there are no Hopes that 
the French and lie will ever vifit one the other. 

As to our Difficulty with the Brandenburgbers , it lies Hill as it 
did, only they leem to decline feeking to us in our Function fomevvhat 
indullrioully ; for on Monday they imployed the Danijh Ambalfador to 
tell us, in what Style they pretend the Swedes lhould treat their Mailer 
in their Power. 

As to the common Project, it hands now all agreed, and we having 
been pray’d by all the Parties, (at leahwife that appear) to add thole 
Claufes that were defired by all to the obligatory Act, and we being 
concern’d not to take upon us the having drawn up the ! Plcnipoitioir 
as now it is, wc gave them in yeherday, that is, to the French and 
Swedes , the [Dane and the ‘Dutch , each of them Copies of the ACt 
obligatory, as it goes herewith inclofed. 

Monday , after the Poll was gone, wc acquainted the Dutch with the 
Swedes new Propolition about their Couriers, which being given us lince 
in Writing by M. d Oliccnkrantz , goes here inclofed. 

W e acquainted them allb with the Temperament that the Swedes 
did judge would bring the French to give a fpccial Power to treat with 
the Elector of Brandenburgh ; it was, that the Mediators might be 
enabled to give a Declaration, that they, the French , furnifhing Powers- 
to treat with the Elector of Brandenburgh , lhould no more be impor- 
tuned by the Allies to furniih fpccial Powers to treat with the other 
Electors, or the Princes of Germany that are in this War. 

This the ‘Dutch told us, the Allies would never be brought to. 

The fame Account wc gave that Night to the Dane j and his An- 
fwer was, he had no Power to confent to the Way the Swedes had 
propofed for their Couriers ; and being prefled to confidcr the Nccellity 
the Swedes would be put to, to fend an Exprefs to get them Powers, 
according to the new Form, all he could promife was, to charge Jiim- 
fclf with that Pacquet only, and to fend it to his Court, with a Suppli- 
cation that it might be fent over with a Trumpet into Schoonen: -But 
this the Swedes will not hearken to. 


The Swedes had perfwaded thcmfelves, that tho’ the reft of the 
Allies lhould refufe to infert the King of Sweden's Title into their 
Powers per Extcnjum, yet that the Brandenburgher would not, for that 
their Mailer had given it fo in the very PalTports that thefe Swedijh 
Amballadors have. * 1 / 

But M. Heugb had Commiflion from them to tell us they (could 
not do it : Fir ft. For that the Swedes had not return’d them the| Rcci- 


lproqne in their PalTports. 2. For that tho other Allies not ejft/;nding 
thole Titles, they could not vary from them. 3. For that they/arc iv 
• 1 To" 
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Poffeffion of fome Places of Confluence now, that make a Part of the 
I King of Sweden's Titles, that they had not then, when they gave the. 
Swedes thefe Paffports. 

The Prandenburgh Ambaffadors gave us, by M. Heugh, the Sight 
of an Original Letter of the prefcnt King of Poland, and two more of 
his two iaft Predeceffors, King Cajfmire, and King Michael ,• in thole 
three Letters, thefe Kings had treated the Eleftor with Sercnitatis tua 
'/rater, &c. and in the Superfcription, with Screnijfimo Principi , without 
Celfiffmo : This lalt Word, which the King of Sweden had added to 
Sereni/fimo , in his PalTports to the Prandenburgh Ambaifadors, having 
difpleafed the Elector their Mailer. 

On 'Tuefday in the Forenoon the French, and in the Afternoon the 
Swedijh Ambaffadors, took their feveral Hours of us, to make their 
Complaints, that the Dutch Ambaffadors and their Allies had poffeffed 
thcmfelvcs of the Stadthoufe, without acquainting the Mediators or 
• them with it : That this was an abfolute Breach of the Neutrality ; 
that they took upon them in doing this, to aft as Soveraigns in the 
Place, which they would never be able to endure ; that they could not 
think themfclves longer in any Degree of Safety here ,• and that their 
Mailer, if he Ihould confult his own Dignity, mull call them back 
from a Place, in which they are no longer in Safety > where the Allies, 
upon Pretence of the Intcrell the States General have, as Lords of this 
Place, fe veulent impetrer dr s'impatronijer d un lieu qui avoit ejie defiine 
pour les Conferences publices : thefe arc their Words. 

T h e Dutch, when we acquainted them with this, flighted the 
Thing extrcamly ; and Paid, 

i Ji, That they and their Allies finding it inconvenient, becaufe of 
fome Difficulties among themfelves, (principally brought in by Count 
Kinski ) to alfemble (as they had done) fome time in the Houfe of one, 
fome time in the Houfe or another Ally, had refolved to get them a 
third Place to meet in. 

2. That they call an Eye upon a couple of Chambers, that were 
near indeed to the Stadthoule, being in a Pafte-Cottrt adjoining to it, 
but were no Part of the Stadthoufe, nor was at the Dilpofition of the 
Magiflrates. 

3. That this Pajfe-Conrt that lead to thefe Chambers and the 
Stadthoufe, had different Entrances ; that the Stadthoufe belong’d 
indeed to the Town, and was at the Difpofition of the Magiflrates ; 
but that thefe Chambers belong’d aux 'Deputies de la Noblejfe du quar- 
tier de . Nimegnc , dr aux 'Deputies des Villes dc 'Kiel dr de Pommel, and 
to no other. 

4. That they had long fince given over all Thoughts and Hopes 
of any General Affembly, upon the Avcrfion that the French Ambaffa- 
dors had long lincc declared to the Mediators, of any fuch Publick 
Meeting, and that M. d Avaux had very lately confirmed to M. de 
Horen , in a particular Converfation. 

5. However, that all that the Allies had yet done, had been oniy 
to view that Room ; and that they, (the 'Dutch Ambaffadors) upon this 
Alarm, would hold their Hands, and labour to get the firll Meeting, 
that was intended to be there this ‘fhurfday in the Evening, to be put 
off to a further Day ; eithet bccaufc they would not be at Leifurc to 
meet there, or becaufe the Room could not be yet furniflied, or fome 
fuch Colour. 

The fame Evening we acquainted Meflieurs Colbert and d Avaux with 
this Account of the Dutch Ambaffadors, (M. d EJlrades being not well) 

but 
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but \vc did not find that any Thing of this would fatisfy M. Colbert 
cfpccially ; for he would needs undcriland it a Violation of the Neu- 
trality, and an Exercife of Soveraignty here, which ought not to be. 

W e found M. ef Avattx much more calm ; but in the fame Conver- 
fation, wc found by him, that the Orders of the Moft Chriftian King 
were politivc, that his Ambafladors fliould not undertake to furniili a 
fpecial Power to treat with the Brandenburgher ; which if fo, all the 
1'acilitips that have been ufed on both Sides about the common Form of 
Powers, will come to nothing ; for M. Hcttgb told us very plairfly, 
that the Brandenbttrghcrs had exprefs Orders not to give in their Powers 
to treat with France or Sweden , till France or Sweden fliould give in 
each of them a fpecial Power to treat with them ; and which added to 
the Difficulty, that he himfelf (M. Heagh ) would not be at Liberty to 
treat at all, until the Frandenburghcrs were contented in this Poi nt# 

Upon which Declaration of M. Hcugb's , M. ! Beverning obferved 
. us ycllerday, that it was impoffiblc for them, the Dutch) to treat, two 
of their principal Allies thus Handing out. 

Yesterday, I (the Lord Berkley) going to the French and the 
Dane, to deliver and leave with them Copies of the Act obligatory ; 
and 1 , Sir Leoline Jenkins , going upon the like Errand to the Swedes 
and the ‘Dutch) found each Party upon the fame Theam, and in the 
fame Temper, as the Night before, about thofe Rooms near the Stadt- 
houfe. 

The French would needs have them to be Part of the Stadthoufb; 
and the Dutch did as ftilfly deny it ; however, the Dutch Ambafladors, 
in a Vifit wc made them in the Afternoon, fliewed themfelvcs fuffi- 
ciently inclin’d to defift from mcdling further in that Affair, and upon 
our Requell, they went abroad prcfently to their Allies, to difppfc them 
to the fame Temper. 

Late laft Night, Don Fedro Ronquillo came to my Houfe, Sir 
Leoline Jenkins , (tho’ he be ftill incognito) after he had delired me to 
convey him a Letter by this Poll into England ', (which he faid was 
his Bulinefs to me) he fell into Difcourfe about the Stadt-houfe, and 
feemed to be very much troubled at it ; but faid, the Allies were re- 
folved to delift from further medling in it ; but the Reafon they would 
give fliould be no other, but that it was mcerly out of Regard to the 
Mediators. 

This Morning came to me. Sir Leoline Jenkins , an ancient Gentle- 
man, that calls himfelf Councellor of the Elector of Brandenbttrgb , 
and accompanies the Embafly here ; his Bulinefs was to tell me from 
M. Scmnitz , that the Brandcnburgh Envoy now in England \ had in his 
laft Letter given them lefs Hopes than in his former, that his Majefty 
would pleafe to comply with what the Imperial \ Spanijh , and Danijh 
Ambafladors have done here, in Favour of the fecond Ambaffador, not 
differencing him from the firft. 

I n the Clofe of a long Difcourfe of the Rights and the Reafons of 
the Elector in this Point, he infinuated to me, (pretending to do it of 
his ow;n Head) that tho’ M. Somnitz was cxtreamly fcnfible of the 
Readinefs we had declared ourfelvcs to be in, to do any Offices belong- 
ing to our Function, yet that his Orders were fo precife, that he (this 
Gentleman) was afraid he was not at Liberty to receive us in thofe 
Applications we might perhaps think of making to him in our Function 1 
or to have any Communication with us, till our Orders were come to 
treat both the Ambafladors without DiftinCtion. 


This 
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I Thw wc bcji<?ve is done, to prevent our coming to them, upon the 
Overture, wc made them, firft by the Dutch Ambaffadors, and then by 
M. JJeugh , of the Readinefs his Majefty had ordered us to be in, for 
their Service ; which they arc refoived, it feems, not to accept of, un- 
lcfs they can withal gain their Point. This gave me Occafion to ac- 
quaint this Gentleman with the Rule his Ma jetty had fet to himfelf in 
this Sort of Difputes ; which was, not to lead or make Decilions; 
he conceiving it to be his Part, to hand the Arguments pro and con 
from .the one Side to the other, and to bring all Parties, as much as 
lay in him, to be of the fame Judgment, wherein he would find the 
more Difficulty with one of the Parties at leaft, if lie fhould by Way of 
Advance declare his own. 

Just as we are doling, M. Hcugh comes to acquaint us with two 
Things : The one, that the 'Brandenburghers, upon the Advice they 
fjtLvc had this laft Pott from the Envoy of their Matter in England, that 
his Majefty is not like to give us Direction to give the fame Treatment 
to both the AmbafTadors, and therefore that they cannot accept of our 
Offices in any Kind, nor enter into any Commerce with us, till they 
have new Orders for it ; he added, that they were refoived, before this 
News came to them, to accept of the Offer we had made them by M. 
Heugh , and to make life of us in the Progrefs of the Treaty. 

The other Thing was, to let us know, that the Allies, however not 
juftly blamcable in the leaft for what they had done, in the taking up ' 
the Room near the Stadthoufe, had refoived to have that Deference 
for the Mediators, as not to alfcmble there this Day, as they had 
once irftended ; but they did it par tin egard particulier dx tres Expres 
pour Meffienrs les Mediateurs , (thofe were his Words) that they might 
have Time to compofe this Buiincfs, and not at all in Confidcration of 
the Clamours made by the French. We are ever, &c.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

S INCE our laft of the 1 8 th , wc have none of yours to ac- 
knowledge. 

The fame Day, I Sir William 'Temple return’d hither; and in the 
Evening, wc all met to eonlider of thofe two Difficulties then attending 
the Bufinels here, wiiereof you received Account in our laft Difpatch. 
The firft, concerning the Allies allembling thcmfelvcs in a publick Place 
adjoining to the Stadthoufe, upon which the French Ambaffadors made fo 
violent Reflexions, as to interpret it a Breach of the Neutrality here : 
The other, concerning the Difference happen’d between the Parties 
upon the Number of ‘Plenjpoui'oirs, the Allies demanding five, and the 
French offering only four, and refufing that for Brandenburgb. 

Upon the firft Point, we refoived, as the only Expedient we could 
tthink of in the Cafe, to take this Occafion of propofing to all the 
Parties, the Ufi* of fomc Place for publick Conferences, and to let 
rthem know, that wc did it by his Majefty’s Command, and upon his 
Opinion, that it might conduce to the Facility and Expedition of the 
pufinefs here ; but at the fame Time to let them know, that in Cafe 
any of the Parties make a Difficulty of confenting to this Propofition, 
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we defircd that, in the mean Time, they woiild at leaft make ufe eff 
fome publick Place, for the particular Aflembiies of the two feveral 
Alliances ; and this, to the End, not only to fave much Time and 
Pains to the Mediators, but withal to help us, in comprehending 
light the Sence and Intention of the feveral Parties, which it was dif- 
ficult for us to do, when \vc received them, not only from feveral Per- 
fons, but at different Times and Places. 

By this Expedient, we pretended, that tho’ Difficulties would be made 
upon the Ufe of the general Affemblies, yet the Parties would not re- 
fule that of particular ones, propofed to them with thofe Circumftances ,* 
that in this Cafe, the French would have no Exception left again!! the 
Affemblies of the Allies, fince it would now be grounded upon a Pro- 
pofition of the Mediators ; but if any Difficulty ihould be made upon 
it, we hoped the Allies would at leaft defer their Aflembiies in that 
publick Place, ’till the Thing were determin’d. 

On Friday i we propofed it both to the French and to the ‘Dutch; 
and finding both make Difficulties about the Ufe of general Aflembli<s, 
we offer'd that of particular ones, and that they might be made in the 
fame Room of the Stadthoufe ,• the French and Swedes to ufe it in the 
Morning, as is accuftomed by them in their Meetings now at th.nr 
feveral Houfes ; and the Allies in the Afternoon, as hath been hithf rto 
accuftomed by them in all their Aflembiies. 

The French fell in with this Expedient, and the Dutch alfo, with 
a little Change j for M. Bcverning laid, there would be a Difficulty in 
the ufe of the fame Room, bccaufe the Allies might interpret, the 
French had the Preference by ufing it in the Morning befidcs that, M. 
Somnitz could not polfibly make Ufe of a Room above Stairs, as that 
in the Stadthoufe is, by Reafon of his great Age and Infirmities, 
whereupon wc propofed to him, that the Allies fliould have their Aflem- 
biies in the lame Rocm they had before ufed ; and the French and 
Swedes in fuch Rooms of the Stadthoufe as they Ihould find raoft con- 
venient for them ; and this having been lince offer’d by us to the 
French , the Swedes , and the Dane, has been perfectly confented to by 
them ; and we hope thereby to have drawn good out of ill, by bring- 
ing the Congrcfs into more Form, and in making our feveral Confe- 
rences, both with more Expedition and Advantage to the Courfe of 
this Negotiation. 

I n the Conference wc had with the Dutch Ambaffadors on Friday, 
w'e endeavour’d to know, whether, in Cafe we could difpofe the French 
Ambaffadors to procure Powers for the Duke of Brandenburg)}, as 
well as the other four ; they the Dutch would aflure them, that it 
ihould not draw into Confequencc, for any other Electors and Princes 
their Allies. Monficur Beverning anfwcr’d, they could not hinder their 
Allies from demanding them, but that upon the Grant of thofe for 
Brandenburgh , they would enter immediately into Matter, and that no 
Difficulties, which might afterwards happen upon the Demands of fpe- 
cial Powers for other Allies, Ihould hinder them the Dutch from going 
on with the Treaty, or from concluding it, if no other Difficulty re- 
mained. 

This we propofed on Saturday to ^he French Ambafladors, wh 
were not fatisfied w : ith it, but faid, their Orders ware pofitive, no 1 
to confcnt to the Brandenburgh Powers without Aflurancc from th 
Allies, that no Inftances Ihould be made for fpecial Powers to any othc 
Princes in the Alliance, but that all the reft ihould be comprehended 
under the Name of Allies to the Empercr, Spain , or the States. 

• Th* 
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I The fame Evening we gave this Account to the Dutch Ambafla- 
dors, who ft ill inlifted upon what they had offer’d the Night before ; 
and faid, they could not undertake for their Allies, but that they be- 
lieved no other Powers would be inlifted on, lince the Emperor was 
unwilling any fpecial Powers fhould be demanded for the Duke of 
Brandenburgh , being delirous that all the Eleftors and Princes of the 
Empire fhould be comprehended as his Allies in one and the fame 
Powers : But that they (the Dutch') were willing to feparate him in 
this Point from the Emperor, by procuring him a diftinft Power, which 
they conceived he had more Right to than any other German Prince, 
by being a Principal in the War with Sweden. 

W e told them the Dutch Ambaffadors, how politive w T e had left 
the French in this Point ; upon which M. Secerning in fome Heat faid, 
that the French Ambaffadors had fent him Word by a Perfon of Qiia- 
that they would confent to the Brandenburgh Powers, in cafe he, 
M. Beverning alone, would give his own Word, that notwithftanding 
any Inftanccs to be made hereafter for fpecial Powers by other Allies, 
the States his Mafters would go on with the Treaty : We faid it was 
ftrange the French fhould have offer’d him more by another Perfon, than 
they would do by us the Mediators, and thereupon we doubted there 
might have been fome Miftake in the Thing. M. Beverning rcply’d ftill 
in Heat, that the Perfon was one he could rely upon, and had faid it 
to him more than once ; and lince the French Ambaffadors made now 
a Difficulty upon it, we might tell th:m fo $ and that they knew very 
well by what Perfon they had fent him that Meffage. 

On* Sunday we gave this Account to the french Ambaffadors, but 
with all the Coldnefs that could be, as to what concern’d the Overture 
M. Beverning pretended to have received from them by another Hand ; 
yet wc obferved M. d FJlrades and d Avaux to hold down their Heads 
when we mentioned it ; but M. Colbert anfwcred, that they had made 
no fuch Offer by any other Hands, and had only defired the Swedtjh 
Ambalfador to make that Overture to the Mediators ; and fo palling it 
over, he came with fome Circumftance to agree to the Thing, and 
fkTd upon it, that all the Preliminaries being now agreed upon, they 
ueiircd the Acts ncccflary might be ready as foon as they could, and 
that for their Parts they were ready to lign them to Morrow'. 

W e thereupon offer’d them the Ad we had drawn up of Salvo, for 
the Ufe or O million of any Titles in the fcveral Powers, which they 
faid they would communicate to Morrow with their Allies, and give 
us their Anfwer in the Afternoon. 

Upon Sunday , before we went to the French Ambaffadors, Count 
Kinski fent us iiis Powers, with a MefTage, that having himfelf made 
no Reflexions upon the French Powers, he hoped they would make 
none upon his ; but that they fhould both refer thcmfelves to the new 
Powers, which they were to procure in the Form agreed on. 

W e communicated his Powers to the French , in the laft mentioned 
Conference, who, upon reading them, found Fault with the Words Dux 
Burgundia among the Titles, faying, it had no Pretence either of 
Right or PofTcflion. They likewife excepted againft the difpolitive 
Part as abfolutely defective, there being no Power to conclude a Peace, 
,ut only to treat .jand agree upon the Means and Terms on which the 
eace may be made. 

# W e told them their firft Exception was taken away by the Aft of 
th'O which wc had offer’d them ; and for the other, lince none of the 
rtics were likely to continue the Treaty, other wife than in virtue of 
Vol. II. E the 
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the new Powers, and thefe of Count Kinski impowcr’d him in th% 
mean time to treat and agree upon the Terms of a Peace ,- we thought 
the Matter was too nice to delay the Progrefs of the Treaty, and here- 
upon we at length prevail’d with them to make no Reflexions upon 
Count Kinski's Powers, but to refer all to the new A 6 ts and Forms 
agreed upon in this Cafe. 

Since our Jaft, I Mr . Hyde have received the Vifits of all the fe- 
veral Ambafladors here in Town, except thofc of 'Brandenburgb, whom 
I did not notifie, upon the Intimation they had given of making no 
further Ufc of us, till the Difpute about the fecond Ambafladors 
Treatment be determin’d ; and hope to return them all this Day, or to 
Morrow, after which I lhall enter into the Conferences with the refl of 
my Collegues. 

On Thurfday Night Count Kinski fent to notifie his Arrival to me 
Sir WiUiam'I'emplc ■, upon which I made him my Vilit of Ceremony he-.. t 
Day i taking it for a Point decided, that an Ambaflador relidcnt in 
any Place, tho’ abfent upon any Occalion, yet at his Return makes the 
firfl Vifit to an Ambaflador whom he finds newly arrived : I received 
Complements from all the other Ambafladors, who defired Hours to 
vifit me upon my Return ; but I cxcufcd it to them all, upon the Pof- 
flbility of many fuch Starts I might be forced to make, which I thought 
would pafs better without drawing into any Confequenccs of Ceremony 
between us. 

Since the writing thus far, we went this Day to Count Kinski, 
to communicate the French Original Powers, and at the fame Time to 
acquaint him with the Confcnt of the French Ambafladors, fnat no 
Reflexion fhould be made on either Side upon the prefent Powers but 
all referr’d to the new ones : To make our Propolition concerning the 
general and particular Afl'emblies, fo as to end that Matter : To 
give him likewife Notice of the French contenting to the Powers for 
the Duke of c Brandcnlurgh. 

To the lafl he only faid, that it was a Matter he had not yet at all 
meddled in, and fo had nothing to fay upen it. Upon the 2 d, he 
complain’d of the French making Noife in a Matter that had give'.i 
them fo little Occafion for it ; which he faid they would be encouraged 
in, if they found Protection from the Mediators. Upon the \ft ' he 
fliewed more Diflatisfaftion, becaufe we had communicated his Powers 
to the French Ambafladors yefterday, before our Communication of 
theirs to him. "VVe told him the Reafons of it ; which were, 1 ft, That 
upon fending to him yelterday, we had not found him within,- and the 
other much more material, which was, that he having fent us a Mef- 
fage at the fame Time with his Powers, that he defired no Reflexions 
might be made on either Side, and we finding his Powers liable to an 
Exception in the very difpofitive, thought it neceflary to know firft of 
the French Ambafladors, whether they were content with what Count 
Kinski had propofed. Befides, we told him, that fince we knew there 
was no Competition between the Emperor and the Moft Chriftian King 
we had thought we were not tied to fo nice Confiderations of every 
fuch Circumftance, but were left at Liberty to make our Paces in fuch - 
Orders, as we thought moft conduced t t> the Progrefs of the Affair 
He anfwered us in an Italian Proverb, that a I'hing dm -was left uni 
touched ; and fo we left him, without much Shew' of being either ilj) 
fatisfled in the Thing, or well with our Excufes. ' 

From Count Kinski, we went to the Utttch Ambafladors, to giv* 
them the fame Account of thole Particulars we had communicated t< 

Count 
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Cctint Kinski i they exprelfed the greateft Satisfaction that could be 
upon the End of thole three Difficulties, which they laid they had not 
expelled, and therefore had prevailed with their Allies to defer their 
Aflembly this Day. They faid, they fhould be ready to fign the fevcral 
ACts to Morrow, and within three Days after to put in their Pretcn- 
fions. We left them with the Aflurance, that when we received No- 
tied from both Sides that they were ready, the A Cts fhould be pre- 
pared, And we fhould agree upon the Time of iigning them. We are,

I N our laft (which was of the 22 th paft, fince which w T e have not 
any of yours to acknowledge) we gave you an Account how both 
Alliances were like to accommodate themfelves apart with Rooms for 
Conferences between themfelves without further Delay, but not for 
Publick Conferences between the One Alliance and the other, which 
w'as our firft Proportion, and that grounded upon his Majefty s Inftru- 
Ctions to us. 

O n Monday in the Afternoon, as foon as our Difpatch was over, the 
Swedes fftft, and then the French , delired we would aflign them Cham- 
bers (for each of thefe Allies one) in the Stadthoufe. We promifed 
them all the Afliftancc vve could give, but delired them to pleafe them- 
felves ; telling them, we fhould be fure to aflign them the Rooms they 
fhould make Choice of : In Order to this, they viewed the Stadthoufe 
on Tuefday Morning, the French at nine, and the Swedes at eleven, 
vve having befpoke the two Regent Burgo-Mafters to prepare the fevcral 
Rooms for their viewing, and to attend the Ambafladors when they 
fhofTd come. 

The Views were made -at the Hours appointed, and the Burgo- 
Mafters attended, but we have not yet any Account of the Refolution 
they may have taken together after the View, they having told us, 
when they delired us to aflign them Chambers, they would firlt confer 
among themfelves, and then delire us to aflign them what we fhould 
think convenient, the Mediators being firft provided for. 

W e expected that our having had Conferences both with th° French 
and Swedes yefterday, they might have difeover’d to us their Thoughts 
upon this Subject, but they did not : Nor are we fure but that Emu- 
lation which lies deep between them, as we have Reafon to believe, 
may have intervened upon this Occalion. 

The ‘Dutch and their Allies having foreborn to meet on Tburfday 
and Monday laft, (which were the Days they had agreed) in thole 
Rooms we told you of in our former, adjoining near the Stadthoufe, 
*jct there yefterday in the Afternoon, to take as it were Poffeflion of 
in virtue of our Propofiiion and Affignment ; they having fore- 
bVjn to their great Inconvenience, they laid, to afTemble there upon 
‘T&urfday and Monday laft, which were the Days they had firft fet to 
^ themfelves, to the End they might not be thought to pretend to con- 
tinue their firft PofTcfllon, and that they might give us more Time, if 
need were, to adjuft that whole Matter.

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In our former Letter, we told you likewife, how that the Number 
of the Plenipmimrs was now agreed to be Jhe fpccial ones, the French 
contenting themfelves with what the Dutch Had told us, of their Rc- 
folution not to break off the Courfe of the Negotiation, tho’ fome of 
their Allies, that are not yet come upon the Place, (as Lorain, New- 
burgh, and Lunenburgb) fhould be relufed fpccial Powers, fuch as the 
five Allies now prefent have to treat upon. 

The obligatory A<ft and the Seiko, that we were defired to give in, 
are agreed, for ought hitherto appears, in the Form we gave them in, 
(the Copies of them go herewith inclofcd) but the Titles in the Powers ' 
are not yet clear’d. 

For the Imperial Ambaffador offering to treat the Moft Chriftian 
King with the Title of Rex Francis, he would add in the Minute of 
the Power in a Parcnthefis, thefe Words, [with his other Titles, ac- 
cording to the Style of the Chancery of Vienna] and the likb^to 
Sweden. 

The French and Swedes , on the other Side, fay, fuch a Reference 
will have too much of Uncertainty in it, and offer to take the very 
Treatment that was in the Emperor’s Pleniponvoirs at Mmjier ; but 
this Style of Munfter Count Kinski does not acquiefcc in, upon Sup- 
pofal that there is by Agreement fome Alteration made in the Style of 
Vienna towards France , lince that Peace was made ; yet that Alteration 
he does not pretend to know, and that is the Rcafon he would infert 
thofe general Words, and leave the Chancery to put in lieu of them, 
Screnijjimo d fratri , &c. 

The Dane and the Swede make a Difficulty about the Language ; 
for the Dane will not give his Power in Latin , unlcfs the French do 
fo to i if the French will needs give their Power in French , he will 
give his in Daniji. b. 

To this the French do anfwer, i. That this is new and unufual. 
2. That the Communication between the Kings of France and Den- 
mark have been otberwife, the Moft Chriftian Kings writing to the 
Kings of Denmark in French , and the Kings of Denmark writing in 
Latin to the Courts of France. 3. They offer this Matter to be regu- 
lated by Precedents, and will be content ‘that the Plcnipotwoir be in 
Danifh , if in any two of the three laft Treaties between France and 
Denmark , the Powers have been other than in French or in Latin. 

r I he Swedes alfo pretend, that the Spanijh Powers fhould be in 
Latin , becaufe the King of Spain writes to their King in that Lan- 
guage } but Don Pedro Ronquillo expreffed himfelf in a particular Con- 
versation, that his Matter's Power mult be in Spanijh ; and if the Swedes 
mutt needs have theirs in Swedijh , he will not break with them. 

Nor is it a fmall Difficulty between the French and the Pranden- 
burghers ; for tho’ thofe Will give the Moft Chriftian King his Titles 
in Latin , yet they demand that France fhall give their Matter the Stile 
of SereniJJime TLlcftenr dc Prandcnhirgh , Due de Pruffe ,• which the 
Ftench fay they cannot do, Sc-reniffttnc being a Word foreign to their 
Stile and Language, and Duke of Prttjfta being a Title they are not 
acquainted with ; however, they offer to give the fame Titles as th'Kr J 
"Matter hath given that El eft or in his/Pow ers, for any two of the tlr/e 
LA Treaties, that have been made between him and France. I' 

A : other Thing that offends the French and Swedes very much is, 
that the Allies have asked no left than three Months Time to brir.f, in 
thefe J.eiv Powers, whereas the Swedes , who arc the furtheft off, fare 
willing to charge themfelves to bring them in within two Months : 

They./ 
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They add, that the Ratification of the Peace at Aix la Chapelle, was 
to be procured from Madrid in 28 Days ; but that allowing three 
Months, it would be near the Middle of May before the Parties would 
be in a Condition to conclude a Peace. 

We fpcnt the grcateft Part of the Day yeftcrday, in endeavouring 
to reconcile thefe Niceties ; but the Parties anfwcring feparatcly, and 
moft commonly with a Refervc to their Allies, it will be very hard to 
reconcile them, unlefs they do put into our Hands the rude Draughts 
of tfie Powers, as each Party mean to Hand by, and procure them ; 
that lo we may fee what is wanting of the Reciproquo, and what will 
make it up ; or elfe aflcmble both Alliances in their feveral Apartments 
in and near the Stadthoufe, fo as we may go between them, and put 
an End to this Bufinefs one Way or other before they part. 

The Brandenbitrgbers and ^Don 'Pedro Ronquillo have not yet pro- 
drufcd their Original Powers, thereby to enable us to exchange them 
with the Parties, which mull be done before they can come into the 
Expedient (as they promifed to do) of uling the fame common Form 
with the reft ; but the main Difficulty that the 'Brandenbnrghers have, 
(for ought we perceive) feems to be, that they would not make Ufe of 
our Mediation in this Exchange. 

Count Kinski has indeed communicated to us his Powers, (which 
how defective they are, you will quickly fee by the Copy that goes 
herewith inclofed) and confequently judge what need there was of our 
Offices, to difpofe the French into the Temperament of not raifing 
Difputes upon them, but rather expedl new ones in the common Form. 
Yet ho demurs going through with his Part, in taking Communication 
of theirs ; for on Monday Night we carried him the French Powers in 
their Originals, with Copies to leave with him, attefted under our 
Hands ; he examined the Copies himfelf, tho ourfelvcs being prefent 
did bear Witncfs (as it was under our Hands) that we had duly com- 
pared them : He viewed tho Seals likewife very narrowly, and in one 
of the Copies there happening a Word or two to be miftaken by the 
Writer, and for that Reafon to have been blotted out, and the right 
-Words interlined, he deiired us to get another Copy, written without 
any fuch Blemifii ; and fo.excufed himfelf from taking cither that Copy 
(which was of M. d Eftrades Subftitution), or the other Copy of M. 
dcVttry , Colbert , and dAvaux Powers, which had no Errors in it; bc- 
caufe, he laid, the Configning of thofe two Copies into his Hands, 
mull be done by one individual A£t, thofe two Powers being but one in 
Effedt. 

Yet thefe Copies were not, as we thought, of that great Moment, 
fince the Powers thcmfelves, whereof they w'ere Copies, were agreed 
of all Hands to be laid afidc ; which we take Leave to oblervc, that 
you may plcafc to take Notice of the rigid Exadtnefs of this AmbafTa- 
dor ; we not knowing how far it may carry him upon the Offence he 
has taken, that the French had had a Communication of his Powers, 
before he had had it of theirs, as we told you in our laft ; and that 
we perceived by the Difcourfes of his Allies, we are not to think our 
felvcs wholly got off this Difficulty. We are ever, &c.

O N Thurfday Afternoon, upon the Clofure of our lafl, the French 
Amballadcrs came unto us, and put into our Hands the Adis 
obligatory, together with the Form of new Powers for the Emperor, 
the King of ‘Denmark, the Eledtor of Rrandenbitrgb , and the States, all 
lign’d by them the French Ambafladors. They likewife left with us 
the Adi of Saho upon the Ufe or Omiflion of Titles, to which they 
agreed without any Change : They told us, they were content we 
ihouid communicate thefe Papers to the Allies, and let Count Kinski 
knew, that they had left the Blanks for their Maffcr’s Title in the 
obligatory Adt, to be fill’d up according to the Forms ufuaj between the 
Emperor and the King their Mailer < which were, that if he inferted 
the Emperor’s Titles at large, they would do the fame j if he ufed the 1 
Stile of facra fua Cafarea Majcflas, they/ would ufe facra fua Regia?- 
Mcijeftas Cbriflianiffima ; and whereas iii 1 the difpolitivo they named th? 
Emperor with the Stile of not re trescher (J tres-ame frere lEmpcreui 
des Remains, they expedted Count Kinski Ihouid, in the fame Part of 
his difpei-.tivc, name the King their Mailer with the Stile of Sercniffi- 
mas ac ‘PotentiJJimus Princeps ‘Dominus Lndovicns XIV. Galliarum& 

Navarra 
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Qhwarra Rex Cbrifiiamjfimus, Frater & Omfanguineus nqfter cbarijfirmcs ; 
according to what was ufcd in the laft Treaty of 1571, between the 
Emperor and France , an Extract whereof they left in our Hands. 

1 n the Inltruments for the King of Denmark, they had left the fame 
Blanks for their Mailer's Stile, as they had done in that for the Em- 
peror, and upon the fame Reafons in the obligatory Adi, but treated 
the King of Denmark with nStre tree cher & ame firere le Roy de 
Denmark , in the Difpofitivc ,• in lieu whereof, they expected from 
Denmark the fame Titles for their Matter, as are given in the Danijh 
Pallports to them the French Ambafladors. 

As to the Language, they infilled, that tho’ theirs was in French , 
yet thofe of Denmark ought to be in Latin , fince this had ever been 
the Ufe between the two Crowns $ and that they were confident, the 
Danijh Ambalfador propofed that which the King his Matter would 
ripet have done, in the Ufe of the DaniJ!) Language upon this Occa- 
iiun : However, if he could produce an Example of that having been 
practis’d between the two Crowns at any Time, they were content he 
fhould now ufe the Danijh Language, or the Hebrew , if he pleafed. 

1 n their Inltruments for the States General, they laid, there was no 
Difficulty, and they fuppofed there could be none with the Elector of 
Rrandenburgh, having given him the Stile of tres chcr tree ame 
fterc. 

The fame Evening, the Dutch Ambafladors came likewife to us, 
and told us, that for the Expedition of t is Affair, they had propofed 
to their Allies, that there lhould be a Meeting of the two feveral 
Alliances in the feveral Rooms dclign’d for them, where the Mediators, 
by going between them, might foon adjuft all the Differences which 
lhould occur upon the Inltruments to be lign’d ; but that tlrf "S* randen - 
lurgh Ambafladors had declared, that their Orders would not fuffer 
them to intervene at any Meeting with us, till we had allowed them 
the Treatment they pretended to be due to their fecond Ambalfador as 
well as their hr It ; and thereupon the Allies agreed to put into our 
Ha nds, the Copies of the feveral Inltruments they intended to fign ; 
"tk^irTng us to confider them all, and by comparing them with thofe of 
the French and Swedes, to find out where any Differences were in 
them ; and to endeavour to adjutt them between the Parties, and not 
to communicate thefe Draughts of the Allies, till we lhould be poflefled 
of thofe likewife from the Fn neb and Swedes. 

They told us they had brought Inftrumcnts from Don Pedro 
Ronquillo and the Rrandcnburgh Ambafladors, as well as from the 
reft of the Allies, tho’ they knew there would be lomc Difficulty 
upon them, in Regard no Exchange had been vet made of their Powers, 
bccaufc Don Pedro had not yet appeared in publick ; and the Rranden - 
burgh Ambafladors were hindred from treating, not only with the French 
and Swedes , but with us the Mediators too, upon the Difputes concern- 
ing their fecond Ambalfador; that however they the Dutch had 
brought both Don Pedros and the Rrandenburghers Original Powers 
with them, to Ihcw them to us the Mediators, and hoped, that upon 
..our feeing them,- and finding thofe Perfons fufficiently authorized from 
'vteir Mailer, we might think o£ fome Expedient in that Matter. That 
tylcy fuppofed, it ivould not be very difficult in what concerned Don 
Medro, and that if he were willing to exchange his Powers, he might 
d^>«it by our Hands, (fince private Vifits had patted between us) tho’ 
he lhould ftill refolve to continue for fome Time incognito here. But for 
what concerned the Rrandcnburgb Ambafladors, they were more in 

Pain, 
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Pain, and defired us, if it were poffible, to find out fomc Temperament 
in the Cafe ; hereupon they made us a long Deduction of the Dilcour- 
fes and Arguments ufed by the faid Amalladors to their Allies upon this 
Matter ; win rein we obferved nothing new, that concerned Matter of 
Fact i but fomc Things fliarper than we had Rcafon to expeft. As, in 
the firft Place, M. Reverning told us, that thofe Ambaffadors had faid, 
qne Ja Miijeftee leur acoit fait tin tort dr injure que Ictir Maitrc ' ne 
pinccit pas Jbtiffrir ne admettre. • 

In the next Place, that his Majefty refufing the Treatment they pre- 
tended, had changed the Stile he had ufed towards their Matter at 
his own Court in the Year 1660, and had now chofcn rather to agree 
with France and Sweden in this Point, who were their Enemies, than 
with the Emperor, Spain and ‘Denmark, which look’d like a Partiality 
in his Mediation ; to this M. Rcvcrning added, that he found fomc of 
the Allies fo clofely tyed with the Duke of Rrandcnbtirgh , that^i^ey 
had declared that they could not go on with the Treaty, but in Con- 
junction with him : He did not name them, but faid, his Mailers were 
not of the Number ; however, he made it an Argument, to prefs us 
upon finding out fomc Expedient in that Matter. 

We anfvver’d them, that as to the Inftruments they put in our Hands, 
wc fliould not fail to ufe all our Diligence in comparing them with 
thofe of the other Side, and endeavouring to adjuft all Differences be- 
tween them ; that for what concerned Don \ Pedro dc Ronquillo , if ho 
rcfolved to make an Exchange of his Powers, without hrft palling the 
Forms of publick Notifications and Vilits, we apprehended no great 
Difficulty in it, fince Powers only conflituted an Ambaflad 6 r, who 
might, if he faw r Rcafon for it, both treat and conclude without en- 
tering into the Forms of any folcmn Vilits. 

That for what concern’d the Rrandcnbnrgher s A mbafTadors, fince 
there was a Difputc between his Majefty and their Mailer, upon a Cafe 
which the King had taken to be clear in the F'aCt, as to what had palled 
both at Munjter , Norcmbcrg , and Frankfort ; and wherein his Majefty 
had received Information, not only from the Tcllimonies of the Fre nch 
and SwediJfj Minifttrs perfonally prefent at thofe Afl'emblies, but li]T<!s~ 
wife of the Miniftcrs of fevcral German Princes, now Allies to the Duke 
of Rrandenburgb ,• we conceived it fomewhat infolcnt in the Rranden- 
bnt'gb Ambaliadors, to make thcmfdves Judges, where they were but 
Parties; and while the Thing was in Difputc, to declare his Majefty 
had done them an Injury they could not fuller ; which were Exprcliions 
for a Prince, that rather intended to quarrel with his Majefty, than to 
ufe his Mediation ; that it was of the fame Strain in them, to ufe fuch 
an Argument as they did concerning his Majefty ’s Partiality in this 
Matter. Whereas his Majefty having firft declared the Treatment he 
intended to the Rrandenburgb Ambaliadors, and which he thought con- 
formable to the Practice of other Crown’d Heads in the forementioned 
Aftcmblics : If his Majefty fliould now change it, upon the Example of 
Princes among their Allies, who might be induced to it by Intereft of 
their Alliance with the Duke of Rrandcnburgb , we appeal’d to the 
Dutch Ambaffadors, whether this would not look more like Partiality*’ 
in his Majefty, than to continue his owy Style, until the other Crown Vi/ 
Heads were all agreed in this Matter. 1 , ./ 

That for an Expedient in the Cafe, being tycd up by Orders, wj 
could think of none, belides the Ufe of that Pcrmiilion has Mol- 
jefty had already given us, notwithftanding thefe Difputcs, to decline 
no Offices of the Mediation, even towards the Rrandenburgb Ambafla- 
. dors . 
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dors thcmfelves, fb that in Cafe of the Refolution to exchange theit 
Bowers, wc fhould make no Difficulty of going to perform that Office 
at their Hoyfe, without any Reflexion of what had hitherto pafs’d or 
been omitted between us. That for the reft, we fhould not fail to re- 
prefent what had now pafs'd to Court, the Confideration whereof, and 
of the Confcqucnccs they intimated to us from other of their Allies, 
wc muft leave wholly to his Majefty. 

‘The ‘Dutch Ambaffadors feemed thcmfelves fatisfied with what we 
had offer’d, of performing all the Offices of the Mediation, notwithftanding 
thefe Difputes, and with our Promife of reprefenting the whole to 
Court, and M. Beicrning difavow’d thefe Words of tort (j injure , 
as well as what touched the Partiality of his Majefty’s Mediation; 
faying, he was willing they fhould be taken rather to have proceeded 
from his own ill Talent of expreffing himfelf, than as Expreflions ufed 
. by the Brandenburgh Ambaffadors, fincc his Dcfign in this Converfatiort 
\yaf*rather to feck out feme Expedient, than to fharpen the Difpute 
between us. He faid further, that the Brandenburgh Ambaffadors 
would put their Cafe upon what had paffed in the Treaty of Munfter ; but 
he faid at laft, the chief Strefs of his Arguments were upon his Majefty’s 
own Practice in the Year 1660; and faid, the Emperor and Spain 
had therein followed his Majefty’s Example. 

W e reply ’d, we were confident his Majefty would give the fame 
Treatment to the Brandenburgb AmbafTadors, which fhould be proved 
to have been given them by the Ambaffadors of the Crown’d Heads at 
the Treaty of Mwifter. As to what they argucdl from his Majefty’s 
own Practice in 1 660, it was a Thing we knew nothing of, either from 
our ow*n Remembrance, or from any of the King’s Miniftcrs in Employ- 
ment at that Time ; tho’ we confelfed, we had met with it often in 
common Reports, and in Allegations of the Parties upon this Occafion ; 
that we fhould reprefent it all to his Majefty, and obferve the Orders 
wc received upon it. 

After this, they fhewed us both the Spanijh and Brandenburgb Pow- 
ers ; upon the laft wc found nothing to remark, but in the tirft, we 
observ ed the Style only of ‘Plenipotentiary to be given Don Pedro , with- 
~ofit that of JmbaJJador , and that he had ufed the fame Style in his 
Draught of the new Powers, which the Dutch feemed not before to 
have reflected on. Wc made them fenfible, how great an Embarrafs 
this would Occafion in the Courfe of this Affembly, upon the Difference 
of Treatment which wc fuppofed Don Pedro would expeCt, and other 
Ambaffadors would think ht to give, upon this Stile in his Powers; 
and that both we the Mediators, and they the Dutch , and other Am- 
baffadors of their Allies, might be put upon Difficulties in this Matter; 
and therefore we were of Opinion, neither for him to appear yet in 
publick, nor to offer the Exchange of his Powers ; but fince the Word 
Plenipotentiary gave him, as wc conceived, fufficient Power for any 
Atts of the Treaty, tho’ perhaps not equal Pretenfion of Rank with 
the Stile of Ambaffador, we promifed our Endeavours to difpofc the 
French and Swedes to interchange thefe Inftruments for procuring new 
Powers with the Spanijh and brandenburgb Miniftcrs, as well as the 
other Allies, upon our Affurancc of having fecn both their Powers, and 
found their Perfons fufficicntlyN authorized by them. 

I Of Friday Afternoon, the Swcdijh Ambalfadors came to us, and put 
their Inftruments likewife into our Hands ; that is, thofe for the Em- 
peror, the Dane , the Dutch , and the Brandenburghers ; laying, the 
others for Spain were ready, but that they had not thought fit to 
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difpatch them, in Regard no Exchange had been yet made of aiw 
Powers between them : They likcwife gave us another Ad, declaring 
again!! the Impoflibility they fliould be left in, of procuring new 
Powers within the Space of two Months, (which feems now to be 
agreed on all Sides) if they were not allowed the Liberty of difpatch- 
ing Couriers to their Court, upon this and other Occalions, ncccliary in 
the Courfe of this Negotiation. 

The fame Evening the Hutch Ambalfadors came likcwife to us, and 
told us, that being fenlible of the Difficulties we had the Night before 
represented to them, concerning the Stile of Hen ‘Pedro dc Renquido, 
they had prevailed with him to exchange it, and to add that of Am- 
ballador in the Form of his new Powers, tho’ he had maintained the 
prefent Stile to be the fame with what the Crown of Spain had ufld 
at the Treaty at Mnnjicr , and upon which the fame 1 reatment had 
been given them, as to Ambalfadors. ^ ^ i ^ST 

M '.‘Rccerning took Occafion at the fame Time to fay, that for tne 
Diflcrer.ce of Language between France and Denmark, he knew the 
French might a Hedge' the Examples of former Treaties, but the Dane 
referr’d hiiufclf to any Treaty between the Crowns when they were in 
V,hu- ■ which made a Difference in Stile from what was ufual in Time 
of Friendlhip between them ; he faid bolides, that Culloms of this 
Kind often changed in twenty or thirty Years Time ; as for Example, 
that all Ambaiiiidors of England. , Sweden, and Denmark , coming to 
the States Central, had, till of late Year. , made their lirit Proportions 
in Latin < r French , whereas they now' did it in their own Languages j 
and that he himfelf remembred, when none of the Northern Crowns 
pretended any Competition with the three great Crow ns of Europe, 
(naming his Ala jelly, Trance, and Spain') and that, thefe A .riuorn Ali- 
nillers made formerly no Difficulty of ligning aiKr the others; where- 
as the Ufe was grown of late, that no King yielded to another. 

IV l : had no Anfwcr to this Difcourfe, which we fuppefed v as in- 
tended to make Way for the ! Hanijb Amb.ifiadcr’s Pretence of tiling his 
ow n Language in his Powers, but only told AT. Rcueruing, we were glad 
he lved prevailed with ‘Hon Pedro to ufe the Stile of jlmbaj}dthir>ja~ 
h: > Draught of new Pow ers, and hoped' he w ould difpofe him likcwife 
to remain Hill incognito, till we could refolve what Treatment to give 
i:im upon his Stile of Plenipotentiary. In the mean time, we uc.'jre his 
Ala jelly’s politive Directions, what we lhall do in that cafe, if Hon 
Pedro ihould produce himfelf before new Powers come ; and the rather 
in this cafe, bccaufe we arc not at Liberty of obf. rving our general 
Order, to ad vile with the French and SwcdiJJj Ambafladors upon Points 
of Ceremony ; lince we lhould th. reby difeover to them a Secret, 
v hicli was communicated to us by Al. Rcc'crning, with the Condition of 
keeping it lb, till Hen Pedro fliould refolve whether he would procure 


his Powers or no. 

O n Saturday, upon Perufal of the fevcral Inftrumcnts left in our 
Hands by all the Parties, the greateft Difficulties we could forefee likely 
to arife, were, firjt, Upon Count Kinski's referring himfelf in all Mat- 
ters of r fitle, to the Stile of his Chancery, which will leave an Un-^ 
certainty in the new Powers. Tho next \ upon the Hands feeming verj " 
refolute to ufe his own Language, wherb the French ufe theirs. Any 
the lafl was, the Difficulty of the Swedes to procure their new Powers 
within the limited Time, in cafe they have no free PafTage for tlieip 
Couriers. 
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' U p on theie Points, we have yefterday and this Morning conferred 
with the Imperial and French , Danijh and Dutch Minifters, as wc 
{hall this Evening with the Swedes . 

W e find the firft Point like to be accommodated, by each Party 
leaving a Blank to be. filled up with the Titles of his adverfe Party, 
according to the Stile of the refpeitive Chanceries, and each Party 
* being left at Liberty to ufe fuch Stile as they think fit for their own 
Mailers. 

For the laft, we apprehend more Difficulty, fince the Dane protefts it 
is not in his Power to give a Paffport fo much as for one Courier, unlefs 
he goes by Sea from Amfterdam to Gottenburgb , or at leaf! from Luheck 
to Calmar , but offers to charge himfelf with the Conveyance of the 
Swcdijh Pacquet upon this Occafion. 

The Swedes have, on the other Side, hitherto expreffed thcmfelves 
iidt fatisfied with any of thofe Paffagcs, nor with the Conveyance 
offer’d them either by the Dane or the Dutcb y or even of us the Me- 
diators ; thinking it not for the Dignity of their Mafler, upon this Oc- 
cafion, to ufe any Couriers or Conveyances bcfidcs their own. How- 
cvcr, in this we may poiTibly fee fomc Day how to pafs it over one 
Way or other. But for what lies between the French and the Dane , 
upon the Language to be ufed between them, the Difficulty feems to 
us invincible ; the French will give their Powers in French , and no 
other Language, nor with any annex’d Tranflation $ they ground it 
upon the conftant Practice between the two Crowns, and offer to change 
it however, if one Example can be given to the contrary, of their 
treatihg otherwife than in French with Denmark , or the Dane other- 
wife than in Latin with them, and al ledge the Example of the Empe- 
ror’s making no Difficulty in this Kind. 

The Dane fays, he cannot determine what the Practice has been, 
but many Ufcs of this Kind change with Time 5 that it is one Thing 
what is ufed between Princes in Peace, and another in War ; that the 
Conftitution of their Crown is altered of late Years, being render’d 
fucceffivc ,• that he experts a Parity, let it be either by ufing each their 
"^fwn'Language, with or without annex’d Tranflations j or elfc a third 
Language, be it what it will ; and at laft, that he is bound up by 
fuch politive Orders in this Point, as not to be able to fall into any 
other Temper. 

Upon this the French have this Morning declared themfelves as 
pofitive on the other Side, and with feme Heat, that they came not 
here to introduce any Novelties, or to fuffer them, much lefs to receive 
new Laws from the Ambafiadors of Denmark: That he does not 
found himfelf upon any one Example, whereas they do it upon all that 
have paffed : That they will not enter upon the Matter of his pre- 
tended Parity between their Crowns, but will keep clofe to what has 
been the conftant Practice ; and if Denmark will delay the Treaty 
upon this Point, or the Allies upon this Occafion, the King their 
Mafter is as much at Leifure as they, and will be content to let the 
War go on. 

Upon all this it will be ncceffary to let his Majefty know, what 
ove obferve in the general upo* the Play of this whole Game : Count 
'Kinski feems to lay out induftrioufiy for all Points that can fall in to occa- 
sion any Delay in the Treaty ; the Dane and the Frandenbnrgb feem 
tp be influenced by him in this Conduit ; and fb all agree in being 
‘Pun&ilious, not only with the Parties, but a good deal with us the 
Mediators (tho* all is now grown eafic again between Count Kinski 
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and uis); on the other Side, the Dutch are extreamly prclfing upon the 
Progrefs of the 'Treaty, and fcem bent upon the Peace j and M. Ac- 
centing told us, that the Penlioncr had writ him' filch a Letter upon 
it the other Day, asking him what they did here, fince nothing ad- 
vanced i that he, M. Secerning, had anlwer’d him, that if the Pen- 
iioner thought they did nothing here, he, for his Part, would go Home , 
to his own Houfe. 

U p c n this Subjcd vve muft likewife remark, that yefterday, in Cbn- 
fercnce upon thefe Inftruments, M. Secerning defired,, that where wc 
found any of the Parties agreed, as the French and Dutch, or Swedes 
and Dutch , we would make Exchange of the Inftruments between 
them, and leave the others to their Difputes : The fame Evening M. 
Kinski , on the contrary, defire d us, that tho’ fomc of the Parties might 
agree, yet that we would make no Exchange between them, till all thp 
reft were agreed too ,• iincc the Allies could not proceed, but in Con- 
junction one with the other. Nay, he went fo far, as to fpcak of it as 
a Thing which he thought we ought not to do. 

Among thefe Contradidions, and the confcquent Paces wc appre- 
hend on each Side from them, wc beg his Majefty’s Reflexions and 
Inftrudions, and in the mean time, when M. Secerning prefles us again 
upon thefe Points, we fhall let him know what Count Kinski has laid 
to us on the other, and defire them to take their Meafures together, 
what they would have us do in it. All wc apprehend is, that the more 
the other Allies hold off, the more the Dutch will prefs on the Treaty ,* 
and that in purfuing their Infiances to feparate Paces, to be made vyberc 
they agree with the French or Swedes , and their Allies do not, if we 
refufe to aflift between them, they will ufe other Hands, or need none, 
by falling into Communications with the Parties thcmfelvcs. 

About two Days ago M. Secerning told us, it had been moved in 
their Aflembly, that they fliould dclire to fee our Slenipottcoirs ; and he 
intimated to us, that it might be better not to put them upon the 
Demand of it, but to communicate them of ourfelves. Wc did fo, 
and fent our Secretaries to fhew to them the Originals, and leay^ 
authentick Copies with the Imperial \ Danijh , and Dutch Ambalfadors. * 

This Morning we acquainted the French Ambalfadors with what 
paHcd upon this Occafion, and how ready we fliould be, upon the Icaft 
Intimation, to communicate them likewife to any of the other Parties ; 
but they, inftcad of feeming to defire it, turn’d it another Way, and 
faid, it had never been done nor required of any of the Mediators at 
the Treaty of Mrnjier. 

We are to acknowledge the Favour of yours of the 19th, and 
fliall not fail to make the Ufe you therein preferibe us, of what you 
there fay of his Majefty’s Opinion upon the French AmbalTadors Pre- 
tence of Preference to other Crowns, in cafe they happen hereafter to 
advance any fuch Thing : But for the prefent, there is no more Talk, 
of that Matter, nor any Appearance of Vifits likely to pafs between 
Count Kinski and the French Ambalfadors. We remain always, &c.

C VUR laftwasof the 29th paft, fince which we have none from 
/ you to acknowledge. 

Qv \ Difpatch was no fooner gone that Day, but Count Kinski 
to us in the Name of tho BrandenburghAmbaffadors, who being 
not fatisfied, it feems, with the Offices of Mediation that the ‘Dutch 
Ambafiadors had performed (as themfelvcs pleafed often to expreis it) 
between them and us, had now made U:fe or Count Kinski , as more a 
Friend Qfbr fo we conceive him) to their prefent Pretenlions, and confe- 
qtiently more zcaloufly concern’d than, the Dutch Ambafiadors, who 
have a Competition with the Brandenlmrghers, to gain the Point of 
an equal Treatment to both AmbalTadors from us, which the Emperor 
had by a late fpecial Conceflion granted to the Elector of Brandcnburgb. 

H e began with telling us, that he was come with a fpecial Com- 
miffion from the Brandenlmrgh Ambafiadors, and gave both of them the 
Title of ’Excellencies , with more of Affcftation than is ufual in Convcr- 
fation, when Ambafiadors that arc abfent arc fpoken of. 

H e entered firft into the Rcafons of their Cafe, faying, that Repre- 
fentatives were never divided in any other Place than that of the Em- 
pire ,* he infianced in the Ambafiadors of Venice , and of the States ; 
but he acknowledged withal, that within the Empire, the Emperor’s 
Ambafiadors did treat the Ambaifadors of Ele&ors with a Difference 
between the firft and the fecond. 

i. That the Treatment of Ele&oral Ambafiadors at Miatftcr, had 
been according to the Stile we pretend to keep to $ that other crowned 
Heads afie&ing to imitate the Emperor, may have done it at Munfter> 
and in the fubfequent Aflemblies of Neuremberg and Frankfort ; whe- 
ther the Practice between Ambafiadors and the ElcEloranx had been 
fuch, he was not able certainly to determine : This, he faid, he was 
ftmfoff that the Stile of the Emperor’s Ambafiadors was, to treat the 
Elettoraux with a Treatment differencing the firft from the fccond. 

3. That the Emperor having in. November laft enlarged his Con- 
ceffions, and the Ambafiadors of Spain and Denmark having followed 
him, he hoped the King our Mafter would join with thclc three 
Crowned Heads, which make a Majority, as long as his Majcfty docs 
not declare himfelf, rather than with the prefent Enemies of the Bran- 
dcrihurgbers , who will be fure to difputc every Thing with the Elector, 
that is capable of being brought into Controverfy. 

4. That he hoped his Majcfty would be the rather inclin’d to join 
with this Majority, in that he hath already many Years fince clear'd 
this Point in his own Court in Favour of this Elector, by treating his 
two Ambafiadors without any Diftin&ion ; which Favour of his Ma- 
jefty had been look’d upon, he faid, as very much leading both to the 
Emperor, and to the Crowned Heads that followed him, in the Enlarge- 
ment they are now entered upon. 

j. That the Brandcnburgb .^mbaftadors were fo tied up to their 
yrders, that they # could not pay us the contre-W ifits, nor enter into any 
Commerce with us, unlcfs they might be firft afiured of an equal 
Treatment; however, that in Hopes of a juft Reprefentation from us 
td his Majcfty, of the Equity o t their Pretenfions, they declared by 
him Count Kinski , they were willing to accept of the Offices of our 
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Mediation by a third Hand, and to ask us for them to, when tfcey 
ihould have need of them ; and this they would do for the Space of 
three Weeks or a Month, only, in Hopes that by that Time we may 
have Directions from his Majeity more favourable to 'them, . and that 
the Elector himfelf may be in this Neighbourhood within that Time, 
to whom Recourfe, he faid, may be had for further- Directions, in cafe 
we have not an Anfwer that would accommodate all in the mean 
while. . 

This is the Subftance of what he faid upon diverfc Reprizes, and it 
is very remarkable, that he yielded plainly and fully, that the Rran-' 
denburghers have no Ground for their Pretentions in the Practice of 
Munjler , the Imperial AmbafTadors having lived, as he acknowledged, 
with thofe of the Elector, according to the fame Stile we pretend to 
do , and that if Ambafladors of other Crowned Heads lived fo with 
them to, for in that Matter of FaCt, he faid, he had nothing certain to 
affirm or deny, they did it according to the Pattern the Emperor had 
given them ; fo that tho’ the Rrandcnburghers in their Difcourfes to us, 
and the Dutch Ambafladors in theirs, as often as they fpoke for them, 
have laid a great Strefs upon the Practice at Munjler, at leaftwife upon 
the Negative, that the unequal Treatment had not been ufed there. 
Count Kinski relinquiflied that Ground wholly, and reduced their 
Pretentions to the InftruCtions of the Emperor, dated in November laft, 
to his Ambafladors here, and to the Concurrence of Spain and Den- 
mark with him in that Point, and efpecially to the Favour that had 
been Ihewed this Elector many Years fince, in his Ambafladors, by the 
Treatment they received from his Majefty himfelf. * 

The Anfwer wc made to all this, contifted in (hewing him, ijl. 
What Train this Affair had taken, fince the firft Notification that the 
Rrandenburgh Ambafladors had made us. 

2. What Facility his Majefty had given to the performing of our 
Function as Mediators towards them, ordering us to do it, as if there 
had been no fuch Difficulty depending. 

3. How his Majefty, in the InftruCtions he had given us, had laid 
to- himfelf as a Rule, “ to follow elder Precedents in this Aflenftdy, - 
“ rather than to make new ones. 

4. That it would be a Satisfaction to his Majefty to find, from the 
Account that he M. Kinski gave of the Practice at Munjler , he had 
not been fo ill informed, as the Rrandcnburghers had furmifed he was. 

5. That his Majefty, as Mediator, thought he had Right to take 
his own Time, to declare his Judgment in a Point thus controverted, 
and that all Infinuations, as if his Majefty had favoured the Opinion or 
Practice of the French and Swedes, do not do him Juftice, in Regard 
his Orders to us were- given before any Thing was known of their Senfe 
or Intentions, and were grounded upon no other, but the Informations 
his Majefty had had of the elder Precedents. 

That which we have to obferve unto you upon the whole is this ; 
Count Kinski managed this Commiflion with much Earncftnefs; he 
changed indeed the State of the Cafe, as to the Account he gave of 
the Practice at Munjler ; he endeavour’d to eftablilh a different Stile 
and Practice within the Empire and ouj of it, and would needs inti- d 
nuatc, that thefe Honours to the Electors, had their Rife, firft and la/^ 
from the Example of the Emperor ; and that he hoped other Princes 
would change as he had done. 

But that in which we arc moft concern’d is, that this Commerce ‘ 
the Rrandenbnrgbcrs are willing to have with us by a third Hand, is 
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to laft but three Weeks, or a Month at furtheft ; when that is expir’d, 
they will cxpcCt his Majefty’s final Refolution, and ’tis probable, that 
the Ele&or will be about that Time come to Cleves, which will render 
his Majefty’s Directions more neceflary for our Government. 

On Tfuefday in the Evening, the Dutch Ambaffadors brought us the 
Minutes of their fevcral Powers, to treat with the French and Swedes, 
ready fign’d ,• as alfo the ACt obligatory relating to them. They de- 
fined our Offices in collating them with the feveral Projects, and in 
fhewkig them to the French and the Swedes , and in leaving Copies 
with each j as alfo, when they were done, in procuring for them Co- 
pies of the like Minutes from the French and Swedes , together with a 
Sight of the Originals that were to lie in our Hands. 

When they had thus opened the Bufinefs, they put the Papers into 
my Hands, the Lord 'Berkley , and we, forefeeing they intended to 
make a feparatc Step in this Matter, upon the Difficulties ftill remain- 
ing between the Allies, and the French and Swedes , defired them they 
would help us to get the Powers of the reft of their Allies adjufted, 
that we might do the Offices, and make the Exchange they demanded 
for thcmfelvcs, between all the Parties prefent, at one and the fame 
Time. 

W n acquainted them with the Difficulty we apprehended to be, in 
bringing M. llengh to exchange with the French , he being pofithe not to 
give his Power in Latin, but in Danijh , if the French Ambaffadors 
will not give theirs in Latin , but in French. 

W e told them further, that Count Kinski had, when we were with 
him, to fhew him the Minutes he was concern’d in • and to acquaint 
him, tfie Things wherein his Minutes differ’d from thofe of his adverfe 
Party (the French and Swedes ) had forewarn’d us, that we lhould not 
take upon us to exchange thofe Pow ers, where there was no Diffe- 
rence remaining, as between the French , Swedes , and Dutch , there 
was none, as we told him, until the Difficulties between the Dane and 
the French , and fo between all the other Parties, were wholly taken 
away, and their Powers perfectly adjufted ; he giving for a Rcafon, 
thpJLJiyc having received the Minutes of all the Allies at one and the 
lame Time, and from the fame Hands, (the Dutch Ambaffadors) in 
Order to adjuft them, and to make the Exchange $ it was our devoir 
to make that Exchange, when all the Powers were adjufted, and not 
before. 

To this the Dutch Ambaffadors reply ’d, they had done their utmoft 
with the Danijh Ambaffador, and would have been glad to have brought 
him to an acatmnodcvnent with the French ; but that lincc they could 
not, they mu ft not fuffer the w hole Negotiation tp ftick upon fuch a 
Nicety as this is. 

Their Maftcrs will have them go on, if the Dane will needs faire 
la guerre pair fa langtte il la poitrra faire , (thofe w : erc M. Becomings 
Words) but that their Maftcrs are concern’d to let the World fee, they 
have done what lay in them, to flop the prefent Effufion of Chriftian 
Blood, & qiiil 11 d pas tenu a eux que la Taix ne feit faite. 

As for Count Kinski , they laid, Was true, that he and the other Allies 
had deliver’d them their Minutes on T ’hurfday laft, to be put into our 
* Hands, but they did not cha?ge thcmfelvcs with thofe Minutes upon 
*any fuch Condition, as not to exchange any, unlcfs all were adjufted,. 
They knew too well, how hardly fome of the Allies would be brought 
to any final Adjuflmcnt $ and here a fccond Time they defired our Offi- 
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ccs, telling us, their Requell was fo rcafonable, that they hoped we could 
not deny them. 

Hereupon wc laid before them again, the Cafe with the Dane 
and M. Kinski , reprefenting to them how delirable it was, that all the 
Allies would go Hand in Hand, in finifhing the Preliminaries, and how 
ufcful their Offices would be to fccond thofc we had already made 
towards M. Hcugh , as alfo to bring M. Kinski to a right Underltanding of 
the Terms and Conditions upon which the Minutes of the Allies had 
been put into our Hands. 

Here they anfvver’d us plainly, they would neither fpcak to M. 
Heugb nor M. Kinski ; they expedted wc Ihould do the proper Offices 
now demanded of us, between them, the French, and Swedes, and 
when our Offices were done, they might polfibly talk to them after- 
wards j but they would not do it before, they being refolved to 
give their Mailers an Account by this Day’s Poll, that they had depo- 
litcd their Minutes in our Hands on Tuefday Night, and had delired 
us to communicate them to the French and Swedes, and alfo to procure 
for them the Communication of theirs in Exchange. 

Here M. Beoerning redoubled his former Earneltnefs ; requiring us 
to do our Part, and telling us in Anfwcr to what we had prefs’d, for 
getting all the Allies into the fame Readincfs, before we Ihould do 
this Office, that his Majclty’s Mediation was not a Mediation between 
one Alliance and the other, but between each lingle Party, and his 
Adverfary ; that his Majclly’s Mediation had been fo propofed, that is, 
lingly and leparatcly to each Party, and that their Mailers having fo 
accepted it, might hope to reap the Benefit of it, tho’ others Ihould 
not be ready for it, or not defirous to partake of it at the fame 
Time. 

It was cafy to perceive what all this tended to ; wc therefore re- 
peated once more our Inltances, that they would, if not bring over M. 
Heugb, and fatisfic Count Kinski, at leallwifc that they would endea- 
vour it, before they prelfed us further to pafs our Offices between them 
and the French and Swedes. 

W e offer’d them new Arguments towards M. Heugb, as thaf“i.fcc. 
Treaty was begun between him and the French , in the Latin Tongue 
on his Part, the Denmark Palfports to the French Ambalfadors being 
Latin, and the 'Plenipouvoir to treat with them being in that Language 
too, and exchang’d with the French, one for France, without any Ex- 
ception taken to their Language. 

For Count Kinski, we told him, wc thought it was rcafonable for 
them to fpcak with him, fince he and they only knew (and we not 
at all) upon what Terms and Conditions they (the Dutch Ambalfadors) 
had received the Minutes of all the Allies, to depoiite them in our 
Hands, adding withal, that they might have thefe Conferences with- 
in the Compafs of one Day with both thefe Parties, and that we Ihould 
apply ourfelvcs likewife on our Parts, to gain and to fatisfic them. 

M. Beverning held firm to his Conclulion, and repeated the third 
Time the fame Inltances and Demands, that we Ihould do our Offices, 
and among!! other Things, he let fall thefe Words, that if we did not 
do it, il faut trouver d autre s voyes pour, le faire. 

In the Clofe of this Converfation, (which was longer than Ordi- 
nary) and upon our alluring them, we would examine their Minutes, 
in Order to find whether they were fully agreed with the French and 
Swedes, M. Van Haren proved foftcr than M. Beverning , and was content 
, to 
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to (beak with M. Hough , and Don Tedro Ronquilld , in Order to get him 
to fatisfy M. Kinski . 

In this Converfation fevcral Things fell from them, which we take 
Leave to lay before you, and to fubmit to the Judgment you may 
pleafe to. make, of the Way that the ‘Dutch arc now in, for Meafurcs 
leparatc from their Allies. 

• One Thing was, they told us plainly, that tho’ the Allies do ex- 
pert and pretend, that all Propolitions and Demands fhould be managed 
jointly by the whole Alliance, yet their Mailers the States do expect, 
their AmbalTadors fliould be left to thcmfelvcs, and fo cbaqtim a 
dernier fes propres affaires. 

Another Thing was, that the States arc not bound by any Treaty 
to go Hand in Hand in thefe Steps w'ith their Allies ; they are bound 
to no more than to procure their Allies a Faculty to fend their Mi- 
nifters hither, and to enter into the Treaty as well as they, only they 
are not to conclude till their Allies have Satisfaction > but the Judg- 
ment and Meafurcs of that Satisfaction, the States, as their Ambafta- 
dors have upon other Occalions often told us, do referve wholly to 
thcmfelvcs. 

Another Thing was, that it is very vifible their Allies have fevc- 
ral Views, and that they join the one to the other, whenever there is 
any Colour of Jccrochment given to any finglc Party ■, that they, the 
Dutch thcmfelvcs, and they alone, have made all the Advances that 
have been hitherto made ; and that in a Step fuch as this is, their 
Allies may be brought to follow them, but they will never join Hand 
in Hand with them. They further let us know, they are already 
weary of their afTcmbling near the Stadthoufe, and that they hope 
for no Fruit from it, unlcfs the French and Swedes alTcnible to on their 
Side ; and confequcntly, that there be an Opportunity given to the 
Mediators, to go between the one adverfe Party and the other. 

As we had (on Diejday Night) told the Dutch AmbalTadors wc 
would, ycllerday Morning wc fpoke with M. Heugh ; w r c found him 
unalterable for the Parity, and that he left it with much Indifference 
te^lfhe World to judge, whether his Mafter had Reafon to infill upon 
it or not as for the Arguments drawn from former Ufages and Cuftoms, 
he was no further moved with them, than to fay, it was Time for them 
in Denmark to begin and to eftablifh Ufages that might do them right, 
if they had been hitherto negligent in it,- that tho’ his Mafter was 
not fo great a King in Extent of Territories or Revenue, yet in his 
own Dominions he was more abfolutc than the King of France , or any 
other King in Europe ; that in Denmark there was nothing but la 
volonte dn Roy. 

This being compared with what fell from M. Colbert yefterday in 
the Evening in particular Convcrfations, we do take the French and 
the Dane to be irreconcilcablc upon this Point. 

A s we fpoke w ith the Danijh AmbafTador, fo wc fpoke with Count 
Kinski yefterday in the Forenoon, and as far as we are able to judge, 
the Matter of Titles between him and the French , and alfo the Swedes 3 
will be agreed, by referring them bond fide to be extended according to 
% the prefent Stile of the fever aj Chanceries ; he repeated much of what 
Jiad palfed between us on Monday Night about the Rrandt,nburgb Pre- 
tenfions. 

# 0 n e Thing he feemed fenfible of in this laft Converfation, it was, 
that it could not be denied but his Majefty had a juft Concern, to 
conlider well of the Treatment that fhould be pretended to by the 
Vol. II. G Eletto- 
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Eleffioraux, in Regard of the Precedents and Confequcnccs that would 
concern the Princes of Germany, who do all pretend to the fame Treat- 
ment that is given to the Ambafladors of Electors. But he did infinuate 
plainly to us, that the Emperor would look upon it as a Mark of his 
Majefty’s Jmitie to him, if he Ihould be pleafed to give the fame 
Treatment as the Emperor had done to the Eletioraux. 

In this Converfation he did avow frankly, that he had defired us 
not to make thofe Steps which the French expected we iliould make in 
exchanging their Powers, and took upon him to make it good in the 
next Aflembly of the Allies, where he would alfo endeavour, he faid, 
to bring the e DaniJh Ambaflador to Reafon about the Danijh Language. 

Lath laft Night 7)on l Pedro Ronquillo call’d upon us, Sir William 
\ Temp 'e and Sir Leoline Jenkins ; he told us, he had newly fpoke with 
the Danijh Ambaflador, about the conligning of the Powers into our 
Hands, and that he defired no more but two Days Time to refolvc in 
the Point of the Danijh Language. ‘Don ‘Pedro told us, he would 
go ftrait from us to the Dutch Ambafladors, in Order to difpofe them 
to give him and the Dane that little Refpitc, alluring us, that after- 
wards, whether the Dane would do it or no, (and fo for Count Kinski , 
whom he intended to follicit to join with them) he, Don Pedro , would 
do it without further Delay, and would give in his Propolitions 
as foon as the Dutch give in theirs. 

I n the laft Conference we had with the French , we did, as we had 
been requefted by the Duke of Newburgh's Minifter here, pafs our Offi- 
ces with them, fo far as to delire them to write to the intendant of 
Maejhricht , that the Dutchy of Jttliers may not be treated with more 
than ordinary Rigour, in their Contributions for this next Year, and 
that thofe Subjects may be taxed upon an equal Foot with the Dutchy 
of Cleves , fince both thofe Dutchics are equal in their jgtiota, in the 
Matricula of the Empire. 

The Ambafladors excufed thcmfclves, as they had done once before 
upon the like Motion, faying, the Intendant has his Orders from Court, 
and that nothing they could write to him would be able to prevail for 
any Eafe to thofe People, only they did not difeourage us, if the Mo* 
tion were carried on any other W ay to their Court ; for they thought a 
Word from his Majefty to M. Court in , would effedt all that could be 
rcalonably defired in this Buiinefs. 

This Minifter docs complain very much, and fays, that the French 
have pillaged one Village, and burnt another, in Order to ftrike a 
Terror into the People that are upon Compolition ; but the Duke his 
Matter has no Recourfe or Hopes but what he lays in his Majefty’s 
Protection. 

W e muft not forget to tell you, that Count Kinski made a Qucftion, 
whether Don Pedro Ronquillo might not, when the Powers ihould be 
exchanged, appear in Publick. We told him, we were afraid there 
would be Difficulties about his Rank and Treatment j hereupon Count 
Kinski took upon him to maintain, that a Plenipotentiary in a General 
Aflembly had always the Treatment of an Ambaflador ,* he inftanced in 
that of Munftcr , where a Minifter of the Emperor, who was known 
only to be CommiJJdrius , and no more, ,was treated as Ambaflador by , 
the Duke de Longueville. And I, Six William Temple, do remember,, 
that M. Cbiningberg hath fometime told me at the Hague, that while 
he himfclf affifted for the King of Denmark at the Treaty of 'Breda, 
he had been treated by the Ambafladors there as an Jmbajfadcr, the/ 

his 
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his Title and Comraifllon was Plenipotentiary , and no more ,* but of this 
we fuppofe Mr. Secretary Coventry can give particular Informations* 

The Dutch Ambafladors having on Tuejday Night left their Minutes 
for the French and Swedes in our Hands, we having compared them 
with the Original Projects, carried them back, together with the 
French and Swedes Originals, this Morning : They compared thefe 
Originals with their own, and finding them to agree in all Things, 
they refolved (which was the only Queftion we had to put to them), 
that the A &s obligatory between them Ihould bear Date on Sunday 
next, unlefs upon Concert with Don Pedro Konquillo , they ihould agree 
upon another Day. They told us, it was much to be wiihed all the 
Parties might be brought to give in and fign theirs by Sunday too ; but 
whether all the Parties be agreed or not by that Time, we think we 
cannot refufe to do the Offices incumbent upon us, of exchanging and 
taking into our Charge thofe Minutes between fuch as ihall be agreed. 

Upon thefe Steps that the Dutch Ambafladors have made towards 
the French and Swedes , and upon the Likelihood of fuch others as may 
be hereafter made between them of the like Nature, we have diicourled 
among ourfelves, and confidered what we were to do in fuch feparatp 
Paces, and having laid together all that at any Time hath in ieveral 
Letters by yourfelf been written to us here, upon Qjieftions reprefented 
to you from hence, as fit (as it happens) to this prefent Purpofe, as if 
they had been framed upon this Occaiion, we find ourfelves in a great 
Degree left to ourfelves without Inflrudions, and no where forbid to 
be alUlling in thefe Offices of handing fuch Inftrumcnts j but, on the 
contrary, in one from you of the i^th of September , wherein we are 
referr’d upon thefe Cafes to his Majefty ’s future Pleafure, you are 
pleafed to add thefe Words, that — “ We Ihould forbear till we hear 
“ further of his Majefty 's Mind in the Point, from faying any Thing 
cc for or againft that Kind and Way of tranfa&ing. We were all of 
us of Opinion, that we ought to make this Step between fuch of the 
Parties as Ihould be agreed, efpecially fince it appear’d by their Pro- 
ceedings, that they were othefwife refolved to make it without us, 
and by that Means the whole Matter between them would be taken 
out of our Hands, if we ihould not aflift in thefe Paces. 

This Step being only in a Preliminary, we hope you will have 
received Notice of it Time enough, before we are put upon another, 
to let us know his Majefty’s Mind more particularly in this Cafe, to 
the End we may be able with more Certainty to govern ourfelves here- 
after in all Incidents of this Nature. Wc remain, &c.

O U R laft was of the 1 ft Inftant, which gave you an Account of 
what Difficulties then remain'd concerning the Projects of new 
Powers, which came the next Day to be fo near adjufted, that the 
Parties agreed upon Sunday the 4 th Current for the Day of figning them, 
.and* from which the 60 Days Ihould begin, wherein they obliged them- 
felves to procure new Powers*

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There remain'd only the Difficulty raifed by the Dantfb Ambafle-’ 
dor, about the uftng his own Language in his Inftrument for france, 
wherein, he {aid, he had pofitivc Orders ; and the French Ambafladors 
would not admit of the Expedient, to have a Claufe inferted in the 
Ad of Sako, that the Ufe of no Language, as well as Titles, Ihould 
draw into Confequence ,• upon which fome of the Allies had undertaken,' 
that the Danijh AmbalTador Ihould be induced to fign the prefent Pro- 
jed in Latin, according to former Pradices. 

Whatever was to become of this Difpute between them. Count 
Kinski and Don ‘Pedro de Ronquillo had however refolved, as well as 
the Dutch , to exchange their Projeds on Sunday ,* but upon Saturday 
about Noon, we received the Favour of one from you of the 23 d palt, 
with his Majefty’s Reflexions upon our having handed the new Projeds 
between the Parties, after they had left out the Word of Mediation j 
and likewife his Majefty’s Inftrudions, what we fliould immediately do, 
for retrieving that Fault. 

We refolved, upon Confultation together, to go that very Afternoon 
to all the fevcral Ambafladors here in Town, except thofo of Bran- 
dcnlmrgh , with whom we have yet no Communication, and to acquaint 
them with his Majefty’s Thoughts upon it, in the Manner we had 
together digefted upon Paper, and which we fend you here inclofed : 
We began with the Dutch Ambaflador, with a Defign not only of en- 
gaging his Confent, but his Offices likewife with the reft of his Allies,' 
we ealily obtain’d from M. Beverning both the one and the other ; 
but going from him to Count Kinski , he told us, he was much fur- 
prized at the Advice we gave him of his Majefty’s Diflatisfadion, and 
Dcfire in this Matter, cfpecially at this Time, iince it was not now 
Res integra , in Regard a Convention had already pafled of the prefent 
Projcd among all the Parties, and thereupon he could not give any; 
Anfwer of his own, without firft confulting the reft of his Allies, 
and knowing likewife the Rcfolution of his adverfe Parties upon the 
Matter. 

F r o'M Count Kinski we went to the French , the Swedes , and the 
Dane , and found them all not only very cafy in the Thing, but allb 
full of Expreflions, how delirous their Maftcrs were to give all the Ho- 
nour that could be to his Majefty’s Mediation, in this or any other 
Point, wherein it fliould happen to be concern’d. 

From them we went to Don Pedro de Ronqnillo , who told us, he’ 
had notice of the Thing from Letters of his own ,• as likewife, that 
his Maiefty laid it particularly upon him, which he feemed to be much 
affedett at\j but upon the whole, the Anfwer he gave us agreed fo 
much With Count Kinski's to us, that we believed they had been be- 
forehand Concerted between them. We told him upon it, that wo 
could give him already the Light he delired, by alluring him of the 
Confent not only of his own Allies, (except Count Kinski) but like- 
wife of his adverfe Parties, fo as we conceived no Difficulties now to 
remain, unlefs it were in the Count and him ,* he reply’d, that it wasi 
however a Thing he could not give his Anfwer in, without firft confult-' 
ing his Allies. 

After this wc went again to M. Bct'cming, to delira 'him that Jlte’ 
would {peak with the Brandenburgb Ambafladors tipon the Point, ra- 
ther than* leave it tb Count Kinski ', whom we had not found very eafy 
W'the Thifig, tho' other wife he had taken upon him of lkte, ‘the Part 
of tranfa&ing between . us and them, whatever’ was heceflarV in the 
Cofirfe of our Bufincfs here; M; Beverning took upon him this Office 

very 
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very willingly, and having at the fame Time known from nsj what 
had palTed in the feyeral Converfations with the Minifters here, be 
defired us, that fince Count Kinski had deferr’d his Anfwer till he 
knew the Opinion pf the other Parties, we would take the Pains to 
go to him once mere, and acquaint him with ail their Confents, which 
we did the fame Evening, tho’ fomething late. He gave us Thanks 
f 6 r this Communication, and faid, that he could not however give us 
any Anfwer, before he had fpoken with all his Allies in their Aflcm- 
bly next Day ,* but at the lame Time, made us great Exprdlions of 
his Mailer’s entire Confidence in his Majclly’s Mediation ; and that if 
ahy Difficulty Ihould remain in this Matter, it would proceed from 
other Rcfpe&s, and not from any Want of that, which was due to his 
Majelly’s Honour or Satisfaction in this Point. 

O n Sunday in the Afternoon, the Swedijh Ambalfadors came to us,' 
and their Buiinels feem’d to be no other, but to defire us, that fincc 
they and the French had confented to the Mention of his Majclly’s Me- 
diation, and they had no Reafon to doubt the fame would be done by 
the greatefl. Part of the Allies, we would make the Exchange of 
Powers between fuch Parties as agreed to it, in Cafe any Difficulty 
were made by the others. 

The fame Evening, after the Alfembly of the Allies was ended,' 
M. Feverning came firft to us, and afterwards Count Kinski , and. ac- 
quainted us, in few and plain Words, that the Minillers of the Allies 
had, upon Confutation together, refolved unanimoully to fatisfie his 
Majelly in what he had propofed to them, concerning the Mention of 
his Mediation . They alfured us thereupon, that they would caufc the 
Inllruments immediately to be tranferibed in that Form, fo as they 
might be fign’d this Day. Count Kinski defired us earnellly, at the 
fame Time, to find out feme Expedient in the Difficulty about , the 
‘Danijb Language* as likewife to perfwade the Swedes to leave out the 
Word Ce/JiJfimus in the Brandenburgh Titles. 

We have fince received the Favour of yours of the 30th pall ; with 
Orders how to proceed, in the Matter Hill depending between us and 
the Brandenburgh Ambalfadors, which we lhall not fail to obferve ; and 
in our next Convarfation give Count Kinski notice of pur Orders there- 
in, who at prefent, manages their Concern in the Courfe of this Medi- 
ation. We remain ever, &c, \

I N our lall, which was of, the y th } (fincc which we haye not any 
from you to acknowledge) we acquainted you, how all the Parties 
here were come to a Refolution to fatisfy his Majelly. in what we had 
propofed to them on Saturday , concerning the exprefe. Mention of his 
iMajefty’s Mediation. 

. Most of the Time fince hath been fpent in Executing that Refe-' 
lution, the feveral Parties writing over their Inllruments again, with 
the Word Mediation in the . Preamble of: the feveral Powers $ which,' 
all Things elfe being in a Manner adjulled, they have been preparing 

to 
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' to put into our Hands, it being intended that all the Acts obligatory 
ihould bear date as on Sunday Taft the ijh of February. 

On Monday , we had a Conference with the French Ambafladors, 
about the Powers of 'Don Pedro Ronquillo ; M. Peverning having pro- 
cured us a Sight of them in their Originals the Night before, we were 
able, having perufed them, to fatisfy the French , as the Dutch Am- 
baftadors had defired us to do, that his Powers were in good Form, 
and fuch as might be treated upon very validly but we found the 
French were not othcrwile to be fatisfied, than with the Sight of thole 
Powers, or elfe with a Declaration from us, touching the Character of 
Don Pedro >, whether he was an Ambaftlidor, or elfe a Plenipotentiary, 
and no more. This, they faid, it very much concern’d them to be 
very well inform’d in, againft he ihould appear in publick, leaft they 
Ihould give into that falfe Step, of treating one that was but 'Pleni- 
potentiary^ with the Rank and Stile of an Ambaflador. This they 
faid they could not do, the Cafe having been judged at Munjier , that 
a Plenipotentiary has no Rank ; and they did yefterday declare them- 
felVcs yet more cxprefly, that their Precaution muft be the greater, 
becaufe Don Pedro leems deiirous to avoid ihowing his Powers they 
muft have, they faid, if not a Sight of his Original Powers, at leall a 
Copy attefted by the Mediators. 

In this Converfation, they let us fee alfo, how unmoveable they 
were in their Refolution of not treating with the Dane upon his Power 
in the Danijh Tongue, fpeaking of his Pretenfion as a pure Novelty, 
and Encroachment upon that PolTeflion they are in, of ufing the French 
Tongue towards that Crown, and of having the Latin tiled towards 
them, the Intercourfe in Treaties and Letters having been always fo v 
and not fo much as one lingle Inftance to be ihewed, of ufing the 
Danijh Tongue towards France. 

Yesterday the Imperial, French , Swedijh , and Dutch Inftruments 
having been put into our Hands, the Exchange was made between 
thofe leveral Parties, by communicating of the Originals of one ad- 
verfe Party to the other, and leaving Copies with each attefted under 
our Hands. Only Count Kinski finding a material Exception againft 
the Jti obligatory of the Swedes , would go no further than to make 
his Exchange with the French i his Exception was to their Under- 
taking to procure new Powers within the Compais of 60 Days, but 
hot faying withal, when thofe Days Ihall begin to run j whereas all 
other Parties do fay, they are to be reckon’d 1 from the Date of the 
AEl obligatory. 

’Tis true the Swedes , together with their two Inftruments, gave 
another feparate Aft, or rather a Kind of Protejlation , (the Copy 
whereof goes along) whereby they give it for a Reafon, why they 
do not charge themielves to procure new Powers within 60 Days from 
the Date of their Aft, becaufe they have not a free Palfage for their 
Letters ; adding, that their meaning is, the 60 Days Ihall -be computed 
from that Time that the Freedom requifite to AmbalTadors to commu- 
nicate with their Mailers, Ihall be allowed them, and not before ; how- 
ever, they arc content to treat in the mean while. 

This Aft of theirs Count Kinski would not receive, nor yet their 
Inftruments, faying, there being no Term fixed for th£ 60 Days to com- 
mence, it is the lame Thing as if there were no fuch Term,' nor Obli- 
gation enter’d into at all ,* for that when the firft Powers of the other 
Parties Ihall be expired, (as he takes it for granted they muft be at the 
End of thefq do Days) the Swedes Powers will be dill in Being j and 

when 
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when the Parties lhall have treated and agreed, it will be in the Power 
of the Swedes y by - not bringing in their new Powers, to keep off the' 
Conciulion. 

Another Obfervation Count Kinski made, that it being faid in. 
this Proteftation, that the Difpatch the Swedes are to make, upon this 
Occalion of procuring new Powers, is of that Moment, as not to be. 
ci\truiied with any other Conveyance than that of a Courier of their 
own ,* Don Pedro Konquillo might, he faid, alledge the fame Things 
and tfot intruft his Dilpatch upon this Occalion by the ordinary Con- 
veyance, that goes every i j Days from Fruxells into Spain ; but he 
would, he faid, leave Den Pedro to manage his own Concern as him- 
felf Ihould think belt, only he dclired us to take Notice, that if Sweden 
did complain in this Cafe as hardly dealt with, Spain had the fame 
Reafon to complain likewife ; fo that he was content to make his Ex- 
change only with the French . 

Upon the Communication of the Swedijh Inftruments to M. Fever- 
ningy this Proteftation was laid before him, as that which we conceived 
both new and lingular ; but he pafs’d it over without much Heed, 
faying, he had already received an Original of it from the Swedijh 
Amb.iHadors $ which we take Leave to obferve, as one Inftance more 
of that which we have in fome of our former Letters delired you to 
take Notice of, that thofe Things which by the Courfe of the Nego- 
tiation Ihould be handed to the Parties by our Offices, have another 
Conveyance, and that quicker than by us ; and we have Iloclon to 
believe, it is by a Correfpondencc fettled between M. d Olitcnkrantz , 
and M . Fever ning. 

Notwithstanding that the French , Swedes , and Dutch are 
over their Preliminaries, wc are apt to think th;re will be yet fome 
little Difficulty between them, about the Mariner of giving in their 
Demands. The Dutch have told us, they will do it in Writing; the 
French will decline this Way all they can ; yet their Allies the Swedes 
had rather do it in Writing ; and as far as we are able to guefs by M. 
d Olticnkrantz Difcourfc in a particular Converfation, they will either 
do it in W'riting, or at lcalt didtate what they have to demand to the 
Mediators, lo as they may be polfelTed of it in Writing. 

Th o’ this may bear fome Debate between them, ybt ’tis probable 
they will come at lalt to fome Adjuftmcnt or other. That which we 
have need of in the mean while, and do beg, is the Favour of your 
Directions, how far we/' arc to be fubfervient to thefe Parties, whe- 
ther their Demands be in Writing or by Word of Mouth, in the Tranf- 
adtions they are like to have feparately from others their Allies ; for 
his Majefty having plcafcd to declare, as we find it by yours of the 
y th of January , that he cannot encourage, countenance, or (fo far 
as may be in his Power fairly to prevent it) fuffer any feparate Accom- 
modation between whatfoever Party : And yet M. Feverning , on the 
other Side, having let us know, he underftands his Majefty ’s Mediation 
not only between Alliance and Alliance, but between each of the Par- 
ties and his Advcrfary, and that it hath been fo propofed and accepted : 
It is our humble Dcfirc to be inftrudted, how far it is his M a jelly’s 
Meaning we Ihould make any Steps between thefe Parties, fuppoling 
them entered into Matter, and yet that the other Parties do band eff 
Upon fome Preliminary Difficulties, or elfe that all do get over the 
Preliminaries, (as it is probable thev may, the Imperial ifi having now 
made that Step towards the French) and yet fome of them ftick upon 
a Point in the Merit of their Pretenlions, that Ihall admit of no Tem- 
perament, 
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perament, while the Dutch, French , and Swedes ■, go on in compofing 
theirs. 

This we take Leave to fuppofc may be Part of our Cafe, for it was 
fo at Mttnjier , the Swedes having adjufted their Matters fevcral Months 
before the French ; and if fo, we muft. expert to hear again of M. 
Horens Treaty in Eventum , and alfo of that which M. Secerning hath 
often talk’d of, that they, the ‘Dutch, will turn Mediators, as toon as ' 
their own Matters are adjufted, tho’ he fays they will not conclude 
without their Allies.

Right Honour able Sir, 

O U R laft was of the 8 th, giving you an Account of the Exchange 
of Inftrumcnts being made between Count Kinski and the French 
Ambaftadors, and of the Exceptions he made againft thofc of the 
Swedes. The next Day we went to the Swedijh Ambaftadors, and 
acquainted them with that Difficulty j they infilled upon the Impofllbi- 
lity of procuring new' Powers, without the Liberty of their Couriers, 
and upon the Ncccffity of their jB Refer cat ory, (as they flile it) but 
they feemed willing in their Obligatory Aft to mention the Date of it, 
at the Term from which the 60 Days fhould begin, trufting to their 
other Aft for their Exeufe, in cafe they fhould not procure their Powers 
within that Time. 

W e acquainted Count Kinski with this Offer, but he abfolutcly re- 
fufed to accept it, or to exchange Inftrumcnts with the Swedes , if they 
muft be accompanied with the Rejercatory Act, faying, that he would 
not exchange a Certainty for an Uncertainty ; and that the Swedes 
ought to have given in their Inflruments like the other Parties, to 
have ufed their beft Endeavours to procure the new Powers within the 
limited Time, and in cafe they failed, then to cxcufe it upon the 
Want of Liberty for their Couriers. 

Having the fame Day feen the French Ambaftadors, we acquainted 
them with this Incident between the Imperialist and Swedes , and find- 
ing no prefent Help in it, we fell into Difcourle of its Original, which 
was the Refufal made by France , to admit the Claufe for Liberty of 
Couriers in the Paflports ; upon which Example Denmark founded their 
prefent Proceedings in this Matter, tho’ they had at firft granted their 
Paflports with Liberty of Couriers : We asked the French Ambaftadors 
hereupon, whether there could be any imaginable Inconvenience for 
them, to grant the Spaniards the Liberty of one Courier every fort- 
night from Nimeguen to BrnJJels , and from thence to Madrid , the 
ufual Way, fince they already allowed one from Brnjfels to Madrid 
every fortnight, and made no Difficulty upon the Paflage from Nime- 
guen toJBruffels. Bolides, we conceived by this Inftitution, the French 
Ambaftadors would gain a reciprocal Convenience, by having Liberty 
for their Couriers from hence to Tarts, which might Sometimes be ne- 
ceffary, befides their Difpatches by the Ordinary. 

The French Ambaftadors feemed to find no Inconvenience in frhis 
Expedient, but faid, having writ all they could to Couit already upon 
this S'.ibjcft of the Libjity of Couriers, and received their Anfwcrs, 

they 
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they were unwilling themfelves to touch it any more ; but wifhed that 
we would propofe it to Mr. Montague, and by his Means to Moniieur 
Pom pone. 

We do not conceive it fit for us to tranfmit our Thoughts upon 
any Matters relating to this Mediation, by any other Hands than yours; 
an 4 therefore have declined the Writing to Mr. Montague, but thought 
fit to give you an Account of thefe Difcourfes, to the End his Majefty 
may pieafe to confider, whether it may be fit to renew his Offices to 
the French Court, for a Liberty of Couriers upon this Foot ; by which, 
we fuppofe, alone the fame Liberty may be obtain’d from ^Denmark for 
thofe of Sweden . 

Upon yefterday, Don Pedro de Konquillo fent us the Original of 
his old Powers, in Order to an Exchange with the French and Swedes , 
but ftill defired us to infill upon his Pretcnfions to them of the fame 
Treatment being due by the Stile of Plenipotentiary , upon the Treaty 
of a General Peace, as to that of an Ambafiador, tho’ we hope he will 
not put this Point to the Trial. 

Upon the Communication of the Powers to the French AmbafTadors, 
they wifh’d the Words Etnbiado Ext rit cn Inglatierra had been left 
out, bccaufe they thought it excluded him from his Pretence of Treat- 
ment upon the Stile of Plenipotentiary ; in Favour of which, they had 
written to Court lafl Ordinary, upon the Morfhal et EJlrade's Affurance, 
that the Treatment of Ambafiador had been given to M. Clincenbcrg at 
Freda , tho’ he was there only Plenipotentiary from the Crown of 
Denmark. 

Upon the Communication of the Inftruments between the Swedijh 
and Danijh AmbafTadors, there was no Difficulty found on the Swedijh 
Side ; but M. Heugb abfolutely refufed to accept thofe of the Swedes , 
upon the very fame Exceptions, and almoft in the fame Terms, that 
Count Kinski refufed them ; faying, he could not accept of a limited 
A< 5 t, in Exchange for one which he had given without Limitation. . 

We received lafl Night the Favour of one from you of the 6tb 
Current j and fuppofe we may have this Day or to Morrow an Occafion 
of declaring to Count Kinski , the Orders we have received, not to 
treat with the Brandcnbnrgb AmbafTadors by a third Hand, the faid 
Count having fent to us yefterday, to defire we would make the Ex- 
change of the Brandcnbnrgb Powers, which were in his Hands, both with 
the French and the Sweats. We remain always, dye.

Bight Honourable Sir, 

O U R lafl was of the 12 tb; fince which, we have not any from 
you to acknowledge. 

The fame Day Count Kinski came to my Houfe, the Lord Berkley , 
with Intention to put into oifr Hands the firft Plenipouvoirs of the 
Brandcnbnrgb AmbafTadors, in Order to exchange them with the French 
and Swedes. He told us, his Bulinefs was to ad for the Branden - 
, burghers, as he had been intrufted, defiring us to take thofe Powers he 
had brought along with him into our Charge, and to do our Offices 
upon them.

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This being the firft Occafion that wc have had, fince our receiving 
yours of the 30 th paft, to execute his Majefty’s Commands relating to 
the Brandenhurghcrs , we excufed ourfelves towards him, and let him 
know in few Words, that wc had received his Majefty’s Orders, not to 
receive any Meflage from, or tranfad any Bufinefs for the Branden* 
burghers, by any third Hand whatfoever. We gave him the Rcafon 
why his Majefty had fo commanded us, that it was, bccaufc his Majefty 
being moft zealous to further the publick Negotiations of thisoPlace 
all that in him lay, had, notwithstanding the Difficulty between us 
and the Bratidenburgbers about the Counter-vifit of Ceremony, not on- 
ly left us at Liberty, but commanded us exprefly to give the Bran den- 
burgh AmbalVadors our Offices in any Thing that fhould concern the 
Mediation, or the Aflembly, as freely and as readily as if there were 
no Controverfy about the Re-vifit or Treatment of thofe Ambafladors 
depending ; and that wc fliould leave that Controverfy to receive its 
Dccilion in due Time : That wc had, by the Favour of the Tianifl) Am- 
ballador, communicated to the Brandenburgh his Majefty’s Pleafurc, and 
our Readinefs in this Service : That the Return we had received, was 
not fuch as his Majefty expected to a Step of this Kind, made by his 
Order ; for that tho’ the firft Resolution thefe Ambafladors had taken, 
as M. Hettgb had inform’d us, was fuch as might have brought us to 
clofc together in the publick Negotiations, yet the Anfwer that wc 
had was, that they could .not accept of orr Offices, nor enter into 
the Way of Commerce that we had propofed till they ihould receive 
Orders fo to do. 

Count Kinski appeared to be much furprized at this Anfwer of 
ours ; firft, he faid, our refufing to exchange the Powers with him, was 
the refufing his Imperial Majefty’s JL ntremife in the Behalf of an 
P lextor. This he faid, he was very confident the King our Maftcr 
would be plcafed not to refufe, the Emperor having a Right to treat 
for all Electors ; that he had done fo at Manftcr ; that we fhall fee, in 
the Procefs of this Treat}-, as he told us, that other Electors, as w r ell 
as the Brandenburg her, will treat under the lmperiale Jmbaftade , thefe 
were his Words. 

To this we anfwcr’d, that the King our Maftcr did not, indeed 
could not poflibly know, at the Time lie gave thefe Orders, that he 
(the Emperor’s Ambaflador) had begun to concern himfclf in the Af- 
fairs of the Brandenburg hers ; and we told him, that the Rcfufal w'hich 
the Brandenburghers had made of our Offices, was a good while before 
he, Count Kinski , firft fhewed and declared himfclf cntruflcd to manage 
their Affairs. v 

Another Thing he faid was, that the Refolution of putting the 
Brandenburghers Affairs into his Hands, was taken in an Afl’cmbly of 
the whole Alliance ; and that the taking their Affairs out of his Hands, 
would be the refufing of a Method, and of a Truft, that the whole 
Alliance had directed him in. 

We told him, his Majefty could not poflibly be informed of any fuch 
Refolution at the Time he gave us his Orders ; that the refufing the 
Temperament which his Majefty had offer’d, which was done a good 
while before their Affairs were committed to M. Kinski : , was the Cauls 
that he did not think fit to admit of this Method^ of treating their 
Affairs by a third Hand. 

Ht parted with us, faying, this would unavoidably bring an Accrocbe- 
fnent upon the whole Negotiation ,• that he was very forry for the long 
and ill Confequences this Incident would have, and fo took leave of 
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us with great Diflatisfa&ion, as we thought, and went ftraight from us 
to the Brandenburghers. 

On Tuejday, after we had done our Offices in exchanging the Inftru- 
mciits between the French and 2)0# Tedro Konquillo , we had an Hour 
taken at my Houfe, the Lord 'Berkleys in the Name of all the Allies, 
who had aflbmblcd that Lvening in their ufual Meeting Place, upon 
Occalion, it feems, of the Refufal we had made to Count Kinski the 
Day before, of our Offices towards the Brandenburghers . 1 hofe that 

cam6 to the Conference with us, were the Count Kinski , M. Heugb , 
and M. Bcvcrning, M. Kinski brought in his Hand a great Bundle of 
Ii.ftruments and Papers, far greater to our feeing than thofe that 
might concern the Ambafladors of Brandcnburgh aione in the Exchange. 
He began to t -11 us, the great Rcfpett the whole Alliance had to his 
Ma jelly’s Mediation, and the Joy it gave to them, to fee his Majciiy 
cairy it on with fo much Zeal and fo much Glory; that he, and the 
two other Ambafladors, were now come, in the Name of the whole 
Body of the Allies, to dclire our Offices in going thro’ with the Ex- 
change we had begun to make, between them and their adverfe Par- 
ties ; that he had in his Hand feveral Inftrumcnts and Papers, that 
concerned the Allies; that he now olfer’d them to us, and del-red our 
Offices upon them. He told us, there were among thofe Papers feveral 
Inltrum .*nts that they delircd to exchange with the Swedes^ between 
whom and the Allies there had been fcarcc any Thing done yet by 
Way of Exchange, and therefore again deflred us, to further that 
Matter, and every Thing clfe that lay between the Parties, and the 
finifhiisg of the Preliminaries. He did not yet name the Branden- 
burghers at all, but concluded with telling us, how much the Peace of 
Chriflendom was concerned, that the Preliminaries be difpatch’d, and 
the Propolitions for Peace entred into. 

T o this we anfwcred, that we were moft ready to go on in our 
Offices, and to continue thofe Inltanccs we had ufed with th e Swedjk h, 
upon the Difficulty that is particular to them, and fo to go on in the 
difehirging of our Devoirs, in all the other Parts of our Function, w ith 
all Care and Diligence. 

1' o this he rcplyed, that they were not only their Concerns with 
Sweden , that he had in his Hand, but thofe of fome of their Allies, that 
were not yet exchanged with France . 

Whereui on we told him, that if he meant thofe of the Ambaf- 
fadors of Brandenburg V, we mu ft take leave to tell him, as we had 
already done, that we were not to interpofe our Offices towards them 
by any third Hand whatfoever, his Majcfty having forbid us cxprcfly to 
do it, fince that his Miniftcrs having offer d to negotiate in their Fun- 
ction of Mediators, for and with thofe Ambafladors, to go to their 
Houfe, and to receive them in ours, as Occalion fhould happen ; that 
Offer had been refufed, and they had excufed themfelves by M. H ugh, 
who had been plcafed to charge himfelf with our Offer, laying, they 
could not do it till they had new Orders. 

Here M. Heugb took up the Difcourfe, and taking notice that his 
Name had been brought into Qpcftion in this Affair, gave an Account 
how I, Sir Leoline Jenkins , hgd acquainted him with the Permiffion we 
^ad had from hi$ Majcfty ; and had delired him to acquaint the Bran - 
denburghers with the Facility we were allowed to give to that Part of 
the Negotiation : That he had acquainted them accordingly, and that 
they had given him Commiflion to let us know their Acceptance of it;> 
but that foon after (and before he could come to fpcak with me, tho” 

Vol. II. Ha he 
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he had been at my Houfe while I was Abroad) M. Slafpiel had come,, 
to his Houfe, and given him to underftand, that the Face of their 
Affairs was now changed in the Court of England ; that they were in 
lefs Hopes of a favourable Refolution from his Majcfty, and therefore 
that they could not accept of the Offer we had made them till new 
Orders. 

I n the long Difcourfc he made, his Drift leemed to be to gain twd 
Points : The one, that in the Converfation between him and me, there 
had been no Mention made of treating by a third Hand, and confequently, 
that the Mcflagc he had brought me, could not be the Ground of his 
Majcfty’s forbidding us to treat by a third Hand. 

T o this my Anfvvcr was, that ’twas true, there was not a Word 
then fpoken of their treating with us by a third, but 1 had Rcafon to 
believe his Majcfty, before he was come to this Refolution, had taken 
Notice of the Offices done by a third Hand, (we named M. Secerning, 
then prefent) between them and us, and appeal’d to their Know ledge 
of what had been lince done by other Hands, by M. Hcngb's , and laft 
of all by Count Kinski's. . 

Another Thing he would have gained was, that tho’ he had told 
me the ‘Brandenbnrghers excufed themfelves from receiv ing any Vifit 
from us, yet that he had not faid, that they had flbfolutely refus’d to 
treat w r ith us. 

1 told him, I could not charge my Memory fo far as to give Account 
of Words, whether he ufed the Word 1'raitcr or Ncgoticr , or what 
other Words he and I had ufed fo long ago ; the Meflage I delivered 
him in my Lord 'Berkleys Name was, that we were at Liberty to r nego- 
tiate with them, and to have Interviews between us, they at our 
Houfes, and we at theirs, as if the Difficulty about the Rc-vifit had 
not happened ; and that I underftood his Return to me to be, that they 
c^cufed themfelves from entring into that Way of Commerce with us, 
till -they lhould receive new Orders and to this he was not plcafed to 
reply any Thing ; but he having thus done, M. Secerning began with 
telling us, the ill Confequcncc fuch an Accrochcmcnt would have, and 
defired us to think of fome Expedient, whereby the Treaty might not 
be at a Stand, and their Propolitions, which were ready, not given in, 
for Want of us to hand them. 

H e thought, we ought to make no Difficulty in receiving the Papers 
that Count Kinski offer’d us, tho’ the 'Brandcnlygrghcrs lhould be con- 
cern’d in them, fince they could not be faid to be'theirs, but the whole 
Alliance’s ; nor that they were now offer’d by a third Hand, it was the 
whole Alliance that now made the Offer, it was their Hand that now 
gave us the Papers j and we would not, he hoped, refule the doing of 
any Office that they did conjointement & en corps requeft of us ,• "arid 
where the Allies do appear, or arc reprefented in one Body, there they 
have but one Hand, and that cannot properly be termed a third Hand ; 
thus he laid the Strcfs of his Argument. If we lhould refufe our Offi- 
ces, the Bufinefs of the whole Negotiation would be at a Stand $ lince 
none of them could treat, while any one of their Allies wanted the 
Faculty (which they are bound to procure each other) to treat their 
Allairs. Here M. Kinski took it up again, and offered his Papers a . 
fecond Time, in the Name of the whole Alliance, and*did it, he faid, <• 
as their Aft. 

W e told them, nothing that could come from the whole Alliance 
/out lhould meet with the Regard and Deference due to it from us; 
only the King our Mailer’s Orders having interven’d in the Cafe, we 
< mull 
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muft beg fome Time to deliberate upon the Matter, and muft take a 
Timo to fpeak with our Collcgue Sir William ‘temple , (who was abfent, 
being indifpos’d, and not coming Abroad) before we came to any Rc- 
folution. This they all agreed to be very reafonable. 

M. j Heaerning, as foon as the Conference was up, bemoaned himfelf 
very much that he had written on Monday to his Matters, that he would 
the Day following put his Propofitions into our Hands ; but that this 
prefent Difficulty had accrocbed all again. 

Wh e n we met to deliberate upon this Matter between us and the 
‘Brandenburg hers, we found ourfclves in a great Perplexity, having his 
Majefty ’s Orders fo ftriift on the one Side, not to receive any Thing 
from them by any third Hand whatfoever ; and we law plainly, on the 
other Side, that if we fhould refufe the whole Alliance, the Jccroche- 
ment of the Treaty would be imputed to his Majefty ; which we 
thought his Majefty, as the General Mediator, would be unwilling to 
give Occalion to. Wherefore by Agreement among us, it was refoived 
that I Sir William temple , having not interven’d in what had patted 
(while I was at the Hague ) between M. Jlcugb and my Collogues, fhould 
go (as foon as I could poffibly ftir out) to Count Kinski , and endeavour 
to difpofe him to bring this Matter to a better IHiie than it promis’d, 
by getting the Brandenburghcrs to difown their having refufed our Offi- 
ces as Mediators, which had given Occalion to his Majefty’s Orders to 
us ; or clfe by prevailing with them (which would be the difowning it 
in Fad) to meet us at a Conference, which we fhould demand of the 
Body of the Allies, in order to give them our Anfwer upon the laft 
Meflagd brought us from them. 

He made great Difficulties at firft upon this ; allcdging, among other 
Things, it would exclude f Entremife de f Empereur, which had been 
already admitted between us ; but before 1 came away, he not only 
took upon himfelf that they fhould difown to have refufed our Office^ 
as Mediators, but withal, as to their meeting us in the Body^/af.-thte** 
Affcmbly quit y tra/vailleroit , and that he would come himfelf, and give 
me an Anlwcr upon it ; which we have expected ever fince, but doubt 
it will not come before the doling of this, in regard the Meeting of 
the Allies was not till 1 1 this Morning. 

M. Bevcrnin £f, as he went to the Affcmbly, came to my Houfe Sir 
William temple , where he found alfo Sir Lcoline Jenkins ; he told us, 
(upon Occalion of what vpu will find an Account of in our Difpatch of 
the 2 9 tb of January) >Hut the Brandcnburgh Ambattadors declared they 
had given him and his Collogues no Orders to acquaint us, that they 
could not meet ^us in a third Place ; and that he, for his Part, (to 
avoid Contcfts upon it) was willing to take the*Fault upon himfelf; 
for tho’ the Thing was fpoken, yet the Affcmbly riling in fome Confu- 
fion, he was not certain whether he had Orders to tell us that Particular 
or not. Ho told us, that being yefterday to return a Vilit to M. 
d EJtrades , he had met the other two French Ambattadors there, and 
that in a long Convcrfation they had together, they told him, they 
were ready to give in their Pretentions as foon as ever the Preliminaries 
were over. 

• La st Night the Powers of / Denmark to treat with France were font 
into our Hands, they arc in Latin y which quite removes that Difficulty ; 
fo that bcfidcs the Difficulty between us and the Brandt nbnrgbers, we 
fep none remaining, except it be that about the Svedes Rcfirvatory 
A dt, which none of the Allies (unlefs it be the tutcb) will receive or \ 
admit of.

Last 
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Last Night M . d Olwenkrantz, in a particular Vifit he made me 
Sir Leoline Jenkins , difcovcred fomc Apprehenlions, that a particular 
Peace may be made up between the Trench and the Allies, while the 
Swedes are in their prefent Straits, of not being able to have Kccourfe 
by Couriers to the King their Mailer ; and that when the french and 
their Adverlaries are come to an Adjuftment, fuch as they may make the 
Peace upon, the Swedes fhall not be able to do it, for Want of know- 
ing their Mailer’s Pleafure* but thefe AmbalTadors may receive for an 
Anfwer, that they cannot be Hay’d for, and fo a Peace clapt up 'with- 
out them. They have no Letter from their King lincc Sept, the 2 d, and 
the french arc very clofe towards them, as to what they intend to pro- 
pofc or demand. 

M. Stradtjman , the third Imperial Amballador, hath been fomc Days 
come to Town, but we as yet hear nothing of him. We remain ever, 
&c.

O UR lall was of the 1 5 th, lincc which we have not any from you 
to acknowledge. 

Having on Thurfday Night received a Melfage from Count *Kinski, 
whereby he left it to our Choice, at what Hour next Day we would 
give the Allies a Meeting, and being alTured by his Secretary at the 
fame Time, that the Rrandenhtrgh AmbalTadors, among others, would 
~-^be at his Houfe, we appointed 1 1 on Friday Morning, and met them 
"'RtJCeunt Kinski's. 

W £ found Melfieurs Ronquillo , Heugh , Beverning , and Blafpicl there 
alTcmblcd, (M. Somnitz being, as we have heard fincc from feveral 
Hands, not able to come Abroad) and told them, we were come to 
receive thofe Inltruments they intended to put into our Hands, alluring 
them, we would ufe our Diligence, as they had defired us, in making 
the Exchange, as likewifo in performing thofe Offices they delired of • 
us towards the Swedes , to difpofe them to pifpatch their Inllrumcnts 
in the fame Form with the other Parties. M. Kinski upon this gave us 
his own Inllruments to be exchanged with Sweden , he gave us alio the 
Brandenhnrgb Inllrumcnts, both old and new, to b^ exchanged with 
France and Sweden. * 

Thhsh Papers being thus delivered us, our Difcourfe was upon the 
great Difficulty about the Swedijh Couriers. M. Heugh took it up, and 
laid, that he had no Manner of Commilfion to go beyond the Offers 
he had already made, of feveral Ways to give Eafe in that Point: 
Befides, the Obligations his Mailer was under to Spain, as an Ally, 1 
would not permit him to do more, till the French Ihould do more for 
Spaing which gave Occalion to Ton Pedro Ronquillo to fpeak his Griev- 
ance, for Want of a Liberty for Couricrsjixtraordinary. 

From this Conference we went to the Swedes, btyt found them not; 
to be difpofed to a Temperament, that all Parties (particularly the 
French of their own Side, and the T)utch, who are very much their 
Friends in this Cafe) thought reafonablc to be admitted. It was, that 
they Ihould make the 60 Days in th jir Act obligatory, to begin to run 
. at 
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at the \*th of Febmary, (as all other Parties do) and to content them- 
felves, in lieu of having their Protection prefled by us upon each of 
the Parties, that it fhould lie lodged in our Hands, and go no further. 

This we find they might poflibly have been brought to at firft, but 
now they having prefs’d it upon Count Kinski , and it having been 
received by M. Revcrning, they would not change. Befides, they lay, 
if they cannot upon this Occafion get the Way open for their Couriers, 
it will ever hereafter be fhut againft them j and when they fhall de- 
mand, upon another Incident, that they may fend an Exprefs to their 
King, they expeded to be anfwcrcd, that they fhould content them- 
fclves with the fame Means they have ufed to procure thefe Powers. 

From the Swedes we went to the Dane , upon a new Incident, (for 
that about the Danifh Language is over between him and the French) 
it is this : After that the King of Denmark hath n.'mcd C. Jnthoine 
and M. Heugb his Ambaffadors Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries, 
by his Flenipouvoir , he adds thefe Words, — Iisq; Dep mH noftrum 
Conjiliarnm adjunximus — Simonem de Petcum — Quibtts proinde ccm- 
mittimits dr jpecialiter mandamus , ut fe ad diuam nr Item confer ant, 
ibiq-, Colloquia , five direfte five interveniente eperd — Mcdiatcrum — tniii- 
tuant cum Regis Gallic Legal is : — But when he names the Qturum , 
he fays, — Damns queque plciiam dr abfolutam potefiatem cum omni 
authoritate — fupradmis nojiris Legatis Fxtraordinariis dr ‘ Plenipoten - 
tiariis, five duobus conjuntlim, five uni foil, altcro abjente v el impedito — 
‘Paris TraUatum pro Nobis — ineundi , conchdendi , dr fignandi , — and ‘ 
to do all Things elfe as the King himfelf might have done ; and lo in 
the Claufc for ratifying, they two, or one alone, is a (Riorum. 

T o this the French except, that there was never known an Adjunft 
named in a Flenipouvoir before, of a different Character and Power 
from the others. Another Thing the French lay, that M. Tetcum , by 
this Claufc has Right to enter into Conferences with them, (the Frencaf.^ 
and with the Mediators too, which is a Style they cannot admit of "‘in 
one that is no Plenipotentiary. Befides, if he do affift at Conferences, 
it may hereafter be pretended, that he ought to have figned, which it 
feems is not meant by the naming of the Qporum ; however the Vali- 
dity of the Treaty may hereafter be called in Qucftion, the King may 
notwithftanding make what Ufe of him he pleafes with the AmbafTa- 
dors, and give him a Commiflion apart with or without a Charader. 

T o this M. Hctigh angered us, it was not in his Power to leave out 
M. Fctcum , his Ordeip'Trom Court being exprefs to enter him as he is 
in the fame Power. So that we do not fee any Help in this Difficulty, 
till it come fvorsJDenmark. 

Yesterday in the Afternoon we fent to take an Hour of the 
Allies, in order to make thofc Exchanges that lay upon our Hands, and 
to give them an Account of what we had done by Way of Offices to- 
wards their ad verfe Parties; but the Hour they have given us is not 
till 4 this Afternoon, by which Time the Poll will be gone. We remain 
ever, &c.

O UR laft was of the 19th, fince which we have the Favour *of 
yours of the 13^ to acknowledge ; and wc humbly thank you 
for thofc frelh Afluranccs it brings, of our being within your Care, as 
to our being inftruftcd how to govern ourfelves, in cafe the Parties 
come, when the Preliminaries are over, to make feparate Steps in the 
main Bufincfs. By the Advances this Day’s Difpatch gives you an Ac- 
count of, you will fee how ripe we are for that P'avour, efpecially 
when you fhall plcafe to reflect upon what the Dutch Ambafl'adors 
have more than once told us, that when the Propolitions arc once 
given in, ’tis the Meaning of their Mailers, that thefc Ambafl'adors 
fliould be left to themfelves, and fo tin chaenn a dcmeler fes propres 
Affaires. 

O n Monday , as foon as the Poll was gone, we divided ourfelves, and 
made the Exchanges that wc told you of in our laft lay upon our Hands. 
There was no Difficulty in this Work, faving with the Allies ; for they 
did at firft refufc the Swedifl) Aft obligatory, bccaufe there was no 
Term in it prefix’d for the 60 Days to begin to run ; but at laft they 
came to this Temperament, that their Afts obligatory relating to the 
Swedes fliould run in the lame Manner, and the Words, d data prffen- 
tiuvn turner andor tint) be raz’d out in the Inftrumcnts of the All res, fince 
the Swedes had on Purpofe left them out in theirs. In this Exchange 
M. fflafpicl was not at all Ihy to manage that Part he had in it, doing 
it with his own Hands, and not by the Intervention of M. Kinski. 

1 Don Fedro Ronquillo being prefent at this Conference, infilled that the 
V fe w ezkr Ihould accept of his Powers in Spaniff^ and give him theirs in 
Latin ; the chief Reafon was, bccaufe the Swedes do treat in that 
Manner with the French ; he alledged likewife his Majefty’s Example in 
the laft Treaties, (that of 1667, and the Marine Treaty in 1570) the 
! Flenipotivoirs for both which, he laid, were on the Fnglifh Side in La- 
titiy and on their Side in Spanijh ; and yet when the King of Spain 
writes to his Majcfty, he docs it in Latin ; which he thought might 
ferve for an Anfwcr to what the Swedes Ambafl'adors fay, of fomc Let- 
ters that have of late gone from Spain to Swldpn in Latin ; which Let- 
ters they make their main Ground whereon to demand the Spanijh Fie- 
nipoucoirs likewife in Latin. However, wc do not .find any Means to 
reconcile thefe two Parties, fince both of them fay they cannot quit 
their Point without new Orders j and Don Fedro is fo much the more 
concern’d now not to lofe his Point with Sweden , fince the French have 
gain’d theirs with the Dane in this very Cafe. 

The Exchange being over, M. Kinski made a folcmn Declaration, 
in the Name of all his Allies, that they were each of them ready to 
give their Propolitions in Writing into the Mediators Hands, provided 
the Allies of the adverfe Party were ready to do the like with theirs : 
He therefore defired us to dilcovcr, whether they were ready or not ; 
and if we found them to be fo, that we would naiqe a Day on wbic ( h 
all Parties might give in their Propolitions to the Mediators, but fealed 
up, and not to be opened or communicated till we were polfcfs’d of 
the Propolitions of the adverfe Party. 

Being charg’d with this Commiflion, we acquainted the French 
with it, and the Swedes too, that fame Evening. The French at firft 

View 
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'.View declar'd, they had their Propofitions in, a Readincfs, and ready 
Written, but were of Opinion, that if the Parties did engage once in 
Writing, it would be a Bufinefs of cndlefs Trouble, and little Advance- 
ment towards the Peace ; and therefore defired the Writing, if any 
fhould be given, fhould go no further than the Mediators, for the Help 
pf their Memory, but not at all into the Parties Hands, unlcfs it was 
by Way of Memorial from the Mediators thcmfelvcs. But here they 
feenfed very willing to draw from Us a Judgment or a Declaration, 
which of both Ways, whether by Word of Mouth, or in Writing, we 
thought moft conducing to the End of the Negotiation ; in which wc 
excufcd ourfclvcs, telling them, our Bufinefs to them was no more at 
that Time, than to lay before them an Quverture the Allies had charg- 
ed us with i that wc mould likewife, if they (the French) fhould defire 
us to carry any Propofition on their Part to the Allies, be ready to do 
it. Whereupon they defired Time till next Day to deliberate of it 
between themfelvcs, and with their Allies the Swedes. M. Oxenfticrn , 
to whom we made immediately after the like Ouverttire , dclircd the 
fame Rcfpitc. 

On 'Tttefday the French and Swedes Ambaffadors brought us Word 
fevcrally, that their Propofitions were ready, and that they would bring 
them in to us, if not that Day, yet next Morning ; the French not 
leaving any Thing, as we expected, in Charge with us, touching the 
Manner of proceeding for the future, whether by Way of Propofition or 
Memorial, or by Word of Mouth : Of this we gave Count Kinski 
Notice immediately, and he took upon him to communicate it that 
Night to the Allies. 

Late laft Night wc perufed the fevcral ‘Pretenfions that had been 
yefterday put into our Hands (fome at one Hour, fome at another 
of the Day) ; we put them immediately into Mr. Cbtidleigh's Hands | 
but for Fear they fhould not be ready to go by the Poll, we take ^ * 
Liberty, by Way of a Tafte, to obferve to you : 

1. That the French feemtous to demand nothing of the Emperor 
and the %randcnburgher, but the Treaty of Munfter. 

2. They demand of Spain, to retain whatever they have conquered, 
becaufe of the Injufticc of the Breach on the Spanijl) Side. 

3. Of the States General they make no Demand, but offer the re- 
ftoring of their Fricndfhi^, and to hearken to a Treaty of Commerce. 

O n the other Side^ the Emperor feems to demand in general, the 
reftoring all Places, and repairing all Damages fuffer’d by him and the 
Empire, as affo Satisfaction to his Allies. 

The Dutch demand from France: 

1. MacJiricht with its Dependencies. 

2. Satisfaction to the Prince of Orange , in what concerns the Princi- 
pality of Orange. 

3. A Rcglcmcnt of Commerce, and a Renunciation of all Pretcnfions 
that either Party may have ppon the other. As for other Demands 
'they might make, they fay, they facrifice them all to the Publick 
Peace, provided Satisfaction be given to their Allies. 

The Srandenburghers demand of France the Reparation of all \ 
Damages.

The Swedes Demands from the Emperor are : 

1. That the Wejiphalique Peace be reftored. ,

2. That he give Satisfaction for Damages and Expcnccs. 

T h e Emperor demands from Sweden : 

1 . That to the Emperor, the Roman Empire, ahd all the Confede- 
rates, Satisfaction be given. V '

future Difference, as the Particulars fhall be fpccified hereafter.

The Dane demands from Sweden : 

‘ 1. Th a t all Things be reftored into the State they were in between 
thole, two Crowns, before that War broke out, which ended by the 
Treaty of ‘Brumsbroo ; lo that all Places that have been fince taken 
from 'Denmark be reftored, and that the Exemption that the Swedes 
have granted them from Toll by the Treaties of Brumsbroo , Rofcbild, 
and Copenbaguen , be made void, and the Tolls return to the Crown of 
Denmark. 

2. That the Swedes be deprived of what they* have by the Weft- 
pbalia Peace, lo as Brandenburgh have all in the Dutchy of 'Pomerania , 
the Ifle of Rugen (which ought to return to Denmark ) excepted. 

3. That the Dutchies of Bremen and Verden be divided among the 
Confederates, Wtfmar excepted, which ought to come to the Dane. 

4. That all Monopolies which the Swedes have fet up in the Coafts 
of the Baltick Sea, be abolifh’d. 

5. That the Dane may have Garrifons in the Frontier Places be- 
tween him and Sweden , but that the Revenue of thofe Places remain to 
the Swedes. 

6 . That nothing of this will ferve Turn, unlcfs his Allies have full 
Satisfaction. 

7. That the Danijh Ambalfador referves to himfelf, to explain and 
exchange thefe Propolitions, if the Swedes make any Delay upon them, 
as the State of Affairs fhall bear. 

The States General demand from the Swedes : 

1. That they arc ready to enter into a Peace with Sweden , piovided 
it be General, and comprehend the Intercfts of the ; r Allies. 

2. That in the Treaty that is to be made, there be Rules and 
Means fet out, to prevent the Inconvenicncics that arc ufed to arile 
about the Rights of Commerce and Navigation. 

Thus you have an Account (tho’ a very impcrfeCt one) of the Pro- 
pofitions or all the Parties here, w hich were yefterday and laft Night 
(fome of them at 11 at 'Slight) brought to us: Only we have a Pro- 
pofition from Prance to Denmark , which we do not give you an Account 
of, bccaufc wc > have none from Denmark to France: The Reafon M. 
Hetigh hath given this Morning for it is, that the War between thole 
Crowns being not yet declared when he came from Home, he was not 
inftru&cd, but would write for Inftru&ions, if he might fee the French 
Propofition, which yet we are forbid to communicate before his be in. 

W e have a Propofition handed to us likewife by Count Kinski , from 
the Duke of Lorain j but we have not open’d it, in Regard that w’e 
have nothing for him from France. We likewife want the Propofition 
of Spain to Sweden. 

. This is the beft Account we are able to give, upon once reading 
pf the Propolitions You'll have as many of them at large, as Mr. Cbud- 
leigb will be able to difpatch by this Poft; and for the reft, we muft de- 
fire your Patience till the next.

S INCE our laft, which was of the 22 d, we have the Favour of 
yours of the 20 th to acknowledge ,• and therein we obferve and 
humbly thank you, that notwithftanding your great Applications, and the 
Parliament fitting, you arc pleas’d to take fpecial Care to inftruft us in 
his Majcfty’s Pleafure upon feveral Points depending here. 

W e told you in our laft, how that the Demands of fcvcral Parties 
and the Counter-Demands were in our Hands : We may now add, 
wre are poftefs’d of them all, and have exchanged them, thofe between 
the Spaniard and the Swedes excepted ; in the Exchange of which, be- 
ing later than the reft come to our Hands, we do not forefec any Diffi- 
culty. 

’Tjs true, the Allies have made a Difficulty to retain thofe Preten- 
fions of France and Sweden upon them, that we had left with them on 
Friday Night laft ; the Pretence was, ^ecaufc that they having given 
a Propofition for the Duke of Lorain into our Hands, did not find a 
Contre- Demand to it, among the Propolitions vve had left: with them 
from their fcveral Adverfaries. 

The Reafon why the French refufed to give any CWn?-Dcmand was, 
becaufe there hath no Plenipotentiary or ‘Plcnipouvoir as yet appear’d 
here for that Duke ; and their Anfwcr is, that thcmfelvcs being w ithin 
the Forms, and the Duke not yet come into them, they will then give 
an Anfwer touching his Pretenfions, when they fee a Hand authorifed 
to give them in. 

The Allies are not yet acquainted with this Anfwcr and Refolution 
^ of the French ; however, they are it feems fenfible, that they ought not 
to" have returned the Pretenfions of their Adverfaries (after the Ex- 
change made) into our Hands, which it feems was the Occafion that 
they did laft Night come and re-demand thofe Pretenfions again from 
us, but have appointed us fo late an Hour this Day to meet them, that 
the Poft will be gone before.wc can come to know what they will fur- 
ther fay or do : But M. Reverning having already called for the Pre- 
tenfions againft his Matters that lay in our Hands, (himfeif being out 
of Town on Friday^ when we delivered to tlje other Allies thofe that 
concerned them) and having delivered his OpiiuNk that the Allies were 
to blame to back thofe Propolitions we had left with them, we cannot 
think that they will do otherwife now, than reccive'Njwm upon their 
own asking; tho’ the Anfwer of the French touching the Duke of 
Lorain is not like to plcafe them. 

W e take Leave to obferve to you, that on F m iday y upon Notification 
from M. Stradtfman , we made him our Vifit of Ceremony, in which 
patted nothing but what is ufual. 

A Gentleman of the Barony of Freda came hither Exprcfs, to defire 
us, byWay of Office and Recommendation to the Intcndants and others, 
to endeavour to get the People in that Barony eas’d in the exccffive 
Contributions that France demands from them at this Time. This Gen- 
tleman’s great Reliance was upon his Majefty’s Clemency and Good-* 
nefs for that People, efpecially fince he had patted fome Time among 
them $ and they hoped, that his Ma jetty may do them the Honour, <as 
not to have yet forgot, that they were a People to the utmoft that lay 
in them, full of Duty, and zealous for his Intcrcft. 

' The 
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The French Ambaifadors upon the Offices jpgde towards then?, ap- 
fwer’d in this, as they do in alrthe like Cafes, their Conpniflion related 
not to the War, but to the Peace. 

M. Spanbeim made die like earncft Requeft in the Name of his 
Highnels the Prince Elector Palatine, that his Majefty would ib inter- 
pofe his Offices with France ', as to. lave thofe ^Territories that are moll 
’expofed, from the Fire and Defolation that is in his Neighbourhood. 

And on Friday , 1 Count NaJJat f, the Lieutenant General of thp 
Cavallerie here, made the like Requeft in Behalf of his, elder Brother 
and himfelf, his Brother having had 30 Villages already burnt down in 
that Country, and the reft of it being expos’d. 

Our Collegue, Sir William temple, does not fign this Difpatch, he 
having made on Saturday , upon an Exprcfs from his Highnefs the Prince 
of Orange , an Excurlion as far as Soefdyke , whence we do not expp^t 
him till late this Night, or Tome Time early to Morrow. We remain 
ever, dye.

Fight Honourable S 1 r, 

S INCE our laft, which was of the 2 6 th paft, we have none from 
you to acknowledge. 

That which we are to add to it is, that on Monday, at five a Clock, 
Meflieurs Stradtfman , Ronqttillo, Heugh, and Flajpiel, being met at Count 
Kinski's, took back again from us, each of them, the Pretcnfions of 
France and Sweden againft their refpedfcive Mailers, which they had 
on Friday laft returned into our Hands, nor did the Anfwer the French 
had given us touching Counter-Propofitions for the Duke of Lorain,' 
make them demurr to take back their Papers, tho’ the Occalion of their 
bringing us thofe Papers back again, was pretended to be, the not hav- 
ing a Countcr-Propolition for Lorain, as well as the reft j and tho’ the 
Anfwer we brought them from the French, was very little fatisfa&ory 
to them, it being the fame we told you of in our laft. 

O n Tucfday, Meflieurs Kinski and Fcvcrning having taken an Hour 
of us for a Conference, their Bulincfs proved to be, to reprefent to us, 
that the 5 Vlcnipouvoiry and the Pretenlions of the feveral Parties being 
now given in, and exchanged on all Hands, and thofe of Frandenburgb 
among the reft they (Meflieurs Kinski and Feverning) had an Office 
to pafs towards us, in the Name of the Body of the Alliance, but in 
the Behalf of the Prandenburgh Ambaifadors. 

I t was, that in Regard the frequent Occaflons thole Ambaifadors 
would have from henceforward to have Recourfe to us, upon the Subject 
Matter of the Propolitions and Pretcnfions that related to their Mailer, 
it did concern them very much to have the Difficulty now depending 
between them and us taken away, to the End, their Recourfe to us, 
and our coming to them, might be free, and without Embarrafs, as it is 
t between us and all other Parties. That the Qpcftion hath now depended 
* t a good while, and that we may have of fate remarked in the Carriage 
*of the Srandenburghers towards us, that there was no Ground for thofe 
Prejudices, that may have been endeavoured to poflefs his Majefty with 
againft them, in Regard they have .of j|atc niade yfe of opr Offices in ' 
the Exchange of their Papers, and have appear’d an^opg other their 

, ' Allies 
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Allies feveral Times to meet us, which was a fufficicnt Evidence, thg* 
they did not refufe his Majcfty’s Mediation, nor decline to come where 
we were. 

Count Kinski faid particularly, that for his Part, he is now fatis- 
fied it may be fully made out, that the fecond Ambalfadors of Bran- 
denburgh had that Treatment at Mttnfier , which they pretend to here* 
But that which he relyed upon, as molt likely to move his Majelly in 
this Cafe was, that it is certain, there is no where, but in the Empire, 
any fuch Thing in Ufc as a Treatment that diltinguilhes between the 
firlt and fccond Ambalfadors, but that all Members d un Corps d Am- 
bajfade arc equally, and alike treated in all other Courts and Places 
of Chriftcndom. That now his Imperial M a jelly having taken away 
that Difference in the Empire, and other Crown d Heads having given 
in to his Example, it was very much his Hopes, his Majelly 
would, out of his great Equity, not delire to keep up that Dillinction, 
when the Emperor, from whom it took its rife in the Empire, had con- 
fented (and with him other Crown’d Heads) to have it quite taken 
away from henceforward. The Clofc of this Conference was, to delire 
us, as they did very earnelUy, to reprefent to his Majelly, the great 
Convcnicncy there w’ould be of a favourable Refolution in this Point, 
that thereby the Brandcnburgbcrs might have a freer Acccfs to us than 
now they have, and wc to them. 

We told them, wc did not apprehend there was any Bar between 
us, as to the Freedom that was nccclTary for Buiincfs, lince his Ma- 
jelly had allow’d us to go on in doing the Offices of our Function, 
leaving the Qucftion of Ceremony Hill to depend ; and confequently, 
that M. Somnitz at leall might come to us, and wc go to him, as the 
Occalion fhould require, without any Confcqucncc, as to the Controverfy 
between the two Embaffi.es. 

W e reprefented likewife to them, how bulic a Time it was now at 
‘'Court, and minded them of what wc had feveral Times told them be- 
fore, that his Majelly, as Mediator, had referved to himlelf, to declare 
his Judgment one Way or other, the lalt rather than the fill, in Cafes 
of this Nature. 

That which they made their Defircs, repeating it feveral Times, 
was, that wc would reprefent to his Majelly, the Occalion that now 
prelfes the Brandenburgbcrs , to delire his Majelly ’s Rcfolution one Way or 
other in the Point. Which wc thought wc coi^ld not rcfule to do, not- 
wichllanding that wc find, by a Copy of a Letter <?f the Brandcnlmrghers 
to M. Schwerin, (which wc had the Favour to recede inclos’d in yours 
of the 20 tb) we are not fo fairly dealt with by thn&vAmbalfadors. 
For we have recollected ourfelves all that wc have been aolc, of what 
palfed between us and M. Beverning relating to them ,* and norune of us 
can call to Mind, that there was one Word fpoken of the Treatment 
of Excellencies to be omitted towards us, which is all we can fay by 
Way of Reply to fo extraordinary an Alfertion. 

Only we agree with them, that there was a very long Conven- 
tion between us, and M. Beverning and his Collogue, on the' 2 5 tb of 
January , and of it you have a very cxadl Minute, which proves like- 
wife to be a very long Account in our Letter of the 29 th following, and. 
by it you will fee, as there was nothing in that Convocation (for there 
are feveral rough PalTages in it) that we Ihould fo forget ourfelves as is 
furmifed ; fo we tell the Dutch Ambalfadors very exprefly, we could 
think of no Expedient, belidcs the Ufc of that Pcrmillion which his 
-Majelly had already given us, which was, not to decline the Offices of 
' our 
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Qjjr Mediation, notwithftanding the Difpute between us. But how 
high the jBr andenburgh Ambafladors have been, not w ithftand i n g they 
are come to fom^what a fofter Note of late* is bell feen in the Account 
they thcmfelves have given M. Schwerin of their having told the Allies, 
Qtte tant que Ion nc fatisfaifoit point d S. A . Elettor ale fur le traite- 
\ went dc f on fecond Ambajfadeur il etoit impoffible dc mir les Media - 
tours en public , ou en particular de les charger de qticlquc chofe. 
— And again, — Si on ne donnoit point Contentment a [on A '• Eletfcrale 
Us feroient obligez de rompre le traite. 

But as there was nothing in our Converfation with the ‘Dutch Am- 
bafladors about the Title of Excellencies fo there was nothing (which 
is a Surmife of the fame Nature) of uling the Expedient for three Weeks 
or a Month ; that was a Propoiition we had never heard of then, an<J 
it feemed very ftrange to us, when we heard it made fome Days after 
by M. Kinski. But we know not what other Anfwer to give fuch Af- 
furtions, but humbly deiire they may be compared with thofe Relations 
we made when Things were frefh, of what palled between us and 
others ; in which it hath been our conflant Endeavour to omit nothing 
that is material to the Bufincfs in Hand. 

As to the Treatment of one that is barely a Plenipotentiary, (which 
is another Thing of which you are pleafed to require fome Account of 
us in yours of the 20 th) we can fay little from any Thing that we 
have heard argued pro or con among the Parties here. Don ! Pedro 
Ronquillo did at firlt tell us much of a ‘ Protocoil in Count Kinski's 
Hands, wh.reby it appeared, that the Imperial Minifters at Munfier 
were no more but ! 'Plenipotentiaries , not Ambajjitdors ; and yet that their 
Treatment was in all Things like that of Ambafladors ; but he hath not 
been pleafed to procure us a Sight or Extrait of it. 

Tor the Treatment of thofe Minifters, there is little Doubt but 
that it was as he fays ; but whether they were Ambafladors as well as 
Plenipotentiaries, is a Queftion that we are enquiring after ; for it is 
true, there are two printed Copies of the Imperial \ Plcnipcucoirs (one 
in 1642, the other in 1645,) and in neither of them are they ftiled 
Ambajfadorss ytft in the Body of the Inftrumentim l Pacis that they 
made, they arc called Ambafladors ^ which we know not yet how to 
reconcile j but Ihall be fure to give you an Account of every Thing we 
can attain to upon this Subject. 

The Reflexion th v French made upon the Sight of Don Pedro 
Konqtiillds Original Tpienifouvoir was, that however a Plenipotentiary, 
Amply lo declared, flight have fome Pretence to demand a Treatment 
like to that|Of ^Ambafladors, Alice it had been once made a Queftion, 
yet that in /Don Pedro's Cafe, it would bear no Difpute, in Regard the 
King^Trirmafter ftiles him in his Plenipoucoir to this Place, but his 
Envoye Extraordinaire in England ; fo that his Treatment is limited, 
lay they, to that Quality. But it is not fo likely that this Queftion 
will be ftirr’d again about Don Pedro , in Regard, ’tis probable, he will 
defer his Appearing in publick till his new Plenipouvoir comes, which 
ftiles him Ambaflador Extraordinary as well as Plenipotentiary. We 
remain ever, (Jc.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft, which was of the 1 Ji Current, we have none from 
you to acknowledge. 

The next Day the Ambafladors of the Allies came to us, and told 
us, they had received Orders from their Mailers, to reprefent to us the 
great Violences and Extremities into which the French had lately be- 
gun to carry the War; which, inllcad of difpoling the Spirits of the 
fevcral Parties to a Peace, were likely to produce greater Sharpnefs 
amongll them, if not prevented by the Offices of hfs Majefty, as Media- 
tor they faid, the late Actions of the French Trbopc .between the 
Saar and the Rhine , were of a Strain never yet pra&ifed among Chri- 
llian Princes, the Executions being made, and the whole Coun\ry ‘burnt, 
not only where Contributions had been fettled and paid for fevcral 
Years, but where they had been lately advanced till Midjummer next.' 
After this, they protelled in the Name of their Mailers, that in cafe of 
Change of Fortune in the War, they Ihould, by Way of Return, exer- 
cife the fame Meafures towards France } that it was a Thing Very far 
from their own Difpofitions, and to which they Ihould only be forced 
by the Examples of France , and by the Ncceflitics of the War, which 
could not be carried on without a Jus Falionis between the Parties. ’ 
They delired us we would take Notice of the Day wherein they made 
us this Declaration, and reprefent the Thing both by our Letters t6 
his Majelty, and by our Reports to the French Ambafladors. 


On 
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vOn Saturday we gave an Account of this Conference to the Breach - 
Ambafladors, who, after fome private Consultation together, gave us : 
this Anfwer: That they were not here to enter uponConfiderations 
of the Ways or Manner of carrying on the War, but to receive any 
\ Propositions that Should be made towards the Peace; that if they 
Should enter on both Sides into thofe Complaints, they, the French , 
Should have. as much to Shy of that Kind as their Adverfarics; but they . 
thought it was not their Parts of the one Side, or of the other: And 
that every Prince that was engaged in a War, made it after his own 
Manner, and took what Advantages he thought fit, and was to run the 
Hazard of a Return upon any Change of Fortune. 

This was the Sum of a great deal of Difcourfe they made us upon 
this Matter : Amongft which we obferved one Palfage, wherein they 
particularly justified this kind of proceeding againft Spain , by faying, 
they had begun the War againft Holland bonnet ement , and that indeed 
they had not begun it, but followed his Majefty in it, and had not purfued 
fo, till Spain invaded them by the Attempt of Charlercy , againft their 
Treaties ; and that thereupon his Majefty himfelf had declared the 
Spaniards the Aggreffors in this War. 

Upon Sunday we gave an Account to the Allies of what Return 
the French Ambafladors had made them ; to which they replied no 
more, but that the Parties at Munfter had made the fame Applications 
to the Mediators there, which hud been better received, and in another 
Manner than they found they were now by the French here ; that it 
was we'l however their Mailers Should know what they were to truft 
to in the Courfe of the War. 

W h have obferved of late in Difcourfcs of *Don Tedro de Ronqnillo 
and M. Secerning, that the Caufe of the Allies alfembling no more in 
the Publick Room they had formerly ufed, was the Difficulty made by 
Count Kinski , of giving Place to us the Mediators, when we Should . 
come amongft them. Wc have fecn them hitherto either at Count 
Kinski's Houle, or our own, in neither of which there could be Diffi- 
culty between us ; but yefterday, the Hour being given us at M. 
Heugb's , 1 Sir William Temple (in my Lord Berkleys Abfence) went 
up Strait to the Place where the firft Chair flood ; but Count Kinski 
Handing clofe by it when wc came in, (it being by the Fire Side) placed 
himfelf next between Sir Leoline Jenkins and me, rcfolving (as we ob- 
ferved) to keep that Plspks if we had fate down ; upon which I deliver- 
ed my MeSTagc without fitting, in regard I thought that what was de- 
nied to one of us. ..\tf as denied to the Embafly, which is the Point his 
Majefty’s Hoiiobr'may be concerned in. Wc find our Instructions fo 
Short an, this 'Point, that we cannot but defirc, upon this Occasion, you 
will be pleafed further to enlarge them. Since the Thing may return 
^ften upon us, by our meeting with the Allies at other Houfes, as well 
as at Count Kinski's. 

After this Conference, I Sir Leoline Jenkins going to M. Secer- 
ning s, tq-' deliver him fome Papers from the French, relating to the 
Neutrality, wc fell into Difcourfe of what Paces w T ere next to be 
.made, now the Prctenfions wetp exchanged ; Upon which he faid, we 
Should have heard from him Several Days ago, but that he had been in 
Expectation of Inductions from the Pcnfioncr, concerning a Marine 
Tjcaty, whofe Journey to Qroninguen had delayed them ; that he him- 
felf had made a Draught of it, but durft not truft wholly to his own 
Skill; that when he received one from Holland^ he was rcfolved tc^ 
carry it himfelf to the French Ambafladors, and leavq it to theirw

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Choice, whether to trouble the Mediators with it or no, it being \ 
Matter of that Nature, as he thought, that might need no Interven- 
tion between them j that they were tied to none of the Allies further 
than to communicate what parted, and needed not to make any Stop 
till they came to the Conclufion of the Treaty : That he knew very, 
well the Trench would give them more than they defired, if they would 
make a feparate Peace ; but as their Honour would not fuffer thqt to- 
wards the Spaniards , who had help’d them in their Diflrcfs ; fo Don 
Tedro mult not expert par tin coup de plume , to recover the great Loffcs 
they have had by the Wars $ that when he was near a Conclufion with 
the French, he would begin to fpeak to his Allies, and ad the Part of 
a Mediator between them.

S INCE our laft of the 8 th, we have received the Favour of yours 
of the 27 th paft,. with his Majefty’s Allowance of our Condud as 
to the Brandenburgh Ambaffadors, which we fhhll continue, as you are 
pleas’d to dired us, until we receive new Orders upqn this Matter. 

Upon Saturday M. Becerning came to us, and to'M^u*, the Rcafon 
wc had not yet heard from him fince the Exchange of Thd Pretenrtons, 
was a Difference that had fallen out amongft the DcputiSs. -j$~ fome 
Towns in Holland, upon fome Points of the Marine Treaty drawn up 
by the States, which had forced the faid Deputies to have Recourfe to- 
their Principals, and thereby occafioned fome Delay ,* but that he hoped 
to receive it within very few Days, and then he fhould fall, to work 
upon it, whether the reft of his Allies here were ready to go On or no 
upon the Matter of their feveral Pretenfions. In the mean time, he 
thought it would be ncccflary for the Bufmefs here, that Don Bedro de 
Ronquillo fhould appear in Publick, and thereby fay into Commerce- 
with the French, and the other Ambalfadors upon the Place. To this 
End he told us, the Swedes had already declared, they would make 
no Difficulty to treat him as AmbafTador, even before the Arrival of his 
w Powers, and notwithflanding the Omiflion of that Stile in his old • 
that they would likewife fpeak to the French Ambafladors upon that 

Point j 
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Pont } but that he (M. Secerning) apprehended fome Difficulty from us 
fne Mediators, tho’ the others would agree, and therefore defired to 
know beforehand bur Intentions* upon it. We told him, that his Majefty, 
in the Figure of Mediator, thought himfelf at Liberty to declare himlelf 
laft upon ‘any Points of this kind in Difpute, and therefore we ihould 
at prefent fay nothing to it, but ihould give him our Anfwer, whenever 
kboth the 'French and the Swedes ihould have agreed upon it. 

This Morning M. Stradtfman , one of the Emperor’s AmbaiTadors, 
made his firft Vifit to every one at his own Houle, with this Excufe 
of having fo long deferred it, by Rcafon of his lllncfs, and with all 
the ufual Profcffions of his Mailer’s Confidence and Efteem of his Ma- 
jeily’s Mediation. 

M. Chriftin , one of the Spanijh AmbaiTadors, is likewife arrived, io as 
2 )fl» 'Pedro and he will produce thcmfelvcs at the fame Time, when 
either they may be aiTurcd of their Treatment as AmbaiTadors upon 
their old Powers, or at lcaft when they receive their new, tho’ T)on 
Pedro be very earneit that the firft may be done, and fo much Time 
thereby gained (as he pretends) in the Negotiation here. We remain 
ever, (jc.

O U R laft was of the 1 2 th^ fincc which we have the Favour of 
yours of the 6th to acknowledge, but have no Occafion given 
from it to enlarge your Trouble, which we know is fufficicntly great

HAvnflflKard by fevcral Ways on Monday Night and Tuefday Morn- 
ing, how the French AmbaiTadors had refufed to receive M. Stradtf 
maris Counter-Viiit, we had on Tuefday in the Evening from the Em- 
peror’s two AmbaiTadors a more particular Account of what had paiTed 
in that Bufincfs, they coming on Purpofe to acquaint us with it, and 
to deiire us, in Regard the Anfwer that was given M. Stradtfman s Se- 
cretary, when he was to demand an Hour of them, was in general 
Terms, we would procure an Explanation of it, that they might repre- 
fent the whole to ttarf? Mailer, that he might plcafe to give Directions 
as he ihould find ^ a ufe to do for the future. They caution’d us not 
to ming.c ad^-Thing of Complaint as from them in this Office, but 
only, to procure a particular Anfwer, w T hy the Counter-Vifit had been 
refufed. 

The Reprefentation that Meificurs Kinski and Stradtfman made of 
*thc Cafe was thus j That M. Stradtfman , upon his ihewing himfelf in 
Publick here, (about three Weeks ago) after he had notified the Media- 
tors, font to notifie likewife the AmbaiTadors of other Crowned Heads, 
in the ufual Manner. 

That the Secretary that went to notifie the French AmbaiTadors, 
found M. d EJiradcs lick whett he came, and was not admitted to him ; 
•but directed to jj(b to M. Colbert's j and M. Colbert proved not to be at 
Home, but w T as faid to be at M. d Avaux s, whither the Secretary 
wait ; and when he came, he found both the FYcncb AmbaiTadors lo en- 
gaged with us in a Conference, (it feems upon fome Bufincfs or other in 
Vol. II. K 2 oUf 
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our,Fun<ftion, that he could not be admitted to deliver his fflflfage^ 

* S That the firft of all (the Mediators excepted) tW returned his 
'Complement, *nd demanded an Hour of M.. Stradtfman , was M. 
Eenlh and next to him M. Oxenjliern , and that he afligned the Hour 
of two to the firft, and of four to the fecond., That in the $ d Place 
came the French Ambaffadors Secretaries to make their Complement; 
and demand an Hour, this was in the Forenoon; the Hour hp gave 
them was fix, but they defired it might be fooner, and if he 'plcafed 
at eleven j but he excufed himfelf, faying,, he fhould be bufy all the 
Forenoon with a Miniftcr from the Lledtor of Cologn, and that he 
fhould not be at Liberty before fix, not telling them how he was en- 
gaged to the Wane and to the Swede. That at fix the french Ambaffa- 
dors performed their Vifit to M. Stradtfman cn corps, with a Train of 
7 Coaches and 6 Horfes a-piccc ; and the Complement palled (it feems) 
with mutual Satisfaction. 

That after M . Stradtfman had received his Vifits ot Ceremony from 
all the Parties here, and before he return’d any, he fell ill of a t>c- 
fluxion, which brought him (as was laid) to fpit Blood ; and during 
his Illncfs (which lafted about a fortnight) he cxcufed himfelf to the 
three Ambaffadors, for that he had not yet return’d them their Vifit, 
and each of them anfwcred his Complement by a Gentleman of their 


own. ,, , , , 

Being tp make* his Re-vifits, which was on Monday , having done 

with us (as we told you in our laft) he fent to take an Hour .of the 
Wane, but he was out of Town, being gone to 7 fefcl : Then having 
taken an Hour of M. Oxenjliern, and given him the Countcr-Vifit, he 
font to the French, who were the next in Order that had vilited him, 
to take an Hour of them likewife to revilit them. That the InftruCtion 
of his Secretary was to go firft to M. ef EJlradcs, and then to his Col- 
lcgucs fcvcrally : He was to ask an Hour of M. ef EJlradcs, and to 
know .whether he might have the Honour to find them all three toge- 
ther, and at what Hour. 

To this M. ef EJlradcs anfwcred, — Quits nejtoient pas phis cn 
Eftat etc rccccoir la Contre-dfitc , M. Stradtiinan ay ant manque an Re- 
fpett. qui efioit den an Roy: — The Secretary hearing this Anfwcr, defired 
to know, En quoy il avoit manque l To which M. ef EJlradcs reply ’d, 
— One M. Stradtfman le [fait fort bleu ■ Thp Secretary having this 
Anfwcr, and conceiving it to he given not only 4pr M. ef EJlradcs, blit 
his Collcgucs too, took his Leave, and return’d td^iis Maftcr, but did 
not go to" the other Ambaffadors. 

This Was the Subftancc of that Account the Emperor’s two Am- 
baffadors gave us, adding, they could not imagine what Tt. >vas 'that 
might have given the Offence, unlefs it were that .he fent to the Wane, 
with an Iptention to revifit him if he had been at Home, and actually 
revifited the Swede before jie had fent to take an Hour of them to the 
fame Purpofe ; the Requcft they clcfed with was, as before, that we 
would endeavour to difeover wherein JVI. Stradtfman had been wanting 
in his Rcfpett to the Aloft Chriftian King. 

Yesterday, Morning we went to tb ^French Ambaffadors, and hav- 
ing laid before them the Commilfton we were charge^! with from the 
Emperor’s Ambaffadors ; their Anfwcr was very fhort, it was, that they 
were forty thofe Ambaffadors had given us Trouble in a Matter that 
was now paft, and was , not capable of Negotiation : That M. Stradif- 
2han knew very w T cll what the Practice had been in other Affembjies 
^ . like 
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is i and that . he not obfervirig the fettte in this^ they had dorie 
noffflore but pundtiialiy executed the Orders of their King. 

This was the Anlw'er given at firft by Wl. d Eftrades, and in the 
Clbfc of our. Conference repeated by M. Collier if, ivith a Preface, that 
th’o’ they had difeourfed. to us of fome Incidents that every Body, he 
aid, did take Notice of 5 yet they intended no more blit what is above, 
hr an Artfwcr to the MefTage we had brought. 
t Those Incidents were but two that Wc could obferve, tho’ M. Col- 
bert tdd us, there were Milk chofes dans la Conduite de M. Stradtf- 
man, ijui marquoient qtton pretendoit quelque Efptce de-Superiorite. 

.The one was, that M. Stradtfmttto did defer for three Weeks toge- 
ther, to return the ViTit they had made him ; a Thing, he fold, hitherto 
fanherird of, without fo much as excufmg i't, or acquainting them with his 
Indifpofition ; only when he had Occalion to ask a Sdmegarde of M. 
d Eftradcs ■, for fome Concerns he had in the Dutchy of \ Cfeves , he did, 
under one, make fome Mention of his Illncfs, but that was only by the 
bye ; whereas fo long a Delay was riot to be cxcufed but by a more 
fohnal Advertifemcnt of his Indifpofition than that was. 

, The other Incident that M. Colbert cornplain’d of was, that When 
M. Strddtfmaris Secretary came to ask an Horir of M. d Efir tides for 
the Rcvilit, he never came at Mcflieurs Colbert and d Jvaiix, but fpoke 
of the Thing, as if there had been no more to do, but for the Marefchat 
to. fend to them two, that they lhould render thciUfelvcs at his Houle. 

The Emperor’s Ambafladors having iniinuated to us, that they could 
riot imagine what lhould be at the Bottom of that Rcfufal the French 
had rna^c, Unlcfs it were that they pretended to the firft Rcvilit by a 
kind of Prerogative, notwithftanding the general Rule that Rcvifits are 
to be paid in the fame Order the Vilits are made ; M. Eeverning allb 
and others harping upon this String in their Difcourfes upon what had 
fallen out, we could not but quickly call to Mind, and lbok back upon 
an Inftrudtion we had receiv’d in your Letter of the 19 th of January 
upon this Cafe, and alfo refolvc to oppofe ourfelves peremptorily (as 
wc are there directed) to any fuch Pretcnfion, in cafe it lhould be 
touch’d upon. But the French Ambalfadors keeping thcmfelves to ge- 
- neral Words for their Anfwer, and thofc Incidents they complain’d of to 
us by way of Difcourfe not bordering upon any fuch Pretenfion, we 
did not ftir that Qpeftion, fincc nothing that palled between us gave us 
any Occalion to enter upon it. 

Yesterday in the Evening, we gave the Emperor’s Ambalfadors 
an Account of the AnFlvcr the French had given us j they quickly re- 
folved it to be fo at(\ cral, that there was no Means by it to difeover, 
wherein M. Stfttdtj'man had been wanting in the Rcfpedfc due to the 
Moft Chriftjsm Ring, and confequently no Way for the Emperor to 
diredt the redreflirtg of what was amifs, or to prevent the like for the 
future. But hereupon M. Stradtfman made a large Deduction of all 
that had pafs’d in this Matter, endeavouring to make it appear, that 
the French were not willing to fpeak but ; yet that there could be no- 
thing clfc at the Bottom, but a Pretence to the firft Vifit, preferably to 
all other Ambalfadors here, which was a Thing, he faid, would touch 
other Crowns more than the Emperor his Matter, who is out of Com- 
petition in this Cafe ; and he asked us, whether wc would be content 
the Emperor fhouftl make fuch a Declaration in Favour of the French? 
Upon which wc immediately replied^ that riot only wc ourfelves lhould 
not be content, but that vve were very furc the King our Matter would 

not 
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not be fo neither ; only that the French Ambafladors had not menojs&?d 
any fuch Thing in what had pafled between them and us. % 

The Emperor’s Ambafladors made it their Requeft to us, we would ■ 
give them the Anfwer of the French in Writing j M. Kinski prefled it ( 
with much Earncflnefs : We reprefented to them, that what they de- } 
lired, was a Thing that had not been yet practis’d in this Aflembly^ 
that it had Inconvenicncics that attended it, in Matters that w ee'e 
*. Dclicates , as this is ,• and that fuch Matters were not like to have the 
better Iflue, but rather to engage the Parties in further Aigreurs\ when 
they were deliver’d in Writing under the Hands of the Mediators;- 
However, we offer’d to didtate to them forthwith, while one of them 
took in Writing what was given us in Anfwer j and we obferved to them, 
that we durft not charge our Memories to repeat the precife Words and 
Syllables that the French had ufed, fo as to give them under our 
Hands ; and therefore, that if any Thing be to be given under our 
Hands, we muft have Recourfe to the French upon it, to know if we 
have rightly and fully comprehended their Anfwer. Befidcs, that 
this would beget another Trouble, which would be, to lay before the 
French in Writing, that Meflagc we had carried them from them, the Im- 
peril lifts i but M. Kinski was unmoveable from his Demand, and fo we 
took further Time to advife together what we are to do in this 
Cafe. 

W e have found in Converfation with the French Ambafladors, that 
tho’ they have, as they fay, reprefented Don Pedro Ronqtiillds Cafe 
with Advantage to his Perfon, and with Favour to his Pretention of 
being treated as Ambafl'ador, if he fhould appear, and make \us Vitlts 
of Ceremony, while he is no more but Plenipotentiary ,• yet the Mofl 
Chriftian King will not allow the foie Title of 'Plenipotentiary to have 
any Pretence to Rank ; fo that w^e, for our Parts, cannot, according to 
an Inftrudtion you were lately pleafed to fend us in this Point, receive 
i "Don 'Pedro as he pretends, if he fhould make his Vilits of Ceremony be- 
fore his new Powers came from Spain. 

T his we acquainted M. Peccrning and Count Kinski with, de- 
firing them they would intimate it to ‘Don Pedro , which they undertook 
to do. Only the lafl prcflbd us to declare however, what wc ourfelves* ' 
would do in the Cafe $ but we continued to excufe ourfelves from 
declaring, fince the Parties were at fo great a Difference between 
thcmfelvcs upon the Point, adviling that ‘Don Pedro would continue 
in the Poflure he is, till the Arrival of his new’ Powers, which pro- 
bably will be e’re long. \ 

In a Converfation we had with M. Pe<vcrning^^ox\ Dnefday^ upon 
the Incident of M. Stradtfman , he took Occafion to tel, 1 us, that the 
Reafon of his not moving upon the Pretentions exchang’d betwoen 
him and France was, upon a Difparity that had happen’d between the 
Towns of Holland , upon the Inflations intended him for the Reglc- 
ment of Commerce between France and them : That this had caufed 
the Allembly of the States of Holland to continue together for feme 
Days longer, and that before they were up, he hoped his Orders would 
be jfiniflncd and font him. He thereupon mentioned M. Colbert's coming 
to the French Army, which he faid, had made fo great a Noife, upon a 
Belief that fo great a Minifler, and fo» infirm of Body, would not be 
put upon fuch a Journey, but upon fome extraordinary Occafion, thai 
he himfelf thought it might be fomething relating to the Negotiation 
here j but that w'hereas he found Don ‘Pedro was jealous it n ight be 
in Order to a feparate Treaty with this State, he fer his Patt thought 

it. 
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It Hal ^>oti fowne Exprefs of ^Boti Juan's to the Queen of France, in 
Oriior tbiforae Meafures between thofe two Crowns, which Tkn Jriart 
lliniis neeeftary for his going oh in the Settlement he is now upon, of 
vthe Affairs of that Monarchy, and that the Queen was unwilling to 
jtruft a Matter of that Moment, in any other Hand than M. Colbert's, 
remain ever, drc.

O UR laft were a few Words only of the 19th; fince which, wc 
have received the Favour of yours of the 13 th Current; but 
find no Occafion by it to enlarge your Trouble beyond that of our 
Acknowledgements. 

I n our former of this Day fevennight, we gave you an Account how 
-«ic Emperor’s Ambaftadors had prefs’d us to give them in Writing, and 
under our Hands, that Anfwcr which the French Ambaftadors had made, 
in lieu of a Declaration or Explanation wc had been defired to procure 
from them of M. d FJlradcs Words to M. Stradtfmans Secretary, 
when he told him, M. Stradtfman , avoit manque au Refpetl deu au Roy 
leur Malt re. y 

On Saturday , to give us the better Grounds to prefs the French to 
confent, that wa might put their Anfwcr in Writing, they font us the 
Extra# enclofed, taken, as the Secretary told us, out of their Protocoil , 
that tiie Qiieftion being put into Writing, there might be the lefs 
Difficulty to put the Anfwer fo too. 

~*Yesterday having taken an Hour of the French Ambaftadors, we 
acquainted them with what we had reported from them to the Empe- 
ror s Ambaftadors, and the very Words of their Anfwcr, as we had 
given it them Viva Voce. Wc acquainted them likewife with the Re- 
queft they had made us, to give them that for the Anfwcr of the 
French under our Hands : The Ambaftadors having withdrawn for a 
little Moment, canr#c and told us, they could not confent to any fuch 
Thing as the communicating their Anfwer by Writing. They allow- 
ed pf the Report we had made of it, but added, that fince in the 
TUafo between Count Kinski and them, about the Vifit of Ceremony, , 
the Mediators would not give his Anfwer in Writing, and his Confent 
to do it had been refufed, and that fuch a Writing would be to no 
v other 
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other End, but pour aigrir les Maitres^ they diddefiro us to fp? 
putting it into Writing, and M. cF Jvaux let fall the W ord prot^ 
his Reafoning upon it, as if they had rcfufed us their Confent* with' 
Kind of Proteftation. 

T h £ Bufinefs between them and Count Kinski having happenkl 
while I, Sir William 'Temple , was at the Hague, , I, Sir Leoline Jenktns> 
(my Lord Berkley not being prefent) could not call to Mind tjjat the 
Trench had at any Time defired, that any Anfvvcr that M. Kinski had 
intended them, and given to the Mediators, Ihould be put into Writing ; 
nor that we had refufed it j nor that Count Kinski had defired us not to 
do it. The French Ambaffadors had indeed, while the Affair of that Vifit 
was in Treating, judged it a neceflary Caution, upon an Apprchcnfion that 
what had pafs’d between M. Hettgh and Count Kinski in their firft 
Interviews, might be reprefented at Court to their Difadvantage, to 
have the Mediators to atteft, (in Cafe any fuch Reprelcntation were 
made) that M. Kinski had always declared, that what had paffed be- 
tween him and M. Hetigh , was to be under flood to have been en amitie 
dr fans Cinfeqncnce> and that no Notification had paflcd, nor no Vifit 
had been made in Form fo long before as might be pretended. 

W e that were then upon the Place, thought this Precaution of the 
French to be very reafonable, and the rather, in that M. Hcugh had 
given out, he had done all he had to do, in Point of vifiting in Cere- 
mony, upon the Vifit he made M. Kinski the next Day after his Ar- 
rival : But on the other Side, we did not think it fair or fafe for 
us to engage ourfelvcs to give, in Cafe we fhould be thereafter called 
upon, a Declaration of the Account and Senfe of M. Kinski , upon 
what had palfed between him and M. Hcugh , without firft Blowing hijn. 
what we were able, and meant to fay from him, in Cafe we fhould be 
called upon, and without obtaining his Approbation to do in There 
was therefore a Paper drawn, fuch as was agreeable to the Ends of 
the French , but M. Kinski liked it not, and would not allow us to 
make any Declaration in thofe Words, as not fuiting with his Notions; 
but then he drew up Words of his own in the Form of a Letter ^ 
that Form the French liked not ; and fo the Bufinefs fell, and no Vifit 
paflcd between them. 

This Account we take leave to trouble you with, that it may not 
be mifreprefented on that Side, for that we cxcufed ouifelvcs from giving 
any Declaration or Atteftation in Writing,- s in Cafe we fhould be 
called upon, (a Fortnight or a Month after, as -^as propos’d) without 
firft knowing the Words and Circumftanccs that JVJr. Kinski would 
agree to, is very true ; but as to any Queftion, about pitting any An- 
fwer of his into Writing, I for my Part can remember ribtbing of it, 
tho’ the French Ambaffadors arc pleas’d to charge it a little hard upon 
my Memory. 

This Con verfation with the French being over, we took an Hour 
of the Emperor’s AmbafTadors, to acquaint them, that the French had 
refufed their Confent to the Propolal made of giving them the Anfvvcr 
of the French in Writing under our Hands : This we did together, with 
the Rcafons and Arguments they had«ufcd to us. Hereupon the Em- 
peror’s Ambaffadors made heavy Complaints, that# we would not re- 
folve to do it, notwithftanding that the French had refufed their Con- 
fent, urging us very much to that Piece of Impartiality (as they called 
it) w hich they had a Right to demand from us ; and M. Kinski en- 
larged particularly to make it out, that nothing in the Cafe between 
him and the French Ambaffadors was appliablc to this, averring 

withal.

He would 
at fir^ have had a -Notary, or a Secretary, callcjd in, , to. take it in .\vrit- 
■ingi we excufed ourfelves, in that no fuch Perfon had hitherto inter-, 
vened in any of our Negotiations ; and wc told him, we muft take 
Leave to keep to the lame Stile we had begun with, till it fhould 
pleafe the Affcmbly, by a General Confent, to eftablifh , another, by 
Writing, or Secretaries, or any otherwife as they fhould pleafe. 

But thefc AmbafTadors Would not fo difmifs this Matter, they would 
needs charge us with another Mclfage to the French , which is this : 
That whereas they could draw no Edaircijfemcnt from them by us 
upon this Matter, and whereas M. d EJirades told their Secretary, — ? 
Que M. Stradtfman amit manque au ReJpeEt dcu au Roy leur Maitre ; — 
Whereas alfo M. Stradtfman could not imagine wherein that could be 
meant, unlcfs it were, that having received their Viiit tho third in 
Order among the Crown’d Heads, (the Mediators not being herein com- 
prehended) he had offer’d to return it in the fame Order unto them ; 


they now defirc to know, whether this was the Point which M. 
d! EJirades meant, and whether they pretended the firft Viiit in that 
Cafe to be due to their King. 

In yelterday’s Conference, we delivered the French AmbafTadors the 
Adfc of the 'Dutch AmbafTadors, and the Trocez Verbal \ touching the 
Neutrality, Copies whereof we fent by the laft Poll. Wc have not 
been able to deliver this Meffage to the French AmbafTadors, they hav- 
ing been Abroad this Morning. 

Yesterday in the Evening the Dutch AmbafTadors having taken 
an Hour of us, acquainted us how they found themfelves brought into 
a great Embarrafs with the Rrandenburgh AmbafTadors, upon the Offices \ 
they had appear’d in between thofe AmbafTadors and us. They told 
us, how that the Rrandcnburgh Envoy in England \ follicitirig at Court 
to have a favourable Dccifion in the Prctenfion of the fecond Ambaffa-r 


dor here, receives Till for Anfwer, that his Majefty cannot come to any 
Refolution upon the main Quefiion, till he be fatisfied as to the Refufal 
.thofe Ambafladors have made of his Majefty ’s Mediation, as alfo as to 
that they have declared, they could not come to negotiate in any third 
Place where we fhould intervene. 

For the Refufal, The Dutch Ambafladors faid, they hoped it appears 
by this Time to his Majefty they never meant it ; and for third Places 
where wo have come, they had been prefent at feveral Times, as their 
Affairs happen to require it fo that the only Thing which makes a 
Difficulty, and lies hardeft at this Time upon them, the Dutch Am- 
-bafladors, is, what they have told us of third Places, in a Conference 
that they had with us. on the 4 th of February , AT. S. as if they had by 
Orders from the Rrandenburghers declared, they could not meet at a 
third Place where wc were. 


They were therefore now come, they faid, to declare to us, they 
never had any fuch Orders fropi the Rrandenburghers ; that what they 
’have faid upon that Subject, was upon their own Heads only, and by 
Way of Argumentation and Raifonnement , they having been the Day 
before at an Affembly of the Allies, in which our coming among them 
to* negotiate, and the Place and Rank that w as to be affigned there, 
happened to be a Part of the Debate $ but that there was nothing 
Vol. II.

therein (they breaking up in fome Confufion) agreed* njfofi- . „ 
ordered them to deliver us by Way of ^Me 0 kg(Ei , from : the Brafidenbur^ 
Ambafladors ; therefore they declaring themfclves' thus ‘freely, dtffrdd 
our Offices to give a helping Hand in removing this Incident from off 
themfclvcs, and alfo from the main Qpeftion. 

Then they produced a JLetter, which they intended this Poll for 
M. Van jBcuningben, in cafe wo Ihould find nothing to except figainft 
in what they write : The Letter being read over, we did not r obfefvu 
any Thing in it we could except againft ; they therein taking upon 
thcmfelvcs to have faid the Thing, but not to have done it by 6 rder 
from the Brandenburgh Ambafladors, which was a Point we could not 
be Judges of. 

Upon the whole, we had no more to fay to them, than th^t as we 
had reprefented what had fallen out from Time to l ime in this Matter 
with Truth and Candor, fo we fhould continue to do, and own they had 
communicated their Letter to us. We remain ever, &c.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

S INCE our Jaft of the 22 d t we have none from you to acknow- 
ledge. We then gave you an Account of a Mcflagc recommended 
to us by the Imperial Ambafladors, to be carried from them to the 
French , upon the Incident of M. Stradtjmans Vilit having been refofed- 
by them : But before we could perform this Mcflagc, the Imperialijis 
fent us a Paper, wherein they had deduced it in Writing, which we 
Tend you here inqiofed. 

Hereupon we thought it ncceflary, at our Conference with the 
French Ambafladors, to read the Paper to them, and not trull ourfclves 
with delivering a Mcflagc, which we had received the Day before by 
Word of Mouth, and in another Language ; but when we offered to 
read it to the French Ambafladors, after having told them upon what 
Qccafion it was delivered us, they defired us earneftly not to take the 
Pains of reading it to them, lir.ee that was a Way hitherto unufed in 
this Aflcmbly, and which w ould be to no Purpofe upon this Occafion, 
fincc they could add nothing to the Anfwtr they had^formerly given us 
upon it. 

I n this Conference the French Ambafladors, upon a little Deduction * 
I Sir Leoline Jenkins made to them, and upon. Sight of the Brouilkn 
of that Declaration they had demanded from us the Mediators, touch- 
ing what had pafled between M. Heugb and Count Kinski , did not find " 
themfelves fo well founded in what we told you they had averr’d, and 
charged my Memory withal, in the laft Conference, but were pleafed to 
let it fall, and pafs on to other Difcourfe. 

Upon Saturday we acquainted the Imperial Ambafladors u itb this 
Anfwcr, and they defired us we would give it them in Writing ; wo , 
excufed ourfclves, as we had before refoived, the B ench having dc- , 
clarcd to us, that they could not confent we fhould begin this Cuftom^ 
or give any Thing upon this Occafion in Writing, w herein both tho 
Parties were concerned. Hereupon we fell into a very warm and long 
Tjstebate with the Imperial Ambafladors, they prefs’d us to it upon, the 
* Necelftty 
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fity of informing theirMafter and Pofterity, in an authentick 
iner, of this R^fufal made by the French^ upon the Duty of our 
MediatoHhip, when it was demanded of us by one of the Parties, in a 
Thing they thought fo much concerned them, and in general upon the 
Practice of other AiTemblies. 

W e defended ourfelves upon thefe Points, i ft 3 That, as Mediators, 
could do nothing wherein both Parties were concerned, at the Dciire 
only of the one, and without the Confent of the other, idly. That 
we could not charge ourfelves with delivering in Writing, what we had 
received only by Word of Mouth, without firft communicating what 
we writ to the Party, and knowing whether they were his Words or 
not. 3 dly 3 That it had never yet been pra&ifed in this AiTembly. And 
laft of all, That having fearen d the bell; we could into the Pra&icc of 
Munfler, we could not find it had ever been done by the Mediators 
there : But, on the contrary, we produced feveral Paifages in Siri 3 
wherein the Mediators ablolutely refufed it, at the Requeft of one of 
the Parties, and without the Confent of the other. We added like- 
wile, the Reafon upon which it had hitherto been avoided in this 
Aifembly, to have any Thing pafs between any of the Parties, in any 
Writing of 'their own, becaufe that muft have engaged them in the 
mutual Aigreurs of their own Stile ; whereas in this Intervention by the 
Mediators, the Things only were communicated, and the Sharpnefs of 
all Expreffions was omitted. As to what they preifed upon us for In- 
formation of Pofterity, we anfwere’d, that our Bufinefs was here, as 
we conceived, to make the Peace, and not to take Care of furniihing 
the 'ProUcolls of one Party or the other. After much Difpute, when 
they found they could gain no Ground upon us in this Matter, they 
contented themfclves to repeat the Anfwer we had delivered them ; 
and fo ended a very long and troublefome Conference. 

The Day before, they fent us Word, that their new Powers 
were arrived, which we had acquainted the j French Ambafladors with, 
and they laft Night came and put their new Powers into our Hands, 
and defired we would make the Exchange with the feveral Allies, in 
Order as they had received theirs j lb as we intend to-Morrow to begin 
this Office between the Imperialifts and the French , and to acquaint 
the 5 Dutch with it, believing they cannot fail of being before this Time 
poftefted likewifo of their new Powers, tho’ we have yet received no 
Notice of it : We fomething wonder to have heard nothing from 
them, neither of this nor the Reglement of Commerce, upon which 
they pretended to enter into Negotiation within very few Days after 
the Exchange of. the feveral Pretenfions : We find 7)on Fedro de 
Ronquillo is very jealous of fomething being in Treaty between the 
French and the Fkitcb upon this Subjeft, in fome other Place ,* but M. 
Colbert tells us in Converfation, that the Reafon of it is, fome Difficulty 
ftill remaining upon it among the feveral Towns in Holland. We re- 
main always, &c.

Right Honourable Sir, 

O UR laft was of the 2 6th i fince which, we have the Favoi^ 
of yours of the loth Current to acknowledge, and therein his 
Majefty s Dircdtions, which we ihall be very careful to obferve, both in 
avoiding all that may be to meet the Imperial Ambaffadors in 'third 
i Places , and, when that cannot be avoided, in not yielding them the 
'Place. 

We humbly thank you for the early Advice you are pleafed to 
give us, of the Incident of 'Don Rernardo de Salinas ; We expedt, ac- 
cording to the Judgment you are pleafed to make of it, that it will 
make a great Noife, and in this Place efpecially. M. Reverning , in a 
Conference we had with him on tuefday , would not own he knew 
any Thing of it, either from M. Van Reuningben, or from the Hague. 
We took Occafion to reprefent the Thing truly and rightly to him, and 
ihall do the like as Occafion ferves. 

Our Bulincfs with the Dutch AmbafTadors on tuefday , was to ac- 
quaint them, that the French had put into our Hands their new Powers 
to treat with them the Dutch, and fo thofc for the reft of the Allies. 
M. Renewing told us, he would lend us their new Ones next Morning, 
which was yefterday, but did not. He gave us a Hint, that M. Kinski 
would deiign to have the Communication of thefe Powers made at 
one and the fame Time to all the fcvcral Parties, but that he, for his 
Part, intended, and had Orders to manage this Concern of his Matters 
as he faw Caufc, and not to tie himfelf to the Steps of M. Kinski. 

Yesterday we acquainted the Imperial Ambaffadors, how his 
Majefty had been pleas’d to renew his Offices towards the Moft Chriftian 
King upon the Overture they and other of the Allies, had made to 
us here, of the Extremities wherewith the French of late carry on the 
War : They faid, they would be fure to make a juft Representation 
to the Emperor, of his Majefty s Care and Concern in this particular. 

W e acquainted them likewife, how we were poffefs’d 01 the new 
Powers, that the French AmbafTadors had received from their Court, to 
treat with the feveral Allies, among which, there was one to treat 
with the Imperial Ambaffadors, and thereupon we defired to know, in 
what Manner they defired this reciprocal Communication fhould be 
made between them and the French. 

They told us, this was a Bufinefs that all the Allies were jointly 
concern’d in, and would be confidered of as this Day in their Affembly, 
and that then we fhould hear further from them*

knowledge } and but little at prefent to trouble you with from 
hence. 


U PON 
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^ Upon Saturday Count Kinski came to us, and told us, he had re- 
ceived a Letter from the Duke of Lorain, complaining that he was 
not yet allowed to fend a Minifter hither with the Chara&er he intend- 
ed, and which he could lo evidently prove to have been frequently 
pra&ifed by his Anceftors, if he had the Archives of his Houfe in his 
PolfeiUon : But that, however, having met with two Papers, which he 
thought made that Bufinefs clear, as to the Court of France ; he had 
fent us Copies of them, defiring us to communicate them to the French 
AmbafTadors, and to make new Inftances upon them, for the Difpatch 
of that Affair. We fend you cnclofed the Copies of them ; and Count 
Kinski pretended, that not only the Superfcription of both the Letters 
made the Stile of Ambaffador evident, but that the Treatment appear- 
ed to be fo too, by thole two Circumftances of defraying and fending 
the King’s Coaches to receive the Marquifs de Vide. 

Yesterday we received from the Hague , a Letter of M. Mullet , 
the Duke of Lunenburgb's Minifter there, inclofing the Pretenfions of 
his Maftcr, and excufing his not being able to come yet to the Coiv 
grefs. He fent us at the fame Time his Mafter’s Original Letter and 
Power to him, by which we are defired not only to receive their Pre- 
tenfions without any further Legitimation of them, but likewife to 
communicate them to the French and Swedijh Ambalfadors. We fend 
cnclofed the Copies of all thefe Papers, tho’ we have not yet had an 
Opportunity of communicating them to the French or Swedijh Ambafi* 
fadors, which we hope to do this Evening, and at the fame Time 
Papers abovementioned from the Duke of Lorain. 

We have likewife received by M. Spanbeim a fort of Credential Letter 
from the Prince Elector ‘Palatine, which we fend you likewife cnclofed, 
but have advifed M. Spanbeim to procure a more formal Power, either to 
himfelf or the Emperor’s AmbafTadors, fince he intends by their Hands 
that his Mafter’s Pretenfions fhall be given us. 

The ‘Dutch AmbafTadors having fent their new Powers to us, we have* 
this Morning, by our Secretaries, made the reciprocal Communication 
of them between the French and Dutch AmbafTadors, to the end they 
might compare them with the Formularies of thofe Inftruments firft 
agreed on among the Parties, and whereof they have all authentick 
Copies remaining in their Hands. But the Dutch AmbafTadors defired 
thefe Copies might likewife be authenticated by us, which fhall ac- 
cordingly be done for all the Parties. 

About two Days fince, M. Heugb went to Wefel to the Elettor of 
Srandenburgh , who was then cxpe&ed there, and this Morning M. 
Secerning went likewife out of Town, intending to pafs feme Days 
in Holland , both at his own Houfe and the Hague. We xemain al- 
ways, dye.

O U R laft was of the id ; fince which, we have not the Favour 
of any from you to acknowledge. 

Oh T ucjday we communicated to the French AmbafTadors the two 
Letters we lent you Copies of in our laft, relating to the Duke of 

Lh 
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Lorain's Pretenfions, of fending JmbaJJadors to this Congrcfs j they too! 
the Papers from us, faying, they would tranfmit them to their Court ,• 
but the Contents of them feemed to go no great Way with thefe Am- 
bafladorsj only M. d Ffirades allowed, that to be fetch'd with the 
King’s Coaches, and to be treated for fome Time at the King’s Char- 
ges, is in the Court of France peculiar to JmbaJfadors 3 and never done 
to jEnvoyees , or other inferior Miniftcrs. That which they thought re- 
quilitc to make a compleat Proof, was to produce the fubllantial Pieces 
of an Embaffy ; the Letters of Credence and Recreance, Powooirs , &c. 
and in Anfwcr to the Duke’s Complaint, that he had not the Benefit 
of thofc Proofs, which the Archives of his Houfc would probably fur- 
nifli him with ; M. Colbert reply’d, that fuch Pieces (if any fuch there 
be) arc to be found among the Papers and Writings that fuch who 
have born the Employment have left behind them in their own Families, 
rather than in the Archives of the Prince. 

In this Conference, we acquainted them alio with the Contents of 
the Letter we had received from M. Muller , and with the Method 
whereby he defired to bring the Dukes of Lunenburgb his Mailer’s Pre- 
tenfions into Negotiation here ; telling them, how M. Midler had fent 
us inclofed in his Letter, the Propolitions of thofe Dukes for France 
and Sweden , together with the Original Power or Procuration they had 
given to their Miniftcr M. Muller ; which fevcral Papers we took 
leave to fend you by our laft. 

The Thing being thus opened to them, they took great Exception 
to M. Mullers Manner of Proceeding, allcdging it to be altogether be- 
fide the Forms that are received here ; they defired us not to give our- 
felves the Trouble of reading to them any of thofe Papers, as we had 
offered to do, telling us, it would be inutile (that was the Word they 
ufed) to do it. They obferved to us, how they had fome while fincc 
,gxcufed thcmfclvcs to us, upon a like Overture we made to them, of 
introducing the Duke of Lorain's Pretenfions by Letters only, without 
any Pcrfon authorized with a ‘Plcnipouvoir , to give them in, and treat 
upon them : That there was the fame Reafon they fhould cxcufc them- 
fclves in this Cafe : They added, that according to the Tcnour of the 
Powers they have from the Moll Chriflian King, they can treat with 
none but fuch as are Minifires (whether they be of the Parties prin- 
cipal, or of their Allies) munis des ‘Pamirs fttffifantz ; in this Cafe 
there being neither Minifter that appears, nor Powers in Form that is 
produced, they cannot treat, leaft of all with the Mediators, who, they 
were confident, would not take upon them to manage the Proportions 
of thefe Dukes, left they fhould, in fo doing, feem to depart from that 
Indifference and Impartiality they arc obliged to in their Fun&ion. That 
fuppofing a Miniftcr were come from thofe Dukes upon the Place, he 
cannot be admitted into the Negotiation, without firft producing his 
Power in the Form agreed on, and received as common to all the Af- 
fembly, and that they mull infill to have that Form kept too very 
clofe, clfe there will follow great Inconvenicncies. This is the Turn 
that the Affair of the Dukes of Lunenbicrgh has taken, as M. Muller 
hath thought fit to order it. 

W e asked them, whether the Paffport of France , for the Deputies 
of Hamburgh , to pafs to this Congrcfs, were yet come to their Hands ; 
they told us, they were not, but that they expedted them every Day. 

M. Kinski , in ordinary Converfation, told me. Sir Leoline Jenltin & 
on ‘Iuefday laft, that they (the Imperial AmbalTadors) and the reft of 
the Allies^ wpuld expedt M. Hough's Return from Wefcl, before they 

would

^ M. Haten, in the like Converfation a little before, told me, that M. 
Colbert bad toid him, they, the French Ambaffadors, had a Prohibition 
not to enter into Matters with the Spantfs Ambaffadors upon their Pro- 
potitions as they are now given in, they matt be tirft moderated, etfe 
the French, as he iaid, will not treat j yet Don 'Pedro profeffes openly, 
as M. de Horen then told M. Colbert , he intends fome Parts of his Pro- 
potition to the Mediators to bring in Temperaments upon, and does 
not mean to intitt finally upon what he hath now demanded. 

M. de Harcn , in the fame Converfation, told me a little before, he 
thought it was well known to the World, that they, the I Dutch , might 
have a Peace whenever they pleafed with France ; but their Defire was, 
that the Peace ihould be General, anfwerabic to the Defign of this 
Affembly. 

Don Pedro Ronquillo thinks the Treaty of Commerce between 
France and this State, is fur le Tapis, at this Time elfewhere, as 
he told me. Sir Leoline Jenkins , and not in the Hands of the Ministers 
here. He hears, he fays, of other Propofitions that pafs between France 
and this State, but knows not the Contents of them, only that France 
offers to warrant the Stadtbolderfhip to the Prince of Orange, in the 
fame ample Manner he now holds it. We remain ever. Sir, &C.

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Yesterday in the Evening, a Councillor of the Duke of Hwfieiir 
brought us Letters from the Duke his Mailer, and gave us. a very fed 
Relation of the'Suflferings of that Prince ; But having the QjaelHon 
put to him, fiovv he pretended his Mafter.’s Affairs could be introduced 
into the Negotiation here of a General Peace ? he did not- appear to be 
fo fully inftru&ed $ but rather to hope, that his. Majefty, not as a Ge- 
neral Mediator . in this AfTembly, but as a fpecial 'Guarand ©f what 
had been agreed* between the Jaft King of ‘Denmark and this D%ke of 
Holflein , would employ his Authority, and compafs his Ends in fettling 
that Affair. 

Yesterday in the Afternoon we had an Opportunity to perform 
with the Swedijh Ambaffadcrs, the fame Offices in the behalf of the 
Dukes of Lunenburgh , and -their Minifkr M. Muller , that wc per- 
formed fomc Days lince (as wc have given you an Account of in our 
Letter of the 5 th Current) towards the French. The Anfwer that the 
Swedes made us, was much of the fame Tenor with that of the French: 
That the Way thefe Dukes had taken to bring their Pretenlions into 
Debate, did not agree with that w hich had been hitherto the Practice 
of this Place ; all the Perfons that had been admitted as Parties, hav- 
ing hr A legitimated themfelvcs by fpccial Powers from thofc they ap- 
peared for : That putting the Cafe the Pretenlions of thofc Dukes 
fhould be given in, and received as they arc now oflered from our 
Hands, yet nothing could be done upon them with Effect, without a 
Perfon, to whom Recourfe might be had upon the Lmergents, and who 
might withal anfwer for the Parties Principal ; mi ch lefs can any Thing 
be concluded without a Power in due Form, which yet rnuft * be the 
End of this and all other Negotiations. They told us, they had no 
other Countcr-Pretcnfions to give in with Relation to thofc Dukes, 
(the King their Mailer having never had any the lealt dcmcle with 
them) but the very fame they have already given in to the Imperial 
Ambalfadors, which are, in a Word, the Reilitution of the Peace of 
Wefiphalia in all its Points. 

We took Occalion in this Conference to ask them, whether the 
Powers they had fent for about two Months ago into Sweden , were yet 
come to Hand, or at lcaft that they had any News of them ? They 
anfwered us, they had none : And asked again of us, whether wc could 
give them any Hopes of that free Palfage for Letters and Couriers, 
which they have fo long, and with fo much Rcafon, demanded j elpc- 
cially upon a new Project of a Way they had propofed, that was not 
above 10 or 12 Leagues through the Dominions of Denmark . We 
told them, (as we had once before) that his Majefty had fent thatPro- 
pofttion, with his Offices upon it, to the Court of Denmark ; and that 
he had alfo renewed his Offices with France , for a Liberty lefs reltrain^ 
ed than now it is, of Couriers into Spain , but that we could as yet 
tell them nothing of the Succcfs. 

On Titefday Night M. Beicrning return’d hither. He fays, he has 
got to himfelf full Inftrudtions in the Journey he hath made, and might 
have got them a Month ago or fooner, had he then made his Journey : 
We> Ifiall hear from him, he fays, as foon as he can get his Matters 
written out, and that it will be upon* the Commerce. We remain

Fight Honourable Sir, 

O UR laft w’as of the 16th, lince which we have not the Favour of 
any from you to acknowledge. 

On Tuefday a Secretary from the Brandcnburgb AmbalTadors brought 
me, the* Lord Berkley , the new Powers of his Mailers to treat with 
France and Sweden, deliring that we would communicate them to the 
AmbalTadors of thofe Crowns refpe&ively, and procure to the Branden - 
burghers a Communication of theirs. He asked me likewife, and faid 
it was by fpccial Orders from his Mailers, Whether we had received 
any Refolution from his Majelty, touchant l egal Traitemcnt deu a leurs 
Excellences Mejfieurs les AmbaJjadeurs de fa Serenite Eletlcrale (thefe 
were his Words) ? To which I gave, for Anfwer, that we had not re- 
ceived any Refolution from his Majelly upon that Quellion, oblerving 
to him withal, that it w'as now a bufy Time at Court, and always ufed 
to be fo, a Parliament fitting. 

The fame Day, the Dutch AmbalTadors having taken an Hour of 
us for a Conference, came to my Houfe, the Lord Berkley, their Bu- 
^iinefs was, to put into our Hands a Project for a Treaty of Commerce 
between them and France, and another between them and Sweden ; 
they delired our Offices in handing them that very Day (if it might 
be without Inconvenience) to thofe AmbalTadors, proreiling it to be 
very much their Dclire to enter into Matter, without further Lofs of 
Time. They acknowledged, that having in the Pretenlions they had 
given in agiiinfl both thorn Crowns, made a Regulation and a Treaty 
of Commerce to be part of their Demands, they ought to have brought 
in their Projects of it at the fame Time, but that it had fo fallen out, 
that they could not be then got ready ; that they could not get full In- 
ftru&ions for thefe Projects, till M. Beverning lately made an Excurlion 
jnto Holland ; and that tho’ feme- time had palled lince his Return, 
before they could do what they were now come to do, it was partly 
Dy Rcafon of the Holv-Days, and partly for that the Projects them- 
fclvcs had taken up lomc time to tranferibe. 

They "delired us to excufe them, that they did not at the “fame 
Time bring us Copies of the Projects for our own Ufe j they had not 
Vol. \y, M » had 
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had Time, they faid, to do it, but that they would have Copies WSsftcn 
out for us very fuddenly ; they defiring us wo would not detain thefc 
in our Hands fo long as Copies of them would be written out; in Re- 
gard they intended to fend to the feveral AmbalTadors, to demand 
Conferences upon them, as foon as they could underftand they had 
been lodged in their Hands, for a Time competent for them to perufc 

th H owever, wc thought a Treaty of Commerce between thefc two 
Nations, to be of that Confequence in his Majefty’s Conli deration, 
that we made a Shift to get a Tranfcript made of the Projefl intended 
for France before we parted with it, which wc did the (lime Evening, 
and delivered it afterwards to the French ; the Copy goes herewith 
inclofed. All Hands being employed to take this Copy, we could 
not polfibly get one tranferibed of the Project to the Swedes, and we 
were the lefs follicitous about it, bccaufe the 'Dutch AmbalTadors had 
allured us, the Projea for the Swedes was the fame with that for 
France, only that for Sweden was in Latin , and fome Conditions not 
applicable to that Nation (as that about the Droit d aubaine, &c.) 
W cre omitted in the Latin. They added, that the Treaty of Com- 
merce lately made fince the War between them and Sweden , did not 
render this the lefs necclfary, in Regard that Treaty was but provi- 
lional, and to laft no longer than the War j nor was this Treaty in- 
tended to take Place till that was expired, by making the Peace. 

Having performed our Offices with the French and Swedes the fame 
Evening, I Sir Leolinc Jenkins acquainted the Dutch Ambafladprs with 
it yefterday Morning ; they told me, that the French being now pof. 
fefsd of thofe Projects, they, the Dutch, would fend to" them this 
Day to demand a Conference, and by that Means put them to it to try, 
whether they would treat or not. 

M. dc Haren feemed to be of Opinion, there was little Likelihood 
that cither of the adverfe Parties would enter into Matter upon thefc 
Projects, before they had firft communicated them to their Courts: 
M. Bevcrnin g added, it was not to be hoped the Swedes would do it 
without exprefs Orders from theirs ; and that he, upon that Conlidcra- 
tion, had fome five Days ago font them their Project, having underftood 
they were then upon difpatching an Exprefs to the King their Mailer, 
by a Ship that was to fet Sail from Jmjlcrdam ; and that the Project 
which they, the Dutch , had left with us, was but for Form Sake, to 
be handed over, the Swedes being poflefs’d of it already ; which we 
humbly take Leave to obferve, as^ another Inltancc of that Intcrcourfe 
that they have managed now of a long Time between thcmfelvcs, 
without the Intervention of the Mediators. 

These AmbalTadors entring into fome Difcourfe about the Surrcndry 
of Cambray , M. Beverning cxprefTcd himfelf in thefc Words, or to the 
very fame EffeCl : — Mejfieurs les EJpagnols font Ji mat leurs affaires , 
quits ferment lien de fe mettre en tutclle , & dc nous donner les places 
qui leiir rejlent a garder ; nous y mettrions du mende dr ne manquerions 
pas de les lien garder pour eux. He faid further, the Conditions that 
Spain might have had two Years ago, were much better than thole they 
might have had laft Year ; and thofe of laft Year better than thole they 
may have this Year ; but that if they ftay another Year, there will 
be nothing left them ; the Moft Chriftian King now giving out, that 
he doubts not but in one Year more, he will take from them All they . 
have remaining in the Netherlands. 


This 
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•This was the Difcourfe M. Beverning held to me, in the Prefence of 
his Collogue, 1 (hall crave Leave to add to it [what he was pleafed 
to fay on the fame Subject, in a particular Vi fit he gave me on Mon- 
day ■, it was, that the French were at this Time fo high, that there 
was no talking to them of a Peace, nor Hopes to have it upon rea- 
fonable Terms, and that for four Reafons, which he gave me in this 
Order, : i. For the late SuccefTcs of their Arms. 2. For that they 
have nothing to apprehend du C6te de I'Angleterre . 3. For that there 
will be a Breach between ‘Poland and lome of the Allies. 4. For that 
‘Don yuan would be glad to make a Peace at any rate, and that he 
hath opened himfelf to the Pope’s Nuncio to that Effett.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft of the 19 th^ we have none from you to acknow - 
ledge. 

Upon Friday , the Danijh Ambaffador fent his new Powers into our 
Hands, deliring it might be exchanged with thofe of the French ; fo as 
the Impcrialifts and Spanijh only now remain, the laft whereof are 
expected by next Spanijh Poft, and Count Kinski , w r c fuppofe, attends 
only their Arrival, to make the Exchange of his. 

Upon Friday and Saturday , the Dutch Ambaffadors had two long 
Conferences with the French and Swedes , upon the Subject of the Re- 
glemcnt of Commerce ,• we have no formal Account given us from 
^either Side of what palled between them upon this Occafion ; but in 
ordinary Converfation the French tell us, that they look upon it as 
an Amufement , and that it is to begin the Treaty where it fhould 
end : That before the main Points are agreed upon between the 
Parties, this can fignific nothing, and that all Matters of Commerce 
have been only les Suites dun Traite. Bcfides, they fay, the Articles 
offered them by the Dutch in this Matter itfelf are unreafonable ; that 
they arc grounded chiefly upon the Treaty of 1662, by which the 
French take themfelvcs to be aggrieved ,• and yet the Dutch , not con- 
tent with that itfclf, have extended thefe in fome Points to the Treaty 
of 34 : That they pretend to take away from the King their Mafter, 
the Liberty of laying what Impefitiofts he thinks fit upon Foreign Com- 
modities, which ought to be regulated Vily by the Interefts and Necef- 
fitics of his Crown. In fhort, they talk very flightly of all that has 
palled between them upon this Subject, and as a Thing that cannot 
•draw to any Confequence. 

The Dutch Ambaffadors tell us, £ye le tout a pajje fort bonnete- 
ntent : Tjfat the French at firft asked them pofitively, Whether they 
N Vol, IjT M 2 would 
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would treat a feparatc Peace, or no? and told them, in that Cafe, 
they might find the King their Maftcr much eafier in thefe Points of 
Commerce : That they (the 'Dutch) had replied, they could not fortir 
dc lenrs Obligations aux Alliez ; but that their meaning was, when 
thofe few Points in Difference between France and them, were once 
agreed ; then to prefs the Allies in w hat concerned their rcfpe&ivc In- 
terefts, and to fpeak plainly to them, in what they conceived rcafQnablc 
or unreafonable in their feveral Pretcnfions : That hereupon the French 
difeourfed over feveral Parts of the Articles offer’d them, finding fome 
Difficulties both in thofe of Commerce , and that concerning the 5 PrincF 
pality of Orange , bccaufe, they faid, the Bent of all Treaties were either 
to adjuft Matters between the Parties upon the prefent Foot, or at 
moft, to reftore them to the State they were in when the War began ; 
whereas, the Dutch Pretcnfions reacht further in both thofe Points : 
That however their Anfwcr was upon the whole, that the Dutch hav- 
ing had fo many Months Time to digeft thofe Propofitions, they the 
French ought to have a Fortnight at leaf!, to make their Reflexions 
upon them. That to this Find, they would firft make their own Re- 
marks, and then tranfmit them to their Court. 

Upon Saturday Afternoon, the French Ambafladors came formally, 
and put into our Hands the Copy of a 1 ,cttcr from the King their 
Maftcr to his Majefty, whereof we fend you a Tranfcript cnclofcd : 
They did not defire us to communicate it to the Allies, but yet feemed 
to intend it, laying, that their Matter had refolvcd, upon his Enemies 
giving out, that his Defigns were to make the entire Conqueft'of Flan- 
ders^ to let the World fee by this Letter, that he was content to pur- 
fue it no further ; and by a long Truce , to leave Things in the State 
they were in at prefent, at Jcaft as to what concerns themfelves, fince 
they could not tell what the Intentions of the Swedes would be upon 
it i their Ambafladors here having excufed themfeJves upon the Want 
of Communication with their Court. 

We found the fame Evening, that M. ‘Becoming had been acquaint- 
ed with this Letter before us, but that he was not of Opinion, it 
could have any Effect. He laid, the French were to be extreamly 
commended, that they never ncgle&cd any Thing either of Importance, 
or of Amufement , that could conduce to their Affairs : That this 
Offer might amufe fome ignorant People with the Fairncfs of their 
Intentions, but that there was no underftanding Man who did not 
cafily fee to the Bottom of it. He laid in the firft Place, Us ont fait 
letir coup & cculcnt empefeher le noire ; but that fince they, the Allies, 
had begun the Campaign fo ill, they had as good fee the End of it • 
that if the French intended any Thing fair by the Offer of a Truce, 
they fliould at leaf! have made it in 'January laft, and that, having 
not poffeft themfclves of all the Frontiers of Flanders , they had a 
great deal of Rcafon to defire it ; bccaufe in two or three Years Time, 
all they had gained cither in Flandtrs or Sicily, would grow to be as 
much French as 'Picardy or Languedoc ; and when the Force of the 
prefent Alliance was once broken, it would be eafy to make an End of 
the reft at any Time, in one Carfipaign. He confeft the Dutch had no 
great Intercft againtt the TruCc, as the French had a great deal fqr 
it ; but that he did not believe the Allies of cither Side could confent 
to it, and perhaps the Sttsecde as little as the Spaniard , who were v,ery 
feniible of their ill Ufage from France , but know not how to help ’ 
themlelves. 1 hat he faw plainly, the French Hopes were, to feparatc 
them, the Dutch , from their Confederates, but that they mi^ht be de- 

' ceived/ 
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cSived in that Design ; for tho* the People generally in Holland were 
bent upon a Peace, let it be one Way or other, yet all wife Men 
amongll them faw, they could not make one feparately without falling 
at the fame Time into a Subjection to France. We remain always,

much of your Time and Applications. We arc likewife to acknow- 
ledge with all Thanks, that we have had the Journals of both Houfes 
font us conllantly from your Office, as you have been pleafed to diredt. 

O n Tucfday in the Afternoon, the new Powers of the French and 
the ‘Dane were communicated, and Copies of them interchanged by our 
Secretaries. M. Heugh thought fit, before we ordered it to be done, 
to dem!md of us, that cither at the Communication, (in Cafe we 
fhould make it ourlelves) or elfe at any Conference wc Ihould have 
with the French Ambafladors, we Ihould let them know, that notwith- 
ftanding the King his Mailer hath at this Time, not finally Hood upon 
having the French Powers in Latin , or elfe his own admitted into 
Danijh j yet his meaning was, that this Step of his Ihould be fans Con- 
fequcnce ; and that if this be urged again!! the Dane upon any other Oc- 
calion in future Times, it may be replied, that what was now done, 
was with an exprefs Caution, that it Ihould not be draw'n into Con- 
fcquencc. 

Yesterday the Secretary of the Imperial Embafly, brought us 
the Emperor’s new Powers to his Ambafladors, to treat with France 
and Sweden. Upon the Delivery of them, he exprefied himfelf in a 
■formal Mcflagc to this Effect : — That the Ambafladors his Mailers had 
fent us their new Powers to be communicated (with Copies to be in- 
terchang’d) with the adverfe Parties, deiiring our Offices in doing it 
after the Manner accuftomed : That his Mailers, tho’ they did pray our 
Offices in this, yet they defired to be underltood with a Referve, to 
apply themfelves upon the like Occalions to the Minifters, that the 
< Popc y or the Republick of Venice , Ihould employ as Mediators on their 
Parts in the Negotiation here ; for that the Mediation of the Pope, and 
of that Republick, is likewife accepted of by his Imperial Majclly : And 
then, together with the Powers, he delivered a Letter, w'hich, he faid, 
the Ambafladors had written to us to that Effedt, the Copy of it we 
>take leave to cnclofe herewith. 

• W e do not fir/d that the Dutch have had fince our laft any .Con- 
ferences with the French or Swedes , upon their Projcdt about the Com- 
merce. M. dc Haren went on Monday lall for Frizcland ; M. Secer- 
ning lays, he expedts his Return in ten Days. He tells us, there is a 
Houfc now fitting here for the Nuncio ; and that fince the Nuncio will 
not consent himfelf with an Efcorte , (the States having offer’d that one 
f fhould 
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fliould attend him aflbon as he fhould come within their Territories^ 
but will have their PalTport too, he thinks the States may be well in- 
duced to gratifie him in that likewife ; and the rather, in that there 
is a Precedent in their own Regiflers, of having granted their PalTport 
to the Nuncio that was at Munjfer, and that this Nuncio will not inlift 
to have any other Title given him, but that of Monfietir Bevilaqua . , 

! Patriarchs ef Alexandria, nonce dn ‘Pape. , 

H e tells us further, that the States his Mailers have long lincc ac- 
cepted of the Mediation of Venice ; but we have not yet been able to 
inform ourfelves, whether all the Parties here do own to have accepted 
the Mediation of that Rcpublick, as ’tis inlinuatcd by the Imperial 
Amballadors they have. 

H e asked us yefterday in an ordinary Convcrfation, whether we had 
given any Copies of the Letter (dated the rd of Jpril) which the Molt 
Chriftian King hath lately written to his Mu jetty from Terouanue, and 
being told wo had not, and that we had not yet heard any Thing of 
any fuch Letter from Court, he recollected himfelf, and faid, he was 
in no Hafte for the Copy, having fecn the Letter. "We remain al- 
ways, C 7C.

Right Honourable Sir, 

O UR laft was of the 2 6th; lince which, we have none from you 
to acknowledge. 

T h e fame Evening, we received a Meflagc from all the Miniftcrs 
of the Allies, lignifying to us, that their fcvcral Anfwcrs to the French 
and Svscdijh Amballadors Prctcnfions were ready in their Hands, and 
that in Cafe thofe of the French and Szeed/Jls Ambafladors were like- 
wife ready in theirs, they, the Allies, fliould put in their Anfwcrs into 
our Hands, upon any Day we fliould think lit to appoint for the Ex- 
change to be made between the Parties. They likewife delired to know, 
whether w e had yet received from the French Ambafladors their Contrc- 
Pretenlions againtt the Duke of Jjorain. 

W e anfwcr’d as to the firft, that we had not yet heard either from 
the French or Swedijh Amballadors, of any Anfwcr to the Pretenlions of 
the Allies being ready in their Hands, c:r intended to be put into ours : 
And as to the fccond, that we fuppos’d the Allies might remember the 
Occalion, upon which the French Pretenlions againtt Lorain were de- 
layed, which was, for Want of a Minifter here fufficicntly authorized 
from that Duke. 

T h e Secretary who brought us the Meflagc from the Allies, delired 
that we w-ould communicate to the French and Swedijh Amballadors 
what he had imparted to us concerning the Allies being ready to put 
their Anfwcrs into our Hands. Arid as to the Duke of Lorain t hej 
faid x tho’ the Allies remember khc Difficulties we had mentioned, yep 
they delired we would again repeat that Demand. 

Upon Friday we communicated this to the French Ambafladqrs, 
whofe Anfwcr, as to what concern’d the Duke of Lorain , was the 
fame it had been at firft, that they could make no Pace 'in that Af- 
fair, till they faw fome Perfon here, muni des prnwirs with 

' whom 
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whom they might treat. As to the Meffiage we had received from the 
Allies, concerning the Anfwers to the fcveral Pretentions, they laid, 
that upon their Refolution taken to deliver in their firft Pretentions in 
Writing, they had then told us, that they intended to make that Pace 
no more, as being a Way they conceived not conducing to the Peace, 
but likely to draw out the Treaty into great Length of Writing on 
both Sides, and thereby into new Sharpneffes between the Parties ; that 
they, flill perfifled in this Refolution, and ihould not give any Anfwer 
in Writing to the Pretentions of the Allies ; but whenever the Allies 
Ihould do it, let it be in which Way they pleafed, either by Writing 
or Difcourfes to us, they Ihould be ready to receive it, and Ihould at 
the fame Time deliver their Anfwers to us by Word of Mouth, and 
purfue the fame Courfe in the reft of the Treaty; or el fe by Confe- 
rences between the Parties, if that could be agreed on. 

W e told them, that we doubted there would be a Difficulty who 
Ihould begin, if one of the Parties refolvcd to proceed by Writing, and 
the other by Difcourfes, lince both could not be made to us at the fame 
Time to the feveral Parties. 

To this they replied, that to prevent this Difficulty, they were con- 
tent we Ihould by Advance, be poffefs’d of all the Anfwer they could 
give to the Pretentions of the feveral Allies, until they faw the Anfwers 
which they now intended : That as to the Emperor, ‘Denmark , and 
Hrandcnburgb, they ftill infilled upon the Treaty of Wejlphalia : That 
as to Spain, they would make no Reply at all, until they thought fit 
to advance more rcalbnable Pretentions than their firft had been : That 
as to tfle States, they mull fay the fame, as to that Part of them which 
concerned the Prince of Orange , which they conceived likewife to be 
out of all Realon, by pretending to reduce the Affairs of that Principa- 
lity to another State than what they were in before the War : That 
as to the reft which concerned the States themfelves, they confifted 
chiefly in their Propofitions about a Reglement of Commerce, which 
they, the French Ambaffadors, had received from the Dutch , and 
tranfinitted to their Court, with their own Obfervations upon them, from 
whence they expedted an Anfwer in a fhort Time. 

T his, they faid, was in Ihort all the Anfwer they could give to 
the Pretentions of the Allies, and they were contented we Ihould know 
it by Advance, and communicate it to them whenever they Ihould think 
fit to put their Anfwers into our Hands. 

• Upon Communication of the fame Mefl'agc to the Swedijh Am- 
balfadors, they faid no more, but that they fuppofed this had been 
concerted among the Allies, and that they thought it necefiary to con- 
cert with theirs, (the French Ambaffadors) before they gave us any 
Anfwer upon it. 

The French Ambaffadors, upon Notice of the Imperialtfis having 
fent us their new Powers, in Order to an Exchange between the Parties, 
defired a private Communication of them before the Exchange were 
made, to the End they might be fatisfied, whether the Emperor had 
in them given the Stile which was due to the King their Matter. 

W e excufed ourfclves, as conceiving it a Thing unequal, that fuch 
•Communications Ihould be made and not to the other: But we 
offered to propofe ft to the Imperial Amoaffadors, that it might be <done 
on both Sides at the fame Time, which we did accordingly, and found 
the Impcrialifts contented with it ; fo as Copies were fent on both Sides 
without the Originals, or any Authentication of them. But wc have 
not yet hoard whether they are approved, tho’ we do not fqe the French 
/ Ambalfa- 
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Ambafladors can have any Occafion of Exception againft the Stile 
given by the Emperor. 

W e lend you inclofed the Copies of them, wherein wc could not 
but obferve, that the Stile of SercniJJimt dr TotcntiJJimi, , is given both 
to the French and Swedijh Kings ; whereas that of SereniJJitni only is 
given to his Majelly, in the Mention there made of his Mediation. 
We fuppofe the Stiles are ufually given according to formal Agreements 
between the Crowns, and therefore do not know what Reflcxiori his 
Majelly may think fit to make upon this Difference, but thought it 
however our Duty to obferve it to you. 

In the fame Conference with the Imperial Ambaffadors, wc took 
Occalion to tell them, that wc had received the Letter from them, 
which we lent you a Copy of in our laft, concerning their Mailer’s In- 
tention of admitting the Pope and Venetian Mediations ; and that we 
fuppofed they did not expect any other Anfwer from us, than only the 
Afiurance of our having received it, and having tranfmitted a Copy of 
it to his Majelly. They told us, that they nwant it only as a Decla- 
ration of their Mailer’s Intention in that Matter, tho’ they knew both 
his Majelly and the Parties were already acquainted with it. 

We found by them in the lame Conference, that they expedited we 
fhould return our Anfwer to the Body of the Allies, upon the Mclfage 
w r e had received from them, about the Anfwers to the Pretenlions of 
France and Sweden being ready in their Hands : But we lince perceive, 
by fome Difcourfes of M. Reccming's , that there had been a great deal 
of Difficulty among them, in agreeing upon that Meflagc ; th# Impe- 
riahfts contending, that both thefe Anfwers, and all other Paces in 
the Treaty, fhould be made at the fame Time, and by common Concert, 
among all the Allies ; and he, M. 'Rcvcrning. , maintaining there w as 
no fuch Obligation among them, but that every one might purfue his 
own Negotiation at fuch Times, and in fuch Manner, as he thought fit, 
provided he communicated to the Allies all the Paces he fhould make, 
and concluded not the Treaty w ithout their Confent. He faid, that he 
had told Count Kinski plainly, he had no Anfwer to make upon the 
French Pretenlions, which contained nothing elfe as to the States his 
Mailers, but a kind of a Complement, of the Moll Chriftian King’s 
being w illing to return into Friendfh ip with them, and to hearken to 
their Proportions about a Rcglement of Commerce : That he had 
lince propofed to the French Ambafladors, what the States defired 
upon that Subject, and had a long Conference with them upon* 
it, from whom lie now expected an Anfwer ,• and therefore did not 
know how he could join with the Allies in giving any formal An- 
fwer to the French Pietenlions : That how r cver, he had been content 
the Mclfage Ihould go in all their Names, and not to divide from his 
Allies upon fuch a Point as that, tho’ he feemed much unfatisfied w ith 
Count Kinski's pretending to arrogate to himfelf a kind of Superiority 
in the Management of all their Affairs, and to oblige the Allies to 
make the fame Paces with him in the whole Courfe of the Treaty j 
and for his Part, he faid, he was indifferent whether we returned an 
Anfwer of the Meflagc to the wh^Jg.Body of the Allies, or to each of 
the Minillers in particular. Witold htm, we fhould find fome Diffi- 
culty in both; as to the latter, bccaufe we had no Intercourfe with 
the Rrandenburgh Ambafladors ; and as to the firff, bccaufe we found 
Count Kinski made a Difficulty of yielding the Place to us formerly 
in a third Place, where the Meeting of the Allies was fometimes ap- 
pointed. Hp agreed with us in complaining of this PunCtilvpufncfs in 

\ Count 
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Count Kinski , but left the Thing to take its Fortune, or to be got- 
vgrned by us, as .we thought fit, when we Ihould receive an Anfwer 
from the French and Swedyh Arabafladors. We remain always, &c.

Fight Honourable S i r, 

O UR laft was of the 30th paft, fince which wc have the Favour 
of yours of the 24 tb of April to acknowledge ; and we humbly 
thank you, for that in it you are plcafed to let us know the true State 
wherein the Duke of Holftein's Affairs do ftand at this Time, as to the 
Intcrpolition and Offices that may be expected from his Majefly ; for 
the Counfellor of that Duke hath made Mention to us at large of his 
M a jolty’s Guaranty, and told us, that the Duke hath fince waved the 
Pretentions he may have to his Ma jelly’s Favour and Support as Gua- 
rand, and did throw himfelf wholly upon his Offices, to compofe thofc 
Differences d t amicable. 

In ours of the 2 6th paft, wc gave you an Account, how that M. 
Heugh had detired us, to let the French AmbafTadors know, cither at 
the Time his new Powers Ihould be communicated to them, or at any 
other Conference that wc Ihould have with them, that the King his 
M after pretended it fhould be fans confequence , that he infilled not at 
this Time to have the French Powers to treat with the ‘Dane penn’d in 
the Latin Tongue, or elfe his own Powers admitted in the Danijh. 

On Friday we acquainted the French with this Pretention of M. 
Heugb, they ftormed very much againft it, as a kind of Proteftation 
intended to be thus infinuated j they faid, they would hear no mere 
of it, not efpccially from the Mediators j that they underftood the 
Communication of his Powers to have been made purely and limply 
without Referve ; and that they had the more Rcafon to declare 
againft it, for that this very Thing had been propofed as an Expedient, 
when this Point came firft in Debate ,• and that they, the French, did 
then abfolutely refufe to give Way to it, being then refolvcd, as they 
are Hill, not to treat at all, rather than to admit of fuch a Protefta- 
tion, or to change their Language into Latin, or elfe to treat upon 
his Powers in the Danifh. 

O n Monday Evening wc acquainted M. Heugh with this Anfwer of 
the French Ambalfadors : He told us, he did in a Manner expe& to 
receive fomc fuch Anfwer, and therefore it was, that he did not defire 
the Thing to be moved to them, till the Communication was over, 
left it bring an Accrocbement upon it ; however, that he had had his 
End in fome Meafurc, for that his Mailer may, at another Time and 
Place, infill upon this Pretention again ; and if it happen that the Ex- 
ample of this Treaty be alledged againft him, he will be able to fay, 
that there was a Proteftation i nfinuat ed at this Time, and for Proof of 
•it Recourfe may be had to thtfTGlfHhony of the Mediators ,• yet that 
Which Way foevef the Thing be taken in future Ages, it can b$ no 
great Prejudice, he faid, to ‘Denmark , in Regard that England hath 
not in the like Cafe infilled upon it, but hath given Latin Powers, 
while thofc of France were in French ; adding, that it was very well 
Vol. II> N known. 
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known, that the Crown of England did not in the leaft yield to that 
of France , in any Point of Prerogative. • 

I n our laft we acquainted you, that we had carried the fame Me£ 
fage to the Swedes AmbafTadors, as we had done to the French , from 
the Body of the Allies, touching their being ready with their Anfwers 
upon the firft Pretenlions of France and Sweden ; and that all the An- 
fwer we had then from the Swedes was, that as the Allies had con- 
certed the Mefl'age we were charged with, by a common Deliberation 
among themfelvcs, fo they, the Swedes , referv’d themfelves, as to the 
giving any Anfvver, till they had fpoken with the French . 

O n ‘Taefday they took an Hour of us, and gave us their Anfwer to 
this Effcft : That they, for their Parts, had no Difficulty to put their 
Anfwcr r in Writing to the Pretenlions of the Allies againft the Crown 
of Sweden : But that the French Ambalfadors having precife Orders 
from their Court, not to engage any further in Writing, they were fo 
far moved with the Rcafons given ror thofe Orders, that they thought 
it their wifeft Courfe to forbear Writing likewife ; hoping thereby, that 
thofe great Lengths and frequent Sharpnefles, that are incident to 
Writing, would be avoided, and a quicker Difpatch given to the 
Treaty by Conferences, and the frequent intervening of the Mediators ; 
only they referv’d to themfelves, that if the Allies fhould happen to put 
any Thing into their Writings to juftifie the War, then it might be 
free for them to reply in Writing ,* nor did they go fo far with us in 
this Conference, as the French had done in theirs ; by leaving with us 
the Anfwer they intended Ihould be given by Word of Mouth upon the 
Pretenlions of the feveral Allies, they, the Swedes , expe&ing* firft to 
know what Refoiution the Allies will come to, when they find that 
neither the French nor the Swedes will anfwer in Writing. 

Being thus polfelfed of the feveral Anfwers of the French and 
Swedes , our next Care was to communicate them to the Body of the 
Allies, (as M. Kinski had told us it was defired) fo as not to do our- 
felves any Prejudice, cither by interfering with the Imperialifts in a 
3 d Place, or by going beyond our Commillion with the Erandenhurgb- 
ers. Therefore on Tuefday Evening I Sir William ‘Temple, in a Vifit I 
gave Count Kinski , difeourfed the Difficulty between us and him to 
the full, and at laft we came to that Conclulion between us two, as 
that I was fatisfied, that either the Point would be yielded us, which I 
found him not very averfe from, (the Allies having endeavoured to 
bring the Imperialifts to it) or elfc that the Conference fhould be 
affigned in his Houic, where we fhould be put to no Difficulty about* 
the Rank. 

W e therefore thinking it beft to give him the moft Time we could, 1 
to confider and advife upon the Point, did not demand a Conference 
with him and the reft or the Allies, till yefterday in the Evening : 
Whereupon he fent his Secretary to tell us, he and the Allies would 
give us a Meeting this Morning at n, (not at any of their Houfes as 
it hath been hitherto, but) at the Publick Place of Meeting, which 
they took up feme while fince, being the Place where the Nobles of 
Quelderland have their Aflemblies adjoining to the Stadthoufe. ' 

At our Hour we went to the Plgge, ana having gone to the EaJJe* 
Oar in our Coach, we found at - ' the outer Door of the Antichamber 
to the Room for Conferences, M. Kinski , M. Heugb , * and M. Secerning 
(deputed as We have been told bv the whole Alliance) to receive us. 

In the inner Room we found Chairs without Arms fet for all the 
Company Circle-wife ; I the Lord Eerk/ey went up towards the Fite, 

and 
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ar*d took the uppermoft Chair, with my Back to the Middle of the 
Chimney, Sir William 'Temple took that on my Right Hand, and Sir 
Jjeoline Jenkins that on my Left the reft of the Company after us 
took up' their Scats, but feemed in doing it to affeft a kind of Confu- 
fion, yet without any Ceremony or Difficulty between themfelves : 
Meliieurs Kinski , Stradtfman , Ronquillo> and Blafpiel fat (in that 
Order) below Sir W. Temple at his Right Hand, in a kind of a Semi- 
Circle, on that Side that was furtheft off the Door : Meflieurs Be- 
verning, Somnitz, and Hettgh , made the othet Semi-Circle (in that Or- 
der) beiow Sir L. Jenkins on his Left Hand, on that Side that was 
neareft the Door ; and M. Chriftine fat the loweft in the Circle, right 
over-againft me the Lord Berkley . 

After that we had given them an Account of the Anfwer that the 
French and Swedes had made us, upon the Overture we had made them 
from the whole Alliance, M. Kinski fpoke for ail, and firft he gave us 
Thanks for the Pains. we had taken, in palfing our Offices between them 
and their adverfc Parties, in the Matter recommended to us ; next he 
took upon him to make a fpecial Acknowledgment, (i recognoijjance was 
his Word) for that we had taken the Pains, de porter dans lour hoftel 
qut eft propre au Corps dc t Alliance^ the Anfwer that we had been 
charg’d with j and in the laft Place, he laid, that they had nothing at 
prefont to reply, but w : ould deliberate upon the Matter among them- 
ll’lvcs, and then we fhould hear from them. 

Thus this Conference, as to the Subjed-Matter of it, w r as quickly 
over, aijd after fomc few Words of Familiarity between us and them, 
as wc were riling up to go out, the fame three Perlons, M. Kinski , 
Houghs and Bcverning , recondudcd us to the outer Door of the Anti- 
chamber where they had receiv’d us, and where our Coach Hood. 

W e take Leave now to inclofe the Copy of a Letter we had the 
Honour to write to his Highncfs the Prince Llcdor 'Palatine , in Anfwer 
to one from him, whereof wc fent you a Copy fome w T hile lince. We 
beg your Pardon that this docs not come fooner, and remain always.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft of the 3^/, we have received the Favour of one 
from you of the 1 ft Current, with an encioled Copy of the 
Elc&or of Brandenburg!) $ Letter to the King, in Purfuit of his Am- 
balfadors Pretenlions ,• and cannot but obferve, how much the Stile of 
it agrees with their Carriage here, but Will hope they are better in- 
formed in what they alledge to have palfcd at Munfier , than their 
Maftcr is, in what he affirms to have palled in this Congrefs ,* wherein 
we may fay, without ill Manne rs, tha t either we are very ignorant, or 
his Highncfs is very, much miftaJPSflTJvfor having been the firft that 
entred the Lifts Vith his Ambalfadon, we could neither follow tjie 
Examples of his Enemies, nor take Notice of the Honours done here 
by his Friends, nor had we the leaft Part in defiring he fhould treat 
under other EnJigns (as he calls it), tho’ as great Princes are content 
Vol. IL N 9 to 
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to do fo, and M. Spanheim tells us, the Prince Elector ‘Palatine re- 
folves to go that Way upon Choice. 

In our laft, we gave you an Account of our Conference with the 
Allies, in their publick Place of Meeting, upon the Subject of the French 
and Swedijh Ambafladors, refilling to give in their Anfwers in Writing. 
The next Day being Friday , wc gave an Hour, which was defired of us 
by Count Kinski , M. Hengh and M. Severning, as deputed to us, from 
the Body of the Allies. They told us, that having conlidercd or the 
Refolution of their adverfe Parties, and how much it imported, that 
in fuch a Pace as this, which was to be the Ground of the Treaty, the 
Anfwers Ihould be certain, and not fubjedted to the Miftakcs that might 
happen by a Report, wherein the Omillion, Addition, or Change of one 
Word, might fometimes alter the Senfe of a material Point : They 
defired us, to find out and propofe fomc Expedient in the Cafe ,• we 
told them, we could think of no other, but either purfuing the Treaty 
by Conferences between the Parties, wherein wc were ready to affift, 
if they could agree upon the Manner of them ; or clfe that each Party, 
upon their Difcourfes to us, ihould be content to let us draw up in 
Writing upon the Place, the Subftance of it, read it firft to them, and 
if they approv’d it, then communicate it in the fame Manner to the 
adverfe Party. 

They judged the firft to be attended with too many Difficulties 
to be thought of, but approved the latter in the following Paces of 
the Treaty, if the Parties ihould confent j only they faid, that for their 
prefent Anfwers, they were refolved to give them us in Writing, the 
whole Negotiation being to turn upon them. 

They defired to know, whether we had any Orders from his Ma- 
jefty upon the Prctcnfions of the Srandenbttrgbers Ambaifadors, and 
that we would renew their Inftances in that Affair to the French and 
Swedijh Ambaifadors, to the End there might remain no Difficulty in 
the Interviews between them. We promifed this laft, and allured them 
to be as yet wholly without Orders from his Majcfty, who had been 
of late fo much taken up with the Seifion of Parliament. 

The next Morning, we acquainted the French Ambaifadors w r ith 
what had palfcd in this Conference ; they feemed ftill refolved, not to 
give their Anfwers in Writing, but fatisfied with our Propofal of draw- 
ing up the Subftance of what fhould on each Side be dilcourfed to us, 
and communicating it fo to the adverfe Party, fince by thole Means, 
wc might leave out any Sharpnefs which might fall from any of them, 
as w ell as by the Way of Report, in what Ihould pafs between them. 
But upon the whole, they referr’d thcmfclvcs for giving us their Refo- 
lution, till they Ihould have firft conferred with their Allies, the 
Swedes. Only they feemed much unfatisfied with the Refolution of 
the Allies, to make their firft Anfw : crs in Writing, which they faid, 
could be defigned only for the making of Manifejlos upon this Oc- 
cafion. 

I n the Afternoon wc Ipoke with the Swedijh Ambaifadors upon the 
fame Subject, and found them clear in the Point ; not only contented 
with our Expedient in the followiMj^gps of the Treaty, but likcwiic 
confcnting to ufc it in thefc firljfAnfwcrs, tho’ the Allies ihould give 
them* in Writing} they only referved to themfelves, the Liberty or re- 
plying in Writing, in Cafe the Anfwers of the Allies contained any 
Thing of Juftifications which Ihould make it necclfary. 

A s to the Hrandenbttrgh Prctcnfions, the French anlwer’d, they had 
Orders to admit of no Innovation, in what had been the Stile hitherto 

ufed 
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ufed. between the King their Matter and the Electors, and which at 
leaft all other Electors, had been content to receive both at Munfier, 
Nuremberg, and Frankfort ; that if the Elector of Brandenburgh pre- 
tended more than the reft, as Duke of Trifle, they would not upon 
that Regard, give his Miniftcrs, as much as the Stile of Ambaf- 
fadors. 

The Swedes faid, they had reprefented the Allegation of the Tran- 
denbhrgh AmbaiTadors to their Court, but had received no Anfwer by 
Rcafon of the Difficulty in the Paffage of their Letters, and that with- 
out new Orders, they could change nothing of what had been the Stile 
obferved at Munfier. 

M. Spanheim took Occafion fome Days fince, to mention to Mr. 
Chudleigh fome Exceptions the Prince his Matter took at the Stile of 
our Letter, whereof we fent you a Copy, pretending the Appellation 
fliould have been Serenifjime Trinceps , Elcttor dr Demine, &c. that 
the Treatment in the third Perfon, lhould have been Serenitas EleHo- 
ralis ', inttead of Celfitudo Elcfloralis, and fent us a Letter from the 
Swedijh Ambaffadors at Cologn in that Stile. Wc thought fit Mr. 
Chudleigh fliould anfwer him, that vve had been wholly un vers’d in the 
Latin Stile ufed by his Majcfty’s Ambaffadors to Electors ; that for 
this Rcafon we had put an open Copy of our Letter at the fame Time 
into M. Spanheim s Hands, and if he had found any Exception to it, 
fliould have endeavoured his Highnefs’s Satisfaction, as we fliould to 
inform ourfclves better againft another Occafion ; and that his Highnefs 
might be fure we fliould upon all Occafions, exprefs more particular Re- 
fpcCt and Honour to his Highnefs, than to any other Elector upon 
the Account of his being a Prince of his Majefty’s Royal Blood. 

W e cannot but obferve upon this Incident, that the new Stile of 
Serenitie is grown a Pretenfion generally infilled on by the Electors, as 
given them by Treaties with the Northern Crowns, in Return of Regia 
Majeflas ; tho’ you fee no more than Serenitas is given his Ma jetty by ' 
the Chancery of Vienna : Upon which we fliould be glad to receive 
your Reflexions for our Conduct with thofe Princes, in the Courfe of 
our Negotiation here. We remain always, dye.

Right Honourable Sir, 

O U R laft was of the 7 th ; fince which we have none from you 
to acknowledge. We told you in it, how the French Ambaffa- 
dors had on Saturday laft given us their Thoughts, both againft the 
Way of anfwcring by Writing, that the Allies intended to take, at 
leaftwife for this firft Turn, and for the Temperament we had propofed 
of taking in Writing, as by Way of Notes, what the Parties fliould 
charge us with, but that they di^not then give it us for their Refolu- 
*tion, till they flio a uld firft fpe ak withNic Swedijh Ambaffadors. 

* We heard not from them till Tucjertiy at four a Clock, which was 
the Hour they took ; they then told us, they had come to a Refolution 
jcfintly with the Swedes, to give their Anfwcrs to the Pretenfions of 
the Allies, by Word of Mouth, and not in Writing. That they ac- 
cepted of the Expedient wc had difeourfed to them of, on Saturday, 
* which 
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which was, that we, the Mediators, fhould fet down in Writing, what 
the Parties fhould find Caufo to dictate to us, and fo communicate it, 
that there might be no Room for doubting of the Certainty ; that 
this Acceptance was upon Condition that the Allies fhould give in to 
the fame Expedient, and begin to do fo from hcnceforwards, that fo 
. the Rcciproque might begin between them upon this Exchange, and 
the Pretence of the Allies waved, of giving in their Anfwers in Writings 
of their own for this firft Turn. . * 

T h i s they gave us for their Anfwer, telling us, the Swedes would 
come and declare thcmfelvcs upon thefe Points to the fame Effect ; only 
they added, that they hoped, we would employ our Offices in diffwading 
the Allies from their Writing; the Jealoufy they, the French , have, being 
very apparent, that there is fomething intended in thofe Writings to im- 
peach them, and juftify the War on the Allies Side ; and they defired us, 
that in Cafe we fhould not be able to prevail with the Allies, but that 
they will needs thruft their Writings upon us, we fhould acquaint them 
the French , with it, before any further Step be made, ' that they may 
coniidcr what they have to do next. Here we fhall crave leave to ob- 
f rve unto you, that about an Hour before this Conference with the 
French , M. Kinski's Secretary had brought us the Anfwers of the fe- 
veral Allies, fealed up, and in one Pacquet fuperferib’d to us. It was 
obferved to him, that there was no fuch Halle, in Regard it was not 
yet agreed, how the Anfwers of the Parties fhould be communicated 
each to other : He faid, his Orders were to confign the Pacquct into 
our Hands, and to defire our Offices in communicating the feveral An- 
fwers inclofed in it, to the refpc&ive Parties they arc intended for. 

W e took the Pacquet, but did not think fit to open it, till we have 
negotiated the Point in Controverfy of Writing , or not Writing , to fome 
IHue : But this hafty Step of the Allies, is an anticipating of what 
thcmfelvcs propofed at firft, which was, that the Mediators fhould 
name a Day, and then the Anfwers fhould be exchanged on both 
Sides, yet they give in theirs, before any Day is named, and before it 
be known, whether their adverfc Parties will anfwer or not, in Cafe 
they do perfift finally in this Way of Writing. 

The French AmbafTadors, in the Conference above-mentioned, told 
us, that having received fome while fince from our Hands, a Project of 
a Treaty of Commerce with Holland ; and having fince received the 
Plcafure of the King their Maftcr upon it, they would communicate 
to us, the Anfwrr they had already given to M. Het'crning ; which* 
was, that the Hollanders fhould find the Moft Chriftian King would 
be eafy in fettling the Commerce of both Nations upon the Foot it was 
on in \66i. Only in two Points, they mull not cxpcCt any Thing of 
what they have propofed; the one was, the Abatement of the 50 Sols 
per Tonneau, which would never be, thcmfelvcs having acquicfced in 
in it by the Treaty of 166 2, and having in their own Country efta- 
blifh a like Duty upon all Strangers. The other Point was, the re- 
ducing of the traite foraine , to the Cafe it was in 1534, as not to 
be afterwards altered ; this being a Prerogative, the Moft Chriftian 
King will not have his Hands tycd up in. but will have it alterable as 
he fees Caufe. /* — 

In. the Clofe of this Confenmce, M. e? Ffiradcs enlarged further,' 
to acquaint us with the Anfwer they had given M. Rcverning, upon 
another Point he had made to them a foiemn Difcourfe on ; it wa$, 
that M. Reverning having told them of the Neceffity of a Harrier in 
Flanders , they had anfwer’d him, that the Moft Chriftian King taking 

^Notice 
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Notice of that Difcourfe, and finding it to be only in general Terms, 
without offering him any particular Scheme, there was no Anfwer to be 
given, but that the King would then give an Anfwer, when any Thing 
in particular was offered, either by the Dutch Ambafiadors, or the Me- 
diators. This M. Colbert took up, and involved in other Difcourfe, lo 
as to pafs it over, which made us think it was not intended for this 
Conference. 


This makes us obferve, that the Communication goes on ftill be- 
tween* them, and we come not to know of it but by the by, and we 
know not whether there be not fomething more than ordinary on Foot 
between them at this Time, for M. Beverning went on the fudden on 
Sunday Morning laft out of Town, to wait on the Prince. 

This is the more remarkable, in that it is immediately after the 
j French have had the Anfwer of their Court to give the Dutch} both 
upon the Commerce, and about the Barrier ; and that it is alfo again# 
a Rule that M. Beverning had fet to himfclf, that he and M. Haren 
fhould never be abfent both at a Time ; but M. Heugb fays, this is upon 
a particular Aflignation to wait on the Prince, and if he docs not find 
him at Soefdyke , (as ’tis thought he cannot have done) he is to pafs on 
into Holland^ in Order to fpeak with the Prince and the Penfioner to- ' 
gether. 

Yesterday the Swedijh Ambafiadors took an Hour of us at n, to 
make their Declaration, (as the French told us they would) that they 
approved not the Way of Writing which the Allies intended; that 
they liked well of the Temperament that we had propofed, that 
what is df Subftancc fhould be dictated to us, and we fet it down in 
Writing, but referve to themfelves, in cafe the Allies will needs write, 
to reply upon them, if they find in their Anfwcrs in Writing any Thing 
that gives Offence. 

On tuefday Count Kinski brought Count Wallenftein} who arrived 
here the Day before, to vifit us in our feveral Houfes, where pafied 
nothing but the ordinary Complements, no more than in the Revifits 
we feverally gave him yefterday at Count Kinski's Houfe. He fays, 
he will be going about two Days hence, and will not make a Stay for 
above one Day at the Hague , if he do find one of his Majefty’s Yachts 
(which we perceive he does hope for) come upon the Coafts. 

The fame Day with Count Wallenftein , arrived here the Prefident 
Cannon y bringing from the Duke of Lorain , who fends him his Pleni- 
potentiary, a Flenipouvoir with the Stile of Jtnbafjador. He hath like- 
wife a Paflport from the Emperor, which gives him the fame Stile. 
We are already much prefled by fome of the Allies, to receive him in 
that Quality ; but have anfwered, we can do nothing in it, without 
Direction from his Majcfty, which we moft humbly beg. 

Yesterday, as foon as we had difpatched our Revifits to Count 
Wallenftein} we fent to take an Hour of the Allies, to give them the 
Refolution of the French and Swedes y but hitherto have not heard from 

them. We remain ever. Sir, &c. _ _ ,

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft of the 10 tb, we have none from you to acknow- 
ledge. 

The "fame Day in the Afternoon, at an Hour affigned, we communi- 
cated to the Allies in their Aflcmbly, the Anfwcrs we had received from 
the French and Swedijh Ambailadors, upon the Expedient propofed to 
them by us, about the Way of proceeding in the Negotiation here, 
cither by Writing, or by Word of .Mouth : We gave you an Account 
of thofe Anfwcrs in our laft, and fhall not trouble you with the Repe- 
tition of them. The Allies gave us Thanks for this Communication, 
but referred us for an Anfvver upon it, to what fhould be refolved after 
Deliberation amongft them. 

The fame Evening Count Kinski came to us feverally without Ce- 
remony, and on Purpofc to introduce the Prefidcnt Cannon , who gave 
us an Account of his being font hither from the Duke of Lorain , and 
delivered us a Letter from his Mailer, (whereof we lend you the in- 
clofed Copy) and at the fame Time his P/enipouvoir, with a Palfport 
from the Emperor, and delired an Hour of us, that he might communi- 
cate to us what he had in Charge from the Duke his Mailer. 

W e obf rved, that in his Plcnipouvoir the Chara&er given him was 
only of Miniflre Plcnipotentiaire , tho’ Don ( P. Ronquillo had told us, 
that he came with that of Ambafjador ; and w*e found the Palfport 
from the Emperor had given him that Stile, which made us guefs, 
that ho might have brought two Powers with him, and have chofcn to 
produce this upon the Difficulties he forefaw in the other, by our An- 
fwer to Don Pedro upon this Occafion. 

Upon Friday Morning, while we were together, we vt ere told of a 
Duel that had been fought the Day before, between a Swedijh and a 
Danifb Gentleman, upon the Ramparts of this Town, and wherein the 
Swede had been w’cundcd in the Arm, before they^ were parted by 
Company that came in. We eftccmed the Peace of this Place, and 
the Prevention of fuch Accidents, to be of fuch Confequcncc to the 
Congrefs, that we refolved to go, one of us to the Swede , and the other 
to the Danijlo Ambaflador, and reprefent to them the Scnfe we had of 
it upon this Occalion, and to dclire them at the fame Time, that th$y 
would inform thcmfelves of the Perfons who had been engaged in this ’ 
Quarrel, and when they had found them out, they would give them 
Order to retire from this Place during the Congrefs ; and declare to all 
their Domefticks, that they intended the fame Mcafure to any Pcrfon 
that fhould hereafter be guilty in the fame Kind, and that they expect- 
ed, in cafe any Quarrels fhould happen between Gentlemen here, which 
could not w ith Honour be put up,, they fhould at leaft (hew fo much 
Refpect to this AlTcmbly, as not to decide them, either in this Town, 
or in any Place within the Neutrality. 

The Danijh Ambalfador made us Complements upon our Care 
cxprclTed in this Affair, and tho’- he feemed much concerned to part 
with Count Rantzow, who wa# 4 hc Dane engaged jn this Bulinefs, yet 
he -told us with great Ilonnetefc, that he had fo much Deference for 
us the Mediators, that lie Ihould fubmit himfelf to this, , or any other 
Rules we fliould preferibe. ' • 

Thj 
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The Swedijh Ambalfador was not fo frank in exprefling himfelf in 
this Cafe, but referred himfelf to the Informations he Ihould receive, 
and to' the Guilt or Innocence he Ihould find to have been in the Car- 
riage of the Swedijh Gentleman upon this Occafion. 

We have fince in ordinary Converfation communicated to Count 
Kinski and the French Ambalfadors, the Offices we had performed in 
this Affair, who were plcafed much to applaud our Care for the Peace 
and Order of this Aflembly, and to exprefs their own Refolutions, of 
obferving what we had propofed in Order to it. 

Upon Saturday Morning, at an Hour aflign'd, the Duke of Lorain s 
Miniftcr came to us, and after the ufual Complements upon his Majefty s 
Mediation, he defired us to make the Exchange of his Matter's Preten- 
fions with thofe of France , and to make Way for his vifiting the French 
Ambalfadors here, iincc there remained no Difficulty in Point of Cha- 
racter between them; and added, that tho’ his Matter had taken this 
Rcfolution, of fending only Minifters and Plenipotentiaries, to avoid the 
Embarrafs, which he forefaw the other Stile would produce, yet he 
pretended not to prejudice the undoubted Right he had of fending 
' Ambaffadors, nor the Intentions he might have of uling them, when- 
ever, it ihould be allowed him by his Majefty and the Mott Chriftian 
King i to this End, he defired us, that we would perform our Offices 
firft towards his Majefty in this Behalf, and then towards the French 
Ambalfadors, at fuch Time, and in fuch Manner, as we fhould think 
moft proper for it. 

I n the Afternoon M. Heugh and Count Kinski came to us, as deputed 
from th<5 Body of the Allies j but their Bulinefs was no other, than to 
make their Excufes for the Retardment of fomc few Days in giving us 
their Anfivcr to what we had reported to them from the French and 
Swedijh AmbalTadors, concerning the Method of proceeding in this Ne- 
gotiation : They told us, that the Thing being of great Importance, 
and of Confcquencc as to the whole Courfe of the Treaty, they had 
not thought fit to come to any Rcfolution upon it in the Abfence of the 
Dutch Ambalfadors, whofe Return was every Day expcCted. 

The fame Evening w'c acquainted the French Ambalfadors with 
thefe Excufes of the Allies, and with the Defires of the Lorain Mi- 
nifter : They took little Notice of the firft ; and upon the other, they 
ieemed to make no Difficulty of receiving his Pretenfions, after they 
ihould have feen his ( Plcnipoui'oir- ) and been fatisfied with them. As 
-to his Vilits, M. efFJlradcs and M. Colbert faid, they mutt firft know, 
whether he had vifited the Spanijh AmbalTadors ; but M. d Jvattx ob- 
ferving, that there was none yet here with that Character, they con- 
cluded there would be no Difficulty in it, when he Ihould fend to them 
to defire it in the due and ufual Forms. 

.Yesterday I, Sir L- Jenkins, making a Vifit to M. de Haren^ who 
was returned the Night before out of Friezland, he told me, that M. 
Secerning would not be back yet in io Days, being forced to go 
after the Prince into Flanders , having, it feems, come too late to 
overtake him in Holland , before his Return to the Army : He faid, 
he found it given out here in Town, that M. Severning had made that 
•Journey, upon Occafion of a Gftftfcrace the French Ambalfadors had 
Jiad with him, upon yefterday was S^vennight ; but added, il ne 
men mande rien Im msme, dr je ne crois pas quit y ait e:i tine Confe- 
rence formelle entr Eux, quoq ; Mejjieurs les AmbaJJaduurs ayent eJIS 
pour faire Vijite ce jour Id,

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I having given him fome Account of what the French had told 
of the Anfwcr they had received from their Court, both, upon the Pro- 
ject of the Marine Treaty, and upon the Harrier, they, t he 'Dutch , had 
made Mention of in their Conference with the French',' as deiiring to 
have one in Flanders : He anfwcrcd, that it was true they had pro- 
pofed in their Project the taking away of the jo Sols per Tonneau, and 
the reducing of the Treaty forraine to a certain Foot, but had no 
gVcat Hopes to carry either ; only the not obtaining it would give the 
fairer Occalion to them to do fomething of the fame kind in their own 
Ports. That as to the Reglement of Commerce between them, the 
French had told them, in that firft and only Conference they had had 
together, that they, the Dutch, Ihould hnd the Moft Chriftian King 
more or lefs eafy, as they ihould refolve to negotiate with him a fc pa- 
rate Peace, or otherwife. As for the Harrier, that the French Ambaf- 
fadors had told them in the fame Conference, that there was no need 
of any, their Mailer, the Moft Chriftian King, being rcfolvcd to live 
quietly and fairly with his Neighbours, and that he would have no 
Caufe to do otherwife with Republicks (Witnefs his conftant good 
Neighbourhood maintained with the Swtffes) j for that Republicks be- 
ing not apt to defign Conqucfts upon their Neighbours, they might be 
fecure France would delign none upon them the Republicks: To 
which they, the Dutch Ambafladors, could not forbear, as he laid, but 
reply, that the Memory of thofe Conquefts the Moft Chriftian King 
had fo lately made upon their Republick was fo frelh, that they could 
not by any Means difpoflefs themfelvcs of Fears, that the lik /3 might 
be attempted upon them again. 

To this the French Ambalfadors rejoyned, that all was now reftored 
to the Dutch by the King their Mailer * yet they could not hold, as 
M. JJaren faid, but tell them, ’twas true moft of their Places were re- 
ftored by a Turn that had happened in Affairs, which if it had' not 
happened, it appeared by the Propofitions of Peace offered them, the 
Dutch, at Cologn, and otherwhere, what Manner of Reftitution France 
did otherwife intend to make to this Republick. 

The main Remark that he was pleafcd to make to me upon this 
was, that the Way of direct immediate Conference between Party and 
Party did not appear to him fo practicable, the Experience he had in 
this {ingle Conference fhewing the contrary j for when they, the Dutch , 
did find the French, as they often did, pofitifs, they could not but 
reply upon them with fome Fermete, fo that fuch a Manner of Confe- " 
rence would almoft unavoidably end in Aigrettes. 

The Realon he feemed willing to have underftood of M. Hevernings 
Journey into Flanders was, that they might, by having fuller In- 
structions, be the better enabled to make up their own Matters with 
the French, and afterwards enter upon fome kind of Mediation with 
their Allies ,• the Stiffnefs of them, and the Unreafonablenefs of their 
Demands, rendring it necefTary for them fo to do, tho’ they ftili ftick 
clofe to their Obligations to Spain and Lorain. Since the writing of 
this, we have the Favour of yours of the 8 tb, upon which we find no- 
thing to return, belides the Prafeff ions o f our being always. Sir, drc.

\ Nimeguen, 17 th May, 1677. 

Right Honoutable S 1 r, 

O UR laft was of the 14 th, fincc which we have to acknowledge 
the Favour of yours of the 1 1 th Current, and therein a Memo- 
rial and an Extra# relating to Mr. Hcbdon , his Majefty’s Envoy in Rufjja , 
which we fhall take Care to make the beft Ufe of we can, as Occafion 
fhall offer, and particularly of his Majefty’s total difavowing of the 
Exccfs that is laid to the Charge of that Envoy. 

On Monday laft in the Evening, M. ct dvaux giving me the Lord 
"Berkley a Viht, took Occafion to enquire of me, with fomc Concern, 
whether we had yet heard any Thing of the Moft Chriftian Kings 
Letter to his Majcfty, whereby he propofed a General Sufpcnlion of 
Arms for fomc Years, and whether we had any Orders upon it. 

1 told him, we had fent to Court a Tranfcript of the Copy of that 
they had left with us, but had not received any Orders upon the Let- 
ter, nor fo much as heard that fuch a Letter had been delivered to his 
Majcfty ; which I attributed to the Shortnefs of Time fincc his Ma- 
jefty’s Return from Newmarket : He feemed to wonder at it very 
much, and faid, that there had been lince another Proportion yet more 
moderate, made to his Majcfty by the Moft Chriftian King, which w r as, 
that if the Allies did not like of a General Ceffation, he would be 
content to come to a particular one for the Spanifh Netherlands only : 
Upon all this I had nothing to reply, but that we had not yet heard 
one Syllable from Court, cither of the one, or of the other, there hav- 
ing been but little Time for Difpatch of Bufinefs fincc his Majefty’s 
Return from Newmarket. 

h e fame Evening a Counfcllor of the Prince and Bifliop of Ofna- 
Vrug, and his Refident at the Hague , having a Mandate from his Maltcr 
jto make a Journey hither, on purpofe to put into our Hands his Prc- 
tenfions in the General Peace, prelcnted us with the Mandate and the 
Prctcnfions, faying, he had no more, when that was done, but to defire 
a Certificate (which w 7 as given him), that he had put them into our 
Hands, he being to return forthwith to his Poft at the Hague ; a Copy 
of the Prctcnfions, and of the Mandate, as alfo of the Certificate, goes 
herewith. 

The firft Article of the Prctcnfions, w 7 hich is, that his Mafter ought 
not to be abridged the Liberty of giving what Character he ihould 
think fit to thofc Miniftcrs he fhould fend hither, he did infift upon 
with fomc Earncftncfs, enlarging much upon the Reliance the Prince 
his Mafter hath upon his Majefty’s fpecial Protection and Support in 
that Point. 

On Yuefday Mcflicurs Kinski, Hctigh , and Haren , took an Hour of 
us at 11 for a Conference, in which their Bufinefs was to acquaint us, 
firft. That the whole Alliance had rcfolved the fevcral Anfwers to the 
Prctcnfions of the Allies of the other Side fhould be in Writing for this 
Turn, and that it was their Defire we would give to the fevcral Parties 
thofc Writings we had now jp- gpr Hands. as the Anfwers the Allies 
intended, and hg*l ad dr cfled to thcn£\ 

The Rcafons they gave for their anfwering in writing thisr Time 
were, that they found their Convenicncies in this Method for the pre- 
sent ; that they had given an Account of thole Writings to their fevcral 
Courts, as the Anfwers they had given in ; and that fome of them had 
Vol. II. O a * already 
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already received the Judgment of their Principals upon what they hiv^ 
done. Another Rcafon they offered was, that thefe Anfwers were put 
into our Hands before the Expedient had been propofed by us j but that 
could not, as it happen’d, be made out upon Computation, and fo they 
waved it. 

The J'ccond Thing they told us upon this Subject was, that for the 
Expedient we had propofed, of taking in Writing what the Parties 
fhould think neceflary to dictate to us, they approved of it, and ac- 
cepted it as a proper Temperament in many Cafes ,• yet they faid, as 
it was not neceffary to dictate and put in Writing every Thing that 
palled between the Parties, fo it would be neceffary in fome Cafes for 
the Parties to declare thcmfclves in Writings, that fhould be digefled 
in good Form ; that therefore they referved to thcmfclves, the en- 
tire Liberty of having Rccourfe to that Method, when they fhould 
find the Nature of the Subject Matter to require it, notwithftanding 
their Acceptance of our Expedient. 

Another Thing they entred upon in this Conference was, that 
they having given an Account to the Rrandcnburgh Ambafladors of the 
Anfwers we had had from the French and Swedes upon the Pretenfions 
of thofe Ambafladors, that the fecond fhould have the fame Treatment 
with the firft, they had now a Reply put into their Hands to 
thofe Anfwers : Then M. Kinski taking out a Paper, (the Copy 
whereof goes herewith inclofed) defired he might be permitted to read 
it to us, and having read it, he left it with us. 

A t three a Clock the fame Day, having had an Hour of the French, 
we made our Report to them of what the Allies had given us in 
Charge i they difeourfed the Matter with us for fome Time, telling 
us, ijl, That this Way of Writing was not the Way d me prompte 
Felix, which was the Thing his Majcfty’s Mediation did drive at, and 
that they were come for, to this Place. % 

* idly , That never was any Peace made by this Way of Writing k 
that at Munfler , after fome EfI’ay, the Parties had been foi ced to wave 
it j and that when they came to treat in earneft, it was done by the 
Mediators going between, and not by Writing. 

idly. That they, when they gave in their firft Pretenfions in Writing, 
had cxprefly declared to us, and fince to the FFutch Ambalfadors, that 
they would write no more ; and that thofe Ambafl’adors did then ap- 
prove of the Courfc they defigned to keep to. 

4 tbly. That the flicking of the Allies fo clofe to their Refolution “ 
of Writing, can be no other, but a Defign to amufe the World with 
elaborate Writings, to juftify their Part in the War j and confequcntly, 
that they, the French , muft take Time to deliberate, whether they 
lhall anfwer, or clfe ncgleCt fuch Writings. 

Thus they difeourfed ; but the Refult was no more, than that they 
defired Time to fpeak with the Swedes , before they gave us their An- 
fwer ; M. Colbert adding, that they faw plainly, the Allies intended 
ftill to delay the Treaty, as they had done for feveral Months paft, 
mats quen attendant 1e Roy ( leur Maitre) navoit pas perdu le temps , 
ne le fairoit pas encore. 

When we opened to them tire ofe Point of our Mcffage, and • 
acquainted them with the Paperthat Count Kinski ft ad put into our < 
Hands, as the Reply of the Srandenburghers , they defired us not to 
read to them that Paper ; they would, they faid, be excufcd from cji- . 
tring into fuch a Way of Treating, and would take the Contents of 
it from us by*Word of Mouth. Some Anfwer they thought fit to give,

which was to this Effect : They were in Pofleflion of giving fu.ch a 
1 rcatment to the Ambafladors of Electors as they now offer, witnefc 
thofe Acts of PoflefTion ufcd by them at Munfter , Nurenbcrg, and Frank- 
fort. That nothing that M. de l Hombres may have done in the 
Treaty of Oliva ought to be interpreted to the Prejudice of what had 
been done in thofe much more folcmn AfTemblics ; befides that, M. de 
f Hombres being, in his firft Employment, no more but a Refident at 
Liege, was fent thence into the Northern Parts, and very little looked 
after, it being in the Times of their Broils, and civil DilTentions in France. 

A s for what is alledgcd to have been, lince the Treaty of Oliva, 
done in ‘Poland, they faid, they were pretty confident, the Bifhop of 
pezz-ieres , the French Ambaflador then in ‘Poland , did not miftake his 
Meafures ,• however, that they would write to Court, to know the 
prccife Matter of FaCt, both there and at Oliva ,* and that fince M. 
Colbert , who was prefent at Frankfort , is always perfwaded, that he 
faw the French Ambafladors (Marefchal de Grammont and M. de 
Igonne) cut between the firft Ambafladors of the Elector of Pranden- 
burgh and the feccnd; they will write to get more particular Informa- 
tions of what pafled at Frankfort with the Prandenburgbers ; and 
their charging thcmfelvcs to write to Court upon this Occafion, was 
all that was politive in their Anfwcrs. 

I n this Conference, we fhewed them the Original Powers of the Duke 
of Lorain to his Plenipotentiaries here, and left with them a Copy to 
conlider of ; they told us by the By, the Jjorain Miniftcr, Monficur de 
Cannon had vifited them, and that Things pafled between them with 
much of Satisfaction. We acquainted them likewife, how we were 
now poffeflcd of the Ofnabrug Pretenfions, and after what Manner they 
had been put into our Hands j their Anfwer was, that that Prince pro- 
ceeding, as the Princes of his Houfe had done before, not agreeably 

H e Forms here, they had no other Anfwer to give to him, but 
they had already given upon our Offering them the Pretenfions of 
Princes. We minded them likewife of the Paflports we had fo 
often defired of them, for the Deputies ot Hamburgh ; they promiled to 
write to Court again about it, not thinking there was more in it, 
than that it was a Thing clearly forgot. 

From this Conference, we went immediately to M. d Olivenkrantz , 
(his Collogue happening not to bo at that Time in Town) upon our 
Report of what the Allies had rcfolvcd to do in the Manner of Pro- 
ceeding by Writing; his Anfwer was, he muft firft communicate with 
his Collogue, and then both of them with the French ; only he obfer- 
ved, that it would be a Difadvantagc to them, the French and 
the Swedes , not to be endured, that their Anfwers ftiould be by Word 
of Mouth only, or at molt, dictated without Form, while the Allies 
ftiould exprefs thcmfelvcs in the moft deliberate and polifht Manner 
that was pofliblc. When we acquainted him with what had been 
committed to us, touching the Prandenburgbers , in this he was nothing 
fo fcrupulous as the french , but defired he might read their Paper, 
and take a Copy of it. Upon this Occafion, we let him know what 
M. Heugh had laid, by Way of J^nfwer to their Complaint, in that 
they wanted a Freedom of communicating with their Court, and till 
that were allowedT them, that they could give no Anfwer upon* the 
Treatment demanded by the Prandenburgbers : It was, that while the 
Crqyrn of Spain had not that Satisfaction it pretended in Point of Freer 
dom for their Couriers, the King of Denmark was upon all fuch Oc- 
cafions prefs’d, in Virtue of the ftriCt Alliance hetween them, not to 
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relax any Thing upon the Demand of Sweden. Upon the O/nabrug Pr<?- 
tcnfions, his Anfwcr was the very fame with that of the French ; fo 
that now we are to expert the final Refolution of the French and 
Swedes in the Matter of Writing or not Writing , tho’ wc arc apt to fup- 
pofe, from what fell from M. a EJirades in the laft Conference, they 
will expert the Orders of their Court upon it. 

Yesterday M. Spanbcim (hewed us an Abftrart of a Tetter that 
bis Electoral Highncfs the Prince Elector 'Palatine had fent hint, as 
having received it from London ; it was dated 24 th ylpril ; and by it 
his Highncfs was advis’d, that there was a Minifter of Savoy, the Count 
de St. Maurice , lately arrived at Court, the main Part of whofo 
liulinefs was, to follicit his Majcfty, that a Preference may be given 
to the Dukes of Savoy, before the Electors of the Empire, in the Treat- 
ment of the refpertive Miniftcrs in his Majcfty’s Court. 

That his Highncfs was much furprized at, as not believing that 
the Deference which the laft Duke had been ftipulating towards the 
Elcrtoral Collegues, and towards the Prince Elector 'Palatine in parti- 
cular, could be fo foon forgot, there having a folcmn Treaty palled 
between the Elcrtor and the laft Duke of Savoy. 

1. That the Dukes of Savoy ihould, within and without Italy, al- 
ways give Place to the Electors jointly and feverally, particularly to 
the Elertor 'Palatine, and fo between the Miniftcrs. 

2. That he Ihould never pretend to other Rank, bccaufe of the 
Title of Altczza Reale , and that he Ihould always treat the Elertor 
with the Title of Serenitas Elcftoralis ; he ftipulating to trpat him 
with Cclfitudo Regia ; and that this Ihould laft between them and 
their Succelfors : This Treaty was at Ratisbone in May 1 666, between 
the Plenipotentiaries of thefe Princes ,• M. Spanbcim left a Copy with 
us, with a Delirc it may be tranferibed, as now it is, the Copy going 
herewith, and the Contents of it laid before his Majcfty. 

To this M. Spanbcim added an Obfcrvation of his own, which waV, 
that being in Lance upon a Commilfion with others, at the Time the 
prefent Dauphin was chriftened, M. 'Bonaiiiel, the Introdurtor of Ambaf- 
ladors there, exprefled to him his being in fome Pain, how to place 
the Miniftcrs of the Electors, and the Minifter of Savoy, who were to 
aflift at that Solemnity ; but it was rcfolvcd, the Minifter of Savoy 
ihould have a Bench beneath that of the Electoral Miniftcrs ; and fo 
it was done. This M. Spanheim was Eye-witnefs of. Wc are, (jc.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft of the 17 th, wc have none from you to acknow- 
ledge. The French A mbaifador s-cam c to us, and told us the fame 
Evening, that having propofed thrft way of Treating, which they thought 
conduced moft to the Peace, and having, as much as they could, de*- 
dined the other, of giving in Papers, which they thought was like 
rather to retard than to advance it, they had Rcafon ftill to be of ^ho 
feme Opinion : But however, fincc the Allies utterly refufed it, they 
accepted tha fame Method they, the Allies, had propofed to make 
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tjieir Anfwers and Replies, either by Writing or by Word of Month, a? 
they Ihouid find Occafion ; that they did not take this as the belt 
Way, but as that alone which was left them to purfue the Negotia- 
tion, and to exprefs their Mailer s fincere Intentions to advance the 
Peace j that finco the Allies would not give their Anfwers otherwilb 
' than in Writing, they would receive them fo, tho’ they had Reafon to 
believe the Ground of this Rcfolution in the Allies, was rather tp 
make Manifeftos than Propofals ; that when they had fecn them, they 
Ihouid choofe which they thought bell, either to anfwcr them or dcfpiie 
them ; that for their prefent Anfwers, they would communicate them to 
us on Saturday by Word of Mouth, and we might, if we plealed, take the 
Subltance of them in Writing, and communicate them fo to the Allies j 
that in the Condition their Mailer’s Affairs were at prefent, they could 
yield fuch Points as thefe with Honour, and make all Paces necelfary 
to facilitate the Peace ; but if any Reverfe Ihbuld happen to them, 
the Allies Ihouid find them more difficult, and they Ihouid feek their 
Revenge, which made them think, this was the true Time to make 
the Peace, when the Armies on all Sides were fo great, as tp have 
fomc Refpc&s one for another. 

As for the Powers of Lorain , they found fome Reflexions to be 
made upon them, in which they mult have the Senfe of their Court : 
That as to that Claufe, particularly of treating for the Reftitution of 
that Dutchy, they did not know whether it would be admitted ; that 
they had no Inilru&ion at all in this Point of Lorain , and did npt 
think that Minilter pretended his Mailer Ihouid treat tete a tete with 
the King their Mailer, or that they Ihouid give any Pretcnfions to be 
exchanged at the fame Time with his, as had been done with the 
other Allies ; that they had nothing to ask of Lorain ; and that the 
King their Mailer pretended avoir le Droit & la PoJJeJfm, but might 
be/willing to receive ‘Prince Charles his Propolitions, and give fuch An- 
iWers upon them as he thought lit. 

' The fame Evening, the Pretcnfions of the Duke of Hanover were 
given us by his Minillcr refiding at the Hague , and commiffion’d only 
to put the fame Paper into our Hands. We fend you a Copy of them 
inclofed, which leem to contain nothing befides the Pretence of the 
Stile of AmbaJJador for his Minilters, and the Delires of a General 
Peace,- but that the Treaty of Hanover , made in the Year 1675, 
between that Duke, and Denmark , Brandenburgh and Munjler , Ihouid 
be obferved and executed in all Points by the Parties. We told him, 
how ignorant we were concerning that Treaty of Hanover ; and there- 
fore could not judge, whether it had any Relation to the prefent Ne- 
gotiation here ; he faid it had, and that we Ihouid certainly find it fo, by 
a Sight of the Treaty, which he would fend us from the Hague . 
However, we found by his Difcourfes, that his Prctenfions are to have 
a Share in the Conquelt of Bremen , and to have Recompence for the 
Winter Quarters which were affign’d his Troops. He told us further, 
upon Difcourfe of his Mailer’s Pretenfions to the Stile of AmbaJJador , 
he and the other Princes of Germany Ihouid never have flirred in it, 
but that the Elector of Brandenbttrgh had given them the Example; and 
•that being done, they can nevCFlet it. fall, or fuffer that fuch a Diftin- 
•ftion Ihouid be irfade between the Ele 5 tors and them. 

Upon Saturday the French Ambafladors came to us, .and told us, 
they could make no particular Anfwers tp the Prctenfions of the Al- 
lies, till they ihouid be reduced to more reafpnable Terms ; but in the 
general, they would tell us what they had to fay at prcfqnt upon each 
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of them, which M. cF Efirades did very concifely. But after him M. Col- 
bert very diffufedly, with Length of Reafcns and Juftifications, fo far 
as to fay, the War with the Empercr was only upon Occafion of a jull 
Defence againft a very unjuft Invalion: And that for Spain, they were 
attacked by them without any Occafion, and again!! the Faith of their 
Treaties at Aix la Chapcllc ; which gave them juft Reafon to pretend 
to all which their Arms had gained by the War, according to what 
had been practifed in fevcral former Treaties between the two CroTvns, 
by which Spain had made fo many Acquifitions upon France. 

W e delired, that fince we were to take the Subftance of their Dif- 
courfes in Writing, we might know which Method they intended wc 
fhould follow in the Deduction of them, either that of M. eF Ffirades, 
or that of M .Colbert; they concluded it Ihould be the firft ; upon which 
we having taken it as near as we could in Writing, they at length, with 
much Filing, reduced it to thefe following Words : — Que pour F Eni- 
perenr & F FJc'ctcur de Brandcnburgh, i/s ne croycnt pas quils pcui'oicnt 
raifonnablcment pretendre autre chofe qitc le Retablifiement entier des 
Fraitez de Woftphalie, a f Ob for nation des quels tant F Fmpcreur par 
fa Capitulation que les ‘Princes & Ffiatz de l Empire fnt engagez , 
ccmme d une Ccnjlituticn , (j Loy fundament ale de F F.mpire. 

Que pour F Efpagne, ils injiflent jiir lev.r premiere demande , d ce que 
de part & cF autre les Affaires demeurent dans FFfiat oil le Sort des 
Jrmcs les a mis d prefent. pftants prets cn c as que leur J'oit .fait cy 
aprez de la part de fa Majefie Catholique des Proportions convenables eFy 
repondre cn la manicre , qui tn pent raifonnablemtnt attendre de l# Since-' 
rite dn Rcy leur Maitrc pour F acancemcnt de la Paix. 

Que pour le Dancmarc, ils demandent la Satisfaffion de leurs Alliez. 
Que pour les Ffiatz Gencraux , ils croycnt que par la Reponfc dejd 
donriee d leurs Articles fur nn Reglcmcnt de Commerce , ils auront raifin 
. de fe cont enter. '' \ 

Yesterday in the Afternoon, having heard nothing in fevcral Dayh 
from the Swcdifh Ambafladors, we went to them, and acquainted them 
how r this Affair flood, and that having both the Anfwers of the Allies, 
and of the French Ambafladors, in our Hands, we were ready to make 
the Exchange ; but delired firft to know, w hether they intended to 
give us in theirs, that fo the Exchange might be made at the fame Time 
between both the Alliances. 

They told us we had prevented them, and that they intended to 
come to us the fame Afternoon, and give us their Anfwers by Word of 
Mouth, but referving to themfelves the Liberty of replying by Way of 
Writing, in cafe any Thing of Juftification in the Anfwers of the Allies 
fhould make it ncceftary. 

We put them in Mind of the Inftanccs wc had formerly made, both 
to them and the Danijh Ambaffador, for the fending away thofc two 
Perfons, who had lately been engaged in a Duel here, and likewife of 
the Confequences this Accident might otherwife have upon the Peace of 
the Affembly : M. Oxenfiiern anfwcrcd us, after fomc Complement, 
that he had given Order fevcral Days fince, for an Information of the 
Fa<ft to be brought us in Writing, ^nd^hat he hoped that wc would 
judge how innocent his Domeftick was of the Quajrcl, and that he • 
ought? not to be put in the fame Condition with th*c ‘Fane that was* 
guilty : Hereupon he told us the Story, which was in direct Terms, 
upon fomc of the main Points, contrary to what the t DaniJb Ambaffit- 
dor had before entertained us with. 
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We told him, that we did not pretend to be Judges of the A&ion, 
but only Advocates of the Peace and good Order of the Congrefs, 
againft which they 'were all equally criminal, who had been engaged 
in that A&ion ; that if we entered upon Informations, we fhould find 
them fo oppofite one to another, that it would be likelier to make 
Qparrels than to prevent them j which we knew no other Way of doing, 
but by what we had propofed to both AmbalTadors upon this Occafion ; 
therefore we excufcd ourfelvcs from taking their Informations, and 
defired them to confidcr further of it, which they feemed willing to do. ' 

The Swedijh AmbalTadors have fince taken an Hour of us, for giving 
in their Anfwers at four this Afternoon, by which Time this Poft will 
be gone ; fo that we only fend you Copies of the Allies A.ifwers to 
the French by this Ordinary, having not opened thofe to the Swedes , 
as being not yet ourfelvcs polfelTcd of theirs to the Allies $ we only 
obferve, that there arc no Anfwers among them from the ‘Dutch, either 
to the French or to the Swedes . We are ever, drc.

Nimeguen, ^^th May, 1577. 


O UR laft was of the 21 ft, fince which we have not the Favour of 
any from you to acknowledge. 

W e acquainted you in our laft, how we were poflclfed of the Anfwers 
of the French to the Pretcnfions of the feveral Allies, and were in Ex- 
pectation to have thofe of the Swedes as foon as that Poft was gone $ 
accordingly they came at 4 a Clock on Monday , the Hour they had 
takes M. Oxenftiern difeourfed to us at large the Particulars they 
intended for an Anfwcr, and that being done, they put into our Hands 
the Subftancc of what had been faid, to fpare us, as they laid, the 
Trouble of taking it in Writing, and themfelvcs of dictating the fame 
Things over again ,• their Paper was in Latin. 

But being put in Mind, that there would be fome little Impropriety 
of Speech in our Report to the Allies, when we Ihould deliver to them 
in Latin, the Subftancc of a Difcourfe that had been made in French, 
they thought fit to take their Latin Paper back again, and to fend it 
us in French the next Day ; the Paper itfelf goes herewith inclofed. 

I n this Convcrfation, they took Notice to us of a General Expecta- 
tion there was of the Nuncios Arrival within a Day or two, and told 
us of a Rumour that was fpread Abroad, that he would notifie his 
Arrival to all AmbalTadors and Publick Minifters indifferently ; that 
they, for their Parts, were not particularly inftruCted w'hat to do ; fome 
Examples of their own they made us a Relation of, by way of Conver- 
fation ; the one was, that about 4 Years ago, a fetter being brought 
from the laft Pope (by the Comte de t Monte , a Minifter of Q. Cbrijlinc's ) 
to their King ; the Letter, upon Deliberation, where M. Oxenftiern 
himfclf had alfifted, and after Search made of what the Practice had 
been in Sweden fince the Reformation, was refufed, tho’ the Contents 
of it, which was for a Succour to th<$ Foies againft the turks, was 
found rcafonablc to comply with. 

“'hey told us of another Thing that fell in the Way of M. Ox- 
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enjttern himfelf, while he was lately Ambafiador at Vienna j it was, 
Vol. II. P , that 
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jh at he being to make his folemn Entry there, had an Offer made him,’ 
by a third Hand, of the Nuncio’s Coaches to attend the Entry, but* he 
excufcd it. 

O u*r Anfwer upon this whole Converfation was, that we, for our 
Parts, whatever others did, fhould have no Manner of Commerce with 
the Nuncio, either in the Bufinefs of our Function, or in Matter of 
Ceremony, and that our Orders were prccife to that Effeft. 

Before we parted, M. Oxenfiiern took Occafion to make a Deduction 
to us, of the Pains he had taken to have the Truth diicovcred, of 
what had pafTcd between a Domcftick of his, that had fought a Duel 
with a Gentleman of the Train of the ‘Daitifh Ambaflador ; the Subftance 
was, that the Account he intended ihould be drawn in Writing, and put 
into our Hands, was not drawn up as he had ordered, which he thought 
might have amounted with us to an Evidence of the Innoccncy of his 
Domcftick ,• however, that he was willing to fubmit that Affair to the 
Judgment and Difcrction of the Mediators ; only that there being yet 
no" Provifion made in this Place againft ‘Duels or Rencontres between 
Gentlemen, he hoped we would take Occafion from this Incident to 
make fome Rcglemcnt, which may be a Warning for the future to thefe 
and all other Gentlemen. 

M. Oxenfiiern having upon this Occafion let fall fome Words, as if 
he had doubted the Sentiment of his Colleguc, as not being fo forward 
as himfelf to fubmit all to our Difcrction ; M. d Olivenkrcintz took Oc- 
cafion next Morning to let us know, he had from the Beginning defired, 
that no Manner of Prote&ion fhould be afforded to the Swede, but 
that he fhould be ordered to withdraw, as we had defired, ypon our 
firft appearing in this Bufinefs j and he feemed to concern himfelf much 
to have us fully perfwaded of his Dclire, from the Beginning, to have 
this Scandal removed as we had propofed. 

On ‘Tuefday Meffieurs Kinski and Stradtfman came to us, to defire 
we would think of fome Expedient to fatisfie them, in that the Sfftfc of 
InmUijfmms to the Emperor was wanting in Mr. Chttd/cigtis Com- 
miffion : They faid, that tho’ it was nothing but their Curiofity that 
had lead them to read it over when it was fhewed them, yet that that 
Defeat having occurr’d to them, they could not pafs it by, in Regard 
of fome Orders they had lately received, of what Titles the Emperor 
is to be treated with by all the Princes of J Europe. They did confefs 
our Commiffion had the fame Defeft, but that at the Time ours was 
fhewed them, their Inffru&ions were not fo Arid as now they are > and 
in order to convince us the more that it was a Defedt, they had ready 
to produce the Titles that his Majcfty had given the Emperor, in tho 
Letter brought him by Mr. Skelton from his Majefty. 

They laid a great Strefs upon this Bufinefs, and faid, that unlefs 
we could fatisfie them, fo as they might anfwer it to their Court, tho 
Negotiation, as to their Part in it, would be accroched , in Regard that 
they not being able to admit the Exhibition of the Trench Tlenipoumirs 
that Mr. Chiidleigh had offered to make them, the Trench AmbafTadors 
would not ftand legitimated in Refpett of them the Impertalifis ; and 
there could be no negotiating botween them, till the Powers were com- 
municated and acquicfccd in on both Sides. 

Our Anfwer was, that fincc our o\?h Commiffion wanted tho Word* 
Invitfijfmus, as well as Mr. Cbttdlcigb's , , we could not own any Defeat 
to be in his Commiffion, but it would follow by Implication, we did 
own the like to be in ours. 
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We obferved further to them, that the Stile in his Ma jetty’s letters 
to the Emperor by Mr. Skelton , was a Stile, as we conceived, peculiar to 
the Secretaries Office ,* but the Stile in the Commiflions Under the Greets 
Seal of England > was the Stile of the Grand Cbancelerie , which was 
certainly very ancient, and might very well differ from the other.. 

We appeal’d to themfelves, whether there were not at Vienna^ 
Madrid > and ‘Paris, two Stiles ,* the one de la Cbancelerie , the other 
du Cabinet, or de la Secretairerie ; and whether they did not differ the 
one from the other ? This M. Stradtfman did ingenuoufly confefs as to 
Vienna, and that as to the Stile of that Cbancelerie , the Emperor gives 
but the Stile of Serenitie to other Kings ; whereas by another Stile, that 
of the Cabinet , he gives to fome of them at leaft the Stile of Mdjeftie. 

But nothing of this would weigh with them, they having of late 
received ftridt Orders, as they faid, to watch that no Prejudice be done 
to the Emperor, by others varying from the Titles that of Right be- 
long to him, whereof they have of late received the Particulars from 
their Court. What this will come to we cannot tell ; but we fear M. 
Kinski will not let it fall ; for upon our fending yefterday a Gentle- 
man to take an Hour from him, for a Conference with him and the 
other Allies, he wifh’d him to mind us, qtiil defiroit fortir d affaire avec 
Meffiettrs les Mediateurs ; which we cannot think could relate to any. 
Thing elfe, but to the Difficulty he makes upon Mr. Chudleigti s Com- 
miifion, whereof you have had a particular Account by the laft Pott 
from Mr. Chtidleigb himfelf. 

W e d*d not fend you by the laft the Anfwers of the Allies upon the 
Pretenfions of the Swedes ; but having opened them upon our receiving 
of the Anfwers that the Swedes had to give, we take Leave to incloie 
Copies of them herewith. 

Being polfefted of all the Anfwers that the Parties make upon each 
others Pretenfions, and having taken the Hour of five, yefterday in the 
Afternoon, from them all, we divided ourfelvcs, and delivered the fe- , 
veral Anfwers to the Parties concerned refoe&ively. We found the 
Allies met together in their ufual Place or Affcmbly, but the French 
and Swedes in their Houfes. There was little faid by any of the 
Parties, upon the receiving the Anfwers of their Adverfaries * only 
the Allies fpoke of an Anfwer from the French upon the Duke of 
Lorain's Pretenfions, and the Lorain Minifter himfelf being prefent 
among them, let fall fome Words, as if he had expected the French 
ihould come to a like Exchange of ‘Plenipowvoirs with him, as they had 
done with the five principal Parties, to each of whom they were brought 
with much ado to furnifh particular Powers. But being told, that 
the French had made fome Reflexions, and had lent to know the Judg- 
ment of their Court, upon a Claufe in his Flenipouooir that was not in 
the common Form, the Allies were all fatisfied, that we could not do 
any Offices with Effect upon the Duke’s Pretenfions, till that were ad- 
jufted. 

M. Heugh fpoke with us yefterday in the Evening, and (hewed much 
of Concern what to do in the Vifits of Ceremony, that the Popes 
Nuncio (who arrived here on ‘I’uefday at 1 1 a Clock at Night) would 
expeft from him i his Concern did arile, he faid, from this, that the 
King his Mafter being, on the one Side, rcfolved not to make Ufe of, 
pr own any Mediation but that of his Majefty’s ; and being earneftly 
pfefTed, on the other Side, by the Emperor’s Ambafladors, not to balk 
the Exchange of ordinary Civilities with the Nuncio ; that this Inter- 
courfe between them, which, he faid, would be no morp than a pure 
Vol. II. P » Grimace , 
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GrWtace , flibuld not make any Impreffion with bis Majefty, td the Rre- 
judice of that perfect Reliance which the King cf Denniark hath upon 
his Mediation j and therefore he defired bur Judgment and Advice 
Upon this Step he was to make. We told him, that as to our own Go- 
vernment, our Orders were very plain, and very precife, not to enter 
intb any Commerce of any Kind with the NUncio : But that we did 
not obferve any Thing in them, wherein we were dire&cd to irtterefs 
ourfelves, or td meddle in the Conduit that others Ihould ufe ifl this 
Incident : Howfever, forafmuch as he had declared himfelf beforehand 
with that Regard to his Ma jelly’s Mediation, and fhewed a Concern 
not to be mifunderftood by his Majefty, we ihould not be wanting to 
make a juft Rcprcfcntation of this Refpeit he exprelTcd towards his 
Majefty. 

Last Night, Meflieurs Colbert and d Avaux, in an ordinary Con- 
verfation with me. Sir W- ‘Temple , upon Difcourfe of the Nuncios 
Arrival, told me, he had dclired them, the French Ambafladors, to 
found the Mediators, whether they would receive his Complements, 
which he intended firft to them ; and upon that Reafon, had delayed 
hitherto to make his Notifications to any of the reft. 

I told them, our Orders were very diredl in this Point, not to enter 
into any Sort of Commerce with him ; and that it would be the Part 
of them, the French Ambafladors, and the other Parties, to confidcr of 
the Ways how to prevent any Embarrafs, that might arife in the Negotia- 
tion here, by the Prefence of two Mediators, who could no Way join 
or communicate together. We remain always, dye. ,

O U R laft was of the 24 th ; fince which, we have the Favour of 
yours of the 18 th Current to acknowledge: wherein we do not 
find any Thing particularly dirc&ed us, befides that we arc to expedfc 
his Majefty ’s Resolution in the Bufincfs of the Brandcnburghers , which, 
it feems, we fhall have the Honour to know c’rc long. 

We have nothing formally come to us from any of the Parties by 
Way of Reply, or otherwife, upon the Anfwers lately exchanged ; only 
the French have, upon feveral Occafions, by Way of Difcourfe, complain- 
ed of the Matter and Manner of the Charge (in their Anfwers) made 
againft France by the Imperialifts (efpecially), and by the Spaniards i 
they expeft Orders from their Court what to do upon it * they think it 
will be, to reply in Writing ; which, they fay, will be very eafy to do 
with Advantage. 

.M. de Haren , in a Convcrfation I, Sir L. Jenkins , had with him,' 
taking notice of the Alarum that the Allies have taken of M. Beverning's 
Journey into the Army, and of their Jcaloufy, leaft they, the ThUcb, 
Ihould come to a feparate Pedce, told ‘me, they, the Dutch, are not 
without Cauie given them, to have at this Time an Eye altogether as 
jealous over the Allies, particularly over the Spaniards ,• for that there 
is Advice come from Madrid to the States General, that Don Juan iS" 
labouring to come to a feparate Peace with France, and is willing to 
fhctifice all th^ Spanijh Netherlands to it ; and to take what Exchange 

he 
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h6 can get for it, In the Roufiillon and Sicily : That nothing keeps this 
Point from being refolved, but the Expectation to fee what England 
will do, in Order to fave the Netherlands ; M. de Jiaren 3 as he judged 
this News to be of infinite Importance, fo he looks upon the Writer, 
as a fober underftanding Perfon, that would not write this to the States 
without rcafonable Grounds. 

M* de los Balbafes arrived here on Friday about 9 in the Morning. 
When he and his Collegucs will appear in publick, is not faid. The 
Nuncio received his firft Vifits from the Imperialifls and French on 
Saturday ; and he is now, as we are Writing, with three Coaches and 
fix Horfes at the Imperialifts 3 repaying his Vifits. 

M y Lord 'Berkley took his Leave of this Place this Morning, and is 
gone by Land j the Yacht that the States had ordered to attend his 
Lordihip here being not able to come up, the Wind being againft it ,* 
and his Lordihip being not willing, becaufe of his Indifpolition, to 
defer his Journey any longer in Expectation of it. We remain ever.

O U it laft was of the 28 th ; fince which, we have the Favour of 
yours of the nd Current to acknowledge. 

As foon as we receiv’d it, we font a Secretary to acquaint the 
Brandenburgh AmbafTadors of the Liberty .his Majefty is pleafed to allow 
us, in Relation to the Treating of that fecond AmbaJJador : The Words 
in which our MefTage was delivered, go herewith inclofed. 

M. Somnitz , who is the only AmbaiTador in Town, told the Secre- 
tary, that he rejoyced very much to underftand of that favourable Re- 
folution his Majefty is come to ; that he thanked us for the good Offices 
he fuppos’d we had done in that Behalf ; and that he and his Collegue, 
(who is now at Clove) would make it their Bufinefs to come and give 
us their Thanks, as foon as he fhould be come back ; which he thought 
would be within two Days. Upon Occafion of this Refolution, we 
fhall take leave to beg a Word from you j whereby we may be certain, 
how far it is his Majefty’s Plcafurc this Allowance fhould be extended ; 
particularly, whether we may pra&ife the fame towards the fecond 
Ambajfadors of other Electors, if any fhould appear (as it hath been 
faid, there will come fome from Bavaria ) upon this Place. 

H ow fcafoneble thofe Infiances are, which his Majefty is pleafed 
to continue for the Freedom of Couriers, you’ll by this Time have 
feen, in the Anfwers that the Swedijb AmbafTadors have given in to 
the Allies, which are no more, but that they cannot anfwer without 
the Liberty of communicating with the King their Maftcr ; however, it 
will be no imall Satisfaction to them, that we fhall be able to let them 
hn^w, that Affair of theirs (which will be drawn on by fettling that 
of the Spaniards) continues ftill to be a' great Part of his Majefty’s 
Care. 

W 1 can give you no other Account of the Difficulties made by the 
^Imperial AmbafTadors upon Mr. Cbudleigh's Comm iffion, but that they writ 
us a Letter upon that Subject, and we writ them an Anfwer/ the Co- 
pies of both which go herewith enclofed j whether they will acquiefce 

in 
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in our Anfwers, and Mr. Chudleigh's Authentication or not, we cannot 
yet tell j we having not heard from them, fince the delivering of our 
Letter. 

M. TJncl'er thought fit, on Saturday laft, to give us fevcrally his 
Vifits as of Form, and to leave with us the Plenipouvoir he lias from 
the Bifliop of Strasburgb ; the Copy goes herewith. He delires our 
Offices in difpofing x.\\g Imperial Ambalfadors, (whom he hath not yet 
fecn) to receive his Vilits of Complement to them, wherein he intends, 
to enlarge to them, upon the paflionatc Defires the Bilhop his Matter 
hath to return into the Emperor s good Grace. His Plenipouvoir having 
fo exprefs a Mention of his being directed to appear for Prince William , 
(the Bifliop’s Brother) will probably alarm them. But, we hope, he 
will eafily believe it to be moft advifoable for him to procure to him- 
fclf a new Plcnipouvoir in the common Form, agreed to by all the 
Parties.

S INCE our laft of the 3 1 Jl pall, we have none from you to ac- 
knowledge. The fame Evening, we received a Vilit from the two 
Prandcnburgh Ambalfadors, in Return of that we had made them upon 
their firft Arrival : This pafs’d to us both feverally with the ulual 
Forms and Complements, but particular Acknowledgments for his 
Ma jetty’s late Refolution, in Favour of their Pretcnfions of equal 
! Treatment . 

Upon Saturday ’, Count Kinski, Meffieurs Heugh, and Van Haren, 
came to us from the Body of the Allies, to delire our Offices to the 
French Ambalfadors, in Behalf of the Duke of Lorain's Minifter here : 
To know firft, if they were fatisfied with his *Plcnipouvoir ; in the next 
Place, to delirc an Exchange of fuch a Plenipout'oir on their Parts, as 
they intended to treat upon with him j and laftly, to demand the 
Counter-Pretenfions of France again!! thofe of that Duke. We intend 
to perform this Office to Day towards the French Ambalfadors, but 
doubt the Pott will be parted, before we can give you any Account of 
their Anfwer. 

M. Pcccrning return’d hither upon Friday , and told us yefterday, 
that the Occalion of his Journey was, to know fully the Intentions of his 
Matters, upon the Anfwer the French Ambalfadors had given them, the 
Day before he went, to his Propofals about the Rcglement of Commerce. 
He faid, they made no Difficulty upon any other Point but thofe two ; 
on the jo Sols per ‘Tonneau, and the old Tarif ‘ as they term it, or 
Rate of Merchandices, which was between them in the Year 1632; 
and upon thefe he found it necelTary to be inftru&ed, how fir his Ma- 
tters would infill : That tho* the French had given him no Anfwer upon 
the Points of Maejlricht , and the Prince of Oranges Pretcnfions j yet. ho 
found they would be eafy in feoth, if there remain’d nothing elle between 
them. That he came Home now fully inftrufted to go on with the 
Treaty jufques a la derniere ligne , and that he intended to nej^mte 
it by Conferences with the French Ambalfadors as he had begun, with- 
out giving in any Anfwers or Replies in Writing,- that he would ac- 
quaint his Allies with this Refolution at their next Meeting ; and that 

he 
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he thought, as the War went on in the Campaign, as if there were no 
Treaty here, fo the Treaty ought to go on here, as if there were no 
Armies in the Field ,• and that when they, the Dutch, were hors 
d Affaires, tho’ they would not conclude without their Allies, yet they 
would then begin to prefs then! to fuch Terms, as they thought Were 
rcafonablc for the Peace. 

He took Occasion upon this Point to fay, that the Spaniards flattered 
thcmfelves very much upon their Hopes from 'England, and that M. Van 
JSeuninghen did the fame in all his Letters of late, even to that by 
the laft Poll j but that he, M. Eeverning , for his Part, neither believed 
any Thing of it, nor defired what they propofed to thcmfelves : That 
he had much rather his Majefty ihould make the Peace than War, and 
that raoft People in Holland were of the fame Mind, tho’ he knew fome 
were of another ,• but he did not think the Bufincfs of Holland was to 
draw out the War into Length ; that he would be very glad France 
might believe the King were in earneft, and refolved to preferibe the 
Terms of a rcafonable Peace, and not to fee Flanders loft j becaufc he 
knew very well, that this very Apprehend on in the French would cer- 
tainly make the Peace : But they believed as little of it as he did j 
for he was as furc as of the Sun’s Aiming, that the King of France had 
faid in Confidence, to fome Perfons he could name, fince the Beginning 
of this Campaign in Flanders , that he was not in Pain about England, 
and that the King would not ftir fo much as to hinder him from the 
Conqucft of the laft Town in Flanders . 

W e hear the Pope’s Nuncio has loft all Hopes of entring into any 
Commerce, fo much as of Complement, with any of the Protejlant 
Minifies here, notwithftanding all the Advances he has made towards 
it, (terming them, Minifti degli Principi Accatolict) and Endeavours 
ufed by the Impcrialifts and Spaniards with their Allies, and of the 
French with tho Swedes ; but thefe laft have, as the Dutch Ambafladors 
tell us, declared politivcly, they would have no Commerce at all with 
him ; and from this Refolution from them, as well as from us the Me-* 
diators, the Danijh and the Prandenburgh Ambafladors, tho’ they feemed 
at firft inclined to the Interchange of Vifits with him, yet have fince 
cxcufed it to their Allies, upon Pretence that the Notifications having 
not been made them from the Nuncio, at the fame Time with the 
Impcrialifts and French , they cannot now receive them : The Dutch 
having had Orders to conform themfelves in this Point with other Mi- 
nifters of the Protcjlant Princes, are likewife refolved upon the fame 
Courfe ,• which we find gives the Minifters of Aufiria and France fome 
Pain, how to proceed in the Courfe of this Negotiation, without Of- 
fence elflicr to his Majefty, or to the Pope’s Mediation : But this we 
tell them, upon all Occalions, we are to leave wholly to their ow n Care, 
and can give them no Advice upon it ; but tranfmitting to his Majefty 
the Accounts of all that pafles towards us in this Matter, fliall only 
expert and purfuc his Orders thereupon. 

W e fend you inclofcd a Copy ot a Letter we received fince our laft 
from the Imperial Ambafladors, concerning the Difficulties they raifed 
in the Emperor’s Stile in Mr. Chudleigb's Commiflion, by which you 
wiH find, they refolved to receive a Satisfaction that was not given 
them, being willing, as we fuppofc, to get out of this ill Pace they had 
engaged in. * « 

W e propofed to Count Kinski , fince our laft, the Defir cs of M. Ducker 

Strasburgh Minifter, to perform his Vifits to him, the Count, and 

his 
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his Collogue ; but his Anfwcr was only, that he would confult his 
Orders upon it.

O UR laft was of the 4 th of June , fince which we have not the 
Favour of any from you to acknowledge. 

O n Monday we performed our Offices with the French Ambafladors, 
as the Allies by their Deputies had requeued us, (as we have already 
told you) in Behalf of the Duke of Lorain ; they told us, they would 
give us their Anfwer in Writing as yefterday, but did not j how they 
came to fail, we know not. 

W e took this Occafion to acquaint them of the Hanover Prctenfions 
in our Hands * but thofe being left with us in the fame Way as the 
Duke of Zell and Bifhop of OJnabrug had conveyed theirs, that is, not 
agreeably to the Forms here praCtifed, the French Ambafladors would 
give us no other Anfwer upon them, but that thefe Prctenfions, as well 
as thofe of the other Princes, mull be brought in in Form. 

Yesterday M. Colbert, in a Convcrfation with us, amongft other 
Difcourfes, faid, he had heard the Spanijh Plenipotentiaries intended to 
appear fuddenly, and to make their Notification firft to the Nuncio, 
next to the Imperial ifts, and in the third Place to us ; this they thought 
would engage them, the French , in a Difficulty as well as us ,• for tho* 
they yield the Precedence to the Emperor, yet they could not allow 
any fuch Diftin&ion between him and their Matter. That in a folemii 
Proccflion upon the opening the Treaty at Munjlcr, M. d Avaux did not 
yield the Place to Wo/mar , the fccond Imperial Ambalfador, but Count 
.Najfan and d Avaux went together in the Proceifion, and after them 
JTolmar and Servicn. ; 

W e to Id him, we did not hear of any fuch Thing intended by the 
Spaniards , and that we had no Rcafon to expeft it, bccaufe the Impe- 
rial ijls yielded us the Place at the Publick Conferences in their Aflem- 
blies : He replied they did it there, as in a Houle of their cun ; and 
he fuppofed they made a Difficulty upon giving it us in a Third ( Place 
bccaufe the Privilege given to Mediators, was a Thing, he faid, not 
pra&ifed at Munfter , but taken up in the Alfcmblies fince. 

W e conceived of this and the reft of his Difcourfe, that he meant 
that we Ihould apprehend, that if the Emperor’s Ambalfadors refufed 
this Point, they, the French , would make a Difficulty of giving it. 
However, we juftified the Prctenfion, both from the Nature and Ne- 
ceffity of it, as it gave Eafe to the Negotiation, and from the Pra&icc 
to which his Majcfty had given in fo formally at the Treaty at Cologn. 

Soon after came in M .Beverning, with a Defign (as he faid) to 
talk w ith us, upon an Occafion that the Marquifs los Balbafes had juft 
then given him, in a Vifit he had made him : The Marquifs apd his 
Collegucs, he faid, were willing to appear in Publick with the Iboneft 
pofilble, and he put them on all he was able ; je les JpouJfe furieufement 
were the Words among others he ufedj enlarging further (as he did 
before he entered upon the Bufinefs he was come about) upon the Or- 
ders he now hath, to make a Proje<ft of a Treaty between his Matters^ 
and the French ; he faid, he would have one ready dreft to the very lalt 
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Line, and that we fliould have Part of it ; that he would go to the 
Ffencb Ambafladors himfclf within a Day or two, and would offer to 
enter into Negotiation with them ; that he had already communicated 
his Refolution to his Allies, and let them know, he would flay no longer* 
Purfuing this Difcourfe, as he did with Earncftncfs, he faid, among other 
Things, il y a des Gens cbe's nous qni croyent , that if the ‘Dutch Am- 
bafladors, and the reft of the M millers, had made that good Ufe of 
their,. Time as they might and ought to have done laft Winter, they 
might have been in Peace by this Time } and that which the Spaniards 
have loft this Spring, might have purchafed a tolerable Peace for them. 
That he, for his Part, tho’ he fees fomething may be hoped, not im- 
probably, from the Armies of the Allies now in the Field, yet the Ap- 
prehenlions he hath for Sicily, and the no very good Concert that is 
between the Allies, do fo weigh with him, as to over-ballance all his 
Hopes, and make him think it ncccffary to purfue the Peace, and not 
lofc the next Spring, as they had done the laft. 

That which he had to fpeak with us upon, in Reference to M. los 
TialbafcSy was a Difficulty or two wherein we ourfelves were like, he 
faid, to be concerned, upon the appearing of the Spaniards in Publick: 
The one was, that as, on the one Side, they, the Spaniards , would be 
loath to give any Caufc of Offence to his Majefty, in not fatisfying as' 
to the Regards due to his Majefty s Minifters here; fo it is not to be 
cxpc&cd from them, they will diminifti any Thing of thofc llcfpcdts 
and Deferences, that they and all Princes of the Roman Communion 
ufe to give to the Pope’s Minifter; and finding that this Confideration 
did gravyi the Spaniards , he had bethought himfclf of an Expedient, 
and camp to fee what we would fay upon it. 

The Expedient was, that the Spanifb Minifters fliould notifie the 
Nuncio and us at the fame Time precisely, by divers Gentlemen ; and 
that when the Rcvifits fliould come to be made by the Spaniards , that 
one of them fliould go to the Nuncio, and the two others to us, both 
at one and the fame Time ; and fo as one had finiflied with us, he 
might S° to the Nuncio, and he that had been firft with the Nuncio, might 
afterwards come to us. This he thought might be fo evenly carried 
on, as that it fliould be in a Manner impollible to difeern, who had 
been firft notified or vifited, We or the Nuncio; He defired our Opi- 
nion in this, and, if wc liked it, our Approbation ; but if we did not, 
he defired us to think of, and advife fome other Expedient. 

Our Anfwer was, that as our Orders are precife, not to enter into 
any Commerce with the Nuncio, fo we could not take upon us to 
give any Opinion or Advice in Expedients or Meafures relating to him : 
That we, for our Parts, left it to the Parties that intended to make 
Ufe of that Mediation, to provide againft the Embarrafs that is 
likely to follow upon it ; that wc would go on the fame Way we had 
gone in all this while ; and would from Time to Time inform his Ma- 
jefty of what fliould come to our Knowledge in fuch Incidents as thcle, 
and expert his Orders upon them. 

The other Difficulty M. Pevcrning faid that he forefaw was, con- 
ccrnisgjhe Treatment that the Spaniards would pretend to from us, as 
Ambajjadors, tho* their firft Power focak them no more than ‘Plenipoten- 
tiaries , excepting that the Marquils lo\ Palbafes is faid to be fo his 
Power ftylcd the King of Spain's Ambaflador at Vienna. This, he faid, 
Allies had given in to j the Imperial{fts , the f Dane i and the reft. 
Doing refolved to treat them as Ambajjadors , upon the Undertaking 
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they entered into to produce ! Plcniptiivcirs here within two Months, 
giving each of them that Character. 

M. liccerning further told us, he was allured the Swedes would give 
them the Treatment they pretended. We did not anfwer him for the 
prefent, further than to tell him, we delired a little Time to lock upon 
our Orders, before we came to a llefolution in the Point. Only we 
obferved to him, that we did not fee what Advantage it would be to 
them, the Spaniards, to change the Figure of incognito they are now in, 
lince they have no Capacity to treat without a Tlcnipouz'cir ; that, he 
Cud, they propofed to themfelves to fupply by a new Act obligatory, 
of the lame Tenor with the former ; and that they were bent upon 
this Way, becaufe they did hope to fet forward the Negotiation, by 
dir eit Conferences with the French, whenever tlv'y could not make 
life of the Mediators, by Reafon of the Incompatibility between them. 

When we had difeourfod over thole two Difficulties, we took No- 
tice to him of a third, that he had not, it feems, thought of; telling 
him what we had underflood of a Deiign of the Spaniards, to not i tie 
the lmpcrialifts before they did us, which if they did, th< y would 
thereby, as much as in them lay, render his Ma jelly’s Med ation ufc- 
lefs; for that it was certain, that as loon as the Imperialiffs fhouid 
enter into Competition with us, the Ambaffadors of other Crowned 
Heads wou d do the fame, and then we fhouid be in that perpetual 
Embarrafs with moll of the Miniflcrs here, that inllcad of doing the 
Offices of Mediator* ourfelves, we fhouid have need of Mediators be- 
tween us, and the moft conliderablc of the Parties, We therefore told 
him plainly, \vc would not vilit the Spaniai ds , in cafe they notified the 
Imperial ijis before they did us; this, lie (aid, he was not afvarc of, 
but would found the Spaniards about it, and fuddenly give us an Ac- 
count. All this he delired might be underltood to pafs between us by 
^ Way of Difcourfe, as if it had been his Meaning it fhouid go no fur- 
ther; however, we thought it our Duty to lay it before his M a jelly 
by this Hrlt Occalion. 

T h r s Conference was no fooner over, but M. licit "h came to tell us, 
there was a Minifter or two of the Duke of Illjfein in Town ; one 
that had been here for fome Months, the other but newly arrived : 
His Delire to us was, that we would not fufflr ourfelves to be poifdfcd 
with any Prejudices, thofe Miniflcrs might endeavour to beget in us of 
the King his M after ; nor yet that the Prctenlions of the Duke of 
Holficin Gottcrp are capable or being brought into this Treaty, the Dif- 
ferences between him and Denmark being purely Dcmejtiqne, (y Jur des 
Unions dcs Maifons ; and that there can be no Colour to debate any of 
them here, feeing he is not a Party declared on either Side in the War. 

H r faid further, that his Majefty, upon the Application of the Da- 
nish Minifter in England, had been plcafed to declare, it was not a 
proper Bufinefs for this Place, and that he would take Order it fhouid 
not mingle in the Affairs of the Aflcmbly. 

He told us, that M. dc los Halbafcs had, juft before he came, been 
at his Houfe ; that he had promifed to give him and his Collogues the 
lame Treatment as if they had been Ambaffadors ; but that it Wits'll ot 
at all upon Conlideration of the lmpcrialifts doing (tho* he was rc- 
folv’d*to fee it done by them toe/ before he entered upon it) but it was 
upon exprefs Stipulation, that they, the Spaniards, fhouid produce 
Powers with the Title of Ambaffadors within eight Weeks, to be coa^ 
ed from Monday next ; upon this Caution likewife, that in cafe they 
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produce them not within that Time, all this Treatment ihould ftand 
retraced, and all that ihould pafs in the mean time ihould be void. 

Since the writing of this, we have the Favour of yours of the i ft 
of June : As to the firft Point in it, touching the Stile of InviftiJJimus, 
you will by this Time have feen, by the Imperial AmbalTadors Reply 
to our Anfwcr, where and how they are plealed to let that Matter reft. 
As to the other Point, of the Moft Chriftian King's Letter to his Ma-. 
jefty about a Truce, we are very much furprized to find an Occafion 
of doubting, whether ever any fuch Letter came to his Majefty s Hands 
or no ,* fince it was communicated to us by the French Ambaifadors in 
Form, and as a Letter which had been font away to the King, b^frre 
the Copy was tranfmitted to them. We find befides, that the French 
having communicated it to other Minifters here, as well as us, we were 
not only called upon by the French , but by fome of the Allies, to know 
what Orders we had received upon it. We remain ever. Sir, dtc.

After the doling of our Letter by this Poll, we have received from 
the 'Dutch AmbalTadors a Paper, containing the Projc# of a Treaty in 
all its Articles, which they delired us to give to the French Ambaifa- 
dors ; and told us at the fame Time, they had been in a Conference 
with tiVem this Morning, about the two only Points remaining in Diffi- 
culty bltwecn them, upon the Reglemcnt of Commerce } the one of 
which confiftcd in the Vieux Far if, they have, they fay, quitted, but 
infilled upon the other. We have not Time left us to lend you a 
Tranfcript of the whole Paper, but fend you a fhort Extra# of the 
Heads of each Article :

Right Honour able Sir, 

S INCE our laft of the 7 th 3 vve have none from you to acknow- 
ledge ; but fend you enclofed a Copy of that Project of a treaty 
which, we told you in our laft, was put into our Hands by the ‘Dutch 
Ambaliadors, juft upon the doling that Packet ; upon which we can fay 
nothing further, but that as the French Ambaliadors feemed to believe 
there will remain little between them, belides the Bulinefs of their Al- 
lies ,• fo the Imper ia/ijis feem confident, the Dutch will not conclude 
without them, tho’ all other Points fhould be early agreed with the 
French. 

The fame Day, M. d Fjhades brought us a great Complaint of a 
Violence committed upon fomc of his Dotneflicks, by fome Soldiers that 
had pafs’d here, but in Company, as was faid, with fomc off Count 
Kinski s Servants ; the Fact having been foul, and aggravated H>y the 
Time of the Night, by breaking open the Doors of the Houfe, and by 
feveral Wounds that had been given to Women as well as Men, we 
performed our Offices immediately upon it, firft to the Dutch , and then 
to the Imperial Ambaliadors : Having found that the Soldiers engaged 
in this Quarrel, were fome Recruits of the Prince’s Guards, who palling 
through this Town were lliipt away next Morning, and fo out of reach 
when the Complaint came to us ; We deli red the ‘Dutch to procure 
new Orders from the Prince, that no Soldiers fhould pafs thro’ this 
Town upon any Occalion, during this Allctnbly j and of Count Kinski , 
that he would inform himfelf, whether any of his Servants had been 
engaged in this Fact,- and in that Cafe, that he would proceed accord- 
ing to thofe Articles we had offer’d, at our firft coming hither, to the 
feveral Ambaliadors, for prefer ving the Peace of this Alfembly. The 
‘Dutch promifed us their Offices, and Count Kinski his Enquiries upon 
this Occalion, and that they would give us an Account of both. 

T h e fame Evening, vve went one of us to the Swede, and the other 
to the TJaniJb Ambaflador, to let them know, that having confidcred 
of the Facility they had exprcll to comply with our Delires, about 
fending away thofe Perfons who had been lately engaged in a Duel 
here, we were content not to exact the Rigour of what we had de- 
manded upon this Occalion, fince it had happen’d before any Reglement 
had been agreed on in the Cafe ; and that we would only at prelent 
take this Occalion of offering a new Article, which fhould reach all 
fuch Rencontres , and endeavour to preferve the Town, and the Neutra- 
lity about it, free from all fuch Accidents. They both profelfed to take 
very kindly the Eaftnels we exprefs’d in. this Matter, and to be read/" 
to give their Confent to any RegJements we fhould propofc for the fu- 
ture. And wd were indeed forced to give this Turn to that Affair, bc- 

caufe 
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cauls we found that without it,thc& 0 ofcr would have excufcd thcmfelves 
in what we ddired of them $ which we thought might have been a 
Thing of ill Example upon other fuch Accident, in the Courfe of our 
Mediation. 

The lame Night, but late, a Secretary from the French AmbalTadors 
brought us a Paper, which, he faid, was their Anfwer concerning the 
Flenipouvoirs of the Duke of Lor (tins Minifter, but with Frotcfiation 
again!! any Prejudice from the Stile alfumcd there by that Duke, or 
given to him in the Palfports from the Molt Chriftian King ,• we fend 
you inclofcd a Copy of this Paper. 

Upon Friday Morning, Count Kinski came to us, and told us, tl at 
having enquired of the Marfhal d FJiradcs Domcftiek (whofe Houfc was 
broke open) he found, that he accufed only one of his Servants to 
have been prefent in the Action ; and that tho’ his fellow Servants, to 
clear him, gave Teftimony, that he was at the fame Hour at his own 
Lodging, fo that the Cafe feemed very doubtful, yet he had brought 
him along with him, on Purpofe to be left in our Difpofal, deliring us 
to judge and punifh him as we thought fit : But upon our cxculing our- 
fclves from any fuch Part, or any other, than that of foiliciting the 
Purfuit of thofc Reglcments we had offer’d in fuch Cafes, he refolved 
very frankly to put him into the Magiflratc’s Hands. We acquainted 
him at the fame Time with the French Anfwers, concerning the Lo- 
rain Powers, which he defired we would communicate to the Prefident 
Cannon , and the other two Deputies of the Allies, who had been with 
us upon *his Affair, to the End, that when they had confidered of it, 
they mioit let us know their Intentions upon it. 

The time Morning, M. Dncker came to us to enquire, whether 
we had received any further Anfwer from the Imperial Ambafladors 
about the receiving of his Vifits, as Minifter from the Bilhop of Straf- 
bnrgh and we imparted to him, what the Imperialifts had told us 
the Day before upon this Enquiry, which w T as, that they could not 
give an Anfwer to it, till they knew from him, whether his Maftcr 
pretended to come into this Treaty, as a Prince that was actually in 
Arms, or as an Ally of any Crown that was fo. M. D ticker took Time 
to conlider of this Queftion, and to confult ivith his Friends what An- 
fwer he fliould give upon it. 

In the Afternoon, we went to the French AmbalTadors, and ac- 
quainted them with Count Kinski's Proceeding again!! his Domeftick, 
with which they were fo much fatisfied, as to defire us, that we would 
intercede for his Servant’s Liberty. We gave them the Paper, or Pro- 
ject, which the Dutch had put into our Hands ; upon which they laid, 
they would confult together j and when they had refolved what was to 
be Paid upon it, they would acquaint us with it. We told them, the 
Allies delired Copies of their Paper, concerning the Duke of Lorain ; 
and they were contented they fhould be given to the feveral Parties who 
demanded them, which was accordingly done. 

Upon Saturday , a new Minifter from the Duke of Holftein Qottcrp 
came to us, and gave us both Letters from his Matter, recommending 
to us'tfic' Introduction of his Affair with the King of Denmark into this 
Treaty j and likewTc a Book in Latin y containing a Deduction of that 
whole Matter. We anfwcred him, as ^e had done a foimer Min’ifter 
from the fame Duke, that we did not well fee, how that Adair could 
.4frtrought into this Treaty, unlcfs his Matter were either adtually in 
War, or a declared Ally of fome other Prince that was fy j at lea!fc 
that we ought firft to receive his Ma jetty’s Orders upon it. 


The 
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The fame Day, we font for the Magiftrates of the Town, and taking 
notice to them of fome Diforders which lately happened here, as well as 
our Fears of more, and of worfc Confcquences, upon the daily Incrcafe 
of the Numbers, we recommended to them, Firfl> The forbidding 
of all publick 'Drinking Houfcs receiving or retaining any Company 
after ten a Clock at Night in the Summer, and nine in the Winter. 
Secondly , The ordering of a 'Patrouillc, with two Guards, to go conftant- 
ly about the Streets from nine at Night till four in the Morning. ’ And 
laftly, to take Care of hindring all Soldiers that pafs the River here, 
from fo much as entring into the Town, according to the Orders that 
were given laft Summer to that Purpofe by the Prince of Orange.

. 'Right Honourable Sir, 

O U R laft w r as of the 1 1 th ; fincc which, vve have the Favour of 
yours of the 8 th Current to acknowledge ; and therein the Care 
you are pleas’d to have of us, that we be inftrudted of his Majefty’s ex- 
prefs Plcafure, touching the Treatment of the fccond Ambalfadors of 
Electors in the general, and the Stile of liK'iftijJimus, pretended to by 
the Imperial Minifters for their Mafter. a 

W e hear nothing more of the Dutch Ambaflador’s Project q: a corn- 
pleat Treaty with France , whereof we fent you a Copy in -^ur laft ,• 
nor did we hear till yefterday, of the 'Protejlation the French Ambaf* 
fadors had given in to us, and we communicated to the Allies a 
Week ago. 

Messieurs Kinski , Heugh , and Van Harcn , came, as deputed from 
the Body of the Allies, and acquainted us yefterday in the Forenoon, 
that the French having accepted of the 'Plenipotivoir that the Duke of 
Lorain had given to his Minifters here, they defired our further Offices 
in difpoling the French Ambalfadors to Ihew a 'Plenipowvoir on their 
Part to treat with thofe Minifters, and to come to an Exchange of 
Powers, as hath been done in the like Cafes. 

A s for the Proteftation, (which was the other Part of the French 
Ambalfadors Writing) they, the Allies, did not take any Manner of 
Notice of it ; it was addrelfed to us, and not to them : They might, 
they faid, allcdge many Things, and did remark fome Things, to Ihew 
the Invalidity of it j but in Ihort, they would not enter into any Dif- 
cuffion of it, but gave us the Copies we had (at their defiresj lent 
them back again. They did obferve to us particularly, how very little 
fuch a 'Proteftation can operate to the Duke’s Prejudice, fo long after 
that the Moll Chriftian King had, in his Palfport of laft Year, given 
him the Treatment now protefted again!!, and fo long after that the 
King our Mafter had owned him fo frankly, and fo avowedly^ given 
him the Stile of Frere and of Due de Lorainc , upon the Ntffice he 
had given his Majefty, of his fucceeding the late Puke his Uncle. 

I A the Afternoon, we performed our Office with the French Ambaf- 
ladors, as the Allies had defired us j their Anfwer was, that they had 
no fpccial 'Plenipouvoir to treat with the Duke of Lorain ; that fckv/ 
pretended l$c Ihould treat as an Ally, and not de Jim Chef: That they 

de- 
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defired it might be remembred, how they had defired and prefs’d, that 
one Plcnipomoir might ferve on their Part to treat with all their Ad - 
verfarics j that it was true, they had been, upon lpccial Reafons, pre- 
vailed with to furniih five feveral Powers, but that they had done it 
under Protection to furniih no more ; and that they had the Promife 
of the 2 hitch Ambafladors, not to be importun’d for any more ; how- 
ever, that they could not furniih any more. 

Ha.v i n g in the Morning received M. de los Balbafes his Plenipouvoir , 
which he fent us by the Secretary of the Em bally of Spain, with a 
Dclire we would communicate it to the French Ambafladors, and fo 
come to an Exchange of Powers with them, as the Manner hath been ! 
We took this Occaiion to let the French Ambafladors know', we w r ere 
polfcfled of M. de los Balbafes his Powers but they dclired to be 
. cxcufcd, that they did not exhibit theirs, or come to an Exchange 
with him ; for that his ‘Plenipoucoir was not in the Form agreed on, and 
confequcntly would give them feveral Matters of Exception againft it, 
if they Ihould enter upon the Examination of it ; that their Powers 
were in the common Form agreed to, and not capable of being except- 
ed againft ; and therefore that they had no Reafon to exchange their new 
one againft his old one, lince he would be able to do no more upon this 
whole Matter, but to enter into an Act obligatory, to procure on his 
Part a Power in good Form, which they had already done on theirs. 
But that they would take our Word, in that we faid we had feen his 
Power, and that they will account him to be fufhjamment authorize for 
this Negotiation on the Part of the Crown of Spain. A Copy of his 
Powers g.V's herewith. 

A n Illur after that this ! P/enipoucoir had been brought us from M. 
de los Balbafes , came three Gentlemen with a Complement, as if it 
had been from the three Spanifh Ambafladors, but they notified us of 
M. de los Balbafes Arrival only, making no Mention of the Arrival of 
the other two. The Notification was clear and exprefs, the reft of 
the. Complement was fomewhat entangled, which gave us Occaiion, in 
the Return of it, (which was done forthwith) to.diredfc the Gentlemen 
that fpokc, beljdes the ufual Complements, to ufe thefe Words : — Ft 
commc letirs Excellencies out ccmprifes qtte V. E. dejire qtie lenr Vijite 
foit decree jufqttes a cc qtte fEmharras \ bit leve par f arrivee des Nttt- 
veavx Blcnipowcoirs. — Us fc conferment entierement anx Sentiments de 
V. E. d) tie manqueront pas de luy faire lenr Vijite d telle temps qtielle 
tronvera a prop .s de la rcccvoir dr en attendant. — 

M. Balbafes , in his Anfwer to our Secretaries, told them, he Ihould 
have been very glad to have received the Honour of our Vilit, but 
being there was a Difficulty which did arife, not from him, but from his 
Collogues, he could not feparatc the Embally, and therefore that he 
would cxpeCl with Impatience the Arrival of new Plenipomoirs , which 
will take away the prefent Difficulty. 

W e have fince underltood, that there was the like Notification fent 
to the French and the Swedes, and that they fent their Complement to 
M. de los Balbafes , with Directions to treat him Excellence , and to the 
othef“tWO, with no more but vous dr vStre. 

B y the Account we have from the Swedes, the Complement to them 
and to us was not the fame, and fo they might have Realon to *fend 
to complement the other two, which we had apprehended we had 
fince they did not notific us of their Arrival ,• and we w'ere glad 
enough to avoid the Embarrafs that would necilfarily follow ; for if our 
Secretaries Ihould have treated them with Excellence , we mould have 

gone 
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gone a different Stile from the French and Swedes , (whom wc are fji- 
reCted to concert with in fuch Cafes) and if not, they fhould have given 
them kfs than the Imperial and ‘Danifh AmbalTadors do in their own 
Perfons. 

T h e Duke of Jlolftciris Minifter came to us yefterday, to defire our 
Advice, whether the Duke his Maftcr fhouJd endeavour to introduce 
his Affair into this Treaty, by his Majefly’s immediate Recommenda- 
tion, or die by declaring himlelf an Ally of Sweden , and intcrcfted in 
the Treaties of the North. We excufed ourfelves to him, as not con- 
ceiving it to be any Part of our Bulinefs to give Advice to the Parties, 
who mu ft be prefumed bell to underftand the Mcafurcs they have to 
take. Bolides that, we were not fure that any Advice we could give 
him, would prove the beft to be followed, confidering the various Turns 
that Affairs may take in the Courfe of this Negotiation. He l'ecmcd to 
wonder, and to be difappointed, in that we had not yet received any 
particular Orders, as he hoped we had had, from his Ma jelly, touching his 
Mailer’s Affairs. 

W t acquainted M. de los Halbafes with the Anfwer that the French 
Amballadors had given us upon his Powers, fending Mr. Child leigh to 
him hill Night : After that Mr. Child leigh had cleared fome Objections 
that lie made, he defired his Complements might be given us, and 
feemed to reft fatisfied, and to expect the coming of his new Powers.

S INCE our laft of the 14 ih, we have none from you to acknow- 
^ ledge. - . 

The fame Day wc acquainted the Allies with the Anfwer of the 
French Ambalfadors, upon the Demand of Powers for the Duke of 
Lorain , and their Refutation to treat with him no othenvife than as an 
Ally of fome of the other Parties engaged in this War, and to furnilh 
no fpecial Power for him, or any other Prince, bolides thofe Five at firft 
agreed on. 

When we communicated this to the Allies, the Prclidcnt Cannon 
defired our Opinion, whether this could be accepted of Jans blejfer t hon - 
near de fon Maitrc , & la regularize de cetic Negotiation. But upon our 
excufing ourfelves from giving any Opinion in the Point, the Alfcmbly 
of the Allies took Time to confider of this Matter ; and after Deli- 
beration, to give us a further Account of their Intentions upon it. 

T h e v gave us likcwife the lame Anfwer upon a Paper we offered 
them at the fame Time, (and which we fend you here inclofed) for 
preft rving the Peace and Order of this Aflembly, which we had Rca- 
fon to apprehend might fall every Day into more Danger, both from 
fevcral Incidents lately happened here, and from the great IncrBSi&'and 
Numbers of fo many fevcral Nations in this Place. 

We communicated the fame (Paper the very fame* Evening both to 
the French and Swedes , who likcwife took Time to confider of it, and to 
give us their Anfwer ; but all of them made us Complements upfeu' 
our Care in this Matter, as appearing very necclfary at this Time. 

Upon 
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Upon Friday , the French Ambalfadors gave us their full Approbation 
of' that Paper in all its Points ; and defired us to haften the Confent 
of all the other Parties here ; to the End we might give formally a 
Copy of it to every Ambaflador, with an Atteftation of all Parties hav- 
ing agreed to it.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

O UR laft was of the iSth 3 fince which w'c have not the Favour 
of any from you to acknowledge. 

O n Tucfday Meffieurs Kinski , lleugh , and Van Horen , as deputed 
from the Body of the Allies, came and defired our Offices towards the 
French Ambalfadors, in the Behalf of the Duke of Lorain . They told 
us, the Allies had judged it reafonable to infill, that the Fi ench Am- 
bafTadors Ihould furnifh a fpecial Plenipouvoir to treat with his Min liters, 
for that he was a Prince that was Soveraign and independent ; and that 
his PredecefiTors had heretofore made fcveral Treaties, as with other 
Princes, fo particularly with the Crown of France ; they did therefore 
delire we would make our Inltanccs with the French for a fpecial Power, 
and defired us withal to give in the Prctenfions of the Duke of Lorain 3 
which they, the Allies, had about three Months ago put into our Hands ,• 
being wiJling, they faid, to advance the Bulincfs of the Treaty, and 
that notiing Ihould Hick on their Part, in Hopes the fpecial Plenipou- 
voir world be procured in the mean while. 

W e uikc Leave to fend you herewith a Copy of the Duke’s Preten- 
fions, which being calculated for this Alfembly, while he had no Mi- 
niftcr of his own upon the Place, we could not think fo congruous to 
Avhat might be now expedted { bolides that, it was of a much ancientcr 
DacC than the Plenipouvoir 3 which mull be regularly fuppofed to bear 
it. However, neither M. Cannon 3 nor the Allies, would hear of altering 
it, as being under the Duke’s Hand and Seal, and as it was put 
into our Hands from the Body of the Alliance ; fo they perfifted 
that we Ihould do our Offices upon the Writing, as it goes now inclofed. 

When we opened this Matter to the French Ambalfadors, as we did 
yefterday at an Hour we had taken for that Purpofe, M. Colbert fell 
into a great Paflion upon this Demand of a fpecial Plenipouvoir 3 and 
would needs have perfwaded us, that it was contrary to the Cullom of 
General Treaties in former Times, to have more than one ! Plenipouvoir 
of a Side j and that it was contrary to the Promife of the Allies, who 
had declared, that if the Five fpecial Powers, which were then infilled 
on, Ihould be furnilh’d, they w r ould demand no more ; and for this 
they appeal’d to what we could fay and remember of it. 

W e told him, that if he called on us to witnels any fuch Declara- 
tion or Promife of the Allies, we could fay nothing to it ; only we 
co aRj&y> that the Dutch AmbalTadors, when the Adjullment of the 
Number of Five Pleniponvoirs was upon fettling, had faid, that they, 
for their Parts, could not hinder other Electors or Princes, Parties to 
this War, naming particularly the DuKc of Lorain , from demanding 
fpecial Powers from France , when they Ihould come upon this Place, 
and defire to enter into the Treaty ; nor Ihould they be able to refufc 
their Offices in joining with thole Electors or Princes in t\iat Demand, 
Vol. II. R if 
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if they fhould be required to do it : However, that if thofe Princes 
fhould finally infift to have fuch fpecial Powers, and refufe to treat 
without them, they, the ‘Dutch Ambaffadors, for their Parts, would in 
that Cafe pajjer outre , and not forbear Treating, becaufe fuch lpecial 
Powers were not furnifhed. 

This M. cT F firades was fo fair as to acknowledge to be the Truth 
of what had paffed, when the Five fpccial Powers were fettled ,* and 
then withdrawing, (as they did when this Heat was over, and whenM. 
Colbert had made another Objection, which was, that the Propofition 
was ligned by the Duke’s own Hand, which he Ihould have done by his 
Miniftcrs) they fpoke together, and coming to us again, they tbok the 
Propofition from us, but withal told us, that they would be lb far from 
anfvvcring what the Allies might hope or expeft of a fpccial Flenipou- 
voir , that they would not fo much as write one Syllable to Court to 
ask for it, they knowing very well, that the Moft Chriftian King was 
rcfolved not to furnifh any more ; and that it was againft his firft Re- 
folution, and merely to fave their Credits, which they had engaged a 
little too far, that he came to furnifh Five in all ; particularly that to 
treat with the Elector of j Brandenhurgh, in which he had the greateft 
Difficulty of all. 

They told us further, that the Nuncio had been with them the 
Day before upon the fame Office, of demanding this fpecial Power for * 
the Duke of Lorain, but that they had given him the fame Anfwcr 
they gave us, and had abfolutely cxcufed themfelves from Writing to 
Court upon this Occafion at his Inflancc. This, by the Way, is the 
Firft Office that we have yet heard, of the Nuncio’s performing between 
the Parties. E 

We having received a Second Letter from the Magiftrates ol Ham- 
burgh, for our Offices to procure Paffports from France and Sweden, 
for Deputies from that City to pafs to this Place of Treaty, moved 
‘them afrefli in this Convcrfation : They did acknowledge we had 
done it already very often, and that they had written feveral Times 
about it, but it was ftill forgot at Court ; they promiled to write 
again, and fo did M. d Olivenkrantz for the Swedes Part, (whom we 
call’d upon as foon as we had taken Leave of the French ) but he 
complains extrcamly of the Want they are in of a free Communication 
with their Court, and did not forbear to attribute it to that Diffi- 
culty that France makes, to gratifie Spain in the like Demand. He 
thought they muft be forced to give us a Memorial upon that Sub- 
ject, tho’ he faid it was very fuchenx for them to lay any Blame of that 
Kind upon an Ally of their own. 

M. a Olivenkrantz , in this Converfation, told us further, that the 
French Ambafladors had of late made a Propofition to them, that Swe- 
den fhould give Way, that the Houfe of Lunenburgb Ihould continue 
in PofTeffton d me Far tie of what is taken from the Swedes in the 
Dutchy of ‘Bremen ; he faid, they kept themfelves to thole general 
Words me Tartie, not telling them any Particulars of what the Jju- 
nenhurgbers defired to hold with the Confent of Sweden, and yet that 
they offered nothing in lieu of it, but that that Houfe IhoulkMfend 
Neuter towards Sweden during this War. 

They, the Swedish Ambafladors, excufed themfelves, he faid, from 
accepting any fuch Propofition ; partly, for the Generality and Uncer- 
tainty ol it ; and partly, for that they had little to hope of fair Deni— 
ing in fuch a Neutrality,* for that tho’ the Princes fhould promile it, • 
yet their Tro&ps would be ftill underhand affifting to their Enemies. 

Befides 
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glides that, they could not choofe but take Notice, how that Game 
plays at this Time ; for the Dukes of Zell and Wolfenbuttel 3 have 8000 
Men that are joined with the Brandenburgher againll the Swedes in 
‘Pomerania, whereas thofe Princes have not above 3000 Men that are 
to join again!! the French , with the other Confederates on this Side. 

This we thought more worthy your reflecting upon, bccaufe it 
agrees ^with what M. Beverning told us not long fincc in private Con- 
■verfetion, that France had offered the Houfe of Luncnburgb to give 
their Guaranty, that they fhould keep their Conquefts in the Dutchy 
of Bremen ; which, he laid, was fufficient to lhcw them, the ‘Dutchy 
how much they could rely on the French , if they fliould make a fe- 
parate Peace with them, and thereby lofe the Strength which they 
have from the prefent Confederacy ; lincc France did ufc the Swede in 
this Manner, who had adventured fo much for them. The French Am- 
bafladors here, having bclidcs told him, M. Beverning. , that upon this 
they would not part with one Village in Flanders , in order to teftore 
the Swedes to what they had loft. 

M. Kinski having given us laft Night a Hint of his Dcfire, that we 
fliould communicate to the Body of the Allies, the Anfwer wc had had 
from the French about the Bufinefs of Lorain 3 we font to take an Hour 
of them this Morning, but have it given us at 5 in the Afternoon, by 
which Time this Poft will be gone. We remain always, (jrc.

Rigjfi Honourable S 1 r, 

j^jINCE our laft of the 21 ft 3 we are to acknowledge the Favour of 
O one from you of the 15 th Current; and the great Satisfaction 
we received, by the Knowledge you were therein pleafed to give us, of 
his Ma jelly’s approving the Paces we had made, in thofe two Points 
difeourfed to us by the ‘Dutch Ambafladors, concerning the Competi- 
tion with the Imperial Ambalfadors, and the Pope’s Nuncio. We Ihall 
not fail to inlift firmly upon the firft, and to content ourfelves with 
. the fame Return we made to the laft Point, upon all future Occafions. 

W e doubt not but you’ll have perceived, by perufing (at Leifure) 
the Project given us in by the Dutch Ambalfadors, to be prefented to 
the French 3 that it was the Project of a General Treaty between them, 
and not of a Treaty of Commerce, as you feemed to apprehend ; and 
thereupon you will eafily have remarked, the Difference between the 
Treaty they now feem to intend, and that which they concluded with 
France in the Year i66i. 

W e have lince our laft communicated to the Allies the French Am- 
balfadors having received the Lorain Propofitions, but at the fame Time 
profeffed, that they would not fo much as write to their Court, upon 
of the fpccial Powers demanded for that Duke. 
m ' The French Ambalfadors have not yet returned any Anfwer upon 
the Lorain Propofitjons, nor the Allies any Refolution upon the Rerafal 
of his fpccial Powers. 

e Dutch Ambafladors came to us yefterday at an Hour afligned, 
-» *Hd defired our Advice upon a Point, wherein, they faid, thfy were in 
Pain, and at fome Difference among themfelvcs ; which was, what

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Courfc they Ihould hold, either by formal Protections, or otherwife 
in Cafe the Trench ihould forbear to return any Anfwcr to the Jjorai 
Propofitions, as well as continue to refufe the procuring of fpccia 
Powers. 

W e told them, we had Reafon to believe they would give an An- 
fwer upon the Proportions, tho’ perhaps they might firft expcCt the 
Orders of their Court. That as to the Powers, we believed the jp 'rench 
Ambafladors would continue to refufe it, as well as the Allies to uifiP 
upon it } but that we conceived, notwithiianding both thefe Refolu- 
tions, the Negotiation might yet go on, and that their (the Dutch 
Ambafladors) Bufinefs would be, to keep the Allies as much in Temper 
as they could upon this Occalion. 

They promifed to do fo ; and being fatisfied with our Anfwer, left 
off the Difcourfe upon this Subject, to ask us, whether we heard any 
Thing more of a Negotiation between the j French and the Spaniards at 
Madrid ', for the Exchange of Flanders ; and when we had told them, 
we had heard nothing further than what M. Van Haren had difeourfed 
to us fomc Weeks lincc ,• they faid, they had, by this laft Poll, receiv- 
ed fomc further Advice of it from Vienna , and fpokc of it as the moft 
fatal Thing that could happen to us or to them, as well as to the reft 
of Chriftendom, upon this Conjuncture. 

Two Days lince, the Danijh Ambaflador came to us, and told us, 
that M. ‘Pctcum being arrived here, with the Character only of ‘Depute 
or Envoy e extraordinarc from the King his Mafter, he intended to vilit 
the feveral Ambafladors here without demanding the Hand ,• but that 
he demanded firft a Declaration from the Ambafladors, hat the 
Envoyez of their feveral Courts would hereafter obferve the 1 ? me Stile 
with the Ambafladors of Denmark. We told him, we could only de- 
clare what our Orders were in refilling the Hand to all Envoys and 
not what his Majefty s Orders Ihould be to his Envoyez upon this Point : 
That for a Rcfult of his Majcfty upon it, they muft apply themfelvcs o 
his Majcfty s Secretaries of State, by their Miniftcrs at Court ; but that 
we were apt to believe, it was his Majefty s Intention, both bccaufe it 
feemed not to agree that an Ambaflador Ihould refufe the Hand to all 
Envoyez , and an Envoye of the fame Crown Ihould demand the Hand 
of all AmbaJJadors ; and befidcs, Sir John Wcrden y who was the firft 
Envoye fent abroad from his Majefty, after the Order of Council con- 
ceived in this Cafe, had told us, that he never pretended the Hand of 
any Ambaflador, while he refided in Sweden with that Character. We 
are, &c.

O U R laft was. of the 25 tb ; lincc which, we have the Favour of 
yours of the 19 th Current to acknowledge ; wherein are 
plcafcd to let us fee, what his Majefty hath determined, as to the Stiic 
of Inviilijjimus ; and alfo how ^ve are to govern ourfelves in the feveral 
Difficulties that are like to fall out, both in Relation to the Nuncio, and 
to the Imperial Ambafladors. 

Since our laft, there hath nothing of any Kind occurr’d here, that * 
can be worth your Notice, unlcfs it be, that Count Kinski having taken 
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an Hour of us yeftcrday, came in the Name of all the Allies, to tell 
u £, that they did all give their Confent to thofe Articles of a Regie- 
ment, we had propofed to them anew, fome while ago, and whereof 
we gave you a Tranfcript in ono of our laft. Their Confent, he faid, 
was very entire, without any the leaft Alteration or Reftridtion : He 
gave us likewife Thanks in all their Names, with much of Regard (as 
he w^s pleafed to word it) tp the Care and Concern we had had for 
.Jhe^puWick Peace of this Place ; fo that now having had the exprefs 
Approbation of the feveral Parties to this Reglement, we fliall diflri- 
bute attefted Copies of it to remain with each ; the receiving of which, 
being intended to be a Declaration, that each Party holds himfclf ob- 
liged. 

W e take leave to fend you another Copy of that Reglement, bc- 
caufc that we have, lince our laft, found it nccclfary to add to it one 
Article more, (’tis the 6th in Order) whereby all Parties do confent, 
that the Scbout of this Town lhall feizc and lay in hold any Perfon 
that he finds in Flagranti Delitlo , againft the publick Peace : Occafion 
having been very lately given us for this Addition, by the Efcape of 
a Perfon here, after he had, in the View of a great many People, killed 
another on the River Side, while that other was going to take Boat for 
Rotterdam ; the Magiftratcs, upon an Opinion they had of his belonging 
to an Ambaffador, delaying to apprehend him.

f Z E the Writing of what is above, the ‘Dutch AmbalTadors 
us a Memorial , wherein they defire our Offices towards the 
mbalTadors for the Enlargement of fome Dutch Seamen, that 
ien taken upon Sea in the Indies by the French , arc brought 
55 ?, and other Parts of France , where they are detained and 
ls Prifoncrs of War; whereas they, the Dutch , have ever* 
unco xnu Beginning of this War, pra&ifcd otherwife towards the French 
Seamen, fetting them at Liberty forthwith. We fend you a Copy of 
the Memorial itfelf, and remain always, dye.

S INCE our laft of the 28 th paft, we have yours of the 21 d 
to acknowledge ; wherein you are pleafed to inform us, what has 
palTed at Court in the Duke of Ho(fteins Affair, and how far our Offices 
may be employed in it here, by procuring Paflports for his Miniftcrs, if 
defired of us ,* which we lhall not fail to obferve, if further Inftances be 
made to us upon that Subject. 

Upon Thurfday Evening, the French AmbalTadors gave us their 
Ajafwere to the feveral Papers, which we had given them in from the 
Dutch i which was, that the King their Matter was content that the 
Treaty of Comm&cc, concluded in the t Year 1 662, Ihould be rc-cftablilh- 
ed between them in all its ^Points. 

. That for the two Articles which the Dutch AmbalTadors had added 
v to it, they laid, the King would have a great deal of Confidcration 
for thofe Representations which the Dutch AmbalTadors h&d made upon

the Article toiichant la Traite forreigne ; and tho’ he would not qui£ a 
Right fo edential to his Crown, yet he might come to fome Modera- 
tion in it, after the Peace was made. 

That for the other Points of Cinquante Sols per ‘Tonneau, if there 
were any Abufes committed by the Oilicers in the Levy or Execution of 
it, they fhould be reform’d. 

That for the Affair of the Prince of Orange , the King theipMafter 
was content to rc-eftablifli him in the Lands of that Principality* *3 
they fhould be found at the Time of making the Peace ; and in the 
Rights, as his Highnefs had enjoyed them immediately before the War 
began, mats Je tout fans Dcdommagement . 

T hat for the Buiinefs of Macftricbt , they would declare thcmfelvcs 
quant on viendra a Tr niter plus an fond. 

Upon the firft Part of this Anfwer, when they fpokc of rc-eflabl idl- 
ing the Treaty of Commerce \ 66 i in all its Points, we reflected upon 
what you had written us lately, concerning fome Articles in that 
Treaty, which not only run up to a Dcfenlive, but in fome Kind to an 
offenlive League ; and knowing it was a general Treaty of Alliance, 
tho’ they were pleafed to ltile it only a 'Treaty of Commerce, we 
asked them, whether, in what they had faid or re-eftabl idling that 
Treaty of Commerce in all its ! Points , they meant thofe ‘Points only, 
which concerned Commerce in that Treaty? They anfwered us, that 
they meant the whole Treaty in all its Points. We told them here- 
upon, that they might plealo to remember, that we had given them in 
from the ‘Dutch Amball'adors, the Project of a general Treaty, with 
all fuch Articles as they had eftccmed neceffary ; and we drtired to 
know, what Anfwer we fhould give them, concerning thofe general 
Articles of Peace and Amity ? They anfwered us diort, and foinething 
Uightly, that for thofe general Articles, they did not fee therevpuld 
be any great Difficulty upon them. 

• Upon Triday , we made Report to the Dutch Ambafladors of this 
Anfwer from the Trench , and the fil’d Part of it in the fame Words 
they had firlt ufed to us, which was the Re-edablidimcnt of the Treaty 
of Commerce of 1662 ,• and added to it, what they told us lad, that 
there would be no Difficulty upon the General Articles of Peace and 
Amity offered them by us, in the lad Project from the Dutch. We 
omitted the Tclairciffement they had given us, about the Re-cdablilh- 
ment of the Treaty of 1662 in all its Points , both in Regard of the 
Reilexions you had made upon fome Articles of it, and bccaufe w r c 
took it to be properly our Parts, to return from the Trench fuch An- 
fwers as they had thought fit to give us to the Papers and Projects, 
which we had formerly carried them from the Dutch . 

The Anfwer which the Dutch made us upon the whole, was only, 
that they fliould bo glad, that the red of the Allies were as far ad- 
vanced in the Treaty, as they the Dutch j and we could not but re- 
flect both upon the Shortness of this Anfwer, and the Negligence 
wherewith they received our Report of it, not offering either to mark 
upon Paper any Heads as we delivered it, nor defiring us to repeat any 
Word of it, as has been ufual, upon the Reports of any Matters-vf- 
Moment, which have not been made in Writing : This made us fee 
plainly^ that the Account we hajl given them, was not at all new to 
them, and was only made ufe of by Way of Form, when they under- 
ftood one another beforehand by their own Communications together, - 
without any Intervention of ours. 

* Afteh 
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After this had patted, and we found the Dutch intended to fay 
no* more upon it, we turn'd it into ordinary Converfation, and asked 
them plcafantly, Whether the Peace were made ? And whether they 
were ready to fign the Treaty of 61 , which would do the whole Bufi- 
nefs between them ? M. Feverning anfwered us gravely, that in the 
Treaty of 62, which was made when they were in Friendship together, 
the Bqfineft of Commerce was not only regulated between them, but 
jthere were likewife Articles of defenfive Alliance : That they were 
npw in War, and a Peace muft be made before Alliances could be 
thought of ; and therefore in their laft Project, they had left out the 
Articles which concern'd the Defenfive Alliance in the Treaty of 62, 
and had given in only fuch General Articles, as they had thought ne- 
ceifary in this prefent Treaty, for the reftoring of Peace and Amity 
between them. We purfued this Difcourfc no further, but ended the 
Conference with the Talk of current News. 

W e yet hear nothing from the 'French , in Anfwer to the Propofitions 
of Lorain, tho’ they feem to believe they ihall by the firft receive Or- 
ders upon it j and Count Kinski tells us, that the Allies can make no 
further Pace, till the French Anfwer upon that Point be received ,* 
they, the Allies, being obliged to carry on the Affairs and Intereft of 
the Duke of Lorain in this Treaty, by equal Steps with the reft of the 
Confederates. We remain always, dye.

Smith the Exprefs arrived here on tuefday the 3 d, at 7 in 
the Morning, which was very good Diligence, confidering how 
/much he was becalmed at Sea. 

The Letter which he brought us from you of the a 9th paft, being 
principally a Summons to my Collegue, gives me Occafion to fay little 
more, but that he, in Obedience to it, hath begun his Voyage down the 
River this Morning. 

I am very glad to find by the fame Letter, that Count Wallenftein is 
fo fully fatisfied in the Matter of the Emperor’s Titles ; I Ihall lay care- 
fully what you are pleafed to advife of it, left the Imperial Minifters 
here fhould happen, upon fome new Occafion, to ftir up that Affair again. 

M. ‘Blafpiel \ in a Vifit he gave me on tuefday laft, telling me that 
M. Schwerin was expected to take a Turn fuddenly into this Country, 
but to return again into England , took Occafion to fay, that he hoped, 
nay, doubted not, but that his Majefty would ftill continue his Care 
of this AfTembly, and his Endeavours to give a General Peace to 
Cbriftendom. 

I told him, there was no doubt to be made of that, notwithftanding 
that his Majefty might expeft much more handfome Returns to thofe 
_injjflita„ Pains, and to that Zeal of his, as General Mediator, than he 
'does in thofe impudent and malicious Reports that had been fpread 
in this Country, and in this very Town, upon the Occafion of his 
Majefty’s equipping fome Men of War 'for the Safety and free Trade 
of* his own Subjects. 

^ He acknowledged there had been Reports here that were fort injib 
rieux (that was his Word) d fa Majefte % but that he did > not believe 

them ;

them ; befides that, when they were firft noifed Abroad, he was fully 
fit is fied with the Advice that the Brandcnbnrgh Minifter font them 
from the Hague ; it was, that that Minifter fpcaking with the Pen- 
lioner Fa gel upon thofe Keports, the Pcnfioncr defpifed them with fomc 
Indignation, Cc font des Coquins , laid he, qui font courir de tels Bruits, 
nous n aeons pas k tnoindre fn/ct de nous p/aiiidrc dc la Condnite de fa 
Majeflc ftrittanique enters nous depnis la l Paix faitc aecc elle, njir rien 
plus d fail: ait ter, Ji non quelle (c laijfdt dijpojcr a faire quelque Pat- 
en fat cur de noire Mliancc. There palled nothing clfc that was mate- 
rial in our Converfation. 

This Day at Noon, the French Ambaifadors took an Hour of me,' 
their Rulincls was, to dclire my Offices with the Imperial Ambaifadors, 
in order to have Prince William of Furflemburgh fet at Liberty. The 
Argument they ufed to me was, that this Aflembly being now com- 
pleat, and the Parties having entered into Matter, they had Order 
to renew that Inllancc which the King their Mailer had flood upon 
before the fending of them, the Ambaifadors, to this Place ; that he 
did not indeed perfill in it at that Time, bccaufe his Majelty had inter- 
pofed, and taken upon himfclf to endeavour, that the Matter fhould 
be brought to a good Illuc,* and for that Conlideration, they had made 
no Preliminary of this Demand ; but that now the Moll Chriflian King 
finding the Succefs docs not anfwcr his Expectation, he hath ordered 
them, by the Letters that came in late lalt Night, to refume the Point 
of that Prince’s Liberty j and therefore delired my Offices upon it. 

I told tliem, that this was an Affair in which his Majelty had been 
pleafed to concern himfclf, and that his Minifter at t, e Court ofj Vienna 
had made feveral Inftanccs ; particularly for the Temperament pf hav- 
ing him fequejired into a third Hand ; that I knew not in wh,\t State 
that Negotiation was at the prefent, as to his Majefty’s Part qn it, 
only that we here were not yet inftruCted to make any Step in it in 
this Affcmbly in his Majefty’s Name. 

M. ef Jeattx replied upon me, they knew very well his Majefty had 
done great and good Offices, and did fo ftill in this Matter ; they 
doubted not, lie faid, but as I would write of this Inllance of theirs 
to Court, fo in Time his Majefty might be pleafed to order, to have it 
purfued further in his own Name ; in the mean time, that they could 
not forbear requiring the Offices of the Mediation in that Affair, the 
Orders they received laft Night being preeife to that Lffedt ; but as to 
the Temperament (which I had touch’d upon) of fequejlring him, M. 
d EJirades faid, their Orders were not to compromife it in that, but 
to demand he fliould be fet at Liberty.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

I N my laft, which was of the 5 th 3 (fincc which I have not any 
from you to acknowledge) I gave you an Account of the luftas.ee 
that the French AmbalTadors delired fliould be made in the King their 
Mailers Name, for the Liberty qf Prince William of 'Fttrjiemburgh. 

N k xt Morning, at the Hour given me, I performed my Office with 
M. Kinski alone j (M. Stradtfman not being in Town) he told me, fee 
forelaw the.grcateft Difficulty that would be in this Affair, partly,, 
bccaulc of the Scandal that Prince William's Crime had given, partly 

bccaule 
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becaufe hist the Reputation of the Emperor, and his Juft ice, (as a Lord 
over his Vaftal) was much interefted in the Affair* 

H e would have known of me, whether the French did demand that 
Prince’s Liberty as a Matter of Right and Juftice, or clfc as a Grace 
and Favour that the Emperor might do him: But being defired to 
‘eqnfidcr, this was no more than the renewing of a Demand that the 
MoftChriftian King had made long ago, and before the forming of this 
Aife mMy, and to make his own Judgment upon that Qucftion, he cn- 
quired no further into, that Matter. Then he asked me, whether I 
made this Inftancc by any Direction from his Majefty ? 1 told him, not j 
that this Motion came upon the Inftancc of the French Ambalfadors 
only, and upon Orders they had received by the laft Difpatches from 
their Court. 

At laft he told me, he would charge himfelf to reprefent this In- 
ftance of mine, being made at the Requifition of the French miement & 
Jimpkment , to the Court at Vienna. But his final Refolution was, that 
he defired a few Hours of me to look upon his Papers, and then he 
would bring me his Anfwcr himfelf ; deliring that what had palfed 
between us, might go for Difcourfe only in ordinary Converlation. 

His Anfvver that he brought me within a few Hours after, was to 
this EfFeCt : 

1. That the Point of the Prince of Fnrftcmbnrgh's Liberty was a 
particular Affair, and the Intcreft of a particular Porfon ; and confc- 

^qucntly fuch that he did not think ought to have Place in the Negotia- 
tions for the General Peace. 

2. That he, for his Part, had been font hither to attend the 
Affairs »f the General Peace only, and for that Rcafon could not in- 
termeddle in a particular Affair of this Nature. 

3 : JVh a t the Prince of Ftirjiembttrgh is accufed of a Crime com- 
mit^da againft the Emperor and the Empire, and that it is le Sentiment 
jSja Majefte Imperia/e , that he thou Id anfvver it, not in this Place, but < 
in another ; that is, in foro conipetcntc , as he was pleafed to exprels it 
twice or thrice. 

0 n Saturday Morning, I gave an Account of this Anfwcr to the 
French Ambalfadors, who, after they had made fome Reflexions upon 
it, in faying, that this could not be reputed a particular Affair, for 
that it had been the Caufc of the breaking up the Conferences for a 
General Peace at Co/ogn ; and that the Prince is fo far from being guilty 
of any Crime againft the Emperor and Empire, that the very Treaties 
he is charged to have made for the Elector of Co/ogn, wherein there 
was ftill a Saho for the Empire, are an abundant Juftification of him ; 
they concluded, that they could do no more in this Affair, but acquaint 
their Mailer with this Anfvver, and dclire me to give his Majefty an 
Account of it likewife. 

1 had no fooncr given an Account of this to the French Ambalfadors, 
but I perceived from M. ‘Flicker, they had been to demand the Nuncio’s 
Offices in the fame Point j but it did not appear that he had yet per- 
formed it with M. Kinski ; ’tis probable he hath done it fincc, but I 
have yet learned nothing of the Anfvver, or the Succcfs. 

n ‘J'hurfday , late in the Evening, M. de Heverning brought me the 
two Memorials inclofed, deliring my Offices upon them to the French 
Ambalfadors. * 

The one is a Complaint of the Infraction made upon the mutual 
Accord between France and thelc States, for the Liberty of Filhing to 
*the Subjects of each refpcCtivcly ; the Privateers cf ‘Duhkirk having

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taken four of the 'Dutch Buttes, to the Ruin of thofe podr Peoples 
Voyage, and other Damages and Cruelties, for which they defire fifll 

RC, j’ , h^ T'other Memorial was, that the States having received Informa- 
tions of the ill Treatment that the Dutch Soldiers, who were taken 
Prifoncrs at the Battle of Mont-Caffel, do meet wlth 111 feveral Placed 
of France, particularly at Abbeville , where they arc ill treated^ not 
only for the Place of their Imprifonmcnt and Nourilhmcnt, but in Rc^. 
card of the Reformed Religion which they profefs ; their Delire was, 
that the Mott Chriltian King might be moved by his Ambafladors, to 
give the neceirary Orders for the treating of thofe People with fome 
Civility, and cfpecially with all Sort of Liberty for their Confcienccs, 
according to the Ufagc every where received by the Law of Nations. 

Next Morning, having taken an Hour of the French Ambalfadors, 
and opened thefe two Points to them, they made no Difficulty to charge 
thcmfclvcs with the Firft Memorial, and to promife their good Offices 
upon it, lince it was in Favour of a mutual Accord between them and 
the Dutch. For the Second Memorial, M. Colbert ftorm’d at it mightily, 
they mult not, he faid, charge thcmfclvcs with it by any Means, it 
b e in <r a label, very injurious to the King their Matters Reputation : 
He faid, the Informations to the States were from one Roqncfcrvicrc, (that 
patted here in the Quality of a Gentleman of M. d'Avauxs Train, but 
is now gone over to their Enemy) he called him perfide & traitre , ti.J 
while he was here, they feemed to fet a great Value upon him ,• the 
ill Treatment of the Dutch Prifoncrs, they would have to be the more 
improbable, for that the Officers which arc now Prifoncrs in France, do 
from all Parts write hither to their Friends, with very great Commen- 
dation of their Treatment where they are ; and for the Matter, u of Re- 
ligion, they would not allow there could be any fuffering for it, jor Di- 
ftin&ion made about it in France , cfpecially at Abbeville , where ?nc 
half of the Town is Trotefiant. 

T h e Iflue was, they would charge thcmfclvcs with this fecond Me-' 
morial, but refufed to take it from my Hand ; tho’ M. d FJlrades 
afterwards whifpered me in the Ear, that they would touch a Word 
about it in their Difpatch of that Day. 

M. Harcn , when I gave him an Account of this Anfwer, told me,' 
(his Collegue being not in the Way) that he could not believe the- 
States his Matters did come to a Resolution (fuch as their Memorial is 
grounded upon) upon a wrong Information ; and that he was certain, 
there was a different Treatment fhewed thofe poor People, according as 
they happen’d to be of the one or of the other Religion. 

M. Secerning, alter he had difeourfed on Tburfday upon the Subjeft 
Matter of his Memorials, and recommended them to me, fet himfclf 
into a Difcourfc of the prefent Motions of the Armies, and the little 
Probability he thought there was of any important Change, that the 
State of Affairs may receive from the Operations of thofe Armies this 
Summer. Then he fpokc of the Neceflity they, the Dutch, would be 
in to make a Peace this Winter ; nous creverons autrement, was an 
Exprelfion he ufed. And fpcaking further of the weak Defence 4he 
Spaniards had made of the Places they had loft in the Netherlands , 
and that there was no Way of laving the few that were left, but by 
putting in their Troops into tlhem this Winter for their Defence, he 
prefently recalled himfclf, that that could not be, for that they mutt 
make up a Peace this Winter. I am ever, <$r.

1 MY laft was of the 9 th, fince which I have not the Favour of any 
.jVx^from you to acknowledge. 

— r hat fame Evening M. Ducker brought me a 5 Plenipouvoir from 
the Bilhop of Strasburgb , in which all Mention of Prince William of 
Furftcmburgti s Imprifonment and Intercfts are left out, which were, as 
wc conceived, too much enlarged upon in a Power he offered us lbme 
Months fince. You will fee the Tenor of it by the Copy herewith in- 
clofed. He defired my Offices in prefenting it to the Imperial Am- 
baffadors, and in leaving a Copy with them. He left with me alio the 
Copies of fix feveral PafTports for himfelf, that is, from the Empe- 
ror, from Spain, from ‘Denmark, from Sweden , from Holland , and from 
Prandenburgb ; the Copies whereof go herewith inclofed. 

M. de Kinski (who is the only Imperial Ambafl’ador now in Town) 
being indifpofed, I have not been able to perform my Offices on M. 
Ducker s Behalf, who fuppofes that the exhibiting of fo many PafTports 
wiil be a fufficicnt Anfvver to the Imperial Minifters, upon that Queftion 
/•■hey made us, when we made heretofore our Addrefles for his being 
admitted to vifit them : The Qpcftion then made was. Whether his 
Muller came in as an Ally to any Party againfl the Emperor, or not ? 
M. Duckcr now fays, that if he be put upon it, he will own, that the 
Molt Ghriftian King has accorded to his Matter the Honour of his Al- 
liance A but he had much rather his Matter were underftood as a Prince 
that Xas never entered into any Alliance againfl; the Emperor or the 
Eij?,me j but defires heartily to return into the Emperor’s good Graces, 

having not made his Retreat into France for Protc&ion and Shelter,, 
but at a Time when he thought his Life could not be fecure with- 
out it. 

M. Ducker, I perceive, makes Ufe of the Nuncio’s Mediation, for the 
Admiflion he delires of his Power, and for the receiving of his Vifits. 

Yesterday M. Heugb took an Hour of me for himfelf and M. Pet- 
cum , whom his Secretary that took it ftyled. Depute Extraordinaire 
dr Confciller de fa Majejle Danoife. 

1 received M. Heugb at the ufual Place I do receive AmbafTadors 
when they come to fee me ; I faluted M. ‘Pet cum, that came after him ; 
but when I had done, I cut between them both ; when wc came to the 
Room to fit down in, there was no more but one Chair for M. Heugb , 
and another for me, in the Manner ufual between AmbafTadors. When 
wc two had taken our Places, I ordered a Chair to be taken out, and 
fet for M. Pet cum, but it was upon my Left Hand, and upon the fame 
Level towards the Door : At this Treatment they foemed to me to be 
much out of Countenance, however, they digefted it, M. Petcum treat- 
ing me all the while de Monfeigncur j and faying in the Clofe of our 
Converfation, he had vifited me as a Mediator in the firft Place, and 
tic would vilit the AmbafTadors of all Crowned Heads without pretend- 
ing to the Hand/ but not the AmbafTadors of Ele&ors. 

M. Heugtis Bufinefs was, as he told* me, to bring M. Petcum Depute 
Extraordinaire and Councellor of his King, to renew his Acquaintance 
with me. 

2. To give me Part of the Vi&ory againfl the Swedes, *adding, that 
his Majefty, confidcring his Relation to, and Alliance with the King 
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of ‘Denmark., would bid welcome to this News j which gave me an Oc- 
calion to inlinuate to him, that I thought his Majefty’s Wifhes, as the 
common Mediator of Chriftendom, were, that the Operations and Events 
of this War might all contribute to a General Peace. 

The third Thing was, to defire my Offices in difeovering whether 
the Ambafladors here would receive M. Vetcum, and treat him/ M. 
Vetcum , as a Minifler of the fecond Order, without their re/pediyg 
M afters pretending other Treatment to their Minifters from the 
Ambafladors of the King of Denmark , when fuch Minifters fhould 
happen to be of the fecond Order. 

Messieurs Hcugh and Vetcum both told me, they did not fuppofe 
there would be much Difficulty with the Ambafladors of France , for 
that England and France had eftablifhcd a Rule for the Treatment of 
Envoyez in Ambafladors Houfes in the Court of Sweden, in Sir John 
JVerdens Time, whom M. Vet cum cited particularly ; the Ambafladors 
of thofe two Crowns not giving the Hand to Minifters of the fecond 
Order in their Houfes, and thofe Crowns not pretending the Hand from 
Ambafladors of other crown’d Heads to their Minifters, when they arc 
no other than of the fecond Order. 

They forewarned me, I fhould find Difficulties with the Spaniards 
and Impcrtalijls , who are not willing to enter into any fiich Stipula- 
tion : They told me further, that they, the Danes , would have a 
Difficulty on their Part with the Brandenburghers , and therefore dc- 
fired me to found that Ford ; for tho’ M. Vet cum does not as Depute 
Extraordinary (which they told me w T as the fame Thing with, Envoye 
Extraordinary) pretend the Hand in their own Houfe from fuch Am- 
bafladors of Crown’d Heads as arc content to have their own Envoyez 
Extraordinary fo treated by the Danijh Ambafladors ; yet that no did 
pretend it from the Brandenburghers for two Reafons. <v 

The one, that the Dutch Ambafladors had given him, M. Vetcum , 
the Hand in their Houfe here, in Conformity to a Rcfolution of their 
Maftcrs, pafled in Favour of Envoy cz Extraordinary,- and it being 
certain, the Brandenburgh Ambafladors can pretend to nothing, unlefs 
it be by Way of Competition, above the Ambafladors of the States 
General, ’tis but juft that the Brandenburgh Ambafladors, who arc 
newly entered into the Pofleflion of an equal Treatment with the Dutch 
Ambafladors, fhould be content to be differenced in this Point from the 
Ambafladors of Crown'd Heads , in the fame Manner, and with the fame 
Condefcenfion towards Minifters of the fecond Order, as the Dutch 
Ambafladors have been . pleafed to difference themfelves in, all thii 
while and both M. Hcugh and M. Vetcuth told me, that as the An- 
fwer of the Brandenburghers had been, when they were founded by 
others in this Point, that they would write about it ; fo they, the 
Danes , arc refolved, that M. Vetcum fhall not vifit them, unlefs they 
will ftipulate exprefly their Hand to him in their Houfe. They gave 
me leave to do thefe Offices (as they were pleafed to word it) at my 
beft Leifure, defiring I would not make a Bufinefs of it directly, but 
rather difeover the Inclinations of thofe Parties that are like to be dif- 
ficult, by the By. 

Yesterday M. d Avaux , in an ordinary Vifit, told me, that M. 
de los ' Balbafes was not Vu. de bon oeil a Amfterdam , the People there 
having their Hearts fet upon a Peace, to which they think the Spa- 
niards arc no Friends. There are three of the Gentlemen the moft * 
adroitz in the whole Train of the French Ambafladors, that have a Paff- 
port to fpend a Fortnights Time in Holland ; they fay, th<j Paflport 
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hai^i been a great while fought for them, but they have not been able 
to obtain it till now. 

M. eC Avaux further fays, that the great Expectation now is, wjbat 
his Majefty will be pleas’d to lay before all the Parties, as a 'Plan for 
't^e General Peace j which he looks upon, he fays, as a defperate Bu- 
fin^h if it be not finilhed this Winter, by the Authority of his Ma- 
jefty>vHc told me, he hoped that they, the French Ambaftadors, 
"Way by this Day’s Ordinary receive an Anfwer upon the Lorain Propofi- 
tion, the Want of which, the Allies fay, accroaches the whole Nego- 
tiation at this Time. 

M. Becerning has taken a Turn on Monday laft, to his Country- 
Houfc in Holland y as ’tis given out here, and not to the Hague. 

M. A Avaux hath had fome Intimation, that the Spanijh new Powers 
are at laft arrived j and he told me, we may ’ere long expcCt to hear 
of all the Spanijh Ambaftadors appearing in publick, and receiving 
Vifits. 

M. de Ilaren told me this Day, that the Powers arc for certain 
come, and that he had had a Copy of them fent him this Morning ; 
and did much wonder, that the Originals themfelves had not been yet 
communicated to me. He told me withal, that he and his Collegue had 
talked to M. de los Balbafes , about three Weeks ago, of giving the 
firft RcfpeCt in Matter of Notification to the Mediators j but found 
‘ him very Opinidtre , he faid, to give it firft to the Emperor’s Ambafla- 
dors, and then to the Mediators ; whence it may be guefled, what 
we arc to expcCt in that Point. 

S 1 n v e the Writing of what is above, I have the Favour of yours 
of the hd Current to acknowledge ; and therein his Majefty ’s gracious 
Directions, how we are to govern our felves here, when there is Oc- 
cafiftf given, upon the Point of Prince William of Furjiemburgh's Li- 
berty. I am likewife humbly to acknowledge the Copy I find in it of 
his Majefty ’s Letter to the King of Denmark , upon the Duke of Hol- 
fteiris Concern : As alfo the great Satisfaction you give me, in that I 
am not to be here long alone, Mr. Hyde having Orders to depart forth- 
with to his old Poll, w here I {hall be moil glad to fee him. 

M. Pet cum left with me a Copy of his Commiflion, with a Defire 
I would take Notice of it to the Parties here, as I ihould have Oc- 
cafion ,• a Copy of which goes herewith ; if I miftake not, he is made 
no lefs than a Plenipotentiary by it. I remain always, &c.

M Y laft was of the nth ; fincc which, I have the Favour of 
yours of the 10 th to acknowledge ; and therewith a Copy of a 
Letter from his Majcfty’s Ambaftador at Paris , to Mr. Secretary Oh 
• 'Vdntry, touching the Treaty of Commerce to be re-eftablilhed between 
the French and t|jc Dutch ; upon which Point his Majefty is ploafed to 
dired, that I fliould try to find out* what is the true State of that 
Bufinefs, and whether it be intended, that the firft eleven Articles of 
fhe Treaty in 1662 fho uld be inferted, and make a Part of this 
Treaty. 

Upon 
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Upon this Point, I fliall take leave to give you as diftintt an Acetftint 
as I can, of what pafled between the French Ambalfadors and my fclf 
yefterday at their Houfe, w here I had taken an Hour, in Order to know, 
whether they had any Anfwcr or no upon the Bufinefs of Lorain ; 
Meffieurs Kinski , Heugh , and Van Haren> having, as Deputies firom 
the whole Alliance, defired my Offices on Saturday to that ? 3 fe&. 
They began with telling me, after I had performed my Offices, tb** ■ 
the Gentleman I had fent, had juft prevented theirs, they having or- 
dered an Hour to be taken of me. Their Bufinefs was, partly to give 
their Anfwcr upon the Lorain Propofitions, and partly to come to an 
Eclaircijfcment w T ith me (but it fhould be par voye a Amitie) only, in 
a Bufinefs that concerned them very much. 

They had underftood, they laid, from M. Court in ^ that his Ma- 
jefty was extreamly dilfatisficd with the Proceedings here between thi.lc 
AmbafTadors and the Hollanders , in that they intended to re-cftablifli 
between them the Treaty in 1662 in all its Points, and particularly in 
the 1 2 firft Articles, which concern not the Commerce at all, but arc 
a kind of a League defenfive, which is, in certain Cafes, to proceed 
to an oftenfive ; and that his Majcfty had had that Information from us 
here, by Way of an Account that we gave of the Anfwcr that the 
French had lately defired us to convey to the Dutch , upon the feveral 
Points in Difference between them. 

They did not deny the Words in all its Points , but faid, they had 
cxprefly limited them to the Point of Commerce and Navigation , and 
had faid, qtic quant an Commerce dr a la Navigation que le Roy 
feroit Content que le Fruit e de Commerce dc 1662 flit etabli { cn tons 
fes Points. 1 

They were very carncft to perfwade me, that they did not nor 
could mean any other, in Regard the Dutch in their Project had pad-'d 
.over thofc 12 Articles, and began with the 13th, and fo forwards ; nay, 
they w r ould needs have it fo, that we could not choofe but have taken 
notice of it, fince we had handed the Project to them, wherein was 
to be obferved at firft Sight, that as it was an Extract of fomc Articles of 
the Treaty of 1662, fo it began not till the 1 3 th Article, and had no- 
thing of a League defenfive in it, or to that Effect ; M. eT FJlradcs 
had the Project in his Hand that we had delivered them, to con- 
vince me. 

Another Thing they faid, that the Directions that the Moft 
Chriftian King had given them, how to make their Anfwers upon the 
feveral Points, where he fpeaks of his being content to have the Treaty 

of. 1662 re-cftablifli ’d ; he limits his Directions d fegard de la 

Navigation (j du Commerce ; and then M. Colbert read me a Line or 
two out of that, which, he faid, was the Original Directions of their 
King upon that Point : Concluding, that it was highly improbable, 
that they fhould fo grofly miftake, or fo boldly vary from their Orders, 
as to take in foreign Matter, which the Dutch never demanded, nor 
the French never meant to agree to. 

This being fo, they faid, the Dutch having never demanded, ncr 
they anfwer’d any Thing upon 1 2 Articles , they defired I would do 
them tTiat Juftice, as humbly to reprefent to his Majcfty the Particulars 
abovertientioned, and which M. FJlradcs did prefs very much that I 
would bear them Witnefs they had not, when they faid the King there 
Mafterwas content to have the Treaty of 1662 rc-eftablifh’d in all its 
Points , addcA any fuch Thing particularly, and by Name, as that 

the 
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. the 1 2 Jirfi Articles were to be taken in $ for fo it feems M. Courtm 
Ead ^gprclented the Account of this Thing we had given to his Majefty. 

I bcgg’d their Excufe, that I was not able to charge my Memory of 
a fudden, nor to give an Account of the precife Words we may have 
ufed, in our Report to his Majefty ; only I was able to tell them fo 
-TiJHqE upon the Strength of it, as that we had reprefented thofc Words 
en toi\Jes points , as Part of their Anfwer ,• but that I was very conti- 
dent, ahd did aver it to them, that we had made no Mention of thofe 
‘m&ticles, as if they had in their Anfwer taken them in exprefly by 
Name, as well as the following Articles from the ijtb downward ,* for 
that I could not call to Mind, that there was any Mention made, either 
by them or us, of a diftindt Number of Articles, with Reflexion upon 
them, as they related or not related to the Commerce. 

As for what we might have obferved (as they would have it) from 
the Proje# itfelf, fince it is pretended to be no more than an Extra# 
of fo much of the Treaty of i 66 i 3 as concerns the Commerce only, 
and that it begins at the 1 3 th Article, I told them that, for my Part, 
the Notion I had of it at that Conference was fomewhat confufed, it 
was a long while fince it has pafled our Hands, the ‘Dutch having not 
left a Copy with us, as is ufual, but had prefled us to hand it over to 
them, the French , in all Haft, that the French Poft of that Day might 
not be loft, which we did accordingly ; and had no Copy from the Dutch 
til* we were forced to remind them of it, and that was fome Days after 
•Jvc had received that Anfwer from them, the French : However, that 
A was confident they would not fay, that when, in their Difcourfo to us, 
they had faid they accepted the Treaty of 1662 in all its Points, they 
had at that Time limited their accepting it from the 1 3 th Article for- 
ward, or' any fuch Thing. 

Besides, I had a Notion, I told them, at that Conference, that 
thev /died the Words en tons fes points , the rather for that the * Dutch 
nfgTit have made fome Alterations in the Articles of 1662, and that 
/.ne Moft Chriftian King chofo rather to keep himfelf to the Letter of 
that Treaty in all its Points, than to follow the Dutch , in the Exten- 
fions or Reftridtions they may have made of thofe Articles in their new 
Projed : This Notion M. Colbert allowed to be the Truth of the Thing, 
but faid, it would have been very well had 1 then called upon them, as 
I did not, to know whether the Thing was fo. 

Their acquiefcing in this Anfwer of mine, and their laying a great 
deal of Blame upon the Dutch 3 for not giving us a Copy at the Time 
they gave us the Projc#, and their faying that the Want of that Copy 
muft be the Caufe that we did not comprehend them rightly at the laft 
Conference, made me think they had talked with the Dutch already 
upon this Matter, and had found that we had no Copy come to our 
Hands, as we had none from the Dutch Secretary till the 7 th of this 
Month. 

They prefled very much for my giving an Fclairciffcment to Court, 
in order to fatisfic his Majefty in this Point : I told them, that fince 
it was not denied on their Part, but that they ufed the Words en tons 
fes point /, and fince it was not pretended, that they ever told us, they 
•mSflant not the firft Dwche Articles , but meant in all Points from the 
13 th Article downward, that the further Explication of their own 
Words was fitteft to come from themfdves ; and therefore I offered 
myfclf ready to take it in Writing, as they fhould pleafo to di&ate it, 
Jieaft the failing of my Memory, in carrying of Words, or the changing 
~6f thofe they fhould ufc to me, fhould exprefs the Thing flrort of what 
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they intend ; and then, after much Difputc between thcJnfelves, M. 
Colbert and M. dAvaux together, dilated the Words following,«*Tvhich 
I take Leave to infert juft as I took them from their Mouth : 

— Que la 'Demand e de McJJictirs les llftatz etoit partagee en deux. 

Id tine, qui ne regarde que le rctablijfcmcnt du Commerce & la Naviga- 
tion : Id autre, les Articles generaux regardant Orange, MaeflrichL^fr. 

La premiere Demand c qui ccnccrne le Commerce , commenyj/nt par 
l Article \^ me du Iraite de 1662; les dits AmbaJJadenrs n'ent j qsqaj r 
pretendn rependre fur d autres Articles que ccux qui font contenuz dans 
la dite demande ; Et que s' cjlantz Expliquez que le Roy lenr Maitre con - 
viendroit dcs memos Articles du L'raite de 1662. qui rcglcnt la Naviga- 
tion & le Commerce entre fes Sujcts & ccux des E/latz Generaux, if nc 
fe pent etendre ny exploiter que depuis le 13”* Article jufqucs u la fin, & 
non pas des douzc precedent z dent il ny aura ejle fait aucune demande, 
& dont il ny point quejliou. s 

This being dictated, I read it twice over, and they told me ’twas 
their Sonfo, and deiired I would reprefent it to his Majefty: I did I 
muft confefs, prefs the more to get fomething in Writing, for that I 
perceived, by the Account to Mr. Secretary Coventry , that M. de Pcm- 
peue would not be brought to any fuch Thing ; and had I perceived that 
they had had any Order from their King to come to this Eclaircijfement , 

I would have deiired an FxtraCt of it ; but, as far as I could perceive 5 
they came to delire this Eclair ci '(foment, not by any Directions from 
their Court, but upon the Alarm that M. Cvurtin had given them. 

As to their Anfwcr to the Lorain Proportion, which was the Occa- 
lion of that Part of that Conference, they gave me that Paper back 
again that we had put into their Hands ; telling me, that they could 
not accept of it ; for that it fuppofes, as it is penn’d, that the Duke 
of Lorain wanted Palfports for his Minifters, and had therefo.-e been 
forced to make Ufe of the Imperial, Spanifj, and Dutch Ambaflftdors 
to manage his Pretenlions ; whereas at the Time this Proportion was 
given in, he had his Miniftcr upon the Place, his T/cnipcuvoir had been- 
accepted, and his Vilits received. That for that Reafon they expcCt 
the Duke of Lorain fhall give in his Demands, by his own M millers 
as other Princes have done ; and that when his Proportion is given in 
according to the Forms, they will then anfwcr, and not before. 

They had a Paper ready drawn to this LfFeCt, which they pretended 
to have provided for me, for the Help of my Memory ; I do not intend 
to make any Ufe of it at the Audience 1 am to have at h've this After- 
noon of the Body of the Allies, for there is that in it tvhich would be 
choqnant, in that they call the Duke of Lorain no more but M. L 
'Prince Charles : But now the Allies will fee the Truth of what we 
had foretold them, upon the Incongruity of their Paper with the Mat- 
ter of Fact j yet M. Kinski would needs force it upon us, and M. 
Cannon durlt not differ from it. 

On Eriday lall, M. Sherwood of Lambfpring in Hildfheim , palfcd 
through here for Cambray ; he came yelferday was fevennight from the 
Duke of Hanover's Court, who is upon fending hither a very fplendid 
Fmbalfy, which, he faid, was to let out laft Week : That DukoJias 
fome deep Refentments, as he apprehends, againft the FlcCtor 0 f 'Bran- 
denburgb, and the Bilhop of Munfter ; — )ls md traitent ccmme un 
Chi In, was one of the Bxpreffions he ufed of them to M. Sherwood • 
but the Duke feemed not to charge the King of Denmark, of whom* 
he laid, he would have Reafon to complain, but that he has upon his 
Hands m Schoonen, as much as he can well deal with.

M. Sherwood thinks the Treaty of that Duke with France 
Itolds'good, tho* it was lately upon breaking; however, the Duke makes 
good his Quarters in Hildcjheim , and there was an Imperial Miniftcr 
for 20 Days together in that Town fo much incognito , that the French 
M^ifter knew nothing of it.

Hight Honourable Sir, 

I N my laft, which was of the 1 6 th, (fince which I have not the Fa- 
vour of any from you to acknowledge) I gave you an Account of 
the French Ambafladors Anfvver upon the Lorain Propofition ; at 5 I 
made a Report of it at the Aflembly of the Allies, who received, feat- 
cd, and rccondu&cd me, (tho’ (ingle) as they have been ufed to do all 
of us, when we have gone 2 or 3 together. 

When I had made my Report, and M .Kinski recapitulated it, M. 
Van Haren moved I might be prayed to give it them in Writing per 
di'clamcn , as his Word was : This 1 made no Difficulty to do, and a 
Secretary was called in, to whom I dictated over, as near as I could, 
what I had told them before. 

/ When this was done, I defired I might have a Copy of it, and 
Liberty to have Recourfe to the French Ambalfadors, in order to know 
of them, if I had rightly and fully comprehended their Meaning ; 
this the Allies confented to ; nor did the French , when 1 (hewed them 
the Pap*‘r I had dictated, except againft any Thing in it ; it goes 
along .herewith ; only the Preface is none of mine ; the Allies made 
it added the Salvo — a cet Fffet. 

While this Paper was a copying out, M. Kinski having told me, as 
the Mouth of the Aflembly, that they would have their ufual Delibe- 
rations upon the Anfwer, lie and M. dc los Falbafcs enlarged upon feve- 
ral Obfcrvations, of the many and long Delays this very firft Propofi- 
tion of Lorain had endured, having been given in ever fince March, 
and had no Anfwer to this Day ; nay, that the Anfwer I now brought 
them was perfectly dilatory, fince *if they Ihould put the very fame 
Propofition Word for Word, into the fame Drefs the French would 
have it, yet it mud go to Far is once again to be confidcred of, before 
it receive an Anfwer. 

I did not wonder to hear this in the Aflembly, but I did wonder that 
M. Stradtfman , in a Vifit lie gave me fome while before, could give me 
an Account of the Anfvver, which I had not communicated to any 
living ; but he told me, they had underftood by the Nuncio what the 
Anfwer would be, the Confederates having (it feems) employed him, 
as well as me, to the French , in order to procure an Anfwer. 

On Hucfday I took an Audience of the Imperial Ambafladors, and 
reprefented to them, how his Majefty had forefecn that France would 
take up again the Bulincfs of Prince Williams Liberty, as by the laft 
Advices from hence Jiis Majefty had underftood they had already done; 
"which gave his Majefty’s Thoughts a great deal of Trouble, in Regard 
they may at laft come to prefs it with that Earncftncfs, as to make a 
Preliminary of it, and confequently bring all the Negotiation of this 
Place to a Stand. *

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I obferved to them, that the fame Care that brought his j^fajeffy ia, 
be concerned at this Time in this Incident, had given Occafion tftT-the 
firft Applications he had made to the Emperor about that Princie ,• he 
forefaw then, that there could be no Aflembly here form’d, unlcfs that 
Difficulty were removed out of the Way ,* and he forefaw now, that 
there will be no Progrcfs in thefc Negotiations, if Prance do reaflp&ie 
their firlt Refolutions, to have Reafon done (as they call it) in thc^ffair 
of that Prince, and then ftand to it immovcably, as his Majefty' a pgre- 
hends they may : That as our Hopes are greater now the Aflembly is 
complcat, than they could be when there was none formed ; fo his Ma- 
jefty has the more anxious Thoughts, that an Incident of this Kind do 
not difturb or interrupt the prefent Proceedings ,• and therefore I defired 
them to conlidcr ferioully with themfelves, and then to reprefent to his 
Imperial Majefty, that whatever Surmifes may have been made of the 
King our Mailer’s concerning himielf at Aril in this Affair, as if he had 
done it to gratific France , there can be none imagin’d at this Time, that 
makes him to rcaflume it with a greater Zeal than ever, and to hope 
and expert fome Temperament from the Emperor ; but that he fees 
plainly what Influences this Matter will have upon our Conferences 
here, as his Majefty ’s Aim and Defires fliall happen to be complied 
with or not. 

M. Kinski replied, that the Emperor had always had a fpccial Con- 
fideration of every Thing that had come from his Majefty, and that it 
will be fo always, as for a Great King , and the General Mediator \ 
That that appears plainly in the prefent Treatment of the Prince of 
Furflemburgb , who has all the Liberty and Accommodation that can be 
thought nccelfary for his Health, and confiftcnt with the Reftraint of 
a Pcrfon in his Cafe ; appealing to me, and the Informations I may 
have had from Mr. Skelton , to verify this ; then he enlarged upon the 
Offence the Emperor had taken, and that fo juftly, againft that Phq^e. 

The only Thing that M. Stradtfman interpofed in this Conference 
was, he gave an Inftancc by Way of Parallel, putting the Cafe, that „ 
if his Majefty our Maftcr had laid the Hands of Juftice upon a Vaffal 
of his own, and then that a Neighbour Prince, having a Difference 
with him, did give out he would make no Accommodation, till that 
Vaffal were fet at Liberty according to his Fancy ; and in the next 
Place, a third Prince fhould offer a Temperament in the Cafe ; whether 
the Prince that had laid hold of his Vaffal, could with Honour accept 
of a Temperament, and let him go out of his Hands. 

1 told them, I had no Orders from his Majefty, to enter in the lcaft 
into the Merits of that Prince’s Caufe ; my Orders were only to reprcr 
fent how fatal any Rigour or Stiffnefs would be in this Conjun&ure^ 
the Emperor not yielding to a Temperament on the one Side, and the 
French flicking upon it as a Preliminary on the other. 

As to M. Stradtfman s Parallel, I told them, I did not know but that 
it was put too much in the General, to take in all the Circumftances 
of Prince Williams Cafe ; nor tvould I take upon me to determine, how 
for the Privilege of an Ambaflador may fufpend the Juftice of a So- 
veraign over his Vaffal, when that Vaffal is Ambaflador of another 
Prince not his Enemy j cfpccially where the Soveraign hath ftipulatcd 
to that Vaffal as Ambaflador, the fame Immunities ‘that he hath ftipu- 
latcd to other Ambafladors ,• and where that is the Cafe, it would be 
a higher Queftion yet, how far a third Prince, Party to the Stipulation, 
that had v\mbafladors of his own upon the fame Place, and under the 
fame common Security, may come in and fay, the Stipulation and the 

Law 
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Jtaw of Rations was violated, not only in him that fuffcrcd the Force, 
bd%in his own Ambafladors that fuffcrcd it not. 

T h a t which I defired them to confider was, what it^ was that the 
Trench did infill on at this Time, it was for the Prince’s abfolute Li- 
berty i for what End they defired it, it was to aflert a Point of Honour 
H^v thought themfelvcs concerned in, and to vindicate the Law of 
Natl qns, as they pretend. 

„ w O n '“the other Side, what his Majefty defired ; it was a Temperament 
onTy ; that is, a Sequefter $ for what End he defired it, it w-as to pre- 
ferve this Treaty, for the Peace of Chriftenehm , from falling to the 
Ground ; and laftly, whether the Point of Honour on the Emperor’s 
Part, can be thought engaged in this Sequefter, where the very Se- 
quefter fuppofes the Hand indifferent to both Parties, and yet accords 
the dping of any Thing that looks like a Dccifion, the Prince being 
anfwerable ftill to the Emperor’s Juftice, if his Character do not excule 
him ; and if it do, the Irregularities in the Proceedings againft him, 
will be buried in the Oblivion of the General Peace ; for we cannot 


imagine a Peace bctw r een the Emperor and France to be made, and yet 
this Prince excluded, fince one "Word in an Article tvill do his Bufinefs ; 
that is to fay, that all Pcrfons in Prifon, or clfe under Sequefter, on 
either Side, fhall be fet at Liberty. 

M. Kinski told me, that if the French did grow ftiff in this Matter, 
they, on the Imperial Part, mult not yield $ and they were confident, 
there was nothing more to be done for that Prince, till the General 
Peace was made up,- only they could not choofe but obferve to me, the 
Unfcafbnablcncfs of the French ftirring this Bufinefs at this Time ; 
partly, for that it is an Evidence they have no Mind for the Peace, (for 
they charge them with the Delays in the Lorain Affair, and now that 
tholq.ean be fpun out no longer, they have brought this, they fay, in 
tlv: Rear of them) and partly, for that they have ftirred it at this 
very Time, when they, the Imperial Ambafladors, are told, that his 
Majefty, in his Anfwcr to M. de Furgomanicro , is pleafed to ufe it as* 
an Argument that France wants not good Difpofition to a Peace at this 
Time, in that it leaves the Bufinefs of Prince William's Liberty, to lie 
as it hath done, without further ftirring it ; but if the French fhould 
now make a Bufinefs of it, they faid, they knew not how to help it, 
but muft be content to leave this Place, if there be no good to be done 
for the Peace j the laft Words M .Kinski delivered very calmly, but 
with an Emphalis, as if he meant fomething more than he fpoke out. 

The Cloie was, that they would reprefent this vety faithfully to 
their Court, tho’ they doubted not the lame Thing would be more 
properly, and, as they hoped, more effectually reprefented by Mr. SkeF 
ton , his Majefty ’s Minifter there. 

M. Docker had fome Days before defired me to take an Occafion to 
give thefc Ambafladors Part of his Flenipouvoir , and of his Paflports, 
with the firft Opportunity ; I took this to do it, (the Indifpofition of 
the one, and the Abfcnce of the other, not fuffering me to do it foonor) 
but they excufed themfelvcs from meddling with either ; with the 
Powers they would not meddle, becaufe their Bufinefs and Inftrudions 
were to treat with the Enemies of the Emperor and the Empire, or elfe 
With the Allies* of thofc Enemies j they look’d upon the Bifhop as 
neither an Enemy, nor an Ally of an Enemy, (and had been lately 
.allured he was no filch) and therefore had nothing to do with him. 


T a / I told 
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I told them, the Billiop, tho’ neither an Enemy, nor an Aky ofj&A' 
Enemy, but a faithful Prince, as he defircd to be reputed,, of thefxTm- 
pirc, had divers Affairs of Importance to be negotiated in this PlkstJ-j 
that he hoped to be reftored to the good Graces of the Emperour, to 
his Voice and Sdlion in the Dycts of the Empire, and to the Elut£- 
and Dignity he held in it ; and that he thought, if it could not,.t>o 
done fooner, it was to be provided for in this Treaty of a goiter 1 
Peace, and therefore had font his Minifter hither ; and that M milter” 
had Letters of fafc-Condu£fc from the Emperor himfelfj and from five 
more of the principal Allies in this War. 

r r h n r Anfwer was, that thole Letters of fafe-Condudl from the 
Emperor were no more, but what was neccfTary for M. Dttckcr in the 
Empire, otherwife on Ic prendreit par le tetc ; and for the liifhop’s 
being reftored to what he is diverted of by the Imperial Dyet, he mull 
apply himfelf there, and fet himfelf right if he can ; there are his pro- 
per Judges; here is nothing to be done for him, or againft him j and 
lo they would not fo much as look upon either M. Duckcrs Powers or 
Pafl'ports. 

On Fttefday Evening, M. eF 0 Heath' ant z, in a Vifit he gave me, 
fell of himfeif into a Difcourfe of their Misfortune in the laft Fight 
at Sea, and then of the State Affairs here, obferving from fcveral Cir- 
cumllanccs, how little likelihood there was, we fhould come to a 
Peace this Winter, and yet how great a Need they had of it in Swe- 
den 3 conlidcring the Condition of Affairs : Then he fet himfelf into 
foveral Particulars, and dclired in the Clofe, I would reprefent them 
to his Majcfty, with as much Speed and Secrecy as I could poflibly ; 
but withal confelling what he had laid was much too long for me to 
charge my Memory withal, he delired he might have the liberty to com- 
municate the lame Points to me next Day, and then he would 0 have 
Notes about him, and I fhould take in Writing, for the more Certainty 
what he had to lay ; which was done accordingly yefterday Morning,* 
but in Confiancc, and with a perfedl Reliance upon his Majefty’s 
GoodncL and Fricndfhip for the King of Sweden. 

H e began with telling me, that what is now left them, the Swedes, 
in ‘Pomerania, is in very great Danger to be all loft ; and if the few 
Towns they have there fhould make fhift to hold out this Campaign, 
yet that this is the utmoft that can be expe&cd, therefore they mull 
fecure them, by clapping up a Peace this Winter, or elf? their footing 
in Germany will be unavoidably loft the next Year. That they have 
Rcafon to believe, from fome Communications that pafs between them 
here, and the Holland Ambafladors, that Spain and the States General 
would procure them a Reftitution in Germany , that fhould be conftdc- 
rable, and to their Content, as their Affairs now Hand, if France may 
be brought to make a like Reftitution to Spain. That when this hath 
been reprefented to France , both at that Court, and to the French 
Ambalfadcrs here, the Swedes had for fome while but little Hopes given 
them, tho’ they prefled hard, that France would cither affift them vi- 
goroufly, as tis obliged to do, with Men and Ships , or clle, which 
was the next Way to relieve them in the Difficulties they ftrugglc with, 
that FTcince would come to rcafonable Terms with the feveral Allies 
for a general Peace. 

He ihew ; ed me a Treaty made by M. Span at Paris in Jpril 
1675 ; where ’tis provided, that if the Cafe do fall out, as now it is 
Fallen out, (iW that ‘Denmark and the States General make War upon 
Sweden) that the Moll Chriftian King will, by himfelf and his Confe- 
derates, 
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-^crates, f attack fuch Prince or State as Ihould fo make War upon 
Sodden, with the grcatell Force he lhall be able, both by Land and 

* Seftj and that according to the Greatnefs of the Danger that Sweden 
is in, fhall require ; and that he will not give over, till. Sweden hath 
Jull Satisfaction made it j the Article is to this Effe&, and a Tran- 
lciJHot of it goes herewith inclos’d. 

Wi(h n the French arc called upon to make good this Article, they 

• cufwer, ’tis done fully on their Part, in that they make War both 
by Sea and Land, with the utmoft of their Force, in Flanders , in the 
Mediterranean , and in the Indies , tho’ they employ not one Man or 
Ship againft thofe that Sweden has upon their Hands in feveral Parts, 

This Interpretation, he therefore looks upon as too much 

{trained. 


But now of late, they have fome Hopes given them from the 
French Ambafladors, that lomething will be done for them in the 
Treaty of Peace ; telling them, they have in their Hands in Sicily and 
in Lorain , wherewith they may purchafe a Rcftitution for Sweden ; 
but ’tis obfbrved, that their Difcourfe is general, lometimes they name 
one of thofe Places, fometimes another, at other Times Limbonrg and 
Macjlricbt but they do not fet out for any one particular 'ihing, 
upon which they may fallen their Thoughts, and look upon it as a 
Thing refolved. 

Besides, thefe Ambafladors arc not well agreed on the Manner, how 
this is to be brought about ; one will have the Allies to be wrought up- 
on, fo as to bring them to advance this Propoiition of Exchange ,• another 
will have the whole Difference between Francs and Spain firft adjufted, 
and then the Interefts of Sweden to be brought on the Board $ for when 
Spain has its content, then the Emperor, the Hollanders , and Spain it- 
felf, -will come in, and join their Offices (for it is their lntercil that 
S7>Jeden be reftored). 

T h e firft Method, M. d Olivcnkrantz looks upon as impracticable $ 
for the Allies, he thinks, will never be wrought upon to make a 
Propoiition of Demand of Exchange in Favour of Sweden ; the other 
Method cannot be to the Advantage of Sweden , nor to the Content of 
Spain , unlcfs the Concerns of the one and the other be fettled at the 
fame Time for the only Hopes and RcJJburce of Spain is, that France 
will, in Contemplation of Sweden , enlarge in its Rcftitution to Spain , 
the Equivalent on the one Side and on the other, being to be the 
Meafurc of what Spain and Sweden fhall have reftored them ; and 
therefore the Pretenlions of thofe tw r o Crowns muft be fettled at one 


'*uid the fame Time, or elfe nothing will be done. 

His great Hopes are, that the Propofitions of all the Parties and 
their dernier mot will be depofited ’ere long, if they be not already, 
with his Majefty ; and that he will, in his Royal Wifdom and Equity, 
not only adjuft all Interefts at one and the fame Time, but alfo have a 
fpccial Care and Favour for Sweden ; and he thinks there is a Necef- 
lity of keeping his Ma jelly’s Plan of Adjuftmcnt in w hat relates to Spain 
and Sweden , from coming to the Knowledge of Denmark :, 'Brandon - 
burgh, and Lunenburgh ; for thofe Princes will oppofe it all that is 
polliblc, and will # rather call themfclves into the contrary Interefts, 
than endure Sweden to be reltor’d. • * 


That which troubles the Swedes very much is, that the French 
haVe heretofore made a Propoiition, that they would be content that the 
Houfe of Lunenburgh ihould hold fome Part of their Conqucfls in 'Bremen , 
and that there hath been fome Overture from France to that Houfe, to 

give 
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give them aGuarranty of their Conqucfts, in Calb it would lufk'r it 
to be taken off from the Allies : And it troubles them no lefs, thdf the 
i "Danes give out, (how truly M. d Olkcnkrantz knows not) that Prime* 
does offer to give them the Guarranty of Schooncn ; and that there are 
little Intrigues and Communications on Foot, particularly that the En - 
ceye that went from ‘Denmark into Spain, now upon his Return through 
France , makes a long Halt at ‘Paris , notwithftanding he had been- told, 
that he iliould not be permitted to come back through France , in Ceffe 
he did not procure the Paffport of Denmark for Lillirode, a Swedijb 
Minifter then in ‘Paris , to return into Sweden ; which he did not pro- 
cure, as was ffipulatcd: This has been obferved to the Minifters at Partly 
but ’tis not heeded ; IJndcnbcz'cn the Danijh Minifter fticks there ftill. 

M. d Olkcnkrantz ■ Paid further, that tho’ France be obliged to pro- 
cure full Satisfaction to Sweden , which muft imply certainly a recover- 
ing of what it hath loft in this War ; yet Sweden doth not pretend, that 
France fliall part with any Thing, that it can hope to keep in its 
Hands, and withal make a Peace. He does fuppofe it muft necellarily 
Part with fome of its Conqucfts in Flanders , for tho making of that 
1 Harrier , which not only Holland , but all Chriftendom. (as he phras’d 
it) was concerned to have fixt ; they muft part with Sicily, elfe 
England , Holland, and Italy, will not be fatisfied ; they muft reftore 
Lorain too, or elfe he thinks there can be no Peace : Since therefore 
France will be neceflitatcd, whenever the Peace is made, to let go moft, 
or all thefe Things ; (he named Limburg bolides) it is but juft and rea- 
fonable, that it fliould demand an Equivalent of them, by Way of Rc- 
ftitution to Sweden. He clofed all with frying, that the King his Mailer 
has the greateft Confidence imaginable on his Majefty’s Care of him, and 
Regard towards him, in the great Difficulties he ftruggles with at this 
Time ; and he docs both hope and believe firmly, that his M a jolty will 
be able to prevail lvith the Moft Chriftian King, to do that for the 
reftoring of Sweden , which is fuitablc to his Treaties, to his Interefts, 
and to the ancient Friendship between France and Sweden. 

Yesterday in the Afternoon, M. Oxcnjliern gave me a Vifit, and 
having taken Notice to me of the Converfation he had underftood 
that had between M. d Olk'cnkrantz and me, he defired with all 
Earneftnefs the Particulars might, with all Speed and Secrecy, be hum- 
bly recommended to his Majefty, for his Favour to them, and Care of 
them in this Conjuncture. 

H i s Highnefs the Prince ElcCtor Palatine , having done us the Ho- 
nour to write us a Letter, which M. Spanhcim delivered us the Begin- 
ning of laft Month, we had deferr’d anfwcring to it, in Expectation 
of his Highnefs’s Pojiulata j which, by the Letter, fliould have been 
delivered us at the fame Time, but were not, upon fome Difficulties 
that the Imperial Minifters had upon them, they being lince fent to 
his Electoral Highnefs to Vienna ; and it being uncertain when they 
fliould be difpatched there, and put to our Management here. M. Span- 
hcim infinuated to me, that an Anfwcr would be feafonable to his 
Electoral Highnefs upon another Point in his Letter ; which was, that 
he thought, that the figning of his Pojinlata with his own Hand, was 
a fufficicnt Mandat and Power to any Minftcr hose, to aCt and treat 
for him. * 

I take the Liberty, upon that Occafion, to lay before his Electoral 
Highnefs, ^as will appear by a Copy herewith inclofed) what the Ufagc 
of this Place is, and how the other Princes, that have gone Ways not 
agreeing with this Ufage, have met with a Stop in their Bufinefs.

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M. Spanheim took Occafion at the fame Time to fhew me an Origi* 
rfdLettck that the Imperial Ambafiadors here had lately writ to his

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 19th, I have not the Favour of 
any from you to acknowledge. 

On Saturday Mcflieurs Kinski , Hengb , and Van Haren , took an 
Hour of me, in the Name of the Body of their Alliance ; it was to 
defire I would pafs my Offices with the French Ambafiadors, fo as to 
ask of them, whether, in cafe the Lorain Miniftcr can be prevailed 
with to put in the fame Propofition that they, the French , have already 
feen, they were En etat dy repondre categcriqtiement, quant a f Effen- 
tiel de f affaire & promptement auffi fans ultcrieur Recours a leur Cour ; 
thefc were their very Words ; adding withal, that they defired my 
Diligence the more, in that the Delays brought upon this Affair would 
prove a Delay to the Bufincfs of the whole Alliance, and to the Gene- 
ral Peace itfclf. 

Yesterday I had an Hour given me by the French Ambafiadors 
upon this Queftion ; they firfi enlarged themfelves very much upon it, 
as unufual in its Kind, they having never pretended to any luch Stipu- 
lation from the Allies j they muft be left to their Liberty to conlult 
together, and to anfvvcr as they fhould fee Caufe, and as their In- 
ftru&ions fhould lead them ; that if the Allies made their not anfwer- 
ing on the fudden to the Lorain Propofition, to be retarding of the 
Bufinefs of this Place, they, the French , muft take Leave to conclude 
them, the Allies, to have been in Delay all this while, in that they 
have not hitherto given it in, in the Form it fhould be in * but after- 
wards, confidering that the Allies would probably defire the Anfwer 
of me (as they did the laft Time) in Writing, they contracted it into 
thefc few Words : — f$ils font pretz de recevoir la ‘Propofition de 
Lorain, ont Pouvoir dy repondre dans le temps , & a la maniere 
quils jugeront a propos — This was all they defired me to return as 
their Anfwer upon the Demand of the Allies. 

Yesterday, immediately before I had this Audience of the French, 
the Imperial Ambafiadors had been with me, to defire me to move the 
French for a Paflport for certain Deputies of the Chapter of Strasburgh 
to come to this Place, where they have feveral Rights and lntercfts to 
be taken Care of, partly as Adminiftrators appointed by the Emperor 
and Empire of that Bifhoprick, upon M. de Strasburgh' $ being difabled, 
and partly, as being a Chapter, that have an Eftate of their own, and 
relate to fo confi<jcrable a Bifhoprick in the Empire. When I put this 
to the French Ambafiadors, they would not hear of it upon any Terms j 
they know of no Adminiftrator of the Bifhoprick of Strasburgh but the 
Bifliop himfelf j all thole others that meddle with his Eftatip or Concerns

1 prefis’d them with Earneftnefs to write of this Bufinefs^'to Court 
upon two Heads ; the one was, that the Chapter, confideret/ in it 
without Relation to the Adminiflratorfhip, might have Concerns to 
look after in this Place, and being not engaged in any HoftiHty againjb- 
any of the Parties, 1 thought was not to be denied a Paflport, 'it being 
fo conlidcrablc a Member of the Empire. 

Another Thing was, that the denying of a Paffport to this Chap- " 
ter, would, in all Probability, beget the like Refufal, upon the fir ft 
Motions that fliould be made in the Behalf of France , for Pallports 
from the Emperor ; which would bring both Parties upon an Inconve- 
nience, that they have found it their intcrcft hitherto to gratifie one 
another in, in Contemplation of having it to pafs reciprocal. 

To the firft they told me, that if the Chapter hath any need of a 
Paflport in that Capacity, its regular Way is to move by the Bifliop, and 
then they may be heard, either at the Court where he is, or cife by 
his Envoy here, if they, have any Thing to move for in this Place. 
As for the other Point, that they might come on both Sides at laft to 
the refilling of all Pallports ; they expedted, they faid, no other ; it 
being the Delign of fome of the Confederates to break this Alfembly, 
and to put us out of all Hopes and Poffibilitics of a Peace ; fo that, 
tho’ I moved them again and again, I could not obtain any Promife 
from them that they would write. 

In this Audience with the French ^ they told me, they had two Things 
to de/ire my Offices in towards the 'Dutch Ambaffadors j the one was, 
to let them know, that whereas they had complained, in a Memorial 
we had given them in fome Time fince, that fome of their Seamen 
were detained Prifoncrs, contrary to the Ufage between France and 
Holland , of letting go ; that the Moft Chrilfian King had caufed that 
Ufage or Convention (tho’ it be but a tacit one) to be very ftridJy ob- 
‘ferved on his Part ; and that all Hollanders that are Seamen, arc let 
go as foon as they are taken by the French , unlefs they be the Lieute- 
nants and Captains of Corfair Ships, which France docs always keep 
in hold ; but as for thofe Seamen they complain of to have been made 
Prifoncrs in the Indies , they arc not taken upon the Sea, but in a 
Fort at Land, and are treated in the fame Manner as thofe French were, 
that the Dutch had taken at Cayana ; fo that thefc Prifoncrs have no 
Pretence to be rcleafed upon the general Ufage about Seamen. 

Another Thing was, that M. de Louvcy had anfwer’d them, upon 
the Complaint that the Dutch Ambaffadors had made fome while fince 
by us, that the Subjcdts of the States, that were made Prifoncrs at 
M'iil-CaJJll/> found very ill Treatment at Abbeville , as to their Subfift- 
ance, and alfo to their Religion ; that the Moft Chriftian King knows 
this to be a pure Suppofition ; and bcfidcs that, Prifoncrs in general are 
treated with all Humanity all France over, the Suggeftion is fo far 
from being true, that there are no Prifoncrs at all at Abbeville. 

In the Conference the Imperialijls had with me laft Night, about a 
Paflport for the Deputies of the Chapter of Strasburgh , they brought 
upon the Board a T hing that I did not expedt to hear any more of ; 
they had very frefh Orders, they laid, from Court, tQ remind us here 
of the -Dcfedt they had heretofore obferved in Mr. Chud/eigh's Com- 
miffion, as to f the Emperor their Mailer’s Stile and Titles ; there had 
been withal a Copy fent them from Court of an Inftrumcnt, wherein 
his Majufty gives the Emperor the Title of Inviffijfimus, and they de- 
fined 
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,Jred met to take Notice (giving me the Copy in my Hand), that it was 
liulrument addrcffed from his Majefty to the Emperor himfelf, 

. but that Yhe Emperor came to be named in it incidently, and in the 
C(Jnceyn--ot a third Perlon ; they obferved further, that it was under 
the Great seal, and that it was of a very late Date, in 1573, which 
they rathtiT made Ufe of, tho’ they had Store of others, as M. Kinski 
faid, ofvery ancient Date. 

I told them, having caft my Eye upon it, that I had not obferved 
Inftrumcnts under the Great Seal to be counterlign’d as that was, ad 
mandatum Ser mi c D ni - Regis ; having never obferved that in the Stile of 
the Great Chancery, though I confeflcd I could not pretend to much of 
Obfervation, being not well verfed in it. 

One Thing I hoped, I told them, which was, that Count Wal/enftein had 
had, fincc his coming into England, fuch particular Satisfaction in the 
Point of our Stile, that we lliould have heard of that no more ; fince the 
very Titles and Epithets he laid Claim to for the Emperor, had been 
agreed to, and fixt between him and one of the Secretaries of State. 

* To this M . Kinski anfwercd, that it was true he had had Letters 
from Count Wallenflein , which fpokc him very well fatisfied in that 
Point i but he named no Particular, nor did I enter into any, nor fo 
much as mention the Word ! VotentiJJimus , hoping that, notwith Handing 
this Inflrumcnt now trump’d up, the Eulmefs will fall of itfelf, lince 
they did not move to have Mr. Chitdleigb's Commiflion renewed, nor 
faid any more, but that they had Orders to remind us of their Claim, 
and gave in this Inflrumcnt dc melius ejfe , as Count Kinski worded it : 
The Copy of the Inftrument goes along : I humbly defirc your Di- 
rections upon it, in cafe it fhould come to be ltirred again. I mentioned 
to them, upon their pointing out to me the Word Majori Sigillo , that 
the Stile was new to me, and that I thought it might be his Majefty s 
Privy Seal, and not the Great Seal of England .

Right Honourable Sir, 

M y laft was of the 23 d, fince which I have the Favour of yours 
of the 17 tb Current to acknowledge, and therein an Extract out 
of the Moft Chriftian King’s Letter to M. Court in, touching the Affair 
of Lorain : This Favour I humbly thank you for, and I fhall be fure 
to manage it as you are plcafed to intimate. 

' All that is new here in that Matter is, that I having given an Ac- 
count to the Aflcmbly of the Allies on Monday Evening, after the Poll 
was gone, of the Anfwer the French Ambafladors had made me, Mef- 
fieurs Kinski and Hettgh came t6 my Houfe upon their breaking up, 
and brought me the Lorain Propolition in Fcrm, figned by that Mini- 
fter, with a*Dcfire I fhould deliver it to the French, and tell them, that 
fince they had by their laft Anfwer declared, — £nils avoient 'Pouvoir 
dy repondre dans le temps, (J a la maniere quils jugeroient a propos ; — 
they, the Allies, hoped, that the Time and the Manner that they would 
obfcrvc in anfwering the Propolition now given in to them, would be 
fuch as might conduce to the advancing, and not to the delaying of 
tjie Peace j that the Propolition was now fuch, as did not carry any 
Nullity in it j and that they referred thcmfelves to the Menages and 
Demands I had carried from them to the French Ambalfadors.

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To this the trench Ambafladors anfwered no more, (on ‘I’uefday that 
I brought the Propolition to them) but that they did accept of i the 'Pro - 
pofition , and would examine it j this Reply will go near to fret • the 
Allies very much, cfpccially if when they come to lee the Anfwer of 
the French upon the Propolition, (which M. d FJlrades whiyperei- me 
in the Ear fome Days ago, will be ‘here in eleven Day*^) they do 
not find it categorical. , 

• I minded the French Ambafladors, in this Conference I had with 
them, of the ‘Dutch Filhermen that had been brought up to Dunkirk) 
contrary to the mutual ‘Pfacarts between France and Holland for the 
Liberty of Fifliing : M. de TIarcn having pray’d me to do it, as a Bu- 
linefs of more Confequence than thofe in the two Memorials I had 
moved the French upon, and whereof I gave you an Account in my 
laft : The Anfwer was, that when thofe Fifliing Boats were brought 
into Port, and the Depolitions fent to Paris } the Ships ihould be re- 
ltored, in cafe they had fet out after the Date of the French Placart , 
and not before. 

On ‘ Tttefday in the Afternoon, all the Minifters here were very much 
alarm’d, and myfclf as much as any, with the Imperial Ambafladors viliting 
the Spauijh Ambafladors in Ceremony with three Coaches and fix Horfes, 
and tbefe laft returning their Viiits to the Impcrialifts within two Hours 
after (at five), with three Coaches and fix Horfes apiece, at M. Kinski's 
Houfe i there having been no Notifications given to any Miniltcr in 
Town, nor the new SpaniJJj ‘Pleniponvoirs fo much as communicated, or 
dcpolited in my Hands. 

M y Orders in fuch Cafes being to have Rccourfe to the French and 
Swedes , I found only M. d Avaitx and M. d OUvcnkrantz at Home ; but 
the ‘Danijh Ambalfador, tho’ in this Alliance with Spain , came to my 
Houfe in very great Concern, and dclired he might know' what Refo- 
lutions I took ; faying, if I refolved to receive no Notification, nor to 
make any Vifit to the Spaniards , he would be furc to do the like. 

• The French Ambafladors being got together, when it was now 
near 9 at Night, firft deliberated among thcmfelves, and then came 
over all three to my Houfe ; I being gone in the mean while to feek 
them ; we met at laft at M. Colbert's. They began with telling me, 
they knew I muft needs be concerned in this Incident ; that they 
w ould not take upon them to advife w hat I had to do, only they dc- 
fired (the Thing touching them as near as it did me) that we ihould 
communicate our Thoughts together, before we came to a Refolution 
w hat to do : M. d FJlrades repeated often, their Intcrcft was the fame 
with mine ; for tho’ they do not difputc the firft Refpctts with the 
Imperial Minifters, yet they arc concerned that the lmperialijls gain no 
Advantage of his Majcfty’s Mediation ; for his Mediation having had 
the firft Refped given it by the Confent of all Crowmed Heads, if 
the Impcrialifts ihould have the firft Notification before me, the Con- 
fequence would be, that the Emperor is a Prince of a higher Rank than 
the other Kings, which France will never grant, but oppoie it to their 
utmoft j and therefore they were bound to watch this Thing. 

Tahy w’orc all clear of Opinion, that if what had paflcd that Day 
between the Impcrialifts and Spaniards , was a Vifit made upon the 
Ncarnefs of Blood and Parentage between their Mailers, it could have 
no Confluence here, the fame having been done at Mtinfter , and nei- 
ther the Nuncio there, nor the French , refenting it. 

But then t|cy were of Opinion, that Enquiry ihould be made how 
tiie Spaniards laderitand the Thing ; and they judged it to be the bejt 

Courfe, 
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,Courfe- that I fhould go forthwith, and fpeak with Don P. Ronqutllo, 
' «<|d enter into an Fclaircijfement with him upon the whole Matter j in 
caic, th\y faid, Don Pedro fhould fay, it. was a Vifit in Regard of the 
Near new of Blood between the Emperor and the King of Spain, they 
thVa^ht \c might receive Notifications, and go on in our Vifits, and 
not trouble ouftelvcs further with a Thing that was hers de rang, and 
therefore muft be fans confequence, and touch’d not us, it being one of 
the Privautes that are among themfelves. 

In this Cafe they thought it fafeft for me to get fomething in Writ- 
ing under Don ‘Pedro's Hand, by Way of Letter to me, or otherwife ; 
but if it could not be gotten, rather than break, that I fhould content 
myfelf with his Declaration by Word of Mouth, and make our Com- 
plement and Vifit as we fhould be notified ; but in cafe he fhould pre- 
tend to fay, that they did it in Confideration of the Imperial Dignity, 
and that the next Regard fhould be had to his Majefty’s Mediation, 
they were of Opinion I fhould make no Vifit, no more would they. 

Hereupon I went ftrait to Don ‘Pedro's , fpeak ing with the Ambaf- 
fador of Denmark by the Way, who approved fully of this Refolution. 
Don Pedro, when I had open’d to him what I had to fay, told me, that 
what had palled between them and the ImperialiJls, ought not to fur- 
prize me at all, it being an Ufage long fincc received between the two 
Branches of the fame Houfe of dujlria : That he could not imagine 
it would be interpreted any Prejudice to his Majefty’s Mediation, or 
to his Rank as Mediator, the fame Thing having been done at Mun- 
jler , without any Contradiction of the Nuncio there, who was Media- 
tor, or of the French Ambafladors, who acquiefced in it ; notwithftand- 
ing the Spaniards were notified by the ImperialiJls, and paid their Vifit, 
and likewife received the Rcvilit from the ImperialiJls, before the 
French ; he told me, he fhould be able to give me an authcntick Inftru- 
ment of what had paffed at Munjler, and he hoped, that notwithftand- 
ing my Collogues and myfelf here have always profefs’d, as I did in 
this Converfation very exprefly, and often repeat to him to have no 
Commerce with the Nuncio that is now upon the Place, but to go on 
in our Function, and to do our Duty with as little of Regard to the 
Rank, Character, or Bufinefs, that he pretends to here, as if there were 
no fuch Man in the World ,• yet he thought it would be allowed to 
them to make an Argument, which he hoped would fatisfie us, from 
their Conduct towards the Nuncio here ; his Argument was thus ; that 
not only the Emperor and his Mafter, but the Molt Chriftian King (now 
in Hoftiiity with them) likewife, are perfectly agreed, that the firft 
RcfpcCt in all fuch Cafes is due to the Pope’s Nuncio, abfolutely and 
inconteftably before any Imperial Ambaffador : He hoped that the Ce- 
remony of that Day being paffed between the two Houles, without any . 
Notification to the Nuncio, and confequcntly as much really to his Pre- 
judice, as we can pretend it to be to ours, if he fhould acquiefce, as 
they doubted not he would, being acquainted with the Ways in the 
Houfe of duftria, there would be no Place left for any other to com- 
plain. 

The Matter as it paffed at Munjler he reprefented thus : That in 
the Month of November 1645, Count c frautmanfdorjfe being Cheif of the 
Imperial Embafly, arrived at Munjler, the Count de Peneranda , and 
the other Ambafladors of Spain that were there, went and vifited him 
before they did any other. After he had received this yifit, he gave 
Notice of his Arrival to all the other Publick Minifters, End thereupon 
Vol. II. V 2 * re- 
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received the Vilits, firft of the Nuncio, and then of the French Ambaf- 
fadors, and then of the reft. \ < 

These Vilits being thus over. Count < J*raut9nanfdordjfe i in th/4 JBeg/ii- 
ning of ‘Dei-ember^ and before he had taken any Time fronrjiny of 
thole that had vilitcd him, to render them their Vilits, we n tyAi'n d'vga/Ve 
hi-> ICc-v ilit to the Spaniards) declaring this had been dtiftcfyeire fami~ 
liaritatis between him and the Spaniards) as being both Mimfters to 
Princes of the fame Houfe. When he had thus done his Re-vilit to the 
Spaniards , he went and paid his Re-vifit to the Nuncio, and then to 
the French) and fo to the reft ; nor was there any Embarrafs that hap- 
pened in or upon this Conduct of Frant manjdorjfc and the Spaniards. 
Bolides, Don ‘Pedro obferved to me, that this had palled between them, 
before any Communication of their Plenipoui'cir to me $ and that they 
had not only received the Civilities of the lmperialifis , but rendred it 
them, before I, or any other of the Parties, had any legal Notifica- 
tion of their being Amballadors j which was not to be done, after the 
Oppoiition made againll the Spaniards upon their being no mere but 
Plenipotentiaries, but by giving in their Powers. 

Finding < Don Pedro Ronqui/lds Difcourfe to run upon this Key? 
and that he had cxprelled himfeJf fo as the French Amballadors hoped 
and wilh’d he might, the next Thing was, to get from him fomething 
in Writing ; in Order whereto, I let him know, how precife my Or - 
ders were, to Hand upon having the firft Notification, and before the 
Imperia/ifts and that if the Interviews between the two hmballics were 
to be taken for Vilits of Ceremony, I was neceftiirily to break olf, and 
defiring him to judge the Conferences that it would have at this 
Time ; and that I lliould never be able to excufe the doing other- 
wife to the King my Mailer, unlcfs I had wherewithal to iliew in 
Writing, that thefe Interviews are otherwife to be taken and under- 
flood than what palfcs between Amballadors within the Order , and ac- 
cording to the Forms received in Vilits of Ceremony. 

In this he was very difficult, but at lall rcfolvcd to fpcak with his 
Collogues, and in Cale they fhould give Way to it, lie was willing to 
give me fomething to the Effect abovefaid, in a Letter directed to me, 
if I lliould write him a Fillet , as he term’d it, to ask an F'c/airciJJ'e - 
went in this Point. Whether he lliould be' at Liberty to do this or no, 

I lliould un'derftand by his Secretary, that he would fend to me ; and 
if fo, I was to write him a Letter, as I did, the Copy whereof I take 
leave to cnclofe, as alfo Don P. Rcnqnillo’s An fiver to it, which you’ll 
find to be to the lame Effect of what is above. 

It being one a Clock in the Morning before I received it, I could 
not communicate it to the French Amballadors, till about eight on ye- 
ftcrc ay Morning that they were ftirring ; they having fecn the Letter 
fevcrally, and conlidcred of it jointly, they told me, they took it to 
be a fumcicnt Declaration, that what had palfed between the two Em- 
battles was of no Confequence to us, and that for their Parts, they 
were refolved to receive the Notification of the Spaniards , and to go 
on in the Ceremony. 

This Letter being likewife communicated to the Danijh Ambalfa- 
dor, he was of the fame Opinion, and font me the Complement he 
intended to make them, by his Gentlemen, upon the. Notification, to 
ask, as he was plcafed to fay, my Opinion upon it. 

Don Pedro had promifed me over Night an authentick Inftrumcnt 
of what T ratlmanjdorjfe had done at Mtinjler y and it ftuck with me 
till I had feen that, fince the main Strefs in Don Pedro % Letter was 
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•cly relative to that Inftrument, as containing the Pradice at Munfter , 
whiakwasineccffary for me to fee, in Order to compare the Circum- 
stances in t\at Precedent and this Fad : At laft, the Secretary of the 
Spanijh EmtJtfTy brought it (who feems to be a Perfon of Quality, and 
a Knight or x Jft Pfi) under his Hand and Seal ; and the French Am- 
balladors hau in ‘The mean while got a View of what was in the 
Nuncio’s l£egiftry, touching the fame Fad, fo much to the fame Effedj 
that the Spanijh is, to my thinking, but a Tranflation of the Italian ; 
the Copies of both the Spanijh and the Italian Infiruments go herewith 
enclofcd. 

Having perufed both thefe Infiruments, the French AmbafTadors 
and I thought the Cafe was ftrongcr with us here, than it was with 
the Mediators and French > at Munjicr ; for at Munfter , there was Part 
of an Imperial Embafly, ‘that had received its Viiits, (Count Iraut- 
manfdorfte being only the laft Comer) here was no Spanifh Embalfy 
vifible, ftridly fpeaking, till the Day after that the Plenipouveirs were 
put into my Hands ; bolides, at Munfter , while the Re-viut was owing 
to the Mediator and the French , Trautmanfdcrjfe re-vifited the Spa- 
niards, which he could not have done, unlefs the Rc-viiit were to be 
taken fans Confcquencc. Here was no Rc-vilit owing or Ceremony de- 
pending, all was abfolvcd in two Hours Time, and that before any 
Notice of the Spaniards being Ambafi'adors, nor Notification to any Par- 
ty ; for as to Notification, or any Thing elfo, that palled between the 
Spaniards and the Imperialifts , no Body here knows any Thing of it, 
nor can fay any Thing, but that there was before their Doors fuch 
XL Number of Coaches and Attendants at fuch Hours on I'uejday. 

UroN this whole Matter, feeing the Judgment of the four Ambaf- 
fadors above-mentioned to be clear, that what pafled between the 
Spaniards and Imperialifts was no Vilit in Form, nor within its Order, 
nor of Confequcnce to any other Miniftcrs ; and hnee they thought, the 
Precedent of Munfter fully applicable to the prefent Cafe ; and ftnee 
there was no Knowledge of what pafs’d between the Spaniards and 
Imperialifts , but what we have from T)on P. Ronquillo himfelf and fince 
the Nuncio, who, in his Way, pretends the fame Thing I do, ac- 
quiefeed in what pafs’d between the Spaniards and Imperialifts , with- 
out taking notice of him, I thought it moft agreeable to my Duty 
to joyn with them, and to refolve to receive the Notification, and to 
perform my Complements and my Vilit. 

I had the greateft Anxiety pollible in this Bufincfs, and have ftill, leaft 
what I have doue, may not be agreeable to his Majefty’s Pleafure. 
The fundamental Thing that I looked upon was, my Orders, which arc 
to be notified and vilited before the Imperialifts : If w hat has palled 
between the two Branches, be neither Notification nor Vilit of Confe- 
quence to others bolides themfelves, I hope I have done my Duty, in 
not turning the Letter of his Majefty’s Orders againft his meaning, 
which I am furc, is not to bring an Accrochement , as the refufing of my 
Complement and Vilit would have done upon his mediating with, ana 
for fo confiderable a Party in the War as Spain is. 

What the Spanijh Ambalfadors have done in this Interview before- 
hand with the Imperialifts , has been without doubt in Order to avoid 
Embarrafs with me j *and I did not think it neccflary for me to run jnto 
the other Extrcam, to enter unavoidably*into Embarrafs with them ; I 
thought, that in going the high and the plain Way, I Ihouljl not lofc 
Ground ; for when ’tis loft in Point of Ceremony, thofe lo/e it that 
have Rccourfc to Temperaments and Shifts, as >ou fee there was none 

on 
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on my Part : But if I be lo unfortunate, as not to have underftood^ 
as I ought, his Majefty’s Meaning and my Duty, I jdo :onfg£: the 
Thing to be unexpiabie, and that no Clemency, unlefs it;* be that cr 
his Majefties, can reach it, which I do mod humbly impure, and yet 
fubmit perfectly to what his Majefty fhall pleafe to dicticfinine ot it. 

N o a is this all, for fuppoiing this to be no Precipice,**^ was upon 
the Brink of another, which yet (I thank God) I have happily efcaped. 
It was ten a Clock yelterday before the Spanijh Secretary brought me 
the Plenipetmoir , but told me, he did not notify me to make my 
Complement j there would be Gentlemen that would come to comple- 
ment me on Purpole, in Order to the Viiits of Ceremony. This he 
told me over and over, for I was a little anxious in that Point, that' 
is, to fend alfoon as I was complemented. The Gentleman came not in 
an Hour afterwards. I immediately difpatch’d three Gentlemen, to re- 
turn my Complement, and to take an Hour for my Vilit. The Am- 
balfadors gave me that of fix lafi Night, which I wondering at, as being 
fo late ; but I found, upon Enquiry, that the French had fent before, 
and that the Hour of five had been given them. 

The Danijh Ambaflador fent after I had, and the Spaniards were 
fo plain as to tell his Secretary, that they had given the Hour of five 
to the French , of fix to me, and gave feven his Mailer ; M. Heugh 
was alarm'd at this, and very friendly and generoufly (as I ought to' 
acknowledge) came and told me of it,- and then finding, that I did 
not think it fafe for me, either to endeavour the anticipating of the 
Hour, or to refufe to go at the Hour I had taken, becaufe I might 
thereby lofe both my Vifit and my Pretcnfions to the firll Re- vilit, 
which, I told him, I would Hand upon, even before the French ; but 
that I refolvcd to ftay my Hour, and then perform my Vifit : He very 
friendly offered of himfelf to go and have fomc F clair ciffevnent from 
‘Don P. Konquillo , and to let him know, the Refentment 1 had of it. 
Dofi Pedro told him, that ’twas true, the French had five, and I had fix 
but that the French had fent firll, and that before they were notified 
by any Melfage or Gentleman from the Spaniards , that the French de- 
manding an Hour, they knew not how to refufe it them, but that their 
Rcfolution was, to give me the firll Re-vilit before the French notwith- 
flanding. This M. Heugh brought me Word of, and told me, I might 
rely upon it j M. Heugh affirming, he had all the AlTurance polfiblc 
from him it would be fo ; telling me — Je ecus en feray le Gar and. 

I thought my felf to be pretty well, thank’d M. Heugh for his Pains, 
and refolvcd to llay my Hour. 

The Nuncio’s Auditor came to the French AmbafTadors, as they to)d 
me this Morning, at half an Hour after three j and told them, the 
Nuncio had now done his Vifit, and his Devotion too, at M. de las 
Palbafes (for it was St. James's Day, and there was no more than 
ordinary Solemnity there) and that now they, the French , might go 
and perform their Vifit. The French told him, that they could not go, 
till I had perform’d my Vilit, and were return’d, and therefore had fet 
fomc to watch my moving : The Auditor told them, the Hour appoint- 
ed me was after theirs at fix, and would needs have perfwaded them 
as they fay, to perform their Vifit before me, it being refolved, that 
the Spaniards Ihould return me the firll Re-vilit, ‘hotwithftanding that 
the French had vifited them before me. 

In thidM. d Eftrades and M. d Avaitx do complain, there was Severn 
fineffe Itahennc , and do as much as confcfs, he has done good Offices, in 
Order to give them, the French > the Start of the Dane and the Swede j 

and. 
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ai\d, if I conje&ure not amifs, this Auditor, to overdo it, contrived it 
fp, that they might have the Start of me tdb, if they pleafed. But 
^XhcTv'enctfrA mbaffadors told him, they would not by any Means make 
that Step ; Yor, faid they, the Spaniards will get great Advantage of us, 
they will lhaw they know the Rcfpett due to the Mediator better than 
we do, for tgey-will render him the firft Rc-vifit, notwithflandmg he 
vilited afftr us ; and we lliall bethought to have not underflood the 
Refpeft due to him, in fnapping. up a Vifit before him cn la Coup ant ^ 
that was their Word : Thereupon the French Ambafladors immediately 
fent a Gentleman, M. Id Abbe de Mentis to me, to defire to know, what 
the Hour appointed to me was ; and to tell me, • that they were^ re- 
folvcd not to fee the Spaniards till I had done. They fent me M. c l‘am- 
bonneau again upon the fame Errand ; in the mean time they had pre- 
vailed with the Auditor to go to the Spanijh Ambalfadors, to tell them 
plainly, (as all the three French Ambalfadors told me this Day) they 
could not vifit them till mv Vifit was over. Thereupon a Gentleman 
came to me from the Spanijn Ambalfadors, to defire me to advance my 
Hour } that they were ready to receive me ; and that it would be a 
great Favour if I could come at 5 a Clock, becaufe it would prevent 
an Embarrafs, that otherwife might follow. There went another Gen- 
tleman from them to the French , to defire that they would refpite 
their Vifit till 6 a Clock, which was my Hour at the firft ; and all this 
while that 1 was going and coming, and performing my Vifit, the 
Coaches and the Train of the French Ambafladors flood ready in the 
Streets. I performed mine at 5, the French at 6 , the Dane at 7, and 
all was at M. 'Balbafes Houfe, where his Collegues were prefent, and 
'received their Vilits. 

Upon this fecond Incident, there is this that I hope will be fatis- 
fa&ory to his Majefty, that the Rank of the Mediator is eftabliflied 
with Eclat ^ by what the Spaniards have declared to M. Heugb , that 
the firft Re* vifit was due to him, notwithftanding he vifited not firft ; 
and much more eminently by the French , being as they were upon the 
Wing, and yet refufing to perform their Vifit before the Mediator, 
tho’ they had a fooncr Hour given them.

Right Honourable Sir; 

M Y laft was of the 2 6 th, fince which I have not the Favour of 
any from you to acknowledge. 

I n that Dilpatch, I gave you an Account (the exa&eft I could) how 
the Vifits of Ceremony had palled between the Spanijh Ambafladors and 
myfelf, as alfo between the French and the t Dane 3 together with the 
fcveral Deliberations and EclairciQements we had had touching that 
Matter. 

The j Brandenbttrghers vifited them on Fburfday at 10 in the Morn- 
ing, but the Swedes and the ‘Dutch have not yet performed thole Ci- 
vilities. M. Oxenfiiern was gone out of Town that Morning, when the 
Spanijh Gentlemen came to his Houfe, in order to notifie him, and is lb 
Hill, unlefs he came Home late laft Night. M. d' Olivcnkrantz returned 
the Complement to the Spanijh Amballadors, with an Intimation, that 
he hoped there had been no Partiality or Inequality, in notifying the 
French and c Danc looner than him ; and if fo, delired to refpite his 
, Vilit till his Collcguc were returned, which would be in 4 or 5 Days. 

H e was with me on Fhurfday and Friday , to complain of their be- 
ing unfairly notified, and thought that when his Collegue came Home, 
they muft be forced to come to fome EclairciJJement with the Spaniards , 
before they do vilit them : His Complaint was, 1 ft 3 That the Spaniards 
had depolited their new Powers to treat with France in my Hands, be- 
fore the Notification was made, (that the French might thereby have 
an Evidence of their being JmbaJJddorSy and not bare ‘Plenipotentiaries ) 
but that there was no fuch Thing done, and no Powers yet given in, 
in relation to Sweden. The 2 d Thing was, that the Gentlemen that 
came to the French to notifie them, came a quarter of an Hour fooner 
to M. Colbert's , (for they two are one overagainft the other) than thofe 
that were fent to notifie him M. d Olivenkrantz. 

Both thefe Objcdtions may (if I miftakc not) meet with afairAn- 
fwer : As to the firft, I do not take the Cafe of the Swedes to be the 
fame with that of the French ; for the French having above three 
Months ago procured their new Powers, and put them into our Hands, 
they had Right to be fatisfied with fome Knowledge of the Spanijh 
‘Plcnipouvoirs , before they vilited the Spaniards as Amballadors. But 
the Swedes cannot demand that, partly in Regard their own new 
Powers to treat with Spain are not (that we know of) yet come to 
Hand ,• and partly, for that it is not yet agreed between the Swedes 
and Spaniards (as it is between the Spaniards and the French ) in what 
Language thefe Powers fhall be. 

T o the other Point, if it do appear (as I fuppofe it may) that Gen- 
tlemen were difpatch ’d to M. Oxetiftierns 3 to notifie him at the lame 
Time as others were difpatch’d to M. a Ejirades , there is an equal 
Regard obferved towards the fcveral Embaflies, tho’ there happens to 
be an unequal Diftancc between the Houfcs of the fecond Afnb&ffadors 
refpe&ively, and thofe of the firft, in Rcfpett of M. de m Ralbajes , 
whence the Notifiers fet out. Yet thefe Complaints he would needs 
Vol. II. X have 
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have deposited with me, by way of Advance, that it may atfpeat fhat 
he has loft no Time, in cafe his Collcguc and he fliould think fit to , 
make a Bufinefs of it. /• 

r l' H E Dictch Ambafladors have not yet performed theirj^hts, becaufe, 
as feme fay, the Brandcnburghers were notified, at leaft had* .the’ St art 
before them : T he Excnfe that M. Beccrnjng made was, that his Col- 
1 .£r UC was gone out of Town lor Friczland that Wednefday Morning, 
ho being returned from Holland but late over Night ; and therefore de- 
fired their Vilit of Ceremony might be refpited till M. de /Jaretts Return. 
In the Convcrfation that I had with him, M. Beverning, on Saturday, 
wherein he was pleafed to congratulate very much the avoiding of 
the Jccrochcment that would have rifen, had the Spaniards vifited the 
Impcrialijls before me ,• he did not fpeak any Refentmcnt of unfair Pro- 
ceedings in the Spaniards , as to what related to them, the ‘Dutch Am- 
bafladors, but only that he deferred his Vilit till his Colicgue came 
Home. 

On Friday , at ri in the Morning, (the Hour that had been taken 
of me) the Spanifl) Ambafladors gave me the Rcvifitj at 3 they revolt- 
ed the French ; the ‘Dane at 4 ; the Brandenbtirghers at 5, the fame 
Afternoon ; going from one Houfc to another in that Order, without 
returning Home to fet out from their own Houfe for each of thefe 
Vilits j they had done fo in the Morning, for they were at the Nuncio’s 
at 1 o, and came flrait from his Houfe to mine ; they had 8 Coaches 
with Gentlemen in them, that followed one the other, the three Am- 
bafladors were in a 9 th, and there was a 10 tb> the richeft of all, which 
followed the Ambafladors, and in it the Dukes of San ‘Pietro and Sefta. 

I n the Complement, M. dc los Batbafes declared much of a Reliance 
that the King his M after had, upon his Majefty’s great Equity and 
great Ericndfhip j the Effects whereof he hopes to find, in giving him a 
■ good and a fate Peace ,• and he gloried very much to have had the 
Honour to wait upon his Majcfty at the Pyrenees , fpeaking of the Rc- 
fpett that Don Louis dc Haro, and all that Court, had fpecial Orders 
from the King of Spain to pay his Majcfty there. 

On Saturday , M. ef Avaux gave me a Tranfcript of M. de los Balbafcs 
his Letter to the Nuncio, in Order to fatisfie him that what had palled 
between them, the Spaniards and the Jmperialifls , w T as to be of no 
Prejudice or Confcqucncc to his Rank and Chara&cr. The Copy of 
the T.ctter I take I. cave to inclofe herewith. M. d> Jvaux his Opinion 
was, that the EclairciJJcmcnt I had from Don Pedro , is fuller than this 
of M. de los Balbafcs : He took Occalion in this Convcrfation, to dif- 
courfc over what they, the French Ambafladors, the Dane , and I, had 
rcfolvcd and done, and concluded that they had an lntcrcft equal to 
mine in this Queftion, to maintain ftiffly that the Emperor is of one 
and the fame Order with other Crowned Heads, and to watch that he 
have no Manner of Advantage of them, but a bare Priority or Prece- 
dency in Rank. 

Another Reflexion he had, that the Cafe is much the ftronger 
with us, than it was at Munjler , in Regard all the Ceremony between 
the Spaniards and the hnperialijls was gone through here, before we 
received any Manner of Notification, or did as much as know certainly 
th!at*the Spaniards had the Chdra&er of Ambafladors. 

He faidl further, it was a certain Rule (he gave the Inftance) in 
Venice , wtyire he has been Ambalfador, that if the Spaniard and Impe- 
rialffi (for Inflance) do vifit one the other with never fo much Eclat 
and Parade , before the laft Comer (the Imperialtft for Example) fees 

the 
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rijje Priijcc or Doge, that goes for nothing, and cheques not a Trench 
AiSoaffador at all : But if the Imperialifl , having Icon the Doge, lhall 
' afterward* notific and receive Vifits from the Spaniard before he notifies 
and receive Vifits from the Trench ; in that cafe ’tis an abfolute Breach, 
and the Frs.tch- will not fee the Imperialifl at all. 

This Rule he applied thus ; We, fays he, that arc Parties, look upon 
his Majefty, in his Figure of Mediator, as the Prince and Chief here ; 
therefore what is done before his Minifters be notified, muft be a Thing 
done hot's dc Rang, and not of Confequencc, as it would have been 
after the Mediator is notified. 

I gave you an Account, Sir, in my laft, how the Trench Ambafla- 
dors had taken their Hour before me, as alfo what they faid and did 
upon it, in getting it to be changed ; Don C P. Ronqitil/o , in a Convcrfa- 
tion 1 had with him laft Night, will have all the Merit of that Rcfpcft 
given to his Majefty, to be on the Spaniards Side ; for he fays abfolutcly, 
that the Trench font their Gentlemen to take an Hour of M. dc los Ral- 
bajes, before the Spanifh Gentlemen were fet out to notific me, the 
French, or any ether of the Parties ; and that they made their Com- 
plement upon this Foot : ct That they, the French, called to Mind, 
££ how that M. de los Ralbafes and his Collogues had notified them of 
££ their Arrival fomc Weeks ago, but had withal delired them to fufpend 
££ the paying of their Vifit, till the new Powers in Form were come 
t£ from Spain ; that now they had underftoed by the Nuncio’s Auditor, 

££ thole Powers were come to Hand; and thereupon concluding that they 
££ might be now admitted to vifit them, had lent thole Gentlemen to 
<e take an Hour. 

This Complement being fet upon that old Foot, the Spaniards did 
not know how to refufe them an Hour; but that the Auditor coming 
along with the Nuncio in his Vifit, Don ‘Pedro took him afide, as he 
fays, while the Nuncio was at his Devotions in their new* Chappel, and 
convincing him how irregular the Thing was, told him in plain Terms, 
that they muft give the firft Revifit to the Mediator, not only from the 
Example of the Swedes to us here in the like Cafe, but much more 
from the Reafon of the Thing. That the Auditor hereupon went ftrait 
to the French, and acquainting them with what the Spaniards were 
refolvcd to do, the French , judging this would be fome kind of Em- 
barrafs to them, delired him to return back to the Spaniards, to defire 
them to fend a Gentleman to me, to advance my Vifit before the 
French ; and another to the French, to defire them to defer theirs till I 
had done. 

Thus you fee, S i r, both Sides challenge to themfelves the Merit 
of this firft RcfpeCt to his Majefty : However, by that which the Spa- 
niards have declared, and by that which the French have done, the 
Point (which the Swedes and others feemed once to boggle at) is, I 
hope, eftablilhcd beyond Contradiction. 

As to the Way of Interviews between themfelves, it lecms the Spa- 
niards and the Imperialifls arc refolvcd to continue it, for Don Pedro 
tells me, that when the Bifliop of Gtirck comes, (who hath made a 
Halt, fome fay at Dnffcldorp, others at Cleves, and hath been expected 
here thefe two Nights') they, the Spaniards, will vifit him, and he re- 
vifit them, before any of the Parties be notified ; and then the Breach 
between him and the Trench will be* avoided, which would otherwife 
follow, if he ftiould notific the Mediator firft, the Spaniards next, and 
the French in the third Place : Nay, I perceive ’tis intended to be 
obferved between the Ladies too, for Madam Stradtfman has vilited 
Vol. II. X a Madam 
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Madam de los Balbajcs, in a Stile not yet known among the/ WoijjefT^ ' 
with Coaches and iix Horfes ; and when Madam de los 'BalfaJes hath 
revilited her, then my Lady Temple , Madam Colbert , and thj reft, will 
be notified in Form. t s 

The firft Opportunity I had to fpeak with M. Bcccrning i tho’ he came 
Home on Ttiefday Night, was on Saturday at his Houfe, where I laid 
before him, the Bulinefs of Prince William , and the true Grounds that 
had induced his Majefty to intereft himfelf in a Temperament touching 
his Liberty. I reprefented to him the Danger we are in here, of hav- 
ing the French make this a Preliminary, and of putting a Stop to this 
whole Negotiation, till they have what they call Rcafon done them ; 
that I had, by his Majefty’s Orders, laid the Thing very Home to the 
Iwperia/ifts ; and had the like Order to do the fame to the Allies, and 
that 1 lvad begun with him. I let him fee, there was all the Rcafon 
imaginable to believe, that his Majefty hath no other Motive cr Lnd 
in thefj Offices, but the preferring of our Negotiations here alive, he 
having not engaged in them a Year and a half ago, till he faw there 
was no other Means of getting the French to this Allembly, and he not 
renewing his Office, till he fees the French ready to fiir the Bulinefs 
anew, and to ftick upon it. 

• H e feemed to be fenlible of the Danger we are in of an Accrochcment , 
but defired to be cxcufed, if he would not meddle in it, fo as to treat 
with M. Kinski , he delired me to forbear my Offices till the Bifhop of 
Gnrck comes (who is expected here every Hour) lie is his old Acquain- 
tance ; he has the Secret of the Emperor’s Affairs, and is much more 
tradable in Bulinefs than M. Kinski is ; bolides that, M. Stradtfman 
will be found to concur w'holly with the Bifhop, and not with M. 
Kinski j in the mean Time, he and I have refolved to turn over our 
Papers, to fee how’ far it can be made out, that the Emperor has come 
towards a Temperament, in any of his Declarations, that he or I may 
'have in our Hands. 

Last Night, I acquainted Fon Pedro , as another of the Allies, 
with the Orders I had to fpeak to him and his Collogues, about the 
Bulinefs of Prince William. He would needs underftand this as a new 
Menace of France j and therefore that they, the Allies, and the Em- 
peror, muft treat it accordingly : Then he fell to the ripping up of the 
Memorial, that the French printed in 1675, about the coming of their 
Ambalfadors hither, and the Wrong that was done to his Majefty in 
that Memorial : Then he fell upon the Anfwer to Burspmanierd s Me- 
morial, and the Sharpnefles in it, w hereby all the Blame is laid upon 
Spain ; particularly, that they have not given in any Propolitions for 
a Peace to his Majefty, as the French have done, W'hcreas they thought 
this to be the proper Place to give in their Propolitions, and that what 
they had given in, was a fufficient Ground for a Peace. He would not 
advife me, he faid, to bring this Bulinefs of Prince William to their 
Aflcmbly, nothing will be done in it to Effect, nor in any Thing elfe, 
till Sir William Temple do return with his Majefty’s Plan, upon w’hich 
all Parties may make a Peace ; then the Bulinefs of Prince Wiliams 
Liberty will not be of Importance great enough to hinder the Peace, if 
in other Points it can be adjufted. • 

Just as I am gone thus far,. M. Bcverning comes in, and having 
begun with Complaints againft the T)unkirkersl two of thofc Privateers 
having taken^up no lefs than 16 of their Herring-Bulfcs, and put them 
to Ranfom, contrary to the reciprocal Liberty agreed for the Filhermcn ; 
he palTed to other Bulinefs of greater Importance, as he faid, with 

ask- 
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-“■ftsking me; whether I had any Letters out of Spain by this laft Ordi- 
nary, and any News of the likelihood of a feparato Peace between 
France and Spain. 

I told him, as it was very true, I had, both of the i Ji and 15 tb of 
this Month, Ft. S. but little or nothing in them touching our Negotia- 
tions here, only of the Changes of the Minifters at Court, and of the 
Fight in Catalonia : He told me, he had Advices of the 15 th, that 
alarm’d him very much ,• and that which moved him moll in them was, 
that Sir William Godolpbin, his Majelly’s Ambalfador there, is faid to be 
talk’d to fierement every Day more than other, with Exprellions, that 
if his Majefty do not hold a more favourable Conduct towards the Crown 
of iN pain, they will be forced a m coup dcfefperc , which the Dutch 
Minifter there cannot interpret to be other than a feparate Peace 
with France , and the giving up of the Spanifl) Netherlands by it. 

M. Beverning told me, he took the more Notice of this, and made 
it his exprefs Delire, I would humbly reprefent it to his Majefty, as an 
Advice he thinks of fo much the greater Importance from fome Circum- 
ftances in this Country, and upon this Place, that feem to confirm what 
the Dutch Minifter advifeth from the Court at Madrid. 

This Minifter advifeth further, that whereas the ordinary Meetings 
of the Council for thefe Affairs, were but thrice a Week ever lince the 
War began, they meet three Times more extraordinarily ; and there 
are frequent Extraordinary Couriers, that go between Madrid and St. 
Scbajlian ; and the like, that come from St. Scbajlian to Madrid, un- 
der the Notion of Extraordinary Couriers for Flanders ; whereas, if 
there were any fuch Thing, it’s certain, they would bring fome News or 
other along with them, how their Affairs go in Flanders ; but thefe 
Extraordinary Couriers bring no fuch Matter : On the other Side, ’tis 
well known, that M. dc G rammont rcfidcs upon his Government at 
Bayonne , and ’tis fufpeCted, that thefe Couriers go no further than to . 
him j and when they come from thofe Parts, that they come from him, 
and not from Flanders. Another Thing that this Minifter obferves is, 
that there is a Capuchin that goes to and fro upon an Errand, not other- 
wife to be accounted for ; and M. Beverning further obferves, that the 
Correfpondcnts the States have in Savoy and ‘Portugal do advife, there 
is lome private Negotiation on Foot between France and Spain, and 
M. Beverning inclines the more to believe it, for that Don Juan meets 
with powerful Oppolition in his Adminiftration ; and cannot hope to 
conquer them fo calily, as was thought at firft, unlefs it be, when he 
has made a Peace with France. 

That which on this Side moves M. Beverning , to think their Ad- 
vices from Spain and other Places arc not groundlefs, is, 1 ft, That he 
finds the Imperial Ambafladors here fomething follicitous, leaft France 
and Spain fhould make a Peace, and the Price of it fliould be, the 
furrendring of the Spaniflo Netherlands. Thus thofe Minifters have late- 
ly put the Cafe to the Dutch Ambafladors, what the Empire and the 
States General would do in fuch a Conjuncture. 

2 dly, H e is cxtreamly furprized, that within thefe very few Days, 
the Spaniards have unbefpoke that Fleet of Dutch Ships, that was in- 
tended for thc^ Mediterranean , under Pretence, that it is now too late 
for fetting out • whereas he, M. Beverning, has told the Spaniftf Am- 
bassadors, that the going out of this Fleet would be for the Reputa- 
tion and Service of Spain, tho’ it fhould go no further than <Cadis ; but 
that they mull impute it wholly to themfclves that it did *not go out 
in May laft, his Highnefs the Prince of Orange having afligned them 

early 
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early enough both the beft Capital Ships, and the raoft experienc’d On- 
cers that this Country affords. 

A third Thing hs adds, and in that I cannot refufo to joyn with 
him, that Don P. Ronqnil/o , who at firft had a great Concern in every 
Step that was made in the Negotiations of this Place, bath of late 
fpoken of the Spanijh Affairs in general Terms, and without his ufual 
Concern for the Advancement and Progrcfs of our Negotiation. 

i\l. j Becoming, upon the Rcqucft I made him, was plcafed to promife 
to fond me the Tranfcript of a Copy, that I fuppofe the States his Ma- 
tters font him of the Advice from Spain of the i $tb Current, A 7 ”. S. if 
it come Time enough, I will be fare to fond you a Copy of it, otherwifo 
I lhall not fail by the next. 

M. Bevcrnings main Reflexion was, that his Majefty, as well as his 
.Matters, had too great an Intcreft, to fuller the whole Spanijh Nether- 
lands to pafs under the Obedience of France ; that now they, the 
States General, had fo coniiderablc a Force in the Country, that Spain 
would not be able to transfer the Dominion of their Netherlands to the 
French , without the Concurrence of the States General ; and therefore, 
that this was the true Scafon of their coming to an FlclairciJJcmcnt of 
the Intentions of Spain ; and that he delired his Majefty may have an 
Account of thofo Advices and Reflexions : This I allured him lliould 
be done by this Poft. I am always, (Jc.

Right Honourable Sir, 

■% yf Y laft was of the 30 th paft ,* lince which, I have the Favour of 
one f rom >°u of the 24 th to acknowledge,* and therein his 
Majefty s Orders and Command, that I fhould watch what is doing be- 
tween the French and the ‘Dutch . All that lies in me, I fhall be fore 
to do, God willing. 

O n Monday , as foon as the Poft was gone, the Swedes Ambafladors 
were with me, to defire my Offices in getting an FlclairciJJcmcnt from 
the Spanijh Ambafladors as to the Queftion, whether they timely and 
equally notified them with other Crown’d Heads c* whereof I gave you 
iome Account from M. d Olit'enkrantz lingly, in my laft. 

On Fuel day, 1 fpokc with M. de los Balbafcs , and Don P. Ronquilto, 
feverally about this Matter $ the Doubt of the Swedes , and the Flclair- 
ciJJcmcnt of the Spaniards , I have fot down in a Paper by it folf, that 
goes cnclofod, becaufo I would not trouble this Difpatch Avith itj I 
left the Swedes yefterday, upon Communication of what the Spaniards 
had aufwered, fully fatisfied, and in a Refolntion to go through their 
Vilits with the fooneft. 

M. Pci cum having defired me to communicate his Powers to the 
Swedes , as alfo the Defire and Intention he had to vifit them, if he 
may underftand that the Swedes Miniftcrs, of an equal Character with 
himfolf, are not in their Rencounters with the Ambafladors of Denmark , 
to pretend to ether Treatment than fuch as they, ‘the Swedes , fhould 
now give him M. Pet cum. They, the Swedes , anfivered me on Monday , 
that they ^ere ready to give the fame Treatment to M. Petctim , as t thc 
French hacj already given him ; provided M. Heugh would give his 
Word to them, as they fay he hath already done to the French , that 
there Avas no more intended by the Character of Depute Extraordinaire, 

than 
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TtfiUn what ' that of Envoys Extraordinaire bears. I have not yet been 
able to meet with M. Heugb, to receive his Anfwer upon this. 

A s to M. Pctcum's Power, the Swedes cannot accept it, nor will the 
French neither, as they fay j they muft have it exactly conform ( mutatis 
mutandis') to the Powers that are already admitted for Count Antoine 
and M. Heugh. 

0 n Tuefday having given an Account of this to M. 5 Vetcum, I found 
him unwilling any Declaration IhouJd be given, that Envoys Extraordi- 
naire and ‘Depute Extraordinaire , were juft the fame Thing } this laft 
of Depute being, in the Opinion of fome in their Court, fomething more 
than Envoye. 

From this Subject, he and I fell into Difcourfc of other Matters : 
He told me, among other Things, that at the Aifembly of the Allies 
the Night before, there had been a Debate touching the Manner of 
‘Proceeding with their adverfe Parties, when an Anfwer to the Lorain 
Proportion fhould be brought in ; and confequently, the Allies have the 
Way opened to them to enter further into Matter. 

The Firft Queftion was, Whether it fhould be by Articles put in 
Writing, in the Form of a Project, or elfe by giving in the Matter undi- 
gelled, and by Word of Mouth ? 

The Second Queftion was, Whether the Matters, be they brought in 
the one Way or the other, lliould be managed by Conferences de louche 
between the adverfe Parties thcmfelvcs, or elfe be committed to the 
Management of the Mediators ? 

Most inclined to give in the SubjeCt-Matter undigefted at the firft, 
and leave it to the Mediators to work it out, by going between the 
Parties, into fuch Particulars, as might afterwards be moulded into 
Form and into Articles. 

1 n this Debate, M. Beverning interpofed, and deftred them to forbear 
refolving of any Thing for the prefent, for that he hoped it would not 
be long e’ne Sir William Temple return’d out of England j and that then 
he’ll bring along with him a Plan from his Majcfty, comprehending the 
Terms and Expedients upon which the feveral Parties may come to*a 
General Peace, and that then they might work upon that Plan, in 
giving or taking more or lefs ; that his Majcfty might thereby fee how 
far the Minifters of each Side might be prevailed with, to yield to each 
other here ; and in thofc Matters which were not to be compounded 
or reconciled by Offices here, it might be left to his Majefty’s Royal 
Wifdom, to interpofe further with the Parties Principal. 

This that M. Beverning advanced, faying that the Advices he had 
bore it, hath added much to the longing of the Allies here to fee Sir 
William Temple returned, and to have wherewith to fet them on Work. 

M. Pctcum feemed to be of Opinion, that the reconciling of the Bu- 
finefs of Sweden , efpccially in Germany , would be the hardeft Knot in 
all the Treaty. The Houfe of Jjunenburgh will do all they can poffibly 
to hold what they have, and fo will the Elector of Brandenburgh , to 
hold what he can get in Pomerania , and he is not unlikely to get it 
all. Speaking of fome Inftabilities that have been obferved in the Court 
and Councils of Brandenburgh , and of the great Value that M. Somnitz 
hath with the Elector, and with all Men for his Integrity, he faid, 
there had palled fome Words between him and M. Beverning. , in'a late 
AjTembly of the Allies, the Occafion was this : The PlojeCt of the 
Dutch T reaty of Commerce being communicated to the Br*andenburgh- 
ers , and Copies being given of it, as it was intended to bl given in to 
the French , and the Brandenburgh Ambafladors fending it to their Court, 

(with 
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{with what Informations is not known) it was there underftood {fnd 
taken to be a Thing not in the Project of a Treaty, but fully adjufted and 
finally agreed (where, by the way, we fee, the ‘Dutch gave Copies of 
their Project to the feveral A Hies j before it was put in to the French, 
but gave us none, only promifed to do it, and we were forced to call on 
them for it before it w r as done). 

M. Beverning charged thefe Ambafladors, as if they had reprefented 
the Thing amifs ; he fpakc very warmly of it, and in Defence of the 
Sincerity of his Mailers, and of his and his Collegue, their Minifters. 
M. SomnitZ dclircd him to forbear at that Time and Place, but he would 
not j Vander Focht , the Dutch Miniltcr, having had Reproaches about 
this Thing in 'Berlin ; and the Brandenburgh Miniltcr at the Hague hav- 
ing raifed all Clamours poflible about it, and all upon a pure Miltake ; 
the Brandenburgh Minifters having found the Project to be in conclud- 
ing Terms, it being a Tranfcript of the Treaty of 1662 , they under- 
ftood and reprefented it, as M. Beverning would have it, to be a Thing 
agreed between the Dutch and the French , even before thefe laft had it 
put into their Hands. 

One Thing more M. Bet cum told me, that the French Ambafladors 
had protefted to him, they would ftay no longer in this Place, unlefs . 
they can make a Peace this Winter. 

M. de /os Balbafes told me on Fucfday , that M. cC FJirades having 
been a few Hours before to give him a particular Vilit, they had dif- 
courfed of the Peace, and particularly of the Affair of Lorain , his 
Conjecture was, that the Anfwer we now expedt every Day from the 
French about Lorain , will not be categorical ; for that M. cF FJirades 
had propofed to him the Example of the Pyrenees , for them and Spain 
to follow here, and to poftponc the Bufinefs of Lorain , till the Peace 
between the two Crowns be fixed. 

M. (C FJirades had been at Don B. Ronqnillo's the fame Day, in a 
particular Vilit : All that Don Bcdro told me of their Converfation 
was, that they had made a Trial of their firft Lances, not mentioning 
any particular. 

Yesterday the French Ambafladors were with me, to let me know 
they were much furprized, that the Itnpcrialijls will needs take it for 
granted, that the Bilhop of Strasburgb is not an Ally of France j they 
were come, they faid, to declare, that the King their Mailer had taken 
him into his Alliance, and that he is to be reputed his Ally, tho’ not 
fuch an Ally as is, or ever was, engaged with him in the War againft 
the Emperor : That when we were adjufting the Words of the com- 
mon Form of Plenipouvoir , the Allies had defired, that to the Words 
pour Traitor avec le Roy Tres-Chretienne & fes Jlliez, thefe Words out 
font en guerre , Ihould have been fubjoin’d : That they, the French , then 
oppofed it ; and the principal Reafon why they did it was, becaufc the • 
King their Mailer had Allies that are not engaged in the War ; and 
the letting of that Word to enter into the Plenipouvoir, would have 
been an Exclufion of fuch Allies, and namely, of the Bilhop of Stras- 
burgh , whom they then named, and pointed out, both to the Mediators 
and to M. Beverning j that however they might not then be fully under- 
ftood, they were now come to declare that to have "been always their 
Meaning, and to confirm what'is known publickly enough, that Mde 
Strasburgb Is an Ally of France , and that that ought not to be any Pre- 
judice to his appearing here by his Minifters, as freely as any other 
Prince of the Empire may ; fince it is an undoubted Right of the 
Princes of the Empire, to make Alliances with other Foreign Princes 
provided they be not againft the Emperor or Empire. R 
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A few ’Hours after, M. 2 tucker came to me, to doclare on his Part 
likewife, that his Mailer had the Honour to be taken by the Moil 
Chriftian King into his Protection, as alfo into his Alliance, yet that 
that Alliance is fuch as docs not engage him in this War, or is in any 
wife repugnant to what he owes either to the Emperor or the Empire/ 

Yesterday 1 received a Letter from the City of Hamburgh , ad- 
dreifed to the Embaify here : In the firft Place it takes Notice of our 
Diligence to procure Paifports from France and Sweden , for their De- 
puties to come hither, and are fatisfied with it, tho’we have not hither- 
to had the Succefs to procure them : In the next Place, they fuppofe 
there is a Treaty going on about Navigation and Commerce, wherein 
they do fuppofe the King our Matter, the Mott Chriftian King, and the 
King of Sweden , will have a principal Part : They defire, that fince 
their Being depends principally upon the Freedom of Trade, wc would 
take Care to get their City included in fuch a Treaty. The Thing as 
they propofe it, is not practicable by us, having no InftruCtions upon it 
from his Majefty, nor are we (it may be) capable, confidering his Ma- 
jefty’s Figure of Mediator, of having fuch InftruCtions as may make us 
Parties for them, fo far as their Intercft and the Oppofition of others 
may require ; but they making the Concern of the King’s Subjects in 
their Trade, to be the Ground of their Requeft, his Majefty will doubt- 
ids have the Reflexions that are proper upon it ; their Republick is con- 
flderablc ; and a Support from his Majefty in this Conjuncture may 
pollibly have thofe Effects with them, as to pafs into a Jafting Obliga- 
tion upon thofe People ; but this I wholly fubmit, and beg your Orders 
what to anfwer upon this Letter ; remaining always, drc.

M Y laft was of the 2 d 3 fince which I have the Favour of yours of 
the 31 Ji paft to acknowledge, and do moft humbly thank you 
for the Information you are pleafed to be fo particular in to me, touch- 
ing the Stile of Invifiiffimus , and Count Wallcnfteins Importunities 
there upon it. 

What you are pleafed to obferve from M .Skelton, of the Stile of 
Sweden to the Emperor, is, I doubt not, very certain, and I fhall make 
it my Bufincfs to enquire, whether the Emperor doth not give Majcftas , 
and not Serenitas, to the King of Sweden : In their Memorials they 
arc very exaCt, as often as they fay S*- C* Ma tat • to couch with it 
S* R a - Met**' Sited* in the fame Period. 

I moft humbly thank you likewife for the Imprefles you have font 
tne ,• I am glad that they have found nothing yet under the Great Seal 
that makes againft us ; I mull confefs I am not without Apprchcnfion, 
that if they fearch backward as far as King James s Time, there may 
be fome Inftrumcnts in fome of his Embaifi.es that may make againft us ,• 
for I fuppofe we were liberal enough in,Point of Titles, while tfie Bu- 
fincfs of the 5 Palatinate was depending ; and one Thing m9re which I 
am afraid of. King James begins one of his Tracts about fhe Oath of 
Allegiance, with InvittiJJime Imperator dr Scrcneffmi Reges * but in this, 

1 hope, I am out, having not the Book by me to examine j or at leaft, 
that the Miniftcrs of this Age will not hit that Blot.

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0 n I’lmrfday, after the Poft was gone, M. Spanbeim brought me a 
Writing, (the Copy whereof goes herewith inclofed) being a Complaint 
of the Hungarian Protejiants, of their being bereaved of their Minifters, 
and other Grievances relating to their Religion ; it was delivered by 
certain Deputies of thofc Proteltants, to the Elector’s Miniftcr refiding 
at Vienna, and it was his Electoral Highnefs’s Plcafure to fend it hither, 
with Order (as M. Spanbeim words it) to take my Opinion upon it. 

1 t would be too great a Confidence in me to deliver any Opinion,' 
in a Matter fo foreign as that is to the Service I am upon here, and in 
a Thing wherein I am fo utterly ignorant, both in the Matters of Fad 
and Matters of Right, that arc alledged in this Memorial. Only I let 
M. Spanbeim fee what has palfcd between his Majefty and the States 
General, which we had by your Favour communicated to us in Novem- 
ber laft, touching the poor diftreifed Hungarian Minifters ; and how that 
his Majefty had, as may be gathered from his Letter to the States 
General, font Orders to Mr. Skelton upon that Subject, and cxpe&cd 
further Information from the States, by what Manner of Means his 
Majefty might molt uiefully interpofe for thofc poor People. 

On Friday M. Chriftine, in a particular Vifit he favoured me with,' 
entred into a Difcourfe of the great Calamities of Flanders , and of 
his own Share in them ; having not of a great while received otte Far- 
thing from the Eftate he has in that Country, and being driven to con- 
tribute cxccflivcly in Regard of his Office, as being of the Council 
there. I mention this, becaufc he added one Thing that was at the 
old Rate of F)on Pedro ; it was, that tho’ the War be as bad for them 
as may be, yet a Peace would be worfc $ for then the very Garrifons of 
France in their Conqucfts, would make an Army fufficient to fwallow 
them up in a Night ; whereas now, the Force of their Allies in the 
Country, faves them from being devoured all of a fudden : As for 
* Treaties, and Guarantees, and Publick Faith, he would not allow there 
is any Security in them ; the Experience they already have, not luffer- 
ing them to truft to any Thing, but to a Force that is equal or fupe- 
riour ; and that they can never have, at the Diftancc they are from 
Spain , and as Matters have been hitherto managed in that Monarchy. 

M. Heugh , in a Conversion I had with him the fame Day, took 
Occalion to exprefs, with much of Proteftation, the extraordinary great 
Reliance that the King his Mailer hath on his Majefty s Friendfhip ; 
he hath done fo pretty frequently, and at this Time with extraordinary 
Profelfions of Sincerity on his Part, and of the certain Knowledge he 
hath of the King his Mailer s Palfion for his Majefty ; adding withal, 
that they arc at this Time in *Denmark in a pretty good Condition at 
Sea, and that he hopes they will appear fo conlidcrablc to his Majefty, 
that he may be plcafed faire quelqtie fonds upon them. 

H h fays, the King his Mailer is really and heartily difpofed to accept 
of any tolerable Terms for a Peace ,• the main Thing he aims at is, to 
make his Condition fomething better in Scboonen, than that the King 
his Father left him in, having been forced to part with that which was 
the ancient Inheritance of the Crown, and to diveft himfelf fo, that 
his Capital City was become a Frontier. 

A n.o t h e r Thing, he faid, .was an intolerable Grievance to them, 
rather for the Difhonotir of it, than the Lo is in it, it was, the Terms 
upon which, they Hood with the Swedes, in Matter of Maritime Affairs ; 
if that werg a little mended too, in the reft his Mailer would be 
quickly fatisfied ; and in both thefe he hopes to be righted, by the 
great Equity of his Majefty in his Mediation. 

From 
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fiOM this he patted to difcourfe of the Siege of Cbarleroy , and of 
the Difficulty of that Enterprize, which lie faid might be of very iJl 
Confequencc to his Highnefs the Prince of Oranges Interefts in this 
Country; ttnee ir cannot be known how far the malignant Party would 
improve fuch an Opportunity againft the Prince : The Amfierdamers 
having already fliewed their Teeth, in declaring comme an fin de la 
grand cloche ) that this was the lalt Time, and they would never be 
brought to contribute again the 200th Peny in this War. 

Yesterday M. Secerning and I had another Meeting about Prince 
•Williams Affair : We had before us all that had pafl'cd between Count 
Oxeitfticrn and the Emperor, and his Minifters at T'tcnna i the Count 
having favoured me with a Tranfcript of all out of his Papers, which 
I fhall fend you by the next ; we had alfo ail that patted between his 
Majelty and the Emperor by Mr. Skelton , M. Uncker , or otherwife, 
upon that Subject ; as alfo what has patted between the Emperor and 
the Nuncio’s Secilacqua and Soucifi ; but we want what patted between 
him and Jlbrici, who was Nuncio when the Prince was feized. 

That which we look after and cannot find is, that the Emperor 
hath at any Time declared, he would leave the Bufincfs of that Prince 
to this Treaty. Something there is, as if the Emperor and the Par- 
ties had declared, tho’ not fully to that Effect, yet that we may guefs 
may be made Ufc of to that End ; it is in Anfwcr to a Memorial of 
Sir William 'Temple' s, that_ if the Peace be made, then the Prince fhall 
have entire Liberty. This Anfwcr M. Secerning writes for this Day, 

, for as it happens, I have only a little Note of it, it bears Date the 19th 
of April 1675. 

Our Hopes are, that if it can be made out, the Emperor has at any 
Time declared, that the Bufincfs of the Prince fhould be left to this 
Affembly, the Aflcmbly may at any Time challenge and take it in 
Hand, and judge it rcafonablc that his Majelty may be complied with 
in the Temperament he hath propounded, rather than accrocbe all our 
Negotiation here with that Bufincfs ; tho’ I confefs 1 have little Hopes 
of any greater Moderation in the Imperialijls , from what M. Oxenjliern 
told me, of the perfonal Refentments that the Emperor difeovered to 
him againft the Prince, and of the Concurrence of all his Minifters in it. 

Besides, there is no body without fome Hopes, that we may have 
a Peace this Winter; and then the Time will be fo fhort, that the Allies 
will rather hope, his Majefty will pleafe to employ his Offices with France, 
to forbear Birring in this Matter for a few Months, rather than infill 
that the Emperor fhould, after all this Delay, now give in to the Tem- 
perament, and that the Allies fhould join with his Majefty to difpofc 
him to it; but this is no more than my Conjecture. 1 fhall go on in 
moving the Allies formally, as I have already done M. Secerning and 
Lon 5 P. RonquillOs as foon as we can fee what the States Refolution of 
the \$tb of April 1675. will furnifh us with. M. Secerning. , in the Con- 
vocation we had together laft Night, difeover’d to me, that he is more 
at Eafc fince he received the Letters of this Ordinary from Spain , than 
he was before, as I told you in one of my laft; for their Miniftcr advifeth, 
that tho* Lon yuan were of Opinion, and fhould advife the King of 
Spain to part witl* the Low-Countries , yet he would not be able to carry 
it, as Things now ftand in the Council ; Jfor the Minifters that are againft 
it t have the laft Will and Tcftamcnt of 5 Philip Wth to plead, whereby it 
is, it feems, forbid to alienate any Part of the Monarchy, ^ut molt ex- 
prefly and by Name the Spanijh Netherlands . I am, &c. t

Right Honourable Sir, 

INC I', my laft, which was of the 6 th, I have the Favour- of yours 
of the 3 d Current come to Hand, with more than ordinary Speed. 

It is with the deepelt Senfe of Duty and Acknowledgement pofliblo, 
that I receive the Intimation you are pleafed to favour me with, of his 
Majefty ’s Royal Grace and Clemency, in not difapproving what I ' 
have endeavoured here in the Vilit of Ceremony, between the Spanijb 
Ambafladors and my fclf. 

You will ’ere this have found by my Letter of the 30?$ paft, how 
foon the Revilit to me was over ; and confequently, that your Orders 
came not Time enough to move upon that Point, which I perceive 
his Ala jelly would have cleared ; that is, that the Spaniards in their 
Revilit, fliould have taken the Imperialifts in their proper Place, I 
mean after the Mediators, notwithftanding what had palled between 
them, as Minifters of the fame Houfe already. 

It is to me under Correction extreamly improbable, tiiat the Spa- 
niards would have been brought to do this, or the Imperialifts to ac- 
cept it j that which palfed between the two fmballics being not intend- 
ed for a private Interview, after which ajnore folcmn one was to 
follow, but being all of Intcrviiit that was to pafs between them. 

That which pofllbly may fatisfic them is, that the Imperialifts loft 
not their Rang, bccaufe they were, as it were, abfent from the great 
Day of Ceremony, lince there was the fame Ceremony and Solemnity 
paid them the Day before, as was intended for us. 

That which fatisfies ns on the other Side (I mean the Mini- 
of all Crown’d Heads) is, that their Vilits being Hors de Rang , 
and before Notification to any other, they were without Confequence, 
and that they mull be undcrftoood fo the rather, for that otherwife the 
Nuncio, for whom the Spaniat'ds do profefs a firft Refpcft, and vvhofe 
Precedency the Imperialifts durlt not difpute, w'ould have fuffered tire 
moft of any, as neither himfelf, nor any of the Parties here, do reckon 
he hath fuffered by this Anticipation. ’Tis true, there remains no 
more, as you arc pleafed to obferve, but that we make the belt Ufe 
we can of the E‘ clair cijjements we have in Hand, and of the Precedent 
we have from Munftcr ; yet if Right be done to his Majefty, (as I hope 
it Will be done) by three or four Ambafladors that are yet to come, 
the Cafe will be mighty ftrong, if not a clear Decifion on our Side 
againft the Imperialifts ; and there will be nothing to oppofe againft it, 

I mean againft the Suffrages of all the Crown’d Heads of Europe , but 
this Angle Shift and Contrivance of the Spaniards , in Favour of the 
Imperialifts. 

The Ambafladors I mean, arc Count Antoine and M. Odyike , who 
have nothing to do, no more than we, with the Nuncio, ought regu- 
larly to give the firft Notification and Refpeft to his Majefty s Minifters, 
as the general Mediator j and there is nothing to tempt them to do 
otherwife, unlefs it be their prefent Alliances. There are two other 
Ambaffadors more that are cxpe&ed, I mean Don Francifco de Melle , 
and his Collegue when they are come, methinks tho’ they be no Par- 
ties, yet thpir own Character and Prctenfion as Mediators, will lead 
them to notify his Majefty ’s Minifters in the firft Place, only they will 

order ' 
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v order it fo as the Spaniards have done, in paying the firft Refped of 
ail to the Nuncio. 

But I hope, before any of thefe come, (tho’ Count Antoine be 
talk’d of and expected every Day, and that about thirty of his 
Domefticks arrived near a Fortnight iince) one, if not both my Col- 
legues, will be return’d hither, with fuch further Orders as his Majcfty 
Ihall think requifito for our Government in this Point. Nor am I out 
of Hopes, but that the Representation, which you may have already 
made on that Side, of what M. Heitgb hath merited already, may ope- 
rate here, fo as to engage Count Antoine , when he conn s, to clear 
this Point : Nay, ’tis poflible you may think, it worth the while to 
try, how far the Court of ‘Denmark may be clifpofed to fix this Butin*. Is 
when Count Antoine Ihall appear. I am apt to think the Imperials 
do labour this Point on their Side at that Court ; for I perceived they 
have laboured in M. Petcums Bulinefs, and the Imperial Ambafiadors 
here have expoflulated with M. lleugb, for that M. Pet cum faw me 
before he faw them ; they have lince refufed to fee M. Pet cum, tho’ 
M. Ileugh hath laboured to excufe his fo doing, with faying, there 
was a Neccffity for his having Recourfe to the Mediator for his Offices 
upon the Plenipowvoir that the King of Denmark has given him , ’tis 
true, there was another Embarrafs between them, for M. Pet cum pre- 
tended the Impcrialifis fhould give him the fame Treatment, that the 
Imperial Fnvoycz flioufd pretend to in any Rencounter hereafter with 
the Amballadors of Denmark \ but as it was not difficult for them to give 
the fame Anfwcr as the French did in this Point, (which was, that 
they would not declare or llipulate any Thing in Cafes not yet fallen 
out, but that M. Pet cum fhould be welcome to them, lince he did not 
infill to have the Hand, or any fuch Thing) fo I think the Ditficulty 
between the Impcrialifis and him is, for that he vifited them not in the 
firft Place, and before me. 

On Monday , M. Colbert told me, in a particular Converfation, that 
he had lately taken an Occafion to fpcak with M. Peverning , and to 
know of him, how he and his Colleguc had underftood the Acceptance 
that they, the French Ambalfadors, had declared of the Treaty of 62 
in all its Points. That M. Peverning had thereupon told him, it had 
never entred into his Thoughts and his Collegues, that they, the 
French , meant any more than the Points op Commerce , which are from 
the i$th Article downwards ; and that the Pctitum or Demand that 
they, the Dutch , had made, being about Commerce only, and Begin- 
ning in their Project from the i$th Article downwards, they did not 
undcrlland the Conccffion or Anfwer of the French to be other, than 
adaquatc to what they had asked, and confcquently that the 12 firft 
Articles never came into Qucftion between them. 

This M. Colbert told me, not, he faid, but that his Majefty had 
done them the Honour to believe them upon their own EclairciJjcmcitt, 
as they had underftood from M. Conrtin. but for one Argument more in 
Confirmation of what they had faid before upon that Subject. 

Here I taking Occafion to tell him, that the Difference now be- 
tween them was not great, efpecially confidering the Temperament 
they in France wefe ready to give, whgn the Peace were once *made, 
both in the Matter of the I’raite for eigne and of the 50 Sols. He ac- 
knowledged there might be Ways found out to accommodate them, yet 
not fo long as the Dutch flood, as they did, for the fatisfying of their 
Allies. 


One 
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One Thing fell from him, in fpeaking of the Traite foreigne , which' 
I had never obferved before ; it was, that the 'Dutch infilled to have 
it reduced to the Foot it was upon in the Year 32, or at leaftwife, 
faid he, as it was in 62, the Time of the laft Treaty ; this laft Branch 
of the Alternative, I do not remember to have heard fpoken of before, 
fo that it is polftblc, this is a Temperament the Dutch have yielded 
to, upon feme further Treating between them and the French , for 
they are frequently together, linco our having had any Thing to do 
in it. 

In this Conference, M. Colbert cxcufed himfelf, and fo did M. 
d /lvanx afterwards, from giving any Thing in Writing to the Impe- 
rialifts by Way of owning the Bilhop of Strasbtirgh to be an Ally of 
the King their Mailer ; they faid, it was too trifling a Matter, and all 
the Anfwer they would give was, that they did declare — jgg'ils 
reconnoiJJ'oicnt M. /’ Evc'que dc Strasbourg pour Mlti dn Roy leur Maitre , 
and yet fo fcrupulous is M. Kinski , that he mull needs have thofe 
Words, as few as they are, from me in Writing, forlooth 1 for better 
Certitude Sake, which I gave him and his Collogue laft Night. 

M. Ducktr dictated to me his Anfwer, which was in thefe Words, 
and I dictated the fame over again to the lmperialifts. 

— 2 V C c c ft rendre jnfticc a M. le Prince Evequc de Strasbourg, que 
dc 11c le pas conftdercr comme Enncmy dc fa Majeftee Impcrialc , dr 
de l' Empire. 

— (fu'il fd toujour s declare dr \le declare encore, quil na jamais 
fonge Jenlcmcnt d le devenir. 

— Qtic par ce qui eft de la Protection dr de I Alliance dans la- 
quelle il a fhonneur deftre reieu de fa Majeftee T’res Chretienne , il 
croit quil ne s' eft nullcmcnt de parti par la dc fon devoir envers fa 
* Majeftee Impcrialc dr l Empire. 

This the lmperialifts told me they would confidcr of, and give 
me their Reflexions upon it, not as coming from a Miniftcr, but from 
a Scrviteur (that was the Word) of the Bifhop of Strasburgb. 

This is the Way of M. Kinski's Proceeding, but I cannot think he 
will gain any Thing by it, for I cannot fee how they will avoid admit- 
ting of M. dc Strasburgb to the Treaty, it being a Thing that in 
a Manner was yielded in the adjufting of the Plcnipouvoirs , when the 
Confederates would have had thefe Words, qui font contra nous en 
guerre added to the Word Allicz ; the French oppoling the faid Words 
moll ltiflly, and giving for their Rcafon, that thofe Words, if they Hood, 
would be an Rxclufion to the Bifhop of Strasburgb. 

In this Convcrfation, the lmperialifts enquired of me, (and they 
had font a Secretary to do it the Night before) whether I had any 
News from the French , touching their Anfwer to the Lorain Propofi- 
tion ; obferving to me, that there arc now three Weeks upon expiring, 
lince it was put into their Hands, and that they might rcafonably expect 
an Anfwer before this Time, in Regard the French had faid, they had 
Power to anfwer, and that at the Time it was delivered into their 
Hands ; they faid no more, but that they did accept it, and would 
examine it. 

M. 'dc los PalbafcSy in a Vifrt he favoured me with yefterday, ex- 
prefs’d likewife a great longing to have this Anfwer to the Lorain 
Proportions'; then his Opinion, he faid, would be, to go to the detaile 
of Things, &nd to wave all Manner of Writing, leaving to the Media- 
tors, when they have the Particulars that the Parties demand com- 
municated 
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municated to them, to try how near they can bring the Parties toge- 
ther, by going between them, and ufing the Reafons they (hall be for- 
nifh’d with from the one towards the other Side : Yet, as far as I can 
perceive by M. d Olivenkrantz, they, the Swedes, will not let fall the 
laft Anfwer of the Imperialifis , without replying upon it in Writing, for 
he thinks it may be of Advantage, in order to the better informing of 
fome Princes in the Empire. 

Herewith goes inclofed that Extradt out of M. Oxenjtierns Proto- 
col/, touching Prince William of Fmrjlemburgh , that I mentioned to 
you in my laft. 1 am ever, ( fre*

Right Honourable Sir,’ 

S INCE my laft of the 9th, I have hot the Favour of any from you 
to acknowledge. 

That Difpatch was no fooncr gone, but Meflicurs Kinski , Heugb , 
and Feverning , came to me from the Body of the Allies, to defire my 
Offices towards the AmbafTadors of France , in order to get from them 
an Anfwer upon the Lorain Propofition in their Hands. They obferved 
to me, that it was then above a Fortnight the French had had them, 
that the French having declared (before the Propofition was given 
in) that they had Power to give an Anfwer to it, they, the Allies, did 
now hope, that they were ready to do it, and that they were in fb 
much the greater longing for it, for that the Want of it was an Ac- 
crochtnent upon the Intcrefts of the whole Alliance. 

Next Morning I took an Hour of the French AmbafTadors upon this 
Errand, but M. a Avaux was away ; the other two told me, they won- 
der’d very much the Allies prcfTcd this Point fo hard, they, the French , 
having been forced to ftay three Months together for an Anfwer to their 
Propofitionsi 

T h u Anfwer they would now give fhould be Alternative, either that 
it was not tcafonablc they fhould make an Anfwer with fo much Pre- 
cipitation, in a Bufinefs that deferves fo well to be deliberated upon, 
not cfpccially at this Time, for that it would be againft the Dignity 
of the King their Maftcr to do it, while the Duke of Lorain feems to 
demand it in the Head of an Army upon the Borders of France . 

The other Branch was, that if the Allies, all of them, for their own 
Concerns in fcveral, would come to particular Propofitions and De- 
mands, qtii feroient plus convenablcs a f etat des affaires , and fay, this 
and this we will do, or, we will be contented with, provided that the 
Duke of Lorain have his Satisfaction thus and thus , they, the French, 
in that Cafe would give a categorical Anfwer at one and the fame 
Time, not only to the fevcral Allies* but to the Duke of Lorain like- 
wife. 

Finding the Anfwer like to be to this Effcft, I thought it incum- 
bent upon me to reprefent unto them. That an Anlwer thus dilatory 
would very much*difrelifh the Allies, and raife a great Clamour ^againft 
them, the French AmbafTadors : I offered to their Confideratioii, how 
that the Allies allcdged, they could do no lefs than infift for a catego- 
rical Anfwer, as they do, (efpecially the Impcrialijis, Spaniards, and 
Hollanders) for that they are engaged exprefly by Treaty, to procure 
to the Duke of Lorain the fame Liberty of Treating as themfelves 

have ; 
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have ; which they coriceive him to be debarr’d of, while he is refilled 
an Anfwer to his firft Propoiition, the French having given an Anfwer 
to all the other Parties. 

Another Thing I told them the AJlies would be fure to lay hold 
on, it was, the Anfwer they, the French , themfclves had made, when 
the Allies had by me put the Qucftion to them, whether they would 
anfwer Catcgoriqucment quant an gros de / affaire & promptement fans 
avoir nlterieur Rccoitrs a /cur Cottr , in Cafe the Lorain Minifter did 
put in his Propoiition in the very Form infilled on. 

For the Anfwer then of the French being upon this, that they 
were ready to receive the Propoiition, and qnils avoient 'Ponvoir d'y 
rependre dans le temps , & a la manierc qitils jugcroicnt a propos : 
This did, in the Judgment of the Allies, imply, that it was in the 
Power of the French to anfwer as foon as they pleafed, and that there 
was no need of their having Recourfe to Court for further Directions ; 
that now', even after that there is fo much Time fpun out, as might 
have ferved to procure Directions from Court, to find no Word in their 
Anfwer touching the Reftitution of Lorain, will be Matter of Surprize 
to them, the Allies ; for it being in the Power of the French , as them- 
felves have faid, to anfwer, fuch an Anfwer as this is, might have 
been given the next Day after the receiving of the Propoiition. 

To the Firfl, M. Colbert anfwercd, that the only Way for the Allies 
to make good their Engagements to the Duke or Lorain is, for each 
of them to give in more reafonablc Propolitions in their own Behalfs - 
then all of them lhall have their Anfvvcrs. 

T o the Second , 1 mean in that they faid they had Power to anfwer 
his Reply was, that that is to be undcrllood with the fame RcftriCtion 
as the Words impowering in all Flenipouvoirs are, that is. Men have 
Power to aCt, to conclude, and to lign by their Commiflions, yet they 
•• do nothing of that without taking their own Time to deliberate, and, 
as they fee Caufc, to advife with thofe that entrufted them. 

Afte r a great deal of Difcourfe upon this Subject, M. Colbert dclired 
the Debate might be adjourned till next Morning at my Houfe, becaufe 
M. d Avaux was away: M . d Avaux and he coming next Morning 
at the Hour they had taken, M. Colbert told me, they had varied hut 
little from the Opinion they were of the Day before, and that they had 
now brought me their Anfwer in Writing, for the Help of my Memory; 
the Copy of that Writing goes herewith ; but M. Colbert reading over 
the Writing, M. d Jvaux (w ho probably had not feen it before) dclired 
fomc Things to be blotted out in it ; what was blotted out, and what 
was altered, will appear by the Copy, for it is tranferibed juft as it was 
left in my Hands. I found after all fome Exprelfions in it that were 
rough, and would be Matter of Cavil and digrenr if delivered to the 
Allies ; therefore I took the Liberty to alter it, as it goes along here- 
with in another Paper, having firft fhewed it to the French Ambafladors, 
to let them judge if I did retain their Scnfe or not ; and tis in thole 
Woidi I intend to deliver the French Anfwer this Afternoon to the 
Allies in their Alfcmbly. 

M. Colbert obferved to me, that his Mafter and his Minifters have 
declared their Dillike, that the Affairs of Lorain are managed, not by 
the Minifter of that Duke, but by the whole Alliance in general; that 
they, the French and Swedes, do not appear fo in a Body lor the Bilhdp 
of Strasburgh their Ally. 

I n this Converfation, I thought it not unfeafonable to ask them, (as 
1 had done in that of the Day before) whether they had forefecn 5 
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Difficulty or Thought of any Precautions to be taken in the Matter of 
Ceremony, now that the Biihop of Gnrck was like to appear ’ere long 
in publick. They told me, they had not yet penetrated how near 
that Ceremony was at Hand, but that they would be fure to commu- 
nicate with me, if they had any Reflexions to make upon it. 

I told them, how that fomc Ambalfadors had been founded, whe- 
ther they would give the Title of Altejfe to the Biihop, as Prince of 
Gurcki and lay before them fome of the Difficulties that it would 
have with me, in Cafe I were put to it ; giving them fome Account 
how that Title had been contefted at Mnnfter , to the Duke de Lon- 
guevillc , and that the Word, Vorjlelyck Genade , which, it feems, con- 
tents him in High-'Futcb , being in precifc Conltru&ion but 'Princely 
Grace , feems to be inferior to the Word Altejfe in its Importance, con- 
fidering that this Word Altejfe* is retained in the Stile of fome Crown’d 
Heads ; namely, in the King of Spains , in their judicial Addrelfes to 
this Day, at leaft in fome of his Courts and Councils of Cajiile. 

M. Colbert was of Opinion, that if the Biihop of Strasburgb were 
here in Quality of Ambalfador to the Emperor, he were not to be 
treated d Alt ijfc* much lefs this Biihop, who is neither Prince by Birth, 
nor his Bifhoprick a Principality of the Empire. 

M. Oxcnftiern was the Ambalfador that M. Stradtfman had founded,' 
but M. Colbert thought he would not pretend to it ,* but believed, there 
was fomething that lluck between the Biihop and the Nuncio, for that the 
Pope, not allowing his Nuncio to take the Title of Excellence , they 
arc loath to give Excellence to AmbalTadors that are Eccleliafticks ,* 
but only the Reciprocal Title, or Treatment of Seigneurie Illttftriffme . 

M. a Avaux , a few Hours after, told me, he thought that Difficulty 
was over for having asked the Auditor, how that Point would be 
fettled between the Nuncio and the Biihop ? He told him, he treated 
him d Excellence j whence he inferr’d, that the Nuncio gave in to that, 
and the Biihop did not pretend to Altejfe , nor do I find it, (as far as 
I Have been able to get M. Stradtfman s Secretary founded) that any 
befidcs his own Domelticks do treat him Vorjlelyck Genade. 

I do find the Nuncio is endeavouring, upon this Occafion, to falvc 
the Failures of M. Kinski and M. Stradtfman , in the Point of Cere- 
mony with the French , and to bring that Bufincfs about again if he 
can ; yet the French were not plcafed to take Notice or any fuch 
Thing to me. 

Last Night 'Don Pedro Ronquillo, in a Vifit he gave me, fell up-' 
on the Bulinefs of 'Don Bernardo dc Salinas in England , treating it as 
very unfortunate, and fo the Mifunderltanding between Meffieurs de 
Bcrgyck and Burgomaniero , to the Affairs of Spain at this Time •, yet 
alluring me, that the King his Mailer is unmoveablc in his Friend- 
Ihip for his Majelly, and in the Confidence he hath entertained of his 
Majelly ’s Equity and Affection to him in this Mediation. One In- 
ftance, he told me, I Ihould hear of ere long,* which he hoped, his 
Majelly would be well plcafed with : It was, that this prefent Pope 
having propofed to the Duke d EJlrce, Ambalfador of France* that the 
two Crowns Ihould come to a Treaty, for the Peace between them, in 
the City of Rome ; and that that Ambalfador having given the Pope 
£hod Hopes the Thing might be. brought about, and that his Brother, 1 
the Cardinal, might bring along witlf him (when he Ihould return 
out of France) the Powers and Orders neceffary ,• the Pope propofed 
the fame Thing to the Marquifs del Carpio , Ambalfador of Spain : But 
this Ambalfador did fay no more to it, than that he would \vrite to his 

Vol. II. Z Court : 
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Court : When this came to Spain, it was refolvcd, the Marquifs 
fhould have Orders exprefs, to Jet the Pope know, that the King of 
Spain could not confent to the changing of the Place of Treaty, nor 
would depart from the Mediation of the King our Matter, which 
he had accepted, and did rely on, for the good Effects he expected 
from it, in making the Peace general. He (the King of Spain) being 
refolvcd not to enter into any particular fepatate Treaties at all, nor 
would he be divided from his Allies, which mutt needs be, if the 
Treaty were removed to Rome , lince that was a Place, the < Pro~ 
t eft ant Allies would riot come at. This I found by him, is to be 
communicated this Day (having come to them by the Letters of the 30 tb 
paft, N- S.) to the Allies at their Aflembly, then I am to have it 
imparted to me again by the Embaffyj this Overture being, as he 
laid, only cn amy from him. 

From this he fell to difeourfe of the Tranche Comte , and of the 
Neceffity of having it as a ‘Barrier to fo many Places, to the Princes 
of the Rhine , to the SvoiJJ'cs , to the Milancz , &c. but adjourned the 
further Difeourfe of it to another Time, only defiring me to prepare 
for the Deductions he will make me another Time, by looking upon 
that Country as it lies in the Map. 

Just as I was doling, comes the AmbalTador of ‘Denmark, to im- 
part to me, as he faid, the great Difquict he was in, upon the l’ore- 
fight he had of the Embarrafs that the firft Vifits of Count Antoine 
would engage them the Danes in, either with the Mediators, or elfc 
with the Imperialifts. He told me, their inward Devotion was, to pay 
their firft RclpeCt to his Majcfty, but the Imperialist do exaCt it from 
them, and do it with a high Hand at this Time, becaufc that they 
are in Alliance with them, and have Need of their Help. His firft 
Propofition was, whether I could think of any Expedient to get them 
out of this Difficulty ; thofe he propofed were, that Count Antoine 
fhould make his firft Vifit in fuch a Time, as I fhould take Occalion to 
ftep out of Town, or fo for half a Day, or elfc at a Time when I 
might be fuppofed to be indifpofed, and the Notification fhould be 
given in that Cafe the fame Time to me, as to the Imperialifts . 

I told him plainly, my Orders were prccifc, to pretend the firft No- 
tification before the Imperialist , and that I would give in to no 
Manner of Expedient. 

Seeing this would not do, the next Thing he defired me was, to 
write to Court about it, to fee whether his Majcfty may plcafc to 
think of fome Temperament to help out the King his Matter, that has 
all Honour and all Affection for his Majcfty and that the Count An- 
toine, being certainly to arrive fome Time this Week upon an Eftatc 
he hatli in this Country, and within two or three Days after, to ren- 
der himfclf in this Town, he hoped to prevail with him to defer his 
Appearance for fome Days, tho’ his Equipage be quite ready, in Hopes 
of fome favourable Rcfolution from his Majcfty. 

In this Converfation, which was an Hour long, he entred fevcral 
Times upon the Rcafon of the Thing, and the Inconvenience it would 
be ; if an Elector, or the Venetian , fhould take upon them the Figure 
of Mediators, they muft have the fupream Ranks ; I kept my fclf, as 
well as I was able, from engaging into the rcafonirig Part, with ol> 
ferving only two Things to him. 

The one,'- tliat his Ma jetty pretended to no more, nay, not fo much 
as his Miniftors had paid to the Swedijh Mediators, when he was Party; 
to this War. 

[The 
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The other Thing was, that if Count Antoine fliould not give the 
firft Refped to the jVIediators in his Vifit, he would, by a Confequence, 
(acknowledged of all Hands) as far as in him lay, fet up the Emperor 
into another Rank than that of ‘Primus Regum ; and that I knew was 
contrary to M. Hough's Senfe, and contrary to the Intereft of all 
Crown’d Heads in Europe. But when, to convince him, I fetch’d down 
our Coiogn Inftrudions, and fhew’d him (for he underltood a little 
Engltfh) how pofitive and clear our Inftrudions were, not only to give 
the Pas and the Upper-hand, but alfo the firft Vifit to the Swedijh 
Mediators, tho’ we fhould be the lalt Comers ; and affirmed, that the 
Practice was accordingly ; he was fomewhat abafhed, as who fhould fay, 
we had more to fay and fhew for ourfelves, than he thought we had 
had ; and defired I would give him a Tranfcript either in French or 
Englijl) of that Article, wherein alfo the Moft Chriftian King is averr’d 
to be of Concert with his Majefty in the Thing. 

He objected to me, that the Imperialifis had not given this firft 
Refpcd to the Swedijh Mediators at Coiogn ; to that my Anfvver was, 
that I did not know what had pafs’d between them, but that I was 
pretty confident of two Things : The one , that the Emperor had never 
pofitivcly and abfolutcly accepted the Mediation of Sweden the other , 
that the Imperialifis coming laft to the Affcmbly, of all that had the 
Character of Ambafladors fincc we, and the French deferred willingly 
the firft Refped to the Mediators ; and fincc the ‘Hutch could pretend 
to no Competition with them, nor the Spaniards neither, (being no 
AmbaJJadors , but Envcyez , and incognito all the while) there could be 
no Controverly, but the firft Notification was due to the Mediators,- 
nor did there any Ambaffador of a Crown’d Head come after to de- 
cide the Qiicftion in Hand, between thofe Ambalfadors and thofc Im- 
perialifis. 

In this Convcrfation M. Heugh told me, that he hath vifited the . 
Bifhop of Gurck en amy (J en Allie-, without Ceremony that he hath 
been prevailed upon by M. Stradtjman , to treat him when he {peaks to 
him in High-Hutch , U furftelyck Gcnade> but that he will be con- 
tent with that of Excellence when he is fpoke to in the French Tongue ; 
and that M. Heugh will ufe the French Language always in Ceremony 
and in Bufinefs ,- the Bifhop, he fays, aflfeds the High-Hutch Title 
mightily, and that he makes himfclf out to be in fome Kind a Prince 
of tho Empire, becaufe he hath the Dircdion of fome Part of Aufiria , 
which though it be properly an Hereditary Country, yet the Arch-Duke 
having Voice and Seflion in the Empire, this gives, it feems, fome 
Colour of Title to the Bifhop. I am always, (jc.

On Monday , as loon as the Poft was gone, M. ‘Pctcum took an Hour 
of me, and told me, he found, by the Letters come that Day from 
Henmark, that the King his Matter is very much importuned, and even 
Vol. II.

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in Pain, with the Iiarneftnefs that the Imperial and Spanijh Minifters 
(now in his Court) continually prefs him with, to accept of tlic Pope’s 
Mediation. M . ! Pet cum is pcrfwadrd, (as he fays, but hath no Orders 
to declare it) that if the King our Mailer would think fit to fay fo 
much, as that it would be an acceptable Thing to him, that the King 
of" 'Denmark would flick to his Majefty ’s Mediation alone, then that 
Kino- would quickly throw off all Importunities, and excufe himfelf 
from accepting any other Mediation but his Majefty' s ; his Majefty ’s Me- 
diation being that he has moll Confidence in, as M. 'Pet cum told me, 
hndino - it fo, as he fays, by fomc of their very laft Letters ; nor would 
lie excufe himfelf from accepting the Pope’s Mediation alone, but from 
that of 'Portugal too, with whom, he fays, they have no^ Commerce. 

1 told him, l did not know any Thing of his Majelty’s Pleafuro in 
this Point, nor how far his Majefty, being the General Mediator, might 
concern himfelf, fo as to declare againft the accepting of particular 
Mediations; the King of Denmark , as well as all the other Parties 
kelides, having in his very < Plenipou<voirs referved himfelf the Liberty 
of '1 renting as he fliould think ht, either by fuch Mediators as fhould 
be received^ or clfe direttly between Miniftcrs and Minifters. 

I asked him upon this Occalion, What he thought Sweden would do ? 
Whether they would accept the Papal Mediation ? He told me, he 
thought they would not ; nay, they would make great Advantages of 
the Danes accepting of it, among all the Protellants in Germany. Then 
I asked him. What the Dutch would do > He told me they could not 
be prevailed upon to accept it. 1 asked him, What Guaranty the Pope 
would probably give, for any Peace that fliould be made in the North ? 
And afterwards left him to make his own Conclufion. Which indeed 
he did : That the Papal Mediation was not worth accepting, nor in 
any Degree for their Turn in Denmark : He prefling much that I 
would write, but withal defiring me that 1 would give him alone the 
Anfwcr, and not to M. Hcngb ; the engroffing of this Bufinefs to him- 
felf, I mull confefs, I do not well underftand ; M. Hetigb having been 
with me but a very little while before, and not mentioning any Thing 
of this ; only I am apt to think, his Attache is altogether to C. Antoine ; 
and how good an Underlianding there will be between the Count and 
M. Hetigb , (which I have fome Kcafon to doubt of) a little Time will 
fliew. 

Thf. fame livening I went to the Allies at their Aflcmbly, and made 
my Report of the Anfwcr of the French Ambafladors upon the Lorain 
Propofition : Some Reflexions they olfered at upon the Words, Vos 
Excellences & tons les autres Allicz ; obferving, that the French in 
thole Words meant tliofe that have not appear’d here to this Day; 
and that if they muft be flayed for, would be a putting back of the 
Treaty for a very long while : Bolides, M. Kinski was troubled, that 
tin re was a C In life in it about the ftithop of St r as burgh ; but he (ac- 
cording to the Superintendency he ftill pretends to) put a Stop to the 
Debate, and faid, they muft confidcr it among thcmfelves. When I 
had made the Report by Way of Difcourfe to them, they defired me 
to dilate it over again, which I did without making any Difficulty to 
comply with them, the Imperial Secretary being called in, to fet it down 
as I did dictate it. 

O w Fnefday the Spanijh Ambafladors took an Hour of me, their Bu- 
finefs was, as they told me, to make a Report of an Advice they had 
had lately from their Court. M. de /os Halbafes made firfl the Narra- 
tive of it, but Don e P. Rmquillo and M. Chrijline (not caiily agreeing 

how 
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how and where to begin their Report, nor what Words to ufe) refined 
upon it fo much, and fo often, that I thought it would beft pleafe 
them, as it did, that I fhould take it in Writing (one Claufc after 
another) as they fhould agree it ; it was at laft not only to this EffcCt, 
but in theft* Words :

dr on eftoient ajfcmblcz tons les A/licz, que fa Majefte Catholique nc vou/oit 
pas fe Jcparcr de Jes AlHez, dr encore moins de la Mediation du Roy de 
la Grand Bretagne, (the Words encore moins, M. dc los Balbajes ufed in 
his firft opening the Thing, but thofe that they agreed in when they 
came to dictate were) ny blcjfer en rien la Mediation du Roy dc la Grand 
Bretagne que fa Majefte Catholique deju acceptee.

T his 1 took in Writing from their Mouths, as they were pleafed 
to agree it ; but by the firft Paragraph (as it is here dictated) the Pro- 
portion is firft made to move direCtly, and in the firft Place, from the 
Trench Ambaffador, and not from the Pope ; and I did put them to it 
as Home as I could upon that Point ; having apprehended it, as *Don T. 
Ronqni/lo told me the Story, which is in my laft, to have moved from 
the Pope firft ; fo that I muft beg your Pardon, if I have not rightly 
underftood T)on T. Rcnquillo ; you know his Way of exprefling himfelf 
in French is not fo clear. 

They defired my belt Offices in reprefenting this to his Majefty, as 
an eminent Inftancc of that Confidence and Reliance that the King 
their Mafter hath in his Majefty’s Fricndlhip, and in the great Equity 
as well as Efficacy of his Majefty’s Mediation. 

The Solemnity wherewith they communicated to me this Thing, and 
the Earneftnefs wherewith they required my Care in it, makes me fup- 
pofe that they will expect from me that Account of my Diligence, as 
to be able to toll them, the Tiling has been laid before his Majefty ; 
and withal to gi\«c them fomc Anfwer, fuch as it fhall pleafe his Ma- 
jefty to make upon it, which I do moft humbly fubmit to. 

,The fame Evening, as foon as thefe AmbafTadors were gone, the 
Bifliop of Marfcilles, who had arrived here late the Night before, gave 
mb the Favour of a Vifit. I had fent a Gentleman to* complement 
him in the Forenoon, upon Notice given me, by a Gentleman of M. 

d Ava ux's 
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Acaax's Retinue, that he was arrived, and had taken up at his 
Houfe. In his Complement, he laid, he had made that Fas Extrat e - 
out of the Rcfpcd he had for his Majefty as a Great King, that labours 
fo heartily in the Peace of Chriftendom , and in whole Zeal and Af- 
fection the King his Mailer has all the Satisfaction and Confidence 
pofliblc. 

I returned him his Vilit as loon as Accefs could be had to him yeftcr- 
day (being a great Holy-Day with them) : I am informed he had 
feen the Nuncio before, but none clfe. When he went from me on 
! Titefday , he took a Turn about the Town with M. d Avanx, but after- 
wards they came and lighted at the Danijl) Ambalfadors, w here the 
Alfcmbty of Tadics happened to be at their ufual Divertifemcnt. 

M. Feccrning vilited him yeflerday at five, and the Bifhop was to 
return the Vifit, as M. Fccerning told me, at 8 . I do not hear of any 
other Vifits made him ,* ’tis faid he will be going within a Day or tu ; o 
hence, to fee Amjierdam and other Parts of Holland. 

Yesterday in the Evening, I had another Conference with M. 
Fcvcrnivg about Prince William , he having fent me a little before the 
RclbJution of the States of the 9 lb of April 1675, which goes here- 
with inclofed ; there is not much in it, as it happens, for our Turn ; 
but he told me, that having written to the Penlioner at large about it, 
the Penlioner had anfwcred, that he w r as confident there was among 
his Papers, fomc Declaration or Signification of the Imperial Minilters 
to the States, that was much fuller in the Point than that of the 
9 th of April is ; that he would fearcli for it, and if he can find it, 
fend it him ; fo that M. Fcverning and I.rcfolved it bell to flay, till he 
heard further from the Penlioner ; but it was his Wilh, that the French 
might be prevailed with to forbear any Mention of Prince William , they 
having brought Embarrafs enough upon the Allies, in the Inftancc they 
have made for the admitting of the Bifhop his Brother into the Treaty. 

M. Fczcrning exprelfed a great Longing, that the Bifhop of Gnrck 
would act and appear in Publick, and take the Bulinefs out of M. 
Kinski's Hands, who, he fays, fpoils all, partly by his Chicane , and 
partly by his Inexperience. One Inftancc he gave upon Occalion of the 
Claufo touching the Bifhop of Strasbnrgb , which w r as in my Report on 
Monday , of the Anfwcr of the French to the Allies ; for of all the 
Offices I had pafted with the Impcrialifts (as my Directions w r crc) from 
their adverfe Party, (I mean the French and M. Ditcher) they, the Im- 
perialijis , never fpokc of it to the Allies ; wiiich if they had done, 
they, the Allies, would have endeavoured to have prevented it from 
coming on at this Time, to make another Accrochmcnt in Conjunction 
with that of Lorain. 

AI. d' Oliccnkrantz was with me laft Night, (his Collegue being at 
this Time out of Town and at Amjierdam) to acquaint me, that they 
muft be forced to renew their Complaints by Memorial, that they arc 
ft ill debarr’d all Liberty of Commerce with their Court by Letters or 
Couriers ; that w hatever the other Parties do in Treating, (as ’tis hoped 
they may ’ere long enter into Bulinefs) it will not be fafe for them, the 
Swedes, to take upon them to treat, when they cannot write to their 
King ; and how unw illing the Danes are they fhould*comc on to treat, 
he wolild have it obferved out of the laft Letters that were intercepted 
in a Dutch Galliot, for in thofc Letters their Flenipouvoirs in the cofn- 
mon Vorm were fent them, and they are detained by the Dane. « 

I humbly °takc I .cave to fend inclofed, the Propolition of a Miniftcr 
in this Country, to impart a Secret ufeful in Navigation that he has 

found 
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found out j he has purfued me much with it, but I can fay no more 
on the Subject, but what the Paper itfelf contains. I am ever, drc.

Right Honourable Sir, 

M Y laft was of the 1 6 th, fince which I have not any from you to 
acknowledge. 

On Monday , M. Heugh having taken an Hour of me, acquainted me 
how that the Spanijh AmbalTadors had, in the laft Alfembly lave one 
of the Allies, communicated to them, that their Matter had accepted 
the Mediation of the Prince Regent of ‘Portugal. He added, that 
their Account of it was concife, and touched not at all upon thofc 
Circumftanccs that arc generally reported, of the Menaces ufed by 
Portugal , before their Mediation was received. 

That the Duke de Villa Hcrmofa had writ to the King of Den- 
mark , and the Elector of ‘Brandcnlurgh , to the fame Effect, deliring 
that they would, as his Matter had done, accept likewife of the Me- 
diation. 

That the King of ‘Denmark had anfwcred in general Terms, with 
faying, that he would be forward to concur with the common Meafures 
that his Allies ihould think fit to take, yet not declaring his Ac- 
ceptance or Refufal ; but that he had upon this Occafion font to him, 
his Ambaffador here, to fee if he could difeover how his Majefty flood 
inclined, as to the admitting or not admitting of this Mediation, into 
a kind of Partnerfliip with him. That he finding I did not take 
upon me to know any Thing of his Majefty’s Thoughts in this Point, 
defired I would ufe the beft Means I could, to come to the Honour of* 
fomc Light of them, fo as I may impart the Thing to him in Confi- 
dence, lincc the King his Matter will be very much determined, by 
what he lhall know of the Gratcfulnefs, or otherwife, of this Conjun- 
&ion to his Majefty. 

That as he did believe his Majefty might be plcafcd not to make 
any exprefs Declaration in this Point, fo he did hope and defire, that 
the Way I fhould take to endeavour to penetrate into this Affair, may 
be fuch, that M. Hough's moving in it may be only known to his Ma- 
jefty, and not get Abroad, fo as it may be hereafter objected, that the 
King his Matter did feek out Ways to avoid the Mediation of Portugal; 
and in this, as he defired my Offices, fo he required my beft Difcretion 
in managing the Secret, which I make no doubt but you will pleafe. 
Sir, fo far to cover, as his Majefty fliall judge the Nature of the 
Affair to require. 

H e extrcamly bemoans the Misfortune of the King his Matter, that 
a Captain of a Danijh Man of War had met with fome Letters going 
to his Majefty, and had been fo infolent as to break them open. He 
did defire I would touch one Word of it, as to fay in his Name, that 
he has all the Alfurancc imaginable, that nothing can be more dif* 
plcafing to his Kingj and that the Captain fhall be either made an 
Example of by him, or if his Majefty fhould defire it, be fedt into 
his Hands, he being certain the King of Denmark will cn£er into any 
Methods that arc capable to expiate fuch an Abfurdity. 


Y ESTER- 
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Yistirdav M. Cannon was with me, to lament (as he did very 
much) his Misfortune, to be the only Minifter here that can have no 
Manner of Anfwcr to his Propofition, whereas all the other Parties 
have had long ago not only Coin rc demands to thofe they had given in, 
but alfo Anfwers upon them, cither in Writing or by AVord of Mouth. 

Hf. fpokc like wile of the great Rclpert the Duke his Mailer has for 
the Moll Chriltian King , and that he is a Prince, that if he may enter 
into his Dilates, will give all Demon lirations poffible of it, and will 
manage the Friendship and Protection of France with a Gratitude 
anfwerabie. 

This he gave me Commiflion to fay to the French Ambaifadors upon 
Occafions : Hereupon I acquainted him, that the French Ambaifadors 
did take Exceptions, that his Mailer’s Affairs were managed, not lo 
much by himfelf as by the Body of the Alliance j they had not, I told 
him, charged me with that as Part of their Anfwer to the Allies, but 
that I perceived by their Dilconrfe, it was one of the Things iluck 
with them. 

That if he took his Affairs wholly into his own Hands, and prole* 
Cuted them as other Miniltcrs do, 1 thought he might as well govern 
himfelf by their Councils and Directions, as he does at this Time, and 
in the End have as full a Benefit of their Support in the main, which 
is not to conclude their own Treaties before his Mailer be fatisfied. 

This he was calily convinced of, and, to my feeming, w r ould be 
willing enough to fet up as it were for himfelf ; but then muft do it 
with the good Diking of thole that have his Affairs hitherto in their 
Hands, and could not expert their Leave and Liking, unlefs he might 
be furc to fuccced better in managing his own Affairs, than they have 
done hitherto ; and therefore he told me, that if the changing of the 
prefent Method, would give him in any wife Advantage or Further- 
ance, it fhould go hard with him but he w ould get Leave to do it. 

He was no fooner gone, but M. Colbert coming to me upon an ordi- 
nary Vilit, I had the Opportunity to lay before him, much of this that 
related to Lorain. His Reflexion upon M. Cannon s particular Concern 
and Anxiety was, that tho’ he had no Anfw'er, yet his Affair w r as as 
forward as any other Miniltcrs here; and that France pretended to do 
in that Bulincfs, as they had formerly done in the 5 Pyrenees, to treat 
it not as the principal Matter, mats comme tin acccjjoire. 

That as for the Duke of Lorain's Perfon, his Attache was fo 
great to the Houfe of yhijiria , that they could not hope otherwife of 
him, than of a Prince that would be always contrary to the Interefts 
of France. That as to his Country, it was of the fame Confequcncc 
to them, and as formidable to the Heart of France on that Side, as 
Cambray was on this. 

From this Subjert, he palfed to the making of the Peace in the 
general, which if it cannot be done this Winter, he feared, he faid, 
it would be a very long while a doing ; he added, that la 'Politique 
du Roy fon Maitrc, did difpofc him now to make a Peace, that his 
Arms are in a flourilhing Condition ,• but that to expert or think he 
fliould rcltorc Places of Importance without an Equivalent , will be in 
vain ; all Treaties being Bill made, as the Fortune of the War happens 
to be advantageous or otherwifq to the Treaters. * 

He told me, that Melfieurs de los Ralbafss and Ronquillo had, in par- 
ticular Convcrfations with him, told him, they would never be brought 
to fign any Treaty desavantageux to their King ; and that he had re- 
plied, that AVord is of great Latitude, and mult receive its Conltrurtion 
du 
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du fort des arms, which was the general Meafure of Advantage or 
Difadvantage, whenever a Peace is treated of. 

That to this they had taken Exceptions, and faid it was not fo in 
the Peace of Vervins , where Philip II. had reftored a great many Pla- 
ces to "France , at a Time when his Arms were in a Condition to ad- 
vance further, rather than go backward. 

That he replied upon this, Philip II. had then a Motive that 
brought him to it, which was no lefs powerful than a lofing Game ; 
for finding himfelf of great Age, and declining, he thought it 
. more eligible to make a Peace upon any Terms, than to leave his Son, 
**>Who was yet a Minor, in Danger of being expofed to what King Henry 
IV. of France might have a&ed upon him, in that Courfe of Profpe- 
rity and high Repute, that the French Arms were then in ; that the 
Molt Chriftian King is at this Time in Circumftances very different 
from thofe that Philip II. was in at the Peace of Heroins, and hav- 

• ing -nothing of that which Philip II. had to apprehend, has no Induce- 
ment to make Rcftitutions, as he did. 

This Morning M. cC Ejirades took the Pains to come and tell me,' 
he had Orders from his Court, to make an Acknowledgment here of 
the Jufticc that his Majefty had done them, in admitting of the Eclair - 
cijfcment they had come to with me, about the agreeing to the ‘Dutch 
Treaty of 1662, en tons J'es points. He enlarged much upon their 
being in bond fide, and that it was hard to imagine, that having no 
other Articles but thofe touching the Commerce conveyed by us into 
their Hands, that they fhould declare an Acceptance of the Articles re- 

• lating to a League , that had never been propofed to them ; however, 
that that Affair is by his Majefty ’s Royal Goodncfs well over. 

He having promifed me (now above a Week ago) to give me Part 
of what they fhould learn concerning the Vifits of the Bifhop of 
Qttrtk , and having heard nothing of them, I took Occaiion to touch 
upon that String : He told me, they had heard nothing fince, but ex- 
pected to be informed this Day of what was like to be refolved ; that 
he cannot imagine there can be any Difficulty that will concern me, fince 
he takes it for granted, that I fhall have the firft Notification before all 
other AmbafTadors, excepting, he faid, that which all thofe of their 
Religion muft perform to the Nuncio : But I could perceive by him, 
there hath been a Negotiation on Foot all this while, to bring Mcffieurs 
Kinski and Stradtfman into a Participation of that Commerce, which 
the Bifhop’s Vifit of Ceremony will open between him and the French. 
He told me, M. Kinski had propofed, that they, the French , fhould 
make him a Vifit, as to the laft Comer in RcfpeCt of them, but that 
they cannot do it : — le Roy ne f entend pas comme cela ; however, if 
Count Kinskt will come and vifit them, they would, he faid, receive him. 

Some Days fince, Mr. Cbudleigh happening to fall into Difcourfe 
with M. de Main , a Kinfman of M. Colbert's , of the Affairs of the 
Campaign, and of what happened at Charleroy , and from thence ipeak- 
ing of the Report which is fo general in this Country, and fo very 
unjuft; to his Majefty, as if my Lord of OJfory had been lent over, ex- 
prefly to endeavour the railing of that Siege ; M. de Main faid, that if 
M. Half Secretary to the Dutch AmbafTadors, had affirmed it with this 
Circumftance, that the Prince of Orange^ having in the Morning Jield 
a Council of War, wherein it was refolved to give the French Battle j 
his Highncfs had afterwards changed his Refolution, upon a particular 
Conference that he had with my Lord of OJfory . I am always, dye.

Right Honourable Sir, 

\ FTIiR the clofing of this Day’s Difpatch, I am forced to trouble 
fy you again with the Memorial inclofcd ; both the Swedijh Am- 
bafladors having brought it me juft as tlie Port is going away, but 
prdfing me to make Ufe of this Opportunity, raoft humbly to lay it 
before his Majefty. 

They tell me, it is for the Liberty of their Commerce with '.their 
Court, and they fay they muft leave this Place unlefs they may obtain 
it ; it being contrary to all Rcafon, as well as to their Inftru&ions, to 
take upon them to treat, while the Liberty of correfponding w : ith the 
King their Mailer is refufed them. 

They have defired my Offices, to prefs the Contents of this Monro- 
rial at the next Aflembly of the Allies ; they fee it cannot be done this 
Day, for they are met by this Time ; bolides, they tell me the French 
Ambalfadors have promifed to come to me, and iccond this lnllar.ee ; 
and they think it is for their Advantage that fliould be done, before 
the Thing be reprefented to the Allies.

1 fY laft was of the 20 th, fincc which I have not the Favour of any 
jVx from you to acknowledge. 

T o that Dilpatch I was forced to add a FoJlJ'cript , and therein to 
inclofe a Memorial which the SwediJfj Amballadors brought me, juft as 
the Poll was going ; they defired it might be laid, the fooneft I could 
convey it, before his Majcfty ; the Contents of it importing them cx- 
treamly ; and that I Ihould communicate it to the Allies at their Alfcm- 
bly, which is to be this Afternoon $ hoping that in the mean time, the 
French Ambalfadors would have a Conference with me, and fecond the 
Demands made in the Memorial. 

O n Due f day the French Ambalfadors, at an Hour they had taken of 
me, acquainted me, how they were engaged in Alliance to fccond thofc 
Defircs and Demands the Swedes had put into my Hands, in a Memo- 
rial of the Grievances they fuffer from the Dane : They fpokc of the 
Eafinefs wherewith the King their Mailer had offered an Equivalent to 
the Spaniards of palling through France, provided the Swedijh Couriers 
might pafs through Denmark j but that nothing of that would be 
hearkened unto : That which they enlarged moll upon was, the tak- 
ing of the Dutch Galliot by the Danes , in which there were not only 
a Set of Coach-Horfes for M. Oxenfliern , but alfo Bills of Exchange, 
and Provifions of leveral Sorts for the two AmbalTadors and their Re- 
tinue ; and, which was yet of more diredt and immediate Importance to 
the Treaty, there w r ere taken in that Galliot the Letters and Orders of 
the King of Sweden to his AmbalTadors, the F/enipeticoirs that he font 
them 'according to the new Fofm agreed on, as alfo particular Inllru- 
dtions upoq the Project for a Treaty of Commerce, that the Dutch 
Ambalfadors gave in for Sweden , at the fame Time they gave in that 
‘ other 
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other for France ; that all this being taken away, the Swedtjh Ambafla- 
dors arc difabled not only to negotiate, but alfo toTubfift in this Place. 

■That between the Spaniards and them the French , there arc no 
fuch Doings, the Spaniards {hewing all Eafincfs and Civility poflible 
towards the French AmbalTadors, in every Thing that concerns their 
Perfons, their Refidcncc, or their Domefticks here; giving all Credit 
to the very Certificates of the French AmbalTadors, touching their Do- 
mefticks and their Provifions that are to pafs through Flanders , and 
they on the French Side doing the like towards the Spaniards. 

I took Liberty hereupon to obferve to them, that there were fomc 
Wo rds of Sharpncfs in their Memorial, which I thought incumbent upon 
me to reprefent unto the Swede Amballadors, and to defire they would 
change them into fuch as there would be no Colour to except againft, 
before I fhould give it in to the Allies ; for otherwife it would be an 
Engagement upon the adverfe Party to return the like Sharpneflcs 
'■^Sgain, and fo our Bulinefs would come at laft to be more of Declama- 
tion and Inventive, than of Negotiation, tending diredtly to the End 
we all aim at. 

This they told me I might very well do, when I was to deliver a 
Melfage by Word of Mouth from one Party to the other ; but when 
the Parties have reduced their Prctenfions into Form, by Way of Memo- 
rial or Writing, they faid the Mediators w'crc to deliver it in as they 
Ihould be dclired, without concerning themfelvcs in the Language. 

T o this I told them, the Practice of Mediators had been otherwife 
in other Places, and I happening to be alone upon the Place, thought it 
liifeft to keep to that Practice, until I might know his Majefty’s Pleafure 
in the Thing, or elfe that my Collogues do return, unto whole better 
Judgment I lhall have all Deference poflible. 

Yesterday in the Afternoon I w r aitcd upon M. Oxcnjiicrn , and 
Ihcwed him feveral Claufes, that had nothing but {harp Language in 
them, and might be well left out, without diminifliing in the leal! the . 
Force of their Argument. 

H e faid, he and his Collogue, who is now out of Town, had very 
maturely confidcrcd, not only of the Reafoning, but of the very Words 
too, and that they did not find it poflible for them to exprefs the coarfe 
Treatment they have met with in fmoother Language. 

In that I quoted to him the Example of Munjicr ; he oppoled to it 
the Practice of their Amballadors, being Mediators at Cologn , who had 
not refufed to hand any Writing, tho’ never fo fliarp, between one 
Party and the other. 

To that I had to fay, that I did femember well, how you and I 
received their Judgment and Advice in a Cafe of our own ; it was, 
when the 'Dutch Amballadors writ us a Letter, to engage us in that 
Way of Treating by Letter with them, that there being fomc Expref- 
lions in that Letter that might have tempted us to fomc Sharpnefs in 
the Anfwcr, it was their Advice that we ihould not engage in Writing, 
nor fo much as anfwcr that Letter by another addrefled to the Dutch , 
but write a Letter to them, the Mediators, wherein we Ihould defire 
them to cxcufe us to the Dutch AmbalTadors, for not returning our 
Anfwcr by a Letter directed to them, and to fay, we declin’d to do 
it, for no other Eteafon, but for Fear we Ihould fall by Degrees into 
Sharpneflcs of Language ; and when this Apology was made, that we 
ihbuld fpeak as we Ihould fee Caule to the feveral Points, and the Rea- 
fonings advanced by the Dutch AmbalTadors ; that you and I followed 
this Advice, and that I thought, that if w e had gone by Way of Me- 
VoL II. A a 2 morial. 
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morial, w itJi fliarp Expreflions in it, thofe Mediators wogjd rather have 
followed the Example of Munjtcr, than haye complied with us, in 
handing it to the ‘Dutch Ambaffadors^ and confequpntly heightning the 
Aigrcars between us and them. 

M. Oxeiiftiern told me, the Truth was, they had no great Hopes of 
having any good Effect in their Applications, therefore that they in- 
tended this Memorial to go further, both for their Complaint to all 
the World, and for their Juftification, in Cafe they leave this Place i 
which, he fears, they mull do, and that their King muft give over his 
Thoughts of 'Jreating, and betake hinjfelf to make the beft Defence he 
can by his Arms, and leave the I/Tue to God Almighty. ^ 

JJe sides the lharp Expreflions in this Memorial, I had two Thing* 
more to offer to his Coniidcration, fuch as met with great Scruple in 
me ; the one was, that there were feveral Glaufcs in it, whprein the 
States General were mentioned, and therefore defired the Liberty to 
(hew them to M. %'vcrning, before thp Memorial were put into the Al- 
lies, lcaft he (who is otherwife a very hearty Friend to their Demands 
of Liberty to their Couriers and Letters, and one that is cxtreamly len- 
fible of the ill Effects the taking of the Dutch Galliot has) might com - 
plain of a Surprize in the Thing. 

Another Thing that to my Apprehension dircCtly concerned 
his M a jelly, and rais’d in me a very great Trouble of Thoughts 
was, that in his Name, we fliould demand a juft Satisfaction from 
the Daves, for fo mauy Injuries done to this Congrcfs : What, and 
how many thofe Injuries are, and what will amount to a juft Satis- 
faction, 1 told him, 1 durft not take upon me by any Means to deter* 
mine. 

Another Thing was, that thp Mediators vyuuld fwf&r the Aflairs: 
of all the other Parties to ftgnd {till, till Right were dope to, them, 
the Swedes, in their Demands. This, I told bin?, I did npt underftaadl 
neither j and that his jtyjajefty’s. InftruCtions will be nqceflary for my 
' Collogues when they come, and my felf, what to do, in. Cafe other 
Parties fliould require 91 y Offices while this Affair between them and 
their adv'rfe Party is depending. This, he laid, he would take Timo 
to confidcr of, and \\ould fleep upon it this Night, faying, he did 
reckon it his Misfortune, that his Collcgue was now away, as. I did 
that mine are not return’d. 

My humbfo Syit t<? you. Sir* is, that fincp this Memorial is drefs’d 
rather in Contemplation of a Breach, than in Hopes of the Satisfaction 
demanded, whether I fhall give it in, without haying the harih Ex- 
pcelfions in it left out, or chang’d into, fmoother : Another Thing, is, that 
you will, I fuppofe, think neceflary for us here to know, what hisMar- 
jefty’s Reflexions and Pleafurp is upon thofe two Points : The one, of 
demanding Satisfaction frqm the Dane, to the whole Congrefs, which, 
1 muft confeis I do not underfund j the other, of- our fuperfeding the 
Duties of our Function, towards, the other Parties, while this is de- 
pending. 

I have .the more Anxiety in this, in that I find the Secretary, of the 
Swedijh Em bally fpeak more openly, that they muft, apd will bo gono 
from this Place, it. they, haye not Satisfaction upon this Memorial ; and 1 
that the Trench, which I fhoujd not havq expected, have prefled, me to. 
deliver. Ln the Memorial; as ip wac given me* 

The French, withpijp Doubt, do.kiiQvy more than, I. do, of What. the*. 
Swedes intend to dq uppn , the Stipcefs . of tfiis .Mpmpf iajl s (ci. which there, 
is nothing to .methaf. appears, very promising) but this. I 4 have Rcafpn. 

.. to 
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to doubt,, that if the Swedes ihould be gone, the French would treat 
no longer ; I fuppofe they are bound to do fo, if not by the Words, 

. yet by the Equity of the Treaty of Far is ; and then, I dread to think 
what will become of all the Pains his Majefty has taken, in forming 
of this Aflcmbly. 

You fee. Sir, into the Importance of the Matter, further than I 
do ; and confequcntly will judge what Inftruttions will be neceflary for 
us to prevent this Breach, which God forbid ihould follow. The 
Words of the Memorial, I take moft Exceptions to, I take leave to fend 
in a feparate Paper herewith enciofed. 

^ M a v i n c writ thus far, comes in the Lunenburg-Zell Minifter* to 
take his Leave of me, being to go to the Hague for a few Days : I 
found by him, that the Matter of Character and Rank of Ambafladors, 
that his Matter, and other Princes of Germany , pretend to, will not be 
waved. The Son of M. Schultz , Chancellor to that Duke, was in- 
—Tended for England, with a Character to follicit that Affair with his 
Majefty ; but the Father being newly Dead, the Son’s Voyage is 
ftopp’d. 

M. Muller fpokc with feme Indignation of the little Book, lately 
printed in Favour of the Eleffioraux, offering at feme little Reflexions 
upon the Writer, as having advanced feme Things wherein he was not 
well founded : He faid, his laft Orders were not yet come, and feemed 
to intimate, that thofc would be, when they came, relating to the 
Pretcnflons of the Princes to be equal to the Electors in all Things 
but the Right of Ele&ing Emperors, which the Princes have yielded to 
them, faying, that his Matter, and their whole Houfe, have a particular 
Confidence in his Majefty s Equity and Support. 

As I am doling, I happen to have Occafion to fpeak a Word with 
M, d FJlrades. He tells me, that he and his Colleges had under- 
ftood from M. Oxenftkrn, that I made a Difficulty to deliver in his 
Memorial, as it is now drefs’d, witliout his Majefty ’s Orders : That he, ' 
M. d Efiradeiy had delivered his Opinion to his Collegues, that I had 
Reafon puifque cc Memoirs va direUement rompre cette JJfemblee ; that 
his Collegues were gone to advife upon this Incident with M. Oxen* 
fiiern that he approved of the Temperament I had offer’d to come to, 
which was, to do my Offices by Word of Mouth with M. Hough, for 
the Rcftitution. of the Things taken in the Galliot, and to wait for his 
Majefty ’s Pleafurc and Directions upon the Memorial. 

T»e Marfhal told me, (but in Confidence) that the Nuncio’s Au- 
ditor hath juft now acquainted them, the French Ambafladors, that the 
Biihop of Gterck would very fpeedily notify his Arrival to the Mediators 
and the reft of the Ambafladors, but not at all to the Freiich , being 
contented to be. at the feme Diftancc with them, that his Collegues M. 
Kinski and M. Stradtfman were. He told me, there had been feme 
Overtures of an Accommodation between them, and they werQ willing 
to fee M. Kinski at the Biihop of Gurck's, and to receive him with the 
Biihop, when the Viiit was return’d ; but he flood upon it, to have a 
particular Vifit from the French, and that they refuted to give him. I

M Y laft was of the 2 id', fincc which, I have not the Favour of 
any from you to acknowledge. 

O n Friday in the Evening, Meffieurs Kinski, Heugh, and Somnitz, 
took an Hour of me, and as from the Body of their Alliance. Their 
Bulincfs was, to dclire my further Offices in Order to obtain an An- 
fwer from the French Ambaffadors to the Lorain Propofition. 1 ^ 
M. Kirtski, after he delivered the Mcfl'age by Word of Mouth, told 
me, he had the ptecife Words the Allies had charged them with in 
Writing ; and delired me to take them from him, as he ihould diftate 
them the Words were thefe. 

— Les Inftances dc /curs Excellences Meflieurs les Ambafjadcttrs dts 
Allicz , portez ce 3 mc Septcmbre 1677 font en effiet. 

— Qyc fin Excellence M. I Ambafladetir Mediatcnr Jenkins leur a 
perte le 23 A Aont pafle an dire dc la part dc leurs Excellences MeJ- 
fienrs les Ambqflddcurs de France, qui ne contient pas la Reponfe fur 
la Prcpcfition dn Minifire de Lorain. Ccji ponrqnoy i/s reiterent leurs 
Inftances audit Ambafladetir , aftn que par T interpofition dc fes Offices de 
Mediateur, il cciiille moyenner que la fufditc Reponfe fur la Propofition 
dn Miniftrc de Lorain J'oit delkree de la part dc Meflieurs fes Am- 
bajfadeitrs dc France ainjy qnils out promis par la bouchc dud * Am- 
bajjadeur & par cclle dc fin Excellence M. f Ambafladetir Temple fin 
Collcguc. 

Having taken thefe Words in Writing, the Conference was quick- 
ly over ; for they told me, they would not take upon them to furnilh 
Rcafons to enforce this Dcfirc of the Allies ; the Thing, they faid, 
fpokc clear and loud of itfelf, and they founded thcmfclves principally 
upon the Promifes that the French had made them by us the Media- 
tors; only they obferved to me, (but they faid, it was byWay of 
Difcourfe only) they did not well comprehend, how the French could 
fay, (as they did in their laft Anfwer) that the Miniftcr of Lorain was 
as much advanced in his Buiinefs, as any other Miniftcr here what- 
ioever, fincc all the other Minifters have had Counterpretcnfions given 
in to their firft Demands, and alfo an Anfwer upon thofe Demands, 
the Lorain Miniftcr having not had hitherto either the one or the 
other. 

You will probably take notice, Sir, that M. Somnitz was one of 
the Deputies in this Conference ; whereas, in all thefe Deputations hi- 
tlv-rto, one cr the other of the Dutch Ambalfadors appeared in Con- 
jiuittion with the Ambafladors of the Emperor and of Denmark. 

M. ! Bei'crning , in a Vifit I gave him next Day, asked mc, whether I 
was not furprized at this Change, and gave me this Rcafon for it, that 
he had quite broken with the Allies upon that Point, it being his Judg- 
ment, that the Allies do fpoil the Affair of Lorain and their own, in 
this Way of managing it ; for they might affift him, he faid, with their 
Counfels, without this formal appearing for him ; and thus he was 
willing, to do ftill ; nay furthej, he was fure his Maftcrs would not 
conclude with France , till the Duke of Lorain were fatisfied ; but he 
is refolved to go on no longer in the managing of the Lorain Proposi- 
tions and Demands, which is properly the Work of the Lorain Minilter; 
and lie wondred, he faid, very much, that M. Somnitz having kept 
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himfelf out of this Embarrafs hitherto, ihould now engage himielf in 
it, without ProfpeCt of doing any Good. He defired me, that when I 
fhouid make my Report to the 'French of this Deputation and Demand 
of the Allies, I ihould let them fee by the by, that it was not he, but 
M. Somiiitz , that made the third Man. 

I am apt to think the French and he had had fome Difcourfe toge- 
ther upon this Point, for he told me the French complain’d of the 
Manner that the Allies take, to efpoufe the Lorain Caufe; however, 
’tis certain, that in the laft Aflembly of the Allies, (which was on 
Tbttrfday ), he was very free and open in declaring his DiiTent from 
them i for M. Cannon having been with me on Friday Morning, to 
**ori$iuaint me that there was fuch a Deputation to come, and to know 
of me whether I would advife him to take his Matter’s fiuiincfs out of 
the Hands of the Allies into his own ,• he told me M. Secerning was of 
that Opinion, and that he declared to them plainly, that he would go 
no longer upon fuch Com millions ; that his Matters would be true to 
their Engagements to Lorain ; and that excepting Lorain and Spain , his 
Matters were under no Obligation to procure the Satisfactions pretended 
by the other Allies, or fome what to that Effect : M. Cannon touching 
this laft only by the by, and faying, that M. Secerning had exprefly 
enough own’d their Engagements to Lorain , an fonds de f affaire ; but 
refufed to joyn with the Allies in the managing of thole Prctenfions. 

1 n this Converfation with M. Secerning , he told me, he goes fomc- 
times to the Spaniards , and hath been lately with the French , and in 
all his Converlations he does endeavour to found the Fords, and dif- 
cover how near they may be brought together ; but if he could make 
up his own Bufinefs, he would then, lie fays, fpcak more Home to his 
Allies ; nor is his own Bufinefs fo far from a Clofc with the French , 
but he may ’ere long be in a Condition to do it, for that a few Expedi- 
ents would fettle all. The Article of the jo Sols per Tonneau , will, as 
it is now couched, be a great Grievance to them, in Regard of the 
Exactions and Cavils of the French Officers about the Burthen of their 
Ships ; therefore it is neceffary to have it marked upon the Matt, or 
fome other confpicuous Place, how many Tons each Ship is of: And 
for the Tariff unlefs it be brought lower than it hath been of late 
* Years, there is nothing that they can carry out of their Country into 
France but with Lofs ; and he fays, it is certain they import Ten Mil- 
lions of Guilders yearly of French Commodities into thefe Countries, 
and do not export a fifth Part of that Value, and vend it in France ; 
but their great Exccfs, he lays, is in the Import of French Wine, which 
they have no Way polfibic to remedy ; but that which may be wifh’d, 
but cannot be hoped for, that all thefe Countries Ihould be brought to 
a general Refolution not to drink it. 

M. de los SalbafeS) in a Vifit I gave him on Friday , was very inquilitive 
how foon I hoped to fee my Collegue Sir William Temple here j he told 
me, it was the general Longing to fee him returned, all being per- 
fwaded he will bring over a Plan from his Ma jetty, upon which this 
Peace may be made and not only a Plan, faid he, but likewile lome 
Expedient, whereby the ‘Point of Honour may be avoided, and neither 
of the Parties brought to the Qucftion, Who lhall fpeak firft ? This I 
take Leave to montion, becaufe I humbly conceive it to be of Moment 
here, when we come to enter into Bufinefs. The Marquifs dfd upon 
this, as upon fevcral other Occafions, profefs an extream deep RefpeCt 
and Veneration for his Majefty. 

o ^ 
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O n Saturday I communicated the Inftancc of the Allies to the French 
Ambafladors, and they calling to me for their prccifc Words, I dictated 
to them as above. They told me, that fincc the Allies had taken fo 
much Time to deliberate upon their Anfwer (for ’t is a Matter of 10 or, 
r 2 Days lincc they received it) they mull not be hafty in their Reply ,• 
but muft advife likewifo with their Allies the Swedes. M. Colbert took 
Notice, that in the Meflage I had now brought them, there was nothing 
faid touching the Bifliop of Strasburgh , and with fome Heat reprefent- 
ed his Cafe as much fitter to be taken into Confidefation here, than the 
Duke of Lorain s ; his Eflatc being much more inconteftable, both in 
Title and Pofl'eflion, than the Duke’s $ and his Minifter being much me-5 
behindhand than the Duke’s ; for the Duke’s Minifter is acknowledged, 
his c Plcnipou<voir agreed to, and his Propofition accepted, and nothing of 
this is yet done for the Bifliop or his Minifter ; the Reafon is, becaufe 
the Allies, he faid, have yet no Mind to a Peace the Bifhop of Gnrck 
having been heard to fay very lately, that this is not a Time to mak€f 
a Peace, it cannot be now' made but advantageoufly for France , there- 
fore that he did not hope for it at this Time. Thcfe Words of the 
Bifliop of Gurck, he faid, he did communicate to me in Confidence : 
The Iflue of this Conference was, they would take Time to deliberate 
of the Reply they are fo make, they would fpeak with the Swedijh 
Ambafladors upon it, and would bring me their Anfwer themfelves. 

Last Night M. Stradtfinan giving me a Vifit, I laid before him the 
Difficulty that was like to be about the Bifliop of Strasburgh ; it being 
likely the French would be as carncft to bring him into the Treaty, as 
they, the Imperialiftsy arc to keep him out ; yet that the French would 
have the Advantage of that Claufe that is in the Imperial Tlcnipon- 
voirsy whereby they, the Imperial Ambafladors, arc enabled to treat 
with the Miniftcrs of the Moft Chriftian King, and with thofc of bis 
Allies. 

' H e faid, they were willing to hear any Propofition from the French 
in his Behalf, but that they could not receive him as an Ally of France , 
In Regard they had always underftood from us (the Mediators), from 
the Difcourfes of the French themfelves, nay, and from M. Thicker too, 
that he was no Ally, but an Adherent only. 

I told him, I knew nothing in particular of his Alliance, but that I 
had always thought he was a Kind of an Ally to Francey tho’ not iuch 
an one as was in War againft the Emperor - y for that when the Con- 
federates would have added (in the Flcnipouvoiry to the Words (j de 
fes Alliez) thcfe Words, — qui font contre Nous en guerre , the French 
had oppofed it, left thereby M. dc Strasburgh fhould come to be ex- 
cluded this Treaty : The Clofe was, that he, M. Stradtfmany wilh’d 
heartily there were no other Point but that to delay the Peace, they 
w ould quickly get over it ; but he thought it rcafonable the French 
fhould content themfelves with appearing for him, and not labour 
to introduce a particular Minifter in his Behalf here ; and fince there is 
np other Prince in the whole Empire in his Cafe, (that is, divided from 
the Emperor and Empire) it is not for his Service, M. Stradtfinan 
thinks, to be brought thus upon the Stage. 

H e told me, that the Nuncio bad pafled fome Offices with the French 
Ambafladors about burning of Towns in the Dutchjf of Juliers and 
otherwhere, and that their Anfwer was, the Soldiers did it without 
Orders, which the Allies know not how to believe. 


This 
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This Morning M. Petcum was with me, to tell me how fenfible 
Count Antoine is of the £mbarrals he is to enter into about his firft 
Vifits, the Imperialifts expe&ing . from him the firft Notification, and 
defiring that I would enter into fome Expedient, for he is now come 
upon his Eftate three Hours off, and will be in Town this Night. 

I told him I had dealt very clearly and plainly with M. Heugb in this 
Point, that my Orders were exprefs, to. pretend the Notification before 
the Imperialffis , and that 1 had let M. Heugh know as much. 

M. a Avaux comes to me upon the fame Subject, to tell me from him- 
felf and his Collegues, that they underftand Count Antoine will be 
waror a great Temptation to oafs me by, and to pay the firft Refpeft 
to the Imperialifts ; which, ir it be done, will bring them, and pro- 
bably the Swedes to, into the Embarrafs of not feeing him. 1 am 
always, ( fc.

M Y laft was of the 27 tb, fince which I have not any from you to 
acknowledge. 

Soon after that Difratch was gone, Meflicurs Colbert and d Avaux 
came to me, (as they laid, in Purfuance of a Promife they had made 
me, when they ihould have any Thing certain of the Bilhop of Gurck's 
appearing in Publick) to confider with me of fuch Precautions as were 
to be taken j they and I finding the Bilhop of Gurck going to work the 
fame Way that the Spaniards had gone a Month ago, in his Vifit of 
Ceremony ; for he was vifited by the Spanijh Ambaftadors in the Fore- 
noon on Monday, and he returned them their Vifit the fame Afternoon. 

I r was agreed among us, that I Ihould endeavour to get fomething 
in Writing, by way of EclairciJJement (fuch as *Don P. Ronquillo had 
given me) upon that Interview ; and that I Ihould endeavour to procure 
it from the Bilhop himfelf, in Regard that the fame Thing from M. de 
AKinski, or M. Stradtfman , would not have the fame Weight, for that 
they were no Parties to the Vifit. 

Hereupon I drew up a Letter to the Bilhop of Gurck , and then 
went and lliewed it to M. Stradtfman , and defired firft his Judgment, 
then his good Offices upon it ; in the Draught, he had nothing to except 
to, and promiled to fecond it with the Bilhop > the Copy of it goes 
herewith. 

About nine at Night I received an Anfwer to it in Writing from 
the Bilhop of Gurck , which is likewifo here inclofed. M. Colbert was difla- 
tisfied with that Exprdfion in it, of the tres-augufte Maifon , and no 
more, as if we were bound to underftand it of the Houle of Auftria . 

However, he and M. d Avaux (the Marefchal being abfent) found it 
in the rcafoning Part to be juft the lame with that which P)on P. Ron - 
quillo had writ to me upon that Subject, it turning upon thofc three 
Heads : 1. The Practice between the Miniftcrs of that Houle. 2. The 
Example of MunJUr ,• and, 3. The Acquicfcence of the Nuncio; who, 
as M. Stradtfman faid, did not ftir for any RclaircHfcment frpm the 
Bifhop ; but the French Ambaftadors do fay, that when he had under- 
ftood (as it feems he did by them) that I had got an Eclaircijfement in 
Writing, his Auditor was imployed next Morning to prqpurc the like 
daor fl^Nuncio.

Being 
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Be tnc poflbflfcd of this Letter from the Bifliop, I was notified at 9 on 
! Tiajday Morning, and had the Hour of 1 1 given me ; noxt to me, the 
French had 3 alltgned them in the Afternoon ,• the c Dane 4 ; the jBran- 
daiburghers 5 i M. Qxettfliern font his Excufe, for that his Collegue was 
not in Mown ,• and fo did AT. Hei'erniiig. 

I rind M. Oxcnjticrn is not fatisried, that the Notification was fair and 
indifli rent ; tJiis his Secretary has given out, but I have not yet heard 
any 'J hing from him to that Effect. 

Y e s t e r n a v the Bifliop of Gtirck returned his Vifit to me at 1 1 ; 
to the French at 3 * to the I Dane at 4; and to the Frandeubtirghcys at 

5 ; his Lquipage was 4 Coaches and fix Horfes, about 18 Footmen ''and 

6 Pages. He told me, when I made him a little Apology, that I 
durlt not appear in Vilits with any other Lquipage, than that his Ma- 
jelly had intended for an l’xample to the AiVcmbly, and that we had al- 
ways kept ourfelvcs to his Rule; that he was extrcamly troubled, wheijrhe 
was told that that Article of the Reglement, which his Ma jelly had pro- 
pofed to the Allembly, had not had the Luck to be univerfaily obferv* 
ed, as well as the reft have been, he judging of the whole as extrcamly 
ufrful; and the Article of regulating Trains of moll Ulc, and of great- 
ell Importance in this Id ace. 

In his Complement, he fpeke fully of his Majefly’s Merit and Glory, 
both with tli is and after Ages, for the Pains he hath taken, and the 
Zeal he doth fhew in the Exercile of this Mediation. His Majefly will 
meet with all Concurrence pofllble, lie faid, from the Lmpcror, all his 
Actions hitherto having fhewed him to be a Facifck ‘Prince ; and his 
Ms; -fly will calily perfwade himfclf of the Emperor’s Difpofition to 
enter into a Peace, when he fliall pleafe to confider his Unwillingncfs 
to enter into a War. He inllanced in the War in Poland, and the 
other in ‘Denmark, and this prefent War, defiant laijje tircr comme par 
les Chcccnx , (that was his Expreflton) before he would be brought to take 
up Arms in either of them : and the Emperor, he fays, relies extrcamly 
upon his Majefcy’s Mediation.

know what News and Hopes 1 had of my Collogues fpcedy Return 
hither, there being great Hopes depending upon their Return. 

As lam doling, M. d jk-aux tells me, the Nuncio had an Fclair- 
cijjcmcnt from the Bifliop of Gtirck, which differs nothing from that 
wlmh M . do los Palbajes had given him, upon Occalion of the other 
ViJit : He hath promifed me a Copy of it, which fhaJl go, if not by 
this Poll, then by the next. He told me, the Affair of M. Kinski's and 
M. St radt Jinan's Vilit of Ceremony was once all adjufted, by a Decla- 
ration intended to be given between them by the Nuncio ; but that all 
wib broke off again, and that they had mofl Rcafon to complain of M. 
Stradtjman. 

T i; a r which M. Kinski flood upon was, that they fhould give him 
a private Vilit at his Houfe, before the Interview in the Body of the 
Embafiy, and then his Revilit fhould be folemn with the Bifliop of 
Gtirck. He told me, that if there had happened fome Mi fun demand- 
ing between the B'.fhop of Gtirck and me, (which it feems fome were 
V dl-wilTicrs to) the whole Imperial Embaliy would •have broke Ccm- 
mevee with us here, and by that 'Means, and upon that Pretence, play’d 
their whole Bufinefs into the Nuncio’s Hands. * 

lam apt To think the Nuncio has given them, the French AmbafTa- 
dors, fome Declaration, that is fuller than the Bifhop of Gtirck' s 
Jic/aii cijjcmcnt , either to the Nuncio or t i me ; for M. dt Avov't-sJxS. 

1 me. 
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me, the Nuncio declares, he does judge the Interviews between the 
Bifhop of Gurck and the Spaniards , to be hors de rang, and takes them 
to be of no Confequencc to him, and for the fame Reafon of no Con- 
fcquence to the French ; for they, the French , are more than a little 
concerned, leaf! this fhould be a Prejudice to what they pretend, upon 
the laft King of Spains Declaration. 

If the Nuncio docs take upon him to make any fuch Declaration, 
I do not fee why a Declaration of the fame Kind, made by his Ma- 
jefty ’s Minifters here (when we arc together), is not as decilivc as the 
Nuncio’s } if he does it as Mediator, ours is as good j nor can I think 
*a£^any Plea he has. 

Count Antoine being come to this Town late on Huefday Night, I 
was with M. ! Petcum this Morning upon the Subject of his Viiit of Ce- 
remony, and delired him to represent to the Count, with my moft hum- 
ble Service, how I do propofc to myfelf the Happincfs ’ere long, not 
ohly of paying him my Refpcfts, but alfo of feeing his Majefty have 
the fame Satisfa&ion in the Count’s Ceremonials, as he hath hitherto 
had with all the Amballadors of this Aflcmbly. I defired M. 5 Petcum 
to confider, how many they were in Number, that had paid the firft 
Rcfpedt to his Majefty, not doubting but that he, the Count, the Am- 
balfador of a King, joined in Blood as well as Alliance with hisMa- 
jefty, would be careful to pay him the fame Rcfpcft that fo many 
great Princes had done by their Minifters : Then I left with him in 
"Writing an Extract out of our Cologn lnftru&ions, which are in thele 
"Words : — “You are to know, it is fundamentally agreed between us 
tc and the faid Moft Chriftian King, that the firft Place lliall be on all 
“ Occafions given to the Mediators,- that is to fay, the firft Vifits upon 
<c their Arrival, even tho’ they ftiould happen to be the firft upon the 
“ Place, as alfo the Upper Hand in the Place of Conference, and even 
“ in all ordinary Converfations during all the Time of the Treaty.” — 
This I left with him, having given him a full Account how the Pra&icc 
upon this Article had gone all along at Cologn. 

He gave me good Words in the general, and defired me to alfure 
myfelf, they would have a fpecial Regard to their Mediator ; that was 
his Exprelfion ; but did not tell me it was refolved on, that the firft 
Notification lliould be to his Majefty ’s Minifters. I am ever, C 7c.

M Y laft was of the 30 th paft ; lince which, Ihavc none of yours 
to acknowledge. 

M. Spanbeim delivered me a Letter fome while fince, that his Ele&o- 
ral Highnefs, the Prince Eledtor ! Palatine , had done me the Honour to 
vV wrfop to me, about his Affairs depending here ; the Copy of it goes 
n&ewith enclofed, as alfo the Anfwer I took leave to write to his 
Electoral Highnefs. 

The Difficulty he flicks at is this : He thinks it not fit to enter as a 
principal Party, and in his own immediate Right, into this Treaty ; he 
•~«mNild willingly come in as an Ally to the Emperor and the Empire, 
who are bound by Treaty to procure him Satisfadlion ; but then, his 
Electoral Highnefs would avoid, if he could, the giving of a Pleni- 
pouvoir on his Behalf to the Imperial Miniftcrs, before he docs fee 
what they arc like to procure for him : Therefore he propofes, that 
the Mediators would difpcnfe with the Formalities and Rules here ob- 
ferved in this Concern of his Electoral Highnefs. My Endeavour is 
to fhew, that we cannot difpcnfe, where the Parties do not think fit 
to concur ; for Inftance, the producing of a Plcnipouvoir is a Formality 
requifite, the adverfo Party may call for it when they pleafe, either at 
their firft entring upon the Bufinefs, or elfc they may defer to require 
it, till all be agreed and ready to fign ; but whenever they do call for 
it, the Mediators have it not in their Power to difpenfe with the not 
producing it, the Thing being wholly arbitrary, and in the Power of 
the adverfc Party ; all we can do is, to employ our Offices in defiring 
them to forbear calling for it, till the Matter treated of be in fome - 
Forwardnefs. 

His Electoral Highnefs’s original Pretenfions do yet flick in the 
Hands of the Imperialifts ; there is fomething in the narrative Part of 
them, that intimates how the Elector hath fuffered before this prelent 
'War, by the non-Execution of the Weftphaliqtie Treaties, but his De- 
mand of Reparation is not extended beyond the Damages of this War: 
The Imperialifts , it feems, make a Difficulty to deliver in the Preten- 
fions prefaced witli that Narrative, and fo that Matter depends at 
this Time. 

On Saturday , M. Petcum call’d upon me in his Return from the 
Bifhop of Gurck 3 Where he had been making his Vifit of Ceremony; he 
told me, he offered at fome Difcourfe with the Bifhop, about Count 
Antoine's firfl Vifit to the Mediators, and how that would be no Pre- 
judice to the Emperor, in Regard there was no Prince that flood in 
Competition with him as Emperor $ but that the Bifhop was fo full, and 
fo high upon the Point, that he was glad to hold his Peace, and to 
leave the further managing of it to M. Heugh. 

M y Anfwer was, that let the Imperialifts be never fo high, I would 
be furc to obferve my Orders. 

He was no foo'ncr gone, but M. Heugh came to complain of the 
fame great Heights ; and to give me an Account of a Converfiftion M. 
Stradtftnan had entred into with him, upon the fame Subject ; in which 
he told him, M. Heughy that it would be an Affront to the Emperor, 
not to give his Miniflers the firft Vifit ; that there was rto Inftance in 
"sJftWSL >cy tending to countenance it, but all to the contrary ; that the 
' Venc- 
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Venetian Mediator at Munjicr , was without any Hank at all, in Regard 
of that Function j and the £1 eft oral Ambafladors, who have always 
difputcd the Precedency with the Venetian , did difpute it there, not- 
withflanding his Figure of Mediator ; that Kings, who have a Competi- 
tion among themfoives, may have given in to this Expedient, to avoid 
Embarrafs with the Mediators j but that there was no Reafon or Co- 
lour to expeft that the F.mperor, who is (Jut of the Rank and Com- 
petition, fliould give into the Expedient. 

When I had obferved unto him in a very few Words, that I had 
not heard of any King in Chriftcndom , that did allow' the Emperor to 
be out of their Rank, or to be any more than the firft in their Rlmkf 
that the King my Matter would not poflibly get any Thing by this 
Deference that is paid him ; but that the Emperor would gain his 
Point if it be paid him ; which is, to he of an higher Order of Mo- 
narch s than Kings that the King having p^aftifed it at Colegn, ijjuJ 
received it from all the Parties here, I have no Reafon to believe he 
would dcpait from it now : I concluded with him, as 1 did with 
M. 'Pctcnm , that my Orders were prccile, and that 1 would keep clofe 
to them. 

Thus it is apparent, the lmperialijis do take all Occalions to put 
this Afl’cmbly into a Difquiet ; in the mean Time, M. Zc Comte 
Antoine is gone on Friday upon his Eftate three Hours off, and will 
be here fome Time this Week, and make his Notifications. 

In this Converfation, M. Heugh todk notice to me, how r he heard 
that the SwcdifZo Ambafladors had put a Memorial into my Hands ; 
and delired to know, what was become of it. I told him, he might 
come ’ere long to hear of it ; that it was now in their Hands again, and 
would receive their fecond Thoughts upon fome Words in it, before it 
lhould be put up to the Attembly of the Confederates. That the Mat- 
ters in it were, in my Apprehcnfions, of exceeding great Confequence 
to this Attembly ; and therefore I hoped we fliould, when it came, 
receive from him fuch an Anfwer upon it, as might contribute to carry . 
on the great End of our being here, and fecurc us from any Interrup- 
tions. 

His Anfwer was, that he knew very well, how they, the Swedes 
Ambafladors, do in that Memorial, and, of late, upon all other Occa- 
lions, threaten to be gone from hence ; and that he believes the French 
do influence them very much in this ,• that they think fit to give out, 
that they, the Danes, are moft defirous of a Peace ; but if the Swedes 
Will needs go on in the War, they mutt do as well as they can j in 
the mean Time, that they, the Ambafladors of 'Denmark , will ftay 
here, and help to make up the General Peace for the reft of Chri- 
Jiendom. 

That he can go no further than he hath already offered, in the 
Matter of Paflage for Letters and Couriers ; his Allies, the Spaniards , 
having call’d upon him in the very laft Aflembly of all, not to yield 
to any further Convenicncy for the §h)cdijl) Letters and Couriers, till 
the French do give them, the Spaniards , an Equivalent in the fame 
Kind. 

That M. Oxenjiiern might have eafily prevented* the Inconveniency 
befallen them in taking the Dutch Galliot , in its Return from Got- 
temburg to, Amfterdam, if they had called on him, M. Heitgh, for his 
Paflport, and he had given it to M. Lillyroodt, and ten Perfons, to go 
in that Galliot over into Sweden ; and he would have readily, upon the 
leaf! Intimation, given it to any Number of Perfons, and to a n” 

, ^ Hardes 
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Hardes coming back ; by this Means this Trouble and Lofs would have 
been avoided j but now it being a Caper that has taken this Galliot, 
there is little Hopes of recovering any Thing. 

On Friday the French Ambalfadors came to defire me (in Regard 
they had had yet no Anfwer upon what they had moved by me in the 
Biiliop of Strasburgh's Behalf) that I would renew my Inftances, to 
have that Bifhop’s Miniftcr and Flenipouvoir received. I have acquaint- 
y cd the Imperialifis and the Dane with it, (they being the laft that were 
with me upon the Bulinefs of the Allies) and they have referred me 
to jpake my Report again to the Allies in their Aflembly, w hich will 
Tfot be till after this Poll is gone. 

Just as I am doling, comes the two Swedijh Ambalfadors, (M. Ox- 
cnjltern being returned two Days ago) and tell me, they had conlidered 
or the Obfervations I had made upon fomo Words and Paflages in their 
.«J4emorial ; that they would have no Difficulty to conform to thofe 
Alterations I delired in it, but they fear ’tis now too late ; feveral Co- 
pies being gone Abroad of it as now it is, and the very Original to 
his Majefty : But in Regard that they delirc nothing more than to 
attain to the Ends of that Memorial, it is indifferent to them, they faid, 
whether thofe Ends be compaffcd by that Memorial, or any other Way ; 
therefore they left it to my Difcretion, to negotiate the Bulinefs either 
by producing their Memorial, or by ordering my Offices otherwife, as I 
fliould think moll conducing to a good Effed ; but they did not think 
lit (as Things Hand) to give Way to any Alteration. 

They delired of me, that they might be at a Certainty w 7 hat to 
trull to within a few Days, and to that Effect they offered to limit me 
to fifteen Days ; for if the Treaties Ihould begin, faid they, and all 
Parties negotiate their Affairs, and they not have the fame Liberty 
with others, of having a free Rccourfe to their Mailer, as they cannot 
enter into Bulinefs, fo they w ill not Hay here and look on. 

They told me further, the French Ambalfadors have lately had 
Orders to Hand by them, & les appuyer , in this Demand cfpecially, as 
well as in all other ,* that they had told them this Day they would do, 
fo, and that they would (as they had Orders) make the fame De~ 

' marches they, the Swedes , did ; M. d' Olhenhantz adding, that France 
was bound not to treat cither of Peace or Truce, without procuring 
them, the Swedes , the like Liberty as themfelvcs had to treat. 

They told mo further, that the Molt Chrillian King does approve 
of their Memorial as it is ; that this being the laft Memorial they arc 
rclolvcd to give in upon this Subjed, they mull ufe the Exprefiions in it, 
lince if it fuccecd not, it is to go further for their Vindication : They 
delired me to reprefent thofe Particulars to his Majefty by this Poll, and 
that I would begin to negotiate as foon as I could poffibly ; which I pro- 
mifed to do, but abfolutely declined their Pretence to limit me to a 
Time, to give them any Account either of his Majefty s Pleafure or Di- 
redions ; telling them, as I did once and again, it would be a Thing 
moft abfurd in me to take upon me j it would be fo likewife if I took 
upon me to give them an Account of the Succcfs of my negotiating 
here, lince the firll Account was to be given to his Majefty, in cafe the 
Difficulty could not be overcome in a Bulinefs of this infinite Import- 
ance; that the Being of the Aflembly depended upon it (it bejarg always 
in his Majelty’s Pow'er to find a Remedy, where we IhouhVoe utterly 
at a Lofs) : Nor can I be lb vain, as I told them, as to prefumc to take 
upon me to do that which the Embafly may do in a Bulinefs of this 
therefore that I mull fuppofe, that the Offices of the Embafly 
' may 
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may be more prevailing than tho'fe Inftances I fhould make, being here 
all alone : Befides that, 1 did expeCt one, if not both my Coliegues, 
to be here in a very fhort Time ; and that it was to me very probable, 
(this laft Memorial being, as I fuppdfcd, come to Hand before the com- 
ing away of cither of them) there may foihething of his Majefty’s par- 
ticular Inflru&ions upon this Point be brought hither when they come. 
I am always. Sir, uc.

To Mr. Secretary Coventry. 

Nimeguen, 6 th Sept . 1577. 

Right Honourable Sir, 

M Y laft general Difpatch, addreffed to Mr. Secretary WilUamfcn, 
and whereof there was a Duplicate addrdfed to you af the fame 
Time, was of the 3 d Current ; fince which I have the Favour of your; 
of the 31/? of the laft Month to acknowledge; and therein his Ma- 
jc fly’s gracious Goodncfs, in not difapproving of what I had done here 
upon the Swedijh Memorial, in fufpending to give it in, as it is now 
drefs’d, till I might have the Honour to know his Majefty’s Plcafure, 
in a Matter that Teem’d (to me at le aft) of very great Importance. 

That which has fallen out lince in relation to the Swedes and their 
Memorial, is for the moft Part accounted of in fome Paragraphs of 
my laft general Difpatch, wherein it will appear, how the Swedes were 
willing that I fhould forbear for fome Time the giving in of their Me- 
morial, if there was any Appearance of compaffing the Ends of it by 
any other Means ; but were not willing (or rather were rcfolvcd not) 

‘ to change any Thing of the harfli Language in it, or of the Demands 
they make of Offices, (to my Teeming) very improper for us to adven- 
ture upon without his Majefty’s fpecial Direction : I mean, frft, That 
• of our demanding that the ‘Danes Ihould give juft Satisfaction to this 
AlTembly for fo many Wrongs done them ; and, Secondly , That we 
Ihould forbear the doing of our Parts in our Function between Other- 
Parties, till they, the Swedes , be in the fame Condition with them, as 
to the Freedom of Corrcfpondcnce with their Court. 

On Friday M. d Olicenkrantz was at M. Severnings, fome few 
Hours after that he and his Collegue had been with me, to complain 
about their Memorial ; his Buiinefs (at leaftwife in Part, as M. Secer- 
ning told me) was, to make his Complaints againft my refufing to give 
in their Memorial to the Confederates. He ufed feveral Arguments, 
but none of them, it feems, ferved to convince M. Secerning ; for he 
was To far of the contrary Opinion, that when M. d Olicenkrantz offered 
him, nay, prefled him, to accept a Copy of that Memorial, he excuied 
himfclf, and faid, that fince the Mediator had made fome Scruple to 
hand it over to their Alliance, he did not defire to meddle with it, 
leaf! a Door fliould be opened that Way to Sharpnefs, after the Mediator 
had endeavoured to fhut them out ; and that he could very well ftay, 
and would do fo, till the Mediator could get thofd Alterations made 
in it, arhc fhould think fit, in Order to give it in without Offence ; he 
being not dfcOpinion, that Mediators were to be made a kind of Letter- 
Carriers, and were not at Liberty to ufe Precautions for the preventing 
of Sharpnclfcs that may arife upon Writings between the Parties, it 
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being unreafonable that they fhould be made the Miniftcrs of other 
Mens Heats and Palfions, fince it is the principal Part of their Function 
to endeavour to allay, compofe, and prevent them, as much as is 
pollible. * 

This Account I had yefterday from M. Beverning himfelf • and tho’ 
he refufed to receive a Copy of the Memorial from M. d Olivenkrantz , 
yet he defired a Sight of it from me privately, (which he had) that he 
might prepare himfelf for Converfation with the Swedes, as far as he 
fhall find the States his Mailers to be concerned in that Memorial, or 
can hope to be ufeful to bring the Danes to Reafon. 

JM. Beverning, in the feveral ConvcrfationsT had with him on Men- 
"day and yefterday, complain’d of the ‘Danes, that they wer<$ intolera- 
ble in their Proceedings j that the States have feveral Demeles with 
them at this Time j one about their own Mariners, without whom, he 
faid, the Dane can do little at Sea ; the Dilfcrence is about two Swe- 
dijh Men of War that had efcaped the Danes in. the late great Fight, 
and fell into the Hands of the Dutch , as their Fleet was coming up 
next Day ; they will allow the Dutch no Share in them that took 
them, upon Suppofal that they had been dilablcd the Day before, while 
the Dutch had no Part in the Action : — Ces Meffieurs la fairont tott- 
jours ce quit letir plaira a moins que fa Majejie Britt annique Envoys utte 
Vintaine de fes Navires de guerre dans la Mer Baltique pour y 
mettre le Hola , — was an Exprelfion he ufed with fome Emphalis, among 
many others upon that Subject ; faying, that his Mailers were bound in 
Honour to get full Reparation done them, elpecially as far as the re- 
lloring of all Things to the Swede will amount to, for the taking of 
that Galliot, wherein the Swedes are fo much intcrcftcd ; it being, laid 
he, moll direCtly againft the Treaty between Denmark and them, to 
have meddled with this Galliot, lince it was Dutch , tho’ it had been 
full of Contreband Goods ; but this Cafe touches them in Point of Ho- 
nour too, the Galliot being lent by Order of the States General, and. 
under the Flag, and with the Palfport of the Admiralty of Amjierdam. 

M y ftulinefs with M. ‘Beverning was, to learn from him what Efta- 
.blilhmcnt had been made between them and Denmark , for the PalTagc 
of Letters from Holland into Sweden , and fo back j that if that Efta- 
blifliment proved to be fuch as ought in Reafon to content the Swede , 
his Ma jelly may pleafe, if it be fo thought fit, to endeavour, by his 
Mediation with Denmark , to get the fame Eftabliflimcnt to be made 
and fixt in Favour of the Treaty here, for the palling of Letters to and 
fro, as the Hollanders have gotten for their Merchants ,* and his Ma- 
jelly, when he fees that Eftabliihment, may pleafe to determine what 
is further to be demanded, and had in Favour of the Swedes in this 
Treaty. Upon this Foot, I humbly fuppofc, the Paftage of Letters 
may be fettled. But M. Beverning was not able to tell me any Thing 
Certain, but took a Note to write to the Hague , for an Extract of what 
Concerned this Point. 

The next Thing will be for Couriers, which is hardly to be done but 
by a Route preferibed them ; and to that End, I have put the Project that 
M. d Olivenkrantz gave us in fome Months ago, (where it is pretended 
that the Couriers lhall not need to make above io Hours Way within 
the Danijh Territories, and that not near any Armies or llrong Places) 
into the Hands of M. 'Petcum , to cohfider ol, but have no tjfCt had his 
Reflexions upon it. f , 

For the Rcltoring of the Things taken in the Galliot, tho I find the 
States will be warm enough in it, yet I have begun my Offices about 
«6b8V4vith M. Heugh \ he fays Hill, the Swedes muft blame themfelves*

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the calling upon him for his Paflport would have prevented that Mif- 
chicf, and that hardly any Thing can be recovered from the Caper. 

"W h i j. e M. Fawning and I were upon this Subject of the Galliot,' 
and the Papers taken in it, he faid, the great Secret of their Affairs 
was in that Galliot, nor does ho know how well it was diiguis’d in 
Cypher ; only there is come to the Hands of the States, a Letter of 
the King of Sweden's to his Ambafl’adors here, wherein he. complains 
extrcamly of the States, and treats them, he is fure, far.othcrwife 
than they deferve he not knowing wherein they merit otherwife than 
well of him ; he, for his Part, having done all he could fairly do for 
the Swedes. 

H e told me alfo, that Trance had lately entered into a ftri&er Union 
and League, than they had before with Sweden ; that it is not above 
a Fortnight or three Weeks that they have News of it. That they, the 
Swedes , had been a great while endeavouring to get off from France , 
and to come over to them, the 'Dutch; that he had negotiated the 
Affair to get reafonable Terms for them, but that he could do no good, 
qttoy qu it coyoit dc la himicrc dc la ( Poucoir faire ; for that the Swede 
flood upon having all reft ore d to them, and would not be brought to 
part with any Thing of what the 2 'Jane, the Frandenburgher , and the 
.. Ltincnbttrghcr , had conquered upon them ; that hereupon lie gave over, 
and feeing his Offices would not prevail, had not leen the Swedes thefc 
three Months. 

In this Convcrfation, we had fome Difcourfe of the Carriage of the 
Spanijh Miniftcrs in England , whereof your two laft give fo abundant 
Lvidcnccs. He faid, he could not comprehend what they do propofe 
to themfeives, nor, fuppofing they fliould be able to bring it about to 
embroil the King and his People, (which God forbid) what Help that 
would be unto them, or what that could conduce to favc what they are 
every Day lofing : He fays, the States General are aware of their ill 
Condutt in England \ dr ont p is des Rcfclutions bicn fortes , and have writ- 
ten to jM. Van Feuninghcn upon this Occafion. He looks upon them, 
he faid, as a People that are in Defpair, and do therefore heed the lefs 
what they do. 

The Imperial and SpaniJJj Miniftcrs have had no Communication, 
he fays, with M. Van Fcnninghcn , upon fome Punctilio of Treatment, 
which he does not well comprehend what it fliould be j he being Am- 
bajjador Extraordinary^ and they fans Caraclcrc, , that was his lixpreflion. 
M. Van Fcuningben, to ftiew himfelf cafy where the Publick Good was 
concerned, let them know, he was willing to admit of .Expedients ; but 
the States being informed how the Thing flood, have exprefly forbid 
him to enter into any Expedient whatfeever. 

He told me further, that his Highncfs the Prince of Orange had 
writ him a Letter of four Sheets of Paper, all with his own Hand, 
w herein he does, among other Things, clear my Lord the Earl of 
QJfery from having ever opened his Mouth, cither at the Council of 
War, (where he fpoke not at all) or in private, to move his Highncfs, 
in Order to fufpend or divert him from any Action he was upon, or 
might be thought to have in his Head, in the late Mifcarriage near 
Charlcroy. 

On Monday 1 was at the Aflembly of the Confederates at their 
ufual Hour, and made my InftanccS with them, as the French Ambaf- 
ftidors had cfcfred me, to have the Minifter of the Bifliop of Strasburgb 
received as a Thirty. The Bifliop of Gttrck having recapitulated thofc 

few 
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few Words I faid, thank’d me, as is ufual, and told me the Aflembly 
would deliberate upon it. 

Yesterday in the Forenoon, M. ct Olivenkrantz was with me, to 
acquaint me, his Collogue and he had come to a Refolution, that he 
ihould take a Journey to wait upon his King, wherever he be, in Order 
to reprefent the State of all Affairs to him, and to be fully inftru&cd 
for this Negotiation. That he was to be gone very fuddeniy, and 
.. therefore was come to take his Leave of me ; he had acquainted M. 
hemming three Days before of this Journey ; he reckons to be out 
about five or fix Weeks j fo much Time, he faid, would be taken in 
fettling the Freedom of Paffagc, as they pretend to have it, for their 
Letters and Couriers through ‘Denmark ; and till that be done, his 
■defence would be of very little Ufe here. 

When I let him fee the Surprize I was in, I told him, that my 
Concern was very great his Return ihould be the fpeedieft polfible, leaft 
that if in his Abfence any Advance fhould be made towards them, the 
Swedes , or even towards their Allies the French ; the Want of his Pre- 
fence, in Cafes to be determined between him and his Collegue, and in 
Cafes to be confultcd and advifed upon between them and the French , 
(as Allies that go Hand in Hand) ihould be a Hindrance and a Stop 
upon all the Parts of our Negotiation here. 

The Hopes he gave me that it would be no fuch Thing were faint 
enough ; and he was plcafcd to fuppofc, that there would be nothing 
of Moment advanced on either Side while he ihould be away ; rather 
than to allure me, that his Collegue and his Allies had a Power, and 
would be in a Difpofition to go on, if any Thing ihould be brought 
under Deliberation, in Order to a Difpatch in the mean while. 

I mull confefs, I am not without Apprehenfion upon this Incident, 
tho’ there may be Domcitick Reafons befidcs the Publick ones, that 
may have brought him to make this Journey. 

I moft humbly thank you, Sir, f orthe Intimation you arc pleafed 
to give me, of M. dc Wallenjteins late Requeft to his Majefty, that we 
might have Orders to communicate with the Pope’s Nuncio here, and 
of his Majefty ’s Anfwer upon that Requeft. 

W e having in January laft had his Majefty ’s precife Orders not to do 
it,* my Collogues and I have kept as dole as is poifible to the ftritt 
Letter of thofe Orders, nothing in the leaft having paiTed directly or 
indirectly on our Part, tending to take Notice of his being in this Place, 
much lets to acknowledge him, or have any Commerce with him, or 
with any Pcrfon whatfoever that belongs to him. 

What Grounds M. deWallenftein hath to prefume the Dane's Con- 
fent, I know not ; fure I am, that Account I gave in one of my late 
Letters was out of his own Mouth, and (as near as I could carry them, 
away) in his own Words. I am, dye-

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than to tranfmit unto you the Letter cnclofed from the Duke of 
‘Deux ‘Pouts to this Embalfy, and the Memorial of his Miniller, that 
Duke having chofcn this Way of Rccourfo to his M a jelly’s Prote&ion. 

This M miller reprefents the Duke his Mailer to be in a Way of 
coming to great Straits for his own Subliftcnce, and that of his eldcft 
Son’s Widow and her Silter, whom he is bound to maintain ; his Coun- 
try being not only extrcamly haralfed, but, by the burning down of 
his Villages, and the deferting of his Subjects, become in raoft Places 
abfolutely dcfolatc. 

That which he defircs is, to be fpared in the Contributions that 
the French do now exaCt in his Country with the ufual Rigours ; and 
he thinks himfclf very well founded to defire it, in Regard he hath not 
in the leall failed in his Rofpeds to the Moft Chriftian King, or tranf*- 
grelfed in the Neutrality he profefles to obferve ; and alfo, for that he 
is fo near of Kin to the King of Sweden , (lb conliderable an Ally of 
France) and who is to fucceed this Duke, as next Heir Male. 

I did reprefbnt to this Minilter what Anfwer I was like to have 
from the French Ambalfadors, if he would needs prefs me upon any 
Office of this Kind towards them ; and it proved to be fo, as it hap- 
pened heretofore in our Applications for his Highuefs Elcdor ‘Palatine , 
the Duke of Newburgh, and the Count of NajJ'an : They owned indeed, 
the Duke of ‘Deux ‘Pouts to be not only a Neutral Prince, but one 
that the King their Mailer had a particular Regard for ; but withal 
faid, the regulating of Contributions was altogether foreign to their 
Commiflion here, and they mull refer him to thole in the Court of 
France, (naming M. de Lonvoy) that have the Direction of thofe Affairs, 
where they doubted not but he lhould find good Julticc ; M. Colbert 
' adding, he believed there was a Ncceffity for the French to do what 
they did in that Country, for that their Enemies had Supplies out 
of it. 

I laid hold of this Conference, to take notice to them of the Count 
Antoine s being return’d to Town, (as he hath been ever fincc Wedncf- 
day ) and of what was difeourfed, of the Expectations he lhould vifit 
the Impsrialifts in the firll Place ; giving them an Account alfo of the 
Diligences 1 had ufed both with M. Heugh and M. Pet cum, and of the 
Obligation I was under to pretend abfolutely, that the firll Notification 
and Rcvilit lhould be given me before the Impcrialifts. 

M. Colbert told me, that they were rcfolved (and he hoped his Col- 
logues then prefent would not difavow him) to follow the fame Fortune 
as" I lhould have, and not to vifit him, unlcfs I had the Opportunity of 
the firll Vifit given to me before the Imperialifts ; and therefore, that 
they were of Opinion, that in Cafe the firll Hour were affign’d to the 
Imperialifts before me, and that I lhould find the Impcrialifts to make 
their Vifit at that Hour, then, and in that Cafe, I lhould not vifit at 
the Hour aflign’d me. 

I laid before them an Inconvenience that would be in that Courfe ; 
which was, that I lhould herein vary from what my Collegue Sir Wil- 
liam imple, and my felf, had^donc in the Cafe flf the Swedes Am- 
baffadorSvwc having gone on with our Vifit with them, notwithftanding 
we kncwAthat they, the French , had vifited them before; and we 
rclolving (as we did) to infill upon the firll Revifit before them, the 
French , which if we had not had, we would not have received them. 

Besides this Example, I was apprehenfive, that in refufigg 
at the Hour alfigncd me, tho’ it lhould be after the Imperiafljts, I lhall 
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that had I vifited him at all, he would have given me the firft Revilit, 
-as the Swedes had actually practis’d it ; and as the Spaniards decla- 
red they would praCtife in their Revilit, tho’ the French fliould have 
vifited, as they had taken an Hour before me. 

This they were pleafed to weigh and conlider of; but their Judg- 
ment and Refolution upon it was, that the Aflignation of Hours is, 
(according to the Stile and Practice of this Afl’embly) a Declaration of 
.the P/eference given in the Notification, and of the Order intended in 
the Revilit ; therefore it was their Senfe and Advice, that I lliould 
pretend the firft Hour to be aflign’d me ; but that to prevent Count 
Antoine's having any ftarting Hole given him, by my balking to vilit 
him ; and that he might have no colour to fay, he would have given 
mo*, the firft Revilit, had I given him any Vilit at all j that as foon as 
I Ihould difeover, that the Imperialijis were upon their Vilit of Cere- 
mony at his Houfe, and before me, I Ihould have a Gentleman ready 
to ftep in to the Count, (as foon as the Imperialijis Ihould have done 
their Vilit) to tell him, that I Ihould not be able to give him a Vilit 
without his Majefty’s Orders, in Regard I had not had the firft Hour 
alligncd me, unlefs he would allure me, that he would give me the firft 
Rcvifit before the Imperialijis ; which if he did, it was the Opinion of 
the French Ambalfiidors, I might go on with my Vilit ; it not, break off 
there. 

Their Advice being unanimous in this Cafe, 1 think it fafeft for 
me to follow it ; tho’ I muft confefs my own poor Judgment, had not 
theirs intervened, would have lead me to choofe the other Way ; but 
feeing they have given their Opinion fo fully, and alfo declared fo 
frankly, they intended to make no Step, but as they found Satisfaction 
and Right done to his Majefty in this Point j I intend to take the Way 
they have commended to me,- only I will have two Gentlemen more in 
a Readincfs to fend, the one to M. Ilengh , and the other to AI. ( Pct- 
cum , to make the fame Reprefentation, as I intend to Count Antoine , 
unlefs I may be fo happy, as to receive the Honour of his Majefty’s Di- 
rections upon this Point, before this Notification be made ; which I am 
the more in Hopes of, in Regard I have humbly reprefented this Diffi- 
culty in one of my Letters a good while lince. 

M. eC Fjirades (as we were breaking up this Conference) told us, he 
thought Count Antoine would not appear in pubiick fo foon as we 
expected ,• for one, that had Reafon to know much of his. Count An- 
toine's Mind, had told him that very Morning, that Count Antoine 
finding the Mediator would give in to no Expedient, he would make 
no Vilit of Ceremony at all, but let himfclf infcnfibly into the Bulinefs 
of the Place, by joyning himfelf, as Occafion ferved, with M. Heugh , 
who is in it already. 

I have nothing yet of our Colleguc Mr. IIyde y but what is in the 
Haerlem Gazette, of his being arrived at Pruxclls on Wednefday Morn- 
ing laft ; if his Highnefs the Prince of Orange be ftill, as he was lately, 
near the Sambre , and that Mr. Hyde hath no Occafion to attend his 
Motions, or to take Bruxells again, or the Hague in his Way hither, 

1 fhall fuppofe be will choofe to go ilpon the Sambre to Najsuir , and 
from thence upon the Meufe to Liege and Maeftricht , till Income to a 
landing Place, within an Hour of this Tow n ,* and if he happen to 
fleer his Courfe that Way, I do hope he is already well advanced in his 
Jr'irrjev hitherwards, where 1 fhall be moft joyful to fee him returned.

M Y laft was of Monday the 10 th i fince which, I have none either* 
From yourfelf, or Mr. Secretary Williamfon , yet come to Hand, 
t ic Wind being frill contrary ; and to Morrow will be a Fortnight* 
fince the Date of the laft I have had from yourfelf. 

Enclosed I take leave to fend you a Memorial, that M. ; Ic Pre* 
fident Cannon , the Lorain Miniftcr, put into my Hands, with a Dcfflte 
I ftiould give it the French Ambafladors ,• but having obferved to him, 
that there were in it fome Mis-Allcgations of Matter of FaCt, and that 
for him (now he takes his Matter's Affair into his own Hands) to begin 
With a Memorial in Writing, was not fo convenient, in Regard that 
the Ufe that is made of Memorials here, is molt commonly to fet hard 
the adverfe Party, and to put him as much as may be in the Wrong ; 
he was content I fliould do my Offices for him by Word of Mouth, and 
was convinced it would be Time enough to have Recourfe to Memo- 
rials, when he finds that the French (notvvithftanding his Conduit now, 
fince he takes his Bufinefs into his own Hands, is fuch that they cannot 
except again!!) will give no Anfwcr to his Propofition. 

Yesterday, I took ah Hour of the French Ambafladors upon this 
Occafion, and reprefented to them the great Mortification M. Cannon 
profelfed to labour under, in that he cannot have an Anfwer from them 
to his Propofition : That he forefecs the Bufinefs of this Aflembly will 
be multiplied ere long ; and fearing that the Concerns of others may 
entangle his, he defires to be, before that can fall out, in the fame ' 
Condition with the reft of the Parties that are upon this Place ; there 
being none, that hath given in a Propofition, but hath had his Anfwer 
upon it a long w hile fince, hirafelf only excepted : That he profelfed* 
that whatever the Anfwer, that lhall be given him, lhall happen to 
be, that he will receive it with that RcfpeCt that is due to the Moll 
Chriftian King and to his Ambafladors * that I did delirc them to cx- 
cufe me, in that I could not be otherwise than very earned: and prefling 
in this Inftancc j for that M. dc Cannon did appeal to what I did 
know, and had reported to him, of the good Hopes that they, the French 
Ambalfadcrs, had given of an Anfwer from them. 

To this the French Ambafladors anfvvcred exceeding calmly, that 
they defired a little Time to confidcr of the Inftancc I had made ,* that 
they thcmfelvcs would bring me their Anfwer to it, and hoped to be 
able to make it appear, that M. Cannon has no Right to prefs them 
for an Anfwer, until his Allies do give them Satisfaction in the Point 
of the Bilhop of Strasburgh , and until the Bilhop’s Minifter be acknow- 
ledged by the Allies, and his Propofition received, as M. Cannon had 
been acknowledged by them. • 

M. Gt^nfliern, in a Converfafion I had with him yelterday about the 
Swedijh I betters and Couriers, took Occafion to tell me, fomewhat mdre 
expreily tli^jfn at other Times, how neceflary it was that Denmark 
fliould givyi < them all rcafonablc Satisfaction, and that fpcedily, in 
that Point, otherwife that this Aflembly would be in Pinrrr tr~I it 
diflblvcd. ? 
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That if any Thing fliould betide M. d Olivenkrantz, that fliould 
hinder his fpeedy Return to this Place, he thought the King his Matter 
would rather recal him, than refolvc to fend another j that he (M. Ox~ 
enftiern) cannot, as Things now ttand, enter into Bufincfs without a 
Colleguc, and without Inftru&ions fuitable to the prefent State of 
Affairs ; and that if he did not, he allured me the French would not, 
nay, could not : EJi ant obligez de nc Traiter ny Paix ny Trece, fans 
Nous dr eftant refoluz de [nitre Nos Pas ; thefe were his Words. 

M. Pet cum toid me on ' Tucfday , (when 1 called upon him for his Re- 
flexions upon the Project of a Pattagc for the Swedijh Couriers by the 
'Way *of Fcmeren , that 1 had put fomc while fince into his Hands) that 
he had fent it to the Chancellor of ‘Denmark. , and delired his Confidc- 
ration upon it, but had yet no Anfwer ; he fliewed me the Copy of 
the Letter lie had writ, it was in French ; and in the Clofe of the 
Paragraph touching this Project, he obferved to the Chancellor, that 
the ‘French, for ought lie perceived, had no great Mind to a Peace ; 
and if fo, they may probably lay hold of this Pretence, and lay all the 
Blame and Envy of continuing the War at their Door in Denmark; 
for that they, by flopping all Commerce between the Ambalfadors of 
Sweden and their King, render it impoflible for them to enter into any 
Part of this Treaty. 

I n this Converfation, he let fall a Word of Count Antoine's Impa- 
tience to enter into Commerce with the Mediation $ that he hoped it 
would be ’ere long, only he was cautious in what he had to do, car 
nous fommes refoluz de noffenfer perfonne. "We have nothing more as 
yet of his Notification, or appearing in Publick. He hath feen fomc 
of his Allies, and they him, but without any Parade. 

Ali. I have from our Collogue Mr. Hyde> is a Letter of the i d of 
September from Fhtjhing : He was then going up for Antwerp. Some 
of his Baggage and Family arc come into this River, but are hindered 
(a Matter of i o or 1 2 Hours below us) from coming up by the con- 
trary Winds. 

I t is but juft now as I am doling, that I receive from M. dAvaux> 
a Copy of the Eclaircijfcmcnt that the Bifliop oiGurck gave the Nuncio, 
upon his viliting the Spaniards , the Day before he w r as to viiit the Am- 
bafladors of this Alfembly. I cannot but take Notice, that it is con-, 
trived, as if it had been written, not only by Way of preventing the 
Nuncio, before he fliould have Caufe to ask for any fuch Fclaircijfe - 
ment, but before the Interview itfclf between him and the Spaniards 
was made. But it is clear to me, by the Relation of the French , and 
by M. Stradtfmans Words, that the Nuncio did not fend to ask for it, 
till 1 had gotten mine over Night ; and that it was not given the Audi- 
tor till the Morrow after that the Interview between the Bifliop and 
the Spaniards had patted. I am always, (jc.

S INCE my laft, which was of the 13//&, I have the Favour of yours 
of the 7 th Current to acknowledge, and therein his Majcfty s 
exprefs Pleafurc to in lift for a Notification in the fir ft Place, and before 
the Imperialifts , from Count ylntoine : This Mr. Hyde (who arrived here 
yefterday in the Afternoon) comes Time enough to bear his Part in the 
Execution of ; for the Count has not notified his Arrival as yet, tho’ 
we are told he’ll do it very fuddenly ; what tv as behind of his Equipage 
being come from Amfterdam on Friday laft. 

Inclosfo goes the Extracts of feveral Letters from the Dutch 
Minifter at Copenhagen , to the States his M afters ; being an Account 
how he had once eftablifhed the Paflage of the Holland Letters through 
Denmark , and of the Interruption it had met with. I defired M. fte~ 
verning to procure for me an Account of what the States had propofed 
to themfelvcs, and effected in that Matter, that you may plcafe to con- 
fider, how far his Majcfty might think fit to propofe it, and with what 
Alterations, in Favour of the Letters from Sweden to this Place, and 
from this Place to Sweden. 

I do not find by M. Governing , that the States are in a Way to get 
the Interruption that now lies upon all the Holland Letters remedied ; 
only he fpeaks with a very great DiflatisfaCtion of the Proceedings of 
Denmark. 

O n Friday I performed my Offices w ith M. Hough (the heft I was 
able) to get Right done to the Swedes (as they defirc in their Memo- 
rial) : ift , For the Liberty of their Letters. 2 dl)\ l or a Paflage to 
their Couriers. 3 dly^ For the Reftitution of thofc Things that had 
been taken in the Amfterdam Galliot, returning from Gottembnrgb. I 
had not Acccfs to him fooner, by Reafon he had been ill fome Days of 
a Fever. It would be too long to trouble you with the Reafons 1 
urged him with, and with his Anfw'ers ; for that you have had upon 
feveral Occafions an Account of all that is to be faid pro and con 
upon that Subject ,• befides that, I could obtain nothing of him, but 
that he would write to the King his Maftcr, and give him an Account 
of this Application of mine, as an Inllance renewed in his Majeftys 
Name, after that the Contents of the Swedijh Memorial had been laid 
before him. 

In this Converfation I let him know, that his Majcfty had had lately 
Occafion to take Notice of the Orders he had formerly given us, to 
have m^lanner of Communication with the Pope’s Minifter here, nor 
to acknowledge him in the lcaft : That I had, upon the Knowledge of 
this, reprated to fome of the Miniftcrs here, the Declaration that my 
Colleguefc and myfclf had made heretofore, purfuant to his Majcftv s 

Trdcrs 
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Orders in that Matter, and that in repeating the fame to him, it was 
the boft Account I was able to give him of his Majefty’s Judgment, as 
to the Government of his own Miniftcrs, in the Enquiry he had made 
of me fomc Time lincc, touching the having of Intervifits with the 
Nuncio. 

W e did not end this Converfationj without his falling very warm 
upon the Bufinefs of Count Antoine , and his interlacing of feveral little 
Stories at Cologn : The one was, that the Dutch Ambalfadors had rc- 
fufed, being the laft Comers, to vilit the Mediators, tho’ they had an 
Intimation from them, that it was their Prctenfion and Defire ; and that 
M. Ecverning had given them Leave to produce him (if need were) to 
juftifie that Fadh Another Story was, that M. Meyercroon had told 
him, M. Hcugh , Count Dott happened to come in, while M. Courtin 
was at his Houfe upon a Vifit to him, that they were in fo great an 
Embarrafs, that neither of them would fit down, but each endeavoured 
to gain the Chimney ; and M. Courtin quickly broke off, whifpering 
M. Meyercroon a Word in the Ear, and taking his Leave, as if Count 
*Tott and he had Bufinefs together, which M. Courtin would not interrupt. 

To the Practice at Cologn I could fay fomething pofitive ,• to the reft 
of his Arguments, I oppofed his Majefty’s prccile Orders, and I knew 
nothing but to obey, and keep clofe to them. 

On Sunday I was to vifit M. Chriftinc upon his Return out of Flan- 
ders ; he fell likewife upon the Bufinefs of Count Antoine ; and being 
over that, he asked my Advice and Help, to get fomc Parcels of Books 
that he had bought in Spain ; he having been advifed by his Merchant 
at St. Sebqftian , that there was no Way fo fafe, as to put them on 
Board an Englijh Ship that went for England ; but that then, unlefs 
there were fomc body to take Care of them there, they might come to 
fome Inconvenience in the Cuftom-Houfe. I told him, I had feveral 
Acquaintance of very good Note among the Spanijh Merchants, and 
would do what I could to ferve him by them : But that I found by my 
Letters out of England , that thofe Merchants at this Time were, upon 
fome Words and Writings feattered Abroad, put under Apprehen- 
fion that Spain would make a War upon us ; and that they feared it 
would be begun with feizing of their Goods, tho’ we have a Treaty 
ivith Spain that is mod exprefs againll fuch Seizures, if there fhould 
happen to be a War : He fmiled at it, and faid, there was no fuch 
Danger : Id Efpagne nejl pas en it at A attirer plus A Ennemis fur le Eras. 
I am always, ipyc.

S INCE the laft Difpatch from hence, which was of the 17 thy wo 
have the Favour of yours of the 1 1 th Current to acknowledge ; 
and we humbly thank you for .the Pains you are pleaied to take, in re- 
peating to us by it his Majefty’s Pleafurc concerning Count Antoine's 
Vilit, and for the Notice you are pleafed to give us, how we are to 
govern ourfelvcs, iif cafe the Dane Ihould move us again, touching the 
Judgment his Majefty may be of, in relation to the Danes having any 
Co’mmcrce with the Pope’s Minifter, or to their accepting ¥nc Media- 
tion of ‘Portugal \ and tho’ the late Declaration of his Majcftbto Count 
ffallenjlcin , hath already been very lately communicated tb M. Heugh , 
Vr! TI. D d \ vet 
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yet we ftiall be fure (both of us) to let him know once more in Form, 
the llrict Injunctions we are under, not to have to do with the Pope’s 
Miniltcr in any Manner or Thing either of Bulmefs or Converfation. 

The Return that his Majclty is plcafed to direct that we fixe Id 
make to the Spanijh AmbalTadors, Avail be made w ith the firft Occalion : 
But in Regard of fomc Applications made to us fevcrally by M. Colbert 
and to me Mr. Hyde by M. d Jvaitx like wife, we humbly conceive, as 
the French are plcafed to underftand it, you will judge that his Ma jelly s 
further Directions will be neccflary for us in Incidents of this kind ; for 
on Sunday laft, M. Colbert having taken an Hour of me Sir L. Jenkins , 
began with me by way of Complaint, (tho’ in very civil Language) that 
I had been, as they underltood by M. 'Barillon , too hafty to repreferit 
the Account that the Spanijh AmbalTadors had given me, of a Delign to 
fet up a Treaty at Rome between the two Crowns, without acquainting 
them, the French AmbalTadors, w ith the Charge ; who would have 
been able, he faid, to fatisfy me, that the Ambalfador of France at 
Rome did not, nor could not offer at any Inch Thing ; it being the 
Meaning of the Moll Chriftian King, that all his Affairs Aioufd be 
managed by the King our Mailer, in the Equity of whofe Mediation 
he placed his greatcll Confidence. 

I con felled freely I had done it j nor did I labour to cxcufe mylelf 
any further, than in owning I might be calily miftaken in my Conduct, 
efpecially being here all alone ; but that if there were a Fault in 
what I had done, it was for Want of better underffanding my Part in 
this Function ; it being my Pcrfwafion, that the FmbalTy of Spain hav- 
ing charged me with a Relation of a Matter of FaCt, which had not 
paft'cd upon this Place, but fo many hundred Miles off, and wherein 
there was not any Thing charged upon, nor fo much as a Mention of 
the French AmbalTadors here, nor of any Thing pretended to be faid 
or done upon this Place, I thought it had been committed to me as a 
Secret, to be laid in all Humility before the King my Mailer and his 
Majelly, not I, to give what Heed he Aiould think ht to the Relation s 
and difeover by the Means and Methods he Ihould preferibe, what 
Truth there was in it, and how and which Way the Thing w 7 as capable 
of an HclairciJJcment from the French Side. 

Here 1 took the Liberty fo far, as to put it to him. Whether, if 
they, the French Ambaffadors, had had the like Information from their 
Court, or from their Ambalfador at Rome, that fuch Overtures and 
Advances, in order to a Treaty there, had been made to France by 
the Marquifs del Carpio , and delired me humbly to reprefent it to his 
Majelly j whether, in that Cafe, they would have allowed of my going 
to the Spanijh AmbalTadors, and taking upon me to hear what they 
would fay by way of Oppolition or HclairciJJcment, , before I Aiould 
tranfmit fuch a Relation to his Majefty. 

H e was not plcafed to anfvver directly to this ; but it being an Inci- 
dent, new in its kind, he would not cenfure w hat was already done, 
but that for the future, delired we would hear them upon any Information 
that Aiould happen to bo given us to their Prejudice, before we reported 
it to his Majelly ; it being a Confidence that they have, he faid, fome 
Title to hope from us, in Regard they intend to ufft all Confidence to- 
wards'Ut as principally relying* upon his M a jelly’s Mediation. 

Thf. vkry fame Difcourle, M .Colbert firll, and then M. dAvaux, held 
to me Mi Atlyde, at the firft Interviews I had with them now at my 
Return ; Behring, that however this firft Incident had pafted, we Aiould 
do no iu/ch Thing for the future without firft hearing them j gjiyng for 
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a Reafon, that they would be fure to deal with all Sincerity and Open- 
ncfs with us, their Orders being fo, and their Inclinations likewife, their 
fpecial Confidence being in his Majefty’s Mediation, and not m the 
Pope’s, whom they find to be very partial to the Spaniards ; they telling 
me further, that if any Proportion be made to them by the Pope’s 
Minifter, or by any other Means or Party whatfoever, it (hall not 
remain tor fo much as one Hour’s Space in their Hands, but they will 
forthwith acquaint us with it. 

W e take Leave to lay before you this minute Account, that we may 
have his Majefty’s gracious Directions, how to govern ourfelves in the 
like Cafes for the future ; for it is our humble Opinion, that every 
'rhing that is depofited with us, in Order to be laid before his Majefty 
for his Information, ought to be a Secret towards All others and that 
■^it is then only we are at Liberty to endeavour an E clairciffement with 
the adverfe Party, when the Party that makes the Charge delires it, or 
when his Majefty directs it ; or elfo when the Charge is of fuch a Nature, 
as to become a prefent Accrochement to our Negotiation here, and that 
not to be taken away, but by an Eclair clement from the other Side. 

Upon the firft Interviews I Mr. Hyde had with Mcflicurs Colbert , 
Jleugh , and ’Bcverning^ they feverally enlarged themfelves, concerning 
the Difficulty now depending about Count Antoine's Notification and 
Vifit ; but M, Colbert having taken upon him to enter into this Bufinefs, 
and having been with me fcvcral Times, on T ‘uejday, yefterday, and this 
Day about it, the SubjcCt-Matter of all was the following Expedient, viz. 
that Count Antoine fliould, inftead of notifying his Arrival to the Me- 
diators, come and vilit them in ‘Parade , yet without notifying them of 
his Arrival, or expc&ing their firft Vifit to him, and that he fhould at 
this Vifit produce his Plenipouvotr to the Mediators. 

When this fliould be over with the Mediators, he would have the 
Count notifie his Arrival to the Imperialijis , and the reft of the Am- 
balfadors in the ufual Manner, and then receive their Vifits of Cere- 
mony i M. Colbert declaring himfclf to be of Opinion, that the Bufinefs 
thus carried, the Refpedt to his Majefty would be the greater, in that 
the Mediators arc made, as it were. Judges of the Count’s ‘Plcnipouvoir , 
and that it lies in their Power (which M. Colbert really looks upon as 
belonging to the Function) to declare Count Antoine Ambaflador or 
not, as they fliall find his Powers in good Form or otherwife j he con- 
ceiving that the firft Vifits in all Cafes were ordered to be made to the 
Mediators at Cofogn to that End. To this I told him, I could anfwer 
nothing, till I had firft difeourfed it with my Collegue, which I told him 
I would do, and return him both our Opinions upon it. 

This being on Tuefday ovcr-Night, next Morning (which was yefler- 
day) your Letter of the 1 1 tb came to Hand, than which there can be 
nothing more exprefs, for our infilling upon a firft Notification ; which 
made us both conclude, that whatfoever had the Name of an Expe- 
dient, was therefore to be avoided by us, and that the leaft Varia- 
tion from the Methods hitherto ufed in this Place, both in notifying 
and vifiting, was not to be adventured upon by us, without new 1 Orders 
from liis Majefty. 

W h e n I acquainted M. Colbert with this, he was fatisfied as to one 
Part, that we coqld not with Safety depart from the Letter of our 
Orders, but wiflied however, that we \yould write of it into England j 
which gave me Occafion to ask him, whether we fliould mention it as 
an Expedient that he propofed of himfclf, or elfe as a Thjhg he be- 
lieved the ‘Dane would give in to ? To which he anfweredl it was yet

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no more but an Expedient of his own thinking on, but he would freak 
of it to M. Hcngb , and then be able to tell me more. * 

This Morning, he, M. Colbert , came again tome, and defirca me 
to write ot this Expedient as a Project of Ills own, in Regard that 
having fpoke with M. Heugh y lie had no other Anfwer from him, than 
that he would fpeak tirlt with his Allies $ M. Colbert telling me fur- 
ther, himfclf would write of it to M. Rarillon, as a Thing in which he 
was perf waded his Ma jelly’s Dignity would not fuffir. 

There being nothing clfe of Bulinefs in Agitation upon this Place, 
we are perpetually attach’d almoft in all Convcrfations as if we, 
who Ihould, in Virtue of our Office, remove all Difficulties, were diffi- 
cult of ourfclves, and will bring an Accrochemcnt upon the whole Ne- 
gotiation by this Bulinefs of Count Antoine s. The belt Anfwer and 
Defence that we can make is, that his Ma jelly, in this Prctenlion, does 
not propofe to himfclf any other Advantage, than to maintain the Dig- 
nity of all Kings, which would fuffer, if the Emperor were allowed to 
be of another Order above them ; and that if any one Ambaffadcr 
Ihould not pay the firfl RelpeCl to the Mediators, as all the roll have done 
hitherto, all the reft would retract what they have already done, and 
his Majefty’s Minifters would be in the lame Embarrafs with thofe of 
other Crown’d Heads, as thofe Minifters are one with anotht r, and con- 
fequently would be uncapable to tranfadt any Bulinefs with any of them 
in any third Place. We remain always, <$c.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft, which was of the 20 th y we have the Favour of 
yours of the i8/Z> Current to acknowledge ; and therein his Ma- 
jefty’s Pleafure, touching the Intcrefts of the Duke of Courland y in 
Cafe they Ihould come to be confidered of in this Aflcmbly. 

As to the Perfrn that has the Secret for preparing Pitch for Hupping, 
he is written to, according to the Addrefs he hath left here, and de/ired 
to come over hither, with an Intimation that we lhall take a Journey 
into "England. If we do not hear from him within fuch a Time as the 
Letters (which come and go by a Courier) do ufually return, we will 
fend one on Purpofe to find him out. 

On /Tbur/day, the Spanijl) Ambafladors came at an Hour they had 
taken of us, to defire our Offices towards the French , for the ceafing 
of certain great Rigours, that the Intcndant of Lille threatens to pro- 
ceed to againft fome Pcrfons of the belt Quality in Flanders , that have 
Eftatcs within the French Conqucfts. 

• The firft Proceedings at Ltllc were by Way of Rcprifals, upon Oc- 
cafion of the Spaniards proceeding againft the Baron de Quincy as a 
Defcrter j but, notwithftanding the Spaniards have lince ceafed their 
Proceedings, the French have revived and go on with theirs, and have 
fummoned fcvcral Pcrfons to come in, and render themfclves within two 
Months in the French Quarters, and there take the Oath of Fealty to 
the Moft^Chriftnin King, or elfe»to have their Caftl'es razed, and their 
Trees cutvdown. How the Matter of Fait hath been carried on by 
Way of Proofs by the one Side and the other, will appear by a Me- ' 
morial they Lit with us, the Copy whereof goes herewith cnclofed. But 
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I the main Grounds they propofed in Order to move us to do our Officos 
1 in this Cafe were, that now we arc entring into Negotiations fer a Peace, 
fuch Cruelties (having been never known in former Wars) would 
beget an Averlion from Treating, and render the People d-fp< r\te; and 
that if fuch further ruinous Courfes were taken, there would be little 
left to the Subjects of Spain to treat about. 

We performed this Office with the Freni b Ambafladors next Day ; 
but the French delired to be cxcufcd from charging thcmfclves with 
Writing upon any fuch Subject to their Court, as being foreign to 
their Commiflion. It cannot be denied, they laid, but their King may 
ulc fuch Endeavours to weaken his Enemies, they having thole that are 
really the Subjects of France in their Troops in great Numbers ; ihut 
the Spaniards will doubtlefs ufe the fame Endeavours againft the 
French • That if tlie Spanljh Amball'adors had any Propolition to oiler 
them towards the Peace, they would receive it, and anfwer to it ; but 
for this, let the Spaniards take their Remedy where they could, they 
would not fo much as take the Memorial out of our Hands, we pre- 
fenting it to them, telling us, they had been prclled by the Nuncio in 
the Morning to the fame Effedt, but that they had excufed themlelvcs 
in the fame Manner. 

In this Convcrfation, the French Amball'adors acquainted us with 
the great Rcadinefs their Mailer is in to come to a Peace ; that he was 
willing to give the States General the fame Terms for the Commerce 
and Navigation of both Nations, that had been agreed by the Treaty 
in 1662. That the 'Dutch Amball’adors did finally inlift to have the 
Drottl dc 50 Sols per Tonneau abolifhed, and delired a Fixation of the 
foreign Duties upon a more moderate Foot than now it is : That the 
Moll Chriftian King hath not thought fit to comply with them in ci- 
ther of thofe Points, which are the main Things in Difference between 
them j that they, the French , could have wilhed, they would have 
come to a full Agreement; and the rather, bccaufc the Dutch' 
Ambafladors would have been (their ow n Alfairs being once fixt) very 
zealous to fecond our Offices in the Mediation, and would have prefled 
their Allies to come to Reafon. That they, the French , thought it w : as 
fuitable to the good Corrcfpondence they defire to hold with the Me- 
diators, to communicate to us the State that their Affairs with the 
Dutch at prefent are in, to the End we might be privy to every Thing 
that hath pafs’d between them and the Dutch. 

This is the Subjed and Subftancc of a long Difcourfe M. Colbert 
made, to which we did not fee any Thing we had to reply, more than 
to thank him (as the Stile is) for the Communication. 

W e took this Occafion to remind them of the Lorain Propolition 
that is in their Hands, and of the longings of that Minifter for an An- 
fwer; but they let us know, there was none to be expected, till the 
Bilhop of Strasburgh's Minifter be acknowledged, and his Plenipoticoir 
received by the Imperialifts. 

T h 1 s being over, M. Colbert entred upon telling us, how M. Hettgb 
feemed to be (the Night before) lefs difficult than he ufed to be, in 
allowing the Mediator’s Plea to be vilited before the Imperialifts ; but 
that he, and Count Antoine , can do nothing, till they have the An- 
fWfer of the King bf Denmark , upon what they had reprefented of the 
Expedient, that he, M. Colbert , had propofed to him ; wfliich was, (as 
ytm’ll find by our laft) that Count Antoine fhould give us a Vilit cn 
! Parade , but without notifying us, or cxpe&ing the firll Yifit from us, 
and then notify the other AmbalTadors, and receive their* firft Viiits in 

1 the 
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the ufual Manner. He told us befidcs, how M. Hetigh had intimated . 
to him, Count Antoine would be glad to give us a Vilit in private, 
ahd without 'Parade ; and that he, M. Colbert , had delivered it to him r 
as his Opinion, we could not receive him, he having fo long fince vilit- * 
cd in that private Manner, not only the Imperialifts, but the greateft 
Part of the AmbalTadors and Minifters here. 

On Saturday , we gave the Spanijh AmbalTadors an Account, how 
the French AmbalTadors had excus’d thcmfclves from doing any Thing 
upon their Memorial : The Reflexion they made upon it was, that we 
might judge from fuch an Anfvvcr, how little Inclination the French had 
to a Peace, 

The liune Evening, we gave M. Oxenftiern an Account of the Offices 
performed both with M. Hetigh and M. Pet cum, about the Paflagc of the 
SwcdiJJj Letters and Couriers, and about refloring the Things taken in the 
Galliot, with the Anfwer they had given, which was no more, but that 
they would write to their Court. 

M. Oxenftiern Teemed to be much in Apprchcnfion, that the Anfwcrs 
from 'Denmark would be delayed, for that there had Time enough 
already parted to receive them in. He was therefore very inrtant, we 
lliould carry the Bulinefs, and deliver that Memorial of theirs we have 
in our Hands, to the Aflcmbly of the Allies, to the End he may be in 
fome convenient Time at a Certainty, and know what to trull to ; 
telling us, his Haying here much longer would be to no Purpofc ; and that 
they, the Swedes, intended the Memorial for their Proteftation, in Cafe 
they were forced to leave this Alfembly, which they would be forry 
Ihould fall out, in Regard the French were obliged by Treaty to follow 
their Example, which would be, as he feared, a diflolving of this 
Congrefs. 

Having given him an Account of what his Majefty’s Judgment 
and Directions to us were, concerning Memorials that lliould happen 
‘to have Terms of Sharpnefs in them ; we told him, we would, if he fo 
thought fit, firft do our Offices with the Confederates fcvcrally, and 
then give him an Account, how far we Ihould prevail with them, to 
fecond our Offices with the Dane ; this he accepted of, but prefled us 
to procure a fpcedy Return, without which, he faid, he mull again 
declare it to be to no Purpole for him to flay here. 

Yesterday we began to do our Offices in this Matter with M. 
Bcverning ; he was fenliblc of the Inconvenience the Swedes labour un- 
der, for Want of Communication with their Court ; but that he did 
not look upon their Affairs to be in fuch a Pofturc, as would encourage 
them to leave this Place fo abruptly ,• nor did he fee what Advantage 
they would get by it : On the other Side, he did profefs not to like of 
the Voyage that M. d Olwenkrantz has made ; and he thought, that 
there appear’d of late lefs Inclination in the French to a Peace, than 
formerly, & quits fongent a me autre Campagne . For the Swcdijh 
Letters, he promifed he would fee what he could do with M. Heugb , * 
and would try what would fatisfie M. Oxenftiern, and would alfo write 
to the Pcnfioner upon this Occalion, tho’ the States have not much of 
Satisfaction with the Dane ; and that he thinks this may be the laft 
Supply the States will fend them. 

After we had finifhed our Difpatch, Meffieurs Kinski, Heugb and 
Beverning came to us, in the Name of the Allies; and having repre- 
fented to us, how the Matter of Lorain ftuck Hill in their Way to any 
further Progrefs, and how defirous they were to advance the Nego- 
tiation of the Peace ; M. Kinski took out a Paper, which we have juft 

lime 
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the enough to get a Copy of, to go herewith inclofed. M. Kinski 
having read the Preface in it, and what relates to the Emperor and 
Sflpin, M. Heugb went on, and read the Paragraph that concerned 
Denmark, then M. Kinski went through with the reft. Their Delire 
to us was, that we would not take it pour un Ecrit formed but that 
for better Certainty we would order a Secretary of our own, to take 
it from theirs by Way of Diftatc, and then that we fhould do our Offi- 
ces upon it to the Parties. M. Bcvcrnin % gave us a Hint laft Night, he 
fhould be with us upon fuch Office in the Name of the Allies ; but that 
his Name, nor the Concerns of his Mailers, would not be in ; for that 
their Affairs were nearer a good Undcrftanding than thofe of the reft <f 
the Allies. We are, dye.

Eight Honourable Sir, 

O UR laft was of the 2 47/;, lincc which wc have none of yours to 
acknowledge. 

On T’ticfday M. Bcvcrmng fent us a Memorial, wherein he fets forth,' 
how the States had conftantly taken Care, that all French Prifoncrs 
taken at Sea had been fet at Liberty as foon as they were brought 
into any Port ,* how he had formerly dclired the Mediators to endea- 
vour to draw fome Light from the French Ambaffadors, what the Molt 
Chriftian King would think fit to do in the like Cafes, how r the French 
Ambali'adors had given Hopes the States might expert the like Treat- 
ment, and had dclired a Copy of the Memorial at that Time prefent- 
cd by the ‘Dutch Ambaffadors, and had promifed to write of it to their 
Court. But now again, upon Occafion of fome ‘Dutch Prifoncrs, lately 
taken at Sea, coming from Surinam , and carried into Roche/, he, M. 
Bcverning , delired us to reprefent it to the French Ambaffadors, that 
they might come to a Regulation of this Matter in general for the 
future, and that the Men now carried into Roche l might be fet at 
Liberty ; the Copy of the Paper fent us by M. Bcverning goes herewith 
inclofed. 

T h e French Ambaffadors anfwered us, that they would write of it 
to their Court, and that they believed this Particular would be redrelfed 
before their Letters could arrive, it being the Intention of the King 
their Maftcr, that fuch as are actually taken at Sea be not detained Pri- 
foncrs, the Captains and Lieutenants of Corfairs only excepted. 

Yesterday wc proceeded in doing our Offices with the lmpcrialifts, 
concerning the Memorial left with us by the Swedes Amballadors, of 
which we begun to give you an Account in our laft, to wit, that we 
Trad been with M. Bcverning about it. 

rf he Imperialifts difputed the Matter very much, and faid, that it 
waL but equal Treatment with that the Spaniards received from the 
Fremh, and that the Liberty the Spaniards had of fending their Letters 
01 yic in 1 5 Day$ through France , was upon the Account of a former 
Agreement between the Poft-M afters,, and no new Liberty granted for 
tjiis Treaty, and therefore not to be urged for an Argument, that 
therefore the Danes fhould allow fuch a Paffagc to the Swedes ; and 
at laft the Bifliop of Gurck very roundly told us, that the only Way to 
gain any Thing in this Matter was, for us on our Sides, afad the Swedes

on theirs, to profs the French to give fuch a Liberty to the Spaniel) dS 
h r their Couriers, as had been granted in all other Treaties, and par- 
ticularly inftancfcd in that of Munjicr , which he faid. was unlimited ; 
they concluded however at Jail, that they wculd not fail to reprcfeht 
to M. Hough-, what we had offered to them in this Bulincfs, and deiired 
we would do our Offices in the like Manner with the other Allies. 

After this, we took Occafion to profs them concerning the Ad- 
million of the Envoy of the Bilhop of StrasburgJ), and the receiving of 
his P/cnipouvoir ; they told us, that in very few Days they -would return 
us an Anfwcr to this Particular, and that they hoped they iliould make 
it appear to us, they were not in the wrong towards the Bifhop of 
Strasburgh. 

W e font you a Paper in our laft, that Melfieurs Kinski , TIengh , and 
^Secerning) had delivered to us by Way of Didate, to be by us in like 
Manner delivered to the French Ambalfadors ; we took Exceptions at 
the Claufe centre route droit in it, out of Apprehenlion that it might 
lead to vSharpnelfes, and feme other Words of Exaggerations, which we 
thought might have been better Ipared ; they could not give Way, they 
laid, to the leaving them out, without reporting them to the Body of 
the Allies, which they promifed they would do, and give us an Account 
of their Opinion. 

Last Night late, the fame Ambalfadors came again to us, and de- 
clared themfclves willing to leave out that one Claufe $ for the other 
Words, we faw they made a Difficulty, and we did not Hand upon them, 
hoping they may pafs without Offence. 

Since wc writ thus far, wc have the Favour of yours of the 21 Ji 
to acknowledge ; what you are plcafed to recommend in it touching 
the Treaties between France and Sweden, the new Toll of Gluckjiadt , 
and the Palfage of letters by the Amjierdam Bag, wc will make what 
Enquiry wc can, and fend you an Account of what wc can learn. 

W e were this Morning with the Spanijh Ambafladcrs, as we had been 
before with the Imperialijis , to defire their Offices with their Ally the 
‘Dane, to give the Eafincfs that is deiired to the Palfage of the Swedijh 
Letters ; the Sum of their Anfwcr was, that tho’ they had Caufe to 
complain of Trance in that Particular, yet they would rather help, than 
make the Matter more difficult. We remain always, &c.

Right Honourable Sir, 

O UR laft was of the 27 th paft, fince which wc have not the Favour 
of any from you to acknowledge. > 

I n that Difpatch, we gave you an Account, how that w T c had talen 
Exceptions to fcveral Expreffions in a Diliatiim that we had fcntjyou 
the Poll before, being delivered us by Melfieurs Kinski , HeughL and 
j Beoerning, as Deputies from the Body of the Allies ^ that w r e had ^ot 
them to leave out the Claufe confre tout droit , but the other Words they 
would not part with. 

Now we can give you an Account of that whole Proceeding, more 
fully than we could by our laft, there having fevcral Things not un- 
worthy youf Knowledge, as we conceive, pafs’d in this Affair. The 
' .Words 
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Vfbrds contre tout droit, we took Exceptions to, Upon M. Kinski's firft 
rjading the 'DiUcitum to us, which was this Day fevcnnight ; we al- 
leged for our fo doing, the ftri& Orders we had from his Majcfty, to 
watch that nothing Ihould cfcape us in any Writings between the Par- 
ties that might lead to Sharprieffes, as that Exprcffton, we feared, 
would do. 

M. Secerning hereupon not difliking the Motion, told us, that we 
ihould do belt to take the whole T) 0 atum , and conlider if there were 
any more Exprelfions leading that Way, the other two agreeing to it; 
we thanked them for the Liberty they gave us, and we parted for 
that Time. 

O n Wedncfday we took an Hour of the Deputies abovenamed, but 
M. Secerning came not. We laid before them levcral other Exceptions 
that we took to be material : We do not charge this Letter with thofe 
Inceptions, nor our Rcafons, but we fend you the Diffiatntn of the 
Allies once more, with the Words wo excepted againft ftrokcci under,' 
with a Hint of our Rcafons in the Margin. 

O n Wednefday at Night, the Allies met upon thefe Exceptions, and 
the fame Deputation came from them to us, to tell us, that they thank- 
ed us for our Reflexions, but could not confent to any Change, it be- 
ing now' too late to do it ; for that the levcral Parties had taken Copies 
of the Diffaturti, as it was firft drawn up and agreed to betw een them, 
and having fent it to their fevcral Courts, could not now depart from 
any Words in it. 

W k told them how precife his Majcfty ’s Inftruftions were to us, to 
ufe all Means to avoid Sharpnefles ; and further, that the Liberty wc had 
taken, had been granted us by themfelves : Beftdes, wc obferved 
to them, that wc were founded in that Liberty from a general Agree- 
ment of all Parties in this AlTembly about eight Months ago : It be- 
ing then agreed, i. That the putting of Things into Writing lliould 
be avoided as much as could be, and that the Treaties Ihould be car- 
ried on, the Mediators applying themfelves by Word of Mouth to the 
Parties. 2. That lince there might be Occafions, wherein the Parties 
Ihould think fit and neceflary to draw up Writings in Form, and to 
have them delivered in their own Words to the Parties, that that might 
like wife be done. 3. That in Matters of Moment, wherein the Change 
of a Word might alter the Scnfe, or weaken the Reafoning, to the 
Prejudice of the Party propounding, the Mediators might take the 
clfcntial Words in Writing ; but that the putting of them into Form 
and Argumentation, lliould be left to themfelves. 

That this being agreed between all Parties, it was hard to put us 
to alter it, and to impofc upon us the < Di’clatum of Words, that were 
acknowledged of all Hands not to be ciTcntial ; whereas we ought to 
be left to our Liberty, whenever we di&ate any Thing, to ufe our own 

rds, provided wc take not from the Scnfe propofed by the Parties, 
o this the Deputies had not much to oppofe, but told us, they 
wou^d quit the Words contre tout droit , if the Spaniards would do it; 
but that muft be their A6t, in Regard they had inferted it in the Para- 
grapj/that concerned them. 

JVL Secerning was prefent at this Cqnverfation, but faid little ; on 
Friday he called upon us, and told us, among other Things, he fo far 
diftiked his Errand upon the laft Deputation, that he would never be 
brought to go upon the like again ; that he had fet down our Reafons 
in his Journal, with his Remarks, that others may fee how \mreafonably 
wc are oppofed. \

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On I’hnrfday, having an Audience with the Spaniards about tlie 
Swedijb betters, we moved them (the Allies having referred us to then*) 
to leave out the Words centre tout droit in the Dittatum, but thty 
were fo difficult, that tho’ we told them the Deputies of the Allies had 
not only declared their Readincfs to quit that Claufe, but charged 
thcmfelves to difpofe the Spaniards to do the fame, yet they would 
not refolve to declare thcmfelves, till they had lirlt fpoken with the 
Allies ; and at fix a Clock on Dburfday, alter the Poft was gone, they 
brought us Word, which the Allies had given us Affiirancc of before, 
that they left the Claufe centre tout dreit to our Difcrction. 

W e find that this very Ditiatum was carried to the Nuncio, to do 
his Cilices upon it ; that he reformed it, as you will fee by the Copy 
that goes herewith inclofed, wherein not one of the Words or Claufes 
that w e had taken Exceptions to, but w ere left out ; and further, as 
we found by the French Amballadors, that he was left at perfect Liberty 
to change what he Humid think fit in the Writing, nay, to do his Offi- 
ces without delivering of any Writing at all. 

W t take Leave to tell you this long Story, and withal to obfi rve 
unto you, that this Writing could be put into the Nuncio’s Hands by no 
other but by the Impcrialifis , Spaniards , and Forainer ; and confe- 
quently, that this Liberty to the Nuncio was given by fome or all of 
them : That we had taken no Exceptions to the Claufes that related to 
the Fane or . Brandenbnrghcrs , by w hich you will be able to fee, by 
whom theft Difficulties have been put upon us. 

On Saturday the Swedijh Ambaflador was with us, to tell us, that 
having conferr’d with M. Bcvcrning , he was willing (for the Paflage of 
his Weekly Difpatehes) to admit of this Expedient, viz. That his Let- 
ters and his Collogues fliould be taken up at Amjierdam , and go along 
with the ordinary Mail that goes from this Country (as often as it goes) 
. through ‘ Denmark for Sweden , provided they may be fealed up in one 
Lag with Tw o Seals, at the Comptoir in Amjierdam ; the one Seal to 
be an authentick one of that Town, the other of a Commiflbry, that 
fliall reiide there for that and other Affairs of Sweden ; that the Letters 
lb fealed up fliould pafs all Places in ‘Denmark untouch’d, and be de- 
livered to the Swedijh Commandant that fhall be at Eljenbcttrg , or clfe 
at JUmeJladt , as fliall be agreed : That the Letters coming from Sweden 
Avail be fealed up likewife at E/fenbourg , or Helmeftadt , under the Seal 
of the Commandant in the Place, and under the Seal of fuch a Com- 
miffary, as fliall be there in the behalf of thefe States : That the Swc- 
dijh Pacquet fo fealed, fliall pafs untouch’d through Denmark, and 
fliall be delivered fafe to the Swedijb Commiffary in the Comptoir of Am- 
Jlcrdatn : That the free undillurbcd Paffage of Letters, according to 
this Expedient, fliall be warranted by the Stipulation of all the Confe- 
derates here, and that the Pacquets to or from the Ambaffadors fhall 
not be flopt upon any Pretence vvhatfoever, but the Poft-mafters to for-' 
ward them alter the ufual Manner, tho’ the Mail of Amjierdam, for 
other Letters coming from, or going towards Sweden, fliould be ft^pt, 
upon any Occafion whatfoever. And this Expedient M. Oxenjlicfii is 
content to Hand by, until he know the Pleafure of his King, whether 
he will give into it and ratific it or not. * 

M. Spanheim acquainted us yefterday, that the Difference between 
his Highncfs the Prince Elector ‘Palatine, and the Imperialijls , was now 
fo far accommodated, that he expe&ed their Offices would be fuddenly 
made towards- us, and his Pretcnfions put by the Imperialijls into our 
Hands ; he/ left a Copy with us of the Letter that his Electoral High- 
' nefs 
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nfcfs had writ to themj the Imperialifis , upon this Subject, which goes 
herewith inclofed. He defired our bed Offices, when it Hiould come to 
qir Turn to appear in his Maftcr’s Bufinefs telling, us, that his Ma- 
j/fty had vouchfafed, when he, M. Spanheim , was laft in England, to 
promife all Affiftance to his Electoral Highncfs in this Place ; in which 
we delire to receive your Directions, as we happen to lee further into 
the Nature of his Bufinefs. He told us, the Emperor had very lately 
notified the Elector, of a League he was entred into with the Elector of 
Mentz : His Electoral Highncfs has (it feems) a fpccial Concern, that 
that League be not to his Prejudice, in RelpcCt of fcvcral Rights and 
Controvcrfics that he hath depending with the Electors of that Sec 
fucceffively ; therefore that this Anfwer was Matter of Civility only to 
the Emperor s Letter, referving himfelf till he fhould be informed of 
the Contents of the League. We remain ever, &c.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft, we have the Favour of yours of the 2 5 tb and 
28 th of the laft to acknowledge. 

A s to the Paffagc for Holland Letters to and from Sweden through 
[ "Denmark , we font you in our laft a Propofition from M. OxcnJIicrn ; 
upon this Occafion of the Swedes , we are put in Mind to give you an 
Account, that having made Enquiry about the Treaties made between 
the French and them, and especially of the laft, in order to have font 
you Copies of them, we are informed by M. Beverning, there is no fuch 
latter Treaty made, and that the Swedes are wavering and doubtful j 
and there arc fome Propofitions depending for their coming over to the 
Confederates, tho* the French offer to double their Subfidy, and to fee 
them reftored to all they have loft ; this he faid in Confidence ; a Copy 
of the Treaty made by Baron Span we are laying out for, but cannot 
promife any Thing in M. d Olivcnkrantz his Ablencc. 

About the Gluckftadt Toll, we have not been able to do any 
Thing, M. Beverning, by whofe Means wc thought we Ihould be ena- 
bled to give you an Account of it, having been for 3 or 4 Days out of 
Town with the Prince of Orange. 

W e ftick to the Rcfolution you are pleafed to approve 6f, in not 
admitting any Expedient about Count Antoine's Notifications. 

On Fbnrjday laft, we received a Paper from the Imperial Ambaffa- 
dors, which we had, not then Time fo much as to fend you a Copy of, 
and fince that, becaufc it had not yet taken its Courfe, wc omitted it 
likewife in our laft Difpatch ; we muft therefore return fo far back, that 
N^ou may have that whole Matter before you. 
iThe Copy of it goes herewith inclofed, and contains the Rcafons 
the faid Ambaffadors, againft admitting the Miniftcr of the 
Bimop of Strasburgh to treat here } becaufc the Cognifance of the faid 
glftiop’s Caufe belongs only to the Emperor and Empire, and that it 
can only there tfe tried tanquam in foro competente , as you will fee more 
At large in the faid Writing. The Imperial Ambafladors having ^thus 
opened it to us, they faid, they would leave it with us by Way of 
'Dittate, and fo, without reading it, left a Secretary of theirs to di&ate 
Vol. II. Ec 2 • it 
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it to one of ours, and dclired we would in like Manner communicate t 
to the French. 

On Saturday , we were with the French Ambafladors, about tfe 
tDiffatutn, containing the Propofitions of all the Allies, (of which w'tf 
gave you an Account in our lull) and made the Communication of it 
in the Manner the Allies had deilred j the Anfwcr they made upon it 
was no more, but that they would take Time to coniider of it with 
their Allies. 

In this Converfation, we acquainted them, how we were charg’d 
with another Writing, which was that abovementioned, and now en- 
clofed, again!! admitting of the Biihop of Strashurgb or his Minifter 
here, which the Imperial AmbafTadors have put into our Hands, to be 
communicated by dictating in the ufual Manner. They told us, they 
had received already a Memorial to the fame Effctt from the Nuncio 
but that in Regard it appear’d plainly to them, there was a Dciign 
in it de donner tine Attcinte d la Mediation du Roy de la Grande 
Rretagne , and that there might be not improbably fome little Con- 
trivance between the Impcria lifts and the Nuncio, to carry on this 
Atteinte , (it was the Word they ufed all along) they were refolvcd to 
carry back (as they did) that Memorial to the Nuncio, and to tell 
him, not only that they could not receive any fuch Memorial, be- 
cause of the Atteinte that feemed to be intended by it to his Majeftys 
Mediation, but alfo to let the Nuncio know, that what Atteinte 
foever fhould be given to the King’s Mediation, the Pope’s would not 
be long without receiving the fame Mcafure. The Nuncio was, upon 
their going to him, (as they told us afterwards) perfwaded to take this 
Memorial, concerning the Biihop of Strasburgb , back again ; but upon 
fecond Thoughts, he fent for the Bilhop’s Minifter, M. Ducker, and 
gave him the Memorial to carry back again to the French Ambaf- 
fadors, which he did ; but they immediately fent for the Nuncio’s Au- 
ditor, and complaining of the Surprize upon M. 2 lacker, obliged him 
to take the Memorial back again. 

The French having thus acquainted us with what had palTed, dc- 
lired to be excufed from receiving the Paper from us, and that we 
would have Patience for their further Anfwcr, till they lliould fpcak 
again with us. 

On Sunday they were with us, and fhewed us the Anfwcr they had 
given to the Nuncio, and dclired that the Anfwcr we lliould give, 
might be to the fame Effect. The Anfwer they had given to the Nuncio, 
they read to us out of their Notes j it was the fame to us*. that we 
Ihould tell the Imperialifts, that as wc were opening the Contents of 
the Di&atc to them, the French , we found them very fully informed of 
it, and excufed thcmfclves from entring further into it ; that all they 
coyld do was, to repeat their Declarations heretofore made, that the 
Biihop of Strasburgb is an Ally of France , and that they do now make 
a new Inttancc, to have his Miniltcr acknowledged in the Quality cf 
an Etwoye of a Prince allied with the Moft Chriftian King ; that J\ 
Regard they hope the Imperial Am ballad ors will comply with tifis 
In flange of theirs, they, to the End the linccre Intentions of his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty fer the Advancement of the Peace* may the bcttlr 
appear, dodepofite in our Hands the Propofition of the Biihop of Stras- 
burgbi to the End it may be configned to the Imperial AmbalTadors, as 
foon as the 'Plcnipouvoir of the Minifter of the Biihop fhall be accepted, 
and not before, nor upon any other Terms ; the Propofition it ielf, we 
take leave hctt to enclofe. And they further gave us to underhand, 

that 
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tfiat all the Time, that that Minifter (hall not be acknowledged in that 
piality, nor his Blcnipouvoir admitted, they, the French AmbafTadors, 
Fc not able to anfwer, or to make any Advances in the Propofition of 
Main } and that for that Rcafon, they defire to be excufed from en- 
tring into any Conlideration of the Ditiatum that the Imperial's 
have put into our Hands again# the Bilhop’s appearing here. 

The Atteinte that they conceive to be intended to his Majefty’s Me- 
diation lay in this : There is a Paragraph in the DiUatutn y and they 
obferved to us, there was the very fame Word for Word in the Nuncio s 
Memorial ; That the French AmbafTadors had declared, in the Prefence 
of my Lord Berkley^ and me Sir L. Jenkins , that the Biihop of Stras- 
burgh was no Ally of France , and that there was no Treaty between 
him and France , and that the Lord Berkley and I had reported this 
Declaration to the AmbafTadors of ‘Denmark and the States General 
upon the 1 1 tb of January laft, which is fo fat, to the beft of my Re- 
membrance, from being fo, that after all the Search I have been able 
to make, I cannot find any fuch Thing ; but, on the contrary, that my 
Lord and I were charged by the French AmbafTadors, to give it for 
one of the three Reafons, why they would not admit the Claufe qui 
font contre nous en guerre, (for a Limitation to the Word Alliez) in 
the common Form of Blenipouvoirs ,• that if thofe Words were admitted*' 
then the Biihop of Strasburgh would be excluded from entring into this 
Treaty. And tho’ it be thus unlikely, that my Lord Berkley and I 
ever faid any fuch Thing from the French Ambafladors, yet M. Kinski 
fays, he took Atteftations about that Time from Meflleurs Heugb , 
Bevcrning, and Van Haren , that we had reported to them a Declara- 
tion of the French to that Effect. 

M. Bevcrning hath confeffed there was fome fuch Atteftation givenj 
In the Month of January , for the Satisfaction of M. Kinski, who 
would not have confcntcd to the palling of that common Form j but 
that he was fatisfied, by Means of that Atteftation, that the Biihop of 
Strasburgh was no Ally, and confequcntly could not come into this 
Treaty, tho* the Word Alliez ihould be in the Flenipouvoir, and tho 
Claufe qui font contre nous en guerre had been left out. 

M. Heugb was defired to furnilh an Atteftation too, as he hath late^ 
ly told us ; but that which he fent M. Kinski being not full to his 
Mind, it being fent him back again to be drawn up more fully, it re- 
mained in his Hands, and fo there is no written Atteftation of M. Heugb's 
in the Cafe, nor have we feen M. Bevernings. 

Now that which the Imperialijts drive at is, to prefs our Offices 
upon this DtUatum ; and to have me. Sir L» Jenkins , Party to the 
dilating of it > which if I do refufe, as they know I muft, having told 
them not only that I remembred no fuch Thing, but that my Notes do 
imply the contrary very ftrongly, they will have a Pretext to complain, 
“hat I refufed to bear witnefs to a Declaration, which three Ambafla- 
don do atteft that my Lord Berkley and I had reported to them. What 
the Atteftation in Writing is, I cannot tell, nor what M. Van Haren 
(who\s out of Town) can fay in the Bufinefs, but M. Heugb and M. 
Beveming do both fay, that what was faid in that Cafe, was, to tho 
beft 4 )f their Remcnfbrance, faid by my Lord Berkley . 

However, the Atteinte , as the French Ambafladors call it, is vifiblO 
sndugh ; and the rather, in that tho’ I were able to teftifie, that tho 
French had made this Declaration in January, yet fuch a Teftimony 
would not be to much Bffeft, fince they have, upon feveral Occafions 
(incc that Time, declared the Biihop to be an Ally of France 9 and do 

do* 
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declare him fo ftill, and pretend that it is in their Power to receh c 
whom they pleafe into their Alliance, and when they arc received, t) 
bring them into this Treaty, in Virtue of the common Form of Tien - 
poitcoiri, which run not only to treat with each Principal, but hi.- 
Allies. 

O n Monday, wc w'crc with the Imperial Ambalfadors, to give them 
the Anfwer we had received from the Trench to their tDiZlatwn, con- 
cerning the Bifliop of Straslurgh : They feemed at firlt to wonder, how 
the French Were lb well informed of the Contents of their Writing ; to 
which wc faid, that they feemed to us to be very fufficientJy informed, 
and that we thought it was by an authcntick Way : They replied, that 
they hoped however, fo much Civility might be ufed to them, as to 
have their Reafons heard, which perhaps might give good Satisfaction 
to the French , why the Bifliop of Strasbtirgb’ s Minifler could not be 
acknowledged here, or would at lcaft delerve an Anfwcr ; . they dclired 
Us therefore Very carncftly, to repeat our Offices that they might be re- 
ceived : We took no notice to them of the Nuncio, nor of what the 
French had told us had palfcd between them and him : We therefore 
only replied, that wc fliould not fail to do as they delired, in repeat- 
ing our Offices, but that wc muft beg leave to take notice to them, 
of fome Things we had obferved in that Didate, which they having 
neither deliver’d us by Reading, nor touched in the opening of it, we 
could not then refled upon ; and which, if the French would have re- 
ceived it, we could not have didate d to them : The one was, this 
Claufe, Turpitttdinem propriam argnat , which you will find leered 
under in the Copy we fend you of this ‘Ditfatum ; we told them, wo 
had very pofitive Commands from his Ma jelly, to be very watchful 
not to hand any fuch Exprelfions between the Parties, and dclired we 
might be at Liberty to didate fome other Word of equal Force to alt 
Purpofes, but not of fo harlh a Signification. 

After fome Arguments on their Side, how it was an Exprelfion 
from a Sovereign to a Valfal ; how that very often Exprelfion s of a 
rougher Signification were ufed from the Emperor, to thofe that failed 
in their Duty to him ; efpccially in the Avacatories of the Empire : 
They added at laft, that they were beholding to us for our Care, to 
prevent fuch Exprelfions as might tend to Sharpnefs, but that they 
thought it was principally to be obferved between fuch as were Parties 
treating ; that it fliould be a Caution to them for the future, in any 
Thing they fliould have to tranfad with other Parties here ; but that 
being a particular Cafe, in a Matter within the Empire, and with fuch 
a one,- as they would never admit to bring his Caufe to be treated 
here ,* and bclidcs, having fent a Copy of it to the Emperor, as they 
had delivered it to us, they could not allow of any Alteration in it, 
wc reprefenting Hill to them, that we had pofitive Orders from the King, 
to avoid all fuch Exprelfions, and offered to do our Offices in the Bufincjf 
itfclf, leaving out that Claufe. 

After this, we objeded againft the Claufe relating to my iord 
'Berkley, and me Sir Leolinc Jenkins , and delired their Advicc/rhow 
we fliould behave ourfclves, if the French fliould deny the Vhing, 
and appeal at tho Time of our didating to me <5ir Leoline Jenkins 
about it, whether I had ever faid, that they had agreed as is ailedg’d ; 
and becaufc I could very truly fay, that I did not at all remember that 
they had ever faid lo, and that all the Probability of the contrary 
appeared j We therefore delired we might not be requefted to dictate this 
Claufe. 


To 
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T o all this the Imperialifts told us, there was the Atteftation of 
hfillieurs Ifeagb, Beverning, and Haren , that what was alledged in 
tyeir Paper had been faid ,- and if I, Sir Leoline Jenkins , infilled, that I 
md no Remembrance of it, they gave entire Credit to it ; but it was 
pollible, tlicy laid, I might not fet down in my Notes all the Parti- 
culars of that Day’s Debate ; nor, on the other Side, was it likely 
that three Ambalfadors could confpire to enter all of them the fame 
Thing into their Books, if it had not been laid : I, Sir L. Jenkins , de- 
lired, as a Means to refrelh my Memory, to have a Sight of the faid 
Attellations, that 1 might fee in what Manner, and to what Degree, 
they did at.te/1 it ; and bolides that, lincc my Lord Berkley had his 
Share in the Thing, that it was but reafonablc to write to his Lord- 
Ihip about it, to lee whether he remembred any Thing of it ; and that 
tiil then, it was not proper, as we thought, to dictate this Claufe to 
the French Ambalfadors. 

The Impcria lifts replied, that one of thofc Ambalfadors that* had 
figued that Attestation was out of Town, and that it could not be 
lhewed without the Content of all the Parties : Belides that, it was 
a Thing among themfeJvcs, and delired to be cxcufed from letting us 
lee it ,• that for writing to my Lord Berkley , it might be done if we 
plea fed ; but they law not to what great Ufe, lince all that could 
be laid was, that lie neither had no Remembrance of it, which they 
would very readily believe, but that the politive Alfertion of three 
Ambalfadors was likewife to have its Credit and therefore delired, 
that we would dictate that very Claufe. 

Jail we concluded with telling them, that we mull be exculcd 
in thefe two Particulars, cv;r*. ‘ Tnrpitndincm propriam , and this Atteft- 
ntion ; and that we would do our Offices, as the Duty of Mediators 
-did require, to the bell of our Underftanding, and fo we parted. 

Upon the whole Matter, we delirc to lay before you, that we find 
it, by every Day’s Experience, more and more neccifary to relcue our 
felves, if we can, from this Obligation of uling the Words of other 
Per fons, in Things that we ourfelvcs arc to dictate j and wc have 
before us the Example of the Nuncio, whom the Imperialifts did not 
oblige to ufe the Word T'nrpitndinem in the fame Paper, as you may fee 
in the Copy we here fend you of it,- nor fo much as tie him to any Words, 
but left him at Liberty to dictate, or not to dictate j fb he acquainted 
them with the Senfc of it ; and in another Paper Mefficurs Colbert and 
d Avaux lhewed us, the Anfwcr they had prepared for the Nuncio 
to carry to the Imperialifts we faw fomc Exprcflions in it marked by 
the Nuncio, and required to be moderated, as Words not becoming the 
Office of a Mediator to carry between the Parties ; and which accord- 
ingly the French Ambalfadors parted with, as they did upon another 
Occafion with the Word Frotcfting upon our Representation. 

*/ou will fee, Sir, by our being confined to the Words of one 
Manorial, which wc received from the Body of the Allies, and by our 
be injL required to dictate a Claufe in this other, to the contrary 
where* wc mull bear Witnefs, if we fay any Thing, how apparent 
their^Oefigns are to .find feme Fault with us, to come to a Breach with 
his Majelly’s Mediation ,* and you will alfo judge, as we fuppofe, that 
it i$ greatly inconvenient, as well as unfair, to have Reports faltcncd 
upon the Mediators, by the Attellations of Parties intcreifed, and for 
Things to lie in deck for eight Months together, and thp Mediators 
not fo much as ask’d the Qucltion, either by the Parties attefting, or the 
Parties in Favour of whom they do attell.

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W e fend you here inclofcd a Paper delivered us by the DukA, of 
Holfrcins Minifter, containing his Reafons why his Mafter’s Affairs oqght 
to be Treated here, and by the Afliftance of the King’s Mediation; 5 ,nd 
that it cannot be made a Domcftick Affair, as the King^of Denmark 
pretends : He tells us likewife of a Plenipotivoir he expc&s within 
few Days, and defires his Majcfty may be acquainted with the Duke his 
Mafter’s intention, to appear publickly as a Party in this Treaty ; and 
therefore defires his Majefty’s Authority for his Admiffion. We remain

O UR Iaft was of the 4 tb, fincc which we have not the Favour of 
any from you to acknowledge. 

W e are in fome Hopes, from what M. Hetigh and M. Pet cum have 
let fall in Conventions, that they will enter into a Treaty here with 
the Swedes, for the Pallagc of their Letters and Couriers : We find 
they have a Reciproqne to demand, for the Pafl'age of Denmark- Let- 
ters and Couriers into Norway ; but that they would not willingly let 
this Treaty on Foot till Count Antoine's Vifits of Ceremony are over. 

For that Lnd, they are inquifitivo to know, whether we have any 
Relolution of his Majefty come to us, upon the Expedient that M .•£?/- 
bert propofed : But we find, that M. Hcugh and M. Colbert do not 
fully underhand one another about that Expedient ; for M. Hcugh 
feems to think, that if it be accepted. Count Antoine is to vilit us with- 
out Pareide , (upon Pretence that we vilit not cn Parade) but M. Colbert 
underftands, he is to vifit us with the fame Parade and Equipage as he 
will vilit other Ambalfadors, when he returns them the Vifit of Cere- 
mony. 

Messieurs Colbert and d Avaux tell us, the King their Mailer ap- 
proves of the Expedient, but orders them, that unlels Right be done 
to his Majefty’s Mediation, they, the French, are not to enter into any; 
Vifits of Ceremony with Count Antoine. 

M. d Eftradcs further tells us, that having put thcQueftion to their 
Court, they have a Refolution how to govern thcmfclves in certain 
Circumftanccs, as long as Count Antoine continues in the Figure he is 
now in : It is, that they are not to decline converling with him in the 
fame civil Manner they do with other AmbalTadors, when they happen 
to meet him in the Evening Aflemblies, that are here frequent among 
the Ladies ; and even when thofe All'cmblies happen to be at their 
own Houfcs, they are to receive him, if he come at them, as they/'ucf 
other Ambalfadors that come to thofe Divcrtifcments. J 

Being upon this Difcourfe, we asked what were advifeable Jir us 
to do, in cafe that having taken an Audience of M. Hcugh , uprn any 
Matter of Bufincfs, we fhould find Count Antoine prefent, and joining 
with his Colleguc, whether we fhould proceed to the Bufincfs, or elfe 
forbear ? It was abfolutcly M. d Eftradcs Opinion, wc fhould pafs the 
Time in Civilities, and not touch upon any Bufincfs at all. Wc lay 
thefe Things before you, becaufe ’tis poffible fuch an Accident may 
befal us, and we fhould be glad to have your Directions, if they can 
come l ime enough. 


In 
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J 'n our laft, we gave you a minute Account how the hHperialifis had, 
: a Paper into our Hands, againft the Bifhop of Strasburghs appear- 
here by his Minifter as a Party ; how the French Ambaffadors had 
ufed thcmfclves from receiving it, or entring into ?ufinefs upon it f 
ether with the Anfwer they gave us to return to the Impcrialifts, 
touching that whole Matter. We told you likewife, how the Imperil - 
l{fts (upon receiving the Anfwer that the French had given us) had 
prcfTcd us to repeat our Offices with the French , lo as to have their 
lleafons at leaft wife heard j and how that we promifed to do it, but 
defired to be cxcufod in two Particulars ; the one was, from ufing the 
Words T’urpitudincm pr opr icon j the other was, that I, Sir L> Jenkins , 
Ihould not be prclTed to fupport a Matter of Fa& which I remembred 
nothing of. . 

On Saturday we were in the Forenoon to repeat thefe Offices with 
the French Ambaffadors, and laid before them the Rcafons of the Im- 
ferialifts againft the Bilhop of Strasburgh : They having heard us out, 
obferved to us, that the Nuncio, who was at firft charged with the fame 
Commiflion that we were, had not yet repeated his Offices towards 
them $ they defired therefore (in Regard they were concerned the 
Anfwer they Ihould give the Nuncio, in cafe he mould come to^pafs the 
lame Office with them as we did, Ihould not be different from the 
Anfwer they ihould give us) that they might have T ime to confider till 
the Afternoon, defigning in the mean while to learn from the Auditor, 
if the Nuncio w as engaged to prefs them a fecond Time, as we were. 

This being over, we laid before them lome Remarks we thought 
We were lead to make upon M. t Duckcr s Memorial, which they had put 
into our Hands, and we fent you by the laft : As, firft , That re- 
vived the Qiieftion about Rhineberg , and other Places detained by the 
United Provinces, which is no Part of his Bufinefs. i dly, That he 
made a Dedu&ion, how M. dc Strasburgh had been forced to fly into 
France, &c. there being no Precedents among us here of any Deduction, 
all Parties having contented thcmfclves to wave all Occafions that lead 
into the War, and to make their firft Propofitions and Demands limply 
and plainly, and in much fewer Words. 3 dly, That the Sequeftration 
of the Bilhop’s Nephew, who is lately married in France, is put into 
the Memorial ; yet he is not fo much as pretended to be an Ally of 
France, as his Uncle is ; and if he be not, the ImpcriaJifts will not think 
thcmfclves obliged to anfwer here upon this Affair. 4 thly. T hat Prince 
Williams Liberty and entire Reftitution, is demanded in this firft Pro- 
pofition : If he means this is to have its Effc& when the Peace is made, 
the Emperor and the Allies have already promifed that lhali not break 
Squares, and confcquently, that Demand is not now needful ; if it be 
meant before, that Temperament of having the Prince fequeftred into 
a third Hand, will be out of Doors, which hath been fo long his Ma- 
jefty’s Bufinefs. Thefe Things we took Leave to obferve to them, as 
Tioft obvious in the Propofition, bcfidcs other Exaggerations j which 
pu» together, would probably put the Allies all into a Flame, and do 

A^Waaors allowed of this Liberty we took, and the 
Conjcrfation was doled with their telling us, that when M. FFuc ers 
Prcfpofition was in a Way to be received, (as now it is not) they would 
review it, and endeavour to model it as may be moft for avoiding 

Clamours. _ . , , . 

In the Afternoon, the French Ambaffadors came and tola us, they 
found by the Auditor, the Nuncio was not under any Engagement to 
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repeat his Offices, as we were, upon the Impcrialtjls Paper againft t ic 
Biiliop of Strasburgb : That he being not charged with their Paper, .11 
order to deliver it to the Trench Ambafladors, but only having had t 
given him for the Help of his .Memory, he had returned the Impe- 
rial ift s that Anfwcr the Trench had given him, and did not expert to 
hear any mere of it. 

A r t 1 r this, they told us, they thought it not fafe for them to bear 
the l.uvy of refilling to hear Rcafon ; and therefore were ready to re- 
ceive thole Reafons we had to lay before them from the Imperialist , 
■whether by Word of Mouth, or by Dictate ; recommending to us not 
to life any FxpreiTions (iiich as they knew to be in the Reafons we 
were charged with) tending to Sharpncfles, telling us plainly, that if 
we did, their Return would be in the fame Language, with Over- 
Meafure : They told us like wile, if we inforced to them that Matter 
of Fact that was controverted, they mull appeal to our ! pntccolls , and 
to what 1 Sir Jj. yen kins could tellify, in Order to throw off that De- 
claration of M. efe Strasb.rrgh's being no Ally, which the lmpcrialijls 
would fallen upon them. 

It was their Delire rather to receive thefe Reafons by Word of 
.Mouth, than in Writing ; and they having enlarged byWay of Dif 
courfe, telling us what might very well be replied to the fevcral Rea- 
fons in the bnperidiilis Paper again!! M. dc Strasburgb, they told us, 
their Anfwcr for the prefent would be, that it being an Affair that 
required a mere exact Difculfion than ordinary, they would take further 
Time to anfwcr, and would bring us a Reply upon the Particulars. 

Yesterday we gave the lmpcrialijls an Account of the Succefs 
that $hc In fiance we had made and repeated at their Dclirc, had h.J ■ 
telling them how fair a Hearing the French had at laf! given us ; how 
they had cautioned us not to touch upon harfli Terms or fuch Matters 
of Fait as they mull conteft and how they had promifed us an Anfwcr 
upon the particular Reafons of the Paper. 

'I'hat which the lmpcrialijls replied, was no more, but to defire our 
Offices Hill in difpo/ing the French to give them an Anfwcr, and fuch a 
one as may he tending to the Peace. This pafled over thus, without 
taking any Account of us, whether we had chelated their Paper or not; 
which (tho’ they fliould have prelfed us in) we Humid not have framed 
ourlelves to do, in Regard of the Words ! Tarpitnelincm propriam , and 
in Regard of the Fad that the Mediation (tho* it knows nothing of 
it) is made to bear W itnefs to, without firft receiving your Directions 
upon it. 

W 1 told you in our laft, that the French Ambaffadors had given us 
to underhand, upon our firft Inltancc about this Paper, I'hat all the 
mobile the IHJhop of StrasburghT Minijler flmild not be acknowledged in 
that Quality, they , the French, would not be able to anfwcr , or to Quake 
any Advances in the 'Proportion of Lorain : — 'Phis they defived us to 
deliver as Part of their Anfwcr to the lmpcrialijls. j ' 

This w r e did, and wc are fure, that having concerted before in 
Writing what was to be faid, and having reflected upon what was fiid 
as foon as the Thing was fpoken, it was fpoke no otherwife : Bu^ wc 
had the Misfortune to be fo mifunderftood by the Jmpcrialifts , t«Vat 
they giving an Account in the Alfembly of the Allies of our Offices,, 
reported that they, the French , had declared by us, that till the Bifhqp 
of Strasburgb' s Minifter were fatislied, tliey would make 110 Advances 
in the General Peace. 

* M. Heigh 
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M. Heugb having done us the Favour to inform us of this, wc thought 
i beft to come to an Eclairciffetnent with the Imperialifts in yefterday’s 
( onverfation : We told them plainly, the French had limited their Re- 
f ifal to treat to the Bufinefs of Jjorain only, and not extended it to 
the Affairs of the Alliance in general. They told us, they had appre- 
hended it to the contrary, and owned to have reported it in the Aflcm- 
bly : Wc replied to them, that wc could not poffibly have faid fo, 
and produced the very Paper we had concerted (upon our Return from 
the French ) for the Help of our Memory. 

We have been with moflof the Allies fince, to re&ific this Mifrcport; 
and being with M. Beverning, wc found by him, that he had told th^m 
at that Time, it was improbable that we Ihould have reported the 
Refufal fo general ; that he was fure the French would treat with him, 
notwithstanding the Bifliop of Strasburgh's Accrochment ; and that the 
Return the Nuncio made upon the lame Office, being limited to the 
Jjorain Affairs, ours mult be the fame : He did allow of what we 
told him of the ufual Stile here, that they Ihould, after they had 
heard our MefTage, have repeated it, to fee whether they had compre- 
hended us rightly or not ; and then wc fhould have either re&ified their 
Miftakc, or elfc the Thing would have lain at our Door. But it was 
his Obfervation, that they have no Mind to a Peace, as they appre- 
hend it like to be made, and therefore that they do chercher noife ,* 
and ’tis for this Reafon we take Leave to lay before you thefe little 
Paffages. 

This Morning, having Occafion to fpeak with M. Somnitz, (M. 
Blafpiel being out of Town) in Order to remove any Prejudice, thro’ 
tbv. Miftakc which the Imperialifts had made, in mifreporting the 
Meffagc we had brought them from the French , he let himfelf into a 
Difcourfc of the Voyage of his Highnefs the Prince of Orange into 
England ; and thereupon made it his folcmn Requeft to us, to recom- 
mend the Affairs of the Elc&or his Maftcr to his Majcfty’s Protcdion, 
fo that they may ftand fair in his Ma jelly’s Eye, and become Part of 
his Care in this great Conjuncture. He hopes the Elector’s Demands 
will appear to his Majefty to be moderate, and fo well founded, that he 
will judge them to deferve his Support. This wc could not refufe to 
mention, and leave with you. 

M. cT EJlradcs coming now Abroad, after fomc Indifpofition that had 
confined him for fomc Weeks to his Chamber, was to fee us feverally 
this Morning in Complement : He held the fame Difcourfe to us both, 
as we find by comparing it. It was, that he had great Hopes a Gene- 
ral Peace would be the Iffue of his Highnefs the Prince of Oranges 
Voyage into England ; that he hoped his Majefty would make him fen- 
fible, how far ’tis againft his Intereft 1 to continue longer in this War ; 
that his Majefty may fettle the Peace with the Liberty of an Arbitrator; 
that tho’ the Moft Chriftian King makes a Difficulty to yield this or that 
Point in this Place, it feeming a Kind of Violence to him to yield 
when he is prefled in an open Treaty ; yet ff le Roy de la Grande 
Brv^agnc dit 3 tlfant cel a pour avoir la Taix, il s'y accomoder a dr fe 
renaja a fun Sentiment : — That if they have Cambray, Aire, and St, 
Oftyr, (that kept them in Alarm to the Walls of Tarts, and Burgundy , 
which did the fame on the other Side) joined to their Frontiers, pour 
le rcjfc line Ville ou deux plus ou moins ne feroit pas une affaire : 
That tho’ they may promife themfelves further Conquefts as Things 
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Hand, yet they Would rather clofe with the prefent Conjuncture,’ jj:d 
get what they intend finally to infill upon, fettled by a Peace. [We i|> 
main always, &c. i

S INCE our laft, which was of the %th, we have not the Favour 
of any of yours to acknowledge j nor have we any Thing to ac- 
quaint you with at this Time, favc that yefterday M. Colbert told us, 
in an ordinary Vilit, that the Nuncio’s Auditor had been on Monday 
with M. d Avanx ; and had, as from himfelf, asked him, whether 
they, the French Ambafiadors, would be difpofed to receive Propoli- 
tions from the Spaniards , in Order to the Peace, if any Ihould 
be made to them ,• that if they would, perhaps the Nuncio would in a 
few Days have Commiflion to make fome to them or it may be, 
might offer them of his own. That M. d Avattx had not given the Au- 
ditor any direct Anfwer ; and fince that, they had heard no more 
of the Nuncio. But M. Colbert faid, he could not omit making us ac- 
quainted with this Particular, in Purfuance of the Confidence he hath 
hitherto ufed with us. 

He faid, it might perhaps fall out, that at the fame Time the Spa- 
niards might think of making fome fuch Overture by us, and then ^his 
Difcourfe would prepare us for it ; and if they did not, that we mighc 
have Time to confider with ourfelvcs, w hether, if they came not at all 
to us, and yet made ufe of the Nuncio, we Ihould not think fit to 
take notice to them of it, as a Practice, w hich we thought, not very rcfpcCt- 
ful to the King’s Mediation. He added, that if they ihould hear any 
more of the Auditor, they Ihould return a more direct Anfwer, now 
they have confulted together, than M. d Avaux could, when he was 
firll fpoken to j and that it Ihould be, that they would not refute to 
receive any Propofitions that might tend to the Peace, by what Hands 
foever they ihould come ,• tho’ as lie faid to us, the Nuncio might be 
fufpeClcd to bring no good to them the Trench. 

M. Colbert further added, in his Difcourfe, that M. Severning having 
been with him on Tuefday, and difeourfing of the Prince of Orangc% 
Journey, he faid, he had the fame 'Plenipouvoir he had before, and 
tvas ready to go on in the Treaty here, which, he faid, need not flop 
upon Account of that Voyage ; that he, M. Colbert had rcplyed, he 
knew not of any Stop there was ; that they, the Trench , were ready to 
advance in it, whenever any Propofitions ihould be made on the Part 
of the Allies : That what remained moil in Controvcrfic between thous- 
and the States, was about the Matter of Commerce, and the Fixation 
of the Droits, as to which he, M. Relenting, knew what their £n- - 
fwer had been ; and that if the Molt Chriftian King ever ihould rtjme 
to yield any Thing in it, it would be after the Peace, and not im the 
Treaty here. M. Colbert faid, that M. Reverning feemed to him, ‘by 
his not offering any Thing of 'particular, to have a Mind firil to fee, 
what will be the Iil’ue of the Prince’s Voyage. 

# W e had nothing to reply to it, but to thank him for the Commu- 
nication, and .we thought fit to lay it all before you, with this Re- 
flexion ol our own, that as to the firll Part of his Difcourfe, concerning 

his 
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hi proposing to us to take notice to the Spaniard*, if they Ihotlld make 
Proportions to the French by the Nuncio, and not by us, that we tid 
net intend fo to do, unlefs we have your Direction in the Cafe, concelv- 
Ig that the Parties are at Liberty to treat wiith or without Mediators $ 
/ *and that we are to take no Notice of what the Nuncio does. We re-, 
main always, &c.

T HIS Bearer is M. de Veilde , the Perfon that pretends to havd 
the Secret againft the Worms in Shipping : Having received his 
Majefty ’s Pleafurc touching him under your Hand, we take Leave to 
addrefs him to your Care and Favour. 

W e have reprefented to him, that his Majcfty’s Judgment and Pene^ 
tration is fuch, that nothing but real Effedts will fatisfie his Expecta- 
tion. He is confident he can give his Majefty Satisfaction ; nor 
docs he doubt, but his Majefty will encourage and recompcnce him In 
Proportion. 

The Thing he propofeth to himfclf is, to give an Effay of his Pre- 
paration, upon which an Experiment may be made, then to wait the 
Au'iifc, and the Return of the Ship : If it fucceed, he will then ac- 
quaint his Majefty with the Secret, and treat about it ; in the mead 
Time, he propofes to return to his Home again, and wait for further 
Orders. We did not take upon us to enter into any further Difeuffion 
.with him, how practicable the Thing muft be. 

H e delired of us two Ducatoons a Day for himfelf and his Servant 
for 24 Days, which he reckons may be fpent in going and coming, and 
attending his Majcfty’s Pleafure in London ; lo much we have paid him 
in Hand ; and neither you nor we are to pay him any more, unlels you 
enter into new Terms of Agreement with him. 

W e find he is no Minifter, but a Religieux ; there goes along with 1 
him a Spaniard , who fays, he equally partakes of the Secret. We re- 
main ever, &c.

C ^UR laftwas of the tith-, fince which; we hive yours of the 
%th to acknowledge. 

On Saturday, we had feme Converfation with M. Secerning, about 
the Ghtckftadt-ioll, having no bctter*Way than by him to come to the 
Knowledge of the prefent State of that Affair. When we had told him* 
how we underftood out of England that the Thing was ftirr'd again, 
and the King of ^Denmark not unlikely to compafs his Deffires in having 

- it 
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it cftablilhed, he feemed to be fomewhat furpriz’d ; and charged htai- 
felf to write to the Penfioner that very Evening, that he fhould iofok 
about him, and give the Orders nccelfary to their Miniftcr at Vienna ( 

H e could not recoiled himfclf, he faid, where and how that Bufinids 
had refted ; but, as far as he remembred, the Elector of 'Brandenbnrgh 
had given his Confcnt, that 'Denmark fhould have a Toll there, for a 
Time only, and until a certain Sum (of about two Millions and a half 
of Florins) fhould be raifed; but he was abfolutely of Opinion, the 
whole Thing muft be oppofed with Vigour, and refolved to follicit 
it himfclf at the Hague ; (if he did take a Turn into Holland \ as he 
intends to do, as foon as M. de Haren returns) for if the Toll be once 
cflablifhcd, tho’ with never fo many Precautions and Limitations, he 
takes it be as good as granted for a Perpetuity, and it will, by De- 
grees, be raifed in the Quantity too j as it hath been within Memory in 
the Zundt , and fome Places in Holland 3 which he inftanccd in upon his 
own Knowledge. 

H e was fo far from inclining that the King of Denmark fliould be 
truiled in this, upon certain Terms and Conditions, that he would like 
very well, he laid, that the Swede fliould flill hold fome Part of what 
they had on the Schoonen Side, that the Dane may not be Mailers of both 
Shoars, and fo have the greater Liberty to fet up unrcafonablc Exacti- 
ons in the Zundt . But for the flopping of the prefent Toll, he had 
no great Confidence, he faid, in the fecular Electors, there being fc- 
veral Intcrefls vifible enough to engage them to confent ; his Hopes 
arc, that the Eccleiialtical Electors may be prevail’d with not to 
concur. 

Finding him thus warm, wc left this Matter to reft here, dvier 
we had hinted, that the fame Care and Concern for their Subjects, 
that had engaged the States General to call upon his Majefly for his 
Conjunction, would, we hoped, carry them on ilill to oppole a new 
Exaction, fo prejudicial to the Commerce of both Nations. 

This Occaiion lead him into the like Reflexion upon the Toll that 
the Houfe of Rrtmjwick is endeavouring to fet up at Stoadt , where they 
do extort already, from all that pafs by, the fame Duties that the 
Swede did, which (as M. Oxenjliern hath inform’d him) wrcre but a 
Trifle as the Swedes levycd them, and upon one Kind of Merchandize 
only : But the Lttnenburghers make much more of it already, and will 
at laft bring it to be very burthenfome, unlefs they be oppofed now at 
the Beginning , the ExaCtion being fo much the more fenfiblc to them 
the Dutch , as that the States have furnifhed the Money that enabled 
the Lunenburghers to make that Conqueft. 

H e told us, that the King of Denmark , and the Elector of Rrandcn- 
burgh 3 had lately made a new Treaty together, without any Regard, 
fueh as they ought to have had, to thofe antecedent ones they have 
already entred into with the States his Mailers, and the other Allies ; 
nay, without fo much as acquainting the States with it. He fays, the 
Emperor hath entred into the like new Alliance with the Elector of 
Cologn 3 and other Princes upon the Rhine , engaging himfclf not to rofike 
a Peace, till thofe Princes have their Satisfaction ; fo that according to 
their Scheme at prefent, the States muft wait and caqnot make a P«,cc, 
till thefe new Allies of the Emperor find their Account ; but they will 
be deceived, he faid, if they cxpeCt the States Ihould conform theiyi- 
felves to fueh Mcafurcs ; nay, they, the Dutch 3 are nothing troubled at 
tlv^ Emperor’s entring into fueh Alliances as are inconfiftent with the old 
cues, finco they are thereby fet at Liberty, to endeavour the getting 

them- 
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thjmfelvcs out of the War, they being under no Obligation to the 
Emperor to continue in it longer than they thcmfelvcs ftiall think fit, 
ftijee the Emperor hath none of his Countries or Places loft or taken 
frem him, as Spain hath. 

<yil e fays, M. de los Ralbafes (who is not yet gone hence for Rruxells) 
is at this Time much talk’d of for Govcrnour of the Spanijh Low - 
Countries , and he thinks the Thing not improbable; for belidcs that 
lie hath been verfed heretofore in Military Imployments, lie is of that 
great Wealth and Credit, that he may raife fuch a Fund of Money, as 
fearco any other Govcrnour would be able to do. We are, d?c.

S INCE our laft, we have the Favour of yours of the 1 2 th Inftant 
to acknowledge; which refers us to his Majefty s Return from 
.Newmarket^ for his Direction in thofe Points lying before you, to which 
we are often called upon here for an Anfwer, cfpecially for that in 
Relation to Count Antoine's Notifications, and the Expedient offer’d by 
JU. Co/bcrt. 

M. Colbert told us on Monday laft, that the Difcourfc begun by the 
Nuncio’s Auditor to M. d' Avanx, concerning Proportions he was deli- 
rou.s to make to them, the French , in Behalf of the Spaniards , of which 
we gave you an Account in our Difpatch of this Day foven night, had 
not proceeded further ; and that his Reflexions upon it were, that it was 
a Difcourfe fet on Foot by the Nuncio, without any Order from the 
Spaniards , as having a Mind not to feem idle here, while he imagincih , 
there was fo much doing in England) upon Occafion of the Prince of 
Oranges Journey. 

Al. Ret cm mg went Monday Morning out of Town, as lie had told us 
before he would do, if he faw M .Iiaren were like to be here within a 
Day or two ,* he talk’d of being aw r ay fifteen Days ; before he went, 
he lent us a Copy of the Treaty between the King of ‘Denmark and the 
Elector of Rrandcnbtirgh , of which wc made Mention in our laft, and 
now lend it you herewith. 

M. f Pct cum , , in an ordinary Vifit yefterday, took Notice with fome 
T)ilfatisfadtion of M. Rcvcrnings going away, and his leaving that Em- 
ball’y quite unfupplied ; he faid, it was very true there was 110 ftu/mcls 
to do, but it did not look very decently to tell all the "World fo, by 
one of the principal Parties having none to appear for them in the 
Aflfembly ; that he believed whatever was done in England towards the 
Peace, it would not immediately break out here as a 'Fhing concluded 
there ; but that we fliould rather find it by the Effect and by Degrees : 
He concluded, that one of tw'o Things w'ould be the Effect of this 
Jouiaey, that either there would be a Peace, and that, as he called it, 
upoj 4 pretty moderate Terms ; or elfe that the King would come into 
the War cn the SfUo of the Confederates. 

He enlarged himfelf upon the Terms that he called moderate, which 
tfere, that the King of France mull reftoro Sicily , for which the tranche 
Comte might be yielded to him for an Equivalent ; and that there muft 
be fome Places rendred in Flandeis, that they might not. have all their 

great 
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great Towns Frontiers ; arid he thought, that if the Moft Chriftkrf 
King would not yield to fuch Terms as thefe, that the King wo^ld 
engage in the War againft him. . 

5 Don T. Ronquillo in a like Vifit complain’d, that they, the Spaniards ,' 
were not judged fit to be acquainted with Sir William 'Temple s Journe^ 
into England) nor with Mr. Hydes to the Prince of Orange 3 nor upon 
this Journey of the Prince, or fo much as asked what they defired 
fhoulcl be done for them. 

He added, that Charier oy 3 Acth 3 Court ty 3 and 0 udenard 3 (the three 
Places that the Trench are willing to part with, as it is, he fays, given 
out here) will do them no good ; that prance would fend them a Rati- 
fication of a Peace the next Day upon thefe Terms, if they would 
accept of them ,• but they cannot, for it would not make them fuch a 
Frontier as they fhall need j that Country cannot defend itfelf with 
lefs than 60,000 Men, which fo fmall a Diftridt can never hold ; that it 
were better to them the Country were loll, than left to them, fo as it 
will be impofiible to defend it ; nor will it be a Lofs to Spain , for that 
the Money they furnifli to maintain it, would raile a moll powerful 
Fleet in the Mediterranean , which would be more for the Defence of 
Italy and Spain , in cafe cither of them ihould be attacked by Trance , 
than the greateft Diverfion they can make out of the Low-Countries ; 
the Frontiers of France being now fo far advanced, that they can make 
no Impreflion there as formerly ; that the Lofs of Rurgundy will be 
the expofing of Germany ,• and that not only the Crown of Spain , but 
the Empire from one End to the other, is infinitely concern’d, that it 
be kept out of the Hands of the French . 

One Thing he inculcated very much, that there is a Necdfityihis 
Majefty’s Projcdt for the Peace Ihould comprehend the Concerns of 
every particular Ally, thofe of the North for Infiance, as well as the 
four great f PniJJdnces 3 for elfe it will not be in the Power of thole 
5 PttiJJdnccs to prefs their lelfcr Allies to enter into the Peace, much 
left to conclude without them ; they Ihould therefore, by his Majefty’s 
Project, be enabled to reprefent to them, that the Offers they may make 
a Peace upon arc rcafonablc, and fuch as will cxcufe the faid Puijfanccs 
if they do not go on any longer in the War with them. 

The Parties imploying us in no Manner of Bufinefs for them, we 
take the Liberty to trouble you with the ordinary Converfation they 
hold with us, that by comparing how thefe two Difcourfes of the 
Spaniard and Lane run, you may fee how they differ in their Opinions, 
and what they judge of the Means to compafs a Peace. We remain al- 
ways, &c. '

O UR laft was of the 18 th 3 fincc which we have not any fron^you 
to acknowledge. \ 

On < Tburfday 3 as foon as the Poft was gone, M. ct Fftradcs and 
d Avaux brought us their Anfwers upon the Paper, which the Allies had 
dictated to us by their Deputies on the 22th ot September laft, and we 
to th v French on the 2 9 th following: M. dEJlrades opened the Bufi- 
nefs with telling us, that the King his Mafter had upon all Occafions 

Ihewcd 
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flic wed his good Inclinations to a Peace, and that wo could abundahtly 
witnefs the Facilities he had from Time to Time brought to it : That 
the adverfe Party had given them indeed PropofitionS, but that they 
were fuch as differed not from thofe they gave in at firft, therefore that 
' their Anfvver upon them was the fame they gave in formerly. That 
the King their Mailer hath no other Proportion to make, than that he 
may hold thofe Things he is in Poffelfion of, par le fort des armes ; and 
that they will give no Anfwcr to the Lorain Proportions, till the Im- 
perialifts do receive the Miniftcr of the Bifliop of Strasburgb , and 
acknowledge him, as they, the French , had done the Ij>rain Miniftcr. 

Then he took out a Paper (the Copy whereof goes herewith in- 
clofcd) which they had drawn up, they laid, for the Help of our Me- 
mory j leaving us at Liberty to give it, or not to give it into the Con- 
federates, and to ule any other Words inftcad of thofe that we Ihould 
judge to be too harlh to be fpoken, or to be given in Writing. 

W e putting them in Mind, that we had brought them a Mclfage 
apart from the Imperialifts touching the Bilhop of Strasburgb , they 
told us, they intended the Paper they then gave us, for an Anfwer to 
the Imperialifts upon that Affair. M. d Jvaux further obferving to 
us, that tliis is the Place for all Parties that are involved in this War 
to feck their Remedy in; that the Alliance which the Bilhop of 
Strasburgb had made with France , having been made in Conjunction 
with the Elector of Cologn , and long before the Rupture between the 
Empire and France , the Bifliop mult not be font to the Diet of the 
Empire, nor to the Emperors Council ; he mult feck his.Rcdrels here as 
an Ally of France , and that this Place mull be reputed only bis forum 
compctcns , whatever the Imperialifts alledge to the contrary. 

O n Saturday we gave an Account, firft by way of Report, then by 
way of Dictate, to the Allies in their Alfcmbly ; we fend you the very 
Words apart that we did didate, having thought it fafeft to change 
and leave out fome Things that were in the Paper the French Ambafia- 
dor had given us. 

In the Convcrfation we had with the French on Fhurfday , they told 
us, how they underftood from M. Oxenjiiern , that nothing is done yet 
in Favour of the Swedijls Letters and Couriers ; that M. Heugb had de- 
lay’d for a long Time, under Pretext that the King his Mailer was 
Abroad with his Armies, and not at Copenhagen ; that M. Oxenjiiern 
being refolved to move us again, they were obliged to join their Rc- 
.queft with his, and defired us, that when he came, we would not for- 
get to let him know they had palfed their OJfices with us. 

They were no fooncr gone, but M. Oxenjiiern came to enquire, if 
wc had any Thing to tell him of a further Liberty for the Swearjh 
Letters and Couriers, and to defire our Offices might be Hill renewed 
in that Affair ; telling us, he had lately received a Letter from the 
King his Mailer, whereby yt appears, that he hearkens after the Iffue 
of the late Overtures, they, his Ambalfadors, had made by their Me- 
morial ; intimating withal, that he found his King is refolved, that if 
he have not rcafonable Satisfaction in that Point, he will betake himfelf 
to other Mcafures. 

W e telling hinv, how wc had done our Offices, and how that M. 1 
Heugb was well difpofed to treat of the Affair, provided there might 
bp a Rcciproque for the Letters of Denmark to and from Norway ; and 
that wc had given M. Heugb good Hopes, the Count would not be 
averfe from it "; he faid, he had indeed thought fincc upon that Red- 
proque, but that it feemed to him to carry with it too great an Inequa- 
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lity, if it be intended fuch a general Liberty as letters had befqrc 
the War to and from Norway ; lince they, the Swedes, pretend not to 
fuch a general Liberty, but only to a free Pailage of their own Letters 
and Couriers to and from this Place, and relating to the Negotiation c? 
the Peace only. 

O n Friday Morning M. Jlcttgh brought us the Memorial inclofed, as 
the Sum of what they, the e Danifl) Ambalfadors, are left at Liberty, by 
the King their Mailer, to grant to the Swedes, for the free Pailage of 
their Letters. 

As lie opened this Matter, we had Occafion given us to tell him, 
how we llood charged by the Swedijb and French Ambalfadors, to renew 
our Pittances in that Matter ; he told us their prefling would be of little 
Moment in the Affair, lince that whatfoever they lliould do, would be 
out of pure Regard to the King our Matter’s Interpolations, and upon 
no other Conlideration whatever. 

Wt carried the Proportion to M. Oxcvjlicrn in the Afternoon ; he 
took Iris Exceptions to every Part of it, but relervcd himfelf to Ipeak 
more full}', after he lliould view and con lid rr it at his Leifure. \Ve 
did not think lit to communicate the whole Paper to him, as well for 
lo me hartti W ords in it, as for an unfeafonable Commendation of our 
Difcretion, (as the ‘Danes cal! it) in flopping the Swedijh Memorial 


You will fee the Memorial that M . llettgb gave us, to be ligned by 
Count Jut cine as well as himfelf; wc did not think we had Rcafon to 
take Exceptions at it, having on other Occaflons done Offices for Ara- 
balladors while incognito ; however, wc fu limit to you, w hether in Cafes 
of like Nature we may fcruplc to do it, or continue to do as we do now ; 
we may alfo acquaint you, that we found him in the Allcmbly of the 
Allies on Saturday, but there patted nothing between us but bowing one 
to the other. We remain always, (Jr.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE our laft, we have the Favour of yours of the 1 6th to 
acknowledge, which contains his Majefly’s Commands to M. 
Coibat's Expedient, about Count Antoines Notifications, and liken ile 
about the Affairs relating to the Eledtor ‘Palatine ; both which arc lo 
plain, that wc hope we cannot miftake them, and confcqucntly fhall 
moft punctually obey them. 

A s to the next Point in your Letter, relating to the Bifhop of 
Strasburyh, whether an Ally, cr no Ally of France , or whether declar- 
ed fo or not, according to the Atteftation the Imperialijis pretended to 
have from three Ambalfadors, of what my Lord 'Berkley and Sir X. 
Jenkins had faid in that Matter; in which you arc pleafod to tell us, 
his Majelly was of Opinion, we had rather made too much of the 
'filing ; ami be as it will one Way or other, it cannot make much to 
the Poim- in Queftion ; which is, what France will now declare to the 
Bifhop s Ring their Ally or no ; wc take Leave to reprefent to you, that 
indeed the French Ambalfadors did underftand the Matter fo, that the 

Bifhop 
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Bifliop had not been formerly their Ally ;; it were fufficicnt if lie were 
fo now i and it is in their Power to receive Whom, and at what Time 
they pleafo ; and when they arc received, to bring them to this Treaty, 
by virtue of the common Form of P/cnipotivoirs, which run not only to 
treat with each Principal, but alfo with the Allies. ; but we having had 
Occalion to difeourfe this their Notion of thofe Words in the Plcni - 
pom' oiv to the Confederates, and finding they underftand it quite 
otherwife, to wit, that they can only be intended to fuch as were 
Allies at the Time of the Date of thofe ( Plenipouvoirs , and no others 
iv<: thought it lay upon us to fay fo much as we did of it, it being not 
improbable, but the very Time when the Alliance is enured into, may 
become a Matter in Qiieftion between the French and the Confe- 
derates. 

M. Fever ning declared himfelf in this Matter of the Opinion of the 
Confederates, who is not fo in many Things, tho’ he be their Ally 5 
and added, that in other Treaties, this hath been ufually the Limitation 
of fuch Chiufcs as to the Time ; and that otherwife there would be no 
End of Treating, if it were in the Power of any Party, who might per- 
haps be not fo deiirous of the Peace as the others, to name every Day 
new Allies that mull be heard and fatisfied. As to the Latitude you 
take Notice we had obferved to you, which had been allowed to the 
Nuncio, to change or omit w'hat he fhould think fit in the < l)i'clati;ru 
concerning the Bifliop of Strasburgh ; in which you deli re a more parti- 
cular and dillinct Account, how the Point Hands, how far, and in what 
Manner it was, that the Nuncio had that Liberty given him, and by 
which of the Allies ; all that we can lay further to you is, that when 
any Offices are delired to be done by the general Mediation, the fame 
are delired, as we take it, of the Nuncio, by fuch as have accepted the 
Pope’s Mediation ; and in thefe two late Memorials, the one from the 
Body of the Allies, and the other from the Impcriaiijts alone, againll 
the Bifliop of Strasburgh , the Nuncio was charged, as wc prefume, from* 
fuch of the Confederates as had accepted his Ma jelly’s Mediation, with 
the fame Memorials as we were to the French. 

W f found, that the feveral Things w r c had excepted againll in the 
firll, to w it, that from the Body of the Allies, as too harfli to be dictated, 
and w hich they would not allow us to ufe our Liberty in, were all 
omitted by the Nuncio ; which appears by comparing the Italian Me- 
morials, by which the Nuncio did his Olfices, with that the Allies gave 
us ; this Italian Memorial w c had by the Favour of the French Am- 
% balladors. 

I n the other Memorial from the Imperialifis , concerning the Bifliop of 
Strasburgh , we did what we could to have the Claufe lurpit udinem 
"] propriam arguat , left out ; wc found that the Nuncio, in the Memorial 
that he had prepar’d, had foftened that Exprelfion ; but he having 
taken back his Memorials again, did his Olfices by Word of Mouth ; 
he told the French Amballadors, as they told us again, that ho was not 
obliged to dictate any Thing,* that he was tied to no Words, but left 
entirely at Liberty, provided he acquainted them with the Senle of 
it ; that afterwards he, the Nuncio, was not charged, as we were, to 
repeat his Offices jjpon that Paper againll the Bilhop of Strasburgh ; on 
the contran, that not being charged with the Paper in order to deliver 
it to the French Amballadors, but only having had it given him for the 
Help of his Memory, he had returned the firll Anfwer the French had 
given him, and cxpeClcd not to hear any more of it from the linpc- 
rialifts. 
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A n n this is all wc can fay to you further, to inform you of this' 
Matter, which of the Allies had any Share in giving the Nuncio this 
Liberty ; or how, or in what Manner he had it ; or if the Proofs wc 
.have of it, which appear in the Papers which we lent you, of what wc 
were charged to dictate ; and what the Nuncio was left at Liberty in ; 
and in what the Ircnch Ambafladors were p leafed to tell us, of the 
Nuncio’s Difcourfe to them ; which they told us at Hrft in Confidence, 
but liuce upon our reprefenting to them, that it might be of great Ufe 
to us, to have the Liberty of taking Notice of it, if wc fliould ever be 
fo pvefs’d again, they have given us leave to own, that they inform’d 
us of it, which we have not yet had any Occafion to do, being, as wc 
fuppofe, pretty fairly off this Point ; having once exprefly declar’d 
to the Imperialijls , that there w ere feme 1 xprdfions in their Papers wc, 
were not at Liberty to dictate, and that we would do our Offices, as 
the Duty of Mediators did require ; and lincc twice had Occcalion to 
fpeak to them on this Subject, in which they did not ask any Account 
of m, whether v. e did dictate them or no ; we fuppofe they may be 
convinced, we ought not to be tyed up fo clofely to the Lxprelftons of 
any of the Parties. 

In an ordinary Vifit we made on I'uefc/ay to M. Van Karen , upon the 
Occalton of his Return to Town, he took notice to us, that the An- 
fwer we had brought from the French , to the Body of the Allies, dif- 
fer’d in feme Things from that the Nuncio had brought (as the Parties 
which had made ufb of that Mediator had the Day before informed the 
rcll of the Confederates). 

AVe told him, we hoped there was nothing in the cflential Part of it, 
that was fliort of what the Nuncio had delivered ; lie faid no, that 
it was in Circumftances, as to the Beginning and declaring of the War 
which the French in this Anfwer had laid upon the l.mperor and King 
of Spain : AVe told him, we had Liberty from the French Ambafladors to 
leave out w hat lixprdfions wc thought fit ; and to make ufe of our own 
AVordsj and that wc thought the Qucftion was not now’, how theAVar 
liad begun, but rather, how to come out of it ; and that tve fliould, in the 
Oiliccs we w ere requir’d to do on either Side, take all poiflblcCarc to avoid 
Lxprcfllons that might tend to any Sharpnefs, or to widen the Differen- 
ces ; he was of cur Opinion, and thought we had done better than the 
Nuncio. AVe lent you in our lafl, the Copy of the Paper the French 
Ambafladors had given us, and likewife of that which wc dictated to 
the Allies, by which you will be able to fee the Difference between 
them, and the Alterations we made, according to the Liberty that had •• 
been given us. 

AVe gave you an Account in our laft, of the Anfwer the French Am- 
baflhdors had brought us, to be return’d to the Body of the Allies $ and 
likew ife, that the fame was to ferve for the Imperialijls too, as to 
what they had offered, for their not allowing the Bilhop of Strasbargh 
to come to treat in this Place, as an Ally of the Molt Chriflian King. 

On ‘ Tacit! ay Morning, wo were with the Imperialijls , to give them 
this Anfwer, together with what had pafl’cd by AVay of Difcourfe in 
Anfwer to their feveral Rcafons ; upon which they made feme few 
Reflexions, but faid, they would take Time to conlider of what they 
fliould think fit to do further upon it. 

As foon as wc were come Home, M. Oxcnjlicrn came to us, to tell 
us, that lie had confldercd on the Project offer’d by the 5 Danijh Ambaf- 
lador-s, lor the .Paffage of their Letters, of which wc font you a Copy 

in 
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in our lall ; he told us, that he was very glad that the AmbafTadors 
of '‘Denmark had declared unto us, that they were enabled to treat about 
this Matter ,• that he too on his Side was in a Condition to conclude 
that Affair; but as to the Reciproqite that was demanded by the Dane y 
for the Callage of their Letters to and from Norway^ through the 
Swedes Territories ; that was new, in which he had no Power to 
grant any Thing ; that he would write of it to the King his Mailer, if 
it were delired ; and did hope, it might be confentcd to eltablifli 
the Courfe of Letters, as they had been before the War, as a Thing 
that would be of Convenience to both Crowns ; but it was not to be 
brought into the Ballance with the Liberty lie delired and inlifted upon, 
for the Pallage of 1, otters from this Place to Sweden ; for that the Li- 
berty of this Ccrrefpondencc, was requilite to the prefen t Negotiation 
of Peace ; to which that of ‘Denmark into Norway had no Relation. 
That th.: faid Correspondence ought to be allowed upon two Conti dera- 
tions, either by Virtue of the Palfes, by which they, the Swedes Ambaf- 
liidors, wire come hither • or according to the Example of Spain , which 
hath a Liberty from France for their ordinary Letters ; that lie de- 
pended upon the Way marked through La land , Faljlcnd \ &c. (which 
we lent you in our lall) for their extraordinary Couriers ; which Way, 
he faid, he hoped might be without Difficulty adjufted ; but he delired 
Tit, before lie entrod into that Treaty, that the Ambafiadovs of Den- 
mark would explain themfelves, touching the Palfage of I, otters by the 
ordinary Poll, forafmuch as lie, M. Oxcnfticra , had not marked out his 
Extraordinary, but with a Profpeit and even on Condition of obtaining 
likeu ife the ordinary Palfage that the simpler dam Letters go by, at the 
lame Time ; and that this extraordinary Way through Laland ', &c. is 
in no Degree practicable in Winter, by Reafon of the great TrajcCts 
over the Seas, and at other Seafons, upon any Storms, is fubjeC't to great 
Danger and Delays. 

W e went the fame Day in the Afternoon to M. HcnpJj, and told 
him what M. Oxcnftieru had reprefented to us ; he told us plainly, that 
they, the Danes , intended this Palfage not for their extraordinary 
Couriers, but for their ordinary, and only Way of Correlpondcncc ,* 
and that till the Spaniards iliould have more Liberty granted them from 
the French for their Couriers, it was not the Danes Intention to grant 
any to the Swedes ; that the Paflagc now marked for the Swedes by 
Sea, was as open in the Winter, as that they themfelves had it for 
their own Letters into Denmark ; it was true, the Swedijh Pacquets 
‘’Seiuft pals the Sea five Times, and theirs but three ; but whenever the 
Seas were palfablc to one Place, they were to the other ; and in a 
Word, if the Swedes would accept of this, they were ready to come to 
a Treaty, and would endeavour, in the particular Conditions, to com- 
ply as much as pollible, but were not at Liberty to talk of any other 
rontCy in which he profelled they were ftri&Iy bound up by their King, 
and that this neither had not been granted in Conlideration of the 
Swedes , but of the King’s Mediation ; without which, the Swedes 
might have made what Noifc and Stir they pleas’d in the Matter, but 
would have found no Relief; they, the Danes , remembring very 
well, how the Swedes had ufed them in the laft War, when they had 
the Advantage ; he added too, that without the Rcciproquc for Norway , 
he could not come to any Agreement neither; and fo concluded, that 
if what they had offered the Swedes , did not pleafe them, they had 
done what they could, and without new Orders they could do no 

• . more. 
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more, which he laid, if wc made Inflanccs for, they would write 
about, but believed they fhould not ealily obtain them. 

W e went the fame Moment to M. Oxenjliern, to acquaint him with 
what had palled ; he faid at firfi, that what M. Jleugh inclined to, was 
then as good as nothing at all, fince that he Hill maintaineth, this Paf- 
fage was not practicable for thefe four or five Months next following ; 
and that, on the contrary, the other Pafl'agc over the Re It, was never 
Hopp’d longer than three or four Days at a Time ; however, he 
fee mod not to reject the Treaty, but delired us to fee, upon what 
Conditions we could bring the Danes to grant it j laying, that 
his chief Aim in making out this Way at firft was, bvcaufe lie 
thought the Honour of the King his Mailer was concern’d to 
have" fome Way open, by publiek Allowance, for Intereourfo with his 
Minifters here; which being in lbme Meafure latisfied this Way, provided 
wc could bring fome Alteration in the Conditions, and that inliead 
of once a Month, they might fend once in fifteen Days, and that the 
Liberty Ihould lall to the F.nd of this Treaty, w hereas the Danes pro- 
pofed it lhoi! Id be good only for lix Month, lie would accept it, re- 
ferring to himfelf Hill his Claim for a more ordinary Pall age for the 
common Poll ; and in the mean Time, he would take his Fortune un- 
der the Coverts of Friends, as he had done hitherto ; and particularly 
thofo of us the Mediators, which we told him, we had formerly offer'd 
him, and thought wc might Hill do fo, and which he feemed to ap- 
prove better of than he had done before we told him, we forefaw a 
great DiificuJty Hill in this Matter, by Reafon of the Rcciproque fo 
much inlified on by the Dane ; He rcplyed, it was a Thing he had no 
Orders in, and could do no more than w rite about it ; but upon this Oc- 
calion, he repeated the Inequality he thought there was in it, and that 
it could not come into the Nature of a Rcciproquc , except the King 
of Denmark lived in Norway, and his Miniflers here could not have 
Rccourfe to him, but by Virtue of this Liberty now demanded. We 
flinll purfuo this Matter with all the Care we can, and give you an Ac- 
count of it.

S I NCR your lafi, which was of the 25 th, we have not any from 
you to acknowledge. 

On Thurfday, as foon as the PoH was gone, M. dEjlradcs and cC Avciux 
came and delired us to pafs our Offices towards M. de Horen (the only 
Ambalfador of the States now in Town) upon the Memorial that goes 
herew ith cnclofed. It is an Anfwer to the Dutch Ambalfadors, who 
had fome while fince delired that the Ufagc received between the 
French and the Dutch , of fetting all Mariners at Liberty, as foon as 
they are taken Priloners at Sea, might pafs into a general Rule and 
Lllablilhmcnt equally binding on both Sides ; this £he French will not 
confent to, but offer to agree to a Rate, that fliall be thought rea- 
Ibnable (and they defire we Ihould immediately adjuft it) for every Sca- 
Oiliccr and Mariner to pay for his Ranforn. 

A for the Prifoncrs lately in hold in France , as many as have been 
taken at Sea arc fet at Liberty j thofe that are brought from Tobago, 

were 
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were taken at Land, and ih Land Service* and therefore are not to have 
their Liberty, but upon an Exchange of the like Number of French 
Land Soldiers. 

To thefe fevcral Points, M. de Haren^ when we paffed our Offices 
with him on Saturday , faid no more, but that he would write to the 
States Jus Mailers. 

O n Friday we took an Hour with M. Hough, and offered to enter 
into Treaty with him, for a Moderation in the fevcral Conditions, 
which tliat Embalfy had propofed for the PafTage of the Swcdilh Let- 
ters having reprefented to him, as well as we were able, how unrea- 
ionable the two main Conditions were ; that is, their demanding a pre- 
fent Eftablifhment of a free Paflagc for the Letters of all Sorts from 
i Denmark to Norway , as a Reciproqnc to this from Nimegucn * and their 
retraining the Swedijh Difpatchcs fo, as not to have Liberty to pals 
above once a Month ; all he did tlicn was, to charge himfelf with 
reporting the whole to his Collcguc Count Antoiltc , wJio was then out 
of Town. 

Upon this Occafion, we acquainted him with his Majefty s Orders, 
(repeated to us in yours of the 1 6 th) touching Count Antoines Notifi- 
cations. He told us, that there needed not many Words of the Thing ; 

at he had heard of it already, and was lorry it was not more favour- 
able to them : He apprehended that it would have ill Confcquences ; 
tliat the King of Denmark would be forced to revoke Count Antoine, ami 
he, M. Hcugh , was in Hopes to get Leave to return liken ife ; that it 
was not tlie King of Denmark's Meaning, nor his Intereff, (efpccially 
at this Time) to offend either his Majefty or the Emperor, in giving his 
Decifion ill the Cafe ; that the Emperor afftfls Denmark very genc- 
roully and effectually at this Time, and hath lent them 4000 Men ; and 
does much more than fomc others of their Allies, tho’ they are tied by 
their Treaty to do more than he * that he had hoped, this Expedient 
would not have been refufed, in Regard Count Antoine would have 
contented himfelf with lefts of Ceremony from us, than we have paid 
to him, M. Ilcugby or to any other Ambafl’ador ; not but that they 
forefaw the Imperial ijts would have cried out upon them, if they 
fhouJd liave ufed this Expedient ; however, they would have anfwcr’d 
them, that w'hat they did, was a departing from their own Right of 
being firft vilited by us, as all laft Comers have been, and ought to be 
by the general Rule ; yet that they prejudiced not the Pretentions the 
Emperor made, by the firft Notifications ; and fo, faid he, had this 
Expedient been accepted, we would have given you the firft Vifit. 

VV e acquainted the French with the Orders we had received, bccaufe 
the Expedient came from them : M. Colbert (who had taken upon him 
to give M. Hough the firft Notice that his Majefty liked it not) told us, 
M. Hough was cxtreamly troubled at the Thing, and declared, that as 
Count Antoine was like to get Leave to return ito Denmark , to which he 
was very much inclined j fo he, M. Hough , would ufe all the Means 
he could to be revoked j and then that there would be one Embalfy 
lefs in the Aflembly. 

M. Colbert leemed to queftion, whether his Majefty had had the 
Thing fully reprefented to him, and asked, whether there was any 
Pollibility to obtain of us to write any more of it ? We told him, the 
Representation had been made before his Majefty in Council, and that 
the Decifion had palfcd there ; that we durft not prefume to give his 
Majefty any further Trouble about that Queftion : He told us, M. 
Hough had no Hopes of preventing his Collegue leaving this Place very 
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fuddenly, unlefs there were fome Probability that his Majcfty might be 
plcafcd to admit of fome Temperament or other, rather than fee tlie 
whole Embafly leave this Place : This M. Colbert (aid he had a great 
Mind to adventure upon once more, by the Way of M. Barillou, for 
that that would at lcaft keep Things in Sufpence a while, and hinder 
the Z)aues from entring fuddenly into a Refolution fo difadvantageons 
to themfelvcs and the whole Aflcmbly. 

These Things ought not, as we humbly conceive, to be concealed 
from you, tho’ we have excufed ourfelves to them from writing any 
Thing touching that Affair ; but upon this Occafion we would be glad 
to receive your Directions, in cafe M. Hcugb, or the French > fliould 
propole, that rather than Count Antoine ihould leave the Aflembiy, he 
might enter into, and bear his Part in all Negotiations with us, without 
making any Vifit of Ceremony to us, or to any other ; flnce we may 
poflibly be put to it, and fome Compliance expected from us, efpecially 
If they Ihould call to Mind that Temperament his Majcfty was plcafcd 
to allow us to enter into with the Prandcnbargh Amballadors. 

O n Friday we acquainted M. Spanhcim w ith his Majcfty s Orders, 
relating to the Prince Elector Palatine , he charged himfelf to acquaint 
his Electoral Highncfs with it by that Night’s Poll ; and yellerday the 
Holftein Minifter produced us a Letter from M. dc Crofs , which mcntionM 
a Refolution of his Majcfty in Council, that his Mini Iters here fliould 
labour to get that Duke admitted as a Party in this Treaty. 

Herewith goes a Copy of the Treaty made by M. Sparr at Paris 
between France and Sweden we hear no more of that latter one we 
once writ of to you, of which M. Rcvcrning had told us : And this Copy 
we have from M. Oxcnjiicrn , under an Injunction of Secrecy. 

M. Colbert , in Converfation on Friday Night, was bemoaning the 
very weak Defence of the Swede in Rugen , and the Difficulty that their 
Rolettlcmcnt would bring to the General Peace ,• yet the King his 
Mafter could not with Honour leave them in the War, nor make a 
Peace that fhould not take them in ; that which would make their Bu- 
finefs ftill more difficult was, that the Swedes will not hear of parting 
with one Inch of the Ground they were once poflefled of, but pretend 
to an entire Reftitution. We remain always, (yc.

Leave of his Majefty and his Royal Highncfs, to marry her Highnels 
the Lady Mary ; there is a Printed Letter from the Prince to the States 
upon that Subject, which we fend you here inclofcd ; and the Harlem 
Gazettes fay, that there is an Exprefs come to the States with the 
News of it, in a Yacht from the King. 

Several of the AmbafTadors here have been already with us, to 
take Notice to us of it, as a Thing they take for granted, tho’ there 
be no Letters of it out of England ,• when we have Notice of it from 

you.

you, we ihall have a fitting Occafion to cxprefs the Refpedt and Duty 
we owe, to what his Majefty and his Royal Highnefs fhall pleafe to 
determine.

Right Honourable S 1 r,' 

T HE Favour of yours of the 23 th coming not to hand till Satur* 
/&zgthe 3 d Current, we were in all the Impatiency imaginable 
.till we hact that joyful News of the Marriage concluded between her 
Highnefs the Lady Mary , and the Prince of Orange , (which had been 
brought here two Days before from the Hague) confirmed to us under 
your Hand. We have not Words to fpeak the Part we take in this 
general Joy. We blcfs Almighty God from the Bottom of our Hearts, 
for inspiring Thoughts into his Majcfty and his Royal Highnefs, that 
have fo charming an Influence upon the Hearts of all Englifhmen, and 
that give fo hopeful a Profped to the Royal Family, to the two great 
Nations ncareft concern’d, and indeed to all Europe befidcs ; and wc 
foubt not but his Majcfty and his Royal Highnefs will have fuch a 
conftant and uninterrupted Share in the Joys and Comfort of this 
bleffcd Marriage, as may bear a Proportion to that Princely Gcnero- 
fity and Publick Spirit wherewith they concluded it. 

Having received the News from you on Saturday > we fent the fame 
Day to take an Hour of M. de Horen , to congratulate with him upon 
it ; but Word was brought he was not at Home. Yefterday (being the 
Day after) he fent us a Complement upon it, and to tell us withal,’ 
that he had juft now received Orders, by an exprefs Refolution of the 
States, to congratulate with us folemnly upon this Marriage * but that 
in Regard M. Beverning was already fet out for this Place, and will 
be here to Morrow without fail, he defired he might have Leave to 
defer the Complement till he came, in order to make it the more 
folcmn. 

W e cannot think that the Solemnity that M. de Haren hinted to us,’ 
will be limited to their Complement only, there will be probably Dc- 
monftration of Joy and Magnificence both at the Hague and here ; and 
as we think ourfclvcs obliged to bear our Part in them, fo we fhould 
very happy, if you would be pleafed to give us fome Light, at 
what Time, and in what Manner, we fhould beft acquit ourfelves on 
fo folemn an Occafion. 

A s for other Things which are pafTed here fince our laft, which was 
of the 1 ft Current, M. Heugh made us the fame Day a folcmn Comple- 
ment upon this Marriage ; he would, he faid, anticipate what he was 
fure the King his Mafter would, as foon as he fhould hear of it, order 
him to fay upon it, and would aflure us beforehand, that nothing could 
be more welcome to the King his Matter, not only for the Intcrcft he 
hath in all the Happinefs that will follow to England and the United 
Provinces (both his Allies) upon this, but alfo for the particular Con- 
cern he hath in all the Contentment that can befal his Majcfty and the 
Royal Family. 

He made his Complement, he faid, as well in Count Antoine % Name 
as his own ; the Count being extreamly forry for the Accident that 
debars him from paying us his Congratulations in Perfon. And in this 
Vol. II. H h Place 
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Place \vc may tell you, that moll of the Ambalfadors and Minilters 
here have made to us their Complement upon this Subject. 

M. IJetigb went on to tell us the Rcfolutions that Count Antoine and 
he were come to, upon the Overture we bad lall made to him from 
Count Oxenfiiern , about the PalTage of the Swcdijh Letters ,• it was in 
Ihort this, that tho’ it was in their Orders to give Way to the parting 
of Difpatchcs hence once a Month, yet they would adventure fo far as 
to agree they may go once a Fortnight : But for the Reciproquc which 
they demand for the Danijh Letters to pafs into Norway, and fo back, 
again, he faid, it was a Thing enjoined them to infill upon, as a Con- 
dition to be prefuppofed, and not to be debated on as the^ others : 
However, in Regard M. Oxenfiiern may not be inftru&cd (ifs we told 
him he was not) in the Point, they would be content he fhould, as foon 
as he plcafed, provided he came firft, and before all Things, to an 
Adjullmcnt of the other Conditions, dilpatch one Courier for Sweden j 
and if that Courier Ihould bring back fuch an Eftablifhment of that 
'Reciproquc as the Danes do demand, then the Couriers might go on 
once a Fortnight, as is now proje&ed j but if Sweden fhould not grant 
the Rcciprcque , then the whole Agreement to be void, and no more 
Dilpatchcs to go this Way. 

When wc gave M. Oxenfiiern (as we did next Day) an Account cf 
this, his Reflexion was, that he was content to charge himfelf to write 
to Court about this Reciproquc for Norway j but propofed, that that 
might be done in the firll Place, before they came to a Debate of the 
Conditions, bccaufe it would be fo much Time loll if the Reciproquc 
were not agreed to j he added, that M. de llaren had come to him 
about 3 or 4 Days ago, by Order from the States, and told him, that 
the Minilters of the Court of ‘Denmark had font to M. Meyer , the 
Dutch Relidcnt, to re-eftablilh the Couriers, as they were before the 
War, from Hamburgh to Sweden thro’ Denmark, provided the King of 
Denmark might have a PalTage for Intercourfe of Letters into Norway, 
thro’ the Swcdijh Territories ; that he thinks that Way to be the moll 
probable, whereby to come to any Degree of Satisfa&ion on cither 
Side, and that he will moll readily imploy himfelf to bring that about. 

This Affair hath not to our feeming any promifing Countenance 
here ; therefore wc hope his Majcfly doth influence it from that Side 
in the Court of Denmark, where it is in a Manner necelfary it Ihould 
be fettled ; thefe Minillers here having not, to our feeming, Power 
enough to do it. Belidcs, M. Oxenfiiern alfures us, that this By-way 
that the Danes offer him is not worth accepting, much lefs of a Value 
equivalent to the PalTage into Norway ; that the King his Mailer will 
never confent to it upon the Conditions now propofed j the only Thing 
that is practicable and capable of a good Ilfuc is, the Re-ellablifhmcnt 
of all Polls, as they were in thofe Kingdoms before the War. 

On Friday, M. Kinski, Heugh, and Srnnitz, were with us, to de- 
polite a new Diffiatum in our Hands, the Copy of it goes herewith in- 
clofcd : It is a Reply to that we had given them fome Days fincc 
from the French. When M. Kinski had read it over to us, (as it is a 
Stile he hath introduc’d) wc laid Claim to that which of Right belongs 
to us Dictators, both from the Rcafon of the Thing itfclf, and from 
the Method or Way of Proceeding, that all Parties had agreed to in 
May lall; which was, that in the DiUata, the Mediators Ihould not 
be tied up to the precile Words of the Parties, only Ihould fet down 
in Writing what ihould be judged ncceflary, and the Sum and Subllance 
of what they Ihould propofe. 


They 
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They infilled (Count Kinski efpeciaUy) that we ihould take aU 
their Words as they had couched them in Writing, and tranimit thent 
over to the French in the fame precife Terms, and by way of dilat- 
ing. This thdy flood ftiffly upon ; and all the Temperament they framed 
themfelvcs to was, that they would be content we ihould look over 
their Paper at our Leifure j and if wc found any Thing we ihould ex- 
cept againft, to acquaint them with it, and then we ihould know their 
Mind, or rather that of the Allies, without whom, (as being no more 
but their Deputies) they would determine nothing. Wc remain always, 
S 1 r, (Jc.

S INCK our laft, which was of the jth, we have the Favour of 
yours of the 16th of O'ctober to acknowledge j in Anfwer to which, 
wc have nothing to return but our Thanks. 

O n Monday in the Evening, as foon as the Port was gone, we w’ent 
to M. Heitgh, and acquainted him with M. Oxenjt/erns Delire, to fend 
a^hc Courier by the Route laft marked, by whom he might inform the 
King his Mafter of the Reciproque demanded by the ‘Dane, for a Paf- 
ftige into Norway , and know his Pleafure upon it, before they fpent 
any Time here in agreeing the other Conditions, which would be all 
to no Purpofe if this Reciproque were not granted : M. Hcugh told us, 
it was a Thing he could neither grant nor deny, till he had confultcd 
with his Collcgue, which he would do, and then give us his Anfwer. 
Wc told him further what M. Oxcnjiiern had faid to us from M. Van 
Harm, that the Miniftcf of the States at Copcnhaguen had writ to his 
Mailers, that the Miniftcrs there had offered the ufual Way for the 
Pall age of Letters from Hamburgh into Sweden , as it had been before 
the War, provided the Swedes would allow them, the ^Danes , free 
Intcrcourfe into Norway : M. Hcugh told us, he had feen a Copy of 
that Letter from the States Miniftcr at Copenhagucn , but he was con- 
fident that Miniftcr had miftaken the Meaning of the Miniftcrs there, 
clfc he Ihould have had Orders too to the fame Purpofe ; which he 
alTured us upon his Honour he had not. 

After this was over, wc took Occallon to acquaint M. Heugb with 
jjhc Reflexions we had made upon fome Palfages in the laft Memorial 
wc had received from the Body of the Allies, w hich we font you in 
our laft ; w T e told him, that w r c did it in Confidence firft to him, in 
Hopes, that if what we offered appear’d reafonablc and fair to him, he 
would affift us in the Alfcmbly of the Allies, if it came to be debated 
there ; and having gone through all we had to obferve to him, we told 
him, we hoped the Allies would give us our Liberty, in avoiding fuch 
Exprelfions as we thought might rather hinder or delay the Treaty, 
than advance it ,* and efpeciaUy fince w hat wc defired to omit, was 
nothing that was effential to their Scnfe, or could weaken the Force of 
their Arguments ; and we added, that if they Ihould make any Difficulty 
in allowing us thi/ Liberty, which w 7 e thought neceflary to the Office of 
Mediators, wc ihould not be able longer to refrain from taking Notice 
to them, of the Difference wc knew fome of the Parties, that made 
Ufe of another Mediator, made between that Mediator and us j fince we 
Vol. II. H h 2 , were 
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were very certain, that in the laft Memorial before this, which we had 
received from the Body of the Allies, all thofc Exceptions which we 
had taken to it, and could obtain no Mittigation in, were; every one of 
them omitted in the Memorials given in by the Nuncio, who fur- 
ther had declared himfelf to be at Liberty, to have ufed what Exprcfli- 
ons he liked bell, nay, to have given in nothing in Writing at all, if 
lie had plcafed ; and having gone fo far with M. lleugh , we told him, 
we thought this was a Diftinition, we hoped we had not deferved by 
any Thing that was to be imputed to our Carriage, and wherein wo 
hoped not to fulfer longer. 

He feemed fomething furprized with this latter Part of our Difcriurlb 
to him but he told us, that in this very laft Memorial, fome fli the 
Allies were delirous to have taken notice, in the An Aver t]uy return’d 
by us, of fome Exprcflions they had receiv’d by the Nuncio, in the Me- 
morial he had prefented them from the French, and which we had in- 
duftricully omitted, in that Wc had given in upon the fame Occalion ; 
(it was fomething in Relation to the Beginning of the War, who had 
fir ft declared it, which the French had in their Paper imputed to the 
Emperor and Xing of Spain ) but that lie and the 'Dutch Ambafladors 
had oppofed it, faying, that they would content to the giving no other 
Anfwcr, but what fuited with the 'Diffatnm that the F,nglijh Media- 
tors had given to their Affcmbly ; whereupon he faid, that the otluti* 
delifted } he promifed, that he would make good Ufe of what we had. 
acquainted him with, and wc told him, wc had advanced all this to 
him, as depending upon his Jufticc, if wc fliould have need of it. 

O n F'ncfday in the Afternoon, we went to Melficurs Kinski, Heugh, 
and Somnitz , to acquaint them with the Reflexions wc had made upon 
their Memorial. M. Kinski entred at firft into the Argument of de- 
fending what they had writ, but at laft faid, that they were but De- 
puties, and fliould acquaint their Body with what w e had faid ; and 
we ending this Conference with telling them, that we hoped, if they 
.would take the Pains to confidcr their own Paper, without thole Ex- 
prcflions which we had marked to be left out, they would not find any 
of the cflential Part omitted, nor their Senfe altered in the leaf! ; and 
in that Cafe, they would give us Leave to make the Alterations we 
defired. We do not trouble you by this Dilpatch w ith the Remarks 
we have made, till w r e fee what Succefs they will have in the Allan- 
bly of the Confederates. 

In the Evening after this, M. Heugh told us, that he had not as 
yet taken any Notice of what wc faid, in Confidence to him the Day 
before ; and did not think it a proper Time, till he faw how the Thing' 
was like to go in the Affcmbly ; but that in the mean Time, he w ould 
prepare Meflieurs Somnitz and Van Haren, that wc might not be tyed 
up to harder Terms, than the other Mediator was ; he added, that 
he knew the Itnpcrialifts had written to their Court, that they hoped 
infcnfibly to engage the Parties, that did not yet make Ufe of the 
Pope’s Mediation, to come into it, of which he laid, we might be af- 
fured they fliould be aware w r e asked him, whether the Itnpcria/ifls 
had found any Fault in our Conduit ; he faid, he never heard they 
did i what they attempted was, to do more Honour to the Nuncio, 
who complained that he was but of little Ufe hcra>j he added, that 
the Imperialifts had taken notice how the two laft Memorials prefent- 
ed by us and the Nuncio differ'd, and had laid they muft try if they 
could not prevent fuch Difagreemcnts in the Reports that were made 
to them from the fame Parties, and that he, M. Heugh, had faid, as 

like* 
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likewifc the 7)utcb Ambalfadors, that thofe DifagreemeiitJ r might very 
well happen from the fcveral Reafons.of one and the other Mediation 
to the Parties that employ’d them in doing Oificcs, but that there was 
no cflential Difference, and that they for their Part would take no 
notice of any Thing, but what was delivered by the Englijh Mediators. 

This Morning, M. d EJlrades and d A® aux came to us; tho* it 
was our Poft-Day, they font us Word, they thought Wc would be con- 
tent to hear what they had to fay, before wc fent away our Letters ; it 
was to tell us, they had received Orders from the King their Mailer,' 
v to behave themfelvcs in the Matter of Count Antoines Vifits; according 
'to>he Directions w r e had receiv’d out of England ; and that the King 
their leafier was very glad the King had not approved the Expedient 
that haa hetyi offered from hence by M. Colbert , for that it had been 
yielding the Point, and by that Means making fuch a Diftin&ion be- 
tween tiic Emperor and other Crown’d Heads, as was againlt his Judg- 
ment. 

They further acquainted Us, that they had received Letters from, 
the King their Matter, by which he acquainted them, how particular 
a Satisfaction he had in this Marriage of the Prince of Orange , and 
that he did not apprehend any Alterations from his Ma jetty towards 
him upon it ; on the contrary* that the Prince of Orange might by this 
A^cans be more difpofed to a Peace ; and they having received this 
^Information from their Matter, they could not but make us acquainted 
with it, as a Thing that had given them great Satisfaction. 

Just as wc were doling this, wc received yours of the 2 d Inftaht ; 
wherein we find nothing requires any Anfwcr hence upon it. We re- 
main always, (yc.

(till the fame, but the fcveral Grounds and Reafons that incline him 
in the Jlulinefs of Count Antoine . We have the perfe&eft Submiflion 
polTiblc to his Majetty’s Judgment in the Point, and wc had not the leaft 
'Sryafs in Favour of M. Colbert's Expedient when it was propofed to us. 

Wf. are extream forry to find our Meeting with Count Antoine ,’ 
in the common Meeting Place of the Allies, is difpleafing to his Ma- 
jefty ; it was a Rencounter we could not poflibly forefee, nor did we 
know, that the new Face was Count Antoine's, till the Aflembly was 
up; and we being difmifs’d, had Time to recoiled who it muft needs be, 
we having not feen him before in any other Place. . 

T h e Opinion that M. dEftrades gave us, of not talking of Bufinefs 
before Count Antoine y related to what might poflibly happen to us 
at M. llsugh's Houfe, and in his Company only, and not what might 
happen in the Alfotnbly. We had met with M. de los Xlalbafesy M. 
CbrijlitiC) and M. e Pctcum y in the Aflembly before we had feen them 
any other where, and yet we went in, to declare the Meflages we were 
charg’d with to the Allies ; thofe Minifters were then incognito , and 
Count Antoine takes himfelf to be the fame, and while be is fo, he 

will 
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thrill probably pretend that his Prcfencc is not to be excepted again/!, 
no more than theirs was, before they had gone through their Viiits of 
Ceremony j therefore, upon this whole Matter, wc take leave to ask 
you, whether when we are charged with a Mcflagc to the Body of 
the Allies, it is expected we fhould require of them that Count Jntoine 
fhould not be there ; and fecondly , if he ihould be there (as we do not 
fee how we can be furc he will not) whether it be his Majcfty ’s Plea*- 
furc that we retire, and leave the Aflcmbly, without delivering our 
MeiTagc i We lay this before you the rather, for that w r e cannot ex- 
pert any of the Allies fhould ftipulate, he fhall not be there ,• and not- 
withftanding he be there, the Parties that fliall have intrufted us^^Mt 
exped that we difeharge ourfelvcs of our Commilfion. What his Ijajcfty 
is pleafed to command, relating to M. Gioe and M. lc t MiTfqutjs do 
'Baden nr l arch, wc fliall endeavour to execute in the Manner that 
may be moft acceptable to his Majcfty. 

W b told you in our laft, how we had on 7 nefday Jail laid before 
Mcflleurs Kinski , Heugb and Sownitz , fome Remarks upon a ‘Diclatytm 
of the Allies, which had been put into our Hands feme Days before, 
to be communicated to the French Ambafladors on Saturday ; thole 
three Ambafladors gave us an Account of the Refolution of the Body of 
the Allies upon the Reflexions wc had made. 

W e take leave to cnclofe one Copy more of that r DiBatnm, with tjbe 
Words wc took Exceptions to, feored under the Text, and in the Mar- 
gin of the fame Paper ; the Alterations that the Allies concurred in, 
at their common Meeting about it upon F'hurfday laft, you will fee 
from the Words thcmfclvcs, and from what we add in the Margin, and 
the Reafons for which we defired the faid Alterations. ’Tis true, they 
fhewed thcmfclvcs more cafy upon this Occafion than formerly, for 
they agreed to all the Alterations wc deflred ; and wc attribute much 
of it to that Concern we fuppofc M. Hcn^h, M. dc Haven, and M. 
Scmnitz , may have fliewn in the Aflcmbly, to have equal Right done 
and as full a Liberty indulged to us, as thofe who make ufe of another 
Mediator indulge to him. 

W k gave you an Account in our lafl, of the particular Application 
we had made to M. Hengb upon this Occaiion and he upon 
Friday gave us an Account, feeming to be more than ordinary fatis- 
fied in himfelf, of the Deference that the Aflcmbly of the Confederates 
had ihown to us, in yielding to ail the fevcral Alterations we had 
defired. 

H e told us, that M. Kinski , who had made Report of what wc had 
faid by Way of Exception to their Dittatnm, had omitted the ma:':.' 
•Thing we had begun our Remarks upon ; which was, that the Liberty 
wc took was by the exprefs Directions of his Majcfty, whofe Pleafurc 
it was, that wc ihould avoid to tranfmit from one Party to another, 
not only iharp Expreflions, which all civil Pcrfons had in their own 
Nature to decline, but alfo all other Things, that open a Way, or give 
Colour to the other Party to reply with Sharpnefs, or to enter in the 
Difcuflion of Matters of Fatt, that can have no 'Pendency to our great 
End, which is in fuch Writing to foften w hat is harfh, and to reconcile 
what is differently underftood. 

He told us further, that he. Van fjaren , and M. Somnitz, told 
their Co-Allies at the Aflcmbly, that it was fair the Flng/ijh Mediators 
did not defirc to ufe the Eng/ijh longue in their Reports, as the other 
did make ufe of Italian in his ; that they, for their Parts, had no 
other Mediator, and would have none but the King our Matter, aud there 
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fore would -not endure to have any harder Terms put Upon his Minifters,- 
than were upon that other Mediator* 

To this fome of the Allies anfwered, that the other Medial 
tor may have taken a further Liberty to himlelf in the changing 
Words put into his Hands, than they (the ImperiaUflSy Spaniard t, ana 
Jjoraincr) intended. 

M. Beverning, tho’ expected ever (mcc^TueJday, came not hither till 
very late laft Night ; we have not heard as yet from him and his Col-.

S ING E our laft, which was of the 1 2 th> we have none of yours to 
acknowledge. 

O n that Day in the Evening, after the Poll was gone, we went to 
carry to the French Ambalfadors, the Paper we had received from the 
AJJies, which we have already troubled you fo much about. 

They entred a little upon the Merit of the Caufe between tho 
Duke of Lorain and the Biftiop of Strasburgh », wherein they pretended 
to fliew, that the Duke of Lorain , for the Dutchy of Barr, was more 
a Vaflal of the Moft Chriftian King, than the Biftiop of Strasburgh was 
of the Emperor ; but they faid they would referve themfclves to give 
their Anfwer in Form, and accordingly they had the Paper conveyed 
to them by Way of Didate. 

On Lucfday the Dutch Ambalfadors fent to us, to ask an Hour wheS 
they might come to make their Complement of Congratulation upon 
the Marriage of the Prince of Orange ; which being afligned them, 1 
they came in the Manner that Vilits of Ceremony are ufed to be 
made, with 2 Coaches and 6 Horfcs a-piecc : They told us, they, 
came not to make their own Complements, they were commanded by, 
the States to come to us, to reprefent the Joy they had, that his Mar’ 
jefty, the Duke, and the Princcfs, had altogether concurr’d in favouring 
the Princes Dciires. 

They obferved to us, how that from Queen Elizabeth , to whom 
they faid they owed the Eftabliihment of their Common-wealth, they 
^mcr lince fought their Protection from the Kings of England ; conclud- 
ing with their Hopes, that this Alliance would eftablilh a nearer, firmer,' 
and firiCtcr Union betwixt his Majefty and their State $ and would be 
for the Intereft of the 5 Vrotefiant Religion, and a happy Entrance upon 
the Work of a General Peace 5 with much more to this Purpofe. 

Yesterday we let the Holjlein Minifter know his Majefty’s Orders 
to us, to do our belt Offices to have his Maftcr admitted as a Party in 
this Aflembly ; we acquainted him likewife, how his Majefty forefaw, 
we fliould be asked, as foon as we Ihould move for him, in what Qua-’ 
lity the Duke pretended to enter here ; he told us, the Duke his Mafter 
was refolvcd to deoline coming in as a Party to this War, or as an 
Ally to any Party that is already in it ; and therefore when he IhoUld 
proient us with his Blenipouvoir , he would give in his Proteftation to 
that Effedt. When it was obferved to him, that unlefs he offered to 
come in as Party Principal, or elfe as an Ally to a Party Principal in the 
War, he w ould be told, there was no third! Capacity in which he 

could 
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could be admitted in this Treaty and that therefore it was likely 
he mull declare himfclf an Ally to Sweden, as the Bifhop of Strasburgb 
has to France , before the War,- which would v put him upon the fame 
Difficulty with 5 Denmark, as the Bifhop is with the lmperialifis ; His 
Reflexions were, that it being of Neceffity the Treaty of the North 
fhould come into Conlideration here, and receive a Review and Efta- 
blifliment in fome kind or other, before a Peace, can be made in the 
North , his Maftcr might intervene, as a Party having Intcreft in, -fome 
Branches, or Articles of thofe Treaties, as having had the Sovei'a^uty, 
of Slejwyck ftipulatcd to him, and veiled in him by virtue of ihem 
therefore might, without feeming to fide with Sweden, 03 to 
King of ‘Denmark in any Thing elfe, pray and defire, tha* ivhateVer 
Alterations that Treaty might have in any other Part ot them* yet 
as to what concerns Slcfwyck, they might fublilt entire, forgtfod Rca- 
fons, he lays, he will be able to deduce ; he hoped he, the Duke, would 
take fome fuch middle Way, and expected his Chancellor would draw 
up his Plenipouaoir, in the nunciative Part of it, to that EffeCt : He 
experts another jMiniller to join w'ith him here in few Days ; what is 
before laid, was rather his own Dilcourfc and Conjecture, (to which wc 
had nothing to oppofc) than the Senfe and Rclolution of his Mailer. 

M. Colbert told us, that he had Information, that the Imperii*! ! 1 . 
after long Deliberation among!! themfelves, had difpatchcd a CoU’v * 
to the Emperor, to give him Notice, that there appeared to them a 
Probability of a Peace to be made between France , Spain , and the 
Low-Countries, of which they thought it their Duty to fend him this 
Notice, that he might confidcr of the Meafures he is to take. 

The Nuncio had told M. Colbert , as he faid, that he was fure there 
was a Project of a Peace agreed in England ; at which he faid, he won- 
dered, having heard nothing of it from M. Raril/on ; to this the Nuncio 
had replied, that M. Rarillon had font him nothing of the Princes 
Marriage neither, but that he had this from fo good a Hand, that he 
did not doubt of it. We remain, &e.

W E have none from yourfelf lince ourlall, which was of the 1 

Current ; yet we have in our private Letters of the 9 th out of 
England, the moll joyful News of her Royal Highncfs being fafely 
brought to Bed, on the 7 th, of a Son $ wc lhall therefore take Leave to 
begin this Dilpatch with our moll humble Congratulations upon an 
Accclfion fo full of Joy and Hopes to the Royal Family ,• the more 
llri£t our Tics of Duty arc, the more we arc to feck for Exprellions 
fuitablc to this Occalion j but our Hearts abound fo much the more, as 
the Blcfling is more feafonable and welcome ; and mull needs be 
of a moll univerfal happy Influence upon all Sorts of Men, as well 
as of infinite Contentment to his Majclly and his Royal Highnefs ; we 
have had already the Complement of fcvcral or the Minillers here 
upon it. 

O n T hurfday, as foon as the Poll w'as gone, (that being the Time the 
Dutch Amballadors had aflign’d us) wc return’d them their Vilit of 

Cere- 
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Ceremony, and their Complement upon the Marriage ; in which Con- 
verfation there was nothing of Bufinefs intervened. 

W e conceiving the Orders in your laft relating to M. Gioe, would be 
beft executed by our Applications to M. Heugb , not en dmbajjade , but 
feverally, and with Refcrve, (if need were) for more Reprizes than we 
intended in the firft Addrefs we found him very tra&able upon that 
Subject : He acknowledged he had already underftood, that that Mi- 
nifter was not acceptable in that Court j nay, he and his Collegue had 
made that Judgment of him, by the Account he, M. Gioe himfelf, gave 
of* the cold Regard his Majefty had Ihewcd him, when he took his Leave 
of his Majefty upon his laft going to Newmarket. M. Hctigb's Ex- 
preflions 'vere, that he was afraid that he was too much intriguing in 
his Conduit, and that he was tut peu fuchettx in his Temper and that 
it was ill for them that they had not a more acceptable Minifter, where 
the maintaining of all good Corrcfpondence poiliblc with his Majefty 
is found to be fo much their Intereft : That he, M. Heugb, iliould be 
very glad for his Part, if his Mafter, the Peace being made here, would 
honour him with that Imployment j that he would do his Part to anfwcr 
our Expectations yet that it muft be confidcrcd, that Gentleman had 
ferved long, and that it would not be well to remove him in Difgracc, 
nor of a fudden ; but he would fee what could be done in it. This is 
&\ic Sum of what we l?ad from M. Heugb , upon thel'e firft Addrcflcs of 
ours (which were one on Tburfday, the other on Saturday ) touching the 
Removal of M. Gioe. 

! Don l P. Ronquillo , after the Complement he made us feverally upon 
the Birth of his Royal Highncfs’s Son, entred into a Difcourfc of his 
own extream Longing and Impatience, till he do fee the Project fo 
much talk’d of come out of England : He will be content, he fays.* 
with any Project or Plan, be it in itfelf never fo unrcafonable, provid- 
ed it be calculated for all the Parties in War, and do come Time 
enough to be debated throughly, and to receive the Orders of the 
fcveral Courts concern’d upon it : But he fears it will bo the middle of 
3 December before any Thing be brought hither, and that before the 
middle of February the French will have begun their Campaign,- the 
interim , he lays, will be too Ihort to come to a Rcfolution, fince they, 
the Spaniards , (namely) and the Imperialijls , cannot hope to be able 
to inform their fevcral Courts, and to have Orders neceflary in two 
Months Time neither they, nor any other Miniftcrs here, (as he be- 
lieves) being enabled to conclude, without Orders firft had from 
their Courts. 

On Friday the Deux Touts Minifter appeared here, after a long 
Abfence at the Hague ; he was inquifitive to know, whether his Majefty 
had done the Duke his Mafter the Charity, to take Notice of his Cale, 
and to recommend it to the Moft Chriftian King : M. Spanbeim was 
with him, and they both told us, that the Duke of Deux Fonts had 
obtained Leave of his Highnefs the Elector, to make Ufe of M. Span- 
beim, when any Thing fhould offer itfelf here that fhould concern his 
Service, his Minifter defigriing to return we took that Occafion ^ to 
anfwcr the Lerter that it had plcafed the Duke to write to the Em- 
bally herej whereof you have had a Copy feme while fince, and now 
wo take Leave to*inclofe our Anfwcr. 

Yesterday in the Evening, the French Ambaffadors took an Au- 
dience of us, which proved to be upon two fevcral Points $ the one 
was, to put into our Hands an Anfwcr to the laft Memorial we had 
dictated to them from the Allies, and of which we fent gou a Copy by

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our Difpatch of the 12 tb of this JVlonth : They told us, they gave it 
Us in Writing for the Help of our Memories ; but had a further End in 
fo doing, which was, that they, on their Parts, might have fomething 
to lliew in Writing for their own Defence, as it lliall happen hereafter 
to be feafonable ; in Regard the main End of the Allies, in drolling the 
Memorials they give in fo frequently, is to value thcmfelves thereby 
with their Party, both in this Country and all Germany over ; (where 
thefo Writings arc very indullrioufly fpread) and to lay the Odium o£ 
delaying thefe Treaties, and of being unwilling to hearken to a Peace, 
altogether upon them,, the French. Bolides, they had ufed the griateft 
Diligence to give in this Anfwer, (the’ they are convinced All thefe 
Writings have no Tendency to promote the \\ ork of the Pti;Ce ) to the 
End the Allies may not think, (as they do, it feems, give out) that 
they, the French , have not Power to anfwer futh Writings as thefe are, 
without firft having Recourfe to their Court j whereas they are fuffi- 
ciently impowered to anfwer them. 

They gave us the Memorial, without reading to us any Part of 
it, and opening of it but very llightly, which gave us Occalioi to 
tell them, that in the doing of our Offices, we mult be careful, accord- 
ing to his Majcfty’s Commands, where we find (in fuch Writings as 
thefe) any Exprclfions leading to Sharpncfs, not to communicate the..' 
but to make Ufe of others in their Place ; and therefore defired we 
might be at Liberty, if we fiiould find any Occalion for it : 't his they 
were well content to give us ; but having iince read over the Memorial, 
we find it drawn up after fuch a Manner, that wo do not know what 
Alterations to offer upon it, to make it fit to be delivered without 
Offence. We take Leave to fend you herewith a Copy of it, and to 
xlefirc your Judgment, what Temperament you would direct us to come 
to, as to the palling of any Offices upon it ; for wo cannot but think 
that this will hang fomc Time, before it can go any further than be- 
tween the French and us. 

The other Point he had to fpeak to us of was, to defire us to 
acquaint the Dutch Ambafladcrs, that the Molt Chrilfian King had 
thought fit, by a late Declaration, to revoke that J liberty of Fijhing, 
which he had granted to the Subjects of the States General, and pub- 
lifhcd on the 17 tb of May Jail ; only that his Revocation is not to 
take Effect till the iji of January next j the Reafon, they faid, of this 
Revocation was, that there had been Infractions on the Side of the 
Dutch , namely, of the Zealanders , upon the French Subjects, notwith- 
flanding that the States had in the fame Month of May, accorded by 
Placart the like Liberty to the French , as was accorded by the French 
to the Dutch : That of the 1 1 Dutch Ships that the French had 
brought up, 8 of them only were ordered to be fet free j the • 3 other 
were confifcatcd, for that they had made Refinance ,• and that thofe 
8 are not to be difeharged, till Satisfaction be given for thofe Pillages 
the Dutch have aCted upon the French fincc the aforefaid Placart. 
They told us, they would fend us Copies of the Revocation, and of 
a Memorial that was fent them of the Infractions of the Dutch , but 
we cannot hope they will come Time enough to fend you Tranfcripts 
of them by this Difpatch. We are, (jc. •

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

S INCE our laft, which was of the 19th, we have received the 
Favour of yours of the 1 3 th, and therein two Memorials, the one 
from the Pf inccfs Sophia's , the other from the Elector of Cologn's Mini- 
fter ; w*e fliall endeavour to execute what is directed upon them, as 
Occa/ion fliall offer : We could wifli the Buflnefs of the Paflage for the 
Swcdhl Letters were in fo good a Forwardnefs to be adjufted, a^ 
you feem conceive there ; we can add nothing to what you have in 
former Difpatchcs from us upon that Subjcdt, but the hearing nothing 
from JVJ. Hough , with whom we had lali paffed our Offices ; we took 
Occafion to ask him, whether he was come to any favourable Refolu- 
tion upon that Point ? 'lo which he anfwered, that he had yet no 
further Orders from his Mafter : And having Occafion to be with M. 
Oxenjlicrn Jail Night, and he enquiring after this Matter, We had no 
better Account to give him. 

On Monday in the Afternoon, we did our Offices with the Dutch 
Ambaffadors, upon the Subjedt the French had recommended to us the 
Day before, concerning the King their Matters recalling the Liberty, 
he had granted for their Fifliing ; the Copy of which Revocation, 
together with the particular Infractions that hath caufcd it, as it was 
put into our Hands by the French, we left with them ; and now lend 
the like to you, which we had not Time to do in our laft. 

T h e ‘Dutch Ambaffadors feemed a little furprized with the Revoca- 
tion, but they acknowledged, that fome of their People, cfpccially 
thofc of Zealand, were hardly reftrained from running out to try their 
Fortune at Sea ; and that it was rcafonable, that if the States expedted 
any Benefit from fuch Agreement, they fliould make them good on their 
Part. 

After this, wc went to the French Ambaffadors, to reprefent to 
them the Reflexions we had made upon the Memorial they had given us 
the Day before, to be carried to the Body of the Allies, of which we 
font you a Copy in our laft; we obferved to them feveral Recapitula- 
tions in the Beginning, and fo many Exaggerations throughout the 
whole Paper, that we apprehended might provoke the adverfe Parties 
to fliarp Replies, which would not advance the Peace ; and therefore 
defired them to give another Turn to their Memorial, fincc it was not 
leaving out here and there fome Words, that would make this (in our 
Opinion) fit to be carried to the Allies. 

They told us, they found thcmfelves fo attacked by the Writings 
from the other Side, which were publifhed throughout the Empire in 
the Words they were firft drawn, and not as they were afterwards 
foftened by our Interpofition ; w herein the Delay of the Negotiation of 
Peace was laid at their Doors, that they thought themfelves obliged, 
by fuch Recapitulations, to let the World fee what Advances they had 
made on their Side towards it. 

However, they ttyd not infift that we fhould tic ourfclvcs to their 
Paper fo as to dictate it, it was a Way of Negotiating they approved 
not of, and would willingly have an End of it ; fo that if we could 
prevail with the adverfe Parties to receive their Anl’wcr from us by 
way of Report only, without putting us to dictate it afterwards,, they were 
Vol. II. Ii 2 contented 
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contented wc lliould repeat only their Reafons, atul ufe what foftnmgs 
we lliould think lit. 

In another Convcrfation we had with them lair Night, they told 
tis, that fince our laft being with them, the Auditor of the Nuncio 
had been likewifc to reprefent to them the Difficulties the. Nuncio 
found in their Memorial, if they expeded to have it communicated in 
their own Words ; and that they had given him the fame Liberty they, 
laid given us, provided he did it by Word of Mouth, and left no Wri- 
ting of it ; they told us, they had furniflied him with two Reafons 
more, which they had delired us likewifc to make ufe of; the frji was, 
that whereas the Allies, to exclude the Bifliop of Strasburgb, .tad al- 
ledg’d, that he was not in Arms, and was no Party of » the War, 
therein making a main Difference between him and the lXfKe of Lorain , 
which was both. 

Thkv anfwer’d, that to be admitted into lids Treaty, it is not ne- 
ceflary to be a Party in the War, l'mco that the 1'orm of the l Plcni- 
pouvoirs agreed on by common Confent, runs to treat with the Parties 
in War, and their Allies indefinitely, that a Controvcrfy had been lo 
many Months ago, whether thofe Words corny c nous cn guerre, lliould 
be added to the Word yJllicz ; and it having been acquit feed in, that 
all Allies without Difti action, whether in or not in the War, lliould 
be admitted tu treat here, that Dil'pute ought not now' to be renewed. 
The fccond was, that the Emperor having given his Paflport to the 
Bilhop’s Minifler to come here, as his Plenipotentiary in this Treaty, 
had certainly then admitted him as a Per foil capable, and having Intereit 
in it : Thcfe two Ilcafons is all wc are like to communicate to the 
Allies, inftcad of the long Memorials we font you. 

On Tnejday in the Afternoon, Mefiicurs Kinski , llcngh and So m nit 
came to us in a Deputation from the Body of the Allies, to acquaint 
us with a Complaint they laid, the Dutch Ambafladors had brought 
to them from the Lieutenant of this Gnrrifon, of feme InfoJcncies com- 
mitted upon the Rampart of the Town, in throwing down a Piece of 
Cannon and the Carriage of it into the Ditch, and the other Night 
affaulting one of the Corps de garde. The ! Dutch Ambafladors in ma- 
king their Complaint, had laid, they were commanded by their Mailers 
never to take upon them any Government or Direction in the Town ; 
and therefore thought it was the bell Way to fend to the Mediators in 
this Cafe ; and that accordingly the Allies had fent them, to make us 
acquainted with thcfe Fads, and to defire us, we would think of feme 
Means, if it were polfiblc, to find out the Offenders, and to prevent the 
like Diforders for the future, offering thcmfelves to be ready to joyn 
with us in any Thing wc lliould propofe to this End, and hoped that 
all the Ambafladors and Minifters here w'ould agree to withdraw 
their Protedion from any of their Domeflicks, if they lliould be found 
guilty. 

They delired us to enquire into the Matter, and fo pafs our Offices 
with the Ambafladors of the adverfe Party. Ycfterday we fpokc with 
the lieutenant, who averred all, and afterwards wc applied ourfelves 
to the Trench and Swede ; whom we find willing and ready to concur in 
any Expedient or Rcglement to prevent fuch Diforders. We remain 
always, (jc.

O UR laft was of the 22 d ; fincc which, ive have none from you 
to acknowledge ; and indeed know not how to hope for any, as 
the Winds arc, and,, have been ever fince Saturday was fevennight. 

In our laft fave one, we font you a Memorial that the French had 
put into our Hands, by Way of an Anfwer to a Paper of the Allies ; 
and in our laft, wo gave you an Account of the Rcprefcntations we 
had m:*dc to them, upon feveral Things in it that we thought made it 
unlit to be communicated, and alfo of the Temperament they Were 
plcafed to come to, in leaving it to us to report their Rcafons to the 
Allies, and to ufe what Softnings we fliould think Ht. The Liberty 
we have fince ufod hath been to fum up their Anfwers and Reafons, as 
you will find them in the Paper inclos’d, which we communicated to 
them on Saturday , in Order to difeover whether we had comprehend- 
ed their Minds or not. 

T hey were pleas’d to like of what we had done j nor did they 
offer us any Thing material either to add, or to alter in it, and there- 
upon defired our Offices upon it, towards the Body of the Allies * 
giving us Liberty withal, if they fliould profs us very much, to dictate 
it to them, but not as a Writing of theirs, only as a Collection or Ab- 
ftraCt out of lbvcral Difcourfes they made to us, by Way of Anfwer 
to the laft Paper of the Allies. 

They defired us withal to do our Endeavour with the Allies, that 
this Way of Writing may be left off ; and the other, of leaving it to 
the Mediators, to go between the Parties with Mefl'agcs and Anfwers 
by AVord of Mouth, may be brought into Practice, as the AVay moft 
likely to advance the Negotiation. 

T h 1 s we took to be an Occafion proper and neccllary for us, to 
difeover to them his Majefty’s Orders to us of the 6th of this Month. 
lo except again]} Count Antoinc’j being admitted ly v.s to enter 3 afjifl 
or mix as a publick Miniftcr of the King of' Denmark' 's in any Confe- 
rence , Meeting , or ' Tranfa'cl ion of Bujincfs in the Ajjcmbly, and that 
we Jhonld forbear 10 tr an fall in any ft latter of Bujincfs , relating to 
the Work of the Ajfemhly , where he is as a Party ; by which they 
might fee, that his Majefty’s Pleafure was fo clear and exprefs in 
the Cafe, that wc durft not appear in the Body of the Allies, nor be 
able to perform any Office, or to open cur Mouths of Bufineis, in Cafe 
Count Antoine were prefent. 

In this they feemed to be troubled, partly for thcmfelves, and partly 
for us ; for thcmfelves, they faid they had an Intercft, that their An- 
fwer to the Allies fliould be lodged with them with the looneft, that 
they may not have the ufual Pretext to charge them, the French , with 
Delays i for us, they faid, they were troubled, becaufc that fuch a Car- 
riage of ours towards Count Antoine , would determine him to do what 
he is yet kept in fufpcnce, and would give the Impertalifts an Opportu- 
nity to diminifh, by their Clamours, as much as in them lies, the Re- 
fpeCt due to his Majefty’s Mediation. That Count Antoine would have 
one main Advantage of us, as M. Colbert faid, in that lie had hitherto 
tnade no Step towards the Impertalifts , at which his M a jelly can take 
Offence, nor been near fo long incognito here, as feme other of the Allies 
(meaning Den p. Ronqnillo ) have been ; and it would .certainly come 

to 
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to his Knowledge, lie faid, that the Marquifs dc los Balbafcs , and 
others, have appear’d at the Afl'embly in the Figure of incognito^ and 
before they had rendred any Viiits to the Mediators, which is all that 
can be hitherto charg’d upon Count Antoine . 

But that \\ Inch M. Colbert feem’d to apprehend moft was, (for he 
fpoke it with fome Change of Countenance) that the Being of this A£- 
fcmbly would run a Hazard upon fuch a Breach as this is ; wherein 
’tis in a Manner certain, that all the Confederates will take the Count’s 
Part, upon the Score of his not having failed in any RefpcCt due to 
his Majefty. That for their Parts, they durlt not be wanting in any 
ordinary RcfpeCt or Civility towards that Count, when they meet 
him in third Places j nor ihould they be fo, if he comes Co their 
Houfes,* and it cannot be denied, but they have a Right in’ their Turn, 
and after the Mediators, to be vilited in Ceremony, as well as the Me- 
diators thcmfelvcs. 

But they concluded with this, that tho’ they have a great Concern 
that their Anfwer Ihould be given to the Allies with the fooneft, yet 
they have a greater, to preferve his M a jelly’s Mediation in its intire 
Vigour and RefpcCt, as far as in them lies ; therefore that rather than 
fuch an Embarrafs Ihould be brought upon it, as they forefee will 
be, if we Ihould refufe to perform our Offices upon their Anfwers to- 
wards the Body of the Allies, bccaufe that Count Antoine will be pre- ' 
lent ; they will facrificc to the Mediation this Anfwer, and all the 
Advantages that might come to them by giving it in ; nor would they 
delire us to pals our Offices upon it, till we have his Majefty s further 
Pleafurc, upon a Reprefentation they judged lit we Ihould make of 
their Scruple and Apprehenlion, as we had already made of our own 
and fo vve ended this Converfation, refolving not to go to the Allies 
in their Alfembly upon this Anfwer, till we have the Honour to receive 
his Majefty’s further Pleafurc ; humbly hoping, that tho’ his Royal 
Judgment Ihould, after this Reprefentation, be the lame, yet that he 
will gracioufly pardon the Liberty that we have taken, humbly to lay 
before him the Scruples and Apprehenlion of others, as well as of 
ourlelvcs. 

We muft not forbear to add, that it was their Opinion, we ought 
not to let any of the Confederates know we are under this Injunction, 
till we be further inftrutted, whether, notwithllanding all thefe In- 
conveniences fo like to attend fuch a Proceeding, we flra.ll be ftill com- 
manded to except againlt Count Antoine being prefent amongft the 
Allies, whenever we have Occalion to go to them i 

By this you will fee, what the Opinion of the French Ambalfadors 
is, as to our Carriage towards Count Antoine in the Afl'embly, notwith- 
ftanding they be of the fame Judgment fill with M. A Fjbrades> 
if we Ihould meet at M. Hengb's Houfe ; one Reflexion mere we have 1 
to add of M. Colbert's ; it is, that if ever Count Antoine come to notify 
us, we receiving Notifications in the firft Place, and performing our' 
Vilits of Ceremony, but with a Coach and two Horfes, as we have 
done ever lince his Majefty hath fo ordered it, he may after fo long 
Difficulties be fo ftiff as to give us the Revilit with a Coach and twb 
Horfes likewife ; whence the lmperialijis will have a Colour to give 
out, that having vilited them, and all the reft of the Ambafladors^ in 
full ‘Parade, the Vilit he return’d to the Mediators was but a private 
Vilit, and of the fame Kind with thofe lie had rendred long before to 
his fcveral Allies ; and M. Colbert was of Opinion, that if he fhould return 
his Vil.t in this Manner with a Coach and two Horfes, it might feem 

fome 
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fome DifrcfpeCt, and yet that we cannot in Jufticc demand more than 
we bring. 

Last Night wc acquainted the Deputies of the Allies, that had 
been with us about the Djforders of the Footmen upon our Ramparts 
here, that the French ancFthe Swede were ready to concur in any Re- 
gulation, to prevent fuch Infolcncies for the future. We offered them 
a Draught of an additional Article to the former Reglcment, which 
they defired Copies of, to have the Judgment of the Allies upon it.

H A V I N G none of yours flncc the 1 3 th, wc have little to add to 
the 1 rouble we gave you by our laft of the 2 6th> only on that 
Day, as foon as the Port was gone, the Dutch Ambafladors put the 
Memorial inclofed into our Hands * whereby they delire us to reprefent 
to the French Ambafladors, that the States General have not been in 
the lcaft informed of the Infractions charged in the French Edict, for 
revoking the Liberty of F idling upon their Subjects* and that when- 
ever they have any due Information of them, they arc ready to make 
Reparation * that the French Fifhcrmen have had at Newfoundland the 
full Advantage of the Liberty intended to the Fiflicry of both Nations * 
but that the Dutch did not meet there with the like Meafurc from the 
French Capers * that they defirc the Rclcafe of all their Filhing Bot- 
toms, even thofe that made Rcfiftancc * fincc to defend one’s fclf where 
the Aggrcffor is not known, is permitted by the Law of Nature. Upon 
the whole, they do pray, that the Moft Chriftian King would pleafe to 
continue the Liberty accorded by his Ordnance in May laft, they, the 
States, being refolvcd not to revoke theirs. 

One Thing they defired us to infinuatc byWord of Mouth, they 
having not thought convenient to make it Part of their Memorial : It 
was, that the French Fifhcrmen having had the full Benefit of the Sea- 
Ion they imployed themfelvcs in, were got into their Ports, at leaftwifo 
would be fo before the 1 ft of January * at which Time the Revocation 
is to take Place * but that, on the other Side, the Dutch Fiflicrmen 
had a Filhing upon the Dogger Lands and otherwhere, that would be 
cxtreamly hindred, and in a Manner ruined, if the French Revocation 
took Place as foon as the 1 Jl of January , which they defired us to re- 
prefent as a Thing not equal. 

Next Day wc pafled our Offices upon this Memorial with the French 
Ambafladors, which w r c left with them * and delivered them befides, by 
Word of Mouth what we were defired * the Inequality we allcdgcd, 
they would not admit of as a Thing that delervcd to be confidered on 
their Side ; for that the Dutch employing tenFifhermen to one of theirs, 
the French , all the Year round, and in all Sorts of Filhing, they ought 
to be fatisfied w*itU that Advantage they had enjoyed as long as the 
Liberty lafted. 

.Upon the whole Matter, they did not, they laid, upon the reading 
of the Dutch Memorial, find any Thing in it that was likely to difpofe 
their King to rctraCt his Revocation, or to relcale thofe Dutch Ships 
that arc now in hold, to anfwer for the Pillages aCted during this Li- 
berty 
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berty of Filhing Upon the French Subjects ; nor was it Reafon, they 
faid, that they, the French , Ihould make good the Liberty of Filhing 
to all the Subjects of the States, fmee one entire Province of theirs, 
( Zealand by Name) had refufed abfolutcly't;^ concur with the roll of 
the Provinces, in the Liberty accorded to the French for their Filhing, 
and aCted their Pillages and Hoftilitics upon them. 

To this Particular we told them, that the ‘Dutch Ambalfadors did 
hot pretend to juftifie the Proceeding of thofe of Zealand ,• and faid, 
the States General would take Care, that the Zealanders fhould be- 
have thcmfelvcs as the other Provinces had agreed to do. The French 
at laft concluded, they would tranfmit the ‘Dutch Memorial to their 
Court, fince we had by our Offices requefted them to do it. 

At the fame Time, we left with them a Copy of the additional 
Article we fent you in our laft, as a Provilion intended againlt the 
Diforders upon the Ramparts, which they took fome Time to conlidcr 
of y taking thereby Occafion to let us fee, that there were fome Gentle- 
men, Inhabitants of this Town and Country, whofc Lacquies wear 
Swords, whilft theirs, the French , and thofe of all other Ambalfadors, 
were under a ftriCt Injunction to wear none at all ; which they took to 
be fomewhat unequal ; this we charged ourfelves to enquire of, and if 
it were fo, to have it remedied. We arc ever, &c.

Right Honourable Sir,' 

O UR laft was of the 2 9th paft, fince which we have the Favour of 
yours of the 20 th and 23 d to acknowledge. 

; A s foon as we received them, (which was not till Saturday the 1 Jf) 
we fet ourfelves to execute that Part in yours of the 20 th which con- 
cerns Count Antoine. 

W e took an Hour immediately from the French Ambalfadors, for 
they being made privy by us to his Ma jelly’s Plcafure, which we had 
the Honour to receive in yours of the 6 th paft, and having delivered 
us their Thoughts upon it, as you will have found in our Difpatch of 
the 2 6 th following, we thought fit to let them know, in the firft Place, 
the Injunctions (once more repeated) that we arc now under. 

They told us, after we had opened the Bufincfs to them, that his 
Majefty having deliberated of the Point in his Council, they had 
nothing to fay j but that they, for their Parts, would follow the Orders 
they had already receiv’d from their Court, and would not vifit Count 
Antoine , unlcfs the firft Refpect due to the Mediation were paid us. 

Only they were very inquifitivc to know, whether we had any 
Orders that took Notice of the Convcrfation they and we had on Satur- 
day was fevennight the 24 th paft, whereof you have an Account in 
ours of Monday the 2 6 th following ; and more particularly, whether 
his Majefty had been fully informed of M. de los Ralbafes appearing 
(being yet incognito) in an Alfcmbly where w r e were prefent : And 
whether his Majefty found any fuch Difference between the one Calc 
and the other, as aid aggravate Count Antoine's Cafe more than it did 
the Marquifs’s. 

We told -them, that tho’ the Anfwcr we had now from Court, be 
not upon the Rcprefentation w r e had made of their Scnic, and upon the 

Con- 
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Convcrfation we had with them upon this Subject, for that that could 
not be, for the Shortnefs of the Time, yet that wc found his Majefty’s 
Anfwcr now to be final as well as prccife ; and have no Ground to 
expert any the leaf! AltcratipJi in his Majefty’s Judgment and Pleafure 
in that Particular. To the ether Point, we faid, that his Majcfty had 
very particularly compared Count Antoines Cafe with that of M. de los 
ffla/bafes, and had found that the Marquils had never made any Douht 
or Queftion of his Majefty’s Right as Mediator ; but that Count Antoine 
being fuffieiently, we doubted not, informed of that Right, had hither- 
to deferr’d to pay it, and offer'd at avoiding the Queftion by the Means 
of Expedients, which his Majefty can admit of by no Means. 

It was their Senfo upon the wliole Matter, that to the End there 
might be no Obligation upon us to go to the Ail’cmbly, upon any Errand 
^of theirs, the French , their Anfwcr to the Allies might reft ftill in our 
Hands ; they not thinking it of that Confoquencc, as to bring them 
to be in any wife acceflary to fuch an Embarrafs, as they apprehended 
might, upon this Occafion, be brought upon the Mediation. 

As to the 2 d Point of our Orders, which is, our telling this plainly 
and nakedly to the Confederate Miniftcrs, they faid, if they might 
advife us, wo fhould begin with the ‘Dutch Ambaffadors, and go no 
further for fome Time ; the Reafon was, that the Dutch Ambaffadors 
being told of it, would fuffieiently difpcrfe the Knowledge of the Thing 
to their Co-Allies ; which they fuppofed to be all his Majefty aimed at j 
and would withal, out of the Regard they cannot but have for his 
Majefty’s Mediation, endeavour to prevent their Co-Allies from laying 
hold of this Occafion to enter into Cabals for the fetting afide of his 
Majefty’s Mediation. 

W e had already taken an Hour to be with the Dutch , as foon as our 
Audience was over with the French ; we acquainted them nakedly 
and plainly with our Orders, both to abftain from all Affemblies, even 
thofe of the Body of the Allies, where Count Antoine fhould aflift ; 
and to let the Allies know, we were commanded by his Majefty exprefly 
to do it. We found them fomething furprized, and in much Hcfitation, 
what to do on their Parts ; they asked us immediately, whether we in- 
tended to denounce this to Count Antoine ? To which wc readily 
\nfwcrcd, that wc had nothing to lead us to that Step, having no 
Manner of Communication with him ; then they obferved to us, how 
hard it would be, to expert that they fhould be the Mcflengers to the 
Count, much more to defire him to forbear their Affemblies ; befides 
that, in any Debate about it, they fhould be over-voted j for to the 
Auftrian Miniftcrs, who would be very warm in this Quarrel, the 
j Brandertburgbcrs will rather lean than to them, the Dune having a 
newer and a ftri&cr League with the 'Brandcnburghers and the lm£0- 
rieiliftS) than he hath with the States. 

They talked fome while together, and afterwards with us, making 
it their Dcfire for fome Time of Refpite, and that it might rcfl till 
after the ordinary Aflcmbly of the Allies this Day ; for by that r Lime, 
they laid, they would have their Letters from the Hague , and probably 
fome from M. Van Bcuninghen upon this Subject ; their Co-Allies like- 
wife would have Letters of this Matter out of England , and the Danes 
in all Probability from their Minifter there ; that this would come to 
be ftirred, as they believed, in the Alfcmbly that is to be the Evening 
of this Day, and then wc fhould hear further from them. 

Find inc. this to be the Senfe of the Dutch Ambaffadors, and that 
they defired this might be kept till alter this Day, we <lid not go to 
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the RrandcnburghcrS) whom \vc intended to apply to immediately after 
tlie ‘Dutch, but have refolvcd to fee what the Afl’embly of the Allies 
will produce this Evening. t 

We cannot think, that tho’ avc arc dire&pd to acquaint the Confe- 
derates with this Refolution of his M a jelly, that it is intended avc 
fliould go to the Miniltcrs of the Emperor in particular,- we humbly 
conceiving, that before we do make a Step fo likely to end in a niani- 
fefe Breach, as may happen hereupon between them and us, we fliould 
have more exprefs Directions in the Cafe. 

W e humbly thank you, as for the Deductions of his Alajefty’s Rea- 
fons fo fully in your Difpatch, fo for the State of the Cafe you are 
plcafed to fend us withal inclofed. We fliall take Leave to oblerve to 
you upon that le par ate Paper, that as to the Matter of 1'adt in tlie 
two frit Points, if it be put upon us to vouch them, we do not find 
that oir former Dilpatches, or our Memories, will come up to the 
flriCt Words in which the Facts are Hated; for in the Fact of the 1 Ji 
Query it is Hi id, that Count Antoine relblves at his Arrival to notifie 
the Emperor's Amballadors before thole of the Mediator’s ; we know 
not how to make Proof of this Refolution ; it is certain, that before 
and after his coming, we inlifled to be notified before the lmpcrialijis , 
and that the Occalion of our fo doing was, not from any Refolution 
avc have difeovered of Count Antoine s, but from the Ir refolution a\c 
found M. Hough and M. ‘Pet cum in, as to Count Antoine's doing his 
M a jelly s Miniltcrs that Right. 

A2A Fait al lodged is, that Count Antoine offers, by Way of Expe- 
dient, to conic and vifit the Mediators without notifying them,- and 
then to proceed to notifie tlie Impcrialijl s and others : If the Proof of 
this fliould be call upon us, avc fliould not be able to make it fo clear ; 
for the firff Mention of it to us was by M . Colbert, as his own Thoughts ; 
it is true, M. Hetigh hearkened after the Succefs of it ; and that M. 
Colbert had not had it from the Dane is fomewhat probable, in that M. 
Colbert propofed the Vifit fliould be made cn ! Parade , but AT. Hough 
underflood it fliould be in pl icate. 

T h r s avc humbly take Leave to oblerve to you, to prevent, if you 
think fit, that the State of the Cafe, as iioav it is, do not go further 
Abroad. j 

Being gone thus far, Ave have the Favour of yours of the 27 th 
come to our Hands ; and we fliall obferve his Alajcfly’s Directions all 
we can, in foftening fuch Publick Papers as any of the Parties fliall 
put into our Hands. 

This Difpatch Avas perufed by Air. Hyde my Collegue, and intended 
to be figned by him this Day, before his going hence for the Hague j 
but he being willing to take Advantage of the Wind, as it prefented 
itfelf this Morning early, the figning of it is left to me alone, aaIio am 
your, &c.

S INCE our lalt, which was of the 3//, there is none from you 
come to Hand : That Difpatch happens to be figned by me alone, 
Mr. Hyde , after the preparing of it, taking his Journey for the Hague 3 
before it could be made ready for his Hand. 


Y o u 
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You have in it an Account of what we had done with the French 
and Dutch Ambalfadors, in Execution of his Majufty’s . Orders touch- 
ing Count Antoine. I went on ) Monday to M. Oxcnjliern , to acquaint 
him (as I did in the plaineft Jand fulleft Manner I could) with thofe 
Orders ; Mr. Hyde, before J*e went, thinking, as well as myfelf, that 
it would be decent for us to give him the Communication of this Inci- 
dent, rather than leave it to his Allies, the French , to do it, or to let 
it come to his Knowledge fome other Way ; taking Occafion withal to 
infinuatc to him, how far all Crowned Heads, and confequently the 
King his Mailer, are concerned in this Affair. 

H 1 s Anfvver was, that he was very forry his Majcfty meets with fuch 
a Difappointmcnt from the Dane ; that he would write to the King his 
Mailer about it, who, he is fure, w T hen he hears it, will be troubled ; 
that he had a good while iincc had Difcourfe with his Allies, the Frehcb , 

, ^pon this Subject, and would take the firil Occafion to fpcak with them 
again upon it : He did not fay fo roundly as the French did, that hfe 
would not villt Count Antoine , in cafe he ihould give his Notifications 
about, unlefs he ihould find that the firil Rcfpedts were done to the 
Mediation. I drew him the neareil I. could to that Point, in touching 
(with Acknowledgments) upon what himfelf and his Collogue had 
practis’d towards us in this Place; and alfo in minding him of what 
his Ma jelly’s Miniilcrs and the French had done at Cologn towards the 
Mediation of Sweden. 

•He kept himfelf within general Terms* acknowledging thie firil 
Refpett, in fuch AiTcmblics as thefe are, to be due to the Mediators; but 
referving himfelf to fpeak with the French his Allies, without faying 
,what he would do x in cafe he ihould be notified by Count Antoine. 

W e gave you an Account alfo in our lail, how we had acquainted 
the ‘Dutch Ambalfadors with his Majcily’s Orders to us, touching Count 
Antoine ; and how they had defired us to refpite them till their Aifem- 
bly of that Day was over, where they thought that Bufinefs would 
come to be ilirr’d, either by the S Dane, or fome other of the Allies. But 
feeing I heard nothing from them, 1 went lail Night to M. Fei'erning y 
to inquire of that Matter ; ha told me, he had been at the Aifembiy 
on Monday > on Purpofc to attend this Thing, if any Thing ihoula 
>happcn to be moved in it, and that his Collegue M. de Haren had been 
iSnce at Count Antoine's, to difeover, if pofliblc, what Courfc the Count 
would take, and what the Danci would propofe to the Confederates, 
wTicn his Majefty’s Orders to his Miniilers here ihould come to their 
Knowledge ; but there was no Mention made of this Bufinefs, either at 
the Aifembiy or at Count Antoine's. 

H f. added further, that they, the Dutch , had no Letters from Mi 
Van Fcuninghen by the lail Poll ; that therefore they defired me to let 
Things Hand as they do, till they receive their next Letters out of 
England ; for that it concerns them extrcamly what Step to make, 
when his Majelty’s Plcafure becomes more Publick ; and they will be 
better heard amongll their Confederates, when they come to debate 
about the preferving of his Majelly’s Mediation entire, ^and in its full 
Vigour, when the Informations they have of his Majefty’s Plcafure Ihall 
be from their own Minifter. 

Upon the whole Matter, I thought it fafeft to comply with this 
Defire of his, and to let Things reft for the little while he defired j 
and the rather, becaufc that Part of his Majefty’s Orders, which is, that 
we ihould forbear the Publick Afiemblies, is fecured, and hath its 
full Execution j and the other Part, of declaring this his Majcfty s 
Vol. II. Kk 2 • Pica-: 
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Pleafurc, and the Rcafons for it, is fo far complied with, that the 
Trendy the Swedes, and the ‘Dutch, have their Parts of it in the fullcfl 
Manner. 

Yesterday Morning;, M. Somnitz went hence for the Hague, to 
complement their Highneffcs from the Elccrof his Maftcr. 

I have had Occalion to fee fomc or other of every Embafl'y here, 
thefe two lan Days ; it was to mpve them for Paflports in the Name 
of the Elector of Cologn , for three Deputies that his Electoral Highnds 
defigns for this Treaty, in Behalf of his Principalities of Diego, accord- 
ing to the Memorial enclofed ; I did not find any of them inquifitive 
in any of thofe Things they ufed to be, but only for the Return of my 
Lord of Tci'crfliam from ‘ Paris. 

Being with M. Oxenjtiern on Monday, (as above) he asked me, if 
there were any Hopes about the Pafl'age of their Letters through Den- 
mark : Having given him an Account of the Offices we laft paft in that 
Affair, and where it fluck, he defired me to move it to M. Hough 
again which I did yefterday, and was told, that he, M. Oxenjtiern, 
might blame himfclf, that that Office flicks as it does, they having of- 
fered him to let a Courier go to the King of Sweden, to know whe- 
ther he would accept of the DaniJJo Conditions, provided M. Oxenjtiern 
would agree to them, in Hopes his Court would ratific them ; M. 
Hough adding, that they had given an Account to their Court, of the 
Offer they had made, and had been approved therein. 

I was this Day with M. Oxenjtiern, to let him know M. Hough's 
Anfvvcr ; he could not, he faid, accept of thofe Conditions, tho’ but 
provifionally, becaufe he durfl not propofe the Liberty of the Letters 
of the Court of Denmark for Norway , as it was defired ; but would do 
it if it be conlidercd as a feparatc Thing from the Letters relating to 
Nimcgucn ■, and that in Lieu of that Liberty to Norway, all Letters 
addrefs’d to the Court of Sweden from France, Germany, and other 
Parts, might be permitted to pafs by the ordinary Poll of Denmark : 
He added, that the French Ambaffadors had lately allured him, that if 
Things in this Treaty fliould come to never fo great a Ripenefs, and be 
concluded, and ready to be figned, yet that they, the French, would 
do nothing till the Swedes be fatisfied in Point of Corrcfpondencc with 
their Court. That he expc&s by the Return of M. d Olwenkrantz, to 
have Orders to infill for this Liberty in fuch a Manner, as he is fux*c 
will be taken notice of,- tho’ he defired this might not be undcrftqod 
to come from him at this Time, by Way of Menace what they will do.

M Y lafl was of the 6 th j fincc which, I have not the Favour of 
any from you to acknowledge. 

I took leave in it, to acquaint you of my having been the Evening 
before (which was JFcdnefday) to fpeak with M. 'Bevcrning about 
Count Antoine's Bufinefs, and how he had defired Things might Hand 
as they then did, till they, the Dutch Ambaffadors, fhould receive 
their next Letters out of England ; I have not heard from him fince j 
and yefterday in the Evening, when I would have gone to fpeak with 
him again about the fame Bufinefs, 1 found him gone out of Town fomc 

Hours 
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Hours before : fie is gone to the Hague , and it is faid, that as foon 
as he has complemented the^Prince and Princcfs, will return. 

I gave you alfo an Account in my laft, of M. Oxenjiierns Reply to 
M. Heugh's An Aver, about, 'the Norway Letters ; which was, that he 
would propoib the Things and free Paifage of them to his Court, pro- 
vided that in lieu of it, all Letters addrclfed to the Court of Sweden 
from 'Denmark , Germany , and other Parts, might have free Palfagc 
into Sweden , by the Conveyance of the ordinary Danijh Poll, dye. 

M. Hough's Anfvver was to this Lffeft ; that they, the Danes, had not 
fought to M. Oxcnjiicrn for their Conveyances of fending into Norway , 
nor have they much need to do it, iincc they have Ways that the 
Swedes cannot hinder them in ; but that the Swedes asking them for 
Conveniences of correfponding with their Court from Nimeguen , they, 
the Danes , had thought it juft to propofc an open Palfagc for their 
Letters to Norway , as a Condition they did and would abfolutcly ftand 
upon, for Compensation. 

That he, M. Oxenjiiern , not liking of the Terms, they had no 
more to lay, but only undertook to write again upon this Inftancc of 
mine to Court about it j and alfurcd me, that they, the Danes , did come 
to the utmoft Temperament they could, when he, M. Heugh , declared, 
that there Ihould be Liberty of Couriers to go once a Fortnight ; where- 
as it w T as in their Orders but once a Month j the Memorial, he faid, 1 
that he had put into our Hands, to carry to the Swedes upon that Sub- 
ject, being in all other Points the fame to a Word with their Orders, 
from Court, only the Orders were in Danijh, and the Memorial in 
Latin , fo that this Matter fticks here ; another Anfvver is to be ex- 
pected from Denmark j this will take up a great deal of Time, nor is 
there any likelihood, as I fee, that will be more favourable to our 
Negotiations here than the former was. 

M. Chrifiine , in an ordinary Vifit he gave me on Saturday, took 
Occalion to fpcak of the ill Conditions the Spanijh Lew-Countries ' 
are in, and faid there was a fad Fatality that attended every Thing 
that was done on the Spanijh Side ; wilhing that a Celfation of Arms 
might be the firft Thing fettled, otherwife the little that is left them, 
may be wholly loft, while we are treating here. 

The Bilhop of Gurck, in a Convcrfation I had with him the fame 
>ay, feemed to conclude, that there is little Hopes of a Peace j his 
leafon was, that in Prance they have more and more Inclinations to 
purfuc their Point, fincc they fee every Day greater and greater Evi- 
dences of the Weakncfs of the Confederates; his only Hopes were, 
that Prance will have a juft Rcfpedt for the King our Mailer, and com- 
ply with his Inftances, becaufe of the great Force he is able to lecond 
them with when ho fees Caufe. 

M. Cannon returned hither on Wednefday laft from the Hague, but 
was away from thence as far as Amjterdam, before his Highneis the 
Prince’s Arrival ; fo that the Complement of the Duke his Mailer was 
left to be- .performed, and has been iince performed by Moniieur 
Serincbamp.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

M Y laft was of the 10 tb ; fincc which, I have the Favour of 
yours of the 4 tb Current to acknowledge; by which I find, 
that his Majefty hath been plcafed to take the Bulincfs of Count An- 
toine into Confidcration once more ; this being fo, I think it is my 
Duty not to make any further Step in that Matter, till I have the 
Honour to know his Majcfty’s further Plcafurc ; my meaning is, that I 
fha.ll not proceed further than \vc have done already (to declare to the 
Confederates, that we cannot appear at any Aflembly where Count 
Jntoine aflifts; yet, on the other Side, I fliall be furc not to appear at 
dll among them, unlefs I have frcfli Directions from his Majclty to do it. 

What you are plcafed to touch in your Letter, of the Parliament 
being adjourn’d to a nearer Day than that in April, is Matter of great 
Surprize and Difcourfe here ; the Letters of the 4 tb and thofe of the 
7 tby to the feveral Miniftcrs here, coming to Hand yefterday at one 
and the fame Time ; and the latter, it feems, enlarging by Way of 
Comment upon the former. The molt diligent Enquirer that I have 
yet met with, of the Caufc of the Parliament meeting fo foon, has 
been Don ( P. Ronquillo , who favoured me with a Vifit laft Night upon 
this Occafion ; but did not take upon me to give him any other Light, 
or Satisfaction, befides that I have in the very Words of your Letter. 
He made it his great Enquiry to know T , what Plan or Propofition 
that was, my Lord of Feverjhatn carried into France ; his laft 
Advice from thence having been, that the Anfvvcr to my Lord of Fe- 
verjham was not fuch as would fatisfie his Majcfty ; from the Dif- 
courfc of this Affair, he palled to another Subject ; he did acknowledge 
and confefs, that his Majefty takes all the Care and Pains poffible 
about the Affairs of Spain ; and that he, for his Part, relies perfectly 
upon his Majefties great Equity and Care of them j he wilh’d heartily 
there was fome Body near his Majefty, that might have the Honour to 
lay before him, the great Concern that Spain may have in fome certain 
Things, that arc in themfelves but little. 

H e told me, he came not to pafs any Office with me in Form, o< 
from the Embafly upon that Subject, but that it was bis DefirA, 
and he fhould think it the greateft Honour in the World to him, 
to have his Majefty s Reflexions upon a few Thoughts of his of prefent 
Confederation. 

The firft was, that it is moft neceflfary for Spain, that all Dilputes 
about Limits and Dependencies be determined and concluded with the 
general Treaty, fo as nothing be left to after Difputes : The huddling 
up of the laft Treaties between them and France , having left behind 
them fuch controverted Points, as the French would rather have made 
the Occafion of a new War, if they had wanted other Pretexts, than 
yielded to that which was reafonable ; and as to the Matter of Limits, 
the JurifdiCtions in the Low-Countries are fo confounded, he faid, as to 
be of a larger Extent in fome RefpeCt, and of a narrower in other ; 
that Dilputes cannot be avoided, unlefs the Limits be fet out by 
Rivers and other Boundaries, that are very notorious, and have been 
Conllantly acknowledged for Boundaries Time out of Mind. 

Another Thought of his was, that Qycfnoy between the Sambre 
and the Scbeld , St. Venant upon the Jjys, and the Chatelaine of Vuerne , 

tho* 
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tho’ all three* of little Conference for their Values, are in a Manner 
ncccflary, and will be of infinite Importance to them, in Regard of 
the Cover and Shelter they will afford them ; and therefore that he 
molt humbly dcflrcd his Majcfty would be pleafed to caft an Eye upon 
them as they lie in the Maps ; and that Spain may owe them, and the 
Benefit it will have by them, to his Majcfty, as a Part of that which 
I ranee fhall yield them at his Majefty’s Inftancc. 

A third Thing is, that he doth with all humble Earncftncfs imagin- 
able, recommend Burgundy to his Majefty’s Protc&ion, to preferve it 
to the Crown of Spain ; humbly deliring that it may be confidercd, that 
if 'Burgundy ftiould be difmembred from it, how much larger Terri- 
tories the Spaniards will have need of in Flanders , than they 
are like to have reftored them, before they can fubfift, and be in 
•any Way or Degree ufoful to their Neighbours, as ’tis hoped, he faid^ 
they may be, if they are now preferved from being over-run : Thus 
he difeourfed, and afterwards defired, that in Regard he knew of no 
body that was made acquainted with that Part of his Majefty’s Plan 
which is in Favour of Spain , or had offered any Thing in that Behalf, 
thele few Thoughts of his might be reprefented to his Majcfty as frciri 
him, who, befides the particular Veneration he hath for his Majefty’s 
Royal Perfon, hath fo great Experience of his deep Judgment in all 
thefe Things, and of his particular Affection and Care of the King of 
Spain.

Right Honour able Si 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 13/Z7, I have the Favour from 
you of a very large one of the 1 1 tb Current, and wholly upon 
the IJufinefs of Count Antoine > whereby it appears, you have taken a 
great deal of Pains to collctt the Matters of Fait, in order to reprefent 
them the more clearly to his Majcfty. And his Majefty’s Royal Ciood- 
snefs and Patience can never futticiently be admired, to fuffer this Thing 
tk be fo often brought before him. 

\ t mufl be confefs’d, that among the Facts there is no Account in our 
Dnpatches, of the very Day whereon we found Meflieurs dc los Baiba - 
fes and ‘Pctciiin firft to appear in the Alfembly : But in a little Diary 
that I have, there happens to be thefe Words, fet down on Dhurfday 
the 21// of June 1677. — We were {at 5) at the Jjjembly of the Allies, 
we gave an Account of what Anfwcr the French had given us about d 
jpecial Bower, and of our giving in the firji ‘Proportion of the Duke of 
Lorain ; there we faw At- de los Balbafes and A 1 - Petcum for the firji 
! Time . — 'J'hcfe are the Words there. 

But hence arifes an Objection ; you arc pleafed to fix the Arrival 
ot M. Bctcuiri two Days after, (that is, the 23 M of June ) out of our 
Difpatches, and my Diary fpcaks him prefent at the Alfembly on the 
i\fi. ’Tis true, that upon the 23 th M. Hcngh acquainted us with his 
being come to Towif, hut ’tis not fet down in our Letter that he told 
us what D<\y he had arrived ; M. Hengh's Bufinefs being not fo much 
to acquaint us of his coming to Town, which was beneath him, as to 
found us what kind of Treatment his Title of Depute Extraordinaire 
was like to meet with, when he made 11s his Vilits. But 4 have fomc 

Cir- 
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Circumftances yet frefh in my Memory, that do in a Manner aflfurc me',’ 

1 faw him at the Aflcmbly before he gave me any Vilit. 

Another Objection there is, that M. de los Balbajes had notified 

his Arrival, and communicated his Blcnipouvoir , before vve faw him in 
the Affcmbly, and that cannot be denied ; but to fay nothing of that 
Plenipcticoir, or of that Notification, both being out of the Forms, if 
Count Antoine were wanting in nothing elfc, he is not behind M. dc los 
Balbajes in the Matter of communicating Powers ; for Count Antoines 
Pleniponvoir was in due Form communicated to us in Aprils by his Col- 
legue M. Hcngb , and exchanged with the French ,• (there being but one 
and the fame Inftrument to them both) whereas the right Powers of 
M. dc les Balbajes, were not communicated till the 2 5 th of July, upon 
which Day they were produced alfo for M. Cbrifiinc ; and of this there 
is a Touch in my Difpateh of the 2 6 thy tho’ ’tis not laid they were 
(as in Fadt they are) but one Inftrument for M . drift ine and his two 
Collogues. , 

You arc pleafed to take Notice, Sir, that the great Argument that 
the ‘Dane is like to urge againft us, will be from M. Balbajes and ‘P cl- 
aim's (at leaftwile M. Chr/jline's ) aflifting in the Afiemblies before they 
notified us. I have, I muft confefs, thought it deferved an Anfwcr, 
bccaufe Precedents are here, and in all fuch Cafes, a great Argument ; 
but it is not that which troubles me, for if there were nothing elfc in 
the Cafe, it would be fufficient to fay, that no Qiieftion, fuch as now 
is, having been moved in M. Cbrifl/nc's Cafe, there was not the fame 
Caufe to except to his aftilting at fuch Meetings, as there is now in 
Count Antoine's. 

That which to my Apprehcnfion is hardeft to anfwcr, is not ary 
Thing that Count Antoine can fay or pretend, but that which the reft 
of the Confederates (nay, all the Parties here) may fay, for their own 
Intcrcft, as they lie intangled with this Affair; for it icems to me obvious, 
that all the Parties may allcdge for thcmfelves, F'irfi, That they are 
not behind-hand, but have in their fevcral Turns performed what is 
now demanded of Count Antoine j and therefore that his Majefty’s Rc- 
fentments againft him, arc not intended to reach them, as it will do, to 
their Prejudice, in cafe the Offices of his Majefty’s Mediation do ccafu ' 
bccaule of Count Antoine. / . 

2 dly, That the Confederates may allcdge, it is not in their Power 
to bring Count Antoine to do that which he now demurs upon, mufch 
lefs to get him to withdraw himfelf out of a Houfe, where he is as much 
at Home as any of them is ; nor to abfent himfelf from thofe regular 
Meetings, at which not only the Bufincfs that the Mediators now and 
then come upon is treated, but all other Sorts of Matters that occur, 
and wherein any, or all the Confederates have an Intcrcft. 

3 dly, That each Party in the War hath an equal Right to the 
Benefit of his Majefty’s Mediation, ftipulated to himlclf (when the Me- 
diation was offered and accepted) fingly and feparately from the reft 
of his Co-Allies, and that therefore it would be hard, that when there 
is but one among them who offends, all the other (as well the Confe- 
derates as the adverfe Parties) fhould want that Benefit, and confe- 
qucntly fuffer Prejudice. The Cafe, as I take it, would be fo, if there 
were any Thing to be treated in the Affcmbly between the French and 
the Hollander , or the Swede and the Brandenburgher , who. have no Me- 
diator between them but his Majefty ,• and thefe laft would be more at 
a I.ofs, in Regard they would hardly frame thcmfelves to come to the 
Expedient of treating Face to Face. 


This, 
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This, I confcfs, looks to mb as obvious to be objc&cd againft us ; 
nor have I fo good an Anfiver as I could wifh, in cafe it fhould be fo ; 
but I fhould not prefume to mention it, tho’ I do it with all the Sub- 
million poflible, but that I perceive by your laft, his Majcfty ftilj con- 
tinues to give a gracious Hearing to what is faid, out of his Tendernefs 
to this Afl'embly, tho’ nothing that hath been yet offered, hath moved 
his Majcfty to come to any Change in his firft Refolution. 

O n Friday was with me a Gentleman that had a Commiflion from 
the Duke of Mecklenburgh-Swerin, to appear in this Alfcmbly as Subfti- 
t-ute to M. Muller , the Minifter of the Duke of Luncnburgh-Zell, to 
whom the Care of the Affairs of the Duke of Mecklenburgb is com- 
mitted, as he fays. 

He produced an open Writing under the Duke’s Hand and Zeal, ad- 
. drefled to his Majcfty ’s Embaft’y here ; but I finding there was an Error, 
in the Stile, which was lllujtribus & Generojijfmis , excufed myfelf 
from receiving it from him, till it were mended, acquainting him what 
Stile the Electors and other Princes of Germany arc plcafcd to treat 
us with. 

Having known that he had been in Town for feme while, I let him 
know’ the RefpeCt that was due to his Majefty’s Mediation, to have the 
firft Application made by all Miniftcrs to it, preferably to all other 
Embaflies whatfoever. He told me, upon the Faith of a Gentleman, 
he had made his Applications to none other, nor yet vifited or feen any 
Ambaffador or Minifter whatfoever in Town, fincc he received that 
Commilfion, which was ,comc but a very few Days before into his 
Hands, upon Notice, it feems, that the Duke had, that M. Muller w r a$ 
like to flay at the Hague for fomc Time. 

H 1 s Bufincfs here is, to move for Reparation for the Damages and 
Ruins that that Duke hath fuftained by this War : 1 acquainted him 
with the preliminary Difficulty that would lie in his Way, how no Par- 
ty is yet entered into the Treaty, but filch as are cither Principals or 
Allies; therefore thofe from whom le was likely to pretend Repara- 
tion, (as he named the French and Swedes') would in all Likelihood 
oppofe his Entry into the Treaty, as being no Party to the War. This 
he was convinced would be the Cafe, and therefore would take T ime 

confider on it. 1 therefore fubmit to you, what Directions are 
proper for us in this Cafe againft M. Muller comes, or this Gentleman 
produces a Power in good Form. 

O n Saturday giving M. de los ‘Balbafes a Vifit, he let himfelf very; 
gcntelely into a Complement, that the Mediators did not fet the Parties 
here on Work ; but that which I perceived he had a Mind to be at, 
and to complain of was, that there arc fo many Journeys made to ‘Pans 
upon a Project for the Peace, and not a Word faid to them, the Am- 
baffadors here, or to any of the Spanijh Miniftcrs, all this while ; harp- 
ing upon the fame Things that I have given you fome Account or in my 
laft from ( Don l P. Konquillo ; and concluding, that in a Buunefs ol this 
Nature, there are many Things that may be overlook d, as thought to 
be of no great Confequencc, which the Miniftcrs of the Crown ot 
Spain, if they were heard upon them, would make appear otherw ile. 

My Anfwer was»gencral ; that I had not heard his Majefty had any 
Communication upon thefe Particulars with the Minifters that are in 
his Court, of the one Side or of the other : And as for overlooking 
Things, his Majefty’s Applications were fuch, that I thought all Parties, 
.were Sufficiently fatisfied of his Care, as well as of his Zeal.

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H 2 imputes it to the Prince of Oraitge's Stay in 'England \ that the 
Dutch Ships are not yet gone for the Straits ; but I found M. ‘Blafpiel, 
in a Viiit he had given me the Night before, to impute it wholly to 
the Spaniards , who being to bear two thirds of the Charges, had not 
furnilhed their Quota ; whereas the Admiralties have long linco fur- 
niflicd theirs ,• and the Province of Holland , out of Regard to their 
Trade, had advanced 100,000 Crowns over and above their Proportion, 
that the Preparations might go on with greater Vigour. 

Just as I had gone thus far, and was ready to clofe, the French 
Ambalfadors take an Hour of me, and tell me, that having written to 
know, whether the King their Mailer would be dilpofed to prorogue 
the Neutrality that was agreed in May laft, for the Fifhing between 
him and the Dutch ,• the Anfwcr was, that he could by no Means de- 
part from the Revocation he had made of his Ordinance, but that he 
intends it fhall abfolutely ccafe and determine the \Jl of January next,* 
whereof I am going out of Hand to advife M. dc Harcn , that he may, 
by this Poll, fend Word to the States, of what is to be cxpe&ed in that 
Affair. M. Colbert , when this was over, and when they were riling, 
began to tell me, but very plcafantly, that they expert better News 
out of England than that which the Allies publifh here, who make fo 
full an Account of a Breach between England and France . , that they 
already look about them for new Mediators. I am,

Eight Honourable S 1 r; 

M Y laft was of the 17 th, ftnee which I have none from you to 
acknowledge. 

O n Monday was w ith me M. Ulkcn , (the fame, I perceive, that was 
formerly in England from the Duke of Holftcin ) he came to Town but 
on Saturday late at Night, and brought me a Letter from the Duke, a 
Copy whereof goes herewith inclofcd. He enlarged very much upon 
the calamitous State of that Duke, and how he will be without Remcd’ , 
unlcfs he be admitted to this Treaty : He told me, that within f nr 
Days he and his Collcguc (who hath been now about 1 2 Months in 
Town) would bring me their Powers in Form, and their Propofitions, 
for the reftoring and indemnifying of the Duke their Mailer. 

I laid before him the preliminary Difficulty lie was like to meet with, 1 
in that the Duke is neither Party Principal, or Ally in the War, and 
that none of a Neuter Condition have been yet admitted. 

H 1 s Anfwer was, that if he might not be admitted as a Neuter 
Prince, having a peculiar Intcreft veiled in him in the Treaties of the 
North , he mull declare himfclf an Ally to Sweden , or elie to France . 

I obferved to him, that if his Mailer fhould declare himielf an Ally 
to cither of thofe Crowns, and yet decline all Part in this War, he 
would be in the fame Difficulty that the Biihop of Strasbwrgh now is 5 
and, on the other Side, if the Duke Ihould declare himielf fuch an Ally 
as partakes with Sweden in the War, then the King of Denmark would 
be, for ought I knew, at Liberty to treat his Country, and poffefs it 
as that of an Enemy : Therefore that the declaring of fuch an Alli- 
ance would bo a Step of vail Confcqucnce ; defiring him withal (as I 
did) to represent this Apprchenlion of mine fully to the Duke. 

He 
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H e fcemed to me refolvcd upon the Point, and to expeCt I fliould pnfr 
my Offices towards the < Daiic, as foon as he and his Collogue Ihould 
bring me their Papers ; and that 'if upon thofe Papers, wherein thefe is 
to be no Mention of any Alliance, he be not admitted, then to declare 
his Alliance, and to demand, as of Right, his Admiffion. 

His Majefty having taken the Pains to put the Difficulties to tho 
* flolftcin Minifter on that Side, (as appears by your Dilpatch of the 2 6th 
of Oliobcr laft) I expect when they come together to me, to hear from 
them what Reflexions the Duke has made, and what Resolutions he has 
taken upon the preliminary Queftions, as they were put to his Minifler 
by his Majefty himfelf ; and fliall, when I find their Anfwcr to bo clear 
and uniform, get fo much Time as to reprefent it, by your Favour, with 
all Humility, to his Majefty : For the Step of declaring the Duke to 
be an Ally to Sweden, feerns to me of dangerous Confequcnce to him; 
a yd to that this Gentleman made no other Anfwcr to me, but that no 
floftrlity of 7 Denmark can put the Duke into a worfe Condition than he 
is ; but his Delire that he may enter as a Neuter Prince having Intc- 
reft, is that w hich the whole Alliance will oppofe, there being no Party 
among than but hath feme Neuter Prince or other in their Eye, and 
they watch againft the coming of fuch into the Treaty, as fearing 
their particular Pretcnlion upon them. 

On ' Tnefday M . Spanbcim was to acquaint me, that his Highnefs the 
Elector ‘Palatines Bulincfs with the Imperial Ambafladors ftuck ft ill 
where it did j and that, to his feeming, thofe Ambafl’adors are willing 
to put olf, for fome Time at leaft, the advancing of any Propolition for 
the Elector. 

He told me, all the Parts of Germany have been in great Fear, leaft 
a Collation of Arms Iliould take Place, as they had been told was 

* intended over all the Lew-Countries, this Side of the Mcujc to the Sea ,* 
but now they are in fome Meafure out of that Pain. 

H e lays, a Minifter from one or more of the Princes of the Houle 
of . Prttnfwick , coming to the .Dyct at Rati shone, font his Powers by a 
Secretary to the Chancellary there : He that has the Direction of it for 
the Elector of Mcntz , fent the Minifter Word, that was not the Stile ,• 
and that he himfelf in Perfon fhould have prefented his Powers : This 
x the Minifter refufeth to do, tho’ the Imperial Commilfioner (the Bifhop 

Aicb-fiadts ) hath labour’d all he can to bring him to it ; fo that that 
Jjtfet hath been at a Stand this 6 Weeks upon this Occalion. His Con- 
jcpkurc is, that this Minifter goes out of the ordinary Form, that he' 
might balk the rendring of the ufual Deference to the Electoral 
Dignity. 

There is a Minifter likewile lately arrived at Vienna from that 
Houfe ; his Bufinefs is to follicit, that the Emperor would order his Am- 
bafladors here at Nimcpticn, to give the Ambalfadors of the Princes of 
the Houfe of Prnnfwick, (for it feems they intend to fend fome with 
that Character hither) the fame Treatment that the Prandcnburgbers 
have ; fo that that Qucftion is like to be fet on Foot again. 

Yesterday was with me a Gentleman from the Prince of Lignc, 
who delircs his Majefty ’s Intcrpofition in the Prince his Mailer’s Behalf j 
that a Settlement of fome Lands and Scigneurics, that had been made 
between him and the Prince eFEfpinois , when the long Truce was made 
in itfop, between \hc King of Spain and the United Provinces, may be 
declared to Hand good, and in its full Vigour, by this Treaty ; accord- 
ing to the final Agreement then made by King James of Blcllcd Me- 
mory, and King Henry IV. who were the Mediators, and, as it were,

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their Guaranty: In the Year \66o, the French Intendant ‘Pcllctici ,

] isr Night was with me M. Heugh, to tell me, that he had rc~ 

prefonted w hat Mr. Hyde and my felf had feverally intimated to him, 
touching M. Give's Unacceptablenefs at Court ; the Letters of yefterday 
brought him the Anfvver of the King his Matter upon that Point ; 
which was, that the King of Denmark did declare his Readinef, to 
comply in the removing of him out of England ', and that he under- 
llood a demy mot , what was proper for him to do as he found 
the Cafe to Hand ; that he had therefore bethought hnnfelf, and re- 
fold J to difpofe of him otherwhere ; for that bolides his Delire, to give 
all Manner of Satisfaction to his Majcfty in any Thing that is in his 
Pow er he knows, that if M. Gioc s Conduct at the Court of England 
be not grateful to the King our Matter, the continuing of him cannot 
but be difadvantageous to the Affairs of Denmark. Only he delires a 
little Time to do it, that his Removal may be gently, and as it were 
infenlibly he added, that the King of Denmark will do his bell, and 
doubts not, but that the next that comes into M. G toe's Place, will be 
fuel, as his Majcfty will have no Caufe to be diflatisfied with. M. 
Heigh conceives he will be removed into Spain, the Danijl) Miniftcr 
there being to be call’d Home, and intended to be of the Privy Council.

Right Honourable Sir,’ 

I T is very fad News that I find in yours of the ^a e th, (which came 
very late laft Night to my Hands) of our having loft the Duke of 
Cambridge ; and I cannot but have a deep Scnfe of Grief in it, fuitab^e 
to my particular Duty and the publick Occalion : I bcfeech God /to 
repair that Lofs to their Ma jetties and Royal Highneffes in his good 
Time, and in the mean while, to fupport them with the choiceft of his 
Comforts and Bleflings. 

That which I have to add, to that I troubled you with in my laft 
of the 20 th, is no more, but M. dc los Falbajes favouring me with a 
Vilit on Saturday , w as inquilitive to learn of me, what I knew of the 
Plan for the Peace, particularly, whether it was calculated for all the 
Parties in War? And whether the French Ambafladors here had any 
Account from Tar is of my Lord of Fcvcrjhanis Negotiation there ? 
finding how unable I was to fatisfie him in any of thefe Queftions, he 
entred into a Difcourfe of the great Preparations of the French in Flan- 
ders ; he faid, the Prince of Orange had offered the Duke de Villa 
Hcrmofa four Regiments of the Tlolland-lnfantry t« go int o Namur ; 
that he had accepted of them j and that according to his Advices, they 
mutt have been got thither by Jhurfday or Friday laft at furtheft ,* but 
lie faid, he had a Letter from a friend, (not from the Govcrnour of 
Flanders himfelf) in which it was faid and thought, the French had an 

Eye 
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Eye upon Newport, and would fuddcnly attempt fome brisk Thing 
upon it, in Regard of the Pollurc that England is like to be in ere 
long. He did feem to be of Opinion, that the War will be carried 
into the Milanois this Campaign ; his Rcafon was, that the French 
can do no great Matters there, unlcls they have a compleat Army ; 
_ which he thinks they cannot have, and withal furnilh for Germany and 
Flanders bclidcs. 

Yesterday the Marflial cT Fjftradcs lent me a Paffport (as I had 
lately delired one of the French AmbalTadors) for the Deputies of 
Liege , the Copy of it goes herewith ; you’ll find in it the ufual Men- 
tion made of his Ma jelly’s Mediation. 

I hear no more from the Confederates of the Palfports on their 
Parts, than that the Imperialijis , after I had parted my Offices with 
them, moved them at a Meeting not to do any Thing in it, till they 
iliould be able to acquaint the Court of Vienna , and know its Refolu- 
tion upon this Demand for the Ligeois. 

W f Ihall endeavour to lend you with the fooneft, Copies of as 
many of the new reformed Powers, as have yet palled our Hands 
here.

Right Honourable S r r, 

QUINCE my laft, which was of the 27 th, I have the Favour of 
\ \ two of yours (one of the 21//, the other of the 25th) to acknow- 
ledge , and in both of them your Care of us, in the Difpute between 
us and Count Antoine. 

I hope th'-rc has nothing fallen from us on this Side, that Iliould 
make you fufpeCt we are otherwile than moft firm in the firft Part of 
the Queftion ; I mean, that Count Antoine Iliould pay to his Majefty 
the firft Refpect, before the Imperialifl , and in the very lame Manner 
that others have done it. Our only Difficulty is, how we ihall refufe 
to appear in the Aflemblies of the Allies, becaufe of his being prefent ; 
and alfo how we can denounce it to them, as his Majefty Hands now 
engaged the General Mediator. 

T h e Matter of Fact which I find is new to you, and that you feem 
to think not unlikely to be huddled in, is thus far certain ; on the 24 th 
of April laft, we dicl communicate the Powers between the trench and 
the c LanCy (1 have a little Note of that Day on which it was done) 
by *my I/ird ‘Berkleys Secretary, and Sir William temple's ; and we 
fend you by this ordinary, a Tranfcript of that very Copy that was 
tljen given in, and was intended by M. Heugh to lie by fts, as a Du- 
plicate 
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plicate of that we were to leave with the French , attefled by the Se- 
< rotary of his Majeftys Embaliy, and as a Copy of that Original which 
M. Jleitgh was to receive again, after it had been exhibited to the ad- 
verfe Party the French : You will find in this Tranfcript, Count An- 
trine exprelly named, as Amballador and Plenipotentiary in the hill 
Place. 

1 [hail very readily acknowledge, we ihould have font a Copy of 
thofe Powers ; but we went, it feems, upon a millaken Ground ; we font 
you the firlt Powers that the Dane and alio the other Parties brought 
with them from Home; and then when a common Formulary w as- 
agreed, we fent you that Formulary, and the Act obligatory for 
the procuring of it within two Month's Time, in the very lame 
Words it had been agreed, and that in the due Forms of the fevcral 
Courts. When thole new Originals came to Hand, and we found 
them to agree with the repetitive Formularies lying by us, under the' 
Hand of the refpettive M mi Iters, we were not lb careful as to fend 
Duplicates of thole new Originals, iinco we found them to agree per- 
fectly (as 1 may fay to a Syllable) with the Formularies firit depolited 
in our Hands. 

U ros this whole Matter, this we took to be certain, that M. 
IJcttgb having deiired its to pafs our Offices towards the French Ambaf- 
fadors upon an Original and a Copy wherein Count / Intcine was named 
firft in that Embalfy, as he is in the Tranfcript that goes herewith ; 
fuppoling Count Antoine had paid the Helped due to his M a jelly’s Am- 
bailadors at any Time lince, neither the French Amballadors (the 
Swedes do not come into this Cafe, as having not exchanged with the 
Danes or any Body cllc) nor we would have any Pretence to demand 
a Sight of his Powers, either upon his appearing in the Aflembly, his 
notifying us of his Arrival, or upon any other Occalion ; for when an 
Inllrument of this Kind is exhibited for one of thofe that are Parties to 
it, and he be received and acknowledged, the others, tho’ abfent, are 
fulficiently legitimated ; unlcfs there do arife a Quell ion, whether they 
he the fame Krfons intended in the Inllrument or not ; which is no 
Part of this Cafe. 

On Friday Morning, I parted an Office at M. See writings Rcqucfl, 
with the French Amballadors, in Behalf of the Dutch Prifoners takcq 
at the Fight at Mont CaJJel , that they may be fet at Liberty upon hi 
Cartel agreed in May 1575, between the Marlhal dFJlrades and ft, 
c PeJlers , in Behalf of the States General, that Cartel I hope to feud 
you as foon as 1 can get it tranferib’d, they undertook to write that 
Day to France about it. M. Colbert thought it not fo proper for them 
to intermeddle in fuch Matters, that arc mecrly of \Var ; M. de 
IjOttvoys having, he faid, Power to execute the King’s Order in fuch 
Affairs, without rendring an Account to any others of what he docs : 
M. d Fftrades and d Avattx called to mind fomc Difpleafurcs that the 
Moll Chriltian King had conceived upon the defaming of fomc Officers 
that w ere de la waifon du Roy Prifoners for fomc Time, and with 
fomc liarfhnefs, being taken at the Fight at Mont CqfJ'cl, this M. Re- 
corning told me, might be Part of the Cafe, and that his Highncfs the 
Prince of Orange, for Want of Information in due Time, may not have 
done that which is pretended in Favour of fuch Prifoners. 

H e told me of another Thing that would be objected which was, 
that the Cartel for the Ranfom and Exchange of Prifoners, w as not 
undcrilood by the French , of Priloners taken in bataillc rangec ; but as 
there is no fuch Dillinction in the Treaty, fo the French Amballadors 

did 
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did not hint that Difficulty to me j but, on the contrary, M. eFEJlrades 
promifed to write earncftly about it to M. de Fou<voy. 

M. Colbert being ill with the Gout, this gave me the Opportunity of 
a particular Converfation with him, not only upon this, but upon the 
Affairs of the Treaty in general. He told me, that M. Parillon docs 
" not find on that Side the Affairs fo defperate as the Allies reprefent 
them here. He let himfelf into a Difcourfc of the prefent ill Condi- 
tion of the Swedes, without any Thing leading him to it ,• faying, he 
knew not whether they, the Swedes, would leave them, the French, or 
not $ but the King his Mailer could not in Honour leave them, the 
Swedes ; yet it would be very hard to ask of him to reftorc Places for 
the Eftabiifhment of the Swedes, llncc France hath no Place but hath 
coft him exceedingly dear ; being forced into a War that the Spaniards 
declared again!! them. That Mr. Montague had had feveral Conferences 
with the Moll Chriflian King and his Minificrs, namely w ? ith M. de 
Jjmvoy i and that little Satisfaction appeared in the Countenances of 
any ot them at their parting ; that his (M. Colbert's) Brother, M. Mou- 
1 verier writes him Word, it is the general Difcourfc at that Court, there 
will be a Breach with England. 

M. Cannon being with me for his Condolanccs of the Duke of Cam- 
bridge on Friday , told me, he was even overjoyed with the Scnfe his 
Majefty is plcal'ed to entertain of the Duke of For aids Sufferings ; for 
it ietms that his Highnels the Prince of Orange hath, fince his Return, 
affured M. Scrinchamp at the Hague , that his Majefty ’s Care and Pro- 
tection for that Duke, goes infinitely beyond all the Sollicitations that 
he the Prince could, or any other, make to him in that Behalf. 

The fame Day M .ChriJHne, in a Vifit he gave me, feem’d to re- 
joyce very much, that the Courier of the Day before from Flanders, 
did not bring them the News of any Place befieged ; he faid, that the 
Succeflcs and Progrcffcs of the French, put him into a Fear for any 
Place that they iliould fet themfelves to befiege ; but that which trou- 
bled him moll was, he faid, the Apprchenfion of a Revolt in the great 
Tow ns, w here no Garrifon is capable to ballance or overawe the Mul- 
titude, if they Iliould fancy to preferve themfelves that Way. He gave 
s an In Banco, how little a Garrifon (tho’ never fo great and vigorous) 
'Should be able to do in Ghent, where there are 200,000 Souls, and in 
Stttjjcls, w r h ere there arc 1 00,000 fighting Men. 

/On Saturday *Don P. Ronquillo favoured me with a Vifit, and ex- 
profit'd a great Joy, that his Majefty hath ordered the Recruits of our 
Officers that ferve in France to be flopt. He had been told, he faid, 
but 3 or 4 Hours before, there was a Perfon in this Town, that hath 
been in England, in the Name and Behalf of the Malccontents in Hun- 
gary, to delire his Majefty to interpofe in their Behalf for Liberty of 
Confcicnce, (frc. and faid upon his own Knowledge, his Majefty would 
be very well heard, and his Offices well accepted in that Affair, if he 
ihould pleafe to intercede in it with the Emperor. 

I did ycllcrday make the bell Enquiry I was able, whether there had 
been any fuch Perfon in this Town, but I do not find it was any other, 
but one of the Hungarian Miniftcrs, that was lately here in his Return 
out of England. . 

T)oii Pedro likewife told me, that if Namur had been befieged 8 or 
i« Days ago, the French would have certainly carried it, but now it 
has 6000 Men in it : And that Spain makes a very great Provifion 
toward this following Campaign j for the laft Advices from Madrid tell 
. them. 
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them, the Imperial Ambalfador hath Bills for 500,000 Crowns put into 1 
liis Hands, bolides the 1 00,000 Crowns lie hath already received. 

The Biiliop of Gurck , in a Vilit I gave him on Saturday , feem’d to 
think we have no great Hopes of a Peace at this Time, tho’ the Empe- 
ror his Mailer be in the fulleft Difpolition polfible towards it ; for bolides, 
that, he thinks the conquering Humour to be molt prevailing in the 
French Councils i he thinks the mending Hand that the Spanijh Mo- 
narchy would be upon, provided it have a little Refpite of Peace, is at 
this 'l ime a Temptation to run it down. 

Herewith inclofed go the Powers of the Holftcin Minifters, and 
their Proportion likewile j for the Propolition, as they had framed it 
at firll, was very otfenlive in Point of lliarp r.anguagc ; but upon two or 
three Rcprizcs that I have had with them about it, it was reduced to 
the form you now find it in. 

Their Delire is, that I would pafs my Offices upon thefe two Papers, 
in order to procure them Admifiion into thefe Treaties, as the Minifters 
of a Neuter Prince, that bears no Part but that w hich is perfectly 
palfive in the War ; and they would fee the Succefs of that Demand, 
before they proceed further to declare their Mailer to be in Alliance 
with any of the Parties in War. 

You will find by their Propolition, that they would be reftored to 
the Benefit that is veiled in their Mailer by the Treaties of Rochicld 
and Copenhagen, and that they would have all that the Duke was 
forced, as they lay, to agree at Rcnsbitrg, to be abolifli’d ; bolides, they 
would have their Mailer reimburfed of his Damages, and his Indemnity 
fccurcd for the future. 

I molt humbly beg the Honour of his Majefty’s Directions in this 
Point i whether it be his Pleafure that I do pafs Offices upon the 
Powers and the Papers as they go here inclofed ; the Admifiion of 
th fe Parties into the Treaty, will be probably oppofed, as the Bilhop 
of Strashirgh is ,• they not declaring themfelves in Alliance with any 
of the Parties in War, as that Bilhop does ; and who Hands fairer by the 
common Agreement to his being admitted here, than they do ? On 
the other Side, if the Duke of Holftein be not admitted as a Party to 
that which concerns himfelf and his Houfe in the Northern Treaties^ 
lie will go near to lofc the very Foundation of his Sovereignty arm 
Independency in Slcjwyck ; which, for ought I perceive, is the mani 
Thing contended for : I mull confefs I have neither feen nor hcara 
what the 3 D anc can fay in that Point j but I have feen two or three 
Prints in the Duke of Holftcin s Behalf, that feem to make his Cafe 
exceeding ftrong, and do well deferve an Anfwer. However, fince his 
Majclly is engaged to do the Office of a Peacemaker between them, if 
it could be done in the General Peace, the Agreement would, in all 
Probability, be the more lafting. I am, &c.

S INCE my laft, which was of the 31 Jl pall, I have none from you 
to acknowledge. 

M. d Eftrades and eFsJvaux did on Monday in the Evening defire 
me to pafs my Offices with the Spanijh Ambalfadors, in the Behalf of the 

Prince 
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Prince of Conde and his Son the Dufye of Anguien t for certain Arrears 
they pretend to be due to them from the. Crown of Spain. 

They told me, they were ordered by the King their Matter to make 
this Inftance to the Mediation in his Name j but that M. de Carriers 
(and not they) was charged with the Detail of their Pretcnfions, and 
that it was from him I was to receive the Information. . Laft Night he 
was with me, and gave me two Memorials, the Copies whereof go 
herewith inclofcd. 

T 11 e one Memorial is for the Prince of Conde , who having one; 
Million, fix hundred, and fixty four thoufand Crowns, ttipulatcd to 
him by the Treaty of the [ Pyrenees from the King of Spain , upon fevc- 
ral Accounts, docs now demand, partly in Arrear, and partly for Intc- 
reft incurr’d, the Sum of five hundred and twenty three thoufand, two 
hundred feventy one Crowns ; thus much being behind at this Time. 

The Duke of Anguicn s Pretcnfion is, the Sum of three hundred 
thoufand Pounds, or thereabouts ; this is a very old Debt, laid by King 
‘Philip II. of Spain in the Year 1556, upon the Revenue of the Crown 
of Naples ; it was for Money lent him by a Queen of Poland Wife to 
Sigifinond I. her Right became devolved by feveral Succcfhons to the 
late King Cafimir of Poland j and his Right is now vetted in the Duke 
and Dutchefs of Anguicn. 

Of this M. Carriers hath given in no Memorial figned, nor any De- 
mand or Calculation in Form, but a memoire volant (as he calls it) in 
order to attest the Spaniard with this Demand at the fame Time with 
the other, referving to himfelf to make his Demand liquid in a fhort 
Time ; for King Cafimir having by Aflignation pafs’d over fomc Part of 
this Right to the prefent Duke of Newburgh , as he pafs’d that Way in 
the Year* 1669 , and the Duke of Anguicn not being yet precifely in- 
formed how much it was, (whether a half Part, or one third Part) M. 
dc Carriers is not particularly enough inftructed how much remains un- 
difpofed of, and confequcntly due to the Duke and Dutchefs of An- 
gaien. Thefe two Papers I intend to pafs my Offices upon this Day as 
i'oon as the Pott is gone. 

O n ! Tttefday , M . Pcnnulcn (the id of the three Minifters of Munjier 
that you and I have feen at Cologii) called upon me, as he was going in 
.'bme Hatt to the Hague , the Emperor having writ, he faid, to the 
BMhop his Matter, to dclire him to fend a Minifter to affift at a Confe- 
rence there is to be of the Allies, and to begin on Saturday next at the 
Hague . He thinks he may have a Commiffion in a fhort Time, to come 
as Plenipotentiary hither, but not till he has return’d to his Matter, to 
give him an Account of his Negotiation at the Hague. 

Yesterday, in a V if it I gave M. Pevcrning, wc difeourfed over 
what I told you in one of my latt, of the Intentions of the French to 
leave this Place ; as alfo of a Report that goes up and down here, that 
the Allies have lately had the Point of leaving this Place in Debate, 
and paffed a Refolution tv) leave it, in cafe of a Rupture between En- 
gland and France ; he had not, he laid, affttted at the laft two or three 
Conferences of the Allies, but cannot believe the Report to be other 
than groundlefs ; for he allures himfelf, that if there had been any fuch 
Debate or Quettion moved, fomc of the Allies would have given him 
a Hint of it. And*for the French , he fays, tho’ it be true fuch Words 
have been let fall, as 1 told you of in one of my laft, yet he begins now 
to think (having had Dilcourfe fo late as yefterday with them himfelf) 
that there is no fuch Thing yet rcfolvcd ; for as he does not, fo he finds 
they do not think it impoliible, but that we may come t<*a Peace, and 

Vol. H. Mm very 
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very fuddcnly to. He thinks that Trance and the Houfc of Prunfwick 
are at this Time entered into fome Mcafures together, but docs not 
vet know the Particulars. He fays the Spaniards arc in the beft Difpo- 
lition in the World at this Time to make a Peace, for they are fenlible 
how little they are able to do ; and ’tis a Shame, he faid, to think how 
near Namur was to be loft, before the Prince font thofe Regiment^ 
into it. As for Jpres, he gives it for gone, and it will be well if New- 
port too have not the fame Fate. 1 am, &c.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my laft of the 3 d, I have the Favour of yours of the 29 th 
part, for which I tnoft humbly thank you, and particularly for the 
inclofed Speech, which certainly is extraordinary in its kind ; I will try 
if l can get hold of the Thread of that Affair, as it has been fpun from 
the Beginning, and fhall not fail to give you Part of all that comes in 
my Way. 

1 told you a good w hile lince, how' the Spanijh Secretary had pro- 
mifed fair for the Stilary of their Court with the Emperor, and how 
he hath lince excuftd himfelf very unexpectedly : What the Swedijh 
Secretary hath prom i fed, he will, 1 hope, make good ; but he hath 
been of late not well. 

Ox T’hnrfday 1 performed my Offices with the Spanifh Ambaffadors, 
upon the two Memorials I font you in my laft ; to that touching the 
Prince of Guide , they faid, it w r as their AVifh he might have all Satis- 
faction, he having formerly done Service to the Crown of Spain ; but 
that the Memorial being Matter of Account and Calculation, they muft 
deli re Time to fend it to their Court, that it may be examined by the 
proper Officers. 

The Duke of yjnguiens Bufinefs, they faid, was much more intricate, 
and there had been Taw-Suits long depending about it, in the Sovcraign 
Court at Naples; whither the King of Spain muft fend all Pretenders to-- 
make out their Right, the Payment of the Money having been long 
lince afligned upon certain Revenues in that Kingdom. Thofe tint 
have already laid Claim to this Money, arc the Republick of ‘Poland, 
the Duke of Newburgh, the Duke of Hanover, and the prefent Queen 
Dowager of Poland ; and the Marquifs de los Palbafes , while Ambafla • 
dor at Vienna , and ‘Don P. Ronquillo , while he w as in Poland, did do 
w’hat they were able to further the Prctenlions of that Queen at Ma- 
drid, but without Effect, in Regard of the Oppolition of fo many Par- 
ties ; they thought the Duke of Anguicn would meet with no lefs Oppo- 
htion ; Ikuvcvct, they would not fail to reprefent his Prctcnfion to the 
Court. 

Nc:;r Morning I gave an Account of this to M. d' EJirades , who 
liked the Civility of this Anfwer, and to M. Carriers in the Afternoon ; 
both of them agreeing, that it was Rcafon the Spaniards fliould have 
Time to write to their Court, and that that was the Rcafon the Prince 
of Guide moved in it thus early, that the Spaniards might have Time 
enough to advifo with their Court. 

Ox Friday M. pet cum was with me, being returned the Day before 
from the Jftiiine ; his New'S was, that thofe of the beft Judgment there, 
were in l lope. 1 that his Majefty would ’ere long make the Peace ; that- 

the 
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the Bifhop of Munfter had promifed his Mafter i o,ooc> Men ; and that 
there is a Probability that Stralfund , upon the Offers which the Emperor 
makes, (to declare it a free Imperial Town) may throw Out the Swedes ; 
that the King of ‘Denmark pretends to nothing but the Iflc of Rugen 
on that Side, to the End he may live in good Neighbourhood with the 
Elector of Rrandenbtirgh. 

O n Saturday M. Cannon , the Lorain Minifler, told me, what a Con- 
cern he was in, upon a Report that had been in Town two or three 
Days, that France hath propofed to the King our Mafter, to reftore the 
two Dutch ics of Lorain and Rarre , the Town of Nancy excepted, 
which the Moft Chriftian King pretends to keep to himfclf ; but in lieu 
of it, to give to the Duke as good a Thing, or better ; the City of 
Louie being named for the Exchange. 

It was therefore his moft humble Dcfire it might be reprefented to his 
Majefty, that the Duke of Lorain will have all the need imaginable 
of his Favour and Protection in fo great a Strcight $ and as loon as he 
hears of it, he will be conflrained to trouble his Majefty, fince the 
Bufinefs fo nighly imports him. It would be very hard, he faid, that a 
Prince that has never been in his Eftates, (as the Duke has not) ftiould 
be forced to change a Place fo conlidcrable as the Capital Town of all, 
before he fee it, or know the Value of it, or of that which is offend 
in lieu of it. 

Besides, it is the Place where moft of the Princes of that Houfe 
have had their Birth in ; it is a Place, that has in a Manner all the 
People of Quality of that Country, and where the Duke has a Houfe 
to live in ; and befides that which he has in Nancy , he has not one 
Houfe in all his Dominions that is left Handing, of 30 or 40 that his 
Predeceffor had in good Order before his Troubles : The Town of ■ 
Nancy is a Place well fortified; it hath 17 Royal Baftions ; and in all 
the Duke’s Country there is not ( Nancy excepted) any Town, Caftle, 
or Fortrefs, where the Duke may defend himfelf in the leaft from any 
Infult that a Rebel Subject, or a troublefome Neighbour, may attempt 
upon him. 

But that which goes ncareft to M. Cannons Heart, and which he 
begs may be laid more efpecially before his Majefty, is, that the Town 
pf Nancy is the very Center of all the Country that is under the Duke 
Lorain ; and the French , if that Town mult be theirs, cannot come, 
wit muft, as it were, tread down and trample over the Body of the 
£)utchies of Lorain and Rarre , fo that all Parts of them by this Means 
rwill be expofed to perpetual Marches and Ruins, and by degrees to 
utter Defolatron. 

A s for the City of Loule^ he fays, ’tis a miferablc poor Place, and 
lies as it were a Corner of the Duke’s Country ; it has not he is 
furc 200 Ronrgeios in it, the Bulk of that Town confifting in Churches 
and Convents ; the Poverty of it may be eftimated by that of the 
Biflioprick, which lay vacant for feveral Years, for that none at the 
Court of France would accept of it ; and at laft they were forced to 
give it to a limplc Curate in the Town of Paris. . 

These arc the Rcafons (as far as I was able to comprehend them) 
that he gave againft his Matters parting with Nancy ^ and exchanging^ 
it with Louie ; but he bad heard, that the Moft Chriftian King himfelf 
.thought the Propofitions fo hard of Digeftion, that he concluded the 
Duke would not be able to receive them, therefore that he is come to 
a Refolution, that unlefs the Duke will part with Nancy , he will demo- 
lifh it.

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I n this Calc, M. Cannon thinks the Duke will be obliged to fly to 
his Majefly’s Protection, no lefs than in the other j for ’tis the only 
Place (as was faid before) that the Duke has left him, to fhcltcr him- 
felf from any ordinary Infults ; befides, whatever Fortifications there 
are here, they have not flood in one Penny Expcncc to France ; (which 
he delires may he particularly obferved to his Majefty) they having ' 
been railed altogether at the Charge of that Country ; and the Duke 
(as M. Cannon believes) will enter into any Expedient (but he faid this 
wholly out of his own Head) of putting it into fuch Hands, as the King 
our Mailer Ihould approve of, rather than be llript naked of all De- 
fence in his Country, and left in as bad a Condition as any private 
Gentleman in it : This Favour he hopes his Majefty will the more 
calily obtain of the Moll Chriftian King, for that the Duke hath never 
given any Offence to France in all his Life ; and refolves to live with 
that RefpcCt towards that King, as fhall give him content if poflible. 

This was, as near as I can recoiled:, the Subftancc of M. Cannons 
Difcourfe and Requeft to me ; but I perceived laft Night, in an ordinary 
Converfation I had with Don P. Ronquillo , that this Propofition touch- 
ing the Duke of Lorain, has an Impreflion upon the Spanijh Ambaflh- 
dors ; Don Pedros Expreflion was, that they, the Spaniards , are very 
much curtail’d, according to all the Accounts he hath had yet of the 
Project on Foot; that it will be not only a wcakning, but a great disfigur- 
ing of them, to have the Tranche Comte taken from them but that 
they muft expeCt to fee how their Allies will be dealt withal ; he 
named the Duke of Lorain with fomc F-mphafis, then the King of 
Denmark , then the Elector of Brandenlmrgb, and the Dukes of Ijtncn- 
bttrgb, Zell, and Ofnabrng , as if the Satisfaction of all thofc Parties 
was a nccelfary Ingredient to make them, the Spaniards , acquiefcc in 
fuch a Project. I cannot fay, he did fully fpeak out to this EtfcCt, but 
l conceived this to be his meaning. He feems to be confident, that 
Italy will not be difturbed this Campaign ; and that all thofc Maga- 
zines that arc talk’d of to be at Pignerol, and other Places, arc come 
to nothing ; and that the Cardinal d FJtrccs had done no great Mat- 
ter in his Negotiation at ‘Turin. Don Pedros Letters of the 2 9th from 
Milan, fpeak the Cardinal gone by the Way of Geneva , into Switzer- 
land ; but I am told by another Hand, that he is come to Munich thcr 
Elector of Bavaria's Rclidence. I am, &c. , L ‘

Right Honourable Sir, 

M Y laft was of the 7 th ; fince which, I have the Favour of 
yours of the 4 th Current to acknowledge ; and do moft hum- 
bly thank you for it. 

On Monday, after the Poft was gone, M. Colbert , in an ordinary 
Viiit I gave him, entred into a Difcourfe of the great Expectations 
that are now out of England, and of the Afl’urancc wherewith the 
Allies here do promife thcmfelvcs that there will be a Breach very fud- 
denly between his Majefty and France. He did not believe, he laid, 
that the Breach was in that Forwardncfs they would have it ,• yet that 
the 1 -otters of that Day, that were come from France, are not very 
promiling. 


He 
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He told me, that the King his Matter had fent his Refolutions on the 
4 tb Inftant, N. S. by a Courier to M .SariUon, and that upon two 
Points, the one concerning a Ceffation of Arms, and the other concerning 
the Places that were to be reftored to the Spaniards, or elfe to remain 
to the Trench. For the Places, there were demanded by the King his 
Matter, Fournay, Valenciennes , and Conde, which he could not poflibly 
part with, without too great a Diminution of thofe Advantages that 
had coft him fo dear in Treafure and the Blood of his Subjects : 'Tournay 
cfpccially, he lookt upon as the ancient Patrimony of France, as the 
Place where the chief Seat of Juftice was to be, befidcs the Conve- 
nicncy of its Scituation in many Rcfpe&s ; and that it was yielded to 
him by a felcmn Treaty, that of Aix la Chapelle . 

There were other little Convcniencics that he thought ncceflary to 
ftand upon, as to have fome Part of a neighbouring Chatelaine , for the 
Eafe of Lijlc ; to have Cbarlemomt , for the better covering of Chamn 
pagne ; the Chatelanie for the Town of Vurncs, and fome other fmall 
Things, not fo much for any Advantage they might yield to France, 
but for the avoiding of Difputcs, and making the Limits more equal 
and certain. 

That which he faid concerning the Ccflation of Arms was, that 
his Majefty demanded it fliould be the i ft of March , and in the mean 
Time, that the French fhould attempt nothing in Flanders ; his Majefty 
requiring that Interval to fend to all Parties, in Order to have them 
agree to the Ceifation, and nothing in the mean Time to be done that; 
might change the prefent State of Affairs this he faid was too hard ; 
for if the Liberty of acting at this Time be taken from the French, 
there will be in a Manner a Stop put to their Progrcfs for the whole 
Year ; fincc in the Summer they will have fo many Enemies upon 
their Hands, and fo much to do to defend thcmfelvcs, as not to be able 
to aCf, as now they may. 

For the Duke of Lorain , he faid, all was to be reftored to him,' 
Nancy excepted : And in Lieu of it, he fhould have the City of 1’oule, 
fo that his Terms will be much calier than thofe agreed to his Uncle 
at the Peace of the Pyrenees j for by that Peace, the whole Dutchy of 
*Barre, and a great many more Places, were referved to France ; and now 
aU thofe are let go by France , and only a Way referved ftill, as there 
was then, for the French to march through the Country towards Germany* 
iV o r Sicily , he faid, it was a Secret to them, but only that they 
underftood in the general, that France had agreed to what his Majefty 
nad defired about it. 

As for the Reftitution of the Swede , he faid, his Majefty had taken 
it wholly upon himfelf; and doubted not, but that he, and the 
States General, fhould be able to make what Peace in the North they 
themfelves fhould pleafe. 

He feemed to be perfectly inftruCted to make out the Reafonablenels 
of Limits and Dependencies they ftand upon in the Low-Countries, 
and did commend mightily the Moderation that France was now come 
to, laying, that if they had had the Conccflions now made by France put 
into their Hands, before the Prince of Orange's Journey into England, 
they would ’ere this have concluded a Peace with M. Sever ning and 
the Spaniards ; but now that M. Severning g ive them no Hopes at all. 
For that he, M. Colbert , and his Collcgue, having been fome Days lince 
to enquire of him, in what State the Adair of the Commerce between 
the two Nations was, found him quite of another Judgment than he 
dfed to be,- for that lie told them, he had been long of Opinion, 

that 
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that Fngjmd would not Air for the Prcfctvation of Flanders, and had 
had often told his Allies fo much, but that now he was quite of ano- 
ther Judgment ? telling them plainly, England would break with them 
within three Weeks, and that they lhould be here to fee it : But this 
he dcfired might not return to M. 'Becoming again, but repeated to me, , 
he had laid thofe very Words, upon the Occafion I gave him, by tel- 
ling him, I did not know upon what Grounds M. Becoming framed to 
himfelf fuch a Judgment. 

I found indeed by M. Bccerning , in a Convcrfation I had with him 
yefterday, that they had been with him on Monday was fevennight * 
and that it was to communicate to him, by Order of their Court, the 
very fame Propolition (as they told him then) which the Xing their Mailer 
had font to M. Bari lion by his Couriers of the 4 th, and that he then 
told them, that the States his MaAcrs would not go one whit lower 
in their Demands, than thofe the King our MaAer made ,• the Rcafon 
of his flying fo was, he laid, that he had, upon feveral Occalions, of- 
fered the French feveral Projects of his own Head, in Order to difeover 
whether they, and the Spaniards , would be brought fo near together, 
as that the Dutch might tell the Spaniards , fo much they mnft be con- 
tent with, fr that they are not able to procure them any more , nor to 
continue with them in the JJ'ar any longer. 

M. Barillon , upon this or fome other Suppofition, having lately 
given out, that the ‘Dutch would once have yielded to ealier 1 'erms 
than thofe his MajeAy now inlifts upon for the Spaniards ; the States 
having given Orders to him, M. Becoming, here, and to M. Van 
Benninghen at Court, not to enter upon any Manner of Model upon 
their own Heads, but upon all Occafions to fay, as he, M. Becoming , 
told the French , that the King our Maftcr having meddled fo far in 
it, they, the Dutch Ambajfadors , were to pretend nothing , but to fee bis 
Majcfty jatisfied in his oven Way, or to that FJfeft. 

1 tin d M. Becoming ft ill perAvadcd, there is fome great Intrigue be- 
tween the French and the Houle of Luncnbitrgb : M. Oxcnjliern has 
lately told him, the French had made a Propolition to him, that the 
Swedes lliould quit the Bifhopricks of Bremen and Vcrdcn, and that ^ 
they fliould have an Equivalent for it, out of the Elector of Brandcn-/\ 
burgh's Lftates in ! Vrujjut ; but that he abfolutely rejected the Propor- 
tion, as knowing the Crown of Sweden would never Part with th/r 
Interoft in the Empire, where they are ellabliflicd in a Seftion and 
Vote, belides other Advantages. 

Hh and 1 fpeaking of the great Mind that France hath had of 
long Time to the Span/Jh Netherlands, and how it appears in the I11- 
ftruCtion of Cardinal. Mazarin to the French Plenipotentiaries at Mnn- 
fter ; as alfo obferving how foon it repented the States of the Treaty 
of 1635 with France, whereby the whole Spanijh Netherlands were to 
be (hared between them,- He told me, the French had lince there com- 
ing hither made him a Propolition, and that in Writing too, offering 
to divide the Spanifo Netherlands between the French and the Dutch ; 
where you will plcafe to oblerve, what Manner of Things there are, 
that pafs between the Parties in War, without their Mediators be- 
ing made privy to it : But of this Article, I humbly beg, lincc it was 
faid in the utmoft Confidence, that Ufe may be made of it, fo as that 
it do not recoil hither again. • 

M. d Ac mix, in a Vifit he gave me yefterday, was much upon giving 
the Res* fonabjenefs of the Propolition fent to M. Barillon by the Cou- 
rier of the 4 th, and faid, that the Terms offered them now were 

bar- 
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harder than either of the Alternatives given them at Aix la Chapelle / 
but the fitting of the Parliament drawing fo near, is that that feems 
to give them the greateft Trouble ; and M. Secerning is of Opinion, that 
the breaking of the Meafurcs they have in the Empire with the Electors 
of Bavaria, Saxony, and 'Brunfwick, is a great Vexation to their Thoughts 
at this Time. 

I found M. Cbrtfline, in a Vifit I gave him yefterday, in a great 
Difquiet, lcaft any other Place Ihould be befieged ; for he thought 
nothing in his Country able to refill the Torrent of the French, un- 
lefs it be, that they have Hopes England will Hand by them j in that 
Cafe, he faid, rather than yield, they would hazard the utmoll Ex- 
tremities. 

Just at Noon, M. Blafpicl came to defire me it might be humbly 
reprefented to his Majelty, that the Ele&or of Brandenburgb hath a 
Pretenfion again!! France of Damages and Ruins to be repair’d in, to 
the Value of between four and five Millions of Crowns, which he fuf- 
fered by the French in Cleccs and other Places : This he delires may be 
laid before his Majelty, for that he is informed, both out of England 
and from the Hague , that the Method his Majelty propofes to himfclf 
is, firjt , To make a Peace between France and Spain , taking in Lorain ; 
and then between France and the Emperor j and when that is done, 
between the Northern Princes ; fo that unlcfs his Majelty may pleafe 
to be advertifed betimes of this Pretenfion of the Elector upon France, 
he poflibly may take it for granted, that there is ‘nothing in Difference 
between them, as there is not about any Territories or Places. 

H e defires that it may be oblervod likewife, that this is no new 
Demand ; for the firlt Propolition of Brandenburgh againll France in the 
firlt Article, the Reparation of thefe is demanded in general Terms, 
with Rcfervc to particularize and make it out, which thefe Ambalfa- 
dors are ready to do with very fufficicnt Evidence. 1 am, drc.

jP^INCE my lalt, which was of the 10 th, I have the Favour of yours 
P) of the •) th Current, and am forry to underltand that there is Rea- 
son to fear that the Mail that brought the Letters of the 31 ft pall 
from this Place may have come to fome Misfortune ; I hope to hear 
better News j however, I fend you a Duplicate of the Difpatch of that 
Day, tho’ there was nothing very material in it but that I lent by it 
Copies of the ‘P/enipouvoir and Propolitions of the Holftein Minilters. 
with my molt humble Supplication to his Majelty for his gracious Plca- 
fure, whether 1 fiiould move the Dane , I mean M. Hctigh , and pafs my 
Offices upon thole Papers ? The Reafon why I beg his Majolty may be 
moved is, that I doubt M. Heugb may fay, that his Majelty ’s Media- 
tion is accepted only as to the Parties that are in War and their Allies, 
and not in this Difference, which he would have to be no other than 
a Domeilick Aftair,- bolides, I do not know but that the King of Den- 
mark may, upon fuch an Occafion as this is, take a Pretext to fall up- 
on the Duke and his Country, as an Ally of his Enemy, and treat 
him more coarfely than he hath hitherto * therefore that fuch a Step as 
•this, is not to be made till his Majelty be fully informed what the 

Papers 
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Papers do import in them, and what Anfwfcr M. dn Crbfs has fo giv*ii 
upon the Difficulty his Majefty himfelt put to him in the Beginning' of 
Oflobcr laft, as appears by your Difpatch of the 26 th of that Month. 

Last Night were with me M. Oxenjliern and M. d O/ivcnkrantz'j 
(the laft returning to this Town on Friday) having taken an Hour of 
me with more than ordinary Solemnity ; their Buiinefs w r as to tell me, 
that the King their Maftcr having been informed by them from Time to' 
Time, and particularly by M. d Qlivcnkrantz , in the late Journey he 
made to wait on his King, of the great Care and Affection his Majefty 
hath upon all Occaiions lhewn the King of Sweden and his Intereft, 
that King had ordered them, his Ambafladors, to declare to hL Ma- 
jefty s Minifters here, thofe deep Prefcntments of Thanks that King had 
of his Majefty ’s Friendfliip for him, as alfo the Defire and Longing he had 
to be able to make appear his Scnfe of Thanks, and Acknowledgment 
towards his Majefty. 

Having done this Complement, they entered into a Difcourfe of 
the Apprehcnlion they had of a Rupture between England and France , 
not upon any certain Knowledge, they faid, of their own, but upon 
the common Report and Surmifes at this Time. They laid, it was 
cxtreamly their Dcfire, and their Mafter’s efpccially, that his M- j Ity 
might be fo fucccfsful as to give a Peace to Cbriflendom , and then 
Sweden would be fafe ; but in cafe Almighty God fliould think fit to 
continue thefe Calamities longer upon Cbriflendom , and that England 
Ihould enter into the War, it was their Delire to me, I would reprelent it 
in all Humility to his Majefty, that Sweden is not in the lcaft acceflary 
to the continuing of the War ; and therefore that they hoped his Ma- 
jefty would not have the lefs Friendfhip for their King, if France ihould 
happen to refufe the Terms that the King our Maftcr offers them ; for 
they, the Swedes , defire no other than his Majefty s entire Satisfaction 
as to the Confervation of the Spanijh Netherlands , and they ihould not 
be otberwife well plcafed, if it were reftored even to the Terms of the 
.Treaty of the ‘Pyrenees. 

His Majefty, they fuppofc, muft. if he come to a Rupture, enter 
into an Alliance with the Confederates, at lcaft with fome of them : 
and it is their Hope and humble Defire it may net be to the Prejudice , 
of Sweden , who hatli no Part in the continuing of this War. Befidcs k 
by M. Spans Treaty with France of the Year 1675, they, the Swedes’, 
are at Liberty to give ever the War, whenever the Treaties of Weft\ 
phalia arc reftored to their entire Force j therefore they hope his Ma -4 
jefty will find a Way to take them out of the Difficulties they are 4 * 
now in, tho’ he himfelf fliould break with France. This was the Sum 
of their Difcourfe laft Night, as far as I could remember it. 

M. Oxenjliern had been with me on Fhnrjday , to fpeak of the gra- 
cious Expreffions his Majefty had ufed very lately to Sir John Leycn- 
bergh , wherein his Majefty was plcafed not only to afl’ure him that he 
would take Care of the King his Mafter’s Interefts in this Conjuncture, 
but alfo that he would fend the King of Sweden an Account of what 
puffed, as foon as it fliould come to Ripencfs. 

M. d Olivenkrantz , on Friday as he came to Town, lighted at my 
Houfe before he went to his own ; and fpcaking of the Affairs of this 
Conjuncture, and how little affectionate France is to them, and what 
Intrigues it is fuppofed to have with fome of thofe that have conquer • 
ed upon them, he Jet fall an Expreffion, which I fubmit to your Inter- 
pretation, when you will have compared it with the Difcourfe of laft 

Night i 
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Night ; it was, that if England do break with France , then they, the 
Swedes, cannot polftbly continue in the Wan 

I n that Convocation he told me, it was his Hopes to have returned 
hither by the Way of England; it happened by the Negligence of 
the Governor of Gottenburg , that he mifs’d that Opportunity ; but it 
d ‘pends, as he told me, upon fomc Anfwer he experts out of England \ 
whether he make not yet an JExcurfion thither from this Place. 

O n Saturday he told me, that M. Colbert had taken fome Pains to 
convince him of the Reafonablenefs of thole Propofitions that France 
made, and that < Tournay valoit bien me guerre i tho’ M. d' Olicenkrantz 
fpoke himfelf to be of Opinion, that if France fhould break upon Four- 
nay, all will judge it is becaufe it intends to begin the War again ’cro 
long, and therefore would not mifs a Place to enter into the Heart of 
tae Country. 

H t told me then likewife, that Lilliroed came over with him in his 
Way to France, that they met with his Paflport from the States, and 
Duke dc Villa Hermofa at Amjlcrdam , and is gone thither in all Di- 
ligence ,• that he hath Orders to prefs the Peace, and fliall by the next 
Poll receive the belt Rcafons they are able to give him hence, for to 
perfwado the French Court to accept it. 

He intimated that M. JJlliroed had been fent to the King our Mailer’s 
An.b.dfador there, as being a Perfon that hath been long acquainted 
with the French Court, and inftructed for the fame Ends by Mr. Mon- 
tague ; only there happens to be a little Embarrafs in the Way, which 
the King of Sweden will very fuddcnly take off by exprefs Orders (M. 
d' OUcenkrautz having been fully heard upon the Point),- which is, that 
he will conform himf.-lf to the Stile of England and France , and being no 
more but F.ncoy: F.xtraordinaire, will have Orders not to pretend the Hand 
and the ‘Pas of Ambalfadors in their Houfes. He, M . d Oliccnkrantz, 
took Leave of his M 1 her the 15 th of November, at the Camp before 
CbriJUanftadt ; ib that nothing can be new of what he lays, that they 
had i>l ek’d up Chriftianftadt with two Camps, the one at that Diltance 
from the other, that they could not hinder iingle Perfons from going ill 
in the Night-time, but that they did hinder all Succours of Men or 
otherwife ; and fo they arc in a Poll urc about Landfcroon, to prevent all 
Incurlions of that Garrifon into Scboonen. 

On Saturday the liilhop of Gurck favoured me with a Vilit, which 
was more than ordinary long j his Delign, 1 guefs’d, was, to penetrate 
Aliat the '1'erms are, that his Majeffy and the States General are agreed 
jfipon in order to this Peace he being informed from the Imperial 
Miniftcr at the Hague, that Mr. Thyme brought over a Treaty, that 
hath been fince agreed and ligned on this Side, but not yet communi- 
cated by the States to their Allies. 

H avi no no Manner of Satisfaction from me in this Point, he entered 
into a Djf .ourfe of the little Likelihood there was that this Peace would 
be lulling. 

Fir ft, F o r that France would do by it, as it did by thofe of ‘Pyre- 
nees and /fix la Chapcllc, breaking the tirft (in the Affair of Portugal) 
the very fame Day it was lign’d. 

Secondly, 'That France works fo deep by its Practices in moll of the 
Courts in Cbrijicneiom , that there arc no Hopes of making any Alliance 
or Guaranty, that will hold and be effectual to tho maintaining of this 
Peace if it be made j he gave an Inftance how France had the Art to 
lull the Emperor and Spain allccp with Propolis that were plaulible, at 
. Vol. II. N n . that 
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that very Time when the War was made upon Holland . And faid more- 
over, that the Emperor is at no Time fecure, but that France may bring 
in the Vttrk, in order to find him Work more than enough. 

Thirdly, Tho’ the Barrier ihould be obtained, as ’tis now propofd, 
taking in Tour nay, Valenciennes , and Condc into the Bargain, yet France , ' 
in the Condition it is now in, will be able in a Manner to lwallow up 
that Country, as it is without Poflibility of Rcli fiance ; bciidcs that, 
Spain w ill at laft grow weary to maintain a Country that is fo great 
a Burthen to it, and think of imploying thofe Treafurcs that are ft nt 
thither, in fome other more advantageous Way, unlefs it may be re- 
duced to the Conditions it was formerly in, of fublifting itfelf. 

Thf. Difficulties and Dangers of the War being objected to him as 
the other Extream, lie did not leem to apprehend them to be fo great; for, 
Firjl , He thought the Germans , if not diverted or overborn by the 
Turk, will give as good an Account of their National Valour as the 
French have done, and will be able to make Head again!! them ; they 
have fhewed thcmfelvcs a Match to the French all this Summer long, 
and bating the Misfortune of Friburg , the Marquifs de Crcqui found 
himfelf obliged to refpeCt the German Army ,* info.nuch that M. Colbert 
complemented him, the Bifhop, upon the Valour of both Nations, 
as equal in the Bufinefs of Cohersbcrgc. 

Secondly , That the Force of thefe States, both by Sea and hand, 
was, as it were, the other Arm of this Confederacy, and was conlide- 
rable in Proportion ; and that if England did come in, France Ihould 
find itfelf extreamly overmatch’d j he making little Doubt of this laft, 
being informed that England armed very powerfully both by Sea and 
Land. 

Thirdly , The Sinews of War being Men and Money, it is vifible 
that France would not have Recourfe to England , Switzerland , Portu- 
gal, and Italv , for Recruits, with that Application that it hath done 
thefe Years paft, but that the French do fail apace. And for Money, 
if England break with them, then the Vent of their Wines, and other 
Commodities of their Growth, (which are their Indies) will fail them ; 
and that it will be fo, he hath one Argument he faith more, which is, 
that in England they hearken after the Means of opening the Rhine , 
which is very feafiblc, and would bring Rheniflj W inc at much better 
Rates than any French Wine is. 

Being told of the Poflibility there was of fome of the Partie 
changing Sides, and new ones declaring themfelves, he was of Opinion* 
that in that cafe the Confederates would not only be fafer than now 
they arc, but draw more Advantages than now they do from fuch 
half Friends. 

T h i s Difcourfe being fpun to about two Hours long, made me refleft 
much upon what M. j Blafpiel had told me, that fome of the Allies com- 
plain very much of the Mediation, that they do not acquaint them 
with what pafles ; and what M. Petcum told me, (all three tvithin the 
Compafs of this Week) that they, the Allies, are filent towards them, 
the TJancs : And 1 fubmit it to you to judge, whether any Peace that 
can be procured for that Party, as Things now ftand, will pleafe them; 
and if it come to their Turn here to have a Vote inf it, they will not 
rather put it back than forwards. 

M. Somnitz on Saturday made a folemn Profcflion to me, that the 
Elector his Maftcr ddires nothing but to be fecure in his fcftates ; that 
he had not undertaken this War to enlarge his Territories ,• that the 
Prince of Orange told him, M. Somnitz, when he was lately at the 

Hague, 
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Haptic, that his Majefty had a fpccial Care and Concern, of the Elector $ 
and therefore that he dclired me moil hnmbly to represent to his Mi- 
jelly, that the Elector’s Confidence is perfectly in his Majefty ’$ Care and 
Protection. I am, the.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 14 tb 3 I have not any from you 
to acknowledge. 

On ' 1 ‘ticfday M. Hcugh took an Hour of me, to acquaint me with 
the Orders he had lately received from his Court, touching the Pafiage 
of the Swcd/Jh Letters, to this EflfcCt : 

T nat w hcrcas the firlt Orders of the King of 'Denmark were, that 
his Ambalfadors here fhould infill to have the Rcciproque for the Letters 
of that Court into Norway , now they lliould delift wholly from that 
Demand and fo from another Article, which was, that this Liberty 
to the Swedes lliould Jail but for fix Months Time, and that in lieu of 
thefe two Points, no more lliould be demanded of the Swedes , but to 
give it in Writing under their Hands, that they will not make Ufe of 
this Liberty for the Conveyance of any Letters, but thofe that lliall 
relate to the Negotiation at Nimeguen. He told me, the King his 
Mailer was come to this Refolution, becatife of the Likelihood there is, 
that there may be Propolitions and Overtures of Peace put to them by 
his Majelly’s Mediation ’ere it be long. 

YrsTtRDAY I communicated this Refolution to the SwediJJj Am- 
bafiadors, and they have taken Time to deliberate upon it, and to 
give me their Anfwer. 

M. Colbert , in a Vilit he gave me on ‘ Tttcfday Night, entered prefently 
into a Difcourfe of the Breach that the Allies do expcCt will fuddenly 
be between England and France : He fpoke largely, 

Fuji, Of the Uncertainty of War in general, and of the little Pofll- 
bility there is of the Englifh to be able to fublift, much lefs to do any 
Thing confidcrable in the Span/JJ.) Netherlands , cfpccially if the French 
can get but two Places more than they have in it. 

Secondly , Of the U nrcafonablenefs of expecting, that the French 
lliould part with \ Tournay ; and he is confident there is no Man in the 
Clouncil of the King his Mailer, that dares advife him to hearken to 
tpiy fuch Propofition, and would be prefently turn’d out if he did it. 

c Ibtid/\\ Of the many great Things he is willing to rcllore to the 
Spaniards and the Duke of Lorain , and if he rellored more, he would 
not be able to anfwer it to Ci o i> and his own Subjects, if after the 
fpending of fo much Blood and Treafurc, he retain no more of what is 
fallen into his Hands for the Security of his Frontiers. 

Fourthly , Of the Change that may be between the Parties them- 
fclves ; Ravaria* may declare, the Houfe of Rrnufwick being extreamly 
dillatished with the Emperor, may come over to them, and there may 
be fuddenly great Changes in Flanders , (for ought he knows) by the 
Revolt of feme great Towns there, and their yielding themfelves up to 
the King his M a lief. 

Fif/tfy, Or the Jealoufies that we have at Home, and the Uncer- 
tainty that the Parliament will continue always in the fame Difpofi- 
tion for giving of Money, when they find the War to b3 long as well 
. Yol. II. N n i , as 
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as chargeable, and of the clafhing they may come to with the Regal Au- 
thority, both by pretending to infpett how it is fpent, and to name 
Commanders, or at lcaftwife to recommend them for the War. Thcfo 
were the Heads upon which his Difcourfe ran, mingling very much 
with it the prefent Vigour that is in the Counfels, and Arms of 
France. He wiih’d himfclf very much in } England for fomc littJe 
Time, and doubted not but his Majefty would hearken to him very 
gracioufly upon this Subject ; but that which leems to trouble him molt 
is, that the Spaniards and the States General would, he is fure of it 
he fays, be content with the Places that were talk’d of in September 
Jalt, and would accept of a Peace with having either lournay or Va- 
lenciennes \ that they might have made the Peace with them upon 
thofe 'Perms laft Summer ; and that this Difficulty about thofe two 
Places and Condc arifes only from us in England. 

I wifti there may not bo fomc Artifice in throwing the Odium of rc- 
fuling the Peace upon us ; for I hear it is given out, that the States 
General have religncd themfelves wholly to his Majelly’s Determination ; 
and that whatever Peace he fliall think fit to accept of, it lliall pleafe 
them. 

Tut Bifliop of Gttrck told me laft Night, that here is a Report in 
J own, (it is faid to come from M. Van Bcuninghai) that the Parlia- 
ment was to be prorogued from the 15 th to the 18 th. I had met 
with it before, and it is in every Body’s Mouth, but I perceive it 
puzzles the Allies not a little. M. dc Gurck fays, the League offen- 
iive and defenlive between England and Holland is a Thing certain ,* 
but the States have cxcuied themfelves to the Miniftcrs of their Allies 
for giving them Part of it till the Ratifications be exchanged. 

M. Cannon did me the Honour from the Duke his Mafter, as he faid, 
to acquaint me on Friday laft, with the Duke’s being upon his Journey 
for Vienna , in Order to finifh his Marriage ; telling me, that the Duke 
had written a I.ettcr to his Majefty, to give him notice of that Voy- 
age i but M. de Gurck w as not certain laft Night, that he was yet 
gone, the Hurt from his Fall not fuffering him yet to put himfclf upon 
fuch a Journey. I am, Qc.

Right Honourable Sir,' \ 

S 1NCB my laft, which was of the 1 7 th, I have the Favour of yours* 
of the nth to acknowledge; and therein his Majefty’s gracious 
Pleafurc, Avhercby he difpcnccth with that Point of his former Orders, 
for us to except againft Count Antoine's intervening and aflifting at the 
Meetings of the Allies, where w r e fhould happen to be prefent ; the 
Points of the firft Notification and Revifits refting ftill as they were. I 
lliall not fail, God willing, to keep clofe to the I.ettcr of his Order, as 
to what remains yet in Difputc. 

On F'burfday , the Swcdijh AmbafTadcrs were with me, to tell 
me, they would accept of the Temperament the f Dane is come to 
about the Paffage of their Letters. 1 have been with M. Hcugb twice 
fince, about a Minute of a Palfport for the Szscdtjh Couriers, and to 
fhew him the A (ft that the Swedijb AmbafTadors arc willing to give un- 
der their Hands, that they will not ufc that Liberty but in Order to 
the Negotiations of this Place. I have a Minute from him, but he 

took 
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took fome Exceptions at that A&, as not full enough ; but I hope at 
laft the Thing will have a good Ilfue. 

On Friday , here was with me M. Secerning^ to give the Copy en- 
clofed of M. de Loucoys Anfwer to a Letter that the French Ambaflfa- 
dors had written to him, upon the Offices I had palled about having 
the Prifoncrs taken at Mont-CaJJel fet at Liberty, they paying their 
Ranfom, according to the Cartel agreed three Years ago between 
both Nations. It was a Wonder to him, he faid, to find them at 
this Time fo fair in France ; having made feveral Cavils heretofore at 
that Cartel, and refufed to execute their Part of it. 

I did not expeft to have received the Communication of this Anfwer 
from him, the natural Method being, that the French AmbafTadors 
fiiould have given it me, fince the Inftancc I made to them gave 
Occafion for that Anfwer j however, they chofc to carry it themfeives 
directly to M. Secerning. 

He told me, he had been at them feveral Times, to agree the 
Treaty of Commerce ; and hath offered them feveral Changes in his 
Projcft, but hath not been able to fix them to any Thing j that M. 
Colbert and M. de Jjmcois have been lately feveral Times .... 

that M. le Vellier hath taken M. Colbert's Part 

againft his own Son, who, when M. Colbert alledg’d that the People 
of France would not be able to bear the Burthens they are under, 
would needs maintain there would be Ways found to make them 
do it. 

M. . Secerning went from me, as he faid, to M. cC OUcenkrantz , to 
fatisfie him in a Point that the French Ambalfadors give out here with 
fome Induftry ; they fay, that the Propofal of a Ccfl’ation of Arms for 
twelve Months was come from his Majefty to their Mailer, but he, 
M. Secerning. , had a Letter from M. Seuninghen , to Ihew him, that 
this Propofal was come from France to his Majefty, and that his Ma- 
jefty dehred no more than three Months Time for a Celfation. 

I n this Convcrfation with M. Secerning. , 1 underftood that a Courier, 
who arrived on Thnrfday laft at nine at Night, came to him ; he 
told me fo himfclf ; but nothing at all of the Occafion upon which 
he came. 

Yesterday M. cF Jcaux told me the News of Rugen , as being, he 
faid, much the more plcaling to him, and that he was perfwaded, it 
would contribute much to the Peace ; they have Letters, he faid, from 
M. de RebenciCy (M. de Fcuquiers's Son) that was in the Action : He 
v/rites, that the Swedes having gain’d the Francs Cannon, (being eight 
Pieces) had turn’d them upon them, and quite broken the Foot ; that 
2oco FJanifh Horfe were retreated to the Corner of the Illand, and 
they were purfuing them, and in the Clofe of the fame Letter he adds, 
that thufo Horfe had all rendred themfeives at Difcrction. 

M. XJlb.cn has likewife the Particulars much to the fame LffeCt ; he 
fays, they fought from eight a Clock till two ; that there are about 
a 1 000 kill’d, it foems thofe were Imperialifls , for fo M. d Olicen- 
krantz reprefents them to be j and that they refufed Quarter : All 
the reft upon the Illand (about joo in all) being made Prifoners to a 
Man. 

Being with M* Ilengh laft Night about the Swedijh Letters, he 
did not take notice of any Thing of this to me. He told me fome 
Srujjcls News, as that Mr. Qodolphtn docs not purfue his Journey into 
Spain> as was at firlt talk’d of j but is gone back, having it feems dif- 
patch’d the Bulincfs he was font upon with the Duke de Villa Hertnofa ; 

. • but 
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but that which he laid of the Count Puentes is fomething ftrangc j 
that having formerly refufed to haften his Journey into England, he 
would now liave gone in all Diligence, in Hopes that Affairs may be 
there more favourable for his Court, but that the Duke de Villa Her- 
m fa ddired him to forbear for fome l ime ; fuppoling, as AI. Jlettgo 
thinks, that the Spavijh Affairs there are already in a good Hand ; how-, 
ever, S\. del unites taking upon him to go to Antwerp about Bulinefs, would 
have given him the Slip, and pafs’d over into England ; but that the 
Duke lent after him, and let him underhand, that he muff not think 
of going ; and if he did, he fhould find himielf utterly difappointed ; 
thus AT. He ugh tells this Story : But Don l P. Ronquilldu Secretary hath 
laid, that he had taken his Journey in Dilquict, and was actually fei/~ 
ed on by a Party of 50 Horfe between Antwerp and Mar dyke . 

I took leave to tell you fome Time lince, of the Letters coming 
fometimes falter by the Way of AmJJcrdam to this Town, than by the 
Hague , we had an 1‘ixperimcnt of it laic Night ; M. U/kui flic wed me 
a J.etter lall Night of the 1 5 th from AT. dn Crop, adviling that the 
Parliament is prorogu’d for a Fortnight; this Tetter he receiv’d at 
Noon, being come under the Covert of AT. Oxcnllieru in the Amfurdam 
Bag. J do not expect ours fliould come till the Extraordinary arrive', 
that is to carry to the Hague the Letters of this Day, which will be 
between three and four this Afternoon ; fo tliefe Letters have the Start 
of ours by between twenty four and thirty Hours. 

Au that I can learn of this Bulinefs yet is this ; that there is a 
Capitulation, whereby the Town of Amficrdam is to have the Tetters 
addreifed to that Town delivered in the Letter Office at Amficrdam* 
as loon as any other Town whatfoever (tho’ never fo near the landing 
Place, as Rotterdam and the Hague are for Inltance to the ’Brill) liave 
their Letters delivered at their Office ; if fo, our 1 .otters that go in the 
Amficrdam Bag, are as foon, if not fooncr there, as thofe that come 
directly hither by the Way of Utrecht are at Aiphcn , (which is the 
firlt Stage) but of this Capitulation, M. Fagcl, the Penlioner’s Brother, 
our Burgomalier and Poll maker here, does not own to know any 
Thing: Nor how it comes to pafs, that the Courier from Avficrdiirtt 
makes better fpeed hither, than he that comes from Utrecht. Nay, lays, 
lie has been at Amjlcrdam to inform himfelf of this Matter, blit has 
not been able to do it. 

A 1. 1. that he fays is, that the Engliflj Letters come not at all at the 
Hague , but are font by an Bxprefs to Aiphcn , where the fame Poll 
changes Horfes, and brings them as far as Utrecht ; from Utrecht thert 
come two Couriers extraordinary ; the one at Noon upon WcdnefdayjL 
the other on Vburfday , to take our Letters, and carry them to the 
Hague ; the other on Saturday at Utrecht , and arrives here on Sunday : 
1o that when our Letters do not come in to Utrecht , by the Way of 
Alp buy before the extraordinary Packets, they mult lie there till the 
next Ordinary comes, which is on Friday or Tttcjday Night rcfpeCtive- 
iy ; fo that it is a mecr good Luck of a Supernumerary Extraordinary 
coming by Utrecht, if we have thofe Letters of the 14 th this Day, 
that came yelterday to Hand by the Way of Amfierdam , and be nor. 
forced to Hay for them till the Ordinary brings them on JVcdnefdav 
.Morning. 1 remain always, tfc.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

W HAT I told you in my laft (which was of the lift) touching 
the Eng/ijh Letters of the 1 5 th Current, is too true ; thofe that 
went by Amjierdam were delivered here Sunday at Noon the zo th, 
thofe that came ftrait here ftuck fo long by the Way, (at Utrecht it 
feems) that they were not delivered here till yefterday the 23 d about 
9 in the Morning, that is three Days later upon the Point one than 
the other: But to make me fome amends, I had not only fhc Favour 
of yours of the 15 th yefterday, but another of the 18 th, (this laft com- 
ing as faft as it ufes to come) for both which I moft humbly thank you. 

Complaining of this loitering of our Letters by the Way, as I 
did to M. Van Haren , (who return’d hither the Beginning of this Week) 
he fays, the States thcmfelves are often ferv’d fo at the Hague , and 
merely becaufe of the Advantage that Amjierdam hath got to itf.-if, 
to have its Letters delivered at the Letter Office as foon as Roterdam 
or any Town whatfoever , fo that truly I think it would not do amifs, 
to make fome Trial by the Way of Amfterdam. 

The Mccklenburgh Minifter was with me on Monday , and delivered 
me a Letter from his Maftcr, with the Superfcription I told you of 
reform’d : He has a Prctenlion to be eafed of a Toll, that the Swedes 
do impofe in his Town of Jfdrnemund, as well as to be repaired of 
the Damages he has fuffered by the War j that Bulinefs of the Toll 
turns upon fo many Hinges, that I delired him it might be digefted into 
a Memorial, which, when it is brought me, 1 fhall not fail to fend it 
you, and the reft of his Papers. 

H e told me, the Duke of Hanover hath a Gentleman here to look 
after his Affairs : His Name is Villars , he is a Major of Horf.*, but 
lias no Chara&er, nor does he pretend to Bulinefs ; but lor the Return 
tff M. Muller , he fays there is no Certainty of the Time, only he expects 
him (being his Brother-in-law) to be here ’ere long, and fo he docs the 
Baron dc ‘Platte, who is the Minifter 
I do not now trouble you to give an Account of my little Negotiation 
at prefent between the ‘Dane and the Swede about their Letters ; they 
arc both of them fcrupulous upon little Matters ; when we come to a 
Point, 1 fhall take Leave to give you an Account of the whole. M. 
Heugh having taken an Hour with me on Dicfday about that Bufincfs, 
entered into a Converfation of the Hopes and the Fears all Men are 
now in touching the General Peace j and therein took Occafion to com- 
plain downright of the States General, for their entering into a Treaty 
with England , aboflt the Affair of the Allies, and by Name thofe of 
Denmark , without any the leaft Communication with the King his 
Maftcr, or his Minifters in it. He acknowledged, that they, the Danes t 
had not the leaft Thing to except againft the Proceedings of England , 
as to their Part of the Treaty j but that they had a Tie .or Obligation 

upon

upon the United Provinces, which they ought to have better regarded! 
and obferved than they have done. 

This was his Complaint,- and I am told, M. Meyer croon was lately 
at the Hague much louder upon the fame Subject ; complaining how 
the Allies, efpecially his Mailer, had no Communication of what paired 
between the Crown of England and this State j but the Penlioiur 
Page/ wanted not a Reply that was able to iilence any model! Man ; 
it was, that the King of ‘Denmark had made Treaties relating to this 
War, and the carrying of it on, lincc his Engagement to the States, 
and a long while ago ; but that they had no Communication of 
what that King had done to this Day : T his, I fuppofe, relates to 
what I told you fomc w hile lincc, of a Complaint M. ‘Baverning made 
to me, of the ‘Danes entring into lecret Meafures with the Branden- 
burgber. 

Nor is M. Heugb the only Party that is dillatislied, for it was to me 
very vilible, in a Converfatioti I had lull Night w ith M. dc los Ba/bafes 
and Don ‘P. Ronquif/o , that they are dillatislied in that they do not know 
to this Day what hath palled between England and Holland . 

But they two, if l guefs rightly, have another Head of Dilfatis- 
faction, that is, that Mr. Godolphin hath made a Journey to BmJJe/s , 
and not to them, upon Suppofal that his Journey is upon the Conditions 
of the Peace ; but Don ‘Pedro is willing to believe, that it is rather to 
demand fome cautionary Place (he named that of Offend) for his Ma- 
jelly and in that calc, he laid, the giving of fuch a Place cannot be 
contented to, but the Treaty between England and Holland mul! be 
Hrll communicated, that they, the Spaniards , may judge how far it 
tends to the Prefervation of their Country. 

I, a st Night M. Colbert , in an ordinary Vilit I gave him, did me the 
Favour, in the Procefs of our Converfatioti, to read to me the greatelt 
Part of M. Bari lions Letter of the 1 5 tb, that advifeth the adjourning 
of the Parliament ; the Letter, as lie read it out of Cypher, fpoke 
fomething of Hopes, rather than Fear, from that Accident ; it was a 
Trouble to him, M. Barillon , that his Ma jelly had told him, ho w r as 
refoived to rccal the EngliJJ) Forces : He feern’d to difown. that M. do 
Rncigni lud any Commiilion for Bulinds, as is given out on that Side ,* 
but he referr’d thefo Ambalfadors to the more certain and quicker Ad- 
vices touching the Peace, that they have directly hither from their Court. 

M. Colbert feemed to be troubled likevvife at the recalling of the Ev- 
glijb Forces, as a Thing fomewhat boding, and of an ill Afpe&j bi|t 
fays, they had no Letters from their Minifters on Sunday I all ; and that 
the private Letters fpeak more of Hopes than otherwife : This 1 ob- 
fc-rved him to aver with Earneltnefs ; that the Hollanders w ould willingly 
accept of a Peace, upon the fame Terms that prance now offers it 
at this Time to his Majelly : 1 doubt not there is Care taken on that 

Side to undeceive People in that Point. , 

H 2 feemed not to be ill pleafed, that the Minifters of the Allies, 
as well thofe at the Hague as thofc at London , are Hill in the dark as 
to what palfes ; and as much, if not more dilfatistiod, as the Minifters 
of Erance are, in that all Thing? arc kept fecret from them ,• and that 
they cannot penetrate into any Thing of what «his Majefty projects 
within himfelf. I am, dye.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

H AVING not the Favour of any from you fincc my .laft, which 
was of the 24^, I have not much to write, there having nothing 
of Moment inteivencd. 

Upon Vhurjday I paiTed my Offices with the Spanijh Ambaffadors 
upon the Duke of Anguiens Memorial, which goes herewith, together 
with the Contra# of Marriage, King Caftmir of ‘Poland's laft Will, 
and the Princcfs Palatines Renunciation of that Executorlhip. The 
Spaniards faid no more of it, but that they would write of it with the 
firft Convenicncy to the King their Mafter. 

The French do treat the Communication, that they fay his Ma jelly's 
Ambaflador Mr. Montague made to theirKing, of the King our Mailer’s 
new Alliance with the States, and alfo of the Demands he is faid to 
have made, that the Englijh Forces be font back, with their ufual 
Heights ; and the general Opinion here now is, that this will end in a 
Rupture. 

M. Peverning told me laft Night, he had but fomc Hours before re- 
ceived a Letter to that Effect from the Penlioncr ; and it troubled him 
the more, he faid, if the War Ihould be continued, where the Thing 
in Difference between his Majefty and France is (as he had und-ritood 
by M. Cannon) within fo narrow a Compafs for France , as M. Cannon 
reports it, comes at laft to be content, not only to part with Valen- 
ciennes > but to yield up Vournay , upon Condition it be difmantRd. 
Hereupon his Reflexion was, that unlefs France Ihould provide by Ar- 
ticle, that it Ihould never be fortified again, a Million of Florins 
Would go near to make it as ftrong as it is at this Time ; and then, 
faid he, what a fad Thing it would be, to continue fo univerfally rui- 
nous a War, upon a Difference fo inconlidcrablc ; elpecially linco his 
Letters from the Duke’s Miniftcrs at Madrid \ and the Speeches of the 
Spanijh Ambafladors here, do fufficiently witnefs and convince him, that 
Spain will readily accept of any Peace that England can procure them, 
rather than continue the War. For they, the Spanijh Ambafladors, do, 
he faid, value thcmfelves upon the Arguments they ufe againft the Impc- 
rialifls , whofeera to incline ltrongly to continue the War; they remind 
the Imperialifts of their great Want of Money, even in the moft pr< -fling 
Dccalion ; witnefs that famous one before Philipsburgh , when the Duke 
of Jjorain was forced, out of his own private Purfe, to encourage and 
reward thofe that would, and did attempt upon the Firclhips of the 
French^ without which ’tis certain that Defign would not have taken Effect; 
and there were not fo much as a few Rix-dollars, but what the Duke 
of Lorain had in the Imperial Army, to bring Men on at fuch a Pinch. 

Another Thing was, the Spaniards have put the Cafe to the 
Imperialijlsy and ask’d them, how the Emperor and Spain would be 
able to carry on the War, if Holland Ihould do no more for them than 
they .arc bound to do by Treaty ; that is, furnilh their Qitota with 
13000 Men, and then leave them to Ihift for thcmfelves. 

Thus he fays the Spaniards do reafon ; and I muft confefs I think 
it is no more than juft' in Rcfpett to the Imperialifts for in the 
Convcrfation I had on Saturday with M. Kinski and M. Stradtf- 
tnan , they feem to incline to the continuing of the War at all Advcn- 
Vol. 11 . Oo turcs, 
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tures, sind be in Difquiet for that the Parliament is adjourn’d ; theif 
great Keafoa is, they expedt that fuch a Peace as this, will be broken 
within a Year or two { and in the interim , the Intrigues of France , in 
the llveral Courts of Chrijl endow, will have render’d it impoflible to 
get together again fuch a Force, as there is now on Foot to oppofc it. 

j\I. Pecx'ining does not declare himfeif fb much for a Peace, but M. 
ct Olive nkrantz (who gave me the Favour of a Vifit laft Night) feems 
to be much more : He fays, (as M. 'Beccrning does at every Turn) that 
a Town or two, more or lefs, fhould not fo break Squares, as to put US 
out of all View, and out of all Hopes of a Peace. He hath, he fays, 
Domcilick Rcafons that work with him ; for belides the prefent ill 
Condition of their Affairs, there is not one Man, he fays, that advifes 
Szetdcn to enter itfelf into this War ; he hath been ever lince unprof- 
p. rous in his Undertakings, and difgraced with his King: The groat 
inllance he gives, is in the Chancellor of Sweden ; he named M. Pott 
and M. Sparr ; and fioneral Wf angel in his latter Days, for at the Be- 
ginning he was right, and all along till he had touched the French 
Money. 

M. d' Olivcnkrantz, in his Converfation, fell into a Difcourfe of the 
breaking up of tins Allembly ; he thought no other Prince or State that 
Ihould undertake the Mediation, (he named ‘Portugal and Venice) would 
be able, if this Allembly were dillipatcd, to g«.t together fuch a noth' r. 

He (aid it was a Reflexion that himfelf and his Collogue had m. do 
upon the Rupture, if it fliould happen between Fngiand and Frame , 
that they, the Swedes, arc not fo ftridtly tied to trance , but that they 
are at Liberty to flick to, and make Ufe of his Maj 1 y’s M. d ation in 
what concerns themfelves, with thofc that have difprfhfi d them in 
Germany, notwithftanding the War that may be between Fn gland and 
France. 

Besides, they the Swedes have a Nccclfity of having a Protcf l ant 
Mediator; for that they fufpedt France may have a D- lign upon the 
Religion of their State, to have it changed, in Complaifance to what 
the Court of Rome hath prefs’d France upon that Point. And he thuiks 
France is under a Promile to alter fome Things in the T reaty of // eft- 
phalia, that are in Favour of the Protcjiant Religion ; becaufe the See 
of Rome docs to this Day impute it to them, the French, that the Pro- 
tcjlant s there have had fo good Conditions. 

M .Hciigh was with me late Jail Night, and appeared to be in a great 
Affliction for a brother of his Wife’s, his Name is Krangb , who living 
it leems in Schocnen , has had his Procefs made by the Swedes , and the 
Sentence of Deatli pals’d upon him, and is to he Executed, as having 
been an Accomplice w ith the Suaphans, that is, it feems, the Paifans of 
that Country, that retire into the Woods, and kill any body indillindtiy, 
that come in the Places they way-lay. 

M. Gioe, he tells me, hath already moved his Majcfty, for his Intcr- 
cclfion to the King of Sweden, for Refpite of Execution. His Ma- 
jefty’s Anfwcr was, as M. Hetigh reprefents it, mod gracious ; and it is 
upon the Effect and Difpatch of it, that all M. Hetigh' s and his Lady’s 
Hopes do depend. 

It was M. Hetigh' s Dcfire to me, that he may be laid low at his Ma- 
jefty’s Feet, as one that always hath had a Zeal here* and will have it 
every where elfe, to pay his Veneration to his Majefty and his Service* 
\vh reinfoever it may be accepted : That which he begs is, the Benefit 
of his Majcfty *s moll gracious Declaration, unlcfs M. Gioe hath already 
had it j for if Execution be refpited, and the Sentence reviewed, he. 

doubts 
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doubts not but his Brother-in-law will be able to purge himfelf* and 
prove innocent. M. d' Olivenkrantz (who, it feems, hath look’d fome- 
thing into the Bufincfs) acknowledging as much, and hath dofie the 
utmoft good Offices he was able to do, by writing to his Court in his 
Favour. It is certain, that M. Heugh's Lady, having not heard of it 
till within thefc three or four Days, is in a very great Agony, (the Igno- 
miny of fuch a Death wounding Pcrfons of that Quality beyond any 
Accident of Life whatever) and Ihe and her Husband do fingly and 
aljjfolutely rely upon his Majefty’s Royal Goodncfs, to relieve them in 
thefc fad Circumftanccs. I am,

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 28 th, there hath fcarce any 
Thing occurr’d here that can be worth your Notice, nor have we 
any Letters out of England fince thofe of the 18 th. 

I have had feveral Convcrfations with Meffieurs Ileugb and Pet cum 
relating to the Swcdijl) Letters, but have not been able to obtain more 
of them than their Promilc, that they will bring all the Facility in 
their Power to that Affair. M. l Pct cum I find always favourable to it,' 
upon the Rcafon of the Th ng ; I mean, that thofe who come to treat 
n Peace, as he is, Ihould have the Liberty of free Recourfe to their 
Mailer: M. Hough is very much foftened with the Scnfe he hath 
of M. d' Olivenkrantz s good Offices, lately done in Favour of his 
( Brother-in-law in Schoonen. I expcCfc the final Refolution of that Em- 
’ bally fome Time this Day, but fear it will not be fuch as the Swedes 
will clofe with. 

M. ] lough was carneil with me, in a Converfation I had lately with 
him, to know what the Holftein Minillers, who arc now here, would be 
at. He would needs take it for granted, that that Duke would fain 
enter here as an Ally to one or more of the Enemies of the King of 
J Denmark ; but I maintain’d the quite contrary as well as I was able,' 
and that he delirod to be admitted into thefc Treaties, Firfi, As a Prince 
of the Empire, that had Intcreft in the Treaties of IPeftpbalia. Se- 
condly, As Duke of Slefwyck , who had the Sovcraignty of that Dutchy 
veiled in him by the Treaties of the North ; and confcquently, had a 
Right that thofe Treaties refpe&ively Ihould Hand entire, at leaftwife 
as to his Intcreft, he, the Duke, having not on his Part tranfgrcfled 
them in the lcaft. 

T o this M. Ileugb objected, that the Duke had renounced all that 
had accrued to him by the Treaties of the North , and that in a folemn 
Manner, in the Agreement palled between him and the King of Hen- 
mark at Rcnsburgb : This gave me Occafion to tell him, that the King 
of Denmark being one of the Principal Parties in that Agreement, and 
infilling that it Ihould Hand and be made good; that, on the other Side, 
the Duke of Holftein being the other Party, and allcdging it was a mecr 
Force and Violence that brought him to fubferibe that Agreement ; he,’ 
the Duke, appeal’d # to his Majefty’s Mcdiation ? and defired, under the 
Protection of it, to be introduced into this Affembly > which may de- 
bate and determine, whether or no it be not againft Reafon, and againft 
the Law of Nations, that the King of Denmark , being Party in the 
Caufe, and pretending to diveft the Duke of the Sovereignty of Slefwyck,

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given him by feveral Treaties, fliould be judge at the fame Time how 
binding thole Treaties firft were ; and how valid, or rather void, that 
Renunciation was, that he, the Duke, ligned, under a vifible Force 
both upon himfelf, upon his Forts, and upon his Subjects, in all the 
Parts ot his Dominion, 

He re it on M. Hettph appeal’d to the feveral T.ctters the King our 
Maftcr had w ritten to the King of 'Denmark upon that Subject ; and 
when I told him, the Thing {depended at this Time before his Maj.hy, 
w hat Orders he would plcafe to give me, for the palling or not palling 
of the Offices of the Mediation upon the t Plcnipowvoii\ and the Propor- 
tions of the Duke of Iloljtcin ; he was pleafed to promife to himfelf 
all Favour to the King of 'Denmark , for that firjt, it was a dom Juck 
Affair, that the Agreement of Rcnslurgb hath already been decided 
in the fulleft and clcarelt Manner pofiible. Secondly For that his Ma- 
jefty had not interpofed his Offices, that he, M. Hatgb knew of, with 
the King of Denmark , but in Matters only relating to the Parties, 
cither Principal or Allies in this War. ! Thirdly , That what pretended 
Advantages foever accrued to the Duke of Jlo/flein in the Dutchy of 
Slefwyck, it was in a Time that was moll fadly calamitous to the lafi: 
King ot Denmark ; and that it would never have been fo, but that the 
Ufurper Cromwell did carry it on with the h'ghefl Hand imaginable, 
becaufe of the King of 'Denmark's Affection to Ins Ma jelly. In the In- 
terim, I expert every Moment his M a jelly’s PJeafure, what 1 am to do 
by Way of Office upon the lloljlcin Papers ; for lure I am, there is no- 
thing 1 ought to decline more indulirioufly, than the intimating that the 
Duke pretends to enter here as an Ally, either of Sweden or of France - 
M. Henri: difeovering to my thinking, by his laying, that from the 
Pretentions of that Duke, they, the Danes , are to take their Mcafurcs. 
for further Security ; that if he declared himfelf an Ally to any of 
the Parties in War, they, the Danes , would go near to think them- 
felves to have a fufficient Right to finifh his Ruin. 

Thirl has a linglc Letter come hither from Amjicrdam, dated on 
Saturday the z6tb, w hereby it is faid, that the Parliament was to be 
prorogued from the 28 tb now pall, to the nth of the next Month, that 
is a full Fortnight longer j you will ealily imagine, what Difquiet this 
raifes w'ith the Impcrialijls and Spaniards , who promife to themfelvcs, 
that the Letters which are to come hither on Triday next, and to bring 
us the Proceedings of Monday and 7 nefday laft, will bring along with 
them our declaring of a War again!! France . 

The Spaniards fay, tho’ Mr. Godolphin hath been much made of at 
* Urnjfels , yet that he went without that which he came for ; that he 
demanded OJicnd for a cautionary Town to his Majclty ; and that the 
Governour of the Low-Countries offered him Newport and Dixmuyde. 

T h e French, on the other Side, among!! other Arguments, difeour le,’ 
that his Majclty mull needs come to a Rupture ; and they ufc alfo this, 
that his Majefty will not know well how to refufe it, fince it is glorious 
for him to enter into the War at this Time, being to have the Hr ill 
from the Dutch , and Oftend from the Spaniards. I cannot fay, that 
this comes either from the French or Spanifh Ambalfadors, but it comes 
from feme of their principal Domellicks $ and tho’ I know you have 
all thefc Particularities in the fulleft and clearcft Light they are capable 
of, that is in a Certainty whether it be fo or no ; yet I cannot forbear 
to give you Part of this that paffes, becaufe it governs the Boitrd 
herr, and is the Subjert Matter of feveral ferious Advices, and politick 
Reflexions to thcfevcral Courts concerned^ 
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Just, now M. Heugh calling upon me, in Order to ad juft the Diff ■- 
rcncc between him and the Swedes , touching their Couriers, he tv. lls 
me, it is the Speculation of fome here, that they in the North are in 
a fair Way to a Peace: If the General Peace be made, they will bo 
fure to be taken in ; and if it cannot be General, but that England 
muft enter into a War, and Holland continue in it, it will be in tn;it 
Cafe their lnteroft to bring (as they may caiily do, being joy if d toge- 
ther) the Northern Powers, whether they will or no, to acquiefcc in 
fuch a Peace as his Majcfty and the States General fhall think rca- 
fonable to preferibe them ; for that being done, they may have the 
Ufe of all the Northern Force to be employed againft thofe that iliall 
refufe the Peace. 

T 11 e Friday Letters that came in this Day to the French , are re- 
ported to have nothing new in them, that King’s March being not then 
rcfolvcd ,• but the Untjfcls Letters make Mons and Ipres to be very 
much ftreightned, and in a Manner blocked up. 1 am, d)c.

Right Honourable Sir,’ 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 31 Ji part, I have the Favour of 
yours of the 22 d y tho’ it came not to Hand till the 2 d Inftant ; 
1 humbly thank you for it, and am forry to hear my Difpatch of the 
3 1 Jl of December is mifearried j I cannot imagine by what Accident it 
was ; becaufe I find that a Letter or two 1 writ to private Friends of 
the fame Date, came fafe to Hand in England. 

However, I hope the Duplicate of that Difpatch will let you fee,' 
what Point of the Holftein Bufincfs flicks with me > and you’ll pleafe to 
imagine, I am prefs’d about his Majefty’s Directions in the Cafe ; M. 
du Crofs having written thence in a Letter of the 15 'th paft, that I 
fhould know his Majefty’s Pleafure by that Poft, or clfe by the next at 
furtheft. 

I was with the Swedijh Ambaffadors on Friday , and they with me 
on Saturday , about the free Paffage of their Letters that Difference 
between them and M. Heugh , with whom I was yefterday upon the 
famo Bufinefs, fticks upon fevcral Points ; two efpecially, that the Dane 
cannot yield to, without Orders from his Court : The one is, the 
Swedes would have their Couriers at Liberty to pafs from the Ule of 
Femeren , to that of Ealand y which is a Trajed upon the Roll but of 
four Hours ; the Danes would have them pafs from Femeren ftrait to 
Falftcn , and not come at Laland at all,* this makes the Trajed to be 
of eight Hours, and this the 'Danes arc immoveable in ,• the Way being 
chalked from Femeren ftrait to Faljlen, in the Orders they have from 
Court. Tho other Point is, the Danes have demanded of the Swedes 
an Ad in Writing, to remain with the Mediators, that their Couriers 
fhall carry no Letters, but fuch as relate to the Negotiation here, or 
to their domeftick Affairs ,• this the Swedes have at laft confented to ; 
but then, they ask an Ad of the Danes likewife in Writing, that 
this Liberty fhall be continued to them uninterrupted, as long as the 
Treaty lafts : Of this M. Heugh tells me, as well as of the former Pointy 
he muft write to his Court ; i’or he durft not prefume, he fays, to tie up 
$he King his Matter’s Hands, as it were, without his fpcoial Dircdions. 

Therb 
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There is a Point or two more not worth the fpeaking of, that 
the Swedes demand ; but thefe two abovementioned being finally inlilt- 
ed on by them, and the Dane not impowered :o yield them, the Bulinefs 
cannot be adjulled till they have new Orders from Denmark. 

It was my humble Opinion to the Swcdijh Ambalfadors, that they 
fhould get thcmfolves into Pofieffion of this Liberty for their letters, 
by accepting of the Pafl’port that the Dane is ready to give for their 
Couriers,- and in the Interim, to continue their Claim to the two 
Points in Controvcrfy j and the rather, for that the main Difputc is 
about Trajects, that for ought I perceive, neither the one nor the other 
Party are lo well acquainted with, but that the Report of a Courier 
that had once gone that Way, would be of great Ufe and Light to 
them, and might difpofe the one Party or the other, to as much 1'aei- 
lity as were requifite ; this they would not agree to, and M. Hcugh 
lays, they have a further View in it, which, 1 mull confefs, I 1 now 
not what to fay toj fincc they asked me on Saturday, not only to per- 
form my Offices towards M. Hcugh upon thole two Points and Ionic 
others, but alfo to procure Pafi'ports for thefe Couriers from the Lm- 
peror, the Brandcnbitrghcr , and the States General, the Uoufe of 
Brunfwick, and the Bimop of Munflcr , fince their Couriers may light 
fometimes among!! the Troops of lome of thelo Princes. 

But when I put it to them, it puzzled them as well as it did me, 
to fay, what Manner of Pafi'ports fhould be asked from thefe Princes ; 
for as it is again ft all Stile to grant one fingle Paflport, to we know 
not whom, and for ivc know not how many Journeys ; fo to fend fo 
many blank Pafi'ports hither, as the Swcdijh Ambalfadors are like to 
difpatch Couriers (which they pretend ft ml l be one a Fortnight, as Jong 
as the Treaty lalls) would be a Thing fearce known hitherto in 
Practice ; but their Resolution was, that 1 fliould found the Minifttrs of 
thelc Princes, that are here upon the Place ; and thereby difeover, 
what they will think practicable on their Part in the Cafe ; of this I 
hope to give you an Account in my next, and to fend you w ithal the 
Project of the Pafiport, and the Act of the Swedes abovementioned. 

Tuesday's J .otters from Paris , that came here to Hand yefterday,’ 
bring the certain News of that King’s March ; it is not certain 
that he is gone for Nancy , but the general Rcndcvouz of his Army 
is to be at Sedan , which is guefs’d here to be for the Convcniency 
of his moving cither into Germany or Handers , as he lhall lee Caufc : 
M. Meyer croon whites to M. Hcugh , the Day before yefterday, from the 
Hague , that the Prince had told him that Morning, the War in Eng- 
land was as good as declared ; and the Letters out of England of the 
28 tb of January , 0 . S. did in a Manner fpcak as much, France having 
re jetted all Terms of Accommodation ; but we have no Englijh Letters 
yet of that Date come hither, and I fear we lhall not till Wednefday } 
tho’ I find that Mail, and the former of the 25 tb, arrived at the “Brill 
on Saturday Morning.

M Y laft was of the 4 tb. Yefterday brought me the Favour bf 
two of yours, the one of the 29 th paft, and the other of the 1 ft 
Current ; for, both which, as alfo for his Majefty’s moll gracious Speech 

in 
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in Parliament, ahd for the Journals that came therewith, 1 moft humbly 
thank you. 

I fliall beg Leave ftill to fbferve unto you, the Difadvantage we arc 
under (I am not alone in it)), in that our Letters do not come by the 
Way of Amflerdam ; for thofc EftgHJh Letters of the 25th and 29th 
that came that Way, (as the Holftein Min liters had of both Dates from 
M. dn Cro(s) were delivered here on Saturday at Noon ; thole that came 
ltrait here dirc&ly from the Hr til, ftuck at Utrccbt ; and becuufc they 
did not arrive there Time enough to be taken up by the slmftcrdam 
Extraordinary, they were not dittributed here till yeherday at nine a 
Clock ; fo that thofe Minifters could tell every Thing on Sunday, that 
had pafs’d the two firll Days in Parliament, and fo could as m ny lv re 
as had Letters from Merchants at ytynjlcrdam ; but all oth r Ambalia* 
dors, as 'it happened, knew nothing of Certainty, no more than my fed, 
till yellerday Morning. 

M. JJlken being with me on 'Ttiejday , in Hopes that I had received 
by your Letters, of the 25 lb or 2 6th, his Majefty ’s Ord- rs, to perform 
my Offices with the Dane, in the Affair of that Duke, told me, that 
tho’ there was a Probability of a Rupture between us and France , yet 
that his Maj' lty’s Mediation in the North will (till fubfift. 

That the Northern Kings will now ealily be reconciled ; for that 
Sweden can do no great Matter, and the Dane will not be able to take 
the Field this Year, Lnncnburgh having refufed him their Troops ; nor 
will all that he hopes from Munfter ttand him in any great ftead. 'lhat 
the Houfe of Hrmjwick will take a Sum of Money inftead of their 
Conqueft ; but that the Elector of Hrandenbureb will opiniutre himfelf 
to the utmoft, rather than part with Stetin ; however, that all thole 
1 arties will » adily hearken to any Thing his Majefty Ih&ll propofe at 
this Time. That the Duke of Holftein would very readily imploy him- 
felf with the Swede, to difpofe him to all Compliance with his Majefty ’s 
Delircs ,• he did rot own that he had Orders to advance any T hing of 
this i but methought he delivered it, as having fomething more in it 
than his own private Judgment. 

Yesterday was with me M. d Olivcnkrantz , defiring my Cover to 
a Letter of theirs of great Importance, as he faid ; which I recommended 
to Sir John Paul; he defired he would return it back again, unlcfs he 
could be allured it would be delivered to the Commandant at Hlzing- 
burg. After this, and the Communication of the News of the Day, 

' he told me, that the King his Matter had given him a Commiilion to 
take a Journey into England that he would have done it when he came 
from Scbooncn, and as he arrived at Amjlerdam , but that he undcrltood 
there, and hence likewife, that Things were not yet come to any Ripe- 
nefs i that lincc he had written to M. Leycnberg, and that Envoy had 
moved his Majefty, fo as to intimate to him, that M. d Olivcnh'antz 
would wait upon his Majelty at that Time he Ihould underftand to be 
moft feafonable; w hich he hoped Sir John Leycnberg would be able to. 
difeover, by fuch Means as his Majelty would be pleafed to allow ot : 
That his Majefty had hereupon given him a very gracious Anfw'er ,* and 
that he, M. d Olhcnkrantz, waits for that happy Difcovery, but dci.rcd, 
in Confidence, that 1 w j ould write a few Words of it. 

That which induced the King his M fter, he fays, to give that 
Commijfion, was the Conlidcration of the Dinger that the A ProtcJftant 
iCcligion is in, both by the prefent Defigns ot France , and by thofe of 
the Houfe of Juftria ; and therefore that the King his Mailer would 
jvillingly concert betimes with his Majefty, the Megns tjiat Ihould be 

moft 
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moft proper for the Preservation of it ; itnd that he, M. d Olivenhrantz 
is particularly intruded to that Effect. 

Another Motive of this Voyage is, tjhat the Time now drawing 
on to renew the League between England and Sweden^ he hath Iri- 
ftruCtions for that Purpofe, that arc fuited to the prefent Circumftances 
and Conjuncture of Affairs, He could not tell me any 1 hing,^ he faid, 
of the Reflexions of the French Ambafladors upon his Majefty’s Speech, 
that firll appeared Abroad yefterday j but that M. d dvanx had told 
him, Things were now gone too far to hope for any Accommodation. 

Late in the Evening yefterday, Don P. Ronqiiillo favoured me with 
a Viiit, to tell me, at firft Sight, that he hoped we Ihould now become 
Allies : This gave me Occalion to tell him, that for ought I perceived 
from his Majelly’s own Words in Parliament, and from the Anfwer 
that is faid to have been given to Mr. Godolphin , we had not fo much 
as were to bewifhed, to build upon in that Alliance. He faid, he knew 
nothing of Mr. Godolphin $ Journey or Mellage, until he received from 
; Bnifjels the Anfwer that the Duke dc Villa Ilertnefa had given upon 
his Propolitions ; that they had fent the Thing to their Court, as they 
had had it represented to them, but without making any Reflexions, 
much lefs puffing any Judgment of their own upon his Majefty’s Pro- 
polals, or the Anfwer of the Duke de Villa Hcrmofa. The great Fear 
he would feem to be in is, that we in England are not lincere, (that is 
his own Exprcffton) nor in good carneft, to make a War againft France . 
When they, the Spaniards, are fatisfied we arc in good carneft, we fliair 
then And Spain , he fays, to joyn effectually with us in any Thing we 
can delire. 

I make Account that the Letters for his Ilighncfs the Prince Elector 
Palatine , and the Elector of Rrandenbtirgh , will be forwarded by their 
Minifters here on Friday Night ; but I muft beg your more particular 
Directions for the Letter to the Elector of 'Bavaria , in Regard he hath 
no Miniftcr at all, nor never had in this Place. 

Herewith inclofed go five feveral Papers, whereby you will fee 
what hath lately pafs’d between the Dane and the Swede , in Reference 
to the free Pallagc of the Swcdijl) Letters. 1 am, &c.

S INCE my laft, which was of the 7/#, we have no Englijh Letters 
come to Hand, tho’ we think here the Wind to have been fair 
enough for them. 

On Friday I delivered his Majefty’s Letter for the Prince Elector 
Palatine , to his Minifter M. Spanheim ; he was pleafed to tell me upon 
the Subject Matter of it, (the Ghickftadt-ToVi) that a Twelvemonth 
ago this Bufinefs was brought into the Elector’s Privy Council, when he, 
M. Spanheim y happened to be prefent : His Electoral Highnefs was then 
inclined not to oppofe it j that is, obfervatis obfervandis-y provided thofe 
who have an Intcreft be heard according to the Capitulation in this 
Cafe, before any Thing be determined ; that the Elector having for 
his Part but the fall Voice, was not like to come to a calling one. On 
the other Side, that the Elector of Brandenbttrgh having prefs’d him as 
much, or rather more than the King of Denmark had done, to give his 
Suffrage for this Toll, he thought, he was not to deny it, if the Things 

the 
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the Parties intcrcffcd being /r ally heard, and making appear any Reaion 
to the contrary, Ihould be( found reafonablq by the major Part of the 
Electoral Colledge, his Highnefs being follicited in the Bufincfs all that 
can be poiTiblc by the Elector of Brandenburgh , as well as the King of 
t Denmark , and having a Sifter of that King at this Time in his Houfc. 

M. Spanheim feem’d to think, that the great Strefs would lie upon 
the Oppolition that ihould be made againll: the Toil ; he thought that 
if the Circle of BaJJc-Saxc might be engaged to oppofc it as a Griev- 
ance, the Check that they ihould give to it would go near to ftifle the 
Thing j but the Houfe of Lunenburg}} , that has a Share in the Directions 
of that Circle, being concerned to juftify a new Ufurpation of their 
own of the fame Kind at Carlcftadt upon the Right of Wefer, they will 
rather favour this Exaction than oppofe it ; the Town of Hamburgh 
may do fomewhat, but their Intercft in the BaJJe-Saxe, and in the 
Electoral College, may not be great enough for this Bulinefs : That the 
Eccleiiaftical Electors, and Bavaria , have no Intereft to favour this 
Affair ,• and therefore that it is not like to fpeed, but to meet with 
feme further Checks and Delays. 

The fame Day 1 delivered his JVI a jelly’s Letter for the EleCtor of 
Brandenburg b, to M. Blafpicl ; he, M. Blafpiel, being immediately to 
go out of Town as far as Utrecht, to meet M. Room/winck/e, and from 
thence in all Appearance to the Hague j his Highnefs the Prince of 
Orange defiring to fpcak w ith him or his Collogue JVI. Somnitz , he did 
not enter into the ice ft Difcourfe with me about the Toll, excufing 
himfelf that he was to go to Jrnhcim that Night. Yet one Thing, he 
faid,, lie would not omit to tell me, which was, that there are thole 
that are not fatisfied (he would not name them) with the Addrefs of the 
Houfe of Commons to his Majefty, in the two Points of the ‘Pyrenean 
Treaties, and of the Trench Commerce. The Terms of the Pyrenean 
.Treaties, which were the moil folemn that were ever made, and upon 
the Performance of which that great .Marriage was founded, which 
otherwife never would have been, were Terms indeed that would have 
been very honourable and fafe, but fays, he cannot hope to live to fee 
them re-cftablilhed by a War j and cfpecially a War that hath fo many 
leading, and confequently divided Heads in it, as this hath : There- 
fore that to fee thofe Treaties reftored, is a Thing that may be wiihed 
for, but cannot be hoped for with any Reafon. 

As for the French Commerce, he laid, there was a general Luxury 
got over all Germany j that the City and Court of Vienna have more 
of the French Gugaws imported, than arc exported of that Country 
Commodities into prance, to the Value of feven Millions of Florins a 
Year : That tho’ the Emperor ihould be able to redrefs all this, as the 
Emperor does do all he can poflibly at this Time by his Placarts and 
Executions, and hath done it of a very long Time by his Perlonal 
Example ; yet that the French Wine hath been fo long and generally 
nfed, that it is not to be imagined that this Age can be reform’d to 
fuch a Degree as to live without it. 

M. Becoming difeourfing to me laft Night upon the fame Subject, 1 
mean tint; of the Addrefs, had his Reflexions likewife j it was, that 
tho’ this Country might be content to be without FrencbVf inc, yet their 
Navigation and diftant Plantations could never be without the Brandy 
of* France, all that they make here growing ufelefs and fowre in com- 
parifon where the Voyage is long. 

M. Cannon the Ijorain Minifter, gave me a Vifit on Friday , being re- 
turn’d from the Hague but the Day before, where he had been to 
Vol, 11. P p haften 
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haften bis Collogue M. Serinchamp for England ; he fays the Gene- 
rality of People there do blame the Spaniards , for not doling 
fooncr with his Majefty s good Intentions, (who might two Years ago, 
and even a Twelvemonth ago, have procured a better Peace for them 
than now can be had ; that the Spaniards do upon this throw the 
Blame upon M. Van 'jicunimjbcn ; for that being privy to his Majefty s 
Intentions, he did not acquaint the Spaniards with it; but he added, 
that the Generality of the Hollanders do promife themfelves a Peace 
infallibly, upon what the King and his Parliament have done; and that 
they would not have the War continued for 2 or 3 Towns in the l_.es- 
Countries. 

M .Gilbert favouring me with a Vifit on Saturday Night, began with 
bemoaning the Heights that Things are come to at this Time. That 
which he takes for granted in his Difcourfe is, that th-.y would have 
been very well content to let Condc and Valenciennes go, and had no 
fur ther Aim, as they themlelvcs give out, than to have Tonruay demo- 
lifhed. 

H did not believe the King his Mafter would have ever been brought 
to part with Tour nay, the ancient Patrimony of the Crown of Trance ; 
but that he was lorry to find all Temperaments are now rejected in 
Falkland i and the very Truce which the King his Mafter prepofes is 
rejected, tho’ the Truce he offered wiithout any Condition at all ; the 
‘ Dutch being to lign and enter into it prefcntly, upon Suppofal that tJie 
Emperor, the King of Spain, and the reft of the Allies, would acquit fee 
in tlie lame, and that in the mean Time the Peace fliould be treated. 
He told me, the Courier that brought this Propolition of the Truce, 
parted from ‘ Paris the 23 d of January (). S. and arrived in linden the 
28 th, the Day the Parliament w as adjourned to ; this refilling of the 
Truce is a Thing that M. d Avaux had complain’d to me of in the Morn- 
ing of the lame Day. , 

Another Thing SI. Colbert told me was, that the Subjects of this 
•State would be content with any Peace, and do moft earned ly delire it ; 
and that the Allies in their Allembly, according to the Account they, 
the French Ambafladors, have of w r hat palles there, have declared, they 
would be very well pleafed with a General Peace, upon thofe Terms 
that France hath offered it to his Majefty. That Don Juan makes no 
Secret of the Nocellity that Spain is under at this Time, to accept of a 
Peace upon any Terms ; it being impoftible, as Don Juan fays, in a 
Idler Time than ten Years, to bring that Monarchy out of the Dif- 
orders and ruinous Condition it is now in. 

He did enlarge much after his ufual Manner, in valuing thofe Five 
Places the King his Mafter hath offered to part with in Flanders ; but 
he added, that when the Reftitution of Forain had its juft Eftimatc 
likcwife, all rcafonablc Men would think France had done much more 
than could with any Colour be expected from it, by way of Reftitution, 
in order to this Peace. 

He faid, among other Things, that they were not fo fond of Tour- 
nay , but they would be content to take a good Equivalent in lieu of it, 
he named Luxcmburgb ; and for Lorain , he faid, they meant fo fair, 
that if they had conquered all Sicily, they w r ould hive given it to that 
Duke, provided that the Spaniards would allign him their Intcrcft likc- 
v. ife, and have taken Lorain inftcad of it ; which would have taken 
away all Caufe of Jealoulie from the King our Mafter, of the growing 
Power of France in the Mediterranean Sea. 


I know 
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I know, how intolerable a long Letter is to you in Parliament 
Time ; yet I fhould think my felf wanting to my Duty, if I did not 
give you the Detail of thefi Convcrfations, for that 1 am afraid the 
I'rcncb , who have no Mind to a Peace, and the Allies, who are W'ary 
of the W ar, may happen to confpire in this one Thing, that is, to lay 
the Odium of continuing the War upon his Majefty, or upon his Parlia- 
ment, or upon both. 

How difadvantageous fuch an Imprcllion would be, I perfectly fub- 
mit to you, that fee further than I do, what we are to hope from 
our Allies, and to expert from our Enemies ; but if thofe Things v hicK 
the Parliament dellres his Majefty would pleafe to ftipulatc from the 
Allies, do not prove in themfclvcs to be practicable, we had need to 
be fure, that we arc able to carry on the War to better Effect, than" 
all the Allies jointly have hitherto been able to do ; for if we a'-k of 
them unpraCticable Things, I fear they will not come in, and ft:ck 
clofe to us, and then it will be the Game of the French to bring them 
to make their Peace feparately, with this great Argument, that we have 
refufed thofe very Terms that Spain and Holland) for Inftancc, would 
have acquicfced in. 

On i! Word more, I mull not forget in M. Colbert's Converfation ; it 
was, fpeaking of the Difficulties his Majefty would have to get Sweden 

reftored entirely as it pretends to be 

I mention it, bccaufe I am perfwaded, they, the French , 

have an Intrigue with that Embafly here, as they have, I doubt not, 
with the Houfe of Rrunjwick. 1 am, c 5 c.

I * Have nothing to add to my laft, which was of the 1 1 tb y befides 
my humble Acknowledgments of the Favour of yours of the 8 th 
Current, which came to my Hands yefterday, together with the j Eng/ijh 
Letters of the 5 tb j thefe brought us his Majefty’s Anfwer to the Addrefs 
of the Houfe of Commons. I fhall not be able to tell you any Thing 
by this Ordinary, of what the Minifters Reflexions here may be upon it ; 
for my Part, it grieves me to the very Soul, that his Majefty hath 
been forced to fhew a Rcfentmcnt of that Degree ; but then, fincc 
it was to be done, it is done to all Purpofes like a wife and great 
Prince, and like a true Father to his People, letting us fee fully, what 
is our Duty, and what is his Refolution. 

I told you in my laft. Madam Hetigh is arrefted with the fad News 
.of her Brother’s being executed j however, the Favour his Majefty in- 
tended to her Husband, will be ncverthelefs an Evidence of his Royal 
Goodnefs, and will throw upon M. Gioe the Shame of betraying his 
Fcllow-Miniftcr, in a Bufinefs that went fo near his Heart. What 
concerns the Duke of Holflein y 1 fhall be fure to execute the next Mo- 
ment of Leifure M. Heugh has to give me, which I fuppofe may be a$ 
foon as this Poll is gone.

meant j but his Brother was fliot to Death the 18 th of laft Month, 
Old Style. 

Being to pafs my .Offices with him in the Hbljlcin Affair, and hav- 
ing opened the Bulincfs, he excufed himfclf from receiving the ‘Fleni- 
pout'oir, and the Proportions that l had in my Hand, and offered him j 
his Rcafon was', that he durft not do it, till he had confultcd with his 
Coliegue i for they having exprefs Orders not to enter into any Nego- 
tiation with that Duke, he did not know but that the accepting of 
fuch Papers might amount to an entering into the Bulincfs ; he dclired 
he might not, on the other Side, be underftood to refufe them ; only he 
dclired this Refpite might be taken by him without Offence, lincc it 
was in Order to deliberate with his Coliegue upon this Preliminary : 
He touched one Word, which I think is at the Bottom of all, it was, 
that if the Duke w r ould declare himfelf to be a Party to the War, 
they would not oppofe his Admiffion.

M Y laft W’as of the 14 tb ; lincc which, I have not the Favour of 
any from you to acknowledge. 

O n Saturday , M. $ eventing came to me in a great Alarm, bringing 
with him a printed Copy of the new Treaty between his Majelty and 
thefe States : It was printed at Frankfort , the Latin in one Column, 
and High-Dutch in the other. 

That which troubles him in it is, that the feparate Article relating 
to Lorain comes too light ; and that therein it appears, that they, 
the Dutch , do not fo fully comply with their Obligations to that 
Duke. It happens, he fays, that this Point is a Copy of the firft Trea- 
ty, bearing date the 31^ of December , 0 . S. and not of that that 
hath been lincc exchanged, and is the true Treaty. But the feparate 
Article, as to Lorain, is the fame in both ; this Print, he faid, a pub- 
lick Miniftcr had put into his Hand, being the firft that was yet come 
to this Town ; the German Poft of yclterday, will have probably 
brought a great many more of them, tho’ we do not yet hear of them. 

That which he intended to do, he faid, would be to aver, when 
more Copies ihould be produc’d, and objected to him, that the true 
Treaty is of a latter Date, and that this Print cannot be it ; he con- 
cludes it mull be fome of the Members of the States General that 
muft have divulged this ; that happens fometimes afhong them, . . . 

(that was his Expreffton) but never amongft 

the States of Holland i and tho’ it may ferve for an Anfwer for the 
Time, that this Print is not the true Copy ; yet he gives it for granted, 

• • that 
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that ho thstt again ft his Oath publifli’d the firft, will have no Scruple 
to publifli the fecond, when it comes to his Hand. 

H e went from me with a Refolution to perfwade M. Carinon , to go 
forthwith to the Hague, to fee there what M. Ser inch amp may be beft 
directed to move for in England, to repair this Fault ; he was Writings 
lie faid, to the Penfioncr about it, looking upon this Difcovcry as a 
Thing that France would take Advantage of, and will blcmifh the Cre- 
dit of the ‘Dutch . In a Word, the Alarm he feemed to be in was 
very great. 

Last Night M. d' Olivenkrantz, in a Vifit he gave me, complain’d 
very mucli of fomc Rcprcfentations that had been made by M. Baril/on 
on that Side, wherein there is a great deal of Wrong done, not only 
to him and his Collcguc, (in whofc Name likewife, he faid, he was 
come to fpcak with me) but alfo to the King their. Matter, in this 
prefent Conjundurc of Affairs. 

One 'Filing is, that they, the Swedijh Ambafladors, are reported in 
Hendon, to have rcjoyccd very much, that the French King had infilled 
upon an entire Rcftitution to be made to Sweden, in the Peace that is 
now in Treaty $ nay, that they had faid further, that that King had 
Rcafon not to make a Peace at that Time ; this laft, they faid, is 
quite contrary to their Judgment ; and for their rejoycing, it could be 
neither great or little, upon the Occafion that is pretended ; for they 
never had any certain Information of What France had demanded or in- 
lifted on in the Behalf of Sweden ; all that they ever heard of it was, 
that the French AmbafTadors told them once,' and that in general 
Terms, that the Moll Chriftian King would have the Rcftitution of 
Sweden enter into the Treaty that fliall be fet on Foot, as a Condi- 
tion, fine qua non, &c. that they thereupon thank’d them, the French, 
fdr the Communication, and told them, the King of Sweden would be 
well pleas’d with the News, w hen lie fhould know of it $ and would, 
,^hcy doubted not, acknowledge it himfelf : This is all the rejoycing 
tfi&t they can be faid to have had. 

But that which troubles M. d Olivenkrantz and his Colleguc too, 
above all Things, is, that M. Barillon himfelf fhould give out, (and 
this they fay they nave from very good Hands) that the King of Sweden 
hath taken an Oath, not to do any Thing at any Time, without the 
Knowledge, even without the Content of the French King ; nay, which 
is much more ftrahgc, if we Ihould believe it polfible to be, that the 
King of Sweden hath protefted, that if he Ihould lofc his Kingdom in 
this Quarrel, he w ? ould be content to command an Army in Germany 
as a General. 

This laft Thing, M. d Olivenkrantz fays, is too abfurd to find Cre- 
dit with any Body ; but to the King or Sweden's making any fuch 
T)ath, as is pretended, M. d Olivenkrantz defires it may be obferved, 
that Kings are not ufed to make an Oath, but upon reciprocal Terms the 
one with the other ; arid that the Kirig of Sweden is obliged to no more, 
but to make good liis Part of the Treaty with the French , they mak- 
ing good their Part. 

If it be true, that M. BartHonfytcids fuch Reports, as the Swedijh 
Ambafladors do perfwade thcmfelves 'he does, M. d Olivenkrantz takes 
it for granted, thftt it is high Time for them to oppofe and confute 
all they can fuch Surmifcs and Calumnic’s. It Js for that Rnd, that M. 
d Olivenkrantz came, he faid, to make this Overture to me, and - with- 
al j:o diielaim all fuch Reports, whether^ they came ffofy this Place of 
■jydmeguen, (as he fuppofes it very- much) or' frb&'othef Where, into 
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England ; they aver them to he groundlcfs and falfe ; and defirc that 
hisMajefly, his Minifters, and his Parliament, would do that Right to 
the King of Sweden , and to them his Ambaffadors like wife, as to be- 
lieve they will not in any Thing be again!! the Peace of Chrifi endows 
and that it may prefont ly return into it. 

M. d Olk'cnkrantz Conjecture was, that thefe Reports arc fet on 
Toot, upon a Suppolltion that ling! and and France are to come to a 
Rupture ; for the French do conclude, that in that Cafe, it will he 
one of his Majcfly’s firft Cares and chief Tndeavours, to make Peace 
in the North as loon as is polfible ; therefore the French , in Ord-T to 
dilappoint all fuch Hopes, do endeavour to make all the Imprcuions 
polfible in England, that the King of Sweden will never be brought to 
make any Peace, but fuch as France fluill like of, and be comprehend- 
ed in as Party principal. 

Another Thing that M. d Olk'cnkrantz hath from England is, 
that Al. j B arillon hath exprefs’d himfelf, that France would be content 
there lhall be a Truce in the North , but it is not its meaning, that 
that Truce fhall end in a Peace ,• therefore that the Treaty that the 
French do now deiirc, and fo much value themfelvcs upon the Offer 
they have made of it, will prove at laft (lince it is a long one they 
would have) to be a meer Arnufement ; and that no 'l'rucc can have a 
Tendency to the Repofe of Chriflendom , but fuch a fliort one, as Until 
be no longer than is neccffary to compile together the fev> ral Parts of 
a general Treaty; that fuch a fliort 'Truce is not to be confuted to, 
till the grofs of Affairs be firft agreed on, and that with Certainty and 
beforehand. 

0 n Saturday Morning, wc loft here M. Scmnitz , Chief of the "Bran- 

den burgh Lmbafly ; he had been ill for fome Weeks, with an old Rup- 
ture in the Navel, being a repleat Body ; to that was added an Afthmaji 
and great Pains from the Gravel : He died in great Reputation of Pro-, 
bity, as well as Sufficiency. M. Oxcnjliern takes this Day a Turn to^ 
/hnjlcrdam about his private Affairs. ♦ 

7 ~)on l P. Ronqnillo , and others, give out, there is a new Engagement 
between the French and the Swedes , and thefe laft are to receive a 
Million of Money upon it j this Report M. d' Olk'cnkrantz acknow- 
ledges to be fpread at the JFague as well as here, but ftiffly denies 
the Matter. He feems to think, that if the Peace in the North be be- 
fore that, between the Spaniards and France , lie fhall think it worth 
his while to pafs over into England \ he having a perfect Underftanding 
of all the Intrigues of the Houfc of Brtmfwick , ‘Denmark, and Bran- 
dcnbttrgb ; for he fays, the Houfe of Brtmfwick fets up for a new 
Electorate. 

1 t is given out here, that the King of Denmark has exprcfly ftipu- 
lated, that his Ambaffadors fliall give the Ambaffadors of the Houfe of— 
Brunjwick the fame Treatment that is given to the EleUoraux ; but 
this M. Heugh, in a Vifit he gave me laft Night, exprcfly denies, the 
King his Mafter having ftipulatcd nothing, but to acknowledge the Jus 
Lcgationis in thofe Princes ; and as for the Treatment, all he has 
promifed is, to give them the- reft of thofe Honours they pretend 
to; but he will by no Means be brought to the other; but that it 
feems they cxpeCt from Spain , and they have had foroe favourable An- 
fwer from the Duke de Villa Hcrmofa. 

Yesterday M. Heugh came to tell me, that he defired, in an 
humble Manner, to be excufed towards his Majefty, in that he does not 
find himfelf at Liberty to take the Holftcin Propofitions and Powers from 
my Hands. * Firji , 
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Firfi, For that they, the Danes , have moft exprefs Orders not to 
enter into any Manner of Negotiation with the Hofttein Miniftcrs. 

Secondly, F o r that they hope his Majcfty may plcafe, from what the 
King of Denmark hath writ to him, to fatisfie himfelf that the Holfteiit 
Affairs are to be decided in another Place, where his Majefty’s Interpofi- 
tion will meet with all Rcfpett and Deference $ and this Place is intend- 
cd for the Parties in War to treat, and no other. 

Thirdly ^ That his Ma jelly hath given fo favourable an Anfwerfome 
while lince upon M. Gioe's Applications, that they, the Danes , cannot 
think it is his Majelty’s Meaning, tins Difference fhould be treated 
otherwife than as a Domcitick Affair, and in the Way and Manner long 
lince agreed to by both Families. 

Fourthly, That tho* they exped't no Anfwcr from their Court, that 
lhall give them Way to enter fo far upon the Borders of a Negotiation, 
as to receive the Papers I offered him ; yet in Regard 1 had pafs’d my 
Offices with him upon this Occafion, it tvas incumbent upon them to 
write, and know the Pleafure of their Court ; and therefore he hoped 
that it would not be taken amifs, that they excufcd themlelves from 
receiving the Papers till they have an Anfwcr. 

I prefs’d him to take the Papers de bene cjfc', for they could not 
(firstly fpcaking) write about them, much lcls anfwcr upon them cate- 
gorically, unlefs they firft faw what they contained j but this they would 
not do.

[CJINCK my Jail, which was of the 18 th, we have no Letter out of 
England, nor have 1 the Favour of any from you lince the %tl: 
Current. 

M. dc Gnrck, in a Vifit I gave him yefterday, fell prcfently upon the 
Treaty Printed at Frankfort, whereof 1 gave you an Account in my lall. 
He told me of another of the fame Tenor, Printed at Hamburgh, he 
would needs know my Judgment upon the Authenticknefs of that Print, 
and particularly asked me, whether there were not a latter lince ? 

I told him, I had never received any Copy either of the one or of 
the other from Court ; but that I had certain Circumftanccs that con- 
vinced me fully that the Treaty between his Majelty and the States 
was rather of the latter Date, than that of the Print which was of 
the this he acknowledged, might be true, but faid, that if the 

lall and true Treaty had the fame Things in it touching Fomin, as the 
Print had, it was a Prejudice moft abfolutely irreparable to that Duke ; 
for as foon, lays he, as the French Minifters lhall perceive there is an 
Alternative in the Cafe, they will be irremoveablc from that Side of 
it which makes moft for the Deprcfllon of that Duke. 

I took Leave to tell him, that luppoling there were fuch an Alterna- 
tive, it could not be found Fault with in the prefent Circumftances ,* 
for that more was <lonc for this Duke of Lorain , than ever the Empire 
and Spain could do for his Prcdccelfor, cither in the Treaty of Munfier , 
or in that of the ‘ Pyrenees . 

To fpcak nothing of the Pyrenees, which was in the Abfcnce of the 
Duke, and while he was a Prifoner in Spain, it was moft certain, that 
in the Treaty of Munfier , France chofe rather to break with Spain, and 

not 
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not to make up their Differences with that Crown, jointly -with their 
old Allies the THitchs than to rcftorc the Dutchy of Sarre, the Mdr- 
quifate of Nomency , Clermont , Stately, and Jantetz , and to rellore Nancy 
and fome other Places undemolifli’d ,• and whereas they, the French, 
fubmitted all Points in Difference (they were fincc over and above that 
of Lorain ) to the Arbitration of the then Prince of Orange and the 
States General, yet they would never frame themfelves to lubmit this 
Point to them, whether Nancy fhould be reftored fortified or not for- 
tified ? Nor whether it fliould be old Lorain alone that fhould be 
rcltored, and not the more modern Acquilitions, which France were 
refolved to keep to themfelves, I mean the Dutchy of j Bar-re, the Mar- 
qu ilat e of Nomency, Clermont , Stenay, and Jamctz ; which the French 
at this Time, as far as I can perceive, are content to rellore. 

H e fpoke little to that Part of the Mr.njlcr Treaty, but concluded, 
that if the Duke of Ijorain was reftored on fuch Conditions, he might 
be fetch’d away at any Time to the Ballile in Fans ; bolides, that the 
Empire would have no Manner of Cover on that Side, wherein it was 
molt concern’d to have it. 

Vet it is obvious enough, that if France at that Time, I mean in 
January 1647-8, when it w as running as fall as it could go into Civil 
\\'ar, and when the Finances were in the greateft Difordcr prflible, 
in a War declared again!! Spain ever fincc the Year 1635, but carried 
on againft it and the Empire underhand almoft 20 Years before, held 
the then Duke of Lorain to fuch hard Terms, it is hardly to be expect- 
ed they can now' be brought to more favourable ones, than thole in the 
wor /1 Side of the Alternative : His Anfwer was, that the Duke of Lo- 
rain being a Prince of that Merit all the World allows him to be of, 
deferves a better Treatment ; and fincc this Print is but a fpurioi k 
Copy, he hopes that the Applications of M. Scr inchamp, (who was 
advifed by the laft Poll, of the feparate Article that concerns the Dukcj 
his Mailer) will come Time enough to obtain of his Majelly to altd* 
that Article as it is now penn’d, to intercecd more effectually for a Prince 
that deferves fo well. 

M. de Gitrck could not forbear taxing the States for having fo fmall 
a Regard of the Duke, but much more for Treating about a Peace, w ith- 
out firft communicating with their Allies in the War; and when I told 
him, that I fuppoled they had fatisfied the Miniftcrs of the High Allies 
that refklcd with them at the Hattie, of the Rcafon why they did not 
impart to them the Treaty with "England ; he faid, it was true they had 
wheedled thofe Miniftcrs with Pretences, that his Majefty’s Ratification 
was not yet come ; but now it appears, thofe were but meer Excufcs. 

From this Thcam, he palled to that of the Parliament, faying, he 
found nothing in their Addrcfs but what was cxtreamly agreeable to 
the Intcrcft of England ; he did acknowledge nothing could be anfwdFu 
to that w T hich hisMajefty in his Anfwer minded them of, touching the 
Terms of the Fyrcnean Treaties,- but he told me, he finds the 
Hollanders do declare themfelves abfolutcly, that if his Majcfty do, 
according to the Propofitions in the Addrcfs, break off the Commerce 
with France, they, the Dutch, can, and will do the like but I defired 
him to inform himfelf fomewhat more particularly of«thc mighty Trade 
Holland drives with the French Wines in the Ealtick Sea and how they 
cannot ferve the Plantations of this State in fcveral Parts of the World 
with Brandy, unlcfs they have it out of France ; and then to judge on 
this Side, how practicable fuch Interdictions fhould be : But to thefe • 
Particulars he did not feem to have much to fpcak, 

I per- 
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I perceive that he is not well pleafed that Things in Parliament go. 
on fo flowly towards a War j and the News he hath out of England 
tell him, that they have flackned their Pace ever fincc his Majefty’s 
Anfvver was put in. He feems much of Opinion, that in Compliancy 
with the Bill the Journals of the Houle of Commons Ipeak of again!! 
Trench Manufactures, the Empire may be brought, and is fo already* 
to be content with their own ; and gave Icveral In (lances of Frenchmen 
that arc come to work in Germany , now that they fee French Wares 
are forbid. 

His laft Wifli was, that if England would not make a good Peace! 
for ChriJlendom y it might enter vigoroufly into the War ; but he cannot* 
he fays, be pcrfvvadcd, that any Peace but a plalhrcd one can be 
made at this Time. He would needs pcrfvvade himfelf, that there was 
fome Kind of Agreement between his Majelly and the French King* 
that no hoftile Thing was to be done on the French Side till the Begin- 
ning of March , N. S. but that which he repeated pretty often was, that 
it was a hard Cafe they, the Emperor and Empire, who arc principally 
concern’d in the War, Ihould have a Peace projected for them, and they 
all this Time know nothing of the Particulars ; and he did not conceal 
ah Apprehcnlion he had, that England and Holland , if they have been 
able to fccure the Spanijh Netherlands fo far, as that no Place in them 
be attacked this Spring, they will be the lefs concern’d for the Attempts 
that may be made upon the more diftant Places belonging to the 
Empire. Thus he. 

There are Reports in Town, that the Spaniards have already under- 
hand made their Peace with France ; and that France , whenever the 
Peace comes to be treated, will endeavour to get into the Empire as 
a Member of it, in virtue of their Right in the Tranche Comte , and 
colfequently in the Circle of Burgundy. 

/l h e Swedes give it out here, that Count Antoine of Aldcnbitrgh is to 
jzi> over Ambalfador Extraordinary into England , what Ground there is 
lorthis, I cannot yet find out. 

Just now at no! the Clock, M.rf FJlrades gives me the Favour of 
a Vifit, and tells me, his Letters that were come in this Morning advile, 
that Charlcmont is bclieged for certain, and Namur not improbably in- 
veiled at the lame Time : This, he faid, would certainly bring a 
Breach between England and them : That the King his Mailer is not 
in a Condition to be forced by any Power to make a Peace ; that he has 
200,000 Men well paid, all his Places well provided, and that without 
any new' Impositions upon his People, but what are very eafy and almoft 
infenliblc ; and fo the War may be continued a long Time, without 
burthen ing them more than they are at prefent : This is his ufual 
Difcourfe every where , and when I told him that it was a great Pity 
tfflP War Ihould be continued for a Town cr two, and all Chrtftcndoni 
laid'waft with its Flames, rather than France fhould part with Tcurnay 
and Valenciennes ,• he faid, we had as good demand Paris as Vournay 
from his King. 

Being at M. Secerning s, to pafs an Office juft now for a PafTport 
to the Swedijh Couriers, in cafe that Bulinefs fhould finally be adjufl- 
cd, I found him ftill troubled at the Printing of the Treaty. M. de 
Salbafes had been with him yefterday, to make a folemn Complaint, 
that Sicily was to remain in Pawn till the Swedes were reftored ; fo that* 
fays* he, w e fhall have Complaints from all the Parties, that w r c have not 
done enough for them. For ought I know, they fpread this Matter the 
HMDre to inflame the Difcontent of the Allies * for I know for certain,

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that one of M. dc GurcFs Domefticks offered this Frankfort Copy two 
Days ago to a Jiookfeller here, in Order to have it reprinted. 

J u st now M. Blafpiel was with me, and read me a Letter from the 
Elector his M after, commanding him to do all Devoirs and Offices pofll- 
ble to oppole the Holffcin Miniftcrs, in cafe they fhould endeavour to 
bring the Difference between the Duke their Maftcr and the Duke of. 
Holflcin to be debated in this Place ; it belonging not to thefe Treaties, 
but being an Affair to be decided judicially, and fuch an one, in which 
there is a Sentence already given, I told him, thofe Miniftcrs had never 
mentioned the Duke of Flame , or any Difference with him, to me ; 
nor was there fo much as Mention made of him in their Propofltions.

S INCE my laft, which was of the zijl, I have the Favour of yours 
of the 1 Current to acknowledge. 

It brought me his Ma jelly’s Letter to the King of Sweden^ Time 
enough to put it into M. Heug/js Hands, before the Poll of that Day 
went off j he received it with the deepeft Veneration poffible, and dc- 
lired, that all Things that can be laid to exprefs a moft humble Scnfe 
of his Ma jelly’s molt Royal Goodnefs, may be faid in l.is Behalf; the 
Report that his Brother-in-law is not executed bears up ftill ; but lie 
knows not how to believe it, the Account that was font him from his 
Court being fo particular. 

I lhall not repeat any Thing of what is in my former Diipatcfu % 
touching the Offices I have pafs’d with M. Hengb about the Ho/Jle. \n 
Buflncfs ; only I will add, that M. Hengb told me on Dbnrjday i/uu, 
that whereas he had given an Account to his Court, of my having 
pafs’d thofe Offices, and had charg’d himfelf upon my Inftance to write 
about them, he had already receiv’d an Anfwer, tho’ not to thofe 
Letters, yet upon the Point in Qucltion ; which was, by no Means to enter 
fo far into the Negotiation, as to take from my Hands any Powers or 
Propofltions, that I fhould prefs upon him, from the Holfieiners. So that 
that Buflncfs Hands there. And fo that other Buflncfs about the Swedifls 
Letters and Couriers is like to Hick ; for the Swedes having prefs’d, that 
their Paffage might be from Femcren to Laland , and not to Falfler , and 
that the Danes fliould give them an Adi in Writing, that this Con- 
ceflion of theirs fliould laft as long as this Treaty lafted, (with one or 
two little Things more) M. Hough told me on Thurfday laft, that h*. : 
ing reprefented thefe Advices of the Swedes to their Court, he h iin- 
fwered, that he and his Collegue are already gone beyond their Orders, 
and that nothing more will be yielded on the Danes Side. 

I acquainted M. d Olhcnkrantz on Saturday with this Anfwer, as 
alfo with the Succcfs of my Offices with the Imperialijls , M. Blafpiel^ 
and M. Beverning ; the Swedes have dofired me to move them for Palf- 
ports, upon Suppofal they might agree with the Dane ; I did it : The 
Imperialijls and Brandenburgbers promifed to write, and were confident 
to receive a favourable Anfwer : M. Bevcrning defired a Minute of a 
Paffport as the Swedes w ould have it, and undertook it fliould be dif- 
patched forthwith. 


M. dO l hen- 
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M. d Qlivcnkrantz would needs lay the Blame of this Difficulty upon 
the ( Dane i faying, they thought to have accroach’d the Bulinefs in de- 
manding an Aft from the Swedes , not to fend Letters by thofc Couriers* 
but fuch as ihould relate to the Negotiation here $ but that when they 
faw the Swedes would give an Aft in Writing to that Effeft, they would 
be fure to do it, by refuting an Aft* that this Concdfton ihould continue 
as long as the Treaty, which the Swedes demanded of them. 1 con- 
fefs, I was carneft with them to forbear that demand, and to get into 
a Pofleffion of the Liberty for their Couriers ; but they flood ftifF upon 
demanding fomething in Writing, fince lomcthing in Writing was de- 
manded of them, and fo that Bulinefs is loft. 

M. d OlivcnkrantZy in his Converfation asked me, whether I had 
not heard that his Collegue, M. Oxenfticrn , was gone to Holland , in 
Order to conclude a Treaty with the States General ? He asked me, 
he faid, becaufc Mclfieurs a FJirades and Colbert had told him, it was 
common News about this Town ,• whereas he does not find, that any 
bolides thcmfelves do talk of it. He told them fuch a Treaty might 
be as well made here, and better, between them and M. Secerning | 
but it was replied, that Silver croon is a fpecial Confident of the Pcn- 
fioncr Fage/y and that they mentioned not the Thing as taking it amifs j 
fince the King our Mailer having, on the one Side, engaged to lee Swe- 
den reftored, and being engaged, on the other Side, to do nothing but 
in Confort with the States General, it was but reafonablc they, the 
Swedes y Ihould get the States to confirm, on their Parts, that which his 
Majefty had promifed on his. 

M. Pet cum told me on Friday , but defired it might be in the utmoft 
Confidence, that he thought this might be a moft proper Conjunfturo 
to make a Peace in the North ; but the Dane defired no more but to 

a which were eafily done by a 

arricr from him in Schooncn ; that it is certain the King our Matter 
-vould be hearkned to with all the Rcfpeft and Deference pofliblc, if he 
fiifcmld move for a Peace ; and then all the Power in the North would 
be at his Difpofal, to be employed otherwhere ; and either Prince George 
or M. GnldenlieUy would be glad to command an Army of ‘Danes upon 
fuch an Occalion : He defircs there might not be the lcaft Ufe mado 
of his Name in the OuverttirCy it being a mecr Reflexion of his own. 

H e told me, that Count Antoine had his Credentials and Inftruftions 
thefe three Weeks lying by him, to go AmbalTador into Fngland ; but 
that Monfieur and Madam Colbert have fo reprefented to him the Ex- 
penfivenefs of that Journey, and efpecially the vaft Charge it was to 
them, that he has made his humble Inftances at Court, to be excus’d 
from going,- but as M. 'Pet cum thought thofc Excufes might not be re- 
ceived i fo M . d Olivenkrantz told me next Day they were not, but 
^hat he was refolved to go that Embalfy. 

M. Spanheim tells me, that here is a Report in Town, that the 
Treaty between Fngland and this State flicks upon a Difficulty, that 
thofc of Atnjlerdam have rais’d upon it j and that this is reported in 
the very Family of M. Secerning. 

Yesterday and this Day, the News of the befieging of Ghent „ 
and the Certainty that it will be taken, is all the Difcourle of the 
Town, and that with Di Hr aft ion and Amazement enough. I beleech 
God to blefs his Majefty *s Councils at Home and Undertakings abroad* 
The Dutch arc jealous of the Bilhop of Munjler ; he raifes great Forces, 
and it is not known where he has Money to do it * only he abounds 
ivith French Wine.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 25A&, I have the Favour of one 
from you of the 22 d. Current ; wherein you are pleas’d to take 
notice of fuch Letters as I have troubled you with this Month, and 
were then come to Hand. I perceive my Letter of the 1 7 th of the laft 
Month is, I know not how, mifearried ; I do therefore take leave to 
fend you a Duplicate of it ; and we fhall endeavour on this Side to 
provide ft ill by putting every Thing material into Cypher, that fuch 
Mifcarriagcs may not be much to our Prejudice. 

In the fcveral Converfations that 1 have had fincc my laft with M. 
Spanbcim 3 Rla/piel, and Seveming, the main Thcam happen’d to be the 
carneft Purfuit of M. Muller for the Dukes of Zell and Wvifcnhi.lt cl 3 in 
a Pretcnfion of theirs, that fuch Amballadors as they ftmll fend hither 
may be treated equally with the FJedoranx. 

The two firft told me, there is a Refolution of the Electoral College, 
in Anfwer to a Letter that the Emperor had written to accompany a 
Memorial, that the Zell Minifttr had given in at Vienna upon this 
Subject ; they fay, that as the Emperor’s Letter had fomething in it 
of a Rcfentment, that that Memorial was extraordinary in its Kind, 
lo the Refolution is very full and ftrong again ft the Drift of it ; bo- 
lides that, the jMemorial itfelf is apoftiil’d with Strictures by the Col- 
lege ; the Refolution is of five Sheets of Paper in High-Dutch. I hope 
to get a Copy of it when it is put into a more familiar Language, 
and I fhall be fure to give you Part of it. . 

It doth not appear that the Duke of Hanover , or the ftilhop tv 
Ofnaburg, have made thcmfelves (at lcaftwife in the Empire) Parties ; l 
to this Pretcnfion ; they arc the Dukes of Zell and Wolfcnbultcl on^jr 
that intcrcft thcmfelves in this; nor hath M. Muller , at his being here 
about a Fortnight ago, had the Satisfaction lie expected from the 
Impcrialijls 3 the Spaniards , or the Danes , to whom lie applied himfelf 
levcrally, as having fome Grounds to hope, they might be difpofed, by 
fomc Orders from their feveral Matters, to treat the Amballadors of that 
Houfc as the Eleftoratix are treated. 

The Difference at Hamburgh , where the chief Minifter of Zell 
would cut between the firft and the fccond of Rrandcnbttrgh , is not 
yet adjufted ; the EleUoranx alledging it to be a pure Innovation. It 
hath been practis’d quite otherwife in all former Times, and particular- 
ly at three fcveral Alfemblies fince the Year 1 669 3 and the Munjicr Mi- 
nifters, that every where take Place of thofe of Zel/ 3 pretend not to it. 

The Difference between the Zell Miniftcrs and the Directory v of 
Maycnce , continues ftill as it was ; that Minifter would have his Cre- 
dentials received from a Gentleman he fends, which is a Privilege par- 
ticular to the Eleffiorattx, and the Directory expects the Minifter fhould 
deliver it up himfelf, as the Miniftcrs of all Princes, not Electors, have 
hitherto done. 

It is a Style it feems of the Imperial Cities, that when they have 
an Occafion to write to an Elector, they do it in Parfchment j but if it 
be to a Prince, they do it in Paper ; the City of Ncwcnberg having, 
lately writ to the Duke of Zell in Paper, as the Stile ever was, their 
Letter was not received, but fent them back again, becaufe it was not 
in Parchment. 


I men- 
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I mention thefe little Particulars, becaufe they feem to be managed 
with great Heat ; and that it is fufpeCtcd, they have a Promifc of a 
Countenance and Favour from France in this Preteniion ,- it is obferved, 
that Madam de Harbourg is a Perfon of Ambition and Intrigue, only 
her Ambition meets with no manner of Complaifancc from the Princeflcs 
her Neighbours. 

M. Beverning is not well pleas’d with the Refutation pafs’d fomc 
while lince at the Hague , in Favour of thefe new Ambalfadors, when 
any ihould come from the Houfe of Brtmjwick ; for tho’ he fays, what 
is there delivered, is capable of an Interpretation, that will not much 
prejudice the States ; yet the States arc in this Cafe mod concern’d of 
any other to look about them ; for, fays he, if we allow thefe Ambaf- 
fadors, when they come, a Treatment equal with the Eleiioraux , w*e 
fhall lofe the Point about which we Hand in Competition with the 
Electors ; for thefe Princes yielding the Point in all RcfpeCts to the 
Electors, and being content to come behind them, we cannot give their 
AmbalTadors an equal Treatment with tho Electors, but at the fame 
Time the Preference of the Electors, as to us, will become eflablilhcd, 
becaufe they are acknowledged on all Hands to have a Rank diltinCt- 
ly above that of thefe Princes. 

One Thing more, he faid, that the States can no fooner admit the 
Zell Ambalfadors to an equal Treatment with the Elcfforanx , but the 
Duke of Zell, and all the Princes of Germany , will refufe the Hand at 
their own Houfes to the AmbalTadors of their State, tho’ they do it 
not at this ' 1 'imc ,• only the Electors do it, and the Princes will be furo 
to do the fame ; and they will be no fmall Number, there being about 
15 Lay Princes, (a* Ncvobonrg and others of Electoral Houfes) bolides 
the whole Bench of Eccleliafticks, that have undoubted Precedency be- 
fore thofe of Brnnfwick. 

¥ I had fomc Difcourfc with M. Beverning . , and fo with M. Blafpiel 
~ Cm! Spanbeim , about fome Apprehcnlions there are, as if the Bilhop 
of Munftcr was not like to remain firm to his Party ; they all agree, 
there is little Strcfs to be laid upon his Conftancy to a Party,- but 
M. Becoming does not think he can fall off from his prefent Engagement : 
For bolides his general Treaty with the Allies, when he entred into this 
War, he has entred into particular Meafures with the Emperor, with 
the Brandcnburgbers , with the Dane, and the Duke of Newburgh, from 
all whom he does not fee how he will be able to break off. 

M. Kinski and Don C P. Ronqv.illo favouring me with a Vilit on 
j tnefday Night, the latter complain’d very heartily of the Treaty be- 
tween England and Holland \ as it is printed at Frankfort. It feems to 
me by his Difcourfc, that the Spanifo Ambalfadors here are not well 
either with the Duke de Villa Hermofa , or with M. de Burgomayne 
they find Fault with thefir/f, for having refufed the King our Mailer 
that Satisfaction about Offend , which he is lince forc’d to come to, upon 
the Reprefentation and the lnllances of his Highnefs the Prince of 
Orange and for the latter, as they have little or no Account from him 
of his Negotiation in England ; fo Don ( P. Ronqnillo has that Account 
from others, as to have no Rcafon at all to be fatisfied with his Con- 
duct; which, as fas as it tends to foment any Mifundcrltanding be- 
tween his M a jelly and his People, is certainly a wrong Mcafure for the 
Spanijh Affair ■, v herefore lie wilhes himfelf there for fome iliort 
Time. 

I was requcllcd yeflerday by M. Beverning , to pals an Office with 
-tf»e French Ambalfildors, fo as to acquaint them, that his Ilighnels the 

Prince 
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Prince ot Orange had ordered a Regiment of Horfe to march from 
Zntpben Side, and to pafs through this Town in their Way to the 
Army ; but his Highnefs had ordered withal, that they fliould not enter 
into the Town, but pafs over the Rampart from the Water-Gate to 
the Gate they are to go out at ; this is a fair Regard that his Highnefs 
is pleas’d to Ihcw to the Neutrality of this Place, and the French under- 
hand it fo ; bolides, a Diforder that happened here upon the like Occa- 
lion fome while lince makes the Caution more becoming. 

I take Leave to trouble you with the Papers of the Duke of Meek- 
lenburg-Szecrin s Miniitcr ; they are now in fomewhat a better Form than 
they were in at firft ; but that Duke being no Party to the War, I b 'g 
you will pleafe to favour me with fome Notice, how for his Majelty 
thinks fit to own the Concerns of this Prince, which are, to have his 
Damages repair’d, and that the Toll that the Smelts have been ufed to 
take at llarnemttnd, be taken oft'. I remain, &c.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 28 th paft, I have not the Favour 
ot any from you, yet I may chance to have fome coming this Side 
the Sea i for the Knglijh Letters of the 2 6 th, that are come by the 
Way ot Amjlcrdam , arc already arrived. 

In a Vilit I gave M. Colbert on 'Tbnrfday, I found him full of AlTu- 
rance that Ghent would be taken, and that Friges would foon after 
bring their Keys, and prefent them to his King j the Conference of thi.% 
he faid, would be, that by this Means the Way for all Succours froti 
England would be Hopped ,• and that if Fjigland did before think if 
neceflary to raife 30,000 Men, 60,000 would now hardly do their BuV 
linefs; and they w*ould be at a Difadvantage even with that Force, 
conlidering how the French are difeiplin’d, and ufed to the Wars, and 
the Engl ip) not. 

He faid, that his Highnefs the Prince of Orange had remonftrated to 
the Duke de Villa Hermoja , how impoftible it was for him to do any 
I hing, the Spanijh Garrifons having taken up fo many of his Men, that 
he has not a Force left to appear in the Field. 

M. Colbert made it his Willi this might produce a Peace, and he hath 
Hopes, he fays, it may ; there being no greater Impolicy to be com- 
mitted on the Allies Side, than to refufe luch a Peace as they may 
yet have ,• and to let France fee how great Things it is able to do, not- 
withftanding the Oppolition of all Fjirope. 

M. A Avaux leemed to be perfwaded, the next Day after, this great 1 
Victory (tho’ then wc knew nothing of it) would difpofe the Spaniards 
to part with lour nay, Valenciennes , and Conde, provided Ghent might 
be reltorcd them ; this was his Difcourfe to me, and of his great Hopes 
of a fudden Peace ; as alfo that M. Farillon was very much at Eafc in 
his Thoughts at this Time upon the fame Confidence. 

I do not find that the French do talk thus fmoothly to others ; for 
M. Chriftine told me, they had talked to him that very Day with much 
undervaluing of all that England can do ; they faying, that the King 
their Mailer had undertaken this, to ihcw how little appreheniive th* v 
Were of us. J 


On 
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One Thing I could not but take Notice of that M .Colbert let fall, 
it was, that fpcaking of what the Emperor might do in Germany , tho’. 
Things went ill here with the Spaniards , he fuid, that the Euip ror 
might find himfelf much mistaken in his Mcafures, and more Enemies 
than he dreamt of: thofe were his Words. 

On Saturday M. d Olhenkrantz came to acquaint me, that he was 
now rcfolvcd on his Journey for . 'England , only he mult flay till to 
Morrow in the Afternoon, that his Collegue M. Oxcnfliern has writ him 
Word he will be back from Jmjlcrdam } and then he will be ready to 
go by the next Packet Boat, but cannot hope to overtake this. 

He told me, he had acquainted M. d Eftradcs that Morning with 
his Intentions,, and that his Bulincfs would be, to prevent, as much 
as lay in him, the Rupture between England and France j that he was 
advifed from Sweden by a Letter two Days ago, which puts him upon 
his Journey, that he Should find his Credentials and Instructions in 
England ,• that the Marquifs thereupon told him, his going into England , 
if the Peace wont on, would be worth his while, becaufe he might be 
near the King our Mailer, to follicit for that Restitution which France 
hath made the Condition, fine qua non, (thofe were his Words) of the 
Peace ; but if there were a War, he, the Marefchal, did not know 
w hat Bufinefs M. d Olhenkrantz would have there : This M. d'Olhen - 
brantz told me, by way of Report of what had palfed between him and 
the Marefchal ; insinuating withal, he might, and would have Bufinefs 
in England \ tho 1 the War fhould break out ,• notwithstanding that the 
Marefchal did fee no Bufinefs he would have to do there : Nor did 
M. d Olivenkrantz tell me, by way of Account to myfelf, any more, but 
that he was now rcfolvcd, upon a very late Order he had had from 
Court, to undertake a Journey into England , as foon as his Collegue 
dame Home. He told me, he was certain (upon what Grounds I could 
mot difeover) that M. Fagel the Penfioncr had very lately faid, that 
/for certain England would declare againit France before the 20 th of this 
Month. 

That the Bilhop of Gurck , in a late Convcrfation he had had with 
him, had owned, how that he, the Bilhop, had taken Notice of the ‘Danes 
civil Way of threatning their Allies, in telling them, that if they do 
not fo and fo, as they would have them, they , the Danes , mnft take 
other Meafures. That to this M. de Gurck had replied, he understood 
well enough what was meant by thofe other Mcalures, and was confi- 
dent the Emperor his Mailer would be no Lofer, whenever the Dane 
fhould enter into thofe other Meafures. 

M. Cannon tells me, the lall News from Vienna is, that the Duke of 
Lorain was like to come ftrait to the Army, and not to go to the Tyrol, 
as he had before propofed. I remain, (Jc.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

S INCE my lall, which was of the 4/#, I have the Favour of one 
from you of the 22 th pall, and therein a Copy of his Ma jelly s 
Offer of his Mediation to the King of Denmark, and that Kings An- 
swer ; by which Anfwcr, the King’s Mediation in the Duke of Hoijleins 
Bulincfs appears to have been wholly declin’d. The coming of this 
lall Letter of yours three Days later to hand than other Letters of the 
* J • fame 
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fame Date, that came by the way of Jhnjlcrdam , makes me repeat my 
•humble Suit to you, that the Letters you lliall pleafe to honour me 
vitli, may be directed for the future by the Way of jlvnftcrdam. 

1 troubled you in my laft, with a long Account of what M. d Qliccn- 
krantz, in his Adieus to me, was pleas’d to fay of his Voyage into 
/ upland. 

I n mine to him on Monday, hcobferved, that he had no fooncr com- 
municated his Thoughts to Al. d Fjlradcs of his Voyage, but the Danifh 
Amballadors came acquainted with it and Count Jntoine , in Confe- 
quencc of what came to him from M. d FJirades (as ’tis fuppofed), 
declar’d on Saturday laft, that he had Orders to go over hence forth- 
with Am ball a dor into England ; and that his Secretary and Domellicks 
went away yefterday, to prepare for his Reception into London . Vet I 
find M. Stradtfman and M. "Becoming of Opinion, that he is not in any 
fhort Time, if at all, to go that Voyage ; but that M. JJndcnaw , who 
arrived here on Saturday , will be gone hence for England in a Day or 
two ; but 1 have nothing certain of it, having not feen that Gentleman, 
tho’ I perceive he has viiitcd Al. Becoming and (I fuppofe) others. 

M. d Olicenkrantz, in the Convcrfation I had with him on Monday 
feem’d to he full of the Intrigue that he fays is now on Foot between 
France and the Crown of ‘Denmark , it is carried on mainly by the Duke 
of Hanoccr , (who is a Prince of fo much greater Intrigues, as he ma- 
nages them all himfelf, not milling any otherwife the writing, cypher- 
ing, or uncyphering of his Letters) and partly by the Amballadors of 
France and Denmark upon this Place. 

Another Thing he told me was, that the French King would 
have been content to accept of a Truce for a Year or two, but not of 
a Peace ; during that Truce, he would have had Time and Art enough 
to break in Pieces the prefent Alliance that is againft him, belides other 
Advantages ,• but that he never meant to come to a Peace. » 

Last Night, in another Adieu he was pleafed to give me, 1 perceived - 
cd by him he would have me undcrfland, there is no fair Correspondence 
between him and the French Amballadors at this Time ; for it does not 
appear that he means to take Leave of Meilieurs Colbert and d Acanx ; 
and M. Colbert hath taken Occaiion to tell a certain Perfon, (that lhould 
be furc to tell it M. d Olicenkrantz again) that they, the French , have 
as much Reafon to fear thefe Swedish Ambalfadors, as if they were their 
very Enemies complaining highly, that M. Oxcnjlicrn , in the Journey 
he made the other Day into Holland , and M. d Olicenkrantz, in that he 
makes now into England, gave them, the French Amballadors, no No- 
tice before their going. 

I take Leave to lay thefe little Things before you, bccaufe I am not 
certain but that M. d Olicenkrantz, considering how Things are like to 
go between England and France, may let fall fuch Difcourfcs, that wc J 
may the caller believe Sweden is not fo dole tied to France, as is gene- 
rally thought it is ; however, tho’ in his laft Vilit he told me, the Ac- 
count he had given to M. d Eflradcs of his Journey was, that his liu- 
finefs would be to prevent, as far as lhould lie in him, the Rupture 
between England and France ; yet he was not pleas’d to take Notice 
hft Night of the common Belief here, that the Rupture is now as good 
as declared, and confequcntly, that he will come tod late. 

Yesterday M. Becoming favouring me with a Vilit, told me, how 
the Imperial EmbafTy had given h«m a Vilit, w r ith a Delign of entering 
into Lxpoltulations with him ; and Al. de (lurch delivered himfelf in a 
long premeditated Speech to that Eflett ; which was, to remonftrate to.*— 

him 
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him how unjuft it was, that the States General fhould enter into Mca- 
fures with the King our M after, and therein determine what the Emperor 
fhould be content with in the Peace, without acquainting him cr his 
Mini iters in the leaft with it. 

jy. Secerning faid, that finding they were come on Purpofe to quarrel 
with him, he was the more careful to contain himlelf in Temper, and 
did partly argue, and partly laugh it out : That he had told them, 
that all that his Mailers had done was for the Service of the Allies, by 
their Endeavours to bring his Majefty to engage in their Party j but 
that they, the Dutch, had made no Manner of Provilion for themfelvcs 
in the Treaty. 

H e charged them with telling them, that the Emperor their Matter 
had fcvoral Treaties lince that made with them ; and thole Treaties 
relating to this War, and his own Advantages in it, w ithout Regard to 
the Engagements he is under, not to make any Treaty without acquaint- 
ing the States General with it. Helides, he told them, that if the Em- 
peror liked not what they had done, he was at an entire Liberty to 
difown and renounce it. 

15 u t M. Secerning thinks there is fo much done for the Emperor and 
the Empire, that he, the Emperor, would be fatislied if he faw it ; and 
therefore that he had w ritten, that the King our M after might be moved 
to futfer that Part of the Treaty that concerns the Emperor, to be com- 
municated to fomc one of his Minifters, but with all the Injunction of 
Secrecy polnble. 

M. St r deft Jinan favouring me with aVillt fome Hours after, fell upon 
the fame 'Eli cam ,• complaining, in his civil Way, that the States Ge- 
neral had palled by the Emperor, without due Regard to him, and 
to his lntcrelt in this War; for it was hard, lie faid, to conclude him, 
tVithout making him in the leaft acquainted with the Terms ; for, 
ways he, the JJulinefs of Spain was fuppofed as a Thing ad jutted in the 
mrlt Place ; in the North , there was to be a Cettation of Arms ; thefc 
t\Vo Things being fuppofed, the Confequence was, that either the Em- 
peror mult have at lirft Word accepted the Conditions concerted for 
him, or die, if he did not, the whole Power of France was to pour 
itfelf upon the Emperor and the Empire. 

In this Complaint, M. Siradlfman express'd himfelf in general Terms'; 
that he had but a melancholy ProfpeCt of thefc Provinces, and of their 
lucky Hand to continue longer in the War, the Divilions in Holland 
growing greater and greater every Day, and the Poverty all over the 
Provinces being very vilible; inltead of telling me fome Particulars, as 
I asked him, lie was pleafed to appeal to the Knowledge I had of fome 
late Proceedings, lince the beginning of March , in Holland ,• meaning, I 
fuppofe, that w hich was reported here thefe three or four Days laft pall, 
""That the States of Holland had font Word to the King our Matter, that 
unlefs it lliould pi calc his Majefty to declare forthwith, they mull fubmit 
to a Peace with France qwcunqtie modo. 

I mull not forget to tell you, that M . Secerning (fmiling at aPaflagc 
in the French Gazette, wherein it is faid, that the Peace between the 
two Crowns in the North , is labour’d very much here at Nimeguen , and 
in good Forwardnefs, and that I had been intreated by the Dantfh 
Aniballador to look over the Treaties formerly made between thole two 
Crowns) told me, it w T as very much his WiUi that Peace were made ; he 
was confident his Majefty would be able to do it without any great 
Difficulty ; that his Majefty had caufed the States to be fpokc to touch-

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ing that Affair ; and that he thought it was their common Intercft it 
fhould be warmly purfued.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S I N C E my laft, which Avas of the 7 th , avc have no Letters out cf 
England, and know not when to hope for any, as long as the Wind 
fits as it has done thefe four laft Days, ftrong North and N. Eajl. 

O n Friday , M. Spanhcim told me, his Electoral Highnefs had lately 
imparted to him from Rati shone, the Communication tvhich the Empe- 
ror had laft made (as he ufes to do from Time to Time) to that Dyet, 
of the State of Affairs relating to the Peace. 

That therein the Emperor complain’d, how that he could get no 
Account from his own Mini Iters, cither in England or at the Hague, of 
the Treaty that had been made between the King our Matter and the 
States, nor of the Project as it was laid for the General Peace ; only 
that his Ambafladors at Nimeguen had font him what was imparted to 
them by the Spanijh Ambafladors, and that was all he had now to com- 
municate to them at Ratisbone. 

The Particulars relating to Spain were, as M. Spanhcim fays, much 
the fame with the Print that goes about, under the Name of the Treaty 
betAvecn England and Holland. As to the Elm p ire, there was this faid, 
that Phi/ipsbitrgb Avas to be dcmolifh’d, and Fribnrgh to be reftor’d ; 
the Project, as far as the demolifhing of Philipsburgh , goes very much 
to his Electoral Highnefs’s 1 .iking { and M. Spanhcim Avas directed to 
enquire into the Truth of it here. 1 

On Saturday , the Ho/Jicin Minifters being Avith me, to defirc me to 1 
move the Confederates, to interpofe their Offices Avith the ! Danijh Am- .i 
baffadors, for the admitting of the Duke of Holfltin into this Aflembly, 
told me, that they Avcre very furc that the Imperial Ambafladors here 
would get them admitted, if the Duke would confont to put the me- 
diating of that Affair into the Emperor’s Hands ; but that he would 
never be brought to take it out of the King our Matter’s Hands, av here 
now it is. 

M. Oxenjliern, in a Viftt he gave me on Saturday, told me, that Count 
Coningsmark is of late well reinforced, there being come to Stra/fund 
22 Ships out of Sweden, laden Avith all Manner of Provifion, and bring- 
ing a Recruit of 4000 Men on Board them ; that Coningsmark has taken 
fevcral conliderabie Polls in the Mccklenburgh Country, and is return’d 
with a great Booty of Cattle especially ; which will do well to nc\v^ 
ftock the Ifle of Rugcn ; and being thus reinforc’d, will be able to march 
10,000 Men. 

M. Ducker delivering me yefterday a frefli Memorial, for his A d- 
miffion into the Aflembly here, told me, he had feen Letters from Paris, 
that fpoke great Hopes of Peace, for this Rcafon, that the King of 
Spain had referr’d it abfolutely to the King our Mafter, to make fuch 
a Peace for him with France as he fhall think fit. 

Don P. Ronquillo told me laft Night, that M. dc Purgomayne advifeth, 
that he cannot get the Minifters in England to conclude a Treaty Avith 
him ; and that he has follicited his Ma jetty himfelf, that they might do 
it ; and that his Majefty had excufed the Secretaries in particular, upon 
their being taken up wholly Avith attending in Parliament : He Avas 

very 
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very earn eft with me to let him have in Confidence a Sight of the Pro- 
jett that M. de Rurgomayne had given in to England, till I fatisfied him' 
that I had never receiv’d or feen any fuch Project. 

He was much upon the Point of OJlend , and upon the Danger 

that many People, both here and in Flanders > do, as he fays, think 

there would be, in putting the only Port they have into his Majcfty’s 
Hands without a Treaty tho’ for his Part, he faid, he would have 
chofen to ufc fo great a Confidence, not only as being particularly 

acquainted with the great Senle of Honour and Juftice, that his 

Majclly has upon all Occafions ; but alfo as judging it would have been* 
in the prefont Circumftances, a ftrongcr Tyc than any Treaty. 1 re- 
main, (yc.

Right Honourable S 1 r 3 

I Have not the Favour of any from you by yefterday’s Poft, that 
brought the Englijh Letters of the 5 th of March, to acknowledge ,• 
nor hath there any Thing occurr’d to me here fince my laft, which was 
of the 1 1 th, that I can think worth your Notice. The Expectation 
here was great, that the 1 .otters of the 5 th Current out of England 
would have brought a Declaration of War along with them ; it being 
thought that the taking of Ghent would have had that Effcdt on that 
Side. 

M. Reaming, in a Conversation I had with him laft Night, docs 
confofs, that the Talk in Holland is very impertinent and wild at this 
Amo, both againft this Government and ours : It is feldom wc meet, 
kut he hath fome Complaint or other of the Spaniards ; that which he 
;iow happened to enlarge upon w ? as, that they in Flanders have decried 
and forbid tho fmall Coin current in this Country, and yet ’tis impoflU 
blc for the ‘Dutch Soldiery to fubfift there without it > the States offering 
to take back again all their fmall Coin in Specie , that their Soldiery 
ftf all ufe in that Country, and to return them the Value in good Money, 
or to come to any other reafonable Expedient ; but none would be ad- 
mitted of. 

Akoth’-u Thing is, they in Rrabant refufe any Burying-Placc to 
the Dutch (tho’ of never fo good Quality) that die among them ; and 
yet they are bound to affign fuch ilurying-P laces to the Subjects of the 
States in all the Spanijh Dominions, by an exprefs Article of the Treaty 
of Miinf.hr : I wiili we may have neither of thefc Points to dilputc 
with* the Spaniards, now our Troops arc in the Country. 

- ^ Speaking with him of the Occafion that made the Bifliopof Gurck 
take a Journey (v. hich I fhouJd have advifed you of in my laft) to ‘Dttjfel - 
dorp , bethinks it may be to help the Duke of Newburgh, in relation to 
his Son’s being Coadjutor to Cologn ; they, the Dutch, I perceive, are not 
without fome Jealoufy of the growing Greatnefs of that Duke, partly 
by marrying his Eldcft Son with the Emperor’s Sifter ; and partly by 
the Coadjutory of one of his Sons in Cologn ; and of another in Ofnaburg: 
Which Project, if* effected, may make that Houfe formidable to its 
Neighbours ; and M. Colbert, he faid, did lately obferve it to him, M. 
Reaming, that I10 might thereby better comprehend, how ufeful the 
Alliancej and confequently the Ties of France , might be to the States 
in that Cafe.

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Thfre is not, it feems, a thorough good Undemanding between' 
the Dukes of Newburgh and Lorain, and the Occafion of M. Stradtf- 
mins late Journey to Dujfeldorp, was in Order to labour with that 
Duke to fet Things right between them. 

The Dutch Minifter from Denmark writes, that the Dane makes 
Account to be early at Sea, and very ftrong this Year ; but for a Land 
Army, ’tis in no iuch Forwardnefs : He confirms what we have this 
Day from Hamburgh , that the Dyet at Helmfladt hath refolved, that 
the fourth Man through the Kingdom of Sweden fhall be armed. I fend 
you herewith a long Memorial” of M. Dttckers , which we had not 
Time to get written out by the laft Ordinary. 

I take leave to enclofe an Extract that I received this Morning from 
Mr. Skelton , of feme Proceedings lately had in the Aidiqnc Council at 
Vienna, touching the Gluckjladt 'Poll ; the Decree of the Court is, 
you fee, that it be referr’d to the Neighbour States, to inform them- 
lelves and certify within two Months ; this Courfe, by the German 
Writers, is made neccflary, before the Emperor and the Electoral Col- 
lege can come to a Determination one Way or another ,• but the Fear 
is, there will be a Surprize in taking thefe Informations. I was there- 
fore immediately to communicate this to M. Bez'erning, and he hath 
charg’d himfelf to W'rite into Holland, that their M in if ter s at Hamburgh , 
and other where, may be quickly directed to look after it ; the Elector 
of Brandcnbnrgh hath, he lays, given his Confent, that the loll fhall 
be fixt and levied till Denmark do raife a certain Sum ; and there are 
many Rcafons to believe the Houfe of Brunjwick will make a favour- 
able Certificate for the Toll. I acquainted Mr. Hyde and Sir William 
Swan, with w hat is done at Vienna j that, if they have any Orders to 
move in this Affair, they may be acquainted with this new Incident. I

S INCE the laft, which was of the 14 th, I have the Favour of one 
from you of the 8 th Current to acknowledge ; and do humbly 
thank you for it. 

M. Blafpicl' being return’d hither on Friday laft from his Highncfs 
the Prince of Orange, was on Saturday with me, to acquaint me of 
a Journey lie was to make (and he begun it yefterday) at the Prince s 
Requeft, to Berlin. He made it his folemn Rcqueft to me, that in 
Cafe his Majcfty fhould order any Thing to be propos’d here touching 
the Peace in the North, that M. Rcmjwinkle (the Brandcnburgh MiniftCF - 
now at the Hague) might be heard in the Elector’s Behalf ,• his Rca- 
fon he faid for this Motion was, that he had had Advice, his Majcfty had 
fome fuch Thing in Deliberation, and therefore thought it requifite to 
enter this Caveat, bccaufe he himfelf fhould be abfent for a Month at 
leaf ! ; and that in his Abfencc, the Elector meant that M. Rcmjwinkle 
^ fhould appear here for him upon all Occafions. 

M. Chrtftine told me at the fame Time, that the Peace of the North 
ftas a Thing generally defired by the Allies, each of them being like 
to have confiderable Advantages by it ; it would fave them, the Spa-

M. Fctcim enlarged much, in a Convcrfation I had with him on 
Saturday upon the fame Subjcrt, defiring 1 would write carncftly about 
it, and reprefent it as a Thing wherein his Majefty would find all 
Compliance from the King of ‘Denmark , and no Difficulty from Sweden i, 
which is drawn, he fays, very low, and like to be fupply’d but very 
poorly, if at all, by the Dyct lately call’d at Hehnftadt. 

H e told me Count Antoine was now rcfolved upon his Voyage into 
England, and ask’d me, whether the Count might not (peak with me, 
at lcaft in a third Place before he went. I told him, I was not at Li- 
berty to enter into any Expedient, until ' it Ihould plcafe his Majefty to 
take off the Reftraints I have been under for a long Time ; his 
Reply was, that it would be a Thing that might be interpreted to the 
Count’s Difadvantage in England ', that he had made that Voyage, and 
not paid his Civilities (which he was moft defirous to do) to his Ma- 
jefty s Miniftcr in this Place. 

M. 5 Petcum and I had fome Talk of his accompanying the Count 
in this Voyage ; which, as far as I can guefs, he would be very willing 
to do (for it is upon his Account, and for his Satisfaction, that he is 
put into the Commiflion here) but that he fears his Welcome into Eng- 
land would be as little favourable as his Difmilfion was ; however, he 
defired me to write carncftly, and not to fparc the ufing of his Name to 
his Majefty ’s Miniftcrs (if I thought it would be in the leaft confidered) 
for to allure them, that the Peace of the North would be cafily made 
upon any Terms his Majefty Ihould think fit. 

But for the Truce, (which is the Thing that is now at this Time 
talk’d of) they do no lefs fear it than they wilh the Peace $ it will, 
>Jb fays, have this peculiar Difadvantage among many more in it, that 
moCc that will enter into it, will not be at Liberty to difpofe of their 
Troops as his Majefty fhall defire they Ihould ; this was his Difcourfe 
and M. Cbr {/line's, tending to convince me, how cafie the Peace of the 
North was to be made ; but M. Blafpiel, tho’ the Nature of the Re- 
queft he made to me, and my Difcourfe to him upon this Subjert, led 
him to lay, how practicable or otherwife the making of the Peace at 
this Time would be, did not touch one Word that look’d like an Invi- 
tation on that Side ,• only faid, that a good Peace in the North would 
be welcome. 

M. Chrijline was confident, they in Flanders would take Heart upon 
the coming of our Troops among them ; and fpeaking of the Diverlion 
that might be made by Sea (which is the ordinary Difcourfe here) 
about jBourdeaux ; he defired I would take notice, and make what ufe 
^thought fit, of one Truth he could tell me upon his own particular 
"Knowledge ,* it was, that when he came through JBourdeaux, this Time 
two Years from Spain, there were fome there that, knowing him and 
his Engagements in the Service of the Crown of Spain, did open them- 
felves ib freely to him, as not only to complain of the Opprclfion they 
were under, but alfb to allure him, that if Spain would fend to the 
Number of 8000 or ioooo Men into that Country, the French would 
find fo much Work # on that Side, as would give the Spaniard all that 
in the Low Countries they could expert from a powerful Diverfion. 

, H e is 1 perceive upon returning to JBntJJ’els , having defired the 
French Ambafladors to procure him Paflports to that t ffert ; but whe- 
ther it be, becaufc that the Marquifs dc Tuentcs is coming hither to be 
Plenipotentiary for this Treaty, or for more private RoaXons, I cannot 
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tell ; but that the Marquifs comes hither, and Count Fgmont goes in 
his Stead in England , is a Thing refolved on, as M. dc los PalbaJes 
g : ves out. 

M. cl Jvanx told me laft Night, that the King his Matter writes them 
Vord of the -,jb Current, that he was then in Expectation of what his 
jvlefliige by A3, de Ruciyii into England would produce j he laid, the King 
his Matter departed not from his hr ft Terms, but would demand ]prcs } 
now he was to fu trend or Ghent : He, M. ddcattx, talks, as if the Ex- 
preA that the King our Matter lent into Spain the nd of January ^ 
0. S. (and is not yet return’d, as ho hath it from the Spaniards here) 
might poiiibly bring with him fuch a Temperament, as that the King 
of Spain would declare himfelf content to depart from fome Things 
that the King our Matter, and thole States, demand in his Behalf ,• and 
fo the Peace would be quickly m ide. 

1 told you in one of my latt, what the Emperor had communicated 
to the Dyet at Rati shone of the Project of Peace, and how' by that 
Project 'Pbilipsbhigb waste be razed, (jc. 1 hear that M. Stradtfmau 
fays, the Informations that they, the Jmperia/ifts , gave hence, was not 
fo politico as that Communication makes it to be ,■ the SpaniJI) Ainbafla- 
dors not having told them any Thing of certain ; nay, that all they 
collected from them had been taken up by Piece-Meals, and by the by; 
and it H certain, there was a great Coldnel’s between thofe two Em- 
battles ; be ea ufe the Imperialist were perfwaded, that the Duke dc 
Till a llcrni'ja did not conceal what he knew of the Project from M. de 
los Tudbafes \ and that they, the Spaniards , knowing it, ought not to 
have conceal’d it. 

This Day at Noon, M. cT Eflrades and M. d Ai'dtix (M .Colbert 
being ftill laid up of the Clout) came to defire my Offices, to fpcak 
once more to the Imperialist , for the admitting of M. Dttcker into tliL 
Treaty, they having had frefh Orders from the King their Matter t<j 
renew that Demand ; when I had given them an Account how M. ‘Ditc- 
hers Affair flood with the Impcrialifts , and where wc had left it, I 
charg’d my fe If to advance it in the beft Manner I could be able ; but 
told them, that M. dc Gurck being out of Town, it would be conve- 
nient to ttay till his Return, if that was like to be in a fliort Time, 
before I propofed it ; their Anfiver was, that the Nuncio (when they 
moved the Bulincls to him) delired, and had refolved to defer it till 
the Bi Chop’s Return. This being over, they told me, they had Orders 
from their King, to move likewife for Prince William of Furjlcmbiirgti s 
Liberty ; and I not being able off Hand to give fuch an Account as 
was requetted of the Particulars that had pals’d here in his Concern, 
delired a little l ime to look over my Papers, in Order to fee, and 
give them an Account where we left it laft, and which Way it woul ^ 
he mod natural to move anew in it ; they told me, I might take my 
own Time, and if I faw Caufe, I might forbear fome Days, in Hopes I 
might receive his Majcfty’s Orders, M. Pari lien having been lately writ 
to, as they find, to move his Majefty touching the Liberty of that% 
Prince. I have received the Honour of a Letter from his Electoral 
Highnefs ‘Palatine \ the Copy you Chall have by the next ; for I fhall 
be then able to tell you of fome new Demands, and t of another Method 
his Highnefs is willing to take, in Order to his Pretcniions upon the 
French. ,

S INCE my laft, which was on the 18 tb, I have the Favour of one 
from you to acknowledge. 

Herewith goes inclofcd a Letter I had the Honour to receive fome 
Days ago from his Electoral Highnefs Palatine ; you will find by it, that, 
not dcfpairing of the Peace, he depends very much upon his Ma jelly’s Offices 
as Mediator towards France, for his being repaired in the Damages he has 
fuffered ,* for the Particulars, his Electoral Highnefs is pleafed to refer 
me to his Minilter here M. Spanhcim , who hath let me know, it was 
his Electoral Highnefs s Dcfirc, to be fatisfied firft in the Queftion, Whe- 
ther France will allow him Damages or not ? If fo, he defires in the 
Jecond Place to know. Whether the French Ambalfadors will expert that 
he fliould go through all the Preliminaries and Forms, as the reft of the 
Allies have done ? Or elfl*, whether they will be content with pro- 
ceeding fummarily to admit and adjuft his Damages, and give him Re- 
compcnce for them ? Which he defires might be with the fooneft fettled, 
that he may be at a Certainty what to truft to ; and to be in his Be- 
half inferted into the Body of the General Peace. 

This is the Sum of my Commilfion, and I fpoke with the French 
Ambafladors yefterday upon it fevcrally, for that was a Circumftance 
I was delired to obferve in my Applications ; and they promis’d me to 
advife together, and to give me ’ere long their Anfwer. 

M. Spanhcim had given me Commilfion to let them know, that if 
his Electoral Highnefs might be fatisfied, that France intended to give 
hi ,n any Recompencc for his Damages, and would prefently enter into 
Adjuftment with him, he would point fuch Ways and Means, as that 
France may do it without any great Charges or Burthen to itfelf : 
Such as would be j 

Fir fU The paying to the Elector thofc Arrears that are due to him , 1 
by virtue of a Treaty made in France in the Year 1558. 

'"Secondly, Th h exculing of him from paying the Duke of Orleans, the 
Portion agreed to be given with Madame. 

Thirdly, The finding fome Way to rccompcnfe the Dutchefs of Ly- 
meren , for the Dowry Ihc claims from the Dutchy of that Name. 

Fourthly , That the Marefchal de Scbomberg may be compenfated 
by the French King, fome Way or other, for that Eftate of his that has 
been confilcated by the Emperor’s Decrees within the Elector’s Domini-; 
ons^ fincc the Beginning of this War. 

Sow e other Points there arc, which I may be more particularly in- 
form’d of in Time ■, but the principal of all is, the razing Philipsburgh ; 
upon this Occalion of feeing the French Ambafladors, 1 gave them 
an Account of all that had palfcd in the Bufinefs of Prince William of 
Fnrficmbnrgh ; they were of Opinion, it was the beft Way I fliould 
forbear any further Offices, till his Majcfty were acquainted with the 
Motions they now made in that Prince’s Behalf, or fliould plcafe (if he 
fo thought tit) to honour me with his Orders, in Confequence of the 
Application that M .•Rari/lun is order’d to make on that Side, and thefc 
Ambafladors on this. f 

•M. Colbert, when I was with him upon thefc Affairs, enter d into a, 
Difcourfe of the News of England, and the Addrcfs refolvcd on the 
1 y tb by the Houle of Commons ; one Reflexion he had upon it was, 

that 
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that tin; Houfc hud afligncd a fct Time lor the Merchants to withdraw 
their Fiu-cts out of France , before the Interdict forbidding all Commerce 
with France fhould take Place; that the Merchants, by their Petitions 
to both Houf s, had reprefented the Time (as it is fct in the Ad) as 
too {licit for their Purpofes ; and yet that now it will be much lliortcr 
if the War be declar’d forthwith, for that of itfelf breaks off all 
Commerce. 

II i could give a large Account of the cold Reception our Troops 
had met with at Ojlcnd , and of the Amazement our dm f Commanders 
were in, to fee thole Places they came to fo pitifully provided for; and 
alfo of the Impolfibility he conceives for the Fnglijh Forces in any great 
Numbers to fublilt, in the pitiful Remainder that is left the Spaniards 
in that Country ; that which feemed to me tnofc worth the remarking 
in his Difeourie was, that the Spaniards very lately let the French 
underhand, that notwithftanding ling! and and Holland have thought fit 
to infill: upon Ycitrnay , as necdlary to make the Barrier, yet they, the 
Spaniards , will enter into a Temperament about ir, (that is, infill no 
longer to have it) if by that Concefllon they may come to a prefent 
Peace. But this Offer, he laid, they, the French , were not to brag of, 
linee it was to go for nothing, being not accepted of forthwith. 

Yesterday in the Lvening, jM. 'Beseeming giving me the Favour of 
a Vilit, was much in Pain, for that he fays there is a Collation < f Arms, 
not a fliort, but a long one, now in Treaty ; the Reafon, he laid, of 
his Difquiet is, that if there be any other Collation made but a very 
Biort one, in order to a Peace out of Hand, the French King will have 
Opportunity to break all the Mcafurcs that can be taken cn the Side of 
the Allies, by bis Intrigues in their fevoral Courts : He t' Id me alfo 
the Arguments he had ufed to Ucn ( P. Rovqitillo , to fhew the Noji- 
fenfe of that ground left Calumny that is now on Foot, as if It i s 
Majelty and the Prince of Orange had a Delign to change the Ciovcr^- 
ment of Faigiand and Holland rcfpcCtively, and of their having In- 
telligence with France to that Find. 

M. Becoming gave me at that Time the Copy incloled of tJie Bifliop 
of Bamberg's Letter, againlt fome new Pret». niions of the F lectors ; ^be 
being delirous, he laid, we would be pollefs’d ot all Writings relating 
to that Controverfy between the FilcCtors and Princes, in Hopes wc may 
clear up the Right of thefe States, who are moll concern’d that there 
be no Surprize or Innovation in it. 

In a Convention I bad lall Night with 7 )en ( P. Ronquil/o , he feem’d 
to be much troubled at the Addrcfs of the Houfe of Commons, leaft it 
Ihould give Offence to his Ma jelly ; he was very inquilitive about the 
Forwardncfs of our Levies in Faigiand , which he thought would be of 
better LlfcCt in order to a good Peace, than any {harp Lxprcffions aga ijift^ 
France ; he told me, their lall Letters from Madrid (not from the King - 
tln-ir Mailer, but from particular Friends) gave them Hopes, there was 
a Treaty as good as finifli’d between lingland and Spain : Sir U\ Qodol- 
fhin having had for fome Days very long Audiences of 3)on J nan ; and 
that as foon as thole w ere over, he was very much with the Secretaries, 
but for the Particulars, he laid, he knew none. 

He told me, the Marquifs de Fucntes is to come hither a fourth Ple- 
nipotentiary; I asked him of Count Fgmont's going for Tingland as Am- 
balludor ; he told me, there was fuch a Report ; but 1 perceive tliat in 
3 >on 'Pedros Family there is a Difeourie, that he himfclf is to make 
another Voyage to 7 England.

S INCE my laft, which was of the u fi 3 I have the Favour of one 
from you of the 19 th Current, for which I humbly thank you * 
that which I have to add touching his Electoral Highnefs Palatine (to 
the Account I gave you in my laft) is, that from the Body of the French 
Embafly, I have no more for An Aver upon the Overture I made them, 
than that they do not know of any juft Pretenfms of ‘Damages that the 
FJcftor hath to make againft the King their Mafter ; that when he /hall 
think fit to make any Propofitions , the ttfual Way of proceeding mufi be 
kept to ,• and that when he has a Defire to re-enter into the good Gra- 
ces of the King , he foall find him very well dtfpofed to receive him : — 
This was the An Aver M. d Avaux brought me. 

But M. Colbert's Difcourfc, when I made the Overture to him f'pi- 
rately, was not fo calm ; for he faid, that the Elector was lo far fivm 
having any Eight to be repaired in Point of Damages by France , that 
France might more juftly demand Damages of his Electoral Hiuhiwl's, 
even more than his Electorate was worth ; for that he was theCaufj Phi- 
lip slur gb was loft, that the Duke of Newburgh and others took P^rty 
againft them, and that they have loft their Footing in thofe Parts, (yc. 

M. d Fftrades was upon another Key, his private Opinion delivered 
to me was, that the Elector would do no good in putting in Proportions 
here that the whole Negotiation was now in England ; and that the 
King our Mafter might poffibly get fomething to be done for the Elector, 
it being but reafonable there ftiould be a Confederation had in France 
of his Electoral H'ghnefs, in Regard of the Dutchefs his Daughter. 

M. Spanhcim will be going fuddcnly for England from his Electoral 
Highnefs ; he told me, that by the laft Poll he had Orders to provide 
himfelf, his Difpatches being then preparing. 

On Friday the Baron Platt , Miniftrc Plenipotentiare (that he fays is 
his Stile) from the Duke of OJhabtirg , gave me aVilit, within very few 
flours after his being come to Town j he fays, his Mafter hath referved 
to himfelf the laying Claim to the Right of fending Ambaffadors, ex- 
pecting what thofe of his Houfe that ftir in it will be able to do ,• in 
the mean time, that lie would not ncgleCt his important Intcreft, but 
did fend him to attend in this Treaty : He difeourfed much upon the 
Subject of Ambaffadors from the Princes of Germany , but nothing th t 
I could perceive to be new ; he told me how much the Duke his 
Mafter, and his Dutchefs, rely upon his Majefty’s Support, for the per- 
petuating the Bifhoprick of Ofnaburg (which is now but alternative) 

- in *his Houfe ,• the Dutch promifed him their helping Hand, but he 
expects all Oppoftion poillblc from the Nuncio, and all of his Commu- 
nication ; he complains exceedingly of the Emperor, in that the Winter 
Quarters promifed the Duke in Wefiphalia , were not in the lea ft made 
good ; yet he is fatisfied in that his Highnefs the Prince of Orange and 
the Duke de Villa Ilcrmofa , have done with the Emperor what they 
have been able for thofe Troops, which are not like to recruit again. 

Yestfi’. pay in Mic livening, M . Stradtfman intimated to me, by 
way, as it were, of Complaint, that his Majcfty having caufed, * on 
the th Current, M. dc Purgomaync to be acquainted with his Intention 
to make a Treaty with the Emperor, Spain , and H Hand together, as 
fpon as M. $et minghen lhould procure himfelf a fufficient Power to that 
Vol. II. S s Effect } 
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Eflfe & ; yet that Count Walleiiftein had not been fpokcn to at any 
Time before or fince touching that Matter,- tho’ he was provided and 
impowered to enter into any fuch Treaty when lie is called upon, and 
fo arc they, the Imperial Ambalfadors here,- the Emperor their JVlnlkr 
being rcfolvcd not to refufc to enter into any Meafures that fhall bring 
us to a Peace that is lafe and honourable : But he feemed to be the 
more troubled, that Count Walleiiftein is not fpoke to, in that the En- 
glijh Tetters of the ~th Current, do fpeak the Peace to be as good as 
made : He told me, he did very much wifh, if the War went on, that 
the Peace in the North were finilhed, and that the Emperor would con- 
tribute as much as he can to it ,- which will be of the greater Moment, 
in that the Princes that have made Conqucfts upon the Swede , have 
engaged not to come to final Partagc and Difpofal of what they have 
got, but under the View and with the Content of the Emperor. 

M. Bcvcrning told me laft Night, that our Ad of Parliament again/! 
the Trafficking with France , will put them hard to it in this Country ,- 
for if they Ihould promife never fo much to conform to us, they /hall 
be never able to do it with Effcd ; the Example of the Prince, and fum- 
ptuary Laws, might, he faith, reftrain the Wear of feme French Ma- 
nufactures, yet they in this Country cannot live without their Wine, 
their Brandy, and their Canvas for Sail. 

1 cannot find cither by him or any of the Ambalfadors, there is any 
good Ground for what is here fo confidently laid, of the Eledor of ‘Ba- 
varia's fending to the French King, that he, the Eledor, can remain no 
longer Neuter, unlefs France do give into the Projcd fent it out of 
England: All the Certainty that yet appears is, that the Emperor 
hath from that Eledor a minute Account of all he hath negotiated 
with the Cardinal (TFJtrec ; I, for my Part, never obferved the hnpe- 
riahfts here to have any Apprchenfion that that Eledor would declare 
againft them, nor can I find that this Report docs incline them to 
hope that he will declare for them in this Conjuncture. 

M. Hettgb made it his Requcft to me laft Night, that I might, by my 
molt humble Reprcfentation, either to his Majcfty, cr to fome of his 
Miniftry, endeavour to prevent any Prejudice againft them, the r t)a, t cs, 
for that they have not a Miniftcr in his Majefty s Court, fuch as the 
Neceflity of their Affairs at this Time requires ; that he would have 
me alfure is, that what Peace foever his Majcfty Ihould defire the King 
of 'Denmark to take, he would be furc to fhew all Complacency polfiblc 
in it ; if that of a General Peace, ’tis pcrfedly his Delirc ,- if a Peace 
only in the North, he fhall not be averfe to iti hoping that his Majefty 
will preferve him in a Condition, wherein his Neighbourhood may not 
be of any Burthen, but Hill of fome Ufe, to the Crown of England ; 
and that if his Majcfty will enter into a Truce, tho’ there can" be- no 
fuch without great Inconveniences attending it, he will frame himfelf 
to it ,- but if the War is to continue, and his Majefty muft enter into 
it, he will do all he can on his Majefty’s Side, and might hope to be 
ufeful in fome Proportion to his Zeal in the common Caufc, if he might 
be eafed of his prefent Engagements againft Sweden ; he expeds, that 
by the next Ordinary, either Count Antoine , or himfelf, will have Orders 
to make what Haft they can to pafs over into England ; but in Regard 
M. d Olivenkrantz is there already, and that M. Oxenfttern gives out 
here that he is gone, for that his Majefty had declared, he would be 
well pleafed to have a Miniftcr from Swedeland at this Time in his 
Court : M. Hetigh is cxtreamly concerned, that his Majcfty Ihould be 
perfwaded, that the King of Denmark will do all that is in his Power, 

as

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as it hath hitherto been, and will be continually his Care, to deferve 
his M a jelly’s Affc&ion, and to fhew all Deference to his Majefty’s Judg- 
ment and Dclires in any Kind. 

H e added, fuch was the King his Mailer’s Defire, to comply in any 
Thing that might be acceptable to his Majcfty, that if any Thing in 
the Commerce of England with that Kingdom could be propofed, for 
the further Satisfaction of his Majefty’s Subjects, namely, fuch Things 
as other Neighbour Nations do enjoy, they, the Danes 3 will be found 
always ready to agree upon Terms to his Majefty’s Content ; hoping, 
that his Majcfty having fo many Ways in his Power, whereby they, the 
Dancs 3 might find their Account, would not be again!! their having that 
by Way of Compenfation, that would ferve their Turn. 

M. Secerning fays, there is fomc fecrct touching the ‘Dane, that 
his Majcfty and the Prince of Orange keep to thcmfclves ; the Pcn- 
lioncr fends him Word, fttrfon Atne, he knows it not ; he believes ’tis 
fomething that is altered in the Project, that was agreed on in the 
Treaty of January laft ; for the French here do give out, that that 
Treaty is varied in fome Things ; if the Particulars were knoW’n to 
him, he would be able, he thinks, to work with the Spaniards here, 
in Order to get them to agree to what his Majcfty and the Prince de- 
fire, tho’ it fliould be the quitting of 7’oarnay ; in lieu of which, he is 
perlwaded, they would be content with lunething clfc ; and if fo, 
they, the Dutchy have Reafon to give into any Expedient : He hears 
the Parliament will not accept of a Peace, tho’ France Ihould come up 
to the Project between England and Holland ,• but they, the Dutchy 
he fays, will accept it with all their Hearts, if it may be fo had. I 
remain, (jc.

S INCE my laft of the 0.5 th 3 there are no Englijh Letters come to 
Hand. 

Yesterday Morning, M. Heugb having taken an Hour of me, 
came to tell me, that his Colleguc Count Antoine had juft then re- 
ceived precife Orders to go Amball'ador into England , and to make all 
the Speed poiliblc ; he, M. Heugh , made it his Requeft to me, that I 
would write to fome of the Minifters at Court, to beg the Favour that 
one of his Majefty’s Yachts might come over, and take him at the 
Erilly or any other where on this Side $ it would be, he faid, a great 
Honour done to the King his Matter’s Ambaflador ; and that Count 
Antoine would receive it with all the Acknowledgment poffiblc. 

The Count, he faid, would be going from hence within four or 
five Days, that he may be at the Hague 3 or as near as can be, to pre- 
vent the lofing of Time, when the Yacht comes upon the Coaft, in 
Cafe his Majcfty thinks fit to do him the Honour to fpare him one. 

M. Heugh added, that the Count defired very much to fpeak witli 
me before he went, cither at a third Place, or elfe to call upon me 
at my Houfe ; I charg’d my fclf with Writing about the Yacht, but de- 
fired to be exeufod from having any Intcrviow with the Count ; telling 
M. Heugh , that my Orders were ftill the fame ; that is, to inlift upon the 
firft Notification and in Form, and that I was not at Liberty to de- 
part from them, or to enter into any Temperament of my own Head.

Hands, of his having defired of his Majclly, in his Audience of the 
1 8 th, the Princcfs his Royal Higb.nefs’s Daughter, the Lady Ann , for 
a Wife for the King of Sweden his Mailer,- he could not blit Wonder 
at the Proceedings of the Swede therein, as very 1! range; they, in 
5 Denmark , looking upon the Match between that King and their Prin- 
cefs as fucb, that the King could not go hack from ; it would be..fo 
reputed, he faid, in the Cafe of private Perfons ; and he, M. Hough , 
had once thought, M. Oxcnjiicrn and d Olkcnhantz here had under?

M Y laft was of the ijl Current ; I have fince the Favour of yours 
of the 2 6th pa ft, and do humbly thank you for it ; more par- 
ticularly for the Tranfcript you arc pleafed to give me of your Letter 
of the fame Date to the Hague. 

On Saturday , I fpokc with M. Haren upon the Subject Matter of 
it ; he laid, he did not know, whether the Power to M. Van Beunin- 
ghen was yet difpatch’d or not; but acknowledged, there was one 
Article of Inftruftion (which muft accompany it before any Thing can 
be done with Effect) that requir’d Time to digeft, and would not be 
ready till the States of Holland do meet again, which, he faid, will be 
this Day fevennight. 

T 11 e Article is, how far they (in Holland cfpecially) will be able 
to give in to the Demand his Majefty will make, for the breaking off 
all Commerce with France ; it is the great Intereft, he faid, of the 
Towns in Holland, that that Qucftion be well fettled ; to that End, all 
that arc concern’d in the French Trade at Jmfttrdam, are to meet at 
the Town Houfe there, and to be heard upon the whole Matter; 
when the Merchants are heard, then the States will deliberate ; he 
faid, it was polftble the Traders might be content to forbear that 
Trade wholly; but that he could not fee, how they will be brought 
to it, unlefs they have a full Affurance, that we and others will abfo- 
lutcly forbear, and break off from that Trade as well as they ; for 
TlTcy will never endure that wc and others have Advantages, by carry- 
ing it on underhand, while they fit ftill and do nothing. He feems 
not to be of the Opinion of M. Becoming ; but that this Country can 
do well enough without the Canvas, or the Brandy of France. 

M. Colbert was on Monday, in a Vifit I gave him, more particular 
with me, in what I told you fomc while fince, of the Offer the Spanijh 
Ambaffadors here made to him and his Collegue. The Ouverture was 
made by the Nuncio, that if the Spaniards might have Valenciennes 
again, they would come to a Temperament about Four nay, but ex- 
pected an Equivalent in fomc of the low Lands for the Tais Fourncjis ;

made ; they, the French , cxcufed themfclves, for that they could not 
hearken to any Thing lefs than the King their Matter’s Demands, and 
for. that the whole Negotiation was put into his Majefty s Hands ; of 
this they writ to Court, and their very Letter was lent over into 
England, and fhew’d his Majefty ; but having had an Anfwer from their 
Court to give the Spanijh Ambaffadcrs, they neither fpokc nor heard 
more of it, for then the Siege of Ghent came on, dye. only the Nuncio 
made them a Complement not long fince, by Way of civil Reproach 
from Fon 5 P. Ronquillo, in that they had not vouchfafed any Kind o£ 
Anfwer to the Ouverture. 

I do fuppofo th<j Spanijh Ambaffadors here, had had Communication 
of his Majefty ’s Project with Holland before they made this Ouverture ; 
(for the Emperor acknowledges his Ambaffadors had had lbrne Light 
in it from them) fo ’tis to me a Wonder, what dormant Power thefe 
Spanijh Ambalfadors have, and whether it be from Madrid or Brmells , 
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in Matters of f*o great Importance, that were known to be at that 
'lime in his Majelty’s Hands. 

M. Colbert , in the reft of his Difeourfe, was very much upon the 
Strength and Safety that Flanders would be in again, if the Places that 
Trance offers to rellorc were accepted of, and a Peace made upon it ; 
yet I Hnd his Difeourfe to M. Cbriftine (not long fince) was upon ano- 
ther Key i that Flanders will coft the Spaniards too much to keep,- that 
as the French Frontiers arc now advanced, they will be able to render 
themfclvcs Mafters of it when they plcafe ; therefore that it w'ould be 
no ill Policy now to part with it, and make their Terms better fome 
other where. 

Just at Noon, the three French AmbafTadors having taken an Hour 
of me, came to deliver me a Declaration (as they faid) of the King 
their M after’s Mind, whereby we might know, upon what Terms the 
Peace might be had j he having brought his Refolutions to a Point, 
and leaving it to thofe that arc in the War againft him, to take their 
Choice, cither to accept of thofe, or to continue the War. 

M. Colbert fpokc all j (the Marfhal having referr’d himfelf to him) 
telling me, that the Detail of what was to be faid, required a very 
good Memory ; he begun with Flanders , and was very particular in 
naming, not only the Places the French King would reftorc, and the 
Places that he pretended to retain, but alfo a great many little 
Towns, as Chajlc/lanies , and Dependencies ; he will reftore Ghent , but 
will retain Iprcs ; . he mult keep Dinant , unlcfs he may have Charlc- 
mont : Other Things are to go much according to the firft Offers that 
King is faid to have made to his Majefty. From Flanders y he went to 
Germany , and then declaring the great Zeal his Majefty has for the 
Treaties of Wcjlphalia , he would have nothing chang’d in them, only 
in Cafe the Lmperor detain’d Tbilipsburgh , he would keep Friburgb . 

Then he went to Lorain , which that Duke may have refiored to 
him, cither as it was propofed in the Treaty of the Pyrenees , or elfe 
lie may have it entire ; (Mar/all and the Higb-Ways remaining to France , 
as they are already adjufted by Treaties) w r ith the yielding of Nancy 
to the French , and accepting Foul in lieu of it. 

For the States General, he faid, the Treaty of Commerce would 
be agreed to near about the Matter, as M. jBeverning and they have 
come to an Undcrftanding about it ; and for the Barrier they have fo 
much infilled on, he hoped there was a very fufficicnt one now left 
them. 

One Point, he faid, the King his Mailer did infill upon, as indifpen- 
fably necelTary, and antecedent to all the reft : It was the Reftitution 
of his Allies j he named Sweden , and its Ally the Duke of Holjlein 
Gottorp, then the Biihop of Strasburgb , Prince William , and that whole 
Family. 

The Clofe was, after a large and often repeated Declaration of the 
Defircs the King his Mailer had of a Peace, that he would be content 
to tic himfelf to thclc Terms till the 10 th of May ; but if they were 
not accepted by that Time, he intends to be free, as if they had never 
been offered. 

It being our Manner here to recapitulate what is faid or recommended 
to us in any Kind, I told the Ambalfadors, I would 1 endeavour to do 
it ; yet in Regard of the many Particulars that had been delivered, I 
could not hope to retain all $ and that my Memory would need fome 
further AlTiftance from them, or elfe I fliould not be able to give his 
Majefty that Account 1 ought, of an Affair of this Importance ; they 

told 
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told me, I- need not be foll’icitous of that, for what they had fent them 
from Court upon this Subject, was but a Tranfcript of their King's 
Letter to M. Rarilhn : They had indeed Orders, they faid, to give me, 
as Mediator, a Relation of the whole, but they had no Office of mine 
to defire upon it, becaufe nothing of it was to be negotiated here; only 
they are concerned, that all the World ihould know upon what cafy 
fair Terms Gbriftendom may be reftoued to Peace * and they hoped his 
Majcfty would be able to make that Ufe of it, as to bring the lalt Refo- 
lutions of thofc that arc in War againft France up to thefe Terms, now 
that he hath the very laft Word that their King will come to, committed 
to him. 

M. Colbert , as he mingled many Things touching the King his Mailer’s 
Force, and fair Profpe# of further Conqucfts, but that he is willing to 
facrificc all to the Repofc of Europe , fo he faid the War would be 
after the 10 th of May carried on probably with a bigger Force than 
hitherto hath been fecn ; and particularly, that there would be fuch an 
Imprcflion upon the Catalonian Side, as would quickly make the Spa- 
niards repent of their having refufed a Peace upon thefe Terms. He 
did not mention Sicily at all, tho’ he left no other Place that France is 
concern’d in unmention’d. 

I fuppofe this Declaration they intend to make to all the Minifters 
here with Pomp ; for M. Colbert , tho’ he be not yet recovered of the 
Gout, was brought in a Chair to my Houfc, that the Embaify might 
be compleat upon this Errand. 

You will find by the inelofed Letters, which we have from Don 
Rotiquil/o's Secretary, how the News of Mejjina is confirmed ; and the 
Letters come in this Day to the Impcrialifts , fpcak the Duke of Lorain 
-trTBe on his Way within a Day’s Journey to his Army. I am, &c.

Nimcgucn , 6 th Aprils 1678.’ 

, Right Honourable Sir, 

I N the clofe of my laft, which was of 'Thurfday the 4 tb Current, 
I gave you the belt Account my Memory was able to furnilh, of 
what the French Ambalfadors had dilcourfed with me that Day at 
Noon, tho’ 1 did move them for the Liberty to take fome Extra# for 
the Help of my Memory ; they telling me, the Recapitulation I made 
them, fliewed me fufficicntly to retain the Subftance of the Thing, 
and there was no need of any more ; only if I Ihould find it neceflary, 
I^mfght fend a Secretary over to M. Colbert's the Day following, which 
was yefterday, after their Poft ihould be gone, and then a Secretary of 
theirs ihould dictate the Subftance of what had been faid : I font to 
M. Colbert's accordingly, and his Secretary gave mine the inelofed 
Memorial. 

I thought it lay upon me to impart the Diicourfe that they, the French 
Ambaifadors, had made to me, to the Dutch Ambaifador M. Haren> in 
the firft Place, in Regard of the prefent Meafures that are between 
his Majefty and tlfis State ,• and then to do further, as he and I, upon 
Confideration of the whole Matter, ihould think moft proper. I could 
not fpeak with him till yefterday Morning, he having fpent all the 
Evening before at the Aifembly of the Allies : It was his Opinion, when 
I propofed it to him, and fo it was mine, that notwithftanding the 

• French 
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Trench had not made any Sort of Requeft to me, to communicate to the 
Allies w hat they had difeourfed to me, I Ihould do belt to give them 
an Account of it, as a Thing that, in Regard of the Function I had 
the Honour to ferve in here, was proper for me to impart to them, and 
leave it with them ; adding no more, but that I ihould be ready to 
receive their Orders upon that or any Thing die. 

T hfreup o n I went to the Impcrialijls and the Spaniards , then 
to M. llcttpjb and M. Cannon , making a fuccinCt Relation of the '1 hmg, 
but telling them withal, I did it not as being thereto requeued, hut 
that I imparted it to them as an Incident come in my Way, that did 
d.rcCiUy and immediately relate to the Negotiations of this Place. 

The SpaniJJ) Ambafladors asked me, while 1 was with them at M. 
tic /os Haibalcs, whether I, as Mediator, gave them that Relation, as a 
Proportion from the French Ambailadors, and whether I expected an 
Anfwer upon it; they told me, theReafon why they asked me thatkjuc- 
ftion was, for that the Nuncio, about half an Hour before, had delivered 
the fame Thing in Subllancc to the Imperial {(Is and them, as a Propo- 
rtion that had been formerly made to the King our Mailer, and now 
repeated to him, as one of the Mediators, in orcLr to be communicated 
to thole Allies with whom he mediates ; and that they had given them 
their Anfwer upon it, whereof they were pleafed to put a Copy into 
my Hands, which goes herewith : My Anfwer was, that I had no Corn- 
million from the Trench Ambailadors to that Effect ; that the Thvoirs 
of my Function led me to do what I did; but that if they had any 
Anfwer or Communication to charge me with towards the French , I 
v mild receive it, and give them the bell Account 1 could. 

Having done with them, and afterwards vilitod M. Ilengh and M» 
Cannon at their lloufcs upon the fame Errand, I went ftrait to M. Col- 
bert (for Fear of my being in a Miflake) to acquaint him with the 
Queftion that was made me at the Spanijh Ambailadors, and with the 
Rcafon that was given for it ; the Nuncio having, it teems, delivered 
their Difcourlb as a Proportion, and 1 not ; and he having had an Extract 
in Writing of w hat had been imparted to him, and left it with the 
Allies, and I none ; lie, M. Colbert^ fell into fomc Pallion, and utterly 
difavowed what the Nuncio had done by way of Proportion ; faying, 
their Dcfires to him, and after to the Auditor, were very exprefs, not 
to pafs any Offices at all with the Parties, but only to make fuch a 
Publication of the Thing, as he in his Difcretion Ihould think lit.; and 
as for the Extract, he faid, the Nuncio being carneft with him to have 
fomething to help his Memory, they had laid the Memorial (whereof 
the Copy goes inclofed) before the Auditor, and had taken fuch Notes 
out of it in Italian as he thought lit. 

This Morning M. Harcn giving me the Favour of a Vilit, told me, 
the Trench Ambafladors did diflivow what the Nuncio had done in ad- 
vancing any fuch Propofition from them to the Allies. 

A n Hour after, M .Colbert came to tell me from his Collcgucs (he faid) 
and himfelf, that they did not mean what they had difcourlcd unto me as 
a Propofition, or that they could enter into any Debates upon that they 
had difeourfed, but that they had lincc been with the Nuncio’s Auditor, 
and acquainted him, that if he, the Nuncio, had offered any Thing 
yefterday by way of Propolition to the Allies, it was not according 
to their Meaning ; and that if he had any Anfwer to give them, they 
would receive none, unlel’s it were a plain one, by way of direct Con- 
fent to the Things as they were propofed ; that he came to advife me 
of the fame Thing ,* and that if I Ihould be charged with any Anfwer 

from 
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from any of the Allies towards them, they fhould not be at Liberty to 
receive it, unlefs it were a downright Acceptance of every Thing. , 

I could not choofe but obferve to him, (he enlarging upon the Effect 
this Declaration ought in all Rcafon to have for the juftifying of his 
Matter) that the Term to the i o tb of May was fo fliort, it was im- 
poflible for the King of Spain and the Emperor to know it Time enough, 
if they ttiould bo willing to accept the Conditions. To this he told 
me, that thefe Propofitions had been in the King our Matter’s Hands for 
about thefe 4 Months, and therefore that they did know them, and 
might have accepted them long ago ; but when it was obferved to him, 
that that could not be as to all of them, fincc the Demand of Ipres 
is but very lately added to them ; his Reply was, that the Spaniards 
not having accepted them before the Siege of Ghent, mutt make Ac- 
count to lofc fomething by it. 

In this Converfation he faid, that in his private Judgment the di£ 
folving of this Affembly would fuddcnly follow, in Cafe the Peace be 
not made before the 10 tb of May, ce J'eroit tin peu honteux (thofe were 
his Words) ; for the King his Matter to be one of the laft that fhould 
call his Ambalfadors hence : He faid further, that as this Memorial 
was not intended for a Propofition to the Parties, fo it was not meant 
a Manifcftation to the World ; he thought the King their Matter would 
expert the Iffue of the 10 th of May j and then if he mutt continue the 
War, he would jiiftific his Proceedings to the World by a more ample 
Deduction than this is. 

This Incident feems to me of that Importance, that I cannot but 
fend it away with Haft by one of my Servants ; for the French Am- 
baffadors faying, they will admit no Debate upon the Paper, nor receive 
"any Anfwer to it, but a finglc one, they feem to me to break off all 
Negotiation here : And they intend not this Writing for a Manifefto, 
but infinuate withal, their Matter intends it for his Juftittcation ; and I 
am credibly informed, there arc fcvcral Copies of it gone Abroad already j 
beftdes that, they fay there will in all Likelihood a yet larger De- 
duction follow ’ere long : Another Thing is, they do, according to my 
Vnderftanding, fet too hard the Bufincfs of Sweden, as you may pleale 
to remember they did that of Prince William, upon his Majefty. Only 
they are pleafed to contradict thcmfelves in one and the fame Line ; 
for ayant po/Jitivement promife, is fo qualified by fefant fort, that it is, 
to my thinking, no more than the promifing good Offices 1 which Pro- 
mife cannot be underftood to be pofitive in the Senfe they would 
have it, it being at moft but an undertaking for that which is out of 
one’s own Power, and in the Power of a third Perfon ; this I take Leave 
to hint, for that I find the Spanijh Ambalfadors, and M. Heugh, much 
troubled at the Expreftton, and they ask of me fome Explication of it : 
This and the reft I moft humbly take Leave to fubmit to his Majefty’s 
Reflexions and Pleafure, and remain, (yc.

Right Honourably Sir, 

I N the Difpatch I troubled you with on 'tbwrfday the 4 tb Current* 
by the Ordinary, (fince which I have not the Favour of any from 
you to acknowledge) and in another of Saturday the 6th, which I lent 
•by an Exprefs that went hence yeftefday Morning; I gave the fulleft 
Vol. II. T t Ac- 
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Account I was able, of the Difcourfe the Trench Ambafladors had made 
me, touching the Conditions upon which their Matter will make the 
Peace ,* by that Exprefs, I fent you alfo the Memorial itfolf, and what 
had followed upon it. 

Yesterday in the Evening M. Hettgh was with me, to defire a 
Copy of it, telling me it was common enough about the Town, but 
that he chofc to ask it of me, having underftood, he faid, I was at 
Liberty to give it : His Notion was, that it was to the Advantage of 
the Allies, that a Declaration of fo much Height, and lb little Rcafon, 
Ihould be made knowrn to the World. He laid, M. Colbert did two 
Nights ago, in an Aflcmbly of mixt Company, value much the Trench 
Counlcls upon it ; faying, it was for the greater Glory, and would be 
for the greater Advantage of his King, to make this Declaration, and 
even to raife his firft Terms and Demands, at a Time when the Parlia- 
ment of Tngland made their Menaces againft them. 

O n Saturday M. Oxcnjiicrn was to defire my Office in the Behalf of 
the Duke of Holjtein with the Allies, w ho are fome of them much 
offended, to find that Duke become Part of the Care of France , and 
declared in this Incident to be an Ally of Sweden ; M. Oxcnjiicrn and the 
Holjtein Miniftcr feem to fear the King of 'Denmark may take Advan- 
tage from this Declaration, and fall foul again on that Duke upon this 
frelh Occafion ; therefore I thought fafeft not to give that Claufe in it 
to M. Heugb in Writing, before I fpcak with the French upon it, 
who may, if they plcafe, give it a fair and true Explication ; for he is 
no Ally of Sweden in Reference to this War with Denmark , but upon 
other Occafions that cannot be taken Exception to. 

M. Oxcnjiicrn asked me, whether the French had in their DifcourttrYo 
me faid, that the King their Matter intended the Peace ihould be treat- 
ed here at Nimeguen , and not clfewhere ; they having told him, they 
had Orders fo to declare,* but I cannot call to Mind any Thing in their 
Difcourfe, nor do I fee any Thing that is in their Power to that Effect. 
He hopes to congratulate ’ere long with me, upon the good Succefs of 
M. d Olivenkrantz his Negotiation in Tngland , a Secretary being arrived 
there with Inftrudtions of the utmoft Importance, in order to a ftriCter 
Union of both Crowns. He, I perceive, ihould have been the Ambalfa- 
dor into Tngland , had not M. a Olivenkrantz been gone already : The 
Trench AmbafTadors make Account, he fays, to employ all the Force 
they had in Sicily in Catalonia , and have alfigned a Being to the Mejfi- 
nejts in fevcral Places in 'Provence. 

The fame Evening, M. Stradtfman , favouring me with a Vifit, after 
a Convcrfation upon fevcral Matters lefs important, entered into a very 
ferious Difcourfe of the great Propenfion the Emperor his Matter hath 
for his Ma jetty ,* he having acquainted them, his Miniftcrs here, with 
his earnett Defire to enter into the ttri&ctt Alliance and Confidence 
polfiblc with the King ; which he had Orders, he faid, to make known to 
me : The Emperor, he faid, wanted more Light in the Affairs now on 
Foot, than that he had from his own Miniftcrs. He would not, he faid, 
enlarge upon the juft Pretenfion the Emperor hath, in Regard of his 
Alliance with the States General, to have a fuller Knowledge than he 
hath had of the Progrefs of the Peace, and Meflages tflat patted backward 
and forward, he having no Commiflion to complain of any fuch Things 
but he was ordered to tell me, that the Emperor relies upon his Ma- 
jetty’s known Gcnerofity and great Equity, in relation to the Care of 
Cbrjtendom i and is confident, will, out of his known Care jfor all the 
Parties, as thdr General Mediator, have a juft Regard to him, the Em- 
peror, 
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pcror, and his particular Interefts. It was well known, he faid, that 
the Emperor entered not into this War for any End of Glory or Con- 
queft, he was forced into it for his own Safety, and the preferving of 
his Neighbours : If his Majofty do enter into the War, all the World 
will fee, and fay, it will be upon the fime Motives, and with the lame 
Principles ; and that will Hill be a new Engagement, greater than ever, 
to the Emperor, to ufe all Means to manifcfta lincerc Fricndfliip on his 
Part, and a Zeal to give his Majefty all Satisfaction in his Power : 
And tho’, he faid, "England and the Eanpirc are at fucli a Diftance 
afunder, that there hath not been of late any Intercourfe of Moment 
between the two Nations, yet a ftriCfc Alliance between them will be 
always conliderable and ufeful, but efpecially at this Time, when their 
Forces, if well concerted, as they may be, will (with the Conjunction of 
others, whole Intcre It will bring them into the Party) be able (under 
G o d) to procure a good Peace, and alfo be the Means to maintain it. 
One Thing he repeated pretty often, that his M a jelly may reckon for 
certain that the Emperor will be able to bring a good Army of between 
30 and 40,000 Men every Year into the Field, and that conftantly, tho’ 
the War fhould continue long. ’Tis true, he faid, in one Thing they, 
the Germans, will be always fhort, they will never be able to come into 
the Field till the Month of May , when the Forage is grown ; but 
when they do come, they will be found to be good Men, not inferior to 
the French ; this he laid, that as long as plcafed God they have not 
a War with the 7 arks, the Emperor will have an Army (th o 'Bavaria 
and Hanoi'cr fhould Hill refufe their Quota) that will amount to that 
Number. This was his Difcourfe, and it feemed to me much premedi- 
stated. He faid it would be a Favour to him, if I would charge my 
felf humbly to iniimnitc to his Majefty thefe Propofitions of the Em- 
peror, and likewife reprefent to him, that the Force which the Emperor 
‘is able of himfelf to keep on Foot, is not fo inconfidcrable as poflibly it 
is faid or thought to be on that Side ; the Army for this Year being in 
all RefpeCts as good as it was the laft Year, and moft of the Recruits, 
which are very great, being out of the Hereditary Countries only. What 
this fhould mean, efpecially in this Conjuncture, I humbly fubmit to you 
to determine ; if his M a jelly fhould think lit to have any Thing laid 
upon it, you will pleafe to favour me with your Directions. 

I perceive by him and M. Heitgh too, that there is an Apprehcnfion 
among the Allies, that the Hollanders interefling themfelves as much 
as they do, for continuing fome Sort of Commerce with France , may 
bring long Delays, if not ObflruCtion, upon the Quadruple Alliance, 
notwithftanding that there be a Power difpatch’d to M. Van Rcnninghen ; 
7he t Goccrnciirs, faid M. He ugh, in fitch Cafes mu ft yield to the People-^ 
that was the Excufc the Peniioner made to the *Danes, when they of 
Holland had made a Treaty of Commerce with Sweden, exprclly againft 
the Agreements between them, they having been forced to it by the 
Clamours of their People. I remain, drc.

Right Honourable S 1 r , 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 8 th, I have the Favour of yours 
of the 5 th Current to acknowledge 5 it brought with it Matters of 
great Joy fo M .Hough, in that his Majefty is pleafed to order a Yacht 
Vol. II. Tt 1 for 
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for Count Antoines Tranfport ; for they (the ‘Danes here) had been 
alarmed, that the SwediJJ) Minilters on that Side did labour, and had 
put in a Memorial in Writing, in Order to divert his Majeily from doing 
the Count that Honour. 

M. Ucttgh told me yefterday, the Count fets forth" hence to Morrow : 
He will be fure to have that intimated to him by M. ! 'Petevm , which 
you are pleafed to fuggeft, touching our Commerce in the Zundt , &c. 
before he goes : M. Spanhcim is like to bear him Company j his Or- 
ders to go to England being come to Hand yefterday by Expnfs. 

M. d Fftrades hath given out, that Count Oxenfticrn hath Orders 
(which ho had communicated to the French Ambafi'adors) to go Am- 
bailador into England but M. d Avaux underftands it, that he lhould 
have gone, if M. d Olivcnkrantz were not there already ; lor when the 
Orders for M. Oxcnftiern's going were given, it was not known that 
M. d Oliccnkrantz was gone into England. Count Oxenjliern was with 
me late laft Night, to delire my Offices towards the Dane^ and the reft 
of the Allies, upon the Memorial touching the Duke of IJolJlein that 
goes herewith, but did not tell me any Thing of a Voyage into 
'England. 

On Monday , I was with the French Ambafladors, to infinuate to 
them, as I had been requefted by M. ! ’Platen , that 1 was pollelled of 
the Power that the Prince of OJhabitrg had given his Minifter ,• that 
I was authorized by him to exhibit in Form, as foon as they lhould 
del ire it and that he defired to fee a Contrc Power from them, fuch 
as the Efie&or of Prandenburgh hath had produced to them. 

Thmr Anfwer was, they had no Contrc Power to produce, nor^ 
would they write for any ; the King their Mailer being refolved not 
to exceed the Number of live, he had long lince agreed to, and given 
out ; that his Minifter muft joyn himfclf with one of the five principal 
Allies, (the Emperor, Spain , Denmark , 'Brandcnbnrgh , or the Dutch ) and 
that they would not fo much as reproduce again in his Conlideration, 
any one of the Powers that they have already exhibited ; nor do they de- 
lire, they faid, to fee his Power, but are content it lhould be in my 
ckeping. v 

You will find a Claufe in this Power, ■whereby the Prince referves 
to himfclf the Security of giving his Minifter the Character of Am- 
balfador : I telling him that Claufe will never pafs, we being here fo 
ftriCtly tyed to tiic common Form ; he has acknowledged, that the 
Allies themfelves (among whom he is to be admitted this Day) took 
Exceptions to it ; fo that if he is continued, he muft get another 
Power, that hath no fuch Claufe, as he will, being to go to Morrow 
for Ofnaburg. 

He would have me pafs the fame Office with the Swede , tho’ he had 
no particular Power to produce for treating with Sweden ; he thought 
that the Allies of the French King, being mentioned in the Power to 
treat with him here, needed no more : But I Ihewed him, how the 
Elector of 'Brandcnbnrgh had furnilhed a diftindt Power to treat with the 
Swedes , in the very fame Terms as that which was for the French. 

In this Conference with the French , I acquainted them, how his 
Kighnefs the Elector ‘Palatine had defired I would give his Minifter here, 
in \\ riting under my Hand, the Anfwer they, the French , had given nac 
upon an (Jircerturc , I had fome Weeks ago made to them in the Elector’s 
Behalf; being not at I fiber ty to do it by the Stile of this Alfembly 
without their View, their Anfwer was, that the Ouverfure 1 made 
them coming from M. Spanhcim , who hath no Power (they know of) 

to 
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to negotiate here, they could not confent to my giving in Writing what 
pa^ed between me and them : Befides, they obferved to me, that I 
had produced no Writing to them, and that they underftood what I 
laid before them, not as Matter to be treated upon, but as Means 
conducing to give Eafe to his Electoral Highnefs in the Way of treating. 

Then I acquainted them, how I had paired my Offices on Friday 
laft with M. Kinski and Stradtjman , in the Name of M. Ditcher, as 
Party principal, for his being admitted, and his Propofition receiv- 
ed in the Behalf of his Matter ; then, I acquainted them, the Impe- 
rialijis , how they, the French , had been with me, on Purpofe to 
fecond M. Ducker in this Point ; and befides, had defired me to renew 
my Pittances for the Liberty of Prince William of Furjlemburgb. That 
the Imperialifts had anfwcrcd me, that thofe two Points had had a 
good while lince a full. Anlwer given upon them, and were according 
to the Scnfe and Directions of his Imperial Majetty ; and that they 
had not lince underftood any the lcaft Change in the Emperor’s Mind. 
Here M. Colbert broke out into fome Words of Heat, faying, Cejlune De- 
claration formcl/c qne Us nc vcttlent pas la \ Paix . 

The laft Thing 1 mentioned to them, was the Alarm the Hol/lein 
Miniftcrs arc in, upon the Mention made of their Maftcr in the French 
Declaration, that they had required my Offices to give fuch an Expli- 
cation to it among the Allies, as would lave him from being reputed 
an Ally, cither of France or Sweden , in this War: That I had an- 
fwered, I fhould not take upon me to give an Explication to their 
Words, without I fhould be firft authorized by them to do it ; they 
told me, that what they had done, having firft had their Matter’s 
Jrfiave, was at the Requeft, and with the Allowance, nay even in the 
very Words of thofe Miniftcrs, and M. Oxenftierns too; fo that they 
would do no more in it, but leave it to thofe that had fet them on 
Work, to find out, and give me what Explication fhould be mod for 
their Turn ; or elfe to let it alone. 

O n Dicfday , M. dc /os Palbafes favoured me with a Vifit, to thank 
me for the Part I had given him and his Collegue, of the Difcourfe 
the French Ambalfador had made me, upon the Conditions of the 
Peace ; it was a Wonder, he faid, why they fhould be fo fhy in giving 
me a Copy of their Declaration, lince it became fo common, that his 
Caterer did, on Saturday Morning, upon the Market Place, buy of a 
French Lacquey, fevcral Copies of it at fix Stivers a Piece ; this Way 
of difperling Copies for fix Stivers a Piece was told me of by feveral 
Pcrfons befides. 

T h e Marquifs told me, (as he was plcafed to fay) that Don P. 
Ronquillo would be going within two or three Days for Flanders ; the 
Pretence given out is, to look after his particular Affairs ,• but is in 
Truth to remain there, and be alfifting in the Government ; the Mar- 
quifs fays, he hath been the Author of this Counfel to Don Juan, for 
the Experience Don Pedro hath in the Eng/iJJj and Flemijh Affair. He 
was plcafed to entrutt this with me as a Secret I might write of to 
Court ; but I find ’tis far from being fo ; nor is it told but with Dif- 
advantage to the Duke de Villa Hermofa. 

In the Afternopn, Don Pedro himfelf did me the Favour to give 
me a Vifit of Adieu; he docs not, he fays, give up his Houfe here ; 
and being named Plenipotentiary ftill in the Marquifs dc Fuentes new 
Power, he Will be fure to return, if there be any Bulinefs. He told 
me, the French in their Difcourfe to the Nuncio on this Day fevennight, 
about the*Conditions of the Peace, had fet it hard ugon his Majetty, 

as 
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as if their Conditions had been a long while in his Ma jelly’s Hands ; 
and that he had done nothing upon them, ayant efautres vijees , &c. 
This feems to me the more likely to be fo, from the very Anfwcr 
(which I fent you by the Exprefs) that the Allies gave in Italian to 
the Nuncio, when he imparted to them on Friday, what he had heard 
from the French. 

M. Hengh told me yefterday, that M. Colbert had told him, that 
altho’ it might be expected that fomc fair and obliging Mention lliould 
have been made of the Prince of Orange in his Declaration, and there- 
by the World fee, that France had a Regard to his Interells and to 
his Advantage j yet they chofe not to do it, and to pafs him by, not 
doubting, but that the Prince will in 'l ime find, that he hath more 
need of the French King’s Protection, than the King hath of the Prince’s 
Eriendlhip. 1 gave you fuch another harfli Expreiiien of M. Gilbert's 
touching F.nzjand , in my la It ; what Ufe or Judgment is to be made of 
fuch Relations, 1 wholly fubmit, and am, c c.

May it pleafe your Electoral Highnefs , 

I T is an infinite Condefeenfion in your Electoral Highnefs, to give 
your felf the Trouble, even with your own Hand, to let me know, 
that my little Offices here are not unacceptable to your Electoral High. 
nefs ; tho’ at the lame Time, I have Reafon to be dillatisfied with 
my felf, lincc it is impoffible for me to bring my Performances to bear 
any Proportion to the Duty 1 owe, in the Concerns of your Electoral 
Highnefs, to his Majclty the King my Mailer’s Content, nor to the 
Zeal 1 have for your Electoral Highnefs s Service. 

M. Spanheim will, I doubt not, have given your Electoral Highnefs 
an Account by the laft Poll, of my being not at J.iberty, without the 
French Amballadors Leave and Approbation, to give any Relation un- 
der my Hand in Writing, of the Offices I had pafs'd with them by your 
Electoral Highnefs’s Commands. It mult not be denied, but that it 
hath been more than once decided in this Alfcmbly, that the Mediators 
ought not to give any Account in Writing, of what may have pafs’d 
betw ccn them and any of the Parties, without the Knowledge and the 
Leave of that Party, with whom they have pafs’d. 

The French Amballadors could not, they laid, in this Cafe, allow 
there w-as any Anfwcr regularly to be made to my Onvcrttirc ; for that 
M. Spanheim (tho’ a Pcrfon they profefs to have a very great Ellocm 
for) w anted that which they reckon to be fundamental ; that is, a Plc- 
nipvuc'oir in due Form. 

I produced to them the Letter I had the Honour to receive from 
your Electoral Highnefs ; whereby it is your exprefs Plcafurc, I 
lliould give M. Spanheim Credit, and order my Offices as he lhall de- 
lire and fuggeft : I urged to them further, what. M. Spanheim hud 
read to me upon this Point, out of your Electoral Highnefs’s own Let- 
ters ; but all without EfreCt. They confefled to me, that I am not tA 
refute my Offices to any of the Parties in the War, tho’ their Minillers 
ihou id happen not to be authorized in Form j yet they obferved to me 
withal, that the advcrle Party was at Liberty to fuipend all Anfwcr, 

and 
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and to cxcufc himfolf from entering into Matter till the Preliminaries 
be complied with. 

M. Spanhcim , when I had given him an Account of my ill Succcis 
upon the firft Memorial, dated the 28 th of March , gave into my Hand 
a (eeond Memorial, dated the 30 th of the fame Month, figned likewife 
by your Electoral Highncfs. 

1 fnall humbly take Leave to lay this laft Memorial before your Ele- 
ctoral Highncfs in all its Parts ; upon fome of which I (hall, without 
Delay, pafs my Offices ; upon the other, I think it fafeft to expcCt your 
Electoral Highuefs’s further Orders before I proceed. 

Firjt, It is your Electoral Highnefs’s Pleafure, I Ihould rcprclent to 
the French Ambafladors, that your Electoral Highncfs is in Hopes the 
Moft Chriftian King will not take it amifs, that your Electoral Highncfs 
continues ftill to make Ufe of the King my Mailer’s Interpolition. 

Secondly , Your Electoral Highncfs is perfwaded, that the Moft Chri- 
ftian King will, of his Goodnefs and Equity, have a Regard to your 
great Lofles and Sufferings by this War, and that it is in this Scnfc that 
your Highncfs receives, with all due RefpeCt, the Ouverturcs that the 
French Ambafladors have made of the King their Mailer’s Friendfhip 
for you. 

Thirdly, 'Eh at your Electoral Highncfs (that the Peace may fuffer 
no Delay upon the Account of your particular Intcrefts) is willing to 
wave all Capitulations, much more all Difputcs with the Moft Chriftian 
King upon thofo Pretentions, that your Electoral Highncfs conceives 
otherwife to be very juft, and to refer them to the Moft Chriftian King 
himfelf, to the End ho may pleafe (when he Ihall be difpofed to make 
r. Peace with the Empire) to choofe fuch Means, as he in his Gencrofity 
ftiall judge moft proper, towards repairing, in fome Meafurc, the great 
Lofles your Electoral Highncfs hath fuffered by the War ; whether he 
pleafe to do it of his own proper Motion, or upon the good Offices of the 
King my Mailer, or elfe by Stipulation upon your Electoral Highnefs’s 
Cafe, to be made Part of the General Treaty of Peace. 

Ur on the two firll Points, there is no Difficulty at all, why I Ihould 
not forthwith pafs my Offices, nor yet upon this third Point ; but that 
your Electoral Highncfs feems to make the demoliftiing of ‘ Philip sburgh, 
and the Benefit of the Weftphalia Treaties, to be ncccflary Conditions, with- 
out which it docs not appear that your Electoral Highncfs would ac- 
quiefee in cither of the three fcvcral Ways whereby you propofc to 
come to an End of the Differences with France , or would enter upon 
Treaty with them. 

Your Electoral Highncfs will have receiv’d by the laft Poll, I doubt 
not, "from M. Spanbcim, the Declaration that the French Ambafladors 
hAvc given Abroad here (tho’ in an odd Way), of the Conditions upon 
which the King their Mailer is willing to make a General Peace. Your 
EdeCtoral Highncfs will have obferved therein, how the demoliftiing of 
'Philipsbur&h , and the due obferving of the Weftphalia Treaties, i& made 
to depend upon the Refolution or the Emperor and the Empire ; lo 
that if I, in my Offices, lliould advance either of thefe two Conditions, 
or both of them, as requilite, before any Negotiation ihould be entered 
into, on the Behalf*of your Electoral Highneis, I fear it would be taken 
for a Step made rather to put backward, than to forward your Highnefs's 
good Intentions. 

A fourth Thing that I crave Leave to fubmit to your Electoral High- 
nefs’s great; Wifdom is, whether it be not a more proper Seafon then 
*to mention the Contributions and the Reprifals, which Vour Electoral 

High- 
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Highiu fs’s Forces have made upon the French Subjc&s and their Allies,' 
when the Demand is made (whether of Reparation with ready Money, 
or of Compcnfation by Ways equivalent) for the Damages which your 
Rle&oral Highnefs hath fuftained. ’Tis probable the French will not 
forget this Matter of Rcprifals and Contributions, w hen they come to 
debate the Quantum ; and ’tis as likely your Electoral Highnefs will fo 
moderate the firft Demands, from what they might really have been, 
that the Rcprifals and Contributions will eafily appear to have been 
d'.fcountcd very fufficicntly, in that no greater Damages arc brought to 
Account. 

T h e laft Thing I beg Leave to fubmit to your Electoral Highnefs is, 
whether it be not more convenient, not to mention at all the Refent- 
ments w hich the Moft Chriftian King may have entered into againft 
your Electoral Highnefs : I confefs what the Memorial hath of it, is in 
very decent Language > but the Miniflers here will be lure, notwith- 
llanding any Thing that may be faid of ill Offices, to take it for grant- 
ed, their King was all along in the right. Bolides, it is a fundamental 
Rule, which the King my Mailer hath given us his Miniflers here, to 
avoid moft induftrioufly all Mention of Rcfcntmcnts, Milundcrftand- 
ings, ill Offices, or any Thing clfe that may revive the Memory of thofe 
Tilings that were Ingredients to the prefent Breaches. 

I moft humbly beg Pardon for this great Trouble I have given your 
Electoral Highnefs ,• what is plain and fate in the Memorial, as the 
tw r o firft Points are, I fliall, as Occafion fuits, do my beft Offices upon, 
in order to entertain the French Ambafladors, in the Confidence they 
have of your Electoral Highnefs’s earned Delirc to return into all good 
Underftanding with the Moft Chriftian King, and to let him fee how 
cafy your Electoral Highnefs is to be contented in your juft Prctenfions : 
For the following Points, fince they feem to me to have Difficulties in 
them, I will humbly wait your Electoral Highnefs’s further Orders, which 
fhall be executed with that Zeal and profound RefpcCt, which is due 
from me, who am, (jc.

S INCE my laft, which was of the 1 1 tb , we have no Fnglijh Letters 
come in : Count Antoine^ they fay, will not ftir hence, till he hear 
that the Yacht is come upon the Coaft ; he hath a Pcrfon on Purpofe at 
the Sr;//, in order to advife him as foon as ever it appears, finding it 
lefs inconvenient to expect the News to be font him hither, than to wait 
for it there, or at Rotterdam. M. Spanheim went yefterday hence, hop- 
ing to pafs in the fame Yacht, but he hath an Audience to take at the 
Hague , if it may confift with that Convcniency. M. Hcugh's Journey 
into Flanders is a Thing talk’d of for certain, but the Day is not yet 
fixed. M. Chriftine goes this Day for HirttJJels , about his particular 
Affairs, and will be back, as he told me laft Night, within a Fortnight. 
Don ‘P. Ronquillo makes Account to follow him in t\vo Days, 

I thought I could not do better than to make Choice of M. Petcum, 
to inlinuate to him the Pretcnlions we have upon Denmark in Matter of 
Commerce j for that his Concern is particular for the Honour and good 
Succefs of Count Antoine , and he is very well heard in that Court in all 
Matters of Cqmmercc, having made it his Study a long Time. He told 

me. 
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me, ho had before he came away for this Place been acquainted with 
our Cafe, and had taken fomc Pains in it j he thought the Miniftcrs of 
'Denmark had ’ere this adjulted it with us, and does not deny but wo 
have fuch an Article of a Treaty from them, as you arc pleafed to 
mention ; nay, he allows that, in the main, the Thing we demand is not 
to their Prejudice : Our referring to their Country being fo far prefer- 
able to that or the Dutch, that 200 Sail of ours brings them better 
Advantages than 300 Sail of the Dutch would do: He promifed me, 
that he would prepare Count Jhttoinc , in the bell Manner, to receive any 
Overtures about it on that Side ; and that he would write to the Chan- 
cellor, that he may be furnifhed with the Powers needfary to put an 
hind to that Bulinefs. I am, (Jc.

M Y laft was of the x 5 th, lincc which I have not the Favour of any 
from you to acknowledge. 

O n Monday M. Vander Vecken , one of the Deputies intended hither 
from Liege , told me, the Nuncio had quarelled with him very much, 
for that he had (fome while lince) made Ufe of my Offices, and not of 
his, to procure the Palfports here for thofe Deputies, faying, lie had 
been therein ncgle&ed, in the Face of this great Allcmbly. France 
hath long lincc furnifhed thofe Paflports ; but we never heard more of 
the Imperialifts , after they had taken Time to confider of it, and 
delired their Co-Allies not to furnilh any till they heard from them 
again. They are all to Pieces at Liege , lincc their Ecbevins have been 
excommunicated j the Nuncio of Colrgn maintaining the Excommuni- 
cation to be good, the Chamber of Spire having, on the contrary, de- 
clared it to be void and abulive. 

M. He ugh, in Anfwcr to the Offices I pafled with him on Tuefday y 
upon the Paper I received from M. Oxenjiiern , touching the Duke 
of Qottorp , (the Copy whereof I have already fent) told me plainly, 
that that Matter was not hitjus fori , it mud receive its Determination 
according to the Rules and Methods long lincc agreed between thofe 
two Houfes. 2. That Sweden being in Hoftility with them, they, the 
Danes , cannot have any Regard for what the King of Sweden's Am- 
baflador lhall lay in that Duke’s Behalf. 

In this Convcrfation, he told me he had had it in his Thoughts 
thjjt very Day, to come on Purpofe to acquaint me, by way of Com- 
plaint, how the Swedes deal with them, as to the Danes they have 
taken upon the Ifle of Rugen ; there is a Cartel, he fays, folemnly agreed 
between both Nations, for the Liberty of Prifoners at a certain Ran- 
fomej the King of Denmark fent his Commiflary to Coningsmatk , 
with ready Money, to demand and receive the Benefit of that Cartel, 
but is refufed j and thofe they have not llarved, or cannot force to 
take Arms, they tranfport into Sweden , to lie Prifoners there. 

The Preparations in England , he fays, do very much promife a 
War. yet there wants not fome Ground to believe, it is not yet un- 
• avoidable ; nothing, he fays, will clear that Point, but a Declaration 
of one Side or other ,• for M. Colbert hath told him, they, the French , 
will, as much as is polfible for them, avoid breaking with England ; 
but as fo®n as they lhall perceive it to be unavoidable, they will make 
Vol. II. U u # all 
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all the Hall they can to declare firft. Speaking of the Expectation, and 
the Doubt we arc in here, what Refolution the States of Holland will 
come to, as to the breaking off their Commerce with France ; nothing, 
he laid, would go fo near to bring them to do it, as to make up the 
Peace of the North out of Hand, and fo give them the Trade of the 
North undillurbcd. 

Count Antoine went hence yefterday for the ‘Brill, having had cer- 
tain News of the Yacht. T>on ( P. Ronqntl/o goes away this Day for the 
Hague ; the Biiliop of Gitrck returned hither on ' Tnefday from Cologn ; 
and M. Rlafpicl is upon his Way hither from ‘Berlin. M. Ileugb makes 
Account to let out hence to Morrow for Antwerp.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my lull, which was of the i$tb, I have the Favour of one 
from you of the 12 th to acknowledge ,• and I cannot but join with 
you in the juft Apprehcnlions that all of us ought to have, of the Effect 
that the trench Declaration may have at this Time in this Country. 

I fpoke with M. Harcn laft Night upon this very Subject, and he 
owns that they arc now entring into Deliberation upon it in each Pro- 
vince ; this of Guelderland meets to Morrow at Arnhcim, and they in 
Triezland have their Meeting for it on Fhurfday next ; he Ipoke nothing 
promiling of the Iflue, but confeffed the Deliberation may fpin out to 
a very inconvenient Length ; for if the Provinces fhould not be u nan ru- 
inous in their Judgments, there will be a great deal of Time taken up 
(lefs than a Fortnight, it feems, it cannot be) before fuch as arc Dif- 
fenters, by Order of their Superiors, can be brought to join and concur 
in one and the fame Opinion j and in this it muft be fo ; for a Majority 
docs not give the Determination, all muft concur ; the Diffenters cannot 
be concluded in Matter of Peace, or War, or of Contributions, they 
muft be wrought upon by Reafons and Perforations to join in the Vote. 

T h £ common Report goes here, that Rotterdam , and even Amftcr 
dam too, have given in to the Proportion, for breaking off all Commerce 
and Trqflick with France ; but M. de Haren was not clear in the Point, 
only laid, we might have the Certainty of what is done from M. Rezer- 
ning, who was expected here laft Night ; ’tis certain there was no 
Thought (till yefterday ’s Letters came) of his Return hither yet a while: 
Some Letters fay, he had Orders given him to make all Haft hither j I 
cannot lee what there may be for him to do at this Time in this Pla’ce, 
unlefs it be to prepare the Nobles here for their Landacht to Morrow 1 
at Arnheim , or elfc to keep Home (as their Manner is) in cafe M. de 
Haren be to go to Friezland, to the Meeting of the States on c thnr(dey, 
where his Prefcncc will be, without doubt, of great Ufe, in a Delibera- 
tion of this Importance ; elpeeially at this Time, that the Province is 
in Difcontent with the States General, which is not without fome Re- 
flexion upon his Highnefs the Prince of Orange. 

M. de Haren , in the Convcrfation I had with him about the Peace 
upon the French Conditions, was adjourning, as it were, all Confidera- 
tions to the Event of the Crifis now fo near at Hand. If his Coun-* 
trymen (I mean, thefe States) be fo true to their Alliance with his 
Majcfty, as their Treaties and their Intercft oblige them, and as their 
Power , and the prefent Opportunity enables them to be, we may, under 

God, 
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God, hopj well of the Grills ; but the Arts of the French^ arid the 
Malice of the Laenjieins , js employed at this Time to turn the Edge 
of the great Argument, that hath hitherto weighed above all Things 
with this People ; (I mean, that neither their Liberty, nor their Trade* 
can be fafe, when they have fo drpadful a Neighbour hovering over 
them) and to polfefs all Sorts of Men, that there cannot be a greater 
Danger to either, than that which watches at this Time to furprizc 
them within their own Doors ; this is the Rate they talk at among 
thcmfelvcs, who whine in Publick for their Inability to continue the 
War, and tell every body how little it concerns this State, that the 
French have a Town or two the more, and the Spaniards a Town or 
two the fewer ; thefe kinds of Inlinuation the French are not wanting 
to fupport } for M .Colbert gives out, there is now but the fingle Town 
of Ipres in Difference between his Majefty and his King, by reafon of 
which, a Peace is not to be had all the World over j the Emphalis of 
that is intended againft us. 

The LI odor of Pavaria is laid to offer his Mediation at Vienna , 
and there is a Match fpokc of between that Elcdoral Prince and the 
Emperor’s Sifter. 

M. Hough went hence on Friday (with his Lady) for Flanders , not 
knowing then that the Prince would be fo fuddenly at the Hague. His 
Bulinefs was, (as he was pleafed to tell me when he took Leave) to 
acquaint his Highnefs with the Occafion of Count Jntoine's Voyage into 
England. He and M. Petcuvrt too told me, of a great Inftance that has 
been lately difeovered to them, of the unfair Dealing of the Swedes with 
them i for the Chancellor of Sweden being to purge himfelf in the late 
Dyet at Ilehnjladt , of certain Mifcarriagcs in this War, laid it as a 
Matter of Blame upon Jl r rangcll 3 that he did not execute the Orders 
that were given him, to invade the Danes by the Way of HolJiein 3 at 
a Time that the Piano s could not exped it, bccaufe Count 2 irahe was 
with them Ambalfador Extraordinary at Copenhagen , bearing them in 
Hand, that the Swedes would obferve towards them all the Friendlhip 
and good Neighbourhood pofftble. 

M. 'Bccerning came Home laft Night, and this Morning he and his 
Colleguc gave me a Vifit,* he told me, he was font away by his Maftcrs 
in fuch Haft, that he could not fpeak with the Prince, whom he knew 
to be expeded there every Moment. That their whole Country is in 
fome Impatience for a Peace, the French Declaration that is now Print- 
ed, in fevcral Places and Languages, having had that Effed upon them 
(especially in Holland ), that they are tons pris d ttn zele m pen dcregle 
pour la Paix 3 there being not, he faid, a Boat or a Waggon ltirringany 
where in thofc Countries, but thofe Prints are in feveral Hands, and 
made the Subjed Matter of their Rcafonings and Difcourfes,- and 
every body concluding, that it matters not to them of this Country, 
that Spain hath two or three Towns the lclfer, if they may have their 
own (that is, Maefh'icht ) reftored to them, and their Trade to revive 
and flourilli again. This, he faid, is the ordinary^ Difcourfe of the 
Country People, and not only fo, but of their great Totvns, Jltnjlcr dam 3 
Rotterdam, and Leyden. 

Hs/told me plainly enough, that if they could have a Peace upon any 
tojprahle Terms, they would prefer it to any War ; he acknowledged 
Ijis Majcfty’s joining with them would be a moft conlidcrable Ac- 
ceflion, but yet it would bring no Aflurance with it, that their Succcfs 
will be any better than it hath been ; bolides that, they lhall want 
..the only Mediator capable to fettle the World in Rcpofe again. They 
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were come to me by Order of the States, he faid, to know, if there 
were any Means to get the Term of the \oth of May prolonged ; and 
to deli re my Offices to make an Oucerturc to that Efredt to the "French 
Ambafladors ; for, faid he, if we could gain a Month or iix Weeks 
'l ime, fomething may be done ; but as the Form of this Government 
is, it is impoifible for them to do any Thing in fo fliort a Time ; hav- 
ing told them what M. Colbert's Words had been to me, that they, 
the French , could not enter into any Negotiation upon their Paper, nor 
receive any Anfwcr from the Parties but a tingle Out. I asked them, 
whether they deiired me to make fuch an Oucerturc in their Names 
alone, or elfe in the Name of the reft of the Allies, fincc the Commu- 
nication I had made of the French Ambafladors Difcourfe to me, had 
been to the feveral Allies, in the lame Manner as to M. de Haren. 

I mull not forget to obl'erve unto you one odd Exprcflion that M. 
Becoming uled, when he propofed to have this Oucerturc made by my 
Offices j we cannot, laid he, go to the French ourfelvcs upon this 
Paper, nor can we take notice of it in the moft folcmn Manner, as 
if they, the Dutch , had never made any fuch Step towards the French 
without the Mediators. 

I told them, that if they defired me to pafs any Offices with the 
French , I would be glad to ad juft the very Words with them (in 
Regard the Matter is nice) before we parted; they replied, they 
would firlt fpcak with their feveral Co-Allies, and then meet them at 
five this Afternoon, at their ordinary Meeting in the Town-Houfe : 
By that Time, they faid, they lhall have better digefted what they 
have to delire of me, and they would further fpcak with me, upon the 
whole Matter, this Night or to Morrow Morning. 

They told me, that M. de los Balbafcs being to go out very early 
this Morning, upon a Journey of Pleafure to C/m?, they had made a 
Shift to fpcak with him before he went; and his Refolution was, 
that he would confcnt to any Thing they fliould do, provided it be not 
to the Prejudice of what is treated at this Time by Spain, and the 
reft of the Allies, with his Ma jelly in Fngland . 

M. Becoming went over feveral of the Points in the French Decla- 
ration ; they, the Dutch, were well enough, he faid, ft le Roy ftres 
Chretienne agit de bonne foy dr tient fa parole, for tho’ it be a Queftion, 
whether France will fettle the Commerce upon the Project as the 
Dutch Ambafladors gave it in, or upon thofe Limitations and Rc- 
ftridtions they, the French, return’d upon it ; yet *tis better any Way, 
than have the Burthen of the War continu’d longer upon them. 

Some other Things, he faid, ought to have been fet Right, but 
that might be done too with Time ; I fuppofe he meant the Rights 
and Intcrcfts of his Highncfs the Prince of Orange in his Principality ; 
for of that, there is no Mention at all in the Paper. For the Empire, 
faid lie, the Peace of Weftphalia will be welcome ; and for Phi/ipsburgh 
and Friburgb, ’twill be no hard Matter to come to fome Agreement 
for Spain , it goes very hard with them, and with us too, faid he, 
for we lhall be very much dilappointed in the Hopes we had of a 
good Barrier ; lince that which is now to be left, will be a very (lender 
one, and we lhall always remain very much expofed ; but thar^ivhich 
is moft intolerable of all, is Lorain, for the Country will be torn to 
Pieces, and that Duke will have as good as none at all. • 

T h i s is the Subftance of what M. Becerning (poke, for his Collegue 
fpoke not at all ; only added, that by the Friday Pacquet Boat, there 
was an Exprcfs lent to M. Van Beuninghen , that he (hotild move his 

Ma- 
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Majcfty to get the Term prolonged if pofliblc, and acquaint him, that 
the States had directed the fame Ouverture to be made here. I re- 
main, tire,

Right Honourable Sir, 

'TP' HE laft I troubled you with, was of the 22 d Current; contain- 

1 ing what M. TSeverning and his Collegue had difeovered to me 
that Day, touching the prelent Bent that this Country is in for a Peace j 
as alfo what they dclired of me, touching the prolonging of the Term 
that France hath given to the 10 th of May. I thought thofe Incidents 
of that Importance to his Majcfty *s Deliberations at this Time, that I 
did not truft them with the Poll, but font them by an Exprcfs, in whom, 
I hope, there will be no Want of Diligence. 

I have little to add to what that Dilpatch carried ; only on ‘Tttefdqy, 
I gave the ‘Dutch AmbalTadors an Account of the Anfwer the French 
had given me, about prolonging the Term ; but they did not lean to 
be fo much concerned, that the Anfwer was a flat Denial, as they 
were follicitous the Day before to have the Queftion put. 

However, the Thing hath that EfFeCt, which was eafy to forefee,* 
whether thofe AmbalTadors dclired it Ihould be fo, or not, I dare not 
take upon me to determine : I mean ’tis plain, that as the Anfwer of 
the French AmbalTadors is, and as the Proceedings in this Government 
about War and Peace ufes to be, ’tis not poflible to come to any Kclo- 
lution here, (tho’ they Ihould never fo much delirc and intend to 
comply with France ) that will amount to a Clofe before the Term 
be out. 

The ‘Dutch AmbalTadors being with me yefterday upon another Oc- 
calion, I asked them, what Account they had had of the Proceedings 
at the Haggle on Saturday laft ; for M. ‘Reverning had told me, he was 
in fome Pain, what the appearing of his Highnefs the Prince of Orange 
that Day in the Alfembly of the States of Holland would produce. 
They told me, that the Prince being among them, opened to them the 
State of Affairs, as they now ftand ; and reprefented to them their Obli- 
gations by Treaty to their fevcral Allies. The Nobles and the Deputies 
(thofe of Amjicrdam and Leyden only excepted) fliewed themfclves fen- 
fible enough, and willing to comply with their Obligations j but there 
was no Rcfolution taken" that Day, the Deputies going back to their 
fevcsal Towns * and their Conclulion was, that they hoped all would 
be well. 

Messieurs dc Gurck, Kinski , and Salba/es, in fevcral Vilits they 
made me on ‘TueJ'day , and laft Night, told me upon this Subject, they 
were confident, that notwithftanding this Cloud all would end well. 
Whatf Ground this Confidence hath, I know not; what they fay, feems 
to have come to them from the Miniftcrs of thofe Crowns at the 
Hague] 

Fifde Qurck to 41 me further, how clofely he had prefs’d the Dutch , 
•m»fcnc ordinary Alfembly of the Allies on Monday laft, with Arguments 
from the Intereft of their Country, urging, that if they Ihould now 
make their Peace with France , their Liberty and their Trade will 
be ncvcrthclefs in Danger to be fwallowed up by the Conqueror. Be- 
tides, they muft be ftill at the Charge of keeping themfalves armed as 

fully 
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fully as they are now at this Time. He pivi'icd them likew ife, as 
lie faiil, upon their Honour, the Emperor and Spain having given 
into tins War meerly for their Prefervation, and upon an Engage- 
ment from this .State, not to go out of it, but by common Confenr ; 
the King our Maher having been follicitcd by th.crn by all Manner 
of Arguments to break off the Trade with J) aiicc> and to enter into 
the War, having taken his Meafurcs upon the AH u ranees he hath 
from tlu-m by Treaty j how thofe Arguments are managed, and what 
Etscv-t they will have. Time mull difeover ; but the bnpcria/ifls and 
Spaniards here do profefs to be extreamly fat i. shed with his Maj.-fly’s 
Proceedings ; that is, they are perfwaded his Majefly is in carnell icr 
entring into the War, and that he makes all the Steps polUble to- 
wards it. 

On < Tuefday i M. Oxcnfticrn acquainted me in form, that he had 
Orders from the King his Mailer to go Amballador into Falkland ; but 
that in Regard M. d Olivcnkrantz is there already, he mull ltay till 
he hear from him, whether he will tarry there, or come back hither; 
it being the Order of their King, that one of them lliould continue 
here, tho’ their Allies, the French , lliould leave this Place ; he find, 
’twas further the meaning of the King of Sweden, and his Orders to 
him that goes Amballador into Jingland, that his Majelty lliould be 
prayed to continue his Mediation llill between Sweden and all its Ene- 
mies ; and that notwithftanding any Ik each his Majefly may come to 
with France , the King of Sweden relies upon his Majcfty’s Offices as 
Mediator, as perfectly and entirely as he did before, there being nothing 
in the Teagues between Sweden and France , that lliould oblige Sweden 
to any Change in its prefent Peace and Amity with lingland , tho’ 
Falkland lliould break with France ; the mutual Engagements of thofe" 
Crowns relating only to the preferving of the Peace of Mnnjier, He* 
made alfo his Complaint to me, that M. JlenvJj had not taken from 
my Hand the Memorial that M. Oxcvjliern had left with me, about the 
l)uke of Holjicin - y telling me, he would receive no Paper from 2 Xn- 
mark till his was accepted. 

0 n ‘Tuefday M. Ulkcn , one of the llulflein Miniftcrs, was to take his 
I, cave of me, his Mailer having ordered him to pafs hence into Eng- 
land ; and M. dc Harcn is gone this Morning for Fricfland. I humbly 
thank you for the Honour of yours of the 1 6 th, which is the lall we 
have come to Hand. I have not had Opportunity lince I receiv’d it 
to fpcak (as 1 intend to do once mere) to M. J'ctcum about our 
Trade. 

1 do not trouble you with a Squabble which happened between the 
French Ambafladors and the Burgravo of this Town, their Footfncn 
1 laving met on Sunday Night by Chance and fought, one of M. Colbert's, 
Footmen was dangcroully hurt ; becaulc I have made an End of it. 

Having writ thus far, the French Amballadors having taken this 
Hour of me, to tell me they had Orders from the King their Matter, 
to defire my Offices with the Allies, to let them know the Mott IChri- 
ftian King does pretend — qae les Mcffinois retirez cn France^ foient 
ntablis , dans leurs biens avec la Libcrte deux difpofer & qui/k ayent 
un Article dans le Traite dc Taix, par le quel i( (bit Jlipulc ^ cct 
Fffit. ' v , 

I charging my felf with their Words, and adding, that I wiflwl 
heartily there were nothing between us and a good Peace, but the 
procuring of fuch an Article to be inferted into the Treaty; M. Colbert 
told me, ’tis the Fault of the Allies, that the Peace is noc accepted 

that 
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that had they not flood in their own Light, they would have made the 
Peace ere this; that Meflieurs dc Villa Hermofa and dc los Balbafes do 
by this Time know the Meaning of their Court fuflficicntly, and are 
perfwaded, as he believes, that a Peace upon the Offer made them by 
France of fo many Places, is much preferable to the continuing of the 
War ; that the ‘Dutch have all they can demand ; that the Emperor is 
the only conlidcrablc Ally that ftands out, and yet with very little 
Rcafon ; his Army is 10,000 Men lelfcr this Summer, than it was the 
laft : Hungary is upon the brink of a General Revolt, and they demand 
four Points, the granting of one of whicli is an utter Ruin to the Em- 
peror’s Interefl as King there. 

M. Colbert parting from one Point to another, came at laft to Swedcn y 
and mentioned the King our Mailer’s Promife, that that Crown Ihould 
have its entire Satisfaction. I told him, I did not know whether his 
Majclty had made any Promife at all in that Affair, or no ; but that I 
was furc his Majcfty had that juft Regard to his Promife when he made 
any, as not to pafs pojitivement , (as ’tis in their Paper) where the Thing 
promiled depends not upon the Will of his Majcfty, but upon the Con- 
currence and Confent of Pcrfons of different Intcrcfts and Deligns,- 
therefore I thought the Penman of their late Writing had not con- 
lidcred what he faid, and the rather, in that it was vilible he contra- 
dicted himfelf in one and the fame Line ; M. Colbert was not plcafcd 
to fay one Word in Defence of the Paper, but that the Promife his 
Majclty had made, was the raoft generous in the World, and the moft 
tending to a General Peace ; that the Emperor and the King of Spain 
would have laid the fame Thing, but that they feared to offend the 
Abies, the Rrandcnbtirghcr , and the reft ; which was a Confidcration his 
Ms jelly and the Dutch had no need to enter into ; Thus he avoided the 
Queftion ■ I prefling as well as I could the Nonfcnfc of their Paper as 
of myfelf, not knowing whether his Majefty had ma dcany Reflexion 
upon that Palfago or not. 1 remain, (jc.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 2 ^th y I have the Favour of one 
from you of the 23 d Current, and do humbly thank you for it, 
as alfo for the Extract of what palfcd between you and M. Van Beu- 
ninghen y and for the Copy of your Letter to Mr. Hyde at the Hague y 
of the fame Date. 

It is with all the Reafon in the World that you are plcafcd to fay, 
it was a hard Queftion that M. Beoerning and his Collogue put to me 
this Day fevennight, about prolonging the Term in the French Condi- 
tions : . I had not Time to give you any Account but of the bare Matter 
of Fa{ it being almoft importable to tell you the Anxiety I had in 
my Thoughts upon that Incident. 

I chojb to do, as you fee I have done, chiefly upon this Ground ; I 
did nc/think it fafe«for me to refufe that Thread that was (leemingly 
ertft) offered to be put into my Hand, for the conducting of this new 
Negotiation, if it Ihould be fet on Foot by prolonging the Term ; for 
befidcs that, I knew nothing in the leaft, nor do I yet know, that his 
Majcfty hath ceafcd his Offices of Mediation with France , or that it is 
his Pleafurc His Minillers here Ihould do fo ; I law the Dutch would 
1 have 
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luxe forthwith, upon my Refufal, entered into an immediate fi eri t Com- 
munication witii the Tench, and conf.tjUi.ntly I 1 lion Id (by mine own 
Au) have put mjf.lf out of all Poiiibmty to gain any 'l ime, (which 
v as what I thought molt necdlary) to advertiib you of this Incident, 
and to learn his Majdty’s Pleafure upon it : as alfo cut ot all Hopes to 
pet any Notice of what fiould afterwards pafs between them. 

Ih’d fevcral Rcafons to believe the Trench would anlwer (as they 
did) in the Negative ,• their I):fcourfes to me and to others having been 
all along to that filed ,• 1 thought therefore a Denial hire would be 
a feafonablc Difappointment to the Mutineers at the Hague ; behdes 
that, the early Knew ledge of this Ili’ue (lince they would have it cut 
one Way or other) would be of fonieUfe in his M: jelly’s Council •> ; 
but had the Trench contented to write to their Court, (I put the C le 
to myfelf) I lhould then have gained fo much 'lime, as to have giwn 
you Notice how 'filings went, before the Negotiation itll lf lhould b-:\e 
conic on ; and I lhould hat e been in a better Light to inform \ on of 
what iliould pafs, than if I had refilled to intci meddle in it. 

II f. stops, tlie Point being in itfeir a Preliminary, ot feme Dillance 
from the main Huliucls, and I to move in it by the by only, par occajhai , 
was M. Btceni/nfs Word, and not by way of Office, I hoped to come 
nearer his Majelry’s Meaning and Service in doing as I did, than if I 
had taken a contrary Courib ; and in that Hope 1 wait with all the 
dutiful Submiflion poliihle, what his Maj. Ily (hall pleafe to pronounce or 
direct further in this Matter. 


On 7 hurfday, M. Bczerning coming to make me a Complement, upon 
my basing made up a Difference between the French Ambe flack rs and 
fome of the Nobles of this Town, (there having happened feveraf 
Squabbles between their Lacquies, for that the Gentlemens I.acquics 
wore Swords, and thole of Amballadors wore none, the Gentlemen liav- 
ing now put their Lacquies to conform with us in that Point) told 
me in great Confidence, that he hoped all would go well again in Hol- 
land, and that they would keep dole, both in the Peace, and in the 
V. ar, to his Majdfy ; that his Highnefs the Prince was gone .back from 
the Hague very well pleafed, quel acoit rtmprc ce coup-, and it was his 
great Prudence not to oppofe directly and violently that Party that 
was for a prefent Peace ; that it was a wife Thing to fend away Van 
Lccwen and ‘Bored on the P.rrand they are gone upon that they having 
appeared the molt troublefomc and mutinous, will be made to under- 
hand, both in England and at Brnxel/s , how impracticable the Thing 
is they aim at, at this T ime, and efpccially in their Method. 

T h i s was on Thurfday after the Poll was gone, yet (peaking with 
him again laft Night, he laid, the Prince w as gone away much d/flatis- 
licd ; and added to his former Character of Van Lccwen , that he is a 
bold talking Man, and not w ithout Sufpicion of holding Intelligence 
with the Trench. 


Hi- fuid, it was a very weak Thing done by the Penfioner, on .Friday 
lah the '£tb Current, to carry the Refolution of the States of Ittol/and 
to the Allbmbly of the States General that very Night, to hav/it pals 
into an lnltruCtion for the AmbalTadors here ; whereas he mig&t have 
hindred it from coming to ca Conclulion among the States of Tidland 
till the Prince might be fpoke with, and might afterwards have fonjoru 
to put it to the States General that Night. 

He acknowledged there can be nothing more faintary (that was his 
Word) to their Country, than an abfolute Prohibition of all Tirade with 
France, but «tis never to be well executed in thefe Countries they hav6 

Inllanccs 
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In fiances of fovcral Prohibitions of French Manufactures, put out by 
the States General, and obferved by Holland , but the Things prohibited 
are brought into Zealand ' 3 (and againfl the Zealander* there is no Re- 
medy to be had) or elfe into Friczland> and thence difperfed to the reft 
of the Provinces $ and it will be thus, he fays, in cafe they fhould now 
prohibit the French Trade ; fo that it will not be obferved as it ought on 
this Side. 

When I pafs’d ' my Offices, as I did on Friday and Saturday , with 
thefevcral Allies, touching the MeQinois , to be comprized in thisTreaty, 
they could hardly (fomc of them) keep their Countenances, but faid 
little. 

M. Platt i the Ofnaburg Mini Her, told me, the Deputies olTcmbled at 
Cvlogn , for the Army that is intended to a St upon the Meufe , cannot agree 
among thcmlelves ; the Prince his Mailer hath been order’d ever fince 
January to command it ,• but he will not engage till he knows whence 
the Army is to draw its Subfiflencc, and till it have a Train of Ar- 
tillery, which it now wants. M. de Qrana , who is intended for a Com- 
mand in that Army, is, and hath been about a Week in this Town. 

On Friday the Marquifs de Fuente arrived here in the fine Fruxells 
Yacht j M. de los Falbafes received him at the Water-fide, he lodges 
yet at his Houfe. I fpokc with M.eFAvaux about his Vifit of Ceremony, 
he and his Collegues had deliberated of it, and had rcfolved to vilit 
him, tho’ he give (as M. Falbafcs and Ronquillo have done) that Extra- 
ordinary Sort of Vilit to the Imperialifts , upon the Account of the 
fame Houfe, before he notifie others, provided it be in all Things elle 
as it was before : M. Fevcrning was of the fame Opinion, and I fhall 
not dilfent, unlcfs your Orders come Time enough to the contrary. 

I fpokc with M. ‘Pet cum yefterday about our Pretcnfion upon his 
Majcflys Treaty with ! 'Denmark he docs in a Manner allure me, that 
if you pleafe to give in a Plan of what our Merchants w'ould be at, 
they will have content $ he hath writ to the Chancellor about it their 
Care is, that the ‘Dutch do not, when wo get up to their Privileges, 
yet flop higher, and catch at more than they have. 

M. Cannon fpokc to me on Friday and yefterday, of the perfect 
Reliance his Duke hath upon the King our Mailer, and that he hath 
writ to his Majcfty fince he hath had Communications of the French 
Conditions, to fubmit all entirely to his Pleafure. 

He fays, that among other hard Mcafures, the demanding of the 
Proi'ofte of Lougroy , in Exchange for fomething not yet named, is one 
of the hardell ; that Provojie has no lefs than 6$ Villages of its De- 
pcndancc ; it rcachcth almoft from the Mofellc to the Meufe 3 from Thion - 
ville fo Verdun , and it fronts all along upon Lnxemburgb. I am, drc.

*W e find, that a Courier came on Monday laft to the French Ambafla- 
dors, between 7 and 8 at Night,- and about 10 the fame Night, (fooner 
I fuppofe the Letters could not be decyphcr ’d) M. A Avaux' a Secretary 
vvent to M. Fcccrnjnfs 3 carrying with him fcvcral Papers, &nd enjoining 
Vol. II. 1 Xx the 
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the Lacquey he took along with him, not to tell where they had been- 
’Tis further fa id from a good Hand, that M. efjcatix's People were bufy 
in writing mdl Part of that Night ; and that the Marefchal font a Cou- 
rier to jlmfii dam the fame Night ; and ’tis certain that ^\.d' Az\:i::e 
was Abroad next Morning, frit at M . OxenJUcrn s, then at M . Secer- 
ning lv fore eight, which is an earlier Hour than ordinary with thole 
jVlinilLrs to have Interviews. The French Courier went back on ‘Tues- 
day at 4 in the Afternoon. M. OxenJUcrn and M. Scccrnin g both own’d 
to me, they knew of a Courier come to the French , but both fuid, they 
knew nothing of the Occalion of his coming ; that lie brought fome- 
thing or other wherewith to foment the prelent Humour in tl.i- Coun- 
try, is more than probable : Mr. Chndlcigh difcourling with one or the 
French Amballadors Gentlemen (who we are fure hath a good Share 
in all their Secrets) upon Occalion of this Courier, and telling him how 
all Men were awakened to expert fomething extraordinary upon it ; the 
Gentleman anfwercd, twas pollible you may hear fliortly of a Truce ; 
Mr. Chndlcigh replying, that People conjectured the 'filing he brought 
with him to be of greater Moment ; his Anfwcr was, the Nature of 
this Government is fuch, that if there be any Inch Thing, it will be 
foon known at the Halite. Out of this we cannot but conclude, that 
’tis fomething of prelent Concern that this Courier brought ; and tis in 
Order to fome feparate Paces between the French and th vT.)i:fch. One 
Thing more I fhall take Leave to cbferve, that a very fober Gentleman 
told Mr. Child leiyj.u that M. Secerning (as foon as he came on Sunday , 
which was about 8 a Clock at Night to Town, upon the Errand about 
the prolonging of the Term) went that very Night, but very privately, 
to the French Ambalfadors ; but faw not the Allies or me till next Day. 
I do not deliver this for certain, the Gentleman, being fpoken with lince, 
faying, he had not the Thing confirmed unto him. 

M. Secerning was very dole and dark in a Con verlation I had w ith 
him yellerday ,• he laid Van Lcciecn, now deputed into England, was a 
vehement Man, and yet had fome Excufe of his Side, in Regard lie 
law the Town he is Magiflrate of going to utter Ruin, by the Decay of 
its Manufacture. He added, that Jrnjierdam had pofitively declared, 
they will contribute no more to the War ; that he had not fpokc at all 
to M. OxenJUcrn , (as his Mailers had directed him) about the prolong- 
ing of the Term, becaufe he could not hope any Thing from him, that 
Nation being now' wholly at the Didate of France , and looking upon no 
other Help or Refource, than that which France will give them. It was 
much talked yellerday in the Evening, that M. Secerning fent Couriers 
on T’ucjday Night at Midnight to Jmjlerdam , and to Leyden ; ’tis cer- 
tain he receiv’d a Courier on Tit ef day from the Hague, and fent him 
back at Night ; the French Gentleman abovementioned would not allow 
of what is believed here, that his Ilighncfs the Prince had quieted the 
States of Holland, and gone away w ell fatisfied. I am, (Jc.

J U S T now, at 7 in the Afternoon, M. Secerning call’d upon me, as 
he came out of the AlfembJy of the Allies, to acquaint me he had 
received by *he Extraordinary of this Day, Orders from his Mailers to 
fpeak w ith his Co-Allies, and to know of them, whether they will be 

con- 
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content with an Arntiftice : He had Ordefs to treat it with’ them for 
fix Weeks, he named the laft of June their Style, or for any Term 
they could agree on, provided it exceeded not three JVfonths : There 
were prefent at their Meeting the three Imperialifts , M. de los SaU 
bales and M. Cannon , they rcfolved nothing, but took to deliberate till 
Saturday Morning, only he thought, he laid, M. de los Balbajes did 
relifh the Thing, being in an extream Dread to lofc fomc good Place 
{Antwerp is generally feared) at the Return of the French King 
into Flanders . M. Secerning does as good as own, that this Propofition 
came from him to the States, but that M. Fagel hath put it to them 
in Form j that M. Fagel is to anfwer if any Mifchicf come of it, for 
that he, M. Secerning , having found from a certain Perfon here, (nam- 
ing no Body, but meaning the French Arabaffadors without doubt) that 
an At miJUcc might be had, he could not choofe but communicate 
the Thing to his Mailers : He fays, they came quickly to this Refolu- 
tion ; and he was commanded by them to talk Home to the Spaniards 
and the other Allies, of their Rcfolution, not to be at fuch vail Char- 
ges any longer, and that they will forthwith disband the Men they 
have up and down the SpaniJtJ Netherlands ; and the Spaniards may, if 
they pleafe, take them into their Pay. 

This Rcfolution was taken yefterday at n of the Clock, and 
Mellengcrs difpatch’d to M. Van Benninghen , and to Bruxells the fame 
Evening : Had he defired me (as he did not) to propofe the Armidice 
to any of the Parties, I lliould not have done it without his Majefty’s 
Orders; therefore I befeech you. Sir, I may know' his Majofty’s Plea- 
fine as foon as you can. M. Secerning told me, he guefs’d that France 
would give an Annijlice as long as could be delircd, even for 12 
Months. 1 am, &i\

O N ‘I'hurfday the 2 </, I troubled you with two of mine ; one in 
the Morning, and a Boftfcript at Night ; but did not commit 
either of them to the Poll ; 1 lent them by Servants of my own ; the 
one w hereof I hope will overtake the other fomewhere or other on this 
Side, and fo give you but one Trouble. 

I gave you in my laft, an Account of all that was then come to my 
Knowledge of a Ccflation of Arms, or an Armifttce , which is the 
Word aftedted here : M. Secerning having made his Propofition on 
( Vhusjday^ as I told you, and the Allies having taken Time to delibe- 
rate till Saturday Morning, they did not meet that Morning ; M. Be- 
coming having fpent it in particular Applications to them at their fevcral 
Houfes ; but they met at three in the Afternoon : M. Secerning parted 
from them at live ; yet they fat and did not break up till eight. 

M. ^Secerning told me yefterday, he found them more tradtablc feve- 
rally Jut their Houfes, than they were jointly in the AiTembly, efpecial- 
ly M. Ve los Balbajes was fo, as being apprehenlivc of fome fatal Rcfolu- 
tion ift fome of th<j great Towns in the Netherlands upon the Return 
of- trie French King thither. When they met, he and they fpoke their 
Rcafonings, for and againft the Celfation ; M. Secerning did not tell 
* me, what thofc Reafonings were, but only that their Conclufton was 
againft the Ccflation he propoled.

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From another that was not prefent at the Debate, but is perfectly 
informed (as I take it) of what pafs’d there, I find that M. Secerning 
demanded an Anfwer to the Proportion he had made on Lburfday ; 
M. de Gtirck beginning, fpokc largely of the Unrcafonablenefs of it at 
this Time, cfpecially in Regard of the Pofture and Motion the Impe- 
rial Army was now in ,• but concluded, that nothing was to be done 
till the Mind of the King our Matter were known. 

M. de los Salbafcs concluded juft to the fame Effcd ; that confider- 
ing the Advances his Majefty had made, and the Weight he was like 
to bring on the Allies Side, nothing was to be done till the Allies 
knew what his Majefty would be pleas’d to do. 

M. Cannons Conclulton was juft the fame $ only he obferved to them, 
that the asking of a longer Term, might be thought to imply an ac- 
cepting of the Conditions ; and if fo, that his Maftcr would lofe the 
better Part, and in a Manner all his Eftates, "without fhewing his Claim 
or Defence j M. Secerning anfwcrcd, it was not the meaning of his 
Matters, if a Ceflation were obtained, to yield to the Conditions as 
they arc, but to debate and treat upon them. 

When M. Becerning had heard thefe three fevcral Conclufions, on 
the Behalf of the Imperial and Spanijh Embaflies, and of the Lorain 
Minifter, which was all the Company that was prefent at the Afl'cm- 
bly ; he replied frjt, that if the Ceflation was not accepted, the Spanijh 
Netherlands would be unavoidably loft, idly, Que Mejfteurs les Etats 
nattendent rien de tJnglctcrre puis quits out m Fraite acre Elle qui 
tobleige a rompre , mats Elle lie romp pas , thefe are the very Words, 
as near as I was able to retain them, upon twice repeating them 
to me. 

Some among the Allies propofed (it feems) that the Aflembly 
fhould depute to me, as they have been ufed to do upon fcveral other 
Occafions, to the End I might be made acquainted with a Matter of 
this Importance, and write to Court about it : But M. Secerning an- 
fwered. J ay deya fait fExpoJition de tout cccy d Monfiettr Jenkins, 
& jc ne crois pas, qtie le RoyJ'on Maitre condroit propofer cet ylr- 
mtflice. 

This is the beft Account I can yet give of the Conference on Sa- 
turday about this Ceflation , only M. Secerning told me, they kept 
fo long in the Aflembly, that he was like to lofe his Poft ; he thought 
they did it upon that Dcfign, but he made a Shift to write the fame 
Night to his Matters. He faid, he had offered the Spaniards , that the 
States fhould transfer over to them all the Soldiers that arc now in 
Garrifons in the Spanijh Netherlands. 

Yesterday at three in the Evening, M. Colbert and dJAoaux were 
with me, to acquaint me of two Things that the King their Matter 
had ordered them, by Means of us the Mediators, to make known 
to the Ambafladors and Minifters of the Allies ; the one was, that 
whereas the Term he had fix’d to the Conditions upon which he is 
willing to come to a Peace, was the 10 th of this Month of May, he 
was willing it fhould be prolonged, and did prolong it to the loth of 
the fame Month, N. S. The other Thing was, that the ftro^ Place 
of Lecw in Srabant , lately furprized by the French , fhould not make 
any Alteration in the Conditions of the Peace ; that he was willing' to 
render it to the Spaniards. 

M. Colbert did value very much the reftoring of fo many important 
Places, there being nothing like it in all the Hiftory of the Treaties 
between France and Spain > and that this Place of Lcew, ’being added 

to 
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to fo many more, there would be no Pretence left, to infill that Jpres 
be roftored to the Spaniards . 

1 made a Shift to acquaint the Allies fcverally with that I had in 
Charge, but it was very late before I could come to fpcak with the 
Impcrialifls ; M. dc /os Balbafes and M. Cannon , for they were alto- 
gether taken up (not improbably upon the fame Mcffagc) with the 
Nuncio. 

M. Bei’crnings Anfwcr was, that he defired his Thanks might be re- 
turned to the French Ambaffadors j and that he could have wi fil’d the 
Prolongation had been for twenty or thirty Days longer. 

M. dc los Balbafes faid, that five of the ten Days being elapfed^ he 
did not fee what could be done in fo fiiort a Time $ yet, tho’ the 
Term were longer, they could not go againft their ufual Cuftofti, which 
hath been, to do all Things in Concert with the Allies ; this could not 
be done at this Time, nor can they enter into any Deliberation upon 
the French Condition (which this Term relates to) in Regard the 
two I-.mbaifies of Denmark and Brandenbtirgh are abfent at this Time. 

The Impcrialijis deiired me to come to their Aflembly at the Stadt- 
houfe, at their ufual Hour of Meeting this Afternoon, where I fhould 
have the Anfvver of all the Allies, as they fhould agree to it. 

M. Tctcum and Cannon did not fay much, but M. ! Petctim complain- 
ed that the Allies here do not in their Deliberations give that Part 
and Regard that is due to them of the North. 

M. Balbafes , in the Conference I had with him upon this Occafion, 
focmed to fuppofe that we cannot require, in StriClnefs, that the Dutch 
fhould prohibit all Commerce with France ; for that there is no fuch 
Thing ftipulatcd in our Treaty with them in January laft and that 
the prohibiting of Commerce was a Thing thought of, after the mak- 
ing of that Treaty by the King, upon the Suggeftion of the Parliament. 
I endeavoured to evince the contrary from Addreffcs antecedent to that 
at the Beginning of this Seffions j and how hard it would be, that his 
Majcfty fhould, by fuch a Prohibition, tie up the Hands of his own 
Subjects, not only to the great Inconvcniency of Thoufands of particu- 
lar Pcrfons, that live upon that Trade, but alfo to fuffer the Trade itfclf 
to be diverted from his own Kingdoms, and to help the driving of it 
into another Channel. 

Upon this Difcourfe of M. Balbafes , in Favour of the Dutch , and 
upon the Teltimony that M. Bevcrning gives of his being more trada- 
ble than others, 1 cannot but fet down a Remark that M. Cannon 
made to me this Morning ,• faying, that there was no Qucftion to be 
made, but that the Emperor and the reft of the Allies (whatfoever 
this State would do) would be firm to his Majcfty the King our Ma- 
iler*: Only I am forry, faid he, to obferve, that the Spaniards , / bit 
par Timidite , foit par Complaifancc , have that Deference for the Hol- 
landers^ that they incline to every Thing that is propofed from that 
Side. I expected, faid he, that having recovered Sicily , they would 
with*more Frankncfs have hazarded what is left them in the Nether- 
lands i but I do not find any Thing changed in their former Conduct, 
nor do they fpcak out againft this Jrmijiice , as in all Reafon they, 
oughjf to do. ( 

yoK Occurrences, I take leave to fend you Bor eel's Propofition, and 
the Duke dc Villa Hermofds Anfwer, ’tis added here, that the States 
have upon this Anfvver fent to let the Duke know, they perlift in 
their firft Refolution ; ’tis alfo added, (how truly I know not) that there 
is one of the principal Men of Amjlerdam deputed to the French King 
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at Ghent , and another to go into Spain. You will have enclofed a 
Letter writ to M. d EJiradcs from one of his Correfpondents at dm- 
Jhrdam j the fame Perfon that gives us this, fays, he faw anothe r or a 
frelher Date to the Marcfchal ; wherein the Writer delircs, that in Cafe 
the Revolution do not hit, as is expected in Favour of France , he and 
his Complices may be taken into that King’s Protection, by the JVlarefchal’s 
Care and Favour, deli ring the Marefchal would be pleafed to give his 
Word to M. Bcverning to that Effect. 

I muft confefs, I cannot believe that M. 'Beaming is fo far gone in 
the French Intcrcfts, as to take fuch Stipulations in Favour of thole 
that betray their Country ; tliofe that know molt, among!! the French 
Dome flicks here, do look upon him as a great Well-wifher to tne 
Peace, not in Oppofition to the Prince, but becaufe he is perfwaded 
’tis the Interefl of his Country. 

M. Beaming did value hiinfelf to me ycllerday, upon a Confolatory 
] .etter that the Prince had caufed to be writ to him by a third Hand ; 
for he hath writ, as he fays, to defire leave to retire. I muft confeft, 
I think we have a Lofs that M. de Harm is not here,* for though h •, 
out of his moduli Temper, defers much to M. Beaming . , yet I take 
him to be a Perfon that has a juft and ftrict Senfe of Honour. 

T h e Difpatch that w’as brought to the French Ambalfadors by the 
Courier, that arrived here the ~jb from Maejiricbt , had, as I am in- 
formed, Carelfes for Holland, in thefe Word , or near them, — qnc Ic 
Key eft , viaintcnaut plus ports pour la Hollande quil na jamais eftc, 
quil avanccra /car Commerce non J'enlement cn diminuant la moitic dc 
i Droitz d Entree, & d autre s Impcjitions Mats qu il dennera aujji me 
entiere Satisfaction aux Merchands touchant les alms cy dev ant cvmmis, 
&c. quil du Icier Zcle quil u pour la Baix, & qiicl/e luy eft tene- 
ment an C’anr qnc pour t avaneer il avoit dememhre de fa Couronnc tant 
dc B laces que les Enncmis nc fanroient reconcrir, &c. 

The Deputies or Geldcr/and at the Hague have writ to the States 
of this Country, now aifemblcd at drnbeim , that the States General 
had found the French Conditions, fuch as they were refolved to accept 
of in the prefen t Conjuncture ; therefore that they had defired an 
zlrmifiicc , and that this Province was defired to joyn with them ,* this 
was read publickly on Saturday laft ; the Anfwer will be ordered when 
they re-aftemble, which will be to Morrow.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 6th , I have the Favour of one 
from you of the 3 d Current, and in it a Tranfcript of your Letter 
of the fame Date to Mr. Hyde, as alfo the Omerturc that my Lojds at 
his Majefty’s Commands were pleafed to make to M. Van BewQnghcn 
and Fan Leezscn , for which I humbly thank you. 

I gave you an Account in my laft, of the Commilliorf 1 had been charged 
with the Day before by the French Ambalfadors towards the Allies^ I 
gave you an Account likevvife of the Anfwcrs fome of the Allies hatt 
given me, upon my Addrcfs to them : I now take Leave to enclofe the 
Anfwc-ra of the Imperialifts , the Spaniard , and M. Bcverning, as the 

two* 
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two firlt Lmballies gave in theirs, and as M. Becoming owns his upon 
fecond Thoughts ; nay, is not only approved for it by his Mailers, but 
he told me yofterday it was their Order, he iliould call for my Offices, 
to pray the French to get tliofo 20 or 30 Days added, that he had ex- 
prelied his Willies for, at lealhvife, he fays, his Mailers will bear him 
out if he do make any fuch Requcit ; for fpeaking with him yellcrday at 
two fevcralTimcs, he exprels’d himfelf both the one and the other Way. 

But 1 having found, by the Tranfcript of your Letter to Mr. IIydt\ 
that his Ma jelly hath declared, he cannot any Way think ft to accept if 
or fo much as countenance the French Conditions , and there fore cannot he in 
any c Degree an Infirumcnt , or interpofe for prolonging the form granted by 
France to accept them ; I could not but conclude it high Time for me 
tJ abllain (as I did immediately) not only from Offices, but from all 
Manner of meddling further about this Term. I therefore went firlt to 
the [Mpiria/i/is y then to M. do los Balbafcs , and from him to M. Bcccr- 
ning , and told them fully and plainly, 1 could not fo much as carry their 
Anfwers to the French . 

M. Becoming having had an Account from the States, of all that 
Metfieurs Van Bennington and Van Lcewcn had faid to them, till 
Friday Night the 3 d Current, ealily allowed that my Hands were tied 
up till further Order ; but was of Opinion, I iliould not declare the 
Reafon of it to the French till needs mull. 

T h >• Impcrialifis and M. dc los Balbafcs contended, that their feve- 
ral Anfwers amounted to a fat refilling of the Term, and therefore that 
I might fufely carry them to the French ; and were the more delirous I 
Ihould do it, becaufe they had, as far as 1 could guefs, put into the 
Nuncio’s Hands the v^ry lame Anfwers, before they gave them to me. 

The Temperament we came to was this, that thole Anfwers Iliould 
remain Hill in my Hands; and tho’ the French Iliould call for them, yet 
that I Iliould not deliver them ; for that the Anfwers of all the Allies, 
for whom his MajeJly mediates, are not yet brought in, nor known 
what they will be ; the Denmark and the BrandenbnrgJj Lmbafiics, and 
the OJhaburg Miniller, being abfent at this Time. 

You will pleafe to obferve the Difference in the Anfwers as they go 
incloled ; the Allies met fevcral Times in the Stadthoufe, and feveral 
Times in cadi other’s Houfes about them ; but M. Becoming could never 
bring the Impcrialifis to any Thing like asking of a further Term; yet 
1 find he had brought M. dc los Balbafcs to his Bow ; for on Vucfday he 
trudged up and down all Day among them, to get them to give in fome 
kind of Anfwcr or other to the Trench ; fo true is that which M. Cannon 
obferves of the Spaniards , that they have more Fear, or elfe more Com- 
plaifitnce, than does them good, for the Dutch . 

Yesterday M. Oxcnfficrn came to acquaint me in Form, that he 
had newly received Letters from the King his Mailer, whereby he is 
commanded to declare to us, that the King of Sweden having been in- 
formed of his ?.l a jelly’s good Offices with the Aloft Chriftian King, in 
Favoiq of the prelent State of Affairs in Sweden , and having alfo feen 
the League the' King hath entered into w ith the .States General, in 
order ya the Peace of Chriflcndom , hath the greateft Satisfaction poliible 
in hjs M;ij diy’s CorfduCt, both at this Time, and all along in what con- 
cerns Sweden ; that the King is cxtrcamly fenfible of his Obligations to 
his Alajolty, and w ill let pais no Occalion to manifcli the Senfe he hath 
of his Majelty’s great Affection and Fricndlhip, fliewed him in thefe Con- 
junctures, Ojc. that he, Al. Oxcnfliern here, and AI. d Qliccnkrantz at 
London , haveexpref. Orders to act in all Things conformably to the good 
Intelligence any Uriel Fricndlhip between the two Kings. '1 his 
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This Complement being over, he told me, he hath a Convcniency 
of writing at this Time with Safety into Sweden, by a Yacht that his 
Ma jetty is pleafcd to order for the tranfporting of a Suecdijh Envoy on 
that Side ; and therefore dettred to know of me, how the State of 
Affairs ttood here, particularly between the French and the ‘Dutch , in 
relation to a Collation rf Arms, and prolonging the French Term ; he 
would lirtt give me an Account, he laid, of what lie had been told by 
the French , to the l.nd I might judge, whether his Informations were 
full and right, or not ; pretending (by the way) to fomc Right to be 
informed by me, becaule he found that at Cologn , you and I had Reeourfo 
frequently, for the better informing of ourfclves, to their Amball.idors 
jMediators there. 

T h e n he began with telling me, that M. A Tiftradcs came to his 
Houfe on Sunday laft in the Evening, to acquaint him with the fame 
Things, that his Collogues (who were gone at the fame Time to my 
Houle) were to impart to me, having receiv’d in Charge to do it from 
the King their Matter. 

Th e firjl Thing was, the Term Ihould be prolonged for io Days 
longer; that Feeze; ihould be reftored, if the Peace be made ; and that 
the Dutch might have an Armifticc for 2 or 3 Months, or for a much 
longer Term, if they pleafe ; the latt Thing was, that the Dutch ihould 
have not only Eafe, but full Content, in their Pretentions and Griev- 
ances about their Commerce and Kifhcry. 

N o w ’tis 1110ft certain, that Meflicurs Colbert and eFsIvaux being with 
me, about the fame Hour that M. d' FJfrades was at M. Oxenfticrn s, in 
order to communicate the lame Thing, never mentioned one Word to 
me cither of the Armijlicc , Commerce, or Fiihcry, confining thcmfelves 
to what they were ordered to declare, touching a longer Term of 10 
Days, and the rendering of St. Lecw. 

I take I .cave to lay this before you as it patted ; for that it is plain 
to me, that however the Marefchal may have miftaken cither the Orders 
of his Court, or the Refolution of his Collogues upon them, that there 
were fuch Orders that related to the Dutch ^ and the gratifying of them 
as to the Armijlicc, Commerce, and l’ifliery ; but that it was thought 
fit, either at the French Court or here, that the Notice of them Ihould 
be given the Dutch by other Conveyance than that of my Offices. 

This Communication to M .Oxcnftiern and tome, w r as on Sunday 
the 5 th Current, upon the French Letters come in that Morning. The 
Dutch Prints here have it, that on the 26th of April \ 0 . S. two Cou- 
riers arrived from Nimcguen at St. Germains ; thefe Orders might eafily 
come to Hand, as Returns upon thefe Advices; ’twas the 21 Ji M. 
verning arrived here, which might occafion the fending of thofe Couriers, 
but he did not then fpeak to the Allies, or to me, of an Armijlice ; 
only ’twas probable, he faid, France might pretend it, if the Term were 
delir’d to be prolong’d. He told me yefterday, thcMiniftcrs of the Allies 
at the Hague lay, they would be very well content with afliort ATmidice. 

Having had fevcral Convocations fincc my laft with the Bimop of 
Gttrck fingly, and jointly with him and his Collegucs, I found tKem ftill 
plying me with Arguments, for our breaking with France ; they '■prefs’d 
at full very much our Obligation by Treaty ; but my Lord Chancellor 
doth excellently fet out in his Speech, that it is the Dutch age 
behind in their Part to comply with that Treaty, not we. Another 
Thing they fay is, that if we break out of Hand, the Dutch will be furc 
to go on in the War, they drawing back bccaufe they do not fee us 
come on. I’iit can there be greater Obligations, than thofe they arc

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already under to Spain and Lorain to go on ; especially fince it ii Aot 
their Inability, but their Caprice, that makes them reftive ? t 

Yesterday M .Secerning having received an Exprefs with the 
Englijb Letters, was ot better Chear than he hath been of late : J# 
vois que les cbofes commcncent a calmer ■, fEfpere que tout ira bien encore v 
on donne bon Ordre pour la Continuation des Subjides & pour Journtr aux 
frais de la Guerre — Thefe were his Words ; clearing him fell very 
much of having any Hand in the Refolutions of the States of Holland of 
the 1 9 tb paft, whereby he was commanded to repair hither, without fq 
much as liaying to fpeak with the Prince of Orange , who was cxpe&cd 
at the Hague every Moment.

of this Town had been tampered with on Friday Night, to Print off 
fome Copies ; and when thefe Printers refufed, there was font away a 
Perfon on Saturday Morning in all Haft to Arnhem , where there is a 
Profs that will do the Work. 

It was at 8 on Friday Night, that the French Ambaffadors took

At 10 on Friday Night, M. Scheming fent the Letter away by an 
Exprefs to the States, and made Account it would be in their Hands by 
5 on Saturday Afternoon ; he confcffed it would have the fame perni- 
cious Operation as the Conditions had, when it fhould become publick 
among the vulgar ; but he thought it might come too late for the bring- 
ing about of any extraordinary Effects upon the States thcmfelvcs, for 
that the Deliberations of Friday (w hich was to be a very great Day 
with them) will have fo ruled and determined feveral Things, that the 
States will not be at the fame Liberty when the Letter fliall come to 
their Hands, as they would have been, if the great Bulinefs of Friday 
had not been fix’d, as he fuppofed it was. 

I t was eafy to perceive, that M. Bevcrning is of Opinion, that this 
1. otter is a fair Occafion for the States to make a civil Anfwer to it, 
•and in their Anfwer, to ask for fome convenient Time to deal with their 
Allies, in order to bring them to accept of the French Conditions. I 
minded him, that the States having concerted with his Majcfty, what 
Conditions to infill on in Behalf of the Allies, it was a Juttice they 
owed to the King, as well as to the Allies, not to make any Step that 
Way, without firft acquainting his Majcfty with what they intend to do : 
He faid, this was very juft, and he meant it no otherwife ; his View 
being, as he faid, to have the States propofo this Opportunity, as a pro- 
per one to the Miniftcrs of the Allies at the Hague , but not till the 
Thing be firft agreed with his Majcfty ; how this can be done in the 
fhort Time that this Anfwer is to be made, I do not fee. 

He feems to be confident the Emperor would come into the Peace,' 
if any Thing rcafonable could be got for the Duke of Lorain , , fcmvhom 
the Emperor is mightily concern’d, and the reftoring of Nancy Iwould 
fatisfic all. For the Spaniards , he is confident they will part witw Ipres; 
and two or three Chaftellanies lefs than they would otherwife Have, is 
not of that Moment to them, he fays, as to hazard *all rather than let 
them go; he fceTns to be very confident, the Dutch can bring the Spa- 
niards to do any Thing they would have them. The Imperial Mim- 
ilers here he complains of being lefs difpofed to the Peace than the 
Einperor himfelf is; and yet M .Stradtfman told me on Saturday laft„ 

that 
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that he looks upon this ill Peace as a Thing that muft be yielded to, 
otherwife the Emperor will be left alone in the War. 

M SPetctm defired me on Friday, that if I carried any Anfwcr from 
the roll of the Allies to the French Ambaffadors, about prolonging the 
Term, I. would give in the fame Anfwcr for him, as the Imperialifls have 
put in for thcmfclvcs into my Hands j and that 1 would add, it was his 
Dcfirc to have fome Explication of thofe Words in the French Condi- 
tions, whereby it is faid, that Sweden muft have a full and entire Satis- 
faction. I told him, (as I did the other Allies) that the Holland 
Miniftcrs in England having made fome Overtures to his Majcfty, re- 
lating both to the Conditions thcmfclvcs, and to the prolonging of the 
^ferm, I would take Leave humbly to Wait his Majefty’s Plcafurc and 
| Orders, how to govern myfclf, before I would pafs any Offices upon 
' thofe two Points, but was ready to ferve him and the Allies in any 
other Matter, wherein they fhall think fit to make Ufe of me. 

M. Chrifline returned from Bruxells two Days ago j I take Leave to 
inclolc the 2 d Addrefs of Boreel and de Wcede to the Duke de Villa 
Hermofa , as I happen to have it. 

Between 10 and 11 this Morning, comes M. Beierning to acquaint 
me, that he had received Orders lalt Night from his Matters, to propole 
to the Miniftcrs here, a Celfation of Arms with France ; to profs them to 
it j and, in cafe they fliould refufe, to enter his Proteftution again 11 them, 
for all the Damages and ill Confequcnts that may befal the Alliance. 
He faid, his Matters font an dcfefpoir , thole that had alfifted the Prince 
of Orange to keep Things a while in a kind of Ballance, know not now 
which Way to turn thcmfclvcs. 

For, 1 ft, They have found, upon Examination of Things, that Spain 
hath not above 2500 Horfc and Dragoons, and 5000 Foot, in all the 
Jjow-Countries , and of the Foot one half are Boys. 

2. They, the Dutch , arc not able (unlefs they disfurnilh the Garri- 
fons) to take above idooo Men into the Field, that is the very utmoft 
they can do. 

3. No "j: one Man of the Allies will march ; the Prince of Orange had 
fent Orders for 3000 Lunenburghers , and others of that Side, to march 
and join his Army, as it was promifed him they Ihould do, from about 
Ruretnonde , where now they are ; their Anfwcr is, they will not ilir till 
they be firft paid : Boreel and Dyckvelt prefs’d the Duke de Villa Her- 
mofa to pay them, it being his Part and Undertaking fo to do : He 
fays, he hath not a Penny or Money to do it withal. 

4. The EngliJJj Letters of the ,\th, give them no Hopes of a fudden 
effectual Relief ,• le c Parlcment ejl dans tine telle afftette qu on n'enpeut rien 
attfindre jufqucs a ce quit ait quelque fatitfaUion touchant fes Papiftes 
thefe were his Words : Beiides, they are told that 20,000 Men is the 
outfide of what England will furnilh of Land Forces for Flanders , and 
thefe are not ready neither. 

5* The Moft Chriftian King is in the Head of an Army of 45,000 
Meit in the Heart of Flanders i and whether he do undertake fomething 
upon the Sea-Coaft, in order to cut off all Succours out of England , or 
clfe jdo attack Antwerp or Brnxells , he will carry all before him ; thofe 
in Antwerp declaring, they will open their Gates as foon as he appears, 
all the Spaniards in the Country being too few to defend the Citadel. 

These are the Reafons wherewith, he fays, he hath already prels’d 
M. de los Balbafes , and he is willing to accept of the CcfTation ; the 
Imperialijls being prefs’d with the fame Reafons, faid neither yea nor 
nay to it'laft Night ; he wasgoing from me to fpeak .with M. Pet cum,

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and M. Cannon to the fame Effctt j his Defign being for all to appeal* 
at the Meeting they arc to have of Courfe this Afternoon, to the End 
he may give an Account of the whole to his Mailers. He came not 
to me, he faid, to ask any Thing by Way of Office, or otherwilc ; but 
would have been glad to learn from me, what I fliould be at Liberty to 
communicate out of my Englijh Letters of the - th ; but fo it falls out, 
that I have none that are yet come to Hand j he telling me, the Letters 
were come to the Hague, but that there was not Time to fend them as 
ufual. 

T h e Duke etc Villa Hermofa hath accepted the Truce for fix Weeks, 
as appears by the inclofed Copy of his Anfwer to M. 'Bored and TDick- 
celt's Memorial. 

M. Tctcutn being, as I conceived, heated with M. ‘Becomings Appli- ■ 
cations to him, came to me, to delire me to apply my lelf to the lm~ 
perialifts , and to exhort them (for they arc the only Party that Hand 
out) to accept of the Collation of Arms : This 1 refufed to inter- 
meddle in. Then he ask’d me, whether I would advife him what to 
do in it ; the Anfwer I gave is obvious : For what Rcafon or Pretence 
had I to offer any Opinion or Advice in a Bufincfs that I faw the Allies 
divided, and in which I know nothing of his Majefty’s Mind. He 
faid, that a Collation at this Time would be prejudicial to the King 
his Mailer, in Regard that M. de Gulden! cew is attempting fomething 
upon Gottcmburgh , which mull needs come to nothing, if a Ccfiation 
take Place ; but he lceing the Tkitch, and the Duke ac Villa Hermofa, 
yielding to it, he could not, as they advifed, and being here all alone, 
take a better Courfe than give his Confent to it, which he intends to 
do this Afternoon ; fince he believes, that the preferving of the Ira- 
Countries doth wholly depend upon it.

T HE Allies afiemblcd at five, and broke not up till now. M. Blaft 
picl (who was come to Town half an Hour before) declared 
againlt the Celfation, it being prejudicial to his Mailer ; M. Petcum 
would do no more but write about it ; the Spaniards were warm for 
it i the Imperialifts concluded nothing, but ftarted a Qucilion, whether 
the French AmbalTadors would accept it or not ; they were earneft 
to come to me and require my Offices towards the French, in Order to 
found them upon the Point j M. Becoming, from whom I have this 
Account, oppoled it, as he tells me, but thinks they will either come, 
or. depute to me ; you will pleafe to imagine my Anxiety cannot but be 
cxtrcamly great, fince I know nothing of his Majelty’s Pleafure in thefc 
Points. The Bifhop of Gurck fends me his Secretary juft as I am 
clofing, to tell me, that for the Rcafons M. Bccerning gave them, . they, 
the Imperialifts , confented to the Celfation.

Right Honourable S 1 Rj 

M Y laft was of Monday the 1 $tb by Exprefs ; I have fince the Fa-* 
vour of one. from you of the 10 th. I was, I mull confefs, in 
Hopes, it would bring me feme Light and Comfort ,* but Things are fo 
fallen out on that Side, that 1 fee plainly I was to expe&^no more than 

what 
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tv bat you tell me in it i ’Tis true, I cannot but be follicitoUs for my 
felf, what Steps to make here in the Figure and Fun&ion I am in } but 
now my greater Concern is for his Ma jelly * whom I bcfcech God to 
aflift and dircdl in the prelent Strcights ; I may tun into Errors, being, 
as I am, in the Dark ; yet it fliall never be, but where I want Light, or 
elfe want Judgment, to difeern what is beft and neareft his Majefty's 
Mind and Favour. 

In the 'Pojtfcript of my laft, I gave you an Account what M. Secer- 
ning and the Imperial Secretary had told me, of the Allies having- 
•confcnted that Evening to the Celfation. 

Next Morning being Iuefday> M. dc Gurck gave me a Vifit, and in 
\ 3f'8 aVG ^ 1C Rcafons why he and his Collegues confentcd to the Ccffa- 
don ; they were the very fame in Subllance that M. Secerning had 
^Enlarged on, in a Vifit he had given me the Day before, whereof you 
have an Account in my laft. That which he faid of the Northern 
Allies, (M. Slafpiel and M. Petcum) was, that they had not in exprefs 
Terms confentcd to the Collation, as not being inftrutted, and knowing 
it to be prejudicial at this Time to their Mailers j only they would pafs 
by, and not take notice of this Step of their Co-Allies, it being not of 
fo diretft and immediate a Concern to them in the North , lincc there is 
no likelihood in thefe fix Weeks Time, that there will be any Operation 
of War between the Forces of their Mailers, and thofe of France. Two 
Things he repeated often ; the one, that they, the Imperialifts , would 
never fulfer themfelves to be drawn to confent to one D t y more than 
the lix Weeks j the other was, that they had not given their Conlent 
to this Ceflation, but in Contemplation that it would be fo much Time 
gain’d to his Maj-fty, in Order to fitisfie his Subjects at Home, and to 
put himft If more and more in a Poflure for the War ; this, he faid, was 
in their Judgment, a Service to th * common Caufe $ belides that, it was 
the only Means viliblc to favc the Low -Countries from being fvvallowed 
up, before England could come to its Succour. 

Having enlarged upon the Reafons they had for what they had 
done, he ask’d me, whether I would pafs any Offices with the French 
Ambalfadors, to try whether they would accept of this Ceflation for 
fix Weeks or not j ’tis true, he laid, they concluded in the Aflcmbly, 
that it was pofliblc I would have fome Difficulties upon me to make any 
Step of this Kind in this Conjuncture ; however, that he was come to 
know, if I were at Liberty or not to do it. 

I told him, that I lookt upon a Ceflation of Arms as an Incident of 
that Importance, that a Minifter of a Mediator Prince ought to be Ipc- 
cially iuftruded before he propofe it, in Regard that where both Sides 
accopt it, it fliall ‘not be underftood to move from either of them, but 
from the Mediator himfelf ; and that his Guarranty will make it good 
no Minifter I thought ought to bring his Mailer within the Implication 
of a Guarranty without his exprefs Orders, and I had none at this 
Time. That my Collegues here underftood it fo, when the French Atn- 
baliatjors offered a Ceflation of Arms in April was twelve Months, for 
that ivo then made no Manner of Ouverture or Office upon that Ofler to 
any of the Allies, but firft reported the whole to his Majefty, in Order 
to receive his Plcafure upon it : This 1 fpoke, upon Occalion of his 
prefling to know, whether any fuch Queftion had fallen in our Way 
before. 

That which I clofed with was, that the Hdland Minifters had 
brought this Queftion before his Mt j"fty, and had delircd his Offices to 
procure thi*s Celfation ; that, I, knew not yet what his Majefty would do 
I * upon 
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upon it, but that I was not to prcfumc to do any Thing but in Confor- 
mity to what his Majefty ftiould refolvc and diredt in the '] hing now 
lying before him ,• therefore that I mult beg them to difpenfe with me, 
till I have the Honour to know his Majefty' s Pleafurc. 

He did not Return any Thing by Way of Objection to what I had 
anfwcred ,• but was pleafed to fay, he was well latisficd. 

1 bcfecch you, Sir, do me the Favour, when you can have any Mo- 
ment of Tenure, to know what his Majefty will pleafe to order me to 
do, in Cafe that the j French refilling this Collation, becaufe tis fo Ihort, 
the Parties come to treat of a longer one j and if they do agree either 
to this or to another Collation, and begin to treat the Conditions of 
Peace, whether I lhall interpofe my Offices if I be requir’d, or offer iW/ 
Service to any of the Parties j as alfo what I am to do in Cafe the 
French and the [ Dutch do treat their Bulinefs feparately, as I now lirong* 
ly apprehend they will from the other Allies. 

I lhall take Leave to obferve upon this Occalion, that wc arc in the 
dark, as to what hath been treated between the ‘Dutch and the French 
Amballadors touching their Commerce ; Jhjl 3 the Dutch Piojedt as it 
was delivered us, had no 7 tb Article in it j it begun with the 1 3 tb 3 
the firft 1 2 being olfenlive and defenlive Articles ; nor did the Dutch at 
any Time tell us, that their Grievances lay in the penning of any of the 
Articles, but partly in the Conftitutions, and partly in the Abufes com- 
mitted by France i yet wc lee the Molt Chriftian King’s Letter from 
! Dcinfe , fixes the giving of them Satisfaction upon the 7 tb Article of 
that Treaty of Commerce. 

M. Cbrtftine exprefs’d to me yefterday a very great Apprchenfion for 
Antwerp ^ he had been employed, as he came back that AV ay laft Week 
from l jjruxc/ls 3 to dilpofe thofe Citizens to make a Defence, in Cafe 
they Ihould be attacked ; inltead of hcarkning to this Propolition, they 
called upon him to baften hither, and to make up any Kind of Peace 
to fave them ; that not only the Generality, but he fears, the trading 
People among them, do in a Manner willi that that City were in the 
Hands of the French , imagining that the Schcld would then be opened, 
and all the Trade of Holland pour in upon Antwerp ; but they would 
not at any Hand be perfwaded to take in any of the Prince of Orange' & 
Men to defend them, nor any Strangers w hatfoever : They will receive, 
they lay, the Troops of their own King, and with much ado there w ere 
1000 Men of the King of Spain's Troops got together, and lent into 
them, which (it feems) is all the Strength the Spaniards have in that 
City at this Time ; but the defperate F.ftatc of that whole Country is 
fuch, and fo well known, that I need not trouble you with what this 
Ambaflador enlarged upon that Subject. 

Having writ thus far, and having not heard from M . Sevcming, 
who had promifed to let me know the pofitivc and final Rcfolution of 
the French Amballadors, whether they accepted of the Celfation that 
the Allies propoled, and had confentcd to on Monday , or not : J went 
to him juft at Noon } he told me, that the French Ambalfadorsl would 
not accept of fo Ihort a Celfation as that of fix Weeks, nor fo rAuch as 
write to their Court about it : ’Tis true, he laid, that when he founded 
them by a third Perfon upon this Qiicftion, they fiiow’d fome Inclina- 
tion that they had Power to treat of a longer Term (M. ‘Blajpiel ex- 
prelfed it, that they were inftruded to treat for a Celfation of fix 
Months) but that he had not lince heard from them. 

M y Queftion being thus anfwcred, he went on to tell m£, all was ity 
a Confulion tfith them at Home ; that the French bc'ng iiow in the 

‘Pais 
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'Pais de Waes , were giving un coup mortal in their own Hearts; 

At laft he blurted out, but conjuring me firft to the utmoft Secrecy 
poflible, that the States had now refolvcd upon a Deputation to the 
Moll Chriftian King at Ghent, and had ordered him, M. Secerning, to 
go ftrait from hence, by the lhorteft Way that can be thought of, to wait 
on that King at Ghent , or wherever elfe he is ; that a Friend had font 
him private Advice of this Refolution by a Poll this Morning, that he 
might have fomc little Time to think of what he is to do , that he can- 
not rcfolve to go upon this Errand as thus advifed ; that he had rather 
have his Head cut off than undertake it, fince nothing can be done 
there but what is deftrudive to his Country, and will be dishonourable 
\ jefhim ; that he takes himfelf to be one of the States, as well as they 
'that now command him, and that they have others that will ferve fuch 
/ Turn better than he ; what he will rcfolve when he fees the Orders 
and InftruCtions of his Matters, (for I left him in Expectation of them) 
I cannot tell j only I cannot but infer out of what he faid, of the 
Dishonour it would be to him, that the States have rcfolved not only 
to depute to Ghent , but alfo to frame themfelves to every Thing that 
France Shall ask of them, and to leave their Allies to Shift as well as 
they can for themfelves. 

I t is now 7 a Clock, and the Aflcmbly of the Allies (that begun 
at 5) is newly broke up ; all that 1 can learn out of it is, that M. Se- 
cerning (tho’ he was prefent there for fome Part of the Time) had no 
Difcourfc with any but the Marquifs de los Salbafes. It was the Belief 
of fome in the Aflcmbly, (M. Chrijiine was named for one) that M. Se- 
cerning had cxcufed himfelf, and would not go upon the Deputation to 
Ghent. I do not hear of any body elfe that is named for it. There 
was nothing patted in this Day’s Conference of a longer Ccttation than 
that of the 6 Weeks. It was thought that a Cettation of 3 or 4 Months 
would have been propofed, in Regard that there was fome Reafon to 
think, that the French would accept one of that Length, and that the 
Allies would yield to it j but M. Secerning told me at Noon, he would 
not be the Man to propofe any fuch Thing, having no Orders for it 
from his Matters. This I thought fafeft to commit to an Exprefs, and 
remain, &c.

Fight Honourable Sir; 

M Y laft was of the 1 6th by an Exprefs, We have no Engfijh Let- 
ters fince. 

O n Saturday in the Evening, M. Secerning was with me, to tell me, 
that the States General had repeated their Orders to him, to go with 
all Dijigence poflible into Flanders, as their Deputy, to wait on the 
Mott dhriftian King ; and that t;ie States of Holland (who were, he 
faid, thofe to w'hom he owes all Obedience) had writ to him to the 
fame Effect j and that he mutt not refufe what they fhould command 
him: He told me* he had fome Hopes that Things would not bo 
altogether fo bad, as he apprehended upon the firft News of this Depu- 
tation ; that what is now done, is not without the Knowledge of the 
King our Matter ; and that they in Holland have undtrttood by a Letter 
yrritten from. London upon the stb Current, very late at Night, after tho 
publick Difpatcjpes were made Up, that his Majefty being acquainted 
i with 
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v ith this Intent of the States, gave his Conf.nt that this Deputation 
fli niid be made : However, that they were refolved to remain firm to 
Unhand) and in no cafe to be feparated from it. 

About two Hours after, I was to take my Leave of him, and he 
repeated again thefe lafl Words ; whereupon I took Occalion to repre- 
fent unto him, the belt I could, the Senfe the States ought in Juitice 
and Honour to have of his M a jelly’s having entered f> frankly as he 
hath done, into the prefent Meafures he hath with them, and the Obli- 
gation they have to him, for thut invaluable Pledge he hath given them 
of his entire Friendlhip, which will be alfo a Means, under God, of an 
Union, the molt lafting and Arjctefi that can be, betwixt the two Na- 
tions. He went away very early yefterday Morning, intending to*bg 
at the French Camp in two Days. ’ 

I am unfortunately fallen here into an Embarrafs with the Marquifs- 
de Fuer/te, upon a Point of Ceremony, which is an Incident mere un- 
reafonable at this Time, than it could be at any other. On Friday he 
received the Vilits of the Imperial Amballadors at M. dc l s Falba/es 
his Houle in the Morning, and returned them in the Aft( rnocn ; 1 huv.: g 
Notice of it, had prepared the Letter that goes inch'f d, which you’ll 
find is the fame in Subftancc that I wr.t to Don { P. Rcnquillo upon the 
like Occalion. Mr. Cbndkigb carrying it, met hrlt in the Secretary of 
the Embaffy, then in himfclf, much of Scruple, to give any EclairciJJ'c- 
ment in the Matter, pretending there was enough done when the body 
of the Embalfy made their Vilits ; and this being but the fame T hing 
done over by him, there was no need to repeat it. How cv« r, M. de la 
Fucnte faying it was an Affair of the Embaffy, and he muft firft fpeak 
with his Collogues, prom. f.d he would aftirwards anfwer my Letter ; 
about j or 6 Hours after he fends me the Maigre Anfwer that you will 
fee inclofed. Next Morning, which was Saturday , I fent him this Let- 
ter back again by Mr. Cbtidteigh , teliing him, it was not fuffic.ent, as I 
conceived, for my D fchaigc tow ards his Mayfly; Mr. Cbtidleizh car- 
rying, and offering to fl.cw him the Original Letter that Dm JP. Rcn- 
quiflo had written to me upon the fume Subject ; his Anfwer was, 
after that Mr .Cbndkigb had dilcourfed the Thing to him at large, that 
ho could do no more than he had done. 

In the Evening M. Cbriftinc takes an Hour of me, his Bufinefs was,’ 
to perfwade me I had no Rcafcn to inlift for fuch another Lett' r as Dm 
\ 'Pedro had writ ; or otherwife, that I fhould be content with a fl.crt 
Billet, as the Billiop of Gurck had writ to me, when the like Villt pafs’d 
between him and the Spaniards ; my Anfwer was, that I defired nothing 
that was new', nothing mere than w hat was done by Den *P. Ronquillo , 
in the Name of the Embaffy ; and that I could not go lefs than that 
Precaution, dye. 

La s t Night w T as with me the Secretary of that Embaffy, and brought 
me the new Powers of thofc three Ambalfadcrs, defiring me to pais my 
Olficcs upon them, and exhibit them, as I had done formerly, towards the 
adverfe Party : I told him, I was as ready as ever, to render my Ser- 
vices to the Marquifs de losSalbafcs and M.Cbri/line , in any Thing that 
concerned them or their Negotiation here, but that M. de la Fuente hav- 
ing made a Step, that I did not know how to reconcile with the Refpcdfc 
that all Parties here huve paid to his Majefly, as Mediator, and having 
refufed to favour me with fuch an Explication as was requifite, in order 
to fat is fie his Maj *fly, 1 could not pufs Offices upon Powers wherein M. 
de la Fuente was nam ‘d, until I had either fuch an Explication frorn 
him as 1 had ‘from his Collegues, or clfe new Orders from his Majefly. * 

Thus 
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Th u s far this Affair is gone * the French Ambaffadors take that Part 
in it, as to go all along with me, they having come to my Houle on 
Friday y to ask me what Courfe I intended to take upon this Incident } 
and having approved of my Rcfolution, to write as I did to M. Fuente^ 
they Continue hitherto to fay, they will not vilit M. de la Fuente , until 
that Right be done to his Majefty’s Mediation, as I have inlifted on Bo- 
lides, the Letter I writ, and that M. de la Fuente writ to me, being 
fhewed them, they were abfolutely of Opinion, that the Anfwcr was iri 
no wife fatisfa&ory, there being no Mention of his Alajcfty as Media- 
tor in it i they having told me, the Nuncio’s Auditor had been tamper- 
^i^.with them on Friday and Saturday from the Spaniards , that they 

d by him, the Nuncio fhall have fuch another Letter (fully in the 
jftme Terms) from M. de la Fuente , as M. de los Pa/bajes hud writ to 
him, and as Don Pedro writ to me, upon Occalion of the firft Vilit* $ they 
add further, that the Spaniards offer them, the French , by the Auditor, 
an ACt of theirs, whereby it Ihall be declared, that this Vilit to the 
Ivnpcrialifls (hall be no Prejudice to them, and that this A& (hall Be 
depolited and remain in the Nuncio’s Hand. The Auditor went furtner 
with them, and offered to exhibit to them the Spanijh Powers ; but, they 
fay, they refufed to receive them, till they Ihould undcrlland that the 
due Regards were paid to his Majefty’s Mediation, and that I was free 
to pafs the ufual Offices. 

I muft do them that Right, that they have been twice at my Houfc 
about this Bufinefs, and have fent to me very often, to let me know the 
Steps that were made by the Auditor : Belides, they fpeak with as 
much RcfpeCt as ever of his Majefty’s Mediation, and have told me 
plainly, that till I be fatisfied they will not ftir. 

The Satisfaction we had from Don P. Rtnquillo was fcanty enough, 
and now I perceive the Spaniards would reduce it to nothing, by the 
flight Account that M. Chriftine , and the Secretary of the Embaffy, 
make of Don Pedro' a Letter, and the feveral Ways they fancy to elude 
it ; and if they offer the Nuncio and the French Satisfaction to their 
Mind, I hope his Majefty will not be offended, that I infill finally to 
have M. Fuente do as much as Don Pedro did. I moft humbly beg his 
Majefty’s Pleafurc upon the Matter, for I am not certain but M. Fuente 
may let Things Hand till they can write into E ngland, whence they are 
plcafed to threaten me very much. I am, (jc.

Right Honourable S 1 R, 

M Y laft was of yefterday by the Ordinary, fincc which I have none 
of yours ,• the Occalion of this by an Exprefs is, that M. dc Ha - 
ren came to me juft now, to communicate to me a Refolution the States 
General had taken upon Sunday laft, being Whitfunday , a Day, as he 
obferved to me, that they would not have meddled with any Bufinefs 
on, but where the Ncccflity was prefling, and the Importance of the 
utmoft Confequcnce. He firft gave me a fhort Account of the Refolu- 
tion, out of a Paper that he had drawn up for the Help of his own 
Memory, and put into French , the Subftancc whereof was to this Effect. 

T hat the States having contributed all that lay in their Power to 
the common Caule, are now fo exhaufted in their Finances, that they 
can do no more ; that feeing the Danger the Spanijh Netherlands are 
in to be altogether loft, feeing the great Forces the Moft Chriftian King 
hath now in the Heart of the Country, that little or no Help that is like 
to be had from any other Parts, and how unable the Forces that arc got 
together arc to make Head againft the French Forces ; and laftly, fee- 
ing the Uncertainty of what Refolution Engjand will come to, they, 
the States, do look upon a Peace as the only Means to fave that Country. 

That they, the States, could moft heartily wifh, they were able to 
procure Conditions of Peace more advantageous for their High Allies ; 
that they have done their utmoft to procure better for them, but Goo 
Almighty having not blclTcd their Endeavours, aad their Inability at 
this I'inic being fo great, and there being but little Help to be expe&ed 
from any others, they find themfelves obliged to have Recourle to fuch 
Means, as are the only vifible ones to prevent the entire Ruin of their 
State. That they are perfwaded, ’tis not the Willi of any of their High 
Allies, that the States Ihould draw upon themfelves a total Subvcrfion 
of their Government, that being in no wife for the Service of the Allies, 

fincc 
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fincc after the Ruin of this State, the Mifchief would not Hop here, but 
would be attended, unavoidably with a more general Ruin. They there- 
fore pray the Allies, to apply their Thoughts, without further Delay?, 
to carry on the Wotk of the Peace, and father to give Way to thofo 
hard Conditions that France offers them, than continue a War, like to 
be more and more dcftruftiVe. That the States defire to know of the 
Minifters of the Allies, what can be done for them, as to the Conditions 
of the Peace; that they will contribute thereto molt affectionately, all 
that is polftblc for them ; and that they would be very lorry, that a 
Peace mould be concluded otherwife than with the common Concert of 
the Allies. That, on the other Side, the States do promife to themfelves, 
jfchat the Allies, when they fhall fee that there is not, in humane Ap- 
pearance, any other Means or Refource for Relief of the common Cauie, 
/will be plcafcd not only not to hinder, but alfo to help and co-opcratc 
in their Endeavours to fave themfelves, as well as thefe States, by a 
Peace. That they do hope the Minifters of the Allies will do them that 
Jufticc, as to confidcr, that in Circumftances fo defperate, wherein the 
States fee themfelves abandoned on all Sides, they will not take it amifs 
if they do their Endeavour to prevent the Ruin of their Rcpublick by a 
Peace, they feeing no other left them whereby to do it. 

This is the Subftance of the Rcfolution, as far as I could gather it 
up in my Table-Book, as he read over his Paper to me a fecond Time, 
cxcufing himfelf that he left no Copy with me, for he intended to leave 
none with the Allies, with whom he was to have a Conference, but in 
the fame Manner to communicate to them this Refolution this After- 
noon. 

He told me, he could not conceal from me, that the States were 
come to this Refolution, chiefly upon the Advices in the Letters of the 
2 th Current out of England \ faying, that his Majefty, seftoit expliquee 
a Nos Miniflrcs de la Jorte que commc elle ne potimit pas Confeiller , aufji 
me vouloit cllc de confeiller Mejftcurs les Fftatz. , (thole were his very 
Words) in the Way they were now upon, in order to procure a Peace. 

He added, that M. de Rurgotnayne had been with his Majefty on the 
Evening of the '^th, to beg his Counfel, touching the Means that were 
to be ufed for the faving of the Loia Countries ; that his Majefty had 
anfwcrcd, he would not diflcmble from him, that he had not Trcafure 
fuificicnt wherewith to undertake fuch a War ; that he was not certain 
what the Refolution of the Houfe of Commons would be when they 
met, for the fupplying of his Majefty ; and tho’ they lhould refolve to 
do it, yet it would take about 10 Days Time to pafs an Aft of Par- 
liament to that EfFcft. That his Majefty had further anfwcrcd him, he 
would be glad to know of him, M. de Rurgomayne , what were the moft 
probable Means he could fuggeft to fave the Spanijb Netherlands ; that 
thereupon he had anfwcrcd, he knew none more likely, than que damufer 
le Roy ‘fres Chretien; which M. deHaren did not mention without a 
Smile, that fpokc it very unlikely to bring the French King into fuch an 
Amufemcnt at this Time. 

He read me a Paflagc out of a Letter from the Holland Minifter at 
Rrttxells , wherein it \vas laid, that the Duke de Villa Hermoja , tho’ iu 
a former Letter h« was willing to relign all his Intcrcfts into the Hands 
of the States, yet in his laft Anfwer defired fome Refpite, before he 
fliould give his Opinion touching his Compliance for a Peace ; his De- 
lire was, firit to fee what Iflue M. Rcvcrnings Deputation would have ; 
and it was added, that Don C P. Ronquillo was againft the making of a 
Peace. •

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M. de HaYen defircd me to take notice, that the States made none 
of thefe Steps without acquainting their Allies j and that tho’ there were 
fonie Words in their Rcfolution, tending to a feparato Peace, yet thofe 
were not pofitivci and it was certain, they would do their utmoft En- 
deavours to have their Allies come in, and to be comprehended in what- 
ever Peace they fhould make. 

W h 1 1. e M. Horen was with me, there was a Gentleman waiting to 
take an Hour of me for the French Ambafladors out of Hand j their 
Bufincfs was to acquaint me, as by Order from the King their Malter, 
that he would be content with a Ccflation, and had offered it to the 
States General till the laft of ‘December next ,• and that in the me&n 
Time, there fhould be all Freedom of Commerce with the Subje&s cu^ 
this State ; this they defired me to make known to the Allies, tellim 
me, they had already defired the fame Thing of the Nuncio, it being 
the Intereft of their King, that the Sincerity of his Defires of a Peace, 
and the Equity of the Conditions upon which he offers it, might be 
made publick to all the World, and efpecially in this Place, by Means 
of the Mediators. 

They confeffed there might be fome Alteration in this, fince M. £e~ 
cerning was gone with another Propolition to the French Camp. How- 
ever, they faid, it lay upon them, not to conceal the Offers that their 
King made of this Kind : My Anfwer was, that I would be furc to 
make an humble Rcprefentation of this to his Majcfty ; but as for my 
communicating it to the Allies, I told them, that the Dutch having by 
their Minifters made Inftances with his Majcfty relating to a Ccflation 
of Arms, and to the Peace itfclf, and his Majcfty, according to the laft 
Advices I had, having in Deliberation what to do upon thofe Inftances, 

1 would take Leave to expert his Majcfty ’s Plcafure how I was to go- 
vern my felf here, that I might be furc not to make any Step, but 
what may be conformable to his Majefty’s Plcafure, and to his Proceed- 
ings on that Side. 

You fee, S i r, how I am called upon every Day, cither as a Wit- 
nefs and Mediator, or clfc as a Party intcrefl’ed in what is tranfaited 
here ; and how I am at a Lofs how to govern my felf, for Want of 
knowing his Majefty’s Plcafure : I hope your Orders to me arc by this 
Time in the Way hither ; if they be not, I bcfecch you to haften them 
all you can, which will be a very extraordinary Favour to one fo much 
in the Dark as I am. 

In the Clofe of my Converfation with the French Ambaffadors, they 
told me, they had juft then difeovered, in an Audience they had from 
the Nuncio, that M. de la Fucnte had not only^ brought himfelf tp an 
Embarrafs with me and tho reft of the Ambafladors here, in Point of 
Ceremony, but had fo brought it about, that the Spanijh Embaffy is, as 
they, the French , do very much fufpeit, without any Powers at all. 
For the Nuncio offering them new Powers for the three former Ambaf- 
fadors and this new one ,• they asked him, what the Date of it wa 's j he 
anfwcrcd them, he did not underftand the Spantfb Language in which 
it was writ, and looking for the Date in the middle of the Writing, 
laid, he could not find it. fi 

The French Ambafladors cxcufing thcmfelves, that they could not 
receive any < PknipouQoir For M, de-los £albafes> Ronquillo and Chrifiine % 
in Regard they had already received one from me, and that that was 
a •*Plcnipcucoir and a Preliminary, not only already adjufted, but had 
■feve’ral Aits' and Confequenccs paft upon it, that were not now to be • 
alter’d, unlefs they would undo all that was already dqnc : But then 

• * ' A.M 
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faid the Nuncio, Will you leave the Span'ijh Embafly without any *Pleni- 
prnvoir at all ? From this the French Ambafladors do boiled (as alio fifcim 
a great Paflion the Auditor fell into at another Time upon' the fame 
Occafion) that this is a Fknipouvoir for all four, of a frefher Date 
than the former, as was agreed by the Ad obligatory, and exchang’d 
accordingly ; if fo, the firft ,5 Plenipouvoir is revoked by this latter, and 
confequcntly all the Ads and Offices that were pafs’d upon it, do Hand 
now, or rather fall, without any Foundation left them. Whereas the 
only Way to bring in M. de Fuente. , would have been to give him his 
*Plenipoucoir as an Adjund, and then the firft Powers would have re- 
mained entire. 

/ This is an Incident that I perceive the French Ambafladors arc wil- 
ling to lay hold of, as a Span 'ijh Artifice, to introduce a Nullity in the

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

X Troubled you on the 20 th, with a Letter by the Ordinary, and on the 
21 ft, with another by an Exprefs. I have fince the Favour of one 
from you of the 14 th Current, and humbly thank you for it ; efpccially 
for the Light you arc pleafed to give me, in letting me fee what you 
write to the Hague by the fame Ordinary. 

All the Account that I have of the Aflcmbly of the Allies on Tueft 
day (which met together in Order to receive M. de Harens Propofition, 
or rather his Summons to them, to give into a Peace) is, that he begun 
his Difcourfe with England, as having given Occafion that the State? 
are entred into the prefent Counfcls. The Allies gave no Anfwer then, 
but (as their Manner is) took Time to advife. 

M. Tetcum having been told, that the French Ambafladors had de- 
fired me to propofe to the Allies an Jrmiftice till the laft of ‘December , 
with Liberty of Commerce for that Time, came to ask me, whether 1 
would make to them and the reft of the Allies any fuch Propofition or 
not ? My Anfwer was, that I was in Hopes of having the Honour of his 
Ma jelly’s Diredions, how to ferve the Aflembly in luch a nice Propofi- 
tion as that was j but till I had that Honour, I thought it fafeft not to 
enter upon any Office : He fays, nothing can be fo ruinous to the King 
his Matter, as a Collation would be at this Time : His Preparations 
and Forces by Sea and Land being this Year far greater than he hath 
had at any one Time fince the Beginning of this War. Herewith goes 
a Print enclofed, that is publickly fold hero in this Town ; wherein ’tis 
faid, the French Aiqbafladors (poke to the Mediators of the Cclfatiou 
of Arms on the fjh of May, but ’tis certain, they fpoke not to me till 
tfyc Day after; again, quEux ditz‘ Jmbajjadetirs sen Eftoient de/d 
diverts — this, looks as if it had been to the Mediators, but it was only 
to the Dutch Ambafladors. 

. Yesterday M. de la Fuente fent a Gentleman, who ojeprefled him- 
fclf, that he was come from that Ambaflador — pour faliier Monjieur 

tdm - . 
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t AmbaJJadeur Jenkins — this Word being brought to me, I fent my Se- 
cretary to tell the Gentleman, I was forry I could not receive his 
Matters Complements till further Orders from his Majctty. 

From me he went ttrait Home, and returned prefently, firft, to 
Marlhal dEJlrades Houfc, then to the other two French Ambattadors 
upon the lame Errand, which was to notify his Arrival j but none of 
them would fee the Gentleman, only had ordered a Secretary to tell 
him, they could not receive his Matter’s Complements. 

JVI. Oxcnjlicrn had a Gentleman fent to complement him at the fame 
Time i he fpokc with him, and anfvver’d his Complement in general 
Terms : then he fent his Secretary to me ; when he indcritood by him 
what I had done, he rcfolved, it feems, not to go on to the Vilit, but? 
to do as the French Ambattadors and I had done: I have not yeti 
heard what M. de Horen has done ; from 5 Denmark and Rrandcnburgb , 
here are no Ambattadors in Town ; fo that the only Vilit we can yet 
hear of was made by the Nuncio, who was feen to go in Parade to 
the Marquifs de los Ralbafes Houfo (where M. de la Fncnte received 
his Vifitsj within half an Hour after that the Gentleman had been with 
me, and with the feveral other Ambattadors. 

What was but fufpc&ed in my laft, is now a clear Cafe; the new 
5 Plenipotivoir of the Spaniards bears date in March latt ; fo that the 
Nuncio, in receiving it, and vifiting M. de Fuentc upon it, hath made a 
Step that is fomewhat nice ,• for M. de Fncnte not being an Ambaftador 
but in Virtue of this Power, he hath acknowledged him fuch ; where- 
as the French Ambattadors, and the reft of the Attembly, will never ac- 
knowledge him, ory enter into any other Matter upon this new P/cni- 
pornoir ; "for that would be the reverfing of a Preliminary already fettled, 
and of feveral Things adjufted upon it.

M Y laft was of the 23d? by the Ordinary ; I have fincc the Favour 
of yours of the 17 tb Current, and in it a Copy of your Letter 
of the fame Date to the Hague , which I can never fumciently acknow- 
ledge. 

On F’hurfday the 23 d 3 the Allies met at their ufual Hour, which 
is after the Ordinary of the Day is gone, and gave their feveral Anfwers 
upon the Refolution that M. de Haren had communicated to them on 
Tttefday laft. 

The Anfwer of the Spaniards was, that they referred themfelves to 
what T ) on P. Ronquillo fhould fay to M. Secerning upon that Subject ; 
the Duke de Villa Hcrmofa having appointed T)on Pedro to meet M. 
Secerning at Antwerp , and to lpcak his Thoughts to him, as he ftiould 
pafs tow ards the French Camp. 

The Impcrialijis anfwered, that as the Emperor entered not into 
the War upon any Defign of making Conquefts, but meerly to aflift the 
States, and to preferve the Spanijh Netherlands , fo he was willing to 
go out of it with the States, whenever they fhould delire it ; only that 
the Conditions lately publifhcd by the French , looking too like a Law, 
and abitrarily impofed upon the Parties, the French Ambattadors having 
laid they would not treat upon them, it was not for the Emperor their 
Matter’s Honbur to receive them in that Manner i but that whenever* 

' the 
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the French Ambalfadors fliall be willing to enter into Debate of thole 
Conditions, as a Subjcdt Matter to be treated upon, they, the ImperialiftSy 
will treat with them. 

M. Fetcum s Anfwer was, that he referred himfelf to what M. Heugb 
Ihould fay at the Hague ^ to whom he took for granted the fame Reso- 
lution of the States would be communicated, as to the other Miniftcrs 
of the Allies there ; yet I find by what Mr. Hyde does me the Favour 
to write thence, there was no fuch Communication * and the firft News 
that he, and the Miniftcrs of the Allies had, of that Whitfunday Refo- 
lution, was from this Place. 

M. Cannons Anfwer was, that the Duke his Mafter would be glad of 
any Peace that w r ould reftore to him his Country ,• but that the Condi- 
tions offered by France are fuch, that he knows not how his Mafter can 
Accept of them with any Degree of Safety. 

This is the beft Account we have of the Anfvvcrs of the fcveral 
Allies to M. de Harcn, only they had lomc further Reflexions (in Difcourfe 
among thcmfelves) upon the Words that M. deHaren had delivered him- 
felf in, as not being over-clear. 

For lnftancc ,• he offered to the Allies the Offices of the States his 
Maftors, for the Modification of the French Conditions ; whence fome 
would infer, that the States would not intcrcft thcmfelves to have thofo 
Conditions bettered, and to obtain a Peace that fhould be more tolera- 
ble to each of the Allies, but would give their helping Hand only in 
the Phrafes and Forms. But M. Haren had not any Occafion given him 
to explain himfelf, and fay what he meant by the Word Modification. 

Yesterday in the Afternoon, Meffieurs Colbert and ef Avaux brought 
me the Letter and Memorial inclofcd ; they told me, they had receiv’d 
them by an Exprcfs late laft Night, and they contain’d the Terms in 
which the King their Mafter had explain’d himfelf to M. Beverning, 
touching the Cclfation of Arms which he had defired of him. That they 
defired my Offices, as Mediator, to communicate them to the Allies ; 
M. Colbert adding much of the Condefcenfions of the Moft Cbriftian 
King towards the States, out of the Love and Dcfirc he hath for the 
Peace. 

I took the Papers from their Hands, and told them, I would ufe all 
Care and Diligence to tranfmit them to Court, that his Majefty might 
plcafe, upon my moft humble Rcprefentaticn, to order and direct what 
was to be my Part upon them ; that till I had the Honour to know his 
Majefty ’s Plcafurc for my Government, I did hope they would difpenfe 
with me for the paffing of any Offices of this Nature, excufing myfclf 
that I had not been able, for the fame Reafon, to execute the Com- 
mands they had lately laid upon me ; which was, to impart to the Allies 
the Offer that the Moft Chriftian King had made of a Truce, with an 
entire Liberty of Commerce till the laft Day of ^December next. 

M. Colbert replyed, he hoped his Majefty had no Dcfire to enter into 
the War, now all the Parties were fo dclirous to get out of it, but that 
he would finifli the good Work he had begun by his Mediation. 

I told him, I doubted not but that all Chrtficndom would bear Wit- 
nefs to that Zeal hjs Majefty had for a Publick Peace, and that nothing 
but an abfolute Ncccffity can engage him in the War ; as he hath ap- 
peared fufficiontly by thofo Offices and Endeavours he hath ufed, ever 
fince he took the Mediation upon him, to give a General Peace, fuch as 
fliould be fafe, honourable, and lafting, to a \\ Chriflcndom. 

M. Colbert reply’d, his Majefty had fuftain’d the Figure of Mediator 
very much to his Glory, but that he had of late hearkcnfcd to that Part 

of 
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of his People (by their Reprefentatives) that were for a War. I toll! 
him, all the World faw who his Majefty hearkened to ; and that it as 
not the Senfe of Part of his People that he lean’d to, or would be gU'ded 
by, but it was his whole Parliament, both Houfes together, that * 
would be advifed by. To this his Anfvvcr was, that the Puriiami . 
would give his Majefty fomc Supplies for the Subliftance of his Troi'j* , 
at leaftwife MeHlcurs les Ffpagnols gave it out it would be fo ; fon. 
the leading Men of the Houfc of Commons, having prom i led that ;• s 
Majefty fhould have a Supply : This I obferve, that you may p.-e-af* to 
take Notice, that it is not out of Kindnefs to us that the Span i at as give 
out thefe Things, for they do not fparc to load us with other FJJroni cries, 
as if it were our Backwardnefs in performing, and our Forwards A m 
promiling, had been their Ruin j for they fay, they would have made a 
good Peace for themfelvcs a long while ago, but that we promifed to 
aflift them with 30,000 Men by the middle of yjpril in Islanders. I am,

I Troubled you with a Letter by the laft Ordinary, which was the 
23 d ; I have likewife font this Morning, by an Lxprefs to the Hague , 
the Letter and Memorial that M. Governing received from his Mailers 
at the French Camp : Since the finilhing of this laft Letter, I have the 
Favour of one from you of the 21 Jl, and therein a Copy indofed of 
your Letter to the Hague of the fame Date, which I acknowledge with 
all Thanks polfiblc. 

That which I have now to add is, that M. Cannon was with me, by 
Order of the Duke his Mafter, defiring it might be reprefented in all 
Humility to his Majefty, that nothing can be more ruinous to that 
Duke, than a Peace upon thole Conditions that the French have Pub- 
lifhed. Ma Maifon / era ahys mee, was the Expreffion the Duke begun 
his Letter with to M. Cannon ; it was further laid, that if the Duke was 
to part w r ith his Dutchy of Farr, (as in the Treaty of the ‘Pyrenees it 
was projected) he was to lofe 2 6 Tow ns, and about 600 tant Ratings que 
Villages ; bolides, he was to part with four of his raoft conliderable Scig- 
ncuries, Clermont , Stenay, Jametz, and ‘Dun, fo much of Strength and 
Dependencies going away with thofc Places, as would leave him quite 
naked. Yet the other Alternative was worfe * the loling of his Capital 
City Nancy was not to be repaired in an Age ; and the Cantoning of his 
Country by lo many High-ways through it, would be the rendring of it, 
plutSt des Seigneuries ecartees les unes des antres ; quun FJlat on Souce- 
rainte telle que la Maifon de Lorraine a toujour s pojfedee. That there was . 
this peculiar to his Cafe, that no Treaty that ever the late Duke his 
Uncle made with France , was ever fo diladvantagcous or dishonourable 
as this is; yet there was ftill fome Hold and Pretext that France had to 
lay Hands on, and charge upon this Duke’s Uncle * but there is not the 
leaft Mifcarriage, Difrefpeft, or Colour, to be charged on this Duke. 

That which he clofed with (but not by way of Menace, he laid) 
was, that the Duke was a Prince, as of Birth, lo of Merit ; and in fuch 
a Figure and Efteem in the World, that it would bo difficult to reduce 
him fo low, as not to be able to Ihew a Rcfentmcnt $ and that as he 
delired to contain himfelf within all due Rcfpett towards the Moft Chr;- 
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ftian King, and to live in good Neighbourhood with him j fo he did not 
underhand that Princes were to be brought by their gregt Neighbours to - 
thofe Relpects, and to a fair Corrclpondcncy, par des Coups de Saftons . 

This Point he infinuated very gentilcly, and ftill with great Refpeft 
to the Perfon of the Moft Chriftian King j but delired withal, I would 
not forget to lay it before his Majefty, as an Argument that might 
move his Royal Goodncfs to interpofe vigoroufly for that Duke. It was 
but yefterday that he received Orders to make this Application, and 1 
promifed him my molt humble Rcprcfcntations of thefc Particulars to his 
Majefty.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

I Troubled you on Monday the 27 th twice, my firft Letter was by an 
Exprcfs I fent to the Hague , and is thence pafs’d forward ; the othef 
by the Ordinary ,• in the firlt was the Moft Chriftian King’s Letter, and 
his Memorial, from Wittcrcn , of the 1 Ji of June, AT. S. to this State. 

O n Monday , at 5 in the Evening, M. Secerning return’d hither from 
the Hague ; next Day, when I would have taken an Hour of him, he 
lent me Word, that his Time for moft Part of that Day was taken up, 
fo that he could allign me none j but that as foon as he Ihould be at Li- 
berty, he would come to me ; which happened to be at 5 in the Afternoon. 

Having complain’d of the Fatigues of this Journey, he told me, 
that he had the good Luck to do what his Matters had fent him for ; an 
' Jrmijticc they would have, and an Armifticc he had got for them. Tho'. 
he acknowledged he had had two long Conferences with the Moft Chri- 
ftian King on Wcdncfday Morning, May 2 2 th, (our Stile) and fcveral 
Conferences with M. 'Pomponc ; yet he did not impart to me any Thing 
that had pafs’d, except in the Bufincfs of Lorain , and that he lpoke as 
a great Secret, deiiring I would make fomc Ufc of it, by my humble Re- 
prefentations to his Majefty : He being of Opinion, his Majefty may 
yet, if he plcafe to intcrpole his Offices tvarmly in the Behalf of that 
Duke, obtain for him better Terms than thofe which France hath hi- 
thcito infilled on. That he had in his firft Audience reprefented to that 
King, how God Almighty made him the Arbitrator of all Furope ; that 
he hath now the Peace and Rcpofc of it in his own Hands, to give or 
refufe it, as he plcafeth. That it would be great Pity, that for a Town 
or two, and thofe not without offering at the lame Time fome Compen- 
fation for them, (as L'oul was offered in lieu of Nancy , and Dinant was 
propofed in Exchange for Cbarlemoni) Christendom mould be continued 
ftill in this calamitous War. That there are feveral Declarations of the 
Miniftcrs of France , given in at Ratisbone, and otherwhere, whereby 
they declare, in the King their Matter’s Name, that he intended not to 
keep a E'oot of Lorain from the then Duke ; and if fo, that a Nephew 
fo innocent, was not to be punilhed for the Tranlgreffions of an Uncle 
that had been obnoxious. To that the Moft Chriftian King reply ’d, this 
Duke is a Prince, from whom he cannot promife to himiclt any good 
Neighbourhood ; but M. Secerning thought he began to hearken to his 
Rcafonings, and was inclined to fome fuch Temperament as would 
have rendred the Duke’s State more tolerable ; but M. Secerning (hav- 
ing no Inftrudions from his Matters to Ipeak for any of the Allies) would 
not, he faid, adventure too far.

At the fecond Audience, when he touched upon Lorain , he found 
there was no meddling with it ; but he is perfwaded that the King our 
Matter may procure Nancy to remain to the Duke, fomc Part of it being 
firft demolittied. 

H e ufed other Arguments in his firft Audience ; as that the Emperor, 
tho’ he be not over-much inclined to a Peace, yet would give into it, 
(that is, the Duke of Lorain would prevail with him fo far) if he faw 
that the Duke his Brother-in-law had any tolerable Quarter by this Peace. 
That France doubtlcfs did pretend, and expert to have Sweden entirely 
reftored ; but as it was hard to perfwadc the Northern Allies to give up 
what they have conquered, fo the not reftoring of Lorain would give 
the Emperor and them a fair Occafion to hold together. 

He told me, the Mott Chriftian King expetted his coming to him with^ 
great Impatience, and that he was difpofing his Army for fomc Action.'' 
That he ihewed him, M. Secerning, what a fair Profpctt he had of 
Succcfs, in any Thing he ftiould undertake ; knowing, he faid, the 
State of the Holland Army in Flanders , and how Things flood in En- 
gland ; and being then advifed, that the Ofnaburg Troops had refufed 
to march, and were gone back, notwithstanding the Duke de Villa 
Hermofa had promifed to pay them off. 

The only Thing that he told me that pafs’d between M. 5 Pompone and 
him was, to dclirc him not to fet Things too hard upon him and his 
Matters, as they did in the Letter from ! 'Heinfc , without any Occa- 
fion given on their Parts; yet, faid he, M. ‘Pompone is pleas’d, in the Re- 
credentials, to take it for granted, that we in Holland take the French 
Conditions, even in what regards our Allies, to be Equitablcs ; whereas 
we have always declared the contrary ; and faid, that tho’ we were 
ready to accept what was offered us for our own Parts, yet that Wb 
look d upon the Conditions offered our Allies, as having in them nothing 
at all of Juftice or Equity ; and he was fo ingenuous, as to confcfs the 
Words, capdbles d afftrmer pour toujour s cotre Liberte , had a Sting in 
them that was obvious enough to fee. 

This is all I had from M. Secerning of his Embaffy, he telling me 
he had nothing to ask of me by way of Office upon this Incident, know- 
ing (as he was pleafed to take Notice) I did not meddle in thofc Things 
that are now brought Sur le Lapis : His Applications would be to the 
Allies, and he was fure the Spanijh Ambaffadors would do w hat the States 
would have them. He told me, there w r as a Prcfent of 1 5,000 Livrcs 
ottered him, but that he had cxcufed himfelf from receiving it, as he 
hath before done in 8 or p Embattles he hath gone through. 

I have watch’d till juft now that the Pott is going, to fee if I could 
learn any Thing of the Account that M. Secerning hath given of his 
Negotiation in the French Camp : M. Hctigb , who came Home laft 
Night, told me, he had given none to any of the Allies ; yet I find he 
and his Collcgue had already been with the Imperial Embafly, and M. 
Salbafes , Slafpicl \ and Cannon , have been, tho’ feverally, with him, fince 
his coming Home. M. Heugb expected the like Participation to be given 
here, as was given to the Miniftcrs pf the Allies at the Hague, df \vhat 
M. Secerning had negotiated ; and therefore thinks there is fomething 
more than ordinary in it ; for that M. Secerning is not like to be at the 
Attembly of the Allies at 5 this Evening, it being given out that he is 
indifpofcd. 

M . Cannon is juft now gone from me, and fays plainly, the Duke his 
Matter can qcver frame himfelf to the French Conditions as they now 
lie ; and indeed, he fliewed me two Letters that he is charged to carry 

and 
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and deliver, one to his Highncfs the Prince of Orettige, the other to 
the States, wherein he defires their Offices, and teprefents to theril, that 
either of the Alternatives will be his Ruin, ot as he exprtfles it, lantan- 
tijfcment de fa Maifon , and M. Cannon fays cxprefly, as from the Duke 
his Mailer, that he will abandon his Mates, and lofe them Wholly, 
rather than come to them upon cither of thofe Alternatives. 

M. Cannons Bufincfs with me, was to defire it might be laid before 
his Majefty, that notwithflanding the Duke his Maftef will never frame 
himfclf to the French Conditions, as they now arc, yet he will yield 
to any Thing his Majefty fhall think rcafonable j and it his owrt 
Thought, (faying, he hath no Order at all from his Matter to mention any 
fuch Thing) that it will be a Temperament his Mailer may be polhbly 
brought to, that the City of Nancy fhould remain for fomc Time en 
depot in his Majefty ’s Hands, to be gafrifon’d by an Fnglijh (iamfon, 
for part with it he cannot ; the Iniquity of that Alteration being moll 
Vifiblc, in that it is made parallel with the Conditions intended to be 
impofed upon his Uncle at the ‘Pyrenees : But that which feemed to me 
cxtreamly material in the Difcourfe I had with him now is, that he 
takes it for granted, that the Spaniards will come to an Exchange with 
France , for what is remaining to them in the Low-Countries ; his Inti- 
macy with them, and the Itnpcrialifts y makes me think, he cannot but 
penetrate their Thoughts and Defigns in that Point. He fays, it will 
be their abfolute Ruin in Lorain ,• for the Spanijh Netherlands on the 
one Side, and the Franche Comte on the other, doc.!) fo lock them up, 
that they fhall be in the Heart of France. He fays, the Imperialifts give 
into this Opinion, that Spain will part w r ith all their Intcrefts on this 
idc ; and that the French King has declared, he will not fuffer any 
^hing to be fortified more than now it is, in that which is to remain to 
the Spaniards in the Netherlands. I remain, (yc.

M Y laft was of the 30 th paft, which was accompanied with two 
Scripts, which I had not Time to infert into the publick Letter ; 
fincc, I have not the Favour of any from you. 

It was the Expectation that Afternoon, as foon as the Poll was gone, 
that M. Revcrning fhould have entertained the Allies at their AfTembly 
with his Negotiation in the French Camp, but he himfclf came not to 
thcm„ being indifpofed ; nor did M. Haren , who was prefent, fpcak one 
Word of that or any Thing elfe and it was obferved, that M. dc los 
Ralbafes and dc Fuentc (who ufed to be conflant in thofe Affemblies) 
were not there that Day. 

The Allies had met the Day before at M. dc Gurck’s, in Order to 
prepare and adjuft fomething by Way of Reply, to any Thing that the 
Dutch , Ambaffadors fhould fay, touching the Moft Chriftian King’s Me- 
morial, given M. Recerning at Wetteren they intended it fhould have 
been a Memorial of, all the Allies in common, but the Spaniards not 
giving into their Scnfe in any Degree, they refolved to give in Memo- 
rials, each AmbafTador for himfclf ; there is not yet any come to my 
Elands, fave that of M. Rlajpiefs y which goes herewith cnclofed. 

B y it you will find, that the Elector of Rrandenbnrgh allures him- 
Hfclf, the States will promife nothing to the Moll Chriftian .King, which 
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ftiall be contrary to their Alliance with him, a Prince who hath not 
fparcd his Eftates, nor his Blood, to {live their Republick from linking: 
That they, the States, having had a Months Time to give in their An- 
fvrer to the Duke de Luncnburgh , he the Eledor hopes they will 
not anticipate that Time, but give him a convenient Time to delibe- 
rate of this Affair, and to give his Orders thereupon to his Minifters here, 
and elfewhcre. That the Eledor takes it for a Thing out of doubt, 
they, the States, will never treat, much lefs conclude, with France , 
before they have procured to him, the Satisfaction he is promifed by 
the 14 tb and 24 th Ad of their Alliance ; and that they will referve 
to themfelves the fame Faculty in Regard of their Allies, that the Molt 
Chriltian King pretends to referve, in Regard of his Allies. That the 
Eledor having entred into this War, for no other End, but to fave 
the Low -Countries^ and preferve his own Eftates ; and having never do- 
fired any Thing, but fuch a Peace as would be rcajc liable and jure ; the 
good Offices in Order thereto will always have good liking, and even 
in treating the Condition of the Peace, he will Ihew his Moderation and 
Regard to the Reafons and Necelfities that are alledg’d, in Behalf of 
the States for a prefent Peace, provided always he may attain his, 
which is no other than the fecuring of the publick, and of his own 
Eftates. 

Having writ thus far, I have, by the Care of Mr. Cbudlcigb , the 
fcveral Memorials of the Imperialijls , and of M. Hough to encloie ,* they 
feem to be Pieces of a more elaborate Drefs ; but they fpeak a Jealoulie 
as well as M. Flafpicf s, that the Dutch will precipitate their Anlwer 
to the French , even falter than they need, which I find is a common 
Opinion here ; they conjure them to be conftant and true to their Trea- 
ties, or rather take it for granted they will be fo ; they lay befoie 
them the Merit and the Generofity of the Succours which the Allies 
gave them in their Diftrefs, as well as the Expence of Blood and Trca- 
fure in the War ; they profefs not only, not to have any Averfenefs 
for a Peace, but to be ready to treat it, and that they will have a fpe- 
cial Regard to the Reafons, that incline the States to dclire it fo 
much at this Time. But the French Conditions, iince the Manner of 
offering them makes them look more like Laws, than Propofitions fo be 
treated on, they (the Imperialijls cfpecially) cannot think it to confift 
with the Dignity of their Mailer to hearken to them. 

T h e Impcrialijls delivered in thefe Memorials to the Dutch Ambaf- 
fadors on Saturday , the Dane and the Frandenburghcr yefterday ; M. 
Secerning continues ftill indifpofed, and it is a Matter ot general Won- 
der, why the Dutch Ambalfadors have not all this while communicated 
with the Allies upon M. Fevcrnings Negotiation ; and fomc will have 
it, that they wait for the Rcfolution of the States of Holland \ who arc 
to meet to Morrow, before they will make any further Step. 

M. Heugb was very generous in his Exprdlions to me, touching the 
Embarrafs I have with M. dc Fuente ; he faid, the French might get the 
better of them, the Danes , in other Things, but fhould never in Mat- 
ter of Rcfpect to his Majcfty j therefore that he would no more fee M. 
dc Fuente , than the French Ambaffadors bad done, unlcfs the King his 
Malter Ihould command him. ' 

M. Fcverning and Horen made their Vilit of Ceremony on Luefday laft 
to M. dc Fuente , and M. Flajpiel on Wcdnejday ; they, it foems, looking 
upon the Queftion as lyiug between the Ambalfadors of Crown’d Heads 
only and the Impcrialijls , wherein the States and Electors, have nothing 
to do ; this ’was M. Hough's Opinion. I am, &c.

M Y laft was of the 3 d Current, by one of my People that went 
Exprcfs i I have now the Favour of two from you, the one of 
the 28 tb 3 the other of the 31 Jl paft, to acknowledge ,• for both which, I 
moil humbly thank you. I perceive, by the Favour of thefe and former Let- 
ters, that his Majcfty is pleafed to take notice, that I cannot but Want 
his Inftrudtions to direct me in the Incidents that arife here every Day, 
but thinks fit to defer the giving me Orders for the prefent, and leaves 
it to me to do as well as I may : All I can fay is, that I fubmit, 
with the Refignation I ought, to his Majefty’s Plcafurc, and fhall go in 
every Thing the neareft I can to what I fhall conceive to be his Majefty’s 
true meaning and my Duty : Bcfecching Almighty God to direct and 
fupport him in thofc many weighty Concerns that now lie before him. 

On Monday , M. Secerning having font to defire to fpeak with me, 
(for he keeps his Chamber ftill) and having had an Account of me (for 
that was what he defired) of the Difficulty that lay upon M. de la 
Puente about his Powers of Ambaflador ; M. de Haren came to me next 
Morning to tell me, that upon Conference with the Spanijh Ambafladors, 
they had found the State of the Cafe to be exactly as I had reprefented 
it, and had prevailed with them to fupprefs the new 5 Plenipotivoir 
dated in March laft, wherein M. de Puente is joyn’d with the other 
three, to the End, that the firft ‘Plcnipouooir that is already exchanged 
may fubfift entire, and to fend into Spain for a fpccial Plenipoucoir to 
* this new Adjunft ; taking it for granted, I would do them the Courtefy 
to draw up the Form, and prefent it to the French and Swedijh Am- 
balfadors, that afterwards they may fend it into Spain , to pafs the 
Hand of that King. I told M. dc Haren , I would readily do it, if I 
might be inftruded, cither by him, M. Salbafcs , or M. Chrijline , for 
M. dc la Puente , by Rcafon of what had happened, (I did fuppofe) would 
cafily excufe me. 

Upon this Occafion, M. de Haren defired 1 would enter into fome 
Temperament upon the Embarrafs between M. de Puente and me ; the 
Spaniards being willing, he faid, to come to any Accommodation, ex- 
cepting fuch as fhall make a Breach between them and the Impcrialtfts , 
for that an Eclair cijjemcnt y fuch as lion T. Ronquillo had given me, 
would unavoidably caufe it. 

I told him, I thought it was now too late to talk of a Temperament, 
feeing M. de la Puente had made thofe Steps, fince by the Viiits that 
pafs’d between him and them, the ‘Dutch , and Srandcnbnrgher , , that I 
knew not how the Ambafladors of Prance , Sweden , and Denmark , who 
are unfatisfied as well as my felf, can, as Minifters of Crown’d Heads, 
now enter into Viiits with him : Belidcs that, I had given his Majefty an 
Account of what had pafled, and he was gracioully* pleafed not to 
difapprove of what I had done : Obferving to him withal, that I did 
not underftand how M. de la Puente could be reckon’d as an Ambaflador 
here, if the 'Plenipoucoir he brought mull be fupprefled, and a new one 
muft be had from Spain, the Form whereof is not yet agreed on, nor fo 
much as drawn up. 

M. de los Salbafes profefleth, as M. de Haren told me, he hath a 
great Concern to bring M. de Puente into Buiinefs, and that he be qua- 
lified to treat, conclude, and fign for that he, M. de los Salbafes, would 
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lcarce dure to lign fiich a Peace as this is like to be, but in Conjun&ionf 
with an Ambaflador that is a Spaniard born. 

'I’h is Embarrafs of firft Vilits, is unfortunately fallen out between 
M. d Odyike likewife and me for he coming to Town on Sunday Night, 
was rtfolved to call upon me on Monday, without lending me any pre- 
vious Notice or Complement, and to go to others as his Occaiion 
fhould lead him, and conlequcntly to enter into Bufinefs without making 
any Vilit of Ceremony at ail. JV1. Hough gave me notice of this on Sa- 
turday, telling me very plainly, that I having refufed this very Tem- 
perament, or any other, with Count Antoine , it would not be fair towards 
the King his Mailer, if I admitted it with M. d Odyike , and that he 
had told him fo at the Hague. 

This obliged me to write a Letter on Monday Morning to M. 
d Odyike , and defired Mr. Child leigb to carry it, and reprefent to him 
(as he did at large) the Keafons why I could not do my felf the Ho- 
nour of feeing him, unlefs I were notified in the firft Place, and in the 
Forms ; I acquainted M. Rcverning with the fame Thing, and with my 
Keafons ; but this I fear is not well taken by M. d Odyike , to whom 
othcrwilb I have very particular and great Obligations. He was on 
Monday at the Aflembly of the Allies, and yefterday w ent back for the 
Hague. 

In my laft, I font you three Memorials, that the Impcrialifts , the 
‘Dane , and the Rrandcnbnrgber , had drawn up, in Reference to M. Rc- 
i ernings Negotiation in the French Camp. Yefterday M. Hough, and 
after him M. Stradtfman , brought me Copies of theirs, and M. Rlafpiel 
font me his by his Secretary, all of them with this Complement, that 
they did it, to the End I might be informed of what they do, and be 
able to give his Majcfty an Account of the Steps that are made here 
by the Allies. 

M. llcugb, in his Vilit, complained very much, that the Dutch did 
now behave themfelves as Mediators, and took that Bulinefs out of his 
Majcfty s Hands, where the King his Mailer, and the other Allies, had 
cntrullcd it, in Hopes of having a Peace that would be in fomc Mea- 
fure reafonable and fure, from his Majefty’s Equity and Authority. 

’1 hat M. do Harcn having offered them, the Allies, the Offices of the 
States his Mailers, the Impcrialifts had, in their Memorial, accepted of 
them downright ; that he, M. Hough, avoided going lo far, laying 
indeed, the King of Denmark would be ready to hearken to the 
Advice and Counfcl of the States, but not a Word of their Offices ; that 
M. Rlafpiel had gone a middle Way, faying in the general, all good 
Offices would be welcome with the Elector, but not fpccifying thole of 
the States, as they were offered. 

Another Thing he complain’d of, that there arc Endeavours ufed 
to draw' the whole Negotiation hence to the Hague , and that the Spa- 
niards arc aiding all they can to remove it thither * this he conceives 
may be one Reafon, why M. Revtrning hath given no Account of his 
Negotiation here ; and yet the Deputies of the States have done it fo- 
icmnly to the Miniftcrs of the Allies at the Hague. That tho’ the Spa- 
niards have furrendred themfelves to the French Conditions, in the 
Manner and Form they are preferibed, and to the Management of the 
Dutch, as to all the other Circumllances of the Peace ; it is polfiblc the 
reft of the Allies may not be fo low' fpirited, to be fure the King of . 
Denmark is not fo ; he will, rather than lubmit to the French Way of 
prefenbing, bazar der 1c tout, pour le tout ; and lofe not only what he 
hath got, but what lie had before with Honour, rather than keep them 
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on filch Terms. Thus M. Heugh j yet not without mingling fome Re- 
flexions, upon Preparations that are (it feems) a making at M. de loi 
Balbafes^ of new Liveries, which are, he faid, to be prodigioufly rich, 
againft the figning of a Peace, that is to be the moft mifcrably poor that 
ever was. 

M. Stradtfman, in his Vifit, was pleafed to run over feveral other 
Matters ; as, 

T h a t it would be an infallible Means to clofe up our Mifundcrftand- 
ings in "England ^ and to take out all Jealouflc by the Root, for his Ma- 
jefty to enter into the War againft France. That notwithftanding/& 4 &Mfe/ 
and Spain left the Party, yet his Majefty’s Forces would be fufficicnt to 
fill up that Gap, tho’ he fhould not furnifti near the Proportion of the 
' Holland Troops ; for that the Allies would be fure to have an Army of 
30,000 Men upon the Meufe , which, together with the Army in Ger- 
many, would oblige France to divide its Forces now more than ever, 
cfpccially if England iliould attempt any Thing from Sea upon the 
French Coafts. 

A s he faid nothing but what was very problematical on thefe two 
Points, fo it was the cafier for me to argue in, for that Part which I take 
to be ours in the prefent Conjunctures ; he w idl’d I had had Orders to 
enter into Negotiation with him and his Collogues ; he would make it, 
he laid, appear to me, ijl i That the Army of 30,000 Men upon the 
Meufe , would be got up and ready in ten Days Time. 2 dly> That the 
Princes and Eftates of the Empire would flick firmer than ever to the 
Emperor. 3 dly> That the Northern Allies would aCl with more Vigour 
than ever, if England would but once declare < fo that, as far as I can 
, perceive, all refolvcs into this, that if England do declare, then the Em- 
peror, upon the Strength of its joining with him and the Northern Allies, 
will probably go on in the War this Summer j if not, he will give into 
the Peace. 

’T 1 s pretty apparent that the Emperor hath no Mind to the Peace as 
’tis offered, and that the Manner of preferibing it, is the hardeft of all 
to be digefted ; but that the Impoflibility of faving Flanders , the Sepa- 
ration of Holland , the ufual Divifions in the Empire when Things go 
ill, and the dangerous State of Hungary , will bring him to it. 

M. Stradtfman fays, there have been Conditions offered the Emperor 
in order to foparatc him from his Allies, and the Offer was by the Car- 
dinal d EJlree , being at the Court of Bavaria. He told me, he and 
his Collegucs would probably, upon the Return of the Courier they fent 
for Vienna on Monday was fevennight, have Orders to come to me, and 
to enquire of me, and in a Manner (as I underftood him) to fummon me, 
in qrder to know what his Majefty will refolvc to do for the Emperor, 
to procure for him a tolerable Peace. I let him fee how unlikely it was 
I lhould be able to give them any Anfwer, my Bufincfs here being no 
other but to go between the Parties, and to pafs Offices upon what they 
ask one of another ; it being cxtreamly improbable his Majefty would 
defeend to open himfelf to me, upon a Qucftion that cannot properly be 
put to him from hence, fince the Emperor hath a Minifter that is now 
refiding at Court : However, if they fhould give thcmfelvcs the Trouble 
of putting any Thing . of that kind to me, I would be fure to make a 
faithful Report of it, with all duejjumility, to his Majefty. I am, &c.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

J U S T now came to me the two Dutch Ambafladors, and having told 
me, they had receiv’d an Exprefs from the States their Mailers,' 
with Orders to enquire and know of the French Ambaifadors, whether 
they were impowered to conclude a Treaty of Peace with them, the 
‘Dutch ; and having been anfwered, they were fo, they had fince adjur- 
ed with them, the French Ambafladors, not only all Matters, but the 
very Articles and Words of a Treaty, as to what relates, 1. To the 
Commerce. 2. To the Principality of Orange, not without the Know- 
ledge of his Highnefs the Prince firft had. 3. To the Rendition of Mae- 
Jlricht. 4. To the General Articles ufual in a Peace. 5. To the Preface 
intended for this Treaty ; which Preface they thought thcmfelves obliged, 
they laid, to communicate to me ; the Copy whereof goes herewith in- 
clofcd. 

In Regard there w r as Mention made in it at large of his Majefty and 
his Mediation, their Delire to me was, that I would confidcr of this Pre- 
face, and fee if I had any Thing to object to it , and that if I had, they 
did delirc to hear from me fome Time to Morrow in the Forenoon, that 
they might advertife the States their Mailers thereof j they were willing 
to give me fo much Time, and therefore the Preface was not lo much 
as read in our Converfation ; the Anfwer (now after once reading of it) 
that I intend to give them will be, that I lhall not prefume to give any 
Thoughts of my own, efpccially being here all alone, upon a Writing . 
of this Importance, that is intended to be tranfmitted to all Pollerity : 

I lhall tell them, I have already fent it, (as I now do) in order to obtain 
the Honour of knowing his Majefly’s Plcafurc upon it ; this is all I lhall 
anfwer. I took Notice to them, that his Majefty will doubtlefs expedt 
from me fome Account, and in all Rcafon, a Copy of the whole Treaty, 
as well as of the Preface ; they told me, I Ihould have a Copy of it as 
foon as it can be writ out. I thought this Preface well worth the fend- 
ing away in all Diligence, intending that the Treaty itfelf lhall follow 
as foon as I have it. 

That which they told me moreover was, that the States are re- 
folved to conclude their T reaty, at or before the laft Day of this Month, 
JST. S. and that the Spaniards arc refolvcd to do as the States do. If 
this be done, they think there will be great Inconvcnicncies avoided, 
that of entering into a Neutrality with the Allies of France efpecially j 
belidcs that, being in Peace, they will be able to do fomewhat for their 
Allies ; they mean, I doubt not, by way of Mediation. 

I asked them, what they would do for us in England ; whether they 
intended to leave us in the lurch ? They anfwered me, they would make 
good their laft perpetual League, and will even make a ftridter one with 
us. This gave me Occafion to fpeak freely to them, that 1 wilhed they 
would obferve this laft League better than they did that in January $ 
but they throw back all Failings upon us : They had not yet communi- 
cated this Refolution of the States to the Imperialifis, Dane, or Bran- 
dcnbnrghcr , but they will do it, they fay, to Morrow ; and, if I miftake 
them not, they will, whatfoever Anfwcrs thofc Allies have from th^ir 
Courts, go out of the War before this Month be ended: They would 
liaw inm ated me to pcrfvvadc the Allies to give in to this Peace, at 
the lame Time with them, the Spaniards and Dutch, but I excufed my 
ftA* .ihf Jtit-.-ly from entering upon any fucli Office. I know 
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I know not whether his Majefty will think fit to give his Reflexions 
and Pleafurc upon this Preface, before the End of the Month, N. S. that 
is, before the French and the Dutch do fign their Treaty ; here are now 
but 12 or 13 Days to do it in; the Word Devoirs is not ufed, that 1 
know of, in fuch a Scnfe towards a great King ; where they nave met 
tvith the Stile of Tres-illuftre , which they give not only to his Majefty,, 
but to the Moft Chriftian King, I have not yet Time to enquire ; but t 
fliall, as thus advifed, give no Opinion or Reflexion one way or otherj 
till I have the Honour to receive his Majefty’s Plcafure. I am, (jc.

X F- I told you laft Night in my Letter, that the Article touching his 
Highnefs the Prince of Orange was adjufted, it was a Aliftake ; the 
Dutch Ambafladors tell me juft now, ’lis only given in to the French 
Ambaftadors here, and they give good Hopes it will be admitted ; if fe- 
parately, and with a relative Article, as they intend it, then fo much 
the more Honour. 

The Dutch Ambafladors have had a Conference this Afternoon with 
.the Allies, and have pulh’d them to Purpofe, yet the Imperialifts have 
got Time of them till Tnefday to anfwer. 

My Anfwer upon the Preface was, to thank them, and to obferve to 
them, that, according to the Tenor of it, (if I underftood it rightly) 
his Majefty’s Minifters here are to fign the Treaty : M. Feverning told 
me, the Thing had been done in Haft, but it was intended according to 
the Munftcr Precedent, and that there the Mediators had not ligned : 
I told him, it was true the Pope would not meddle in that Treaty, becaufe 
he damn’d the Alienations of Church Revenues in it, and partly becaufe 
the Swede w*as Lutheran ; the Pope thus not meddling, Hcnice would not ; 
partly out of Deference to him, and partly for that the Guaranty was 
ticklifh, the Peace being not general, for Spain flood out. But, under 
M. Fcverning's Favour, this Preface is in a Manner Word for Word the 
fame with the Preface to the Freda , not Munftcr Treaties, and there 
the Swedes ligned ; and I was fure it was not fit for me to fign without 
his Majefty’s Knowledge or Orders ; but 1 told them I had, as foon as 
they were gone laft Night, font away the Preface by an Exprcfs ; and 
that I hoped I might have his Majefty’s Orders upon it before the 20 th 
Current, 0 . S. I think I told you in a Poftfcript laft Night, that we 
muft be a Qtiorunt here of two at the leaft, and that our Commilfion mull 
be inferted into the Treaty ; they have Copies of it already ; in the 
Treaty of Freda , the King of Sweden and his Eftates are taken in and 
comprifcd by express Article. In the Project which I fent you a good 
while ago of the Dutch Treaty with France , (I do not mean that of the 
Commerce) it is not fo ; and this they intend to give me now, and to 
pafs with the French , is the fame, they lay, Word for Word. The 
Word Tres-ilhiftrc they have, I think, out of the Aitzemds Tranflation 
Vol. II. • B b b . of 
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of the 'Breda Preface, where he ufes Doorlnchtichjlen ,• they def red my 
Remarks upon any Thing I fhould delire to be changed in the Preface : 
I told him, it would then be Time enough to offer them, when I were 
inftructed what Part or Intereft his Majefty would plcafe to have in the 
Treaty itfelf : I th'nk the little Inverlion or Difguifc that M. Beverning 
made in this from the Breda Preface, in naming the Miniftcrs of the 
Parties hr ft, and then thole of the Mediators, is not worth the taking 
Notice of : hut certainly, if his Majefty fhould enter as a Mediator 
into the Treaty, the exprefs Article for taking him in, will be indiC- 
ponfably necellary ; the I 'Dutch Ambaffadors were at me again, to per- 
fwadc the Impcrialifls to come into this Peace. M. Colbert told the Dutch, 
they will come in, he is confident of it, as well as the other Parties; 
the Dutch told them, the Impcrialifls , the States are refolvcd not to 
go into this 6 Weeks Collation, to have their Hands tied up ; but to 
put an hnd to their own Affairs, and thereby to be in a Condition to 
do for their Allies all they can ; I fuppofe they mean by taking upon 
themfelvcs to mediate between them and the French. I dare not pre- 
fume to defire your Orders upon this Preface, I leave it wholly to your 
own Time ; only you fee what the Thing is in its Nature, and I lhall 
be fummoned to fign before the End of the Month, tho’ they arc not 
yet aware of the Quorum.

Right Honourable S 1 R, 

S INCE my laft of F’hurfday the 6th Current by the Ordinary, I 
troubled you with a Letter on Friday , and another 011 Saturday, 
by the Conveyance of Mr. Hyde, if it overtook him at the Hague ; but 
for Fear it fhould not, I fend the Duplicate of it herewith inclofcd. I 
have fince received the Honour of yours of the 4 th, whereby I perceive 
it is his Majefty ’s Pleafurc, ftill to leave me to do as well as I can of 
mylclf: I fhould rclign myfelf abfolutely to his Majefly’s Pleafurc in 
this, and in all Things clfc, tho’ I faw no Rcafon for it ; but as Things 
Hand, the Rcafons feem to me to be fo vilible, that (be the Confcquenco 
hereafter what it will) it becomes me at this Time to acquiclcc in them. 

I hope I was well founded, when I made it out to the Dutch Am- 
balfadors, that their Preface imply’d I was to lign their Treaty, for fo 
did the Svoedifh Mediators at Breda, and you will find this Preface and 
that to be the very fame ; the laft Rcfolution of the States, I am now 
told, was not politive, that they would finifh their Treaty before this 
Month was out, N. S. but it was, that their AmbalTadors here fhould 
prefs the Allies all that was pofliblc, and have their final Anfwcr, whe- 
ther they would go out of the War with them at the fame Time or not; 
if they did, they would be able mutually to warrant the Peace ; which 
could not be, if the Dutch made up theirs firft, and left their Allies in 
the War. 

The States, when they meet on JVeditefday next, will come to a 
final Rcfolution what Day their Treaty with France lhall be ligned ; and 
’tis in that View that the Dutch have prefs’d for the Anfwcr of the Im~ 
pcrialijls by to Morrow Morning, that it may be with the States on 
Wednesday , before they come to their Rcfolution. 

M. Dnckcr tells me of a Buftlc M. Schwerin has lately made on that 
Side, as if the Elector was like to continue in the War, whatever others. 

1 did ; 
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. did j but fome of the Allies here do look upon his late flack Prepara-* 
tions, as a flrong Argument of the contrary ; it was Friday laft, as it 
was thought, that the ‘Dutch came to a final Adjuftracnt with the 
French AmbafTadors, and that then was firft delivered the Article for the 
Prince of Orange to the French. 

I muft not forget to tell you, that the Dutch AmbafTadors had Rc- 
courfe to the French , in order to know, by their Means, what M. Oxen - 
Jiiern was refolved to do as to the Peace ; we having delivered him and 
his Colleguc the Projed: of a Treaty above a twelvemonth ago, and they 
having not returned the Dutch any Manner of Anfwer upon it : The 
Anfwer, as I am told, that M. Oxenftiern gave them yefterday by the 
French was, that he was ready to conclude and fign that Projed: with 
the Dutch. 

Tho’ 1 was with M. Oxenftiern laft Night, he told me not a Word of 
this, or of the Negotiation now on Foot j only took Occafion by the by 
to tell me, there was an Imputation laid upon him, and was managed 
w ith much Induftry in the Court of England ; it was, that he had de- 
clared here, that the King his Mafter could not accept of the 6 Weeks 
yirmiftice that France had propofed ; w'hcrcas he never made fuch a De- 
claration ; but, on the contrary, had upon feveral Occafions faid, he be- 
lieved the King of Sweden would give into it, there being, he faid, much 
Reafon for Sweden to bring all Manner of Facility to what the Moft 
Chriftian King Ihould defire or propofe, in Regard he keeps fo clofe to 
his ; ngagements to Sweden at this Time; this he delired me toinfinuate, 
v. ii n I ihould write to Court, that he may not fuffer by what his Ad- 
verfarics report of him. 

I lend you h re with Copies of the Treaty, as ’tis agreed between the 
Dutch and the French , and of the Article relating to the Prince of Orange. 
The 'Treaty is the fame in a Manner that 1 have fent you already ; only 
there is one Article added, that in cafe of a Rupture again, there fhall 
be 9 Months Time to withdraw their hffedts and tftates of one Side 
and the other { another Article there is, for taking in fuch as fhall defire 
to be comprized. 

But that which I defirc your Reflexion upon is, that in the Projed 
I fent you a while fince, there was a Line or two intended to introduce 
the Treaty of Commerce, as if the whole had been intended to be in- 
ferted, and that of Commerce, with this of the Peace, to make but one 
Body of a Treaty ; but in this Projed I now fend you, there is no fuch 
Introduction : This I took Occafion to obferve to the Dutch AmbafTadors, 
but they were p leafed to give no Anfwer to that Remark, nor to offer 
me any Copy of their Treaty of Commerce, as they have now agreed 
it ,• which makes me think it will be a Body of Articles apart, and in 
that* of c 2 , the twelve firft you know was a defenlivc Alliance. 

I w as in Hopes to add fomewhat to this Day’s Difpatch out of the 
Refoiution of the Allies, that an Affembly this Forenoon, an Hour un- 
known and unufed, they fat from io to almoft i. I was at M. Cbriftine's 
fince the Affembly was up, and ask’d him w'hat was done there that was 
communicable without Doors ; he told me, all of them exprefs’d them- 
felves fo, que tout ca a la ‘Paix but before he explained himfelf in 
what had been faid, lie entered into a paffionatc Reprefcntation of the 
ill Condition of tlfc Spaniards ; he faid, ’twas impolliblc fuch a Way of 
Proceeding, as that of the French is, Ihould have any Tendency to a 
Peace that is to be lafting ; his King, and all other Princes, muft have a 
Refentmcnt of fuch intolerable Dealings. The demanding of Dinant y 
faid he, is .an impofliblc Thing to be complied with, and therefore an

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Argument the French did put them upon Things that were impra&icable, 
that they might have fome Colour to refufe them the Peace j Charle* 
wont, he faid, they cannot part with, ’tis the only Cover they have 
for Namur ; two Chaltcllanics they have, and will have all that be- 
longs to Mens and St. Ghillain demolilhed, that there may be nothing 
to cover Mens ; and ’tis for that Reafon, they would have the Verge of 
Menhirs that belongs to Courtray ; for there is fome little Place there,

Another Account is this ; that the Allies being to give the Dutch 
Ambafladors an Anfwer, whether they would come into the Peace or 
not, before the i ft of July next, AT. S. the Allies (I fuppofe the Spa- 
niards excepted) gave their Anfwer in Writing. M. JFIeugFs was, 
that the Time was too Ihort ; that he hoped, tho’ the Dutch fliould 
make their Peace, yet they would have all the Regard poflible to their 
Engagements with their Confederates. M. Cannon was there, and ftill 
preach’d the abfolute Ruin of his Mailer, and that by fuch Mcafures, 
he is to be no more Duke of Lorain. 

M y little Intelligencer comes and tells me, that the Moll Chrillian 
King will not enter into the lix Weeks Celfation, but will pufli on the 
War, being furc of Mons, and ten or eleven Thoufand Prifoners of War j 
that by the Anfwcrs from hence, the States will come to their final 
Refolution on Uednefday next, and will fend on Lburfday their final 
Aniwer, cither to M. do Luxembitrgb at the French Camp, or both. I 
am c b'c.

Fight Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my lalt, which was of the \oth, we have no Letters out of 
Falkland. I gave you in a Kind of a ‘Poftfcript , I made a Shift to 
write to that Letter (the Duplicate whereof goes herewith) the Account 
I had then got of what had pafs’d in the Conference of that Day, 
between the Allies and the Dutch Ambafladors. 

The Papers which I take leave herewith to cnclofc, will be a more 
diftinCt Account of what the Allies then fpokc ; ’tis true, they were 
not given in as Memorials to the Dutch Ambafladors, but they are 
communicated from one Ally to another, as Extra&s of what they had 
then faid, and of what had entered afterwards into their Protocols. 
You will find the Impcrialifts do lay hold of the Offer the Dutch Am- 
bafladors had made in the Name of the States their Mailers, to procure 
to the Allies Conditions that fliould be more rcafonable ; thofe Am- 
bafladors having confcflcd the French Conditions to be too hard, and 
fuch as were not to be fwallowed up whole. They demand like- 
wife, that the Dutch would procure the French to enter into Treaty 
with them ; that Care may be had of their Allies, and efpecially of 
the Duke of Lorain , who is word of all dealt with ,• as alfo that the 
States of the Empire may be fatisfied. 

The Dane complains the Time is too fliort, as the States order it,- 
he conjures them to do nothing that fliall be to the Prejudice of thp 
1 8 th Article of their Alliance with Denmark and that the King of 
Denmark is ready to make a Peace upon reafonablc Terms. 


M. 
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M. Hlafpiel relates what the Ele&or had done, both to prevent this' 
War, and to get out of it by a good Peace ,* that he has not yet an 
Anfwer upon the Moft Chriftian King’s Memorial and Letter of the i ft 
of June, from Wctteren by M. Hevcrning ; that he hopes, tho’ Neceflity 
Ihould force the States to a feparate Peace, yet they will have a Re- 
gard to their Alliance with the Elector, that that may Hill fublift. 
That in the French Conditions, there is nothing of any Terms upon 
which a Peace may be made between France and- the Elector ; that 
thofc Conditions of Peace with Sweden font indigneSj and contrary to 
the Obligations of the States to the Elector. 

M. Cannon gave in no Memorial, but difeourfed at large to the fame 
Effect with the Letter here inclofed, that the Duke hlis Mailer had 
_ writ to the States ,* whereby he tells them, that either alternative will 
'be equally the Ruin (/ dncantijfement) of his Soveraignty and his Houfe. 
For that if his Dutchy of Harr be taken from him, he will not only 
lofo a Country 35 Leagues long, and 18 broad, with about 26 Towns, 
and near 60 Bourgs and Villages in it, but he will be deprived of that 
Part of his Eftate which is lcait ruined, and where there arc lome In- 
habitants left. If Nancy be taken from him (which is the other Alter- 
native) he will lofe the only Dwelling-Houfe he has : Betides that, it 
is the Centre of his Country, having in it the moft faithful of his Sub- 
jects, and the clearelt of his Revenue ; that the Frovofte of Longtirie 
being taken from him, all Communication with the Spanifl) Nether- 
lands will be cut otf ; and the Highways being allign’d thro’ his Coun- 
try, as projected, it will ceafe to be a Soveraignty, aud will be no 
more but feveral Lordlhips canton’d and divided the one from the 
other, by thofc Highways that mult be reckoned to be French Ground. 

O n F lie f day, M. (JxenJliern coming to tell me, he pretended to give 
in his Power in Swed/Jh , if the Spaniards would needs give theirs in 
Span/Jh, and not in Latin , took Occalion, as it were by the by, to tell 
me, he had been fummoned by the Dutch Ambalfadors to anfwer to 
their Project of Commerce ; that the Anfwer he gave the French Am- 
bafladors, who brought him this Summons, was, that the King his Mailer 
had deligned a Commillary to come over hither on Purpofe, being in- 
ftruCted to treat the Bulincfs of Commerce j but that the Palfagc being 
ifot free, he hath not been able to come, nor is M. Oxenfliern inftruCled 
upon that Subject. That the King of Sweden intends really to come to 
a Settlement of the Commerce ; and that: M. Oxenfliern , being other- 
wife ready to conclude and lign a Peace with the Dutch , will by a 
Ipecial Article engage that the Matter of Commerce lhall be treated, 
and finiflicd within a Time prefixed. That the Dutch Ihould make no 
Difficulty to accept of this ; it having been what they demanded of 
England in the Conferences at Cologn , and what they came to in the 
Treaty of Peace with England, the fettling of the Commerce being re- 
ferr ed to another Time. That the Project given in by the Dutch for 
the Commerce, has great Grievances in it, and thofe not only to the 
SwccMJb Nation, bat to the Engl/Jh , and other Nations and Neighbours. 

He 1 gave me Part of this, to the End I might know what is pall; 
that it" was true he gave his Anfwer in Writing, but it was not iign’d 
nor in Form, it wa k only for more Certainty, and for the Help of the 
Frcncl > Ambalfadors Memory ; but he left no Copy of it with me. 

•H e was going, he faid, from me, to learn of the French Ambalfadors,’ 
what the Dutch had laid to this Anfwer, and thought it would be 
hard tl lat the Dutch , having not entred into this War with Sweden upon 
"any D ilferdhcc relating to the Commerce, (as appears by their Manifefto ) 

Ihould

Ihould now refufe to return to the Peace, becaufe the Commerce can- 
not be fettled at the fame Time. 

'I 1 he fame livening, M. Cannon was with me, being newly come from 
the Hague, and profelfing that all the Duke his Matter’s Hopes lie in 
his Majetty’s Protection, fpeaking otherwife defpondingly of his Hopes at 
the Halite (I mean from the States) but he is the molt fatisfied as can 
be, of the Prince’s Generality and Affection for his Matter. His laft 
Orders, he fays, were ftill to infinuate here the abfolute Depcndance of 
that Duke upon his Majefty, and to pray that I would ftill make my 
humble Reprefentations of it, it being the Refolution of his Matter to 
live in Exile, rather than receive his Eftates fo mangled and torn, as 
they arc now offered him. I perceive it is M. Cannons Opinion, that the 
Emperor and the Northern Allies are like to continue the War. 

The Spanijh Ambalfadors feeing that M. de Fucnte would never be 
able to get into Bulinefs, in Virtue of the Powers I told you of in fome 
of my late Letters, refolved to procure a fpecial one for him, and dc- 
fired me to draw up the Project of a Power for a fourth Amballador. 1 
did it in Blank, as it goes here cnclofcd ; prefuming I was not to 
refufe fucli an Office, it being mcerly Preliminary ; and afterwards, at 
their Entreaty, I carried it to the French and Swedes, who have been 
pleafed to allow of it : The Spaniards having tranflated it into Spanijh , 
font it on Monday laft for Madrid ; and M. Chrijlinc told me, they do 
not expect the Return of it in Form in lefs than lix Weeks Time ; and 
’tis a Riddle to me, and fo it is to the French Ambalfadors, what ufe it 
a\ ill be of to them, if they be in carneft for concluding the Peace as 
ft on as it is given out. 

M. Chriftinc being with me about this Power, asked me, whether I, 
would pafs any Otficcs for them with the French , in Order to have the 
Conditions that have been publilhed (or rather preferibed here) fome- 
what moderated but 1 excufed myfelf, for that I had not yet palfcd 
any Offices relating to thole Conditions, nor could refolve to do it till 
I were better i attracted in his Majefty ’s Pleafurc upon them. This he 
leaned to be much troubled at, faying, they knew’ not how to frame 
themfolves to enter into a direct Commerce with the French upon thofe 
Conditions ; that it was true, the French had declared they would be 
content to treat with them, but it mult be upon the Foot of thofe 
Conditions, and without taking away or diminishing any Thing that 
France pretends to by them $ however, I did perlift in exculing myfelf. 

Yesterday was with me a Gentleman of the Prince of J J anes , 
prelfing for Offices in his Majetty’s Name, upon the Pretenlions 1 font you 
long lince, of having fome Settlements that were made in the long Truce 
of 1609 continued, and made good by the Treaty that is now to be 
made. I have from him a Refolution of the States, together with their 
Letter (that goes herewith) to their Ambalfadors here, to do their bell 
in that Bulinefs : But this being a Matter that mutt come in by Way of 
Article or Appendage to the Treaty to be made between France and 
Spain , I did not think 1 could well meddle in the one, and yet keep off 
from the other ; therefore cxcufed myfelf, and 1 think I was well 'found- 
ed, in that the Nature of this Thing (lince it arifeth not from the 
War, but is in itfclf a Matter purely judicial, as to *:he Infractions made 
by the Prince d'Efpinois) does require a fpccial Order to enable me for 
it, being in Truth out of our Commiflion ; and therefore I to ’Id him, 
that as the ‘Dutch Ambafliidors were provided of fpecial Ord.crs, to 
appear in a Matter fo foreign to the Negotiation of this Time and 
Place, fo I did not think it lit for me to enter upon it without the 

like 
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like fpecial Orders ; which made him fay,’ ho would write to M. de $ur- 
gomayne to move his Majefty in it. 

M. Wederkopp was at me likewife for my Offices; to get him admitted 
into this Afl'embly ; and that I would humbly move his Majefty in tho 
Name of the Duke of Holftein his Matter, that his Majefty would bo 
pleafed to fpeak to Count Antoine on that Side, for that a Word from 
his Majefty to the Count will procure his Admillion here ,• or elfe, if he 
fliould fo think fit, M. Wederkopp believes the Dutch Ambafladors, if 
fpoken to in his Majefty s Name, would join their Offices with us here* 
to bring the Dane their Ally to do Reafon in this Matter. 

M. ‘Petcum being with me laft Night, complained much that the’ Dutch 
do already enter into the Mediation, apprehending they will ufe their 
Allies of the North very courlely : However, the King his Mafter is 
- j-cfolvcd, rather than not have a Peace that is fair and reafonable, to lofe 
all he hath got. He is furc the Houfe of Brunfmck will do fo; and that 
the Duke of Hanover will rather take Part with them, than againft them; 
they are moft furc of the Elector of Brandenburgh , but they are afraid 
England will take Part with the Swede ; and that, he fays, has been the 
Occafion of giving in fomc Memorials in England by the Danijh and 
Rrandcnburgh Minifters there. I remain, c 7C.

M Y laft was of the 13 th, fince which I have the Favour of yours 
of the 7 th to acknowledge. The Occafion of this by an Exprefc 
i-s, that this Day at Noon M. Reverning came to me, by Order from the 
States, to tell me, he hoped the French Ambafladors would, either this 
Evening or to Morrow, receive Orders upon the two Points that are yet 
undecided between them,- the one is but a Word relating to the Com- 
merce, which the Dutch arc refolvcd to take as the French fhall pen it, 
rather than make a Buiincfs of it ; the other is, the Article of the Prince 
of Orange , wherein they hope to receive a favourable Anfwer ; thelc 
two Points being fixed, they will come, he faid, and make it their Re- 
queft to me, in the Name of the States, to fign the Peace ; but faying 
withal, that if I fliould excule myfelf, they muft go through with it, and 
will fign it before the End of the Month. I gave him an Account, as I 
had done before, that as foon as ever I received from him the Draught 
of the Preface, wherein there was mention of his Majefty ’s Mediation, 
I had font it away for England by an Exprefs ; that as I was then with- 
out Orders, fo I am Hill, for a Matter of that Importance ,* but as foon 
as I had any that fliould be for his Satisfa&ion and Service, I would be 
furc to give him Part of it. 

H e told me by the by, that the French Ambafladors had made fojne 
Change in the Preface, but it was for the better, fotting forth the Con- 
defeenfions of their Mafter towards this State ; but that the Refpctt in- 
tended to be given the King our Mafter as Mediator, did ftand entire 
as it was ; he did not, he faid, enter into Contention about thefe fine 
Words, being but Wind, and fuch as he would not flick at : He added, 
that the States had given them Orders to drefs a fpecial Article, whereby 
his Majefty may be comprifcd in the Treaty, as the King of Sweden 
was in that of 'Breda.

H e laid, this was not all he had to fay to me, for he vvilhcd, he faid, 
(out of Complement, I fuppole) he had fome of my Help, for that they 
were fallen into a horrible Fmbarrafsj it is this, that they going between 
the French and the Spaniards, in order to adjull the Treaty between 
them, the French had declared to them lalt Night, that they would not 
void any one of the Places they hold in the Spanijh Netherlands , until 
Sweden be effectually reftored to the Places taken from them ; no, not- 
withllanding that the Peace were already ligned and ratified between 
them : This, he faid, was an Incident that furprized him infinitely, and 
fo it will his Mailers, who dreamt not of this, when on ll'edtiefday iaft 
they came to a Rcfolution to make the Peace,- and will, without doubt, 
be much to feek, unlefs the French do depart from this Prctenlion. 

The Spaniards , on the other Side, are in a Manner wild, he faid, 
upon the hearing of this, and will not promife to accept the French u 
Conditions, (whereof they had given them, the ‘Dutch, good Hopes all 
along) unlefs they be allured beforehand, that they will forthwith void 
the Places they are to rellorc to the Spaniard. And that they will 
rcllorc Paycerda , and all other Places taken or to be taken, belides 
thofe that are to remain to them by the Treaty this they will have a 
Declaration of beforehand, they lay, or elfe they will not treat at all : 
Nay, a Gentleman that told me this New s about an Hour before added, 
that the Spaniards now fpeak it out, they will let the French take all 
the Low Countries , and then, fay they, let the Dutch look for their 
Barrier where they can find it. 

M. Pccenting told me further, that his Mailers are in Pain, for that 
the French are’ like to fall upon the Fledor of Prandcnburgh in thefe 
Countries of C/cces and Pavcnjlein ; which, as they w ill be fure to 
carry whenever they do attack, fo the Neighbourhood to them thus 
near, will be an extream Trouble and Danger * that the Fledor does 
indeed offer the Spaniards an Army of 30,000 Men ; the Houle of PrunJ- 
wick and the rell of the Allies offering to bring 20,000 more into the 
field , but what Good this may do, he, M. Pccerning , would not take 
upon him to rcfolve ; but was hearkening very much w hethcr our Army 
in England was yet disbanding, or clfe like to be kept on Foot for fome 
Time. His Reflexion was, that no body could tell what this would 
come to : If, he faid, France will keep all thofe Places in the Nether- 
lands filled with their Troops, it is in vain that the States have taken 
fo much Pains about their Barrier, for they will have none when all is 
done. Another Thing he obferved, that M. Colbert had objeded unto 
him with great Sourenefs, it was, that the Prince and the States do 
connive at the Spaniards engaging fome of the Troops that the Dutch 
do disband in the Low Countries : That he had anfwercd, there was no 
Colour to find Fault with them for this, fince they would not do it but 
upon this Account, that the Spaniards arc to go along with them out 
of the War and that having no Men of their own, they mult have 
Men fomewhere or other to garrifon their Places: That it would have 
had the Weight of an Objedion, if they had let their Troops to any of 
their Parties that continue the War : But this Obfervation w r as, to ihcvv 
hotv ready, and upon what fmall Grounds, the French arc to find Fault. 

When M. Peccrning was gone thus far with me, he broke olf, telling 
me, he and his Collogue were to have a Conference with the French Am- 
batfadors after Dinner, and that they would afterwards call upon me. 

Tiu=y came, but found me engaged in a Vilit which the three Ittipe * 
riatifis gave me : As foon as that was over, I went to the Dutch Ara- 
ltfilUuiors Houle, w here they told me, they had difeourfed with the 

French 
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French Ambalfadors at large, the Unreafonablcncfs of not evacuating 
the Spanijh Places upon ligning of the Peace ; i Ji 3 For that the War 
agaiall Sweden might laft fbveral Years, and that the IlTue might not be 
fo favourable to Sweden , as to bring the Allies to give it entire Satis- 
faction ; and in that cafe, France would Hill have a Pretext to keepthofe 
Places. 2 dly. That the harrier which the 'Dutch have fo much infilled 
upon, fliould all this while be in the Power of France , and they lie cx- 
pofed. 3 dly 3 That it was not in the leall in the Power of Spain to bring 
their Allies to give more or lefs Satisfaction to Sweden , the Spaniards 
iitting down thcmfelves with the greatdl Lofs of all., 4 tb)y 3 That the 
Moll Chriflian King had, both in his Letters to this State, and in his 
Difcourfo with M. Bccerning, allured it was his Meaning to leave ft 
-Barrier, and to give JAepofe to this Country j but as the Cafe is now 
put by the French Ambalfadors, they will have neither the one nor the 
other. 

T h e French Ambalfadors anfwercd all that was to be faid upon thefe 
Arguments, but Hill held their Conclulion, that Sweden mull be fatisfied 
before they would void thefe Places. All that the Dutch could get from 
them was, that they would take Time till to Morrow to look again 
over their Orders, and to compare the latter with the former ; bclidcs 
that, they hoped by to Morrow’s Poll to receive their King’s final Plea- 
fure upon this Point, as alfo upon the Article relating to the Prince of 
Orange , and the finglc Word abovementioned relating to their Commerce* 
When 1 prefl'ed the Dutch Ambalfadors to know’ what they thought in 
their own Judgments this would come to, their Anfwcr to me was, that 
the French did not fpcak in this Point fo pofitively and peremptorily as 
they guelled they would have fpoken, if their Orders had been prccilc 
a*id final j fo that they hoped they might not finally infill upon it ; but 
in cafe they did, they, the Dutch , did not fee how this Peace could pof- 
libly go on. 

Tho’ the Refolution be not final, and to Morrow or next Day they 
may come to it, and even to the Contentment of the Dutch 3 yet I thought 
it my bulinef* to give Notice the foonelt polfiblc of this Incident ; for if 
they fliould happen not to clofe, but to break upon this Point, his Ma- 
jelty is infinitely concerned in the Event, and consequently in the Notice j 
but that it cannot be certain whether they will break or not, may be ga- 
thered hence, 1 /?, For that M. Secerning was, when he firfl fpakc to 
me, lomewhat anxious we fliould not be too forward in Fngland in dis- 
banding our Army : And 2 dfy. That the End of the Imperial ifts 3 in their 
Vifit to me this Day was, (tho’ they pretended to defire my Offices, 
wherein I excufcd myfclf to them, as they knew I would) to learn what 
thcyEould from me as to the State our Army was in j and when M. de 
Gurck was telling me (from fome German Gentlemen that had been at 
feme of our Rendezvous) what brave Men they were, and what Pity it 
was they were not imployed j M. Kinski faid, (with Reference, I doubt not, 
to this new Incident) that he expected to fee Things brought about again, 
and to fee them all draw their Swords for the common Caufc. 

Another Thing the Dutch Ambalfadors told me was, that the 
French expected to have an exprefs Article in their Treaty, whereby the 
Dutch fliould be obliged not to alftfl, diredtly or indirectly, any Enemy 
of Sweden , no more than of France ; this, they faid, would be a moft 
fllameful Thing to flipulatc by Article, before the Peace between them 
and Sweden was made \ Sweden 3 he faid, might have the EffeCfc of it 
tacitly, fl^it.thcy could never anfwcr it to their Allies, nor to the World, 
to fuller their Hands to be tied up with relation to firch ah Enemy, 
Vol. II. Ccc efpe- 
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efpccially lincc M. Oxcnjliern gives them no Manner of Satisfaction in 
the Point of Commerce, which is the only Point in Controvorfy between 
them ; but gave them in a Paper, which M. j Beverning did flight very 
much in his Reflexions upon it. 

A third Thing was, that the 'Dutch Ambafladors having Orders to 
propofe to the French a Neutrality for the Countries of Clews and Ra- 
venftein , in Regard of the Neighbourhood of thofe Places to the States 
Territories, M .Colbert did florm at them, and fell into fuch a Paflion, 
that he would needs prelently break oft' all T reating, and fend away a 
Courier this Night, to advertife their King, that the Dutch intended not 
a Peace, but to give the Law to them here, and to fpin out the Time 
with Delays and Amufements ; therefore that it was fit for them, the 
French , to advertife their King with the fooneft poftible, that he may 
begin the War again with the Beginning of July, N. S. and think no 
more of a Ceflation. 

One Argument the Dutch prefs’d unto them for this Neutrality was, 
that it would be in vain for them to have a Barrier on the Flanders Side, 
if the French lliould come and plant thcmfelves fo near in their Neigh- 
bourhood, and prefs with all the Inconvcnicncies of War on this Side. 

The Storm upon this laft Point was not to be calm’d, but with put- 
ting off the Debates of all thefe Points till to Morrow'. 

One Thing M. de Harcn added, upon M. Rcvcrnings faying, that 
there is fomc little Caftle near Din ant that the French have now found 
out, and will needs have, together with that Place, if the Spaniards 
will not let them have Cbarlemont \ it was this, that he vvrily believes 
the French would keep tome Place or other in the Sp^ni/h- Netherlands 
in their Hands, till the Prince of Liege, his Chapter, and his l .ftates, 
can be- got to make over that Place $ which Goo know s when that 
will be. 

Another new Thing that the French ftarted to day was, they 
would have an exprefs Article for the reftoring of the Marquifate of 
1 Bcrgben op Zoom to the Count d Auvergne ; the Obfervation they made 
upon this and the whole Matter was, that the French arc very exacting 
in Points w here they are to gain any Thing, and very touchy w here any 
T hing is demanded from them \ nor can I fay that they feem to be other 
than diffident of the Peace, upon the prefent Complexion of the French 
Ambafladors. 

As foon as I can learn the Refolution of the French upon the voiding 
of the Places, which I take to be the great Point at prefent, I will en- 
deavour to give you Notice with the fooneft pofliblc. I remain, (yc-

M Y laft was of the 15 th, at ten at Night, by Exprefs ; I have fince 
the Favour of yours of the 1 1 th, by him that, went Exprefs from 
hence the 4 th Current j it is with the deepeft Senfe of Duty poffible that 
I acknowledge that Royal infinite Goodnefs, wherewith his Majefty is 
plcafed to take Notice of my little Diligences on this Side and fliall 
bo careful not to flacken them, as long as the prefent malevolent Planet 
is reigning over us. 


1 told 
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I told you in my laft, how the 'French Ambaffadors bad on TburJ'daj} 
laft, taken Time to review and compare their Orders, about the evacu-J 
ating of the Places in Flanders , and had promifed to give the 'Dutch 
Ambaffadors next Day (which was yefterday) their Thoughts upon that, 
and other Points depending between them ; but the Dutch heard not 
from them all Day yefterday, and this Day at Noon th< y fent to let 
them know, they hoped to hear from them before this Day’s Ordinary; 
fhould go off, to the End they may write to their Mailers. This the 
Dutch Ambaffadors told me thcmfclves now at Noon ; they lay, they 
have no Letters, nor do they exped the Rcfolution of the States upon 
the Evacuation in Flanders , and the Neutrality of Cleves , till to Morrow. 
M. Fevcrning faid, if either 'of thefe Points fhould be refilled them, he 
doth not fee how they can lign the Peace ; yet their laft Orders, he fays'; 
are to lign it ; and if they fliould not do it, they would not dare to Ihew 
their Heads in Holland. 

This feems to me to be fome Ground for the Opinion that the Iwtpc- 
rialifts have, which is, that tho’ the Places fliould mrt be evacuated in 
Flanders , and tho’ the Neutrality fliould be refufed in Claes , yet the 
States will not forbear making their own Peace. I have this from M. 
Cannon , who tells me alfo of the extream Dread the Spanifh Ambaffa- 
dors are in, lcaft the whole Country, if it lie itf.lf not prefcntly rid of 
the French Troops, fliould voluntarily give itfeif up to that King. 

One Thing more M. Cannon told me, which 1 can no longer doubt of; 
which is, that thcNuncio pallcs no OfKces(no more than I do) between the 
French and the 4 Spanifh Ambafladors, in their prelent Intcrcourfe ; and 
the Reafon that he forbears is, bccaufc the Conditions are intolerably 
hard, and the Manner of preferibing them differing from all Practice 
hitherto known between Soveraign Princes. 

Another (who hath good Accefs at the Nuncio’s) tells me, ’tis 
bccaufc he efteems it a Wrong to his Dignity, that the Mediation is put 
by both thofe principal Parties into the Hands of the Dutch ; and that 
this State is to have the Honour of reconciling thofe two Crowns: Bo- 
lides that, he cannot move for the alienating of Dinant from the Church, 
having, on the contrary, exhorted the Spaniards all he hath been able, 
not to give in to that Alternative ; hence Men collect, they will be 
brought to part with Cbarlemont . 

The lateft News from the Empire is, that the Imperial Army is in 
very good plight ; and that the States that are concerned in the Neigh- 
bourhood of ! Philipsburgh , will do and endure any Thing rather than 
have that Place return to the French , to be garrifon’d by them ; but ’tis 
thought here a Temperament would be cafily found out, which is, that 
both Friburgh and it. fliould be demoliflied : Only the Method that the 
French have taken, topreferibe their Conditions, as if they were Laws, 
is that which an Emperor knows not how to digeft. 

Now that it is 4 a Clock, the Dutch Ambaffadors lent me their 
Secretary with this Account, that they had font him juft before to the 
Marcfchal d'FJlrades upon a particular Bufincfs, but with Order to give 
him Occalion, if it could be done, to fpeak upon the Subject of voiding 
all Places in the SpaniJ, h Netherlands. The Marefchal’s Anfwer was, that 
there was no Appearance any fuch Thing could be done ; for that they, 
the French^ mult have Places of Retreat, flnee they are to make a War 
upon the Elcdtor of Frandenburgh ; he named Maefiricht and Cbarleroy ; 

■ adding, that they mult continue the War for Sweden, tho’ not for them- 
felves; and they muft take Wefel if they can, and lo other Places in 
Cloves, and the Marquifate of Frandenburgh^ to the Equivalent of what is

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taken from Sweden , and that the rather, in that Stralfund will be at 
tacked, and the lfle of Rugen recovered (in all Probability) very fud- 
dcnly : The Marcfchal laid much of the Blame of this Embarrafs upon 
M. Oxcnftiern y who will admit of no Temperament pr Delay in the 
Cafe i but the Marcfchal s Opinion was, none of the Spanijh Places 
would be evacuated till Sweden bad its full and entire Satisfaction. 
This the Secretary of the 5 Dutch Embaffy had Orders, as he told me, to 
fay from his Matters, and withal to give Orders to the Pott, which is 
this Day at their Difpofal, to ftay till my Difpatch were finilhed. I do 
not think this, fincc it is a Difcourfe of the Marefchals alone, and not 
an Anfwcr from the French Embaffy, worth the while to fend by an 
Exprcfs.

Right Honourable Sir,' 

A S fcon as I received the Favour of yours of the 7 th Current, I 
went to M. le ! Vrefidcnt Cannon , and reprefented to him the Pur--' 
port of it; with that double Caution, that the Writing he and 1 was to 
agree, was not to go for a Memorial, but for an Inftruftion to his Ma- 
jefty s Ambaflador ; next, that we were to avoid the putting in of any 
Thing into it that might offend, but only fuch Things as might be 
proper to move, in the Way his Majcfty now took to employ his Offices 
he took upon him to draw up the Paper, and drew it as it goes here- 
with cnclofcd : I found he was loath to depart from any Thing he had 
conceived, and fet down ; particularly the laft Article, whereby it is 
infinuated, that the Duke his Matter will, rather than fubmit to cither 
of the Alternatives as now offered, remain an Exile out of his Country ; 
this, he faid, would preferve to him his Right and Title ; and continue 
his Allies (tho they fhould make a Peace for thcmfelves) under the 
fame Obligations they have entered into by the Treaty now in Force, to 
fee the Duke of Lorain reftored. 

M y Opinion was, that tho’ the Duke was at Liberty to choofc this 
Extremity, yet that it could do him no Manner of good, to have it 
told, or fo much as infinuated to the Mott Chriftian King ; His Anfwcr 
was, he had declared as much, not only to the Allies in their Aflembly, 
but to the French Ambalfadors here ,* only he gave me Liberty to hint to 
Mr. Montague what I fhould think moft fuitable to his Majefty’s Piea- 
fure, when I fhould fend him this Paper, the Paper being of length ; 

I let him know, it would be for his Service, that an Extract fhould be 
made of it, to the End Mr. Montague , when he fhould go to take an 
Audience upon it, might find the Heads he was to fpeak upon in a 
narrower Compafs ; this he liked of as I drew it j and tis to be font to 
'Paris along with his Writing, that Mr. Montague may plcafe to ufe the 
one or the other, as he fhall fee Caufe : I have endeavoured that there 
fhould be nothing in it that can be ill taken. Thefe Papers I intend 
to fend to Morrow for Paris , together with an Abftraft out of the 1 . ot- 
ter you have been pleafed to write me upon this Occalion, that Mr. 
Montague may the better fee how you have been pleafed to limit us here, 
and govern himfeif accordingly.

"Right Honourable Sir,' 

M Y laft was of yefterday by the Ordinary, whereof there goes a 
Duplicate herewith inclofed : I acknowledged the Favour of yours 
of the 1 1 tb, and cannot yet expert any of a frefher Date. 

The french Ambafladors having been at eight this Morning with the 
Dutch , and thefe laft, after that Viiit, at the Spaniards, the Dutch Am- 
baffadors, as foon as they returned from the Spaniards , fent their Secretary 
to me, to tell me, the French Ambafladors had, in a Viiit this Morning, 
declared to them, they meant to referve to themfelves the Faculty of mak- 
ing ufe of the Places they had conquer’d, in the War they are to carry on 
againft the Elector of Rrandenburgh , and not to evacuate them till Swe- 
den is fully fatisfied ; he was ordered to tell me, of what they had 
^ delivered to the Dutch Ambafladors on Saturday laft, whereof you have 
an Account by the Exprefs of that Day. I ask’d him, whether they 
gave any Hopes of the Neutrality the Dutch had propofed for the Coun- 
try of Cloves and Ravenjiein ; he told me, he had heard of none at 
all. I asked him, whether the Dutch Ambafladors would fign the Peace 
before the 1 Jl of July, N- S? His Anfwer was, that his Mailers had 
not inftrutted him upon that Point, but that in his Judgment, this was 
an Incident of fo high a Nature, that they would not pais on to fign 
the Peace, till they had the States their Mailers Reflexions upon it, 
and new Orders. I ask’d him, what Truth there was in that, which is 
blown abroad this Day, that the Courier the Imperialijis had received 
on Sunday laft had brought Word, the Emperor would give into the 
Peace, fincc Spain did ? He told me, there was little likelihood of that, 
the Manner being confidered, that the Imperialijis explained themfelves 
yefterday at the Aflcmbly, which was by Way of withdrawing themfelves 
from all Overtures tending that Way. 

All this that hath been told me by the Secretary, is juft now con- 
firmed to me by the Dutch Ambafladors ; for I could not, but upon this 
Occafion, beg one Moment to fpeak with them in Pcrfon $ they told 
me, the French Ambafladors had raifed new Difficulties in the Treaty of 
Commerce, and that they will not pafs the Prince of Orange's Article, as 
it was propofed ; they will keep Maejiricbt till Sweden be fatisfied, and 
the other Spanijb Places j but which was moft horrible of all, (I ufe M. 
"Fever nings own Words) the King their Maftcr will not fuffer the Swedes 
to give fomc Kind of Confent (as they are willing of their own accord 
to do) to the Elector of Rrandenburgh ; the Swedes having entered into 
this War in the Quarrel of France , it is not for the Glory of that King, 

•to fuffer any fuch Compofition, but will hinder it all he can. The 
Dutch Ambafladors having declared they could not fign the Peace with- 
out a Line in the Treaty, whereby Maejiricht fliould be furrendred to 
them at the Time of the Ratification •, the French faid, they would then 
write, that the Hoftiiities might go on » this gave M. Revcrning Occa- 
fion to write to Count j Waldeck, to be upon his Guard $ and they told 
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me- plainly, they would not, nor could not fign the Peace between this 
and the i jt of July.

M. dc los 'Balbafcs giving me the Favour of a Vilit laft Night, quickly 
entered upon the great Incident, about evacuating the Places tlv t tne 
French arc to give upj he told me, that it was he that put the 'Dutch Am- 
balladors upon demanding of the French a Declaration in Writing, tluu 
they would withdraw their Troops out of the Country upon the ligning 
of the Peace ; and evacuate all the Places (they were to reltore) u hen 
the KatiHcation Ihould be brought from Spain j thefe two main Points hav- 
ing been (as it happened) omitted by the Duke de Hill a Hcrmofa in the 
Declaration he gave the 3 d of June. N. S. of his accepting the Peace. 

That this was a Peace he, the Marquifs, would not be lecn to be 
the leading Man in, there being nothing more contrary to his Orders, 
than to give into it, as the French preferibe it ,• but that the Duke de > 
Hi Ha Hermofi having accepted the Peace, and religned himfclf to the 
Dutch, he was not to oppofe it ; but did always propofe to himfclf to 
have beforehand a Declaration from the French Amballadors in Writing, 
that they would make good the two Points abovementioned ; as alfo a 
third, which was in the Duke de Villa Hcrmofa a Paper ; it was, to rc- 
ftorc all Places taken, and to be taken, in what Part of the World fo- 
ever ; thofe that were to remain to France excepted. 

That he having this Declaration from the French , he would have 
given them another in Exchange, whereby he would declare, that he 
did accept of the French Conditions, and would lign the Treaty, into 
which they arc to be digefted ; but that this mult be a Work of Time, 
the extending of thofe Conditions into Articles having in it, he faid, 
feveral Difficulties. 

That he had left the Dutch Ambalfadors rcfolvcd to go in a Body 
fomc Time this Day to the French Amballadors, and to declare to them, 
they were ready, in Purfuance of the Letter the States had writ the v t d 
Current to the Molt Chriftian King, to fign the Peace ; arid if the French 
fhould refufe it, to make their Proteft, which (he thought) they would 
give in Writing, fixing the Caufc of all upon their Kefufal to withdraw 
their Garrifons, &r. 

That the French , on the other Side, do menace, that the Hoftilitics 
fliall begin afreih the 1 ft of July. N* S. and that Mejfieurs les Francois 
had told him, that nothing is now demanded, but what is concerted 
with the King our Mailer ihould be demanded, even the not voiding of 
thele Places. 

The Marquifs replied, as he lays, that ’tis a Wonder then his Ma- 
jefty’s Miniller here, (meaning me) fays nothing to them, the Spaniards , 
or the Dutch , of any fuch Thing, nor does pafs°any Offices one Way 
or other upon this new Foot * nor yet that they can hear any fuch 
'flung from the Spanijh Miniller in England ; to this he was anfwcr- 
cd, there might be Confiderations (especially thofe relating to the 
Parliament) that might make his Alajefty ihy to appear, or declare 
himfclf openly in this Bufinefs ; but that it was certain, the Moft Chri- 
ftian 
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ftian King had his Majefty ’s Approbation in aJl he did. As to this laft 
Point, I mult not forget to tell you, that M .eFOdyike did lay yefterday, 
that Marefchal ef FJir tides would needs perlwade him,- that what the 
French were now doing, was by Concert with England. 

M. dc los Falbajes yet feemed to be willing to believe, there was fome- 
thing unfair in this Surmife; his Argument was, from what he fays pafs d 
in England lately between M. Sindenaw and M. Fartllon ; the hrlt hav- 
ing had a favourable Declaration from his Majefty, that he had made 
no fuch Promife relating to the Satisfaction ol Sweden , as is fuggefted in 
the Hrlt Article of the French Conditions ; and having acquainted the 
King of ‘Denmark with it, and given his Majefty that King’s Thanks 
for It, yet M. ‘Bari lion offered to lay Wagers his Majefty had made no 
^uch Declaration ; which, the Marquifs fays, is taken Notice of as a 
very extraordinary ’l’hing in M. ‘Barillon. 

Upon this whole Matter in Difference, he told me, he believ’d the 
States would come to fome vigorous Refolutions j and their Troops 
would be able not only to defend all the Places in the Few Countries 
from Attack, but to drive them out of the Country. 

From this he pafs’d on to defire my Offices with the Swede , not to 
inlift upon his Swcdijh Language, but to give in his Powers in Latin, 
as the Swedes have done in feveral Treaties with France , the French 
'■giving theirs in their own Language. He delired me likewife to fpcak 
to the French Ambalfadcrs, that M. de Fuente may be forthwith admitted 
to treat and negotiate with them, he, the Marquifs de los ‘JBalbajes, and 
M. Cbrijline, firft obliging thcmfclves, by their Act in Writing, that- 
within iix Weeks there ftiall be Powers in good Form brought hither 
from Madrid , and exhibited for M. de Fuente . 

The laft Thing he fpoke on was, that we might enter into fome Tem- 
perament about the Viiit of Ceremony ; that M. de Fuente fliould write 
fuch another Letter as M. de Gunk had writ upon the like Occalion,- 
but that M. dc Rcnqnillo having once writ for the whole Embaffy, it was 
not proper to repeat it again for one lingie Ambaffador. 

Upon the two former Points, being purely preliminary, I promiled 
to do my Offices j upon this laft, I told him, 1 had made my Report to 
his Majefty, and that he had been gracioufly pleafed not to difapprove 
of what I had done j and therefore that I was not at Liberty now to 
make any Alteration. 

As foon as the Marquifs was gone, came to me the Secretary or the 
Dutch Ambalfadors, to acquaint me, as he faid, from his Matters, that 
they had had an Anfwer and Orders from the States upon their Dif- 
patches hence on Saturday , (which was the Day on which the French 
firft *difcovercd their unexpected Pretenfions) and that the Orders of the 
States arc, that they, the Ambafladors, arc to infift upon the evacuating 
f Maejlricht , and the SpaniJJ) Places, and arc not to depart from that 
Demand. 

I was this Day at Noon at M. de los Ralbafes, he having promifed me 
an Account of what was to pafs this Day between the Dutch and the 
French upon the Proteft ; he had not then heard from the Dutch j all 
that he could tell me was, that the States were refolved, and would 
never depart from their Demand, to have their Places evacuated. 

It is now al molt four, and the Dutch Ambalfadors lend Word, they 
liifpatch an Exprefs out of Hand, and will detain the Ordinary till eight 
this Evening. A Gentleman tells me, that between this and that Tim© 

they will perform what they have to do with the French*

Right Honourable Sir, 

J UST now M. Referring calls upon me, as he had taken Leave of 
the French Ambafladors, w’hcrc he and his Collcgues had been for 
an Hour and half at a Conference j the ihort of it is this : The laft Or- 
ders of the States arc, that they fliould infill finally to have Macjiricht 
and the Spaniflj Places voided, upon Exchange of the Ratification j an' 1 , 
this they thought fateft to iniinuatc by civil l.ettcr, as they did to -the 
French Ambafladors, fending inclofed with their Letter, the two Trea- 
ties, that of Peace, and that of Commerce, compleat in all their Points, 
offering themfclves to come over to the French Ambafladors, and to fign 
both Treaties this Day. 

Th e French would not fo much as look upon their Letter, but fent it 
back without breaking open the Seal ; then the ‘Dutch demanded an 
Hour of them, which being had, they difeourfed the Points in Difference 
at large ; they ottered to leave the Point of Commerce, and the Con- 
cern of the Prince of Orange , to a feparate Article, as they fliould agree 
it, but the Evacuation of the Places they flood upon as indifpenlably 
neceflary ; the French Ambafladors Anfwer upon that Point was, that 
they had written to Court, and mult exped’t the Anfwer of the King 
their Matter upon it. 

M. Colbert was not fo hot this Day as ufual : M. Referring s Expref- 
lion was, when I ask’d him what this would end in, II me Jemblc quils 
commcncent a branlcr nn pen j but that his Mailers were, as he found by 
their Letters, very refolute ; tho’ the laft Letters they had were an An- 
fwer to their Advices of the 1 5 th , that is, upon the firft Difcovcry they 
had made to them of the Intention of the French to detain thofe Places ; 
they have not yet, he faid, their Rcfolution upon the Anfwers of the 
French made the 18 th, W'hich was decifive : Having given me a Sight 
of the Letter he had writ to the French Ambafladors, he went away iij 
Haft ; telling me, he hoped that Letter would ferve them more for his 
Difchargc and his Collogues, in that the Offer of figning the Treaties 
that W'as made by it, did affedt the French with a plain Refufal. This 
is all the Account 1 have to give of this great and critical Day. I am, 
drc.

Right Honourable Sir,' 

O N 1‘hurfday laft (the 20 th) I troubled you with two Letters, the 
firft went at four, by an Exprefs that the Dutch Ambaffadors then 
difpatched ; the other was at eight, they detaining the Ordinary till 
that Hour. I have finec the Favour of one from you of the 14 th, togq.- 
thc* with an exadt Collection of Precedents, and feveral Queries that 
you have been plcafed to lay before his Majefly, in order to my Govern- 
ment here, both as to the Preface which the Dutch Ambafladors had 
put into my Hands, and to other Queftions that may be put to me in 

this 
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:his Con juncture : I moft humbly thank you for the Light you ate 

Points : I lhall keep as clofe to it as I can poifible, and hope his Ma- 
jefty will hereafter find, he hath made the far better Choice, in declin- 
ing to have any Part in thefe Treaties as they were going on ,• for, bo- 
lides that the Conditions are fo hard, that fomc of the Parties ( Spain 
and Lorain cfpccially) would have expected to have them in fomc De- 
gree mollified by his Majcfty’s powerful Offices ; the very Rcafons and 
lnflanccs that his Majefty, as Mediator, would have right to ufe and 
prefs, arc now (by declaring the Conditions to be filch, as not to admit 
a Debate upon) fliut out of Doors j a Way not hitherto pra&ifcd, (that 
ever 1 have heard of) where a great King hath been fo folcmnly and fo 
univerfally received for the common Mediator, as his Majefly hath been. 

on Saturday upon an ordinary Vifit with M. dc Gurck, he told 
me, he expected that a vigorous Refolution would be the Refult of the 
•Debates that were to be had at the Hague that Day, which was to be 
a great Day among them ,* and that the States, unlcfs they were dif- 
couraged by our proceeding fo faff as we do in England to disband the 
Army, would let the World fee, they repented of the Haft they had 
made, and that they would take other Mcafures to get a Peace, fuch 
as flail 1 be lure and lafting. That the Army upon the Mcnfc is 20,000 
,iftedtivc Men ; and that M. dc Scbcmhcrg is forced to give Ground. 
That the Declaration the Brandenlmrgb Minifter hath made at the Hague, 
is no more, but that he is content and deli ecus that the Dutch fliould 
compile him in the Peace they arc making with France , but that there 
was not a Word of Sweden in it } but others report, that he hath for- 
mally accepted of the Collation in relation to Sweden , as well as to 
France. TIrat as the Prince of Orange has fhewed himfclf a Prince of 
extraordinary Wifdom in all the Parts of this Adair, lo he hath even 
evccllcd himfelf in fevtral Difcourfes laft Week to the States, fo full of 
J’orce and R afi*n were they upon this Incident j and M. dc Ciurck is 
p.;vfwaoVd. he fay,, he hath many Converts among them. 

M. Feta tn being witii me laft Night, told me, that the Danijh Mi- 
imkr at tie- Jlaeue (M. Meyerrroon\ having Orders to complain (as he 
hath done lately) again!! M .Jan Jieuninghcn, for fomc difrefpcttful Lan- 
gi.e-M* that lie hath uled (at our Court) of the King of Denmark and 
hi, Aua.vs: and having upon that Occalion fomc Difcourle with the 
I)- put i- s o r the States, w ; th particular Reflexions upon the prefent 
A ' *■' lirs of llhgland^ and upon the Help the Allies might have thence for 
the’r coj.inr'u Caefe ; wax* anfwered, that there were no Hopes of any 
Coed 1 a- tlv.m our of England , for that England and France had very 
la re I v ’..■'.id' a Treaty between them. 

‘Pel erv/ c -n firmed to me what is gene r ally laid here, that tiie 
Dr-ib Amhafiadors had, on * 7 iwriday the ! h Current, delired the 
***j ct neb to v. r ite to M. dc Lu\eii/l>iugb, that lluflilities might not begin 
rill the Ref.Uitien of tl. ' M »ll Chri Ilian King fliould be known upon 
this ! ’.widen f ; and they had prom i fed to write, but would not under- 
t l-o their Defre f. on Id he cvmpli-d with. He told me further, that x\L 
de Uarcu had aflisred him, that he and his Collcgucs had had three 
D’darelv's one ait«r another from the States, letting them know, they 
• d • > their Refolution, that the v< iding the Places upon the Ex- 
oi-.-.-.n, . , • .-I,.- Ratifications fliould be exprelly ftipuiated in the Treaty, 
id. ct Od\. d : d. t.-M Mr. Chv.dfcigb late laft Night, that he and his Ccl- 
i- :rucs e v, j>ad ••dvic ' but a few Hours before, that the States continued 
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firm to their llefolutions ; and that they were fending Notice of it to 
his jMajefty. 

M. d'Odyike asked Mr. Chudlcigb , whether he knew of any Orders I 
had, to pal's Offices here in fuch Things as do immediately concern his 
Highnefs the Prince of Orange ; this obliged me to delirc him to acquaint 
M. d Odyike, that as I have no Orders of late font me, relating to the 
Concerns of any of the Parties, therefore have forborn to appear, tho’ 
fought by all of them ; fo I had no Orders relating to his Highnefs in 
his own Particular, but that I would be fure to write by this Poll, and 
moll humbly offer it to his Ma jelly’s Conlidcration. 

Most or them that favour the Allies, do perfwade thcmfelvcs, this 
Incident about evacuating the Places, will come to an abfolutc Breach ; 
thole that favour the French fay, it will be made up witli a Tempers 
ment, which is, that his M a jelly, the Moft Chrillian King, and this State, 
do agree a Plan for the North , and then engage to fee it executed : • 
Bolides that, they fay the French Anibalfadors are abundantly jullificd, 
in that they have offered to lign the Treaty as it was firft drefs’d, in 
indefinite 'l'crms ; and that the Novelty, and confequently the Difficulty 
comes from tho ! Dutch , who would have a Time let by a new Claufe, 
for voiding the Places of the French Garrifons. 

W hat 1 ST. Colbert laid to M. Ficverning. , that this King would never t 
endure that Sweden fliould yield any Place, or come to any Compofitioii 
with the Elector of Flrandcnbtirgb , or his Co-Allies in the North , he 
told M. Jlcug/j the other Day ; which gave him Occalion to anfwer (as 
M. ‘Pet cum reports it) in thole Words, Ceux qni nous r J0iilent manger fe~ 
rout obliges clc Commcnur par les Comes. 

Just at Noon came to me M .FSlaJpiel^ and having told me of a 
Meeting that the Impcria/ifls , the Spaniards , he, and M. 'Termulcn, (the 
Munfier Miniller that is now in Town) had had yefterday together; and 
of fome Articles of Direction they had agreed on for the Government 
of M. Ic General de Spaen , (who was then with them, and goes this Day 
out of Town, in order to put thole Articles in Execution) he produc’d 
two Papers, and gave me Leave to take Extracts of them for better Cer- 
tainty. The Extracts 1 took go herewith inclofcd, in the one you’ll find, 
the Army between the Rhine and the Mcnfe to be 1 5,000 Men, in the 
other, how they arc to be imployed. 

Hn added, they were now in Treaty for a Body of 14,000 Men more, 
to join thefc that are already together ; and hoped to let me fee in a 
few Days, a Project how thofc Men were to be brought together, and 
from whence, (for raifed they are already) as alfo how they arc to ait, 
but was loath to give me a Copy of thofe Papers. 

H f laid, he brought me this Account of the Affairs of the Allies at 
this Time, for that the States had on Saturday laft refolvcd (among 
other 'filings) to fend to his Majelty, to intreat his Offices with the Moil* 
Chrillian King, that the Places in Queftion might be evacuated, and the 
Treaty of Commerce, as it is now minuted, agreed to; otherwife that 
they mule continue the War ,• and in cafe the Moft Chrillian King fhould 
refufe it, then his Majcfty was to be prayed to join his Arms with thofc 
of this State, and the other Allies, to procure them p rcafonablc Peace. 

11e enlarged further upon the little Probability there was, that France 
would abate any Thing of its Demands ; M. Colbert having, he faid s 
difeovered to M. Ficccrning fome new Difficulties about the Commerce, 
that are yet to arife from the French Side ; which he (M. Ficverning ) 
judges to be fuch as the States will never yield to. • 


For 
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For the Elector his Matter, he faid, it was a perfeft Miftake tel- 
ling me, I might confidently reprefent it as fuch, whereby it was blown 
about in this Country, that the Elector gave into the Ceftation of fix 
Weeks, as to what relates to the Swedes ; when he heard indeed that 
this State had concluded its Peace with France , he gave Orders that 
he might be comprifed therein as to France, but not a Word as to 
Sweden : Upon the firft News, he faid, that this State was wavering, 
the Elector offered to come in his own Perfon with 1 8,000 Men to their 
Aid ; upon the next News, that the Peace was actually concluded, his 
Orders to his Troops on this Side, were to march towards 5 Pomerania, 
refolving to make what Imprcflions he could upon the Swedes j upon the 
laft News of all, which was, that the French were like to fall into 
C/eves , his Orders to General Spaen were, that he ihould draw all the 
*->£roops, and get all the Provilions he could into Wefel, in Order to de- 
fend it and the Country. 

Another Thing he faid was, that the Electoral College at Ratis- 
bone had refolvcd never to accept of the Peace as *tis propofed (or 
rather preferibed) by France , and that the Elector of Bavaria had ex- 
pretty 10 given his Vote. He concluded with telling me, that from the 
Difeourfes of the French , (as they are underttood by M. Bcvcrning) and 
the Kcfolutions of the States on Saturday , there is more likelihood of 
4 a Breach than otherwife ; for that tho’ the Dutch will not break with 
the French upon the Neutrality they have demanded for Cleves , yet they 
will break with them upon the Point of Evacuation, or elfe of Com- 
merce, and the Town of Amficrdam will come into it. I am, &c.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 24 th by the Ordinary, I have 
the Favour of one from you of the 18 th y for which I moft humbly 
thank you. 

M. Bcvcrning giving me the Favour of a Vifit on Duefday^ (as he 
was returning Home from M. Colbert's) told me, the French Ambalfadors 
had received a Courier that Morning, but it brought them an Anfwer 
only to their Letters of the rjh of June i together with about 800 Paff- 
ports for Ships that fhould defire to go out of thofe Ports before the 
Time prefix’d for a free and fafe Paffagc, thofe Letters had nothing in 
them of the great Incident about evacuating the Places ; Mais ils fe 
radoucijjcnt , cc me femble , an peu fur ce point i thofe were his Words. 
There is a Difference between the Dutch and the French , about 
liberty of trafficking from one Enemies Port to another ; the Dutch in- 
fift to have it granted to them in the fame Latitude and Words, as it 
is granted to the Englijh in our laft Marine Treaty with France j this 
the French Ambalfadors will not hear of,- yet as far as I am able to 
guefs, there is nothing in Difference between them about the Com- 
merce, that the Dutch will finally break upon ; the Point of voiding 
the Places is the only Point they will Hand upon ; all the Provinces, and 
cvpry Town in them, being unanimous for it. 

One Thing he oblerved to be hard, and againft the common Ufage 
in the Proceedings of the French Ambalfadors with them the Dutch ; 
when Exceptions, fays he, are taken to a certain Number of Articles, 
Vol. II. D d d 2 or 
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or to any Words in the Articles, thofe that no Exceptions are taken 
againft, arc fuppofed to be clear, and without Exception ; but ’tis not 
fo in this Negotiation, the French AmbalTadors do, at every Conference, 
oftlr fome new Matter upon Articles that were thought to be clear and 
approved of 5 but thefe are Pills, faid he, that muft be fwallowed. 

M. Secerning was pleafed in this Converfation to communicate to me 
the Moft Chriilian King’s Anfwcr to the States, as alfo M. de Luxem- 
burg's letter to the States Envoy at RruxeUs^ about withdrawing the 
French Army ; thofe Letters going upon a Suppolition that the Peace 
was figned. 1 take leave to enclofe Copies of both, as alfo of an Ex- 
trait faid to be of a Letter the French AmbalTadors writ to M. Barilloit , 
upon the great Incident about the garrifon’d Places ; this Extract is dif- 
perfed by fome of the French Domefticks, with Dclign to lay tire Fault 
and Delay at the Door of the Dutch. 

W e have watched till now, that it is paft Noon, to hear what tho 
Letters from France will fay upon this Incident ; but it feems, there is 
not a Word of it in thofe come to Hand this Day (they being of the 
but ’tis to be obferved, that the fame Thing was faid of the Let- 
ters that came to the French AmbalTadors by an Exprefs on T* uefday 
Night laft j and there being feven Days from the 15 th to the 22 d, the 
Letters hence do not ufe to be fo long in the Way. 

Every Body is impatient to know what France will refolve finally; 
but the French Domefticks fay, the Thing will come to a Temperament, 
and that the Dutch are labouring in it. 

T h e French give out, that Rhinefelden is befieged by a Detachment 
come from the Low-Countries , and fome Troops joyned to them from 
M. de Creqtus Army, and they fuppofe it to be taken by this Time ; the 
Danes on the other Side do hope, that M. Quldcnlicw has by this 
Time given a good Account of Bahiis to his King. 

M. Stradtfman did, on Mondays Conference of the Allies, deliver it 
for certain, that the Deputies of Bavaria and Hanover have declared 
againft accepting of a Peace in the Manner it is preferibed. I am,

Right Honourable Sir, 

T HO’ I had notice feveral Ways, that the French AmbalTadors had 
had (with the Ordinary that came in at 8 this Morning) an An- 
fwer to their Difpotches of the 1 j th and 18 th of this Month, 0 . S. 
upon the Incident between them and the Dtttcb^ about evacuating Mae- 
firicht and other Places that are to be reftored, and that the Moft Chri- 
ltian King did perlift in his firft Demands ; yet I had nothing ccrtaift 
to write, till now that I have fpoken with M. de Haren y who took the 
Pains to come to my Houfc, and to impart to me what had pafs’d be- 
tween him, his Collegues, and the French , as foon as their Conference 
was over. 

The French , as he told me, took an Hour of vhe Dutch Amballa- 
dors, and were at their Houle this Afternoon at five ; they told them, 
without much Preface, that it was not the Intention of the King their 
Mailer, to deliver up Maejlricht , or any other of the Places that were 
to lerve for a Barrier, before Sweden do receive its entire Satisfaction ; 

in 
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in this the Drench Ambaffadors perfifted, notwithftandirtg all that the 
‘Dutch did by Way of Difcourfe argue in the Point againtt thefn. 

The Dutch Ambaffadors at laft told them, that the Orders they had 
from the States their Matters, were dirc&ly oppoiite to this Pretcnfion ; 
and that they would do no more but advifb them (as they would, do 
by difpatching an Exprefs forthwith) of lb unexpected a Declaration. 

Thus they were going to part ; the Trench Ambaffadors taking Oc- 
cafion to tell them, they would not anfwcr for the Diforders that might 
happen upon this Occaiion. 

As they were riling, they let fall (as it were) a Word touching the 
Town of Moits ; it was, that the King their Mailer would render that 
Town, in Cafe it Ihould fall into his Hands, after that the Treaties 
between him and the States General Ihould be figned and ratified $ hcre- 
t^on the Dutch Ambaffadors fay, it may be inferr’d, that he will not 
render the Town, in Cafe it do fall into his Hands with other Circum- 
ftances j that is, as I apprehend it, before thole Treaties be made up. 
That M. dc Horen, who cxcufed M. Reverning's not coming along with 
him, bccaufe he ftaid at Home to draw up their Difpatch to the States, 
but afterwards, they both font me the Secretary of their Embaffy, to 
read over to me the Draught of their Difpatch. 

This being a decilivc Anfwcr on the Part of the French , I thought 
,,it my Duty to fpeed it towards you by this Bearer Exprefs ; that as 
tar as Wind and Weather will permit, no Time may be loll to inform his 
Majefty, what the Crifis proves to be in this Place; befeeching God to 
blcfs his Councils upon it. I remain always, (jc.

Right Honourable Sir,' 

O N Tburfday the 17 th pall, I troubled you by the Ordinary of the 
Day ; and laft Night I gave you another Trouble by an Exprefs ; 
the Duplicate of my Letter by him (being an Account of the Anfwcf 
the french Ambaffadors gave laft Night to the Dutch) goes here enclofed. 

On Saturday , M. OxcnfHern was with me, to give me an Account, 
(as he was plcafcd to fay) how his Affairs Hand with the Dutch Am- 
baftadors as to the Peace. He had yielded, he faid, to the importuni- 
ties of the French Ambaffadors, who had defired him to enter immedi- 
ately into Treaty with the Dutch about the Commerce ; he had therefore 
drawn a Counter Project to theirs, and both Projects arc at this Time 
treated on at the Hague , between M. Si Ivor croon on his Side, and certain 
Commiflioners that the States have aflign’d him. 

H e complained cxtreamly of the Injury and Indignity (as he call’d 
*<it) that the Danes do to the King his Matter, in Hopping all Let- 
ters and Couriers ; he prayed me to renew my Inftances with M. Hettgb , 
telling me, that there will come out ’erelong a juft Complaint ot 
his King by Way of Manifefto, and that he, M. Oxenjfiern, would be 
forced ’erelong to deliver an ACt into my Hands, whereby it lhall be 
declared, that he jvill have no Treaty with the Dane. 

In fuch angry Things as thefe are, he would be content to make 
nfe of my Function ; but in the Matter of Treaty between him and the 
Dutch, he has hitherto made ufe of the French for his Mediators ; thus, 
as he takes it, faving the Appearances, by giving me an Account, as he 
hath done Solemnly once before, of what palfes between them, but not 

• fo 
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fo much as asking me, whether I have any Orders from his Majefty to 
pafs any Offices between him and the *Dutch ; and yet it is not long 
fince, that he, and his Collogue before him, made large Profeffions or 
their Reliances upon his Majefty ’s Mediation, and their Refolution to 
depend upon it, tho 1 we fhould break with France . 

On Friday I received the Letter incloicd from the Magiftratcs 
of Colcgn by their Syndic, and the Copy that goes enclofed in it of 
Marcfchal dc Schombcrgs Letter to them, demanding the J 0,000 Rix- 
dnllars, that they had fuffered the Imperialifts to feize and difpoftefs 
the French of in March 1674. You remember it. Sir, yourfelf very 
well ; this Syndic’/ Requcft to me was, that 1 would defire the French 
Ambafl’adors here to write to M. de Schombcrg , to forbear the Military 
Lxccutions he threatens them with. 

I did not refufc his Motion, but put it to the French by Way of - 
Charity, rather than Office j for I knew they would refufe me, as they 
did ; all their Dependancc is upon his Majefty ’s Interceflion with the 
Moft Chriftian Xing ; hoping that his Majefty will be pleafed, upon 
this Occafion, to (hew the particular Grace and Protection that he hath 
of a long Time had for that City. I am, drc.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

M Y Jaft was of the 1 ft Current ; fincc which, I have the Favour 
of one from you of the 25 th t and another (juft come to Hand) 
of the 2%th ; for both which I moft humbly thank you. 

1 perceive by them, that his Majefty finds himfclf obliged to enter 
into other Thoughts, and to prepare for different Mcafures upon this 
new Prctenfion of the French ; and ’tis all the Difcourfe of the Allies 
here, that his Majefty will take their Part j yet thofc that wifh the 
Breach moft, arc jealous that Fngland will do no more but bring about 
fome Temperament or other upon the prefent Incident. I bcfecch God 
to blefs and direct his Majefty in all his Councils, and that he may 
meet with fuch a Satisfaction in the Sincerity and Vigour of the Allies, 
as may bear fome Proportion to that Gcncrofity wherewith he is pleafed 
to intereft himfclf for them and their Caufe. 

M. dc los Ralbafcs giving me the Favour of a Vifit on J uefday , en- 
tered into a large Difcourfe of the Unreafonablcnefs of the French , in 
pretending to detain their Towns, fince they, the Spaniards , had nothing 
in their Hands that belong’d to Sweden } and that France doth get from 
them Things of infinitely greater Value than thofe they are to leave 
them ; nor was there any Colour to detain the Spanijh Places, as fome 
were detained by the Swedes after the Treaty of Munfter ; for that the 
Cafes are exceedingly different ,• the Cafe at Munfter was, that the 
Swedes being to receive great Sums of Money before they quitted the 
Places they held, there was a collateral Agreement, that when fo much 
was paid by fuch and fuch, then fuch and fuch Places fhould be quit- 
ted ; but in the prefent Cafe, neither the French nor the Swede have 
any Prctenfion of Mony or otherwife againft Spain , and that they pay 
exceeding dear for what is to return to them ; fo the Rcftitution ought 
not to be clogg’d as it is pretended to be. 

Another Argument, he faid, the French had, was to urge the 
Project which the King our Maftcr had entred into with Holland \ for by 

it* 
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it, the French were to detain the Places they had in Sicily ,* that he 
had anfwcr’d to this, that Spain jvas in no wife a Party to that Project,' 
and confequently ought not to bind them further than they have a 
Mind to it j that if the French would make Ufe of any Part of that Pro-* 
je£t to their Advantage, it was fit they ftiould firft declare their Accept- 
ance of the whole ; and then they, the French , making the Reftitution 
as it was projected by his Majefty, they, the Spaniards , will leave it to 
his Majefty, to determine what is fit to remain in the Hands of the 

French. 

Another Thing he defired might be taken Notice of, which was, 
that there was little Likelihood the French intended to keep this Peace 
any long Time, for they will not allow the Spaniards to fortifie St. 
* Qhillaine , which covers Mons ; and they will have Charlcmont from them, 
which covers Namur ; thus in denying them the Liberty of fortifying 
lelfer Places, which cover their great ones, they fay as much as if they 
meant to furprize them in a Night ; the like Obfervation he had of the 
Verge of Mening , the French will needs have all of it, and thereby 
come upon their own Grounds within a Piftol Shot of the Palli- 
fadcs of Cottrtray : His Conclulion was, that it was his moll humble Suit 
to his Majefty, to make tbofe Reflexions he in his Royal Wifdom fliall 
think fit, not only upon that hard Mcafure wherewith fo many Provinces 
«nd Places arc torn off from the Crown of Spain , but alfo the Dcfign 
that France makes already appear fo vilibly, to invade again, upon the 
firft Occalion, the little that is to be left it by this War. 

I was with M. Hough on ‘tuefday , to pafs my Offices with him for the 
Swcdi/h Letters and Couriers ; 1 found him very difficult, ailedging. that 
the King his Mailer had forbad him to enter into any further Treaty 
about that Matter, in Regard the Swedes had refufed them, the ‘Danes , 
the Benefit of their common Cartel, when they font a Commilfary with 
Money in Hand, to ranfomc the Prifoners that were taken in the Illc 
of Riigcn ; all he could promife to do was, he faid, to write again to his 
Court upon this new Inftance of mine. 

This Morning M. Hough was with me, to tell me, that fincc there 
were Deputies come to Town from the City of Hamburgh , he did, ac- 
cording to the Orders he had had, come to me, in order toeppofe their 
Ad million into this Aflembly, and defired me not to receive them as 
fuch ; it being notorioully known what juft Prctenfion the King his Mailer 
hath upon that City, and how their Admiflion was oppofed at the Treaty 
of Freda , and that the ‘Danijh Minifters were there heard, and the Ad- 
miffion to the Hamburghcrs refufed ; that if they had any Thing to do 
in this Aflembly, it became them to addrefs themfelves to him, as the 
King of ‘Denmark's Minifter, and he ftiould not be wanting to do what 
ftiould be his Part. 

r(t I acquainted him with fomc Steps that my Collegues and I had made 

4 a good while fincc, at the Requclt of that City, viz. that upon fcveral 
Letters from the Magiftratcs, under their Publick Seal, we had pafs’d 
Offices with the French and SwcdtJJ) AmbalTadors, for Palfports for their 
Deputies to come hither ; that we had given an Account of this to the 
King our Mailer, and that he was pleas’d not to difapprove of what we 
had done ; therefore all I could do would be to reprefent, with all Hu- 
mility, this Inftance of his, to his Majefty, and to receive his Orders 
thereupon ; that if in the mean time thofe Deputies ihould come to me, 

I mull receive them, as 1 do others that come with Character to this Af- 
fcmbly. ,

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He told me, lie thought they would firft apply themfelvos to tlie 
Imperial ifts, before they did it to me, as M. Schutz^ a new Minimi-** 
o/ine from Lnncnburgh-Tlell hither, hath done this laft Week ; ft r he 
hath feen not only the Imperialijls , but all the Minifters in Town • Afi 
ileii'ijj s Cirievance, that made him tell me this of Schutz was, that l.e 
viiited the Frmcb % that are hisadverfe Parties, before him: I lhal: 
hi y beg a Word of Directions (if you think fit) touching theft* ha -v ■ 
hire.-btrs ; in the mean time, in Regard of the Polleffion they are in as a 
//■'.;/*• Town, and of their having Minifters with his M a jelly, and other 
vatments in the Quality of Soveraigns, I fliall only tell them what AT. 
iienpj.i hath told me, but fhail make no Difficulty to pafs my Offices for 
them, as I do for other Parties, in all Matters relating to my Function, 
till I have Order* to the contrary. 

1 :• this Convcriation, M. IleupJj confirms me in what M. St r ad t Jinan 
toll) m-* kill N ight, that the Dutch Amballadors had had Orders to go 
and ask the Dench , whether the Declaration they had made on Sunday 
lull, (that tiie King their Mailer would detain thofe Towns) was the 
final Anfwer or not j* 

M. Jh: erring having already put this Queftion to them by himfelf, and 
of In* oun Head, he and his Collcgue did not think fit to repeat it 
again, but advifed their Mailers, that the Irene b , when M. Ucccrning 
put the Qir di'Mi to them, did and would perfill. , 

M. e^Odvil'e rutting the fame Quell ion to them on I'uejday Night (by 
live b\ ) at \1. I L'trJ.D, receiv’d the fame Anfwer ; but whether the States 
will have this Queftion put to them again in Form, or not, is not yet 
known.

'Q l*l**CL«rof Rrandcnb/nyb having lately given his Orders to his 
frd M.Uifu.r M. Sihzz'erin , what lie would have him to write to his Ali- 
n lifers here and at the II<tgnc> M. Schzecrin writ a Millet to the lvlcCtor, 
h •leeching* his lughnefs to let h»m have in Writing the Subfiance of 
v 1 .at ho, being in Counfei, bad ordered him ; the Is ledtor thereupon 
underwrites, that it was his Meaning to enter into a Collation, and to 
make a Peace with l 'ranee , and that his Minifters fhould do their Part; 
in order to it,* but that nothing of this* was to be extended to Sweden, 
hi* Meaning being to continue the War againft it, or to that Isflea. M. 
Scbwe, in lent this Hiller hither, and M. TJafpicl hath fhewn it M 
under tde 1. lector s own Hand, which is a great Confirmation to the 
:nes , that the Hector is firm for the War ; but 'his General on this 
• I*, M. Spam, is cried out againft by M. dc los Ralbafes (ofpeciaily), 
.•I'd l'poke of as a very unfit Man by the reft of the Allies. 

J rid./y M. Ox<.nJliern, when I was with him about the Paflage of 
fin. Lett, mu! Couriers, told me, the Aloft Chriftian King was immove- 
able in fin * Penn ('f d<t diving the Towns ; and that he holds the lame 
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language to the Swedijh Minified at St. Germains , as his Ambafladors 
here do to him M. Oxcnfiiern ; that King not Comprehending* he fays* 
ivhat Temperament can be offered in this Affair, and finding much Fault 
with the ‘Dutch that they do ftand off, and not come to the Tempera- 
ment that M. OxcnJHern hath offered them about the Treaty of Com- 
merce (which is, to finifli it within a Time to be limited in the Treaty 
of Peace) ; that being an Argument with the Moft Chriftian King, that 
the Dutch are backward, as well as the Northern Allies, to make up 
their Peace with Sweden. For the CommifTarics and M. Silcercroon at 
the Hague met, he faid, but did nothing. 

On Saturday , I was, at the Inftance of the French AmbafTadors, to 
pals my Offices with the Imperialifts , for the Admiffion of M. Ducker y 
but they adhere to their firft Reafons : They exprefs’d in this Conver- 
sation, a great Hope and Longing to hear of his Majefty’s having declar- 
ed, and being entered into the War. 

In the Evening I acquainted Meffieur s Colbert and d Ac aux with their 
Anfwers about M. Duckcr ; and this was the firft Occafion that M. Col- 
bert took to enter into Difcourfe with me about the Incident of the 
Towns : The King his Maftcr, he faid, would be deprived (if he gave up 
the Towns) of the only effectual Means to profs the Northern Allies ; 
they were ready to fign the Treaty as it was firft drawn up and agreed ; 
it was the Dutch AmbafTadors, and not they, that did innovate ,• and fo 
ahjp 4. Pcrfon as M. Secerning and his Collcgue would not have let 
the Time of voiding the Towns to ftand (as it is in the Project) inde- 
finite, but would have fix’d it ; only they law that was a String not to 
be touch’d ; for they muft needs believe, that the Moft Chriftian King 
would not quit fuch a Hold till his Allies were fatisfied. 

Last Night at 7, the Dutch AmbafTadors call’d upon me to acquaint 
me, how the French AmbafTadors had been with them at their Houfe at 
a Conference, and had left with them a Paper of fomc Length ; they 
told me, I fliould have a Copy of it, as foon as they could get it wrote* 
they would not therefore enlarge upon the Contents, but refer me to 
the Writing itfelf. I fhould find the firft Part, they faid, to be a Jufti- 
fication of the King their Mailer’s Proceedings, which they judge to be 
very weak ; the other, to be an Invitation to the States, to enter into 
Deliberation with the Moft Chriftian King, of the Means to reftore 
Sweden to its Loffcs ; in order whereto, it was propofed, that cither the 
Dutch AmbafTadors fhould be inftruCtcd to treat it here with them, the 
French ; or clfe, that they would fend a Minifter to the French Court j 
or, if that were not liked of, that they would fend CommifTarics to 
Ghent ; it being indifferent to him what Manner of Negotiation or 
Expedient fliould take Place, provided it be certain and expeditious. 

Thjy mentioned two Expedients; either that the States fhould oblige 
themfelves, that Sweden fliould be entirely reftored ; or clfe, that they 
fliould take upon them to deal with their Allies in order to it ; but 
ivi'thal give Aflurance to the Moft Chriftian King, that it fliould be with 
EffcCt, and to the full Satisfaction of Sweden. This is all the Account 
the Dutch Ambalfadors gave me out of the French Paper ; telling me, 
that as they had been with as many of the Allies as were in Town, fo 
they were come to me, to know what I had to fay upon fuch a Decla- 
ration : When I had told them, I had nothing to fay upon it, but that 
I would give an Account of it to Court, humbly referring myfclf in the 
mean time to what his Majefty may haVe made known of his Pleafurc, 
as to all Incidents of this Kind, to his AmbafTador now arrived at the 
Hague : M. Secerning replied fmilingly upon me, that tho’ I would fay

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nothing upon this, yet they expected 1 fliould fay' fomething upon th / 
new t reaty made between England and France ; the French Ambalfiu' 
dors having told them in this Conference at parting, that France Had 
nothing to apprehend out of England cn etant ajjurc par des Frailer 
iniinuating, laid he, rather than fpcaking out, that England had obliged 
itfelf by Treaty, not to ftir again!! France upon this Occalion. 

It is now full Noon before that the ‘Dutch Ambafladors fend me the 
French Paper, and it w ill be with much ado, if Mr. Chudlcigh can get a 
Copy by that Time the Port goes ; yet we have it from the French Do- 
inci ticks, that it went to the Prefs laft Night, and will be out in Pr.v.t 
about that Hour. A Gentleman telling me the News of this Paper lull 
Night, laid it was, le troifieme Confirmatif of the Refblution of France , 
and that if it did not meet with a good Reception, the French An.o S- 
fadors would in a few Days give in another by way of Manij'cjlo , au-d- 
go their Ways hence immediately upon it. ’Tis obferved by fome,' that 
they make no Manner of Provilion for their Houfes, but live as it they 
were already upon the Wing.

M Y laft w as of the 8 th by the Ordinary, fince which I have not 
any from you to acknowledge. 

At the Allembly of the Allies on Monday, there pafs’d little; only 
M. Recalling gave them an Account of what had pafs’d between them 
and the French, when the Memorial was given them by the French 011 
Sunday, he put three Qucltions to them, the firft was, what lhould be 
the Matter propofed to be treated between the French and the Dutch, 
either at Ghent , or at the French Court ? To this they anfwered, it 
was the Peace of the North. The two other Queftions were, what the 
Armies lhould do in the mean while, and particularly what lhould be- 
come of Mons ? Upon thefe two Qucltions, they faid, they were not yet 
inft rutted, at leall thofo Points were not to be refolvcd, till it fhould 
be known, whether the Dutch will accept of the Propofal, that is, whe- 
ther they will treat or not i His Conclulion was, that the French Me- 
morial was but an Amufcment, nor did any of the Company fpeak fur- 
ther upon that Matter. 

On \ Fuefday M. Oxenjlicrn was with me, to defire that his Majefly 
might be humbly moved to interpofe his good Offices in the Behalf of the 
King of Sweden in this prefent great Conjuncture. He began with 
telling me, that he took it for granted, I was acquainted with the De- 
claration the French Ambalfadors had made on Sunday laft to thofo of 
this State, letting them know, how r^ady the Molt Chrillian King th'*ir 
Malhr is, to enter into any .Expedient, in order to the finilhing of that 
Peace, (that was fo near its Accomplishment) and to the bringing on of 
a General one between all the Parties in War ; provided the Expedient 
be fuch a one as carries along with it an Alfurance that Sweden iliall be 
reftored. t 

As the Moft Chrillian King had not thought, belaid, of detaining 
the Tow ns but for that End, fo he, M . Oxenjlicrn , would be very joy- 
ful, and contribute the utmofl on his Part, to avoid and prevent thofe 
Difficulties that will othorwife follow, in cafe thofe Towns are to be 
detained, and that fome Expedient be not laid hold on.. He did not 

fpecify 
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nfy any Expedient, but enlarged upon the great Affection that his 
Majefty has fhewn all along to the King of Sweden , and the Care he 
hath profeffed to have of his Interefts. 

This Inftance, tho’ it went no further than thefe general Terms, was 
very folemn and formal ; he requefting me not only to make my humble 
Rcprefcntation of it to his Majefty, but alfo to write out of Hand to 
Sir William c Temple i to defire his good Offices, which M. Oxenjliern hopes 
will be conformable to his Majefty ’s Intentions in Favour of Sweden , 
and will be of great Effcd: in the Heat of thofc Confultations they are 
now upon at the Hague . 

Yesterday came to me a Gentleman, and delivered me the Latin 
Letter that goes inclofed from the Duke de la Lremoille ; he produced 
alfo a Procuration from him to appear here, and to demand that the 
Duke may be reltorcd to the Kingdom of Naples^ to which he hath a 
Right by Dcfcent from Frederick a Arragon^ the laft (as he fays) right- 
ful King of Naples - t Ferdinand the Catholick, and thofo that fuccccdcd 
him, being but Ufurpcrs. 

1 told him, that as this was a very arduous Point, fo if he had any 
Thing to defire of me by way of Inftance or Office, more than the giv- 
ing an Account to his Majefty of his having been with me, and of tranf- 
mitting the Procuration and the Deduction that goes inclofed, I fliould 
not be able to comply with his Defires, till I knew his Majefty ’s Plcafure, 
dfiif received his Orders upon it ; for befides that the Bufinefs is of an 
extraordinary high Nature, fo the Commillion we had from his Majefty 
was limitted ; and we were not to exercife the Function we had the Ho- 
nour to ferve in here, but in thofc Cafes and Matters only that had 
given Occafion to the War, or clfe thofe that may be the Caufe of con- 
tinuing it, unlcfs they be compofed or removed ; with this he feem’d to 
be fatisfied, and ask’d no more of me, but to lay the Thing in all Hu- 
mility before his Majefty. 

He told me, the Grandfather of the prefent Duke had put in his 
Claim at the Treaty of Munjler , but could not tell whether he obtained 
any Thing in Favour of his Title : He left with me two Books, the 
Title of the one is, 1 raite du Droit Her edit air e appartenant au Due 
de la Trcmoille au Royaume de Naples : Tho other is, Lilt res jujlifi- 
catifs du Droit appartenant an Due de la Trcmoille, en la Succejjim 
Unherfelle de Frederic d’Arragon, Roy de Sicily, Naples, Hierufalem, &c. 

This Morning the Deputies of Hamburgh fent to know of me, when 
they might come and fpeak with me j M. Hcugh had taken Care two 
Days ago (out of his abundant Kindncfs for them) to let me know, they 
had vifited the Bifliop of Qurck ; this obliged me to order my Secre- 
tary that fpoke with the Meflengcr, to take Notice to him of their 
havirtg vifited other Ambafladors, whereas that Refpedt was due in the 
firft Place to his Majefty ’s Miniftcrs, as the Mediator univcrfally received ; 
♦he Anfwcr that the Mclfcnger gave w r as, that the Vifits his Mailers 
made were cn Amis : I fent him Word, that before I could fee them, 

I muft wait for his Majefty s Plcafure, whether fuch Vifits cn Amis , are 
a Prejudice to his Majefty s Right, as’tis fettled by thisAllcmbly : There 
is this in their Cafe, that they have not the Plea of feeing their Co- 
Allies, and confultyig with them about the State of their Affairs, for 
they arc no Parties in this War : I, on the other Side, confidcring the 
Embarrafs I am in with Count Antoine and M. d Odyike , could do no 
other wife than refufe them j but forefec I fliall be at the fame Lock ere 
long with the Deputies from the Elector of Cologn ) Duke of Newburgh ,

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and City of Liege ; for I prefume they will fee the Imperialifls firft, 
upon Pretence of their Union with the Emperor. 

1 came juft now at Noon from the Dutch Ambaffadors, who tell me 
of an Anfvvcr to the French Memorial (which came out here in Print on 
! I'nefday , as you fee by the inclofed) that will come out from the States ; 
and that there is great Probability that all the Provinces will give into 
the Prohibition of the French Commerce ; Zealand having declared it 
will be contented to have the Coafts watch’d, that nothing of French 
Growth do enter in, provided Holland > and the other Provinces, do give 
them the Reciproque.

S INCE my laft, which was of the nth, \vc have no Letters come 
out of England to this Place. 

The Syndic of Cologn delivered me the Letter inclofed, humbly ad- 
drolled from thofe Magi Urates to his Majcfty, upon whole gracious Pro- 
tc&ion they profefs to rely altogether in their prefent Streights. 

M. de Ivs Falbafcs, in a Vifit he favour’d me with yefterday, told 
me, he brought me a Complaint againft the French , for the unfair Pro- 
ceedings in Dcmol idling, as they have begun to do, the Outworks of 
Contra y, Ondenarde , and Charlcroy having born the World in Hand, 
that they would reftoro thofe Places fortified as they were. He did not, 
lie faid, delire me to pafs any Office with the French about it, in Re- 
gard 1 had not meddled with any of their Proceedings upon this new 
Foot ; but he had been, he laid, with the Nuncio, to charge him with 
it, for that he had brought to him (and fo to the Imperialifls) the French 
Memorial of the ~tb Current \ wherein there is, faid he, a Flourilli 
made of fo many important Places that are to be rendred to Spain ; 
but if they be difmantlcd, as the French intend, they will not be of 
half that Importance : This he deiired might be humbly laid before 
his Majcfty ; as alfo the unequal Dealing of the French in the following 
Point. 

It is not long fince that the French Ambafladors have given it in here, 
as a Demand of the King their Mailer, that the Sicilians that had left' 
their Country, and were come over into France , Ihould be comprehend- 
ed in the Treaty ,• and Hiouid not only have an A (ft of Oblivion for 
what they had done, but alio Liberty to difpofc of themfelvcs and 
their Ellates : Now' the French proceed by no fuch Mcafures with the 
Subjects of Spain in the Netherlands j for they are net content to poflefs 
and enjoy their Ellates (fuch as lie within the Conqucfts of France ) 
while they adhere to their King, but they are now upon felling away 
and alienating all their Ellates in Lands, and cutting down their Woods 
without further Delay: Yet France having no Colour of Crime againft 
them, faxing that of adhering to their natural Liege Soveraign ; 

the 
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the utmoft it can do, according to the Rules of War, is to enjoy the 
Profits of their Lands for the prefent j however, they ftrip them not 
only of all at prefent, but of all Hopes to come by their own again $ 
and yet in the mean 'l ime, they will have the SictlianSy who have by 
all Laws forfeited their Ettates, as being Rebels, and guilty of high 
Treafon againft their King, to be reftored notwithftanding to their own 
again. 

He told me, but in Confidence, that the King his Matter had not ap- 
proved of the Steps the Duke de Villa Hermofa had lately made with 
io much Hafte towards a Peace ; he would let me fee he fpared him, 
in faying only, that he was not approved, and did as good as fay, he 
had a Reprimand for it. He let fall fomc Words, as if this AHembly 
would probably break up, if the War went on, and England took Part 
i«*it ; it being a Place, he faid, that the French had too great an Ad- 
vantage by, in Regard of the eafy Communication they had with all 
this Country ; therefore he would have the next Affembly to be further 
off from the Province of Holland ^ and the City of Jmjtcrdam. 

M. d Olhcnkrantz returned hither on Saturday Night, having made 
two or three Days ttay at the Hague. I was to vilit him yefterday, and 
found he cxpeCted the Anfwer of the States to the latt French Me- 
morial to come out, for by that a Gucfs may be made, he faid, whether 
would be any Place left for a Temperament or not. 

u take leave to enclofe a Memorial that M. j Blajpicl gave in on 
Thnrfday latt to the ! Dutch Ambafladors, taking notice, with fome 
Sharpnefs, of what concerns the Elector his Matter in the French Me- 
morial of the ?yth Current, and exprefling his Confidence, that the 
States will not abandon an Ally, that hath been fo ufeful and faithful 
to them, as the Elector has been ; none of the other Allies have given 
Memorials upon this Ocealion, nor do they think of doing it, as M. de 
los Ralbafes tells me : I can hear of nothing of Moment that pafs’d in 
their Aflembly on 1 Thnrfday latt, the great Expectation here being what 
will be finally refolvcd on at the Hague. 

Having made a Step, before 1 clofe, to the ‘Dutch Ambafladors, 
they tell me, it was but yefterday that they received the Materials of 
an Anfwer which the States direCt them to make to the abovefiid French 
Memorial ; they cannot be ready to deliver it to the French till late 
this Night, or elfe to Morrow ; then they mutt fend it to the States be- 
fore it be publifhod, but they promis’d me a Part of it with the fooneft ; 
they complain of the Way of Proceedings that the French perlift in, 
having font their Memorials in feveral great Pacquets to all the Towns 
in Holland: They thought the Prince is gone by this Time to the Army, 
and that all was agreed on betwixt Sir William Temple and the States* 
The Prohibition of the French Trade, they fay, is to bo but for 1 2 Months, 
but not to be ftipulatcd as an Article. The Time of having the Mott 
Chriftian Kings latt Anfwer was left in Blank when their Jail Advices 
came away, and to he adjufted with Sir William Temple } this was all 
they were p leafed to tell me. I am, &c.

S INCE my latt, which was of the 15 th Current, I have the Favour 
of one from you of the 12 th; and with it an additiqpal InftruCtion 

under 
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under his Majcfty's Royal Hand, touching the Pretences of feveral Prin- 
ces in this Treaty, and what my Collegucs and I are to do upon them, 
when we arc called upon here; the fame Pacquet brought me 17 feve- 
ral Pieces (Memorials and other Documents) given in on that Side: 
Which gives me Occafion to lay before you the Cafes of fome other 
Princes, who feem to me to be within the Meaning and the Equity of 
his Majcfty’s Inttruitions to us, tho’ the ftridk Letter docs not feem to 
have taken them in. 

They arc the Dukes of Deuxponts, the Duke of Mccklcmberg- Schwerin, 
(I do not mention him of Gtiftrou ', for his Miniftcr Ihow’d me, as lie 
pafs’d this Way from England, a fufficient Declaration of his Majcfty’s 
Pleafurc) and the Counts of Najfciw-Sarbrnck ; thefo have Minifters now, 
or had them lately, upon this Place ; and they having given me Memo- 
rials of their Prctenlions a good while fincc, I could not but char#*- 
my felf with them, and promife to lay them in all Humility before his 
Majelly. I do not find that they have made any other Applications to 
Court ; yet we fhall hear of them as well as of the other Princes here- 
after; therefore I fubmit it to you to difeover, if you think fit, whe- 
ther it be his Majcfty’s Plcafure to extend his additional Inftrudtions to 
thofe Princes, as well as to the other, notwithftanding they have made 
no Applications at Court. I do not mention here the Duke dc la l T\ rc- 
1 mdillc , for 1 believe it will be his Majcfty’s Pleafurc that we fhall Jfivi 
nothing at all in Anfwcr to any Inftancc that his Miniftcr fhall makj/ 
but that we have no Orders to intermeddle in any Prctcniion or Con- 
trovcrlic of that Kind. 

I take leave to fend you herewith cnclofed, the Anfwcr that the 
* Dutch Ambafladors gave to the Trench Memorial of the ,7 th Current, 
they gave it in to the French Ambalfadors on T’ncjday laft at Noon, who 
were obferved to receive it with much Civility and Moderation, not 
giving any other Anfwcr (that I can hear of) but that they would fend 
it to their Court. 

You will find it fomewhat long, for they deduce in it the whole 
Matter of the Negotiation between them and the French , and quote 
at large the Molt Chriftian King’s Letter of the 18 th of May, 1 Jl and 
30 th of 'June, N. S. laying upon thofe Letters the main Strefs of their 
Reafoning, and inferring out of them, that there being nothing clfe 
required of the States as a Condition on their Part, but to enter into 
a Neutrality as long as a War fhould laft between their Allies and 
France, it was not to be imagined, but that they entring into the Peace, 
by contenting to that Neutrality, were to receive all the Benefits of it, 
as foon as it fliould be confummatcd by the Exchange of the Ratifica- 
tions and the Publication ; which Benefits they could not be faid to 
receive, without having the Places evacuated, and put into their Power. 

Othe r Arguments they have taken from the Nature of the Thing 
itfelf, as that it cannot confift with a Neutrality, that any of the Pla-* 
ccs belonging to Neuters fhould be left to the one Party to be made 
ufe of againft the other,- and they fay it is no Argument that the 
French fliould retain Maejlricht , and the other Places, bccaufe they can 
with more Convenience and Advantage prefs the Elector of 'Branden- 
burg/), and the liifliop of Munfter, by having the U r e of thofe Places ; 
for then it would follow, that bccaufe the States have now in their 
P' Heliion other Places yet more convenient to prefs thofe Princes with, 
that therefore they fliould have the Ufe of thofe alfo, which never en- 
ter’d into any Man’s Thoughts and yet the States, and fo the Spa- 
niards, are tq be vetted by this Treaty (as ’tis worded) in ns clear and 

full 
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full a Right of the Places that are to be reftored to them, as in thofe 
they are already poffefs’d of. 

A s for the Expedient propofed in the Trench Memorial, they offer 
to do their belt Offices to make up the Peace in the North in an amicable 
Way, if that be the Meaning in the Memorial ,• but if it be meant they 
Ihould ufc Force or Conftraint to bring the Parties to agree, they can- 
not do it, for the Reafons obvious to every body. That which hardly 
would have been cxpc&ed, and is very furprizing in this Anfwer is, that 
in the clofe of all their flrong Reasoning, thefe Ambafliidors offer to 
conclude and fign the Peace, mod earncftly defiring the Trench Ambaf- 
fadors to concur with them in it ; and the Peace offered to be iigned is 
the very fame, Word for Word, with that which was projected before the 
30 th ot June, N. S. and no Condition or Limitation fpokc of, but that 
fingle one of evacuating the Towns ; it being clearly inlinuated, that if 
that be flipulatcd, the States will accept the Neutrality that Trance pro- 
pofes, and will make up the Peace. 

M. Stradtjman , on Tuefday in the Evening, told me, the 'Dutch Am- 
baffadors had at Noon offered themfclvcs to the Trench , to lign the 
Peace ; his Reflexion upon it was, that the Peace, in all Probability, 
will be made up upon this Offer; and that all the Parties mull after- 
wards give into it, tho’ it be a very bad one : The Emperor, for his 
Part, if the Ncceffity. of the Allies did fo require, would, he laid, enter 
-Mrto it too } but if they fliould continue the War, he would go on as a 
very zealous Ally. 

WiitN he told me this, he had an Account that the 'Dutch had 
made this Offer ; but M. Cbrijlinc , who had favour’d me with a Vilit but 
a few Minutes before, did fpcak all that could be, with Regaid to his 
Majelly’s Oenerolity in entering into thofe Mcafures, which he thought 
would end in a War ; and fays, the King of Spain was to ufe his utmolt 
Effort to give England Content. 

J3 ut viliting M . dc los BalbafeSy as I did yefterday, he fpokc himfelf 
to be clearly of Opinion, the Trench would accept of the Offer the 
Dutch had made, and feemed to ground himfelf upon fome Information 
he had, linec the Dutch gave in their Anfwer : I dare not take upon 
me to fiy, his Information is from the Nuncio ; but I am told this Day 
by M. ! 'Pet cum , that the Nuncio gives out, the Peace will be made very 
fuddenly. 

M. dc los TalbafeSy notwithftanding what he told me fome Days ago, 
that the King his Mailer had not approved of the Steps that the Duke 
dc Villa Her mo fa had made towards this Peace, feemed to look upon it 
now as a Thing not to be refufed by them the Spaniards , comforting 
himfelf, that in cafe the Peace went on, they, the Spaniards , would 
not* be put upon the unrcafonablc Thing of procuring the Bilhop and 
States of Liege to make over Dinant to the Trench . 

But that which hath moll Reflexion with me is, that fince they, the 
Dutch y had given their Anfwer to the Trcnch s M.d' EJlrades had been 
with him, to defire him that he would take the Opportunity of a Vilit 
that M. d O/icenkrantz intended to give him, to profs him all that w as 
poffiblc, and (by that Means) his "Collcgue M. Oxen/iiern, that they 
Ihould not exact of Trance to procure for Sweden entire Satisfaction, but 
that they would confider how low that Crown is at this Time, and how 
great a Purchafe it would be to preferve its Footing in Germany , with 
'the Lofs of fomething of its own. That he, M. 'Bci'crningy had here- 
upon prefix’d the Thing clofely to M. d Olivenkrantz , and that the 
greateit Difficulty feems to be on the Swedes Side, that thefe Ambaffa- 

dors 
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dors are not intruded in that high Point. M. Pezcrning's Conclufion 
to me was, that he thought the French would frame thcmfelves to eva- 
cuate the Places j if fo, the Peace is as good as certain. 

The French Ambaffadors, on the fame Evening they received theAnfvver 
of th cDutch, had a Conference with the Swedes, to reprefent unto them, 
how ncccflary it was they ihould yield fomething in thofc Points, and 
not put Fi'ance upon thole great Difficulties ; to this the Swedes took 
Time to anfwer, but what their Anfwer was, M. Secerning did not know j 
only we guefs, that fincc the French fent not away by their Courier the 
Anfwer that the ‘Dutch had given them till yefterday, that they flay’d 
for the Anfwer of the Swedes to lend along with it. 

M. Petcutn told me this Day, of a Project that is talk’d of in Town, 
and faid to be M. d Olizenkrantz , upon what Grounds he did not fay, 
that jnftnar ihall remain to Denmark , the hither Pomerania to Prai^ 
denburgb , Verden to the Houfc of Luncnlurgh , and that the Bifliop of 
Munjicr lhall have Money j but it is cxtrcamly improbable that any fuch 
Difcourfe, much lefs Project, Ihould come from M. d Olizenkrantz ; for 
he has told M. Pczcrning, they knew nothing of the King their Mailer s 
Mind in this Cafe ; but M. Pezerning replied upon him, (as he told me 
this Day) that they cannot be without Orders to fome fuch Effect, iince 
he, M. d Olizenkrantz , having made a Journey laft Winter to his King, 
he muft then have made Account, and fo mufl his Court too, to pjjrf 
with fomething that was their own for redeeming the reft. I remain, '

S INCE my laft, which was of the 18 th by Exprefs, I have the Fa- 
vour of one from you of the 1 6th, for which I humbly thank you. 
On Friday the 19th, the D'cncb Ambafladors took an Audience of 
the Dutch at 5 in the Afternoon, and delivered them the Memorial that 
goes herewith inclofed ; I was not able to get a Copy of it till 1 1 on 
Saturday , (which was from a private Hand) and fent it away immediate- 
ly by an Exprefs to the Hague , leaft the Peniioncr lliould be as flow in 
communicating it to Sir William Temple there, (where it is to have its 
main Operation) as the Dutch Ambafladors were to give me Part of it 
here ,• for I cannot but obferve unto you, that when the French gave in 
their Memorial of the T,tb, the Dutch were plcafcd to come prefently 
and give me Part of it j but this new one lay full 24 Hours in their 
Hands, and the Contents of it was commonly known about the To\\n, 
before they Ipakc to me of it, but fent it by Exprefs to the Hague as 
foon as they received it. What they told me, when they left with me 
a Copy of it on 6 a Clock on Saturday , was, that they had obferved 
unto the French , it was the fame in a Manner with the laft Memorial, 
faving that in this it is not propofed, as it was in the laft, that the Diffi- 
culties between them ihould be Treated at Nimcguen , the Propofal of 
Treating it at Ghent by Deputies, is the fame in both* and the deputing 
to the Moil Chriftian King, (which is the 3 d Way propofed) hath no 
other Difference in it, but that their Way would be fomewhat lherter,, 
if they ihould be fent to St. Qnintins , than if they were fent to St. 
Germains. 


Another 
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Another Thing the 'Dutch Ambafladors obferved upon it was, that 
if the ableftMan among them fhould be deputed, he would not be ablo 
to fay any Thing upon any Expedient or Proportion that the King 
fhould make, he mult have Recourfe to his Mailers, and fo a great deal 
of Time would be fpent. Befidcs, none of the Allies of the North 
would be prefent, and it would be hard to conclude them without 
hearing ; thus .they reafoned, they faid, with the Trench Ambafladors, 
upon this Memorial. 

M. 'Becoming feem’d to think, that the Inclinations that fome Towns 
had lately difeovered, of complying with the Jail Trench Memorial, fo 
far as to depute towards the Moil Chriilian King, is the Occalion of this 
new Memorial, thereby hoping to drive that Nail further ; but he and 
his Collogue confcifed, it is now no more an entire 'Thing, iince the 
Treaty is concluded with England. They told me, that fome Towns 
were io hot for deputing to the Moil Chriilian King, that the Penlioncr 
could think of no better Way to ward off that Blow, than the propoling 
to have M .'Bor eel font hither to the Trench Ambaifadors ; and that is the 
true Occalion of his coming hither. 

They brought him on Friday at Noon to his firft Audience to the 
Trench Ambaifadors, and yefterday he villtcd them ievcrally ; but they 
have not been pleafcd to tell me what his Proportion was : The Cou- 
mr That arrived here on Friday at Noon, with Inlirudtions for this new 
Mulnorial, or rather with the Memorial itfelf, brought iomc Thouiands 
more of Paflports for Ships along with him ; the Pretence is, to equal 
the Number of thofe that the 'Dutch Ambafladors have lent them from 
the Hague : The French Domeilicks did give out on Saturday , that the 
Dutch will depute j that Ghent will be the Place, and M . de Loucoy 
the Perfon on that Side. 

On Saturday Night, or rather yefterday Morning, (for it was pail 
Midnight) there was a great Rout and Fighting in the Streets between 
the Footmen of the French and Spanijh Ambafladors. 

M. dc los Balbafes , his Lady and Daughter, going Home about two a 
Clock in the Morning from M. d Odyikcs , where they had had an En- 
tertainment j their Footmen were fallen upon (as the Story is told on 
that Side) by the French. 

The Trench Ambafladors fay, all their Footmen were within Doors, 
till there were Several Piftols and Carbines fliot at the Marefchal’s Gate, 
which gave them Occalion to go out and repulfe that Violence ; fome 
have been wounded, they fay, on both Sides ; and more Mifchicf would 
have been done, but that the Gentlemen belonging to the Trench Ain- 
baffadors did their Parts very well in reftraining their People. 

The three French Ambafladors came to my Houfe yefterday, and M. 
Colbert made the Relation, whereby they made the Spaniards to be 
Aggreflors, their Lacquies coming with Fire-Arms, and other Arms under 
their Coats, to M. d Ody ike's Houfe, aggravating the Danger they arc 
in of Affronts, from their being in an Enemy’s Country, and especially 
at a Place, where the adverfb Party outdoes them very much in their 
Numbers. 

What I had to fay to them was, (having firft told them how. ferry 
I was for the Accident) to obferve and prefs to them two Articles , in the 
general Rcglcment that his Majefty had dir cited to be propofed, and 
arg long fince eftabliflied by a general Confent for the Peace of this 
Place ; the one was, that no Footman, or Page, fhould wear any Sort of 
Arms ; the other, that when any , of the Ambafladors Servants fhould 
infult the Servant of another Ambaflador, that the Matter of him that 
Vol. II. Fff ‘ in- 
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infultc-d, fhould fend his Servant to the other Ambaffador, to punifli and 
order him as he pleafed. 

To the Execution of this laft, they arc obliged, I told them, as foon 
as they came to know who the Aggrefl'or, and where the Fault was ; 
’tis true, this mull be left to thcmlclves to judge of, from the Circum- 
ftances and Informations they fnall pleafe to give heed to. fincc there is 
none that can pretend Jurisdiction to examine and judge in this Point ; 
fo that in this 1 could go no further than mind them of their Engage- 
ments ; but as to the Point of prohibiting their Domcfticks to wear 
Arms, 1 thought myfelf well founded to prifs it further, and to demand 
of them the due and ftritt Obfervation of that Article ; and as it is in 
i tie if of the utmoft Importance it fliouid be well look’d to at all Times, 
fo at this Time mod of all ; and that nothing that hath happened by 
this unlucky Rencounter, can in the leall difpenfe them from obfertfing 
it for the future as much as ever. For, as I told them, if either of the 
Parties will go arm’d, the other will do the fame, and then all other 
Amball'adors will arm likewife for their Security. The Neutrality thus 
coaling, wo arc not fcctirc one Moment, but that Hoftilities will 
break' out, not only afrefli between thofo Parties, but between others 
too, either as taking Part, or upon particular Rencounters of their own. 

1 w ent flrait, as foon as they were gone, to M. dc /os Ralbafes , 
profs thefe two Articles, and from him to M. do la Fiicnte , (notwithflffiffi**' 
ing the Difficulty between him and me in Point of Ceremony) but I be- 
haved myfelf with him, juft as I had done upon the like Occaiion with 
the llrandcnburgh Ambaffador, not fending to take an Hour of him, 
but going ftrait to his Houfe, nor fo much as fitting down while I talk’d 
to him ; this I did, becaufe I found his Majefty was pleafed to approve 
of thefe Circumftances in my Addrefs to tlic 'Brandcnbiirghcrs. 

I found M. dc /os Ralbafcs to have a great Refentment of the Thing, 
and to have had Information, that the French had polled thcmfelves in 
feveral Avenues, expecting his coming by ; this he aggravated, as you 
may imagine, fincc none could be ignorant that his Lady, and Daughter 
that is big w ith Child, was with him in the Coach. Befidcs, I perceive 
there is fome FtroiiiUcric between the Women, and there had been fome 
Affronts given to fome of his People at M. Colbert's , fome few Days ago, 
which w as patch’d up by the Nuncio, but, it feems, not fo fully to his 
Satisfaction. 

M. de la Fuente (of w'hofe People the French complained moft, as 
having fliot at the Marefchal’s Door) would not feem to be concerned 
at all in the Thing, telling me, his People came Home quietly with 
him, and had no Part in that Scuffle. 

In this Pofturc is this unhappy Bufincfs at this Time $ I muft ccnfcfs 
I do not like the Countenance of it, but am going about to fee what 
can be done to hinder the arming, which I am adviled the Spaniards 
are upon $ I have been already twice with the FMitch Ambafladors about 
it, and am now going again to advife w ith them, and the Magiftratcs.

S INCE my laft, which was of the - 2 2 d, 1 have none from you to 
acknowledge.

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On ‘Tuefday, the French Ambalfadors received a Courier in the Morn- 
ing, as M. Secerning was pleafcd to acquaint me, telling me, they had 
in. the Forenoon fent him and his Collegue the Extra# of a Letter that 
M. Pomponc had written them, of the £ tb Current, the Contents 
whereof were, that the French Ambaffadors ihould prefs the ‘Dutch Am- 
balfadors, and (by their Means) the States, to depute a Perfon to wait 
on the Moft Chriltian King at St. Quintins ; and that the Perfon deput- 
ed, ihould be fure to come furnimed with a fufficicnt Plenipoucoir to 
conclude and fign ; M. Pompone obferving, that it was an Omillion that 
M. Secerning came without one to the French Camp. 

This was M. Secerntng's .Relation to mCj andT fent away an Ac- 
count of it in all Diligence to Sir William TemplCy as I had lent on 
Saturday the laft French Memorial, thinking it might be of Ufe to him 5 
to Jjc acquainted with thefe Things with the fooneft poffiblc. 

I have found fincc, that his Extra# was read to the Allies here, at an 
Alfcmbly they had upon another Occalion on ‘tuefday Evening, and that 
the French Ambaffadors arc therein dirc#cd by M. Pompone, by way of 
Anfwer to the Objections that might be made on this Side againft de- 
puting i 1 Jf, That it is a great Honour the Mott Chriftian King docs 
the States, and that they ought to underttand it as a Mark of his Sin- 
cerity for the Peace, as well as of his particular Regards for them, to 
to meet their Deputies half way. 2 dly, That it will be much 
m&re expeditious, to have the Matters Treated in the Prefence of the 
King, for that he will give his Decifion out of Hand upon any Difficul- 
ties that there may arife. This I have not fromM .Secerning, but from 
another good Hand, he telling me, the Extra# was the lame with the 
laft French Memorial in all Things, faving that the Dutch ought to be 
minded of a Plenipoucoir. 

On ‘fuefday in the Forenoon, Meffieurs Colbert and dAcattx did ren- 
der their Vilits fevcrally to M. Sored; M. dAcaux took that Occalion to 
fhow him M. Pomponcs Letter, and they both, in their Turns, dclircd 
him to charge himfelf with communicating the Contents of it to the 
Dutch Ambalfadors, pretending there was iomc Danger in their going 
to the Dutch Ambalfadors Houfe, leaft any new Accident Ihould happen 
between their People, and thofe of M. de tos Salbafes , when they Ihould 
appear, tho’ but in their ufual Numbers, fo near his Houfe, which is in 
the fame Street, and juft over-againft that of the Dutch Ambalfadors. 

M. Sored apprehending there was a little Defign in this, to bring him 
to fomc feparatc doings with them, excufcd himfelf ; the Expedient they 
came to was, that he Ihould acquaint tho Dutch Ambalfadors, that they 
the French had Bulincfs with them, but could not come to their Houle 
for the Reafon abovelaid ; therefore they dclircd him to fend their Se- 
cretary over to the French, to receive by his Hands, as they did, art 
Extra# of M. Pompoms Letter. 

O n Sunday, M. Secerning ask’d me, whether I would receive a Vilit 
from M. Sored, telling me, that he has no Manner of Chara#er here, 
and that all lie delired, was to be look’d upon and receiv’d as a Gentle- 
man of the Country. I told him, that in that Cafe 1 Ihould have no 
Manner of Difficulty ; he told me further, (M. Haren being by) that 
they gave me their*Word that he had no Chara#er at all. 

On Monday M. Sorecl came to fee me, and I returned him his Vifit 
next Day ; it was ealily to be obferved in his Difcourfe, that the States 
are palfionately deiirous of a Peace, and that his Orders wcrcj to declare 
it in the fullctt and clearett Manner he could to thefe Amballadors; that 
Vol. II. • Fff» the 
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the States will not be fatisfied, unlcfs the Towns be evacuated ; and if 
that be done, they will get out of the War as fall as they can. 

I t hought to have doled this Letter with an Account of the Diffe- 
rence between the French and l Spaniflj Em bailies, but that it is too long 
a Story ; they being yet difputing Punctilio’s, and the Nuncio not able 
to agree them : 1 have not meddled with what is paft, but endeavour- 
ed to f eure the Peace for the future ; the three French Ambafladors, 
M. Chrijlinc , and all the Allies, (M. de los Ralbafcs alone excepted) 
having declared exprefly, that I am in the right, in that I demand that 
the Article of our iy.'glemcnts, which is centre Ic Fort d ' Jlrmcs , be ob- 
fervod, and held to be indifpenfablc, notwithlianding this Inc -vent, 
iiut now at two a Clock, I receive from the Secretary of th - DiJt h 
Lmbalfy, a Memoir that the ‘Dutch Ambalfudors gave in at Noon tms 
Day to the French he lends it me only to tranferibe ; ’tis an Anftper, 
that the States will not depute to Ghent , nor to St. Qnintin. 

M. efOdyikc (who obliges me with the Continuation of his ancient 
Kindnelfes, notwithflanding the former Difficulty between him and me 
in Point of Ceremony) fent for Mr. Chnd/eigb, to let me know (leuft 
the Dutch Ambafladors, his Collcgues, fliould not be quick enough to 
inform me) that filch a Memorial was given in ; and that M. Co/bcrt was 
very angry, and faid, it was upon their Advices (the 'Dutch Amballa- 
dors) that they, the States, were come to fuch a Rdblution, that 
the French , would not fail on their Part, dc dernier anffi les a'Si'is 
fur cette occafion an Roy lenr Maitrc , & Us no doutoient pas qiiil ue 
res poudijl commc il fant. I am, &c.

M. d/kattx being with me at n, to tell me, the Troitillcric between 
them and the Spaniards was made up, faid, it was Pity the great Dif- 
ferences were not made up likewife ; that they had received at Noon 
a Memorial from the Dutch, which had little Tendency to it ; that they 
had immediately fent it away ; that lie did not for all this defpair of 
the Peace ; and when I replied, that it was, and would be in their 
Power, to give it by iigning the Peace within the Time, and upon the 
Terms the Dutch defired them, which Terms were, thole of evacuating 
the Towns ; Jc nc dis pas ccla , was his Anfwer. 

M. llcugh told me, the whole AflembJy of the States were unanimous 
againft deputing; only fome Towns were for Writing a civil Letter to 
the Moll Chriltian King, but that was carried in the Negative. 


Nimeguen, 19 th July, 11578. 

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE the Letter I troubled you with of Thitrfday the 25 th by 
lixprefs, of which I had no Time to take a Copy ; I writ another 
(yclterday) by a Servant, which I fent to Sir William Temple, but have 
none from you to acknowledge. 

M v Letter of yclterday had in it a Memorial given in by the French 
Ambafladors to the Dutch, between 9 and 10 on Saturday , a Copy cf it 
goes herewith ; for what paft between the Dutch Ambafladors and mo 
upon it, I humbly take leave to refer you to what 1 writ yellcr< : y y 
which will, in all Probability, be delivered you afore this ; my 11 
having ujv.ers (unlefs Sir William Dcmplc difpofy of him cthei uil o 
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pafs forward into "England \ or elfe it will come to Hand by the fame 
Ordinary with this. 

The 'Dutch Ambaffadors took an Audience yefterday of the Trench 
about 3, to give them an Anfwer upon their Memorial ; all the Account I 
have yet of what palled between them is, that they offered to fign the 
Treaty; this I have from other Hands : That which 1 have from their own 
Secretary is, that the Dutch ask’d the Trench , whether thofe two Points 
in the Memorial, the one touching the Evacuating of the Towns, and 
the other, touching the fatisfying of Sweden , might not be feparated ; 
and the firft being alfurcd by a Treaty figned, the other Point might 
be adjufted, as* (after the ligning of the Treaty) upon the States de- 
puting, or as otherwife fhould be agreed between them. 

The Trench Ambafladors anfvvered, that it was not the meaning of 
thoJCing their Mailer, that thofe two Points fhould be feparated ; how- 
ever, the Cry of the Town at this Time is, that the Peace is as good 
as made. 

The Nuncio hath put an End to the Difference between the Trench 
and the Spaniards ; but the Allies being fomewhat diffident it may not 
laft long, have deputed M. Tcvcrning to me w'ith one Proportion, and 
M. Hcngb with another ; M. ‘JJevcrning's Propolition was, that I would 
found the Trench and Swedes , whether they would bo content, that a 
-■^••^1 Garrifon fhould be brought in hither to fccurc the Peace : M. 
Migh' s was, to defire me to draw up an Article, to oblige all Ambaf- 
fadors to give notice the one to the other, when they fhould perceive 
any Tendency to a Difference or a Tumult between their People ; this 
laft Propolition the Trench and Swedes confcnted to, but for the admit- 
ting of a Garrifon here, the Trench dclired a Fortnights Time to con- 
fider of it. 

T h e Bufincfs was compofed thus : The Trench were to fend a Com- 
plement to the Marchionefs de los Tafbafcs and her Daughter, upon their 
being frighted with the fhooting of Piftols fo near the Coach ; and the 
Marquifs was to be by, when the Complement was made; then the 
Eciiycrs of both Sides were to carry two or three of the molt forward 
and faulty of the Footmen to the Mediators, to receive a Reprimand ; 
but I cxcufed my felf from meddling in it, or feeing any of them, for 
that the Tenements, as they are fettled, bear, that fuch Fellows are to 
be fent (not to the Mediators, but) to the Parties offended, if Ambafl'a- 
dors, 6r the Town Prifon, if others ; befides, I had no Hand in making 
up the Difference ; my Part having been to keep both Parties firstly to 
the Rcglements for the preventing their running into further Violences. 

On Triday was with me the Duke of Luxetnburg/js Captain of his 
Guasds, and his Secretary ; the firft has a Procuration from that Duke’s 
Mother in Law, who claims the Dutchy of Luxemburg b by Defcent ; 
they gave me likewife a very long Deduction of the Pedigree and De- 
fcent ; 1 fear Copies of all cannot be writ out for you by this Peft : My 
Anfwer to them was, the very fame I had made to the Duke de la 
Trcmoilles Procurator ; that it was a Matter very arduous in itfelf ; 
that his Majefty’s Commiflion to us here was limited to fuch Things as 
had given Occafion to this War, or elfe fuch as would keep it on Foot, 
if not remedied ; however, that I would make a moft humble Rcpre- 
fentation to his JVlajcfty of the whole, and attend his Pleafurc upon it. 

• On Triday , the Imperial Ambaffadors gave notice to all the Miniftcrs 
here of the Birth of an Arch-Duke; the Ambaffadors returned their 
Complement, fome on "Friday , fome on Saturday , with Ceremony; 
excepting the Trench , who did their Complement by a Secretary, there 

hav- 
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having always depended a Difficulty between Count Kinski , M. Stradtf 
man , and them, that they have not yet fecn one another ,• but ’tis laid, 
when M. de Gunk (who is now gone to Cologn) returns, they will fee 
him, lincc there is no fuch Difficulty between him and them in Ce- 
remony. 

T h e Spaniards made their Complement as foon as they heard the 
News, and I next ; the Nuncio not till next Morning ; there being no 
Order obferved, becaufe none thought there was any Confequencc in 
this Ceremony. 

Here was with me yefterday M. du Crofs, a Perfon that pretends 
very great Freedom and Accefs to his Majefty,' he told me, he was come 
hither by his Majefty’s fpecial Orders, to perfwade the Swedijh Ambaf- 
fadors to employ their Otficcs with the French Ambalfadors, that they 
may infill no longer upon the detaining of the Towns ; that he *had 
brought Orders for Sir William ‘Temple to tranfport himfelf hither along 
with him, but that Sir William excufed himfelf for a few Days. 

When he fpokc of the Affairs of the Duke of Holjlein , I was forced 
to obferve to him, he did not keep that Rcfpeil, nor Ipcak with that 
Reverence as was due to his Majefty > for he did not only deny, that 
the Duke of Holjlein defired any more than his Majefty s amicable Offices, 
and not the Execution of a Guarranty, but he faid, that his Majefty was 
obliged, pour fa propre reputation , to fee that Duke reftored ; and<4«^t 
there was a Treaty made, as he faid, between his Majefty and tnat 
Duke m i66j i which if it be obferved, and executed on his Majefty s 
Part, that Duke mull needs come by his ow T n. 

Having never heard of fuch a Treaty between the King and that 
Duke, but only of that lingle A& of Guarranty (which, as I take it, was 
not ftipulated by the Duke of Holjlein , but by Sweden ) I bcfeech you to 
favour me with that little Light you lhall judge ncceflary for me in that 
Point. 

M. Cannon was with me yefterday, and is in the greateft Pain imagi- 
nable, for that this M. du Crofs and others do give out, (upon what 
Ground he nor I know not) that now the Spanijh Towns are not to be 
detained, Lorain mull remain as a Gage in the Hands of France till 
Sweden be reftored : He begs there may be an humble Rcprefentation 
made of this to his Majefty, and his Protc&ion implored upon it. 

N o w at Noon, the Swedijh Ambalfadors take an Audience of me,’ 
to produce their Powers ; and I obferving to them there was none among 
their Powers to treat with Denmark, M. Oxenfliern anfwered, there 
was not likely to be any need of it here, for that the Dane did treat at 
'Paris ; he went no farther in explaining what he had faid, tho’ I en- 
deavoured to bring him to it. They complain much of the Dutch , and 
that M. 'Bevcrnin* declaimed againft them lafl Night, loading Sweden 
with the Envy of hindering the Peace, tho’ the French had declared the 
Towns lhall not be detained ; they delire that England would inter- 
pofc, fo as the Dutch Ihould not be able to pinch them, the Swedes , 
in the Streights they are now in, in the Treaty of Commerce ; they • 
would gladly, they fay, referve fomething to gratilie a Friend, as the 
Englifh are, which cannot be, if the Dutch can now compafs the End 
they have proje&ed to thcmfclves, in demanding the fame Liberty for 
the Dutch Ships, as the Swedijh ones have in their own Ports. They 
took Occalinn to fpcak their Thanks very largely for the Declaration 
that M. du Crofs had brought them of the Kings Affection to their 
M tiller, and of his Rcadincfs to affift them, the Towns in Flanders be- 
ing reftored.* I am, (yc.

Right Honourable S 1 r,' 

I N humble Obedience to his Majefty’s exprefs Commands, I, Sir Wil- 
liam Temple , came hither at feven a Clock laft Night. Immediate- 
ly upon my Arrival, M. deRalbafes fent to know, whether he might 
make me a Vilit ; which I confented to, and he came accordingly. 

H 1 s Difcourfc confiftcd of his Hopes that I brought a good Peace 
along with me, of his Defires to hear whether the Treaty at the Hague 
was ratified or no, and his Complaints that the French were perempto- 
ry, and Hill refufed to lign the Peace : That, for his Part, lie could not 
be^orry for it ; for tho’ he ihould have fign’d it, yet, after having fign’d 
a Peace fo deltrudlive to Chrijiendom , he ihould have retired himfclf 
from all Publick Bufinefs for the reft of his Life. 

Upon his enquiring the Occafion of my coming, I told him, as I 
have done every body clfe here, that having been allur’d at the Hague , 
that the Swedes here having dclifted from the Pretenlions, of being rc- 
ftored before the Evacuation of the Places, and the French having always 
profefs’d that Difficulty to have been raifed wholly upon their Occafion, 
7 ~?.adc no Qucllion but the Peace would be immediately fign’d, and 
thereupon came hither, upon his Majefty’s Orders, that I ihould be here 
at the Conclufion of it. 

Upon the Marquifs his going out, my Colleguc Sir L. Jenkins . 
came in to me, and being furprized at the Unexpedtednefs of my Ar- 
rival, and I asking him whether he knew nothing of it, he faid nothing, 
but from the Talk of a confident Man lately arrived here, who had 
given out, he had brought the Peace in his Pocket, and Orders for Sir 
W. Temple to come with him to Nimcguen. 

Hereupon 1 fhew’d my Colleguc my Inftrudlions, which you laft fent 
me, grounded upon M. du Crofs's Propolition ; he told me, the Thing was 
done before I came; that the Swedes had not only dclifted from their Pre- 
tenfions, but that the French had own’d it in their Memorial on Sunday 
laft, and declared, that upon it their Mailer dclifted from detaining the 
Towns : But however, that he, my Colleguc, did not find the Peace 
was much the nearer, fincc the French Ambalfadors did ftill rcfulc to 
fign it, and perlifted ftill, that the T)utch Ihould fend to treat and con- 
clude it, cither with the King their Mailer in Pcrfon, or with his Depu- 
ties at Ghent. 

Whereupon, confulting with my Colleguc, we concluded together, 
that, we Ihould not fay any Thing to the Swedijh Ambalfadors of what 
your laft Inftrudlions imported, unlefs they fpokc to me of it, and feem’d 
to expedt it from me ; in Regard that whatever his Majcfty intended 
Ihould be done by the Swedes , towards the Evacuation of the Towns, 
had been already fully done by them ; and that no Declaration of his 
Majefty’s Inftrudlions to me was meant, or could tend to this new 
Difficulty raifed by France , upon the T)utch deputing to the Moll Chri- 
ftian King, or to his Deputies at Ghent. 

The next Vilit > received was at 9 this Morning from the Danijh 
Ambaflador, whofe Difcourfc was chiefly upon the Occafion of my Jour- 
ney hither, upon the Ground it may give to the Tiutch of receiving 
otherwife this Propofal from France , than they might polfibly have done, 
if I had been at the Hague ; upon the Liberty M. du Crofs had taken 
here, of proving the Inftrudlions he brought* from his Majcfty, the great 

Credit 
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Credit lie had at our Court, which lie, the Ambalfador, thought very 
ftr.mgc, confidering wliat he pair’d for at their Court, where he was 
fuificicntly known j and thereupon he gave me a Character of the Man, 
which I will not trouble you with. 

'1 he 'Danes leaving me, the Swedijh AmbafTadors came in ; their Dif- 
courfe coniilted chiefly, in valuing the generous Pace they had made, of 
dehfling from their Prctcnlions, iincc thofe alone feem’d fo much to re-' 
tard the Peace. They faid, that tho’ they reckoned upon the good 
Offices of Holland after the Peace, as well as upon the Afliftanccs of 
France towards their Reftitution ; yet their chief Confidence was on the 
good Intentions of his Majefly towards their Crown, of which they had 
received fuch Teftimonies upon all Occalions. 

Hereupon they began to difeourfe of the laft Memorial, and made 
their particular Reflexions upon two Paflages in it: Th ufirjl, tjjat 
France feemed to intend that they, the Swedes, fliould owe their Relti- 
tution to the Mcafures that France fliould take with Holland, upon that 
Occalion j whereas their chief Hopes was from his Majefly, and that they 
had very little from Holland, bolides their common Offices after the 
Peace was made. The next was, from the laft Words of the Memorial, 
by which it appears, that France intended to treat and conclude the 
Peace with the Deputies of the States, in a Place where there was like 
tube no Miniftcr from Sweden j which, they faid, they did not yeijr _ 
well underfiand, nor thought they had Reafon to be fatisfied with wfcrc 
the French Ambaifadors told them upon it, that the King their Mailer’s 
Intention was, the Peace fliould be ligned here at Nimeguen, tho’ it were 
concluded at St. Quint in. 

Ali. that I anlivered to thefe Difcourfes was, my Complements upon 
the Declaration they had made, of delifting from their Pretention*, rather 
than hindering the Peace of Chriftcndom , and the Alfurances that I had 
Orders to give them, of his Majefly ’s good Intentions towards their Crown. 
And here our Dilcourfe was like to end, when I refolved to make fome 
mention of M. du Crofs, to find out what they would fay upon it, and 
what the true Ground had been of his Journey and mine hither. I told 
them, that I was in Hopes to have found the Peace ready to be ligned 
here when I came ; for befides the Alfurances the Pcntioner had given 
me and M. Sihcrcroon at the Hague, of their Excellencies having dclifted 
from their Pretentions, which had retarded the Peace I heard that M. 
du Crofs had faid, upon the Way hither, that he carried the Peace in 
his Pocket ; and that he brought exprefs Orders to them, the Swedifh 
Ambaifadors, which they had not before. 

M. Oxenfiiern faid very gravely to this, JJJ'cnremcnt Notts n aeons pas 
agi par des Ordrcs , qui Notts out cjle portez par M. du Crofs. But M. 
dOlieenkrantz finding, faid, Monfieur, pour ce qui de la vanite il l afaut 
a M. du Crofs, pttijqnc eons ftaeoz qnil cjt Gafcoin. I told them hereupon, 
that M. du Crojs had told both me and M. Sihet’crcon, that the Decla- 
ration made by the Swedijh Ambaifadors here, had been grounded upon 
the Alfurances that his Majefly had given, particularly to M. du Crojs in 
England : M. d Olieenkrantz replied a little warmly, Monfieur, ecus me 
pardonnerez ce la a cjle fondi fur les JJfnranccs que le Roy via donnec 
deeant que dc partir de Londres. f 

B y thefe Lights, I fuppofe, you will be able to unriddle better than 
I can do here, what hath been the true Bottom of all this Intrigue. 

After the Swedes left me, the Danijh Ambalfador came in, and 
prefcntly after them, as we had concerted together, came I, Sir L. Jen - 

• funs. 
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kins, they fell prefcntly into Difcourfe of the Iaft French Manorial, in 
which, they faid, they could find little more than in the former, but 
that it was a Tranfpofition of Words. For whereas they had (aid be- 
fore, they would not evacuate the Towns without Rcftitution to Sweden, 
they now fay, they will evacuate the Towns, but they will firft treat 
and a^ree with the ‘Dutch about the Satisfaction of Sweden. They faid, 
the firft Period was clear, and that upon it they offered to fign the 
Peace, but the French refufed, laying, that tho’ their Memorial confut- 
ed of three Periods, yet they were to be taken — pour tine cbofe tottte 
dune fuite. The next Remark they made, was upon the Words toutes 
les ‘Places in the firfl Period ; which Word toutes , they found upon 
Search never to have been in any of their Memorials or Letters before $ 
and they obferved, the meaning of it might be, that though they defift- 
cd from the Dcfign of retaining all the Places, yet they did not from 
thaj:, of retaining fomc of them } and the Words, if you pleafc to ob- 
ferve them, lcem to bear it. 

M. Rcvcrning faid further, that when he offered to fign the Peace, 
and faid, that they fhould not be many Days longer at Liberty, d 
Caufe dc leurs Engagements , the French replied, mus veus fez d vos 
Engagements MeJJicurs , dr le Roy d deux cent mille hommes qui'l d lien 
payez. They told them further, that his Majcfty hath fuch Treaties 
with France , that would keep him from performing ce que M. Temple 
d f lpule a la Hayc. Whereto M. Colbert added, dr pourquoy M. Temple 
nescient il pas , il a les Ordres dn Roy fon Maitre ae venir icy , anjfi ne 
fait a la Haye que du mol. 

After they concluded, that the Dcfign of France was, to draw this 
Bufincfs into a particular Negotiation between them and the States, 
without cither the Swede of the one Side, or their Allies of the other, 
and without England too j and by that Means to hinder them from the 
Affiftance cither of the Allies, or of us ; that by thefe Memorials 
about Deputations to France , and by their Artifices in fcattcring Copies 
of them, as foon as they were delivered, they hoped to prevent the 
Mcafures between us and Holland , and to draw out the Time, while 
they purfued the Siege of Mons, and while England ihould grow weary 
of keeping up their Forces, when they knew the Parliament would not 
be willing to pay for Peace, tho’ they would for a War. M. de Haren 
added, il ny a perfonne fi aveuglc qui ne voit tons ces artifices, they 
both wifh’d very much that I, Sir William ‘temple , were now at the 
Hague i bccaufc they doubted what LffeCt this Memorial might have 
upon them there, when they fhould fee, in the firft Period of it, a Decla- 
ration of the French to evacuate the Towns, but not confider that which 
follows. 

Tji e firft Vifit I, Sir William f mple , received this Afternoon, was 
from Count Kinski , whofe chief Difcourfe was, in extolling the Force 
of England , which had appeared fo much by his Majefty s late arming 
fo powerfully in fo fliort a Time, faying, that if the King plealed, he 
was Arbiter of the World, and might be fo of this Peace here, if he 
thought fit. 

That for their Part (meaning the Imperial Ambaffadors) in it, all 
that he would fay was, that they were font hither pour Trait cr, dr non 
pas pour rccem'oir dcs Loix j but that the French underftood it other- 
wife : and that nothing had pafs’d between them, fincc the French pub- 
lished the Conditions upon which they would make the Peace in the 
Beginning of Jlpril laft : fince which Time, they had often offered to 
treat upon them, but the French cxcufed themfelvcs j and for their 
Vol. II. • G g g Parts, 
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l> : ,rts, they were rcfolved not to receive thofe Conditions without- 
treating t :>on them. 

N k x r to Count Kinski , came to me the Brandenburgh Ambaflador, 
whole Difeourfe was cither Complement, or clfe Politick, upon the Af- 
fairs of Holland ; how near the Prince was being abfolutely loft there, 
about three Months ago j and how much he was recovered lince this 
bi/t Incident from France, about the evacuating of the Towns. 

The next Hours of 5, 6, and 7 this Afternoon, were given to the three 
French Ambafladors, who had been the laft to demand it of me, having 
been yelb.rday rut of Town at my Arrival: All paft with great Com- 
plement and Kindncfs ; bolides which, M . dFflradcs endeavoured tofliow, 
th.it all the Sincerity in the World had been of his Mailer’s Side, but 
that all had been artificial on the Part of the States, but cfpecially on 
M. Bccerning, who, he laid, was trip habile homme and always found 
fame fpecious 'l’hing or other to hinder the Peace, by which the French 
find, that the States really had no Mind to the Peace, how much foever 
his Matter debres it. 

M. Colbert's whole Dclire was, to fliow the Incident touching the 
Towns proceeded wholly from M. Oxenjlicrn ; how the Moft Chriftian King 
could not in Honour refufc it to an Ally, tho’ he, M. Colbert , thought it 
much again/! his Matter’s Intercfts, and more again/! the Intereft of 
Sweden, that Ids Matter had deiitted, immediately upon the Swedes de- 
biting by their Declaration, w hich was made to them here the 
July, N. S. 

Tn is made me reflect upon what M. dn Crofs would have fold fo 
dear to his Maje/fy, after that the Swcdifh Ambafladors had given the 
Point here ; and as M. d O/kenkrantz fa id, upon the A/lurances his Ma- 
jelty had given him before lie came laft from London, but as others 
interpret it here, from the Fears, that in Cafe the War went on this 
Summer, the Dutch w ould lend their Fleet to their Allies, to beat the 
Swedes clearly out of Tomcrania. 

I remember nothing in M. d slcauxs Vi/it, befides the ordinary Things 
that pal! in thole of his Collogues. 

A is o if t 8 a Clock, the Dutch Ambafladors came to us both a fecond 
Time, and faid, they had Orders from their Mailers, to communicate 
to us the Anfwer they had newly received from them to the French 
Memorial of Sunday laft ; which was in {hort : 

That they were ready to lign the Peace, and lliould be fo, till to 
Morrow was paft ; after which, they Ihould be at Liberty no longer, in 
Regard of their Engagements with his Majefty ; but that if they, the 
French Ambafladors, would lign the Peace, their Mailers the States, af- 
ter it was fign’d, (to fliew their Relpctit to the Moft Chriftian King) 
would fend their Ambafladors not only to St. Oiiintin , but to Fa) is. 

The Time being thus ftiort, and expiring to Morrow at 12 at Night, 
they told us, they would go ltrait from us, to acquaint the French Am- 
balfadors, by Word of Mouth, with this Anfwer of the States, intending 
to give it them to Morrow more extenlively in Writing. We arc, &c.

W E have made a large Diipatch yefterday, but we have ftaid the 
Bearer to fee the Elite of this great and critical Day, which 
proves to be, that this Night late the Peace between France and Hol- 
land was ligned ; the French AmbafTadors came at 4, and telling us, all 
was agreed between them, defired it might be figned at our Houle : The 
Dutch came an Hour after, and made the fame Requeft, that we would 
iign with them as Mediators, having prepared a Preface to that Eflfeft ,* 
we cxcufed ourfclvcs to both, finding that Spain was not like to fign 
with them ; and told them, that his Majefty having fent us higher for the 
Mediating of a General Peace, and having had no Part in Negotiating 
this particular one, we could have none in the Conclulion of it. 

M. Reverning faid at parting, nous allons nous perdre, mats il faut 
their , dr figner a ce foir. M. a Olivenkrantz came to us, to teftific bis 
Diflatisfa&ion that France was like to fign without them the Swedes . M. 
de los Ralbafes came to us, with very loud Complaints, that he had no 
Notice from the Dutch till this Afternoon, after they agreed upon fign- 
ing with the French Ambalfadors, faying, he was willing to fign the 
jrO/jcft that the Duke de Villa Hermofa had agreed to, but not any 
new Conditions that France would impofe. 

Last of all came M. Kinski , Heugh, and Rlafpiel together, ac- 
quainting us with tho Notice they had of the Dutch being refolved to 
fign the Peace this Night i and that they were going to them, to proteft 
againft it, and that they would bring us their Proteftation in Writing : 
,We told them all, we had no Part either in the Negotiation, or Con- 
clufion of this feparate Peace, but ihould report to his Majefty what the 
fevcral Parties had faid to us upon it : Nothing could be more furprifing 
than this hath been here * none of the Parties feeming yefterday to ima- 
gine there would be any fuch Thing : All that we fhall obferve upon 
it is, Jthat it iccms to us a Thing, with which none of the Parties are 
plcafed with. God of Heaven preferve his Majefty.

Right Honourable Sir; 

H AVING made ourDifpatch by our Exprefs laft Night in that 
Haft, as not to infert many Particulars, we take leave to add by 
this Ordinary, that M. Revcrning , in the Account he gave us laft Night 
of what had paft yefterday between them and the French , that the De- 
bates they had upon the fevcral Parts of the Treaty lafted between them 
above five Hours. 

That the French infilled hard upon the detaining of Maejiricbt , as 
nccefiary to their Operations in the War; next upon Cbarleroy\ and then 
upon Ghent ; and that when they, the Dutch , were peremptory in refil- 
ling all thefe Inftances, they then demanded the Liberty of making their 
Magazines in Maejiricbt , with free Palfage for their Armies in the 
Country belonging to it ; but this the Dutch refufed too ; but after ftiff 
Debates, the French yielded all the Points, tho’ M. Colbert had faid of 
Vol. II. Ggg 2 . Char* 
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Charleroy , que fur la damnation de [on dme, he had no Orders to con- 
fent to the Evacuating of it. That the French had pinch’d them very 
much in fevcral Articles of the Commerce, particularly in that of jo 
Sols par Tonneau, and in refilling to regulate the Abufcs in the Execution 
of it. ‘ 

When we prefs’d them laft Night upon taking of Spain along with 
them, as a Thing which his Majefty unaerftood was agreed on between 
them ; they feem’d to apprehend the Importance of it as much as wo 
could do, but faid, their Orders were pofitivc for figning laft Night, in 
cafe France would come to the Evacuation of the Places; that they muft 
obey, tho’ Spain could not poffibly be ready. 

W e have nothing to add to what we writ already of the Marquifs de 
los Falbafes his Difcourfe laft Night, but that he repeated his Complaints 
of the French demolilhing the Outworks at Courtray , Charleny , *and 
Oudenard , contrary to the very Promife of France , and contrary to the 
Delign of leaving a Barrier in Flanders. 

He delired to know of me Sir W- Temple > what the Difficulties were, 
upon which his Majefty had refufed to ratifie the late Treaty at the 
Hague , without fome new Conditions, which the States could not pof- 
fibly come to j all which, he fai<f, M. Feveming had told him in Confi- 
dence ; I told him, that his Majefty had never refufed to ratifie the 
Treaty, and that I thought it might be already come to the Hague. t 4 r~ 

This Morning the Ttutch Ambalfadors came to us at io, and giving 
us an Account how they aftually figned the Treaty laft Night at 1 2 a 
Clock ; they told us, the French had agreed to go on in the Bufincfs of 
Spain to Morrow, wherein they forefee two great Difficulties ; the one 
will be that of bringing Spain to an Article of Neutrality, and thereby 
to feparatc the two Branches of the Houfe cf Juflria ; the other, about 
what France hath already demolilhed, and what new Forts they pretend 
to build. 

Upon this M. Severning told us with great Sadnefs, that he faw 
from this, and fevcral other Things, what the Defign of France is, fay- 
ing thefe Words, il $ clair comme le jour, quits nous veulent tromper 
that when England Ihould be difarm’d, and Holland too, je prevois un 
faut quou voudrafaire , dont Ftieu nous garde ; that he never figned a 
Treaty fo much a contre-caur , and that he would never take a Com- 
miffion more from his Mafters. 

We telling M .Severning, what M. Salbafes had told uslaftNight,’ 
(as from him) about his Majefty’s refilling to ratifie the Treaty ; he re- 
plied, that he had not faid, that his Majefty had refufed to ratifie; and 
that what he had told M . Salbafes, was only from a Letter of M. Van 
Seunmhen's , that there had been only fome Difficulty in it, upon fome 
Expreffions that his Majefty dilliked. 

After this, he produced a Letter from the jPenfioner, with an Ex- 
preffion in it from the Prince, faying, that white theMinifters were de- 
ciding Affairs here, they were like to decide them another Way by a 
Battle, which in all Appearance was to be given yefterday or this Day.

Right Honourable Six.,' 

S IR W- - Tem pl e and I gave you an Account, by an Exprefs that went 
hence on Thwrfday Morning, of the Signing of the Peace between 
France and Holland, on Wednefday laft late at Night ,* the fame Thursday 
we writ again by the Ordinary. Sir William fliewed me a Letter of 
yours of thie’jo^paft, (which 1 doubt not himfelf will acknowledge) 
received on Saturday Morning by Exprefs, and went hence yefterday 
before 5 in the Morning, in ail Haft for the Hague , in order to exchange 
the Ratifications. 

The Treaty between France and Holland is hitherto kept fccret, the 
Term for Exchange of the Ratifications, is of 6 Weeks or fooncr ; all 
the Promife the Dutch have for evacuating the Spanijh Places, is by 
Word of Mouth from the French Ambaffadors ; they have ftipulatcd no- 
thing for it in Writing j but the French have an Article from them for 
a CefTation of Arms with Sweden for 3 Months Space, as I am told. 

O n Tburfday Morning the Marquifs de los Sawafes was with us, to 
tell us, that the King of Spain his Mafter ’did rely very much upon his 
Majefty’s Mediation, and therefore that he was come to make it his 
fjlemn Requcft to us, to pdfs our Offices in the Treaty that was to be 
let on Foot between him and the French . 

On Saturday Morning he came again to renew the fame Requcft, and 
had obtained of the Dutch Ambaffadors to come a little while before, 
and to declare, as they did, that it was their earneft Requcft to us, that 
we fhould enter into the Function of Mediators, excufing themfclvcs 
very much, for that they had meddled (as they had done) fince the ~th 
of June laft, in going between the French and the Spaniards ; they did 
not do it, they fay, but for Want of other Mediators ; the Spaniards 
having reprelented unto them, that the Nuncio would not meddle, be- 
caufe of a Concern the Church hath, th.it Dinant be not alienated 
from the Bifhoprick of Liege ; and that I had alfo excufed myfelf from 
meddling, till 1 fhould receive his Majefty’s Orders. 

W e having confidered his Majefty’s Inftru&ions of the 28 th of June 
laft, thought we could not deny our Offices to the Spaniards. Our An- 
fwer therefore was, that when they ftuck upon any Difficulty, we would 
be ready to intervene ; and in thofe Cafes where the Difficulty could 
not be removed, we fhould make our humble Reprcfentation to his 
Majefty. 

Q n Friday M. d* Jvaux camo tome, to know if we were at Liberty 
to pals any Offices between them, the French , and the Spaniards ; and 
, if fo, they would bring us their Project, and defired us to pafs our Offi- 
ces upon it } I having taken Time to advife with Sir W- Temple upon 
it, (for that we had not yet fo fully view’d our InftruCtions, and refolved 
what to do) went to his Houfe, and told him for Anfwer from us both, 
that whenfoover they fhould pleafe to charge us with any Commilfion 
towards the Spaniards , we fhould be ready to pafs our Offices in the 
ufual Manner, but we have not heard from him fince ; there was a 
Project put by the French into the Hands of the Dutch Ambaffadors 
dome Time on Friday, but none as yet given in unto us. 

On Friday Meffieurs Kinski and Stradtjman returning my Com- 
plement upon the Birth of the Archduke, (which they did in Ceremony 
with 4 Coaches and 6 Horfes a-piece) they entred upon the Matter of 

• the 
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the Treaty, and faid, they did implore moft heartily his Majcfty’s Me- 
diation and good Offices, in order to bring them to enter into this 
Peace ; they are moft ready, they fay, to enter into Treaty ; but to re- 
ceive- the Conditions of France as a Law preferibed them, the Eipperor 
their Mafter will not fuffer them to do it. 

O n Saturday M. Fctcum told me, that there are thole here who 
would impute the Difadvantages of this Peace to England j and that 
his Majefty s refilling to ratifie the Treaty with Holland, (which now 
proves to be manifcftly falfc) was the Motive at the Hague, which 
brought the States to huddle up their Peace before the -f. tb of Augtift. 
I did not know that the Ratification was then come, and fo I could 
fay no more, but that if the States did believe (as ’tis pretended) the 
King would not ratifie the Treaty with them, nor break with France, 
yet they had no Reafon to precipitate fo much their own Peace ,* and 
confequcntly give their Allies occafion to cry out againtt them, for not 
giving them above 6 or 7 Hours Warning, that they were going to fign 
the Peace ; whereas they had given them all Aflurance poflible they, 
■would not fign without them. 

On Saturday Night late, the 'Dutch Ambaffadors gave Sir W- temple 
and myfelf an Account, that the French and Spanijh Ambaffadors had 
been the greateft Part of that Day at their Houfc, one EmbalTy being 
in one Chamber, they going between them, each Project contains four 
or five and twenty Articles a-piccc ,• they could not fay, that with all 
that Day’s Pains, they had been able to agree above 4 or 5 of the Ar- 
ticles, and thofc general ones ; the moft defperate arc thofe concerning 
Dinant and its Dependencies, as alfo concerning fome Lands on the 
Sambrc Side, that were never fpoke of before, but that the French will 
have to be meant in a Claufe of their Conditions of Peace publifhed in 
April laft ; for there ’tis faid, (after that the Places arc (pecify’d, firft 
thofe that arc to return to Spain, and then thofe that are to remain to 
France) Ft en mot tontes les Flaces dr Fais dont fa Majejle Jfres 
Chreticnnc ne en d pojfcffion a t Exception de cel les qtti font marquees cy dffus. 
By thcle Words, they would fwcep off about 13 Villages in one Place,' 
and about 25 in another, that they might have all clear to the River 
of Sambrc on that Side. 

Another Point is about the Neutrality, into which the Spaniards 
do make all the Difficulty poflible to enter. This is but the firft Effay. 
1 fuppofe the Spaniards will not flick finally at any Thing j for I per- 
ceive M. de los Balbafes is of Opinion, that nothing will hinder the 
Dutch from ratifying their Peace now they have figned it. 

At p this Morning came to me the Dutch Ambaffadors, to tell me,’ 
they had had a Conference with the Spaniards yefterday, and had gone 
through all the Articles of the French Project. They found them im- 
moveable as to the Point of entering into a Neutrality ,* and tho’ they 
preffed them with a Precedent, of the Emperor s having entered into a 
Neutrality in the Treaty of Munjler, yet they dare not do it, they faid, 
for that it would be the certain Hazard of their Heads. 

T h e Places that the French infill upon are, Beaumont and Chimey, 
the firft having 25, and the other 36 Villages depending upon them, the 
French pretend to have demanded them, in a Proportion they made in 
January laft. M. Bcccrning cannot find by his Papers* nor I by. mine, 
that there was any Propofition made by France in that Month, therefore 
M. lieverning conjectures (and fays he hath fome . imperfe# Notion of it, 
out of M. Van Bcnningbens Advices) that there was a Propofition brought 

from 
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from France to his Majefty about that Time, but docs not remember the 
Particulars. 

Foeignes is a Caftle overagainft Dinant, on the other Side the River; 
the French muft have that, which is another new Demand. Touching 
Dina ft itfelf, the Spaniards will by no Means undertake to pafs Offices 
with the Pope, the Emperor, and the Empire, the Prince and Eftatcs 
of Liege. So that thofc Offices failing within a Term prefix’d, and 
the CefTion not obtained, Charlemont .muft be given over to Frame, This 
Stiftnefs he, M. Feceruing, approves not ; they, the Spaniards , he fays, 
Ihould promife their Offices, and get the longeft Term to do them. 

But that which fcctns moft dreadful to him and his Collegue is, that 
now they, the Dutch , having figned the Treaty with France , the French 
Ambalfadors are like to yield little or nothing; Je nen efpere pas feu- 
lement nn pailte , were his Words ; yet if the States Ihould go further, 
and come to aRefolution to exchange the Ratifications as foon as may 
be, and before the Time prefix’d, then, and in that Cafe, if the Peace 
of Spain cannot be made within that Time, the French will yield nothing 
afterwards ; and they, the Dutch , will not be able to help the Spaniard 
in the lcaft, for that they muft obferve the Neutrality they have pre- 
mifed to France. This the Dutch Ambalfadors feem to be troubled with, 
faying, one of them muft go to the Hague ; M. Fezerning defired M. 
Horen would take the Pains to go this Evening, to acquaint their Mailers, 
how Things ftand here, and the little Probability there is of making up 
the Peace between France and Spain , and alfo the Confequcnces that arc 
unavoidable, if the States do ratifie their Peace before this other be 
made up. They told me, they were going ftrait to the French Ambaf*' 
fadors, they did not defire me to go along with them, but faid, they would 
give me an Account before the Poll went this Day of their Succefs. 

The Letter inclofed to his Majefty w r as left there by the Najfaw Sar- 
hritck Minifter, with fuch long Memorials, that will take up more Time 
than we have this Day to write out. 

M. dt Olivenkrantz calling upon me at Noon, told me, that the Treaty 
that is now on Foot between France and Spain , hinders them from 
bringing in their Treaty with Holland however, they hope theirs will 
be quickly done ; and the French Ambalfadors told them yefterday, that 
that of Spain would not be long a doing. He told me, the Celfation 
between them and Holland is not for 3 Months, as 1 had been informed, 
the Hollanders arc to be Neuters, not to infeft Sweden themfelves, nor 
to alllft the Enemies of it, till the Peace be made. 

H 1 s Bufincfs with me was, to propofe the removing of the Difficulty 
between me and the Hamburgh Deputies ; I told him that Bufincfs lay 
before his Majefty, and that I could not do any Thing but what his 
Majbfty ihould plcafe to direft upon it. Hereupon he defired I would lay 
before his Majefty thefe three Things, which he hoped would difpofe his 
Majefty not to think fo ill of the Step that thofc Deputies had made, in 
feeing the Impcriafifls before they faw me. 

The 1 Jl was, that it might be confidered, whether the Deputies of 
Towns had a Quality of that Nature, as to have any Confcquenee in 
it in Matters of Ceremony, as the Character of other Minifters had. 

The id Point if, whether there was not a Necelfity for them to fee 
the Imperials lirft, in Regard that the Emperor is at this Time in a 
manner Mafter of their Town, the Imperial CommiiTary in it vexing 
and pcrfecuting them at his Pleafurc, from a Sufpicion of their adhering 
to the contrary Party. 

The 
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The 3 d Point is, that they had not yet delivered their Credentials 
to cither of the Imperial Ambaffadors, and he, M. dt Olwenkr ant z 
brought me thefe Credentials, to Ihcvv me they were yet entire and 
under Seal, telling me, that if his Majefty thought fit to give Wav 
they would deliver their Credentials to his Majcfty’s Minifters here, be- 
fore they deliver thole to the Imperialilfs. 

In this M. d' Olizenkrantz feemed to be fomcvvhat concerned, and was 
in Hopes, that when his Majefty fliould pleafe to refled upon thefe three 
Points, he would give Orders that we fliould receive thole Deputies. 
I bcfcech you, S 1 r, favour me with a Word of his Majefty s Pleafure 
upon it : This Subject lead him to give me a Relation of an old Rroiiil- 
Icric that is ftill depending between Madames Colbert and Oxcnjlicrn I 
mention it, for that it is made a Matter of State. ^ I * 3 

Mao a me Oxcnjlicrn lying in, Madame dc los Ralbafes was the firft 
to viiit her, and was twice to vifit her, before Madame Colbert made 4 icr 
firft Vifit. Madame Oxcnjlicrn (when flic was up) went firft to vifit 
Madame dc los Ralbafes , and then thought to have vifited Madame 
Colbert , but Ihe refufed to give any Time for it j the Moft Chriftian 
King being informed of this, hath pronounced that Madame Colbert did 
well, and hath font to Sweden to complain ; and tho’ Order in Vifits (af- 
ter the firft) hath never been reputed here to have any Confequencc ; 
yet M. Colbert allcdgcth what he did in England, after the Prince of 
Tufcany had feen the Spanijh Ambafiadors firft, as Warrant in this Cafe.

Right Honourable Sir, 

I Have now the Favour of one from you of the 30 th paft to acknow- 
ledge. I have written unto you on Monday by the Ordinary, and 
was forced to add confidcrably to your Trouble by an Exprefs that* went 
hence yefterday Morning. He brings you the fcvcral Projeds of the 
Treaty between France and Spain , they are apoftill’d, to the End you 
may fee, with lefs Pains, when they agree, and where they differ : I font 
you withal in a Paper apart, the Reflexion of the Dutch AmbafTador 
(from whom I received the Account) upon the more important Points 
in Difference. I have ordered the Exprefs to touch at the Hague , that 
Sir W' Temple may have a View of the Projects and Apoftils, it would 
have loft us too much Time to have writ out Copies for him. 

The Bufinefs of the Switzers , which you arc plealed to recommend 
in your laft of the 30^, is done to Hand, as to the Treaty between 
France and Holland , both Parties having included them (as you’ll find 
by the Article of Inclufion which I fent you by the Exprefs). 

I do not hear yet from the Adminiftrator of Wirtembcrg , his Prctcn- 
fion will not come on but with .“he Peace of the Empire. 

Yesterday at Noon, M. dc los Ralbafes was plcafed to come and 
acquaint me, that the Day before, the Nuncio had propofed to him a 
Conation of Arms, in Order (as was pretended) to the facilitating of 
a General Peace ; that he had anfwercd the Nuncio, ne would accept of 
it, provided it exceeded not three Weeks Time, to be counted from 
Incjday laft, provided likewife that the Siibfiftence of Money, and the 
withdrawing of the French Army to the Territoies of France , was agreed 
on, before the CclTation fliould commence, as alio that that Ccllation 
* might 
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might be no Hindrance to the finilhing, or figning of the Peace between 
France and Spam. 

He told me further, that he had been with C. Kinski over Night, and 
with M. Stradtfman yefterday Morning, that he had found them inclin- 
able Enough to accept of the Jrmiftici ?, if their Allies of the North 
would do the fame; that the Mtmjier Minifter had declared his Accept- 
ance to the Nuncio, and the Imperialijls too, and that they believed 
the Princes of Brunfwick would give in to it ,• that they had not yet 
informed themfelvcs what the Brandenburgb would do, but that they 
found the Dane to be again!! it. 

That he, M. de los Balbafes, gave me this Notice, to the End ho 
may not be thought to have made this important Step of accepting an 
Jrmiftice^ without the Knowledge of his Majefty’s Minifter upon this 
Place j and that he had font over Night to fpeak with me, but that it 
happened I was not within. That he had asked the Nuncio, whether 
the French would give in to this Armtftice or not ; and that his Anfwer 
was, he knew not yet ; that he, the Nuncio, had made this Proportion, 
upon Occafion of Letters he had received on Sunday laft from the Nuncio 
that refidcs at Vienna. That he, M. de los Balbafes , having receiv’d 
News from BruJJe/s , between 8 and 9 on ‘Tuefday Night, that Mons had 
been relieved, he font Word to the Nuncio yefterday Morning, that 
the State of Affairs being now changed, he underftood the Promife he 
made to the Nuncio was to hold, if the States General, the Prince of 
Orange , and the Governour of the Low Countries , fhould approve of it, 
and not otherwife. 

Some two Hours after, the Dutch Ambaffadors were with me, to 
acquaint me, that the French Ambaffadors had been with them that 
Noon, to ask their Advice, whether they Ihould accept of an Jrmiftice 
that the Nuncio had propofed to them or not j and whether they, the 
Dutch,, would enter into the Guaranty of it likewife : To this laft they 
anfwercd, that they could fay nothing till they knew the Pleafurc of 
their Mailers j and that in order to know that, they would be glad to 
know, whether the Swedes would confent to it or no. The French lay- 
ing, they had not yet acquainted the Swedes with it, took this Occafion 
to go flrait to them, whom they found ready enough to accept it, if the 
jRrandenburgber would do the like, and the States would warrant the 
Brandenburg hers accepting of it. 

The Dutch having this Account from the French , charged thcmfelves 
with founding M. Blajpicf which they did ; but found him averfe enough 
from the Ccliation ; however, his Anfwer was, that there being a parti- 
cular Treaty between his Matter and Denmark , he would fir ft lpcak 
with M. Jfcttgh , and then give them his Anfwer ; which the Dutch 
Ambaffadors promifed to impart to me as foon as they Ihould have it, 
but 1 have not heard from them fince. 

All that I faid to the Dutch Ambaffadors upon this Occafion, as I 
had faid immediately before to the Marquifs de los Balbafes , was, that 
his Majcfty having fo great a Force a-foot both by Sea and Land, ready 
to enter into Action, and that Force having been raifed in order to fave 
the Spanifti Netherlands , and to purfue thofe Mcafures his Majefty hath 
entered into withnhis State, he had a very great Intereft that fuch a 
Step as this Ihould not be made without his Knowledge, and that it 
was but Juftice it fhould not be made without his Confent. This they 
acknowledged feverally to be Rcalon ; M. de los Balbafes referring him- 
felf to what this State and the Governor of the Low Countries would do, 
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and the Dutch AmbafTadors having nothing, they faid, to fay, till their 
Mailers Ihould give them Orders. 

The ‘Dutch Ambalfadors were of Opinion, that the Propofition of 
the Jrmijiicc moves from the Impcrialifts 3 and that C. Kinski finding 
the Emperor hath a Mind to it, fancies to himfelt the Allies, cfplcially 
thofe of the Empire, will give into it ,* whereas they are not like to 
comply further with the Propofal than their own Convenience will lead 
them. 

M. Scheming clofed his Converfation with telling me, he had not 
gene yefterday Morning for the Hague (as he intended), in Regard ho 
fud found Work to fpend the Forenoon more ufefully here, in Treating 
with the Swedijh AmbafTadors, with whom they have made a coniide- 
rablc Progrefs, hoping that Affair will be quickly finifhed. 

He did not mention any Thing of our intervening between them as 
Mediators ; nor did M. cC Olivenkrantz , when I asked him on Monday 
in w hat their Treaty with Holland was to confilt ; for his Anfwcr was, 
that they as yet had done nothing at all in it, and could not, as long as 
the French Treaty with Spain was a doing ; they mull, they faid, give 
that Treaty Leave to go before j but that when any Thing was done 
in it, they would be fure (as M. Oxcnjiicrn in his Abfencc had done) to 
give his Ma jelly’s Minilters here an Account of what palled ; not faying 
that they would ddirc, or might have need of our Offices. 

Yesterday the Gentleman that has the Procuration from the Duke 
of t Trcmoi/le 3 came to my Houle, and took out a Protcllation ; and hav- 
ing told me the Subltance of it, would have had me to take it into 
my Hands ; but finding me to excufe myfelf from receiving it, for the 
fame Reafons I gave him in his iirft Addrcfs, he left it upon my Table. 
He had brought a Notary along with him, and having obferved he had 
not rightly, at leafhvife not fully comprehended my Anfwer, I took Oc- 
calion to repeat the Reafons why 1 cxcufed myfelf from meddling, in 
the hearing of the Notary. 

I n the Afternoon comes another Gentleman, that the Captain of the 
Duke of Luxemburg# $ Guards had fubftituted here, to fpcak with me ; 
his Bulincfs w r as, to put in a Protcllation for that Duke, together with 
a Copy of his Subflitution ; and finding that after his Addrefs (which 
was exceeding civil) I did not reach out my Hand to take his Paper, ho 
laid it upon my 'Fable, in the Prefence of the Notary he had brought 
along with him, and took his Leave. 

T h e Copies of thofe Papers you’ll have with the next Opportunity : 

I will not trouble you with my Remarks upon the Proteftations, it 
being not worth the while ; but I am perfwadca thofe Gentlemen made 
this Haft to put them in, bccaufc they fee fome clear Symptoms that the 
Peace with Spain will fuddcnly be figned ; for otherwile it would be' but 
very rcafonable for them to ftay a few Days longer for Sir W» T'cmplcs 
Return ; but then had they deferr’d the putting in their Protcllation 
till after France and Spain had figned, a pretended great Point would 
have been loft ; which is, that no Prejudice Ihould accrue to .their Prin- 
cipals, for that the King of Spain is acknowledged King of Naples and 
Duke of Luxemburg b 3 in fo folcmn a Treaty and Aflembly as this is. 

There is this Difference in the Cafe ot the Duke de la L’remoille ,' 
now at this Time, from what it was at Munjier ; there M. Servien ap- 
peared with the Procurator, and gave his Atteftation that he was not 
heard, referring indeed the Right of his King, which he took to be 
the better ; here thefe Ambalfadors, I am told, are forbid to appear in, 
or give Countenance to the Bulincfs. 


Being 
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Be i n g at 1 1 at M. StradtfmaH , I asked him in what State the Ceffa- 
tion was ; he told me, that it was as yet a Thing new and undigefted ; 
that the Emperor, as he was defirous to enter into the Peace, lb he 
would refufe no Manner of Means conducing to it ; that the Trench had 
been ycftc^day with the 'Dutch Amballadors, to know whether the States 
would warrant it or not ; and their Warrant was ddired, not for ono 
Party, but for all in general ; that the Spaniards are willing enough to 
do it ; that M. Waff id does not refufe the Propofition, but will write 
to know the Ele&or s Mind ; that M. Heugh had anfvvercd, that for his 
Part he would not hearken to any fuch Propofition, but left the Allies 
to themfelves. 

I cannot forbear to obferve to you, that while I was in this Convcr- 
fation with M. StradtJ'man , M. Blafpiel and the Auditor of the Nuncio 
were together in a Koom apart, which makes me fuppofe, that the 
Auditor may be near gaining his Point w ith the Imperialifts , French , and 
Spanijh Ambaliadors, and that now he is labouring with the Branden- 
hurgher ; and M. Blafpiel being M. Stradtfmans Brother-in-law, they 
meet at his Houfe : This being the firft Time that 1 have heard of any 
Acccfs the Auditor had to the Brotejiant Minifters. 

N o w at one, M. Balbafcs tells me, that there is no more done in 
the drmifticc , but that the Imperialifts and he have joined to intreat the 
Nuncio to give the Conditions of it in Writing, that they may afterwards 
propofe it with more Certainty to their Allies. He fays, the firft Motion 
of this comes from the French , and that for his Part he will do nothing 
in It without Confuting the Duke de Villa Hermofa. That M. Be- 
verning is gone this Morning to the Hague , where M. de Lyra will be 
fure to communicate with Sir W. Temple , as he faid, the Steps that fhall 
be made towards this Collation. 

W k hear not one Word more of the Protcftation that the Allies 
threatned to give in in Writing, againft the Peace that the Dutch Am- 
bafladors figned with France only ; that the Spanijh Ambaftadors have 
faid, they will not join with them, and the Lorain Minifter, that he 
dares not* 


M. Beverning tcils me, he intends to infinuaic to the States the follow- 
ing Reflexions, when he makes his Report. 

That there are three Points depending between the French and 
Spaniard !r, in which there will be an extream Difficulty. 

1. The Alternative of Charlemont or Dinant. 

2. The Ceffion of Beaumont , and other Places up to the Satiibre, 
not fpccificd in the French Conditions. 

3. That the Spaniards Ihould enter into the Neutrality demand- 

* cd by France. 

1 . For the Alternative, they arc of Opinion, that whereas the Spa- 

niards demand 3 Years, that they Ihould be content with the Term 
of 1 2 Mo.iths, to try what they can do to procure the Ceffion of Dinant j 
and the 'Perm being agreed, that his Majefty and the States would be 
pleafed tenir le main Q 1 donner un gar antic efficacei that in cafe Dinant 
cannot be had, Charlemont fhall be given up to France effectually, with- 
out giving Occafion to the Moft Chriftian King to enter into Arms to 
recover it. * 

2, For the Ceffion of Beaumont , and other Places beyond the Sambre y 
but not fpecified in the French Conditions, they faid, they had preffed 
the French very hard with the Unreafonablencfs of that Demand; alt 
that they had from them was, that they promifed to write to Court, 
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but they would not give them any Hopes of fucceeding ; however they, 
the ! 1 )utch , are of Opinion, that the French being in no wife founded 
for this Pretenlion, qitil faut appuyez les E/pagno/s . 

3. The Neutrality demanded of the Spaniards , being that which 
goes neareft their Heart, there is no Hopes that they will give an Vxprt fs 
Article ior it, ail the ‘Dutch Amballador’s Hope is, that they may be 
brought to do it in 1. fleet, but yet under fomc Difguifes. 

r l h e Difguife is this, the 3 d Article of the Peace of the ‘Pyrenees 
provubng for a Neutrality, and fuch a Neutrality in Point, as the 
French do now inlift upon, they would be content to be tied to the Te- 
nour of that Article, to obferve and execute it as far as it is appliablc 
to any of the Parties that fhall be hired in this War, but then they 
mull have this Article jumbled together with fomc more Articles of that 
Treaty, that they will charge themfelvcs to obferve, for better Difguife. 

This the Dutch Ainbafladors hope to bring about, but they have 
no Promife, they lay, for it from the Spaniards. 

That which Al. do los Balbafes told me laft Night upon this Subject 
was, that they, the Spaniards , would be brought to whifper the Media- 
tors in the Tar, that they would be brought to obferve a Neutrality ve- 
ry exactly, and that indeed the Condition of the Crown of Spain will 
not permit them to do otherwife, but cannot promife it by an Article. 

These 3 arc the great Points, for I do not mention the depofiting of 
Chent, or the detaining of Charlcroy , or any of the Towns the French 
are now in Polfelfton of, tho’ it be in their Projctt, having fatisfied the 
Dutch , they do not intend to inlift finally upon any fuch Thing. 

There are other Points in Difference between the French and Spa- 
niards, but they arc fuch as they have much more Hopes to compofe. 

1. As Hrft, for the Woods that are cut down, they think the French 
will find a Way to fvveep them off if they be not yielded, and ’tis well 
they define from cutting down any more. 

2 . Les Enclaments , and thefo they think ought to remain under the 
fame Jurifdiaion, and under the fame Lord that they were formerly, 
till fomc better Order can be taken by the Commiflarics of the Limits, 
who may have the fettling of them for a Part of their Commilfion. 

3. The Artillery and Ammunition, by the $iji Article of the Treaty 
of the Pyrenees , remained to him, to whom the Towns were given; anil 
the Dutch Ambalfiadors think that Treaty may well be the Rule in 
this Cafe. 

4. ]•' o r the Sluices of Newport, if the French fliould pretend to have 
them, as ’tis hoped they will not, their Opinion was, qtiil faut appnyez 
les FJpapnols. 

5. The 5 th Article againft fortifying at Mcim , Maubeugc, and ‘Bar ay, 
is better left out by the Spaniards , lince the French pretend nothing of 
that Kind from them. 

6. L o r thole Debts reclles, they arc of Opinion, the French Ihould 
bear their Quota in paying them, as in the Spanijl) Project is pretended. 

7. They think it a hard Cafe that the French do pretend to take 
away from Lords of Fiefs the Liberty of reliding where they plcafe in 
Times of Peace ; much more, that they Ihould debar them from 
difpoling of their Eftates among their Children as they Ice Caufe, but 
that they muft do it, with Regard to the Proportion of their Eftates, 
under both Kings. In thefe Points, and that of the Debts, it was their 
Opinion, q nil faut appuyez les Efpagnols. 


8. That 
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8. That it was very reafonable, to demand the double of thofe 
Sacks of Meal, that the French are willing to allow for the Subfiftcnce 
of Mores. 

As I;. was in this Converfation with them, a Letter was brought M. 
'Rcvcrnkig from the Penfioner, whereby he let him know, that at the 
Hague , they were of Opinion, that the Spaniards Ihould give into the 
Point of Neutrality ; but for the other Points, that it was Reafon to 
fupport and (land by them. The Articles of Guarranty and Inclufion 
being to be the fame in this Project with that which the French and the 
Dutch have lately agreed on, they were pleafed to order their Secretary 
to give me a Copy of them, which goes hereunto annexed. They gave 
me likewife the Project which the French had given in for an Article of 
Neutrality for them, the Dutch, to enter into, with the Retrench- 
ments they had made in it ; all that is in it not fcored, is the Article 
as it is now ligned between the French and the Dutch. I fend you the 
fac fimik of it as it was given in, that it may be feen what the French 
demand. They gave me in the Claufe of all the Article that concerns 
his Highnefs the Prince of Orange , which alfo goes herewith. 1 am, 
&c.

Right Honourable Sir,' 

M Y laft was of the 8 th Current ; fince which, I have received the 
Favour of one from you of the 6 th, directed to Sir W. 'Temple 
and myfclf ,* by which I perceive, his Majefty experts a more particular 
Account of the Points concluded between France and Holland in their 
nevv Treaty, and of the Reafons Spain had to refufe ligning at the fame 
Time, as alfo of the Flys that the reft of the Matter before us here is 
like to take, upon the Step made by Holland. For the Points of 
the Treaty, now ligned between France and Holland, I have not been 
able to get Communication of them, (five or fix Articles only excepted, 
which I have fent you already, together with the Projerts of the Trea- 
ties between France and Spain ) till yefterday the Treaty of Commerce, 
as well as that of Peace, between France and Hollandy appeared here 
in Point. 

I take leave to fend you a printed Copy with Apoftils, by which 
you’ll fee, wherein the Treaty, as now concluded, differs from the Pro- 
ject that the Dutch Ambaffadors a long while fince put into our Hands : 
I have alfo compared this Print with their Treaty of 1662, and where 
they differ it is noted in the Margcnt. 

I do not find in this Print any Account whereby Hoftility is to ceafe 
with Sweden, and yet M. d Olivcnkrantz told me, (if 1 underftood him 
rightly) that fuch an Article there was, only ’tis writ from the Hague , 
that M. Force/ brought with him the Copy of an Art, concerning a 
provilional Neutrality with Sweden , which the States have put to their 
fecret Chcft. 

A s to the 2d Point, which is, that the Spaniards did not fig n at the 
fame Time with the Dutch , it was not that they refttfed it , but that 
it was impofilble for them to finifli their Treaty the fame Day (the 31 ft 
of July) with the Dutch and the French ; they had but 6 or 7 Hours 
Time, after they law the Dutch would lign ; and their Treaty 
• then 
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then was not fo much as rough-hew’d ; bcfidcs that, the Spaniard* 
meet with fevcral new Demands in the French Co\inter-Proje£, as you’ll 
find in the Account I have already lent you. 

A s to what Flys the reft of the Matter hefe will take, that feems 
to depend upon fevcral Events, which are yet fomewhat difiant anil un- 
certain. As upon the Rcfolution the States will take, to fupport Spain 
again!! the new Demands of France , efpecially that of Beaumont, Bo~ 
cigncs , and Argimont, which I am apt to think, the French will not 
fo infill upon, thereby to give the States Occafion to delay the Ratifica- 
tions. 

Another Thing is, the Ilfuc of Things before Mons ; all that wo 
know yet here is, that there was a Celfation to laft till Friday Noon, 
but 1 perceive by M. de Gnrck's Difcourfe to me laft Night, that the Al- 
lies are in Expectation they will come again to Blows there, unlefs the 
French do give Way that it be reviCtuall’d ; and which is more, he has 
Advice, that the Englijh Infantry, that came up to Brnxells with his 
Grace the Duke of Monmouth , were feen fincc the Celfation began upon 
their March towards the Army before Mons , whence he would gather, 
that we are venturing into a Rupture, whatever Courfes Holland lhall 
take. 

Another Thing that will govern Matters here is* the Rcfolution 
that the States will take, touching the Neutrality of Cleces , but that 
is the lefi likely to bring Things to Extremity, in that the States (the 
Province of Holland efpecially) treated that Affair with more Inditfc- 
rency and Coldncft than was to be cxpcClcd, when it was firft fet on 
Foot at the Hague and here ; befidcs, M. de Gnrck tells me, that the 
; Dutch Ambaftadors have got a Kind of Promife by Word of Mouth,' 
that France will allow fomc Sort of Neutrality for fome Part of that 
Country. 

But as there is a likelihood, the Dutch will ftick at nothing to 
perfect their Peace ; fo when that is done, the Spaniards muft come in, 
and conclude theirs, whether they will or no } and if it be true, that 
he Impcrialifis and the Northern Allies were dealing underhand, to get 
into the Celfation that was to have begun the i Jl of July laft, if the 
Dutch had then concluded their Peace, it is to me probable they will 
give into this the Nuncio now propofeth ; for the hnperialijls will by 
that Means favc the Point of Honour which they Hand upon, fo as to 
enter into Treaty, and not receive the Conditions of France by Way of 
Dictate, and their Points in Difference arc not great. 

Herewith I take leave to inclofe a Protcftation, that M. Heugb 
left with me on Dhurfday laft, after the Poft was gone, again!! the 
Dutch , for that they ligned this Peace without them, their Allies, it 
is ligned by M. Ileugh , Blafpicl, Fetkum , and ‘Termulen (the Mufiffcr 
Miniller). 

M. Hcugh made me a Relation of the Manner that this new Armi - 
Jiice hath been propofed to him, by reading to me, out of a Paper, 
that which had paft between him M. Blafpiel , and others, upon that 
Subject. 

H e thought fit afterwards, for the Help of my Memory, to order 
the Secretary of that Embalfy to di&ate that Paper to Mr. Chudleigh , 
and I humbly take leave to refer myfelf to it, as it goes here inclolcd. 

Next Day, M. Blafpiel took an Hour of me, and made me a Rela,- 
jion of what had pafs’d berween him and others, upon the Subject of 
this Armijlice ; he had no Orders, he faid, upon any fuch Point, but in 
. irtuc of a general Order he had, he was ready to give his Confent to 

any 
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any Thing that fhould appear to be for the Peace or Good of the com- 
mon Caufe j therefore he muA fee what the Conditions are upon which 
this Armijiicc is to be, and for how long a Time it is intended : That 
all that he can yet hear of the Conditions is, that which M. Kinski 
told hin£, that they may have their Choice to have the fame Conditions 
which went before the Peace of the 'Pyrenees , or elfe thofc before the 
Peace of Jix la Chapelle. But that he, M .Blafpiel, had declared him- 
fclf exprefly, he would not receive the Propofal of it from the Nuncio, 
who is not acknowledged by him, nor has he any Commerce with him 
as Mediator, his Auditor he hath feen fometimes, but not upon Bufinels, 

H e began this Subject, with an humble Acknowledgment of his Ma- 
jelty’s Favour to the TleClor his Mailer, in declaring himfelf fo ready 
to fupport him in the Point of the Neutrality of Cfove. 

This Day at Noon, the Swedes Ambaifadors having taken the Hour 
of One, came to acquaint me with the State and Condition their Peace 
with Holland is in at this Time, and to leave with me a Copy of the 
Project of their Treaty of Peace, tho’ not of that of the Commerce : 
M. Oxcnjiicrn began with telling me, that the French Ambaifadors hav- 
ing obtained an Article from the 'Dutch Ambaifadors, before the figning 
of that Peace between them, that they would proceed with all Di- 
ligence poifible to - Hniili their Peace with Sweden j that they, the 
Swedes , and the Dutch , had iince met fevcral Times, and brought their 
Bulinefs fo near a Head, that they doubt not but all will have a good 
Blue. 

T hey could not fay that the Paper they gave me was fully agreed 
between them, but that M. Bcvcrning was gone with it to the Hague , 
and had charged himfelf with reprefenting it to the States j and they 
doubted not but the remaining Difficulties would be cleared : When ho 
had ft id this, he told me, that out of the great RcfpcCt they had to his 
Majefty’s Mediation, they thought it their Part to acquaint me with 
all the Steps that were made, and to defire me to tranfmit their Project 
to his Majelly, being relolved, they faid, to carry Things fairly, and 
with his Knowledge as Mediator ; and exculing that they had not 
brought mo their Project fooner, having been fo bulie that they could 
not, bccaulc of fomc Difpatches they had to make. 

Here you’ll pleafe to obferve, (as I did to them) that they did not 
delire me to intervene, or pafs any Office in the leaft between them and 
the Dutch, nor to charge myfelf with any more, than the conveying of 
their Project to his Majelly. 

As for the Treaty of Commerce, they faid, they arc content to pafs 
it upon the Project that the States had given them j they differ only in 
two Articles, and they have by Word of Mouth given their Ultimatum 
upon each to M. Beverning. , and expect his Return upon it. 

This Way of proceeding hath, to my Apprehenfion, much of Arti- 
fice in it j for thus they do not only decline his Majelly ’s intervening 
for the Peace, by his formal Way of commiffionating what is done, but 
they conceal the Points of Commerce ; and in all Probability the Dutch 
do in this Point llipulate for themfclvcs thofc Privileges and Advan- 
tages in Trade, which his Majelly ’s Subjects have no Title to by Treaty. 

. When I told himj I was now polfelfed of the Ambalfador of Den- 
mark's Power, and that therefore I did not well comprehend the Mean- 
ing of what they had told me lately, that the Dane did Treat at Paris ; 
they both told me, they w ere now better able to inform me of what 
was done there, than they were when they firlt gave me that Hint. It 
was, that M*Gioc is now at Paris, and offers to Treat there the Dif- 
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fercnccs between Sweden and Denmark :, and to make the Moft Chriftian 
King Mediator ■, and that he has full Power to Treat and conclude in 
the behalf of the King of 'Denmark ; and hath offered to give the 
Swedijb Minifttr there, or any other he fhall employ, full Purports to 
pafs to Sweden, and to fetch the neceflary Orders for the maft&ng and 
concluding the Treaty at 'Paris ; that hereupon the Swcdijh Minifter at 
Paris writes to thefe Ambafladors for their Advice and Orders ,• they 
fend him Word back again, that he fhould not enter into' any Negotia- 
tion, or make any Step there, it being the King of Sweden's Meaning, 
that the Peace iliould be made here, and under his Majcfty’s Mediation. 
They asked me News concerning the Jrmiftice propofed here by the 
Nuncio, they faid, the French Ambafladors had propofed it to them on 
Uedncfday laft ; that their Anfwer was, that they were not inflrudtcd 
in that Point : However, having Orders to follow France , in Things 
that lliall be good for the common Caufe, they would not have been 
again!! it. That France feemed then to like it, and told them, the 
Nuncio had allured them the Imperialifls and Spaniards would give into 
it i but they have not heard one Word of it fincc. 1 am, (yc.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

I Spoke this Morning with M. de Haren , about the 1 3 th Article of 
their Treaty of Peace ; he acknowledges the not limiting of the 
Guaranty to this War, to have been an Overfight of theirs, huddling up 
their Treaty as they did ; that the States their Mailers obferving to 
them the Slip, they chofe to rc&ifie it by a Letter which they writ to 
the French Ambafladors on Wednefday lalt, they having fir ft promifed to 
anfwer it as they did ; that the Intention was, the Neutrality Iliould be 
underftood limitted to this War, and that they, the Dutch , fhould be 
tyed to it no further, it appearing fo by one of the Moft Chriftian King’s 
Letters (he could not tell which) to the States. M. Rewriting and he 
thought this would fuflicc ; he could not, he faid, fliew me the Letter 
that the French Ambafladors had (all three of them) writ to them, the 
Dutch i for that M. Scheming had carried it along with him to the 
Hague to make his Report. The French Ambafladors had been with 
M . de Haren late laft Night, to tell him, the King their Mailer had or- 
dered his Ratifications to be ready, and had named M. d Avaux (who is 
here) his Ambaflador with the States, and had fent 1000 more Paflports 
for Dutch Ships. I am, (jyc.

Right Honourable Sir, 

H AVIN G none from you fince that of the 6 th Current, I have little 
to add to the Trouble I gave you by my Letter of the 12 th, and 
by another of the 1 $th 3 which I deligned to come Time enough for the 
fame Pacquet-Boat. However, herewith I take Leave to inclofc the 
Duplicate, as alfo a Copy of the Ceflation at Mons. fince come to my 
Hands. 


I fhould 
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I ihould have told you in that of the 1 3 tb, how that after I had 
talked with M. de Haren, and had from him the Account I fent you, 
touching the 1 $tb Article of their Peace with France that I delired 
him to have a juft Regard of the Alliance the States are in with his 
Majefty, when they do make up their Treaty with Sweden ; and that 
they would be pleafed to take good heed, that no ambiguous Words be 
admitted, (to the Prejudice of our Treaties) as fomc of thofe in the 
Project feem’d to me to be. He told me, they were not fo near agree- 
ing as might be thought ,• that they, the 5 Dutch, having given in a Pro- 
ject for the'Peace, the Swedes had fo altered it, as to make it quite ano- 
ther Tiling ; and that .they did not offer any Thing fatisfattory for the 
repairing of the Subjects of this State, who had been fpoiled at Sea, or 
had had their Goods taken from them at Stralfmd , and other Swedijb 
Places, contrary to the Liberty provifionally agreed for their Commerce ; 
that M. Secerning had charged himfelf to report thefe fcveral Matters 
in Difference to the States, and that he would be back with their Rc- 
folutions very fuddcnly ; and Care would be taken that nothing pafs in 
that Treaty to our Prejudice. 

He told me, that M. Secerning had fince made his Report on Satur- 
day^ and in doing it, had had fomc hot and high Words with the Burgo- 
maftcr Valhemer , infomuch that M. Secerning was very earneft for Leave 
to lay down his Commiflion, and to withdraw out of all Bufincfs forth- 
with, and not fo much as return again to Nimeguen ; but that that 
Matter will be taken up, and that yefterday was to have been the Day 
for the States to deliberate upon the Points in Difference between the 
Spaniards and French, as alfo between their own Ambaffadors and the. 
Swedes. 

M. Cannon hath a Promife from the ‘Dutch Ambaffadors here, thatr 
they will be earneft with the States to have the Duke of Lorain's Con- 
cerns recommended in the beft Manner to the Ambaffadors they are 
now fending into France ; he moft humbly bcfceches his Majefty, that 
my Lord of Sunderland may at the fame Time renew his Offices in 
Favour of that Duke ; M. Serincbamp having given him Hopes, that 
notwithftanding the Anfwcr of the Court of France to my Lord be not 
favourable, yet that his Majefty will not defift. 

Being yefterday upon an ordinary Vifit with M.® lafpiel, he told me, 
that he was juft upon coming over, to let me know what he had then 
newly underftood, of the Progrefs of that Armijlice which the Nuncio 
had propofed, and whereof I gave you fomc Account in my Letter of 
laft Week. He underftood, he faid, from a very good Hand, that the 
French had declared their Acceptance of it, requiring this only Condition, 
that it may not be fhortcr than 6 Weeks Time ; for the reft of the Con- 
ditions, they were content that thofe that were agreed before the Peace 
of the ‘Pyrenees ihould now take Place : This, he faid, he was willing 
to inform me of, as he had promifed to do, when any Thing more of this 
Armifiicc ihould come to his Knowledge. But in this lie delired to go 
further with me, and to offer it to Sir W. ‘Temple (whom he fuppofed to 
be now upon his Return hither from the Hague ) and to me, whether it 
would not become us to enter into the lame Notion of this Armijlice, 
that moft of the Parties feem to have ; and to propoic it as a Thing tend- 
ing to the General Peace, to thofe ‘Protejlant Allies that own no other 
Mediator but his Majefty. 

L told him, 1 did not know when Sir W. Temple would be here ; and 
as he did not defire me of my own Head to propoic it, fo I ihould not 
prefumc to do it, without I knew more than I do of his Majcfty’s Plea^ 
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fure upon that Point. I told him in the general, that which 1 have had 
Occafion formerly to tell the French Ambalfadors upon this Point, that 
it was my Opinion, that when a Ceffation of Arms is propofed in the 
Name of a Mediator (as this mull be, if it be done at all) it is implied, 
that lie will be the Guarand of it ; and that 1 did not think it was fafe, 
or becoming, for a Minifter to engage his Mailer in a Guaranty, with- 
out his Knowledge or exprefs Order. This was my Anfwcr to him, 
and 1 humbly bcfecch you. Sir, that I may have the Honour to know 
his Majefty’s Plcaiurc upon this Point; as alfo what his Majefty’s Plcafure 
is, that 1 Ihould do or aft here in the Abfcnce of Sir W- Temple , who 
ihewed me an additional Inftruftion he brought along with him, to enter 
again upon our former Funftion ; but the Inltruftion being jointly to him 
and me, I think I ought to excufe myfelf from meddling in any fuch 
Thing till he do return, or I have further Orders. 1 am, &c.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

S I N C E my lall, which was of the 15 th Inftant, I have no Fnglijh 
Letters come in ; but Mr. Hydes unexpected Arrival at the Hague , 
and his Proportion to the Deputies of fecret Affairs there, affords fuffi- 
cicnt Matter of Talk among the Vulgar, and of refining among the 
Miniftcrs here. 

. Mr. Hyde w as plcafed to favour me with Notice of his Arrival, and 
with as much of his Commiifton as was fit to commit to a Letter, fo that 
it came to my Hand before any one clfe had it here. 

Vaster is a y in the Forenoon, M. Rlafpiel took Occafion to call upon 
me, and to impart to me, what he had received by an Exprefs from M. 
Room/k'inckelj (the Rrandenburgh Minifter at the Hague ) of Mr. Hydes 
Propofition. His Remark upon it was, that the Offer we made to break 
with France was the moft vigorous that ever was ; he doubted not, he 
faid, but it would have a good Effeft one Way or other : But when I 
asked him, w hether it w ould have that Effeft, as that upon it the States 
w ould forbear to ratifie the Treaty with France , and the Spaniards ftand 
upon their Differences with France , fo as not to wind up their Peace 
any W ay they can get it finifhed : He anfwercd, that he durft not under- 
take for either, this Country being, he faid, miferably impoverifhed by 
the War, and the Spanijh Governors being difpofed to give in to any 
Manner of Peace, provided there be fomething left for a Governor in 
the Low Countries : In a Word, he faid the Dutch were quite weary 
of the War, and the Spaniards in no wife able to carry it on. 

M. Recerning being arrived here on Saturday in the Evening, he 
and his Collegue were plcafed to come over to my Houfe. M. Secer- 
ning told me, they were come to communicate with me, by the fperial 
Directions of their Mailers, upon what concerns the Spaniards at this 
Time ; they prefumed, he laid, I had fent his Majefty an Account of the 
Project and Countcr-Projcft, and of the Points in Difference between 
the French and the Spaniards ; they hoped I might by this Time have his 
Majefty’s Reflexions upon them. M. Secerning faid, the States were of 
Opinion, the Spaniards fhould enter into the Neutrality, in fuch covert 
Words as the Dutch fhould contrive for them, and that they alfo fhould 
come to a Temperament about Dinant , in accepting a Twelvemonths 

Time 
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Time for the waking of their Instances j but that the States would Hand 
by them, in cafe France ihould perfift in demanding Beaumont, Booigncs , 
&c. and therefore they, the Ambaffadors, defired to know of me, whe- 
ther 1 had any Orders upon thofe Points : I told them, I had no Orders 
upon flhofc Points, nor any Return upon that Subjett. From this he went 
to the Proportion that Mr. Hyde had made at the Hague ; he was of Opinion, 
he faid, que le Cas ri ejloit pas eebu , in Regard the Declaration they got 
from the French for Evacuating the Spanijh Places was (tho* it was by 
Word of Mouth only) fufficicnt, being joined with the Stipulation they 
had in Writing for the giving up of Maefiricht to them. 

Last Night at 7, the Dutch Ambaffadors did me the Favour to call 
upon me again, and told me, they had acquainted M. de los Balbafes 
with the Senfc of their Mailers as above, and thought they had dif- 
pofed him upon the two Points, the Neutrality and Din ant, apajjer par 
la, *but had afTurcd him withal, the States would maintain him in his 
refilling the new Prctcnfions of Beaumont » 

They came to me ilrait from the French Ambaffadors, where they 
had been to complement them in the Name of the States, for the King 
their Maftcr had been plcafed to order his Ratifications to be in fuch 
Rcadinefs ; as alfo upon the Nomination of M. d Avaux to be his Am- 
baffadjr at the Hague. Then they let thcmfclves into a Difcourfe with 
the French Ambafladors, about the Points in Difference between them 
and the Spaniards, and let them fee, that the States did think, that 
they, the French , were not well founded in their new Pretenfions of 
Beaumont, telling them, that the States did take the Thing to Heart, 
and that the King our Mafter fhewed a Concern in it ; and that they 
wifhed very much the French would defift from it, for Fear of ill Con- 
fequcnccs. 

The French Ambaffadors, on the other Side, fupported this Pretcn- 
fion with the ufual Protcftations j one of them fwore, they had no Or* 
ders to go off from it, and therefore perfifled in it all along this Con- 
verfation : In the clofc of all, the French came to a new Propofition 
(as the Dutch term it), that they had to make to them,- it was, that 
the Moll Chriftian King would not only make good the Contents of his 
Letter to the States fro m Dein/e, the 18 tb of May lafl, in thofe two 
Points, the one of continuing always in the fame Difpofition, to grant 
the fame Conditions to Spain, that were offered in thoic Printed ones of 
April lafl, the other, of not attacking any flrong Place in the Low Coun- 
tries, when Holland ihould once become Neuter > but would alfo imme- 
diately, upon the Ratification with the States, render into their Hands 
all thofe Places that ought to return to Spain, when it comes into the 
Peace, and arc intended to make up the harrier ; and this is altogether 
new* To this the Dutch Ambaffadors anfvvcrcd, that their Mailers 
could not, they thought, upon any Terms accept of that Propofition ; it 
being fuch, if it be accepted, as will give an intolerable Jealoufie to 
England, difobligc Spain to the utmofl, and put the Dutch (in lieu of 
the good Husbandry they propofed to thcmfolvos) to a vaft Expence, to 
keep Places that are none of their own. After they had thus exculcd 
thcmfclves from this new Propofition, they, the Dutch , repeated again 
the Rcprefentations they had made, of the Inconvenicncics that would 
follow, in cafe th<5y, the French , ihould ftill perfift to have Beaumont , 
&c. and defired them carneftly to write to their Court of it, and of tho 
ill Confequences fuch a Demand would draw after it. 

M. Becomings Clofe was, that they would not (at leaft they did not 
promife to) write to their Court about it, and fo they parted] they, 
Vol. II. * I i i 2 the * 
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the 'Dutch , telling them, they would give an Account to their Mailers 
of \\ hat had pafs’d between them in this Converfation, as they did by 
an Exprefs lull Night, favouring me with the Benefit of the lame Con- 
veyance, to write of this, as I did, to the Hague. 

M. Secerning s Expreflions to me were, that the French perfifted^in this 
new Demand for 'Beaumont , and that after two Inftances made to them, 
with Mention of the ill Confcquences that this Demand would have, 
they held to their Conclulion Hill, but methought they did not look up- 
on them as like to perfift finally, and remain immoveable in this Point, 
which I do take leave to note, bccaufc they faid, they were to make a 
Vilit in particular fome Time this Day to M. aAvaux ; and would fee, 
w hether he had any better Anfwcr or not to give them. 

M. Slafpiel \ in the laft Converfation I had with him, took Occalion to 
complain of what M. du Crofs had fpread abroad to the Prejudice of 
the Neutrality of Cleces , and he font me fome Hours after a Rcfulu- 
tion of the States upon that Subject, the Tranflato whereof goes here 
inclofed, whereby 1 might lee, he faid, what the States were willing 
do in that Point, and how they treated what M. du. Crofs had given 
out as a great Untruth. 

M. Secerning fpeaking laft Night upon the lame Subject, faid there 
was a great Wrong done them, the Dutch Ambafladors, in that Surmife, 
about a PalTage for the French Troops by the Way of Viffet , for he faid, 
in the feveral Debates they had had with the French about the Evacu- 
ating of Maefiricht , they may have mentioned feveral Ways (by way 
of Dilcourle) whereby the French might remedy the Want they would 
have of Maefiricht for fuch Occafions, but never was any Thing ftipu- 
latcd, or fo much as offered from them, for the PafTagc of the French 
Troops one Way or other. 

M. de Horen having fome Days fincc permitted me Copies of the 
Letters that had pafs’d between him and his Collegue of the one Side, 
and the French AmbafTadors of the other, upon the i $th Article, and 
the Extent intended for the Neutrality therein mentioned, found upon 
Search that M. Secerning had carried thofc Letters along with him to 
the Hague , not leaving any Copy behind him ; now upon his Return, I 
took leave to renew my Suit to them both, and they were pleafed to 
fend me this Morning the Copies of each,- the Tranfcripts of which 
go herewith encloied. I remain always, &c.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 19th, I have the Favour of two 
from you, the one of the 1 2 th, the other of the 13 tb Current for 
both which I moll humbly thank you, as alfo for the Papers in them 
relating to the Duke of Holfiein , Count Antoine , and the Hamburghcrs ; 
according to which, and your Reflexion upon them, I fhall endeavour 
to govern my felf. 

• I can never fufficiently bemoan my Misfortune, in that I have not been 
able to give that Light which his Majcfty expelled from this Place, fo 
foon as he expelled, touching the Contents of the new Treaty between 
France and Holland i what Light I had, as alfo how and when I had it, 
appears by mine of the nth j and I muft humbly bcleech his Majefty, 
to pardon that I could no fooncr make my Difcovery. What you are 

pleafed 
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pieafcd to direct as to out not meddling by any Offices whatfoever in the 
Peace now going on between France and Spain, (as being avowedly a fepa- 
rate one) is very eafy to be obferved on our Part ; yet there arc Matters 
intervowen with that Peace, that his Majefty bath been pieafcd to rc- 
commbnd to us, as having taken them into his fpecial Protection. I 
may Alliance in the Bulinefs of the Dutchefs of Savoy, as towards Spain ; 
and the Cafe of the Prince de Ligne , towards France ,• I have not yet 
made any Applications cither to the French or the Spaniards in cither 
Cafe, and would be very glad to have fome Directions from you, or 
clfe the Judgment of my Collegues (who I hope may be here ere long) 
to determine me, for it would be hard for us on the one Side to ex- 
cufe ourfelves to thofe Parties, when they know his Majdty’s Orders to 
be exprefs to us nor fliould we be much welcome either to the French 
or the Spaniards , if we Ihould appear to meddle in fuch a Splinter of their 
Btflinefs, and yet decline our Offices in the main. 

The other Branch of your Directions is not to me without its Diffi- 
culty. His Majclty would have us by all Means to intirpofe oi.rf.lves, 
and even the fooner the better, to return to the Exercife of our Function 
as general Mediators. But I cannot think it is his Muj-fty’s meaning, 
we fliould offer to interpofe ourfelves othervvilc than by infinuating to 
the fcveral Parties, that we are in a Rcadincfs to do any Offices, and 
that we have Orders from his Majelly to let the Parties know, we fliall 
do any Thing that lies in our Power, in Order to promote the General 
Peace ; further than this, I think we cannot go ; and I think it mull be 
with feme CircumlpcCtion, in Regard of the King’s Dignity, if we offer- 
ourfelves fo far. 

I told you in fome of my laft, how the Swedes arc pieafcd to balk 
us w ith a Complement, in acquainting us forfooth with all that palfcs 
between them and the ‘Dutch, but not making ufe of our Offices ; the 
*] Dutch , on the other Side, have not fo much as made us any fuch Com- 
plement. 

The Imperialifts and the French , you know, have another Mediator j 
and you have, I doubt not, obferved in fome of our Letters long ago, 
fcveral little Drifts ufed by the Imperialifts , to play all their Part into 
his Hands j the French then would not comply with them, but I can 
fcarce think they will be now of the fame Mind ; and if they fliould 
agree, either to treat immediately between themfelves, or to make ufe 
wholly of the other Mediator, 1 do not fee in that Cafe any Place for 
us to interpofe ourfelves, or to return again to the Lxerofc of our 
Function as to them. 

Last Night very late, the Dutch Ambalfadors were pieafcd to call 
upon me, and to acquaint me, they had then newly received the Anfwer 
of the States their Mailers upon the Propofition that the French had made 
them herej which was, that the Moll Chriflian King would not only 
execute the two Points he had promifed in his Letter from Deinje of 
the i%tb of May laft, (the Points were, that Holland coming into a 
Neutrality, the Moll Chriflian King would attack no.more Places in the 
Low Countries , and would be always ready to give the Spaniards thofe 
Conditions he had offered them in April laft) but would alfo, upon the 
Exchange of the Beatifications between him and the States General, put 
all the Places into their Hands, that are intended to return to Spain , 
and to make up the Barrier : To this Proportion, the States have di- 
rected thefe Ambalfadors to anfwer, that they cannot accept of it by 
any Means ; for that which was the Letter from Dcinfe , was made up- 
on a Supposition that Spain would not enter then into a Peace ; but that 

now 
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now Spain having declared its Acceptance of the Conditions of jfpril 
laft, and that it is moft ready to entertain the Peace upon thofc Condi- 
tions, that which is now offered by the French , is hors de propos , the 
State of the Queftion being now quite chang’d. To this the {Dutch 
Ambaffadors ate directed to add their Inftances, that the French '^; ould 
delift from the new Pretcnfions they have lince fet up, and keep them- 
felves within the Bounds of thofc Conditions they offered in Jpril. 

Another Thing they told me was, that the States had fent them 
a Refolution of their own, whereby thefe Ambaffadors arc directed to 
do their utmoft here, for the promoting and fixing of that Collation of 
Arms which hath been fo much talked on, as propofed by the Nuncio 
about a Fortnight ago, the States judging it would be a Thing very 
conducing to the General Peace. They came, they faid, to inform 
thcmfelves from me, in what State the Jrmijiice was ; I could give them 
no other Account of it, but what 1 had had of it from thcmfelves f of 
which 1 gave you an Account in fevcral of my late Difpatchcs. They 
told me, they intended to make mention of it, and of the Judgment of 
the States upon it, in the ordinary Afl'cmbly of the Allies this Afternoon , 
they thought the Impcrialifts would be no great Friends to it, and this 
moves from fomc Changes the Bifliop of Gnrck hath wrought, fincc his 
Return from Cologn, upon his Collogues ; for it was generally believed 
here, it moved mainly from them in the Bifliop’s Abfence. 

T h e Bifliop, in a Vifit he was pleafed to favour me with on Mon- 
day Night, did not indeed feem to have any Inclination for it, com- 
plaining ftill of the Way the French took, and have not yet departed 
from, of impofing and obtruding Conditions upon thofc that are in War 
with them $ otherwife the Emperor is willing to enter into any tolerable 
Peace ; and there might be Expedients found out, faid he, about the 
two Places (which make the only great Queftion) Fribourg and Philipf- 
burgh. He Repeated to me what he had in former Convocations often 
laid, that it was not to be expected, but that Spain would grow quick- 
ly weary of maintaining the Places they have in the Lew Countries . 

One Thing M. Cannon told me on Luefday Night, which is very re- 
markable, concerning the Dutch Ambaffadors, that they have fupplied 
the great Omiflion they had made in their hafty Treaty by an Aft ex 
pojl fathy for now it is faid, that they have an Aft in Writing from the 
French Ambaffadors, (bearing the fame Date with their Treaty) whereby 
’tis ftipulatcd, that the Places that are to return to the Spaniards ihall be 
reftored them, upon the Exchange of the Ratifications between Spain 
and France. M. Petcum told me the fame Thing, but neither of them 
would fay the Thing pofitively, nor whence they had it, nor would M. 
‘Pet cum lay, the Aft was ex pojl fatlo : The Dutch Ambaffadors told me 
indeed the other Day, that the States do intend to have the Explica- 
tion of the 1 3 th Article about the Neutrality inferted into the Ratifi- 
cations, and this poflibly may be the Reafon that the French difpatched 
two Couriers between Sunday and Monday laft, the one upon the Sub- 
ject of Peautnonty Htovigncs 3 &c. which is acknowledged, the other may 
be to get new Ratifications with this Claufc inferted. This is but my 
Conjecture. 1 am, &c.

Rigf?t Honourable Sir," 

T ho’ I writ by the Ordinary yeftetday, I am forced to trouble you 
again by this Exprefs. 

Yesterday in the Evening, between j and 6 3 was with me M. 
Stradtjman , in the Name of the Imperial Embafly, to acquaint me, that 
the Dutch Ambaffadors had been with him and his Coliegucs the Night 
before, to offer them their Offices, both for a General Peace, and for a 
Ccffation of Arms, yet defiring this Offer might fo be underftood, as not 
to intend any Prejudice in the leaft to his Majefty’s Mediation. 

That they had anfwcred them, they were not averfe, cither from 
thd* one or the other ; but that their Orders would not permit them to 
do any Thing but with joint Concert with their Allies, and with the 
good Liking of his Majefty, who hath fhevved fuch unparallcll’d Zeal 
for the procuring of a General Peace to Chriftcndom. 

That thereupon he and his Collegues had thought fit 1 fliould be 
acquainted with this Offer, and the Anfwer to it ; adding, that as the 
Emperor had entered into this War for no other but Publick Ends, 
(he named two, the defending of the Empire, and la Seurete publiquc 
celle de Jcs voijins dr de toatc la Chrijliente) fo he was ready to go out 
of it, if the King fliall judge thofe great Ends like to be in fome Mca- 
fure attained by any other Means than that of continuing the War. 

That if his Majefty, and the Emperor’s Confederates in this War, 
fhall judge that a Peace, fuch as may be had at this prefent, will be a 
Means to fecure the Ends abovefaid, and that a Ccffation of Arms will 
conduce to fuch a Peace, the Emperor will give into the Ceffation, and 
confcqucntly to any Peace that fhall be reafonable : But if his Majefty 
and thefc Confederates fliould think the purfuing of the War to be more 
likely Means to come by fuch a Peace, the Emperor will go on in the 
War in Conjunction with his Allies, and will enter into Meafurcs with 
his Majefty, if he fo pleafe, for his coming into it. 

That lie made it his Rcqucft to me, in the Name of his Collegues 
and his own, to reprefent this to his Majefty ; the Emperor relying per- 
fectly upon his Majefty’s Judgment in choofing, and upon his Power in 
advancing the mod probable Means to a General Peace; particularly 
upon the judgment the King fhall make, whether a Ccffation of Arms 
at this Time be a proper Means, and may conduce to a General Peace or 
not ; defiring withal, I would ufe my Diligence, they being extreamly 
concerned, he faid, to know fomething, if they may be fo happy, of 
his Majefty’s Judgment. 

For my Diligence, I made no Difficulty to promife it ; but I defired 
he would let me take from him in Writing what he had told me ; but 
lie cxcufed himfelf, for that the whole Embafly was not prefent : I let 
him know upon this Occafion, the frefh Orders we had from his Majefty, 
by all Means to embrace all Opportunities offered us, of ferving the 
Emperor in his Interefts, any way that his Ambaffadors fhould propofe ; 
but craved Leave to obferve to him, that the Point of his Majefty s en- 
tering into Mcafures with the Emperor for the carrying on of the War, 
would not come fo properly before the King from his Miniftcrs here, as 
from the Imperial Minifters now at the Court. 

A t 7 M. Heugh came to me upon the fame Occafion, and acquaint- 
ing me with .the Offer the Dutch Ambaffadors had made of their Offices, 

with 
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with the Regard they declared to have to his Majefty’s Mediation j he 
told me, his Anfwer was, that he could do nothing without the Confent 
of his Allies, nor yet without the Participation of his Majcfty ,• partly 
for that they were not to depart from the only Mediator the Kirjg his 
Muller had received ; and partly, for that in a very late Treaty (qf the 
4 tb of this Month) between ‘Denmark , Brandcnburgb , and Mnnftcr , 
the Parties had agreed upon a fpccial Deference to be paid to his Ma- 
jcfty, and therefore could not enter into any Armiftice without his Ma- 
jefty’s Knowledge ; the Article he font me prefently afterward, and goes 
here inclofed. 

T h e Dutch Ambafladors had told him, he faid, they intended to 
propofe this' Armiftice at the Conference of the Allies yefterday in the 
Afternoon, but that he had prevailed with them to forbear for the Rca- 
fons abovefaid, otherwife that he and M. Blafpicl muft oppofe the Pro- 
portion of the Armiftice , which they would not willingly do. 

M. Blafpicl had been with me a little before thefe two, upon the fame 
Subject ; he was inquilitivc to know, whether 1 had any Orders to pro- 
pofe a Collation ,• if I had, he concluded his Majcfty would prefently 
disband, which would be ill for the Allies : I told him, I had Orders 
to do any Office that belong’d to our Function for the promoting of the 
General Peace, but that for the propoling of a Cefl’ation, I was not yet 
inftruCted. He laid, if it were propofed with France alone, he would ac- 
cept, it ; if with Sweden, his Orders were not to do it ; but in cither 
Cafe, the Elector would hearken very much to his Majcfty : Then tell- 
ing me what new Obligations he had entered into to do it, he referr’d 
him lei f to what M. Hettgh fhould tell me of the Article inclofed. 

He, as well as M. Hettgh, defired me to acquaint his Majefty upon this 
Occafion, with the Dependance of their Mailers upon what his Majefty 
Ihould pleafe to refolvc for the Publick Good, that if it be by the way 
of Arms, they hope their Conjunction will not be unufeful j if by way 
of a Collation or Peace, they are ready to give in to both upon any rea- 
sonable Terms. 

This Application was, I doubt not, made of Concert between thcle 
3 Ambafladors ; their Drift feems to me to be, to difeover whether his 
Majefty will declare himfelf to their Mailers, that he will enter into 
Meafures with them for breaking with France , tho’ the Dutch Ihould 
make their Peace ; if his Majefty do fo, they have that which they moll 
defire ; but if his Majefty lliould find that the Dutch will not continue 
in the War, but will ratifie, and Ihould confequently have no Mind to 
enter into the War with the Emperor and the Northern Allies, they 
would then be glad to have his Majefty’s Name and Countenance to 
bring them into this Ccflation. But then I muft humbly dclirc it may be 
conlidered, that this Ccflation will be driven on (as muft needs be) by 
the Dutch Ambafladors ; nay, I am confident it would work out its own 
Way, tho’ no Hand were to it j but for us to propofe it here, while the 
Qu.ftion of the Cas cchu on non , is depending bctw'een us and the Dutch , 
and that his Majefty hath not the Anfw r cr of the Dutch upon it, would 
be of little Service to the Publick, yet of fome Difadvantagc (I fear) to 
his Majefty. We now pretend that the Dutch Ihould declare que le Cas 
eft cchu, and that they will not ratifie with France ,. but go on with the 
War, and they doing this, we would do our Part in breaking. 

’T i s whifpered here underhand, that tho’ the Dutch Ihould refufe to 
rati he, yet that England would not, for all that, come to a Rupture ; 
this is an impudent Surmife, but no Ground or Colour fo much as pre- 
tended for it j and if we Ihould at this Time, that we arc in Expecta- 
tion 
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tiori the Dutch will refufe to ratifies and go on in the War, promote or 
propofe this Ceflation, every body would conclude, that it was never our 
Meaning to enter into the War : For it cannot be imagined^ that we 
will redommend a Celfation to the reft of the Allies, at a Time that 
we intend to imbark in the War, and make Account the Dutch ihould 
go along with us. On the other Side, ’tis to me a ftrong Argument, that 
the Dutch are refolved to get out of the War, and to ratifie, fince they 
have fo ftri&ly enjoined their Ambaftadors to promote this Collation with 
all their Might : Therefore I humbly conceive we ihould fee the Spanijh 
Peace ligned, and the French Peace ratified by the Dutchy before we 
meddle in this Collation; but this 1 leave with the perfettelt Submillion 
poflible to his Majefty. 

'T i s now One a Clock, and the Dutch Ambaftadors give themfelves 
the Trouble to let me know from themfelves, what pafs’d between the 
French and Spanijh Ambaftadors, who were aftemblcd in their fcvcral 
Appartments in their Houfc from 9 to 1 2 this Morning ; they having 
mediated all they could, they faid, between the Parties, upon the Points 
in Difference in their rcfpeCtivc Projects, and they arc now come to thefe 
.Terms • 

1 . For the Places controverted, the French defift from the Demand 
of Botivignes , A rgimont, dr le 'Pais de la Sambre, but infill: ftill upon 

'Beaumont. 

2. F or Dinant , the States offering them to warrant the Poflcflion of 
it, the French accept the Warranty ; but the Spaniards infill to have 3 
Years Time (to begin when the War is ended) to procure the Ceflion 
of it ; the French will not grant fo long a Term; the Dutch would have 
the Spaniards content themfelves with 1 2 Months. 

3. The Meffinois , that were fcarcc thought of, at leaft were pafs’d 
over laft Time among the Concerns of particular Perfons intended to 
be left out of the Treaty, make a great Obftacle now ; the French will 
have them reftored to their Goods and Eftates, faying, they had infinu- 
ated this as a Condition fine qua non , by the Nuncio to M. de los Bal- 
feSy fome Days before the Duke de Villa Hermofa had declared his Ac- 
ceptance of the other French Conditions ; but the Spaniards have direct 
Orders from Madrid , not to confent to any fuch Thing. 

4. The Neutrality lhail be concluded in the Terms of the 1 $tb Ar- 
ticle of th cDutch Peace with France , adding a Limitation for the Courfe 
of this War only. 

5. The Articles of the Fortifications and the Artillery to be left out. 

6. The Dehtes reelles , and the Enclavements , to be left to Commiflio- 
ners ; and the Sluices of Newport are agreed about. 

7. *Les Bois couppez , none to be cut down after figning ; and what is 
not carried off the Ground at the Ratification, to remain to the Spaniards. 

8. ha Demure de Vqffaux , to be regulated as in the 19 th Article of 
the French Project. 

9. T in re is like to be a Difference, which hath not been yet debated, 
touching the Cbqftcllanie of Act hi the Spaniards would have it return 
to them, as it was given to the French by the Treaty ot Aix ; the French 
would reftore no more but what is now belonging to that Chqftcllante 3 
two thirds having been difmembred of it fince it is become French , and 
annexed to that of Fotirnay. 

Having given me this Detail, they faid, both Parties were ftill very 
ftiff, but moit of their Cholcr was fpent about the Meffinois. As for 
'Beaumont y they faid, the Demand that the French made of it, was not 
upon anv Orders thev had, but by way of Anfwcr to what the Dutch 
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had told them on Sunday laft, of the Rcfolution of the States to Hand 
by the Spaniard , and to oppofe that Pretention j they hope, when that 
Courier comes, he will bring Orders to defift altogether; from that De- 
mand. ‘Beaumont is but a Comte of 13 Villages, and M .Bcvernhfg added, 
he did fee no Likelihood that his Majefty will continue the Waf for it, 
or for a longer Term about JJincwt, or for the Meffinois , or fuch Matters 
as are but of little Moment in companion of the Peace of Cbriftcndotn ; 
however, they, the ‘Dutch Ambalfadors, could bring the Parties no nearer, 
therefore muft report again to their Mailers. They fay, the French are 
furs, and that fome of their Domefticks give out, that we in very few 
Days lhall hear of News, that will be Matter of Aftonifhmcnt to the 
World. 

1 Hayed this Exprefs fome Hours, becaufe M. de los Balhafes had feat 
to take an Hour of me, to tell me what pafs’d this Day between him and 
the French. They arc forced to go into this Peace, becaufe the Dutch , 
without whom they cannot fubliti, will have it fo ; but that their chief 
Reliance is upon his Majefty s Protection, drc. I am, (jc.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

I Troubled you with a Letter on ‘Thurfday the 22 th by the Ordinary, 1 
and with another next Day by Exprefs ; I have fincc received the 
Favour of yours of the 20 th Current, and therein his Majefty’s Pleafurc,’ 
that I Ihould propofe a General Ceffation of Arms to all the Parties, for 
6 Months Time : I did it immediately upon the Receipt of your Letter, 
his Majefty’s Orders were fo clear and prccife, that I did not demur in 
the leaft to execute them, notwithstanding the little Rcafons I had taken 
Leave to lay before you, for my deferring the doing of that Office yet 
for fome Days. 

I fpokc with all the Parties that arc in Town yefterday, M. Cannon 
excepted $ but moft of them having deferr’d their Anfwer till this Day, 
I referve to account of them in the dole of my Letter, (if they come 
Time enough) and continue the Thread of what hath pals’d between 
the French and Spaniards on Saturday laft. 

I gave you an Account by the Exprefs, of all that palfed on Friday ; 
when they parted that Day, the Spaniards expected no more Conferen- 
ces, till M. Revcrning and they Ihould have a Return from the Hague ; 
but M. Revcrning changed his Mind, and coming to M. Balhafes at 9 on 
Friday Night, perfwaded him to give the French a Meeting on Saturday 
Morning, winch he did at the Dutch Ambalfadors. 

The fir ft Thing that the Spaniards put to the French was, to have 
the Chafiellanie of Aeth made over to them, in the fame Extent that 
they had made it over to France in the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle. The 
French being immoveable in this Point, the Spaniards would have broke 
up ; but the Dutch prevailed with them to ltay, and go on, faving to 
themfolvcs the Right to refume that Article. 

1 ; rom this they went to that of Dinant and Charlemont , the French 
would have les Appendances and Dependencies of either tranfmitted to 
them ; but the Spaniards fay there is no more in the French Conditions 
than they have accepted, but le Vtlle de Charlemont an cllc de Dinant , — 
but no mention of Dependencies. 


The 
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The "French) in the Article of the Tranche Comte , fet down Be/dnfon 
with its Dependencies ; the Spaniards replied, that is not neither in the 
French Conditions ,• for though it be faid, that la Tranche Comte entiere 
fhall be quitted to France , yet that docs not comprehend Bcfan^ony but 
this tlicy would quit, tho’ not without fome Rccompencc for it. 

The next Pull they had was about j Beaumont ^ the French would have 
it to have been all this while in their Poflcfllon, bccaufe they had a 
Garrifon in it ; the Spaniards pretended the Poffcflion to be on their 
$idc ,* for that the King of Spain had received his Droits from it all 
along, and France no more but its Contributions ; that the pretended 
Garrifon was never above 25 Men, and thofe-not to defend it, (for it 
was an open Place) but to gather the Profits belonging to the Lord of 
it. As in this Article they could do no good, fo in that about the 
McjfinoiS) the Parties were irrcconcilcablc ; and this was all they did (or 
rather thus they did nothing) in four Hours Conference in the Forenoon. 

I had this Account from M. Chriftine , upon a Rcfolution he faid of 
his Collcgues ; for tho’ I had told him plainly enough, and M. de los 
Balbafes too, that I was in no Capacity to do them Service in their 
Treaty, yet they could do no lefs, they faid, than acquaint his Majefty s 
Miniftcr with every Thing that paft, fincc it is to his Majefty that they 
owe it wholly, that they hold up their Heads here, for without him they 
fliould have had no Treaty at all, nor la Centecme partie , of what is 
like to be accorded them by this Treaty, as bad as it is. He and M. 
Balbafes complain heavily of the Earneftnefs whcrcu r ith M. Bcverning 
prefibs them, fuppoling he is not fo earned with the French. 

A t four yefterday in the Afternoon, the two AmbaiTadors met again, 
and were five Hours together j they brought their Bufinefs to this nar- 
row Compafs : 1 . The French did quit the Villages of Beaumont) but 
would keep the Chateau , and would give them an Equivalent elfewhcrc, 
therewith to purchafe thofe Villages again ; at laft the French came to 
this, that if the Spaniards will be content with the Chaftellanie of Aethy 
as now it is, they would give fuch an Anfwer both touching Beaumont 
and the MeJJinois, (which are the great Points in Difference) as the 
! Dutch Ambafladors would be fatisfied with. 

Thus they parted on Saturday Night at nine, and M. Chriftine and 
M. Haren did me the Favour, as foon as their Conference was over, 
to come fcverally, and give me this Account. 

When I was yefterday with the Imperialifts , about the Ceifation, 
they told me, the Spaniards had been with them, and had let them 
know, that all was agreed between them and the French . M. de los 
Balbafes told me, he had writ to T)on Emanuel de Lyra, that they rauft 
fubmtt ; yet when I was with the French AmbaiTadors, they would not 
own that they were fo near agreed, though they did not complain 
about any Thing fo much as about the Chaftellanie of Aethy the t Dutcb 
Ambafladors could not tell me yefterday when they would meet to 
finilh the fame, but have fent Courricrs this Day to Bruftels , and 
Fountain Blean. 

Inclosed I take leave to fend you a Copy of my Letter to 
the Duke de Ltixepiburgh , in Anfwer to his. His Secretary faid, he 
came hither on purpofe to fetch my Anfwer, which I doubt will not 
pleafe ; firft his Secretary would have me infinuatc the Duke’s Demand 
tor the Spanifh AmbaiTadors, which would have been a Fault ; next, he 
would have had me anfwercd the Duke, that I regiftred his Pretentions 
among the Afts of the Mediation : ’Tis true, they will lie in their 
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Order, as other Papers do that make a Part of the Amount hence, that 
is to lie in his M a jetty's Archives ; but the Spaniards would have 
Reafon to fay, I did them wrong to certify I had regittred this Thing 
to their Prejudice, and not call them to it ; befides, he would hafe had 
me laid in my Letter, I had Orders from his Majetty to ferve the ‘Duke 
of Jjixcmbnrgb ; I acknowledged to him I bad fo, but I did not think 
it proper to put it into a Letter, that I was fure would come to the 
Hands of the Spaniards. That which 1 like worft in this Secretary was, 
he would have perfwaded me, the Nuncio had writ an Anfwcr to the 
Duke fo and fo, which tho' it might be no Argument to induce me, 
yet I have Reafon to believe ’twas otherwife. 

’Tis now 12 a Clock, and 1 hear not from any of the Parties touch- 
ing the Ccffation, I know they have been (and fomc of them arc now) 
together upon this Subject : I lhall therefore be brief in my Account of 
what the fevcral Parties have already anfwered upon my propofing of it. 

I begun with the 'Dutch , both in Regard of the Confidence I live 
in with them, and of the Zeal their Matters have to promote a Colla- 
tion j they were glad of the Overture, and faid, they would promote 
it with all their Might in the Aflcmbly of the Allies this Evening ; they 
faid, it would be a hard Matter to ad juft the Conditions of a Collation, 
when we Ihould come to fix them j especially the Quartering of Armies. 
M. Ucccrning asking me, where the Eng/ijh Troops, that are now in 
Flanders , (efpecially the 3000 Horfe that are now a tranfporting) lhall 
be difpofed of during the fix Months. M. Haren faid, that ought to be 
no Part of his Care, but that it was a Bufinefs to be adjufted between 
England and France. 

T h e Impcrialijls would not refufe, they faid, a Ccffation, nor any 
other Means tending to a Peace, but can do nothing but in Conjun- 
ction Avith their Allies, and therefore they took Time to fpcak with them. 

The French are ready, they faid, to enter into it, provided it be 
general, and do take in all their Allies ; that they thought fix Months 
fo long a Time, four would be enough j and they take it for granted, 
it is not intended to change any Thing in the Collation now eftablifhed 
between the Armies in Flanders. 

T 11 e Swedes delired Time to look upon their InftruCtions, and to con- 
fult Avith their Allies. 

Th e Danes had no Orders, but expected Letters this Morning, with 
the Reflexions of that King upon the Advices he had given of the firft 
Mention that was made here of this CelTation, about a Fortnight ago, 

T h e Srandenburgher had given the fame Advices, but he could not 
hope till the latter End of this Week, to have the Elector’s Anfwer ; yet 
he would not be againft the CelTation. His Highncfs the Prince of Orange 
had caufed him to be writ to very lately, that it would be for the 
Elector's Service to give into it ; but he hoped, his Majetty Avould not 
difarm for all the CelTation, but that he would fee the Peace firft made. 

M. Cannon fubmits to it, purely becaufe 'tis propoled in his Majefty’s 
Name, otherwife he cannot think of it, he faid, without Horror, fincc 
it leads to a Peace, that Avill be the burying alive of his Mailer, and 
the exterminating of his Houle ; all his Hopes are in his Majetty s Pro- 
tection. * 

I have not feen the Mnnfter Minifter, but the Dutch AmbalTadors 
tell me, that Bilhop threatens to leave the Party, if they Ihould oiler 
to refufe the Cellation. 

Here is none Avith Character from the Houfe of Srunfieick in 
Town ; I Avas, Avith M. de los < Balbafes i though he be in a CelTation al- 
ready 
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ready as to Flanders, but he denies to come into this for the reft of that 
Monarchy. 

All the Parties did {peak with, great Refpcft of his Majefty’s Care 
and Zeali for the General Peace, and. there was no Body but did ac- 
knowledge the propofing of this Ceftation, to be a great Inftance of it, 
and that therefore they received the Propoiition with all Refpeft and- 
Veneration for his Majefty. I am, dye.

T ? HE Dutch Ambafladors were pleafed to call upon me, as they go 
off from the Aflcmbly of the Allies, to tell me there was nothing rc- 
folvcd there about the Ceftation, tho’ it was the only Subject of their Dif- 
courfe. All they did was, to dclire the Dutch to come to me, and know' 
what the Refolution of the trench and Swedes was. I fent the Biihop 
of Gurck Word laft Night by his Secretary, whom he had fent to me 
on Purpofe to know what the French had anfvvered, they had anftvercd 
very frankly for the Acceptance, and 1 gave the Dutch Ambafladors 
the fame Account. M. ae los Ralbafes came to me, as foon as they 
were gone, to let me know, he had changed his Opinion, and that he 
will not pretend or dclire to enter into this Ceftation, for Fear if he 
do, the Dutch fhould take a Pretext thence, and change their Ratifi- 
cations, and fo leave them the Spaniards in the Lurch j he fays ablo- 
lutcly, he’ll never fign the Peace, unlcfs the French do quit to them the 
Chaftcllanie of Aeth entire. He finds now there are no iefs than 2 Villes 
and 60 Villages difmembred of it, which are much above the Value of 
jbeaumont , &c. that the French are willing to quit ; fo that I know 
not what to fay to this frelh. Difficulty. I am, &c.

Right Honourable Sir,’ 

I Troubled you on Monday with two Letters, one at the ufual Hour, 
the other fomc Hours later, M. Redeeming having ftopt the Ordinary 
till after the Conference of the Allies was finilhed. We have no Eng/ijh 
Letters fince come to Hand. 

I’m o’ I have been with the Swedes on Sunday , Monday , and T'uefday, 
to follicit them all I could to onter into the general Ceftation that is 
here propofed in his Majefty’s Name, yet I have not been able to get 
them to confcnt to it, nor to give me a categorical An Aver * they pro- 
mifed me their Anfwer yefterday, for they laid, they muft fpcak once 
more with their Allies, before they could come to any Refolution. M. 
eF Olivenkrantz (for 1 was with him in particular) did argyc much 
againft it, partly from .the many Difficulties we would have, to adjuft 
the Terms and Conditions of it ; partly from the too great length of 
it, and in that the French , he faid, as well as they, wanted a Power 
fufficient to confcnt to a Ceftation of fix Months* partly for that it is nei- 
ther in their Powers, nor in their lnftru&ions, to confent to any fuch Thing. 

I told him, that 1 defired at this Time no more but their Declaration 
in the general, that they would accept of a Ceftation upon the propofing 
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of it in his Majefty’s Name, which I was confident, no other of the 
Parties would refufe to do j that when that were done, we Ihould enter 1 
immediately upon the adjufting the Conditions, and that ampng the 
Conditions, the Term or Time would be a principal One, and then 
each Party would be heard to debate pro and con the longer or fhorter 
Term. For their Want of Power, I could not but obferve to him, that 
it is not yet three Weeks lince they declared their Acceptance of a 
Collation of Arms at the Inftance of the French j and that if they had 
Power then, they could not want it, I hop’d, at this Time. Another 
Thing, he faid, that if the Allies Ihould fiiccecd in their Dclign upon 
Ritgen, the Swedes Ihould not be able to enter into any Collation, un- 
lefs the Allies would diflodge thence ; all this pall between us on 
! J’ucfday Morning by Way of Conversation, but he promifed 1 Ihould 
have his Anfwcr and his Collogues as yefterday. ' 

I took this Occafion to enter into Difeourfe with him, at by his Ma- 
jefty’s Command, about their Treaty of Commerce, that is now making 
with Holland. I laid before him the Alfurances his Majelty fuggdts to 
himfelf of the Kindncls of Sweden towards his Subjects in the Point of 
Trade, and of the good Intentions of that King towards us, rather than 
any other Nation ; as M. d Olivenkrantz himfelf had often declared it 
to his Majelty and to his Miniltcrs on that Side. 

He acknowledged he had entertained his Majelty, my Lord Treafurer, 
and yourfelf, upon that Subject; but that 1'hings have fo fallen out fincc 
qttil avoit a prefent les mains liees , that the Dutch had made ufe of 
this Pinch to get all they pretended from them, and had prclfcd them 
long and hard for equal Privileges to the Subjects of Holland with the 
Natives of Sweden in their Ports and Countries ; that they, the Swedes 
Ambafladors, had delired the French to Hand by them, and to dilfwadc 
the Dutch from prelfing fuch unreasonable 1’hings * that the French were 
fo far from doing that, that they prelTed them, the Swedes , to yield to 
every Thing the Dutch demanded of them, telling them, that other- 
wile they could not Hand by them. That to Save thcmfelves from 
making the Dutch equal with the Swedes , which would have been in- 
tolerable i he fears they will be forced to confent to another Propofition, 
which is of M. 'Bevernings, that the Dutch lliall have equal Privileges 
with any other Nation whatsoever that is in Amity with Sweden ; 
Jmicijfima qtuqtte gens extra , arc the Words, he fays, that M. Becoming 
has couched that Demand in ; he fays, the Thing is not yet adjullcd at 
the Hague, nor do they know the final Refolution of the States upon 
it ; but he did not give me any Hopes, that they, the Swedes , would 
referve to thcmfelves a Liberty to gratifie the King’s Subjects in Point 
of Trade, tho’ lie acknowledged very fully, that our Traders ‘bring 
them much more Advantage than the Dutch do, and confequcntly ought 
in Jufticc and Reafon to be more encouraged. 

O n ! Titefday livening the French Ambafladors were with the Dutch, 
on the Differences between the Spaniards and them ; they offered, as the 
Dutch Ambafladors told me, to refer the Differences concerning Beaumont 
and the Mejjinois to the Arbitration and Dccifion of the States General, 
and to do it by an Article, the Treaty being concluded and figned as to 
the reft. For the Chaftellanic of Jeth, they could do nothing without 
Orders from Court, and they complained that the Spaniards had kept 
this in Deck, without mentioning it when they were upon the Article 
for the Ceflion of Places ; but in this the Dutch do cxculc the Spaniard 
from having had any fuch Defign, each Party had couched^ the Ceflion 

as 
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as they pretended it Ihould take Place, but they wfco mediated, did net 
obferve the Difference. 

The Dutch Ambafladoirs told me updo this Ocoafion; they had re- 
ceived that Day moll prefling Orders from the States, for the doing 6f 
their nitmoft to bring the Peace of Spam to a Concltifion, but that they 
did not know what further to do in it t they have prevailed with the 
'French to fend an Exprcfs to their Court, to have the laft Refolution of 
their King touching the ChafieUanie % which would come, they faid, very 
late, in Regard there is a Month already pafs’d of the Time prefix’d 
for ratifying their Peace with France ■, M. Secerning adding, that he fees 
fomc Difficulties arifing in feveral Provinces, and in fome Towns, about 
the Ratifications, that he docs not Well know what this Bufincfs will 
end in. 

On Monday M.. Mutters Secretary came to my Houfe, to ask an Hour of me, 
that M. Schutz, the Plenipotentiary ofthe Dukes of LunenhurgbZeU , might 
come and vifit me. I fent him Word, 1 knew of no Plenipotentiary of 
that Duke but M. Muller ; that I had heard indeed of M. Schutz , that 
had negotiated here for feveral Months as Minifter of that Duke, but 
he having not taken Notice of his Majefty’s Ambaffador all this while, 
I could not now fee him, till I knew his Majefty’s Pleafure in the Cafe : 
To this the Reply was, that he arrived but on Sunday Night from 
the Hague j he confelTed indeed M. Schutz had been here for feme 
Time, but had not negotiated ; that when the Allies were to give in a 
Protcftation againft the Hollanders , and would have had him to iign it, he 
excufed himfclf from doing it, as being a private Perfon, and having no 
Commiflion ; that he had indeed vilited feveral Ambalfadors, but that 
it was upon the Score of Acquaintance : To this 1 faid, 1 would humbly 
take Leave to lay the Cafe before his Majefty, and wait his Pleafure 
upon it. Yefterday he fent me his Flenipotwoir , faying, the Orders of 
his Prince were, that there being a Ceflation here a Treating, he Ihould 
concur in it with the reft of the Allies : I excufed myfelf from receiv- 
ing his Powers, till I have the Honour to know his Majefty’s Pleafure 
upon it. 

’T i s certain, that this Perfon has had the Reputation of being 
the Zell Minifter here for feveral Months ; I will not take upon me to 
fay, that his taking a Turn to the Hague at this Time, and then his 
coming to offer me a Vifit, and his Flenipoivcoir , has been done in order 
to elude our Prctcnfion ; but I dare not proceed to receive him, lincc I 
fee his Majefty is as ftritt as ever in the Cafe of C. de Antoine ; and f 
would not give him the Advantage to charge us with lefs Stridncfs to- 
wards others i but if his Majefty fhould pleafe to order me to receive his 
Powers, I fliall do it, and enter into Bufincfs for him ; wherein I bclccch 
you to favour me with your Dire&ions in this Cafe, and in that of M. 

- j Vermulen, which is the fame ; and if he fhould take a Turn to his Ma- 
tter, (as he hath pretended he would do) and then come back and offer 
me his Powers. 

Just now at One, M. dc los Salbafes does me the Favour to come and 
-^ell me, the Dutch Amball’adors had been with him late laft Night, to 
^ropofe to him a Reference of the Matters in Difference between him 
and the French j that the Arbitrators fhould be his Majefty, the States 
General, or any other that he and the French could agree upon ; that 
the Dccilion fhould be pronounced in 1 5 Days after the Ratification 
fhould come from Spain ; they infinuated unto him, that if the Judgment 
were left to the States, it fhould be pronounced to- the Satisfa&ipn of 
Spain. M l Salbafes having taken ’ferae- to-coolider and fpcak with his 

Col- 
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Collegucs, anfwered the e Dntcb now at Noon, that he would hot, as 
his Orders are, put to a Compromife any Thing that, was now between 
them in Controverfy, for that his King woiild not endure that hfs Ara- 
bafl’adors here Ihould in any Thing do lefs, than whalf by The French 
Conditions ihould come to be the Share of Spain ; that, the French Being 
in Polfcflion of what they pretend to retain of the Chaflellanie of Acth , 
tho’ the Sentence ihould be in Favour of Spain, yet neither the States, 
nor any other Power, would arm, and take upon them to recover the 
PoifeHion by Force from the French. In fine, he faid, he had abfolutely 
refufed to fubmit the Chaflellanie of Acth, or Beaumont , to a Reference ; 
the one and the other being clearly to come to Spain, even by the French 
Conditions. 

Now that it is part Two, M . ct Olivcnkrantz conies to me, and hav- 
ing underllood, as he faid, how I had attempted to come and fpcak with 
him and his Collogue, he told me, as he was pleafed to phrafe it, quit 
venoit rccevotr mes Ordres: I told him, that this being my Poll-Day, I 
fhould think my Difpatch very impcrfeCt, unlefs I were able to inform his 
Majeity, what Anfvver he and his Collegue would plcafe to give me 
upon the General Collation of Arms ; and it was that, and that alone, 
that made me prefs fo much as I had, to come to the Speech either of 
him, or his Collegue, or both. All the Anfwcr he gave me was, that 
M. Oxenjlicrn and he had deligned a Conference with the French Am- 
balfadors this Morning upon this Subject, but that they were difappoint- 
ed, having fpoke but with M. eT Avaux alone, the Marefchal having 
been bufy all this Morning w ith his Son the Marquifs, that arrived here 
lalt Night out of France ; and M .Colbert having had about 3 Hours of 
his Time taken up by the Bilhop of Gurck , in a Vifit he made him this 
Morning ; fo that the Time llipt him for the Conference intended with 
the Swedijh Ambafladors j that he and his Collegue hoped to be able to 
give me an Anfwcr to Morrow', and that it Ihould be fuch, quon venoit 
par la quils lie s'cloigncnt pas de bonnes intentions dc la Majejle Britan - 
nique : Thefc w'ere his Words,- and when I had repeated his Anfw'cr, 
and prefs’d him with the Rcafonablenefs of the Thing, and the Ex- 
pectation his Majcfty would have of a categorical Anfwcr in fo import- 
ant a Point ; he cxprelTed it in another Way, qttc leitr Refponje feroit 
voir quils sapprochent aatant quit lenr ejl pojjible atix bonnes intentions 
de fa Ma/efle. What their Anfwcr will prove to be, I know not. 

F rom this he fell to a Conjecture of the Occafion of fo long a Vifit 
of the Bilhop of Gttrck's ; he thought the French had not done well to 
oppofe the Alternative of Fribitrgh and Bhilipsburgh to the Emperor ; 
they had done better, faid he, had they demanded in one Word the Re- 
eftablillimcnt of the Weftphalian Treaties : He will write to Morrow 
to the Swedijh Miniftcr at Baris , to try if M. Bompone can be wrought 
upon to direct the French Ambafladors here to quit the Alternative, and 
to propofe no more than the Reftoration of the Wcjiphalian T reaty. 

I perceive by him, lie takes it for granted, there will be an Expedient 
found between the French and the Spaniards about the Chaflellanie of 
Jeth.

J U ST now cc m:s M. dc los Balbafes , and tells me, that he and his 
Collegue ligr.cd an Article laft Night at it a Clock to the French, 

whereby 
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whereby they fubmit and refer the ChafteUanie of Aetb, the Dependen- 
cies of Dinant, and the Me(fmois> to the Arbitration or the States Ge- 
neral. He did it becaufe M. de Lyra fent him an Exprefs yederday, 
that Holland was rcfolved to exchange the Ratifications with France^ 
and would do it in all Probability on Wednefday or Fburfday, if they the 
Spaniards iliould delay coming to an Expedient. M. de Lyra fent him 
an Adt of the States, whereby they took upon them this Arbitration, and 
promife to decide it an pin-tot , which he underdands is to be before the 
Peace with Spain be iigned, and before the Ratifications be exchanged 
with France ; He fuppofeth the Decifion of the States will be here in a 
Week at furtheft ; then the Peace of Spain will without fail be figned 
in a Day or two after. This being of fo great Importance, I thought it 
my Duty to difpatch towards you the firft Moment that I came to know 
it an then tick ly. M. A Avanx went to the Hague at 4 this Morning ; 
what I have to add belidos, ihall come by the Ordinary of this Day. 

A l l 1 have to fay yet of the Collation is, that all the Parties have 
accepted the Thing ; the French and Swedes have declared, they can 
confcnt to no longer Term than 6 Weeks j the Allies have been dclibc-' 
rating of the Term in their ordinary Allembly this Afternoon. I am,

Right Honour able Sir, 

N my lad, which was of the 19th pad, (fince which I have not the 
Favour of any from you to acknowledge) I gave you an Account of 
the Anfwer M. d' Olicenkrantz had given me touching the Celfation; next 
Day he and his Collogue gave me their Anfwer (or rather read it out 
of a Paper) to this Effect : 

That they acknowledged, with all humble Thanks, the great Zeal 
his Majedy hath for the General Peace, and his good Intentions in com- 
manding a General Celfation to be propofed in order to it. That the 
King their Mader will contribute all that lies on his Part to do, to the 
End thofe good Intentions of his Majedy may come to a happy Iffue. 
That they did call to Mind, how they had already (at the Motion of 
the French Ambaffadors) given their Confcnt to a Celfation of 6 Weeks 
Time, provided the Conditions of it were otherwife receivable ; and that 
they are dill ready to enter into a Celfation of 6 Weeks. That they 
will make Ufe of the fird Conveniency that lhall offer itfclf, to write of 
this Vropolition to theirKing, and to ask the Powers and Orders necelfary 
to agree a longer CelTation, and that in the interim they arc ready to 
treat of the Conditions of this 6 Weeks. 

This was the Sum of their Paper ; they would have left it with me,' 
but I excufed myfelf, and only took Notes ; for having learnt that the 
other Side was preparing a Paper too, I thought it not agreeable to 
the Rules we formerly fet ourfelves, to take any fuch Papers at all ; 
for Ihould I do it, I diould not be able to refufe to communicate it, and 
then the Parties wo did be engaged in that way of fencing. 

One Thing they infinuated to me, but it was as it were by the by,' 
that this Collation of 6 Weeks might be lengthened, if there ihould be 
any Appearance of doing any Good by it towards a General Peace : I 
could not choofe but obferve to M. d Olivenkrantz , that I had well hoped

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they would have approached (as he had the Day before faid he would) 
nearer than this comes to, to his Majefty’s Proportion. 

I acquainted the Dutch Ambalfadors immediately with this Answer of 
the Swedes, but they could not get the Allies to meet upon it till nest 
Morning ; and then their Refolution was (when they had met ahd de- 
bated the Thing) to accept the Cclfation (as they declared they did it) 
in the General, and to defire me to draw up Articles that might be pro- 
per to fix the Term and the other Conditions. 

'Phis Refolution and Meflage the Dutch brought me from the Allies. 
1 had the Articles ready (and the Dutch Ambalfadors had fecn them, 
and were picafcd to approve of them) but I told them I could not give 
them in, 1 thought, at the Requcft of one Side alone ; but that I muft 
firft acquaint the French and Swedes , that the Allies were come unani- 
moufly to a Refolution of accepting the Cefl'ation, and had made it their 
Requcft to me to draw up Articles for it. 

When I gave the French Ambaffadors this Account, (as I did forth- 
with) they declared again their Acceptance of the Cclfation, but could 
not concur in the Requcft that had been made to me, to have Articles 
drawn up, till the Time was firft fix’d ; their Allies the Swedes , they faid, 
could not accept of a longer Time than 6 Weeks ; they, the French , muft 
infift to have the Term fix’d, becaufc it is the Defire ot the Swedes, other- 
wife, for their Parts, they arc at Liberty to give in to a much longer Term 
than 6 Weeks. As, on the one Side, they could not depart from their 
Allies ; fo, on the other, they would gladly avoid the Odium that would 
be raifed againft them, if they fhould be thought to refpite this Propo- 
fition of 6 Months, which his Majcfty had judged fit to be recommend- 
ed ; and that I did then (and upon all other Occafions do) infift upon. 
Therefore they defired the Term might be adjufted in the firft Place, 
for without that, the Swedes , they know, would not enter upon the 
Conlideration of any fuch Conditions ; and the Reafons why the Swedes 
will admit of no longer Term is, leaft it fhould prove to their Prejudice ,* 
as it will, in cafe the Attempt upon Rugen fhould fuccecd. They thought 
this Term of 6 Weeks would be the calicr fix’d, in Regard that they, the 
French , had Intimations from fome of the Allies thcmfelvcs, that they 
did not defire fo long a Term as 6 Months ; in fine, they defired I would, 
in my Report to his Majcfty, and in my negotiating this Bufincfs with 
the other Side, do them that Right, as to let his Majcfty know, and 
the Parties too, that it is the Concern of their Allies, and not any Or- 
ders they have from Court, that difables them from giving in to a longer 
Time ; the Allies being acquainted with this Difficulty, have had feve- 
ral Meetings about it, but have concluded nothing, referring thcmfelvcs 
to a further Debate they intend to have at 5 this Afternoon, in their 
ordinary Affembly: Only this I find, that the ImperialHis arc willing 
to accept of 6 Weeks, the Danes and 'Brandenbur&h will fticklc hard to 
have it longer, and as long as may be, to prevent a Winter War, which 
is then moft active in thofe Countries : But whatever the Term be 
that they fliall come to agree upon, it will be near the middle of Ottobcr 
before the CefTation can take Place ; for Inftancc, the Ratification of 
the Collation cannot be had out of Schoonen in fo few as 20 Days to go 
and come, and fo for Vienna \ but thefe Ratifications muft be exchanged, 
and the .Exchange of them muft be certified to Schoonen again, before the 
Collation can take Place ; fo here will be little lefs than 40 Days, before 
wo am come at the Benefit of it, tho’ we we were agreed upon the Con- 
ditions of it at this Inftant. 


As 
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As I was in the middle of this Difpatch, cftmC to me M. de los Sal- 
bales 3 and gave me Occaiion to write you a very few Lines, that 
I fent^away by an Exprefs at the famelnftant, the Duplicate whereof 
goes herewith : .1 might and ihould have added, that bciides thcMotives 
that M. de los Salbajes had from M. de Lyra^ to come to a Compromife 
with the French , he had had Advice from SruJJels y that the Hutch had 
left the 1 'own of Mons quite naked, having taken 1 3 Regiments out of 
it, which went ftrait (the better Part of them, both Officers and Soldiers) 
into the French Service ; this he made a great Aggravation of the Hutch 
abandoning them in all Manner of Ways. 

N o w at One, the Hutch Ambafladors came to communicate to me 
the A# which goes inclofed, (which is the Article that is mentioned in 
my Letter by the Exprefs) which was figned lalt Night between the 
Twitch and the Spaniards ; they told me, the Order of the States to 
them was, to prefs a Submiffion from both Parties to his Majcfty, to the 
States General, or to both, or to any other they Ihould agree on ; the 
Parties fubmitted to the States alone, becaufe, fay they, there would 
be much Time loll in fending into Tngland ; and as the Spaniards were 
refolved to finifli their Affair, (if poffible) before the Hutch and Trench 
fliould exchange their Ratifications, fo the States have paft a Refolution 
they will not let flip their Day for the Exchange ; this lafl M. Secer- 
ning faid, and repeated with forne Emphalis. 

Th e Way agreed to reprefent at the Hague the Intcrefts of each Party 
and their Arguments, is by Memorial to the States ; their Ambafladors 
here have perfvvaded the Spaniards , they will give in their Verdi# before 
the Day for exchanging the Ratifications, but there is no Refolution to 
that Life # ; exchange they will, and not lapfe the 6 Weeks : M.de Lyra 
gives for the Kcafon, that La Province de Hollande le cent qni tyrannife 
les A litres . Thefe Ambafladors hope they will likewife w ithin the Time 
pronounce upon thofe Qucftions, and think their Judgment will be in Fa- 
vour of Spain . 1 am, (jc.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

M Y lafl by the Ordinary was on Monday the 2 d> only I took Leave 
to give you the Trouble of a few Lines, touching the Reference 
made by the French and Spaniards to the States General, by an Exprefs 
that I difpatch’d away immediately, and went hence y or 6 Hours before 
that Ordinary ,< I have fince the Favour of one from you of the 27 th 
paft, for which I moll humbly thank you. 

That which hath pafs’d here fince my lafl, touching the General 
Ccflation, is this : The Allies having underftood, that the Swedes and 
the French would confent to no longer a Term than 6 Weeks, and that 
they defired to have that Point agreed in the firll Place, and before we 
entered upon the reft of the Conditions, refolved in their Aflembly on 
Monday late at Night, 

i /?, For the Term, they w'ould accept of that which his Majefty 
had propofed, and indefinitely as he had ordered it to be propofed ; and 
•the rather, in that they were perfwaded that his Majefty forefeeing that 
one third Part (at leaft) of the 6 Months would be fpent in getting the 
Ccflation eftabliflied by the Confent of all the Parties, the 4 remaining 
Months would be but little enough to Treat a Peace of fo many Parts. 
Vol. IE L 1 1 2. Thai 
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2 . That they defired I would let them know, from thofc that pre- 
tended to confcnt to no more but 6 Weeks Time, when they pretended 
thofc 6 Weeks fhould begin ,• for if they iliould begin to run .before 
the Principals do give their Confents refpe&ively to the Ceffation, 
the greater Part, if not all, the Time will run out before the Treaters 
here can be furc that the Ceflation will have its EfFcd. 

3 . That for the adjufting of the Term in the firft Place, and before 
\vc fhould meddle with the other Conditions, they were content ; but 
thought it might be a furthering of the Work, if by common Confcnt 
a Project were laid before all the Parties, which they might think of 
while the Term fhould be treating. 

I acquainted the Swedes with this early on 'I’ncfcfay ; they gave me 
no Anfwcr at all, but that the Thing was of Importance, and that they 
muft fpeak witli their Allies, before they could fay any Thing to it.'' I 
would have engaged them in fome Debate of the Thing, but they would 
not, fo that I could do no more but reprefent to them, that it was 
then the i6tb Day fincc I had firft propofed the Ccflation, and that this 
•would be the 4 lb Ordinary fincc, by which I was furc his Majefty would 
expert to be informed, that this Bulinefs was brought to a Head ; there- 
fore I delired them to come to a Refolution with a Speed proportionable 
to the Weight of the Thing, and to the Zeal wherewith his Majefty de - 5 
fires to promote the publick Peace. 

I went from thence to the French , who referved themfelves to fpeak 
with their Allies, but they were pleafed to be fo frank, as to enter pro- 
vifionally into a Debate of the Points the Allies had refolvcd, which 
I could not get the Swedes to do in the leaft : They faid, they would 
fign the Ccflation as foon as could be defired 4 nay, they would add 
conlidcrably to the 6 Weeks for their Parts, if the Swedes might be 
brought to it, and they offered a fhorter Way to come at the Ceflation 
than the Allies propofc to themfelves ; for inftcad of fending to their 
King, for his Approbation of the Conditions, and the Exchange of that 
Approbation here, they would oblige themfelves, that their King, as 
foon as he fhould be advertifed from them, that the Ceflation was 
agreed, fhould fend to his Generals to publifti and obferve it. 

At 6 laft Night, the Swedes Ambafladors were pleafed to bring me 
their Anfwcr, but it was a very long Writing, which I cxcufed myfelf 
from receiving, taking Notes out of it, and it was to this EfFed. That 
there having been a Talk here of a Ccflation in May laft, they had 
taken that Occafion to write to the King their Maftcr, and to know his 
Plcafure, if any fuch Thing fhould go on ,• and that he had given them 
Liberty to confcnt to a Ceffation for Germany ; but that that King being 
then at the Head of his Army, had referved to himfelf to do as he 
fhould fee Caufe for any Ceflation that fhould come to be propofed for 
that Side next the Sea. That in Virtue of the Power they had then 
given them, they confentcd to the Ceflation that the French propofed 
a Month ago, and do now confcnt again to that which is propofed by 
his Majefty s Orders; that they arc willing to make up the fix Weeks 
two Months, reckoning from yefterday, but they mean it for Germany 
only, but will write (as foon as the Way is open) to their King to have 
it general, and to extend everywhere. That they defire the Allies to 
come to a Refolution before the End of this Week, that they arc ready . 
to enter into it, and conclude forthwith, that aflbon as the Ccflation is 
agreed here, they will write to M. de Coningj'mark , and he will execute 
and publiih it without any Delay at all, much lefs Rccourfc had to the 
King 01 Sweden ; fo that all that is to be done on their Part, will have 

. its 
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its full ElfeCt in 6 or 7 Days after it is agreed here, which is the Space 
requifite to advertize M. Coningjmark. They pretend further, that hav- 
ing cotfcnted to this Ceflation a Month ago, they did upon that View,' 
and ip Confideration of the State they found Things to be in at that 
'fime, if there happen to arrive any Change in Affairs fince, that then 
Things fhall be restored to the State and Condition they were in, when 
they gave their Confent the firft Time. 

I could not but obferve to them, that this laft Condition, as alfo 
the limiting the Ceflation to Germany only, were fuch as the Allies 
would never agree to, and gave them the beft Reafons I could their 
Anfvver \\ as, that for the extending it beyond the Sea, they could not 
do it, it was again!! their Orders ; and for the reftoring of Changes that 
fhould happen, it was as advantageous for the Emperor in RefpcCt of 
Strasbnrgh, as for them in RefpeCl of Rttgen. 

It was fo late when our Convcrfation ended, that I could have 
Sight of none of the Ambaffadors to fpcak with them laft Night, faving 
M. lleugh, who rejected this Propofition, or rather Anfwer, with the 
ufual Heat between thofe two Parties. 

The Biftiop of Gnrck told me this Morning, that the not extending 
of the Ceflation to the other Side of the Sea, would be furc to break 
this whole Negotiation j the 'Dutch Ambaffadors, when 1 fpokc with 
them about it, were abfolutely of the fame Opinion, and charged them- 
felvcs (the French and Spaniards being to meet this Day at 10 at their 
Houfc, to go over the Treaty as to the wording of it) to let the French 
know, they look upon the Affair of the Ceflation as defperate, unlcfs. 
the Swedes could be brought to make the Ceffation beyond the 'Baltick , 
and to delift from their Protcnfion of reftoring Things that have been 
changed to the State they were in a Month ago. 

M. I 'Blafpicl \ coming from Cloves to Town at one, told me, thefe Pro- 
pofltions of the Swedes were not tolerable. I am now going to the 
Dutch Ambaffadors, to concert upon what is to be faid this Evening at 
the Aflembly ,• for the Swedes , from whom I am come fince Noon, will 
admit of no Manner of Temperament, but they will write to their 
King, and commit their Letters to his Majefty’s Refident in Denmark i 
who may, in a Day or two’s Time, learn the Refolution of the King of 
Sweden touching a General Ceflation, which they believe their King 
will not be averfe from. 

What the Allies will fay to this at their Aflembly, or what the 
Dutch will fay to the propofing of it, I cannot yet tell, fo that I muft 
difmifs this Ordinary with this impcrfeCt Information, for the Hour of 
the Ordinary is at 4, but the Aflembly Beginning at 5, docs not ufually 
break up when there is Bufinefs till after 8. 

On Monday M. Colbert , after that my Difpatch was at the Pofthoufc, 
and M. de los 'Malbajcs and Chrifiine yefterday, defired to know of me, 
how I defired my Collogues and my felf fhould be mentioned in the 
Preface of the Treaty between France and Spain ; I gave the one and 
the other the very fame Anfwer, that neither my Collegucs nor I had 
the Honour to intervene, or to do any Manner of Service in any Part 
of that Treaty ; tlmt Sir Jf r . Temple and myfelf had anfvvercd fo and 
fo to the Dutch Ambaffadors, when they were plcafed to make the 
lame civil Overture to us, upon the like Occafion,- that I had had no other 
Orders fince, nor knew of any my Collegucs had : That i moft humbly 
defired them I might not be mentioned in their Preface, cither collective-* 
ly, (as M. Colbert was pleafed to phrale it) without naming any of us, 
or elfe by Name in Conjunction with them, for that I* had not had

the Honour to appear in the lcaft, or to do them any Manner of Ser" 
vice } that I thought this would be the Anfvvcr of my Collegues ; only 
I would he furc to advertife them of this Civility, lince I did nof know 
of any Orders they had had at the Hague, directing we fliould make any 
other Anfwer in this Cafe, than that Sir W> 'temple and myfelf had 
made to the f7 hitch. 

I will not take upon me to inform you of the great Condefcention of 
the Moll Chriftian King, in yielding to the Spaniards all the Points in 
Controverfy without Reference or Expedient, the flitch Ambalfadors knew 
it at 8 on Tucfday Night, and immediately difpatch'd their Courier to 
the Hague upon it, but did not impart it to me (nor M. de los Balbafes 
neither) till yefterday Afternoon ; fp that the News was at the Hague , 
before 1 had any more than Glimpfcs of it from uncertain Notices. 

T h t Treaty is now tranflating into Spanijh , and will be figned Sa- 
turday or Sunday next at furtheft.

Right Honour aide Sir, 

L AST Night at to, the Trench and the Spaniards figned the Peace 
at the f l)utcb Amballadors, in a Room contrived for that Solem- 
nity ; two Hours before, the 'Dutch Ambalfadors had told me, they were 
not agreed about the Inclufion of the Emperor ; and that it was thought 
they would not be ready to fign laft Night, but it was otherwife, for I 
had one prefent that law them fign ; they entred into the Rooms at 
the fame Time, and took their Places, the 011c Embalfy at the one Side,' 
and the other Embalfy at the other Side of a Table let in the midft of 
a Room, and one of the Dutch Ambalfadors at one End, and the other 
at the other End of the fame Table ; there paft no Words before the 
figning, and but a few after it, of ordinary Matters only ; the Trench 
went thither with fix or feven Coaches with two Horfcs a-piccc at 9, 
with about 24 Flambeauxs ; the Spaniards came a Foot, having but 
the Way to crofs from M. de los Balbafes to the Dutch Ambalfadors, 
the Spectators were moll of them of the feveral Families of the Ambaf- 
ladors : The Ratifications were not exchanged lalt Night, nor were 
they come to Hand from the Hague on Triday Night late, as M. Bevcr- 
ning himfelf told me, being not well pleafed that the Thing was do- 
lay ’d ; for fince it is to Idc done, faid he, it Ihould be done de bonne 
grace. He told me then likewife, that the Spaniards had infilled^ and 
that very carncftly, to have the Nuncio fign ; and that Duplicates of the 
Treaty fliould be prepared for that Purpofe $ but the Trench would not 
conicnt, nay refufed it with fome Warmth : Here is nothing done about 
the Collation of Arms, the Allies having had a Meeting yefterday, font 
me Word by the Dutch Ambalfadors, they could not confcnt to any 
other than a general Cclfation ; and therefore they would be content 
to give the Swedes three Weeks to write to their King, to know if he 
will confont to make it general. When I fpoke of this to the Swedijh 
Amballadors, they faid they would write, if the Danes would givo 
them fuch Palfports as they would like of, and I fear there will be 
feme Difference about thofe Palfports. But the Bulinefs is, the Swedes 
do expect, before they come to any Thing effectual, to fee what will 
become of the Hie of Rttgen ; for they fay plainly, they will make no 
Cclfation if that be taken.

Right Honourable Sir, 

O N the •)th\ troubled you by the Ordinary, and yefterday by Ex- 
prefs, the Duplicate of that by Exprcfs goes herewith inclofcd. 
I haw: now the Favour of one from you of the 30 th part to acknowledge. 

Yesterday M.de Qurck , about 2 Hours after the Exprcfs was gone, 
came to me, (upon a Suppofal that I would fend one upon the figning 
of the Peace between prance and Spain) and having enlarged, 1 Ji t Upon 
the great Difappointmcnt it is to the Emperor, to be abandon’d by thofe 
Allies, for whole Sake he had engaged in the War. 2 dly t Upon the 
Danger the Empire is in upon the Rhine , and the Mofelle Side, now that 
France , upon the Peace with Holland and Spain> will be at full Leifure 
to pour upon thofe Parts all the Forces it now hath in the Netherlands. 
3 dly } Upon the Obligations the Emperor is under to the Allies of the 
North , and the Religion wherewith he obferves them ; fo that no Pro- 
fpett of Danger can bring him to make other Peace or Truce without 
them. 4. Upon the Swedes declining, as they do, to enter into a Gene- 
ral Collation ,• and upon the Dane and Brandcnburghers refuling to enter 
into a Collation for Germany alone : I fay, the Bilhop having enlarged 
upon thefo 4 Points, his Conclulion was, that the Operations of the 
Arms of France would be fuch ere long in the Empire, as would in all 
Probability change the Face of Affairs there, and would render the Ge- 
neral Collation more difficult, and the General Peace more deiperate 
than now it is, efpccially as to the Empire. 

This he delired I would humbly reprefent to his Majefty, as alio 
that it is in his Power alone to procure to the Empire either a Collation 
or a Peace $ but they the Imperialijls do not delirc of his Majefty to pro- 
cure a particular CelTation for the Imperial Army on the Rhine and the 
Mofelle Side, lor as they cannot enter into any CelTation without the 
Confent of their Allies, fo the Brandenburgber would never hearken to 
this, fincc it would but give Leifure to the French Forces to conquer 
his County of Clcvcs , and that of Julicrs ; nor do they find the Dane 
and uhc Brandcnburgber willing to enter into a CelTation for all Germany , 
and leave out Denmark , lince the Swedes would thereby be at Liberty 
to do what they can on the other Side of the Baltick , and the Dane and 
Brandcnbttrgh in the mean while have their Hands tied up, fo as to be 
at Liberty to attempt nothing upon Rugcn on this Side of that Sea. 

Notwithstanding that they the Imperialijls can neither ask 
from his Majefty, nor have from the French , a CelTation in Form for the 
Imperial Army alone ; yet the Bifliop thinks there lies a Temperament 
betore his Majcfty,*to fave the Empire from any fatal Change before 
a General Collation can be agreed. ’Tis thus ; the Propofition that his 
Majefty hath ordered to be made, was of a General Collation for 6 
Months ; the Allies accepted it as it was propofed ; the Swedes arc not 
inftrudted for a CelTation on the other Side the Baltick ; and for the 
Collation in’and for Germany , which they are impowered to confent to. 
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they will allow but 2 Months, inftead of 6 , for it ; and they clog it with 
a Condition never heard of before in a Collation, that Things be re- 
flori.d, if any Change hath happened, into the Condition they ^vere in 
when the firlt Overture of this Collation, not in his Majefty’s Name, but 
by the French, and from the Nuncio, 5 or 6 Weeks ago. ' 

This hard Condition, and the Sliortnefs of the Term, was a fufti- 
cicnt Cuife, lays the Bithop, for the Allies to break olf all further Trea- 
ties with the 4 Swedes, and the French who adhere to them ; but they 
cJi.-'flo, rather than break off, to betake themfelvcs to one Expedient, 
v bieh was, that the Swedes might be applied to by my Offices, to get 
them to write to their Court for Orders, if it ihould fo pleafo their King, 
fer a General Collation, and for Directions touching the Relli tut ions pre- 
tended, in cafe there be any Change happened. 

Jt cannot be hoped, that a Courier can go and return in lefs -than 
3 Weeks Time ; and lince this Delay is occalioned by the Swedes and tne 
French , and that his M a jelly’s Propolition would liave had its t*, fleet ere 
this, had the Swedes and French concurr’d to it as readily as the Allies 
did ; the ililiiop's moll Jiumble Suit to his Majelly is, that he would be 
pleafed to fpeak effectually to M. Har Mon on that .Subject, and mllruct 
his Ambaliador at the French Court, tliat it is not his Majelty’s Meaning, 
that the Emperor having confcntcd to his Proportion, in the fame 'Perm 
that the King had made it, and all the Accrocbmcnts proceeding (and 
affectedly tot', as the Jiifliop allcdges) from the Swedes , and French by 
their adhering to them, that the Emperor, while this Courier that is to 
go to the King of Sweden , is going and returning, will be fo prefled on 
the Rhine and the Mofc/lc Side, and the Face of Affairs fo changed by 
the pinning of the French Hopes in Flanders to thofe upon the Rhine , 
as to render his Majelty’s Propolition of no lsffeCt, and confequcntJy the 
General Peace in a Manner impoffible. 

He fuppolcs that France finding Caufc, as it docs, to refpett his Ma- 
jelty’s Arms on this Side the. Sea, and finding that the (deflation is delayed 
by its Ally the Swede , may be inclined, by his Majelly ’s powerful Offices, fo 
allow of a kind cf an implicit Collation, and be content not to pufli on 
its Advantages for the 3 Weeks, or Month next to come, while the Jc- 
crochnunts of the Collation do lie (as he makes them do) at the Door 
of the Swede , and that nothing can be done on bis Majefly’s Propolition, 
till an Anfwer be had from the King of 4 Sweden. He did confefs there 
lay a very great Objection to all this, which was, that the Emperor and 
the Allies may have, if they plcafc, a Ccflation (for that the Swedes arc 
content to come to) for all Germany ; and that if the ' Rrandenburghcr 
and the SDavc refufe it, partly in Purfuancc of particular Engagements 
between them two apart, and partly in View of fome Advantages upon 
Rngcn, it is fcarcc to be expected that France Ihould let go thofe Advan- 
tages that prelent themfelvcs to it for the purfuing of its Point* For the 
Bilhop doubts a great Part of that inflexible Temper the Swede is in, 
proceeds from the Encouragement of the French ; ’tis true, the French 
tell him, and others too, that they would give a longer Term than 2 
Months; bolides, when they talk with him (the Bilhop) in particular, 
they fay, there is little to be got in Germany bolides Blows ; and that 
which lies faireft for their Convenicncy, as being ncareft France , arc all 
1 -. Hates belonging to the Church, and fo not capable of being annexed 
to the Crown. He is furc, he lays, that if the French did fpeak to the 
Swedes in good earneft, thefc Jalh, as they confcntcd to the Evacuating 
of the Towns, fo they would confent, that the Celfation be general in 
Schoonen , Kirwpy, and all Places, that the Term be competent till the 

End 
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End of the Year at leaft, and would not fpeak of having again, upon the 
Ceflation, what they may have loft within thefe 5 or 6 Weeks laft paft. 

T h 1 $ is the Subftance (as far as I am able to recoiled myfelf) of a 
Conference of above two Hours that I had with the Bifliop ; his Anxiety 
for tin/ prefen t State of Affairs in the Empire was vifible enough, and 
his Defircs to enter into a General Collation is very exprcls ,• but this be- 
ing impracticable without feparating from his Allies, the only Means left 
to fave the Empire from fome fatal Change was, (in his Judgment) his 
Majefty’s Mediation in this Conjuncture, which either by powerful Offi- 
ces, or elfe by the Continuance of the Forces now come over, (this was 
what he more often ufed) would not fail to bring about a Thing lb rca- 
fonable as a kind of a tacit Ccflation, leaving Things in the State they 
are now upon the Rhine and upon the Mofellc , till an Anfwer can be had 
from 1 the King of Sweden. 

Last Night Meflieurs Heugh and Rlafpiel gave me a Vifit together, 
they defired I would humbly reprefent to his Majefty, with what For- 
wardnefs they gave in to this Propofition ; that M. Rlafpiel had done ft) 
without Orders from the EleCfor, and even againft that which appeared 
to be his Intcrcft ; yet upon the Deference he faw in all the Allies for 
his Majefty s Judgment, he had judged it moft fuitable to the Deference 
and the RefpcCt the EleCtor hath for his Majefty, to concur, as he did, 
with the other Allies ; that their Hopes arc, that his Majefty, out of his 
great Equity, when he fhall be pleafed to confider the Chearfulnefs of 
their Side to comply with his Majefty upon this Occafion, and the De- 
lays and Difficulties raifed by the adverfe Party, he will think it juft to 
favour their Mafters, and their Caufe, as well by the Countenance of his 
Arms, as by the Offices of his Mediation : Thus thefe two Ambafladors.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

H EREWITH inclofed goes aTranfcriptof the new Treaty, fign- 
ed on Saturday laft between France and Spain, it was out of a 
Copy that M. ‘Bcvcrning fent me ; I have not had Time fo much as to 
read it over. 

About two Hours ago, the Dutch Ambafladors Were at the Ui.d'E- 
Jlrades , and having flayed there about half an Hour, returned Home in 
a moft difmal Rain. 1 could not choofc but conclude they then exchang- 
ed thfcir Ratifications. I font to the Secretary of the ‘Dutch Embalfy 
to ask him the Queftion : He anfwered at firft with fome Embarrafs, 
and fiid, he would go and tell the Ambafladors I had font to make that 
Enquiry, but after did not j only anfwered, L'ftffaire eft fait c, les Ra- 
tifications ont efte Echangees. This is all the Ground I have to give you 
this Trouble ; and I haften this News away, in Regard it may be all 
Day to Morrow before I can get any more Particulars ; the Ratifications 
were not brought to ^fown till about 3 this Afternoon, but whether they 
came with any Clog upon them, or any Thing imperfett in them, will 
not be fo foon difcoverccl ; only ’tis a Wonder that a Thing that was 
expefted to be done with Solemnity and Bonefires, ihould be done in the 
Night, and with fo little Noife. 

The Swedijh Ambafladors arc at laft content with their Paflports, but 
have defired* the Dutch Ambafladors, that the Miniftcr pf the States 
Vol. II. M m m Gene- 
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General at Copcnhagucn, might be directed to aflifl their Courier, and 
further his Paflagc into Schooner they exprefly declining the Offices of 
Sir John *P aid , tho’ M . d' ORvcnhraittz named him forne few Days ago 
(by way of Expedient) for this Purpofe. I have prefled them fomewhat 
clofely as upon their two Points, the one of making the Conation 
but of 6 Weeks, or 2 Months ; the other, of demanding to be redored, 
in cafe they ftiould lofc any Thing lince the Collation was firll propofed 
to them by the French ; fo, upon their refilling to exhibit their Powers to 
Treat with the Danift Ambalfadors ; and in this I perceive I have not 
pleafed them. M. Recerning told me this Day, that he believes the 
Imperialifts will feparate from their Allies in the North , and make up 
a Peace by thcmfelvcs ; you will find in my laft Letters, a very long Ac- 
count of a Conference I had with the Bifhop of Gurck; but JV1. Receiving 
hath been intruded with a Confidence of another Nature, the Imperia- 
lifts would accept of ! Philip sbtvrgh as the Alternative, and they would 
afterwards redeem Friburgh from the French. They have to that Effect 
offered, by M. Reccrning going between them and M. Colbert , feme fmall 
Things, but not near an Equivalent. In a Word, M. Rcccrnin g judges 
they would willingly give in to any Peace, and M. dc /os Ralbafcs, who 
had deligned to be gone hence immediately upon his figning the Peace of 
Spain, hath refolvcd to flay here a Fortnight longer than he intended, 
in order to pufli on the Peace of the Emperor. I am, (jc.

Right Honourable Sir, 

H AVING given you a large Trouble by the lad Ordinary of the 9th 
Indant, and another next Day by an Elxprefs, which brings you 
the Certainty of the Ratifications between France and Holland , I have 
little to charge this Ordinary with, bcfidcs the Acknowledgment of the 
Favour of yours of the 6 th , and my very humble Thanks for it. 

I hear no more of thofe Ratifications, by way of Remark in any wife 
made upon them, nor did either of the Parties give me any formal No- 
tice that the Thing was done ; only the French Ambalfadors being with 
me yederday, told me by the by, that they had difeourfed to the ‘Dutch 
Ambalfadors the Matter they were come to me upon, as they and the 
! Dutch w ere together the Night before, upon the Exchange of their Ra- 
tifications ; the Dutch Ambafladors, when I was with them upon the 
Occafion that the French were come to me, touched by the by only their 
being with the French Ambafladors over Night upon the Exchange of 
the Ratifications ; But indeed their Secretary had told me, when I had 
fent to him that Night, plain enough, that the Exchange had been made. 

Tiie Bufinefs that the French came to me upon yederday was, to tell 
me they had brought their Allies the Swedes , to confent to a Collation 
that fliall be General, and extend to Schooncn , and all Places whatfoever, 
and that it fhould be of 2 Months, to be reckoned from the 1 ft Day of 
this Month of Sept. 0 . S. 

T hat they pretend, that if any Change had happened either in Rtigen 
or Schooncn , (lor fo they explain thcmfelvcs) lince the lad Day of Augvft, 
0 . S. all Things fhould be redored into the State and Condition they 
were in at that Time, other Conditions to be as is ufual in all Collations. 
That they, the French, having Power to confent to a longer Term than 
2 Months, would do it, if Occafion were, aud their Allies confent. Thar 

this 
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this might be agreed and concluded here in fl Day or two, and then the 
Swedijb Ambalfadors might write to their Court for Orders upon the 
Peace, ’and for prolonging the Term, if need were 5 tho’ Al. Colbert Teem’d 
to be i of Opinion, that the Treaty muft bereftrained to a Very Ihort'limc, 
othenvife the Parties would but s'endormir upon a long one. 

When 1 communicated this to the Dutch Ambafladors, as I do every 
Thing that comes to me touching the Ceflation, humbly conceiving 
it to "be his Majcfty’s Meaning I fliould do To, for they having entered 
upon it before me, and having- Orders as well as I to do their bolt- 
in promoting it, we arc more likely to do good (if any be to be done) 
when we arc in Concert, than otherwife : When 1 communicated, 
I liiy, to the Dutch Ambalfadors, what the French had left with 
mCj they made the fame Objections I had made to the French , that 
the Term of 6 Weeks (for ’tis at this Time no more) was unreafonably 
ihort ; and the Condition of reftoring Things as they were the 1 ft of 
Sept, was new, and hard of Digcftion. They obferved further, that the 
Swedijl) Ambafladors did, by this Overture, intend to get off from that 
Engagement they had given them, the Dutch , to write to their King in 
Scboonen ; they, the Swedes, having made Ufe of the Offices of the Dutch 
Ambalfadors, to procure them Pallports from the Danes and the Impc- 
rialifts , and having promifed them they would write, if they might have 
thole Pallports in a Form they could like of, which Form could not be 
adjufted (after many goings between them) till Monday late at 
Night, 

T h e Dutch Ambalfadors upon this Occalion asked me, if the Swedes 
had been witli me, or font to me, to dclire an Addrefs to Sir John ‘Paul, 
and that I Hinuld write to him for his Affiftancc to the Courier that the 
Swedes intended to fend to their King. I told them M. d Olkcnkrantz 
had, on Saturday laft, mentioned it to me as an Expedient, that fuch a 
Courier fliould be addrelfed to Sir John Paul, and that he might be in- 
treated to go along with the Courier to the King of Sweden's Camp, and 
endeavour his free Palfage to and from Copenhagen ; that I had there- 
upon let him know, my J .otter to Sir J. Paul, and the bell Direction I 
could give, lliculd be ready whenever his Courier was To j but that I 
had not lince heard from M. d Olkcnkrantz, nor his Colleguc, upon that 
Subj.ct ; nor had they fpoken to me on Sunday Night, tho’ I had bcen 
with them about the Pallport, and about their Powers to Treat with the 
Danes. Hereupon the Dutch Ambalfadors told me, how the Swedes had 
applied to them, for an Addrefs to the States Miniller at Copenhagen, 
and that they had relufed them $ M. Harcn giving this Reafon, that it 
Wijs not fit to pals by the Miniller of the Mediator there, and to make 
Ufe of the Miniller of one of the Parties, that is not yet got out of the 
War with Sweden. 

AI. ileccrning, when he had told me how M. d Fftrades had been 
with them juli before, and had complained to them, how that all the 
Inllanccs he had ufed with the Swedes , could work nothing upon them, 
concluded with laying, — pour rednire ces Meffieurs dn Not'd a la 
ration tlfaut que fa Ma/cfte Pr it antique & Meffieurs les Eft at s prement 
dcs Meft.eurs enf malic pour leter prefer ire line paix raifonable , (j apres les 
obliges d pqjfcr par la. — Citing for a Preiident, what his Majelty and 
. the States had done between France and Spain in the laft War. 

Just now at Noon comes M .Stradtfman to me, and begins his C011- 
verfation with telling me, how the Emperor his Mailer had accepted the 
General Collation in the Manner it had pleafed the King to propofe it, 
and that he was willing to defer himfelf to the Project pf Peace that his

Majefty had in fome of his late Treaties made for the Emper'or and the 
Empire, and that he would have all his Reliance upon his Majefty ’s 
Mediation. * 

That the Emperor placing fo much Confidence in his Majefty’s Me- 
diation, as to render himfelf wholly to thofe Terms it hath pleafed his 
Majefty to determine, both in Relation to the CelTation of Arms, and 
to the Peace of the Empire, he did hope the King would give that 
Vigour to his Mediation, as may be fome Support to the Emperor, and 
thofe that are left behind in the War ; and that he would fo order 
Affairs, that their Adverfaries may be inclined to come into the Ccf- 
fation and Peace that his Majefty hath propofed, and not fuffer the 
Propofitions he hath thought fit to make to fall to the Ground without 
Effcft. That what he defired might be reprefented to his Majefty by me, 
was the Deference the Emperor hath for his Majefty’s Judgment in all 
Things i that the King having fhow’d a conftant Endeavour, and a great 
Zeal to make the Peace general, his Majefty knew beft what would 
make his Mediation efficacious ; and the Emperor hopes he would ufe 
that ingredient, now that the adverfe Party would not be otherwife 
brought to hearken to a reafonablc Peace. 

H e faid, that the M. dc Gruna had already fpoken to this Effect to 
his Majcfty’s Ambafladors at the Hague, and that they, the Imperial 
Ambafladors here, had thought this Seafon projper to witnefs that Defe- 
rence which the Emperor hath for his Majefty s Judgment, and the Re- 
liance he hath upon the powerful Offices of his Mediation. 

From this he paft to the large Theme of the Celfation, as it is 
now depending here, and fo returned again to his Majefty ’s vigorous Me- 
diation, faying, it was his Majefty’s Force at Sea, and in Vlanders, that 
made it vigorous-, and it would be much more fo, if fome of his Majefty’s 
Troops were about ‘Bonn and Andernach , to cover the Rhine ; but this he 
advanced by Way of Difcourfe only, and feparatc from the Rcqucft he 
had made to me.

Right Honourable Sir, 

M Y laft was of the nth Inftant; lincc which, I have the Favour 
of yours of the 10 th, with feveral Papers in it, that may be of 
Ufe for my Government here j for all which, I mofl humbly thank you. 

W e advance nothing in the Celfation, and that proceeds from the 
different Views that the Swedes , the Danes, and Brandenbttrgber, have 
at this Time upon the Ille of Rngcn ; the Allies, in their Allembly 011 
\ Thurfday , would by no Means confcnt to the Overture then made them 
from the French and Swedes : The Dutch Ambafladors brought me their 
Anfwcr. next Morning $ which was, 

1 ft, That they were ftill of the Mind to make the Armifiice general, 
as far as lay in them ; and were therefore glad the Swedes were now 
willing to give into it. 

2. That the Term of two Months, which was to commence from 
the 1 ft of September, 0 . S. was unreafonably fhort j however, that they 
were willing to treat upon that Point, in Hopes the Thing might be com- 
prifed, for they did not ftand upon 6 Months, nor 5, nor 4, all they 
deiircd was a competent Time.

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3 . That the Celfation fhould have a Retrofpcdl to the ift of 
September, O* Si was a Thing they would confcnt to by no Manner of 
Means. • 

The Allies, likcwife defired to know of me, if the Swedes had dif* 
patcly^ their Courier for Schoonen , and if not, that 1 would procure to 
tho/hanes and the bnperiaiijh their PalTports to be return’d them back 
again. By the Way, they took no Addrefs from me to Sir John 5 Paul , 
nor from the ‘Dutch Ambalfadors to the States Minifter at Copenhagtten , 
for the Courier that had been difpatch’d the Day before ; as for the An- 
fwer of the Allies, in the Matter of the Collation, the ‘Dutch Ambaffa- 
dors thought, and fo did I, that it was better to let it lie till fome 
Accident or other fhould work it off, rather than that I Ihould carry it to 
the Trench and Swedes , and fb give an Occaiion to break off the whole 
Negotiation. 

Upon Occaiion of the Inflcxiblcncfs imputed by moil Men to the 
Swedes , M. Beverning had the fame Notion up again, that I told you of 
in my lail, which was, that his Majefty and the States fhould agree to- 
gether to preferibe a Peace in the North ; the States do agree with his 
Majefty, laid he, in Points of as high Importance as this is, witnefs 
their laft Anfwer to his Majefty by Mr. Hyde. In this Conversation he 
told me, the Neutrality of Cleves was treating under hand ,• and that 
M. d Jo mix, after Conference with the Peniioncr upon it, had difpatch’d 
a Courier into France , who was to return with an Anfwer as to Morrow. 

The fame Day, M. Kinski was with me, to dclirc me that fuch a 
Celfation might be propofed at a Diftancc, without naming him or his 
Collegues, as might commence from that Day forward, it Ihould be 
agreed and fubferibed j and that it might be inlinuated, they, the Irnpe - 
rialifts , would endeavour their utmoft to bring their Allies, the Dane 
and the Brandenburgher , into it. M. Stradtfinan the Day before pro- 
pofed it a little other wile, that is, that among the Articles of the Ccf- 
fation, there Ihould be one to let the Dane and the Brandenburgher in, 
if they fhould offer themfelvcs within a Time limited ,• but this is cer- 
tain, (as I told both of them) the French and Swedes would look upon 
this as a mcer Amufement j for we all know, that the Dane and Bran - 
denburgher will not come in as long as the Buiincfs of Rugcu is unde- 
cided ,• and if they Ihould once be limited, and not come in by the 
Time prefix’d, the Impcrialifts would by this Means flip into a Celfation 
for themfelvcs, and leave the North in the War, which would be con- 
trary to what his Majefty hath propofed to himfclf , I mean a general 
Celfation, in Order to a General Peace. 

The Nuncio, it feems, propofed it, for I did not, to the French , and 
the French had a very long Conference yefterday with the Swedes , to 
bring them to declare they would accept of a Celfation to take Place 
from the Day of the Subfcription j but the Marcfchal told me, they 
could do no good upon them. So did M. Colbert on Saturday tell me, 
they had been very earneft with the Swedes a fecond Time, to give in 
their Power to treat with Denmark , but they could not prevail. 

As far as I can penetrate into the State of the Affairs of the Impe- 
rialijls , the Matter*of their Peace is near a Conclulion, but their Ccf- 
fation not fo near, for that they cannot bring their Allies into this laft. 
J\J. Stradtfman told me now at n, the main Difference is about Fri- 
bargb , thev would redeem it with an Equivalent that the Empire 
Ihould confent to and furnilh, but the French are cxccflive in their De- 
mand'. ; thev would have the Turifdiftion that was before the War in 

• com- 
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compromifc between them, and the Empire over the ten Town's in jll~ 
jatia, now made over to them, or clfe all .the Noblcfs of Jljctta de- 
tach’d from the Empire, and made to depend upon France, in lieu of 
Frihnnb : This, lays M. Stradtjman , is vailly difproportionable ; fbc that 
Friburgh was worth but little in itfelf to the Emperor, and wilK be 
much lefs than nothing to the French , when the Charges of the Garrifon 
are defray'd ; bolides, ’tis a Place that cannot be made llrong, becaufo 
of its Scit uation -> and need not be l'o, becaufc that Rrijack is fuffi- 
cient for thole Parts ; this he hath delired me to inlinuate to the French . 
jM. Rc-rcining hath been in this Confidence for fome Days before me, 
but hath been able to do no good with the French. M. Stradljman is 
of Opinion, that if his Majclty would pleafe to Ipeak to M. dSarilkn, 
that the French iliould bring their Demands nearer to an Equivalent, it 
would be of a very good Effect for the Emperor \ other Points of Griev- 
ances upon the Wcftphalian Treaties, the Emperor would be willing, he 
laid, to refer to another Time, and to compromile into the King’s Hands. 
M. Dev ervin^ told me bolides, that the Swedijh Amballadors being with 
him and his Collegia*, about their Treaty with Holland , delired their 
Offices in removing the Difficulties between them and the Spaniards 
about the Language of their Treaty, and that they had ufed fome 
Endeavours, but all hitherto in Vain. 

You will obferve, I doubt not, from this, that all the Confiden- 
ces of the Swedes run into that Channel ; whether it be becaule their 
Allies, the French , would have it fo, and that we Ihould have nothing 
to do in any other Peace, bccaufe we intervened not in theirs with Holland 
and Spain , or becaufc they would make their Court to the Dutch, hav- 
ing a Treaty now depending at the Hague, or clfe here, however not 
linilhed ; and having many Reafons to keep fair u'ith Holland, whether 
the Peace be now to be made, or the War to continue in the North. 

One Thing I am furprized with, that is, M. AUcftrec, who palling by 
litre in his \\ ay for England, and waiting Jalt Night upon JVI. d' Glivcn- 
krantz, to pay him his Complements, the Amballador entred prclently 
into Difeourfo with him about our Trade in Sweden, (which M. Allc- 
Jirce, as far as 1 can judge, underltands very well) and having debated 
over our Grievances, and their Advantages, he told him, the Voyage he 
had made into England, w as principally to make a Treaty of Commerce 
there, but that he met with no Encouragement ; that the only Thing 
he had hoped to gain in Lieu of the Advantages that the Englijh fliould 
have had in Sweden was, to have his Ma jelly's Help and Alfiftance in 
the Treat : es at Nimeguen, as far as would be confident with his Office 
of .Mediator, lam, Qc.

Q 1 1 NCI', my lad, which was of the \6th Current,, I have the Favour 
v ) of one from you of the 13 th i with feveral Copies of Anfwcrs to 
the Foreign Miniltcrs now at Court, in Relation to the prefent Affairs ; 
as alio of his M a jelly’s Letter to the Elector of ‘Brandenburgb ; for all 
which 1 molt humbly thank you. 

On 7 ucjda't, I pall my Offices, fir ft with the French ^mb^fl&dors, 
then with the Impcrialijfs, touching the Preliures that his Ilighnefs the 

Elector 
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Elector 'Palatines Eftatcs fuffer by both Armies at this Time. I moved 
them, * 

1 Jt, That they would contribute what was poflible on their Part to 
come to a General CelFation without further Delay. 2 dly, That they 
wouh/ftipulate each for other, that the Armies Ihould, upon the Celia- 
tioafwithdraw wholly out of the Elector’s Country. 3 dly, That in cafe 
* we Ihould be fo unhappy, as that the Cefl'ation Ihould not forthwith 
take Place, they would in the interim , by Writing, and other Offices in 
their Power, procure what Eafe was practicable to the Elector, efpccially 
now the Vintage Time was fo near. 

As to the 1 Ji Point, both Embaffics valued thcmfelvcs fufficicntly 
upon their Rcadinefs to confcnt to the Cefl'ation, and laid the Blame at 
the Door of the other Side, appealing to me, 

As to the id Point, the Trench faid cxprefly, that as foon as 
the Ceffation was agreed, the Trench Forces Ihould void the 
Elector’s Country, but they would not be brought to Hi pul ate that 
the Emperor’s Army Ihould do the like ; that what they pretend to fti- 
pulate from the Imperialijis is, that the Imperial Troops fhall withdraw 
out of the Territories of France into jJ/Jatia , &o. out of the Bifhoprick 
of Strasburgh , it belonging to an Ally ; and fhall not take Winter Quar- 
ters upon the Elector of 'Bavaria , or the Duke of Hanover ; they will 
ftipulatc for thefe being Allies, but not for the Elector ! Palatine , leaving 
him to the Care of the Emperor. 

I prelied this id Point, as the main one, with the Imperialijis , but 
they would not be brought to promife any Thing ; only that I might be 
alfured of the Emperor’s Tenderncfs for fo great a Prince and Member 
of the Empire, and of their particular Devotion to the ElcCtor himfelf. 

U pon the 3 d Article, I had no more but good Words ; only M. Col- 
bert faid, it would be the belt Way for the Elector toprefs on to a fpeedy 
Peace. 

As to his Maje fly’s Pleafure upon that great Point of the Guaranty, 
given me in Charge in your Letter of the 10 th Current, I begun my 
Application with M. 'Becoming , (his Collcguc being gone for Friczland ) 
telling him, that the King having made his Reflexions upon the Ufeful- 
nefs, and indeed Neceflity, of a good effectual Guaranty, in order to 
preferve Flanders ; as alio upon the Engagements he is already entered 
into with the States upon that very Point, by the 5 th Article of our 
Treaty of July laft: ; wherein there is a Door left open, cr rather, an 
Invitation given to all Neighbour Princes to enter into the Guaranty ,• 
and his Majefty having given me Orders to fpeak with the Allies here 
upon it, I dclired to know of him, whether the States had yet come to 
reflect upon the Thing, and the Neceflity of it, as his Majefty had 
done ; and confequcntly, whether he had Orders to fpeak with any of 
the Allies upon this Point. 

H e told me, the States had not yet thought on it, at leafhvife had 
given him no Orders about it ■> nor did he think they would ftir in it at 
this Time ; for the Allies being yet in the War, the States can enter 
into no fuchMeafures with them. Bolides, the French would be extream- 
Jy offended at fucli.a 'Demarche, fince they do already take great Ex- 
ceptions. at every little Thing that looks like a counterpointing of them. 
He thought . the Statics would think the Anfwcr they gave Mr. 
flyde at his laft parting, to be a fufficicnt Delaration of their Mind, and 
that there need no more at this Time ; but for the High Allies, they 
have feveraj. Treaties with all of them, which do not ceaic to be in 
Force upon the going of the Dutch out of the War; and in all thole 
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Treaties, (thofc with the Elector of t Brandcnburtfb excepted) there Is 
either a defeniivc league for a Term of Years, or elfe a Guaranty ftipu- 
Jated between the States and the fevcral Allies. He told me, he woul' ! 
look over all the Treaties, and give me fome Extract, whereby it tn; v 
be feen how the Cafe Hands; the Extract you will have by th?&.pr<*: 
nary : He concluded, that lie thought thole Treaties to be tetnt atra##,: 
to what can be further obtained of the Allies ; cfpecially lincc they are 
engaged in fuch a War. 

r r h e next I waited upon was M. de / os Salbafes ; and the Rife I took 
for my Difcourfe to him was, the 5 tb Article of our Treaty with Hoi- 
land \ and the 31 Jl Article of the Treaty between France and Spain ; my 
Enquiry with him was, whether he had made any Overtures to the Im- 
perial Ministers, and thofc of the Allies, to invite them to enter with 
his Majcfty, and the States, into a Warranty of the Spanijh Treaty ! He 
told me, he had fo little Satisfaction in the Part he had in that Treaty, 
that he had not yet thought of any fuch Point. I told him, that that 
Day being his Poll-day for Spain , I had thought it not unfcafonable to 
mind him of it, to the End his Court might refolve to direCt what was 
proper to be done here, by way of folliciting the Allies to enter into 
Meafures with his Majcfty for an effectual Guaranty of the Spanijh Ne- 
therlands : He w as pleafed to thank me much for the item , and to pro- 
mife he would write ; but laid, that Treaty was fo little to his Taking, 
that he had not lent one Copy of it to any Governor or Miniftcr that his 
King had Abroad, but to the Governor of Flanders , and M. de Lyra 
only ; and that was the Rcafon, he laid, he had lent me none, nor yet 
the lmpcrialifls , his elofeft Allies. He faid again, he would write to 
Spain , for Orders to follicit this Guaranty ; adding, that it was to his 
Majcfty alone they owe it, and to no other, that what is left of the Ne- 
therlands is laved to them by this Peace ; and it is to his Majcfty’s Pro- 
tection alone, (he ufed that Word often) that they muft ftill owe it, if 
they do keep what yet remains. 

Having thus founded M. Secerning and M. de los Salbafes> I went 
next to the Imperialifis , whether my Orders properly led me ; they re- 
ceived with great RefpeCt thofe Evidences that his Majcfty is pleafed to 
give mere and more of his Care and Zeal for the Publick Repofe, and 
for the making of it lalting ; they were certain, they faid, it would be 
very welcome News to the Emperor, when he lliould receive this Over- 
ture from his Majcfty ; and they doubted not but the Emperor would 
comply as fully as could be deiired with his Majefty, in entering into 
any Meafures that lliould be tending to the common Safety : This was 
the Anfwcr they made, as to their being inftruCied of the Emperor's Mind 
in that Point ; and for the Offer I made them, to enter into Negotiation 
with them, they faid, they would acquaint the Emperor, and expeCt his 
Orders. M. Stradtfman allures me now, as I am writing, that they 
writ about it on tfucfday, which was the Day I put it to them. 

I have endeavoured to fpcak with M. Heugh and M. Slafpicl about this 
Guaranty ; this Jaft hath been out of Town thefe 4 or 5 Days, and is 
expected every Moment, but is not yet come ; the other I have miis’d, 
but hope to meet him before the Poll goes. 

M. Stradtfman is gone from me in great Anxiety for the Empire, in 
that 20,000 French arc gone over the Meufe at ‘Dinant ; ho would rain, 
have me prefs a particular Celfation between the Empire and France. 

1 tell him, ’tis direCtly again!! my Orders, which arc, to propofe a Gene- 
ral one, and that of 6 Months too ; that for a particular one,, or a Ihortcr 
Term, 1 . would have no Hand in propofing cither; tho' it is likely to 

me. 
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Hie* that they will agree both the one and the other among themfelves, 
unlefs t|je French wiil ftand off. 

. I perceive they think the French will accept of an Equivalent for 
Friburgh^ M. Secerning having told them, that M. Colbert's Anfwcr was* 
(wlicnjic, M. Secerning , propofed to him Colmar and Scblecbdat for Ex- 
change) that he would write of it to the Court, if he propofed it from 
^tlie'States, or but from himfclf ; yet M. Colbert told me, they have no 
Orders to accept of any Equivalent, but that they muft ftand upon their 
Alternative of Jpril laft, only that if an Equivalent that were reafon- 
ablc were offered them, (as they do not reckon thofe two Towns to be 
fo) they would not refufc to write to their King. 

I palled yefterday an Office for the Prince of Salmc with M. Cannon , 
the Matter is, the Houfe of J^jorain and that Prince have the County of 
Sahn% divided between them, only the Prince’s half is eredted into a Prin- 
cipality ; the laft Duke of Lorain did, by Reafon of Quartering and 
other Encroachments, keep no very good Neighbourhood with the 
Prince ; the Prince would have this Duke give him fomc kind of Caution 
and Declaration in the General Treaty againft thofe Grievances for tho 
future. M. Cannon fays, the prefent Duke will give him no Grievances, 
and thofe his Uncle gave the Prince, is no fufficicnt Ground to demand 
Caution from him ; and if he do wrong the Prince, his Recourfc ought 
to be to the ordinary Jufticc of the Empire. M. Cannon profclfeth much 
Service for the Prince of Salme> and fays, ’tis for the Prince’s Service to 
flay till the Duke be reftored ; if he begins thus uneafily with him, he 
wilHiavc much the worfe of their Tenancy in common. I am, c fo-

I Have fincc my laft, which was of the 19 th Current, the Favour of 
one from you of the X'jth to acknowledge, and humbly thank you 
for it. 

I gave you an Account in my laft, of what the Dutch , French'^ 
Spaniard ', and the Imperialilis , had anfvvcred me about the Guaranty. 
I fpoke to M. Hetigh of it on Thnrfday laft ; his Anfwcr was, that the 
King his Mafter will have but very diftant Thoughts of this Guaranty at 
this Time, fincc he hath no nearer Profpcdt to get out of the War ,* that 
he and others that were left by their Allies, have no Reafon to defire to 
fee thyfe Peaces warranted that have been made feparately, and in De- 
fiance of fo many Engagements $ he thought the Peace of Spain may yet 
chance to mifs of ratifying j however, he promifed to write with the firft, 
-of the Overture, and Offer I made to enter into Negotiation w r ith him 
upon this Subject. 

I could not fpcak with M. Slafpiel (who hath been out of Town) till 
late laft Night. His Anfwcr was, that the Elcdtor his Mafter had of a 
long Time had his Thoughts upon the fecuring of the Peace (when it 
fhould pleafe God tt fend it) by a good firm Guaranty j and that he 
and his Collcgue, upon their firft coming hither, were in Part inltrudted 
lio\y to enter into it ; but that Things being fincc much changed, and 
the Elcdtor being at this Time engaged in the War, all that he, the Am- 
baffador, could for the prefent do, was to write to his Highncfs, and to 
know his Pleasure upon the Overture I had made, of my being in a Rea- 
Vol. II. N n if • dinefs 
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dinois to enter into Negotiation with him upon that Point. I moved 
him upon the General deflation too ; his Anfwcr was, that they, the 
Northern Allies, would have little Difficulty, he thought, to enter into 
it on their Parts, but that he defpaired of feeing the Swedes brought 
ini-o it, the Swcd/Jh Minifter at the French Court having befeechod that 
King not to confent to it, as being a Thing that W'ould be the abrelute 
Kuin of Sweden at this Time. He fpoke much of the Moderation"!!! 
general that the Elector would be brought to j he docs not flatter him- 
fdf, he fays, with the Hopes of retaining all he hath conquered, yet he 
hopes no body can think reafonable, that the Swedes , who have without 
any Ground begun a War upon the Elector, fhould be reftored again to 
all, and not leave feme of their Fleece behind them. He had Tetters 
from the Elector himfelf, being landed wijji all his Foot, and half his 
Horfe, in the Iflc of Rttgcn , with the 1 .ofs of two Men only, the Swedes 
retreating before him ; when the Letters came away, the ‘Danes were 
landed too, with the Lofs of about 6o Men. 

This Defcent fuccoeding, (tho'.wc have yet no more of it but their 
very landing on the 13 th) makes every body conclude the Swedes will 
come to no deflation ,• and that the lmpcrialifts will (if they can polfi- 
ble) come to a particular one w ith the French, the Motion of M. dc 
Luxemburg// & Army threatning the Empire very much, if a Ceflation did 
not put a Stop to him. 

M. Reverning told me on Saturday, that the French Ambafladors have 
affirmed to him very ferioufly, that their Orders are, to bring alLFaci' 
lity on their Parts towards a General Ceflation, and coufequently a Ge- 
neral Peace, but they muft not feparate from their Allies the Swedes. 
On the other Side, there is a Swcdijh Miniltcr at the Hague , (I fu ppofc 
he means M. Sikcrcrooii) that fays, the Swedes would hearken to Rca- 
fon, and make their Way to get out of the War, but the French do un- 
derhand bear them up in their prefent Stiffnefs. 

M. Ditcher was with me yefterday in the Evening, to tell me, that the 
particular Ceflation between France and the Empire, (excluding the 
Northern Allies) w as upon the Point agreed on ; that the French infilled 
highly to have Prince William of Fttrjtemburgb fet at Liberty, or clfe 
fequcftredj that the lmpcrialifts mult come to it, if they have a Mind 
to the Ceflation, for the French will Hand upon it finally : His Requeft 
to me was, that fince this Ceflation (which, he faid, would not be above 
two Months) would bring on the Affairs of the Princes of the Empire 
to be Treated, his Admiffion (as a Minillcr qualified) might be prelfed 
at this Time, as a Preliminary neccflary to be fettled. He dclired his 
Ma jelly might be informed of this, that he may plcafe, if lie think 
fit, to challenge Prince William from the Emperor, to be fcqtcflrcd 
into his Hands : But fure if there be any Scqueftration agreed, it will ^ 
be into the Hands of the Pope, fincc their Ceflation is promoted by the 
Nuncio, and is Emitted to thofe only he mediates between. 

Tho’ M. Ditcher was exceeding confident this Ceflation for the Em- 
pire was as good as agreed, and that the Swedes would acquicfcc in it, 
yet I was advertifed late laft Night from a good Hand, that the Nego- 
tiation about a feparate Ceflation was broke off, and that the Nuncio 
had refolved to meddle in it no more. However, it is to me not impro- 
bable, that the lmpcrialifts, as the Cafe Hands with them, will give in 
to any Ceflation ; and if fo, I cannot but reckon the Peace, that is after- 
wards to be Treated between the Emperor and France, to be a feparate 
Peace, and fuch a one as his Majcfty would not intervene in, as long as 
the Northern Allies do Hand off, and refufc to Treat, and cry out againll 
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the Imperialifts for not keeping to their Obligations, which are (they 
fay) ftrifter againft a fcparate Ceflation than a fejpatato Peace. Belides, 
it is vflible, that the Nuncio, M. de los Balbajes r, and M. Bcverning, 
have hitherto had all the Confidences of the Imperialifts , both as to the 
Ceflation, and as to the Alternatives upon which the Peace is to be 
mad/, tho’ I have taken fevcral Occafions to let them know his Ma- 
JtdUy s prccife Orders to us here (of the i$th of Atigtift laft) by all Means 
to embrace the Opportunities offered us, of taking Care of the Intcrcfts 
of the Emperor ; and to embrace with all Readincfs whatever Offers bit 
jlmbaffadors have made , or Jhall make to us , to that Turpofc. 

Being gone thus far in my Difpatch, I have three Vilits one upon 
another ; the fir ft is from M. Balbafes , who came to return me Thanks 
for my Overture about the Guaranty, and to ask me in what Form 
his Majefty intended it fliould be drawn up, as alfo to defirc that Care 
might be had, that the Treaty of Guaranty which his Majefty fliall enter 
into with the States General, do derogate in nothing from that defen- 
fivc Alliance which is now in Forc<A>etwccn the Crown of Spain and 
the States, and that they fhould be bound to ftipulate their Quota for 
the Defence of Flanders , in the Manner and Form agreed on in that 
Treaty, which was made in the Beginning of this Year, notwithftanding 
any new Stipulation and Agreements between his Majefty and them for 
the fame Ends, which new ones are likewife to have their Place and Ef- 
fects : Another Thing he defired was, that when his Majefty and the 
States fhould enter into the Guaranty, there might be a Door left open 
'fbrttie Emperor to come in, and that he might be invited by Name in 
their Treaty to enter into it. 

A s to the Queftion, my Anfwcr was, that for the Forms of Gua- 
ranty, there was choice enough in the World ; that I did not yet know, 
which of them his Majefty w ould have propounded ; that I never heard 
of any Exception taken to the Form wherewith the Treaty of Aix was 
warranted ; but that I thought his Majefty would, in the Matter of Form, 
have a fpecial Regard to any one that fhould be propounded iii the 
Behalf of the Catholick King, who hath far the greateft Intcrcft in the 
Validity of it. 

M. StradtJ'man gave me a minute Account of what the French de- 
manded of the Nuncio, relating to the Ceflation : They would know firft, 
what Princes would enter it ? 2. They would have the Swedes taken in. 

3. They would have the Places for the Retreat of the Armies fpecified. 

4. They would have Prince William fet at Liberty, or at leaft fc^ucftrcd. 
j. They would have particular Meafures taken about the Ifle of Rugen. 

That they, the Imperialifts , had anfwered the fame Day, (Sa- 
turday) that it was their meaning, that all their Allies fhould enter 
into* tho Ceflation $ and that they intended not to exclude the Swedes ; 
that they would endeavour to come to a Temperament about the Re- 
treat of the Armies j as to the Ifle of Ru^cn, the Liberty of Prince 
William , and the Admiflion of the Bilhop of Strasburgb's Minifter, they 
did not belong in any wife to the Treaty of a Ceflation, but to the 
Treaty of Peace : Upon this the Imperialifis expected a Reply from the 
Nuncio, but had h id none ; I having put fincc yefterday was feven- 
niglit a Project of # fevcral Articles for a general Truce and Ccffation 
into the Hands of the fever.il Parties here, as well of the one Side 
as of the other; the French Ambalfadors were plcafed to bring me 
their Anfwcr upon it this Afternoon, and to tell me, they agree to 
all the Articles I had offered them, thofe only excepted, which I had 
calculated ,for a Truce of lix Months, lince they intended it only for 
Vol. II. * N n n 2 two. 
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two. I have not Time to read over their Anfwer, much lefs to fend 
you a Copy of it by this Ordinary, they defir c I ihould keep it in my 
Hands, till I have the Anfwer of the Allies of the other Sid£, with 
whom I had likewifc lodged my Project, and to that Effect I am rtow go- 
ing to follicit them. 

' 1 ' h e French Ambafladors made it to me as a great Argument bf the 
King their Mailer’s Sincerity and Delire of a general Peace, in tharSst 
brings all the Eafe polftblc to a Celfation, at a Time he might promife 
to himfelf great Advantages by his Superiority over the Emperor. I 
am, qc.

Right Honour able Sir, 

I Have not any from you to acknowledge lincc my laft, which was 
of the 23 d Current, nor have we made any Progrefs lince (not 
openly at leaii) ton ards the Collation. 

I take leave to cnclofe herewith, the Anfwer I mention’d in my laft, 
that the French put on 'Thurfday into my Hands: When I acquainted the 
Imperi a lifts I was poflefs'd of it, all they faid was, they would advife 
with their Allies ; M. Stradtjinan was with me very late laft Night, 
to tell me, they had done it, and to iliew me the rough Draught of the 
Anfwer they intended, on their Part, to lodge with me lomc Time this 
Day. I cannot perceive by their Draught, there will be any conliderable 
Difference between them, as far as thole Anfwers arc applicable to the 
general Project I gave in between them. 

1 Ji, I' o r the Term, the ImpcrialiJIs will demand that the Celfation 
hold till Neve-Tears Tide, N S. the French will give two Months, f»> 
there is but three Weeks in Difference between them. 2. The Quarter- 
ing of Armies, as ’tis propofed in their ftveral Anfwers, hath a conlider- 
able Difference in it, but fuch as I think may be reconciled, if both 
Parties be in carneft. 3 dly, That which concerns the Dukes of 'Bavaria 
and Hanover , and the Prince of Furjltmbvrgh , as you’ll find them to 
be Matters that, ftriCtly fpcaking, are foreign to a Celfation, and belong 
properly to the Treaty of Peace j fo they will be of very hard Dige- 
lfion to the ImpcrialiJIs , for neither Bavaria nor Hanover were ever 
quarter’d upon lince the War, nor is it now intended, nor almoft polftblc 
to be i and for the Prince of Furjicmburgh , all will be done for him, 
fays M. Stradt Jinan, that he can promife to himfelf, or defire in 
the Treaty of Peace, w hen it comes to be finilhed, provided it be asked 
in a decent Manner, either at the Intercollion of the King our Mailer, 
or upon his own Submiifion, nay, if it mult be fo, upon the Requili- 
tion even of the Moll Chriftian King. 

But the ImpcrialiJIs muft, I fuppofe, yield all thole Points, or clfe 
muft rcfolvc to be without a Collation ; for the French pretending to 
have alferted in the Treaty of Munfter, that Right w hich the Princes of 
the Empire have to make foreign Alliances, they will not let go that 
Hold in this Cafe of the Bifliop of Strasbnrgh , but will carry him 
through as their Ally : They have contended for him all along ; and 
when Things are much nearer a Ballance than now they are, M r 
Dnchr will not be wanting to follicit them. 

M. Wajpid , when 1 acquainted him with my being in Pcfleflion of the 
Dench A; Twer to my Project, and that his was expected j he told me, 

1 Ihould 
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I fhould have his Anfwer in a Day or two ; but M. Heugh faw nothing, 
he find, to bo anfwer’d in the Cafe, in Regard that neither the length 
of the Collation, nor the Time it fliould begin upon, nor yet the Pla- 
ces it*was to reach to, (which are the moft cflential Points) were agreed 
between the Parties; ’tis a Peace they dclired, he faid, and not a Collation; 

J/h e Trench Ambafladors told me on Monday , they had fpent all 
Huifat Morning in perf wading their Allies, the Swedes , to give into the 
Ceflation, and to put in an Anfwer to the Project fer it ; that with 
much ado, they had brought them to promife they would do it ; but M. 
Colbert told me the next Day, they wore rcfolved to expert an Anfwer 
by the Courier, they font this Day fevennight towards the King their 
Matter, and would not put in any Anfwer. 

I t is now above a Month (for it was the i$th of Jtiguff) that I firft 
propofed this Ceflation, and I have follicitcd it ever linee with all the 
Earncftncis I could ; the Nuncio had propofed it three Weeks before, yet 
it is no nearer a Conclulion, than that the Anfwer of the French is 
ready, and that of the Imperialifts will be fo this Day or to Morrow at 
furtheft. I do not expert any Anfwer in Writing from the Northern 
Parties, the Imperialifts will give in an Article for them to come in, and 
to be comprehended in the Ceflation, if they offer thcmfclvcs within a 
fet 'l ime ; it would be hard to refufc fuch an Article, but it is not un-‘ 
like to flick with fome of them. 

I f they, the Northern Parties, Ihould enter into the Ceflation, it is fo 
fhort a one, that it is not likely they would make up the Peace of the 
North in it ; fo diftant hitherto are the Parties : for the Swedes pretend 
to be reftored to all ; and fo unprepard is the Matter, that there is not 
fo much as a Projert thought on between them ; and if a Projcrt were 
drawn up, it is fcarce to be thought they would agree it, without fend- 
ing again and again to their Courts ; this I fay, in Cafe they be left to 
themfclves, and they are like to be fo, for ought I know, for France 
will hardly fuller the Law to be given to its Ally, and thefe States arc 
not like to meddle in it any further than France will think fit to allow 
them. 

For the Peace of the Empire, it doth not fern to be fo far off, if 
France be in earneft ; and yet M. de los Ba/bajes told me on luefday , 
that the Emperor will never fubmit to the alternative, becatifc of the 
Manner it is prelcribcd in, and that is the Rcafon they are labouring 
underhand to get France to accept of fome Equivalent inftcad of Fri- 
burgh ; for that being done, the Treaty would have the Appearance of 
a Thing negotiated, and not impofed. For the Management of this, they 
had once made life of M. Beverning, but he tells me now, they have 
not, made life of, or come at' him of a good while, having made 
ufe of M. de los Balbafes. 

Another Thing he told me, fpeaking of a Broiiilkrie that the 
Allies have among thcmfclvcs, fo that they no longer meet at their ulual 
Aflemblies twice a Week, the Occafion was this: The Imperialifts brought 
two Deputies that are come to Town from the Duke of Newburgh , into 
one of their ordinary Meetings, without having firft befpoken their Ad- 
miflions, and produced their Powers. 

M. Bee 'erring, Heugh , and Blafpiel broke up and went their Way, 
at the Sight of thofe ftrange Faces ; and M. Heugh hath flic wed me a 
Ipng Apology in Writing for their fo doing, with M. B ever ring's Obfer- 
vation upon this Incident; but the Imperialifts take Advantage of it, 
and come at the Meeting of the Allies no more, thereby finding them- 
felvcs difpeufed with from communicating with their Allies what they 
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arc doing in the Matter of the Ceffation and the Peace, and fo to have 
the more Colour to go on by themfelvcs, and feparatcly from their Al- 
lies, in the Steps they arc now making. But I mud do them that Right, 
as to obferve here, that M. Stradtfman told me lad Night, they had been 
with the fcveral Allies, to fhew them the Anfwcr they had prepared 
upon my Project, tho’ they did not fay they had their Concurrence^^ it. 

The Min if ter of Liege defired my Otficcs towards the French^ l}a- 
nijh and Stitch Ambaffadors, for removing of the French and Confederate 
Armies, that lie both Sides of the Menfe , ravaging that Country, and 
bringing all to Defolation. You will calily imagine, there is no Relief 
to be had here in fuch Cafes ; the French anfwcrcd, ’tis the Fortune of 
neutral Countries ; the Spaniards faid, that they would withdraw, if 
the French did ; the Dutch , that their Troops would within a Day or 
two be drawn away to (Jarrifon Macfiricht. 

I take leave, at the earned Rcqucd of the Prince of Lignes Minider, 
to inclofc here the Article which the Spaniards had infeited into their 
Project, in Favour of that Prince ; his Hopes are, that when his Majedy 
hath the Article laid before him, he will be plcafed to Ipeak with the 
French Ambaflador on that Side, iince the Prince is without remedy 
otherwife, the whole Article being left out of the Treaty, and the 
Spaniards having yielded the Point, becaufe the French would have 
brought in on their Part an Article touching vail Sums in Arrear, pre- 
tended by the Prince of Condc. 

The Hamburgh Minider font lad Night to know of me, if he might 
come and vilit me in the Body of a Deputation that will be here lifii- 
denly from the Hanfe Towns ; my Anfwer was, that if he were named 
by Name in the Indrument of Deputation ; and that he and the reft 
vilited me before any other Ambalfadors, 1 fliould not Difference him 
from the red. I am, (jyc.

Right Honcurable S 1 r, 

M Y lad was of the 2 6 th Current j fincc which, 1 have the Favour 
of one from you of the 24 th to acknowledge, and do humbly 
thank you for it. 

You are plcafed to let me know his Majedy s Plcafurc, that I fliould 
leave the Hamburgh Minider and his Bulincfs where it is. I have, as 
you’ll find by my lad, accepted an Offer he caufed to be made me ; I 
do hope it is not againd his Majedy ’s meaning, for I reckon that the 
Deputation of Hanje Towns will be in our common Indrument ; and if 
the Hamburgh Minider be named in it, his former Deputation from his 
own City, I take to be void, as M. Termulcns is ; and upon that Ac- 
count, I fhall make no Difficulty to receive him, if he gives the firft 
Vifit to his Majedy ’s Minider, coming from a new Minider (the Bi- 
fhop of Tadcrburne ) ,• but I bcfecch you. Sir, if I be out in this Notion, 
to rectify me with the fooned poffible, for I am in Hopes, your Orders 
may yet come to Hand afore thefe Minidcrs come to Town. 

M. Rewriting told me on Friday , and lad Night too, that there is 
nothing of late done between him and the Swedes , in Order to con- 
clude that Peace $ that there were fomc Differences between them in 
the Point of Commerce, and thofe of Amjierdam have darted fince new 
ones j that there are fomc Things to be excepted againd iq their very 
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Project for the Peace. But the Peace goes on no further, out of a Re- 
gard for the Intcrcfts of the Ele&or of Brandenburgb , for the States 
would bring on his Peace, and finifh it at one and the fame Time with 
their otvn. Thefe Delays the Swedijh Ambaffadors do therefore rcfledt 
upon, and complain of, as proceeding from a Delign of favouring the 
Elector i and they give that for a Reafon why they cannot conclude 
Peace with Holland \ for that it would be hard to pay for that 
Peace to the Ele&or and the Hollander too. 

M. Beverning, to take off this Caufe of Offence from they Swedes, 
would have his Mailers fond him a Power to Treat, and bring Things 
to an IfTue with the Swedes ; and when that were done, he would not 
conclude and fign till they faw what would be done for the Elector, 
who hath, as M. Bcverning fays, given the States a great Power to dif- 
pofg of his Intcrcfts. 

As to the CcfTation, it would be cndlefs to tell you, what going to 
and fro we have here, and yet nothing is agreed on. 1 lent you by my 
laft the Anfwcr of the French upon my Project. I fend you by this Or- 
dinary, the Anfwer the Imperialifts gave me on ‘Thwfday laft upon the 
fame, as alfo the feveral Anfvvcrs that M. Hcugh gave me on Friday , 
and M. Blafpicl on Saturday , upon the fame Subject. 

You will find the Anfwcr of the Imperialifts, as well as of the 
French , to be digefted into Articles ; and tho’ the Imperialifts have 5 Ar- 
ticles in their Anfwer of that Nature, that the French have nothing like 
them in theirs ,* and the French , on their Side, have 4 in their Anfwcr, 
that have nothing like them in that of the Imperialifts ; yet in each of 
thefe there may be Temperaments found ; and I cannot think the CefTa- 
tion will break on cither Side upon the Account of thefe, if other Points 
can be adjufted. 

The Anfwcrs of Mcflftcurs Hcugh and Blafpiel ', you’ll find of another 
Sort , the firft demands, that the Ceffation be for 6 Months j the other 
offers it with France alone > but when I produced thofe Anfwers (which 
arc not fo particular in other Points) yefterday to the French , they re- 
jected both of them with a great deal of Indignation : M. Colbert faying, 
they would never hearken to any Thing further, when more than 6 
Weeks fliould be fpoke of ; and that it was in vain to expert, that ever 
they fliould fo much as think of a feparate Sufpcnfion, and leave the 
Swede, as he is engaged with the Eledtor of Brandenburgh. 

U e side s thefe Anfwcrs that arc thus lodged with me, I have now in 
my Hands, an Anfwcr from the Swedish Ambaffadors in Writing; the 
French Ambaffadors brought it on Saturday from the Swedes, who had 
told me at one Time, that they could fay nothing as to the CcfTation, 
till, the Couriers they have lately difpatch’d to their King were returned ; 
and at another Time, that they referred themfelvcs to what their Allies 
the French fliould Treat and conclude for them. However, wc have now 
Propofitions from them in Writing, which go along in two Papers as I 
received them. 

T h e French Ambaffadors valued themfelves very much to me when 
they gave them in, upon their having brought the Swedes to be content 
with Stralfund and Gripfwald , and whatever elfe is in their actual Pof- 
feflton in German f at this Time, without pretending to have Rugcn rc- 
ftored, or that the Collation fliould have a Retrofpedt, which they infill- 
ed formerly upon. 

The French gave me the Swedes Propofitions, with a Defire I would 
employ my Offices principally with the Imperialifts , to let them know, 
that a CcfTation was to be had, and the French and the Swedes would 
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give into it, either to a General one for all Parts, or a particular one 
for Germany itfelf ; provided that that which remains to the Si?'edcs in 
5 Pomerania be faved to them, for ’tis in great Danger by a Collation ; 
that all other Points ihould be accommodated, provided this one were 
agreed to ; that without this, no thought of a Ccflation ; and to this 
Effect I was to pafs my Offices w ith the ‘Dane and the 'BrandenWHgfjer 
likewilc. 

When I fpoke with the Imperialijis , they complained heavily of the 
French,. iji, For that they did ask them to do a Thing that was not in 
their Power, to perfvvadc their Allies where they were not to be per- 
fwaded. And, idly. For that this was a going off from that which they 
had agreed to, at lcaft it was fo reported to them by the Nuncio j where- 
as I have taken Leave to obferve to you already, where the principal, 
I think I may fay, the only Confidence of both Sides lies at this Time. 

That Agreement, it feems, was, there Ihould be a CcfTation forth- 
with concluded between the Lmpcror and France , and that there fhould 
he a Door left open for the Parties in the North to enter afterwards into 
it, if they fhould fo defire ; and that it w as upon this View, and upon 
this Confidence, that the Imperialijis had drolled the 8 th Article of their 
Anfwer upon the Project for the Ccflation, which you fee hath been 
calculated for that End. 

When I fpoke with the c Dani(h Ambaflador, he did not fpcak much 
againft the Article of the Swedes holding what they have in 'Pomerania , 
but was out of all Patience upon two other Points the one, that tjjc 
Swedes fhould expett or pretend he fhould anfwer to any Thing they 
propofc, while they refufe to produce their Powers to Treat with him, 
as they have done hitherto, notwithftanding all the moft prefling Inftan- 
ces that the French, the Dutch, and myfelf, have ufed towards them, 
not to delay that any longer. The other Point was, that the Swedes 
do mention, as you fee, the Duke of Holftcin and his Intcrcfts, in their 
Propofitions ; for he fays the King of Denmark will run any Rifquc, 
rather than fuffer the Concerns of that Prince to be brought upon the 
Board in this Place; the utmoft that the Duke can do, being to refer him- 
felf to his Majefty’s Mediation, to be interpofed in fome other Place, 
not in this Affcmbly. 

I fpoke with M. 'Blafpiel , and found him fair enough ,* I told him, the 
Swcaes defired no more but to keep what they have till the Peace can 
be made ; for he faid the Elcdtor would never endure to hear of undoing 
any Thing upon a Ccflation, tho’ he might upon a Peace : When I 
prefs’d him to come to the Ccflation without further Delay, and that it 
fhould commence from the Day of the Subfcription, he was loth to come 
to that, faying, it was more natural for it to commence, when the Elector 
his Matter fhould be advifed it was concluded here ; letting me under- 
ftand plainly enough, that he w’as in Hopes Stralfund would be in the 
Elector's Power by that Time. 

I mutt confcfs, I thought I had an unanfwcrable Argument to prefs 
him and M. Iletigh , as I did the beft I could, to clofe with the Ccflation 
out of Hand ; the Danger to the Empire is fo certain, fo imminent from • 
the French Forces now upon the Meufe, that nothing but a fudden Sufpen- 
fion can favc it from a fatal Blow in one Place or 'other, which will 
utterly difablc it from giving that Countenance it docs as yet give to the 
Peace of the Allies in the North : On the other Side, the Advantage 
is but very (lender, and not at all certain, which the Dane and the Fran- 
denburgber can promife to themfclves by delaying it ; for we hear of 
nothing the Arms of Denmark hath in Profpett at this Time, and ’tis not 

pro-

probable that the Places in 'Pomerania will give thcmfclves up Co fud-* 
dcnly to'the Ele&or { Stralfund having, as they fay, rcceiyed the C. Co-? 
ningfmaaky and Gripjwald being, as the Hofteiners give out, provided for 
the Winter , 

La s/r Night the Imper la lifts had a long Conference with M .tieughi 
wjijirif the Brandenburgher was alfo j the Account I have of it this Day 
irons M. Stradtfman is, that they, the Impcrialiftsy prefs’d the two other 
all that was poffible, but could not being them to concur to a prefent 
Ceffation ; the 'Dane would have it long enough to cover them from thp 
Operation of the Swedes in Norway , when the Poft pomes; and the Bran- 
denburgber would not conclude himfelf, till he fee clearer what is like to 
become of Stralfund. 

Having now fpoken with M. Heugb , I do not find the Impe- 
rialifts wrought much upon him laft Night in their Conference together, 
he refers himfelf to a Communication he is to have this Afternoon with 
M. Blafpiel ; from whom he tells me, he hath moft politivc Orders not 
to depart or feparate, tho’ the Imperialifts and all others fhould do it : 

I do not find he would finally reject the Swedijb Propofitions, if they 
were fomewhat tempered ; but if the Elector fhould ftand out upon 
never fo unprafticable Pretcnfions, his King, he fays, is refolvcd not 'to 
leave him. I cannot yet meet with M. Blafpiely to fpcak with him. 
The King of Denmark and the Elector of Brandcnburgh have had no 
Interview, the contrary Winds having hindered it ; and that King hath 
now given over the further Thoughts of it, and is gone into Scbconen. 

I have adventured upon the Letter that goes inclofed, which M .Scbutz, 
the Zell and Wolfenbuttel Minifter,writ to me, he calls it a Billet , to enter 
into Commerce with him, and to receive his Powers ; but before I did 
it, the Baron Platen , who is the Ofnaburgb Minifter, came to me, and 
delired I would alfo take his Tcftimony, in Confirmation of what M. 
Scbutz had writ, he being affured from his own certain Knowledge, 
that he had no Character before the Journey he made hence to the 
Hague ; and indeed, the Date of his Powers being compared with the 
Time he went Home, is an Evidence he could not then have the Powers 
he now produces. 

I have inclofed likewife a Letter I have from the Duke of Luxem- 
burgb , and my Anfwer to it ; upon which I muft beg your further Di- 
rections if any Thing be to be done, as I cannot think there is, in his 
Buiincfs.

S INCE my laft, which w : as the 30 tb part, I have not the Favour of 
any from you come to Hand. 

Tho’ I have done nothing elfe ever fince but run to and fro between 
the Parties, in order to reconcile the Differences between them about the 
Ceffation, yet I canpot fay that the great Difficulties are in any Way of 
removing ; and for that Rcafon, the leffer ones arc not hitherto accom- 
modated in exprefs Terms. 

*0 nf. great Difficulty between the Imperialifts and French is, the firft 
pretend the French fhould withdraw their Troops out of the whole Ter- 
ritory belonging to the City of Strasburgb; the French , on the other 
Side,* pretend not only to keep the Forts they are poffeffed of near the 
Vol. II.

City, (which, according to the common Principle of the Ceffation,, cannot 
be denied them) but alfo fo far to continue the Blocadc, that no more 
Provifions or Supplies enter into the Town, than what both Sides ihall 
agree (as it was propofed lately concerning the fupplying of Mons in 
Hainatdt) to be a Proportion requifite for its Subfiftencc during tHw^Cef- 
fation ■, this laft, as it would be hard in itfelf, lo it would give the EJe&'>r 
of 'Brandcnburgb a Ground to pretend the fame Thing again!! Stralfund. 

Another Difficulty between them is, about Prince Williams Liberty ; 
the Imperialifts would have the whole Demand waved for the prefent, 
and the rather, in that his Liberty is certain when the Peace is made ; 
befidcs that, ’tis not a Demand that can properly enter into a Celfa- 
tion : To this the French lay, ’tis a Preliminary, and ought to have been 
fatisfied three Years ago : But M. Colbert told me yefterday, he would 
come to this Expedient, to accept of a feparatc Writing under the Hands 
of the Imperialifts , that he fliould be fet at Liberty within one Month, 
and that they might take what Pretext they fliould think fit for fo 
doing i faying, they would let him go into England, at the Rcquifition 
of his Majefty. This I carried laft Night to the Imperialifts, but they 
took Time to deliberate ,* tho’ God knows they ought to be as brief as 
is poflible in their Deliberations, confidering the fad Afpett that Things 
have in the Empire and Hungary at this Time. 

The Differences about the Ceffation in the North lie thus. I am in 
Hopes to receive lome time this Day the Powers of the Swedijh Ambaf- 
fadors to Treat with the Hanes ; for I got yefterday from M. Heugh , 
a Declaration in Writing, how far he was ready to fatisfie the Swedes 
in their Demand of a full Liberty of Corrcfpondence with their Court ; 
this he did dictate to me with much ado, giving me a Power to commu- 
nicate it to the French , but by no Means to the Swedes, till they had 
given in their Powers, which the French gave me Hopes yefterday they 
would be able to bring me fome time this Day. 

B e s i d e s what M. Heugh di&ated to me, to clear this Preliminary, I 
take Leave to inclofc the Anfwer that M. Heugh makes in a feparate 
Writing, to the fevcral Conditions that the Swedes would have inferted 
into the Ceffation, wherein there is nothing (if the one Side and the 
other will govern themfelves by the common Principle of prefent Pof- 
feflion, that the Ceffation is founded upon) that they can differ in ; but 
how M. Heugh will be brought to agree the Admiffion of the Holftein 
Miniftcrs, and the regulating of Quarters in his Country, I do not yet 
fee i he faying it is the bringing of his Head to a Scaffold at Copenhagen, 
to confent that mention be made of the Minifters or Intcrefts of that 
Prince (who profeffeth himfclf to be no Party to the War) in a Treaty 
that is only ceafing of Hoftilitics between thofe that are in the War. 

I lend you likewife M. 'Blafpicl s Anfwer, upon the great Article of 
difpofing of the Armies and the Quarters in ‘Pomerania ; it hath indeed 
an odd Turn, but agrees with the common Principle ; as to the reft of 
the Demands of Sweden , M. Flafpiel will have no Difficulty ; only 1 
mu ft obferve, that neither he, nor M. Heugh, is agreed of the Length 
that the Ceffation is to be of, M. Heugh contending earneftly it may be 
of lome Months j but his Allies will probably carry, him to confcnt to 
the French Term, which is to be but 6 Weeks. 

I cannot but think that a Treaty underhand is managing by the Im- 
perialifts for a Peace with France . i. The Auditor hath lately propofed 
to M. Colbert, that an Article might be inferted into the Treaty of Peace, 
whereby France fhould oblige itfelf to accept of an Equivalent for Fri- 
bitrgh, fiich as fhould be agreed among themfelves ; or clfe fuch as fliould 
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upon an Arbitration be judged reafonablej befide, M. de Gratia hath 
founded M .Bcvcrning upon this very Point, tho’tis not likely the French 
will ^ver come to any Temperament or Exchange j for the Emperor 
making it a Point of Honour to keep ‘Philipsburgb^ it is like Franco 
will think the fame of Friburgh\ for in fo doing it will have preferibed 
thp Peace. 2. The French Ambafiadors do upon all Occalions lay, the 
'Peace of Germany will be made, and they go hence in two Months 
Time at furtheft. 3. If fomc fuel) Thing were not in View, I do not fee 
what Buiincfs fhould detain M. de Gratia in this Place, nor why the 
Imperialifts fhould not'pufli on their Collation to feme lflue, but let it 
Hand as they have done this lafl Fortnig.it. But this is no more but 
my own bare Conjcdurc ,• yet if this lhould be thcllfue, there would be 
a hard Task left upon his Majcfly’s Hands, which is the Peace of the 
Ninth i the Empire going hand in hand with the Northern Allies, is 
hitherto of great Moment to bring about a tolerable Peace for the North ; 
but if they fhould be once feparated, the Peace of the North would be 
in all Probability very unequal, and therefore difficult to bring about.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

T HE reading of your two Letters, the one of the 30 th paft, the 
other of the 1 Jl Current, could not but fill me with Horror and 
Amazement: His Majefty’s Life, which 1 befeech Almighty God long 
to preferve over us, being, as the Scripture fays, the ‘Breath of our No- 
Jiri/s , and his Reign all along having been fo full of Royal Goodnefs 
and Security to thofe that will be quiet and orderly, and fo full of Cle- 
mency and Pardon cv<Jn to thofe that will not be fo, fure they mull be 
Spirits come up from Hell itlelf, that can enter into fuch a Confpiracy 
again ft his Sacred Perfon ; and 1 doubt not but that Blclled Providence 
that hath hitherto watch’d over him, will Hill continue to do fo, to the 
difeovering, defeating, and deftroying of all traitorous Defigns, their 
Authors and Abetters. 

1 found that the News of this Plot flew about this Place as foon as 
the Engl/Jb Letters came in yefterday ,• and M. Becoming was with me 
laft Night, to know of me what I could fay with Certainty cf it ; 1 had 
nothing to fay, but that which you had pleafed to impart to me in your 
two Letters. He had heard from M. Meinders , (the incognito Minifter 
of \Brandcnburgb here) that the Information ran, as if the French King 
• and ‘Don Juan had been acquainted with the Plot, and that fome of his 
Majefty’s Officers would have feized upon a Prieft belonging to the Impe- 
rial Minifter there, and had fcarchcd for him in the Spanijh Ambafiadors 
Houfe. However thefe Things prove to be in Fad, I befeech Goo to 
preferve his Majcfty, and to dired and enlighten thofe that labour in the 
Difcovery. 

In my laft, which was the 3 d Current, I gave you an Account of 
what then occuri^d of the languifhing Condition of our CcfTation, as ’tis 
Treated here ; fincc that, on Friday the French Ambaffadors and I 
• had a Conference about their Part in the Ceflation, and alfo concerning 
their Allies the Swedes. Touching their Part, they gave me back the 
Anfwcr that the Imperialifts had made upon my Projed, having apoftill d 
it (as you will find it inclofed) in all the Articles where they do diffent, 
Vol. II. Ooo 2 . in 
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in the reft accepting it as it lay. The Differences are not material, 
fince the French do infill no longer to keep Strasburgb block’d up tj - and 
fincc they do not exprefly provide that any Reftraint be laid upon if, the 
6 th Article for the Freedom of Commerce on both Sides gives it as 
fully the Benefits of the Cclfation, as any other Place can pretend to. 
Tho’ they will demand the Liberty of Prince William by an Article 
prefs, yet they arc content to wave the ftipulating of it by Way of 
Article, provided the Mediators do give them a Promife in Writing, that 
it fliall be done in a Months Time after the figning of the Cclfation. 

You will plcafe to obferve, 1 doubt not, how the Cclfation is to laft 
no longer than fix Weeks Time. 

Another Thing, concerning the precife Time the Cclfation is to 
commence upon, is not fo clear,- the French had couched it well and full 
in their firft Anfvver to me in the firft Article of all ,- and there can be 
no Qucftion made, but that, according to that Project, the Generals are 
to ceafe all Hoftilities, as foon as they have notice of the figning of the 
Peace, and forthwith to withdraw the Armies into the Territories of 
their own refpedive Mailers ; now you will find it, in the laft Article of 
the Project inclofed otherwife couch’d ; there is no Mention of the 
withdrawing of the Armies, and ’tis left to the feveral Ambaffadors to 
take Care (which feems to imply no more but their Offices with the 
Generals) that Hoftilities fliall ceafe before the general Cclfation do 
commence, which is to be 15 Days after figning. 

This little Variation (if it be luch as the French will lay hold on) 
is of vaft Confequence j for the Article, as the French had couch’d it 
at firft, would have obliged the Armies, as foon as Notice came to them, 
to ceafe, tho’ they had been never fo ready for an Operation and con- 
fequcntly M. dc Luxcmbttrgb might from hence, in two Days Time after 
figning, be ftopt in his Attempt againft Julicrs , or any fuch Place ,- but 
if he have 1 5 Days after figning left to his Difcrction, there may be 
a great Blow given there, or fomewhere elfe, notwithftanding the Cef- 
fation fliould be agreed on, if we fliould have any, which I do ex- 
trcamly doubt. 

I doubt it, for that the French Ambaffadors told me plainly in this 
Conference they would make none, if their Allies, the Swedes , do not 
come in j and then the Swedes fay, they will not come in, if they may 
not have Straljund , Gripjwa/d , < Diimgartcn i and 'Tribjees , fecured to 
them by the Treaty of Cclfation, notwithftanding any, or all of them, 
fliould be taken even before figning here. Bolides, they fay the Swedes 
mull have full and prefent Satisfaction in the Points of the Duke of 
Gottorp , and in the Matter of the Liberty for their Letters and Couriers. 

T h e Swedes Ambaffadors brought me on Saturday their Powers to 
treat with 'Dcnmarky and left them in my Hands, but clogg’d with fe- ' 
vcral Conditions to be obtain’d beforehand of M. Heugh ,- the main one 
was, to have a feparate Att put in my Hands for the Liberty of their 
Couriers and Letters, and this to be done, before we fpcak further ei- 
ther of Truce or Peace,- this M. Hettgh hath juft now granted me, only 
would have it to be void, in Cafe the Cclfation do not hold : Other 
Points the Swedijh Ambaffadors would not fo much as touch upon in 
our Conference, till they have the full Satisfaction they pretend in this 
of their Corrclpondcncc. 

M. Cannon coming to fpcak with me about the Affair of Lorainy (for 
whom I had the other Day moved the French Ambaffadors to enter into 
Negotiation with him, as being a Miniftcr that had all Powers neceffary) 
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he tells me, the French had received him very coldly, and had an- 
swered, they did not know whether the King their Mafter had not 
altered his Mind, as to the Alternative he had offered to that Duke in 
April laft ; for that the Time for accepting, and for the’ Duke to make 
his Option in, was long fincc laps’d j and this M. Cannon molt humbly 
defines his Majefty might be informed of. M. Cannon being with M. 
tfEJlradcs, happened to touch a Word of the Ceffation,- to which 
the Marcfchal replied, that the Ceffation would hardly obtain, becaufc 
the Swedes were not inclined to it ; and as for them, the French , they 
had no need of it. 

J 0YN1NC what M. Stradtfman tells fincc this Noon from the Nuncio, 
you will fee what little Hopes there arc for the CefTation j for the Nun- 
cio hath received Notice from the French , (which he is to impart at 3 
this. Afternoon to the Imperialijls) that they intend to have the 15 Days 
after fingning (which 1 have already mentioned as doubtful) entire for 
themfclvcs to a<ft in, and yet they will have the Swedes to have the 
Benefit of the Ceffation from the Day it is figned, and fooncr to, if they 
have loft any Thing fincc Rugen in 'Pomerania: Yet, if I miftake not, 
M. Stradtfman , M. Hcngh and Slafpiel \ with whom I fpokc a little be- 
fore, would bring themfclvcs to endure all this, I mean, to yield all 
that is asked of cither of the Parties, if they were fure that they might 
have a Truce, tho’ but of 6 Weeks, even at this hard Rate. 

M. Secerning told me laft Night, he would this Day propofe fomc 
Terms of Accommodation and Peace in the Elector of Srandenburgh ' s 
Behalf to the Swedes ; and tells them plainly, the States will not finifh 
their Peace with them, if the Elector’s be not to be made up at the 
fame Time, and that the States muft and will interpofe. I am, (Jc»

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

S INCE my laft of the 7 th 3 I* have not the Favour of any from 
you come to Hand. I told you in that, how M. Secerning intend- 
ed to make a Propolition to the Swedes Ambaffadors in Behalf of the 
Elector of Srandenburgh ; On T uefday he gave me a Vifit, as he told me 
he had the fame Day to M. Oxenfliern , but when he begun to make 
the Overture, he found M. Oxenfliern very fhy in the Point, the Orders 
of their King were, he faid, not to receive any Propolition, whereby it 
fhould be pretended, that Sweden fhould quit Claim to any Thing it 
hath «loft in this War, non pas me poulie de terre 3 was the Expreffion : 
Bcfides, they had an Eye at this Time upon the Army that is now upon 
its March out of Uejland 3 and like wife the Operations of the Forces 
of France upon the lower Rhine * their Confidence in the Afliftancc of 
that Crown being at this Time greater than ever, in that the King of 
Sweden hath received particular Alfurances from the Moft Chriftian King, 
within thefo 3 Weeks laft paft, that he will do even more than his 
Treaties oblige him to, for the Rc-eftablifhmcnt of Sweden. 

M. Oxenfliern was* defirous to know the Particulars that M. Secerning 
had to propofe j but he cxcufed himfclf, for that he faw plainly the 
Swcdifl) Ambaffadors would not enter into any Negotiation w ith him, 
and for that he thought the Swedijh Ambaffadors w'crc not ignorant of 
what the Elector ot Srandenburgh would be brought too.* M. Secerning 
being aware that M. Meinders had already opened himfclf to M. d Avaux 

at 
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at the Hague > and let him know, the Elector would do the fame Thing, 
and all that the States had directed M. Pcvcruiug to propofo here ; and 
that he acquainting, as ’tis to be prefumed he did, his Collegubs, the 
Trench Ambaflador*, it was to be fuppofed the Trench did communicate 
what came to their Knowledge to the Swedes ; what there is lh. the 
Proportion itfelf, more than the yielding of St el in to the Elc&orJ J 
could not perceive by M. j Bcccrnings Difcourfe upon that Subjedl. 

Me gave ]\ 1 . Oxcnjiicrn, upon this Occalion, a gentle Inlinuation (that 
was his Word) of the ancient Confidence, as well as ftritt Alliance, that is 
between the States and the Elector, which their Neighbourhood, and 
their common Intereft, would oblige them to have always a Ariel: Re- 
gard to ; tliat the States did very much defin , that the Swedes and the 
Elector might return the fooneft poftible to a mutual good Underlland- 
ing j and that they would contribute to it whatever fliould lie in tlicni. 

1' rom this Difcourf; of the Peace, they «’ent on to that of a 
Cellation, which M. Pecrniing told him, he had orders from the States 
to promote as much as fliould lie in him ; it was M. Ticc'crn ! vg\ Ob- 
fervation to me upon that Part of their Converfation, that it was much 
to he uifli' d the Peace between Sweden and the States were brought to 
its Perfection ; that there were feme Difficulties depending, and that 
there might be more, if not prevented by a fpeedy Conclufion between 
them, the States, the Swedes, and the Eli ‘tor j that tk e Swedes will 
conform to any Tiling that the Trench would nave n this flatter; 
their Depcn dance is fuch at prelent upon the Affiflance they expect from 
the Trench , that they for their Parts will not flick upon the Length or 
the Shortnefs of the Collation, nor upon its being general, or limited to 
certain Places ; that they mult govern themfelves in this, as the Trench 
fliould judge moll convenient. This Al. Oxenflicrn told AT. Secerning 
in fpccial Confidence, and he told it me as a Tiling fit to he laid before 
his Ma jelly, but with his moll humble Suit, that whatever Ufe he made 
of it, his Name may not come in Qucftion. 

Jn this Converfation, he told me, ’twas fomewhat flrpil/.ing to his 
M afters at the Hague , that tlie Trench Amhafladors there fliould by a 
Memorial deli re the States to void Macjlricbt and Heij'elt , which is 
not like to he fo foon done, for the States have Reckonings and Pre- 
tentions againll Liege , for which they mull be allowed to take their 
Precautions. 

On T’ucfday , M. Colbert came to tell me, the Cclfation between them 
the Trench and the Imperial ids was in a good Way ; that it was true, 
they could not yet agree in the Wording of two or three Things, but 
they were luch as neither Party would orcak upon ; that the Prapden- 
bttrgb Ambafliidor (as lie had been itnormed) was content to antidate 
the Cellation, fo as it fliould commence, as to his Mailer, the 4 th or 5 th 
of this Month, 0 . S- the better to fecurc to Sweden the 4 Places in Pome — 
rania \ that he hoped the Cellation would be agreed not withflan ding all 
Difficulties, and that he and his Collogue did their utmoll to remove 
all that lay in the Way ; that he delired 1 would labour with the 
Impcria/ijis , to give an Anfwer in Writing to the Swedijh Propolitions ; 
that for the 15 Days, they, the French , do demand between the Sub- 
feription and the Cellation of Hollilities, they will fliorten them if it be 
poflible, but fend to the Generals they dare not, they can but fend to 
their King when the Treaty is fubferibed, and ’tis by Orders from him, 
that the Generals are to ceafe Hollilities; that he declares to all the* 
World that his King hath no Intereft or Intention to continue the War 
but in Order to the Rellitution of Sweden ; that the Moll Chriftian King

would be very well fatisfted, if Sadden did accommodate its Differences* 
by parting with fope of thofe Things the Allies have gpt from it ; But 
that ho* cannot in Honour ask the Sfeedps to do fo, fince^ all this Lois' is 
Befallen them by their having entered into the Quarrel of Trance, Moft 
of this he was pleafed to repeat to me, uppn an Occafion I had to be 
yyith him laft Night, yet the CeiTation advances not ; M. Kinski told 
ine laft Night, that there are fome Things put to them, in the wording 
of which they, the Imperialifts , cannot agree. But 1 perceive 'twill not 
be impofllble to bring M. Blafpiel to antidote (as M, Colbert laid) the 
CeiTation for his Part, as the Swedes do pretend it, for he fays the 
Eleftor 4till yet have three Weeks work to. take in Strajfund. 

The Qbftruftion between the 5 p ane and Swedes is this, the Swedes 
will have an Aft from M. Heugh put into my Hands, for a free Paffage 
of their Letters and Couriers during this Negotiation of the Peace, ajra 
that this be done before they enter into Treaty of the CeiTation, or the 
Powers be changed : M. Heugh is content to do it, but with a Declara- 
tion, that the Aft is to be or no Force in cafe the CeiTation do hot take 
Place ; and this Declaration he would have me atteft, and give it him 
in Writing for his Difcharge ; this the Swedes will not endure, they will 
have the Aft without any Limitation or Condition, or clic none at all 
and here they Hick. 

Only there is a new Incident come to Light late laft Night, that 
will yet more hinder their agreeing, ** is, that the Courier that the 
Swedes difpatch’d with M. Heugh ' s Paifport towards their King, was 
detained at Cbpenbagucv, and probably would not be fuifered to go on 
M. Colbert giving ine this Alarip late laft Night, 1 went ftrait to 
M. Heugh , to know what Truth there was in this .that M. Colbert had 
had from ]\L d Qlivenkrantz : M* fhugh fliewed me the Chancellor "of 
Denmark's Letter of the i Ji oi QUob. Q, $. to himfelf. (that Chancellor 
by the way writes to M. Heugh in Prench, and fo do all the Danijh Mi- 
nifters Abroad the one to the other, and, as 1 take it, to their King 
to) he tells me, the Courier of the Swedijh Ambaifadors from Nimeguen 
was arrived ; that they ftopt him, becaqfc the ,King of Denmark was 
gone over to his Army in Schoonen ; but that the Courier fhould be at 
Liberty to pafs over the borrow after, or the next Day at furtheft. 
When I brought this Anfwer to M. d.Olwenkrantz, he was far from 
being fatished with .it i for fuppofing the Danijh A rra y in Motion, the 
Courier might, faid he, have been .fuffered to pafs ftrait to Maline, and 
fo he ihould not have come near the Danijh Army. Befides, he obferved, 
that the Courier arriving there the 26th of Sept . and not to go as the 
Chancellor reckoned till the 3 1 ft, there was 5 Days Stop put upon him ; 
and'confequcntly the Courier that ihould have arrived here, (as the Swedes 
compute it) two or three Days hence, is not to be expefted now in 8 or 
10 Days ; and all this, while, they will be in the dark, as to the Intention 
or Condition of the. King their jHafter. This moving of the Army was 
in order to a Battle ; if it go for the Dane , fays M.d Olivenkrantz , there 
will be no CeiTation agreed tOj by M. Heugh $ if for the Swede , they, 
the Swedijh Ambaflfadors, il^all .know nothing of it, their Correfpon- 
dcnce with their Qpurt will ftill be ftopt. 

Having writ thus far,, the JJrencb AmbafTadors came to. my Hoyfe, 
and tell me, they have this Day. Qrders from the King their Mailer, 'to 
give more and more Eafe to the, .Peace, and to the CeiTation to ; there- 
fore they deilred me to inform t;he J/nperialifts , that he will be content 
with Fribufgh, and one League. of the Country round about it, and a 
Way half a League broad fyom.j tfriburgh to Prifack, provided Thi/ips- 
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burgh be razed, and rendered to the Bifliop of Spire, never to be fortified 
again ; but if the Emperor ftiould pretend to keep ‘Pbilipsburgb, thefMbft 
Chriftian King would in that cafe pretend to keep Friburgb », antfail the 
Brifgaw. 

For the Ceflation, he offers this Facility, that the Emperor withdraw 
all his Troops the other Side of the Rhine ; that his Ambafladors h^ra 
promife exprefly, not to take Quarters in the Lands of the Elector of 
‘Bavaria-, Duke of Hanover , and Bifhop of Strasburgb > that it may be 
free for the Moft Chriftian King to lodge his Forces in the higher and 
lower AIJ'atia , and in all the Brifgaw ; that thele two Points, being ac- 
corded, all that relates to the Ceflation is on their Parts a^d ; that 
it would be well if the Imperial Ambafladors would come to a quick Rc- 
folution upon this Subject, and not take Time to write to the Emjjeror 
about it ; for that the Operation of the French Arms may change Things 
fo, as a fudden Peace may be the readied Means to prevent greater In- 
convenicncies. This was the Sum of their Difcourfe. 

These Orders feem to be come but this Day ; you will cafllv fee 
W'hat is new in them as to the Peace a Territory, and a Way to Fri- 
btergbj is indeed natural and ncceflary, but we never heard of retaining 
all the Brifgaw before, in cafe that the Emperor kept B hi lip slur gb ; as 
to the Armijlice, the not naming of Bavaria and Hanover , was agreed 
by the French ; but to day they fay. Nous ne ponvons nous en difpenfer. 
The Cafe is hard, but I doubt it will be much harder before they have 
done. 

Herewith inclofcd you will receive the Anfwer of the Imperialifis 
to the Swcdijh Conditions of the Truce, as alfo two Articles, as the 
Imperialifis would have them reformed, upon the French Jpofiils font 
you in my laft. Inclofed goes a Claufe of a Letter which M. Btafpeil 
lent me on Saturday , wherein the Swedijh Minifter in France complains, 
that England propofes a Ceflation to the Prejudice of Sweden . I am, &c.

Right Honourable Sir, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the loth, 1 have the Favour of ono 
of the 7 th from you, dated at Newmarket ■> for which I moft hum- 
bly thank you. 

I told you in the very clofc of the laft, how the French Ambafladors 
had deflred me to forbear declaring the Mcflagc they had charged me 
with to the Imperialtfls , till they fhould fpeak with me, as M. Colbert 
did late laft Night. The Rcafon was, they had been informed the 
bnpcrialijls would look upon that Proportion as a new Law preferibed 
them, and confequently would do nothing upon it j that they had 
therefore rcfolved to give in (within a Day or two) a Propofition on their 
Part to the French , and by that Means to prevent that Shame that it 
would be to them otherwife, to have the Conditions of the Peace impof- 

ed 
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p4 on them a fecond Time: That they, the French , having difeovered 
this, were content .to let the Imperialifts take their own Courfe ;■ and 
would*for a Day or two expert and fee what they would be at ,* there- 
fore they defired me to forbear my Offices upon the MefTagc they, the 
French , had charged me with, till we fhould talk further. 

On Saturday the Imperialifts delivered me aPropofition of their owty 
but not in Writing, only I took the Words (as they among thcmfelveS 
did agree them) into my Table-Book, the Words were thefe : Que Mcft 
Jieurs les Ambajfadeurs de fa Majcfte Imperials ay ant toujour s tacbez 
dapporter de leur c6te tout facilite a t Armiftice, comnte au moyen le plus 
propre pour arrvver d la paix, font hien aifes de donner encore cettc pretice 
convainquahte , que dans cet Armiftice leur veritable but riejl autre que la 
paix i c eft pourquoy Us fe declarent quadmettans la propofition faite au 
mots d Avril dernier par Meffteurs les Ambajfadcurs de France dune Al- 
ternative , & du I’raite de Munfter ils font prefts apres la Conclufton dun 
Armiftice foit general \ Joit parttculier , dentrer en Iraitl fur le pied de 
la dite Alternative , & du Traite de Munfter pour autant qui regarde S. 
Majefte Imperiale & f Empire, 

The French Ambafladors found Fault with this Declaration, (when 
I brought it them, as I did the fame Evening) firft as too general, then 
as captious $ that ’tis too general, appears, faid they, by the Words of 
it j and ’tis captious too, in that the Imperialifts pretend to accept of the 
Propofal of the Alternative, as if it were ftill free for them to choofc 
which Part fhould pleafe them beft in the Alternative, whereas that 
Time in which they might, and fhould have made their Choice, being 
long fincc clapfed, they arc now to be determined to that which France 
is content to leave them : Upon the whole Matter, they defired me to carry 
the Mcflage they had charged me with on Lhurfday to the Imperialifts . 

Yesterday M. Colbert brought it me, but fomewhat altered, and 
gave it me in Writing; it grates the harder, as you will find, (for it 

{ ;ocs herewith inclofcd) upon the Imperialifts , in that it fays, they have 
apfed the Time prefix’d them, and that the Moft Chriftian King might 
have propofed other Conditions, the firft having not been accepted 
within the Time ; as alfo in that it fpeaks of his Confcnt to the deino- 
lifhing of ‘Philipsburgb , in order to content the Princes of the Empire. 

The Imperialifts , when I delivered them this MefTage, complained 
of the French having departed from the Ceffation, which was in a 
Manner agreed between them : To this the French do anfwer, that 
they, foi v. Parts, are not againfl aCefTation, but they cannot bring 
the Swede* , who expert great Matters from their Army in 

Livonia. Dciifl*. 'tis of no Ufc between the Empire and France , 
for that the Peace is as foon made (if not fooner) as the Ceffation ; 
there being nothing between them but the Difference about Friburgh y 
fince the Treaty of Munfter is agreed of all Hands to be rc-cftabliflicd. 

M. Colbert told me yefterday, that he is perfwaded the Imperialifts 
are in good carneft for a fudden Peace,- and that the Emperor 
entering into the Peace, the States of Urunfwick , and the new Bifhop 
of Munfter 3 would forthwith relinquifh the Pretenfions they have 
by Conqucft ; fo that none, in his Judgment, ftand out againft the Ge- 
neral Peace, but Hrandcnbwrgh and ^Denmark ; he told me, as he had 
done before, that they, the French , had no Intercft to continue this War, 
nor Intention to continue it longer than till Sweden be reftored ; You 
know what Profcflions the Minifters of King Lewis XIII. made, when 
the French Arms firft joined with Sweden ; and how they were forgot, 
when it cajnc to the Trial.

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M. Secerning told me on Saturday , that he believes the French will not 
a&ually void Maejiricht, till the Ratifications between France aitf Spain 
be exchanged $ and he allows they have fomc Rcafon on their Sijle, for 
that the States had ordered him and his Collegue, upon the Exchange 
they had made of their Ratifications with the French , to tell them, the 
States meant, the Treaty of Spain fhould be ratified to in its Time, as 
in fomc Manner a Part of the Holland Treaty ,♦ yet, faid he, if the Fault 
of not ratifying fliould be on the Side of the Spaniards , the French were 
not to be blamed for it. We have yet no News of the Ratifications 
from Madrid \ and it was yelterday was 5 Weeks that the Courier went 
hence for Spain. 

M. Secerning complained of the French for feveral Things they do at 
Maeftricht , contrary to fair dealing, to weaken the Place ; and fears 
thofe and other Things may quickly breed ill Blood ; for he obferves 
there is a general Aigreitr againft that Nation in the Court at the Hague, 
and in the Provinces too, thofe Trading Towns excepted that crycd 
out for this Peace. 

The City of Cologn hath agreed to pay the Money taken from the 
French in 1673, and is now labouring to get into the Neutrality, which 
probably ’ere this is accorded ; the Jile&ors 'Palatine , Mcntz , and Triers, 
are faid to be labouring the fame Thing j this I take for certain, that 
they have Miniftcrs at this Time at the Hague , whofe Bufinefs is, to 
follicit the States to take them by way of Coinprehenfion into the Trea- 
ty with France ; thefe Neutralities and Comprchenfions, if they take 
Place, will infinitely influence the Affairs of the Emperor. I remain,^.

"Right Honourable Sir,' 

H AV I N G no Letters out of England come to Hand fincc my laft,' 
which was of the 14th Current, I have little to trouble you with 
this Ordinary ; for fincc I pafs’d my Offices on Sunday laft with the Im- 
periatijis , upon the new Overture that the French Ambaffador had put 
into my Hands, I have not heard one Word from cither of thofe Parties. 
It is not to be imagined, but that the Emperor hath long fincc inftrutted 
his Ambaffadors, of his laft Mind upon the main Point of that Overture, 
which is, the razing of Philip sbtirgh , and the yielding of Friburgb to the 
French ; M. Secerning having above a Month ago had Commiflion from 
them, to found the French Ambaffadors, (by way of Difcourfe only) 
whether they would be content, Philipsburgb being razed, to render 
Friburgb , being razed alfo, to the Emperor. But if they fhould happen 
to be fo mifinftrutted, that they mud fend to Vienna now for an Anfwer, 
M. Colbert did intimate to me on Sunday , they, the French , could not 
ftay fo long for an Anfwer, but mud enter upon other Meafurcs. 

That which moil probably retards their Anfwer is, they would firft 
fee whether the Ratifications will be brought from Spain, and exchanged 
with the French , the Day after to Morrow is the very laft Day of the 
6 Weeks ; and 1 am credibly told, that they expeft there fhould be fomc 
Rub in the Matter, the Imperial AmbafTador at Madrid being faid by 
them here, to have got fomething in Writing under the King of Spain's 
Hand, that he will never ratifie a Treaty fo prejudicial to the Emperor, 
and the Union of the Houfc of Jufiria, as this between France and Spain 
(particularly in the Neutrality to be ftipulated) was reprefented to that 
King to be ; but this was before the Treaty itfclf arrived, and that 
Article is much fmoother than it was at firft. Bur 
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But M. Secerning will not (as he told me on Tuefday) believe it 
polfiblc there Ihould be any Stop in the ratifying, yet he imputes it t6 
the French Caution in providing again!! fuch an Incident, (if any ihould 
happen) that they do not, nor will not void Maeftriebt , till the Ex- 
change of the Ratifications be over ; and he is lb much in Expectation 
of it, that he flays in Town on Purpofe to fee it difpatch’d ; otherwife 
he would have taken a Turn this Week to his Country-Houfe, it being 
now his prime Scafon for Planting. 

You will pleafe to remember, Sir, I have a Petition depending be- 
fore his Majcfly, to know his Pleafure how far I am to appear or inter- 
vene, in cafe this Peace of the Emperor with France, (which ftill will 
be a feparatc one) or elfe a Ceflation, or both, do go on to a Conclu- 
fion i you know 1 cannot lign without one at lcafl of my Collogues* our 
CommiiTion directing a Quorum of two $ and whenever we do lign, our 
JCommiflion of Mediation, (whereof all here have Copies) as well as the 
Powers of the Parties, mult be annexed to the Original Treaties. 

1 am apt to think if we were a Quorum here, we fhould be declined 
with feme Induftry as to the fubferibing Part s for in the fubferibing, 
the firfl Column for the Names would belong to us as Mediators, which 
would be a clear Dcciiion again!! the Imperialifts , in the ceremonial 
Point between us : Befides, Men that have Pretcdiions in the Court of 
Rome , as the Bifliop of Gurck is thought to have, muft make their Court 
on fuch an Occafion as this - and it will be reckoned a Service, to bring 
the Nuncio to be Party to this Peace of the Empire, and confequently 
to recover that Part which the Nuncio mifs’d, in not coming into the 
Treaty when it was figned between France and Spain. 

However the Peace do go on or not, I perceive M .Hcugh is not ill 
pleafed that the Ceflation is fo like, as now it is, to be quite laid 
afide ; he told me on Monday Night, he was altogether paflive; or rather, 
the Extent he gave extorted from him by the Imperialifts . A Cclfation 
then, when they were hotteft upon it, being very prejudicial to them in 
i Denmark . When I told him my Willies, that he would endeavour to 
get out of the War at one and the fame Time with his Allies, and gave 
him the beft Reafons I could for his fo doing ; he told me, nothing 
was fo like to bring them off in Denmark, as a rcafonable Propofition 
to be made by his Majcfly ; for without it be rcafonable, that 
is, as he explained himfelf, that they may keep fomething that they 
have got, the King his Mailer will never enter into a Peace with 
Sweden ; he’ll lofe all he hath got, and hazard the reft too, rather than 
fubmit to a fliamcfulTreaty, whereby he lhall be obliged to give up all ; 
and to tell his King that the Houfc of Srunfwick , the Bifliop of Munftcr> 
and the Elector of Srandenburgh too, will yield up all their Conqucfts, 
and leave him to Hand the Shock alone, moves him not : M.Heugb 
afluring me, with the greateft Affirmations that could be, his King will 
never be brought to do the fame by Treaty. 

I came now at 1 1 from fpeaking with M. Stradtfman , who tells me no 
more, but that he and his Collegues will reply in Writing to the Anfwcr 
(for lo it would be underflood of the French Ambalfadors) that 1 font 
you in my laft, bearing Date the i$d Current, N- S. He did not tell 
me any Thing, tho’ I asked him, of the Spanijb Ratification,, whether it 
be like to comc # or not, their Letters that came to Hand from Spain this 
Morning being not yet (as he told me) out of Cypher ; and they are 
to expect the iefs in this Diipatch, for that the Imperial AmbafTador in 
that Court was newly dead ; he had found M. Secerning, he faid, in 
fomc Pain yeflerday about thefe Ratifications. Mine from Sir TV. Godol- 
Vol. II. P p p a pbin 
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phin of the 8 th Current, N- S. fpeaks of the Treaties being font on the 
6 th from the Efcurial, where the Gentleman that brought it had arrived 
the firif, to the Council of State at Madrid, to be examined and con- 
sulted upon ; and that the Opinions, as he heard, were generally again!!: 
the ratifying of it, at leal! not without feme Alterations. 

M. Stradtjman tells me, that M. Secerning had fomc few Days ago, 
(but not in the Name of the States) fpokc with the trench Ambafladors 
for the comprehending of the Duke of Newburgh in their Peace, 
according to the 19 th Article of the Treaty of Peace between trance 
and Holland ; but that the French Ambafladors had atifwercd, that the 
Duke could not be comprehended, bccaufe he had not accepted the Con- 
ditions of Peace preferibed by France before the Time was lapfed, which 
was the 10//? of May. In this Anfwer, M. Secerning does the lels ac- 
quiefoe, bccaufe that the French had propofed the Article for thofe only 
that had accepted the Conditions of April ; but that they, the ! ~DtitcU. \ 
would not l'u tier the Claufc to Hand, it appears yet in the foul Draught 
to have been flruck out ,* M. Rccerning was yelterday in Expectation to 
receive Orders to infill upon the AdmifUon of that Duke, being he hath 
asked it within the 6 Weeks : This I have from M. Stradtjman , who 
tells me by the Way, that they, the Import a/ijls , enter not at all into 
this Matter. 

13 u t I perceive the Imperialijls arc much l.mbarralfed what to reply 
to the French , upon their Demand to have Fhilipsbnrgh razed, and 
what they, the French , fliould mean by that Claule in their Anfwer, 
au plus lefdits AmbaJJddeurs do France pcrjijlcnt dans teutes les antres 
Conditions qu its ent cy decant propofees pour les Alii z de la France, 
for that may bring in a very large Reckoning, this we {hall know upon 
the Reflexions that the French ftiall have Occafion given them to make 
upon the Reply of the Imperialijls. I am, (jc.

Right Honour able S 1 r, 

M Y laft was of the 17 th Inftant; fince which, we have no Letters 
out of England come to Hand. 

W e have no more Doings here about the Collation of Arms, all the 
Negotiation that is now, at leal! openly on Foot, is, touching the Peace 
itfelf between the Imperialijls and the French ; but they are got into 
the old Way of doing it by elaborate Writings, to be handed from one 
Side to the other, whereof you’ll have two herewith inclofed. The 
one dated the 19 th Current, is a Reply of the Imperialijls to the French 
Memoir of the 23 d> N. S. wherein the Imperialijls do, but in too clear 
Terms, except the Conditions propofed by France in April laft. 

N i- x t, they take it for granted, that the Moll Chriftian King will 
ftand to thofe Conditions, in Regard, that in the 19 th Article of the 
Treaty between France and Holland there is. a Faculty reierved to the 
Allies of the States General to accept the Fcacc at any Time, within 6 
Weeks after the Ratifications ihould be exchanged ; and that it muft be 
the Peace offered by France in April laft that is there 0 meant ; France 
having never propofed any other to be accepted of, and the Time for 
accepting what is propofed being not yet lapfed. 

H t- >: of. they infer, that they, the Imperialijls, having accepted the 
Cond'tions, the Emperor is at Liberty to take his Choice of the Alter- 
natives propofed j that is, to keep or part with Fhilipsburgh or Jgriburgh, 
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as he (hall think beft. But, fay they, lince the French fhew a Dcfire to 
have Pbilipsburgh demolifhcd, vve fliall not refufe to treat of that, pro- 
vided tlfc Emperor be not to part with Friburgb and Pbilipsburgh too by 
the Bargain. They clofe all, with offering and admitting the Ccflation 
as ’twas propofod by the Mediators. 

This is the Sum of their Paper, which they would needs leave in 
my Hands on Saturday : I would have declined the receiving of it ; nor 
did 1 receive it, but to help my Memory ; and when I palt my Offices 
with the French the fame livening, 1 did not leave with them a Copy 
of it, being defirous to keep the Parties to the Rule eftablifhed here long 
lince by common Confcnt, which is, to avoid this formal Kind of Wri- 
ting as much as is poifiblc. 

But tho* I did my Office by Word of Mouth with the French , the 
Nuncio did his by leaving with them a Copy of the Memorial itfelf^ 
and To it hath begot another fet Writing from the French , in Anfwcr to 
it ; the Subfiance whereof is, That they, the French Ambaffadors, take 
it for granted, that the Imperialijls do, for the Emperor and Em- 
pire, agree the Treaties of Wefipbalia arc to be rc-cftablilhcd in all 
their Points ; and confequently, that they do agree to the Conditions 
neceffary, and fuch as may be juftly demanded of the Emperor, in Or- 
der to attain that End. 

For this being fuppofed (elfc let the Imperialijls plcafe to fpeak out) 
the entire Satisfaction of Sweden , of the Duke of Gottorp , and of tho 
Houfe of Fnrftemburgb , arc Things that will ncccffarily fall in. 

That as to what concerns France , it is content to hold to the Al- 
ternative firft propofed, tho’ the Time to accept it be long fince clapfed ; 
and tho’ the 19 th Article of the Treaty of Holland , will in no wife 
ferve to prorogue it, France will be content with Friburgb , and a 
League round for a Territory, together with a Pafl'agc to Prifack , 
in Cafe the Emperor will raze 5 Pbilipsburgh, and leave it to the Bi- 
fhoprick of Spire ; but if the Emperor will needs keep Pbilipsburgb , 
France pretends to retain the whole Province of the j Brijgaw, together 
with Friburgb , the Capital of it. 

That as to the Ccflation, it cannot be imputed to them, the French , 
that it is not long fince agreed ,• that it is the < I)anifh and Prandenburgb 
Amballadors, have done all they can to hinder it, infomuch that the 
Courier that went from hence to the King of Sweden , was (notwith- 
flanding his Paffport) flopt at Copenbagnen ; that therefore they, the 
French , renew their lnfianccs again, for the free Paffagc of Letters and 
Couriers, as a Thing abfolutcly neceffary to the Negotiation here. 

I have net yet done my Offices upon this Writing of the French , 
but I mtend to do it by Word of Mouth, not only in Regard of the 
Rule, but in that the W riting (as you will fee by the Copy that goes 
herewith) hath fomc Words of the 5 D anc and the Prandenburgher , that 
might well have been fpared. 

M. Colbert told me, when he and his Colleguc delivered me this 
Writing laft Night, that if there were any CefTation, it would not be 
above 3 Weeks at molt ; and therefore that a Motion 1 made them in 
Behalf of his Highnefs the Prince Elc&or Palatine , (which was, to re- 
move the French Tro«ps out of his Eftates during the Ccflation) could 
not be confented to j for he thought, that neither Side will flir their 
Troops for fo fliort a while, out of the Places where they fliall happen 
to £>e when the Ccflation comes to them ; however, the Ambaflador 
promifed to write to Court in the Elector’s Behalf , and fo likewife for 
an old Debt, l moved them for their Offices in, towards their Court. 

• The 
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The Elector demanding about 600000 Livers, as lent in 1603 and 
1608, and 20000 Crowns Arrears of Sublides, upon a Treaty of Alliance 
in 1657 » by their Undertaking more readily than ordinary to da their Of- 
ficer upon thefe two Points, and by their telling me, that Monlicur and 
Madame would fpeak, and be very well heard upon them, I guefs the 
Intercfts of his Lledoral Highncfs arc in that Court at this Time more 
conlidered, than when I paft the like Offices with them heretofore. But 
when 1 moved them, the French Ambaifadors, in Behalf of the Duke of 
Newburgh, for the withdrawing of the French Troops out of Julicrs up- 
on this (Iround ; that the Duke hath now declared his accepting of the 
French Conditions of April laft, and hath by his Miniftcr here demand- 
ed his Inclulion in the Treaty of Holland with France , they would not 
undcrfhmd he was to be included, till he had given in his Conditions, 
and that France ihould agree them. 

Thus they anfwered me on Saturday, and yefterday too ; that M. 
dc Haren , who returned hither on Fhurjday Night, told me this Morn- 
ing, that he hath Orderrs from his Mailers (M. Secerning being gone on 
Friday Morning to his Houfe in Holland) to reclaim the Duke of New- 
burgh as their Ally, and as fuch received by them into the Inclulion. 
To that bile lit, he was pleafed to fliew me this Morning a Declaration 
he had drawn up, for the taking in of as many of their Allies as had 
accepted of the Peace. 

In this Minute was named not only the Duke of Newburgh , but the 
Emperor and the Empire ; and he told me, the Imperials were re- 
folved to lay hold of this Occalion, and to declare to him fomc Time 
this Day, their accepting (in the Name and Behalf of the Emperor and 
the Empire) the Conditions of France , and to demand of him confcquently 
an Inclulion for the Emperor and the Empire in the Treaty of Holland by 
Virtue of the 1 9 th Article : But I came now r from a Conference with the 
Imperialijls upon the abovementioned Memorial of the French , as alfo 
about the cxculing of his Electoral Highncfs 5 Palatine from Winter 
Quarters, and they were not pleafed to let me know that they intended 
to lay Hold of this Inclulion, nor to Itrive to get in at this Time. 

M. ! 'Blafpiel was with me at 1 1 , to give me in a Memorial of his,' 
pretending to have the Duke and Dutchy of Cleves comprehended in 
this Inclulion, and to delire his Ma jelly’s Support in it ,• and to tell me 
withal, if the Celfation had been agreed, and that Stralfund Ihould have 
been rendred by it to the Swede again, the Elector would have ren- 
dred it, (tho’ the Ambaifadors had no Orders to confent) out of the . 
deep Regard he hath to his Majelty’s having caufed the CeiTation to be 
propofed in his Name. Inclofed goes a Paper he gave me, whereby it 
appears, that Stralfund is by this Time in the Elc&or’s Hands. 

M. de Haven told me of very private Orders he hath from his Ma- 
ilers, to demand a Month longer of the Ftench Ambaifadors for the 
Exchange of the SpaniJJ) Ratifications, and that this Demand had very 
much afarm’d them ; their Anfwer to him, and to me, was, that they 
would make no Difficulty to exchange upon Pretence that the Time i? 
lapfed, provided they have no Orders in the mean while to the con- 
trary, but that they would not agree aforchand to prolong the Term. 
M. dc los Halbafes being come to Town laft Nigfct, and alluring every 
Body that the Ratifications will be here in a very few Days, hath mi- 
tigated much of the Pain that the Dutch (cipccially) were in, about 
their Ratifications. 

1 v the Dutch can make good their Inclulion, as they now pretend 
it, we {hail be in Polfelfion of a Peace in the Empire, # before we are 

awar;’. 
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aware of it, and in that Cafe a Celfation would be very proper, for the 
only Matter then in Deliberation would be (befides the fixing of the 
Alternative) how to bring the Allies in the North to reftore Sweden ; 
and if It could not be by fair Means, how to order the PafTages and 
other Means, for the recovering of what belongs to that Crown by 
Force, as in other Cafes, where fuch a fundamental Law as the Wejlpba- 
lian Treaties are come to be violated. 

Just as 1 am ligning this Difpateh, the Lorain Miniftcr comes to me,’ 
to. declare, that he accepts of the Alternative propofed by France in 
April-, this being the laft Day, (for the 6 Weeks, fince the Exchange of 
the Ratifications between France and Holland , will expire to Morrow) 
he would willingly lay hold of the Advantage too. I am, dye.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

I Have fince my laft, which was of the 21 Jt Current, the Favour of 
one from you of the 14 th from Newmarket to acknowledge, as I 
do with all humble Thanks. You will have received in that laft of 
mine, a Memorial of the French AmbalTadors dated the 30th of Ottober , 
N- S. which they had given in to me by way of Anfwer to a Memo- 
rial of the Imperialifts , bearing Date juft the Day before. 

Yesterday in the Evening, they, the French AmbalTadors, having 
defired a Conference with me, came to tell me, that by all they were 
able to gather from the Demarches the Imperialifts now make, there 
was Reafon to believe they were fincere in the Dcfircs they cxprcfl'cd for 
a Peace ; that the laft Memorial they, the French , had given in, had 
wrought no ill Effect upon them* and leaft the Imperialifts ihould 
fancy to themfclves, from fome Words of that Memorial, (which they 
confeftcd to be fomewhat general) that there are harder Conditions intend- 
ed by it, than France really means, they were therefore come to explain 
thcmfelves what it is they pretend to be performed by the Emperor, by' 
way of Condition on his Part, when he lhall engage himfelf to re-efta- 
blilh the Treaties of Wejlphalia in all their Points. His Part therefore 
lhall be no more then, 

1. Not to aflift the Enemies of the Crown of Sweden either dircCHy 
or indirectly. 

2. Not to give them any Quarters within the Empire ; what they 
lhall take in their own Countries, ’tis not pretended the Emperor (they 
faid) Ihould hinder. 

3 # That the Emperor call back his Troops, that are at this Time 
imploycd againft Sweden. 

4. That France be left ftill in its entire Liberty to fuccour all its Allies. 

5. That the Duke of Qottorp , and the Houfc of Ftirftemburgh\ be 
reftored, as is already demanded. 

6. That for the particular Satisfaction of France , the Town of FrF 
burgh , and the Comte belonging unto it, arc to remain to France ; they 
did not yet know, they faid, the Extent of that Comte , but they dciiftcu 
from demanding the whole Rrifgaw ; and they left Fhilipsbttrgh to the 
Emperor, not inlifting it ihould be razed. 

That as foon as ever thefe Conditions are agreed to by the Impe j 
rialifts , they, the French , will immediately confent to a Ihort Celfation 
of Arms of about 20 Days ; and the only Condition of that Ceftation 
lhall be, tlsat all Armies and Forces on both Sides lhall remain in the 
Places they are then pollelfcd of. • This 
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This they defired me not to pafs any Office upon, nor to fpeak of, 
till the Imperialijts came to me, which, they told me, w^uld be 
fomc time this Day, with their Anfwer upon the French Memorial ; and 
then, in cafe I found them to doubt of the general Terms in the" French 
Memorial, I fhould let them fee what Eafe they are ready to give 
them, for the Sake of the l J eace. 

M. dc los Balbafcs told me 24 Hours before, that the French were 
come to this Temperament about Fribtirgh , that the Imperialijts would 
accept of it * and he and M. Haren , who came to my Houle laft Night, 
as foon as the French were gone, feemed to wonder very much that the 
Imperialijts did lofc one Minute of Time to ciofe, and declare thcmfclves 
that they accept the Alternative of Bhilipsburgh as ’tis now explained. 
J\l. de los Balbajcs is thought to be fpccially concerned to bring the Im- 
pcrialijis to a fudden Ciofe, that he may thereby put an End to the 
Peace of Spain ; for he is thought to have at this Time the Ratifications 
in his own Hands, and that he ftays only to fee the Peace of the Em- 
peror made up, or at leaft agreed in the grofs, before he do exchange 
them i to the End, that the Neutrality ftipulated from him may give 
the lefs Offence to the Emperor: This M. dc Haren told me laft 
Night, that M. Colbert is not only perfvvaded, but fays, is certain, 
that M. de los Ralbafes hath the Powers in his Coffer at this Time ; 
and this the French Ambaffadors knew, by the Intelligence they have 
out of Madrid. Yet M. dc los Balbafes was with me laft Night, and 
with M. Haren this Morning, to acquaint us, he had received Letters of 
the 1 6 th of October , N. S. from his King; that the Ratifications fhould 
come with the firft Convenience poffiblc ; and that which hindered the 
fending of them was, partly becaufe molt of the Counfcllors were out 
of the W ay when the Treaty was to be confulted upon ; and partly, the 
falling ill of the Gentleman, that fhould have carried the Treaty back 
again hither ; there being no other to be imployed, fince his Name was 
in the Paflport : But the Marquifs, to my feeming, fpokc of thefe two 
Incidents fo flightly, as if he doubted not but, notwithftanding thefe In- 
cidents, the Ratifications would be here in a very few Days. 

On Friday I received the Vifit of 4 Deputies of the Hanfe Towns, 
whereof the firft was from Lubeck 3 the two next from "Bremen , and 
the laft from Hamburgh ; but I fatisfied myfelf in fpeaking aforehand 
with the Lubeck Man, who had been with me in virtue of his firft Com- 
milfton from Lubeck upon fcveral Occafions; 1 /?, That the Towns of 
Lubeck , Bremen , and Hamburgh , have by an ancient Prcfcription the 
Direction of the Affairs of the Hanfe Towns, and have been ufed to 
depute their own Members, to aft, not from thcmfelves alone, but for. 
the Hanfe Towns their Affociates alfo. This, befides the Averment of 
this Lubeck Minifter, appears evidently enough by the Powers and the 
Ratifications on the Part of the Hanfe Towns, that are Printed with the 
Treaty they made with France , May 10. 1655. for thus they begin: 
Nos Confides & Scnatores Chit at nm Lubecae, Brema?, & Hamburgi, notum 
facimns quod Nojtro Rcliquarnmqi Civitatnm Hanfeaticarum nomine ad 
SereniJIimnm Ludovicum XIII. ex corpore Noftro deputavimus & elegimus 
Legates N. N. who are two Secretaries of Hamburgh only. In the Ra- 
tification it is the fame, with a — pojiquam Seremffimo Ludovico XIII. 
cum feederat-is Hanfie Chitatilms eartimqi nomine fpecialiter ad id dc - 
putatis N. N. (the two Hamburghers) traftationem. quandam injlitucre , 
idcirco Nos prafati Senatorcs & Confides noftro Sociarumq\ Chitatum no- 
mine rati habemtts.

T h e Power of thefe Men, which goes along, (and the Letter to me) 
you will 'find to run con) undim & divifim in tho fame Stile j the two 
other Joints I had to be fatisfied in from him were, .that they had laid 
afide their particular Commilfions, and were to alt by this Deputation, 
and no other ; and alfo that they gave me the firft Vifit in that Quality. 

Being gone thus far, the Imperial Ambafladors arc pleafed to come 
to a Conference with me upon the laft Memorial of the French, which 
iaflcd me two Hours. What they faid was, 

1 . That they will yield Friburgb with their Appurtenances, which, 1 
they fay, are but 3 Villages ; but they will have the High-way, as now, 
it is, to be a fufficicnt Paffage to Hrifack , without affigning a new Way 
on Purpofc and in Sovereignty : Befides, they would referve to them- 
felves a Liberty to give an Equivalent for Friburgb. 

2. They are content all fhould be reduced to the Terms of the Peace 
of Wcflpbalia , but where it fhall be otherwife provided by this Treaty ; 
and they’ll engage to do tbeir beft Endeavours, jointly with the French , 
to bring the Parties in the North to a Peace upon realonable Terms. 

3. They will not refufe to agree to an Article that fhall be recipro- 
cal, for not aiding one another's Enemies ; provided it be pen’d in luch 
Manner, that there be nothing in it contrary to the Dignity of the Office, 
or the Safety of the Emperor. 

4. T hat the Emperor, of his ufual Clemency, hath already rcfolvcd, 
that the Bufinefs of the Houfe of Furjicmburgh fhall beget no Delay, 
provided they make theSubmiffion that is fuitablc to his Imperial Majefty. 

5. That they content to a Cclfation, upon the Terms that are 
already in a Manner agreed on, and according to the prefent State of 
Affairs ; the 3 d Article of that Project, which relates to the Quartering 
of Armies, being to be left out. 

This is the Sum of what they had to communicate to me, wherein 
there is nothing to my feeming, but may be reconciled (with fome little 
Temperaments) to the Pretcnfions of the French : But when 1 put them 
to it, to know what they would fay to that Demand of the French , 
whereby they pretend to be at Liberty, notwithftanding this Peace, to 
aifiil their Allies ; they feemed to be unrefolved what to anfwer. All 
they laid was, that if the French meant to pafs their Forces through the 
Empire, it could not in that cafe be called a Peace j but that there were 
other Ways of alfifting the Swedes ; and unlefs thofe were taken, and 
the Empire left to its Repofe, it would be a vain Thing to enter into 
the Name of a Peace, and remain ftill in the State of War. 

What the French will lay to this, I fhall not be able to tell you by 
this Ordinary, nor to add any more, but that I am, &c.

"Right Honourable S 1 r, 

I Gave you in my laft of the 24^ Curront, (fincc which I have the Fa- 
vour of one from you of the 1 8 th to acknowledge) an Account of 
what the Imperial AmbalVadors had anfvvercd that Day, to a Memorial 
that the French Ambafladors had given in the Sunday before. 

When I made my Report of that Anfwer (as 1 did the lame Even-* 
ing) to the French , they replied, 

1. That they could not defift from demanding le Comte de Friburgb ; 
the Villages .that were offered them, as all that depended at this Time 
Vol. II. Q.q q , upon 
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upon Fribnrgh, being riot a lutficient Dcpcndance for fuch a Town, 
they wouiti be content to refer thcmfelvcs to the Records of' the Place, 
and pretend to no larger Territory than luch as Aiall be foriind to 
have belonged to it within the Compafs of 30 Years lafl paft. * 

2. That they perfifted to demand a High-way from Friburgb to Hri- 
Jack, to be afltgned to France in Sovereignty ,* which they faid would be 
but a fmall Matter, (not above an Hour’s going) confidering how far the 
Territory of Friburgb is intended to reach on the one Side, and how 
far that Ground which is already annexed to Hrifack reaches on the 
other Side. 

3. That it is not they, the French , that firft propofed theCclfation, 
mentioned by the Impcrialijis , nor demanded the fhort Term of 3 Weeks ; 
but that the one and the other having been propofed by the Impcrialijis , 
they did not refufc their Content to it, provided the other Conditions 
ihould be firft agreed. 

4. That for the Princes of Fritjfemburgh , they might if they pleated 
exprefs the Refpert they owed to the Emperor, and delirc to enter into 
his good Graces ; but they, the French , could not confcnt to any Ex- 
preflion, that ftiouJd imply cither of thole Princes to have been in Fault. 

5. That in order to come to a Point, the Imperial Ambaftadors 
ftxuild do well to draw up that Article thcmfelvcs, that they were con- 
tent to concur in, againli affijiin g the Enemies the one of the other , to the 
End the Conditions may at laft be diftinrtly known that the French do 
demand, and the Impcrialijis are willing to confcnt to, for the reftcring 
of Sweden. 

To this Effort was the Reply of the French Ambalfadors, it was by 
Word of Mouth only, and they were very calm in it ; I do not find 
there hath any Thing pafs’d (laving with the Auditor) between the Par- 
ties fincc. M. Stradtfman attributes it (as M. Haven told me laft Night) 
to the French , that either expert further Orders from their Court, or elfe 
better Informations about the pretended Comte of Friburgb ; I fay pre- 
tended, for the Impcrialijis pretend there is no fuch Cerate. M. Colbert^ 
on the other Side, told me laft Night, lie wondered very much the 
Impcrialijis flood upon fuch trifling Things, as the Dependencies and 
the High-way of Friburgb , and did not come to feme Refolution (the 
prefent Conjuncture conlidered) ; but if I underftood him rightly, he 
looks upon the Peace as infallible. 

Yet I cannot comprehend how the Emperor can make it for himfclf 
and the Empire, and in it agree to the Liberty the French demand of 
marching and countermarching through the Empire, for the Relief of 
Sweden ; unlcfs it be that the Emperor reckons, that the Elertor 
of iBrandcnburgb, the Biftiop of Mttnjicr , and the Houfe of J intnjwick, 
will come to any Peace, rather than incur the Hatred of fo many 
Princes that mud be undone, while they defend their Conquells ; or 
elfo the Swedes would be content with fuch Alriftancc as France would 
afford them by Sea, or with Money, without pairing their Forces thro’ . 
any Part of the Empire. 

But M. d'Eftrddes expreffed himfelf laft Night, as if they did not 
intend to baulk or IJiarc the Empire ; and gave that for a Rcafon, 
why France could not confcnt to the Inclulion of the? Duke of Newburgh, 
and other Princes, by the Hollanders, in virtue of the 19 th Article Of 
their Treaty with France > ‘for that they mud ncceflarily pafs through 
their Countries to the Succour of Sweden, tho’that be not the only Way 
they intend to take ; ‘for France hath now, he lays, in the Ports of lire- 
tagiiCy and thereabouts, 40 Men of War, and 20 Firdhips, that arc to 
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go in the Spring, as Toon as the Weather is open, to joyn the Swede 
in the Zcjindt. What he will come to, I know not ; but M. Scbutz , the 
JLmenbu/rgh Miniftcr, told me laft Night, that the Eledtor of Branden- 
lurgh is labouring at this Time what he can, to bring in the Duke of 
Zell and Wolfenlmttle , and the Bilhop of Munfier , into the Treaty a- 
greed between him and the King of Denmark j and M. Scbutz thinks, 
that the Duke his Mailer will give into it, if the Bilhop of Munfter can 
be brought over, and in that Cafe they’ll make a tuff Refinance before 
they’ll yield their Conquefts. 

Yet thofc Allies are feldom without fome Differences or other be- 
tween them, the Elector having capitulated with Coningjmark, that he 
may carry his Garrifon into Schoonen , Germans and all ; nay, that if 
any of his Germans , in Virtue of the Emperor’s Avocatory Letters, offer 
to leave him., he might refirain and punilh them as Dcfertcrs; the 
King of Sweden is herewith very highly offended, and will do what ho 
can to Hop the Paffagc accorded them by the Ele&or. M. Scbutz feems 
to apprehend that this may work a great Difconcert among the Nor- 
thern Allies. But all this while we have not one Word of the Ratifi- 
cations from Spain. I told you in my laft, how M. Colbert was more 
than confident, they were already come, and lodged in M. Balbafes 
Hands ; yet they deny it very ferioully, and the Imperialijls feem to 
know nothing of it ; for, fay they, if the Marquifs did forbear to pro- 
ceed to the exchanging of them, in Confideration of the Emperor, he 
would not omit, upon fuch an Occafion, to acquaint us with what he 
docs, and the Reafon of his fo doing; However, there is no doubt made 
here, but that the French march’d yefterday out of Maeftricht. 

What is done further about the Inclufion of the Duke of Newburgh , 
and others at the Hague , does not yet appear. M. dc Horen hath had 
Orders to declare, that the States General did take in that Duke, and 
lcveral others of their Allies, into the Inclufion ; but ’tis thought requi- 
fite here, over and above what their Ambaffadors do, they ihould 
give an Ad in Form to each Party, to let the World fee, that he 
is taken in. 

The Cities of Cologn and 'Bremen labour to get in at that Door; 
but M. dc Harcn anfwcrs them, that thofe Cities being in no Alliance 
with thofe States, being in War with France, and as they are Members 
of the Empire, they cannot be taken in neither upon the firft, nor yet 
upon the fecond Branch of the 19 tb Article abovementioned. Yet the 
States have given M. dc Haren Orders to comprife the City of Lubeck, 
if it can be done in any wife ; and have refufed their Offices to Ham- 
burgh, becaufe of the Difference the States have at this Time with that 
City,* about the deceafed General Wurtz's Eftate. 

M. de Harcn told me, that the Effedt of his Meeting on T’hurfday 
with the SwcdiJlj Ambaffadors, was to go over the minute of their Trea- 
ties, where there were five Difficulties, that he was able to do no 
more upon, but to note them, and to acquaint the States with them, as 
now they lie in the Minute. 

’Tis laid M. Meindcrs hath been very lately with the Swedtjh Am- 
baffadors, and hath had fome Communication with them, that hath 
fince obliged him to 'take a Journey to the Hague ; yet upon my asking 
the Swedijh Ambaffadors, what good Account they would plcafc to 
fuvnifli me with, to be imparted to his Majefty, of the Forwardnefs of 
their Peace; they anfwcred me coldly enough, that Things were 
ftill in the lame State, and that their longing was for a General 
Peace, (jc. • 
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The llufnefs 1 went to them upon was, to offer them the Powers of 
the Minilhxs of the Dukes of JZe//, Ofnaburgb, and Jfo/fenbuU/e , and to 
delire them to furnifli fpecial Powers, by Way of Exchange, to treat with 
thole Minilters. But the Swcdijh Ambalfadors a Hedged, they ought to 
furnilli no more fpecial Powers but thofe h've they had furiufhed two 
Years ago ; and that thefe Minilters fliould range thcmf.dves under the 
Imperial Amb:> ikulors, and make their Treaty a Part of the Emperor’s j 
but thv fe Alin illers will by no Means underhand this Way of 'i rearing ; 
their A 1 alters entred, they fay, and carried on this War upon their own 
Charges ; the Conquefts they have made, are made in their own Right, 
and tiiey pretend to have fpecial Powers produced to treat with them 
as Parties Principal, and not as Auxiliaries to the Emperor : All that the 
Swcdijh Ambalfadors prom i fed me, upon this Representation that I made 
them, was, that they will write to their King, when they have a \Vay 
opened for them. 

And as the Courier they font about 6 Weeks ago is not yet re- 
turn’d, fo the Way they pretend is not more open than it was ; and as 
1 am ever and anon prelling M. Hctigb about it, lie fhewed me on Fri- 
day Itill a Lette r from the Chancellor of ‘Denmark, whereby he cautions 
him, as a Friend, that the Step he had made in giving his Palfport to 
the Courier (lie having done it, it feems, without any Order or Power) 
was not well look’d upon by the King of ‘Denmark ; and that he advifed 
him to be wary in making fuch a Step again. 

The Rcfulal that is made of all Paffagc, is cried out upon here ; M. 
Jle'tgh is content that his Allies, and my felf too, lliould write him l.et- 
ter.sj to perfwade him to do his utmoft to get this Paflilgc opened ; the 
J. otter I writ him I fliall trouble you with by the next; but upon the 
main Matter of the Peace, he told me, that tho’ the Emperor lliould make 
his Peace this Day, and the Houfe of Brtmfieick theirs to Morrow, and 
the Plotter of Brandcnburgb his the next Day, yet the King his Mailer 
would never think of making his upon the Terms of rendring all back 
again to Sweden. 

Just as I am doling, the Liege M inifter tells me, lie is newly come 
from the Hague , where be had loll his Labour in folliciting to have the 
( J hitch Troops withdraw from Hajfclt and Macjyk , he hath promifed me 
a Copy of the Rcfolution of the States upon that Matter, which is, it 
feems, not to quit their Poffeflion, notwithftanding that France follicitcs 
them to do it. M. d'Jcaux would have had his Miniller procure the 
States, to depute towards him upon this Matter ,• Ihewing himfelf wil- 
ling to hearken to Proportions for withdrawing the French Troops 
out of the Country of Liege , if the States would withdraw theirs ; but 
the Penlioner told him, it was not a Thing to be expected F. ranee 
would do, and therefore the States would not be brought to make a 
Propolition that was lure to be rejetted. 

I take leave to inclofe the Memorial of M. Blafpiel and M. Cannon , 
the firft puts in to be included for the Dukedom of Cleics^ and the other 
declares his Acceptance of the French Conditions, and his Option upon 
the Alternative. 

T h e French Ambalfadors, when I pad my Offices with them on Sa- 
turday for M. Cannon , took fome Exceptions at M.« Cannons Memorial, 
as if his Option had not been exprefs enough, but that there was fome 
Rcfervc in it, as if he had accepted the tirft Part of the 2 d Alternative, 
but not the other; but upon a more exatt Pcrufal of the Words, they 
went olf from that Scruple ; but feemed to fay, that if he had fubmit- 
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ted all to the King their Matter, and made no Option of either Alter- 
native,^ h id taken the better Courfo. It pities the Minitters hire very 
much, to fee a Prince, that (ttritily fpeaking) cannot be faid to have 
given France any Caufe of Offence, put to thefe very great Straights. I 
am, &c.

Right Honourable S i r, 

M Y lall was of the 2 8 th Current ; I have fince the Favour of yours 
of the 22*/, for which I moft humbly thank you. 

Tiie Imperialifts and the French have made no more Approaches, 
the one to the other, that I can hear of ; the Liberty that the French 
ttand upon to fuccour the Swede by the Way of the .Empire, is the great 
Obftacle. 

M. Cannon and M. Ralbafes are my Authors for this ; but M. Hough , 
in a Con variation I had with him laft Night, went further j he thinks, 
the Emperor is now as fur off' as ever he was, from a Peace with 
France. 

T h e Imperialifts have acknowledged to him, he faid, they would 
have made a Peace, and even left ‘Denmark and the Allies of the North 
behind them in the War, had they been able to do it, even upon thofe 
Terms that are offered them, but now they fay it is not to be done. 

T h k Hectors and Princes that are now labouring to get themlclvcs 
into an lnclulion by the Hollanders , have been fuppofvd by M. Hettgb , 
and mod Men elfe, to have done it againft the Emperor’s Confent ; but 
yetti.rd.iy the Imperialifts fatisfied him, that all was done with the 
Emp 1 Tor’s good liking and Advice too, deligning thereby to put France 
(which means nothing lefs then a general Peace) in the wrong. 

M. Hen/Jj tohl me, he lliould hear in a fhort Time of an Election of 
a King of the Romans talk’d on, in Purfuancc of a Delign France hath 
lb long had of bringing the Empire into another Houfe than that of 
Auftria. 

M. do los Ilalbafcs did yefterday complain to me very much of the 
French Quartering in feveral Places in the Low-Countries , contrary to 
the Articles of Sufpenlion, and obferved, there were great Complaints of 
their not keeping their Capitulations in Aken and other Places. 

Th e German Youth Katis is at latt brought to me hither by the Care 
and Favour of M. Uilafpici the poor Youth looks as if he were grown 
mopi/h with his long Imprifonment ; M. Rlafpiely when he faw him, 
judged him no better ,• and would know of me, whether he lliould not, 
upon fuch an Occulion, put the Fifcal upon the Back of him that had 
had the poor Youth f > long a Prifoner in his Houfe ; he could not have 
believed, he faid, there was any fuch illegal, barbarous Thing done 
any w here under the Elector’s (lovernment. The Elector, he allures me, 
hath not yet nude one Step (whatever is given out to the contrary) to- 
wards the Swede ; and the general Declarations that the Swedes make of 
their being willmg *0 come to a Peace with the Elector, are but Amufe- 
nvents fcattered abroad, to beget Jealoufies between the Elector and his 
Allies in the Norths the EIcCtor is willing to furrender conliderably back 
to the Swede for the Peace’s Sake, but he will do nothing apart from his 
Allies. The Ambaffadors that are gone from Holland towards France, 
have an Article in their InflruCtions for to follicit the Neutrality of 

. ' Clews i 
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Clcics ; and ’tis a Tranfcript of the very fame Words that the jBrari- 
denburgh Miniftcrs had put in their Memorial to the States upen that 
Subject. « 

Here is a new Miniftcr come from the Dukes of Holfiein, inftead of 
M. Wedcrkop ; I was laft Night to offer his ! Flenipoucoir ,' and his Propo-' 
lition to M. Heiigb , but he refufed them, as he had done formerly, and 
for the fame Rcafons. 

I fliould have told you in my laft, how that the Baron de Leyc , En- 
voy of the Elector of Treves, fent one Day laft Week to take an Hour 
of me ; but his Secretary flying very fairly at the fame Time, he had 
been that Morning to vifit the Impcrialijts , I fent him Word, I could not 
fee him, unlcfs I had new Orders from his Majefty. 

I have fuch another Difficulty with the Baron dc Hoochkirkcn , one 
(and the chief) of the Duke of Newburgh's Miniftcrs $ he faw.thc Im- 
perial AmbafTadors firft ,• I afterwards cxcufed myfclf from feeing him ; 
my Commerce with M. Cafpars his Collegue holds good, he having 
brought Letters from the Duke, and negotiated with Sir W. ‘Temple and 
myfclf, near two Years ago; but the firft Powers that thefe two brought 
about two Months ago, proving not to be right in the Form, they were 
forced to fend for others, which are now come to Hand. M. de Hooch - 
kirken would have begun his Vilit with me upon thefe new Powers, pre- 
tending that he and his Collegue were here before but as Deputies from 
the Country of J niters, to follicit the faving it from the burning that 
the French ufed in their Country j but I have cxcufed myfclf till further 
Orders. 

M . Stradtfman was plcafcd to come and tell me now at n, that 
for the Dependencies of Friburgb , they would let the French have them, 
as they will appear by the Records or the Place to have been thefe ten 
Years laft paft. But his Aim was, as far as I can guefs, to let me fee, 
that he and his Collogues have Caufe to believe, that the French have 
not a Mind to the Peace ; that unlefs Sweden do get out of the Briars 
by a fudden Peace, it may be made the TTupe, and France will turn 
about to a new Alliance ,• that there are ftrange Defigns contriving, 
which may chance to break out ’ere long ; that France will have the 
Skill to lay the hindering of the Peace at the Door of the Swede , as 
they have already done the retarding the Ceflation ; that the Emperor 
cannot poflibly, with Regard to his Dignity and Truft, confent to the 
Liberty that the French demand, of having free PafTage thro’ the Em- 
pire to alfift Sweden ; and that as long as France infills upon it, it is a 
lure Sign they mean not to make the Peace ,• that they expeffc to hear 
what the Courier which the French received laft Night will produce ; 
however, that he thought it might not be improper, that his Majefty 
fliould have fomc Notice hence, of the little Hopes there arc of the 
General Peace at this Time. He told me, the Ratifications are not yet 
come from Spain ; that the French Ambafiadors will be content, at the 
In fiances that have been made them by the TTutch, to prolong the Term 
for the exchanging them till the 20 th of Nowmber , N. S, that his Col- 
logues and he fhall have Orders to come and acquaint me, that the Em- 
pircr will do any Thing by way of Guaranty, that his Majefty fhall 
think conducing to eftablifh the Peace when it is made. I am, &c.

Right Honourable Sir,’ 

S INCE my laft, which was of Tdhurfday the 31 ft paft, I have not 
the Favour of any from you to acknowledge j nor can I find that 
any Thing hath paL’d fince between the French and the Imperials re- 
lating to their Peace. 

O n that Day, after the Port was gone, the Swedijh AmbafTadors 
brought me the Memorial inclofed, to be handed to the Imperialifts. 
In it you will find they value themfclves for not having urged 
France to detain the Places it was once rcfolved to keep in the Ne- 
therlands till Sweden was fatisfied. They lay hold of the Accepta- 
tion the Imperialifts made of the French Conditions, wherein the Refti- 
tution of Sweden is, as they alledge, tacitly implied. They ask of the 
Imperialifts , a more particular and exprefs Expl'cation of their accepting, 
fo as to take in the Concerns of Sweden } and (to induce them to it) 
they themfclves explain, 

1 . What they mean by the Reftitution of Sweden defir’d by them. 
2. I n what Manner they conceive it may be done. 

T o the firft, they pretend that the Weftphalia Treaties be re-efta- 
blifhed entirely ; and then the reftoring of Sweden to all Things it was 
poflefTed of before this War began, will neceffarily follow. 

F o R the other Point, which is, the Manner they conceive this Refti- 
tution may be brought about. 1. They defire that the Emperor would, 
in his own Name and the Empire’s, make a Peace with Sweden ; and 
tlun all the Princes of the Empire that will enter into the Peace, may 
be in Repofe, and have the full Benefit of it. 2. That thofc Princes of 
the Empire that fhall ftand out, and not imbracc this Peace, may not 
only be expofed to the War that Sweden fhall make upon them by Sea 
and Land, but alfo that the Emperor and Empire fliall give them no 
Manner of Aid or Succour, particularly no Winter Quarters, nor Paf- 
fage thro’ the Country of any Prince of the Empire. 3. That it may be 
free for Sweden (being by this now Treaty to be reftored to all the Rights 
it was veiled in by the Weftphalia T reaties) to life all Manner of Means 
that fhall be conformable tothofo Treaties, to recover their Rights, and 
particularly thofc Countries that arc taken from it. 4. That it may be 
ir-'C for France , and lor any other State of the E)mpirc (that will) to 
aiillf Sweden with fuch Forces as they fliall think fit to imploy, whether 
by Sea or Land. 5. (which is the great Point of all) That there may be 
a fr^e Entrance, and an open PafTage through the Empire, to thofc For- 
e.-'v that fhall come in as Auxilliaries to Sweden ; but without doing any 
Damage, nay, you will find it added, without Danger to any one that 
fhall ho in Peace. 

1 pidVd my Offices upon this Memorial with the Imperialifts , as foon 
as they gave me an Hour to do it in on Friday ; all they anfwcred was, 
to take Time to confider of it, and 1 have not heard from them iince ; 
yet I found, by other little Notices I had, that they knew of this Me- 
morial be! ore me.# I note this, that you may plcafc to obferve, that 
Offices of this kind are made ufe of only for Form Sake. 

T his Pafiage, I perceive by the Difcourfes of the Allies and others, 
is like to he the only Knot between the Swedes and the Imperialifts , as 
it was between thefe laft and the French ; and I do not find any here 

(not 
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(not the Spani/h Ambafladors thcmfelves) that pretend to forefee an Ex- 
pedient how to get clear of this Difficulty. 

I n the mean while, the States General (as M. Haren told me 'on Sa- 
turday) have refolved the Inclufion of the Emperor and the Empire too, 
in virtue of the i gib Article of their Treaty with France , provided the 
Emperor will ftand to any Conditions his Minifters may have offered the 
French here, tho’ it fhould be more advantageous to France , than the 
Conditions propofed by France in Jpril lafl. What this Provifo means, 
M. Haren teems not to comprehend fully, and I much lefs ; but he hath 
Orders from the States to declare this Inclufion, firft to the Imperialifis , 
as having defired it, and then to the French , as being obliged to admit it. 

T u e Ratifications are not yet come, but M. dc los Ha/ba/es Hill allures 
me they will be here in afliort Time ; that which is remarkable is, that 
M. Colbert told M. Haren on Saturday , that they, the French Ambafla- 
dors, are, and will be at Liberty to exchange the Ratifications till the 
lafl Day of this Month of November , N S. 

M. Haren was out of Town ’Thurjday and Friday , as far as E mmcric, 
to vifit the Prince of Najfdu, Stadtholder of Friczland , who is fallen lick 
there of a Lever, which is notv turned to an Ague; he went thither in 
Hopes to overtake the Princefs his Mother, and the Dutchefs of Zymmc - 
ren, a\ ho were gone for Cologn before he came. 

Here is a Story brought from the Hague, (I have it from a Publick 
Minifter there) as if the City of Jmjicrdam had ordered the Ambafla- 
dors, who are now going for France , to be inftrudted to tell the Moft 
Chriftian King, that they cannot but take Notice of the Intrigues 
that France endeavours to drive on in this Country, and that they 
do not underftand that to be the right Way of maintaining the Friend- 
fliip now knit between them. Some think this relates principally to the 
Match, faid to be going on between the Stadtholder of Friczland , and 
the Prince of Jarantas Daughter, which the Vienna Prints faid, is 
Treated here between M. d'Ffflradcs and M. Haren. 

1 take Leave to inclofe a Memorial that the ' Brandcnlwrgh Ambaffa- 
dor fent me, whereby he purges himfelf of the Imputations that the 
French Ambafladors, in a Memorial of theirs of the 30th paft, N. S. 
charge him with, as if he had hindered the Collation all that lay in him, 
in Conjunction with the Ambaflador of ‘Denmark. 

T hat Memorial of the French was addrefled to the Imperialifis ; I 
Left out that whole Claufc, as you may obferve it feored in the Copy I 
fent you ; but it happening not to be left out in that Copy which the 
Nuncio gave the Imperialifis , M. Hcttgh and Elafpiel came to the Know- 
ledge of it, by Communication from the Imperialifis, and M.Heugb is 
meditating fuch another, to vindicate himfelf. I am, (fyc. ,

H AV I N G a particular Occafion at this Time to fend over this 
Bearer, 1 ehoofc to charge him, rather than the next Ordinary, 
with what I fhould have added to the Difpatch of yefterday, but that 
it came to my Knowledge too late to be writ by the Poll of the Day. 

M . cf Olivcnkrantz giving me the Favour of a Vifit yefterday, after 
my Difpatch was finiihed, entered into a Convcrfation of fomc Length 

touching 
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touching the Peace of the North . He told me, the Hint I had given 
him and his Collegue, when they brought me their laft Memorial, was 
not a Thing that could be done on their Part : That which I had told 
them was, that their yielding of fome Places to the Elector of Bran- 
denburgh , and to the King of ‘Denmark , Would, according to the gene- 
ral Opinion here, bring thofe Princes to give in to a Peace outright $ and 
confcqucntly put that great and difficult Qucftion out of Doors, that 
lies now between the Emperor and Trance , about a free Paflagc for the 
Troops of France thro’ the Empire. 

He told me, that Sweden would never enter into any Expedient, that 
fhould oblige them to part with one Foot of their Land, or with the 
leal! of their Places ,* that they would rather lofe all they have in Gcr* 
many, and run the utmoft Rifquc, than do it j however, he would ac- 
quaint me, he faid, with an Expedient they were willing to come to, 
but with the utmoft Injunction of Secrecy, with a Defire I would in all 
Humility lay the Thing before his Majcfty, in Hopes that he would be 
pleafed, when he knows ir, to afford the King of Sweden the Countenance 
of his Authority and Furtherance with the Elector of Brandenburgh , in 
order to bring him to acquiefcc in it. It is this : They arc refolvcd, he 
lays, to part with a Sum of Money, to content the Elector of ‘Brandon - 
burgh , but they do not offer it themfelves, nor is the Sum determined ,• 
they have left the Propofition wholly to be managed by France , only 
they will acquiefce as to the Sum and the Payment, in the Iffuc that 
FYancc fhall be able to give to this Affair. But they will never hear of 
quitting any of their Places, not of parting with Stetin molt cfpecially ,• 
and in this they hope to have the Favour, not only of his Majcfty ’s Judg- 
ment, but alfo of his Support, bccaufe of the Intcreft that this Crown 
hath in fuch a Change. The Eledtor, faith M. cC Qlizcnkrantz , hath it 
in his Thoughts, to let up a Force by Sea ; and to that End hath Stetin 
in his Eye, as a Place that would be extreamly convenient for him j but 
his growing great by Sea, is a Thing lo dircCt ly oppofitc to the Interefts 
of Sweden ,' that they muft rcfolvc "to do any Thing, rather than give 
Opportunities or Advantages to fuch a Dcfign ; fincc all the Power the 
Elector can arrive at will be an Accclfton to that of Denmark ’, and both 
will but add to the Grcatncfs of Holland , fincc Holland will have the 
Difpofil of both. 

T h 1 s, M. d Oliccnkrantz fuppofeth, will give his Majcfty occafion to 
reflect betimes upon fuch a Conjunction as that would be, and will there- 
fore be pleafed to ufe his Power with the Elector, to accept of a Sum of 
Money, to repair his Damages in fome Sort ; and the Dutch , who are 
under an Engagement to procure the Elector Satisfaction, will have 
their Dcfirc and Engagement fulfill’d as well by a Sum of Money, as by 
haying Places, fincc the Manner of fatisfying is not fpecificd. 

M. d Oliccnkrantz went fo far, as to tell me the Way his Majcfty 
might influence the Elector, by receiving of Money, rather than infilling 
to retain fome of thofe Places he hath got ; it would be, he faid, done 
with Effect, if his Majcfty would pleafe to defire the Prince of Orange to 
appear in it, and to ufe his Intcreft with the Elector to perfwade him 
to it. 

He told me further, that this Money is to be accepted, and the Thing 
to be agreed, without further Delay, bccaufe the Swedes will not be long 
free, and at Liberty to make good this Offer, or to accept of any other ; 
it being now certain, that their Army from Livonia are upon their March, 
*20,000 in all, and by Computation entered ’ere this into ‘Pruffia ; they 
muft neceifarily take off Poland from the Jealoufies they may otherwife

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have of the Swede, and confequently can do no lefs than put into the 
Hands of the Polanders , all they fliall take from the Brandcnbnrghers in 
! Prnjjia > therefore the Elector muft come quickly to a Rcfolution,* or lie 
will come too late. Bcfidcs, the Swedes , as he told me, have foilie Af- 
furance, that the Houfe of Brtmfwick, and the Bilhop of Mnnficr, will 
come to an Accommodation with them ; fo that what Conjunction the 
1', lector promifeth to himfclf from them will fail him. 

H e told me further, that the Peace between Sweden and Holland is 
Bill where it was; that he fees no Forwardnefs in the States towards 
the concluding it ; nay, he finds they fearch after new Pretences to delay 
it, which if they fhould prove to be in earned, they the Swedes too 
would alfo find new* Difficulties to lay in the other way on their Parts ; 
’tis true, if the ‘Dutch take the Swedes at the Offers they have already 
made, they will not go back ; if othervvife, they will be in a Condition 
to join with his Majcfty in the Treaty of Commerce, and give advanta- 
geous Terms to the Engiijh. I am, &c.

H AVING troubled you on Monday the 4 th Current by the Ordinary,' 
and the next Day by another Convenience, I have now no more 
but to acknowledge the Favour of yours of the 2 9 th paft, and to thank 
you molt humbly for the Communication of his Majefty^ s Plcafurc therein. 
As to the figning of the Peace of the Empire, whenever it goes on, 1 
fhall keep clofe to the Letter of his Majcftv’s Order. 

On Monday laft, after the Hour of the Poll, the Imperial Ambaffa- 
dors gave me the Favour of a Vilit in a Body ; it was to tell me, the 
Emperor their Mailer was glad that his Majelly had it fo much (as I de- 
clared to them fome while fince) in his Thoughts to llrengthcn the Peace 
by his Guaranty ; that his Majcfty fhould find the Emperor ready to 
enter with him into any Mcafurcs for the prefervingof the General Peace. 
Thefe are the Words in which M. dc Gnrck delivered himfelf, adding 
nothing of the Peace in Hand, nor of the Anfwer that is expeCtcd from 
them to the Swcdtjh Memorial. 

To Morrowr M.Meinders (as M. Haren tells me) is to begin his Jour- 
ney for 'Berlin ; M. Colbert told me late laft Night, he is charged with a 
Proffer to the Elector of a Sura of Money, to bring off his Electoral 
Highnefs to a Peace, and to render all to the Swedes in Pomerania. I 
am, dye.

S INCE my laft, which was of the 7th Current, I have none from 
you to acknowledge, nor any Letters from that Side. 

’T 1 s now 3 Weeks fince there pafs’d any Thing (that I can hear of) 
between the Imperial's and the French ; and this is the 1 1 th fince I 
delivered in a Memorial from the Swcdijh to the Imperial Ambaffadors, ' 
to which I have not as yet heard of any Anfwer. The Brandcnburgb 
Ambauudcr hath indeed let himfelf into the Lifts, and dreffed a Jong

Memorial by Way of Anfwcr to the Swedes, 1 havp a Copy of it from' 
him? by Way of Communication only, but not to pals any Offices upon, 
it with the Swedes. 1 was not, I confcfs, of Opinion, that M. 'Btafpiel 
fliould have engaged himfelf this Way, but to flay till he was attack’d * 
the Rcafon he allcdges is, that the Swedes fcatter their Memorials,' 
addrclfed to the Impcrialifts , up and down here, and all the Empire 
over. 

One Thing he defired me moft humbly to lay before his Majefty as 
his Scncc, it is, that if his Majefty and the States General ihould pleafc 
to form and agree of a Plan, to be propofed for a Peace between the 
Parties in the North, the Plan would be received by all the Parties, 
and the Peace would infallibly be made upon it, and that quickly too. 

This was his Opinion, and I find M. Colbert inclined to think, that 
a Plan for the North is the moft probable Way to bring the general 
Peace about ; but they, the Trench , dare not, he fays, meddle in mak- 
ing any, fincc they muft offer nothing that fhall be to the Lofs or Di- 
minution of the Swedes . He, as he told me on Saturday , hath at 
fcveral Times, upon Occafion, taken the Liberty to difeourfe M. 
d Olivenkrantz, what he would advife, if he were (not Ambaffador of 
loanee, but) a Swede born, and to give his Opinion in the Councils of 
Sweden ; he would advife to let go fomething, rather than truft to the Suc- 
ceflcs of the War, fincc none can forefee what may happen to the Succours 
intended them by France. But tho’ M. d Olivenkrantz be not, he faid, fo 
much agaihft all Manner of Temperament, that fhall imply the yielding 
up of any Thing along with it, as his Collegue is, yet to ask Stetin of 
either of them, is as much as to ask Stockholm it fclf, they will as foon 
refoive to part with the one as the other ; but the great Thing they 
complain of upon all Occafions is, the Impolfibility they are under to do 
any Thing, fince they have no Liberty to corrcfpond with their Court. 

They have, it feems, an odd Speculation in Regard of the 'Dane j it 
is, that they may eafier part with fomething to him for the prefent, fince 
they may have an Opportunity to recover it again, for thofe two Nations 
arc not like to be very long without new Diffentions and Wars between 
them j but if once they let go their Hold of any Thing in the Empire, 
'they muft make Account never to recover it again : All the Empire will 
be againft them, efpccially when they fhall offer to difturb a quiet Po£> 
feffor. 

M. Colbert fays, ’tis whifper’d, as if there were a private Treaty at 
this Time on Foot between the Kings of Sweden and Denmark j but M. 
Heugb abfolutely difowns it. However, M. Colbert complains of the 
great Slowncfs in the Swedijh Councils, and wonders they can be fo 
little moved, as they are at this Time, with their late Loffes in Germany. 

M. Colbert was very large upon the Unrcafonablencfs (as he term’d it) 
of the Dutch , in pretending to take the Emperor and the Empire into 
the Incluiion ; and when all is faid, if the Article do fignifie any Thing, 
it does in my poor Opinion fufficicntly fignifie that Thing which the 
Dutch contend for, efpccially if the Minute, upon which it was drawn, 
be taken in to give Light ; for there it is, — T’bc Allies that Jhall ac- 
cept the Peace, according to the French Conditions of April loft, and 
there all the high Allies arc named by their Names ; as to the Names, 
they are left out in the firft Draught, to avoid Embarrafs in Point of 
R*ank; and the Word Conditions cf April were left out, becaufe it 
would have been a little difadvantageous, as well as harih, for the 
Dutch to fuffer a Mention of the accepting of them ; the French in- 
deed defired* to have it fo underftood, as if the Dutch .had accepted 
Vol. II. Rrr i thofe 
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thofc Conditions for their Allies, as well as for thcmfclves ; this the 
; Dutch ArabalTadors would by no Means endure to hear of, as appears 
in fome of their Memorials. But M. Colbert fays, the Hopes that* the 
Imperialijls have to get into the Peace at this Door, make the Spa- 
niards delay all this while the Exchange of their Ratifications, that it 
may be faid, the Emperor concluded his Peace before the Spaniards 
ratified theirs ; and ’twill probably, he fays, be the fame Thing in the 
Peace of the North , the Emperor will no fooner have made his, but the 
Northern Parties will fall to making theirs ; and it will be made and 
figned before the Time comes that the Emperor will be bound to ra- 
tific his. But this, he fays, is but his Conjc&urc, or rather his Wilh ; 
for his King, he fays, defircs earncftly to be out of the War ; nor is it 
his Intcrcfts to make War upon the Empire. 

M. C tcrmulen i the Miniftcr of the new Bifliop of Munjler , was to vifit 
me on T'bttrfday for the firft Time ; he gave me his Vifit, before he 
faw any other publick Miniftcr; the Bifliop his Mafter is now, he fays, 
in good Underftanding with the Houfe of Brunfwick ; and I perceive he 
would get cut of the War as foon as poflfiblc ; nor will he (if I guefs not 
amifs) Hand upon detaining any of the Conqucfts, if Sweden come to 
any Compofition with him in Money. 

Here is a Miniftcr come, and was with me the fame Day, from the 
Marquifs de 'Baden ‘Dourlacb ; his Bufincfs is, to demand Reparation 
for the Damages the French Armies have done his Country : An Errand, 
God wot, he hath but little Hopes to fucceed in. I am, fac.

Right Honourable Sir, 

I Have fincc my laft of the nth-, the Favour of yours of the 5 th 
Current to acknowledge, and humbly thank you for it. 

I told you in that of the 1 1 th , and in fome former ones, that I knew 
nothing that part between the Imperialijls of the one Side, and the 
French and Swedes of the other, for the advancing of the Peace in 
Hand ; but that Evening, after the Poll was gone, M. Heugh told me, 
that the Imperialijls had on Saturday the 9 th opened themfelves fur- 
ther by Way of the Nuncio (as he had been informed) to the French 
Ambalfadors, and fo by them to the Swedes , to this Effect ; 

1 . That they will proceed to the finilhing of their Treaty with 
France , and make a Peace likewife out of Hand with Sweden. 

2. That there Ihall be in it a general Ccflation of Arms, agreed to 
be propounded to their refoc&ive Allies in the North , for 4 Months. 

3. That during the Ccflation, they, the Imperialijls , and the French , 
will do their Endeavours to mediate a Peace between their Allies in the 
North , and to that End, will agree of a Plan to be propounded to them. 

4. That in Cafe the Peace cannot be made up in thofe 4 Months, 
the Emperor will think himfelf at Liberty to enter into Mcafures, for 
the forcing fuch of the Allies as ihall ftand out, fo give Way to the 
General Peace. 

M. Blafpiel told me on Tnefday, and M. Schtttz the Lunenburg! Mi- 
niller yelterday, the fame Thing, with very little Variation. 

M. Ileugb and Blafpiel \ after the Relations they had made to me 
feverally, made it their Rcqueft, that his Majcfty might be in all Hu- 
mility moved by me, to think of making a Plan for the Northern 

Peace. 
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Peace. M. Heugb fa id, the King his Maftcr would have all the Regard 
poflible to fuch a Plan as his Majefty ihould think reafonable, and did 
not much defire that his Affairs ihould come to be handled by two 
Thoufand Hands, by which he meant thefe States ; he had been talk'd 
to at a Diftance, he faid, from the Swedes, as if they would be content 
to leave Lanfcroon to Denmark, if they may have Wifmctr back again 
in lieu of it ; but he hopes his Majefty will think it reafonable, that 
they keep what they have got this War, having been fo great Lofeys by 
the laft. 

M. Flafpiel, when he defired his Majefty might be moved to interpofc,' 
intimated his Hopes it would be in Conjunction with the States j and to 
that End, that he was going (as he went yefterday Morning) for the 
Hague, to fee what the States will do for the Elector, to prevent his 
falling into the Hands of thefe new Mediators, as he called the Impe- 
rialffts and the French. Peace, he faid, was not to be refufed from any 
Hand that ihould bring it ; but his Majefty's was the proper Hand, and 
from him it is, the Elector defires to receive it ,* and it was a Wonder 
to him, why the Imperialifts did not choofc to aft as Mediators, at 
lcaft in Conjunction with his Majefty’s Minifter, for that it would be a 
very unhandfome Return to his Majefty, for his infinite Pains and un- 
wearied Zeal, in endeavouring the Peace of Chriftendom, to intrude thus 
upon his Province ; befides that, his Majefty wrould, if thus dealt with, 
have a juft Rcafon to retain fuch a Rcfentment of the Thing, as not 
to enter into a Guaranty, for the preferving of their Peace (which would 
be no lefs ncceflary) when it is made. 

That which he elofed with, after he had made the Reflexions upon 
the Emperor’s dealing with the Elector j if he (who owes his Being this 
Day upon the Imperial Throne, next under God, to the Elector) ihould 
now joyn with the Elector’s Enemies, and take upon him to compel him 
to a Peace ; his Clofe was, that he hoped Sir W. Temple would have 
his Majelty’s Orders, to enter into a Concert with the States, for the 
drawing up of a Plan for the Norths wherein there would be a favour- 
able Regard had to the Elector’s Intereft. 

A s to the drawing of the Plan, I took leave to obierve to him, as 1 
*ha’d before to M. Heugb, that it would be requifite his Majefty were 
clearly informed, by the Danifh and Swcdtfh Minifters now at Court, of 
the Mind of their Mailers j and that his Majefty ihould penetrate the 
Mirfd of the King of Sweden too, in fome Meafure, before his Majefty 
Ihould proceed to offer a Plan, otherwife it may prove (as we have 
fecn. in the like Cafes) fo much Time and Labour loft. 

How well grounded this Belief of theirs is, that the Imperialifts have 
opened themfclvcs as above to the French and Swedes, I cannot yet 
learn i but ’tis to me fome Argument they have done it, in Regard 
they have not given any Anfwcr in Form to the Swedijb Memorial I 
delivered them the i ft of this Month. 

Besides, the Marefchal d'Eftrades told me on Tuefday, that he and 
his Collogue had been fevcral Hours that Day, and the Day before, 
labouring with the Swedijh AmbaiTadors all they could poflibly, to bring 
them to a Temperament upon the main Point of regaining Pomerania, 
by marching thcir*Forccs through the Empire , but they had prevailed 
nothing upon them } nay, that they, the Swedes, had given them their 
Anfvvcrs, or rather their Demands, in Writing j which was, that they 
pretended France Ihould roltore them to all they have loft in Pomerania ,• 
and for that End, fhould march dircCtly towards it, through the Em- 
pire { and his Conclufion upon it was, that the Peace is like to hang a 

great 
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great while as it docs, fince the Swedes will come to no Temperament 
about it, there he lays the Blame ; I guefs that it might be tome new 
Overture from the Imperialifts , that put the French to prefs tjje Swedes 
fo clofe ; what pafs’d between them was in Writing, which is not ufual 
with the French , efpccially between them and their Allies. Yet I am 
told, that he, the Marefchal, hath lately had Letters from a Friend of 
his at Court, that advife him, that all thefe Negotiations touching the 
Peape of Germany is but an Amufcmcnt ; that the French Troops from all 
Quarters arc to rendezvous ’ere long at Nancy ; and that they will there 
have fuch Orders for Adtion, as will put off the Peace for enough : For 
this M. Hcugb is my Author. 

M. de GurcK on the other Side, told me on e Tucfday i he hath at this 
Time better Hopes than ever of a Peace, for that as they have nothing 
but what is upon the Point ended between them and France , fo he bath 
Caufe to hope well of Sweden , from fome Convcrfation he had had the 
Day before with the Swedijh Ambafladors. In the mean time, M. Schutz 
complains very much of M. de Gttrck> that he will not let him know 
in what State the Peace of the Emperor is with France and Sweden , but 
anfwcrs him with Surmifes, that his Mailers arc making their Peace 
apart, and that they, the Imperialifis y have not made one Step in theirs, 
but what all the World knows ; fo difficult is it to find whereabouts 
they are : Other of their Allies, as well as he, complaining, that they 
are left in the Dark. I am, &c.

Right Honourable Sir, 

T HE laft I troubled you w T ith was of the 14 th, 1 have fince the Fa- 
vour of one from you of the 12 th to acknowledge. 

Being with M. Straatfman laft Night, I let him know, upon occafion 
of your Letter, his Majefty’s moft exprefs Orders to us here, repeated 
by the laft Ordinary, to do all Service poflible for the Duke of Newburgh , 
and lhall do fo to M. Cajpers , the Duke’s Miniftcr here, with the firft. 
Opportunity j but God knows it, here is no Good to be done for his 
Highnefs, nor for any other oppreflcd, as he is. 

On Friday M.Heugh giving me the Favour of aVifit, told me,* he 
was commanded by the King his Mailer, to congratulate with me upon 
the Difcovery that is, blcffed be God for it, made in Part, at leaft, of 
the traitcrcus Gonfpiracy againft his Majefty’s Sacred Perfon, and of jthe 
Dcfign to overthrow the Government, and to change the Religion llla- 
blilhed ; the King his Mailer hoped, he faid, the Difcovery already made, 
and the Providence that watchcth over his Majcfty, will prevent all Tu- 
mults and Infurrcdions ; fo that his Majcfty will have no need to have 
Recourfe to Arms : However, that the King his Mailer did offer all he 
hath, and namely, all the Forces he hath, or can make, and his Fleet, 
likewife, to his Majefty’s Service, as foon as it lhall pleafe God to put 
him, the King of Tfenmark, into a Condition to imploy them otherwile 
than he is forced to do at this Time, for the ncccfiaty Defence of him- 
felf and his Crown, they lhall be abfolutcly at his Majcfty s Difpofal ; 
and his Majcfty may pleafe, if the King of ^Denmark can by any Means 
get out of the War, to reckon upon them as his own. I hope you’ll 
find a Moment to lay this under his Majefty’s Notice, and favour me 
with your Dire# ops what Anfw r er to return to M. Heugh. . 


What 
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What I told you in my laft, of a new Overture that was made the 
9 th Current from the Imperialijis, by way of the Nuncio, to the French^ 
and by them to the Swedes , was true j for here goes along the Paper the 
Imperiatifts dictated to the Nuncio, or clfo to the Auditor ,• but all that 
is come to nothing, the Swedes not concurring in it, for that it fuppofes- 
a Sufpcnfion of 4 Months, which is not for their Turn now their Liefland 
Army is upon its March ; and for that it leaves them altogether at an 
Uncertainty, what the Emperor and France will do for Sweden , by way 
of compelling the Allies to Rcftitution, in cafe the Peace cannot be 
brought by fair Means during the Sufpenlion propofed. 

T h o’ the Swedes did Hand off, the French , on the other Side, go on 
in perfecting their Peace with the Imperiatifts ; for M .Stradtfman (in fpe- 
cial Confidence) (hewed me laft Night a Body of Articles, wherein 
all the Bufincfs between the Empire and France is fettled, wherein alfo 
thc»Intercft of Lorain is comprehended, (but in fuch a Manner, that 
’tis thought the Duke cannot confcnt to it) nor are the Princes of Fttr- 
fiemburgb, and the Dukes of Savoy znAGottorp forgotten. The Articles 
arc given in to the Imperialijis beforehand, not by the Nuncio, but by 
way of private Commerce between the French and the Imperialijis AT. 
Stradtfman thinks they will be put into my Hands within a Day or two, 
to pal's my Offices upon them in Form towards the Imperialijis. 

M. Colbert told me on Saturday , that he and his Collegue had agreed 
all to the Imperialijis as themfclvcs had defired it, and that they intend- 
ed to draw up the Treaty in Heads, and to let it lie ready adjufted in 
the Mediator’s Hands, till they could bring about the Bufincfs of Swe- 
den i then he asked me, in the Marcfchal’s Name, he faid, as well as his 
ow T n, whether my Orders left it free to me to do my Offices, in order 
to the putting a Conclulion to the Peace between the Emperor and 
France : My Anfwcr was, that his Majefty’s Care and Zeal had been 
always for a General Peace, and our Orders were, to do all Offices to- 
wards it, and this between the Empire and France being not only a very 
great Part of the General Peace, but they alfo that Treat it agreeing in 
it upon particular Aleans to bring in the North (which will make it 
General) I fhoulcl be ready to do them all Service in my Fun&ion ; and 
that I hoped Sir W. Temple would be here to aftilt, at leaftwife at the So- 
'l&imiity of the Work. 

Dh e y, the French , are now gone off from that great Rock, of a 
Free Vajfage through the Empire, defiring now no more but la libcrte 
de fare la guerre aux Enemies de la Suede, without fpccifying how or 
whicl Way ; and in the mean while, the Emperor probably is to undcr- 
ftandlhow they intend to make ufc of that Liberty, without Prejudice 
to tha Empire. 

M. Stradtfman did not tell me, they the Imperialijis concurred fully 
to this Project of the French laft put into their Hands ; he faid, the 
hardeft Bulinefs of Digcftion would be that of Lorain , for they take 
from that Duke no lefs than 50 Leagues of his Country, and a League 
in Breadth, for High-ways ; befides, they muft have Nancy, with a Li- 
berty of taking as much Territory about it as France fhall think fit ; 
France giving the Equivalent to enlarge the Territory of Foul. 

Thus Affairs ftand at this Time between the Imperialijis and French 
Ambafl’adors $ the Swedes feeing this, and the Time for exchanging the 
Ratifications with Spain fo near at Hand, they brought me on Saturday 
Night a Project of 6 Articles only, for a Peace between them and the 
Imperialijis , and defired me not to give it in Form, but to fee what ibmc 
one of them vyould fay upon it, to the End that being informed of the

Rubs molt likely to lie in their Way, they might alter their Project as 
far as their Interclts and Orders would permit. 

I had a Conference laft Night with M. Stradtfman upon that whole 
Matter, who told me plainly, the Emperor would never be brdhght to 
an exprefs Rellitution of the Weftphalian Treaties in all Points, much 
lefs would he declare Sweden to be reftored to all it bath a Title too by 
thofo Treaties. All that the l',m per or can pollibly do, will be, 1. To 
make a prelent Peace with Sweden, 2. To declare this Peace to bemade 
upon the Foundation of the Peace of Munfler. 3. To promife his Ofli- 
tvs and Endeavours, in Conjunction with his Majefty as Mediator, and 
w ith D ance, Holland \ or any other that will concern thcmfelvcs to make 
a Peace in the A forth. 4. To declare that the Treaty of Mnnficr lliall 
be the Rule to be kept to in making this Peace in the North , except 
where it fliall be ncccll'ary to depart from it for Peace Sake, and that by 
common Confent. 5. That if Ollices will not do, the Emperor will efttcr 
into Mealures, to oblige the Parties to give Way to a General Peace. 

When I reported this to the Steed iff) A mballadors, with M. Stradtf- 
wans Reafoio, v, hy no more was to be expected from the Emperor, and 
that the re-el labJ idling of Sweden , was properly to be had and declared 
(not in this Treaty w ith the Emperor, but) in the Treaty and Peace to 
be made hereafter w'ith thofe that are now in PolTeflion of what belongs 
to Sweden ; they feem’d to be convinced, that they would gain little or 
nothing in preinng the Emperor to make a Declaration fo dilhonourable 
to himfelf, fo difcbliging to his Allies in the North , and yet altogether fo 
ncUeCiual to tnem, as to the real relloring of Sweden ; but their Mis- 
fortune was, their Orders were politivc, not to make any Peace with 
the Emperor, nor fuffer D ance to make any Peace with him, without 
an exprefs Article, that Sweden be reftored to all the Rights that belonged 
to it by the Mi in] ter Treaties. 

Here they ftuck laft Night, taking Time to conlidcr further. In 
the feveral Converfations I have of late had with them upon this Occa- 
hon, they exprefs a period Reliance upon his Majefty ’s Affections for, 
and Caro of the King their Mailer, and upon his Favour and Support 
at this Time in his Mediation. 

M. d' Olkcnkrantz complains ever and anon of the French Ambafta- 
dors, and of their Intrigues with the Elector of 'Mrandenburgb, and Bit ' 
Houfe of 'Brtmjwick ; and he thinks it Itrangc, that M. Jlarilicn ftrluld 
write to the Drench Ambalfadors here, that his Majefty expeCts to hear 
that Sweden is willing to part w ith fomething to the Allies ft: - the 
Peace Sake ; believing his Majefty is for the entire Rellitution of }{ Swe- 
den. 

In this Convcrfation, he repeated what he had hinted to n~c, as 
you’ll find by my Letter of the 5 th of Nov. that Things not going on 
with mutual Satisfaction between them and Holland the King their 
Mailer would be in a Condition to gratific his Majefty ’s Subjects, by giv- 
ing them Advantages in their Commerce ; and that he hoped I fliould 
receive his Majefty s favourable Reflexions upon that Hint ’ere it be 
long, which would make them Hand off more and more from conclud- 
ing a Treaty of Commerce with Holland. 

I befeech you, S 1 r, to favour me with your Directions, what Anfwer 
to give M. a Olivcnkrantz , if he call upon me, as ho faid he would, to 
know whether his Majefty hath given any Directions upon it, or taken 
any Notice of thefc Hints, which, I confefs, to me arc dark and gene- 
ral.

Right Honourable Sir, 

M Y laft Difpatch, which was of the 18 tb, was no fooncr finished, 
but M. Colbert brought me a Body of Articles, which he defired 
me to pafs my Offices upon towards the Imperial Ambalfadors : He told 
me, he gave them in not as a Project, but as the laft Kefult of what 
had been fo much debated between them and the Imperialist ; nor 
could they, he faid, now bear any Change, fince they, the Drench , have 
drawn them up in the very Senfe that the Imperialist had agreed fomc, 
and demanded others of thefe Articles. 

They had, he faid, but one general Article more, which they defire 
to 4 iavc inferted : It was that touching the Contributions here, and how 
long they fhould be paid ; but there ihould be no Difficulty about the 
penning of it, in regard they would content themfelves with that Ar- 
ticle as ’tis already worded in the Treaty between them and Spain. 

They urcre charged, he faid, by their King, to take Care of the In- 
terefts of fomc particular Pcrfons, and to get them provided for in the 
Treaty : One is, the M. de Schombcrgb, who hath Prctcnlions upon the 
City of Frankfort , upon his iilettoral Highnefs ‘Palatine, and upon the 
Duke of Lorain : Another is, the Princefs Dowager of Radon, (Daugh- 
ter to the Princefs of Canguan ) who hath Pretenfions, in virtue of her 
Marriage-Covenants, upon the Prince of Raden now Regent : A third 
is, the Prince of Salme , who would be relieved of the Fears he hath of 
fever.il Grievances that this prefent Duke of jLorain may give him, as 
the Duke his Uncle did. But thefe, he faid, he would not fpeak of, till 
the general Articles were agreed, and then they would give me Memo- 
rials of thefe fevcral Prctcnlions. 

The laft Thing that M. Colbert faid to me, in delivering me thele Ar- 
ticles was, that they had taken Care to exprefs their Refpeft to his 
Majcfty in the Preface of their Treaty, tho f his unwearied Pains, and 
Zeal for the Peace, was beyond all that Words can exprefs : He faid, 
jhis Majefty’s Minifters may be named (if they fo defire it) in the Preface; 
"Tt that our Commilfion cannot be inferted into the Treaty, becaufe 
thVhmperor and his Allies are named in the firft Place, then the Moft 
Chilian King is named after them ; whereas there ought to have been 
ich Separation or Diftancc, he faid, to lie between him and the 
beror. 

Jhis, he faid, was a Miftakc in the Nuncio’s Commilfion too ,• and 
thejl had told him, that they would never fuffer his Commilfion to enter 
into, and become a Part of any Treaty of theirs ; nor was it needful, 
he faid, for that there is no Prelidcnt that he M. Colbert can find, for in- 
ferring the Mediators Powers into the Treaty : It was not fo at Munfter, 
he faid, nor at Atx la Chapclle, where he was prefent and acting, the 
Minifters of a Mediator are fotidez valablcment , thele were his Words, 
by the naming of their Matter in the Preface ,• and to infert their Power 
would be fuperfluous, where there is nothing promifed, nor nothing Hi— 
pulatcd in the Mediator’s Name. 

Upon this whole Matter, and efpccially upon the Words of this Pre- 
face that relate to his Majcfty, I moft humbly beg your Reflexions ; 
and that we may know Time enough, whether his Majefty can admit 
them or not, for they fpeak in particular of nothing more than of his 
having got this Aflembly together, without mentioning his Office of a 
Vol. II. * S s s Gene- 
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General Mediator ; and ’tis my humble Opinion, that Right is not done 
to his Majcfty as his Rank and Figure of a General Mediator dc&rvcs. 

M. Colbert having defired me to lofe no Time in communicating thefe 
Articles to the hnpcrialijis, I attempted to do it the fame Evening, but 
the Hour they alligncd me was not till ! Tuefday Morning : The Itnpe- 
rialifts laid little for the prefent, but that they would fall to work upon 
them; only in Anfwcr to what I told them of the Pretenlions of par- 
ticular Pcrlons, they faid, that they had fcvcral of that Nature to offer 
on their Parts. They did not tell me they had a Contre-projeft of their 
own to give in, but ’tis the general Belief they will give one ; for they 
muft elfe put themfelvcs to the Pains of turning this French into Latin , 
fince their Treaty muft be in the Language of the Empire. 

Last Night the Swedijl) Ambafladors came in Form, to defire my 
Offices in mediating between them and the Dutch Ambaffadors ; for they 
will, they fay, henceforward go by the w ay of the Mediation, and not by 
immediate Conferences between themfelvcs, as they have hitherto done. 
They told me three Days ago, they would give in their Project for a 
Peace with the Emperor and Empire, but they have it not yet ready >• 
they arc not a little troubled, that the French have in their Articles 
made no Manner of Provilion or Stipulation in Favour of Sweden , but 
left them, the Swedijl) Ambaffadors, to fliift for themfelvcs. 

Being told for certain laft Night, that the Ratifications from Spain 
were arrived, I laid out to fpcak with M. llaren and M. de los ‘Balbajes , 
the firft gave me the Hour of 1 1 this Day, the other 1 cannot come to 
fpcak with till the Afternoon. 

M. llaren tells me, the Spanijl) Ambaffadors had acquainted him yefter- 
day, that the Ratifications were come to Hand, but that they had Or- 
ders to get two Things in them explained, or elfe fupplied. The one 
is, that the fcvcral Things that are left to Commifftoners to fettle and 
decide, may be fubmitted to his Majcfty and the States General, in cafe 
the Commilfioncrs do not agree within a certain Time. The other Point 
is, that it be cxprcfly provided, that the Rebels of Mejjlna and Naples 
are not intended to be comprehended in any of the Claufcs of Oblivion 
that are in the Treaty. 

When M. Colbert was told of this, (as he was laft Night by JjL- 
llaren) he was out of all Patience, efpccially with this laft, fry- 
ing, if he were worthy to advife the King his Maftcr, he would Jjave 
him fpend the utmoft farthing in purfuing the War, rather than fub- 
mit to fuch a fliameful Condition. M. Uarcn is likewife of Opiifyon, 
that the States his Maftcrs will be very much fcandalized at this laft 
Propofition. The Spanijh Ambaffadors told him further, that he , and 
his Collogue had been the Caufe, that their Proceedings here had been 
very much difapproved of by their Court, i. In that they had, at the 
Inftance of the Dutch, (mediating with them) yielded the Artillery and 
Ammunition of their Places to the French, z. That they had preffed 
them to that Neutrality, that was fo jultly offenfivc to the Emperor. 
3. That they did their Bu finds in fuch a Huddle, that they did not fti- 
pulate anew from the Dutch the rendering of Maejlricht to Spain, as 
loon as it (liould come to their Hands. 

M. Harcn took this Occaiion to tell me, the Swedijl) Ambaffadors had 
been with him laft Night, to acquaint him they were refolvcd to make 
ufc of the Offices of his Majcfty s Mediation, in the Bufinefs depending 
between them and the Dutch Ambafladors ; they gave for their Rcafon 
of coming to that Rcfolution, that their Minitier M. Leyenbergb had 

been 
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been reproached at the Court, becaufu thefe Ambaffadors did fo affc&edly 
wave his Majefty’s Mediation. 

I mufl: not forget to tell you, that the Cologn Minifter does^ in the 
Name of his City, molt humbly bcfccch me, that M. Rarillon may be 
fpoke to from his M a jelly, that France would admit it into a Neutrality; 

M. Ralbafes tells me the very fame Things that M. Haren did : If I 
millake not, the Council of Flanders advifes him and his Collegue to 
exchange the Ratifications forthwith, notwithltanding what is dclired 
from Madrid. I did remonllrate to him the belt 1 wa> able, the Incon- 
veniencics of deferring the Exchange any longer ,♦ the true Rcafon why 
he (houid defer it for fomc Days is, out of the Regard he hath to the 
Emperor’s not having his Peace ftnilhed, before the Spaniards ratitio 
theirs. But certainly the Imperialifis Hand in their own Light, if they 
de^re Spain fhould delay it any longer on their Confederation. Don yuan 
hath taken Orders for 6000 Spaniards to be tranfported from Ga/licia , 
to fill the Places that France is to reliore them in the Netherlands . I 
am, &c.

M Y lafl was of the 11 Jl Current, fincc which I have the Favour of 
one from you of the 15 lb to acknowledge. In my laft went a 
Body of Articles the French Ambaffadors had drawn up, for the Peace 
with the Emperor and Lorain ; there is no Anfwer yet returned upon 
them by the Imperialifis, but M. de los Ralbajes told me laft Night, we 
fhould have one in a Day or two, and that it will be fuch a one as 
amounts to a full Agreement with the French. 

0 1; Friday Night I gave in a lefs Body of Articles to the Imperialifis 
from the Swedifh Ambafladors, a Copy of them goes herewith inclofed ; 
we ftv 11 have an Anfwer upon them at the fame Time as that upon the 
French Articles ; but they are not fo near agreeing ; yet both thefe Trea-* 
Jfces are (as ’tis projected) to be figned on the fame Day. 

los Ra/bajes is content, that the King his Matter do enter into 
thiyl'reaty with Sweden in conjunction with the Emperor, and by that 
ns the Difference between him and the Swedes , about the Language 
ol tic refpeCtive Powers, and of the Treaty itfelf, whether it fhall be 
1 in, or elfe Spanifh and Swedifh , will be taken away ; and defired me 
Night to found the Swedes at a Diftance upon this Point. 

1 n e Swedifh Ambafladors, on their Part likewife, do defire the Bi- 
fliop of Munflet *, and the Houfe of Rrunfwick , would enter as Parties 
into the Treaty that the Emperor makes with Sweden ; by that Means 
to cxcufe themfelves from producing fpecial Powers (as they have none) 
to Treat with the Miniftcrs of thofe Princes : The Imperialifis , when I 
propofed it, told me, they were willing to make the Bufinefs of thofe 
Princes part of their Treaty, provided it did not hinder or retard the 
concluding of theirs for the Emperor; but M. Tfcrmulcn was with me 
laft Night, to tell *ne there muft neccfTarily a fpecial Power be had from 
Sweden to Treat with him, for that his new Matter is not in any Alli- 
ance with the Emperor ; and yet the only Ground the Swedes have to 
pretend not to furnifti fpecial Powers to Treat with their Princes is, be- 
caufe they have a general Power to Treat with the Emperor and his 
Allies : So little is that Minifter, and the Rrunjwick Miniftcrs, advanced 
Vol. II. S s s 2 . in 
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in their Negotiation (publickly at leatt) that they are not yot over 


this Preliminary. 

The Lorain Minifter, who hath a great Part (as the French Ambai- 
{lidors have deligned it) in their Treaty with the Emperor, was with 
me on Saturday , to make his Excufe, that having made his Option of 
the fccond of thofo Alternatives that his Matter is put to, by the French 
Conditions of April MX; the French Ambailadors, as they have extend- 
ed the Alternative he had made Choice of into Articles, have made 
his Cafe much worfe than the Letter of the Alternative itfelf makes it j 
he therefore claims the Liberty of going off from his firtt Option, and 
chooling again, rather than fubmit to fo hard a Conftruttion, and Ex- 
tenfionof it, as the French Ambaffadors have now made ; and he would 
fly to the firtt Alternative, and let go the whole Dutchy of Sarrc, 
rather than have his Country fo mangled and canton’d, as ’tis dciigiud 
to be, by the High-ways that France is to have through it. 

In this Project, that the French Ambaffadors have made, the Duke 
of Lorain is to have no more but what the Duke his Uncle was in Pof- 
fcffion of, in the Year 1670 ; yet in the April Conditions, there is no 
fuch Rettitution ; nay, the Words are Genet alcmcvt luy t emettre tons 
fes FJlats. In this Project, here is a Territory that mutt be affigned to 
Nancy ; in the Conditions of Aprils there is no fuch Thing • when France 
pretended Spain fliould aflign a Territory to Charlcmont , or procure one 
for FAnant, it was anfuered, the Conditions fpoke of no Territory, 
but lingly of the Towns, and there was in that Cafe no Territory fur- 
ther infilled on. In the April Conditions, there are demanded, des 
Chcmines aid feroient neccjjaires pair paffer. The Duke of Lorain is 
content it fliould be fo all his Country through, as Ways are ufually 
affigned ; but to make over a 100 Leagues in length, half a League in 
breadth of this Country in Propriety and Soveraignty, is fuch a Thing as 
never was heard of before ; and the Letter of the April Conditions 
bearing no other Confirmation, (the only one known hitherto in Practice) 
the Article, as it is penn’d, is intolerably more hard than the April Con- 
ditions, which mention nothing of transferring the Property of the Soil ; 
beiidcs* as it is infinitely inconvenient for the Duke to have his Coun- 
try thus mangled, fo it will not ferve the Turn intended for the Marcia.' 
0/ Armies ; nor is there any Thing of Recompcnce affigned, in Jieij/of 
fo much of the Soil that France is to pofl’cfs to Perpetuity. The ybril 
Conditions fpeak of the Bifhoprick, as well as the City of Foul, tu be 
made over to the Duke of Lorain ; but this Project mentions not lithe 


Bifhoprick at all. j 

M u c h more he charged me with, touching Maral and Long-dicky 
and touching Expedients to fpeak to the French Ambaffadors about, by 
Way of Rcprefentation, how the April Conditions are to be underflood, 
if the Duke of J^orain be not denied the Benefit of the Letter of them, 
which yet was not denied to Spain ; nay, it was thought fo reafonablc, 
that the States General flood by the Spaniard againft every Thing that 
was demanded, and that the Letter of thofe Conditions did not bear. 

I r docs not appear, that the Imperial Ambaffadors will concern 
themfelves fo, as not to make up their Peace, tho’ nothing of this Ri- 
gour fliould be remitted towards Lorain ; for M. etc los 'Balbafes tells 
me, that they intend to take the Articles that concern Lorain out of 
the Body of their Treaty, and irifert a Line or two only in it, that 
fliall be remiffory to the Lorain Treaty when it fhall be made up, and 
by that Means it fliall make a Part of the Emperor’s Treaty.

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0 n Friday the French Ambalfadors brought me the Declaration in- 
clofcd, # and (which is not ufual) called for Pen and Ink, and figned it 
it my IVefonco ; M. Colbert having read it, and I finding it did in a 
Manner prefix a Time fur the Emperor to make his Peace (for they lay 
therein, that the Molt Chriftian King will not hold himlelf tied any 
longer than till the laft of 'December , N. S. to the Conditions he offer- 
ed in Jpril la ft, but will take himfelf to be at Liberty to take his Ad- 
vantages anew) 1 dciired them to exeufe me from palling (at leaft fuddcnly) 
any Office upon fuch a Declaration. 1 told them, I fhould have Occafion 
to be with the Impcrialifts that Evening (being to carry to them the 
Swedifh Propolitions) and that I would profs them all I could to give 
their Anfwcr upon the French Propolitions ; and that if they did not 
come to a Clole, France might chance to enter upon other Mcafurcs ; 
but»M. Colbert faid, there was a Nccelftty they fhould make this Decla- 
ration of the King their Mailer’s Mind as publickly as may be, and as 
foon as poflible ; which was done accordingly, for the Declaration came 
out in Print next Day, and was palled to the Walls in the ufual Places, 
not only in the French Language, but alfo in Low-Dutch. 

In this Convcrfation with the French , I moved, as I had been re- 
quefted by the Newburgh Minifters, to know of them, whether they had 
had any favourable Anfwcr from Court, for the admitting of that 
Duke into the Inclulion : M. Colbert told me, they never writ about it, 
though it feems M. dc Horen was perfwaded they would, upon what 
puls’d between him and them ; and then M. Colbert let himlelf, by De- 
grees, into fomc Palfion again# the Inclulion pretended by the States 
General, faying. On nous prendroit pour dcs diepcs , fi on nous 
croyoit capables dc confcntir a me telle explication , il mudroit meux 
faire la guerre cent ans. So that there feems but little Hopes that 
France will give into the Interpretation that the States would make of 
their Article of Inclulion. 

1 t feems, M. dc los Halbafes is engaged to ftay and fee, whether the 
lmperialifls can finilh their Peace before he exchange his Ratifications, 
having io Days yet good to do it ; the French having prolonged their 
Term from the 30 tb of the laft Month, N S '. to the 1 5 th of this ,• he 
explained to me lalt Night of the Slownefs of the lmperialifls, de- 
firiYe; me to prefs them to come to a Conclufion ; he font them his De- 
lircs 11 Writing, that they would (fincc the Low-Countries fuffered fo 
mucl , and the Emperor gained nothing by it) difpcnfc with him, and 
not akc it amifs, if he proceeded forthwith to exchange the Ratifica- 
tion; : but the lmpcrialijls held him to his Orders from Spain , telling 
him, nothing would be more difplcafing to the Emperor than fuch a 
Proceeding ; and this is the Rcafon the Ratifications arc not yet ex- 
changed.

M Y laft was of the z^th ; I have fince the Favour of yours of the 
22 d to acknowledge, and humbly thank you for it. 

.We have been here ever lincc Monday , earncllly cxpc&ing the Contre- 
Projed of the Imperial Ambalfadors, by Way of Anfwcr to the Articles 
I handed over to them the 19th of this Month; and laft Night at 6 , 
M. dc Qui ck and Stradtfman brought me their Projed of 24 Articles, 

* cxculing 
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cxcufing their not having done it fooncr, for that they were firft to (be 
what the Swedijh Amballadors would fet forth in their Project, fipce the 
Treaties ot the Trench and Swedes are intended to be relative • one to 
the other. 

The Articles are of that length, that ’tis as much as two Hands can 
do, to make out a Copy of them, for me to pafs my Offices upon witli 
the Trench Amballadors feme Time this Forenoon, that it may not be 
laid to have Ituck at all in my Hands ; and I beg your Rofpite for a 
Copy till the next Ordinary, if it cannot be got ready by this. 

I read over this Project curforily, while the lmperialijis were by, and 
dilcourled with them upon feveral Objections that I thought would lie 
in our Way ; the Truth is, the Articles are fo contrived, that there are 
but very few of them that will not afford much of Chicane before they 
can be adjufted. . 

1 . I n the Bulinefs of Lorain , as the Impcrialijts propofe it, I do not 
fee how they can be reconciled to the Trench. 

2. They propofe a Collation of 4 Months in the North ; the Trench 
and Swedes give out, that they cannot content to any fuch Thing. 

3. 'I'm y would have the Trench promile them to accept of an Equi- 
valent for TYibnrg) >, but the Trench in their Articles projected the 
abfolute Ccllion or it, and have reful'ed feveral Offers made them of an 
Equivalent. Other Points there arc, though not fo difficult to be re- 
conciled, yet fuch as will take up more Time than ought to be Ipcnt 
in Chicaning of Words, as the Conjunctures now are. 

1 came now from dcli\ering the Articles of the hnperiaUJis to the 
French i I have 'l ime to lay no more, but that I never favv M. Colbert 
ju fo much Heat as at this Time, about the three Points abovementioned ; 
they would, he faid, put forth a Manifcflo , and ground it upon thole 
Points : The Articles were brought him by the Nuncio yeilcrday, fe- 
veral Hours before the Imperia/ifis put them into my Hands ; fo that 
his Remaiks were ready drawn up on each Article. I11 a Word, the* 
Trench will hear of nothing, till they have a clear Article agreed for 
the Celiion of Ti i burgh ; for had not the Impcrialijts born them in 
Hand, that they would quit Tri burgh , they would not have llackencd 
tiieir Hold about the Way to it, and the Territory about it ; for tht- r 
Orders were, not to yield thefe Points till they were fure of the PeiUv ; 
they mult know like wile, what Mealures the Emperor will enter Into 
for reltoring Sweden, in Cafe a general Peace cannot be fuddcnly nil do. 

One 'filing alloniflies me very much, as foon as the ImpcrialiftsUc.it 
me laft Night, I went to M. de los Jialbajes , and took Occalion to r/pre- 
lcTit to him, that it was im rally impollible the Impcrialijts anti the 
Trench Ihould be brought to clofo, without fome conliderable lime 
fper.t, at lenftuilb as much as was nccelfary to fend to the refpedtivc 
Courts of Vicuna and Trance ; and therefore, that the Spanijh Nether - 
lands would be not only in the Way of utter Ruine, but in Danger of 
feme Fatal. ty, (I did not lay Revolt) unlcfs that Peace were made lure; 
lie would not fo much as tell me, (tho’ othervvife he is friendly and 
open enough to me) when he would proceed to ratify, nor lay he would 
do it at ail, bur delired me to pulh on the Imperialijts all I could. 

I have made many a Journey thefe 3 or 4 laft Days, between the 
Swedes and M. de tiaren, but can bring them to no good Underftand- 
ing ; the Untch are inflexible upon certain Terms in the Peace ; the 
p mcipul is, not to covenant with Sweden to be Neuters, if it have War 
w.th their Allies; this makes the Swedes deny them the Advantages 
they would utherwile have from them in the Trade of their Country; 
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and both the ong and the other (ay, there can be no Peace upon the 
Terms now infilled on. I am, dye.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

M Y laft was of the 28 tb pad, fince which we have not any Letters 
from that Side. The Contre-projeft of the Lnperialifts to the 
French , you will, I hope, have received by this Port ; for tho’ it could not 
be got ready with this Difpatch, yet the Port making fomc Stay beyond 
his ordinary Hour, it was fent to the Pofthoufe before he parted. The 
fame Evening, the Imperial Ambalfadors brought me another Contre- 
prdjcdt j it was that which they had prepared in Anfwcr to that of the 
Swedes. 

The Swedes Ambalfadors, when I delivered it them the next Day, 
were mightily dilfatisfied with it r 1. In that it was not provided, that 
the Emperor ihould not aflift the Enemies of Sweden. 2. In that it pro- 
pofed a Neutrality of 4 Months, which would be of the utmoft Di fad- 
vantage to the Swedes. 3. In that their Enemies, the Spaniards and the 
Dutch, were made to intrude into the Mediation, even before the Peace 
between Sweden and either of them was made. 4. In that the Molt 
Chriftian King too, was defigned to enter into the Mediation of the 
North that, they laid, would take him off from ailing according to 
his Engagements, for the reftoring of Sweden ; and give him Caufe to 
ccafc tho Operations of his Arms, and to turn all his Succours into Offices. 

This is the Remark they made upon the 4 th Article of the Imperial 
Contre-projeil ; and indeed that Article had one Thing in it, which I 
thought myfelf obliged to except againft j for when they had named for 
this Mediation, the Emperor, the King of Spain , and the States Gene- 
ral, they had added, — Non minus quam Rex Chrijtianiffimus una cum 
Rege Britannia; utt Mediatore officia fua efficacijfime coniungent ,• I told 
them that was none of the King my Mailer's Place, and that I would 
jjever pafs my Offices upon their Paper. Befides, I obferved to them, 
tnvt though his Majcfty were named in the proper Place, that is, in the 
firlr> as Mediator ,* yet in Regard he would be thought to come again in 
the ■ lofe of the Article, under the general Words of jam dill as poten- 
tias. he would feem thereby to be engaged to enter into Meafures with 
the \ ibovenamcd Potentates, for the forcing of a Peace in the North, 
in ci fc this Mediation of 4 Months Ihould prove without Succefs ; that 
I wa not inftructed of his Majefty s Pleafure in this Matter ; that his 
Majefty s Commillion to us here was only to promote the General Peace 
by our Offices, and when that was made, to give his Majefty s Guaranty 
for it, if it were defired $ that I was fure this Article did imply, that 
his Majefty would take upon him another Figure than that of Mediator, 
if this Mediation of 4 Months were fruitlels ,• therefore that I durft not 
pafs my Offices, much lefs lign a Treaty to that Etfe&j whereupon they 
took their Project again, and changed that, and fomc other Things in it, 
not bringing in his Majefty, nor making mention of him in this Article, 
as Party to this new defign’d Mediation. 

I left the Swedes Ambalfadors in a great doubt, whether they Ihould 
aflfwer upon this Contre-projett, or elfe adhere to their own Project ; 
but this will be rcfolvcd fome Time this Day, in a Conference they 
arc to have qf Courfe with the French i for they intend to govern them- 

felves 
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felvcs in their Manner of proceeding, as the French (hall do in their 
Anfvvcr upon the Imperial Contre-Projctt given in to them. 

The French Ambafladors were with me laft Night, to declaVe what 
they would do as to that Matter ; ’tis thus, they would husfiand the 
Time, they faid, to the beft Advantage, but they pretend their Articles 
given in to the ImperialiJis to be exactly conformable to the French Con- 
ditions of April laft, and to feveral Declarations that the ImperialiJis 
have given in Writing, and made by Word of Mouth, of their confcnt- 
ing to what the French demand touching Friburgb , Lorain 3 &c. there- 
fore they expert that the ImperialiJis fliould, before they proceed further, 
bring their Contrc-projed (in thofe Points efpecially) to a Conformity 
with the Articles of the French , and their own former Declarations ; 
when this is done, they will enter into Conferences, for the fpcedier ad- 
jufting of lelTcr Points that arc not in the French Conditions of April 3 
nor yet pretended by the French to be agreed between them. 

I carried this Overture llrait to the ImperialiJis and M. Cannon , but 
was not able to bring them to any Refolution upon it ; they took till 
fomc time this Day to confidcr, and give in their Anfwcr ; only M. Can- 
non told me plainly, that the Duke his Matter could not part with his 
City of Nancy in Sovereignty to France ; were there nothing elfe, this 
would hinder the Peace, unlefs the ImperialiJis do leave M. Cannon to 
himfelf, as M. Balbajes fays they will, contenting thcmfclves with an 
Article, that fhall declare the Treaty of Lot'ain to be Part of theirs 
whenever ’tis concluded. 

M. Balbafes told me, that the Nuncio doth not appear openly in me- 
diating between the ImperialiJis and the French ; for that he fees both 
thofe Parties agreed to renew and confirm the Treaties of Wejiphalia , 
againft which there are feveral Proteftations of Cardinal Chigi, that 
was Nuncio at Munjier , and a Bull, as I take it, of Innocent X. who 
was the then Pope. This Nuncio profeffing to M. Balbafes , that he 
was a Wcll-wiflier to the Peace, and efpecially to the reconciling of 
the Emperor and the Moft Chriftian King, as alfo to the Part that the 
Duke of Lorain had in it, whole Intereft he would promote as much as 
in him lay ; he was a little concerned, when M. 'Balbafes told him, he 
had heard that the Auditor had delivered a Contre-projc&'in his Nair^ ^ 
as Mediator, from the ImperialiJis to the French ; he allured him, t^at" 
he knew nothing of any Contre-projett ; that he inquired not much v titer 
the Auditor whither he went, nor what he did, contenting himfelf^that 
he was within Call when he had Ufe of him. M. Balbafes Conceit„was, 
that the Nuncio did not purge himfelf thus diligently, but out of* Ap- 
prchcnfion that ill Offices might be done him at the Court of r.fme 3 
in cafe it fliould be believed there, that he had any Hand in promoting 
the Re-cftablifliment of the Wejiphalia Treaties. 

From this it may be gathered, that the Nuncio will not have that 
folemn Part that was expedted, in the Preface of an Inftrumcnt apart, 
nor have the Treaty figned at his Houfe ; but ’tis to me very probable, 
that the Dutch Ambafladors may (upon the Nuncio’s difappearing thus) 
be invited by both Parties, (in regard of the Confidences between them) 
to take the Figure, and enter upon the open Functions of mediating 
jointly with me, or feparately from me, as M. Beverning hath already 
in September and Oflober laft gone often between them, tho’ with Inten- 
tion not to prejudice, as he was pleafed to give out, his Majefty’s Me- 
diation. 

This is certain, the Dutch did in Atiguji laft offer their Offices to 
the ImperialiJis , in order both to the Collation then treating, and to 

the 
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the Peace, and that the Imperial's did then accept the Offer ,* if they 
ihould now do the fame to the French , I doubt not but they would 
accept* it: This new Mediation, if it lb fall out, will give me fome 
Unealirfcfs till 1 lliall be able to receive his Ma jelly’s Directions how to 
behave. 1 lliall not forbear my Offices and Functions for their inter- 
meddling, and if I be requefted by the Parties, and by themfelves, to 
admit of their Conjunction in palling Offices, I lhall not refute it > and 
if the Parties Ihould refolvc to mention the States in their Infttument,' 
(provided right be done to his Majefty in his proper Place) I lhall not 
oppofc it } that which inclines me to think this Courfe, if I be put to it,' 
moll fuitablcto his Majclty’s Intentions, is, i. That the Parties have re- 
ferved themfelves in their Powers, a Liberty either to aCt by themfelves,* 
or elfe by fuch Mediators as Ihould be received, the Power of receiving 
them being Hill in their Hands. 2. That there is a Concert at this 
Time between his Majefty and the States, for the joint warranting of the 
Peace of Chrijicndom j and therefore I fuppofc there would be no 
Difficulty on his Majefty’s Part, to fuffer the States Minifters to have 
their Part in it, if they lhall delire it, in the mediating of it. 

I could not clofe this Letter, without firft fpcaking with M. Salbafes 
about the Ratifications j the Ihort of what he told me as a great Secret 
is, the French have refufed to prolong the Term, and he is refblved to 
proceed to the exchanging of them on jChurfday next.

The Maimer was thus : Both Embaffics fent in their reipc&ive 
Ratifications yefterday to the Dutch Ambaftadors ; they iftued out Copies 
of them this Morning, and fent them to the Secretary of tbeir Embafly, 
that ot the French to the Spaniards , and that of the Spaniards to the 
French . I am not certain whether the Originals went along to be fliew’d 
to the Spaniards in Form or not, but I believe they did j between 4 and 
5, the French and Spanijl) Secretaries met at the Dutch Ambaftadors, 
and made the Exchange in and through their Hands > and lb the Bufincis 
was ended without Ceremony. The Inftrumcnts were without Excepti- 
on, only the Spanijl) one was found to be 'a little Maigre, the Writing 
being upon Paper, and the Seal upon a Wafer; The Dutch Ambaftadors, 
after this Work was over, and their Dilpatch fent to their Mailers, took 
Vol. II.

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the Pains to come and give me Notice of this Exchange j fo that there 
is no doubt now but the Thing is done. 

Most of my Time fince my laft, which was of the 2 d Current, and 
cfpccially all this Day, hath been taken up between the Imperialijls 
and the Swedes, in debating their fevcral Projects ; there is nothing but 
may be reconciled between them, and, as I take it, will be fo, if the 
j French and the Imperialijls do agree j the French are in Expectation of 
the Reflexions and Orders of their Court, upon the Counter-projcd of 
the Imperialifts ,* thefe laft have now a Mind to go off from the Option 
they have made of Thilipsbttrgh, and flick to Friburgh , if the French 
do not accept of an Equivalent for it.

M Y laft was of the 5 th Current by Exprcfs, whereby I gave you 
an Account, that the Ratifications between France and Spain had 
been actually exchanged. Laft Night I had the Favour of two from 
you, the one of the 2 9 th of November , the other of the 3 d oi December , 
which came to Hand both at the fame Time. 

I fpokc with the French Ambaffadors this Morning, and rcprcfcntcd to 
them his Majefty’s Reflexions upon their Preface, as they intended it for 
the Peace with the Emperor : M. Colbert at firft would have maintained, 
that they had given the King his Title of Mediator in their Draught, 
but afterwards went off from it, and excufed that Omiflion, as alfo their 
reftraining all his Majefty’s Care and Pains to the finglc Thing of hav- 
ing got this Afl'cmbly together, with faying, that they had underftood it 
to' be his Majefty’s Meaning, not to have any long Narrative of his Me- 
rit, but only fort pen dc Mots in the Preface,* they would write, they faid, 
to Court about it, and he thought there would be no Difficulty in the 
Matter ; furc he was, there -would be none in naming his Majefty’s Mi- 
nifters here in the Preface ; however, they would write about it, fijtV 
he, a 2 d and 3 d Time. And this was all the Anfwer they gave mejm 
the Point, which I cannot but wonder at ; for when M. Colbert delivered 
me the Articles 3 Weeks ago, he feem’d in a Manner to fubjed the Preface 
to fuch Alterations as fhould feem moft agreeable to his Majefty ; pay- 
ing, he had endeavoured to do him Right, and left us to fupply any 
Thing w'e found wanting. X 

When I told him, that befides his Majefty’s Orders by the lafftLct- 
ters, I had very ftrong Motives put into my Hand by their Secretary late 
laft Night, that obliged me to pray them, that Right might be fully 
done to his Majefty, as General Mediator. Their Secretary had 
brought me fomc particular Articles, touching the Intercfts of the Prin- 
ccfs of Radon, the Prince of Salmc , and the M .dc Schombcrgh, a Copy 
whereof goes inclofcd ; and together with thefe, there goes an Article, 
fetting forth in moft advantageous Terms, the Merits of the Eledor of 
Bavaria, in labouring for this Peace of the Empire ; firft by frequent 
Letters and Meflages to the Courts of Henna and France , ana by enter- 
ing fince into Treaty about it with the Cardinal ef Fftrces ; all this is in- 
tended to be inferted in the fame Preface and Paragraph where his Ma- 
jefty is mentioned. To this M .Colbert anfwcrcd, that this Article touch- 
ing the Elcdor of 'Bavaria, came to them ready drawn from Far is ; 
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and lie thought that the Emperor had already, at the Motion of the 
Elector, agreed to this Ciaufe. Thus he pafs’d over this Objection, as 
if thg Mediator had nothing to fay, where the Parties arc agreed, as he 
would have me believe they are, in this great jElogic to be given to that 
Elector. But they arc fo far from agreeing, that M. Stradtfmaii (hew- 
ing me in Confide nee, this Ciaufe that the Impenalifts hud received 
from the Auditor on Friday, (that is 3 Days before it was communicated 
to me) faid, it was put upon them pour la bonte & le opprobre dc I Fni- 
per cur & de tout f Empire. Bolides, he obferved to me, that in another 
Ciaufe that follow's this, for that Elector’s Indemnity, all the Pretcnlions 
that his Highncfs the Prince Elector Palatine hath to feveral Things 
depending between him and that Elector, arc anew transferred and Se- 
cured to the Ele&or of Havana. 

Upon the whole Matter, 1 mod humbly defire his Majefly would be 
pjeafed to conlider, whether it would not be more fuitablc ( to his Royal 
Judgment, to pafs by a Complement that is like to be but very much 
llraitncd at the bed, than Hand in the fame Paragraph with fuch a Rival, 
fo affoCtedly fet up as this Elector is. I mention it, bccaufe’tis my hum- 
ble Opinion, that to have laboured in the Work, as his Majcdy has done, 
—id dill does, and intends to do all along, and to leave this Flourifh to 
that Prince, who hath gone fofar about to compafs if, will diminifli no- 
thing, but rather add to the Lullrc of his Merit. 

F a o m the French , I went to the Lorain Minider, who is extreamly 
fcniiblc of his Majcdy s Favour and Grace to his Mader ; all that he 
defired was, that I w ould write to Sir W. Temple, for his good Offices at 
the Hague, to procure vigorous Orders to the Dutch Ambafladors in 
France ; but he, I perceive, and M. Halbafes, have given different Opini- 
ons of what the Imperial Ambafladors will do touching Lorain ; the 
Marquils fays, they will make their Peace, and leave Lorain to follow 
after as it can : M. Cannon fays, their Orders are exprefs, not to conclude 
without finifhing the Affair of Lorain. 

T it r r r palles nothing betw een the Imperialijis and the French touch- 
ing the General Peace, that 1 can penetrate ,• one Embaffy fays of ano- 
ther, that the adverfe Party is in Expectation of Orders ; hut the French 
told me this Day, they expect none, nor cannot go off from Friburgh , 
£<rrfio’ they have Intimations, they may have ‘Philipsburgh ; they told 
Ac indeed, the Imperialifts expect new' Orders, but they mud come quick- 
ly^ind dole, or elfe we fliall hear of new Preparations as foon as this 
M'b’th is out. 

s h'wve gone lincc my lad between the Swedes and the Imperialijis, 
buv find nothing is to be brought to Effect between them, but as Affairs 
move between the Imperialijis and the French. I am, drc.

S IN CE my lad, which w r as the 9th , w r e have no Letters from that 
Side come in. 

W k have notlfing new in relation to the Peace between the Empe- 
ror and France ; the French received a Courier on Tucfday, but he brought 
jmthing (as M. Colbert told me yederday) relating to the Subject Matter 
of the Treaty ; the Sum of his Difpatch was, that they were ordered to 
acquaint the Mediators, that the Mod Chridian King was rcfolved to day 
Vol. II.» T 1 1 2 no 
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no longer than the ,J th for the Ratifications from Madrid , but to begin 
the War again upon Spain , only that he would attack no flrong Place 
in the Spanijh Netherlands , but make good his Promifc to the States 
General, which M. ef Avatix had Orders at the fame Time to acquaint 
them with ; but the Ratifications being (as he expreft it) luckily 
changed within the Time, they had no more to do, but fend back the 
Courier. 

M. Colbert fays, his King will not fuffer either the Itnpcrial(fts or M. 
Cannon to go oft' from the Option they have made ; and that they, the 
French , will not accept of \ Philipsbitrgh as an Equivalent in lieu of 
Frilmrgh, this laft Place being more for their Convenience in divers Re- 
fpc&s, and carrying much leis of Envy with it, than the other did. 

M. Colbert obferved to me, there arc now but io Days unexpired of 
the Time ; during which, they will be bound to Hand to, and make 
good the Conditions they propofed in April ; and M. d FJirades told 
me, they would infallibly produce new Conditions as foon as this Month 
is up, adding, they fhould now, upon the emptying of the Spanijh 
Places, have 20000 Men more to pour into the Empire. 

As for the Treaty between the Emperor and Sweden , tho’ many of 
the Articles they do not fully agree in f yet in going fo often as I do, 
and have done, between them, I perceive, that if the French and Im- 
perial ifts agree in their Treaty, it will be no hard Matter to reconcile 
the Swedes with the lmperialijls : The Articles that the Swedes have 
in common with the French , to llipulatc from the lmperialijls , being the 
only Articles that are of Weight ; and if it could be agreed what the 
Emperor and the Empire arc to do, or rather fuffer to be done, by 
France , for the reftoring of Sweden , no other Difficulty would hold us 
long. 

M. Stradtfman told me plainly enough, they, the lmperialijls , would 
try to make up their Bufinefs with the French in the firft Place ; that 
being done, the Swedes , he faid, would follow after ,• but while it was 
not done, it was in Vain to labour to bring the Swedes to any Point. 

In the mean Time, the Northern Allies cry out upon the lmperialijls , 
for that they have given out Centre- Projefts to the French and Swedes , 
not only to the extream Prejudice of their Part in the common Caufe, but , 
alfo without giving them any Notice of what they intended to do, at- 
they are bound by very Ariel Engagements. j 

The Elcetor of Rrandcnbitrgh hath writ to the Emperor, (after^ he 
had fecn thefe Centre- Projects) his Minifters alfo have fpoke at Rcais- 
lone , in a Language not ufual. M. de los Falbafcs tells me, he is fcin- 
dalized with what was fpoke at Ratisbone $ and the Swedes Ambaffail ors 
told me yeflcrday, the Elector's Letter to the Emperor (of the 24 th p^ft) 
is very extraordinary. M.j Blafpief s Complaints, in a Convcrfation I had 
with him on Fucf'day, were very high upon this Subject j yet here is a 
Belief, that the Houfe of Rrunfwick , and the Bifhop of Munjtcr , arc 
leaving of the 1 : lector, and making their Peace apart, which yet docs 
not appear to me fo near at Hand. 

M. dc Ivs 'Baiba fes told me, ’tis now the great Point in Debate, but 
yet undecided at Ratisbone , whether the Emperor or Empire fhall take 
upon thcmfelvcs to ref tore Sweden , by the fame Method and Means, 
that any Prince, difpoffell'cd of his Rights, were to be reftored by the 
Conflitutions of the Empire j or elfe, whether they fliould leave that 
Work to France , to bring it about as it can. 

T h b Dutch Ambafl’adors finding the Commerce much interruped in 
the Bah iik, by the Swedijh and Danijh Men of War, the one fcarching 

for 
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for the Goods of the other in the ‘Dutch Merchants Ships, and, as they 
tell me, Englijh Ships too, have defired from the Danijh AmbafTador a 
Declaration, that a free Ship makes free Goods ; his Anfwer was no 
other, ’but that he would write ; they defired me to pafs my Offices 
with the Swedes, to procure from them the like Declaration ; their An- 
fwer was, that this was already fufficiently declared in the provisional 
Treaty now in Force between them and Holland ; that they were ready 
to renew and confirm it by a Treaty of Peace ; belides, they knew of 
no Breaches in the Cafes complained of. 

1 could not pafs this Poll, without (peaking with the Dutch Ambafla- 
dors and M. Stradtfman ; the firft have a Plan to propofe from their 
Mailers to the Imperialifts and the French , but dare not yet produce it, 
bccaufc they find the Parties at too great a Diltance the one from the 
other, to hope for any good Succefs from any Temperament : They, 
have News from the Hague, that the French will attack Strasburgbj 
Treves, and Cologn, ere long; and that M. Stradtfman fays, they, the 
Imperialifts , will infill finally upon Friburgh. I let him know what 
likelihood there is, the Parliament will prefs the recalling of our Troops 
from Flanders. He fays, the Emperor will make the Peace without the 
Duke of Lerain. 

I befccch you. Sir, not to forget to fend me the Favour of your Re- 
flexions upon the Article I fent you in my lalt, touching the Ele&or of 
Havana's Offices for the Peace ; the Bilhop of Gurck told me, as the 
Auditor did him, that if the Nuncio had been to be named in, or 
to fign the Inllrumcnt of Peace, he would oppofc the inferting of fuch 
a Claufc into a Preface, where the Pope was Mediator. I am, (Jc.

M Y lall was of the 12 th , we have fince no Letters from that Side,’ 
the laft that came to Hand being of the 3 d. 

//c L)n Thtirfday late, M. Stradtfman came to me from his Collegues, 
an* defired me to let the French Ambalfadors know, they, the Impe- 
rials, longed for their Anfwer, upon what had been offered them the 
71 th of this Month, touching ‘Pbilipsburgh ; and that they were ready 
to c: ter into Conference with them upon the Differences between the 
two Projc&s. 

T 0 this the French anfwcred, that they gave a categorical Anfwer 
at the fame Time the Propofition was made to them, to this Effect ,• 
that they would not take Philip iburgh and leave Friburgh, neither by 
giving Way to a new Option, nor by Way of Equivalent, France being 
under no Obligation to fuffier the Imperialifts to chufe anew ,• and the 
French Ambafladors do not think fit to accept of this Equivalent, as be- 
ing not fo convenient for France as Friburgh is. As for entring into 
Conferences, they are willing to do it, but expert the lmpertalifis give 
them new Aflurancqs that they lliall have no further Difficulties about 
fome certain Points they were once agreed on. 

I finding that there was, and is ftill, a great Mifunderftanding between 
the Parties, touching this Anfwer alledgcd by the French to have been 
given the Nuncio, but denied by the Imperialifts to have been ever 
brought them, thought it fafeft to take in Writing what each Party faid, 

both 
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both Sides being fomewhat rough at this Time; the Impcria/ifls , bccaufo 
they cannot have Fribitrgb back again for fuch an Equivalent as M. 
Ofkrt did fomc Months ago prize very much above Frtburgb ; and the 
French , fer having opened themfclvcs too freely about the Dependencies 
of Friburgh, and yielded to accept of 3 Villages only; whereas their 
Orders wire in t to do it till they were fure of Fribnrgb, and that the 
Impcriahjls were fo fall, as to have no Pretence to go back. 

tie r tho’ this Point were over, I do not find any Expedient in View 
ft r the compoling of the Affair of the Duke of Jjrain, without whom, 
JU. Str tidt I'r.ic.n told me, the Emperor will not make hrs own Peace ; nor 
is the Point of alUlfing Sweden, any nearer an Adjuflmcnt than it was 
feme Mouths ago, only the Swedijl) Ambalfadors Jme their Courier 
come back at lull ; what Facilities he brings, 1 cannot yet learn ; M. 
a Olk'cnkrantz was fomewhat clofe to me upon that Subject fall Night, 
all he faid was, that the adjnfting of that great Article depended upon 
that which France lliould be willing to act, and llieuld be able to llipu- 
late by its Treaty with the Emperor, in Order to the Alftftancc of Swe- 
den ; meaning (as I under/food him) that tliey, the Swedes^ would lie 
upon the Keierve, and keep it in their own Choice, to accept or refufe 
the Conditions cud Meafures the French Ambalfadors lliould be ready 
to enter into with the Imperia/ifis , tor the raftering of Sweden. 

He lays, they can by no Means accept, nor endure that France do 
take upon :t the Mediation, as ’tis propofed by tho Imperial ijh in their 
Ct.v/rc-ProjeCt, leal! Sweden be thought to have thereby difpenl'ed with 
the Fnncb from purfuing the Rc-eftablilliment of that Crown by the 
Way of Arms ; and lealt they fhould enter into Concert with the Em- 
pert r, Spain , and tliofe States, to impofe Conditions upon Sweden 
(which the Coni re- Project feerns to point at) without making the Con- 
currence or Approbation of Sweden in any Degree requilite to the con- 
certing of fuch Conditions. 

He fays flirt In r, that they, the Swedes, arc not to fuller any fuch 
Suppofai to enter into their Treaty, as that the ‘Treaties of Weftphalia 
may receive jtme Alter at ini in them for ! Peace Sake > for if they once 
jield to fuch a Suppofai, the Allies in the North will combine more 
llrongly to have feme of the Swedijh Territories transferr'd to them, 
and contend that that Suppofai was agreed on, to make the Way more' 
cafy to fuch a Transference. 7 

J5 v t ’tis a Wonder the Swedes can be fo unconccrn’d in the general, 
as to haften their Peace with the Emperor no more than theyr.have 
done of late, there being fo little to hope for from the Pofturc oflttheir 
own Arms, and fo little of Certainty, that the Operations of the (Arms 
of France will be diredad principally to their Advantage, I mcqn, to 
their fpcedy Reftitution. 

And there is a - little Likelihood of their coming to a (peedy Con- 
clulion with the ‘Dutch upon their Treaties of Peace and Commerce. I 
was on Friday upon my Orfices with the Dutch Ambalfadors, being char- 
gi d w ith a complcat Treaty of Commerce from the Swedes , conlifting 
of 73 long Articles, which I fliall not be able to fend you till the next, 
whi'ii ’tis poliible I may have the Remarks of the Dutch Ambalfadors; 
if f', 1 lliall be able to fend you by Way of Apoftils, wherein the 
‘Dutch w ill have releafed themfclvc s of thole Grievances that are com- 
iv on to us and them, I mean thofe 10 Grievances you gave in to M. 
d O/iCi nh'antz while on that Side, and that ) ou were pleafed to fend 
me in September lall, which, upon this Occalion, I have now before 
n*.e.

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One Thing I was forced to mingle with my Offices upon this ProjeCf, 
in which his Majcfty hath an Intereft, it is in the 22 tb Article, wherein 
’tis determined how long free Goods taken in the Ship of a Neighbour 
become unfrec, after the declaring of a War between him and either of 
the Parties ,* it is faid, — in aliquo portu vel loco marts Baltici aut 
'Borealis intra terminum vel locum the Soundings mcatum dr terminum 
qui Terncufe dicitur in Norvcgia. I defired M. Rcverning, who drew 
up thefe Articles, to look how it is in the Treaty between his Ma- 
jcfty and the States. In the Treaty of Breda , there is an exprefs Dif- 
ference between fretum Britannicum dr Mare Boreale , but in no Map 
or Writer is all that TraCt of Sea between thofc two Boundaries called 
Marc Boreale , but hoc Ithactis •velit. To this Obfervation the Dutch 
Ambaffadors did not anfwer one Word : But as to any nearer Approaches 
between them and the Swedes , there is yet no Appearance ; they feem 
both of them immovcably fixt upon different Tariffs, and upon fcveral 
other Points of Moment.

M Y laft was of the \6th, fince which I received the Favour of yours 
of the 6 th Current. I have already been with M. Hough, to 
deliver the Complement which his Majcfty hath commanded, and he 
took this Return very kindly. 

W e are now getting another Way of Negotiating all upon the fudden. 
I gave you an Account in my laft, how the Trench, in their Anfwer to 
the Impcrialifts , had declared, they would keep Triburgh, and not Bhi- 
lipsburgh j befidcs, they would then enter into the Conferences defired 
by the Impcrialifts , when they fhould have that confirmed unto them, 
w hich the Impcrialifts had once agreed to. 

On Lucjday the Imperialijls brought me fevcral Articles for the quit- 
ting of Triburgh, and the retaining of 5 Philipsburgh, which they dclired 
me to put into the Hands of the Trench , as part of their Contrc-projeCl ; 
"dcliring me at the fame Time to demand Conferences of them : This I 
d\l forthwith, and the Trench unexpectedly accepted the Offer of Con- 
ferences, referving to thcmfelvcs to fpeak to thofc Articles about Tri- 
bur ^h at thofc Conferences, but not mentioning to have further Satis- 
faction in the Points of Lorain and Sweden, which were Things they had 
formerly alledged as ncccft’ary to be adjufted before they fhould come 
to Conferences. They told me at the fame Time, that they had con- 
fidcred of the Stadthoufo as a convenient Place for them and their Allies, 
and therefore dclired mo to fpeak to the Magiftrates to get them fur- 
nilhed; and to that End, to call to tbcDutcb Ambaffadors, for the better 
quickening of them. 

This the Impcrialifts liked of very well, only faid, they would have 
been very well content to have had the Conferences in my Houle ; and 
the other Mediator now declining to have any Publick Part in the Ne- 
gotiation, they could not choofe, they faid, but defire, that my Houle 
might be the Place. 

This Morning we met at the Stadthoufe at 10 ; the Trench began 
with their Preface altered, as you’ll find it inclofed, if it be poffiblc to 
get it tranferibed before the Poll goes, I having been forced to leave it 
in the Hands of the Impcrialijis , and demanded likewifc the Admiflion 
of the Sieui* Ditcher. The 
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Th e Swedes began with 3 Articles. I propofcd all to the Impcrialifts 
in their Room, but have not a Word of Anfwcr from them : The Rea- 
fon is, a ftrangc uncxpcdtcd Incident, which, for ought I fee, will" break 
the Congrefs as foon as it is begun. For M. tieugh and M.S/rf^/V/ren- 
drcd themfelvcs at the Appartmeiit which the Impcrialifts had, at the 
Hour of 10 and 11, before they came; and it did much amaze the Im~ 
perialifts , when it was told them, that thofe two Ambalfadors intended 
to be prelent at every Thing that Ihould pafs relating to the Intcrefts of 
their Mailers. The Impcrialifts laboured all they could to have them 
withdraw, but they would not j and they were prefent, and took Notes, 
all the while I was giving them an Account of what the French dclired. 
The Impcrialifts would by all Means have broke up the Meeting, and 
not come in the Afternoon ; ’twas with much ado I prevailed with them 
to come again at 4. I am now going to the t I)ntch i to fee if there be 
any Means to fatisfie M. Hettgb and Rlafpiel ; their Pretence is high; tlfey 
will be admitted to all Conferences of their Allies, or elfe they will forth- 
with leave Nimeguen. If this Incident fhould be over, yet I have nothing 
to lay before you by way of Conjecture, what the Ill'ue of thefe Confe- 
rences will be. 

I pray fat our me with his Ma jelly’s Pleafure upon the Preface, whe- 
ther he would have any Thing added or altered, and what. I am, (jc .

M Y laft was of the 23 d pall, I have no Time to add any Thing tbut 
the Journal incloled. 

The French Ambalfadors came at 3, to denounce to me, that theKing 
their Mailer hath confcnted to prolong the Term for 15 Days, that is, to 
the 1 5 of January , N S. that Term being expired, he pretends to be tied 
no longer to the Conditions in Jpril laft, and that it cannot fuit with 
his Honour to fuffer his Ambalfadors to ftay here any longer. This will 
ftrike a Damp upon all our Conferences. I have fpent this Morning till 
two with the Impcrialifts. 1 am to meet again at 5, to have from them 
what Facilities they can upon the great Articles of Lerain and the North. 
If the limperor will abandon the Duke of Lorain , I think the Peace 
may be made in the remaining 10 Days. I am going to th cHutcb Am- 
baffadors, to acquaint them with this News, which will be very lad anti 
unwelcome to them, as well as to all here. I am, (Jc.

1^78, at the Stadthoufe. 

HE Hour of io being agreed over Night for the Conferences* 
the French Ambalfadors were the firft that came, the Swede next, 
and laft of all the Imperialifts. I did the Honours of the Houle to each 
Embalfy, receiving them at the refpe&ivc outward Door, and conducing 
them to their fevcral Appartments. 

M. Kinski being the nrft that came of the ImperiaUJis , M. Heugb and 
%/afpicl, the ‘Danijh and Brandenburgh Ambalfadors, prefented them- 
felvcs, and went into the Appartmcnt of the Imperialifts ,• M .Gurck and 
Stwdtfman came clofe upon them, but were exceedingly furprized to 
find them there. I left them expoftulating with one another : The Impe- 
rial Embafly urging, that that Appartment, and the Bulincfs of the 
Day, did belong clpecially to them ; the others finding Fault, that they 
were not invited to it, as to a Place, and to Conferences, that they had 
a common Intcreft in. 

From them I went to the French Ambalfadors, and they agreeing to 
go on upon the Contrc-projcft of the Imperialifts , they gave me their own 
Project for a Preface, there being no Preface given in by the Imperialifts ; 
they faid, they had endeavoured to fatisfic what I had taken Notice of 
to them in his Majcfty’s Behalf ; having in this Preface mentioned cx- 
prefly, 1. The King’s Mediation. 2. The continuing of his Offices from 
the Beginning to this Time. And, 3. The naming of his Minifters ,• 
leaving it to the Imperialifts , if they (hould think fit, to exprefs any 
Thing further of Kcfpcft to his Majefty, or to exprefs it in any other 
Way. 

After the Preface, they took the 1 ft Article in Hand, and excepted 
again ft the Names or Stiles of the Parties made to intervene as Princi- 
pals in this Treaty. 

Where it is faid by the Imperialifts , inter S. C Majeflatcm (ft Im- 
perium , they would have it inter S. C Majeflatem^ (ft juos in Imperio foc- 
Jcratos. They would not, they faid, engage the King their Mafter (as 
he would be by the figning of this Treaty) to keep the Peace towards 
the Empire, and the Emperor not engaged in the fame Manner to keep 
the Peace toward him. 

For the Imperial Ambalfadors, their Power being only to Treat.for 
the Emperor, they could not engage the Empire ; and tho’ they fliould 
promlfj to do it, and fign in the Name of the Empire, the Dyct at 
Ratiibcn would not be obliged to ratifie it ; and tho* the Imperialifts 
Ihould prom if,; a Ratification from the Dyct, yet, according to the or- 
dinary Method and Delays of thofe Aflemblies, there would be fevcral 
Ways to defeat the ratifying of it j fome pretending not to be inftrutft- 
ed, others, cfpecially the Allies of the Princes of the North , utterly op- 
poling it ; fo that tli is Treaty would be wholly illufcry; and the main 
Bulincfs which they, the French , aim at, being the Rcllitution of Swe- 
den^ the Emperor as # well as the E-mpire would be left to an After-game, 
and the Advantage of this Campaign may be wholly loft, and an Army 
of 200,000 Men kept on Foot to no Effcft. 

They excepted likewife again!! the naming of the Catholick King, 
in the fame Article as a Party principal j laying, that France hath mado 
a Peace with that King, which they will religioully obferve j and thcre-

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fore that they do not fee to what End that Kingfhould be made a Party 
to this Peace, lince they will be at liberty to take him in as an Ally, 
in the Article that fball be in the End for the! Inclulion of Allied 

They excepted again!! the Words totamqi Domum jhtftriacam i they 
knew none that are of that Houfc, they faid, but the Emperor and the 
King of Spain ; and they have more Reafon to lay, la Ires Jugujic 
Maijbn dc 'Bourbon, if they would hand upon fuch FJourilhes. 

The id Article being about the Amnefty, they had nothing to oppofe 
to it, as far as it is taken Word for Word out of the Treaty of Munftcr , 
but their being a Claufc ill it, that the Moft Cliriflian King lhall com- 
pound with the Princes of the Empire, for the Damages his Armies have 
done them, they could by no Means pafs that, their King having a 
more julliiiable Plea to demand Reparation for himfelf, to the Value of 
500 Millions, expended in this War* ^ t 

The 3 d Article of Neutrality was, they faid, fuperfluous, as far as 
it agrees with the like Article in the Treaty of Munftcr , lince both Sides 
intended to give that Treaty its perfect Force and Vigour again ; but 
there being in it feveral Words and Claufes that are too general and 
ambiguous, as Snbditis cel caftallis, &c. ccmmotionem cel dejettionem , &c. 
they defired there might be no fuch Word or Exprdlion, lince fuch Con- 
ferences as are not yet thought of, may hereafter be drawn from thole 
Words } at leaft the Words will feem to fallen a Sufpicion upon France. 

The 4 tb Article is, for the rc-eftabli filing the Treaty of Munftcr , 
which they allow as neceflary to be done j and therefore offer, that 
either the whole Treaty of Munftcr may be tranferibed Word for Word, 
and inferted in the Body of this Treaty of Nimeguen , or elfe that there 
be no Article of it repeated (faving that of the Amnefty only) ; but that 
a firm Claufe or Article be drawn up and agreed, to eftablifh it in all 
its Points : To that Purpofe they put into my Hand a Project of one 
Article, wherein the \ft and the 4 tb of the Impcrialijis were abridged ; 
the 3 d was left out, to be referved and inferted, but with Alteration, 
in a more proper Place of the Treaty ; the 2 d being that of the Am- 
nefty, they let down at large, it being neccftary to do lo, which way 
foever fliould be chofen to reftore the Treaty of Muitfter ; for lince the 
Article of Amnefty in that Treaty does not look forward, ’tis nccelfary 
that an Amnefty here fhould be made to look backward to the Begin- 
ning of the W ar. 

Being thus charged by the French Ambalfadors with the Preface, 
and the Remarks upon the four firft Articles of the Imperial Contrc-pro- 
jeCt, as alfo with a Project to reduce thofe four into one Article of tflieir 
own ; I went to the Swedes , and they charged me with the Exception 
they took to the three firft Articles in the Coiitre-projeCt, that the' lm~ 
perialifts bad given in to their Project. 

In. the 1 Jl Article they could not be fatisfied, they faid, with the Stile 
of Romannm Imperitim , till they law a fuflicicnt Power from the Em- 
pire, as they acknowledged that from the Emperor to his AmbalTadors 
to be. 

The id Article of the Amnefty they agreed to as the Impcrialijis 
had projected it. 

The id Article, for the reftoring of the Treaty o fcOfnaburgh, is fhort 
in the Expreffions they would licvc ; and it being the main of their JBu- 
lincfs to have the Eftabliflimcnt of that Treaty agreed, before they pafs 
on to any Thing elfe, they could not but adhere to the Article as they 
had projected it j it is the id in the Project, for the full Reftitution of 
the Treaty of Munftcr in all its Articles. * 


Being 
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Being thus charged by botfTthefe AmbafTadors, I went to the Im- 
perialifts , but found thenfengaged ici the Incident abovementioned, be- 
tweeir.thcm and M. Hcugh and Blafpeif which was thus : I went on 
and opened to them all ti\at the French AmbafTadors had faid upon the 
four firft Articles of their Contre-projedl j they took Notes of vvhat I 
faid, fo did M. Hcugh and CBlafpiel ; all that the Itnperialijls then an- 
fwered was, they would take l ime to conlidcr, and give me their An- 
fwer, which I cxpe&ed to have had in the Afternoon ; but fo it happen-' 
ed, that the greateft Part of that Afternoon was fpent in reconciling them 
with the Danijh and CBrandenhurgh AmbafTadors. 

The [ T)anijh and CBrandenhurgh AmbafTadors were at laft content to 
retreat to a Chamber apart, which was hung and prepared for them that 
Night ; it was the Anti-chamber to the Imperialijls , but there was ano- 
ther Door found for them to go in and out at. The Imperia/ijls , on 
their Side, promifed to communicate with them according to the Obli- 
gation they were under by their Alliance. 

Whf.n the Impcrialifts were thus difeharged of the Danijh and 
CBrandenhurgh AmbafTadors, I laid before them the Objections that 
the Swedes had made to the three firft Articles ; they took Time to 
conlidcr of them till next Morning : So having taken a Promifc from 
them to meet on Friday the 20th, the Affembly broke up ; I having 
firft acquainted the French and Swede AmbafTadors, that I had not that 
Night any Return to thofe Objections, by reafon the Incident between 
the Impcrialifts and their Allies had taken up all our Time. 

But this Day being the firft Day of the Conference, and the laft 
Day favc one of this Month, N. S. beyond which the French had declar- 
ed in Writing, and protcfled in Print, that the King their Mailer would 
not be tied to the Conditions of Peace he had offered in ylpril laft; I 
did {ex officio) defire that no Advantage might be taken of that Declara- 
tion, and that our being entered thus into Conference, fhould be under- 
flood to fufpend the Effects of it ; wherefore I did requeft them to fccurc 
for us a longer Term for our Conference, by reafon of the Intricacy and 
Multiplicity of Matters before us : M. Colbert took this to be done atthc Sug- 
geftion and Requeft of the Imperialijls ; but I told him, they never defired 
any fuch Thing of me, nor made any mention of it: They did not only 
not grant me any Thing upon this Point, but refufed to write to their 
Court upon this Motion of mine. They faid, they had already writ to 
defire that 8 or 10 Days might break no Squares, in cafe the Imperialijls 
fhould come to a clofe by that Time ; but they durft not w rite to have 
the Term prolong’d, for that 1 5 Days would be run out, before their 
Court could fend them an Anfvver hither ; and that they could not hope 
for any Term beyond that, nor for fo much Refpitc, in cafe there fhould 
be no Certainty of a Peace. 

This Motion ex officio , I had thought on as foon as the Conference 
w T cre agreed to, but I had refolvcd to let it alone upon that Confidera- 
tion, that the very accepting of the Conference, was in itfclf a fufpend- 
ing of the French Menace, and would put them to a new Declaration. 
But when the Dutch AmbafTadors came, by Order of the States, to re- 
queft me to propofb a longer Term, I thought fafeft to do it; they did 
it on the other Side* and, as they told me that Night, fucceedcd no 
better than I did ; all that they could get from the French being, that 
they would not break off the Conference, till they had Orders fo to do. 
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« 

Friday , 20 th December $ at 9. 

T O the Preface of the French Ambalfadow, and to their Project of 
one Article, in lieu of the firft four that are in the Contre- Project 
of the Impcrialifts j they, the Impcrialifts , anfwered, that they accept 
of the one and the other, and having had them over Night, they gave 
both the one and the other to me, tranflated into Latin , fince that 
was to be the Language of the Treaty j obferving to me, how they had 
taken the Liberty of putting in a Word or two, for the better acknow- 
ledging of what his Majclty had done. 

Hereupon I took Occalion to tell them, that his Ma jelly having 
an Interelt in the Preface, I did dclire and referve to myfelf a Liberty 
to otter unto them Alterations, if his Majclty delired any fliould be 
made in it, and fo that I might not be concluded by their agreeing to 
that of the French ; which they allowed of. 

As to the Project, they delired, that in lieu of thefe Words — Com- 
mc aufft cut re A ns lez Allicz dr adherans dc S. M. Imp. dans P Empire, 
it fliould be laid, Inter S. C. M. dr bnperiim. For thefe Rcafons. 

H f r k I mart take leave to put down their Anfwcr in Latin , for they 
are pleafed to bring their Rcafons and Arguments ready penn’d in La- 
tin > and fo keep me to their precife Words, which they dictate, and 1 
fet down in Writing ; bolides that, they manage the Conference itfelf 
in 1 Ait hi.

Them Remarks of the Impcrialifts upon the Preface and French 
Project, <jf one Article in lieu of four, I communicated to the French 
Ambafladors at 11. As to his Majclty ’s Part in the Preface, they al- 
low’d of the little Amplification the Impcrialifts had made ; and that I 
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was not to be concluded by tjreifAgreement ,• but that 1 might offer any 
Alteration his Majefty fhotfld think fit. 

THE^.they gave me the Preface in Latin of their own, or rather Word 
for Word out of the Trcafly of Munftcr ; giving his Majefty and his Mi- 
nifters here, no more than the Republick of Venice and her’s hath in 
that Treaty j but in this Preface, there was a Claufc touching the 
Ele&or of ’Bavaria's Mediatory Offices ; their Dcfire was, that the Im- 
. perialijls would admit it to be part of the Treaty, and accorde des d 
prefent : But in Cafe the Emperor fliould not, before the Time of ftgn- 
ing, give his Ambafladors Orders to pafs it as now it is, they were con- 
tent it fliould be left out when the Treaty was figned : Thefe were 
the Directions they had, they faid, from Cardinal a E/trees. 

A s to the Article that was to be the firft in the Peace, in lieu of the 
4 fiyft in the Imperial Contre-Projett, they defired it might pafs as they 
had projected it, and it was with very much ado they were brought to 
go on further, fuving to themfelvcs their Exceptions, 

1. Against the Word Impcrium. 

2. Against the Words Domum Auftriacam. 

3. Against the Claufe Gaudcantqac. And, . 

4. Their Rcafons againft changing the Word dans f Empire, into 
thefe, in hoc ( Pace comprehends. 

For the firft, they faid, they defired nothing more than to treat 
with the Empire, but then they require fufficient Powers in thofe that 
fhall treat with them in the Name of the Empire ; the Powers that 
the Imperial Ambafladors have, being to treat for the Emperor only. 

2. That they cannot allow of that Maxim, that the Emperor and 
Empire arc infeparablc ; the Emperor may do Things feparatcly from 
the Empire, the Experience of Times paft hath fhewed it, and the 
Eeaguc of the Rhine was made to prevent it. 

3. They allow, that in the Conditions of April, and the Declara- 
tions abovecited, they had in View the making of a Peace with the 
Empire, but not with thefe Ambafladors acting in the Name of the 
Empire, without Orders fo to do. 

4. T h e Condnfnm of the Empire above pretended, is not fufficient 
to that Inflect ; however, why is it not exhibited ? they arc informed 
there was never any luch Conclufum paft. 

5. The Offer made to procure the Ratification of the Empire is not 
fufficient ; the Empire may refufe it, having never engaged by Pleni - 
pouvoir to furnifli any : And the Princes of the North will do what 
they can to obftruCt it. In the mean while, what will become of Swe- 
den , that is declared by the Empire to be Echeiie de tons J'es Droitz ? 
Sincd here will be the Name only of the lsmpire ufed, but no Act nor 
Power from it to rcltore it again from the Words. As to the Domum 
Anftriacam , and Duns f Empire ; the Reafoning was the fame as above. 

As to the Claufe ( uitidcani que , they added only this to what they 
had faid before, to wit, if there were need of any fuch Claufe or Ar- 
ticle, for a Cover to particular Pcrfons, or a Help in difficult Cafes, 
they would confent to it in the proper Place, where particular Pcrfons, 
and Cafes, will come in toward the End of the Treaty. 

Having yofterefay propofed, as is above, 3 Articles from the Swedes 
to the Impcrialiffs , 1 had much ado to get any Anfwcr from them, they 
wpuld needs put me off till they had made fome good Progrefs, if not 
concluded with the French. At laft they infilled, that the fame Name and 
Stile^of the Party contracting with Sweden , viz. S. C. M. & Imperitim 
fliould Hand; — for the fame Rcafons given me towards the French , for 
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the Swedijb Ambalfadors had declared to, they deiired a Peace with the 
Empire as well as the Emperor j and there love it was necelfary to make 
the Empire a Party Principal contracting. c 

As the Trench had the Words dans 't Empire, fo the Swedes had in 
Imperio , thefe Words the Impcrialijls deiired might be ftruck out, and 
the Words hac ( Pace comprehends put in their Stead. 

The 2 d Article being that of the Jmncjly, and the fame in both 
Projects, they confelfed to agree. 

A s to the 3 d Article, which is for the eftablifliing of the Ofnahirgb 
Treaty, the lmperialijts did adhere to the CWrv-Projett, and that it 
was in vain, they laid, to contend about the Words for the r e-eft abiifh- 
ing it, till the Means and Mcafures for the reftoring of Sweden fliould 
be agreed between them, the Impcrialijls^ and the French Ambalfadors ; 
therefore it was their Opinion and Deiiro, not to fpend any farther Time 
or Pains in debating the Swcdijls Project, till they fee more clearly 
what was like to be the Iflue between them and France only they of- 
fered the Swedes , if they pleas’d, that the French Project of one Article' 
fhould ftand in lieu of the three projected betweeen them and the 
Swedes. 

I went ftrait and communicated this to the Swcdijb Ambalfadors, 
their Anfwer was, 

Firjl, That their Orders were exprefs, and their Intcreft moft im- 
portant, to make a Peace with the Empire, as well as with the Emperor : 
But that they could not do it, if the Empire did not legally and fully 
intervene as a Party Principal and that that could not be without a 
Fleniponcoir in the ufual Form. What I told them of the Conchtfnm 
of the Empire as above, they defired to have a Copy of the Conclujmn, 
before they could anfwer upon it. 

A s to the Offer made them of the French Article in lieu of their three, 1 
they could not accept of it, it did not comprehend their Buiincfs as they 
deiired it, and however the Impcrialijls and the French may be agreed, 
(as they are) by what Words the Treaty of Mttnjler is to Hand reltored 
between them, yet they, the Swedes , cannot go lefs than the Words 
they have projected, for the reftoring of the Ofnaburgh Treaty between 
them and the Emperor, it being the Hinge upon which all their Affairs 
turns. 

As to the Overture of the Impcrialijls , that the Swedes fliould fuffer 
them to make fomc Progrefs, and agree of the Means and Meafures for 
the reftoring of Sweden , before the Debates between the Swedes and the 
Imperictlijls be brought further on, they mull oppofe that Method ; they 
cannot give Way that the French fliall agree to any Means or Meafures 
for their Reftitution, unlefs this Point be lirft agreed, of reftoring the 
Treaty of Ofnaburgh to its full Vigour in all its Points. But as to the 
adjourning of the Debate, how the Empire can come in as a Party to 
their Treaty, they were content to let it lie ftill for the prefen t, as the 
French had done, and to go on in their Articles. 

After which, the Alfembly broke up at 2, and met again at 4. 

T HE reft of the Conferences being chiefly about Words, and particular 
Expreflions,or fomc other Niceties, which were not received into the 
Treaties, and the Subftance of them futhciently mentioned in the Letters 
themfelvcs, arc here purpofely difeontinu’d $ and ’tis hoped, this Specimen 
is enough to fliow the Nature and Fatigue of them, as well as the p . 
Abilities of the Perfon that managed them. •

Right Honourable S 1 r,^ 

I Have now the Favour of yours of the 10 tb, 17 tb 3 and 24 th 3 (which 
came in a Manner together) to acknowledge. 

What you arc plcafed to direct in that of the 10 th 3 in order to the 
• relieving ourfelves from the Grievances given our Trade in Swcdeland 3 I 
have not yet had Time to put to M. a Olivenkrantz , he, as well as 
others, being at this Time in perpetual Hurry and Application to the 
Bufinefs of our Conference, but hope to give you an Account of the 
Powers he may have relating to our Commerce by the next. 

When the Miniftcr of Cologn comes to Town, I lhall let him know 
the Protection his Majcfty is pleafed to afford to that City. 

I have done all Offices for the Prince of Salme that lie in my Power, 
both with the French to fupport, and with the Impcrialijis to admit his 
Pretenfions ,* the Thing will depend upon the Firmncfs of the French to 
that Prince, for if they flackcn, my Offices will be at an End ; but pray 
be plcafed to alfure his Highncfs Prince Rupert , that I have all Care 
poffible of the Prince’s Buiincfs, and that I hope his Agent, whom 
I dir eft upon all Occalions the beft I can, will fay as much. 

What you are plcafed to dired in that of the 17 th 3 I performed 
immediately with the ‘Hutch Ambaffadors, as by his Majcfty ’s Command, 
offering to join with them in any Expedient or Temperament they iliould 
fuggeft, in order to promote the Peace ; defiring withal the Favour of 
their Reflexions or Advice upon all Occalions. I have lived with them, 
before the Receipt of your Letter, in that Confidence that I thought 
became me, confidering the common Intcrcfts, as well as the prefent 
drift Alliance of his Majcfty with the States. I communicated with 
them twice a Day what pafs’d in the Conferences, unlefs when it hap- 
"pened to be too late at Night (the Jmperialijis fometimes continuing at 
the Stadthoufe till 2 or 3 in the Morning). I could not give them Co- 
pies of Papers, becaufe that was forbid me to do to any bolides the ad- 
verfc Parties. 

T h 1 s I take Leave to obferve in their prefent Conduct, that if the 
Bufinefs go on well, and end in a Peace, they will be fecn to have im- 
ploycd their Offices (not as Mediators, but) as common Friends, and 
having the Confidence of both Parties ; if Things prove otherwife, as 
the ftrongeft Appearances arc at this Time for a Rupture, then they will 
keep off, and will fay, and that truly too, I fuppofc, they can do nothing 
without Orders from their M afters. 

An Inftancc of this I have now before me j the French Ambaffa- 
dors had in their firll Pro j eft, as you’ll find by the 3 3d Article of it, 
defired no more but that France might be at a full Liberty to make War 
upon the Enemies of Sweden. On Friday laft, they gave in an Article, 
which goes herewith inelofed, whereby they demand, that France may 
ftand polleffed of certain Polls in the Empire, that lhall be ncccffary for 
them to carry on the War in Favour of Sweden , till other fitter Means 
fhall be agreed oi^ by common Confent, for the re-cftablilhing of the 
Peace of IVtJiphalia ; and that thofc Polls lhall be named in a feparate 
Article. 

• This Demand of the French has changed the Face of the Conferen- 
ces here, the Impcrialijis faying, they cannot poffibly confent to any 
fuch "'Thing.^ 


1. Be* 
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i. B ecause it is new, not being mentioned before either in the French 
or Suecdijb Proj ects. 2. It has no Example, that the Impertalifts fliould 
affign Places in the Empire to a Stranger Force. 3. That if they pre- 
tended the J -imitation of the Time to the 15 th of January N. <?. be 
kept to, it is impoilible for them to know the Emperor’s Mind within 
the Time. 4. That fuppoling the Emperor had this Propofition before 
him, it wouid not be poiiible for him to determine any Thing upon it, 
lincc ’tis relative to a leparate Article, that lhall contain the Names of 
the Places, which the French have not yet declared. 

Upon this Incident, I was earned with the ‘Dutch Ambalfadors, to do 
their belt with the French , to give fomc Eafe in this Article, at lcaft to 
name the Places, and to give the Impcrialijls Time to confult the Em- 
peror upon them. This they would not charge themfelves withal, but 
looked upon it as a defperate Thing ; and therefore fent a Courier to the 
Hague , to acquaint the States with it, and they expert no Anfwcr till to' 
Morrow ; wherefore I take Leave to obferve, that in Cafes that arc 
difficult, and u here the Danger is imminent, and there is more need of 
their Offices, they will do nothing without the politive Directions of 
the States. 

The Conferences flicking here, the French were brought laft Night 
to name the Places they pretend to hold j that is, 1. Hay. 2. LeCbaf- 
J'clet , a little Place near Liege. 3. Fcrccirs. 4. Jix la Chap cllc. 6 . 
Nays. 7. Ordinghcn. Thcfe Places I gave an Account of forthwith to 
the lmpcria/ijis , but left them laft Night at 9, in a Ilcfolution not to 
yield them ; their Obfervation was, that thefe Places are no way proper 
for the Ends pretended ; the Rcafon of War fhould have directed them 
to have made towards Wcfel. 

M. j Balbajis and M. Bevcrnings Reflexions are, that thofe Places arc 
intended as a Barrier between the French and the Low-Countries, that 
the Dutch and Flemings may not come in the Rear of them ; what the 
Refolutions of the Tmpcrialijls w ill be this Morning I am going to attend. 

Concerning J //rain, the French perfifl in their firll Rigours, with- 
out any Abatement ,• they will give no Eafe to the High-ways demanded 
in Sovereignty, nor yield to any Expedient about Nancy ; this being fo, 
.M. Cannon delired me to propofe, that he may choofe again, and come 
to the other Alternative, which was the Conditions of the Pyrenees ; 
this they refufed peremptorily, faying, they muft hold him to his firll 
Choice, tho’ he alledgcd that Choice was not abiblutc, but conditional : 
Upon this Refufal, I defired he might have Time to write to his Mailer, 
to acquaint him, that both Alternatives were refufed him ; the firll ab- 
folutely, as not being made Choice of ; the fecond, as being interpreted 
with a Rigour, which the Letter of it will not bear ; to this their Anfwcr 
was, that they had no Power to give any longer Time than the 1 ^tb,N.S. 
and that if lie made not his Peace by that Time, they muft have the 
Duke named among the Enemies of France, (in the Article that goes 
herewith inciofed) that are not to be affifted direCtly or indirectly by the 
Emperor. 

I have no Time to lend you the full Tranfcript of my Journal ; all 
there is in it are minute Things, the Determination whereof will not 
hold, except we could come to Expedients or Temperaments in the Bu- 
finefs of Lirain and the North. It is the general ’Opinion, that the 
French will have no Peace ; yet the Imperialists , in tfio Condition their 
Mailer is in, arc not like to refufe them any Thing.

Right Honour able S 1 r, 

I Can give you no better Account of our Conferences, fince my laft 
of the 30 th, but that we have been every Day at them, without com- 
ing any nearer to a clofe in the two great Points of Jjorain and the North. 

For Lorain , the french will neither fweeten any Thing in the Words, 
wherewith they have extended the 2 d Alternative, nor admit the Lo- 
rain Minilier to make his Choice again, and take up the firft ,• they tell 
me there is nothing to be done in it, in order to get any Eafe, till 
after the Peace is made, that the Duke muft do it himfelf, and they 
fay it muft be his own Fault, if Things do not then prove to his Mind. 

The Imperial ft s in this Point can do nothing to make a Peace, with- 
out the Duke of Lorain ,• and with his Confent it cannot be, for his 
M». tiller infills cither to have an cafier Explication of the Second Alter- 
native, or elfe to have the firft as ’tis propofed j but the French will 
grant hint neither. 

I n the 2 d Point, concerning the North , the French gave in their Ul- 
timatum by way of Article laft Night, which goes herewith inclofed, 
wherein you’ll find, that they demand Ports for their Troops, and do 
name the m, as in my laft ; all the Eafe they offer is, that this Article 
lhall remain fecret, and that they will admit of any common Article for 
an Introduction to it, fuch as the lmpcrialifts lhall be content with. 

To this the lmpcrialifts anfvver firft, that the Propofition is new,” 
and that they cannot he inftrudtcd upon it within the Time fixed. 2. 
U nut the hi ft -.op of Colcgn and Liege , who is Lord of thofc Places, (ex- 
cept Lcnmich , which belongs to the Duke of Newburgh ) may be treated 
with y who perhaps may be contented to yield them but there is no 
Kcafon to bring the Odium of yielding them upon the Emperor. 3. 
That this Article, wherein fcvcral other Things are put that are ex- 
treamly harfh, but perfectly needlefs, cannot potfibly be a Secret ; and 
confcqucntly the Emperor will be loaded with the Odium of all : But 
all this I am apt Jo think the lmpcrialifts will fwallow, rather than con- 
tinue the War, iiippofing there be no Way to falvc Appearances in the 
Matter of Lorain. As icon as we come to a Crilis, (as the French fay 
• they will negotiate no longer than Sunday next, which is the laft Day of 
.their Term) I lhall give you an Account by Exprefs what the Iflue is ; 
in^tlie mean time, i find the Dutch Ambalfadors are tvary, not to give 
Vol. li: X x x any 
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any Hopes to the Imperiaiijts , in that the States have fent a Courier to 
their Ambafladors in Prance, upon this new Demand of the States, leaft 
they ttiould, in Hopes of fomc Relief from that Side, defer to Concede, 
and to do their utmoft before the Time be lapfeeji 

M. d Olk'cnhrantz faith, he hath no Commifllon to Treat here about 
our Commerce ; he fays, he fent the io Points you gave him to hisMafter, 
who lent them to be examined by his Senate at Stockholm ,* by the laft 
Advices hither, the Refolution of the Senate was not returned to their 
King ,* he thinks it improbable, that his Matter will order thofc Points to 
be Treated here, bccaufe his Majefty had exprefi'ed himfclf to him M. 
d Olivenkrantz, that he dettred they ttiould be Treated at London. 

Having gone thus far, I went to the Conferences, where I met with 
an Incident, that made me not commit this Letter to the Ordinary, 
but to ttay and fee how it would work, and then fend you an Ac- 
count of it by an Exprcfs. The Incident was this : The j French Ara- 
bailadors came to me at the Conference, to tell me that the King their 
Matter had prolonged the Term, and would ftand to his firft Conditions 
till the latt Day of this Month of January , N. S. that in cafe the Impe- 
rialijls ttiould not conclude and iign their Peace within that Time, he 
would pretend, as an additional Article, that the Emperor ttiould demo- 
lifti Pbilipsburgh ; and that if the Imperiaiijts went on in a further De- 
lay, and fpent the whole Month of February without concluding, he 
would pretend to have the whole Prijgaw quitted to him with Friburgb. 

This I immediately communicated to the Imperiaiijts , and another 
Article to the Danes that concerns them, which is, that if the King of 
Denmark does not make a Peace with Sweden before the End of this 
Month, the Mott Chriftian King will be held no longer to the Conditions 
upon which he is now willing to make a Peace with Denmark. The Ar- 
ticles, as I took them from the Mouth of the French Ambaffador, go 
herewith inclofed. 

To tliis Refpitc of Time, the Imperiaiijts anfwcred nothing for the 
prefont, ufing a Word in High-Dutch that fignified refpiting from hang- 
ing j and that this was much the fame, fince nothing of Moderation in 
the Conditions did accompany it. 1 put into their Hands the French 
Ultimatum , as they pretend, to have it pafs’d in a fecrct Article, but 
had no Anfwer from them till late laft Night, which is the Latin Article 
that goes inclofed. 

I n it they come up to the Demand of the French , as to the naming 
of the Allies and the Neutrality, but they do not mention the Potts, 
nor promife that the Emperor Ihall not fuffer thofe Princes that continue 
in the War, to have any Winter Quarters in the Empire, but keep them 
to their own Countries. 

These Points the French have already infilled upon, and they are 
(as I am writing) in Deliberation with the Swedes upon that fecrct Ar- 
ticle, as the Imperiaiijts have projected it. 

I am apt to think the Imperiaiijts will at laft come up in thefc two 
Points, that is, in aligning the Potts, and in obliging the Emperor not to 
give any Winter Quarters. But when that is done, the Bulinels of Lo- 
rain flicks where it was ■, and if the Imperiaiijts cannot yield that, they 
will not yield this of the Potts and Winter Quarters,’ that the Treaty 
may break as well upon the Account of Sweden as of Lorain. 

Thf. only Hopes now left to Lorain arc, that the States Am- 
bafladors in France (at whofc Inftance this Prolongation had been ob- 
tained) may likewife prevail for fomething of Eafc ; for there is a Cou- 
rier difpatch’d from the Hague to Paris, with Inftru&ions to that Effect, 
in Favour of J strain . What 
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..What to fay further upon this Bufincfs, I know not ; but I find the 
french AmbalTadors have faid, that if this Prolongation had not come, 
tho tjmperialifts would have concluded within the Time prefix’d. : I am 
induced to believe that there may be fomething in it, for that the Im- 
perialijls, when they negociate with me about the Article incloled, re- 
lating to the North, came to my Chamber , in the Stadthoufc, that they 
may fo do it apart, whofc Ambalfador is otherwife always in their Cham- 
ber ; for ’tis certain, he cannot confent to fuch a Peace ; and if the Im- 
pcrialijls were of the Mind not to feparate from him, they would not be 
fo complying towards the French about the Affairs of the North , nor 
treat or them fo, as M. Cannon may know nothing of what they do. But 
I not being within their Confidence, conclude nothing certain of the 
final Event ; however, this Incident, and the Menaces that are joyned 
with it, I think worth his Majcfty’s Knowledge by Exprcfs, in Cafe his 
ifaajefly has any Offices to do at the Court of France for Lorain , or 
will pleafe to command me any Thing here, for I am apt to think the 
Imperialifis Will fpin out the Time that is left them, though, to my 
thinking, the Honour of their Mailer, and the Intereft of the Empire, 
fhould lead them not to delay, but to conclude fuddcnly, if they can.

S INCE my laft, which was of the id, by Exprcfs, I have not the 
Favour of any from you to acknowledge, nor any Letters out of 
j England fincc the 24 th paft. 

We have Conferences every Day fore and afternoon, except yefterday, 
being Sunday, we had none in the forenoon. The French AmbalTadors 
do perlift to have their Ultimatum, I mean, their fccrct Article relating 
to the North, (whereofl font you a Copy in mylalt) admitted in full, as they 
have drawn it; they will have the 7 Polls they demand to have in Liegeland 
lam’d and affign’d them, arid they will have a molt drift Provifion againlt 
taking of Winter Quarters in the Empire by thofe that enter not into 
this Peace. To fuffer them to have Winter Quarters otherwhere than 
within their own Territories, will (fay the French') make the War 
cvcrlalting. Bclidcs, the French, when they fee that their Enemies have 
Quarters, tho* againlt the Will of thofe Princes they quarter upon, will 
hot Hand and look on, but take their Quarters too in the Empire; 
therefore the French AmbalTadors would llipulate froih the Emperor to 
oppofe by Force all quartcrings within the Empire. 

To this Point of Quarters, and that other of Polls, the Impcrialifts 
do not fay they cannot come up too, but ask what it is the French will 
yield on their Parts by Way of reciprocal Compliance in the Matter 
of Lorain. To this the French anfwer, they can abate nothing of 
the Alternative propofed in April laft ; nor of the Explanation nor Ex- 
tenfion they have given it by reducing it to Articles, and here the Bu- 
fincfs ftuck laft Night. 

However, M. Cannon offers, for a further Facility, that the Duke 
his Mailer (lince he finds the Moll Chriltian King hath faftned his 
Thoughts fo much *upon Nancy) to accommodate himfelf either by con- 
•^ciHjng it may be garrifon’d with F)"cnch, or elfe by parting with it ab- 
folutcly, provided he have a juft Equivalent, fuch as the City of Toni is 
Vol. II. X x x 2 , not. 
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not, but the liifhoprick of that Name would bo fo, if France did 
make it over to the Duke, as *tis now polfelfed lincc the Treaty of 
Munftcr. * 

This is the Commiflion I had late lafi Night from M. Cannon ; he 
fit id furtlier, that the Duke his Mailer, eji ft honnejle homme , that he 
av ill do any Thing, rather thgn by {banding out upon Terms, engage the 
Emperor to continue tlie War, when he finds it otherwife his Intcreft to 
make a Peace j and it lliall never be faid of him, that he holds the Em- 
peror to his Promife, to the End he may in fo doing try his Fortune, 
or feck his Revenge. 

M. Peccruing told me, that M. Cannon , in lieu of all Articles, would 
accept of the very Alternative in the Words ’tis couch’d in the April 
Conditions ; but M. dc Haren faid, that neither this nor any Thing 
elfe will do, the French Articles having been couch’d by M. PompMe 
himfelf in the Prefence of the Molt Cbrifiian King ; ’tis true, M. Cannon 
told me, he had thought of this as another Expedient, but gave me no 
Commiilion to propofe it ; I perceive that he now begins to think the 
Imperialijls will not flick to him finally, but will make their Peace, 
only they will probably defer it, till they fee what the Dutch Am- 
bafl'adors now at 'Paris will be able to obtain, and in that Interim, M. 
Cannon will have his Mailer’s Refolution upon the Advices of the Cou- 
rier, that brings him the News that he is not to be admitted to a fe- 
cond Choice, and that nothing will be moderated in the Explication 
of the Alternative he firfi chofc. 

Thus the Affair Hands between the Imperialijls, M. Cannon, and 
the French ; we have gone over the Articles between the Imperiahjls 
and the Swedes, all the Differences between them are, to my thinking,' 
rcconcileablc, laving that they cannot agree upon the Words whereby 
the Treaty of OJhabttrgb lhall Hand rcltored between them ; the Swedes 
would have it expreffed to be rellorcd in all its Articles. The 
Impcrialifts fry, this grates too hard upon them ; they fhould hereby 
highly difoblige their old Alfies, and yet contribute nothing to the 
refioring of Sweden ; they offer, that the Treaty of Qfnaburgb lhall 
be the Rule and Standard of this Peace. And they arc willing 
moreover to annul all Ails and Decrees pall againll Sweden ; and here 
thefe two Parties Hick. 

The Dane and the Prandenhurgher are conllantly at the Confe- 
rences, and have fomc Days ago given in the Projects, whereof Copies 
go herewith inclofed, but it was with a Defire to me, not to commu- 
nicate them to the French or Swedes , till I had a Counter-pro jeil from 
each ; the Swedes will give none, nor enter into any Negotiation before 
they have Liberty for their Couriers and Letters. 

For Letters, the Danijh Ambalfrdors have Orders to offer the fame 
Liberty that the Danijh Letters have ; for the Couriers, the King of 
Denmark cannot confent to them by any Means ; and there this Mat- 
ter Hicks. 

I have communicated from Day to Day with the Dutch Ambalfrdors 
upon the State of Affairs in our Conferences ; I find the Imperialijls do* 
the fame ; but I do not find that the Dutch Ambaffrdors do interpoie 
with the French either upon the Article of the North , or upon that of 
Lorain j I fee they are of Opinion, that the Impcrialifts will come up 
to the Article of the North : As to that of Lorain , they expect to hear 
what their- Ambalfrdors in France will have been able to do upon tfif'*’* 
Iall Orders, to repeat their Infiances touching Lorain. /r 

I have 
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I have juft a Moment to fay, the hnperialifts have now at three con- 
figned into my Hands the Points about Winter Quarters, and have 
yielded the Polls, but with Proteftation that they muft have fome Mo- 
deration in the Lorain Affair, (jyc. and that they cannot go one jot 
further.

S INCE my laft of the 6th y I have the Favour of yours of the 31 ft 
pall, and 3 d Current : I humbly thank you for both. 

•Ai l that I can poflible, I do, and lhall be fure to do, in the Con- 
cerns of his Electoral Highnefs 'Palatine , as well as in the Affair of the 
Duke of Lorain ; but for that Duke, though I do every Day almoft: 
take fome Occaiion or other to prefs the Trench Ambafladors for fome- 
thing of Eafe and Moderation in Reference to him, yet I find them 
ftill immoveable ; they telling me laft Night at a Conference, they had 
fome Hours before received Letters from their Court, I took leave to 
fuppofc that thofe Letters might have fomething in them more favourable 
towards the Duke of Lorain ; they told me no, that they were in Con- 
firmation of former Orders as to that Duke, and that the King their 
Maftcr was refolvcd not to remit any Thing in the leaft of what had 
been demanded ,• and that they would not change one Word in thofe 
Articles they had given in by Way of Exteniion, or Explication to the 
Alternative propofed in April. 

1 told them how the Lorain Miniftcr was now come to that further 
Facility, that the Duke his Maftcr would frame himfelf to any Terms 
touching Nancy. \ Jt> The French may demolilh it. 2. They may gar- 
•rifou it as they plcafc. Nay, 3. They might have the Soveraignty of 
it, if they would give but a juft Equivalent for it. This Propolition 
moved them not in the leaft ; telling me, there is no Peace for the 
Duke of Lorain^ unlefs he enter into this upon the Terms already pro- 
jected. 

The Lorain Miniftcr, on the other Side, feems to render himfelf more 
and more importunate. He asked me laft Night, whether there was any 
Means to bring his Maftcr into this Peace by a remilfory Article in the 
Emperor’s Treaty ; for he feems to take it almoft for granted, that the 
Treaty will be made up within the Month, and he will be content to 
have it faid in it, that the Article relating to Lorain , when the Duke 
lhoufd make up his Peace, fliould be taken and reputed for a Part of 
the Emperor’s Treaty, tho’ he has not given me Commifllon to make 
this Propofol. I fuppofe he will firft fee, what the Dutch Ambafladors 
in France have been able to do, or elfe what Orders his Courier may 
bring him from the Duke his Maftcr ; only I took leave to obferve this, 
that the Peace is not like to ftick there, tho’ his Cafe do otherwife 
cxtreamly deferve Compaffion. 

I tdd you in my. laft, how the French had rcje&ed the Project of a 
feparate Article that the ImperiaHfts had given in ; for that there was 
no Provifion in it again ft the Northern Allies taking of Winter Quarters 
in. the Er.ipir*, and no Aflignation of the Polls they have now in the 
Coun ty of J.iege ; the Iinpenahfts have fince come to it, and have con- 
lignc^h an Article with thefo two Claufcs into my Hands; tho French 

hav- 
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having firft deliberated with the Swedes, have anfwcred it as you’ll find 
in the Apoftils that go herewith, both upon the Article itfelf, and upon 
two other Papers, containing Conditions that the Impcrialifts . \vould 
ftipulate from the French and Swedes with Reference to thofe Polls, and 
to the marching of Armies through the Empire. 

I have fpent all the Afternoon yefterday with the impcrialifts , in re- 
ceiving their Reply to the French upon the firft i o Articles of the Impe- 
rial Contrc-projedt ; and all this Forenoon in receiving the ‘Duplie of the 
French upon the Impcrialifts , but there is little or nothing agreed be- ' 
tween them; ’tis true, the Impcrialifts would let go the 7 th and 9 th 
Article of their Projcdt, (the firft being againft the Hopping the Courfe 
of Jufticc, the other againft cvocating of the Subjedts of the Empire to 
the Tribunals of France) if they might have fome Satisfaction in their 
Stb Article, which is to put to a Compromife the Differences now de- 
pending between the 1 o Towns of Jlfatia and France ; as alfo between 
the Subjects of Metz, ‘Foul, and Vcrdum, and that Crown; but the 
French Ambaftadors will hear of no fuch Article, they Hand ftiff upon 
the Right acquired them by the Treaty of Munfter , but 1 think they un- 
derftand one another better than they feem by their Debates with me 
to do : One Thing is very oblcrvablc, that upon the Orders the French 
Ambaftadors received yefterday, there is an Interview to be ail this 
Evening between M. Colbert and the Biiliop of Gnrck, who has kept his 
Bed thefe three Days laft paft. I am always, £rc.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

W E have been here ever fincc my laft of the 9th, in Conference 
both in the Fore and Afternoon, upon the two great Articles,, 
the one touching the Means to reftorc Sweden , the other for withdraw- 
ing the Troops of France out of the Empire. 

The French Ambaftadors began with this laft, but finding that the 
Difficulties in it could not be furmounted, they defired it might be tried 
what could be done upon the firft. 

This the Imperialifts without Rclu&ancy agreed to, and the Debates 
ftill produced new Eflays of Articles, till at laft the inclofed Articles 
were given in as the Ultimatum on each Side ,• and laft Night, ajfter De- 
bate till very late, each Party ftuck to their rcfpcCtive Ultimatum, and 
defired me I would fummons them no more to Conferences till the Ad- 
verfary yielded the Points in Controverfy. 

T h e i ft Difficulty conliftcth in this, the French would have it faid, 
that the Emperor, with the Princes of the North, and the Moft Chriftian 
King with, the Swedes, ftiall do their Offices to procure a Peace, agree- 
able to thofe Articles that the French in this Treaty of theirs, and that 
the Swedes in their Treaty now to be made, do ftipulate for the re-efta- 
blijhing of the Treaties of Weftphalia, and that Stipulation is for a full 
Reftitution of thofe Treaties. 

This Specification the Imperialifis will not be brought to, becaufc 
they would hereby difobligc the Princes in the North in the higheft 
Manner, and yet do the Swedes no Good ; the effe&ive Reftitution of 
thefe laft, being to be ftipulated in their Treaties with the Princes* of 
the North, and not with the Emperor. 

Th* 
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The id Difficulty is in the Article about evacuating the Places 
in the Empire ; the French would referve to themfelves, by a general 
Claufe,. the Liberty of continuing their Garrifons in the io Towns of 
-Jlfatiaf * 

This the Imperialifts do moft ftiffly oppofe, having offered an Ar- 
ticle, which is the 8 tb in their firft Project, to put the old Differences 
about the i o Towns to a Compromifc ,* now if they lofe that Article, as 
the French arc moft pofitive not to pais it, all the Privileges of thofe 
Towns will be fwallovved up, and they will be brought to a perfect Sub- 
jection to France . 

The 3 d Difficulty, and the moft infupcrablc of all, is, that the French 
'do demand the Reciproque from the Emperor, and that he fhould march 
with his Troops out of the Empire j that is, that he fhould withdraw 
to the Hereditary Countries, and leave an Army of French in the Bow- 
els of the Empire. This is fo much againft the Dignity of the Emperor, 
that his M afters will never admit it $ the French , on the other Side, fay, 
that if he do not march out, then their King muft have another Army to 
make Head againft his, while the French are in Action to reftore Sweden . 

Things hanging thus, and both Parties being pofitive not to come 
to the Conferences again, I was this Morning with the Dutch Ambaffa- 
dors, to reprefent to them (as I do from Time to Time) where wo left 
Things laft Night, and to defire their Offices, (cfpccially with the French) 
as w r cll as their Advice in this Difficulty. Offices, they faid, they would 
pafs none, till they heard from their Matters what the ‘Dutch AmbalTa- 
dors in France had done upon the Point of Lorain , as alfb upon the 
Eafe they were to defire in the Emperor s Behalf. Advice they gave me 
none; and from them I went to M .d Olivcnkrantz, he has promifed to 
contribute what Facility can be on their Side, and to do what Offices 
they can with the French. The Dutch obferved to me, that the Swe- 
dish Ambaffadors had removed their Treaties hence by the way of France 
to the Hague ; M. djvaux having now Commiffion to mediate the 
Peace between Sweden and Holland , and they, the Dutch Ambaffadors, 
having fent all their Papers to thofc at the Hague , that are to Treat 
with M. Sihcrcroon. 

I can give no further Account of the Bufinefs of Lorain , only M. 
Cannon is highly difiatisfied with the Imperial Ambaffadors, that they 
conceal from him the Steps they make in their Treaty with France ; 
this he told me himfelf, adding, that he would never confent that his 
Maftcr fhould be taken in by a remiffory Article, which yet M. StradtJ - 
man told me would be their laft Refuge. 

The Impct'ialijls were laft Night much more pofitive and ftiff than I 
found # t hem at any Time hitherto j I cannot think it proceeded from 
what their Courier brought them on Friday Night, for they were calm 
enough on Saturday , and fair as ufually : That Courier brought them • 
Orders, it feems, to admit the mention of the Elector of Favaria's Offices, 
but not in the Preamble to the Treaty, and not without the like mention 
of other Electors in general, that had contributed their Offices to the 
Peace.

Places (hall be evacuated, except is i is qua vigcrc Tacts Monajtcr. aa to- 
mum 6 'a/lU fpetfant ; a tacit Implication, that they may continue their 
(iarrifons in 10 Towns of A llfatia j and this Point the Iniperialids would 
not Jole by this Reach : But their great Grievance is, that the French 
would ftipuiatc to have the Emperor march out of the Empire, (that is, 
out of his own Home) while they, the French , flay behind, and arc the 
Mailers ; therefore they offer a Reciprocation, which is, that the French 
rccal their Troops out of the Empire, (faving the Polls and Places accord- 
ed them) and that the Emperor, on the other Side, rccal his Troops 
out of all Places and Territories belonging to France ; and if any Places 
belonging to France ihall happen to be taken, they lliall be reftored, 
'Philip sbnr ^h excepted. This the French reject in great Difdain, becaufe 
that the Emperor has no Places in his Hands, nor is he like to have an” 
belonging to France , nor has any Troops within their Territories. 

The French , when they offer to Hand to the Treaty of Mtinjlcr , and 
to rollon and evacuate all Places, according to the Tenor of it, refufe to 
exprefs or to mention any particular Paragraph, tho’ there be fevcral that 
direCt the Way of relloring Places, and of withdrawing Troops on 
one Side and the other out of the Empire, when the Peace of Munjlcr 
was to have its Execution $ and all that they do fay for the refilling to 
come to Particulars is, that France having confentcd to reftore that 
Treaty Word for Word, is fuflicicntly bound to execute it likewife Word 
for W ord, as far as ’tis capable of being executed. 

M. Hecernh/v was with me late laft Night, to difcourlc and cbnlidev 
of this whole Matter, but could not think of any Expedient ,• he in- 
clined to an Opinion, that the Impcrialijls fhould wholly leave out the 
Article of Evacuation, and refer thcmfelvcs to the Treaty of Munjlcr , 
in the very Words that the French delire ; for if the French do pro- 
ceed fairly, and do reftore Places, and withdraw their 'l'roops, as was 
directed and agreed at Munjlcr , the Execution will prove to be in fomc 
Things more in favour of the Emperor, than the Article that the French

I come now from the Forenoon Conferences, but ’tis fo late, that I 
can only fay, that the French are ftill for a mod exadt Reciprocation 
in quitting the Places ; and if the Imperialifts will name the Places by 
detail that the French are to quit, they will likewife name thole 
that the Imperial Troops are to quit. So they inlift, that if they 
\\*ill have a Stipulation exprefs, that the French lliall march out of the 
Empire, (except thofe that arc to remain in the leven Potts) and 
withdraw within the Lands of France ; they will have the Imperial 
Troops withdraw into the Hereditary Countries. But to avoid entering 
into the detail, (which will be intolerable to the Emperor in Point of 
Honour, for what have the French to do with Treves and Ponn, or to 
provide that the Emperor have no Quarters in the Empire, fince he en- 
gages not to difturb the French , in purfuing the Recovery of the Lottes 
of Sweden) they are content there iliould be an Article for naming of 
Commilfioners after the Peace, and that the Words of yefterday, which 
were thefe, epic les rcftitiitions & evacuations dcs 'Places referent de bonne 
jots (cluii la tenenr dn Trait c de Munfter, Ihould be added, d le effet 
dc qttoy dcs Commijfaircs feront nommez depart tin dr d autre, apres 
les Ratifications cchangccs pour convcnir du temps que les dits Rcftitu- 
tions (h‘ Evacuations dcuront etre faites rcciproquement felon la tcncur du 
Traitc dc Munfter cn jortc neanmoins qttc le tout pttijfe etre ccheu dans 
certain cipace , dc fans pouvoir etre difterc plus long temps. 

To this, the Imperialifts do not yet give in what they’ll do j or whe- 
ther they will, when we meet anon, I know not ; one Thing they told 
me, which may hinder the Peace, which is, that they have received ex- 
prefs Orders from the Emperor, to infill that the Duke of Lorain may 
have the Benefit of the French Alternative, as it was propofed in April . , 
w ithout that hard Explication they have joined to it. 

The Swedes and the Imperialifts have their Turns in the Conferen- 
ces, hut they are fencing upon the Words whereby the Ofnaburgh Treaty 
is to he reftored ; and the Decifion between them depends upon clearing 
of the Difficulties between the Imperialifts and the French.

M y laft wfcs of the 1 6 th, fince which I have the Favour of yours 
of the 1 o th to acknowledge, with feveral Papers touching his 
Electoral Highnefs 'Palatine , the Duke of Newburgh, the Towns of Straft 
burgh and Premen, for which I humbly thank you. In the Affair of the 
Elector 'Palatine, wo fliall come to a Struggle in all Probability this Day, 
1 fliall be furo to do my utvnoft Endeavour for his Electoral Highnefs. 

On Saturday Night the Imperialifts and French broke off upon the 
Stile of the Parties titrating, but yefterday Morning the French came and 
yielded the Point, in the \\ ords you’ll find it couch’d in the firft Article 
that goes along, but with a Relervation and Condition that goes in a 
Paper aonrt , at the fame Time they agreed this, they made another 
*ftVMv^J)eclaratio!i touching Lorain , upon new Orders they received 
yefterday ; they demanded fikewife an 8 th Pott, which is Dunn, in the 
Voi. II. Y y y a Land 
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Land of J niters , and alledgcd, it was no new Demand, the Cypher 
which they had from Court, when their Hr it Directions can^, being 
fitch, by a Miftake, that they knew, not what to make of tlfe "Figures 
that were fet to exprefs * Dnren ; their Demand of Cbaficlet was not a 
Miftake, as v. as thought at firft, Cheney having been never thought of, 
but Chapclet , a Place near Charlcroy upon the Satnbre. 

The Impcrialijfs received this with the Difiatisfatiion that is ufual 
and natural in fuch new and hard Cafes. 

T h e French, when I came to them again, propofed to come to my 
Chamber, and to enter into Conferences with the Impcrialifls Head to 
Head ; the Imperialists accepted the Conferences, but propofed that the* 
Chamber might be theirs ; that is, that I would rdign it to them, and 
take the Chamber which I had aligned them. 

M. Colbert took this in fo great Indignation, that he faid, his Maker 
would never go to hnd out the Lmpcror, blit in the Head of 100,000 
Men ; nor would they ever go and leek out the Impcrialifls in their 
own Chamber upon fuch Terms, but were content to do that RefpcC: to 
the Mediator, as to go to his Chamber. 

When the Impcrialifls quitted this Point, the French deli red me, in- 
doing the H< nours of my Chamber, to meet and re-conduct them, as I 
fliould the Impcricilijls. 

Hereupon 1 declared to both Parties, they fliould be welcome to 
my Chamber, and that I would do the Honours of it according to the 
ufual Style of Ambafladors at their own Houfe, but referving to Sir //i 
Temple and myfelf, the Rights due to his Maje/ly’s Minillers in all fo'emn 
Acts,- naming to them that of having the lirll Column for our ligning : 
This the French agreed to, and told me, they would not be fit i.s tied 
unlefs it were fo ; but before 1 came to this Refolution, I tock the Op- 
portunity to fpeak with M. Bcvcrning, who was abfolutcly of Opinion, 

I could not refufc to do the Honours of my Chamber to two l, m bailies, 
no more than I could do it to one; much Jefs lince there was no folemti 
Act (fuch as ligning). 

I mult here note, that when I put in my Referve to the Imperialifis , 
for the Hr ft Column for ligning, they anfwcred dilatorily, that that did 
not come to be the Queftion at this Time ; but the French were clear we 
fliould have it for their Part. 


Seeing they were come to fo clofe a "Ward, and finding the Impe- 
rial ijls ftuck upon nothing, M. Cannon came up to my Chamber in a 
.Rage, to proteft again!! the Imperialifis , for abandoning his Mafter, con- 
trary to the l.mperor’s Orders. I concluded it w as much more probable 
they would agree, than break oft, and therefore fent an Kxprcis # to Sir 
IF. \ Temple , to delire him to make a Journey hither to aftift at the ligning. 

At 4 in the Altcrnoon the Parties met in my Chamber, the French 
c-ming Hrft ; they debated fcveral general Articles, and agreed them, 
but could not agree either of the Articles about ‘Bouillon , or the free 
Towns in yb’fatia. 


W e met this Morning at 9, and flayed together till paft one, we have 
agreed the 10 Articles touching Fribttryh and BhiUpsbnrflh, fo that wo 
have agreed 20 Articles, thofc abovclaid or 'iLuiilcu and the Towns ex- 
cepted.

M V laft was of the 20 tb i fince which, I have the Favour of yours 
of the i^-tb to acknowledge j and I humbly thank you for your 
Directions touching the Preface. 

* Sir W. ‘Temple arrived here on Tuejday Night late, and aflifted ye- 
fterday at the Conferences, where we finiilied all the Articles, which are 
•above 40 in Number except two, the one touching the Dutchy of Bouillon, 
and the other touching the Towns in Alfatia : the Imperialifts have ac- 
cepted the Lorain Articles, without being able to obtain any Mitiga- 
tion* except in Words here and there in the Debate ; the Sovereignty 
of Nancy , and the High-ways are yielded : We broke up at 2 this 
Morning upon the Article of Bouillon, on a Point very nice, and of no 
great Confcqucncc ; the Imperialifts (who would moft willingly leave 
that Affair to the French , and not mention it at all in the Treaty) offer 
the Article that goes inclofcd, whereby they fubmit the Bufinefs to Ar- 
bitrators, who are to determine the Pojfejfion and the Right and in the 
mean time, no Violence fhould be ufed to difturb the prefent PofTeflion : 
The French accept this, but will needs have a Claufe, whereby it fhall 
be declared, that the T>uke of Bouillon do remain in the Pofteftion he is 
now in ; and yet it is fufficicntly implied, that his PofTeflion is not in- 
tended to be difturbed, 1. In that the Emperor and Empire have no 
Intcrcfl in the Thing controverted,- it being the Bifliop of Liege's. 2.' 
I11 that the Forces of the Emperor and Empire will have always other 
.Work to do, than to turn the Duke of Bouillon out of PofTelTion. 
'3. For that in the very Article that the Imperialifts offer, where 
they fay that the Arbitrators fhall pronounce in the PofTeffory and the 
^etitory, ’tis implied, that till they do pronounce, the PofTeffion is not 
. to be difturbed. 

The Imperialifts having yielded all, do flick at this, partly becaule 
the Thing concerns them not, and the Bifhop of Liege forbids them to 
meddle in it j but chiefly bccaufc of the Emperor’s Confciencc, who 
made a folcmn Oath, upon his entering into this War, that he would 
have no Hand in any Alienations or Difpofition, to the Pre- 
judice of the Church ; befides that, their laft Orders arc to give the 
Thing up to the French , and not to meddle with it at all. 

T h e French , on the other Side, fay, theii* Orders are precife and in- 
difpenfablc, to have an exprefs Claufe for that Duke’s remaining in Pof* 
•fefliort, till the Thing be determined ; and they fay, they mufi give in 
their Demand this Day for razing of Philipsburgh •> which, if it be given 
in, the Treaty is abfolutcly broke. 

Having writ thus far, the Swedijh Ambaffadors came to me, to tell 
me they had prevailed with the French Ambaffadors, to forbear this 
whole Day the making of any Declaration or new Demand touching 
‘Philip sbtirgh \ that they would render themfelvcs, as they ufed to do, in 
the Mediator’s Chamber in the Stadthoufc, and would enter into Nego- 
tiation with the Imperialifts for themfelvcs and the Swedes ; but that if 
all be not finifticd this Night, they will make their Demand touching

T his paft in the Morning in Sir 
JF. 'Temple's Abfencc ; he being gone to wait on his Highnefs the Prince 
at Arnbeim , but will be back at Night, which is the Reafon I give this 
Account alone. 

I acquainted M. Bcverning this Morning with the State of the Trea- 
ty ; he is alTured, he faid, that the Impcrialifts will yield to all, there 
having been a Letter of M. ‘Pomponc's intercepted very lately, whereby 
he advifes the French Ambafl'adors here, that there is certain Advice 
from Vienna , that the Emperor has directed his Ambailadors to come to 
a Peace at any Rate ; therefore M. ‘Pompom directs the French to hold 
to their Conclulion in every Thing, ft nee they will be denied nothing.

This Work being over, they defired us to beftow our Pains upon-

Yesterday at two, the French Ambalfadors came to us, and told 
us, they were now ready to fign the Peace with the Impcrialifts ; de- 
liring us to name an Hour for it ; faying, that they thought our Cham- 
ber in the Stadthoufc the fitted Place j we told them, we were ready 
to name any convenient Hour, and to come ourfelves and aflift at the 
figning ; and to ftgn, in Cafe the Parties fhould give us the Rank due 
to his Mujefty’s Mediation, which was the firft Column, as hat[ been*" 
praCtifcd in other Treaties.

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\— They toJd us, they would receive our figning with Joy, in the firft 
column, but they perceived the Imperialifts would make a Difficulty 
-^fst^'it, M. Kinski having told AT. Colbert 3 or 4 Days ago, that they 
could not polfibly admit our figning in the firft Column, they having 
moft precife Orders not to do it. Hereupon M. Colbert propofed, that 
we fhould como to fomc Expedient ; which was, that the Parties fhould 
iign in two Columns ; then that there fhould be a Form of Atteftation 
drawn up in the Clofe of thofe Columns, and that we fhould fign it j 
this, he laid, the Imperialifts had found out, and he remembred it to 
have been the Practice at Aix la Chapel/e j we cxcufed ourfclvcs from 
entring into any Expedient, which would have been to give up a Point, 
which his Majefty had directed to be infilled upon, as a Thing wherein 
all Kings and Princes are intcreflcd ever fince our firft coming upon this

That on the other Side, M. Bevernjug had affured us, the firft 
Column had been given the Mediators at 'Breda ; the French having 
defired of us to know the Time and Place, and the Method they in- 
tended to proceed in to figning, we could not r.efufc them, but told 
them, we would go to the Impcrialifts , and bring them an Anfwer : 
Having hereupon acquainted the Imperialifts with the Pefirc of the 
French , particularly that of figning the Treaty in our Room, and with 
our Ailiftancc ; wc told them, we were ready in both, if they would 
give us the firft Column, as the French had offered it. Having with- 
drawn and confulted together, they made very great Acknowledgments 
of his Ma jelly’s Mediation ; but as to the Column, they hoped, we 
would enter into the Practice received at Aix la Chapelle ; we anfwered 
them, as we had done the French , they profeffing to be very forry, that 
they were not to have our Affiilance in the Conclufion, as they had had 
all along, they defired the French might have the Practice of Munjlcr laid 
before them ; which was, that the French fhould come firft to their 
“Houfc, (the Impcrialifts) and fign there ; and then that they, the Im- 
perialifts , fhould forthwith render tbcmfelves at the Houfc of the French , 
and fign there for their Parts. Wc told them, wc w r ould acquaint the 
French with what was propofed, but would leave the adjufting of it to 
themfclvcs, fince they feem’d to have no further Ufc of ,us, and that we 
were to have no Part in figning of the Treaty. 

W e have fince underftood that both Embaflics came to their feveral 
Chambers in the Stadthoufe, and at laft agreed to meet, as they ufed 
to do, in our Chamber there, which was done, and the Treaty, after it 
had been read over by thcmfelves, was figned about a Quarter pall 10 
at Night. 

The SwedifJ) Treaty, as we arc told, will not be figned till late tin's 
Night j therefore we thought belt not to let this Exprcfs ftay till that 
be over, but that his Majefty may have the Certainty of what is done 
in the main, and of what is in all humane Appearance to follow. 

The French got the Imperialifts laft Night to promife they would 

S vc an Atl to fign with the Swedes this Day ; but the Imperialifts have 
ready fent Word, that the Act is needlcfs, becaufc they will be fure 
'"tb* cN* the Thing itfclf. Wc hope the Preface will be tp his Majefty ’s 
Satisfaction; and the Article of his Comprehension. 


This 
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This Letter was concerted between Sir W. Temple and myfelf; but 
he could not flay to fign it, having received fomc particular Orders fyprfi 
his Majcfty, that requires his immediate Applications, which makes him 
take Jmjlerdam in his Way to the Hague : He left this Place before 8 
this Morning, intending for Nacrdcn. So that I am forced to fubferibe 
this alone, who am, dye.

Right Honourable S r r, 

I Have only this to add to what the Exprefs will have brought you,’ 
that the lmpcrialijls and Swedes met in the Mediator’s Chamber in 
the Stadthoufe between 9 and 1 o that Night, and figned their Treaty. 

T h k Imperialijts having refufed us the Honour due (as we conceive) 
to the Mediation, I humbly befeech you to favour me with fome Dire- 
ctions how to govern myfeif for the future, as to the having of any 
Commerce with them. Not that I think it fit for me to do any Office 
when their Ratifications come, but to let them find the Way to ex- 
change them, as they found the Way to fign without us ; but there be-- 
ing a Probability, that when the Conation, or the Peace of the Norths 
comes to be treated, the Imperialifls may have Rccourfe to me, and 
require my Offices between thofc Parties ; tho’ 1 fliould avoid all Occa- 
lions of going to chcm ; yet I know not how to refufe them, fliould they 
come upon any Buiincfs to me, unlcfs I have his Majcfty s Orders ; and 
his Majcfty may think himfelf lefs concerned to purfuc this Point, fincc 
the French and Swedes (who allured us they had the fame common In- 
tereft with us, that the Emperor fliould not be reputed of a diftinCt Rank 
and Order higher than that of Kings) did not infift to have the Media- 
tors fign in their due Place which, if they had done, the lmpcrialijls^ ,> 
who had yielded them every Thing elfc, would not have refufed them 
this. But for my better Government here, you fee how needful it is for 
me to know his Majefty’s Pleafure, as to my continuing or breaking 
Commerce with the lmpcrialijls. 

Another Thing is, how I fliall govern myfelf towards the French 
and lmpcrialijls , who are to meddle in the Affairs of the North by Way, 
of Offices ; if the Peace be made, they will certainly pretend to be na- 
med in the Preface, and there will be another Embarrafs, which I hum- 
bly conceive we arc not to enter into, but rather let them take the 
Preface to themfelvcs ; for in this Cafe the Emperor will pretend to be 
named before the King. 

I came juft now from fpcaking with M. Hevcrning t The Swedijh 
Ambalfadors defired me to know of him, whether he would go on with 
the Treaties between the States General and Sweden ; his Anfwcr was, 

1 /?, That upon a Memorial 'of M. d y hanx , the States had named Com- 
millioners to treat with M. Sihcrcroon at the Hague. 2. That he would 
write this Day to his Mailers. 3. That the States would have their 
Satisfaction in Point of Commerce, before they w r ou!d conclude the 
'Treaty of Peace with Sweden. M. dc los Halbajcs was juft gone from 
him ; his Opinion is, the Emperor will have very great Difficulty to 
ratify this Peace, the Terms are fo diflionourablc ; but the Dyet will not 
flick at it. 

Th* Dane, Srandenbnrgh , and Zell Miniftcrs, have protefted aggjjiiL 
this Peace : And 1 expcCt their coming to me when the Poll is ‘gone, 
to give in their Protcflations. I am, dye.

'Right Honourable Sir , 1 

S INCE my laft, which was the loth part, I have the Favour of two 
from you, of the 21 Ji and 24 th of January, come to Hand; I hum- 
bly thank you for both, and bcfecch God (from my Soul) to give a 
Blcfllng upon that Refolution his Majefty hath taken, to call a new Par- 
liament. 

On T’hurfday , M. Scbtttz , the Zell Minifter, and after him M. Hettgb 
and M. li/afpicl \ left with me fevcral Proteftations againft the Peace the 
» JmpcrialiJls had made ; Copies of thefe Proteftations go herewith, as 
alfo a Letter the two laft writ to the Impcrialijls , before they concluded 
the Peace. 

M. Hcugb, when I defired a Paftport for a Courier the Swedijh Am- 
bafladors intended to fend to their Court, with the Treaty ligned by 
the Impcrialijls , cxcufed himfelf from granting one without the King 
his Mailer s Orders ; fo that the Treaty is forced to be carried by the 
way of England. 

M. Cannon came to me on Friday , to proteft likewife that he had not 
confcnted to the Articles the Impcria/ifls had pafs’d and ligned, touch- 
ing Lorain ; he is troubled that it is reported (as M. Scrincbamp advifes 
him) at Court, that he hath confcnted to that Part his Mailer hath in 
this Peace, he having left the Conduct of that Affair wholly to the Im- 
perial ijls : But lie withdrew the Protcftation he brought with him in 
writing, leaft France fhould take Advantage from his not confcnting, 
and conlequcntly execute that Menace it hath made, unlefs he ftiould 
confent by the 1 Jl of February , N. S. that he ftiould have no Rccompence 
for Nancy , nor for the Provoft of Lcngioy. 

The Alinifters of Mccklenburgb Si bwerin and G uflraw are put to an 
After-game ; the Impcrialijls Hood molt ftiffly for them ; but the 'Sweden 
oppofed the doing of any Thing before Sweden was reftored to thofe 
Places, where thofe Dukes would have the Toll abolifhed, and before 
-they had Orders from their Court in the Cafe. The French have pro- 
mifed thefe Minifters their Aliiftance, when the Peace of the North is 
made, which will be a very proper Time, if the It7Jperialifts intervene 
and ftipulatc ; but the Swedes being at this Time thus inflexible, they 
have loft a great Point that ftiould have been yielded them, in Relief of 
the Duke of llolllein Goltcrp ; for the lmpcrialifts finding they could 
gel? no Kalb to be given to the Dukes of Mccklenburgb , they would not. 
hear of adding one Word to the Article themfelves had projected in Fa- 
vour of the Duke of G otterp, especially to relieve him againll the Sen- 
tence he is condemned to the Duke of Ilclftcin Floen , in Colts and Da- 
mages to the Value of 700,000 Crowns ; only the Imperial Ambafladors, 
at the French Ambaftadors Requell, as alfo at Sir //'. ‘ Temple's and mine, 
undertook to write to the Emperor, and to the Clufeil /lulique at Vienna, 
for an amicable Cumpolition in that Buftncfs. 

His Electoral flighnefs Fan nine hath the Satisfaction, that Al. Scbom- 
berga Pietenlions againll him were laid alide, and did not enter into the 
Treaty : On the other Side, the Prince of Safme\ Prctenlions againft 
the Duke of Lorain were laid ailde for the fame Reafon ; the French 
tiic^felves, who advanced the Article of that Prince, faw no good 
Grounds ter pref» it : 1. All his Pretenlicns were Matters rclicvahle in 

• the 
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the Judicatures of the Empire. 2. If any one Article fliould have bcenr 
omitted (as there is none) that was decidable by Law, and had nog it/ 
Rife from, or in this War, the Matter would have been endlefs, *botn 
Sides being charged with fuch Commiifions in great Numbers. 3. The 
main Matter that the Prince of Salme pretended to, was to be fecured, 
that this Duke of Lorain do not run into the fame Exccftes as his Unde 
did, in Quartering of Soldiers upon the Prince’s Subjects, and in citing 
them to his Tribunals ,• but this Duke is like to be a better Sort of 
Neighbour than his Uncle, and his Reftitution withal fo Maiiyc, that 
none prefs it. Only we are careful to let both Parties knew, it was a 
Matter that his Majefty hath in fpecial Recommendation ; and that his 
Majefty will, when that Duke is rellorcd, be able to procure to the Prince 
of Saline all the Satisfaction he now aims at. 


T h e 'Palatine of i Veldcntz, the Counts of Nafj'an and Hanaw, th/ ' 
Marquifs of 'Baden , and the Har.fc Towns, have had no Place in the 
Irene b Treaty, tho’ recommended by his Majefty ; the In tore (Is of the 
three firft being intended to be provided for in tne 8 tb Article of the 
Imperial Contrc-projed, touching the Towns in Alfatia , the immediate 
Nobility, and the Subjects of the three JJiihopricks ; but the French 
were inexorable againft all Sorts of Temperaments, that they flood finally 
upon this ; 1. That the King their M alter pretended to nothing but 
what was their Right by the Treaty of blunder . 2. That there 

was no Controvcrfy (at leaftwifo now depending) that required a;: / 
Explication of the Words of that Treaty. 3. That it v. as beneath 
the Dignity of the Moll Chrillian King, to have his Rights fubmitted 
to a Compromife by his Ambaftadors. Thus they carried it, that the 
faid Article fliould be fupprefled ; and the Impcrialijls were forced to 1!\ 
to the Remedy of the Declaration or Protection that goes along • lb 
that Prince and the two Counts were left without Remedy. 

The Hanfe Towns could get nothing done for them in the Treaty 
with France , the French Amballadors refilling to admit any Article con- 
cerning Commerce, after they had rejected that which the Impcrialijls 
offered i but in the Swedish Treaty, the Hanjcaticks are reftored to their 
Commerce with Sweden in general, but not to all they demand. 

I have this Day let the Hamburgh Deputy know the Order his Ma- 
jefty was pleafed to give us here, to ferve that City in all that ftiould 
lie in our Way ; as a I ft), how the Company had, by Petition, fupplicated 
his Majefty in Behalf of the City, and what Confederation his Majefty 
was gracioufly pleafed to have of their Petition ; and particularly what, 
the Company hoped, and his Majefty expected, of a fair and genuine 
Explication of the 44 th Article, (jc. the Deputy received all with grpat 
Veneration for his Majefty $ that r l'own hath little to hope, he fays, 
further from the Treaties here j but his humble Suit is, that his Majefty 
will be pleafed gracioufly to afford them his Support and Protection 
againft the Ghickftadt Toll. 

Just as I am doling, the HolftLin Miniftcr tells me, the Letters of 
yefterday from 'Paris lily, that M. Mcinders had made his Proportion 
there, which was, to retain all Pomerania to himfelf, olferingthc Dutchy 
of deers to the Moft Chriftian King, if he might have his Confent.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

M Y lalt was of the 3 d Current, lince which I have none from you l 
nor is there any Thing here pafs'd (that I know of) worth your 
Notice ; all, it feems, exporting Orders from their Courts, before they, 
go openly about the Peace in the North. 

O n Saturday Night M. Stradtfman was plcafed to come and acquaint 
me, with an Infraction already aCtcd by M. Cafao, upon their Peace with 
France ; that Treaty, in the 29 th Article, determines that all Hoftilities 
fljall ccafc from the very Inftant of ligning ; yet M ,Caho 9 notwithftand- 
ing he had Notice of the ligning, pafsM over the Rhine about Ordinghen 
in Rcrgland, and burnt two Villages there. 

U i J oN this Occalion, he enlarged upon the Necelfity that he and his 
Collogues were under, to clap up this Peace, as bad as it is, for the 
Emperor. The great Reafon, he faid, was, they had not wherewithal 
to make Head again ft the French upon the Ras-Rbinc , or to cover any 
Place upon it ; that before they refolved to go through w ith the Peace, 
they had fummoned their Allies, to fee and fay what could be done. 
The Tianijh Ambalfador, he faid, (tho’ the loudeft of all in protefting 
againft this Peace) avowed, his Mailer had not one Man to fpare for fo 
weighty an Occalion ; nor would contribute one Penny towards any Ex- 
pedition, or Service, in the Empire : Nay, his Mailer would not fuffer 
the Troops of J Iitnjlcr to return from his Service, tho’ the Bifhop hath 
need of them, and recalled them, to defend his own Territories and the 
Rhine. That they, the Imperialists, could not but take Notice of M. 
ffleinders his Journey into France , without acquainting them, the Impe- 
rialists, (being in the Heat of their Conference with the French ) with 
one Word of the Dcfign or Occalion of this Voyage ; nor would he, M. 
Stradtfman , forget, he faid, what Manner of Peace this very Minifter, 
M. Mcindcrs , made, and how he made it, between the Elector and 
France, in the Beginning of the Year 1573. Thus of the Elector. For tho 
other Allies, the Houfe of Ltinenbttrgh , and the Bilhopof Munfter , they 
profefled openly, they muft make their Peace upon any Terms, rather 
than that their Country fliould become the Seat of War ; otherwife they 
will be no lefs eaten up by the Rrandenburgber when he comes to help 
them, than by the French themfclves. 

Thus ftood their Cafe with their Allies, he laid j but then all the 
Electors cried out to the Emperor with one Voice, not to defer the Peace 
a Moment for the»Princes of the North's Sake ; fo that not one Elettor 
or Prince, uninterefled in thofe Conquefts upon Sweden , would have 
ftuck to the Emperor. 

• Thus he faid it was within the Empire ; when they looked Abroad, 
tb».’ found as little to rely on. For England , he faid, they had nothing 
to lit •£ for; as to thefe States, M. Reccrning exhorted them to make 
Vol II. * Z 2 z up 
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up their Peace ; and the Spanifh Ambaffadors were fo much of the fan,:' 
Mind, that M. Balbafes threatned he would protefl againft the Imfc- 
rialijls , if they delayed the Peace any longer. So that M. Stradtfmenrs 
Conclufion was, that as Things flood, thdre was an abfolute Neccifity 
for their accepting of this Peace j but did not fee how it could be called 
a Peace, if that in the North were not prefently made up. I am, (jc.

Right Honourable S 1 r, 

W E have no Letters out of England fincc my laft, which was of the 
6 th Current. 

On Saturday M. d' Olivenkrantz, in a Vifit he favoured me with, told 
me, there was a Peace concluded at Zell between the Crown of Sweden 
and the Dukes of Zell and Wolfenbuttlc > he was not, he faid, informed 
of the Particulars, only that Sweden was to part with fomc Lands, as 
well as to pay Money; neither did the Ambaffadors know the Par- 
ticulars i M. de Rabenac , who made the Peace, fent his Secretary this 
way for France , but without giving them Part of the Treaty itfelf, at 
which they are not a little dilfatisfied. 

M. de Rabcnac hath always referved to himfelf 7 "Weeks Time to work 
with the Dukes of Ofnabttrgh and Hanover , to bring them likewife to 
accept of this Treaty : This is all the Account M. a Olivenkrantz was 
plealed to give me of it ; but M. ‘Balbafes , in a Vifit he gave me laft 
Night, concurr’d in two Particulars with yefterday’s Letters from the 
Hague, the one is, that the Ballyage of ‘Jedinghaufen is to remain to the 
Houfc of Lnncnbttrgh ; the other, that they are to receive 300,000 Rix- 
dollars in Money. 

M. d' Olivcnkrantz , in the fame Convocation, told me, that the French 
Ambaffadors had on c ThurJday i by order of their Court, communicated 
to him and his Collegue, an Overture that M. Meycrcroon had made to 
M. d'dvaux at the Hague , for Paffports for a Minifter of the King of 
Denmark to pafs into France , to Treat a Peace with Sweden in that 
Court i that M. Pompone had thereupon writ, not only to M. Fettquieres , 
to fouhd the Inclinations of the King of Sweden , but to them alfo (the 
French Ambaffadors here) to fpeak w ith the Swedes about it. 

T o this the Swedijh Ambaffadors, as he told me, anfwered, that they 
kriew nothing of the King their Matters Mind at this prefent ; but if 
they may judge by the Reflexions he made, and the Orders he gave, 
when M. Gioe made fuch another Overture, to procure to himfelf Powers 
to Treat with the Minifter of Sweden at f Paris 3 they muft conclude, that 
it is the Meaning of their King, not to enter into Treaty with ‘Denmark 
but by his Majeftys Mediation, and upon this Place ,* as conceiving, that 
if the Mofl Chriftian King fhould enter into the Function of a Mediator, 
he would not be longer at Liberty to aid and affift Sweden with his 
Forces by Sea and Land, according to the laft Treaties between France 
and Sweden. However, that they, the Swedijh AmbafTadors, referred 
thcmfelves, as to this Overture, to the Rcfolution that their King fhould 
come to, whch the Matter fhould be laid before him by M. Feuquieres ; 
and that they would not hope (in Regard their Corrcfpondcnce is &\\[ 
hindered by Denmark ) to have an Anfwer upon their Addreffes to<t 1 icir 
Court, fo foon as M. ‘Pompone would have, upon his having wTittcn about 
it to M. Feuquieres, I T 
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1 It was a Thing that M. cF Olivenhrantz obfervcd to me, not with- 
\&t Regret, that the French Letters have a free Paflagc through Den- 
Sweden , but thoflb of the Ambafladors here have not; nay, 
the letters of the Court of yrance, and of the French Ambafladors here, 
are addrefled to M. Cliti&ibergb, the Poftmaiter General of 'Denmark , 
who hath charged himfelf with the Care of them ; and yet when this 
Freedom was obtained for French Letters, the Swedes could not obtain 
any Sort of Eafe in the fame Kind. 

But what was moft remarkable ‘in this Conference of the French 
with the Swedes was, that the French Ambafladors, as M .ct Olivenhrantz 
faid, feemed very much dilTatisfied with the Swedes , in not (hewing a 
better liking to the removing of the Treaty hence between Sweden and 
Denmark to 5 Paris j M .Colbert allcdging, that it was very likely his King 
may in a (hort Time recal hence his Ambafladors. 

'This Relation of M. d Olivenhrantz lying thus before you, w r ith all 
its Circumftances, I humbly fubmit to your Confldcration, what is proper 
for his Majefty to determine, as to the continuing of his Miniftcrs here 
any longer, in Attendance upon a Work that is to be done elfewhcrc. 

I asked M. d Olivenhrantz , upon this Occafion, what the Elc&or of 
< Brandcnbnrgh was doing as to his Treaty ; he told me, that when the 
laft Advices came away, M. Meinders had not yet had his Audience ; 
that it was pretended, his Errand was no more than to endeavour fomc 
kind of Neutrality for Cleves ; but that he could not believe but that he 
was inflru&ed for the whole Peace. 

M. d' Olivenkrantz did again in this Convcrfation purge Sweden from 
having any Dcfire to draw the negotiating of the Peace between it 
and the States to the Hague ; and faid, he would fend me (as he did 
forthwith) a Memorial that M. Silver croon gave in to the States, declar- 
ing that he had no Power or Order to Treat or conclude any Thing at 
the Hague ; yet M. t Bevcrning writ me a Letter upon this Subject, as if 
the States had underftood it quite othervvife ; a Copy of that Letter goes 
siong, which you will pleafo to compare (for to reconcile it will be a 
hard Matter) with the Memorial, whereof there goes alfo a Tranfcript 
along. 

M. d Olivenkrantz holds to his old Conclufion (till, that all this Delay 
on the Side of Holland , proceeds from the prevailing Offices of his High- 
ness the Prince of Orange , in Favour of the Elector of ^Brandenburgh, to 
draw him out of the War with Sweden , at the fame time they get out 
thcmfelves. But I think you’ll ealily believe, that if the Peace of Den- 
mark and Lunenburgb be made otherwhere, the Elector will not tie him- 
feif to make his here : And as to the Peace between Sweden and this 
. Stat?, I do not find M. governing inclined to believe, or dcfire, that 
it (hould be brought back again to this Place. 

T h e Peace of the Bifliop of Munfler , I look upon as good as made,' 
if that of the Houfc of Lunenlurgh bo made ; fo that the only Peace 
that is like to be left upon our Hands here, is the Peace between Spain 
and Sweden. 

M. j Ba/bafcs, after he had told me of his being ordered to go hence 
with all Diligence Ambaflador Extraordinary into France , told me, he 
had now withdrawn himfelf from all Bulinefs here, and had devolved 
what was to be done upon his Collegucs M , 0 Fuente and Chrifiinc , and told 
me plainly, he would enter into no Expedient about the Language with 
tire Sweat {(b Ambafladors, his Orders being dc Je tenir ferine, and fo 
would his Collegucs.

1 fend inclofed a Protcftation of the Prince and Bifhop of Liege, and 
another of the Dean and Chapter, againft the Article that relates to 
Rcuillon , in the Peace between tho Empire and France . 

Here goes along likewife a Copy of the Treaty between the Impe- 
ria/ijh and the Swedes, as I have it from thefe laft fairly and correctly 
written. 

Being gone thus far, M. Rlafpiel brings me another very long Pro- 
tcftation againft the Impcrialifts , for wrefting a Conclufton of the Em- 
pire, as if they had been authorized by it to do what they have done. 
He came to tell me likewife, that the Impcrialifts give out, that he, and 
M. Ilcugh , had refufed to treat of a Celliition of Arms, for that they 
have no Orders ; they did not give, he fays, that for their Rcafon ; but 
their Reafon was, they would not enter into any Treaty at the Inftancc 
of the Imperialiftsy nor admit their Offices as Mediators. He does not 
believe, he fays, there is a Peace made at TlcU, notwithftanding the 
Noife made of it here ; he is fure M. de Rabenacs Secretary carried 
none with him ligned, when he palled by this Town. 

M. Meinders writes, he fays, from Far is, that there is no good to

I Troubled you this Morning, by the Exprefs that brought me his 
Majefty molt gracious Letters of Revocation j and have but little of 
the Bulincfs of this Place, to add by the Ordinary of the Day. 

' What hath been done at Zell 3 is not otherwise known than by fomo 
imperfedt Notices ; this I think is certain, that there is an Agreement 
made up there, upon Condition that the Moil Chriftian King, likes of 
the Terms, which arc fent into France, to be fubmitted to his Approbation. 
M. d Olivenkrantz told me yefterday, that M. Trucker is employed by 
' the French Amballador to go between them, the Swedes , and M .Ter- 
mulcn , that Court’s Minillcr j that M. Ducker had been with them an 
Hour from M. Termulen , but that nothing is concluded ; both Sides being 
obliged to ilay till they hear from France. 

’T 1 s faid, the French Ambaffadors had been with the Swedes 2 or 3 
Days ago, to exhort them, as they did very warmly, to part with 
fomething to the Elcdlor of Rrandenbttrgh , but that the Swedes can do 
nothing for want of knowing their Mailer’s Mind. M. Reverning fays, he 
perceives plainly that the Elector will make a Shift to get out of this 
War, and that the King of Denmark will be left alone in it. I am,

I T is with all humble Thanks, that I acknowledge the Honour of *a 
Letter from your I.ordfliip of the 1 1 th Current ,• and it is with all 
faithful Rcfpetts, that I wifh your Lordfhip Joy and Happinefs in the 
prefent Poll, which it hath plcafed his Majefty, out of his juft Regard 
to your Merits, to allign you in his Service. 1 made Account, upon 
his Majefty’s moft gracious Letters of Revocation, to leave Nimeguefi 
the next Day after Sir W. Temple (as his Majefty had ordered him) 
ihould return hither, which he intended, if polhble, fome Day this 
Week : But upon the Receipt of your Lordfliip’s Letter, which came 
to my Hand yefterday at 10, I left the Town between 3 and 4, going 
through the Heart of it (with my People about me) at the Time the 
Streets were full of People coming from Church ; it being, as I take it, 
the ufual Courfe, in Cafe of fuch Dift'atisfaftions his Majefty hath with 
a great Part of this Aflcmbly, abruptly to go out, yet very openly, and 
about the middle of the Day. 

I took leave of no Ambaifador, nor publick Miniftcr; only I delired 
Mr. Chudlcigb , (as Secretary of his Majefty s Embafly) to acquaint the 
Northern Minifters with what your I.ordfliip was plcafed to diredt, not-' 
withftanding fome of them may be further advanced in their Peace, 
than to delerve any Complement for their Regards to his Majefty ’s Me- 
diation. 

M. efFjlradcs told me on Friday , that the King his Maftcr had a- - 
greed to the Treaty that was made at Zell-y and M. d Olicenkrantz told 
me next Day, there was an Exprefs lately gone from the Moft Chriftiau 
King to the King of Sweden , to acquaint him, that France would ratific 
that Treaty, which M. eTOlivcnkrantz. thought the King his Maftcr 
would have much ado to refolvc on his Part, for that the Treaty had 
fevcral weighty Exceptions to it. 

1. There was the Value of 20,000 Crowns a Year in Lands andRents 
alienated by it from the Crown of Sweden ; a Thing of that Confequencc, 
that if fuch an Alienation had been treated of here, he and his Col- 
legia fliould never have dared (fo contrary are their Inftrudtions) to 
have co.ifented to it, but muft have broken neceflarily thereupon. 

2. Th e Houfe of Frnnfwick is to continue in the Pollelllon of ^Bremen ^ 
and all they have taken from Sweden , till the General Peace be made, 

< r el£e for 8 Months to come, in Cafe the General PeacQ, cannot be brought 
about fooncr ; when they, the Swcdijh Ambalfadors, by the Means of 
the Holftcin Envoy, going underhand between them and M. Schutz , the 
Miniftcr of Zell here, had come to an Agreement with him, M. Schutz , 
that all Places belonging to Sweden fliould be evacuated and rdlored to 
the liuufe of Frunjwick , immediately upon the Peace. 


3. Swe- 
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3. Sweden as well as France is to become Guarand, that that Houle 
j '.all enjoy the Winter Quarters the Emperor, while in War, had aflign- 
? tQ^it in the Circle of HajJe Saxe ; and whereas the King of ‘Denmark 
and the Elector of Srandenburgb have Pretehfions of Quartering upon 
certain Free Towns and Ppinces in thofc Parts, France and Sweden /hall 
hinder them from thofe Quarterings, in Ptirfuancc of a Guaranty the 
Houfe of Srunjwick hath given thofe Towns and Princes, that the King 
of Denmark and Elector of j Braiidenbttrgb /hall not quarter upon them 
this is not only har/h in itfclf, but contrary (as M. d Olwenkrantz under- 
Hands it) to the Treaties now made between the Emperor, France , and 
Sweden. Other Things there arc, as a perpetual Guaranty again/! the 
King of Denmark and Elector of Srandenburgh, in all Quarrels and 
Prctenfions again ft the Houfe of JSrunfwick, &c. And that France is not 
t.Q pay the Money, but in Proportion to the emptying the 'Ter- 

ritories in one Month, and the King of Sweden in three. 

This is the Account M. d Olwenkrantz gave, to the beft of my Re- 
membrance, of this Treaty, complaining very much of the Swedijh Mi- 
niftcr Ftffendorff, who a/fifted at it, without InftruCtions or Orders, and 
did not oppofe it, but feemed to confcnt in all Things, tho’he did not fign. 

I take Leave to inclofe to your Lord/hip, a Print that the French A m- 
ba/fadors have put out on Saturday. M. dEflrades left the lame Thing 
with me on Friday Evening in Writing. ’Tis to let the World know, 
that unlcfs the King of Denmark and Elector of Erandenburgb do, be- 
fore the End of March , N. S. give entire Satisfaction to Sweden , by rc- 
lloring the Treaties of Wejlphalia and Copenbaguen , the Moft Chriftian 
King will pretend new Conditions : The one, that Ltpjiadt be reftored 
to the Elector of Cologit ; the other, that the King ot Denmark and 
Elector of Hrandenburgh do reimburfc him the Charges of the War. 

Being now out of Nimeguen , I am endeavouring to get to the Hague, 
to attend his Majcfly’s Commands there ; but I am at prefent lock’d up 
between the Waal and the Meuje , the Ice not bearing (except it be Foot 
Va/Tengcrs) to pafs either River, and neither being yet afloat for ferry- 
ing over. 

A s for my returning thither again, I befecch your Lord/hip to confi- 
dcr, that my Commilfion is fuperfeded under the Great Seal, by the 
.Commilfion lately pafs’d to Sir W.'Templc to aCt alone j and consequently 
the fame Authority will be requifitc to revive the Powers I had jointly 
with others, before I can take upon me to aCt anew. Befides, M. d Oli~ 
venkrantz told me, in my laft Converfation with him, that the Peace of 
Eraitdenburgb is moft likely to be made in France , tho’ they, the 
Swedes , wilh it might be here, thereby to prevent fuch a Surprize as 
that they met with at Zell. 

The Impcrialifls and French have, in their new Treaty, engaged 
thcmfclves to do Offices with their Allies, in order to the Northern Peace, 
and they have entered upon them already, without fo much as defiring 
his Majefty’s Mediation to interpofc in Aid of them. Moreover, it was 
the Opinion of M. Colbert , that the Imperialtfts muft come in as Parties 
Principal in thofe Treaties of the North j ir that /hould happen, they 
would be fure to reprefent the fame Thing they have pretended at the 
laft /igning, and then the farther we are off, the better. 

These Things, together with the little Likelihood of doing any 
Thing to his Majefty’s Satisfaction, 1 humbly beg your Lordlhip to fub- 
rfiit to his Majefty’s Confederation, and to leave it entirely to his own 
Royal W ifdom.

My Lord, 

I Received yefterday the Honour of his Majefty’s moft gracious War- 
rant of the 14 th Current, for my Removal from Nimcguen to the 
Hague, there to take upon me the Function of his Majefty’s Ambaifador, 
together with Credentials to the States General, inclofed in your Loci*- 
fhip’s Letter of the fame Date. 

It is with the perfeCteft Submilfion poflible that I refign myfelf to 
the King’s Plcafurc ; what He thinks to be for his Service to command, 
becomes a Duty indifpenfablc upon me to obey. I know not whether I 
may have Leave to tell your Lordfhip this fad Truth, that this Servir.tr 
had been, and I hope may be, yet better provided for, if my Unfitncfs 
for it were truly reprefented to his Majefty. I am now pafs’d thofe 
Years, and not yet arrived at thofe Abilities, that arc requifite to ma- 
nage fuch an Embafl'y as this is, which I take to be a Thing quite diffe- 
rent from the Figure I had the Honour to ferve in at Cologn and Nimcguen. 
Bolides, My Lor i>, ’tis infinitely for his Majefty’s Service, that he, ivho- 
ever is his Majefty’s Minifter at the Hague , have the Honour to be better 
and more intimately known to his Highnefs the Prince of Orange than I 
am, having never had a fufficicnt Occalion to manifeft the Veneration 
that I do fecrctly pay to his Perfon, and the Zeal I have for his Service’: 
I will therefore hope, that the main of his Majefty’s Defign in this new 
Commillion, is to give me a fair Pretence to relide at the Hague, till 
it be Icon what Ilfue Things will come to at Nimegticn. 

As to my Return thither again, I humbly take Leave to add to what 
1 ropvcfented in my laft to your Lordfhip, that as the Scheme does lie at 
this Time, there will be little Work to do for a Minifter of the King’s 
there, the French have all in a Manner in their Hands already. For 
the Peace between Snee den and the Elector of 'Brandcnbnrgh, upon which 
that be tween Szcedeu and this State feems in a Manner to depend, it 

being 
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ty>ipg retarded for the Electors Sake, the 'French have an Intereft to be 
'ie foie Meddlers in it, fince their Mailer mull disburfe what Money is 
t* 4 . ?- l w*paid 'to the Electors, and they muft ferew up the Electors to part 
with the moft that may be of their Conquefts, that the Promife of 
France , to have Sweden entirely fatisfed , may be made as good as 
the Conjuncture will bear ; fo it concerns them to ingrofs the whole 
Management of this Treaty ; that Advantages may be had from 
both the Parties. 

The Minifters now at Court, M . Lindenaw, Spanheim, and Muller, 
who prefs his Majefty to continue his Offices here, may pollibly not know 
that M. Thicker, the Bifhop of Strasburgb's Minifter, is implovcd be- 
tween the Swedijh Ambaffadors, the Zell Envoy, and the Swedes , and 
do Treat what fhall be reflored, what fhall be retained, and what Mo- 
•*;.5y fhall be paid ; at the very Time, as 1 col left it, that the Zell and 
Munjier Miniflcrs defired me to go between them and the Swedes, upon 
a Preliminary, fuch as the Plenipouvoirs to be exchanged between them, 
as upon a very general infigniheant Propofition. 

The Truth is, the t Danifh and Brandcnburgh Ambaffadors have been 
always very fair towards his Majefty ’s Embafly, the SDane efpcciallv, 
who hath upon all Occafions been pofitive and clear for his Majefty s 
Mediation, and no other. That which is to be obferved of the Branden- 
burgh is, that having been ever fince we firft came hither at an Embar- 
rafs with the French, and having never feen one the other, upon a Point 
of Ceremony, there hath been of late Interviews between them both at 
the Brandcnburgbers Houfe, and third Places. 

I f, notwithftanding all this, I fliould be commanded to return to Ni- 
meguen again, I fhall not know how to live with the Imperialijis, French , 
and Swedes , without the Favour of your Lordfhip’s Directions; for 1 
did not give any of them the leaf! Notice of my leaving the Town, and 
there muft hence arife an Embarrafs between them and me, without it 
nleafeth his Majefty to dircCt what is to be done in the Cafe ; and his 
Majefty having given feme Mark of his DiflatisfaCtion, it will lie upon 
them to give his Majefty feme Teftimony of their Regret. 

In your Letter of the 14 tb, you arc pleafed to mention feme In- 
flections for me, I fuppofe they might not be ready by that Poll, there- 
fore I hope to receive them by the next. 

I am here lock’d up ftill between two Rivers, I fent down as faV as 
Tiel, to fee if there be any Place open between this and that, but there 
is none, nor will the Ice bear a finglc Horfe ; which had it done on Sun- 
day, I would have gone over to Arnhem ; yet the Thaw gains but little, 
in regard it freezes hard at Night. I am, (jrc»

I Did not reach this Place fooner than Sunday Night : Yeftcrday in the 
Afternoon, I had the Honour to kifs the PrincelVs Hand ; and this 
Morning at 1 o, which was the Hour aflign’d me, I waited on the Prince.

am now under of his Majefty ’s further Plealure, cither to be commanded 
hick again to Nimeguen , or ctherwife ; however, he wiflied me to fpcak 
with the Penlioncr, who hath lince afligned me the Hour of 3 to Mor- 
row' in the Afternoon. 

IIi s Highnefs having fpoke with much Concern of the prefent State 
of Affairs in Jlngland , which was fuch, laid he, as difables his Majefty 
from doing that good to Cbriflendotn , that might otherwife be hoped 
w ith Allurance from him ; add* d, that it w ould be a great Thing, and 
cxtreamly to he wifticd at this ’lime, that his Majefty might make up the 
Peace of the Norths that the W ay to do it, is to fpeak roundly to 
Vol, II. A a a a 2 Swc- 
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Sweden, and prcfs it clofely, not to pretend to be reftored entirely to 
that is taken from it in this War. His Highnefs ask’d me, df I h$dj._ 
yet heard that M. Meinders , the ’Brandenbttrgb Minillcr, was upon ms 
.Return from the Court of France , (as ’tis certain he is) without having 
been able to do any Thing for the Elector. 

As for my returning again from hence to Nimeguen, I fhall hold my- 
felf ready at an Hour’s Warning, whenever it liiall pleafe his A1 - j.-lty 
to order it ; but I humbly beg leave, upon this Occafion, to repeat 
what 1 have already made my humble Suit for to your Lordihip j 'J lut 
his Majefty having commanded me to withdraw thence, as a Mark of 
his being difllitislied with what was lately palled there, it will be iu'<xf- 
fary, if I be remanded thither again, to do it upon his Majefty ’s exprefs 
Command ; for I do not fee how I can prefume to return thither, ei- 
ther of mine own Head, or upon the Initance of any of the Parties ; 
lincc I muft not pretend to determine what final l amount to a Satis- 
faction to his Majefty, after he hath once conceived a Difpleafure ; nor 
can I live with the Imperialijls , as I have done formerly, till his Ala- 
jefty declares himfclf fatisfied, at lcaft that he pafles by what was done 
at the ligning. 

Another ’filing his Majefty is concerned to be in fomc Meafure 
certain of, before he docs re-alVume his Care of the Parties yet remain- 
ing in War, is, whether they arc refolvcd to treat in good Parnell, and 
conclude at Nimeguen ; for I hear, lincc I left that Place, that the Night 
Interviews between M. Colbert and M. %/aJpie/ do ftill go on : Thofe 
Points I humbly leave with your Lordihip to refolve, if there be Caufe ; 
and it would do well, his Majefty were allured from the Miniftcrs of the 
North at his Court, that the Parties would (upon the appearing of his 
Minifter again upon the Place) enter into the fame Way of Conferences 
as the Imperialijls, French, and Swedes did. 

I moft humbly thank your Lordihip for your conftant Care of me ; 
for meeting with the Honour of one from your Lordihip here, of the 
25 tb paft, I find you have not fpared yourfelf the Trouble of Wri- 
ting any one Poll lincc you entered upon that great and bufy Function. 
For the Occurrences of this Place, I humbly take leave to refer myfelf 
to Mr. Meredith ; I have been fo long acquainted with his great Dili-^ 
gencc and Difcretion, that I think myfelf happy in his Alllftance in thiiT 
and the other Part of the Work here. 1 am, Qc.

JUST as I am doling, M. Van Lcewen of Fey da favours me with a 
Vifit, and tells me, the Peace between this State and Sweden is like to 
have an End in few Days ; they, the States, being now about to fend 
their laft Orders to their Ambalfadors at Nimeguen , where ’tis to be con- 
cluded, and not here, as was once faid : Of the 'Brandenbnrgh Peace, 
he could fay nothing j but that that of the Bilhop of Munfter was upon 
a good Foot. He fpoke with very great RcfpeCt and Veneration of his 
M a jelly, as having the Honour to have been made by him a perfect 
Jinglifljman ; he would continue fo, he faid, ail the Days of his Life 
and fpoke his Wilhes very affectionately of a firmer Union yet between 
England and this State, judging it the only Means, under God, to* 
keep Ckrijlendm in Peace.

My Lord, 

M Y laft that I troubled your Lordfliip with was of the 4 tb; fincc 
which, I have not the Favour of any from your Lordfliip, there 
being no Eng/i/b Letters lincc thofe of the 25 tb came in. 

On Wcdnefday, 1 waited on the Penfioner, at the Hour I told your 
Lordfliip in my laft, was ailigned me : He prcfently fell upon the Subject 
of our new Parliament, and ask’d me, whether I could propofc any 
Thing to him, that might be done on this Side, for the Service of his 
Majefty, in Order to a good Underftanding between him and his Parlia- 
ment ; then he himfelf immediately entered into the Coniidcration of 
feveral Ways that he thought this State might take for this End : The 
firft he mention’d was, the fending of fomc Perfons with Character from 
hence, that fltould do good Offices openly and avowedly between the 
King and his Parliament ; but I told him, his Majefty, 1 thought, would 
never endure to hear of fuch a Way, lincc there cannot be any Thing 
more pernicious, than for Foreigners to fuppofe fuch a Breach at any 
Time ; and that there Avas not the leaft Ground in our prefent Cir- 
cumllanccs, to fuppofe it at this Time : Bolides that, nothing could be 
more fatal to us, than to have a foreign State (cfpccially this, that is in 
fo ftriCl a Friendlhip Avith his Ma jelly) come and oivn a PoAA cr in the 
Kingdom, that is not under its due Obedience unto his Majefly ; and I 
took leave to obferve to him, that our late King (of blcffed Memory) had 
his Caufc very much dilfcrved and wounded, in the Beginning of his Trou- 
bles, by thofe that Avere font over by this State to the long Parliament, 
under Pretence of Mediating betAveen the King and the two Houfes : He 
calry allow’d this not to be a proper Way ; then he dclired it to be con- 
Itffered, whether or no certain InilruCtions might not be lent from the 
States to their Ambaflador in England , Avith this Limitation, that he 
lhould apply himfelf only to fuch as his Majefty iliould point out to him, 
and in that Manner only, that his Majefty iliould direct or elle in Cafe 
t the Offices of M. Van Benningben lhould not be Avithou? fomc Kind 
of Sufpicion Avith his Majefty (in Regard of his former Applications to 
difeontented and unquiet Spirits) ; he delired to knoAV, Avhether the em- 
ploying of other Perfons in Conjunction with M. Van Beuningbcn , who 
lhould be zealous to ferve in fuch a Commiffion, Avould be acceptable 
to his Majefty. The States, he faid, may be brought to do any Thing 
that fliall pi cafe his Majefty to direct or like of ; nor will they on the 
other Side otter to do any Thing, nor intermeddle in the leaft, unlefs 
they be encouraged and directed by his Majefty. Ail this he fpokc with 
great Concern, and recommended it to me, humbly to lay it before his 
Majefty by this Poit, laying, he Iliould be able to bring any Thing about 
of this Kind, notAvithftanding the Oppolition of the Partizans of France, 
who are but too poAverful among them here. 

H k Avas, he laid, thus full, and thus free AA'ith me, for that if Eng- 
land be not, by its tSnion at Home, in a Condition to enter into Mea- 
fures effectively Avith this State, France Avill over-run all, and none will 
dare Itir to defend his Neighbour, in Cafe France do fall upon him : 
He’look’d, he faid, upon Geneva and the Proteftant Swifts, as utterly 
loll, an^l the reformed Religion as extirpated out of France ; this would 
not be, he faid, if England and this State were in a vigorous Conjun- 
ction, and in a Condition to ftand firm the one by the other ; to this End,

they on this Side will do any Thing tha< his Majefty fliall pleafe 
dired. 

T h e Penlioner having fpoken to this Effcft, with a Concern that was 
very hearty to my feeming, and having delired me to write of what he 
had fpoken by this Pell ; 1 doubt not but your Lordfhip will find lonio 
proper Time to lay the whole before his Ma jelly, and to take his Plea- 
lure, touching the Anfwer I lTiall make to the Penlioner upon it. 

Having done with this Point, I asked his Opinion (as the Prince 
had delired me) touching my Circumltances upon this Piace. He advifed 
me, as his Highncfs had done, to give in a Memorial, but without ma- 
king mention of the Character his JVJa jelly is plcafcd to give me by his 
Credentials, in Regard that Sir JV. 'Temple is not yet recall'd ; and yet 
the Credentials do in a Manner fuppefe it, lincc they do not mcnt(oo 
my being joyned to him ; the Memorial is precifely the Seiifo of the 
Prince and the Penlioner, and I take leave to cnclofc a Copy herewith.

Troubled your l.ordfltip, not only on Friday the 7 th by the Ordi- 

nary, blit on Saturday from Maejland- Ships, and on Sunday by one 

of his Majefty s Yachts. 

Yesterday I had the Honour to receive your Lordfhip’s Letter of 
the 4 th Current, for which I humbly thank your Lordfhip; it giving 
me all the J .ight and InftruCtions I can pollibly expci t. As foon as 1 
received it, I laid before his Royal Highnels the Duke of Fork, and the 
Prince, all that you were pleafed, My Lord, to acquaint me with, of 
his Ala jelly’s Plcalurc of my Return to Nimcgucu : whereupon the Duke, 
told me, he would not allow me to think further of attending him, till 
he were arrived at lirnxclls , and enjoyned me with great Stridnefs to 
make ready for my Journey to Nimcgucn. 

The Prince alfo, upon my humble Addrcfs to him, told me, thatJw 
looked upon the Letters he had writ to the King, for my going again to 
Nimcgv.cn, as anfwer’d by this from your Lordfhip to me fully to his 
Highncfs Delire ; he being of Opinion, that his Majefty fliou Id prefs for- 
ward with his Offices for the Peace of the North, rather than withdraw 
them ; and he having been prefs ’d by the Minillers of the Northern Al- 
lies here, to get me lent to Nimczv.cn again, by his Majefty ’s Command ; 
he might, he laid, now juftly prefs me upon thefe Orders of his Ala- 
j.lly, to be going thither. 

Hi - rev ton 1 thought I was to ballancc no longer, but to be in a 
Readinefs to go hence, as 1 am to be going, God willing, the firft Mo- 
ment after that I have feen their Royal Highnelfcs embarked for Flan- 
ders. — And 1 am commanded by his Royal Highncfs to acquaint your 
Lordfhip, that he, and the Dutchefs, intends to be going hence for 
'Jjrnxcl/s on Friday Morning next. 

You will ealily imagine the Surprize that. his Arrival hath given all 
Sorts of People here, and the Variety of Conllrudions that arc made up- 
on it : But the Duke hath, to my Knowledge, taken feveral Occalions 
to declr.iv, that this Command of his Majefty upon him, was received 
not only with all Rcfignation on his Part, but with a Refolution not to 
make any the leal! Step in thefe Countries, but, as it were, under his 

Ma- 
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'(Tajcfty’s Eye, and with a perfeft Regard to that which his Majefty ihall 
^|fe from time to time to direct him. 

h e, Priri^c had yefterday a Review of his Guards near this Town, 
ana hcJ^sJ, at the Head of them, do thofc Military Honours (with his 
Sword Ignd) to the Duke, which he had never done to any before; 
and a zy were the greateft in their kind, fo the Prince is extreamly 
applatft for doing of them.

My Lord, 

'HIS Morning at 7, their Royal Highneffes fet out from this Place 

jf (the Prince accompanying them) to Rotterdam, where two very 
fine Yachts of his Highncfs’s were waiting for them; they were on Board 
by 10, but did not fet Sail till after 12 j the Wind being good, ’twas 
hoped they would be able to reach Antwerp to Morrow before Night. 

His Royal Highncfs was plcafcd to charge me, as he was going on 
Board his Yacht, with the Pacquet inclofed for your Lord (hip. It was 
eaiic to perceive, upon the receiving of this Day fevennight Letters out 
of "England , (which came not to Hand till yefterday at 3 ) that the Inci- 
dent about a new Speaker in the Houfe of Commons was a moft fen- 
lible Affliction to the Duke, lcaft it ftiould engage his Majefty in a Con- 
troverfy not at all feafonablc ; and confequcntly become a Hindrance to 
thofc moft weighty Affairs, which his Majefty had recommended to his 
Parliament. All Men here (Strangers I mean) do look upon it as in- 
aufpicious enough. I befecch Goo in his Mercy to turn all to the beft. 

I moft humbly thank your Lordlhip for the Honour of yours of the 
7 th Current ; it gives me an Article of Inftruttion fo wholfome and 
feafonablc, that I cannot poflibly dciire better j in that I am referred to 
JWs"Highnefs the Prince, to determine what I am to do with relation to 
*fhe King’s Service, upon all Orders that your Lordlhip lhall be plcafed 
to fend me from that Side ; there could not be a more proper Remedy 
for my Inexperience in the Affairs of thefc States, nor a more effectual 
Means to be thought of, to promote the King’s Service. 

T ask’d the Prince, as I waited on his Highnefs in his Return from 
Rotterdam , when he would be plcafed to fend me away hence for Ni~ 
meguen ; telling his Highnefs, that I was ready to go at a quarter of 
an Hour’s Warning: He told me, that M. Meinders, the Rrandenburgh 
Miniftcr, was now returned from France ; that bis Highnefs had not yet 
fecn him, but thought he might fome time this Night ; and then, that I 
ftiould know what his Highnefs will determine as moft advifeable for my 
Journey, and the Time of it, for Nimegucn. 

I received the Letter addreffed to his Majefty, that goes herein in- 
clofed, from the Prince of Saltne j ’tis, it feems, to advertife his Majefty, 
that the Princcfs of Salme (his Wife) is lately dead ; that Princefs was 
Prince Rupert's Niece, Daughter to his Highncfs’s late Brother Prince 
Edward ; the Prince of Salme font me a Letter for the Duke too, which 
I delivered to his Royal Highnefs, and ’tis upon the fame Occalion ; 
but he lent me none for his Highnefs Prince Rupert . I am with all 
great RefpcCl, &c.

My Lord, 

M Y laft to your Lord (hip was of the 14 th Current, I have ft nee, 
that is, on Sunday late at Night, received the Favour of one from 
your Lordlhip of the 1 1 th ; it came juft Time enough to ftop my Jour- 
ney for Nimeguen, which 1 intended to begin at 4 the next Morning. 

I gave your Lordfhip air Account in mine of the 1 1 th, of the Motives 
I had to ufc that Liberty, to which it hath gracioufly pleafed his Ma- 
jefty to leave me, as to my returning to Nimeguen ; and now when I 
gave his Highncfs the Prince (of whom 1 had taken my Leave already) 
an Account of the Stop that was put to my Journey by his Majeuy s 
Orders, he was pleafed to tell me, he would write to his Majcfty by this 
Poft, and lay it once more before his Majcfty, that it « as very much for 
his Intercft and Service, not to lole the Hold he hath all this while had 
of the Mediation ; but to endeavour all he could, that not the French, 
but his Majcfty, ftiould make up the Peace of the North. 

Yet when I was taking my Leave of his Highncfs, and defiring his 
Commands and InftruCtio'ns for Nimeguen, he was pleafed to acknowledge, 
that it was (w hilc we are in fo unfettlcd a Condition ’n Fngtc , a 
Thing fcarce to be hoped for, that his Majefty’s Offices v uld be ir» any 
Degree efficacious with the Parties; yet his Highncfs s **dvicw to me 
was, to fpeak the moft prcffingly that was poffiblc to the Swedijh Am- 
bafladors, to come to Rcafon, rat* -r than continue a War that is fo 
dangerous to all Chriftendom , and that probably will not end witn all 
the Satisfaction that they promife to thcmfclves. 

This was all it pleafed his Highncfs to recommend to me by way of 
Command or InftruCtion for Nimeguen ; but the States, upon a Memorial 
that the Prince and the Pcnfioner advifed me to give in, (to advortife 
them of my leaving the Place) fent me an ExtraCt of their Refolution 
upon my Memorial, and therein recommended to me the Peace of the 
North in general ; then they mention two Partic lars, the one, that I 
ftiould do my beft Offices, in order to hinder the French from taking 
Quarters in the Country of Clcces ; the other, that 1 'hould endeavour 
to prevail with them to keep off from the Frontiers of this State. I take 
Leave to inclofc a Copy of that Refolution, and of the Memorial which 
occafion’d it; as alfo of their Refolution upon my firft Memorial. 

When I acquainted the Prince yefterday Morning, with the Satis- 
faction that his Majcfty cxpeCts in four Points, before he do allow of my 
Return to Nimeguen : His Reflexion was, that there was no Hopes that 
the Imperial, French , or Szt'edijh Ambaffadors, would ever make it their 
formal Defire, that any Minifter from his Majcfty ftiould return thither; 
much lefs that they would be brought to give any Satisfaction for what 
is paft. 

This is certain, that the Svoedijh Rcfident here, M. Si her croon, was 
with me twice fincc my coming to this Town, from the Swcdi/h Ambaffa- 
dors at Nimcgttcn, once to know my Senfe upon the Extent of Mr. Chtid- 
leigb's Commiffion ; another l ime, to defire my Covert for their Pacqucts 
through ‘Denmark ; but at neither of thofe Times did he make any Rc- 
queft to me, in the Name of thofe Ambaffadors, for my fupplicating his 
Mujdly for Leave to return ; yet they certainly arc the moft concerned 
to ha\e .the Help of his Majefty’s Mediation, not only in their Treaties 
\\ ith Denmark and the Elector of Hrandenburgb ; but alfo' in thofe with 
* this 
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Athis State i they not feeking to his Majefty, there is left Likelihood that 
V^c Imperialjfts or French will do it, tHey affecting to meddle between 
thh Parties^.nd having great Ends to ferve in filch a Negotiation. As 
uTs not likg .they will deiire our interpofing, fo it is moft improbable 
they will frame themfclves to give any Satisfaction for what is paft ,* the 
French and Swedes will plead they can have nothing imputed to them, 
iince they would have given us the firft Column in ligning if the Impe- 
rialifts had done it ; much lefs Will the Imperialist do Realbn in the 
Cafe, for that would be to yield up the Point they think they have fav- 
/ ed : Bolides that, they have nd further need of a Mediation at this Time; 

A s to the other two Points, I mean, that we ihould be allured bcforc- 

* hand, that the remaining Peace fiiould not be Treated and Concluded 
otherwhere than at Nimeguen j and that we fiiould be fure the King’s 
Minifier fiiould have Right done him, as to the Rank in ligning j they 

-“Sflfc not without their Difficulties too, in my poor Apprchenlion, tho’ the 
Prince was not plcafcd to come to any Reflexion upon them : We fee 
what M. Meindert went for to Farts, tho’ without any Manner Of Suc- 
cefs, bolides that of carrying good Words from the Moft Chriftian King 
and M. Fompone to his Maftcr. The King of Denmark, as his Ambaf- 
fador hath always profefs’d, will not be brought to change his Majefty’s 
Mr ’iation, nor confequcntly the Plate ; but I doubt the ElcCfcor may be 
ca ■' brought to change Hands, upon what hath been talk’d already 
feme time ago of making the Peace here at the Hague , and now of lato 
at Jl*r/t», with M. Rabenac and Fitffcndwjf ; yet I owe that Juftice to M. 
Roonjwincklc , his Electoral Highnefs’s Miniftcr here at the Hague , as to 
acquaint your Lordfliip, that he told me yefterday, that notwithftanding 
what may be thought of M. Meindcrs his Journey to Fans , yet the 
Elector his Mailer adheres to his Majefty’s Mediation, and delires to 
have his Peace finiflied by his Majefty’s Hand, and by no other. 

A s to the laft Point, which is our Rank and Place in the ligning, tho 
French having offered it formally to Sir W- Temple and myfclf, if we 
you Id have lign’d the Peace between them and the Dutch , I cannot 

* think they’ll now go back, nor the Swede or Dane make the leaft Diffi- 
culty about it: Yet France hath a Principle that it gocth upon, which I 
cannot but think on in the prefent Cafe ; they allow the Emperor but a 
bare Precedency before their King, nor will they allow any Potentate 
to -cut between them upon any Account whatfoever. 

This made them introduce a Novelty (as they carried whatever 
they pleafed to Hand upon) in their Treaty with the Emperor,* for 
inftead of faying (as it hath been the conftant Stile) pax Jit — inter 
lmpcratorcm dr Imperium — ex una parte j they feparated the Emperor 
from the Empire, and thruft the Name of their King between them, that 
is, between the Head and the Body, that the French King might follow 
immediately after the Emperor : Now if we have a Rank in ligning 
before them, having not had it before the Impertalifts , they may poffibly 
pretend, that they mull not give us this Place which the Imperialijis have 
refufed us Jeaft we be thought to, be in a Rank above them, and yet 
below the Imperialijis : But this is nothing but my Conjecture, .or ra- 
ther Apprchenlion, from the Ways that the French ufe to let them- 
felvcs up. 

Upon the whole Matter, his Highnefs the Prince is for his Majefty’s 
prefent interpofing, becaufe it is extreamly his Majefty’s Intereft, as well 
as # of Chriftendom too, that the remaining Differences be made up by 
no* other Authority and Offices than thofe of the General Mediator : 
On t brother Side, thefe four Points will at leaft take up a great deal of

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Time, for the refpe&ive Minifters to procure Orders upon, (for upon XhJ 
2 d and 3 d Point they will fcarce do any Thing without Orders firft hady 
to his Majefty’s Content : Therefore I would humbly offefljto Confide,-, 
ration, whether his Majefty would not do heft, to try if the* whole Ne- 
gotiation of the North, may be brought to be Treated in his own Court,' 
and under his own Direction ; all the Parties have already their Mini- 
llers there, and I fuppofe they know the Mind of their Mailers. 

Thi great and difficult Points arc not many ; if the Ele&or might 
have Stetin, together with that which lies on the River € Pene, and if the 
King of ‘Denmark might have a Place or two in Schooncn , I conceive the 
Peace were made ; thefe Points being adjulled, the remaining Differen- 
ces would caiily and quickly follow. 

H 1 s Majefty thus taking the Thing into his own Hands, the Embar- 
rafs and Delays that will, 1 fear, arife upon the four Points, wherein £•« 
Majefty experts firft to be fatisfied, would be avoided ; and the Influen- 
ces of his Majefty’s Royal Prefence would be infinitely more effectual, 
than any Applications of mine on this Side can be : But all this I per- 
fectly fubmit to his own Royal Judgment, and moll humbly beg Pardon 
if I prefumc too far. 

But there is another Thing that concerns his Majefty much more 
nearly ; it is. My Lord, the drawing down of the French Troops in 
Flanders towards Dunkirk ; the Prince told me this laft Night, adding, 
it was News that did not pleajc him ; the difaffcCted Englijh blow about 
the New T s very induftriouily, and fay the Dcfign of the French is again!! 
England, that all the Shipping that is equipped in the French Ports, is to 
rendezvouz at Dunkirk ; they are faid to be 37 great Men of War: This 
is certain, (as C. Waldeck firft told me, and then the Prince confirmed 
it) that M. d Avaitx hath (hewed to fevcral of the States, Letters that 
he hath from the King, ordering him to declare, that the Preparations 
of France are not intended again!! Genoa , or Geneva, or any other Part 
of Italy . The Prince likewife was pleafed to tell me, the Danger that 
Skenken-Skans is now in, the French pofTefled thcmfelves of the Town* Of 
Cleves, and all the Country, and of a Caftlc, within lefs than a quarter 
of a Mile of the Skans : What Truth there is of the States fending to 
ftrengthen the Garrifon there, I know not ; but C. Waldeck' s Reflexion 
was, that no Garrifon would do any Good, or be able to hold out, whgj# - 
there was no Army in the Field, nor any Hopes of Relief. 

In a Word, My Lord, every body in this Country, that is fcnfible 
of the prefent Afpeft of Things, cries out, they are undone here, unlels 
— ’ ' — Irtrtlr AKrnnd and tn join with this State,

within the Time fet by the Treaty, the French will have the additional 
Conditions mentioned in their Menaces of January laft.

M Y laft was of the. 1 Sth Current, fincc which I have not the Favour 
of any from your Lordfliip there is no Poffibility of coming at 
tho Raedt-Pcnfioner, till the States of Holland arc feparated j the Prince 
hath been pleafed to tell me fo ; and that is the Rcafon I am not able 
' to tell your Lordfliip, that I have acquainted him of his Majefty s laft 
Orders to me relating to Nimeguen , which I received in your Lordfliip’s 
of the 1 1 th. 

The Prince was pleafed to tell me laft Night, that the Electoral 
J^oJlege, and the College of Princes, had pafs a the Ratification, and 
that there was no manner of doubt, but the Free Imperial Cities would 
do the fame ; only it was to be feared, the Ratifications being to 
be carried back again to Vienna , they might not reach Nimeguen within 
the prccife Time appointed for exchanging them ; w'hcthcr the Duke of 
Lorain does intend to ratific in Form or not, is with me a Qucftion, 
fincc his Minifter (from whom I have a Letter juft now) takes Notice 
indeed of the French AmbafTadors Declaration, that is, in cafe that 
Duke did not ratific within the Time, the Moft Chriftian King would 
be at Liberty to change the Conditions, and ask what he pleafed ; but 
does not fay what he might hope or fear of the coming of his Maftcr s 
Ratifications to prevent this,- but he fpeaks of a Perfon that the Duke 
his Maftcr had charged with Letters of Submiffion, to be delivered by 
fomc of the Princes of the Houfe of Lorain to the Moft Chriftian King, 
and that that Perfon is ftopt : This Minifter defiring that, according to 
his Majefty ’s Royal Goodnefs for that Prince, fome Care might be taken 
of him in this Conjuncture : This being the Scope of his Letter, he 
feems to imply, that that Provifion is not made, that would do the 
Bufincfs i nor can I fee what I fhould be able to do, if I were at Nime- 
guen, in this Cafe ; however, I humbly befeech your Lordfliip to lay the 
whole Matter before his Majefty, that the Duke may not want his Ma- 
jefty ’s Help and Protection, if his Majefty fees any Place to give it him. 

Mr. Chudleigh advifes me this Day, that the Peace of the Bifhop of 
Munjter with Sweden , was made upon Wednefday Night ; that the Pran- 
denburgh Ambaflador had agreed to a Ceffation till the 1 ft of May, in 
the very Terms the French have projected it ; that the Dane agreed the 
Thing, but hefitated at the Terms j and that the Dutch Ambaffadors 
palTcd Offices between the Parties. 

I font to Amjierdam, to know what Commifllons the Sicurs dePrcuill 
and de la Porte have, as to their buying of Shipping there, &c. all that 
I can yet difeover is, that the firft hath a Commiffion to buy two French 
Ships that w'crc taken at 'Tobago, and the other to buy Tackle ; but 
both arc to bring what they buy to the Port of Dunkirk with all Speed.

POSTSCRIPT. 

HAVING fincc the writing of this received the Honour of one from 
your Lordfliip of the 18 th Current, and the Prince being out of 1 own, 

I cannot determine any Thing of my Journey till I have the Honour firft 
to fpcak with his Highnefs. 
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T HE laft I troubled your Lordfhip with, was of the 21 ft Current; 

and in a ‘Poftfcript to it, I acknowledged the Honour of yours of 
the i 8 fj&, which fet me at Liberty again to return to Nimeguen, in Cafe 
the Minifters of the Northern Princes fhould continue their Inftances to ^ 
that Purpofe, and that I fhould be thereto defired in the Name of the 
States General. 

Ha vi no communicated this to his Highnefs the Prince, as foon as he 
returned on Friday Night, his Reflexion was, that I fhould no longer 
defer my Journey ; that the States had requefted me already ; and that . 
they would do it again, and fo would the Northern Minifters : The 
States General had this Deliberation on Saturday , and on Sunday the 
Pcnfioncr gave me a Vifit in their Name ; and by their Order, made it 
his -formal Requeft to me, that I would, if it did conlift with his Ma- 
jefty’s Pleafure, make all the Haft to return to my Functions at Nine - 
gticn ; that the States did hope his Majeftys Offices would bring 
about the General Peace moft certainly, if Things did go as they 
fhould in England: This laft he added, he faid, of himfelf, and the 
Prince fpokc to the fame Effect, not doubting but that his Majefty’s 
Mediation would be efficacious to that Degree himfelf could wifh, if 
Things be calm and united at Home. 

A ft e r the Penfioner was gone, the Rrandenlurgh Minifter, M. Room- 
fwinchle , came to me, and made it his folcmn Requeft; fo had the 
Ofnaburgb Minifter feme Days before : The Penfioner told me, I was not 
to expect that the < DaniJh Envoy would come to me, becaufc of the 
Punctilio of the Hand that he pretends from all Ambaffadors, but that 
he had been already, and would be again, with the Prince, to requeft 
his Offices to difpofe me, if poflible, to return to my old Poft. 'ft? . 
Prince told me, this Envoy, and another ‘Danijh Minifter, as alfo M. 
Rocn/winck/e , were with him yefterday on that Errand ; and his High- 
nefs commanded me to affurc your Lordfhip he had been follicitcd by 
them with all Earneftncfs for my Return. «■— 

The previous Conditions that his Majcfty required, being thus com- 

{ ilied with, and the Prince being earneft in the Thing, I had no Place 
eft to ballance, and the rather, in that the Parties at Nimcgucn do (as 
his Highnefs obferved to me) ftill continue their RcfpcCt to his Majeftys 
Mediation, having exchanged their Inftrumcnts for the CefTation by the 
Hands of Mr. Chudleigh ; therefore I begin my Journey this Morning, 
tho’ I muft confefs, without thofe Hopes I might have, of being fuccels- 
ful in feme Degree to his Majefty’s Content, bccaufe our Affairs at Home 
arc not better compofed. However, I fhall give your Lordfhip an Ac- 
count from Time of what paffeth, together with the AfTurancc of my 
being with great RcfpeCt, &c> •

Nimeguen, 3 1 ft March ^ 1679 • 

Mr Lord, 

M Y laft of the 27 th to your Lordftiip, was but of few Words only, 
to let you know I was come to this Place. 

I was in a great Anxiety, and am fo ftill, in that it is his Majefty’s 
Pleafure to leave me in a great Meafure to myfeif, without other Di- 
rections than to aCt as 1 (hall think it moft conlilling with his Majefty’s 
Honour, and for the Good of the General Peace ; fo it pleafeth your 
Lordthip to direCt in yours of the iZth : I therefore refolved two Things. 

1 Ji 3 T o acquaint the fevcral Ambaftadors here, in the firft Converfa- 
tion I fhould have with them, with the DillatisfaCtions his Majefty re- 
ceived, by the Difficulty made to allow us that Place at the figning of 
the Peace, which was undoubtedly due to his Majefty’s Minifters in that 
Function, and therefore it had plcafed his Majefty to command me to 
leave the Congrcfs ; yet the Consideration his Majefty had for the quiet 
of Europe , as well as for fcveral of the Parties Hill in War, had pre- 
vailed with him, firft, not to determine his Embafly of Mediation here, 
and then to give Way to the Inftances made with him at his Court, for 
the fending of a Miniftcr hither again : To this EffeCt, your Lordlhip 
directs me (in your Letters of the 4 th of March ) to exprefs myfeif, in 
Cafe of my Return hither again. 

• Another Thing I refolved was, not to lofe any Time, but to lay 
hold of the firft Occafion, to go upon my Offices, as if there had been 
no Interruption at all. 

The ‘Dane and Tirandcnburgher , who came upon me one after ano- 
ther, as foon as they heard of my being come to Town, were very full 
in their Expreffions of Thanks for his Majefty’s Care of them ; that his 
Majefty was their only Mediator j that it was their conftant Rcfolution 
to depend upon him, and for that Reafon, they had continually applied 
thcmfelves to the Secretary of his Majefty’s Embaffy ; and if they were 
forced to admit others to intermeddle, it was, becaufe their adverfe 
Pjarty would not otherwife go on with the Negotiation ; however, that 
they had made a Shift to keep the Grofs of their Affair out of other 
Hands, intending it entirely for his Majefty. In thefe Difcourfes, they 
glided over what I obferved to them of his Majefty’s Diflatisfa&ion, and 
how he had facrificcd it to the Zeal for the Peace. So did the Dutch 
Ambaftadors, who came next to fee me, not replying any Thing as to 
the Reafon for which his Majefty had commanded me away hence ; but 
telling me, they had been careful not to meddle in the Functions of the • 
Mediation ; taking notice to me of the Orders they had to live in all 
good Correfpondencc with me ; the States their Maftcrs having fo di- 
rc&ed them, as appears by the Rcfolution which goes herewith inclofcd. 

As the 5 D utfh part over this Point in Silence, fo did M. Oxenftiern , 
who was the next that came to fee me j he begun his Difeourfe with tel- 
ling me, he had been always in Hopes that his Majefty would not leave 

them. 
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them, but go through with the Mediation ; and he was very forry, he 
faid, the Ceflation now agreed, and their Peace with the Bifliop of 
Mnnjier , had not pafs’d through my Hands j but that there jvas agreat 
deal of Work remaining, which he hoped might be finifhed by his Ma- 
jefty’s Authority j and the firft, wherein he defired my Offices, \Vas the 
treaties of 'Peace and Commerce , that arc ftill in the fame State in 
which I had left them. 

A s foon as I was free of thefe Vifits, I went to the Trench Ambafla- 
dors, being charged with a Commiffion towards them by the States Ge- 
neral, in their Refolution, which I font your Lordfliip already, touching 
the Quarterings of the French in Clevcs 3 and the Frontiers of the States 
Country ; belides, I was charged with another Commiffion by M. j Jilaf- 
picl !, fo that I had my Hands full enough, to enter into Buiinefs with 
them (as I had refolved to do) the firft Moment I Ihould be free after 
my coming to Town. 

The Marcfchal dpftradcs had fent a Gentleman to complement me 
upon my Return, as foon as he heard of my Arrival : I begun with ac- 
quainting them, as I had done the reft, with his Majcfty’s Dilfatisfa&ion ; 
to which M. Colbert replied, that he was confident my Collegues and 
myfelf would do them, the French , that Juft ice, as to bear witnefs, how 
ready they were to give us the firft Column in hgning ; how they had all 
along paid thcRcfpctt due to his Majefty’s Mediation ; and that they had, 
ever fincc my withdrawing hence, born the fame Refpedt to it, making ule 
of the Secretary of his Majcfty’s Embaffy; both of them making large Pro- 
feflions, but M. Colbert cfpecially, how glad they would be, every Man in 
his Particular, to contribute any Thing that lay in them to do, that the 
General Peace may be made up under his Majefty’s Direction and Mediation. 
M. Colbert coming to my Houfe next Day, and being upon the Theam of 
exchanging Ratifications, and executing the Treaty with the Emperor, 
told me, that the Ratifications had been fent them above three Weeks 
ago, and alfo a Commiffion for to agree here with the Imperial Ambaf- 
fadors, the Time, and other Circumftances, for drawing the Troops of 
each Party, to march to their own Territories ; and that they fliould 
have need of my Affiftancc ; for that he thought that Article, which is 
the 27 th^ would have great Difficulties in the executing of it, cfpecially 
if the Eledtor of Prandcnbnrgh did not mako his Peace before that Time. 

I told him, that for the affording of my Prefence in Matters of meer 
Form, fuch as I conceived the exchanging of the Ratifications, I defired 
to be cxcufed, having not affifted at the figning. Then faid he, there is 
to be an lmbarrafs between you and the lmpcrialifls : Whereupon I re- 
plied, that in Cafe there Ihould any Difficulties arife upon the Subjedt 
Matter of the Treaty, or the interpreting of any Article of it, (whereon 
Ihould depend the preferving of the Peace, and the well executing of 
the Treaty) I would, upon the Knowledge I have of his Majcfty’s great 
Zeal for the General Peace, and of the Gcnerofity wherewith he hath 
facriHced his Refcntments to it, affift and go between them, the French 
and the lmpertalifts , unlefs it Ihould pleafe his Majcfty to command 
me to forbear. 

This was my Anfwcr, in Profpcdt of this great Incident that is like 
to be, tho’ I am of Opinion, that the Impcrialijts will endeavour, in 
Order to avoid my Offices, to put their Commiffion for the evacuating 
of the Places, and withdrawing of the Troops, to be managed by the 
Nuncio and his Auditor. 

This gives me Occalion to beg your Lordlhip to dilcover, whether I 
have hit upon a Temperament that is to his Majefty’s I -iking, in tha£ I 
do intend, on <he one Side, not to fee the Imperial Ambaffadors upon 

any 
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any Vifit or Matter ef Form ; and? on the other Side? not to decline 
going to them, or to receive them at my Houle? if there ihould any B»* 
finefs arjfe relating to the Treaties they have made with his Majefty’s 
Mediation, oi.to the Peace and good Order Of this Place t nor yet to 
avoid going to any third Place, where the Buftnefs of my Fundion lhall 
lead me. 

Here is one extraordinary Cafe, wherein I moil humbly beg his Ma- 
jefty’s Directions, as well as upon that before > the Minifter of the 
Bifhop of Ofnaburgh hath been with me, to ddire my Offices with 
the Imperial Ambaifador, in Favour of the Prince his Matter ,* he deiircs 
withal, that Mr. Skelton may have his Majefty’s Orders, to apply to the 
Emperor to the fame EfFeCt ; ’tis not properly the Bulinefs of the Media- 
tion, as your Lordfhip will find in a Paper apart herewith inclofed ; it 
is between Allies, and not Enemies j it is for the Favour and Concur- 
rence of the Emperor at the Imperial Dyct , and not to make any Part 
of our Treaties here ,• it is, the Prince of Ofnaburgh having, by the Treaty 
of Munfter , a Right to fucceed Alternatively in that Bilhoprick, and 
the Komanift being of Courfc to fucceed this prefent Prince, who is a 
5 Protcftant? defires that his Son may come in and have that Turn $ and 
then for Recompence, two PopiJJj Bilhops Ihall come in luccelfively after 
him. The Qiieftion now is no more, than to do Offices at Vienna to this 
ElfeCt, and not require me to go upon this Errand to the Imperial Am* 
battadors here, conlidering my Commerce with them is not now as it 
was formerly, and that the Thing itfclf i^not properly the Bufinefs of 
the Mediation. But the Imperial\fts arc the only Minifters that I am 
like to have an Embarrafs with, for fo 1 guefs, having not yet heard 
from them, as I have from all other Minifters (that I yet hear of 
being in Town), excepting M. dc la Fuente , whom 1 cannot fee upon an 
old fcore. 

This is all the Account I have to give as to the Ceremonial Part, 
and how I have acquainted the Minifters here of his Majefty’s Diflfatis- 
fa&ion, and of his having facrificed it to his Zeal for the General Peace. 

A s to the other Point, I had refolved to enter upon my Function out 
of Hand, it is thus : The French Ambaffadors, on 'Thnrfday Night, ex- 
cufcd thcmfclves from receiving the Projed of a Peace that I had of M. 
Plafpiefs in my Hand ; not that they intended to make any Difficulty, 
or that there could be any in making up the Peace between France and 
the Elector, but that they muft require, as a previous Condition, that 
M. Plajpiel fhould declare, that he did purely and fimply accept tbofe 
Conditions, that the Moll Chriftian King had in a Manner preferibed to 
all the Parties, the i y tb of Jpril laift : Befides that, it was in vain for 
than to receive a Projed of Peace, when the Projed to be ottered at the 
fame’ Time from M. Plafpiel to the Swedes , did carry in it the Demand 
of all Pomerania ; fo that, upon the whole Matter, they, the French , 
would not, or could not, he faid, do any Thing, till this Ally was fatis- 
fied i only they recommended it to me very much, to do my Offices to 
bring the Prandenburgber and the Swedes as near together as I could j 
and when the Prandenburgber fhould be got off his high Demands of 
Stetin, See. then they, the French , would come in, and bring the Swedes 
to part with fomething (tho’ they could not promife it would be a Thing 
confiderablc) for the Peace’s Sake. 

M. OxenHiern , when I fpoke to him of the Projed I had in my Hand 
from M. Plafpiel '? told me, he could receive none, till he were iatisfied 
beforehand in two Points ; the one was, the Liberty of Correfpondence 
with the King their Matter $ the other was, the fetting at Liberty of 
* thofe 
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thole Swedes that were ihipwrackt at Bornholme, and repairing that high 
Violation of their Paifport that he charged the Dane with : Betides, he 
fays the French Conditions of April laft muft be accepted purply and 
limply by the Dane and Brandenburgher , before their Allies the French 
be at Liberty to Treat ; and fince the French would not till that were 
done receive any Projed, no more would they the Swedes . 

B u t when I told him, I Ihould be in a Condition within a Day or 
two to fatisfie him about the Liberty of their Correfpondencc, and that 
it was hard to make this Incident of ’Bornholm to be fuch an Obftaclc, 
as to debar us from entering into Negotiation, as alfo that the French 
might put their April Conditions into CWr^-projed, as one of their Ar- 
ticles, and lb the Negotiation would be fet on Foot ; and yet the Swedes 
would have it entire not to conclude, before they were fatisfied in th$ 
Bulincfs of Bornholm ; as alfo the French , till they had an Anfwcr upon 
their Demand, of having the April Conditions accepted ; he took Time 
to conlider of the whole Matter, to advife with his Collcguc, (who is 
at this Time ill, and admits of no Vilit) and to take his Mcafures with 
the French , about their accepting or not accepting the refpertive Projects 
that I am ready to give into them. 

M. Blafpiel guclfes, from the Demand that the French make, that their 
April Conditions Ihould be accepted ; that they do not mean to make a 
Peace,- for if he ihould accept thofe Conditions beforehand, the Eledor 
would not have any Pretence to retain any Thing, but muft reftore all 
to Sweden : He gave me Liberty, by word of Mouth, to tell the Swedes , 
that however his Propofition in Writing was for the Ccflion of 'Pomera- 
nia to the Electoral Houfc, yet the Eledor would be content to have it 
for himfclf and the Heirs Male of his Body, and after to return to Swe- 
den ; only he pretended the Title ihould be always in his Houfc : Be- 
tides, he would do what he could, that Sweden might have Compcnfa- 
tion fome way or other in the Empire, for what ihould be parted with' 
to the Elcdor. 

The Danijh Ambatiador has promifed me, ever fince 'Fburfday Night, 
a Declaration that ihould be fatisfadory to the Swedes , about their Let- 
ters and Couriers j but he will not accept the April Conditions, nor the 
Treaty of Copenhagen , and he will have a Centre- projed exchanged at 
the fame Time that his own is given in. 

Thus ftand the Pretentions of the ieveral Parties i but, as far as I 
can gather, there is but little Hopes of a fudden clofe : M. Blafpiel ex- 
perts new Inftrudions, upon the Report that M. Meinders ihall have 
made to the Eledor, at his Return to Berlin ; and he let fall to me, 
that the Eledor might poflibly be adtifed to make a Peace with Sweden 
upon their own Terms, but that he would never advife any fuch Thing, 
tho’ lie be the raoft prefs’d of all the Eledor’s Miniftcrs ,* all he hath in 
the World being in the Dutchy of Cleves , and in the Hands of the French. 

One Tiling I perceive that he and the Dane do much hearken after, 
and, which is more, do hope for, that England may yet break with 
France however, that the Treaty between the Emperor and France will 
not be fo foon executed, cfpccially the 2 jtb Article, (which I have men- 
tioned already) for emptying of Places, and withdrawing their Troops 
on both Sides : Nor are they without Hopes, but Jhe Duke of Lorain , 
with what Force he can make, may come into their Party : It is certain, 
that the Duke will .not ratifie, nor does he detire that the Emperor 
Ihould ratifie that which concerns him ; the Emperor will be willing to 
raze ‘Pbifipslwrgh, (as M. Cannon told me) and to procure what further 
Content he can for France , provided fome Eafe be giv<Sn to that Duke. 
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The Swedes, on their Side, will come (as far as I can guels) to no 
Conclusion, till their Courier, that has carried hence the Ceflation of 
Arms, and their Treaty with the Biftiop of Munfter , be returned ; and 
then little of Compliance is to be hoped from them, towards the con- 
tenting of the Elector ; whom they look upon as decaying «>«•* iate very 
much, and not like to hold out long, and therefore concerned to make 
up his Peace as foon as is polfiblc. 

M. Colbert has complained to me exceedingly, in the fcvcral Conven- 
tions I have had with him, of the Difficulty they, the French , have, to 
fatisfie their Ally the Swede ; which hath obliged him and his Colleguc 
to write to the Moil Chriftian King, that let France do what it could 
for Sweden , it was in a manner impoffiblc to content it j it was therefore 
his Opinion, (tho* he did not fay they had writ fo to the Moft Ohri- 
ftian King) that they muft at laft limit the particular Conditions 
that they Shall think reafonablc . for Sweden to accept from the 
Elector and 'Denmark ; and to tell them, that the Moft Chriftian King s 
Treaties and Honour would be fully fatisfied, in gaining for them fuch 
and fuch Conditions,- which, if they would be content with, they would 
imploy their Offices and Arms to procure them $ but if not, France 
was not bound to exhauft itfelf by continuing in an evcrlafting War, to 
procure for them what they could not demand in Rcafon. This he 
fpoke to me in Confidence, and this is all the Account I can yet give 
of the Negotiations here, after feveral Convcrfations had with each of 
the Parties. 

The Anfwcr that the French gave me, upon what the States General • 
had recommended to me, goes herewith, and apart in the Copy of my 
Letter to the Pcnfioncr upon that Occafion. 1 am, &c.

My Lord, 

I N the clofe of my Letter of yefterday, I mentioned to your Lord- 
fliip M. A EJlrades Journey to Amfterdam, together with the Rca- 
fon which was given for it, which was, to offer to that City the King 
his Mafter’s Protection. Some Hours after the Poft was gone, the 
Dutch Ambaffadors told me, that there was another Reafon given for 
that fudden Motion which was, that there being a Likelihood there 
would be ’ere long a Breach between England and France , the Ma- 
refchal went to fix that City, and to keep it, if not openly and avowedly 
within the Intcrcfts of France , yet from taking any Part with England 
againft France this, M. Hough faid, he had from a pretty good Hand. 
’Tis certain that this Voyage was not thought of by the Marefchal, till 
the French Letters came in on Sunday Morning, nor was it declared to 
the Family, till the Marefchal was going to Bed at Night : He went 
away yefterday at 6 in the Morning, defigning to reach Utrecht by Night, 
and then to fet himfclf in the Night-Boat, that he may be at Amfterdam 
early this Morning; M. Heugb told me, that M. Colbert is not plcafcd, 
that he was not acquainted, at lcaft as timely as the Marefchal himfelf, 
with this Commiffion, for he knew nothing of it but what he was told 
late overnight. The Reafon given out here for this Voyage is, that 
the Marefchal is gone to fettle his Affairs relating to a Regiment he had 
formerly in the Service of this State, which he would gladly bring his 
Grand-child in to. The Marefchal font for FrciitU, (who* 1 told your 
Vol. II. C c c c Lord- 
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Eordlhip, was at Amjlerdam to buy Ships, and to bring them to Dun- 
kirk) and would have had him take a Turn hither, upon the preffmg 
Halt lie was in to return to ‘Dunkirk . This is all that I can yet learn 
of this Matter, which, tho’ it be but little and uncertain, yet 1 fend it 
by Exprefs to the Brill, in Hopes to overtake the Pacquct-Boat that is 
to go off with yelterday’s 1 setters. M. d'RJlrcidcs is to be back on Fri- 
day next. 1 am, C c.

H AVING given your Eordlhip a much longer Trouble by my lalt of 
the j \ ft, and by another of the 17? Current, than I would wil- 
lingly have given, cfpecially in Parliament Time, I’ll endeavour to make 
fome Amends by this, in being fo much the Ihorter. 

Hike is nothing yet ripe in any Negotiation between the Northern 
Miniftcrs, only I Hatter myfelf the Swede and the Brandenburgher w ill 
be brought off the Preliminaries : I am polfdled likevvife with two Trea- 
ties of Peace and Commerce, and the Differences upon them, between 
the Swede and Dutch Ambafladors, but have made as yet no Progrefs in 
them. 

M .Colbert was with me this Morning, to acquaint me, that M. Caho 
had had Orders of the King his Mailer, to forbear all Military Exe- 
cutions in the Country of Cleccs , on the other Side the Rhine , (which 
was a Thing the Bnindenburgh Ambaffador Hood upon at the making up 
of the Collation) till after the Expiration of it, which tv ill be the \ft of 
May, NS. and he and his Collegue, who (he told me) would be back 
from Amjlerdam to Morrow at Night, will write effectually to M. Cabo, 
to have this obferved. 

This News I carried ffrait to M .Blafpicl, who received it with 
great Joy, for the Intcreft and Compaflion he hath for thofe poor People, 
i had a long Debate with him, upon the Preliminaries he hath depend- 
ing with tho Swedes ; I find him fair and pliable, and the Swedes rfre 
brought about very much as to him, but not as to the Dcinijh Ambaifa- 
dor at all ; the Offices of M. Colbert , whereof he was pleafed to give me 
an Account at large lalt Night, having been very prevalent with them. 

The Imperial Ambafladors font a Gentleman to me laft Night, to 
defire me to give them an Hour, that they might fee me and Jcrvcpnc, 
thole wire Ins Words, at my Houle : My Anfwer was, that if it was 
Matter of Ceremony only, or Matter of mcer Formality in the Negotia- 
tion, fuch as my alfifting at the Exchange of the Ratifications, I found 
myfelf firlt obliged to write, and humbly beg to know his Majclly’s 
1’leafure, before they Iheuld take any fuch Trouble upon them; but if 
there was any Incident fallen out, or any Office relating to my Function 
to be den- between them and any other, that were Parties to the Trea- 
ties, 1 was ready to receive them, and to do my Office, as near as 1 
could, anfwerable to his Majclly’s Intentions and Zeal for the Publick 
Peace. The Gentleman took upon him to fay, it was no Formality as 
lie believed, and that if I pleafed, he would inform himfelf further under- 
hand ? I told him, his Mailers could quickly determine thatj and de- 
iiu.d b :, r to let them know, that if they had any Offices to require of 
me, *n 1 r to the Ends abovementioned, 1 fliould be ready at all Hours 


I thought 
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I thought this to be the beft Way, and upon fuch an Opportunity, not 
to conceal that his Majefty had Refcntmcnts of what is pail, ana that 
he did not facrificc them to any other Confederation, but that of the 
General Peace : At lcaft, 1 thought the lcfTcr Complaifancc I Ihew’d, 
upon a captious and cold Addrefs as this was, was the fafer Hand for 
me to err on, iince his Majefty *s Diflatisfattions had been fo publickly 
taken Notice of. 

M. Colbert asked me laft Night, whether I could fuficr that the Rati- 
fications fhould be brought by the Secretaries on both Sides unto my 
Houfe, and fetch’d away again by Secretaries ; I cxcufed myfelf with 
telling him, that if there arofe any Difficulty relating to the exchang- 
ing of the Ratifications, I was ready to do fuch Offices as might be ufe- 
ful to reconcile any Difference ; but for the Ceremony of exchanging, 
his Majefty s Miniftcrs having not had the Part they pretended in the 
figning, I could not enter into it without further Order; which I bcfecch 
your Lordfhip to fend me, if I have erred in any of thefe Steps ; but 
M. Colbert feemed to be fatisfied. I am, &c.

S INCE my laft of the 3 d 3 we have been able to make no Progrcfs, 
either in the Peace of the Norths or in that between Sweden and 
this State. The laft Letters the Hrandenbtirgb Ambaflador hath from 
7 lcrlin, arc indeed after the Elector’s Arrival there, but M. Meindert 
was not yet come ; and confcqucntly nothing final could be expected 
from the Elector : The Exprefs that carried the Peace with the Empe- 
ror to the King of Sweden , is not yet returned ,• and for that Rcafon the 
Swed/Jlj Ambafladors here do in a Manner decline Conferences, only they 
arc content to wave the Preliminaries between them ; and the Ambafla- 
dor of 'Brandenbnrgb , provided he declares beforehand that he accepts 
of the French Conditions propofed in April was 12 Months, and confcnts 
to the entire Re-eftablifhmcnt of the Treaties of Wefiphalia ; which, if 
he does, amounts fully to the yielding up of all his Majefty’s Pretenfions. 

I had Conference on Saturday with the French , upon Occalion of this 
rigorous Demand of the Swedes ; they told me, their Orders were exprefs 
to ftand by them ; only they added, that when the brandenbnrgb Ara- 
baflador fhould fo moderate his Demands, that they, the French , might 
judge it rcafonable for the Swedes to clofe with them, rather than con- 
tinue the War, they would then come in and joyn with me ; and if 
their Oifices would not do, they hoped the King their Mafler would 
fpeak effectually, and bring the King of Sweden to clofe with the Elector. 
But when they (aid it muft not be any confiderable Matter that the 
lilc&or muft pretend to retain ; fomc Parcels of Land that the Swedes 
got from him by particular Agreements, after the Peace of Wefiphalia 
was made, he may have again, and that will bo all. 

T h u Ratifications between the French' and the Imperialifls are not 
yet exchanged, thoVt be 8 or 9 Days Iince the Imperialifls received theirs ; 
the Difficulty Is, as I underftand from others, the Imperialifls would have 
an Act from the French Ambafladors, to declare that the Duke of Lo- 
ra in > not ratifying within the Time limited, the Emperor and Empire arc 
not bound to make good any Thing that is promifed in the Treaties on 
his Behalf ; but that the Articles are to be reputed pro nenferiptis , and 
Vol. II. C c c c i that 
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that this Cafe is to be put off to further Treaties : This Declaration the 
French Ambafladors have not yet given. 

' 1 ' h e Susedijh Ambafladors, for their Parts, have given in the Prbtefta- 
tion that goes herewith inclofcd ; to the End it may appear, there w ant-’ 
ed no Diligence on their Part, tho’ their Ratification fhouid happen not 
to come to hand within the Time. 

Yesterday the French Ambafladors were with me, to tell me, that 
thcKing their J\I after had, by the Tetters they had newly received, com- 
manded them to make it Publick in this Aflembly, that he defires no- 
thing more heartily than a General Peace j that in order to have it 
fpcedily, there was not any better Means, than to be in a Condition to 
piofecutc the War effectually ; that he had appointed two great Armies 
to be drawn together, and to be in a Rcadinefs, the one in Alfatia , and 
the other in the Neighbourhood of the Ras-Rhine , and there to expert 
the Exchange of the Ratifications ; and not only that, but the execut- 
ing the Peace, by withdrawing of the Imperial Troops into the Heredi- 
tary Countries, and by the voiding of thofe Places that the Emperor 
now poflcfles, and is, upon the Peace, to give up to their Proprietors in 
the Empire. 

They did not defire me to pafs any Office upon this Point with the 
Imperial Amballadors, or any other $ whether the Emperor will be 
brought to do this, a little Time will flicw but his Amballadors, in the 
Conferences we have had upon this Matter at the making up of the 
Treaty, did induftrioufly avoid to promife the Thing cxprclly, and would 
not be brought to mention the Retreat of the Emperor’s Troops into 
the Hereditary Countries, fince the Troops of France were not to retreat 
within the French Territories, but to continue in the Polls afligned them 
in the Empire. 

An other Thing they told me out of the fame Tetters, and defired 
me to pafs my Offices upon it towards M. Rlafpiel ; it w as, that the 
Moft Chriftian King, upon the Complaint of M. Coningsmark , doth highly 
refent, that the Elertor of Rrandenbtirgb does refufe to him the Securi- 
ties that are nccelfary for him and his Troops to pafs into Sweden •, there- 
fore it was cxprefly laid in the Letter, that if the Elector do not procure 
for him the free PalTage that he hath promifed j as alfo procure thofe 
that arc Prifoners, after they had been wrack’d at 'Bornholm, to be fet 
at Liberty, he the Moll Chriftian King — prendra toutes les occafms de 
Lay en faire e proaver fin rejjentiment particular , & de Lay faire 
connoitre comhien il ejl indigne A m femblable precede a f egard de fes Allies. 
Thcfc were the very Words of the Letter : I gave an Account of them 
immediately to M .Rlafpiel, and telling him likewife of the two great 
Armies that France intended to have on Foot, his Reflexion was, ('par- 
ticularly as to the Army upon the Ras-Rhine ) in befceching God there 
might no Mifchicf befal the Kingdom of England by this great arming, 
which does not leem fo neceflary for to bring about the Execution of 
the Peace between France and the Empire. I am, &c.

S INCE my laft, which was of the 7 th, M . Rlafpiel defired me to re- 
prefent to the French AmbafTadors, how reafonablc it was that the 
Moft Chriftian King fhouid procure to the Elector of Rrandenburgb a 

Peace 
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Peace that fliould be at Icrift of equal Advantages to hiin, as that is 
which was lately made at Zell, by the foie Procurement of France to 
the Houfe of Lunenburg}), i. That tho* the ElcCtor ihould have all he 
hath gained in Tomer ant a yielded and made over to him, yet this Peace 
would not be at all as advantageous to him, as that of ZeU is to tho 
Princes of Lnncnbitrgb. 3. That to thetnd Sweden might not be thought 
to part with ‘Pomerania without a Compenfation fome other Way, the 
lile&or was ready to (hew how that may be done, partly by France , 
partly by the Empire, and partly by himfelf. 

But the French Ambafladors were fo far from relilhing any Thing of 
this, or entering into a Difcuflion of the Reafon, when I laid it before 
them, which was on Tucfday laft, that M. Colbert faid, they would leave 
me proportion fihonteufe , to be anfwcrcd by M. Cako, who w as then in 
Town ,• that he w ould be fure to do it as foon as ever the 1 ft of May 
came, for then the Ceflation of Arms expires j that this was to be an- 
fwcrcd no other Way, than by the Mouth of good Cannon j that they 
would flick to their Allies, fo as to bring the Elector to render to Swe- 
den every Inch of the Poflcflions he had gained $ and that the Elector had 
failed the King their Mafter in his Word on feveral Occalions ,* and more 
to that Purpofe, ail with great Heat. 

The Truth is, this Anfwer, and the Manner of it, was fuch, that I 
could not but fufpcCt, upon comparing it with the Conference I had bad 
w r ith them but on Saturday laft, about the Means of making up the 
Peace between Sweden and the Elector, that they had fome lharper Or- 
ders that had fincc intervened. This I am the more apt to believe, 
becaufe that being yefterday with the Marefchal, to defire him to write 
for a Prolongation of the Ceflation of Arms j he faid, it was not to be 
done, and that they durft not write about it, M. Cako having had Arid 
Orders to pafs the Rhine as foon as ever the Ceflation is ended, and to 
pofllfs himfelf of all the Elector’s Countries in his Way to Lipfiadt , 
Minden , &c. to the Wefer Side ; that the ElcCtor, on the other Side, 
takes very wrong Meafures, which do much offend the Moft Chriftian 
King, in that he thinks of abandoning his Countries here, and to de- 
fend Pomerania againft all the Powers of France -, whereas he will be 
lcfs able (as M. Colbert exprefled it upon another Occafion) to fet out 
10,000 Men, than France to pour in 100,000 Men upon him. Befidcs, 
the Houfe of Ltincnburgh do already put themfelvcs into a Pofture to 
onpofe the Pall age of any Troops 01 his to the Defence of Minden 1, or 
any 'I'hing elfe he hath on this Side their Country. 

1 1 the Moft Chriftian King do refont it as a great Difappointment to 
him, that the Elector did not give in to the Peace, I humbly fubmit it to 
Conii deration, whether he did not intend, in cafe the ElcCtor had made 
his Peace, to imploy thefe Forces fome other Way j it being in every 
bo *y’s Mouth here, that FYance is defigning fome Mifchicf againft En- 
gland ,• and the Ground they generally go upon is, the great Force that 
is continued ftill on Foot in Flanders . I cannot learn there are above 
10,000 Men in thefe Countries of Cleves , J tillers, and Cologn , for their 
Expedition towards Wefer : M. etFftrades did not fpeak or their Num- 
ber, but that they arc to be re-unforced with 20,000 Men out of Flanders . 

When I gave M. Wafpicl an Account how the French Ambafladors 
rejected bis Overture, and that there were no Hopes of building any 
Thing upon that Foundation he profefled ferioufly to me, he had no 
Orders to go any Thing lower, and that he dares not advilc his Mafter 
to fubmit to the fliameful Terms that Sweden would reduce him to, but 
* . rather 
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rather to run the Hazard of all Extremities ; tho’ there might be fomc 
that would advife him otherwife. 

M. Blafpiel took Notice to me, in this Converfation, of the Talk that 
is at prefent in this Town, how the Elector is making his Peace, feme 
liiy at Berlin , others at Hamburgh , and that he intends not to have it 
concluded here ; it being confidently given out, that the Count fie Ra- 
Icnac is already at Berlin others will have him to be, as ’tis molt cer- 
tain he was by the lalt Letters, at Hamburgh-, and that M. Meinders 
was going from Berlin to join him there. To fhew how groundlcfs thole 
Reports are, he produced a Letter from M. Meinders, of the 29 th of 
the lall Month, 0. S> it was written about half way between Zell (where 
he had made a Halt for feme Days) and Berlin , whither he was huddl- 
ing j in his Letter, he wrote that he had been much made of by the 
Dukes of Zell, that he had met the Sieur de Rabenac there, and that he 
had told him, he had no Orders from the King his Mailer to go to 
Berlin ,• this he delired me to take Notice of, and to make an humble 
Representation of it to his Majedy ; adding withal, that the Elector 
does rely (and will do) fo mucli the more upon his Majedy’s Media- 
tion, as that he finds his Majedy hath been plcafed to fend a Minider 
hither back again, in Confederation of the Elector. 

These Reports of Conferences at Hamburgh arc fo much the more 
drong, that C. Antoine d Oldcmbtirgh is come thither, and has had Confe- 
rences with the C. de Rabenac ; but one of the Holftcin Miniders told me 
lad Night, that one of the great Ends (if not the only one) of C. d 01- 
dcmbnrgh's coming thither, and of the King of 'Denmark's coming to the 
Neighbourhood, that is, to Gluckjladt, is to bring the Duke of Ilolftein, 
if poinble, to a feparate Accommodation from Sweden ; which that Duke 
hitherto abfolutely refufeth to hearken to, refolving not to make his 
Peace, till the King of Sweden do make his. 

Oh ! TitcJday Evening M. Oxcnjticrn was with me, to acquaint me,' 
that having received from the King his Mader his Ratifications of the 
Peace with the Empire, he and hisColIcgue were commanded to exprefs 
the high Sentiments of Thanks that their King had for his Majedy, for 
his great Affection for the Good of that King and Kingdom, for his inde- 
fatigable Pains in his Offices of Mediator, and for the happy Conclulion 
he had by his Directions put to the Peace between Sweden and the Em- 
pire. This he defired might be reprefented to his Majedy, as a Matfer 
that the Swcdijh Ambaffadors had in fpecial Charge to acquit themfelvcs 
of, as foon as their King’s Orders came to their Hands. 

In the next Place, he told me, that having received their Ratifications, 
he and his Colleguc wifhed very much they might pafs through my 
Hands; that it was a great Regret to them, that his Majedy’s Ambaf- 
fadors did not affid at the figning, as it had been always their Meaning 
that they fliould have the Place due to them at the Solemnity ; and that it 
was the common Caufe of Kings that we maintained, and that they would 
alw ays look upon it as fuch ; that it was very much for his Majedy’s 
Honour, that he was pleafed to allow of my Return to do my Functions, 
as before, in the Real, and that they durd not ask me to do it in the 
Ceremonial part ; only his Majedy having therein taken a Temperament, 
which fuited bed with his own Zeal for the General Peace, and with the 
prefent Needs of Chriflcndom. 

Another Thing was, to cxcufe to me M. Sikercroon, who had pro- 
mifed to give me in Writing the Day before, that Light and ProfpeCt in 
the Differences between the Swedes and the Dutch about their Com- 
merce, as would enable me to bring both Parties to a ciofe ; that* upon 

their 
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their Debate of the Matter, they had found it to be the beft Way, that 
M. d (Fhcnkrantz fhould forthwith go to the Hague*, (as he was gdftc 
’that Morning) notwithftanding a very great Indifpolition upon him, and 
take M . Piker croon along with him ; in Hopes that, during the prefent 
fitting of the States of Holland^ they might put an End to that knotty 
Bufincfs upon the Place; but fo, he faid, as to do no more than to pre- 
pare Things, and bring them to a Point, but the Treaty to be figned here, 
'Phis was fomewhat furprizing to M. Harcn> whom I acquainted pre- 
fently with it, and to mylclf ; but we thought this fudden Change pro- 
ceeded from feme new Orders that the lafi Courier may have brought 
them, together with the Ratifications. 

I did not fail, upon this Occafion, to mind him of the State in which 
the Bulinefs between him and 'Brandcnburgb lay, and how two thirds of 
the Time for the Collation was now lapled; but in this he was not at 
all more flexible than at other Times, requiring that before all Things, 
M. llciigh and M. Hhifprcl fhould declare, that the Treaties of Wcf.pha- 
lia and Copcnhagncn fliould be reftored in all their Points ; which is as 
much as to fay, that thofe Amballadors are to have nothing in a manner 
left to pretend to, or to Treat upon. 

The Ratifications between the Imperial Ambaftadors on the one Side, 
and the French and Swedijh Ambalfadors on the other, were exchanged 
yelterday, by Secretaries going between them, and to their rcfpe&ivo 
Houfes. I was this Day at M. Slafpief s and M. /fared s, to inform my 
lbif of all Particulars ,• which (it being fb late before I have their Aa- 
fwer) I humbly take Leave to referve for my next. I am, Qr.

S INCE- my lafl, which was of the 10 tb 3 1 have the favour of one 
of the 4 lb Current from your l.ordlhip to acknowledge. 

'Luc Circumllances relating to the Exchange of the Ratifications, 
that I would have added in my lafl, (but that I was ftraitned in Time) 
were thefc : The Imperial Amballadors, before the Exchange was 
made, were upon a folemn Complement with the Dantfh and Frandcn- 
bnrgb Amballadors in their Houfes ; they came, they told them, in Con- 
formity to the Alliance that the Emperor hath with the King of ‘Den- 
mark and the Elector of ‘Brandcnburgb^ to acquaint them with the Step 
they w* re then going to make, and to allure them, that the Emperor 
held that Alliance to be Hill binding and entire, notwithftanding they 
were fo unhappy, as to have been forced to vary from that one Point, 
in not making the Peace jointly, but to feparate from their Allies ; that 
the Emperor would do his beft to procure to thofe Allies that Satisfaction 
that the Alliance between them bears. 

For the Manner of exchanging the firft Propofal, which proceeded 
from the Nuncio’s ‘Auditor, was, that it fliould be done by the Ambafib- 
dors thcmfelvcs, and that the French fhould firft go to M. de Greek's 
Houfc, and leave their Inftrumcnts there; for it was done jult fo at 
Ahmfter, neither the Nuncio, nor the Venetian Amballador, (who were 
the Mediators there) appearing, much Ids intervening. 

This th c French were content to do; but M. Stradtfman could not 
frame himfeff to this Expedient, he having not all this while fecn the 

• French 
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Trench Ambalfadors, (except it were in the Pcrfonal Conferences they 
had in my Apartment at the Stadthoufc) by reafon of an Embarrafs 
depending between him and them, ever fince the firft Entre-vilits of Ccr 
remony. 

The Exchange being then committed to the Secretaries, the Trench 
Secretary went firft to the Biftiop of Gurck's, and having firft exhibited 
the Inftrumcnt of Ratification from the Moft Chriftian King to the Em- 
peror, he produced another feparatc Inftrumcnt of Ratification to the 
three Eltates of the Empire ; this being unexpected to the Imperial Se- 
cretary, he went up Stairs, to confult the Imperial Ambalfadors upon it, 
who gave him Order to receive the laft Inftrumcnt likewile, if it were 
prefs’d upon him, and to tell the Trench Secretary, that the lmperia 1 
Ambaftadors would fend that alfo to the Emperor, to difpofe of it as he 
Ihould think fit. 

This Point is reckoned as a great one gained to the Prejudice of the 
Imperial Superintendency ; for tho’ it be true that the Trench gave in 
two Inftrumcnts of Ratification at Mttnfler , yet they were both of them 
exactly of the fame Tenor, and not as thefe were, the one for the Em- 
peror, and the other for the Eftatcs of the Empire. 

When the Imperial Secretary came to the Marcfchal’s, the Trench 
Secretary demanded over and above the Emperor’s Ratification, the 
Original Conclufion of the Dyct at Ratisbon , whereby the Treaty is ap- 
proved, and the Emperor hath the Confent of the States to ratific it. 
There was a Copy produced ; it was pleaded for the Imperialijls , that 
have but one Original, they could not give it to the Trench , for that 
the Swedes would have a Pretence to an Original likewife ; but Rccourfe 
being had to the Swedes , they laid they would be content with a Copy, 
and fo the Trench had the Original. This is all that I know worth your 
Lordlhip’s Notice in this Bufinefs ; only M. Colbert went to complement 
M. de Gurck next Day, who, as tis faid, told him, that this Peace was 
fcarcc to be reputed compleat, much lefs fure, until that of the North 
too be made up. 

Ihttrfday Evening the Duke of Lorain's Miniftcr came to me, and 
having enlarged much upon the lad Condition the Duke his Mailer is 
left in by fo many potent Allies, notvvithftanding their Obligations by 
Treaty ; he left with me a Proteftation in Form againft the ieveral Ar- 
ticles that relate to Lorain , in the Treaty now ratified between the Em- 
peror and the Moft Chriftian King ; a Copy of the Proteftation goes 
herewith. 

On Triday I went to the Trench Ambalfadors, and made it my Suit 
to them, to provide themfelves of a Faculty (if they be not provided 
already) to prolong the Term of the Celfation, which w’ill be expired 
this Day fevennight : They anfwercd me very civilly, that they would 
write, but had no Hopes to obtain any Thing, in regard that two thirds 
of the Time were pafs’d, without lo much as entering into the main 
Bufinefs j which they attributed to the Inflexiblenefs of the Elector of 
Rrandenbnrgb ; but that that ihould do him no Good, they faid; for that 
i. M.Calco had his Orders already, to pafs the Rhine as foon as ever 
May Day, N S. comes. 2. That the Dyet at Ratisbon will fuddcnly 
fend their Summons to the Ele&or to lay down his Arms. And, 3. That 
his own Neighbours arc arming very ftrongly to oppofe his Paflagc this 
Way. 

These two laft Points M. Rlafpiel allows to be certain, but Lieu- 
tenant General Spaen told me on Saturday , that M. Caho cannot be fo 
foon ready to pafs the Rhine, 


When 
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When I propofed in like Manner the prolonging of the Term of the 
deflation to M. Oxcnfticrn, he gave no Anfwer, but that he would fpeak 
with his Allies here, and would write to his. Collcguc at the Hague ; 
only he obferved to me, that a Prolongation would be very inconvenient 
for the King his Matter, he having appointed the i Ji of May for a Ge- 
neral Itendezvouz of his Horfc in Schoonen , which will be a Body of 
13,000 Horfe, belidcs 14,000 Foot. 

T h e Swcdijh Ambafl'adors have at latt accepted of an Accommoda- 
tion with the Ambafl'adors of 'Denmark , about their Correfpondcnce ; 
the Manner I have entered it goes along, for it was agreed that it ihould 
not be a Declaration from the Dane to the Swede ^ but to me ; and 
both to have Copies of it from my Entry. 

Having been with the Trench this Day, with a Propofition from the 
JSrandenlurgb Ambalfador, 1 find the Elector hath made a great Step to- 
wards France ; it is, he offers to depofite fomc ftrong Place in the Coun- 
try of Cleves in the Hands of the French for a Gage, that the Elector 
will Treat in good earneff upon any reafonablc Propofition. 1 know no 
Place that deferves the Name of ftrong, but that of Wefel. I found the 
French Ambafl'adors reliflied the Propofition as foon as I brought it to 
them this Afternoon. M. de Spaen had, I perceived, given them a Taft 
of it on Friday laft. 

I came juft now (as I am doling) from (peaking with the Ambalfador 
of 'Brandcnbtirgb , about the free Paflagc of his Highnefs Prince Rupert's 
Yacht. He promifeth all that is defired within his Matters Territories, 
and to furnilh the Yacht with fuch Pafl'ports when it comes up hither, 
as fliall clear the reft of the Way. But I do not intend to rely upon that ; 
’tis true here arc no Minifters of the other Princes concerned, yet I fliall 
apply by feme Means or other to all of them for fo reafonablc a Thing. 

I have this Day acquainted the Holfiein Minifters with his Ma jetty’s 
gracious Orders relating to their Matter, for which they w ere exceeding 
thankful.

My Lord, 

M Y laft I troubled your Lordlhip with was of the 14 tb, I have now 
the Favour of one from your Lordlhip of the 8 tb to acknow- 
ledge, and therein the infinite Grace and Goodncfs of his Majcfty, in 
that he is plcafed not to difapprovc the Courfe I took upon my return- 
ing hither, in declining nothing that was Real, and in avoiding every 
Thing that was Ceremonial. 

That which hath been offered to the King, concerning an Article 
of Amncfty to all the Princes of the Empire, in order to have fome fuch 
Articles added in fomc of the Treaties that are yet to be made, 1 fear 
is hardly practicable at thisTimc,- the Powers of the Impcrialijis , French , 
and Swedes , naturally expiring, after the Treaties between them were 
brought to a Conclulion and ligned : If any fuch Article be offered, it 
muft be to them ; for they arc the only Parties capable to ftipulatc luch 
an Article. 

His Electoral Highnefs 'Palatine obferved the Want there w r ould bo 
of. fuch an Article, but advifed me not of it, till about a Week after 
the Treaties between the Emperor, France, and Sweden , were figned. 
Vol.»II. D d d d His 
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His Elc&oral Highnefs defired me to propofe it, not as from him, but to ; 
bring it in fomc other Way ; but finding it too late to do it after the 
Peace was figned, 1 had Rccourfe to him again, and he thought fit not 
to require any fiich Thing at my Hand. 

Upon this Occafion, I took Leave to lay before his Electoral Highnefs, 
that thefe Treaties of Ntmeguen being fo twitted (as they arc) with the 
Treaties of Wcftphatia , thefe arc to be the Rule by which thofe of AT/- 
meguen are to be interpreted in all future Ages : Now the Amnefty in 
thofe Treaties of Nimegnen, arc the fame to a Syllabic with that in the 
Weft pb alia Treaties ; and iince the Amnefty in thefe Treaties hath been 
facred enough to keep the Peace between one State of the Empire and 
another, tho’ there be no exprefs Claufe that makes the Amnefty to reach 
between the Eftates of the Empire, as it docs between the Parties Prin- 
cipal in the Treaty ; I will hope that the Amnefty in the Treaties of 
Nitneguen will be reputed no lefs facred, and will comprife within the 
Equity of it an Abolition of all the Bruflies and Clafliings, that may 
have been between the one Eftate of the Empire and another, as well 
as the Hoftilities between tho Emperor, and the Crowns of France and 
Sweden.

My Lord, 

I Have in my laft, which was of the 17 th, acknowledged the Favour 
of one from your Lordlhip of the 8 th Current : I have acquainted 
M. de 'Platen , the O/naburgh Minifter, as I was directed by your Lordlhip, 
with his Majcftys Rcfolution to give the Bilhop of Ofnalmrgh his Aflift- 
ancc at the Court of Vienna , and to give Orders to Mr. Skelton , to im- 
ploy his beft Offices, in his Majefty’s Name, as foon as his Majcfty ihould 
know the Time when the Pretenfions of that Prince were to be let on 
Foot at that Court. 

M. dc Platen exprefled a great Joy at what I told him, of his Majefty’s 
having, over and above the great Confideration he hath for the Houfc 
of Luncnburgh , a particular Efteem and Friendftiip for the Prince bis 
Maftcr j and for the prccife Time that his Pretenfions are to be fet on 
Foot at Vienna , he defired it might be humbly reprefented to his Ma- 
jefty, that it is at this very Time, and that the Marquifs de Qrana hath 
undertaken the Management of it : And M. Platen defines, that Part of 
Mr. Skelton's Order may be, to joyn with M. de Grana, and to take what 
1 jght he will be able to, give him. He likewiie defires, that if it may 
ftand with his Majefty’s Pleafure, Mr. Savile may be writ to, to the fame 
EJfett, in France ; for the Prince of Ofnalmrgb follicits at this Time, with 
all the Intercft he hath, the Concurrence of the Mott Chriftian King ; 
his- fpccial Confidence in that Court is in M. de Gourville. 

Yesterday M. Plafpiel, the Rrand&nburgb Ambafiador, defired me 
to remonttrate with my moft prefling Offices to the French Ambalfadors, 
that; M. Caine had, before the Ceflation was expired, pafs’d the Rhine, 
and polfefs’d himfclf of a Cattle called Anger oort, belonging to the Duke 
of Newburgh, and feituated in Perguland, but bordering dole upon the 
Country ot Cloves , on the farther Side of the Rhine ; that this was a 
Violation of tho Ceflation, and' the more, in that the French had Ihot 
out of that Cattle upon the Prandenburgh Soldiers, after they had been 
notified, that there was no Hoiliiity intended on the Prandenburgti Side; 
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and therefore M. Rlafpicl defired, that the French Ambafladors would 
give JVl. Caho fuch Orders, that no Hoftility might be committed, not 
only before the Celfation expired, but alfo that an Order might be had 
from the Moft Chri/tian King, to the Proportion that they, the French 
Ambafladors, had received from Lieutenant. General Spaen, and had 
charged thcmfelves with on Friday laft was fevcnnigjht, to procure the 
Anfwer of their King upon it. The French Ambailadors did not take 
upon them to juftify M. Cako's palling the Rhine ; but anfvvercd briskly, 
that they would give M. Blafpiel a Meeting out of Hand at my Houfe, 
and would, if M. Blafpicl was inftru&cd, as they were, (they having re- 
ceived a Courier but two Hours before) they would quickly come to a 
Settlement of that whole Matter. 

The French Ambailadors and M. Rlafpiel being met, the French ask- 
dti M. Blafpiel, whether he had Power to put Wefel and Lipjiadt into 
the Hands of the French till the Peace was made e He having anfwcred 
yes ; they told him, they, on the other Side, had Power to prolong the. 
Collation for io Days longer, in Cafe Wefel alone were put into their 
Hands, and alfo to add 5 Days to thofc 10, in Cafe Lipjladt, as well 
as Wefel, was given to them. 

Here M. Blafpiel faid, his Orders were not to give up cither, or 
both thofc Places, for to obtain fo fhort a Prolongation ; they were to 
be a Pawn that the Elector would treat in good Earncft, but that the 
Elector expected not to be limited to fo Ihort a Time and Term as 1 5 
Days ; and that he would hardly believe the Elector had given M. 
Spaen Orders to make any fuch Proportion. 

After a long Debate, the Ilfue was, that M. fflafpiel Ihould fend 
in all pofliblc Haftc for M. Spaen , to come hither from Wefel, where now 
he is ; and that the French AmbalTadors would write to M. Caho, to 
forbear Hoftilitics for this Day and to Morrow. M. Wafpicl blames M. 
Spaen cxtrcamly, for making fuch a Propolition, whereby two fuch im- 
portant Places are to be relinquilh’d in Exchange for 1 5 Days Collation 
only, without knowing any Thing of the Terms of the Peace. 

M. Blafpicl acquainted me on Saturday, by Order, as he faid, from 
the Elector his Matter, that the Elector of Saxony had ottered his Me- 
diation between him and the Crown of Sweden ; that the Elector of 
Brdndcnbnrgh had caufed the Saxe Minifter to be anfwered, that the 
King our Matter had thofc Differences committed to his Mediation, and 
the Elector mutt acquaint his Majcfty with the Offer, which M. Blafpicl 
delired might be done by me, adding it was the Elector’s meaning not 
to depart from his Majcfty ’s Mediation. 

M'jHcugh was with me the fame Day upon an Errand not unlike 
this, by Order of the King of Denmark, to delire his Majcfty might be 
acquainted, that M. Meyercroon is gone for France, to follicit a Continua- 
tion of the Collation, and that the Moft Chriftian King would remit of 
thofc hard Terms he inlifts on in the Behalf of Sweden ; but that the 
King his Matter flicks clofc to his Majcfty ’s Mediation. 

This Day a third Poll came from Copenhagen, with Confirmation of 
the King of Sweden's Death ; yet I can fee nothing in all that is come, 
but what is conjectural.

My Lord, 

I N my laft of the 21 ft, I gave your Lordfhip an Account, how 
Lieutenant General Spaen was cxpe&cd here that Monday , to explain 
himfclf upon the Elector of Brandenburg's Orders to him, to confign 
Jpefel and Lipftadt to the Hands of the French , till the Elector ’s Peace 
be made and ratified. 

He not coming, the French AmbafTadors came early next Morning 
to my Houfe, to denounce to me, that in Cafe M. Spaen came not, or 
at lcaft that the depofiting of thole Places were not agreed between M. 
Blafpicl and them before 2 a Clock that Day ; they muft write to M. 
Cairo , that the Sufjpenfion of Arms was at an End, and that he was to 
follow the Orders ot his King. 

About an Hour after, they and M. Blafpiel met at my Houfe, and 
it was at laft agreed, that M. Colbert and M. Blafpiel mould take a 
Journey to Zanten , a Town about 9 Hours off, between Cleve and Wefel, 
there to meet M. Spaen and Cairo, and to adjull the Matter of rendring 
thofe Towns, and prolonging the Armiftice, if it was to be done. 

The two AmbafTadors, and the two Lieutenant Generals, met yefterday 
about 2 in the Afternoon at Zanten, and fate at it till 2 this Morning ; 
it was there agreed, that on Monday next 4000 French fhould take Pof- 
feflion of Wefel, and that 2000 fhould march the fame Day from Or- 
dinghen towards Lipftadt , as a Brandcnbwrgh Commiffary fhall guide 
them, to take Poflcflion of that Fort ; the j Brandenburghers being to 
void thefe two Places as the French come in : In lieu of this, the 
French have prolonged the Ccflation to the 20 tb of this Month, N. S. 
Exclufive j and given Hopes that it may be further prolonged when 
thefe Gages are in Hand. 

This I have from M. Blafpiel himfclf ; the Articles of the Prolonga- 
tion cannot be tranferibed to go by this Poll ; M. Colbert I have not yet 
fecn, but he fent me Word, he will be w ith me prefcntly, being but 
newly up : Both AmbafTadors were here from Zanten by 7 this Morn- 
ing ; there is now but little doubt made of the Elector’s Peace. I am

JUST as I am doling, M. Colbert call'd upon me ; the Account he 
gives is no more than what is above, and what is contained in the 
Articles, which were ready fboner than I thought, and lent your Lord- 
fhip by this Ordinary. 

M. Colbert ask’d me, what News I had of a Rencounter between 
our Men of War and theirs j of which I have not one Syllable, nor he 
neither, but by Report that fome Letters brought from the Hague to 
this Town this Forenoon, that fix of his Majefty’s Ships fhould be en- 
gaged again ft feven of the French. M. Heugb reposts it, that they were 
four of ours againlf twelve French Men of War : I bcfeech God to blefs 
his Majofly’s Forces abroad, and Counfels at Home ; M. Petcum difeour- 
fed to me yefterday his own Opinion, and that of fome others, that when 
the B ench arc at Leifurc, they will fall out with us.

My Lord, 

S INCE my Difpatch of this Day went to the Poft, M. c ie Horen , 
the ^Dutcb Ambaffador, calls upon me, to enquire after what tho 
two Ambafl'adors, and the two Lieutenant Generals had yellerday agreed 
at Zcinten. When we were over that Point, he told me, he had been 
at the Marefchal dEfirades a little before, and that the Marefchal, 
among other Things, ask’d him what News his Letters brought him of 
the Rencounter between our Men of War, and thofe of the French, 
that met in the Channel $ that he, M. de Horen, had given the Mare- 
fchal an Account of what his Letters purported ; and hoped, that fuch 
an Accident would have no ill Confequenccs upon the prefent Peace 
between the two Nations : The Marefchal replied, there was no entring 
into Competition with his King; that he would fet out 100 Sail of 
Men of War in thefe Seas, betides as many Gallies in the Mediterranean , 
as would deftroy the Englijh Trade. 

M. de Harerts Reflexion upon this was, that he very much doubted 
France intended us Mifchicf ; and that which confirms him in that Opi- 
nion is, M. dEfirades going to his Government of ‘Dunkirk , as foon 
as he had fpoke with the King his Maftcr ; and that the greateft Part 
of his Goods are to be fhipp’d ftraight for Dunkirk , and not carried* in- 
to France ; this M. de Haren faid, he was furc of, for the Marefchal 
had defired him to procure Paflports for the Ships that the Marefchal’s 
Goods are to be fhipt in. This I thought it my Duty to give your 
Lordfhip an Account of, that you may pleafe to make thofe Reflexions 
upon it, as the prefent Conjuncture may require. I am,

My Lord, 

H AVING given your Lordfhip an Account in my laft of the 24 tb 
Current, of the Meeting of the two Ambafl'adors, and the two 
Lieutenant Generals of the French and Srandenburgb Side at TAnten ; 
and having font your Lordfhip the Articles that were there agreed be- 
tween them, on the Part of the Moft Chriftian King, for the prolonging 
of the Ceffation till the 20 tb of May, N S. and on the Elector’s, for 
emptying Wejel (which is to be done this Day, and JJpftadt too, as 
foon as the French can reach thither) of the Elector’s Troops, and for 
putting both thofe Places into the Hands of the French , till the Elector’s 
Peace be made and ratified ; I have only fomc few Circumftances to add, 
which are fince come in my Way from the Parties thcmfelves. 

I find M. Colbert makes a Difficulty of communicating to M. Oxen- 
Jliern any Copy of the Articles agreed at Zantcn ; having given him an 
Account, by Word of Mouth, or the Subftance of them ,* and exculing 
himfelf as to giving Copies, till he know the Pleafure of the King his 
Maftcr upon them; and fo this Affair flood yefterday Morning. 

, M. Oxcnftiern, on the other Side, refufes to give an Account in Form 
to the Danijl) Ambaflador, that the Prolongation agreed between M. 
Colberf and M. Hlafpiel at Zanten, fliall extend to fufpend Hoftilities 
between Sweden and Denmark, during the 15 Days: This M. Colbert 

com- 
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complained of to me, faying, that fuch an ACfc could not poffibly be of 
any Prejudice to Sweden, in Regard the 1 5 Days would be expired, be- 
fore Notice of the Act could poflibly reach the Swedijh Camp * but 
yet, that it would have been a Piece of Uniformity between them two 
Allies, very decent at this Time. 

T o a the French Ambaflltdors and the Danijh AmbafTador came to me 
on ‘Iburiday Evening, and delired me to draw up levcral Ad$ between 
them ; the one, whereby the French declared that ! 'Denmark was com- 
prehended in the Prolongation as well as Brandcnbnrgh the other, 
whereby the ‘Dane declared to confent to, and accept the Comprchen- 
fion. Thefc Acts w'ere figned and exchanged without the leal! OitH- 
culty, only the French defired they might give in their Act in the / 
J .anguage of the King their Mailer, that is, in French , and not in 
Latin, as the Dane delired his : The Ads I take leave to enclofe here- 
with. 

M. 'Blafpicl lays the over-forward nefs of this Step, whereby Wcjel and 
ZApftadt arc given up to the French (upon Conditions that give the 
Elector no Manner of Eafe) to the Charge of Lieutenant General Spacn ; 
for when they two met at Zanten , M. Spacn could not but confefs, that 
there was nothing in his Orders to demand or accept of fo fhort a Ccfla- 
tion as that of three Weeks ; the Elector’s View being, to have a Cef- 
fation as long as his Peace Ihould be a Treating ; lince he could not be 
imagined to intend to trifle with France , or to delay the Conclulion of 
it, having given fuch Pawns beforehand of his Rcfolution to come to a 
fpeedy Illuc. But M. Blafpicl putting it further to M. Spacn, whether 
he were able to defend thole Places till they could have the Elector’s 
Orders upon this Point ; his Anfwer was, that he would aCt the Part 
of a Soldier, if he were put to it, and thought he might defend Wcjel 
for a Fortnight or three Weeks ,• but that he having no Hopes of Re- 
lief, nor Money to give his Soldiers, it was, he laid, his Judgment, that 
it w as belt for the Service of the Prince and the Country, to part with 
thofc Places even upon the Terms the French offered, rather than to 
run Extremities $ and this Opinion of M. Spacn brought M. Blafpicl to 
confent to the French Terms, which otherwife he would never have done. 

There is nothing that the Journey to Zanten has done towards the 
Peace. M. Meinders is cxpcCted here this Week ; M. Colbert told me, 
he will go hence to Baris -, M. Blafpicl fays, that Journey is not cer- 
tain, but his coming hither is. 

M. Colbert was with me on Saturday, to dclire me to interpofe my 
Offices between him and the Imperial Ambalfadors, for the executing the 
Treaty made between them, particularly the 27 th Article, which directs 
the voiding of fuch Places as are to be rendred to their firlt Owners ; 
and the withdrawing of the Troops on each Side to their refpcCtive 
Territories : But this Morning he tells me, that having been yelterday 
with the Bilhop of Gnrck , he finds the Imperialist are willing to defer 
entring into that Bufincfs for two or three Days, in Hopes to fee clearer, 
when M. Meinders is arrived here, into the likelihood there may be of 
the fpeedy concluding of the Peace of Brandenburgh ; for if that Peace 
be made here (as M. Colbert doubts not but it will) there will be no Dif- 
ficulty to execute the 27 th Article of the Peace between the Emperor 
and the French but till that Peace be certain, it will be a hard Matter 
to bring cither the Impcria/ijls or the French to an effectual Execution 
of the Treaty, by withdrawing their Troops, and giving up the Places 
they now polfefs of each other. , 


My 
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M y Anfwer to M. Colbert , as to the Part he defired me to enter into, 
or to have in that Bufinefs, was, as near as poflible, in the Words of his 
Majefty’s Directions, in your Lordfhip’s Letters of the 8 tb of this Month j 
telling him, that I had not feen the Imperial AmbaiTadors fince my Re- 
turn hither, and that 1 did not intend to fee them, nor to be feen by 
them, upon any Matter of Form whatfocVer, unlefs 1 had his Ma- 
jefty’s exprefs Orders for it : But if he fhould requeft me to in- 
tervene in the Way of my Function, in fuch Matters as had Difficul- 
ties in them, and related to the well-executing or preferving of the 
Peace made by his Ma jetty s Mediation, I would not decline doing any 
Offices. M. Horen tells me this Day, that M. Colbert told him on Satur- 
day, that M. Spaen had, in the Propofition he made to him and the 
Marefchal, named Skiitken-Skans , ana that he afTured them the Elector 
would render it into the Hands of the French, together with Wefel or 
Lipfiadt, (any two of the three Places) but that the Moft Chriftian 
King fujv the propofition, and in his Anfwer ordered his AmbaiTadors not 
to accept of Skinken-Skans , becauie of the Pretentions the States had 
upon it, and becaufc the Neighbourhood of the French being fo near, 
would give great Jcaloufies to this State. 

T u i s Offer being made by the Elector’s Order, the States will not 
take it well ; but the Electors laft Letters to them, (which M. Horen 
promifed me a Copy of) will fliew he hath a deep Refentment of their 
having left him as they have done. 

M. cC Eftradcs and his Family went hence for Paris on Saturday laft : 
The Report of the Engagement at Sea (whereof I told your Lordfhip in 
my laft) begins now to be doubted in this Place. 

M. Horen does not fend me the Copy of the Electors Letter to the 
States, fo that I mult beg your Lordlhip’s Pardon till the next; fo I muft 
alfo for that I cannot by this Poll give any Account of what is poflible 
to be done in the Duke of Modena's Bufinefs, whereof I doubt very 
much.

UJl y Lord, 

I N my laft, which was of the 28 th paft, I acquainted your Lordfhip, 
how M. Colbert had been with me, about the Commiflion he hath 
to ad juft with the Imperial AmbaiTadors, the Time and the Manner of 
executing the Treaty lately made between the Empire and France. He 
put himfelf to the Trouble yefterday of coming to me again upon the 
fame Bufinefs, but with Inftances more preffing, for my Offices towards 
the Imperial AmbaiTadors out of Hand. 

He received, he faid, great Complaints by way of Memorial, from 
the Newburgh, Liege, and Cologn Minifters, of the Oppreflions that the 
Countries of thofc refpcCtive Princes now lie under from the French 
Troops j that he was ready to enter into Meafures with the Imperial 
AmbaiTadors, for giving prefent Eafe to thefe Countries, by the with- 
drawing of all Tro 6 ps on each Side within their refpeftive Territories, 
as alfo by the evacuating of all Places that are by the Treaty to be 
rendred to their firfjt Owners ; that for the effeding of this Thing, and 
the removing of Difficulties, he offered cither to meet the Imperialijls 
at my f^oufe, or in the Apartment that Sir W. temple and I had in the 
Stadthoufc, during the late Conferences ; or elfe, if the Way of Meet- 
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ings and Conferences were not liked of, he offered to commit it to my 
Management ; the Proportions he was ready to make, touching the 
Time when, and the Places from whence the Troops of each Si'de were 
to move, thofc of the Emperor towards the Hereditary Countries, thofj 
of the King his Mailer’s towards the French Territories, and to leave it 
to me to take the Anfwcrs of the Impcrialifts upon his Proportions. To 
bring the Impcrialifts and him to an Underflanding in thefc and many 
other Points that might arife, he had, he laid, Recourfc to his Ma- 
jelly’s Mediation, and did therefore make it his formal Rcquclt to me, 
to go to the Imperial Ambafladors, and pafs my Offices with them, as 
foon as I could, upon this Overture of his, that it might not be laid at 
the Door of the King his Mailer, if the Countries be not eafed, and the 
Treaty fully executed out of Hand. 

I thought this Cafe to be fuch, that I was not to make any Difficulty 
in doing my Offices in it, being, as I take it, directly within his Ma- 
jclty s Orders and Directions I had the Honour to receive from your Lord- 
Ihip of the 8 th of April, I went therefore llrait to the Imperial Am- 
bafladors, and making no Manner of Preface, I told them that M .Colbert 
had been jufl then at my Houle, and had defired me to pals my Offices 
with them upon the Overtures beforementioned : When 1 had told them 
the Bulinefs, I added, that it was of fuch a Nature, and tending lo di- 
rectly to the Execution of that Treaty that had been made by his Ma- 
jelty s Mediation, that his Majelly cxprclly directed me to intervene in, 
if 1 were thereto requefted, notwithftanding he had reitrained me in 
feme other Things, (jc. After they had deliberated together, the Bi- 
fhop of (it trek begun with an Acknowledgment of his Majelly’s great 
Gcnerolity, firfl in taking the Mediation upon him, then his unwearied 
Pains in it till he had brought about the Peace of the Empire j that they 
humbly befought his Majelly to continue his Favour and Zeal, till that 
Peace hath its full Execution, (jc. by an adjulting of the Points yet de- 
pending between them and the French Ambafladors. Then fpeaking-to 
the Bulinefs itlelf, they rclblvcd no more in this Conference, than to 
give M. Colbert a Meeting at my Room in the Stadthoufe, and fo to ad- 
journ from Time to Time as Occafion lliall require. 

I perceive this w’ill be a Bulinefs not ealily gone through, for the Im- 
pcrialifts have other Complaints of the Incxecution of their Treaty, 
which they pretend to be righted in, before they go to the Points of 
voiding the Places, and withdrawing the Troops of one Side or of the 
other j of this they gave me a dark Intimation, but referved thcmfclvcs 
till they Ihould come to my Houfe to fpcak with me more fully, and to 
pray my Offices upon fevcral Difficulties that did arife in the very enter- 
ing on this Bulinefs. 

At i r M. Colbert came to me, to defire me to difpofe the Imperialifts 
to declare themfelves, that the firft Thing they will do at the Meeting, 
will be to agree the voiding of the Places by a certain Day, and for the 
Troops to begin their March towards the fevcral Territories ,• among the 
Places that he infills to be voided, he named Straslmrgh, whither the 
Emperor has font a very flrong Garrifon ,• this, he fays, the King his 
Mailer mult look upon as an Infraction of the Peace, unlcfs the Emperor 
draws out his Troops again ; yet he allows, that if tne City be difpofed 
to augment their Garrifon, or the States of the Empire to reinforce it, 
it may be done ; but the Emperor cannot fend in his own Troops, ajid 
by his own Authority. 

1 n this Converfation he told me, that M. Oxcnfticrn had fent him 
yeilerday a very furprizing Melfagc by the Ho/Jtcin Miniller $ it was to 

let 
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let him know, that he had received Letters from the King of Sweden his 
Matter, importing, that that King having fomc Proposition Shewed him 
by the French Ambalfador M. Feuquieres , upon which the Mott Chrittian 
King thought a Peace might be made between the Crowns of Sweden 
and ‘Denmark, and the Ele&or of Brandenburgb ; that the King of 
Sweden could not accept of fuch a Proposition, nor confent to part with 
a Foot of Ground that was given him by the Treaties of Wefiphalia , 
but hoped that the mott Chrittian King would make good the Terms of 
the Alliance between them, and fee Sweden entirely reftored. 

T o this M. Colbert , as he told me, anfwered with *fome Rcfentmcnt, 
laying, that the King his Matter had always been firm and faithful to 
the utmoft, to his Ally the King of Sweden , and made it the greateft 
Part of his Glory to ftick to him, and fee him reftored to what he hath 
loft ; but when Terms that arc rcafonable and honourable arc offered to 
Sweden , the Mott Chrittian King will not refufc them, and make his 
own Peace at lcaftwifc, with ProfpeCt that the King of Sweden will not 
refufe to enter into it when it is made. 

This makes me think, that the Treaty between France and the 
Elector of Brandenburg!] , will be carried, as that of the BiShop of Mun- 
fieri was, the Swedijh Ambaffadors not fo much concurring in it, but 
drawn into it ex pofi fafto : Yet it will be a Queftion whether they will 
be drawn in, if France undertake that the Elector (hall retain any thing 
that is considerable ; for M. Colbert tells me this Day, that the King of 
Sweden hath refufed to ratifie the Treaty at Zell. 

M. Meinders arrived here yefterday Morning, but found his Collogue 
M. Blajpeil gone out of Town as far as Clevcs , but to return laft Night. 

M. Colbert tells me, he was yefterday Evening at his Houfe, but with 
other Company, fo that they Ipoke of no Bufinefs at all. He faid, ’tis 
believed in the Town, that M. Meinders doth not go hence to Farts ; 
however, that he may, if he pleafe, Nl.Colbert fome Days ago having put into 
M. Rlafpict s Hands a PaSfport in Blank to that End ; but it is probable, 
that M. Colbert having a Commiflion to himfclf Singly, to Treat with the 
Elector’s Ministers here, will have the laft Word of his King, and the 
utmoft he will do ; fo that M. Meinders Journey (if he makes it) will be 
to ijo great Advantage, beyond what will be offered to him here; 
which will be, as far as I can guefs, a Sum of Money from France , and 
the further Pomerania entire, as it lies on the other Side of the Oder. 

A s to the Duke of Modena s Bufinefs, of his being compromifed in the 
Treaty between France and Spain, he hath a Month’s Time yet to be taken 
in ; for thus it is faid in the 29 Article, — En cet paix feront compris cetix qui 
nefiar.t pas cotilti engager, ou declarer dans la prefente guerre, feront notmnez 
dans fix mois apres fEchange des Ratifications ; thus both Kings have o- 
bligcd thcmfclvcs to do; but on the King of Spains Behalf, there arc thcle 
Words added, — * & tons autres qui apres la fin de la dite guerre feront aufft 
nommez par Ja Majefie Catholique. — The 6 Months will be out on the 
1 5 th of June, N. S. Before I pafs any Office, I mott humbly beg your 
I.ordShip’s Directions in two Difficulties ; the one is, that neither my 
Collegnes nor vnyfelf had any Part in Mediating this Treaty, it being car- 
ried on by the intervention of the Dutch Ambaffadors. The other, that 
there is but one Spanijh Ambaffador (JA.de la Fuentc ) upon the Place, and 
him I have always cxcufed myfelf from feeing, upon his not giving the 
fanle Satisfaction as his Collcgucs had done, when he made his first Vifits 
to the Imperialifis, before he made it to me, and the reft of the Ambaf- 
fadors. • 1 cagnot think it fit for mo to enter upon the doing of any Office 
for the Duke of Modena , unlefs I have his Majcfty’s Orders firft to med-

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die in this Treaty, then to fee M. dc la Fitente ; or elfe that his Majcfty 
fhould think fit that the Dutch Ambafladors be fpokc to, to pafs this 
Office for the Duke of Modena , as I am furc they have done for others 
in the fame kind. 

M. Colbert complained to me, that M. Spacn has not dealt fairly with 
them in his emptying of Wefcl, for he took with him fixty Pieces of 
Cannon, where he had pretended to take but twenty j as alfo all Am- 
munition, Provifion, and Furniture, even to the Locks from off the 
Doors. lam, dye.

Nimeguen , 5 th May, 1679. 

My Lord, 

I N my laft that I troubled your Lordfhip with (of May Day) I gave 
you an Account of a Negotiation, that was going to be fet on Foot 
between the Imperial and French Ambafladors, for the executing of the 
Treaty lately made between them. The Impcrialifts were on May Day 
in the livening at my Houfe, to reprefent the Difficulties that the French 
had made, and to delire my Offices in removing them, before the Eva- 
cuation of the Places, and the retreating of the Imperial Troops, pre- 
tended by M. Colbert , fhould be entored upon by way of Debate. 

T h e Difficulties, or rather Grievances, that the Imperialists defired 
to be redrefled in, were three : 1. The Hoftilitics adted upon thofc that 
had entered into the Peace, after the Time that all Hoftilitics were by 
the Treaty to ccafe, as the feizing of the Duke of Newburgh's Caftlc of 
Angeroort in j Hergticland, and the poflefling of it by M. Caho, when 
about a Fortnight ago he palled the Rhine ; and that there was a new 
High -way by Force cut out between Rrifack and Fribnrgh , to the de- 
fraying of the Property of feveral Men ; whereas the Treaty does ex- 
prelly provide, that the Paflage of the French between thofe Places is to 
be by the ordinary common High-way. 

2. That whereas Contributions were to ceafe, immediately after the 
Exchange of the Ratifications, the French continued them every where 
as heavy as before, under the Name of Subliftance for their Troops. 

3. That by that Treaty, the Garrifons and Troops that the French 
have, in and about thofe 8 Places and Polls in Liege, Julicrs , and Co- 
logn , (v hich they arc to hold till the Peace of the North be made) were 
to be no longer fubfifted at the Charge of the Country than till the 
Ratifications were exchanged, and that thenceforward all Exactions 
whatfoever fhould ccafe ; yet the Exchange being madc,thofc Places, and 
the Country round about, are not eafed in the leaft, nor any Part of the 
Burthen taken upon France , as the Treaty provides. 

These being the Points that were to be executed as foon as the Ra- 
tifications were exchanged, and the voiding of the Places that are to 
be reftored, as alfo the marching of the Troops out of the Empire, (if any 
fuch Obligation there be ftipulated, which the Imperialijls do ftilfly deny 
asto their Part) being Things, for the doing of which the Treaty itfclf allows 
a Month’s ’l ime to finifti them in, after the Exchange of the Ratifica- 
tions ; the Impcrialifts pretend to have Right done to the Parties jn- 
terefted, and Eafe given to the Empire in the three Points abcvemcii- 
tioned, before they do mention any ether Matter whatfoever. 

To this M. Colbert anfwcrs, that the feizing of Mgeroort wasnoHofli- 
lity, M. Caho uling it only for the fecuring of his l’aliag*-, and having 

fince 
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fincc left it ; that he knows nothing of the cutting of a new Way be- 
tween Frifack and Friburgb ; that the French Troops muft have their 
Subliltance, and their Garrifons have their Maintenance from the Em- 
pire, as long as the Treaty lies unexecuted ; that is, as long as the Pla- 
ces are not voided, and the Imperial Troops do lie in the Empire ; that 
the only Way to rid the Empire of thefe Burthens, is to execute the 
Treaty ; and that the Treaty cannot be otherwifo put in Execution, but 
by the withdrawing of the Imperial Troops out of the Empire, by a Day 
to be let, as well for them, as for the French , (thole in the 8 Polls above- 
mentioned always excepted) that this being put in a Way to be executed 
fairly, one Thing after another, the Subliltance of the Troops, and the 
maintaining of the Garrifons, would ccafe by the fame Degrees that 
the Imperial Troops Ihould draw towards the Hereditary Countries. 

Both Parties are thus difficult, and thus irreconcileablc, as to the 
Points that they are to begin withal j becaufe they would, before they 
make any Step, fee what becomes of the Sranacnlmrgh Negotiation. 
If the Impcrialtfls do fee that the Peace is certain, they will not (if I 
underlland them rightly) longer infill upon the Point of Honour, but 
call off their Troops for the Service of Hungary , or fome other Occafion : 
But if there Ihould be Rubs in that Peace, (as they feem to think there 
may yet be) they will not endure to fee thcmfelves march out of the 
Empire, at the fame Time that they fee the Heart of it over-run with 
Strangers. 

As to the Prandcnhirgb Peace, M. Meinders hath no InllruCtions (as 
he hath told me) that can bring Things to a dole, therefore he is re- 
folved to make another Journey to 'Paris , tho’ the Elector his Mailer 
will never, as he fays, make a Peace upon thofc Terms that the French 
offer, he will rather fuffer Things to come to the utmoll Extremities ; 
yet he does not fay, that I can learn, to any, what his Mailer mull have, 
whether he mull have Stetin , or whether he can be content to let go 
Stetin, and to have all on the further Side of the Oder. 

O n the other Side, M. Colbert fays plainly, that there are no Hopes 
of a further Prolongation of the Collation when this is out, which will 
be on Friday next: M. dc Lonvoy having by Exprefs on Friday , caution’d 
him not to engage in any longer Collation ; and M .Calvo has his Orders 
to act as foon as this is expired. And as to the quclqitc petite confolation, 
fo M. Colbert phrafes it, that the Moll Chriltian King will interpofe that 
the Elector may have from Sweden, it will not be that which even M. 
Colbert himfelf adventured to propoie, I mean, two or three little Swedijh 
Places, together with all entire on the further Side of the Oder ; M. 
Pomponc adviling him by yellerday’s Letters, that the King his Mailer 
cannot apply to Sweden to part with the Icaft Thing that is by Name 
yielded to it by the Treaties of Weflphalia \ only what Sweden hath fincc 
thofe Treaties extorted, under the Notion of Limits, from the EJcCtor, 
he lhall have again, and a Sum of Money from France , as they can agree; 

So that the Elector’s Ambalfador, and M .Meinders, (who hath no 
Character here) do complain, and every body does wonder, that the 
Recompcncc made the Elector, for the great Confidence he hath fhewn 
in giving up Wife? and Lipftadt , is fo meagre, that he hath but the fame 
Terms offered him, that had been offered before ; and but ij Days 
Time to accept or refufe them, which yet were half run out before he 
could have Notice of it, and mull be quite run out before M. Meinders 
can poffibly reach 'Paris ; ’tis true, M. Colbert writ on Friday by an Ex- 
prefs fpf a longer Prolongation, in Regard M. Meinders was thus far in 
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the Way f° r France j but declared he had not the leaft Hopes to obtaiil 
any Thing of that Kind. ‘ 

The Marefchal dc Crequi , M. les Comtes de Roy, de Joyenfi , and de 
Villcroy , are now at Dinant, where the Marefchal hath appointed the 
Rendezvous : They will be on i’hurfday at Wefel, and will march with 
25000 Men towards the We fir, leaving 20000 here to guard the Rhine 
Side. 1 muft confcfs, I cannot but be in great Pain, lincc the drawing 
down this Way of fuch vaft Troops, at a Time when the Moft Chriftian 
King is moft certain of a Peace, and as he ihall pleafe to preferibe it, 
without ftriking one Stroke; and yet he preifes on the Peace with that Ear- 
neftnefs, as if he had it in View to clofe it out of Hand, and to employ 
his forces this Summer fomc otherwhere : I do not fee, that the Ne- 
ceflity of his Troops do prefs him to fo fudden a Clofe ; for ’tis taken 
for granted, they are to lie all (as they now do) upon the Empire, till 
the Peace of Rrandenburgb be made and ratified ; fo that they might 
make Account to lie at their Eafc the greateft Part of this Summer, if 
they be not employed another Way, which I befecch God may not be 
to do Eng/and a Mifchicf in fomc of its Skirts. 

Since the Writing of this, M. j Blajpiel comes tome, in the Name 
of M. Meinders and his own, to defire that I would humbly reprefent 
to his Majefty, that it would be the greateft Favour that could be in 
the World to the Elcdor, lji. To procure for him a Prolongation of 
the Collation now expiring, and that M. Savile may be writ to, to that 
Effed. 2. That his Majefty would be pleafed to propofe a Plan ; thefe 
Miniftcrs being well alfured, the Elcdor would acquicfcc in that which 
his Majefty iliould think equitable. 3. That his Majefty would pleafe 
to ufe his Authority with Sweden , to difpofc it to accept of reafonable 
Terms. 

I have been much conjured, by M. Meinders efpccially, to lay thefe 
Points, in all Humility, before his Majefty, as the Scnfe and Dcfirc of 
the Elcdor. If his Majefty do pleafe to vouchfafc any Anfwcr, I will 
hope to receive it from your Lordfiiip with the fooneft. I am, (fre,

My Eord, 

H AVING underftood that his Highnefs the Prince of Orange was 
to be laft Night at Grave, which is but three Hours off of this 
Place, I waited on him, and found his Highnefs viewing the Fortifica- 
tions, as he does all the Frontier Places of this State. He has been al- 
ready at Rreda and MacJiricht, whence lie came yefterday : He dines 
at Ro/dtie this Day, aiid lies at Hitfdcn this Night, in his Return to the 
Hague ; and this Tour being of his own Motion and Care (as M. f JBe- 
verning told me laft Night) is very feafonable, the French being now 
upon the Wing, and gives a general Satisfadion to the People of this 
Country. 

I x is cafy to perceive this State in general, and his Highnefs in par- 
ticular, are follicitous upon this drawing together of the French in fo 
great Body, 46000 effedive Men being a Proportion that none can think 
needful to over-run the Countries of the Eledor of Rrandenburgh, or 
to go and find him out in his other Countries ; in the mean Time, this 
State finds itfelf in a Manner furrounded with the Forces of France. 

H is 
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His Highncfs was inquifitive, how the Elc&or’s Treaty went on at 
Uimeguen. I could tell him no more, than that M. Meinders had fet 
out laft 'Night on another Journey for France , having not been able to 
obtain the leaft Thing from M. Colbert , as to the bettering of the Con- 
ditions of his Peace, or the prolonging of the CefTation. This was con- 
firmed to him immediately after by M. Flajpiel himfelf, who came 
likewife to wait on his Highnefs ; the Prince doing me the Honour to 
tell me afterwards, that he could not find by M. Flajpiel, that M. 
Meinders went upon anjr Grounds of Hopes into France, but meerly to 
comply with the Ele&or’s Orders ; nor that the Bie&or is yet come to 
• any Rcfolution what to do. 

Having paid my Refpeft to his Highnefs, I returned ftraight, and 
had M. Flafpief s Company in my Return ; he told me, M. Colbert had 
been lately with M. Oxenjiiern , to tell him, that he, the Swedijh Am- 
bafiador, had no more to do, but to hold firm ; that the Moft Chriftian 
King was rcfolved to fee Sweden entirely reftored to every Thing that 
the Elector had got from it in this War ; This adds to the Fears M. 
Flafpiel hath, that no Favour is to be cxpe&ed from France. 

The Difpute between the Imperialijts and the French , upon the 
Point where they fhould begin to execute the Treaty made between 
them, is juft as it was in my laft ; only the Irnperialijis having fet Prince 
William of Furjlemburgh at Liberty, have whereon to value themfclves 
for having made one Step at leaft before the French had made any. 
M. Colbert had already entered his Complaints with me, upon Notice 
that the Prince had not been fet at Liberty in fomc Days after the Ra- 
tifications were exchanged ; but now he will be fatisfied, for Mr. Skelton 
writes me Word, that the Prince is at full Liberty. 

1 ran ft not forget to acquaint your Lordfhip, that M. Flafpiel \ as we 
camj Ho n : together, told me, that the Moft Chriftian King was ad- 
vile J, that two Privateers, with CommifTions from the Elcdor of Fran- 
denburgh, were gone towards the American Iflands ; that M. dFfiree ,• 
wli ) was to go fuddenly with 14 Men of War that Way, had Orders 
to fink and doftroy thofc Privateers, if he fhould meet with them ,• but 
that M. Colbert had offered, that if the Elector would content that 
thofc Privateers fhould do no Damage to the Subjc&s of France > as 
long as this War lafted, M . dFJlree fhould not meddle with them: 
This M. Fla/piel hath confcnted to, he fays, and hopes the Elettor will 
not difavovv him. 

I have juft now, as I am doling, the Honour of a Letter from your 
Lordlhip of the 2 d, and therein his Majcfty s Pleafure about the Pre- 
tentions of the Dukes of Mechlemburgh j I have, in Obedience to for- 
med Orders, done all in my Power for thofc Dukes ; ’tis true, the Dukes 
have had fcveral Judgments given for them in the Empire ; but the 
Swedes do allcdgc, all was coram non judice ; fince none but thofc that 
were Parties to the Treaty of Wefiphalia have Right to interpret them, 
when the meaning of them is controverted. I am, &c.

Kimcguen, nth May, 1679. 

My Lord, 

T HE laft that I troubled your Lordfhip withal, was of the 8 tb ; 

fince which, M. Colbert defired my Offices towards the Imperial 
Ambhfl'adors, in declaring to them, that the Minifter of Zell having de- 
fired 
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fired his Concurrence to the incorporating of the Treaty made lately 
at Zell into the Treaty of the Empire, by a feparate Aft to pafs be- 
tween him and the Imperialtfls to that Effcft, he was ready to do his 
Part on the King his Mailers Behalf : To this the Imperialifts made no 
other Anfwcr, but that they being not able to pafs fuch an Act without 
exprefs Orders from the Emperor, and his Imperial Majcfty being not 
like to give any fuch Orders till he knew the Mind of the Dyct at Ra~ 
tisbone upon the Point, all they could do was, to write, and to wait the 
Emperors Pleafure. This Anfwer M. Colbert looking upon as dilatory, 
laid, he had no more to do, but to give an Account of it to the King 
his Mailer. 

T h e lmperialtfls were with me on Friday, to defire my Offices to- 
wards M. Colbert , in reprefenting to him a direft Infraction of the new 
Treaty, in a Cafe of his Electoral Highncfs 'Palatine . For his Electoral 
Highnefs having had the Contribution of the Pais Mejfm dcui la Mo- 
J'ellc aifigned to him by the Emperor to the City of Metz, and the In- 
habitants of the adjacent Country had made an Agreement with the 
Eleftor to pay him quarterly the Sum of 4050 German Florins, as long 
as the War fiiould lafl, and this Accord was ratified in September 1676 , 
by the Magiilrates of Metz. By the new Treaty, the Contributions on 
each Side are made payable till the Ratifications ihould be exchanged $ 
but his Electoral Highnefs demanding what was due by the Accord, to 
the Time of the Exchange j the French lntendant of Metz forbids the 
People of the Pais MeJJin , to pay any more Contribution, under fevere 
Penalties. 

Here Payment is refufed where ’tis due by th c French; but this is 
not all, for the French in Jlfatia do now (at this Time, that all Contri- 
butions ought by the 'Treaty to ceafc) demand Contributions of the 
Elector’s Payliftsoyk of Germcrjheim , where his Subjcfts never paid any 
before i 1 prefs’d thefe Points as Home as I could to M. Colbert, from 
the Singularity, as well as the Unreafonablcncfs, of the Inllance ; but 
all 1 obtained was, that he would write to Court, being not impowered, 
he faid, to meddle in the leaft with Matters of Contribution, which is 
folely committed to M. de Louvois. 

W hen the Imperialifts had done with this Requell to me, about the 
Prince Elector Palatine , they dclircd me to infinuatc to M. Colbert , that 
the Duke of Lorain had now put off thofe 'Troops that were under his 
Name, and that they were actually in the Emperor’s Service ; the Duke 
having done fo, to take off all Umbrage from the French , by rcafon 
of his having any Troops at this Time under his Command ,* his Rc- 
folution being not to continue in any Holtilities againlt the Moll Chri- 
ftian King, but to wait the Time to be rellored to his Eftates, not by 
his own Arms, but by the Jullicc and Cienerofity of that King. 

M. Colbert was very far from being latished with this ; he faid, it was 
a direct Infraction of the Treaty on the Emperor’s Part ; he ought not to 
take into his Service the Troops of a Prince that Hood out as an Enemy 
to France ; that the King his Mailers Troops will be furc to charge 
thofe Troops, wherever they meet them ; and that it is high Time for 
the Moll Chrillian King to look about him ; and lincc the Emperor takes 
in his Enemies, he may jultly give him a Divcrlion in Hungary. 

M. Colbert had been told (it feems) that thofe Troops were already 
marched into Hungary j but I being not inltrufted to affurc him any fuch 
'Thing, he concluded they are Hill in the Empire ; and that by thofe and 
other Means, the EleCtor of IBrandcnburgb was born up in Hopes, that 
the Empertr intended not to obferve his Peace long, which was the 

Caufc 
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Caufe,that the Elector dcferr’d to conclude his ; however, he would ac- 
quaint the Xing his Mailer with this Inlinuation as it was, and fubmit 
it to him. 

Yesterday M. Colbert was with me, to defire 'my Offices afrefh, by 
inviting the Imperialifts once more, to give him a Meeting this Day at 
the Stadthoufe, to enter upon their Commiflions, for executing the Treaty 
made between them. This the Imperialifts accepted of, and both Pat- 
ties defired me they might meet in our Apartment at the Stadthoufe, and 
where the Conferences were held when the Treaties of the Empire were 
made. W e meet at i o, and if any Thing be agreed before the Poll goes, 
1 lhall take Leave to trouble your Lordfhip with it. 

M. Colbert told M. Bcverning laft Night, that there were four Deputez , 
two from the Houfe of Lords, and two from the Houle of Commons, 
lately come over to this Country ,• that they had been at the Hague , 
and had taken a Turn to Jmfterdam, and were now gone back in the 
fame Yachts that brought them over* that their Bufinefs was, to defire 
his Highnefs the Prince of Orange , or the States, to interpofc and mediate 
a good Undcrftanding between the King and his Parliament. He ask’d 
me what I knew and thought of it ; 1 told him I had no Manner of No- 
tice of it, either out of England , Amfterdam , or the Hague ; that I be- 
lieved the Thing to be a mccr malicious Fidtion ; that there was, blclfed 
be G o i), a good Underltanding between his Majcfty and his Parliament j 
and that there were daily thofc clear Evidences given of it, that I could 
not imagine it ever entered into the Thoughts of any in cither Houfe of 
Parliament, to fend any fuch Deputation to a Foreign State ; nor that 
any Members of either Houfe of Parliament Ihould alfume fuch a Com- 
miillon to themfclves our Laws retraining molt Sorts of Perfons, even 
from palfing beyond Sea, without Leave had from his Majcfty or his 
Council ,• and when a Parliament is fitting, the Members mult have 
Leave of the refpedlivo Houles, tho’ it be but to go to their own Homes, 
and that for a few Days only, even in Cafes of ill Health, or of other 
nccelfary Occalions. With this M. Bevcrning feemed to bo fatisfied ,• but 
this Report hath been thefe two or three Days, I know not how, fpread 
all the Town over. 

Ai.i. that I can tell your Lordlhip of this firft Conference is, that after 
lome Hours Debate, the Ambafladors parted without agreeing one 
Tittle i the Imperialifts prefs’d, that what was levied by way of Subfift- 
ancc for the Soldiers ihould ccafe ; and the French Ambaffador, that the 
Imperial Troops lliould be drawn out of Bonn, Strasbnrgh , and other 
Placps ; and that at the fame Time the French Ihould march out of 
Liege and Julicrs. The firft Point was refufed, becaufe this laft was 
not executed; and this laft is not like to be executed, that I can fee, till 
the Peace of the Elector of Brandenburg h be made. 

M. Colbert did often repeat in this Conference, that he verily believed 
the Peace of the Eledtor was already made, or Would be made as foon 
as M. Mcindcrs could reach Baris ; but that the Blottor muft be content 
with the Conditions that he, M. Colbert , had offered his Miniftcrs here 
(the King his Maftg: having writ that he would confcnt to none other) j 
only he may have added to the Sum of Money that France intended 
him, by way of Recompence for his Confidence in putting two of his 
ftrpng Places into the Hands of the French, He added, that the Ele&or 
will be a Gainer in making the Peace upon thofe Terms ; for that the 
French will have more to reftore him (he meant of his own) when they 
are Mahers of Owes and Marke , and of all as far as Minden , than he is 
now poftefled of, and would detain from the Crown of Sweden.

The Ambafiadors did not defire to have a Time appointed to, meet 
again ; but when that Elector's Peace is made, the Emperor will draw 
his Forces out of the Empire, as his Ambafiadors told me ; but will not 
do it at the Inftance of the French , much lefs will he do it now, becaufe 
it would be very unfuitable to the Emperor’s Dignity, and, his Truft, to 
march his Troops out of the Empire, and leave it to the Mercy of an 
Army of 40 or 50,000 French , that are now marching into the middle of 
it.

Mr Lord, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 12 th Current, here hath been 
nothing further done between the Imperial Ambafiadors and M. 
Colbert , towards the executing of the Peace of the Empire j only the 
Ordinary of this Morning brings the Certainty that the Peace hath been 
proclaimed at Vienna , which was delayed very much, to every one s 
Wonder here. 

I take Leave to inclofe here the Copy of a Letter that the Elector of 
Saxony writ to the Moft Chriftian King, wherein that Elcdtor (having, as 
he fays, taken his Mcafurcs with the Eledtor of Bavaria) dclircs, that 
the Collation of Arms between the Parties now in War might be further 
prolonged, fince the Term that is agreed to, is too fkort to make up 
the Peace of the North, which thefe two Electors have taken upon them 
to labour in, &c. 

This Letter was communicated to me yefterday by M. Blafpicl, with 
this further Account, that the Eledtor of Saxony having underftood from 
his Minifter that he hath now at Berlin , the State of Affairs in that 
Court, had thought fit to write this Letter, and to fend it to the Eledtor 
of Brandenburgh, to forward it towards the Moft Chriftian King, by 
fuch Conveyance as he fhould think proper ; the Eledtor’s Council re- 
folved to fend it hither to M. Blafpiel , with Dircdtions to dcfire M. Col- 
bert to charge himfclf with the Conveyance of it, or clfe to fend it ftrait 
after M. Mcinders : M. Colbert having the Letter offered, and the Copy 
fliewed him, cxcufed himfelf, faying, he was exprefly forbidden to receive 
any Propofition at all for prolonging the Ccflation, and was forbid like- 
wife to hearken to any Terms or Conditions relating to the Peace itfelf, 
but thofe prccife ones that he hath already offered to the Brandenburgh 
Minifters here j fo the Letter is font after M. Mcinders. 

This about the Eledtor of Saxony's Letter, he, M. Blafpicl, did, as lie 
faid, communicate to me, that nothing which others do, by way of 
thrufting thcmfclves into the Mediation, might be concealed from his 
Majefty ,• the Eledtor his Maftcr defiring, for his Part, no other Offices 
than thofe of his Majefty, for the making of his Peace. 

Upon this Occafion, he enlarged very much upon the Hopes he and 
all Men had out of England • that Things being there once lettled, the 
reft of the World would not be fo infulted, as ’tis otherwife like to be ; 
this brought him to fpeak of, and communicate to me, the Infcription 
that goes inclofcd, intended, it feems, for a Triumphal Arch at Baris . 

From this Subjcdt, he pafs’d to that of the King of Spains Marriage, 
and the alienating of the Spanish Netherlands from that Crown, which 
I find both by him and by the /Zell Minifter, is now thought to be nego- 
tiated by M. Balbafcs , both of them concluding, that as foon as the 

whole 
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whole Netherlands are become French , the Commerce and Liberty of 
this Country will be abfolutely at the Mercy of France. Another Thing 
that he fpoke of was, M. Cafoo's March into the Elector’s Pais de March , 
that he could not do it without Magazines and Artillery, more than he 
hath provided, but that the Houfe of Lancnburgb is tofupply him,* that 
•thofe Countries he goes into cannot do it ; whence he inters, that that 
Houfe is to do all that France will have it do againft the Elector. 

I do not find by M. Blafpicl, that there will be any Refinance made 
at Mindcn , or on the Wefer Side, tho’ M. de Spaen be march’d that Way, 
and hath with him 10,000 Men. Here inclofed go the Copies of the 
Imperial and French Commifllons, for executing the Treaty of the 
Empire : M. Colbert tells me juft now, he is ftill where he was, as to the 
Execution of that Treaty, and that ’tis to no Purpofo to have any more 
Meetings with the Impcrialijis about it ; only that the French , on their 
Parts, do already, without Stipulation, begin to execute the Treaty, 
for they are moft of them marched out of the Countries of Juliers and 
Cologn.

My Lord,' 

S INCE my laft, which was of the t 5 th Current, I have the Honour 
of one from your Lordlhip of the i^th to acknowledge, which I do 
with my moft humble Thanks ; immediately upon the Receipt of it, I 
acquainted M. Blajpicl . , in the beft Manner 1 could, with fo much of the 
Contents of it. as might be a Satisfaction to the Eledtor his Matter. 

W e have nothing more than I had in my laft touching the Peace of 
the North , unlels it be what M .llcngh told me on Friday laft ; that the 
French Ambaflador Fcuqnicres had writ lately a Letter to the Chancellor 
of Denmark, inviting him to difpofe the King his Matter to fend fome 
Perfon qualified into Schoonen , to meet another on the Part of Sweden , 
there to Treat of a Peace , that the King of Denmark had thought it 
nccdlary to accept of the Propofition, that it might not be given out, 
that he is averfe to the Peace, but that he has no Hopes of any good 
lllue, no more than of M. Meycrcrooris Negotiation in France. 

M. IlcugJj did upon this Occafion let himfelf into thofe deep Aflbvera- 
tions that I have heard him ufe very often, that the King his Matter 
will rather run all the Rifquc and Extremities, than fubmit to what the 
French would preferibe, which is entire Rcftitution to the Swede , ac- 
cording to the Treaties of Weftphalia and Copenhaguen. But he acquaint- 
ed me, he faid, with this Incident of M. de Fcuquiercs, to the End his 
Majefty might be pleafed to be informed, that the King of Denmark 
would never make (with his good Will) any Step whereby he might be 
thought to depart from his Majefty ’s Mediation j but in this he is forced, 
for his own Defence, to follow his adverfe Party in the Way that ho 
leads him. 

Your Lord (hip will have received, I doubt not, from Mr. Meredith, 
that Don Fanannel de Lyra hath given in a Memorial to the States Ge- 
neral, in order to have M. Van Lewcn inftrudted to labour, when he 
comes Ainbalfador into England, in Concert with the Spanijh Minifters 
there, that his Majefty may plcafe to give his Guaranty of the Spanifl) 
Netherlands. M. Becoming told me laft Night, that this Motion is at 
this Time out of Scafon, for that there being already a defenfive League 
Vol. II. Ffff • be- 
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between his Majcfty and the States General, they cannot in Rcafon de- 
lire more, for that it is already more than any Guaranty can be from 
his Majcfty. On the other Side, the Spaniards cannot defire from the 
States General, that they (hould enter into a ftri&ur Obligation, than 
that they are already under to them ; and fo ’tis between Spain and the 
Emperor, and the reft of the late Confederates fo called ; for notwith- 
ftanding that each of them hath made his Peace feparately, yet the re- 
fpediivc Treaties do ftill fublift in the Points of mutual Defence, if any 
of the Parties ftiould be attacked, after that this prefent War is 
cealed ; his main lleafon for this Afiertion is, that tliefe Treaties are 
for a Term of Years not yet expired ; and as long as the Term lafts, lie 
fuppofes the Obligation to be binding in all thofe Points that are yet 
capable of being reciprocally obferved, notwithllanding the Failings on 
all Sides in the feparato Peace, but the Reafon he allcdged, and that 
feemed molt to weigh with him was, the Condition of Affairs in England 
at this Time ; he thought this Bulincfs of a Guaranty could not be men- 
tioned in the leal! to his Majcfty, but it would give a very great Offence 
to France i and yet tho’ his Majcfty ’s Guaranty were had in the belt 
Form, there could be no Fruit of it, till it pleafe God to rcftcre Things 
to their former Quiet in England^ fo much as to be hoped after. Thcie 
were M. Hcrcrning s Reafons againft M. de Lyras Memorial. 

One Captain Knight, a Gentleman belonging to Sir W. F'cmple, com- 
ing hither from jjmjlcrdam yefterday, tells me, he is in Purfuit of a 
Difcovcry of Arms bought and font into Ireland ’ to the Value of 20,000 
Pounds Sterling; he could tell me no more Particulars, but that’ one 
la Fear is the Seller ; that there was one Ship laden with Arms gone 
out of that Port on Lhnrfday was fevennight, (the Matter’s Name Turk- 
ton) bound for Dublin ; and that the Merchant’s Name that loaded them 
is Dorville . This is all he hath yet learnt • he goes back for Amsterdam 
this Morning, and will, I doubt not, give an Account to Sir IV. Female 
of what lie lhall difeover. 

I take Leave to clofe this Difpatch earlier than ordinary, deligning to 
wait on their Highndfcs the Prince and Princefs at Dceren , 6 Hours oft'.

T N my laft, which was of the 19 th, I took Leave to tell your Lord- 
Ihip, that I was then going to Decren , to wait on their HighncfTes. 
The Prince was Abroad all Day, fo that I had not the Honour to fee 
him ; the Princefs had taken a Vomit that Day, which made her very 
lick for the Time,- when the working was over, lhc had a good Sleep 
between 3 or 4 Hours, and awaked out of it not only well but cheerful, 
and fo continued the reft of the Evening ; next Day, which was Fttcf- 
day> 1 font to fee how her Highnefs did, and had Werd font me, flic had 
had a very good Day of it; yefterday I fent again, but my MelTcnger, 
1 know not by what Accident, is not yet come Home ; but I doubt not 
but that the Princefs is very well, the Advance of the Scafon, the Change 
ot Atr, and this Medicine concurring, I hope flie will have no more of 
her Ague. 1 am going to wait on her Highnefs this Morning, therefore 
take Leave to deiign this for the Poll when the Hour comes, ftnee I can- 
not be back fo foon. 

We 
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W e Jiave but two Things depending in this Place, but there is nothing 
done in either ; we have had no Meeting fince the firft, in order , to the 
executing of the Peace, and ’tis not like we fhall have any (for the Pla- 
ces will be evacuated, and the Troops retreated, without any exprefs 
% Stipulation) : M. Colbert did yefterday very much value the Moderation 
*of the French , in that they have already emptied feveral Places, as Aix 
laChapclk and Nuitz, leaving only 400 Switzers in the firft, and 100 
in the other, who live upon themfelves, and arc no Charge to the Inha- 
bitants ; for the withdrawing of the Troops, that he fays is done in 
Jlfatia , on the French Part, but it is certain the Emperor does it on his, 
tho’ it is fomewhat again ft his Will » the Clamours of the Circles of 
Swabe and Franconia forcing him to withdraw his Troops, and fo out 
of Strasburgh , the Imperial Garrifon being to march out, (which I fup- 
pofc is done already) and the Burghers charging themfelves to keep in 
Garrifon there 4000 of their own Men. 

The Peace of the Elector of Srandenbur^b (which is the other Thing 
depending here) is ftill where it was ; only M. Plafpicl defired me on 
juefday , to let M. Colbert know, that the Elc&or had, by frefh Orders 
come to Hand the Day before, directed him (and fo M. Meinders too) 
not to infift any longer upon having all ‘Pomerania, but to offer himfclf 
to enter into Treaty upon thofc Propofitions that M. Colbert himfclf had 
advanced. This, M. Colbert faid, he could not accept of, nor enter into 
any Debate upon the Propofitions he had made ; they mult be accepted 
entirely, or clfc rcje&ed : Upon this Occafion M. Colbert told me, that 
the King his Mafter had ordered 37 Squadrons of Horfe, and 4 Regi- 
ments of Foot, and 20 Pieces of Cannon, to be in a Readincfs to march 
up and join M. Cafao, in Cafe M. Meinders does not acquiefcc, when 
he comes to the Court of France, in what hath been offered him here j 
and in the mean while M. de Louvoy hath directed, that the Contribu- 
tions be railed to the higheft Pitch pollible all over the Elector’s Coun- 
tries. ’Tis a Wonder to me what the Elector fhould mean, he profeffes, 
they fay, to make no Oppolition, and owns that he hath no Refource 
left, but that he mu ft do all that France will have him do; yet fuffers 
the Peace that he muft come to at laft, to grow infinitely worfe to him 
undq; his Hands, by delaying as he does to conclude it. 

H e hath lately given Orders to M. Plafpicl (as himfelf told me) and 
M. Spaen, that they fhould deliver up Skinken-Skans to the States ; M. 
Colbert tells me upon all Occafions, ana repeated it to me yefterday, that 
we fhall fee the General Peace very fuddenly made up : One Argument 
he ufed was, that the Kings of ‘Denmark and Sweden are going to Treat 
in Siboonen, where there is a Poflibility of Difpatch j whereas none 
could have been hoped for in this Place, fo diftant are the Humours of 
their rcfpctftive Miniftcrs. I am, &c.

My Lord, 

IN my laft, which was of the 22 d, I was not able to tell your Lordfhip,’ 
J| whether the Princefs had cfcapcd her Fit the Day before or not ; 
I found, when I came to f Veeren, fhe had not ; and that the Fit had been 
a very fcvcrc one, notwithftanding the Vomit fhe had taken this Day 
fevennight ; but the Fit fhe had on Friday was much more tolerable, 
and without any cold Fit at all ; fhe had a Touch of one yefterday, but 
Vol. II. Ffffa * not 
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not fo long nor fo troublcfome as that of Friday ; fo that I hope this 
Ague is now leaving of her, and that I fhall be able by the next to tell 
your Eordftiip, that herHighncfs has quite loft it. 

I fhould have waited on her Highnefs this Day, but that M. Colbert 
preftes the Imperial Ambafladors to renew the Conferences, about the 
Execution of the Peace of the Empire : He was with m6 on Friday , Sa- 
turd ay , and vefterday too, to defire my Offices towards them ; and I was 
with them levcral Times, but have not yet their pofitive Anfwer. 

T h i! Nezz'htrgb and IJege Minifters do ddire likewife, with all Ear- 
ncllncfs, that tliefc Conferences may be renewed, and that they may 
be prefent at them ; M. Colbert , on his Part, invites them to it, fup- 
poling lie will be able to make it out, that he hath the better of the 
Argument ; but the Imperialijls look upon this as a Step that thofe Mi- 
nifters ought not to make, nor to meddle in the Execution of the Impe- 
rial Commiffion, but leave the Difpofal of the Points in Qucftion to the 
Emperor, and the Dyet of the Empire ; and the pretending of theft; 
Minifters thus to intervene, is the Caufc that the Imperialijls have not 
yet declared, whether they will accept the Conferences, and fuflfer them 
to be prefent or not ,• but 1 hear they will come and tell me by and by, 
that they will accept the Conferences. 

The Moft Chriftian King being rcfolvcd, in cafe the Imperial Troops 
do not withdraw, and that the Places where the Emperor hath Gar- 
rifons, be not evacuated, to order M. Calvo to fend back Part of the 
Forces under him, to repoflefs their old Quarters again in the Countries 
of Juliet's , Liege , Colo^n, and Frcvcs, or elfc to direct that 7000 Horfe, 
that are now in March to joy 11 with M. Cairo, do fettle themfclvcs in 
thofe Countries, till the Imperial Troops be marched out of the Empire; 
thofe Minifters of flewburgb and Liege being extrcamly concerned, that 
thofe Countries be not ablolutely ruined and defolatcd by the Return of 
the French upon them, do prefs extrcamly to have the Conferences re- 
newed, and themfelves be prefent at them; nay, they do not flick to 
lay, the Imperial Ambalfadors have the worft Side of the Argument, and 
that they ought not to refufe or delay coming to M. Colbert's Demand, 
which is, to agree certain Days, whereon the Places of both Sides ihould 
be evacuated, and the Troops begin to march towards their rclpoCtivc 
Territories. 

B u t it is not M. Colbert and thefe Minifters alone, that prefs the 
Execution of the Treaty of the Empire ; his Highnefs the Prince Elector 
! 'Palatine does call carneftly to have the Imperial Troops withdraw, and 
efpecially the Lorainers } from between the Rhine and the Mojelle , not- 
withftanding that they are faid to have pafs’d into the Emperors Service; 
for M. de HitJJie , the French Lieutenant General, had lately fent a Mcf- 
fage, in the Name of his King, to his Electoral Highnefs, that unlefs he 
and his Neighbours, the Electors of Mayence and Treves , do prevail with 
the Emperor to call away the Lorain Troops from thofe Places where 
they now are, they, the French, muft and will drive them out by Force; 
it being, as they alledge, an Infraction of the Treaty, to have the Troops 
of a Prince in Enmity with France receiv’d, by way .pf Colour only, into 
the Emperor’s Service, fo near the French Territories, as to give a juft 
Caufc of Jealoullc to France . 

Thus the Prince Elector Palatine writes to the Emperor the $tb t of 
this Month, preffing to have thofe Troops called away, the Danger 
being vifible that the French will come into his Countries, an$ fall to 
Blows wit - the Lorainers. 1 take Leave to inclole the Letters and Me- 
morials 5 had the Honour to receive Friday and yefterday from his Electo- 
ral 
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ral Highnefs upon this Subject. One would be apt to conclude from 
theft Circumftances, that the Imperial and French Forces may come 
to a Clafh ; and that this is done (as M. Colbert allcdgcs it is) to bear 
up the* Elc&or of Brandenburgh : But I find M. Beverning and others 
of Opinion, the Elo&or will make his Peace, and the King of Denmark 
too, very fpcedily ; and that the Imperial Troops will march out of the 
Empire, as the French would have them, notwithstanding the Point of 
Honour ; for thofc States of the Empire that have the Troops of either 
Side lying upon them, do cry out upon the Emperor and his Minifters, 
and will do it more loudly at the Dyet, unlcfs they be very fpcedily 
cafed. 

Having come thus far, the Imperial AmbafTadors came to me about 
the Conferences, and after 4 Hours Converfation, declared they would, 
upon certain Conditions too long here to infert, begin the Conferences 
again with M. Colbert . They told me, the Elector of Bavaria is for cer- 
tain dead of an Apoplexy; the Electoral Prince wants about 14 Months 
of his Majority, that is, of 18 Years of Age ; and his Father’s younger 
Brother, Duke Maximilian , is to have the Tutorage of him in the mean 
while ; this Duke is not fo much a Frenchman (tho* married with a 
Daughter of the Duke of Bouillon ) as the late Elector was : This Acci- 
dent M. Blafpiel looks upon as like to produce a great Change in the 
Empire. 

I hope your Lordfhip hath a full Account from Mr. Meredith , of the 
Arms fufpe&cd to be fhipp’d for Ireland: I fend your Lordfhip the Ori- 
ginal Letter I have from Captain Knight upon tins Occafion. I am, (jc.

T H E Conferences between the Imperial AmbafTadors and M. Colbert 
were fet once for c tuefday 3 but M. Colbert got them to be pijt off 
till this Morning, in Hopes to receive, by the Letters of this Day, fbme 
Certainty of M. Meinders having concluded the Peace of the Eledtor of 
Brandenburgh with the Moft Chriftian King : M. Colbert comes now and 
tells me, that M. Meinders his laft Propofition has been rejected ; that 
M. efc Creqni will be this Day at Wefel, where the French will gather 
together all the Forces they can, in order to fall upon the Brandenburgh 
Countries, and to purfuc that War with all Vigour ; tho’ he came not 
to me, he faid, to unbefpeak the Conferences, yet, he told me he forefaw 
they would be fruitlefs ,• for that the Elector not coming to a Peace, the 
Emperor will not withdraw bis Troops out of the Empire : And it is 
upon this Suppofal, that M. Calvo hath Orders to fend Forces into their 
old Quarters in the Countries of Juliers 3 Uege 3 and Cologn 3 to repofTcfs 
themfelves of their former Quarters, and to have an Eye upon the Im- 
perial Troops that arc ordered to flay in the Empire. 

M. Blafpiel has* been with me fince my laft, to defire that his Majcfty 
would be plcafcd, as Mediator, to make an Overture, that Stetin might 
remain to the Elcdtor, tho’ it fhould be upon hard Terms. 

• I anfvvcred him as your Lordfhip had dire&ed me in one of your late 
Letters, in cafe his Majefty fhould be defired to make Plans between the 
Parties ; hut his main Bufinefs was to infinuate, as he did in that Con- 
verfation, that if there were any Likelihood of a Breach between En- 

* gland 
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gland and France , the Ele&or would hold his Hand, and not accept the 
difhonourable Terms the French would impofc upon him, and would 
joyn, he faid, cheerfully with his Majcfty with all his Might, in calc 
his Majefty Ihould enter into the War. 

M. Heugh , in another Converfation with me, held the fame Difcourfe 
as to the Conjunction of the King his Mailer with his Majcfty, in cafe he 
entered into a War with France; that the King of Denmark hath 50 
Men of War well equipped, and that he hopes his Majcfty will find the 
Conjunction confiderablo and ufeful -to him, in cafe he have need of it. 
BotJi of them taking a War between E ngland and France to be unavoid- 
able i and I find M. Becoming to be entered into the fame Opinion, tho’ 
he docs confefs he is not without an equal Fear for his own Country. 

The Elector of Bavaria's Death, and that a fudden one, is confirmed. 

I acknowledge with all Thanks the Favour of one from your Lord- 
fhip of the 20 th, and fhall give your Lordlliip, by the firft Convcnicncy, 
an Account how the Affair of the Duke of Lnxemburgh Hands. This 
being his Majcfty ’s Birth-Day, I take Leave to conclude with my molt 
hearty Prayer, that God would blcfs him with a long Life, to Reign 
over us in all Peace and Prolperity.

My Lord, 

I N my laft, which was of the 2 9 th paft, I gave your Lordlhip an 
Account how the Conferences between the Imperial Ambafladors 
and M. Colbert had been twice put off ; but the Imperialifts receiving 
Letters from the Elector of Cologn , whereby he defired that his Rcfidence 
of Bonn Ihould be emptied of the Imperial Garrifon that now lies in it ; 
and having received Advice likewiic, that the Dyet at Ratisbone had 
fent a Requeft to the Emperor, that he would be pleafed to cafe the 
Empire of the Forces that now lie upon it, chiefly in the Circles of Swabe 
and Franconia , they did not think fit any longer to decline a Conference, 
fince they had fo much been prefs’d thereto, not only by M. Colbert , but 
alfo by the Miniftcrs of Newburgh and Liege . 

So they met on Friday at 10 in the Morning at the Stadthoufc, in 
the ufual Place. M. Colbert began with prefling the Execution of the 
27 th Article of the Treaty lately made here, and urged the Example 
and Practice of the Treaty of Munjter , which was executed, alledging, 
and indeed making it out, that the Garrifons were then emptied, and 
the Troops withdrawn on both Sides pari pajjit. 

T o tins the Imperialifts anfwcred, that the Cafe is not now the fame,' 1 
for then the Peace was general ; that now here are the Remainders of 
a War unqucnchcd in the Empire j that it is not fuitable to the Truft 
and Dignity of the Emperor, to withdraw his own Forces, and abandon 
the Empire to Strangers : However, that the States of the Empire 
might ’ere long come to an Underftanding with the Emperor, how to 
difpofj of the Forces now on Foot, and then the Emperor would do that 
in Compliance with thofe States as to the withdrawing of his Troops, 
which they did not think him obliged to do by the 27 th Article afore- 
laid ; there being no Provifion in it, nor in any other Part of the Treaty, 
for the retreating of his Troops into the Hereditary Countries^ And 
here they acknowledged to have fomc Notice of the Requeft that the 
Dyct at Ratisbone had made very lately to the Emperor, but they not 

know- 
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knowing what Rcfolution the Emperor might come to upon it, could 
agree to nothing that was pretended to be the Drift of that Requcft ; 
only they expected to receive the Emperor’s Pleafure by the Ordinary of 
Wednefday' next ; and then they would declare how far they fhould be 
. able to coltaply in the Thing, not from any Obligation they are under 
from the Treaty, but in Execution of Meafures taken between the Em- 
peror and the States of the Empire. 

A s to the other Point, for evacuating of Bonn, and other Places Gar- 
rifon’d by the Emperor ; the French Ambaffadors, they faid, had no Right 
to demand that they fhould be evacuated, fincc they were to be reftor- 
cd, not to France , but to their former Lords and Magiftrates j they 
doubted not but that the Emperor would gratify the Elector of Coloetii 
in emptying Bom, as foon as his Requeft was made known to his Im- 
perial ATa jelly ; and fo for the other Places, which are 5, that M. Colbert 
infilled to have evacuated. 

M. Colbert offered them a confidcrable Thing by way of Recompcnce 
for their evacuating of Bonn, if they pleafed to do it out of Hand ; it 
was, that Aix la Chapclle, and the other 7 Polls, which the Irene bare 
to hold in the Empire till the War of the North be ended, fhould be re- 
duced under the Pay of France , and the Inhabitants cafed of all Bur- 
thens from that Day forward that the Imperial Garrifon fhould march 
out of "Bonn. But this the Imperial Ambaffadors were not, it feems, 
able to put in Execution, till they have the Emperor’s Orders for it ; 
bclidcs that, thofe Polls were to be maintained at the Charges of France , 
and not of the Inhabitants, from the very Time that the Ratifications 
were exchanged ; and fo M. Colbert offered nothing in this, but what by 
the Treaty fhould have been executed near two Months ago. 

H e offered alfo to empty the Dioccfcs of Cologn, Liege , and Trmtf,' 
and the Country of Jtdiers, of the French Troops, faving the Garrifons 
necclfary in the 8 Polls abovefaid, by a Day to be fet, if they did take 
Order, that the Imperial Troops fhould march out of Swabe and Fran- 
conia, towards the Hereditary Countries ; adding there will be no De- 
lay or Failing on his Side, lince *M. de Crequi and all the fubordinate 
Officers, were to follow fuch Orders as M. Colbert fhould give them in 
this. Cafe. Here the Impcrialijls would do nothing likewife, till they 
knew what Rcfolution the Emperor would come to with the Dyet, up- 
on the late Overture made to him. 

B 0 r M. Colbert will have the Advantage to publifh throughout the 
Empire thefc Offers he hath made, and the Rcfufal that the Imperialists 
have made upon them ; and tho’ the Imperialifls^ have a fair Colour for 
thef6 Delays, yet the Circles and the Ellates of the Empire are impa- 
tient till they have Eafe given them, and till they do partake of the 
Fruit of the Peace lately made, which is, to be once more their own 
Mailers at Home. 

I n this Conference, M. Colbert objoCted to the Imperialifls, that fincc 
the Troops of the Emperor gave fuch a Jealoulie to the French, that they 
could not purfue the War againfl the Elector of Brandenburgh, as long 
as the Emperor’s Troops did, as it were, watch them, and would be ready, 
upon any Check fhat fhould happen, to joyn with the Brandenburgher ; 
it was an Infraction on the Emperor’s Part, in regard here was an Affiil- 
ancc given indireWy to tho Enemy of France and Sweden which the 
Treaty provides cxprelly fhall not be done : He urged, that this was 
the fingle Reafon, why the Elector delayed, fo much to his Lofs, to 
make his Poace ; affirming, that if the Elector did once perceive, that the 
Emperor was in earneft for executing of the Peace, by withdrawing of 

his 
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his Troops, he would prcfently accept the Conditions that France offer’d 
him, and put an End to the War ; but as long as he faw the Emperor 
armed, and obferving the Motions of the French , he hoped that fomc 
Occaiion or other would at laft bring them to Blows, and fo begin the 
War anew. 

I n this Conference, which lafted for two Hours, nothing \Va$ agreed ; 
M. Colbert affirming fevcral Times, that he expected the Imperial Troops 
fliould lead the Way to the French 1'roops out of the Empire ; that if 
they do not, the French would enjoy the fame Benefit of Quartering as 
the Imperialifls do, not only this Summer, but uext Winter, and till 
the Imperialifis fhall void the Empire. * 

This Exprcflion of marching firjl out of the Empire , feemed harfli to 
the Imperialifls and they replied, that the Emperor was not to lead 
the Way out de chez Luy, at the lnftance of France : Upon this M. Col - 
bcrt 3 by Degrees, put himfelf into a great Heat and Palfton, infomuch 
that he (aid, they would make a War 'Twenty Years longer, rather than 
leave the Emperor pour demurer Maitre de l Empire ,• that France, as well 
as the States of the Empire, had an Intercfl he fliould be bounded, other- 
wife la France ricft phis rien 3 il faudra quelle baijfc le pavilion dr tout Ic 
mende dc menu a fF.mperenr. But this Storm was quickly over, they 
parted Friends ; and the Imperialifls intimated, that when they fliould 
receive their Letters on Wcdnefday next, they might be ready for a Con- 
ference ; and upon the Orders that the Emperor fliould give, in Purfu- 
ance of what the Dyct hath befought him to do, they thought they 
might come to an Undemanding with M. Colbert 3 to the Content of all 
Parties. 

Some Miniftcrs here do make Account of this Difference between 
the Imperialifls and French , as if it might end in a new Rupture ; but 
it is hard to imagine, that the Emperor having confcnted to the Ratify- 
ing and publifliing of this Peace, will break it fofoon, upon thefe Points 
of Evacuating, wherein the States of the Empire approve the Demands 
of the French , cfnecially thofc that would be moft expofed if the War 
do begin anew. Thofc Princes do not'flick to fpeak it out here by their 
Miniftcrs ; befidcs, the Condition of the Emperor is ill in Hungary at this 
Time; he fees the Way that Holland is treated by the French , and how 
little Refentmcnt they think fit tofhew of it, for fear of drawing a new 
War upon them. 

The Expedient whereby he is like to five the Point of Honour in 
marching out of the Empire is, to call his own Troops out of it, and to 
leave behind him thofc Troops that have been railed in the Name, and at 
the Charge of the Empire, tho’ they have been fince incorporated ‘into 
the Emperor’s Army. This the French will not have much to fay againft, 
that the Circles fliould do what they pieafe with their own Troops. 

A s to the Imperial Garrifons to be emptyed, they are fo few, and fo 
fmall, that they arc not worth the talking of, Strasburgh only excepted; 
that is a Place both Parties have a jealous Eye upon, and that one will 
never fuffer the other to be abfolute Mafter of ; ’tis a Town and State of 
the Empire, and not only fo, but the Bulwark of it on that Side ; fo 
that the Emperor hath the greateft Concern that the' French fliould not 
be Mailers of it : On the other Side, the French will never fuffer the 
Garrilon to be wholly Imperial ; for whoever is Mailer of Strasburgh, is 
ealily Mafter of all Alfatia $ fo that the Temperament herein is like to 
be the taking in of Swiffes to make up the Garrifon, it the Burghers be 
not fufficicnt. 

We 
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W e have do more of M. Meindcrs Negotiation at Faris^ unlcfs it bo 
that the Miniftcr of Denmark there looks upon it as wholly dclperate » 
as to the Conferences in Scboonen^ we hear no more, but that CommilFa- 
ries are fent from both Sides to adjuft the Preliminaries there $ tho’ M. 
Heugb told\mc laft Night, that the King his Mafter experts nothing of 
Reality on tpc Swedijh Side from thofe Conferences. 

M. d OlhenkrantZy who is returned hither, told me laft Night, be and 
his Colleguc 'had fomewhat to communicate to me relating to thole Con- 
ferences in Scboonen ; as he had told me on Tfburfday Night they had 
fomething to delirc my Offices upon, in relation to two Points that are 
' ftill unadjufted between them and the Hollander s> in their Treaty with 
the States General j but they have not yet been with me upon either of 
thefe Occafions. 

Since the writing of this, the two Swedijh Ambafladors came to me 
upon the two Errands abovementioned ; the firft was, that the King of 
Sweden had ordered them to acquaint me, as his Majefty s Minifter here, 
that he had been induced, in Regard of the Diftance of this Place, to 
think of another to Treat their Peace in ; that the King of 'Denmark 
had agreed to it, and that Scboonen is the Place ; that the King of Swe- 
den would have been very glad that the Peace had been finifhed here, as 
that between him and the Empire was, by his Majefty s Mediation ; of 
the Benefit whereof he w as exceeding fenfiblc, and would upon all Oc- 
calions manifelt the Regards he hath for his Majefty s Fricndfhip and 
Affection upon this Occafion ; that he defired his Majefty would be plcafed 
to fend fome of his Minifters to the Place of Treaty in Scboonen , that 
the Treaty may be brought about by his Mediation ; which that King, 
they faid, would be very glad of. The other Thing they fpokc of, 
were 4 Points of their Treaty that M .d Olivenkrantz could not bring to 
an Adjuftmcnt in his Negotiation at the Hague j they defired my Offices 
upon them to M. Beverning ; but it w ill be too tedious now to trouble 
your Lordftiip with the Particulars. 

I take Leave to inclofe to your Lordlhip M. de Feuquicres Letters 
that M. Heugb communicated to me, and fome other Papers about eva- 
cuating the Empire of the Troops and Garrifons on both Sides. Having 
fp -ken now as I am doling with M. Beverning , he tells me, ’tis his Be- 
l.ef that the Imperial Ambafladors will have Orders to direct the with- 
drawing all the Emperor’s Troops out of the Empire ; and then laid, 
ce ft era a nous a f'onger d nos affaires , intimating, that this Country would 
be «i Danger from the French , when the Emperor’s Troops arc recalled.

My Lord, 

I Dare not take upon me to anfwcr for the Confequences of my giv- 
ing fuch a Certificate as the Duke of Luxemburgb defires : *Tis 
true there is nothing in it that looks like a Judgment given upon the 
Title one Way or other ,* but the giving of any Certificate, or the do- 
ing of any Ad in this Cafe, without firft acquainting the Spanijh A m- 
balTadors here with it, nay, without having their Confent to it, would 
be interpreted an Ad prejudicial to the Crown of Spain ; and may be 
an Occalion of very high Rcfentments, if that Crown Ihould come to 
be otherwife than in a good Underftanding with his Majefty ; for it may 
Yol. II. G g g g . be 
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be pretended hereafter, (and not without Reafon too) that by fuch ait 
Aft, the Claim which the Dutchcfs of Luxcmbitrgb makes to that*Dutchy, 
was, as it were, admitted, and the entering of it in fome Sort recorded 
by his Majefty’s Miniftcr here ; whereas his Majefty hath nothing to do, 
neither by his Mediation, nor by Compromife, nor as Sovereign of the 
Fiefe, nor any otherwife in this Matter. In this the Exanfole of Mun- 
Jtcr , and of the Mediators there, ought to be the Rule ; For there the 
Duke de la Tremouille put in his Pretcnfion to the Kingdom of Naples^ 
in the fame Manner before the Mediators ; but there was no Manner of 
Aft done upon it, much lefs Certificate given about it by the Mediators. 
The fame Pretcnfion to the Kingdom of Naples , was laid before me 
here ; but I did no Aft, nor did I give any Manner of Certificate relat- 
ing to it, but cxcufcd myfelf to the Duke de la Fremouilles Procurator, 
upon the Example of Munjler , and the Reafon above hinted ; where- 
with he was plcafcd to be fatisfied. 

Here hath nothing pafs’d fince my laft, between the Imperial Am- 
baffadors and M. Colbert , but that they gave into my Hands the Lift that 
goes inclofed of thofe Places that they pretend the French Ihould rc- 
ftore in vertue of this Peace. M. Colbert hath not yet anfwcrcd upon 
the Particulars of it. 

I humbly acknowledge the Favour of your Lordfhip’s Letter of the 
*7 th paft ; I fent to M.nT Olwcnkrantz this Day, but cannot fpcak with 
him till after the Poll is gone. I am, (jc,

M Y Collogues and myfelf have had heretofore fevcral Occafions to 
obferve in our Difpatchcs, that we were always admitted to a 
fufficicnt Light, whereby to know what was palfing in the Negotiations 
between the Swedes and the D utch, and fo between the French and the 
Dutch, (while that was depending) about their Commerce, the Parties 
managing it thcmfelvcs, and now and then excufing the Thing to us, as 
not of Weight enough for our Offices ; only the Swedijh and the Dutch 
Ambaffadors too have, every one in his Turn, charged the other oblique- 
ly, with carrying their Treaties to the Hague ; whereas each Party, pro- 
fefs’d himfclf content and defirous to have an End put to all their Diffe- 
rences under his Majefty’s Mediation here ; and upon this Account M. 
d Olwcnkrantz and M .Feverning have taken Occafion, at fevcral Times, 
to difeourfe to me of the prefent State of their Treaties, and of fome 
Things that have pafs’d at the Hague during M. d Olivenkrantz his Ne- 
gotiation there. 

I fhall take Leave to obferve to your Lordfhip, that there are two 
Treaties intended between, Sweden and Holland , the one of Peace, 
and the other of Commerce j in that of Peace, when M. d OUvenkrantz 
went to the Hague in April laft, there were 4 or 5 Points in which they 
differed ; M. d Qlivenhantz has told me fince his Return, they were all 
adjufted at the Hague, faving one Point, which was this : The Swedes 
would have an Aft of the Dutch Ambafladors, that the States General 
will obferve an exaft Neutrality in regard of Sweden, during this *War 
in the North. 

M, ‘Jicvcrimg, in Behalf of the States, anfwers, that they have al- 
ready given an Article to the French to that Effeft, and that he and his 

Col-

^Collegue (hall declare and repeat the fame again to thcFrencb Ambalfadors 
in the Prefence of the Swedes > but they will give no new Ait, lined 
that wbuld give the Dane and Brandenlmrgher a ftefh Occafion to re- 
proach them, for having abandoned their Allies, in making their Peace 
with that* Precipitation they did. 

M. Colbart told me the other Day, that in this the Swedes are in the 
wrong, andfehat he will tell them fo to their Faces j for that they had 
declared t<\ him, they would be content that this Aft about the Neu- 
trality fhouid be repeated to them the Drench Ambalfadors only ; and not 
given as ’tis now demanded, as a direft Obligation from the States to 
the King of Sweden , that they will continue Neuters during this War : 
This is all I know of the Treaty of Peace ; only M. 'Beoerning told me 
about 4 or 5 Days ago, that there may be a Temperament found in this. 
If every Thing elfe can be agreed on but that notwithftanding the Ar- 
ticle about fatisfying for the Corn-Ships brought to St ral fundi and un- 
laded by Count Coningsmark , be adjufted, (for that is one of the Articles 
of the Treaty of Peace) yet they have had 7 or 8 Merchant Ships taken 
by Swcdifh Capers ,• and for thofe the Dutch mull have Satisfa&ion, be- 
fore the Treaty of Peace can be concluded. 

The Treaty of Commerce confifts, according to the Copy I‘ have of 
it, of 35 Articles : 1 take Leave to fend your Lordlhip a Tranfcript of 
it, as 1 had it from M. d' Olhenkrantz in November laft ,• but there may 
be many Things chang’d in it lince, at the Hague , or here, without my 
Knowledge. 

JBut the Swedijh, the Dutch, and the Trench Ambalfadors too, have, 
upon feverai Occalions, told me, that all the Difficulty about the Com- 
merce lay in the 61 h and 7 th Articles of the Project, the reft being Ar- 
ticles common to all Treaties of Commerce j and of the 7 th, which is 
the principal, I take Leave to fend your Lordlhip a Copy, as I have it 
from M. d Olhenkrantz fincc his Return from the Hague ; he telling me, 
that he and the Deputies of the States had agreed it fully in the very 
Words I now lend it, excepting the laft Claufe, which conlifting of two 
Branches, he pretends to have entirely admitted, or elfe entirely left out. 

The 6 th and 7 th Articles being thofe that relate to the Swedijh 
Trade direftly, I fhall humbly take Leave to enlarge upon them, firft 
as they were infilled upon by the Dutch Ambalfadors before M. d OH- 
venkrantz went to the Hague ,• next as they arc now adjufted j that your 
Lordlhip may the more clearly difeern what Influence this Treaty of 
Commerce may have upon our Trade in the North. 

fx thefc two Articles, as the Dutch Ambalfadors firft projefted them, 
there were four Points they infilled on with much Earneftnefs. 

1. T H A t it might be free for Hollanders to import and export all 
Manner of Merchandizes, that were not exprelly forbidden in Sweden to 
be imported or exported by the Subjcfts of that Crown, as well as by 
Foreigners ; their Aim therein was, to have certain Companies in Sweden 
broke and abolifhed, efpccially thole that had the Monopoly there of 
Pitch, Tar, and Tobacco. 

The 2 d Point was, that whereas there is a Difference made in Swe- 
den between Swedijh Ships that are armed, and carry Merchandizes, and 
Ships that are not aumed, fo that the Goods laden in the firft Sort pay 
lefs Cuftoms than Goods in Ships that are not armed, (whether they 
belong to Swedes or other Nations) and that this Difference was efta- 
blilhcd in the Years 40 and 45 ; the Dutch Ambalfadors had it in their 
Aim, and in their Pfojeft, to reduce all Impofitions, and efpccially this 
Difference and Inequality, to the Foot they were upon in the faid Years 
Vol. II. * Cx g g g a 40 
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40 and 45 ; fincc the faid Cuftoms and Impofitions have been raifed 
oftentimes, and the Difference and Inequality heightened. 

At firft, where the Swcdijh Ships armed or privileged paid 4 Rix- 
dollars, a Holland Merchant Ship paid but 6 ; but the Difproportion of 
late hath been much greater ; the Dutch Ambafladors, in the#.* Debates 
here, did not pretend that the King of Sweden fliould haWhis Hands 
tyed, fo as not to raife his Impolitions upon Strangers as*i he fliould 
think fit, but only that he fliould raife upon his own Subjects too in 
Proportion j as for Inftance, if he fhould raife the 6 Rix dollars abovefaid 
to i2, upon a Holland Merchant Ship, he fliould raife it to 10, and not 
to 8, upon the Swedifb armed Ship ,• I mean, the Difproportion of 4 and 
6 for Example, which was eltabliflied in 40, and 45, fhould not be 
changed, as it hath been of late Years ; and for any additional Duty to 
be added upon the Difproportion, they pretended it fliould lie equal upon 
the Swede and the Hollander. 

’Tis to be obferved, that the Swedes do not pretend to make this 
Difference, of Ships that arc armed and not armed, in all their Ports 
upon the Raltick Sea, but only in the Ports of the Kingdom ol Sweden , 
(wherein they fay Schooncn is incorporated) and in the Ports of Finland. 

T h 1 ; d Point that the ‘Dutch Ambafladors projected to gain in this 
Treaty, was the aboli filing of certain Impolitions laid upon their Ships, 
tho’ without any Lading in them, in the Ports cf Riga, Revel , and 
Wybourg ; and that their Subjects might freely Travel and Trade up and 
dow n in all the Dominions of the King of Sweden. 

A qtb Point was, that it might be lawful for Hollanders to have 
Houfcs of their own, and Ware-houfes too, to keep heir Goods in, and 
expofc them to Sale, and not be bound to put their Goods in Publick 
Cellars. 

There arc two Points more not let dow n in the firft Project, but 
Parted fincc, I fuppole, at the Hague ; the one is, that all Statutes and 
Cuftoms introduced fincc the Year 1 640, w hereby the J aberty of Com- 
merce is diminiflied or rellrained, be revoked and aboliilicd. The other 
Point is, that Hollanders may enjoy in Sweden all Immunities and Ad- 
vantages that any other Stranger Nation, the ftriCteft in Ericndfliip with 
it, (the Words in the Latin arc, amicijjima qtuvis gens extera) doth at 
this Time enjoy, or fliall at any Time hereafter be admitted to, jn all 
Matters whatfoever relating to their Pcrfons, or clfc to Trade and 
Traffick. 

The four firft of thefc Points, tho’ they had been much bandycdjicre 
at fcvcral Reprifes, but without Succcfs, were adjufted at the Hague" r <L\\ 
M. d' Qliixnkrantz his Negotiation there : It was thus. 

As to the 1 Jl Point, the Hollanders have liberty, by the 6 th Article, 
to import and export every Thing that is not forbidden the proper Sub- 
jects of Sweden to deal in. 

’T 1 s true, the Hollanders do ftipulate by the Treaty, that the Com- 
panies they were aggrieved with fliall be aboJiflicdj this the Swedes' would 
not be brought to, out of a Regard to the Dignity of their Mailer ; but 
they have agreed to give a feparate ACt under their Hands, when they 
come to lign this Treaty, whereby they will declare and promile, that 
whereas the States General defire the abolifliing of Icveral Companies 
prejudicial to the Liberty of Commerce^ that their King doth intend to 
do it, and that there fliall be Orders illued out for the abolifliing of all 
Companies that arc contrary to the Intent of the 6 tb Article, and par- 
ticularly thofc of Pitch, Tar, and Tobacco ; and that this fliall be done 
with Effect, at the fame Time that the Inftruments for the Ratification 

of 
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of this Treaty do pafs the Forms in Sweden : I take Leave to incloie 
herewith a Copy of that Adt, as it was agreed at the Hague, the laft 
Thin# onjy excepted ; for the Swedes will not add, that the like Compa- 
nies Jhall not be crctted for the future . 

A s to the 2 d Point, about which there was the greateft Difficulty, ■ 
the Diffejcncc and Difproportion to be obferved between the Cuftoms 
and Impulsions paid by Swedijh Ships that are armed, (and confcqucntly 
privileged^ and Holland Merchant Ships, is thus regulated : 

1. No Ship lliall be reputed armed, fo as to be privileged, unlefs it 
carries 24 great Guns, and have certain other Requifites, preferibed in a 
late Placart of the King of Sweden . 

2. This Difference between the armed Ships of Sweden , and the 
Holland Merchant Ships, fliall be made only in the Ports of the King- 
dom of Sweden and of Finland ; but in the Ports of FJlhonia , Livonia , 
lngria , 'Pomerania , Mccklemburgh , and all other Places belonging to that 
Crown, there fliall be no luch Difference, Inequality, or Difproportion 
in the Cuftoms and Duties ; the Hollanders being to pay no more than 
Swedes (tho’ armed) do, in thefe Ports laft mentioned. 

3. That the Difference or Difproportion that Holland Ships are to 
pay, over and above what Swedijh armed Ships do pay, fhall be upon the 
fame Foot it was in by the Printed Book of Rates of the Year 1668 ; 
what the Difproportion is, neither the Swcdith Ambaftadors, nor the 
'Dutch Ambaftadors, nor yet M. Si her croon , have been pleafod to tell 
me; all lading, (when I asked the Qucftion, as I did often) they knew 
it not, buit referring themfelvcs to the Printed Tables or Books of that 
Year. 

This is a Point that the Swedes have clearly gained upon the Dutch, 
for they infifted from the Beginning, to have the Difproportion fixed up- 
on the Tariff of 68, and have now got it fo fix’d, tho’ the Dutch la- 
bour’d to reduce it to the firft Lftablilliment of 40, and 45 only. 

4. T ii i: Dutch have gotten four Species of Merchandizes, that is. 
Timber, Corn, Pitch, anil Pot-allies, to be rated as to the Difproportion, 
not upon the Foot of 68, but upon the Foot of another Tariff more 
moderate, which was made in the Year 1 659 : Yet M. d Olivcnkrantz 
pretends, they are at Liberty to go off from their Engagements, as to 
thefe four Sorts of Commodities, and to infift, that they be rated as all 
the others upon the Tariff of 68, in regard he had yielded this Point, 
upon a Suppofitiou that the Peace fliould be concluded at the Hague, 
when this Point was Treated and debated on ; but it having fallen out 
•othonvife, he and his Collogue would be thought to be at Liberty to 
go off from what was agreed touching thefe four Sorts of Commodities. 

jj. Tun Difference or Difproportion abovementioned, is impofed with 
relation to the Ships alone, not at all to the Goods or Merchandizes in 
them ; fo as the Goods of Hollanders , when they are laden in thefe arm- 
ed or privileged Ships of Sweden , fliall pay no more than if they be- 
longed to Swedes ; the fame Abatement or Difproportion of Duties being 
allowed to Holland , as to Swedijh Goods, when the Holland Goods arc 
laden in thefe Swedijh armed Ships, 

6 . That if the Duties be at any Time raifed, it fliall be equally 
upon the SwediJ( j» Subjects as upon the Hollanders, and no Difproportion 
uled but what is fixed by the Tariff of 68 ; and that in the Ports, and 
upon the Ships abovtfpccified, fo that fuppofing the Inequality then 
fixt to be, that an armed Swedilh Ship fliall pay but 4, where a Hol- 
lander pays 6, if 6 more, or any other Addition, be from henceforth laid 
upon Goods in Swedijh Ships, tho’ arm’d and privileg’d. 
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7. It is further agreed for a general Rule, that this- Difpropoftioft' 

being thus fix’d in Sweden and Finland , the Subjedts of Holland fliall 
be bound to pay in all other Ports and Places no more, or other Du- 
ties, than what the Subjedts of Sweden do; and there (hall be no Immu- 
nity or Pioference granted to the Swedrjh Subjedts, to the Prejudice of 
this mutual Liberty. I 

Here I take L cave to obferve, that each Party referves t ( itfelf, by 
Implication, a Liberty to raile the Duties, as they fliall fee Caufe, in 
their refpedtive Dominions, provided one Party do exadt no more of the 
Subjects of the other, (excepting the Difproportion abovementioned, be- 
tween Swedijh armed Ships and Holland Ships) than from their own pro- 
per Subjedts : But the Demand that the 'Dutch Ambafladors made in 
their firft Project was, that all Duties fliould be reduced to the Foot they 
were upon in Sweden in the Year 1 640, and in the United Provinces in 
the Year 1654. 

8. There fliall be Printed Tables in all Places ncccffary, for to fhew 
as well the Difproportions abovefaid, as all other Duties that arc to 
be paid. 

Thus this great Point of Duties, and the Difproportion between 
them, upon armed Ships of Sweden , and upon Holland Merchant Ships, 
was at lall agreed with M. d Olivenkrantz at the Hague ; and tho’ I lend 
your Lordfliip the Article itfelf, as both Sides do own it to be agreed, 
yet I have endeavoured to reprefent it to your Lofdfhip diftindtly, it 
having been a Matter that has puzzled the Parties thcmfelvcs to pene- 
trate, and to come to an Undemanding in, as well as the French Am- 
bafladors and mvlelf, who, upon Occalions, have meddled in it. 

As to the 3 d Point, the Impofitions in the Ports of Riga, Revel, and 
Jlybourg. , upon Ballafl of Ships, it is agreed, that thofe Impofitions fliall 
be aboliflied, if they have been introduced fincc the Year 1656. 

As to the Travelling or Trading of Hollanders up and down the 
Countries, I do not find any exprefs mention made of it in the 7 th Ar- 
ticle ; but it may be thought to be provided for in the general Words 
of the Peace, and in thofe of the 6 th Article of this Treaty of Commerce. 

As to the 4 th Point, which is about Dwelling-houfes and Ware-houfes, 
it is agreed, that it may be free for the Hollanders always, and every 
where within the King of Sweden's Dominions, to lay up, and expofe to 
Sale, their Salt, Hops, and Herrings, in Houfes of their ou r n. 

I n the two other Points fet up lately at the Hague , they arc not yet 
come to a Conclulion ,* for that of abolifliing all Statutes and Cuftcms 
reftraining Trade, &c. the Swedes arc content to abolifli all that have^., 
been introduced lincc the Year 165 < 5 , but the Dutch would have the 
Abolition to commence from the Year 1640. 

A s to the other Point, of granting to the Hollanders equal Privileges 
with any Nation whatfoever ; the Swedes fay, they are content to do it, 
but then there being certain Impofts in Holland, laid upon all Merchan- 
dizes whatfoever, that arc either fhip’d from Holland for any Part of the 
2 lalt/ck Sea, or elfe that are imported into Holland from any Part of 
the Baltiek, over and above what the fame Merchandizes fliould pay in 
Holland , if they were imported thither from any other Part of the World, 
cr were tranljx rted to any other where than into the Fjaltick Sea ,• the 
Swedes would have this Import taken off ; if this be denied them, they 
are denied, they fay, the Reciprocal of thefe Words, amicijfmta quads 
gas extent; and here both Sides ftick. 

M. Rcci rniug fays, he allows that in Holland there is, and has been of 
a long Time, an additional Duty impofed upon allGoods going or com- 
ing 
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ing through the Zundt ; that their own Subje&s do pay it, and all other 
NatioAs as well as the Swedes ; and that there have been three Treaties 
of Commerce made between Holland and Sweden , and yet this Duty 
never defired to be taken off. To this the Swedes anfwcr, that the laft 
Claufe o\the 7 tb Article, as your Lordfhip will find it apoftill’d, mult 
Hand entiv, or elfe be wholly omitted ; that is, cither they mult have 
this Duty (relating to the Zundt taken off, or elfe they mult be left to 
their Liberty, to allow other Nations fome Privileges that they do not 
allow the Hollanders . 

Thus, My Lord, you have the belt Account I am able to give, of 
the prefent State of the Treaty of Commerce ; and of the Differences, 
partly adjultcd, and partly unadjultcd, between the Swedes and Dutch 
Ambalfadors. 

I did, according to your Lordfhip’s Command, difcourfe this Bufinefs 
on Saturday lalt with M. d Olwenkrantz ; he fays, he offered to make a 
Treaty of Commerce when he was in England laft, and that he did not 
clog his Offer with any Conditions relating to the Mediation or the 
War j he hopes, he fays, to return into England, and there to make a 
Treaty of Commerce with his Majefty ; that in the mean while, his Ma- 
jefty s Subjects will have one Benefit by this Treaty with the TDutcb, 
which is, the breaking of the Monopoly Companies, which will be as 
foon as the Treaty with Holland is ratified ; but 1 could not get him to 
fpcak out, what Sweden might, or would yet do, for the continuing and 
improving of the Commerce with England, 

Upon this Occafion, I lhall take Leave to inclole to your Lordfhip,’ 
a Paper that Sir Jofeph Williamfon delivered to M. d Olivenhrantz when 
he was in England about September laft ; it contains ten Grievances to 
our Englijb Trade in Sweden ; I will endeavour to lay before your Lord- 
fhip, wherein, and by what Articles of this Treaty of Commerce, the 
‘Dutch have relieved themfclves from thofe Grievances, as far as they 
were common to them as well as to us. 

A s to the other Matters depending here, there is nothing of Moment 
occurr’d fince my laft of the $ tbi the Imperial Ambalfadors have offered, 
*that the Cities of ‘freves, Keyfer , and ‘‘Bonn, lhall be evacuated of the 
Imperial Garrifons in them, but would not be underftood to offer this as 
a Compliance with the French Ambalfadors Defire, or as from any Obli- 
gation by the late Treaty to do it ; they do it, fay they, becaufe the 
Princes, who are Lords of thofe Places, have made it their Rcqucft to 
/che Emperor; but then they would be allured beforehand, that the Troops 
of France would withdraw from the Neighbourhood of thofe Places, and 
confequently that they fhould be out of Danger of Infult or Surprize. 

This does not come up to the Demand of M. Colbert , who would 
have the Impertalifts declare, that they will empty thofe Places, and 
withdraw their Troops out of all thofe Countries, which are not to re- 
main to the Emperor, either by the Treaty of Himegtten , or by that of 
Munfier ; this he offers on his Part to do, and to let certain Days for 
the doing it, and will not come to the naming of particular Places, 
till the Imperialifts do agree to this general Propofition : But in that 
Offer, fay the Ititpcrialtfts, there lies a Caption ; for the Imperialifis do 
pretend, that the French are bound, in Execution of this Treaty, to 
• evacuate the Ten Free Towns in Jlfatia ; but M. Colbert allcdgeth, that 
the King his Matter hath Right to put and conftitute what Garrifons he 
pleafes in them, by vertue of the Treaty of Munfier, and fo he will not 
evacuate thofe Places. 

Th$ 
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The Impcrialifts may demur upon thefe Points for a while, but they 
muft ’ere long withdraw their Troops to the Hereditary Countries’ upon 
their own Principle ; for the Princes of the Empire are moving, not 
only by way of the Dyct at Ratisbon , but by all other ways, to*have the 
Imperial Troops be gone, and all Places and Countries ealed of fo great 
a Burthen ; and in bringing on this, M. de Strasbnrgh is not a K/ttle inftru- 
mental. / 

The Impcrialifts told me on Friday , they had fcvcral Memorials to 
give in to me, of Infractions upon the Peace by the French ; but the 
fad deft of all, arc thofe relating to Jtilicrs , whither the French are re- 
turned again, notwithftanding the Duke of Newburgh be a Party to the 
Peace of the Empire, to the utter Ruin of that poor Country. 

M. ‘Blafpiel being with me on Friday , told me, he could not poflibly. 
be fooner acquainted, than by the Poft that is to come in from ^Berlin 
this Night, feveral Hours after that this Extraordinary fhall be gone, 
with the Rcfolution that the Elector will have taken, upon the laft 
Rcfufal made to M. Mcindcrs in France ; he ftill fpokc as it it were im- 
poilible for the Elector to rcfolve to part with Stetin j but that being left 
him, there would be a Way found to accommodate all Things clfe. 

In this Converfation, he would needs infinuate again, that if there 
were any Hopes out of England , the Elector would bear up notwith- 
ftanding all this : I told him, that certainly his Majefty would, out of 
his own peaceable Inclinations, as well as his own Royal Judgment, avoid 
all that was poilible the entering into a War j and that I did believe, 
the Miniftcr of the Elector of Brandenburgh might eaftly fatisfie himfclf 
in England \ that his Majefty ’s Counfels are all tending at this Time to 
live in Peace with his Neighbours. 

W e have no News of the Conferences in Schoonen , and the laft from 
Cologn fpeak, that the Army under the Marcfchal de Oreqni , was to begin 
its March from Lipftadt on Flmrfday laft, ftrait towards Minden. 

M. Bevcrmng tells me juft now, as I am doling, that M. Meinders his 
laft Letters to M. Blafpiel do advile, that there are fuch Preparations 
going on in France or all Sorts, and in all Places, as if that King in- 
tended to begin a War anew againft the whole World. I am, &c,

Mv Lord, 

M Y laft was of the 9 tb> wherein I gave your Lordfhip the beft Ac- 
count I could, of the State of the Treaty of Commerce between 
the Swedes and Holland ; I have nothing to add, and can only watch 
the Progrefs of it. 

M. Blafpiel told me yefterday, he had received Letters from the EleCtor 
his Mailer the Day before, whereby his Electoral Highncfs gave him to 
underftand, that he had then fent frefh Orders to M. Meinders , that 
would certainly produce a Peace, and therefore ga v& him, M. Blajpiel y 
Directions immediately to repair to M. Colbert , and to be inftant with 
him to make Ufe of the Powers he hath intrufted him, fo as to make ail 
Hoihlitics in the Elector’s Countries to ceafe. • 

M .Colbert owned he hath fuch Powers, but cxcufed himfclf from giv- 
ing any fuch Orders to the Commanders, till M. Blafpiel §nd he were 
come to an Agreement j bclidcs, this new Overture of the EleCtor’. 

be 
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feeing fcnt not to this Place, but ftrait to the Court of frame, the Or- 
ders for ceafing Hoftilitics were to be expeCted thence, in cafe the Moft 
Chriftian King fliould like of the Terms propofed ; and not from M. 
Colbert , to whom M. Blafpeii (as he told me) was not able to give any 
Account, of the particular Offers that the Elector was now come to. For 
M. F/aJpiet^ps he fays, had not by the laft Poll the Particulars of the 
Elector's Orders to M. Meindert, but cxpeCts them by the next ,• only he 
is advifed by private letters from Court, there is little doubt to be made 
but that the Offers which M. Meindert is now enabled to make, will 
fatisfie the Court of France. 

M. Colbert , upon Confidence that the Elector is in earneft, took upon 
him to write to Mcflicurs de Crequi and Calvo , to let them know in what 
State the Elector's Negotiation is in at this Time, and what himfelf, 
upon M. F/a/piet s Report, believes of his being near an Accommodation ; 
leaving them, as to the reft, to make what TJfe they in their Difcrction 
fliould think fit of the Advcrtifemcnt. 

Th o’ M .Flafpiel told me no Particulars, faying, he had none to im- 
part, yet he mentioned Stetin cxprefly, and faid, he did not know whe- 
ther his Matter had given over infilling on it or no ; but he faid it in 
fuch a Manner, as if the Elector was willing to quit that Hold. 

When I asked him, what Progrefs the King or Denmark made in his 
Peace ? He anfwercd me, none as yet ; the Schooncn Conferences being 
not to begin till the if th of this Month ; however, that he had Orders, 
he faid, to affurc M. Hengh here, that the EleCtor would not conclude 
his Peace till the King of Denmark had made his ,• and that that King 
hath given the Elector the like Affurancc on his Part. 

Speaking further with him about the Intcrcfts of the Dukes of 
Mecklcmburgh , about the Toll of Warncmund, in order to have them fet 
right, if polfiblc, in the Elector’s Treaty with Sweden ; he told me, he 
would do his belt, and had Orders fo to do, if the Treaty were to be 
made and finiflicd in this Place ; that he did believe it would be fo, furc 
he was, it w T as the Elector’s Defirc it fhould be fo, out of the deep Regards 
he had for his Majefty’s Mediation ; but that if the Court of France do 
determine it other wife, the Elector muft fubmit in that, as in all Things 
clfe. 

d take Leave to inclofe to your Lordfhip a Paper that M. Feveming 
left with me 3 or 4 Days ago, about a Light-Houfe that the King of 
Denmark is to keep up upon the Ifle of Anotit in the Faltick Sea ; his 
Deihe was, that I would take fome Time to joyn my Offices with his, 
ttftards the Swedifl) Ambaffadors here, the King of Denmark being wil- 
ling to maintain the Light-Houfe, for which he has an Impoft from all 
Shipsf; but the Svoedijb Capers arc ftill beating it down, and ruining it i 
there being no Inhabitant upon the Ifland, but fuch as are fet there to 
look to the Light. 

Tho' I hear no more from the Imperialist or lA.Colbert , touching the 
voiding of the Troops, yet by a Letter I have the Honour to receive 
juft now from his Highnefs the Prince Elector ‘Palatine , I find that not 
only the Emperor hath promifed fpeedy Eale to the Princes interefted, 
but alfo that it is prefs’d with all Earncftnefs at the Dyet $ and that tho 
Count de Cbavagruft, Commander in Chief of the Troops beyond the 
Rhine , hath lignified to his Electoral Highnefs, he had received Orders 
to withdraw his Troops 5 but when the Elector’s Letter was written, 
they had not yet begun their March : So that it is probable the Impe- 
rialist and the French will let this Evacuation work itfclf out by De- 
grees, rather.than endeavour any more to agree it by Conferences, the 
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Principles they go upon being fo very diftant ; for M. Colbert would have 
the Imperial Troops under an equal Obligation to retreat out of^ie 
Empire ,• which the Imperialist contradict, as inconfiftent. with the Dig- 
nity and the Trull of the Emperor. . 

M. Colbert , at a Vilit he gave M. Haven , told him, he expend Orders 
by the Poft of Sunday next," to return into France ; this JV* . Hevcrning 
and M. Haren undcrllands, as if he intended to make the T reaty with 
the Elector of Frandenbiirgb^ and lign it here before he went, but not to 
ftay for the Ratifications. I asked M. Hcvcming, upon this Occafion, 
whether there was any Thing done of late in their Treaty of Commerce 
with Sweden ,• he told me, that fince the Debate he had had with the 
Swcdifh Ambalfadors, foon after M. d Olhenkrantz his Return hither 
from the Hague , he had no Anfwcr nor Orders upon the Account he had 
given to the States ; the Rcafon was, that he who is the principal Com- 
milfioncr of the States in that Affair, was gone to Zealand \ and was not 
expected fooncr to return than this Day. I am, cjc.

My Lord, 

M Y laft was of the 1 ith Current, fince which I have not the Fa- 
vour of any from your Lordfhip to acknowledge. 

M. Slafpicl being with me yelterday in the Evening, was plcafcd to 
communicate to me the Particulars which came to his Hands on Friday , 
of the Elector his Mailer’s lalt InltruCtions to M. Meindert ; they were, 

1. That M. Meindert was to propofc feveral Ways, and to ufe all 
Means pofliblc, that Stetin might remain to the Elector. 2. That if this 
might not be, there was a Liberty left him to part with Stetin. 3. That 
upon that Conlidcration, there was a much greater Sum of Money to 
be infilled on, in order to give fome Relief to the many Creditors the 
Elector hath. 

M .Wafpiel, when I obferved to him, that the Prints made the Sur* 
to be a Million of Crowns, did not deny the Thing, but wondred how 
it came to be in Print. 

The Elector, before he came to this Rcfolution, Ipoke with every 
one of his Counfellors in particular, and afterwards had them alTcmbled 
together ; and when they had delivered their Opinion to the E^cCt 
aforeiaid, he gave Orders that an InllruCtion Ihould be drawn up to AX.. 
Mcinders accordingly, but with the greateft Signs of ReluCtancy ,• adding 
no more, but that it it mull be fo, there was one only Point to be taken 
Care of, which was, that it might be done with the faving as much as 
pofliblc of his Honour : And it aifcCted him fo deeply, that he fell ill 
immediately upon it $ and M. Wafpicl feemed to be very much in Pain, 
till it pleafe G o d he have the News of the Elector’s being in a better 
Condition of Health. 

M. Wafpicl told me, he had not yet fpokc with M. Colbert upon any 
of the Points abovementioned, nor communicated any Thing to him of 
the Difpatch he received on Friday laft ; but he told me ini Confidence, 
that he expeCts by the Ordinary of Sunday next, we {hall have the 
News here that M. Meindert hath made the Peace in France ; t his 
^Orders leave him in that Latitude, and M. Wafpicl doubts not but 
that his Judgment will have lead him to finilli the Affair out of IJand, tho’ 
he lays, he may, as his Orders arc penn’d, betake himfelf to the other 
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Way, and either delay or refufe to conclude it ; but he is fo far from 
thinking he will delay it, that he, M. Blajpiel^did oh Saturday laft give 
it as his Opinion) to the Regency and Nobles of IQ tenet, that came to ask 
his Advice,* thft they would do beft to take their Meafutes for compound- 
ing with thbJF Yencb in the Matter of Contributions ,• &s if M. Meindert 
would certainly conclude the Peace within a Very few Days. 

Some other Things he told itid by way of Converfation, as that M. 
Meindert had advifed him, by his Letters dated the loth Current, that 
an Ambaflador, which lately arrived at the Court of France from Sweden , 
labours all he tan to hinder the ipeedy Conclufion of this Peace with the 
Elector, in Contemplation of the Advantages that Sweden will have, by 
protracting this War, which are the great Subfidics that come to it out 
of France , and a Certainty of its being re-eftablifhed in all it hath loll. 

Another Thing was, the great Levies that are made in France , 
notwithstanding all the Probability of a Ipeedy Peace ; Colonel Stuppa 
having told M. Meindert but the Day before, that he had by the King’s 
Orders very lately caufed Levies to be made, to the Number of 1 5,000 
Men, in Switzerland. 

A third Thing was, that it was certain fuch Preparations are not made 
without fomc great Defign in view, and that Men were divided in their 
Opinions, fomc faid that it was again!! Italy, others again!! England ; 
but it was M. Meindert Opinion, it was moft probably meant again!! 
England ; that it was certain the Court of France did earneftly delire to 
put a fpeedy End to this War with Brandenburgh , in order to attend 
fome greater Defign. In a Word, I fee plainly, that M. Blafpiel con- 
cludes his Mailer’s Peace to be as good as made, 1. From the lall Orders 
of the Elector to M. Meindert . 2. From the No-preparations that the 

Elector makes, to make Head again!! the French upon the Wcfer ; he 
having no lefs to fear from the Houfe of Lunenburgb , than from the 
French thcmfelvcs. 3. From the little Help he is to expeCt from any 
Part of the Empire, or from the King of * "Denmark . 

Hf told me further, that having communicated what is above to the 
Danijh Arabalfador, he was not well plcafcd with it ,* and faid, it 
amounted to a Separation from his Mailer the King of Denmark ; but 
hw aifurcd M. Heugb, no fuch Thing was intended ; observing to him 
withal, that there being no lefs than five of the Electors Provinces at 
thil Time in the Polfcflion of the French, (and the worft of thofe five 
being far more confiderable in Value than the Counties of Delmenborft 
9aa Oldenburgb, which are the only Places of the King of Denmark's 
in preient Danger of the French) it was high Time for the EleClor to 
look about him, the King of Denmark being not able to (pare him any 
of his Men, iince he will have Work enough for them in Scbconen and 
Holftein . But he offered M. Heugb withal, that if he could Ihcw him 
any Refource, whereby the EleClor might, with any Probability of Suc- 
cors, bear up again!!' the French , to diipatch an Exprefs prefently to 
Berlin; and he doubted not but the EleClor would hold his Hand. 

In this Converfation, I asked him how Things Hood in the Empire, as 
to the withdrawing of the ImperialTroops into the-Hereditary Countries; 
I having not heard V>f late any Thing from the Imperial AmbafTadors on 
the SubjeCl : To this he produced me a Letter of the 4 th Current, O.S. 
from the Brandenburgb Minifler at the Dyet at Ratitben , whereby he 
advifes, that the States there were agreed to befeech the Emperor to 
withdraw his Troops, only they were upon a nice Difference (fcarce to 
be perceived). about the wording of the Time ; they had firll drawn it 
up auffi tot qttil Cera pofjible , which they had fince changed into thefc 
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Words, an plus t 6 t qu'il eft pofftble ; thereby to fliew, as was irtf ended, 
how earneft and prclling the States were to have them t>e gone. 

This is all the Account M. Sla/piel gave me, both ot’ the Difpofition 
of the Dyet, and of his Matter’s Peace. But M. Colbert thg Pay before 
cxpreflcd himfclf to me, as if he had quite another Apprchcifrion of thofe 
1 hings i he had Advice, he faid, of a Letter that the Bifluop of Qurck. 
had written into Switzerland, whereby he obferved, that it was in 
vain to cxpeCt that the Imperial Troops fhould quit the Empire, as long 
as the French Troops were ranging, as now they are, in the Heart of it ; 
fo that what good Words foever, faid he, the Imperials do give the 
Princes of the Empire, of their Rcadincfs to march out of it, they in- 
tend no fucli Thing : And for the Peace of ‘Frandcnburgh, he fays the 
Elector delays it in this View, that the Imperialijis and the French may 
again come to a Rupture about marching their Troops out of the Em- 
pire ; and he complained, that he had not heard from M. Flafpiel, as he 
had on Fue/dqy promifed him he fhould, what the Particulars of the laft 
Jnftrudtions of the Elector to M. Meindcrs were; he faid, the Electoral 
Minifters did but trifle with the Court of France , and that the ElcCtor 
did defign to fpin out this Summer, fince it would be impoifible to come 
at him in the Winter-time ; that therefore he, M. Colbert , had written 
to M.de Crequi , that there was no Way to bring the ElcCtor to a Peace, 
but by pufliing on his Conqucfts in his Countries with all the Vigour 
poflible. 

The main Argument of the Elector’s Delay he made to be, that 
the InftruCtions for M. Meindert were not communicated to M. Flafpiel as 
foon as they were difpatched for France whereas indeed there fhould have 
been Orders given him, to Treat upon it here withM. Colbert, fince it was 
well known M. Colbert had a Commiflion fent him to that Purpofc ; in- 
flcad of that, it feems, M ,$la/piel offered M. Colbert a Letter from the 
Elector ; but M. Colbert cxcufud himfclf from receiving it, in Regard the 
Elector was not yet in Amity with the King his Matter. 

T h i s Day the Prince of Anhalt's Miniftcr goes away i the Prince his 
Matter is, he fays, very fenfiblc of his Majefty’s Favour to him, in or.* 
deri'ng his Interefts.ljo be fupported here, as much as might be, by his 
Ma jetty’s Mediation ; but the whole Bufinefs of Denmark being to >e 
transferred lienee to Schooncn , this Minitter is like to be fent to look 
after it. there, there, being nothing more here to be done, ‘ 

I take Leave to inclofe a Memorial that M. OxenJUern and his Col- 
logue gave in to me laft Night upon a very .untoward Subject. A Mer- , 
chant of this Town being to pay him a Bill -of Exchange of 5000 Crowns,’ 
two qf.the Ambafladors principal Creditors got the Money to be arretted 
by Decree of the ‘ Pfovo/i des TLqbevins of this Town, in the Merchant’s 
Hands $ Upon this Occafion, other Creditors (who are, it feems, not a 
lew) tpok an Alarm* and have put in for a Share of this Money ; pre- 
tending further, to have an Arrett laid upon all that they can find be- 
longing, to M. Oxenftiern in this Town : I had no better Way to ferve 
him, than prcfehtly, to have. Recourfe to the Dutch Ambafladors for 
their Concurrence, in order to ( have thjs Arrett take® off, and Things as 
much as may be let, Right again,: The .Arobaflador is. lo much the 
more to be pitied, tjiat in all the great Imploys he has had, he hath 
kept his Credit .very entire; and tho this Misfortune hath happened to 
him bccaufo his Supplies from Court do fail, yet had, he been ad- 
vcrtifud ot this Arrclt before it Was laid on, he would have presented if, 
and the Noifo it hath fince made ; but now be thinks the Dignity of the 
King his Mailer is fo much engaged, and the States General, under whole 
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fafe Conduit he is come hither, concerned to fee him repair’d in the 
Point of Honour ; belides that, he would have all Publick Miniftcrs here 
engage in thp Quarrel. 

I inclofoTikewifc the Draught of a Petition I received on Saturday 
from Mr. Cnjlis , a Merchant of Rotterdam ; the Subject Matter of it is, 
as your Lordfhip will fee, for their Relief under a Grievance of very 
great Coufcqucnce to our Trade and Nation : 1 fuppofe it may be a 
very proper Work for his Majefty’s Envoy Extraordinary, Mr. Sidney , to 
enter upon, as foon as he comes over : In the mean time, Mr. Meredith 
is qualified by his Commifiion to give in Memorials, if your Lordfhip 
fhail judge the Thing to prefs hard : Had I been told any Thing of it 
while I was at the Hague in March laft, I would have done my beft to 
lerve the Merchants ; what Mr. Cuflis delircs of me, is, as I conceive, 
improper, in Regard I cannot be upon the Place, to enter into Confe- 
rences with fuch as the States Aiall depute ; for a Thing of this Nature 
cannot be brought to an End without Conferences and Applications, that 
fuch a Diltancc will not admit of. 

S i n c e the writing of this, M. Colbert came on Purpofe, he faid, 
having been foilicited by M. Qxcnjliern , to defire my Offices in procuring 
Reparation in the lnfult abovementioned, (for fo he termed it) made 
upon that Ambaffador. 1 had defired M. Oxenjiiern to forbear applying 
himfclf to the Ambalfadors and Mini hers here, in order to engage them, 
till he faw what the ‘Dutch Ambalfadors and myfelf would be able to 
do in making up this Matter ; but it feoms he could not ftay to fee what 
the Deliberation of the Magiftrates of this Day will produce. 

Another Thing he told me was, that the King his Matter looked 
upon the Litt that the hnperialifis gave in about a Fortnight ago, of the 
Places that they pretend Prance fhould reftorc in the Empire, as the moft 
unlikely Way to bring about the Execution of the Treaty ; he read me 
the Letter that the king his Matter had writ to him, approving of the 
Anfwer which he, M. Colbert , had given .upon that Litt, which I have 
already, given an Account of to, your Lordfnip, that France would void 
all the Places that were not to remain to it, either by the Treaty of 
Mmjicr i or by this of Nimeguen t, if the Emperor would do the like on 
Ms Part i and that the, Troops of France fhould be ready to enter into 
Ihc French Territories, or elfe into the Country of their Enemy the 
‘Jtrandcnburgbcr , at the fame Time that the Emperor s Troops fhould be 
ready to enter into the Hereditary Countries. 
y" M. Colbert faid, he would not defire any Office of mine towards the 
Imperials upon this Point, the Reafon was, that the King his Matter, 
in his Letter, obferved to him, the Thing would do of itfelf, he hav- 
ing Advices from feveral Parts of the Empire, that the Imperial Troops 
were drawing towards Fgra in Rohemia , and that when the Elector’s 
Peace was made, all the prefent Difficulties would be quickly over. 

H e read me another Claufc out of the fame Letter, which begun 
with thefe Words, — Ceji avec peine que je vois , that the King of Swe- 
den hath drawn off thp Treaties hence into Schooncn i, the Moft Chrittian 
King judging, as his Letter exprefles it, that the removing of the Con- 
ferences thither, was not a Way to take off Delays, but to beget them; 
the Words of th<? Letter were to that Effect, which, I mutt confcfs, fur- 
prized nlc, becaufethe firft Motion of a Treaty there proceeded from M* 
dr Feuquieres . 

. . Other Paffages there were in the Letter, that reflected a little upon 
the Swtdijh AmbafTadors, for delaying to make up their Treaty with 
Holland i and by the Tenor of the Letter one would guels, that the 
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Moft Chriftian King is not much fatisfied with the Conduct tfjSweden in 
relation to the pretent Negotiations. I am, dye. f

Mr Lord, 

T HIS Day, as it happens, I have nothing to add to my laft, which 
was of the 1 6tb, that may give any further Light, as to the 
State of the Elector of Srandenburgo s Peace, or to the Evacuating of 
the Empire of thofc Troops of both Parties, that lie fo heavy upon it j 
only the general Vogue is, that the Elector’s Peace is made up j yet the 
Account that M. Slalpiel gives of his Letters, which the Ordinary of this 
Day brings him from Paris, is no more, but that he lhall within a Day 
or two receive a Courier from M. Meinders , to inform him of all : I 
hope your Lordfhip hath by this Time diredtly from Paris , a clearer Ac* 
count than this : The Princcfs of Orange is fo well in Health, as not 
only to have quite loll her Ague, but alfo to fee fome Part or other of 
this Country every Day. 

This Day her Highnefs was pleafed to fee Nimeguen a t incognito, 
and did me the Honour to light at my Houfe, and out of her infinite 
Princely Condefcenfion, to take a poor Dinner here; and was pleafed to 
fee what Strangers do ufually fee as Rarities, which are not many in 
this Place ’tis fcarcc to be imagined what Crowding and Acclamations 
attended her Highnefs every where ; the *Dutch AmbafTadors, M. Sever- 
ning and Haren, waited on her Highnefs in all the Places fhe was pleafed 
to vifitj fo did M . Secerning s Lady,- and your Lordfhip will eafily 
imagine, that the Burgravc and Magiflrates of the Town were not 
wanting in their Attendance. 

W e have not been able as yet to fettle the Difference between M.' 
Oxenjlicrn and the Magiflrates, that had laid an Arrefl upon the Bill o£ 
Exchange ; only his Highnefs the Prince of Orange, out of his great Fore-, 
fight and Generality, directed that Arrefl to be taken off, which wgs 
done accordingly ; but there remains flill another Qvieflion, which i^ 
touching the Manner and Form of that Excufe and Recantation, whi<£i 
the Swedijb AmbafTadors do expert from the Magiflrates. I am, dye. ■

My Lord, 

S INCE my laft, which was of the 19th Current, I have the Favour 
of one from your Lordfhip to acknowledge. 

The Treaty of Commerce between Sweden and this State is like to 
be concluded very fuddcnly, in Regard that between, France and Sran- 
dcnbttrgb was finiihed and figned on < Thurfday laft at the Court of France', 
for M. Colbert, as foon as he had Notice that the Srandenburgb Peace 
was figned, came ftrait to me, then went to the Swedijb and Holland 
AmbafTadors, and having communicated the News to us, as alfo that the 
King his Mailer had given him Leave to return into France, as foon as 
he himfelf fhould think fit, he made it his Defire to me, and to the other 
two Embaflics, that the Peace between Sweden and this State might be 

made

made up and figned before he went : What the Swedijh Arabafl’adots 
anfwered to this, I do not know ; but the Dutch told me their Anfwer 
was, that? there being nothing of very great Moment in Difference be- 
tween them, but only one Claufe in the 7 th Article of the Treaty of 
Commerce, whereby they infilled that the Subjects of this State fhould 
be Treated ith as much Privilege, Immunity, and Favour, as any other 
Foreign Nation whatfoever ; they would be able to procure to themfelves 
the laft Rcfolution of the States upon this Point before the End of this 
AVeek, in Regard the States of Holland were to meet within two or 
three Days. 

M. Colbert told me upon this Occafion, he would prefs the Swedes all 
that was polfible, for I perceive that it is his Judgment they are in the 
wrong j however, ’tis impoffible that the figning of this Peace fhould be 
deferred, it being now the only Thing depending here, and it having 
been protracted thus long, only in Confideration that the Elector of 
*Brandenbnrgh might have the better Terms in this Peace. 

M. Colbert , in the Converfation I had with him, told me of no Parti- 
culars of the Peace, but that he expected them with the next Ordinary, 
only that Orders were fent to M. de Crequi , to ccafe Hoftilitics j and 
added, that as he doubted not but that the Peace between Sweden and 
this State would be made before he lhould leave this Place, fo he would 
be glad, he faid, to finifii the Execution of the Peace between the Em- 
peror and the King his Mailer ; and to that Effect, defired me to infinuatc 
to the Imperialijls , that tho’ he was at full Liberty to go from hence 
when he plcafed, and that he might make himfelf ready to be gone in 
three Days ; yet he would facrificc a whole Weeks Time to attend and 
fettle the Execution of their Peace j but longer he could not have Pa- 
tience to /lay, being refolved to go from hence within a Fortnight at 
furthell. 

But the Imperialijls , when I fpoke to them of it, referred themfelves 
to what they had laid at a Conference we had had on Saturday Night at 
the Stadthoufe, wherein they infilled to have Schlechjlat , one of the Ten 
Free Towns (fo called) in Alfatia , evacuated of the FrenchCoxxiioa that 
«s in it ; which M. Colbert could not confent to, the Right of letting 
Garrifons in thefe Ten Towns being, as he allcdged, acquired to the 
King his Mailer by the Treaty of Munjier. To this the Imperialijls re- 
piVdj that notwithllanding any Thing that France had acquired by the 
T-’eaty of Munjier , it was agreed in a Treaty made at Korimberg in the 
Yeay 1650, tor the Execution of the Peace of Munjier ^ that Hagenaw 
o.lcf Landau (two of thofe Towns) fhould be emptied of the Garrifons 
that France had in them, therefore there was the fame Reafon that by 
this Treaty for the Execution of the Peace at Nimegtien. Schlechjlat ,' 
and any other of the Ten Towns that have French Garrifons in them, 
lhould be now evacuated. 

hi/T M. Colbert would not allow, that that Tteaty of Norimberg 
lhould be drawn into Confcqucnce, becaufc it was made at a Time when 
France was in the Height of their Civil Combullions ; that his King 
could then deny nothing to the Empire, and cafily yielded to withdraw 
thofe Garrifons, becaufe he had need of them for the Defence of his 
own Perfon and kingdom j but that that Aft or Confent to withdraw 
thofe Garrifons then, ought not to prejudice the Right that France hath 
to continue the Garrifons in thofe Towns at this Time, even after this 
Pedce is made and executed. 

The Imperialijls infilled much, that the Treaty of Norimberg was 
no lefs Binding on France than that of Munjlcr , both being in a Manner 

but 
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but one and the fame Peace $ and that the Inference was undeniable, 
that if Hagcnaw and Landau were then evacuated, in Execution # of that 
Peace, Scblecbfiat ought now to be evacuated in Execution of this Peace j 
France having acquired no other Right or Title over thofe Towns, than 
what it was veiled with when Hagcnaw and Landau were” evacuated. 

This Point was bandyed to and fro for about two Hours and half be- 
tween them, but without coming any Thing nearer the one to the 
other } M. Colbert adhering to his firft Declaration, that France would 
empty all Places and Countries, that were not of Right to remain to 
the Moll Chriltian King by the Treaty of Munfi&r , or by this of Nimc* 
ijnctiy provided that the Emperor did the fame. 

The Imperials having given in a Li 11 of the Places that they 
thought France is bound to empty, and having fpeciticd the Ten Towns 
of Jljatia in the Lift, infilled to have the Evacuation fixed according to 
that Lift ; there pafs’d no Heats in this Conference, but it was broken 
up fine die. 

This Morning M. Blafpiel was with me, to tell me, that his Letters 
yefterday from ‘Parity from M. Mcindcrs , did not fay the Peace was 
made, but that he had obtained a Collation of Hoftilities, and that it 
was either to be made, or their Treating to be broke off, that Day he 
writ, which was on Thurfday laft j but M. Colbert had had a Pofijcript , 
that the Peace was actually ligned, which he doubted not of. 

He concluded, the Peace would be but a very ill Peace, and therefore 
was glad that it was made by another Hand rather than his* but was 
forry, he faid, it was not made under his Majefty’s Mediation ; that M. 
Meinders had an Article in his Inftrudtions, to have a fpecial Regard in 
all he did in France to his Majeity’s Mediation ; and another, that no- 
thing be done to the Prejudice of the King of ! "Denmark ; what M. Me - . 
inders hath done in either of thefe Points, he doth not know ; but that 
the Ele&or will expert a good Account of his Care touching both of 
them : He thought France would inlift hard to ftipulatc a Neutrality as 
to Sweden from the Elector, to the end he might not be at Liberty to 
give any Aid directly or indirectly to Denmark i he, M. Blafpie /, docs 
not fee, he fays, how M. Meinders can confcnt to fuch an Article, con- 
lidcring the Treaties that arc now in Force between him and the &j r g 
of Denmark ; at leaftwife that that King Ihould be acquainted wuh 
what palfcs, before M. Meinders do conclude. 

In this Convcrfation, M. Blafpiel was plcafed to tell me, he was lor y 
that M. JJndenaw had fpoken fome Things lately at Court, which might 
occafion his Majefty’s being offended with me ; he having, it fecms,Sc- 
prefented to his Majcfty, that I had told the Danijh Minifters here, that" “ 
his Majcfty would break with France , and give Aflillance to Denmark 
and Brandenburg!] in their War ; the Thing furprized me exceedingly, it 
having never entered into my Thoughts, that his Majcfty was in any 
fuch Difpolition, or that it is his Majefty’s Intcreft to become an Aggrelfor, 
or to meddle with the War in the North at this Time. 

M. Blajpiel did me the Favour to own, that he did oftentimes endea- 
vour to difeover from me, (and that by Concert with M. Hsugh ) whe- 
ther there w ere any Hopes for their Mailers out of Fjigland-, that I never 
gave him any Glimpfe of Hopes, and that M. Heugb never told him, 
(tho’ they gave one the other an Account of their Convcrfation with 
m”) that I had given him any Hopes, either of a War, or of Affiftance 
out of England \* and yet he did not fee how I Ihould come to difeourfe 
one Thing to him, M. Blafpiely and another Thing quite contrary to M. 
Hcngby in a Matter where the Intercft of Denmark and tyrandcnbttrgh 
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iui.% the fume, and where his Majefty, if he rcfolvcd to a (Tift the King of 
Denmark , would not abandon the LlcCtor of Prandenburgb. 

I n good Truth, M v Lo r i>, my Anfwer to thefc two Ambafladors 
was always of the lame Tenor i that your Lordfhip will rind it, if you 
plcafe, in a Letter of mine of the 9 th of this Month, that his Majefty s 
Counfels were altogether for Peace,- and when M. Hcugh made a 
Flourifh of 50 Men of War, that the King of ‘Denmark would have 
ready to joyn with his Majefty ; and fo when M. Plafpicl iniinuated, that 
the lileCtor would bear up, if there were any Hopes lor him out of JS»- 
glctnd ; my Anfwer moll commonly was, that Matters of War, and all 
Meafurcs about it, were Things foreign to my Commiflion here ; and 
when either of them would needs fuppofe that Prance would fall upon 
England, I always declined fpeaking to any Thing that they told me, 
that England might hope or expert from Alliances Abroad, and only faid, 
that in cafe France did attack us, his Majefty would then have a good 
Caufe, and a gracious Cl on, and that he had valiant Subjects, that of 
Avhat Intereft and Pcrfwaiion foever they other wife were, would joyn 
heartily in the Defence of their Country againft any Foreign Invafton. 

M. Plafpicl was no fooner gone, but M. Colbert told me, that M. Lin- 
delta w had been here, and was gone for Hanover , tho’ under Pretence 
of going to the Waters of Pyrmont , to do what he could to flop the 
General Peace ; and for that Confideration, lie had refufed him his Paff- 
port ; then he told me of himfclf, that M. Pavilion had writ to him of 
that which M. Lindenazv would have faftened upon me, that he might 
thereby have a Ground to ask a further Declaration from his Majefty. 
His Obfervetion was, that the Danes had of late ufed all Means poflibie 
to bear up the h, lector againft making his Peace ; and that their fuggeft- 
ing to the L lector's Miniftcrs here, and every where elfe, that there were 
great Hopes out of England , was a principal Means they made Ufe of; 
and as for my meddling in it, he was pleafed to fay, he had not in the 
leaft obferved in my Conduct hitherto, any fuch grofs and ill-grounded 
Partiality. 

( What the Danijh Minifters may have writ hence, I do not know ; 
butfj moft humbly befeech his Majefty to believe, that 1 cannot fo far 
h fvc forgot my Duty to his Service, and the Circumftances of my Fun- 
ction here, as to have talk’d of his Majefty ’s going into a War, (a Thing 
1 wifti from my Soul 1 may never live to fee) without having any Ground, 
much lefs Orders for it ; lince I had no Orders laft Summer to enter into 
C$ihmunications witli the Allies, of his Majcfty’s Preparations for Flan- 
ders, and of his fending Troops thither, I ever then declined meddling 
with that Theme, or to bear the Allies in Hand, what England was like 
to do for them, as not conceiving it agreeable to my Figure or Cha- 
racter here : I will therefore hope, his Majefty will be pleafed to be- 
lieve I cannot be fo abfurd, as to have talk’d of a Rupture between 
Faigland and France , or of Alfiftancc to the War in the North, at a Time 
that 1 believe nothing of it ; but, on the contrary, that all his Majefty s 
Counfels are tending to decline Clalhings Abroad, in order the better to 
compofe Things at, Home. However, it is with the loweft Submiflion 
poflibie that I refigu myfelf to his Majcfty’s gracious Pleafure. 

T h e Difference between M. Oxenjtiern and the Magiftratcs, I have 
had the good Luck at laft to compafs. I am, (jc.

My Lord, 

I N Obedience to what you arc p leafed to diredt in your Letter of the 
ijtb) (which is the la ft that I have from your Lordfhip) I took Oc- 
calion to fpeak with the Swedijh AmbalTadors both of them together, 
and yefterday I had further Difeourfe with M. Olhenhrantz by himfelf, 
upon the Subjedt Matter of M. Wachtmcjler's Memorial, and of the An- 
fwer his Majcfty had ordered to be given to it. 

In my Converfation with them both, I fpokc chiefly to the Uncer- 
tainties that his Majefty muft needs go upon, if he fhould fend a Mi- 
nifter to mediate in the Conferences at Schoonen , flicwing them out of 
the Advices we have here, that the Preliminaries of thole Conferences 
mufl have been put into other Hands, and probably may have been ad- 
jufted before the giving in of that Memorial; bolides, the Treaty of Peace 
itfelf mull have needs began, (the 17 tb being the Day appointed) and 
it may be finiflied too; conlidering that the Elcdlor of Jirandenbtirgb 
hath been of a good while refolved to finifh his, before a Minifter from 
England could be inllrudtcd, and make ready for fuch a Voyage. 

T h f 1 r Anfwer was, that the King of Sweden could do no lefs than 
dclirc his Majcfty s Interpolition, for that he had found himfelf well with 
it in the Treaties here, and had Reafon to rely upon his Fricndfhip and 
AfFcdtion in all his Concerns ; but, on the other Side, he would, they 
doubted not, acquiefcc in thofc Rcafons his Majefty had for his not 
fending his Minittcrs at this Time into Schoonen. 

T o this Etfedt was their Anfwer : But when M. d? Olhenhrantz and 
I took up the Matter again yefterday, he was pleafed to acknow ledge, 
that there was not fo much Reafon to give in a Memorial, in the Terms 
that this is couch’d in ; that they had had no Copy of this Memorial, 
or of the Anfwer, only an Account of what had been asked, and had 
beenrefufed; nor had he taken any Advice about his Memorial v*kn 
Sir John Leycnbergh , from whom they had received a Copy of it, ai\M cf 
the Anfwer which was come to their Hands but yefterday Morning. 

Sir John Leycnbergh fays, the Memorial was clear again ft his Scfife, 
and fo it is again!! M. eC Olhenhrantz , efpccially in that Point wher'i a 
Declaration in Writing, not to oppofe the Palfage of the French Suc- 
cours into the Tlaltick , is defired of his Majefty ; for that luch a'*Dc- 
claration, as M. dl Olhenhrantz confefl'ed, would have been to no Pur- 
pnfe, but to anger and vex the Allies, and give them Occafton to charge 
his Majcfty with great Partiality ; bolides, thofe Succours are fo far 
from being in a Forwardnefs to pafs towards the Saltick, that it may be 
yet a Qucftion, whether there be any fuch Succours preparing to come 
that Way. For the 2 d Point, of fending into Schoonen , he confdfed hrs 
Majcfty had great Realon to have Regard to his own Reputation, in de- 
termining upon that Affair. His Reflexion upon the whole Memorial 
was, that it was of the penning of M. dn Crofs; he was acquainted with 
his Style, he faid ; and tho’ he writes hither fometimes to j 'A.OxcnJHern , 
with fomc Bitternefs again!! the French Minifters, yet there is Reafon to 
believe he hath a great Intimacy with M. Farillon 1, and that this Memo- 
rial was drawn up according to his Scnfe. 

I am not acquainted with M. du Croft's Stile, but it is an Argument 
to me that this Memorial is of bis drawing up, in Regard there is men- 
tion made in it of the Duke of Qdttorp^ whofe Minifter he is : I cannot 

think

think that it would have enter’d into the Head of a Swedijh Minifter, 
td mention the Duke of Gottorp in a Memorial conceived for the reft of 
it as this is ; and the Mention of him is not very pertinent, but mecrly 
in' a Parenthcfis, and qothing is ask’d on his Bchalr. 

I obferved to M. d OUvenkrantz, there was a clear Defigii of TJnkind- 
nefs in this Memorial, otherwife feveral Things might very well have 
been fpared i I told hifti, it was well known how little all Princes and 
States do defer to the Inftanccs of one another, where they do not at 
the fame Time think they find their own Account ; but that it was un- 
reasonable to lay the Caufe of their Rupture at our Door, for that his 
Majcfty had quitted the Party, and was got out of the War, long be- 
fore they came in to it ; and certainly his Majefty’s being gone out of 
the War, and the Rcafons for which he did it, would have been very 
Sufficient for them to alledge againft their going into the War at the 
Time they did ; nor is it to be imputed to any Thing we did in the Year 
1571, that Sweden invaded the Elector of Erandenburgh in the Winter 
1 674 ; a long Time after that his Majcfty had taken the General Me- 
diation upon him, and was in perfect Neutrality with that Eledtor, and 
with all the World. This M. d Olivenkrantz was pleafed to acknow- 
ledge, but thought that this Memorial was conceived, as it is, becaufe 
that Trance hath an Intcreft that Sweden fhould fhew itfelf to be dilTa- 
tisfied with the Conduit of England. He promifed that he and his 
Collogue would take Occafion, in their next Letters, to do fome good 
Offices in their Court in this Bufincfs, and make it appear, that M. Wacht- 
mafier had little Reafon to give in a Memorial in thofe Terms, and 
none at all to pretend to be diffatisfied with the Anfwcr that was given 
him : All this touching the Memorial and M. du Croft, I moft humbly 
bcfeech your Lordftiip to manage, in Regard M. a Olivenkrantz was 
pleafed to open himfclf to me in fpecial Confidence. 

The Occafion that brought me to the Dutch Ambalfadors on Dief- 
day , and brought M. d Olivenkrantz to me yefterday, was principally 
the Difference yet depending between them upon the 7 th Article of their 
Commerce ; the States General have given Orders to their Ambalfadors 
to infill finally, that their Subjects be treated in Sweden , tanquam 
<evis gens extera afnicijfima ; thofe are the Words they ftill contend 
r i the Swedes are willing it fhould be fo, provided that the additional 
Auty upon Goods that pafs to and fro the Zundt , be taken off and abo- 
lifhcd as to their Subjects ■, for otherwife, fay they, the Swedes have 
not the fame Privilege with the Danes (for inftance), nor with the Hol- 
landers, with whom they pretend, in vertue of this Treaty, an Equality 
in all Things ; a Ship laden with Mails (for Example) in Sweden, and to 
unlade in Holland, has the longer Way, and yet pays an additional Duty 
becaufe it palfes the Zundt ; but a Ship that takes in the fame Sort of 
Lading in Norway , pays not this Duty, and yet has a much fliorter Paf- 
fage into Holland j this is their Grievance to Which the Dutch anfwer, 
that notwithftanding this additional Duty, yet the Swedes have the 
lame Privilege with other Nations, and with their own Subjects ,• for as 
a Dane pays it not coming out of a Port of Norway ; no more do they, 
the Swedes, whert they Sail out of Gottenburgh, or any Place clfe upon 
the Coafts of Tomcrania, the Elb, or the Wefer >• the Swedes do plead, 
that this Duty was taken off by a Treaty of Commerce in 1673 * the 
Dufch reply, that this was a Treaty forced from them when this State 
was: at its lovveft Ebb ,• and for that Reafon, they have abfolutely 
refufed to .confirm that Treaty, tho’ they do feveral others, by this now 
in Hand. 

A'ol. II. 
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As the Hutch Ambaffadors arc very ftiff upon this Point, the Swedei 
are fo too j only the Hutch have written again to their Matters, to re- 
prett nt to them the Rcafons that the Swedes have given in by word of 
Mouth, and cxpcCt an Anfwcr the latter End of this Week. 

UroN this Occafion I obferved to M. d Olivenhrantz , that the Hutch 
would by this treaty be put into great Advantages beyond other Na- 
tions, and particularly beyond our Englijhi and that bis Majefty might 
expect, from the Friendlhip of the King of Sweden , to have fuch ano- 
ther Treaty of Commerce ettablifhed between the two Kings, in Regard 
there was none now fubfifting ; and that I thought it was the Intcreft of 
the Crown of Sweden to accord fuch another Treaty, otherwife the 
Hutch would engrofs all Trade to themfelves, and consequently order 
all the Market in Sweden as themfelves fhould pleafe. 

H e acknowledged to me, that it was not the Intcreft of Sweden , that 
all the Trade fhould be in the Hand of one Nation ; and that he thought 
there would be no Difficulty to make with England fuch another Treaty 
as this of the Hutch is ; but then, that this was a Thing to be Treated 
of Part by Part, and that Sweden would endeavour to find out its Own 
Account, and to have fome Recompence in England , for thofe Advan- 
tages that Sweden might afford to the Englijh ; that he was in Expecta- 
tion every Day of Orders to return into England , where he fhould be 
ready to enter into Negotiation about our Commerce. 

I take Leave to inclofo to your Lordfhip fevcral Papers, touching the 
wrangling that M .Oxenftiern hath lately had in this Town, about an 
Arrcfl upon his Letters of Exchange, and indeed (tho’ underhand) upon 
all his Goods ; the Reparation he hath from the Town depending upon 
what hath pafs’d through my Hands, and being to remain as of Record 
with me. Here goes inclofcd likewife an Inftrument that M. Colbert put 
into my Hands fome Days ago, whereby the King his Matter declared, 1 
that he did comprehend the Duke of Hanover in his Treaty with the 
Empire : This Inftrument I was delired to offer to the Imperial Am- 
baffadors, but they excufed themfelves from receiving it, faying, that 
that Duke being a Prince of the Empire, and confcquently a Party prin- 
cipal with the Emperor himfelf in the Treaty, could not be incluau* 
without much Impropriety ; all Inelufion or Comprehcnfion being intended 
for Friends and Allies, and not for thofe that are Parties to the Treatjjj; 
but when they fhould come to execute the Peace, they would give in a 
Lift of fuch as they defired might be included on the Emperor and the 
Empire’s Part, and then they would name the Electors, Princes, and 
States of the Empire in general, as comprehended and included, in the 
Head of their Lift and thus the Bufinefs refts ; nor do I hear any more 
from cither Side about the great Point of evacuating the Empire. 

The Point of the Elector of Hrandenburgh’s Peace is not fo perfect 
as was expected it fhould have been, by the Letters that came in laft 
Night. M. Hlafpiel fhew’d me his from M. Meindert , written on Sun- 
day ; the Peace was not, he faid, then figned, (fome fmall Matters be- 
ing then unadjufted) but was certain, and upon the Point of figning ,* I 
fuppofe he meant the fair Copy, for there was fometfcing figned, as M. 

! Pompcne writ to M. Colbert , on this Day fevennight. M. Blafpicl fays, 
he hath none of the Articles fent him till the next ,* in M. Meindert 
Letter it was, that the ElcCtor parts with Stetin, and hath the Couptry 
on the other Side the Oder, excepting Ham and Golnaw > but this laft * 
Place the Elector is to keep in his Hands, till the Swedes do pay him 
j 0,000 Crowns ; the ElcCtor is now to have all the Toll at CltVkrgh, 
before he had but half of it ; Wefel and Lipjladt are to continue in^he 
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Hands of the French* till the Peace be not only ratified* but fully eke* 
cut£d, by reftoring Sweden into peaceable Porfefltoti of a IF thfeBlte&Of 
hath taken from it ; and the French are to continue ieboHorfe ift the 
Elector’s Countries in WeftpbaHa , till the Swedes be put into Polfe&on. 

1 did not hear of any Thing agreed for the eating of the Countries; 
or limiting the Contributions j the Eledor is not to affi^l the King or 
Denmark dircdly or indiredly : 1 cannot call to Mind any Thing elie 
that 1 heard out of M. Meinders Letter, but that he wiflrd this Peace 
had been made at M imeguen, (*tis fo ill a one) and that he had had no 
Hand in it. M. Blafpiel enjoyn’d me great Secrecy in this Matter, he 
having not communicated with M. Colbert upon it as yet, and having 
refufed to communicate to any body elfe, as he laid, till he do receive 
a Copy of the Treaty : M* Pompone fent away the Treaty by Exprefs* 
on Sunday Night to Hamburgb> and fo to M. de Feumtieres in Scbooncn : 
M. Meinders fent his Part to the Eledor by the fame Conveyance as far 
as Hamburgh ; the Ratifications are to be exchanged here as formerly, 
within i y Days : M. 'Blajpiel is much mortified at the Treaty, but not 
lorry that he hath had no Hand in it : He did not tell me what the Sum 
of Money is that France gives, but believes ’tis no more than what M. 
Colbert was enabled to agree to, which was 300,000 Crowns. M. Blaf- 
piel thinks, that if the Peace had been left to M. Colbert and him, they 
would have ordered it better, cfpccially in Eafe of the Brandcnbtirgb 
Subjc&s. 1 am, drc.

S INCE my laft, which was of the 2 6th* I have none from .your 
Lordfhip to acknowledge, our Englijh Letters of ‘Tttefday being not 
yet come to Hand. 

Last Night M. Heugb and 'Blajpiel did favour me fcvcrally with a 
Ggaamunication of the Treaty of Brandenbtirgh , a Copy whereof goes 
Ycrewith inclofcd. Your Lordlhip will find the main Points in it, as in 
rAy laft ; I mean, that Sweden is to quit to the Eledor all on the further 
jjrde of the Oder, Dam and Golnaw excepted ; this laft to remain as a 
Mortgage in the Eledor s. Hands, till Sweden do pay him 50,000 Crowns. 
Sweden is to quit likewife the Moiety of the Toll it had on the Goafts, 
and in the Ports of the Eledoral ‘Pomerania ; Lipfladt and Wefel are to 
Remain in the Hands of the French , and 1000 French Horfe are to lie in 
tfte Eledor’s Countries, till Sweden be reftored. The Moft Chriftian 
King is Guarand that Sweden fhall execute this Treaty, which he will 
ratify within one Month, or.fooner ; the King of Sweden hath three 
Months to do it in, but he may, if he pleafe, do it fooner ; and the 
Eledor is to continue in Poftcifion of all he hath got in Pomerania , till 
Sweden do ratifie. 

The re arc two feparate Articles, the one, that France fhall pay the 
Eledor 300,000 Crowns in two Years; the other, that whereas the Dukes 
of Jjunenbwrgb had given their Guaranty to the Dukes of Mecklenburg 
and ibme other Neighbour Princes and States, that they fhouid not be 
Koultd to fubmit to Winter-Quarters, and other Alfignations that the 
Emfceror had given to the King of Denmark and the Eledor of Bran- 
denlulgb upon thofc Princes and Cities ; . and whereas the Moft Chriftian 
Kijfe, in the Treaty lately made at Zell, had taken upon himfeif to 
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make good the Guaranty that the Houfe of Lunenburgb had fo given, 1 
now he will make an amicable End between the Elector and thofc Prin- 
ces and Cities, as to thofc Pretentions the Elector hath of Quarters and 
Altignations upon them : This is the Subftance of what feems to be 
moft clfential in this Treaty. 

Both M. Heugb and M. Blafpiel told me, that the Swedijh Minitiers 
now at the Court of France,. had been denied a Copy of this Treaty $• 
and that M. Colbert had had no Copy font him hither by yetterdays 
Ordinary, that he might not be obliged to have any Communication up- 
on it with the Swedijh Ambaffadors here : What that tiiould mean, I do 
not know ; but it leems to me probable, that Sweden will have a great 
Difficulty to ratify this Treaty j I will not fay fo much for the Value 
of the Things they are made to part with, as for the Form and Stile 
wherein the Treaty is conceived ; it being the fame in a Manner (as M. 
Heugb and Blafpiel tell me) with that of the Treaty of 21?//, which the 
Swedes have not yet been able to bring thcmfelvcs to ratifie ; labouring, 
as they do, to bring that Bufinefs about by a new Treaty j not that I 
have heard the Swedijh Ambaffadors fpeak much againft the Celfions 
therein made in Favour of the Houfe of Lunenburgb, but againft the 
Manner their King is made to enter into the Treaty. 

The Moiety of the Toll that Sweden is to part with, amounts but 
to 5000 Crowns a Year, as M. Blafpiel values it : The Lift of Ground 
upon the Oder-Side, that Sweden is to quit, is contidcrablc in the Ex- 
tent,- ’tis 25 Leagues in length, and in fomc Places 4, in other 3, and 2 
Leagues in breadth ; but of the Value, I do not hear any Eftimatc made; 
by the Minifters on cither Side. 

M. ’Blafpicl told me, the CcfTation of Hoftilitics is publifhcd in the’ 
French and Electoral Armies ; and that M. Spaen had already vifited M.‘ 
Creqni in his Quarters ; but that he doubted, the French were already 
-in their March towards the King of Denmark's Countries of Oldenburgb 
and Dclmenborjl \ and would be Mailers of them without Oppofition. 

M. Heugb believes it more probably, that the Peace of Denmark will 
be made by M .Meyer croon at the Court of France , rather than in Schooncn- 
from which Affembly, he doth not, he fays, promife himfelf much fhc- 
cefs, becaufc of the prefent Averfion and Heat that his Nation and he 
Swedes arc in each againft other. / 

The Imperial Ambaffadors were with me on Friday , to defire 
Offices, upon the Lift that goes herewith inclofcd, of fuch of the Em- 
peror’s Allies, that defire to be comprehended in the Treaty of the 
Empire. M. Colbert excufed himfelf from receiving it, fincc the King 
his Maftcr would give no Lift on his Side, by Reafon of the Emborrafs 
that would be about the Rank and Places of fcveral Princes and States 
in fuch a Lift : He alledged the Example of the Treaty of Munjier, in 
which there is no fuch Lift to be found and tho’ there be a Lift of Allies 
in that of Ofndburgh , that of Munfler , whereto the King his Mafter was 
a Party, was the Precedent he was to go by, and not that of Ofna* 
burgh , where Sweden , and not France , was the Party contracting with 
the Emperor. # 

That which he offered to do was, that the King his Mafter fihould 
give feparate ACts or Inftrumcnts, (fuch as I font your Lordfhip by the 
laft, for comprehending the Duke of Hanover ) whereby each Prince and 
State, that Jhould defire to be included on the Part of France , ftiould ‘be 
declared to be fo j and that Inftrumcnt to be afterwards infinuatjpd to 
the Emperor’s Ambaffador here, or to his Minifters at Viennh ; r that 
thus all Allies might be fatisfied, and yet the Embarrafs avoided*. 
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1 am apt to think, the Imperialifts will give into this Way ; however, 
his*Majefty does not enter at all into this Qucftion, for he is included 
by both Parties, as Mediator, in an Article by himfelf. 

Another Thing the Imperial Ambaflfadors gave me in Commiftlon 
towards M. Colbert was, to defire his Anfwer upon a Lift they bad 
given in by my Hands about a Month ago, of fevcral Places that 
France was to evacuate and reftore ; among which arc named, the free 
Towns of Jlfatia , and other Places and Fiefs, moving from the three 
Bilhopricks of Metz, e Toul i and Verdun ; in all which, France pretends 
to have acquired fuch a Right by the Treaty of Mnnfter , that the Im- 
perialifts have no Colour (as M. Colbert fays) to funimon the French to 
empty or reftore them. 

M. Colberts Anfwer was, that he adhered to the Anfwer he had for- 
merly given } and that he was not inltrurted to give any other, defiring 
the Imperialifts might be fummoned to name their Days on which the 
Emperor’s Troops Ihould enter into the Hereditary Countries ,• which 
being once fixt, he would undertake the French Troops Ihould enter 
into the Territories of France , and all Places and Countries Ihould be 
emptied of them, excepting thofc Places that arc to remain to the Moft 
Chriftian King, cither by the Treaty of Munftcr, or by this of Nimeguen, 

M. Colbert told me, he kept himfelf within the Bounds of this gene- 
ral Anfwer, bccaufe he law the Imperialifts lay at a Catch of fomething 
that might make a Noifc in the Empire, as the Queftion about feveral 
Places the Imperialifts had named in their Lift would do ; that in the 
Interim, his Olfer was full and clear as to the evacuating of the Peace 
on the Part of France i that he had written to the King his Maftcr, 
that it was not to be exported the Imperialifts would ever come to any 
Iflue, as to the main Points of evacuating the Places, that that mult 
be left to the Commanders in Chief of each Side ; to which he hath 
yefterday (as M. Heugh and Wafpicl tell me out of his own Mouth) 
received the Anfwer of his King, that he Ihall not need to attend this 
Bulincfs of the Execution of the Peace ; that he may return into France ; 
bjjt that the French Troops had Orders to quarter in the Empire, till 
tUS^Imperial Troops were marched into the Hereditary Countries. 

C But that in which the Imperial Ambaftadors had the moft earneft 
iVelire to have an Anfwer from M. Colbert was, whether the French 
jirould void the 8 Polls they have referved to themfelvcs in Cologn 
and Juliets , now the Peace of Hrandenburgh is made, as foon as 
the Ratifications of it arc exchanged, for fo the Treaty of the Empire 
bears ; to this M. Colbert anfwered no more, but that he did not know, 
tvhen that Exchange was to be made j that he had no Inftrurtion in the 
Point ; but that he was lure his King would execute his Treaty de 
bonne joy. 

I know not whether thofe 8 Points will be voided till the Peace of 
Hrandcnbtirgh be executed, as well as ratified, and till the Imperial 
Troops have left the Empire. It is plain, that Lipjladt and Wefel were, 
by the Treaty of Santen , to be reltored, as foon as the Ratifications of 
the Peace of Frtytdenburgh Ihould be exchanged ; they are not by the 
Peace of the Elertor of Brandenbttrgb, now made at St. Gcrmains> to be 
reftored till the lame be executed. 

. J u s t as I am doling, M. Heugh calls upon me, and tells me, the firft 
of the Conferences at Scboonen were Ipcnt in difputing of a Prc- 

r y. The Hanes , it ieems, came upon the Place with the Title 
Cortiiflaires , Flcnipotentiaires j having notified their Arrival to M. 
dc fniqttieres , he fent them a Complement, but took no Hour, as they 

• expert- 
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expcCted he ihould have done, being firft come upon the Place, in Order 
to give them the firft Vifit ; for an Expedient, the ‘Danes were forced 
to procure for thcmfelves Powers with the Quality of AmhaJJadors, and 
upon that Condition the firft Vifit was given them. 

As for the Demands of the Swedes, he fays, they arc higher than 
ever they were here at Nimcgtten , or in France; therefore that his King 
hath, by the Ordinary of this Day, font him Orders to defire M. Colbert 
to write to M. dc Crequi , not to puili fo hard towards Oldenburgh and 
Delmcnhorft, for that he is making all the Haft he can towards his Peace, 
and to give a Palfport in blanc, for a Minifter that the King of Denmark 
is defirous to fend with all Speed to joyn M. Meyercroon in trance j M. 
Ilcugh docs think himfelf will be the Man : So that your Lordfhip fees 
this Congrefs is very near breaking up of itfelf, M. Colbert having, as he 
told M. Ilcugh juft now, refufed the Nuncio’s Auditor, (who would have 
let up fomc Negotiation between him and the Imperialifts again on 
Foot, touching the Execution of the Treaty of the Empire) telling him, 
lie would not write to Court, nor entangle himfelf any further with the 
Imperialifts upon that Subject. 

M. Colbert hath received an Exprefs, with the Ratifications of the 
Treaty of ‘Brandenbnrgh ; and M. Plafpiel fends an Exprefs this Day for 
j Berlin , to haften the Ratifications on that Side. I am, &c.

S INCE my laft, which was of the 30 tb paft, we have nothing here 
that is worth your Notice. 

M. d Olivcnkrantz did on ! Tuejday fpeak himfelf much difi'atisfied, that ' 
M. Colbert had not given him any Communication of the Treaty of Pran- 
denbtirgh ; M. ‘Bielk, the Swedijh Minifter at ‘Paris, hath, he faith, the 
fame DiftatisfaCtion from the Minifters there, having been put off by 
* Pomponc, that he could not fpeak with him in a Day or two huccr 
the Treaty was figned ; that Ambaflador offered, that if the pawning ef 
Golnaw to the Elector for 50,000 Crowns, might be left out of tic 
Treaty, he would anfvver that Sum upon his own private Account. iV 1 - 
Piclk is faid to give out confidently at ‘Paris, that Sweden will never 
ratifie that Treaty. The Letter that his Majcfty was plcafcd to write 
to the Duke of Newburgh , I delivered yefterday into the Hands of M. 
Cafpars, one of the Duke’s Envoys in this Place ; he charged himfclf to 
fend it carefully by the firft Conveyance to the Duke his Maftcr, whbis 
like to continue his Relidencc at Newburgh, leaving the Dutchies of 
Jul id's and Pergneland to the Prince his Eldeft Son. It was the Obfcr- 
vation of that Envoy, that that Match of the Prince with the Arch- 
Dutchefs, is more unpardonable in the Court of Prance , than the Mar- 
riage of the Emprefs ; and for that Reafon, their Country is ftill loaded 
with French Troops and Exactions, when all other Countries that are 
comprized in the Peace of the Empire, as the Duke of Newburgh's 
Mates arc, have Eafe given them ; the Minifter does extrcamly blame 
the Impcrialijls for not doing their Part in evacuating the Empire. I had 
a Conference this Morning with M. Colbert upon that Subject ;jlhe' is, 
poiitive in his former Anfwer, and fays, he hath writ to Court, t lat it\ 
would be but Reafon to demand of the Imperialifts, a Rcnunci&t: on of ' 
all their Prctenlions over the Towns in Alfatia, and the other Peaces 
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that they now bring into Qiieftion, before the French Troops be with- 
drawn out of the Empire. But he hopes, he fays, tp exchange the Ra- 
tifications with the Ambattador of ’Brandenburg and then to be gone 
for France , leaving the Imperialifis as now they are, without doing any 
Thing in order to execute the Peace. 

Bt e sse d be our good God, who hath given that Succefs, which the 
Ordinary of this Day acquaints us with, to his Ma jelly’s Arms in Scotland; 
it is certainly a moll feafonable Mercy ; the ’Dutch Ambaflfadors, as loon 
as they had the News, did congratulate with me very much upon it*

M Y laft was of the 3 d Inftant : On Frida]/ the Danifh Ambalfador 
M. Heugh, upon the receiving of Letters from the King his Mailer, 
forthwith to repair to him, went hence in all Haft : It is, as he told me, 
( for he was pleafed to bid me Adieu himfelf, tho* he did it to the Impe- 
rial ifts and other AmbalTadors by a Gentleman after he was gone ) to re- 
ceive Inftru&ions for the Court of France , whither he is to go as foori 
as he returns hither back again from Holftein, which he made Account 
may be this Day fevennight at furtheft. In the mean time, his Family 
»scre pack up, and prepare for that Journey. The French , he told me, 
had fummoned the Countries of Oldenburgh and Delmenborft , demanding 
of them molt exceflive Contributions ; the Letters that come in lincc 
advife, that fomc Parties of the French are already in Polfcffion of the 
Country ,• neither he nor M. Tetctrn had any further Account to give, as 
they told me, of the Conferences in Schoonen , than what I gave your 
Lordlhip an Account of in my laft fave one. 

M. Blafpiel acquainted me laft Night, that the Ratifications were 
/'.prae from Berlin , but it happens that they are only for the Treaty in 
gtWral, and that there are no Ratifications come for the two feparato 
Articles. This M. Colbert looks upon as a Difappointmcnt, for he in- 
tended to be gone, and his Domefticks do ftill give out he will be gone 
Tfhurfday next. I have not yet fpoke with him about it, but M. 
Blafpiel tells me, he will not be gone till the Ratifications of the fepa- 
ratc Articles do come to Hand j which, ’tis hoped, they may by the Or- 
dinary of this Day : However, M. Blafpiel \ when he faw that M .Colbert 
*ltuck upon it, ana would not exchange till all was compleat, did di£ 
patch an Exprefs yefterday to the Ele&or his Matter, forthwith to fend 
away the Ratifications that are yet behind, inafmuch as the difeharging 
of his Countries of the French Troops depends upon it ; it being not to 
be hoped that M. Crcqui will ftir, till he be certified hence that the Ra- 
tifications are exchanged ; nor will M. Colbert do it, till the Ratifications 
of the feparate Articles be come, which cannot be in lels than 10 Days 
Time, if the Elcftor’s Council do not think of it before the Exprefs that 
was difpatch’d yefterday do arrive, and advertife them of it. 

The French , as FI. Blafpiel and others have told me, have poftefied 
themfelves of D ortbmonde, a little Free Imperial Town in Weftpbalia , 

/ in tile middle of the County of Mark * when the French pafs’d bv that 
Wad towards Minden, they were fo fair, as not only to forbid all Ra- 
vage % and*Quarterings upon that Town and its Dependencies, but alfo 
to liave the Bounds and Limits of it fet out, and made notorious, by 
fol. II. K k k k * Pofts 
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Polls eroded, to the End that none might prefiime to pafs beyond thole 
Marks, and to difturb the Inhabitants, which makes : the poffcffing of it 
now, to be more than ordinary Surprize to the whole Country. 

M. Rlafpiel is advifed by the laft Letters from . Ratisbone , that the 
Imperial Party there are moving to have the Emperor’ s Troops continue 
a while longer in the Empire ,* if they do, *tis mofl: certain the 'French 
will not ftir out of it ; and ’tis probable, that it is in that View that 
M. Colbert hath the King his Mailers Permiffion again repeated to him, 
that he may return to France as loon as he pleafeth, without expe&ing 
any longer the Imperial Ambalfadors to come to any Iffue about evacu- 
ating of the Empire. 

And yet the Imperialifts were with me laft Night very late, and dif- 
courfcd to me afrclh the great Readinefs they were in to name a Day, 
and it/hould be the loth of duguft, (if M. Colbert fo pleafed) by which 
the Emperor’s Troops Ihould be actually entering into the Hereditary 
Countries, provided the French Troops did enter at the fame Time with- 
in the Territories of France ,* this, they faid, may be adjufted in a Day 
or two, and that before M. Colbert went away ; they did not defire me 
to pafs any Office upon this Difcourfe of theirs, but told me, they would 
fend me a Project to this Effect in Writing, which, according to lorn© 
Advices they had, M. Colbert will not fail to give in to. 

I do not deny but this may be, yet the laft Time I had Conference 
with M. Colbert upon this Subject, I found him very unwilling to enter 
into any further Negotiations with the Imperialifts , he fuppofing they 
would but trifle with him; and the Letters he received yefterday, it 
Ibems, do confirm to him the Leave he hath to break off here, without 
further attending on that Bufinefs. 

On Saturday the Baron deTlaten , Envoy and Plenipotentiary here 
from the Prince of Ofnabtrrgh> was to take his Leave of me ; I perceive 
he is not fatisfied with the Minifters at Vienna y who have not furthered 
his Matters Pretcnfions, as he hoped they might, and would have done 
there, in order to be brought to Effedt here, or at leaftwife in the Dyct 
at Ratisbon ; and he fpokc of it as a Thing that would give the whop, 
Houfe of Lnnenburgh Occafion to /hew their Refentments, whenever^/*? 
Houle of Jhiftria Ihould have need of them. He affured me, the Princf 
his Mailer has a very deep Senfe of his Majcfty’s Favour and Affedlio 5 * 
to him. 

Just as I am doling, and the Poll £oing away, M. Colbert comes and 
reads over to me the King his Mailer s Letter to him, that he received 
yefterday, giving him not only Leave, but Orders to withdraw hence,' 
and leave the Execution of the Peace of the Empire to the Generals of 
the Armies on both Sides. He tells me, that having let the Imperial 
Ambaffadors yefterday know this, they had refolvcd to give in im- 
mediately to M. Colbert's own Terms, as to the Evacuation of the 
Empire of the Troops on both Sides. He told me further, that having 
found the Imperialifts would come to his Terms, and having declared 
to them the Agreement mull be fixed this Day, or not at all ; he was 
come to acquaint me, that he had confcntcd the Agreement Ihould bo 
figned by each Embalfy at their own Houles, without the Solemnity of 
coming to a Meeting, whereas I Ihould affift at the Stadthoule ,* becaufe 
if they did, he found the Imperialifts would make the fame Difficulty 
of not allowing me the fame Column to fign, in cafe I Ihould infill hpon 
it, and demand to fign with them ; therefore that he, M. Colbcr*, rwas 
come to ask me, whether I would not approve of the Expedient, ddhlar- 
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ing himfclf, for his Part, very delirous that his Majefty might have all 
SatisfaAiop-on^hc Point of the firft Column. 

To this my Anfvvcr was, that I would not enter into any Expedient 
in this Cafe ; but that fince it was fo refolved between themfelVes, all 
I had to fay was, to deiire to know of him, what Account I ihould give 
of this to the King my Mailer ; telling him, that he bell knew upon 
what Ground the Prctcnlions that his Majeily had for a firft Column to 
his Miniftcrs were founded ; i. Upon a Concert with the Moft Chriftian 
King, to give in all Things the ‘Place of Honour to the Mediators at Co- 
logn, and afterwards upon his (M. Colbert's) own Inftanccs, and thofe of 
his Collegues, as well as upon his M a jelly’s Directions,* that my Collegues 
and I had conftantly flood upon it, to have the firft Vifits and the Place 
of Honour upon all Occafions in this Congrcfs, before the Imperialifis ; 
and confequently, to have the firft Column at the figning of their 
Treaty ; and therefore 1 was to give an Account of every Step that was 
made of this kind to his Majeily. He told me, he would have been 
very glad if the Imperialifis had, at the figning of their Treaty, given 
that Satisfaction to his Majeily, which he and his Collegues were ready 
to give ; but that here, he faid, the Cafe was not the fame, this being 
not a Treaty, but an Aft, or a Declaration, directing how the Treaty 
was to be executed ,• and to fhew that it was no Treaty, and confc- 
qucntly not an Inftrument in which a Mediator might pretend a firft 
Place or Column, that therefore he had declared to the Imperialifis, that 
they were to cxpcCt no Ratifications from the King his Matter upon this 
Aft j when he faid this, he acknowledged, with a great many Expref- 
lions, his Majefty s Care and Zeal, and the Pains of his Minilters in this 
AlTembly. 

Upon this I thought it beneath the Dignity of that Charaftcr I have 
the Honour to ferve in, to offer to intervene at the patting of this Aft,' 
fincc my Collegues and myfelf did not intervene at the more folcmn one 
of figning the Treaty itfclr. I am, (fyc*

VJVIy Lord, 

J N the clofe of my laft, which was of the 7 th, (fince which I have 
not the Favour of any from your Lordfhip) I gave you an Account 
-ot what M. Colbert told me had been agreed between the Imperial Am- 
balfadors and himfclf, touching an Aft to be iigned by them, at their 
feveral Houles, for the evacuating of the Empire, and other Points re- 
flating to the Execution of the Treaty } I acquainted your Lordfhip allb 
\\ith the Arguments that M. Colbert had ufed to me, to fhew that that 
Aft or Agreement did not amount to a Treaty, and confequently that it 
was not a Thing wherein 1 was to fign in the firft Column : I heard no 
m' re fince of that Agreement, but that it was figned fome time on 
Monday Night ,* only the Secretary of the Imperial Embafly came to me 
that Evening, and told me, the Ambaffadors had fent me the Formulary 
for the executing of the Treaty between the Empire and France i I told 
him, that having had no Hand in the making it up, I defired to be ex- 
cufed from taking Part of fuch kind of Communications, that were 
offered me after that Agreement was made * and faying no more, I dif* 
mi|cd him* 
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The Rcafon why I did this was, that having compand with myfelf 
what the Imperialifts had faid to me on Sunday Night, with what M. 
Colbert had laid to me likewife the next Day, concerning this Agree- 
ment ; I perceived this Agreement had been made before they, the Impe- 
rialifts , fpokc to me of it on Sunday Night ; and that the Difcourfe they 
held with me then, as if they fhould have need of my Offices to perfect 
the Aft, and the Agreement between them and M. Colbert , was only to 
falvc Appccranccs ; but that the Intention was, to decline the making 
Ule of my Offices at the Stadthoufc, and confequently to avoid clafhing 
with me about the firlt Column. I muft confefs, I look upon this expla- 
natory Aft, or Agreement, to be of a Nature fo different from the Treaty 
itfelf, that had we met in the Stadthoufc to finifh it, I fhould not (as I 
Hand now' informed) have dclired to fign it, fincc my Collogues and I had 
not figned the main Treaty : However, fince there was no Meeting at 
the Stadthoufc, and the Thing never came into Qucflion, I thought it 
fafeft for me to refufe the Communication w hich the Imperialifts offered 
to fallen upon me, to the End that they might have no Colour to fay I 
acquicfced in their Expedient, which was, to fign at their feveral Homes, 
and not come at all to the Stadthoufe. 

This Forenoon M .Colbert came to my Houfe, and after a Preface 
very full of Refpcft to his Majefly, for his infinite Care and Zeal in 
bringing the General Peace about by bis glorious Mediation, (fo he ex- 
prelled it) and concluding with a favourable Mention of the Pains taken 
by me, as his Majefty’s Minifter here, he took out two little Cafes, 
wherein he faid were the Pifture of his King, and opening them, each of 
them appeared a very rich Jewel of Diamonds , Rofe and Crown-wife, 
telling me, he had it in Charge from the King his Mailer, to conlign 
the one into my Hands for Sir W. Temple, his Majefty’s Ambaffador now 
abfent; and to deliver me the other for myfelf, as a Mark of the King 
his Mailer’s Efleem for me, as he was plcafcd to exprefs it. 

My Anfwer was full of Rclpcft to his Molt Chriftian Majcfty,' 
and of the Acknowledgments that w'crc due to his defeending fo 
low as to think of me ; that I looked upon the Prefent as an infinite 
Honour intended me j but that I defired to be excufed from receiving it, 
contenting mylelf with the Honour of being thought worthy of it by fy 
great a King. M. Colbert replied upon me with all Civility ; and I* dt. 
fended mylelf from receiving his Prefent the bell I was able. Wher 
he faw I was in carneft, he ufed many Arguments, particularly the com/- 
mon Ufage of all Kings, moll efpccially of the King our Mailer, to give 
Prefents to Ambaffadors ; the Praftice in all other Treaties of a General 
Peace ns this is, and the Example of the Pope’s Nuncio here, who, tho' 
a Churchman of great Rank, had accepted the King his Mailer’s Prefent. 
To this I anfvvcred as well as I could, expreffing a Refpeft to all thofc/ 
Ufages ; and that I was far from prefuming to conclude that I was in 
the Right, becaufe I had fomc little Scruples of my own, that I did not 
know how otherwife to fatisfic, but by with-holding my Hands from fo 
great a Prefent, which I had no Pretence to deferve ; then he told me, 
that certainly the King his Mailer would be greatly offended with the 
Refulal I made; Hill I excuied myfelf, by reprefenting to him, I was too 
low an Objcdt for the Difpleafure of fo great a King. * When he faw I 
would not take the Jewel, he told me, it was a very great Mortifica- 
tion to him in particular, to fee his Mailer’s Prefent refufed ,• that he 
would write to M. liarillon , to complain of me; and that he doubted not 
but that upon his Motion, his Majelty would be plcafcd to lay his ftS'ft 
Command upon me to receive the Prefent. To this I anfwcred, thftl 

ihot'ld 
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fhould ha.xs-4k perfect Obedience for bis Majefty in all Things, but that 
I hoped his Majefty, who beft knew how little worthy I was of fo 
great an Hon out, would judge it Honour great enough for me, that 
l had fuch a Prefent offered me, without my prefuming to take it. At 
laft he put up the Cafe that was fuperferib’d to me, and faid, he would 
lend it to M. cP dvanx at the Hague, to remain in his Hands, (bccaule 
he mu ft be gone from hence before an Anfwer from M. Farillon could 
come) to the End it may be there ready, when his Majefty’s Injunction 
fhould be laid upon me to receive it. 

This being over, he asked me, whether I would fuffer myfelf to be 
charged with the Prefent that his Matter had defigned for Sir W. Temple, 
and had ordered him to put into my Hands. I defired he would be 
plcafcd to fend that Jikewife to M.ePJvaux, rather than charge me 
with it ,• the Journey I was to carry it in, being not without RifqUe : 
He laid, he would not charge himfelf with it any further j adding, his 
Orders were, to confign it and leave it in my Hands ; and as he 
thought I could not take upon me to give any Anfwer for Sir W- Temple 
upon fuch an Offer ; fo he was confident, he faid, I would not refufe to 
charge myfclf in carrying this Prefent (which was addrelTcd in thefe 
Words, Pour Monficur Temple) fo far, fince the Moft Chriftian King had 
ordered it to be put into my Hands. When I law he was rcfolved to 
leave me this Prcfcnt, to be delivered to Sir W- ‘Temple , I told him I 
would acquaint Sir W. Temple by this Night’s Poll, with what he had 
put into my Hands for his Ufc ; and would give him an Account of Sir 
W. Temple's Anfw r cr, whether he, M. Colbert , were here or at ‘Paris. 
Thus this Converfation pafs’d between M. Colbert and myfelf, he going 
away very much diflatisficd, and telling me plainly enough, he would 
not fee me, nor receive my Adieu upon his going away. 

Upon the whole Matter, my moft humble Petition to his Majefty is,’ 
that notwithftanding any Thing that M. Parillon fhall fay, he would be 
pleafed not to lay his Commands upon me to receive this Prefent, which 
(it feems) is to be put into M. d dvaux's Hands. I humbly beg your 
I.ordfliip to ufc all the Interceflion pofliblc towards his Majefty to that 
Effed. 

* -A s I did not fay any Thing to M. Colbert, fo I will not prefume to 
alvitfJgc any Thing to your Lordfhip againft the general Practice : I will 
t/jtly take Leave to fay, that whatever hath been allowed to AmbafTa- 
durs in the Matter of receiving Prefcnts, at the Courts where they had 
jtnidcd, my Cafe in this Place is far diftant; my InftruCtions being to 
carry myfelf with a perfect Impartiality towards all Sides, which renders 
me as uncapablc of receiving Prefcnts from cither Party, as a Judge, or 

Arbitrator, for giving a juft Sentence. Another Thing there is, that 
Ifijoft humbly dclirc may be fully reprefented to his Majefty, it is, that 
there hath not, in my poor Opinion, that RcfpcCt and Deference been 
paid to his Majefty ’s Mediation, as was due to it, and that his Figure in 
this AfTembly might moft juftly challenge. I will not charge the Mini- 
fters of France, nor thofe of any other Nation, further at this Time, 
than to obferve to your Lordfhip, that the Peace of Holland , and that 
of Spain, hath been made without the Intervention of his Majefty’s Am- 
bafl'adors here j that tho’ the Peace of the Empire was made under his 
Majefty’s Mediation, yet the firft Column at the figning was fefufcd to 
his A mbafladors ; that the Peace of the North is not made here, but in 
Franco •, that his Majefty hath interpofed many Offices on that Side, and 
A ircCJd the fame to be done in this Place for the Prince Elector Palatine, 
the »ukcs of Newburgh, Lorain , and 3D euxponts, and many more, in 

Cafes 
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Cafes of great Jufticc and Equity, but without the leaft/^cccfs^ thefe 
Things thus parted, were Occasions of a very deep and frequent’ Morti- 
fication to me : And if it be true, (as I take it to be undoubted) that 
when Ambafladors do excufc themfelves from receiving Prefents, becaufe 
of fomc DiflatisfaCtion they meet with in the Courts where the Prefents 
arc offered them, I hope his Majefty will difpcnfc with me, and not en- 
join me to take any Prefent from the French Ambalfadors, or any other 
in this Place ; for it is my humble Opinion, that there hath not been 
Right done to his Majefty in his Figure of Mediator j and that I cannot 
receive any Prefent, but my fo doing will imply, that his Majefty is fa- 
tisfied with the Regard had to his Mediation here ; but that his Majefty 
is not fo fatisfied, appears by fevcral Occafions he hath taken to declare, 
that he hath had fevcral Caufcs of juft Refcntment given him, but that 
he had facrificed them all to his Zeal for the Peace of Cbriftcndotn . 
So that I moft humbly bcfcech your Lordfliip to intercede for me, that 
I may not be obliged, by any Order or Command from his Majefty, to 
receive this Prefent, but that I be left to my own Liberty ; yet fo, that 
what I do, may not in the leaft reftrain my Collogues in their Liberty 
to do othenvife : I have ferved here much longer than they have done, 
and therefore have greater Obligations upon me to this Stridtnefs ; nor 
iliould I defire this, but that I think it moft fuitable to the Dignity of 
the Character I have the Honour to ferve in : At leaft, I hope that my 
refufing this Prefent cannot be in any wife to his Majefty ’s Diflcr vice.

My Lord, 

T HE Ratifications of two feparatc Articles from the Court of 
Tier/in, being at laft come to Hand, thole, as well as that for 
the main Treaty, were exchanged between M. Colbert and M. Plafpiel, 
on Saturday Morning; this was no fooncr done, but M . Plafpiel came 
and enter’d his Proteftation with me, (that is, left one in Writing upon 
my Table, defiring it might remain among the ACts of Media,.: »n) 
whereby he declares, that as to one of the feparate Articles, the EleCh r 
his Matter did accept of the Offices therein ftipulatcd of the Moft Ch 1- 
ftian King, but did not intend, by the Mention therein made of a Trea'-v 
of the 5 th of February laft between France and the Dukes of JLuncnburgb 
Zell, to approve or acquiefce in the Particulars of that Treaty, (as there 
arc fevcral Things) contrary to the Right and Interefts of the Emperor 
and Empire, of the King of ‘Denmark , and of the Ele&or himfclf. 

M .*Blafpiel took this Occafion to tell me, that it is taken extreamly 
amifs by the Elector in M. Meindcrs , that he had not taken Care to 
have an exprefs Mention made, with due RefpeCt, of his Majefty ’s Me- 
diation, in the Preface to the Treaty he made wdth M. Ponipone ; but 
that M. Meinders Excufc was, that he durft not fo much as propofe a 
Variation in any Thing from the Project that M. Pomponc had laid before 
him, which did not eflentially concern the Interefts of the Elector. 

Besides this which relates to his Majefty in the Preface, there arc 
fevcral other Overfights that are, fays he, charged upon M. Meinders , 
in the Treaty itfelf^ particularly in the 3 d and 1 $tb Articles, as w r cll 
as in the feparatc ones touching the Zell Treaty, and the Sum of Plone/ 
to be paid by France . I owe that Toftimony to M. ‘Blafpicl , that hr hath 

* at 
& 
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at this and feyerai other Times, expreffed a great Regret, that theEleftar 
his Major’s Treaty hath not been made here under his Aiajeftys Me- 
diation, knowing, he feys, very well, that his Majefty bad been pleafed 
to command me back again from the Hague hither, principally, if not 
folely, to attend the carrying on of the Ele&or's Treaty; which his Ma- 
jefty expefted fhould have come on and bo finiihed in this Place. 

Thsse Ratifications being thus exchanged, M. Colbert made no long 
Stay here; for he left this Place laft Night about Midnight, intending to 
take a Turn into Holland* and then to take the Way of Erujfcls for 
Tfrance. Itake Leave to fend your Lordihip a Copy of M. 'Blafpicl s 
Protection, and alfo the Afts whereby the Swedijb Ambaftadors defirc 
to comprehend the Allies on their Part, in their Treaty with the Em- 
pire ; they are obliged to make a feparate Aft, to comprehend the Grand 
Duke of Mufcovy* with the Title of Czarijb JVlajefty that Emperor, 
among other Caufes he gave for his entering ipto a War againft Sweden* 
in the laft King of Sweden's Time, gave that alio, of their not having 
treated him with the Style of Czarijb Majefty, but only of Great Duke* 
when Sweden comprehended him in the Treaty of OJhabttrgb in 1548. I 
am, (jc.

J UST as I am gping to addrefs myfelf to your Lordihip, according 
to the Obligation of the Day, I have the infinite Honour of his 
Majefty s moft gracious Letter of the 1 1 tb of this Month from Windfer* 
for /evoking me from this Place ; which, as I do receive with all the 
^bnerdtion and Dutifulnefs poffible, fo I do it with an extream Joy,' 
/nee lis Majefty is pleafed to give therein a Teftimony of his Royal 
xioodiwfs, itr accepting of my weak Endeavours to ferve him in this 
Negoftation. I ihall make what Haft I can to remove from this Place, 
' 7 * having 
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having not prefumed to make any Shew of preparing for it, but thinking 
it my Duty rather to wait for fome Intimation firft of hisMajefty’s Pleafure* 

All the Publick Bufinefs that I have now in my Hands, is a Decla- 
ration that I am dclired to draw up for both the Kings of Spain and 
Sweden , to publifh in their refpedtive Countries, for the re-eftablifhing of 
the Peace between them : This, I hope, will prove an cffe&ual Expe- 
dient, fince each King will be left to ufc his own Language ; and that 
the Declaration is to be of the fame Tenor, and to be publiihed the 
fame Day at Madrid , Stockholm , and Brujfels. 

This Expedient each Side gave in to the more readily, when I had 
(hewed them that his Majefty, upon his moft happy Reftauration, had 
taken that Courfe to renew the Peace between the Two . Crowns of 
'England and Spain, after its having been difturbed and broken by the 
Ufurper j there having been a Declaration publiihed the fame Day at 
Jjmdon and Madrid , purporting, that the ancient Peace between the 
Two Crowns was again reftored, and to remain entire, notwitftanding 
the Interruption it had received* 

What Time the Peace between Sweden and the States General will 
be concluded, I do not yet hear ; M. Becoming telling me, he hath not 
yet the Orders of his Mailers what to do in it, tho’ he hath fome Glimpfe, 
that they will go near to yield the Point in Controverfy ; that is, they 
will abolifh the additional Impoft upon Goods that pafs the Zundt : If I 
do find that any further Offices are defired by the Swedifl) or ‘Dutch Am- 
balfadors, in relation to this Peace, or clfe to that with S]>ain , I (hall 
humbly take Leave to fuppofc it agreeable to his Majefty s Intentions, 
that I remain here fome few Days longer^ to put a Conclufion to cither, 
or both thofe Peaces ; but if I be not requefted thereto, 1 (hall not fuffer 
any Thing elfe to detain me in this Place. 

M. Beverning came to me yefterday with great Joy, as he faid, to im- 
part to me a Piece of News that he had received from M. Blafpiel, and 
he' has it from a private Letter of M. Meinders ; it is, that DA. Meinders , 
in a Convcrfation he had lately with M. dc Lotwoy , having taken Occa- 
(ion to difeourfe to him of the great Armies that France had now on 
Foot, and of the Terror they put the World in on all Sides j M. dejdheooy 
anfWered him, that he perceived well enough, that not only the Priifces 
of Germany but all the Neighbours of France , were in Pain to fee *uch 
great Forces kept on Foot, after all Occalions arifen from the War \tvre 
in a manner ccafed j but he allured M. Meinders , that the Moft Chriftian 
King was refolved to give a General Peace and Rcpofe to all Cbrtfien- 
domi and that they were going to give very fpcedily a fufficient Evidence 
of their Intentions, in that FYance would disband a 0,000 Horfe ou'. of 
Hand, as alfo Foot in Proportion. 

M. Hcttgb has been expedted thefe three Days from Hofflcin, where he 
was to wait on the King his Mafter, for to receive Inftrudtions for a 
Voyage into France ,• but M. Blafpiel fpeaks this Day, that he will not 
be fo welcome in France, as he would have been if he had gone thither 
(trait forward from hence,* for the Court of France (psDA.Meinders writes) 
interprets this Journey into Hofftetn , as a Contrivance to gain more 
Time; and the Danijh Minifter in the Court of France is told, that the 
King his Mafter may ’ere long hear of a new Propolition from Francc y 
that will not pleafe the King of Denmark at all. 

I moft humbly thank your Lordfhip for your great Condcfcen ion, m 
taking me into your Care and Favour for a Yacht ; I (hall make >old 
trouble your Lordfhip when I draw nearer to the Water-Side. I mu(t 
not conceal from your Lordfhip, that I intend to take a Turn to jlmjier- 
da.rty 
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dam, and fome other Places of this Country, before I take my final 
Leave of it but my Stay ihall be but very fhort in thole Places ,* and 
■wherever I happen to be, I ihall be fure not to forget the Poft-Day, and 
to allure your Lordfliip of my being with great Refpcdt, &c.

My Lord, 

I N my laft to your Lordfliip, I did acknowledge my having received 
the Honour or his Majefty’s moft graeious Letters of Revocation, 
with a 1 „ctter from your Lordfliip, brought me of the 1 1 th from Windfor. 

I have been ever lince providing for my Journey homewards, and make 
no doubt, under God, to be ready the latter End of this Week j the 
Day of my leaving this Place I cannot yet fix, having been requefted by 
the Imperial and Swedijh Ambafl'adors, to help them out of the Difficul- 
ties they are in, about making the Peace between Spain and Sweden ; I 
have no Commerce, nor ever had, with M. Fuente , the only Spanijh A m- 
balfador that is here, upon an Embarrafs in his firft Vifits of Ceremony. 

Since my laft to your Lordfliip, 1 did, at the joint Rcqueft of the 
Imperialijls and Swedes , fend to each of them a Project of a Declaration, 
whereby the Kings of Spain and Sweden may, upon the fame Day, the 
firft at Madrid and UnifJ'els , the other at Stockholm , declare the Peace 
by their feveral Proclamations of the fame Tenor, and in their own 
Language ; which is the only Means I can imagine to avoid the great 
Difficulties that they have ftuck upon all this while ; and they arc fo nice 
in it to this Day, that they will not come to any ACt or Agreement in 
Writing, for the Spaniard will not change his Language, nor the Swedes 
theirs. The Swedes let me know laft Night, by the inclofed Letter, 
that they were content with the Project I had given in ; and M. Stradtfi 
man was with me this Forenoon, to let me know, that he and his Col- 
le^ij'? approved of it likewife in Behalf of the Spaniard ; but that M. 
Tucntc did not find himfelf at Liberty to declare his Agreement to it till 
he had confulted the Governour and Council at H rtijjels upon it; there- 
fore that he, M. Stradtfman , was come to me, in the Name of his Col- 
^fcguc and his own, to delire me not to go hence, till I had exchanged 
that Project between thefe Ambafl'adors, and given the Imperialijls (who 
adt in the Behalf of Spain) my Atteftation, that the Swedes do approve 
i'fhe Form of the Proclamation, and do take upon them, that their 
King fliall proclaim the Peace with Spain at a Day to be fet, and in the 
fame Tenor that the Project bears. 

M y Anfwcr was, that if an Exprcfs were fent to UruJJels , he might 
be back with the Refolution of the Council before I fliould be ready for 
my Journey ; but that his Majefty’s Command upon me being to return 
Home with what convenient Speed I can, I did not think myfelf allowed 
to ftay here upon Uncertainties. 

It will not be Till the Poft be going, that I fliall fpcak with the Swe- 
dijh Ambafl'adors to this Effect, that they may not think to keep me here 
any longer than needs muff; and that it be certain they intend this 

S fs fliould be finiflied, and that fpeedily, by his Majefty’s Mediation, 
lich there is Mention to be made in the Proclamation, as your 
i>p \yll fee by the Project itfelf, which I take Leave herewith to 

. II. 
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The Nuncio thought to have gone laft Week, as fome of his Do> 
mefticks did, but he himfelf went not till this Morning j he made a Pro- 
portion to the Magiftrates of the Town, that a Place he had fitted for 
his Chappel, might continue to the fame Ufc, his Landlord, it feems, 
being of that Communion ; he defired likewifc there might be fome more 
Liberty for thofe of his Religion here,- but the Dutch Ambaffadors told 
me laft Night, there was no Likelihood the Magiftrates of this Place 
could gratific him in the one or the other ; and I am told by others, the 
Deputies that fpoke with him anfwercd him to that Effect. 

The Dutch Ambaffadors told me laft Night, they had yet no Anfwcr 
from their Maftcrs what to do, and how to come to a Conclufion of 
their Peace with Sweden. 1 am, &c.

POSTSCRIPT. 


My Lord, 


21 ft July. 


I N the Difpatch of this Day (which I have been forced to fend to the 
Poft-houfe, before I could add the few Lines I am now writing) I told 
your Lordfhip I was upon going to the SwediJI) Ambaffadors, who, upon 
my telling them in what State their Affair with Spain was, defired I 
would not leave this Place before I had finilhed it; and added further, 
that their Peace with the States General being of great Importance to 
them, to finifh it before I went hence, they defired my Offices in it, and 
the rather, in that there was an Intrigue of France ( pour parler franche- 
ment , fays M .cFOlwenkrantz) now on Foot at the Hague, to bring this 
Peace of Sweden and the States, to be concluded there, and not here. 
This Notice they have, they fay, from M. Sikcrcroon , and he col lefts 
the Thing from M. d'Jvaux's own Mouth. It was their earneft Delirc 
that this Peace, notwithftanding any Defign to the contrary, might be 
finifhed here under his Majcfty’s Mediation, and with a due Rcfpcft to 
the Zeal his Majcfty hath all this while fhewed for the Peace of Chri - 
Jicndom , and to the lingular Affeftion he had for the King their Maftcr ; 
and they think it more proper for them, than for me, to make the* Mo- 
tion to the Dutch Ambaffadors, to come to a Conclulion of their Pcac6 
here : They rcfolvcd to make Overture of it themfclves, by way of 
Summons to the Dutch Ambaffadors, and to give as a Rcafon, partly, 
the Forwardnefs that the Peace between them and Spain is in at this 
Time, there remaining nothing elfe to be done in this Place ; and partly 
the publick Notice I had caufcd to be given this Day in the Town, tha£ 
all Perfons that pretend any Thing to be due to them from me, or aqy * 
of my People, mould give in their Demand within 24 Hours. 

M y Anfwcr upon this Rcqucft of theirs was, that as long as I was in 
this Town, to the very laft Minute, I would ferve them in my Funftion; 
but that being call’d Home by his Majefty’s exprefs Orders, I had no 
longer Time here that I could reckon upon, than till I could make my 
felf ready for my Journey. 

But finding them fo earneft and warm, to have their Peace with the 
Dutch finifhed here, and not transferred to the Hague ; I fhall, if I find 
them and the Dutch in the fame Forwardnefs to conclude it here, not 
overhaften to fet out ; and I moft humbly beg from your Lordfhip, one 
Word of his Majefty’s Reflexion upon this Incident; for if France bcfcco'n-t 
triving to take this Peace out of his Majefty’s Hands, as it hath Hone 
that of Hrandcnbttrgb and Denmark , I think it would be his Majljfty’s 

I^ea- 
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Pleafure, that his Mediation Aioiild be reach’d out to the Parties, when, 
and as long as they defired it. , . • , 

One Argument M. d Olivcnkrafttz ufecj, which delerves folne Re- 
flexion ; it was, that this Place being named and eftablifhed by his Ma- 
jefty’s Offices, for the Place of a General Aflembly to Treat the Peace in, 
when his Majcfty’s Mediation was withdrawn, he fuppofed it was no 
more to be reputed that Aflembly, in Confederation of which, the King 
their Matter had fent them hither j and confcquently, that they could 
not conclude any Thing here when I am gone. All this I fubmit to 
your Lordfhip, ©r. '

Nimeguen, 24th July, \6i$. 

Mr Lord, 

I N my laftof the 21 Jl, I gave your Lordfhip an Account, in a few 
Lines I writ after the Difpatch of that Day was gone to the Poft- 
houfc, how the Swedijh Ambafladors feemed to be defirous, that their 
Treaty with the States General fhould not be transferred to the Hague, 
but that their Peace fhould be made here under his Majefty’s Mediation ; 
and to that End, that they had rcfolvcd to prefs the D uteb Ambafladors 
to come to a Conclufion, before I fhould go hence ; I have not yet feen 
the Swedijh Ambafladors, but hope to fpcak with M. cC OltieHkrantz be- 
fore this Pott be gone. 

I find, by a Vifit I had yefterday from the Dutch Ambafladors, that 
M. d> Olivenkrantz had been with them upon that Errand ; the Bufincfs 
of their coming to me, was to infinuate, that there was no Likelihood of 
coming to an Agreement with the Swedes in any fhort Time ; for as a 
main Point of their Treaty of Commerce confifts in providing fof theif 
Subjects, that the Swedes do not fwallow up their Trade, by that Privi- 
lege they give to their own Ships when they arc armed, by way of Indul- 
gence, beyond and above all Foreign Ships, the States General are re- 
iolvcd to h.ive a very exaCt Dcfcription of thofc Ships, as to their Breadth, 
vLpngth, Depth, as well as the Number of Guns, (which laft is the Thing 
Viot yet agreed on, that they fhail carry 24 Guns at lcaft) to the End, 
that the Provifion the Dutch make in the Treaty in Favour of their 
cwn Subjects, be not eluded by fuch a flight Way of arming, as that 
*jfuch Ships (hall carry away all the Trade, and yet not be effectively 
Men of War fit for Service, for the Encouragement of which alone, 
this Privilege is intended. The Dutch Ambafladors told me, that M. 
dOlwenbrantz confefled to them, that they, the Swedes , were not in- 
ftruCted further, than to agree that the privileged Ships fhould be of 24 
Guns, and that for the further Qualifications of fuch Ships, they mutt, 
before they agree, be inftrufted from their Court; where (tis true) there 
hath been lately a Regulation made, how the Men of War that are to 
be privileged in Matter of Trade, are to be qualified in all Points j 
which Regulation is not yet come to their Hands. 

There are other Points unad jutted between them, as the Dutch Am- 
bafladors told me, but did not fpecifie them. The Occafion of their 
coming to me, they faid, was, to let me know the prefent State of this 
Affair ; and to tell me further, that the States of Holland had had it in 
t Deliberation at their latt Meeting, but had feparated without relblving 
anyjThing upon it ; that they had met again on t Tuefday i but that thefe 
Amflaffadors did not know* whether this Bufinefs was to be re-aflumed 
fol. II. L 11 1 z at 
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at the prefent Meeting, nor did they expeCt to know what the Ifluc 
would be, in cafe it were re-aflumed, till Sunday next. .That which they 
particularly dclired of me was, to call to Mind, that I had in my Hands 
their Original ‘Plenipouvoir, and therefore dclired me to have it in a 
Rcadinefs, and not to put it up among my Papers < that in cafe nothing 
was to be done towards a Conclufion, upon this Meeting of the States 
cf .Holland ', and confcquently nothing to be done upon my Offices, I 
might rcftorc them their Powers again llefore I went hence but in cafe 
they -fliould be enabled to conclude andi fign, I might then have them 
ready to produce, and do my Offices upon them. 

But M. j Beccrning exprefs’d himfelf, that, to deal plainly with me, he 
did not fee any Probability of their coming fpeedily to a Conclulion 
with the Swedes, fince the Swedes mult yet have Rccourfe to their 
Court, upon the feveral Points in Difference, which mult take up a great 
deal of Time ; and that I could not reafonably be dclired by them to 
continue here upon fo great Uncertainties, unlefs their Matters fliould 
happen to come to a Conclufion at this Aflembly of the States of Holland. 
The Dutch Ambafladors told me further, that M.d'Olicenkrantz asked 
them, whether they had heard any Thing of a Propofal of M. Colbert 
and d'jlvatix , for removing this Negotiation hence to the Hague ; and 
that they had protefted to him, they had heard nothing of any fuch In- 
tention. This is the Account I have from the Dutch Ambafladors ; by 
which it is plain enough, (under Correction) that there is no need of my 
flaying here ; and that it would be fo much the more improper, in that 
the Dutch Ambafladors do not fo much as delire it, unlefs it happens 
that their Orders from the Hague on Sunday next fpeak otherwife. 

Having gone thus far, M. Elajpicl comes and tells me, there may 
be yet a long Rub in the Peace between Denmark and Sweden ; for the 
King of Denmark (feeing that the Arms of France cannot reach him 
this Summer) is not like to yield to the Terms that are demanded of 
him, which is, a full Rettitution of all to the Crown of Sweden, and the 
Duke of Holjlcin Gottorp ; and that is the Reafon, he thinks, that-M. 
Hough's Journey into France is no more talk’d of. 

M. d OUcenkrantz juft now tells me, he has private Letters from 
Malmoc , by which he finds, that the King his Matter will ratifie the/ 
Peace that France hath made with the Elector of Erandcnbtirgh j which 
is a Thing, if it proves fo, of very great Moment to the General Peace. 
He fays, nothing is yet agreed on at Lttnden, which he attributes to the 
Stiffncfs of the Dane, that would have, Firjl, Elfingbourg and Land- 
feroon quitted to Denmark. Secondly , The Caftlc of Malmoc demolifhed. 
Thirdly, That the Swedes pafllng through the Zundt , fliould pay equally 
with other Nations. And he fays, the little Hopes that Denmark 
hath of gaining any one of thefe Points in the Court of France, is the 
Caufe that M. Hough's Journey is laid afide. 

He fays, that Sir Edward Wood, when his Letters were writ, was 
arrived near Malmoc, and will have the Negotiation put into his Hands 
as foon as he comes, M. Feuquicres not meddling w T ith it, but appear- 
ing and acting in all Things as a Party jointly with Sweden ; the Offices 
of Mediation that have been hitherto done, have been done by one 
Gcrjdorffe , a Miiiiftcr employed there by the late Elector of Eavaria, 
and the ElcCtor of Saxony. 

IIe gave me a large Account of the Differences between the Swedes 
and the Dutch Ambaffadors; the main one is, concerning the arming, 
and other Qualifications of privileged Ships, as above accounted ?for ; 
there are tw o more, the one is, the Dutch Ambafladors would hav^ all 

Ufa^cs . 
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(Jfages in Sweden that are deftru&ive to their Trade* and have been in- 
troduced ft nee the Year 1(540, to be abolished,; but the Swedes would 
have this Abolition to commence only from 1656. 

T h e other is, the Dutch would be paid for 4 Holland Ships laden with 
Corn, that have been taken by French Privateers, and fold in the Ports 
of Sweden: M. d Oliccnkrantz does not, he fays, underhand, why the 
lyutcb fhould Hart fuch little Ppints as thefe, thereby to give to them- 
felves a Pretence to delay the concluding of the Peace. 

M. Hla/picl's, and alfo my awn Letters juft comp to Hand from the 
Hague ^ tell me, their Highnelles the Prince and Princefs of Orange, 
will be fetting out this Day, or to Morrow, for Deeren. I cannot there- 
fore determine upon what Day of next Week to leave this Place, be- 
caufe I would firft wait on their Highneffcs there. I am, &c. .

M y Lor i>, 

I N my laft, which was of the 24 tb, I gave your Lordfhip an Account, 
that their Highncfles the Prince and Princefs of Orange were expedt- 
cd at Decren ; they arrived there on Friday late at Night: Yeftcrday 1 
fent a Gentleman to wait upon them, and his Highnefs was pleafed to 
appoint to Morrow for me to come thither, in order to take my Leave j 
and {hall have the Happinefs of Mr. Sidneys Company, who arrived here 
yellerday in his Way to Decren. 

M. d Olii'cnkrantz w'as with me yeftcrday, to tell me he was afraid 
that the States General had not rcfolved on a lpecdy Conclufion of the 
Peace with Sweden ; he faid, he had no Letters yeftcrday from M. Sit- 
vcrcroon , which he very much wondered at ; but the Poft before M. Sil- 
ver croon had advifed him, that the Penlioner had let fall fome Words, 
as if the States would be content to betake thcmfelvcs to an Expedient, 
,which was, to conclude and fign the Treaty of Peace, and to leave the 
^Treaty of Commerce to another Time, when the Parties might be better 
difpofed to come to an Accommodation upon the Points in Difference ; 
this Expedient the SwedifJj Ambaffadors (as M .d Olivcnkrantz told me in 
^Confidence) will not refufe ; but, on the other Side, they will not go fo 
far as to have it offered in their Names : Of this Matter, I hope to have 
fbmc Difcourfe with the Dutch Ambaffadors before the Poft goes, to the 
End your Lordfhip may know what is like to become of it. 

* Another Thing he told me was, that M. Fuente had not any An- 
fwer yefterday upon the Project 1 had given in, for declaring the Peace 
between Sweden and Spain by way of Proclamation; the Rcafon was, 
that the Duke deVillaHermofa and his Council were gone to the Dutchy 
of Lnxevnbv.rgh , before M. Fuente' s Letters that carried that Projedt ar- 
rived thither ; but hopes to have the Refolution of that Court upon it 
by the Poft of j WedneJ'day next. 

H e clofed this*Converfation with telling me, (from a very good Hand, 
he laid) that M. ‘Pomponc had lately taken Occalion to tell M .Dyckvelt, 
one of the Dutch Ambaffadors in France , that the King his Matter had 
had Notice of a League ofrenfive and defenfive, that was contriving bc- 
ftwcdn the King our Matter and the States General ; and that the Moft 
Chrltian King had commanded him, M. Pompone , to tell M. Dyckvelt fo 
mucj ; and that if they, the States, did entet into any fuch League, he 
1 could 
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could not reckon them (as now he docs) his Friends ; and that being ad* 
vifed timely enough of it, he would be fure to take his Precautions ac- 
cordingly. 

Having fpoken with the ‘Dutch Ambafladors, I find they have no 
Orders to do any Thing further in their Peace with Sweden ; they ex- 
pected, they faid, to hear yefterday from their Matters about it, the 
States of Holland being now Separated .till the Month of September ; but 
not hearing, they fuppofe the Refolutioh of the States of Holland is not 
yet carried to them; nor do thefc Ambafladors think, that the Difference 
between them and the Swedes will fuddenly be brought to a Conclusion. 

M. Heugb came Home laft Night, and tells me, the King his Matter 
hath difpenfed with his Journey into France for a Time ; that M. Meyer- 
croon hath all the Powers requisite to conclude there, and he believes 
the Peace will at laft be made at 'Paris ; there being nothing done in the 
Conferences at Scboonen, which fome fay are already broken up ; he fays 
all the Ftencb are marching back, and that there is not a Man of them 
left in the Countries of Oldenbivrgh and Tielmcnhorjl, nor about Minden, 
which to M. Heugb is Matter of great Wonder. 

Whin I come back from T)eeren to Morrow, I Shall be able to fix 
my Day for leaving this Place, which will be within 2 or 3 Days after- 
wards, unlcfs her Highnefs the Princcfs will do me the Honour to call 
here the latter End of this Week, (as it was faid at 'Deeren yefterday 
She was like to do) in her Way to the Baths at Aix la Cbapelle . I am,

My Lord, 

I T is with all the humble Thanks poSTible that I acknowledge the Fa- 
vour of one from your LordShip of the 22 tb, by which I find his 
Majefty is at laft gracioufty pleafed to determine, that I Shall not receive 
the Prefent offered me by M. Colbert , in the Name of the Mott Chriftian 
King. It is with very great Joy that I conform myfelf to his Majefty s 
Pleafure in that Point, for I find every Day more and more Rcafons to 
refufe fuch Prefents. I acquainted your LordShip in my Letter of the 
10 tb, that Ft. Colbert had left the Prefent intended for Sir W. 'temple > 
my Hands ; I would have excufed myfelf, and did all I could not to be 
charged with it ; but he urged, that tho’ I had anfwered for myfelf, and 
had refufed the Prefent intended for me, yet that 1 had no Pretence, nor 
could have any Inftru&ions, to do fo for Sir W- 'Temple ; and that the 
Mott Chriftian King having exprefty directed, that the Prefent deftined 
for him Should be put into my Cuftody, in regard he was not here him- 
felf upon the Place ; I could not, he faid, with any Colour of Reafon, 
nor without giving juft Offence to the Mott Chriftian King, refuie to take 
it provifjonally into my Care, he having no other Order^, and being to 
leave this Place, as he did, before I could know Sir W. Temple's Refolu- 
tion ; for that which pafs a between him and me was the 10 tb of this 
Month, and he Went away hence the i^tb in the Morning; and is gone 
ever Since Tuefday was fevennight from the Hague for France. 

M. e? Olivenkrantz told me yefterday, that the T)utch AmbaSTadors .had 
fent to him and his Collegue the Day before, to deSirc a Conference with 
them ; that they debated together all the Points in Difference^ tween 
them, (whereof I gave your LordShip in fome of my formdr Letters an 
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Account) but that they could come to no Agreement ; only the *Dtitcb 
Ambafladors took upon them to report all to their Matters; and M. 
d' Qlivcnkrmtz thinks they were jpretty well convinced of the Equity of 
what was demanded, and infilled upon in the Behalf of Sweden \ yet, he 
(ays, that the Difficulties ftill flicking between them are owing chiefly to 
one Tenboven , Penlioner of Harlem , and Nephew to the Raedt Penfioner 
Sagely who having the Dire&ioA of the Treaty of Commerce with Swe- 
den intrufted to him, labours t j value himfelf to the Province of Holland 
and particularly to the City of Antflerdam, for his Addrcfs and Zeal in 
managing this Affair, fo that nothing efcape them in that Treaty that 
fhall be to the Prejudice of their Trade, but rather infill to the utmoft 
upon the Advantages that any of the Trading Men can propofe to them- 
felvcs to gain in this Treaty. 

B u t I am apt to think, there is in this Delay fome little Complaifance 
for ‘Denmark., there being a Danijh Minifler (as I am told) at the Hagtte, 
that did lately follicit that the Peace of the States with Sweden might 
r»ot be overhaftened, till the Peace of Denmark with France and Sweden 
be in a better Forwardncfs. 

O f this Peace, M. Hough, in a Vifit he was plcafcd to favour me with 
laft Night, told me, they had no Hopes from what is doing in Schoonen, 
not that thofc Conferences arc broke up, as was given out, but that the 
Swedes arc as immoderate as ever in their Demands : On the other 
Side, tho’ M. Meycrcroon has begun a Negotiation, and made great Offers 
at the Court of France , he, M. Hough, docs not yet know, whether 
thcy’il come to a Clofe with him, M. Fcuquicrcs pretending that all is 
to be done in Scboonen ; and, on the other Side, the Miniflers of France 
faying, it is in a Manner impoffible to bring thofc two Nations to any 
Terms, unlefs it be done at the Court of France : But it is the Opinion 
of the j Brandenburgh Ambaffador, ,that the Court of France having now 
given a Peace to the Empire, would be willing enough to fee the War 
continued yet for fome while between the Two Northern Kings ; and 
upon that Account will not grudge to continue for a while longer their 
Sublidies to Sweden. 

This Ambaffador is in Pain at this Time for the ill Health of the 
Eledtor his Matter ; the Chagrin he hath to fee his Countries undone, 
after that he had facrificed all to fave them by the Peace, having of late 
put him into a very ill Condition of Health. 

* Mr. Sidney and I were on ‘Tucfday to wait on their Highncffes the 
Prince and Princefs of Orange at Dceren •> they were both in perfect 
Health i and the Princefs will within thefe 2 or 3 Days have ended her 
Courfc of Spaw Waters ; and upon Wednefday next, will begin her Jour- 
ney for the Bath at Aix la Chapelle. It happens that Nimeguen lies di- 
rcdtly in her Highnefss Way that Day, and fhe hath been plcafcd to tell 
me, fhe would do me the Honour to repofe hcrfclf about the Middle of 
the Day at my Houfe, intending to go 4 or $ Hours further that Night, 
in her Way to Maeftricbt , and fo to Aix. 

The next Day after I intend (God willing) to leave this Place, for 
before that Time I cannot hope to have their Highnels’s Letters ; that 
they told me thejf would do me the Honour to write by me to his Ma- 
jefty ; bcfidcs that, I look upon it as a Duty indifpenfable, not to leave 
this Place, at a Time that the Princefs would come through it fo fbon 
after.. 

One Kclfcn , an Fchevin of the Town, coming fome Days ago to 
dine with ny:, made a Complement oifarewel after Dinner, in the Name 
of thp Magiftratcs of the Town, pretending that he had been deputed 
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to it. He added, that he had been at the Nuncio two Hours before, 
and had made him the like Complement by Order of the Magiftrates. 

I knew it could not poflibly be, for that it is againft the Stile of the 
Town to depute one Man, and no more, upon fuch an Occalion as this 
was, to an Amballador : Bolides, the Alagillrates had not many Days be- 
fore deputed their two Burgomafters to me upon the fame Complement. 

1 therefore obferved to the JZchevin, that he could not poflibly be charged 
with any fuch Deputation, much Jcls that he was directed to difeharge 
himfeif in that Order as he faid he had done it, firft to the Nuncio, and 
then to me, for that they being Magiftrates of a Protcftant Town, and 
Members of a Protcftant State, knew very well the Order that was to 
be obferved towards his Majcfty’s Ambalfadors, and that the Nuncio 
could not here enter into any Competition with us ; and therefore in- 
ftcad of thanking this Kelfcn , I told him I expected the Magiftrates 
fhould correct him for his Impertincncy. 

1 font for the Burgomafters, who appeared to be exceedingly furprized 
and troubled at the '1 hing ,* obferving to me the notorious Weaknefs of 
the Man, and how that he came to me upon a Day, upon which there 
could not poflibly be a Deputation made, lincc both the Burgomafters 
happened to be that Day out of Town ; and being Senior Ecbccin , (and 
conlequently at Liberty to do fomo ordinary Matters) took upon himfeif 
this Deputation : And as to the Order, he came to me, they faid, in 
the Jaft Place, intending to take his Dinner with me, rather than with 
the Nuncio. 

M v Anfwcr was, that tho’ I was perfwaded all this was true, and had 
proceeded not out of Malice, but from the Weaknefs of the Man, yet 
that they could do no lefs than depute towards me from the whole Body 
of the Magiftrates, to difavow what Kelfcn had done, and to declare 
that he had no Manner of Deputation from them to that Effete ; as alfo 
that they would punilh him for his Boldncfs, and order their Secretary to 
give me in Writing, the Declaration that they Ihould make upon this t 
Occalion. 

T h e Burgomafters went from me, and having firft confultcd the 
I Dutch Ambalfadors, refolvcd to depute towards me, and to difavow a^l 
that Kelfcn had done, which they did in the Form of Words that goes 
inclofed. 

The Deputation confiftcd of the two Burgomafters, one Fchevin, Mr 
Walters , (the graveft of them all) and M. Hukeloom the chiefcft Secre- 
tary of the Town j he that fpoke for the reft was M. Fagel y the cldeft 
Burgomafter. the Raedt Pcnfioncr’s Brother j and ’tis from the Secretary 
I have a Copy of what M. Fagel fpoke. 

There was prefent when this Deputation came, the two Envoys of 
Mccklcmburgb , and two Gentlemen more that happened to dine with me, 
and were prefent when Kelfcn took upon him to make me his Comple- 
ment ; fcvcral of the Magiftrates have lincc delired of me, to excufe the 
Thing the belt I could towards his Majcfty, lince none of them ever 
thought of deputing Kelfen upon any Mcflage towards me, much lefs of 
directing that he fhould go firft to the Nuncio, ai*d then to me. All 
which 1 humbly dclire your Lordlhip to reprefent to his Majefty, to the 
J nd his Majefty may pleafe not to entertain any Prejudice againft the 
ites, as if they had been anyWay acccllary to this grofs Fault of 
tnoir iicbcviit.

come to be concluded, there fhall be a Mention and Acknowledgment 
made, with all due Honour, of his Majefty’s Part in bringing this Peace 
about by his Mediation j tho’ the Prince was pleafed to tell me on Sa- 
turday , that it feemed to him that this Buiincfs of the Commerce be- 
tween the Swedes and the States would not be brought fo foon to aClofe. 

The Governour and Council at BruJJels have approved of my Project 
for proclaiming the Peace between Spain and Sweden j fo that now there 
remains no more but that each Embaffy fhould undertake, that the 
Peace fhall be published by the Kings their Mailers refpeftively, at one 
and the fame Day.

T HE Princcfs arrived here yefterday by Nine, and flayed here till 
Two, and afterwards made 3 or 4 Hours, which prov’d to be 6 
indeed ; flic w r as very well this Morning when fhc fet out, and will be to 
Morrow Night at Maejiricht with Eaic : Moft of my People and Goods 
will be on Shipboard this Night, but I cannot get off hence till to Mor- 
row, the Bufincfs of yefterday having put me back : Befides, the Swedijh 
Ambaffadors came to me very folemnly at 8 laft Night, (for it was fo late 
( before I could be back from the Grave , whither I waited on the Princcfs) 
and gave in a Memorial, or rather a Protcftation, whereby they purge 
thcmielvcs, and charge the Hutch Ambaffadors very Home, that it is by 
tfieir Delay it comes to pafs, that the Peace between them and the States 
is not finifhed while I am upon this Place, that it may have its full Per- 
fection under his Majefty’s Mediation. To this the Hutch anfwer, that 
^jShcy have no Refolution or Anfwcr from their Mailers, upon the Points 
in Difference between them and the Swedes. However, they have charged 
themfelves with the Memorial, but did not think they could have any 
Anfwcr given to it, till the next Meeting of the States of Holland , which 
will be about the Middle of September , N. S. To Morrow I fhall, God 
willing, leave this Place, and hope your Lordfhip will do me the Honour 
to move his Majefty for a Yacht, if any of them may be fpar’d conve- 
niently ; if not. I’ll haften by the Pacquet-Boat, and fhall be very joyful 
to approve myfelf.

I T was very late laft Night before I reached this Place, having been 4 
Days in my Pallagc from Rotterdam hither ; one feurvy Encounter 
1 hajd % in the Way with the Searchers at the Fort of JLillo upon the 
Vol. 11 / Mm mm Schcld. 
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Schcld. There came on Board of me two infolcnt Searchers, notwithftand- 
i ni r l had a new Paffport from the States General in the beft and ttrongeft 
Form that can be devifed, for myfelf and Baggage. Tho 1 there was no 
other in thcVeflcl, 1 having hired it exprefs for myPaffagc from Rotterdam 
to yfnftscrp. 'They pretended to make a Search before they read over the 
PaUport. I was pretty round with them, when I found them not only come 
on Board me, but got into the Hold, before they had fo much as addrefs’d 
thcmiclvcs to me, or to any of my People. I turned them out, but with- 
out any Manner of Violence ; telling them, they might return again and 
make their Search, in cafe they found, after reading of the States Paff- 
pert, they had any Colour for it. Thefc two Searchers being returned on 
Board of their on n Boat, made Signs to all the Boats in the Fort to come 
to their Aid, and at the fame Time gave me and my People very info- 
lent Language ; w hereupon fomc of my People went to them, and fell to 
Cuffs, and in that (for the Truth muft not be concealed from your Lord- 
lliip) they were the Aggreflors again!! my Will : What they allcdgc for 
thcmfelves is, that the ill Language given me and them was moft un- 
fufferablc: The little Boats being come, the ‘Dutchmen fell to Blows with 
their Oars, and I received a Blow' or two upon my Arm, but, I thank Goo, 
w ithc.ut Hurt,- there was no great Harm done in the Scuffle. The ‘Dutch- 
men at lalt being glad to withdraw, fent to me by my Chaplain, to 
ddire that they might come and ask my Pardon. My Anlwcr was, that 
it was not in my Power to pardon fuch a Violence and Affront, to the 
Kefpnft that was due from them to the King my Matter; but that I 
would lay the whole before his Majetty, and lubmit it to his gracious 
Plcafure. It is a Thing, it feems, too ufual in thefc Countries, for Pub- 
lick Miniftcrs to meet with fuch Infolencies, of which his Majetty may 
plcafe to determine, without taking any particular Rcfentment of mine 
into Confederation. 

TJron my coming hither laft Night, I found their Royal Highncffes 
in perfect good Health ; and fliould have been going hence to Morrow, 
but that 1 find there is a Yacht or two exposed every Day at Antwerp: 
If any comes, I lhall make bold to imbark with the firft that prefents it 
felf, and confcqucntly fparc your Lordfliip the Trouble of moving his 
Majetty to honour me with the fending of one on Purpofe. If it provcv' 
otherwife, I (hall haften all I can to Rotterdam^ and thence afl’ure you 7 
Lordfliip of my being with great Rcfpcft, your Lordlhip’s, (jc.

U PON Information from divers Friends, of your extraordinary Care and Con- 
fidence in the Work of your Miniftry, I think myfelf bound to congratulate, 
though unable to encourage or affift you in fuch religious Performances. 1 joy to 
hear, that your holy Exercifes are according to the Order, and in the Form of the 
Church of England •, which Form, (\ mean, the Liturgy ) as it is of moft Advantage 
and Comfort to practical and fbber Chriftians, fo it is moft (corned and pcrfecuted 
by ignorant and new-fangled Men. Wherefore we fhould be more in Love with 
it now, and fet our Hearts at Reft in this Relolution, that we deiert not a Truth 
becaule it is perfecuted, nor entertain an Error becaufe it feems profperous, or 
embraced and countenanced by Men in Power ; for there hath been never any Truth 
of Confequcnce, but hath met with Adverfaries, and icarce any Error or Abfurdity 
that hath not found Abetters. I rejoyce to hear that you have fo lull a Congrega- 
tion to joyn with you, for ’tis an Argument that there are ftill among us thofe 
Men, that dare worih’p the God of their Fathers in Spirit and Truth, and will 
not bow their Knee to Baal, or wait upon their Matters to the Houle of Rimmon. 
It is a great Evidence that fuch Perfons are fincere Profeffors of Religion, becaule 
they expole themlelves to the Troubles and Difadvantages of this World, in a 
Bufinels which too many Men efteem in no Degree necelfary, and lome altogether 
fuperfiuous. The Conftancy of your Auditors, minds me of the Relifh and Reve- 
rence that Hugo Crotius had of our Service *, you know he was a Dutchman, one 
|>f the moft eminent for his Piety and Learning that this latter Age hath produced, 
C.s his Notes upon bothTeftaments, hisTrafts de veritate RtUgioms Cbrifiiana againft 
Socinians, and alio his Efi'ays for the Peace and Reconciliation of Chriftian Churches, 
befides his Trails of the Civil Law, do abundantly manifeft. That Great Man, I 
4t .fay, did always recommend untoothers, andftriilly command his Wife to joyn her 
* lelf to the Communion of the Church of England, as that which was in his Judg- 
ment moft near to the Purity of the Primitive Churches in Divine Service, aud 
other Points of Conformity and Imitation. And a Gentleman of Quality in France, 
fbefidesthe Hearlay of divers others) told me, he had often fee Grotiuis Lady at Sir 
R. Browne’s Houle at Paris, duly frequenting our Englijh Service, and Monthly Com- 
munions, celebrated by the Exiles of the King’s Party there. Well fare thole honeft 
Hearts then with you, that tread the old and the lure Way ; that have no other 
Defign in their Religion but to lerve God, and lave their Souls ; who make no 
Trade of their Religion, but think it fafer to lole by praftifing, than thrive by 
profefiing of Piety j they will find luch Godlinels, which they may happen to be 
Lolers by here, to be their greateft Gain, when their Accounts of Eternity are 
Hi’ ted. As for yourlelf, what you do in order to the Dilcharge of a good Con- 
ference, I know is done not only without Encouragement, but with Hatred and 
Oppofition •, however, I am perlwaded you find more Satisfaction and Comfort in 
your Thoughts, than thole, who under Pretence of Preaching Christ Jesus, the 
Author of Truth, Peace, and Order, do no other than promote Rebellion, Herefies, 
and Confuliou. You take the liifeft Courle, in my poor Judgment, to keep dole to 
the Orders of the Church ; for that Method in Publick Offices muft needs be moft 
acceptable to God, and moft warrantable as to Men, which is according to his 
Word eftabfiihed by the Church, whom Christ hath authoriled, and promiled 
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to affift in liich Cafes*, fo that it can never be objefted tmto you, that you either 
vary from, or, which is worfe, contemn the Authority and Prelcriptions of your 
Mother Church, whom we are all commanded to hearken to, and whole Orders all 
Clergymen have a fpecial Obligation to obey. In Truth, S i r, you do hereby 
much advantage the Caufe of the Church which you fuffer for, ,by making it 
appear in your Attions, that you cannot negleft the Duty, though you may not 
reap the Profits of your Calling ; and that no Difcouragements whatever can abate 
your Zeal. You do, I am confident, already find the Benefit of thefe your con- 
fcientious Performances redounding upon your own Soul, by enabling you to in- 
frrufr your Hearers in the moft ufeful Points, and eafie Method, and in lome Sort 
to flop the Mouth of all Gainfayers, by found Doarine, and ('which is moft power- 
ful) by a Conversation exemplarily religious and fober. But altho’ your Care and 
Confcienee, both in your Life and Doarine, are extraordinary, alas ! how fcauty is 
your Subfiftence ; however, 1 hope the fame gracious Hand of Providence will never 
fail to liipply your Neceffities ; thefe the Apoftle determines to be Food and Rai- 
ment we have promife for no more •, and fo much poffibly we may be abridg’d of 
for the greater Glory of God, in our Patience and abfolute Refignation of Soul 
and Body unto him. I need not mention what a mean Condition the Apoftles were 
in during their Pilgrimage here on Earth ; or the infinite Sufferings of St. Paul , 
for preaching theGolpel: For we cannot refleft upon any one Century of the 
Church that is not remarkable for the Poverty and the Blood of her Martyrs 
and Confeffors. The Eminency of their reipeaive Gifts and Graces could not 
exempt them from Perlccution, even to Death, for the Religion which they taught; 
and we are bound to maintain his Truths at the fame Hazard and Expence, when 
we are called to it ; but I know your Refolution is fo well grounded, that all I can 
fay on this Point is almoft fuperfluous. And fuch a Conftancy of an honell Relo- 
lution and the Integrity of your blamelefs Conversion, will baffle your Adver- 
saries more fully than any other Means whatfoever. Let your Application to your 
Auditors whether by Homilies, Preaching, or Expounding, confift of Di reft ions 
to a holy Life, and the praftical Duties of Chriftianity ; and you know the beft 
Motives to perfwade, and ftir their Affeftions in this Cafe, are drawn from the 
Quatuor Novtfhma ; and if you can reduce them to Frequent Communion, and due 
Preparation thereto, as alfo Afts of cordial and extenfive Charity, it would be a 
bleffed Work indeed. But pardon, dear S i r, this rude Intrufion of mine, for I 
find myfelf now fo far gone beyond my Laft, that I blulh at my own Confidence, 

though I cannot in the leaft doubt of your Candour. 

We li S i r, to conclude, when I think of you, I alfo think of your glorious 
Name-fake, that great Pillar and Light of the Church, St. Athana/ltts, the beft Em- 
blem that the Church ever had of heroick Conftancy ; as his living 4 Months in, 
a dead Man’s Tomb, and 6 Years in an empty Ciftern, do manifeft; though Aritu 
had got his Biftioprick fequeftred tohimfelf, and three Emperors fought the Lite 
of this Prelate, yet he would not (as was laid of him) bate them a Syllable.

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tleman : His Nature I am in love with, as being hitherto of a lweet and tra&able 
Dilpofition $ which, 1 blefs God, is lo improved, that he leems to entertain my 
Admonitions, not only with a fair Compliance, but with lingular Thanks. This 1 
do the rather mention to your Ladyfhip, becaule it is a Symptom of his humble 
Thoughts, and obedient Spirit j wherein will c.onlift a great Part of your Comfort^ 
and a main Security of his own Happinefs. As for his natural Parts and Abilities, 
before his coming hither, I prel'ume you have been fatisfied, by the Informations of 
far more abler Judgments than mine. The Directions I received with him, I do 
to the utmoft oblerve, and infill upon, as moll proper for his Perl'on and Capacity. 
He is hitherto very punctual to the Hours of publick Devotion, as often as this 
Place will alford it ; and 1 hope no lefs conflant to his private Offices, and thole 
other Performances I recommend unto him. For my chief Defire is, that his Heart 
may be fealoned with the Principles, and his AlfeCtions warmed with the 
Senle of practical Piety, rather than his Undcrltanding bufied with empty and 
utelefs Notions.

Neither mull 1 injure him of his due Commendations, 
(which I had almoll forgot to have given him) for his Refervednels and Caution in 
Point of Company, having not mixed with any, fince his coming hither, (as far 
as 1 can inform myfelf ) but fuch as I do well approve of, both for their Learning 
and Morality. 

Having trefpafs’d fo much upon your Ladyfhip’s Patience, I lhall now dole with 
my humble Thanks for your bountiful Salary to me \ and tho’ my poor Abilities 
fail of a proportionable Return, yet my beft Endeavours lhall not be wanting to 
,inAruft and further your Ladylhip’s Son, in the Knowledge and Search of thole 
Things, that are requifite for him to be vers’d in, as a Chrillian and a Gentleman. 

I dare almoll fay, that your Defires cannot be greater, than my Ambition, to fee 
your Son grow up, and become confirm’d in virtuous Habits, and noble Principles, 
which are the bell Accomplilhments, and the only true Breeding : And your Lady- 
fhip may believe me, that his good Progrefs, and fair Deportment, gives me not 
a little Satisfaction, as if his own Ambition was not only to anlwer, but to exceed 
•tee greateft Expectations of his Friends. 

Wherh your Ladylhip may direCt your next Letter, when you intend either of 
us that Honour, I am not able, as yet, to tell ; for 1 perceive that I have already 
given lome Offence to thole, that have the Infpettiou and Government of this 
Place ; and I do cxpeCl every Day to be ordered from hence, unleft I do prevent it, 
by my own more early and voluntary Retreat. But however Providence lhall pleafe 
to dilpole of us, your Ladylhip may allure your felf, I lhall ufe my Endeavours to 
advertife you of it, and to beg your further Commands to him, who is, &c.

A Letter written to a Gentleman concerning the Engagement . 

S I R, 

f A LTHO* I cannot be furnilhed here with Alfillances either for Dilcourfe or 
Reading, which may be neceflary to Hate a Matter of Confequence, even 
but for your own private and particular Satisfaction ; yet to manifell how willing I 
am, to tender fomcthing towards the Relolution of your conlcientious Demand 
yefterday, Veiling to the Engagement, I lhall offer thele few Lines (as I could 

Heal 



fteal them from my prelent bufy Kind of Employment) to be confidered of, until 
you can otherwife happily be latisfied, by a more exatt and matuie Judgment. 

2. 1 l'uppofe it evident, that this Engagement is intended chiefly to make void 
that Obligation of civil Faith and Allegiance, into which the Natives of thcle 
Realms entred when they came into the World, by being born Subjetls ; which 
Obligation, of higheft temporal Obedience, hath been abundantly declared, ratified, 
and acknowledged, by Statutes and Oaths, as due and appertaining by Right of Inhe- 
ritance, unto the Kings hereof their Heirs, and lawful SuccelTors • lb that undoubt- 
edly this Duty was intended, and generally received, as perpetual, during Life ; and 
not that Subjects could lawfully renounce or forlake it, according to their own 
Pleafures or Neceflities. 

3. I f that Obligation were juft, as (if any fuch Thing could be made fo hereto- 
fore) queftionlefs it was, what Bond or Obligations loever lhall afterwards by other 
Parties be drawn up againft it, muft in good Rcafon be thought unjuft, and the 
voluntary figning or fubmitting thereunto unlawful. 

4. I have not feen or heard (to my Remembrance) any Thing ofSubftance pro- 
duced, which could overthrow this Truth ; lome fallacious Notions and Shadows 
indeed, infolently difperfed, and too readily takeu up, have lb troubled and darkened 
it, that our prefent Rulers have reaped great Advantage thereby : But I will offer 
at no more than what 1 conceive moft uleful for our prelent Purpoie. 

5. You Hand fufficiently convinced in Judgment to whom the lupream Autho- 
rity of thefe Countries doth rightfully belong, otherwife lure you would not much 
trouble your Mind, or hazard your Eftate in the Bufmel's. 

6 . You may then pleafe to confider, That your Allegiance is a civil Right, 
Intereft, or Property, which that Soveraign Lord hath in or over your felf and 
yours *, then becaute it is his own, it fhould be reckoned at his Difpolal. 

7. Hereunto I muft add, that whereas of Right he is the Dilpofer of your Obe- 
dience, now at this Alienation of it, (for this Engagement it leems means no lei's) 
I conceive that his Will and Pleafure ought by conlcionable Men moft to be re- 
garded, whom it moft concerns. 

8. A n d hereupon I come to this Iffue with you, that a juft Determination of 
this Cafe is to be derived from the Soveraign’s Breaft ; but feeing it is not polfible 
now to receive from If m, in due Time, the Declaration of his Mind, there ap- 
pears no better Way to proceed, than to frame a Judgment with all Faithfulnels 
and Difcretion polfible, of what a pious Cliriftian Soveraign would accept or re- 
quire from his loyal-hearted Subjefls in the like Condition. 

9. L e t it then be fuppoled, that their faithful Endeavours in Time paft for the 
Prefervation of his Crown, even to the Hazard of their Lives, are duly reprelent- 
ed to him ; together with their conftant Affeftion and Rel'olution for the like 
Adventure in Time to come, whenlocver divine Providence lhall vouchfafe an Op- 
portunity for his Reftauration. 

10. Now, in this Cafe, is it not reafonable to conceive, that a gracious Sovera/gn 
would readily yield unto them any juft Expedient, lying in his Power, to prelerve 
fuch good Subje&s from imminent Deftruftion, and to prelerve withal his own 
Intereft of their lealbnable Alfiftance ! 

1 1. I lhall at laft dole with your felf; advifing that you would deal moft Jin- 
cerely with your own Confcience, and examine it, whether or no this preleut Cafe,* 
for your Part, be not like to that now mentioned? (1.) Whether, according to your 
bounden Duty, you have been, with your beft Difcreiion and Abilities, upon all 
fair Occalions, afft&ionately faithful and loyal ? And whether you purpoie, by God's 
Grace, ftedfaftly lb to continue? Whether you fear a Danger fo imminent, that 
in ordinary Courle you apprehend it unavoidable ? And whether fo great, as may 
be the Ruin of yourfelf and yours? 

12. Upon ferious and unfeigned Confidcration of thefe Circumftances, are you 
realonably perfwaded that our gracious Soveraign would fo far condefcend to the 
prelent Exigence, as to grant any meet Royal Favour in his Power towards your 
Indemnity ; in Particular, that he would pleafe to allow and require you to make 
a temporary Profeflion of that Obedience to others, which ought always to he at 
his Difpolal, whereby your Perfon and Eftate may be maintained in a Condition 
hopeful to render him good and acceptable Service in happier Times. 

13. By this Means, your loyal Obedience leems only lulpended by him^who 
hath the foie juft Power, from the Exercife of it, during this invincible Necelfity, 
but in the Ground and Right thereof continues unalienated. 

, « 14. And 
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14- And upon thefe Confiderations, I apprehend (under the Correftion of better 
Judgments) the liibfcribing to this Engagement may be tolerable for you, as free 
from Perjury towards God, and Rebellion towards the King, provided it be done 
with the leaft Signification poflible of your Confent, or Caule of publick Notice; 
as alfo, that the Soveraign’s expreis Approbation hereof be humbly fought for, as 
loon as God Almighty fhall pleafe to lend an Opportunity, wherein it may be oh; 
tained.

T Should not have adventured to pafs my Judgment on the enclofed Letter, which 
X is writ with Learning, and (I believe) with great Sincerity ; but that you think 
it necelfary to have lome further Satisfaction in the Point, or at leaft you are plea- 
led to enquire and command my poor Opinion of it. 1 fhall therefore, without any 
further Apology, freely enter into the Confideration of it, and heartily wilh any 
Thing I fhall be able to lay, may at laft contribute to the Rel'olution of your con- 
lcientious Doubts. 

Ad. 2 . I r the Engagement be deiigned to null the Oath of Allegiance, (which 
yet cannot be done, becaule that Oath, lawfully taken, deftroys every Aft in- 
duftive of any Obligation contrary to the former) I ask, whether I may lately com- 
ply with the Impolers, lb far as to lubfcribe it j though 1 be, in the mean while, 
perfwaded that their Authority is incompetent, and their Method inefficacious to 
diloblige me ? It leems, I may not •, becaufe in lb doing, I come up to their Delires, 
and fatisfie their Expectations ; which is fo far from avoiding all Appearance of 
Evil, (as St. Paul commands) that it is a great Scandal given ; firft. To the Impolers, 
who are confirmed in their wrong Courle by my Compliance: idly , To my weaker 
Brethren, who, it may be, become l'atisfied of the Unwarrantablenels of the Aftion 
by my Praftice ; whereas I defign it as a meer Simulation to elude the Impolers. 

Ad. 3. The voluntary figning of this Engagement, is confelfedly unlawful. I 
demand, whether there can be an unvoluntary figning? ( 1 ) Whether 1 can be re- 
duced to fuch Exigence, as that my Will may be forced to the figning of it? ’tis 
an Axiome in Philolbphy, voluntas non cogitur , this Realon and Experience do con- 
firm : for otherwile, 1 . A Man hath no freer Agency than a Block or a Stone. 2 . 
If the Will could be forced, Counlels, Rewards, and Punifhments, would be propo- 
sed to no Purpole. 3. God would be truly reputed the Author of Sin. Tho’ outward 
Force may mailer my Limbs and Joynts, fo as to meddle with the Matter of a 
Sin, yet lo long as my proper Volition does not aftuate it with a Form, I am free 
from the Guilt, becaule Goo requires no Impoffibilities at my Hands. The putting it 
Ifco my Choice, without I pleafe to lubfcribe or to fulfer Imprilbnment, &c. implies, 
that my Will cannot direftly receive Impreflion from Force : And to lay, 1 was for- 
eg d to fublcribe, is to fay, I would not will to fulfer j yea, an Apoftate may as ratio- 
nally plead, that he was compelled by the Threats of a Turk or Pagan, to abjure his 
Profeflion of Chriftianity ; unlefs we fay that which is abfurd, viz.. The Will may 
be compelled in and by fmall Dangers, but not in great ; if this may be a lawful 
Excme, all the Martyrs were but Fools, if not ftlones de ft. 

Ad. 4. I wilh that this prove not a fallacious Notion; if it be, it is too readily 
taken up, as liiblervient to worldly Interefts ; and our Rulers have this Advan- 
tage by it, that whereas they work upon other Humours (fuppole Presbyterian and 
Levelling) bv other Arguments and Means, they have their Ends compleated upon 
the lloy.il Party by this ; for they examine not in what Senfe any Man takes the 
Engagement, it being in all likelihood but a Preamble to an Oath for abjuring Mo- 
narchy ; which if any Engager fhould ftick at, it were but reaionable to apprehend 
and deal with him as the more dangerous, becaufe a more clofe Enemy. 

Ad. 6. So far I reckon my Allegiance at my Soveraign’s Difpofal, as that l am 
bound to aft when and how he fhall pleale to order me, and 1 conceive, that him- 
ielf or his Minifters are moll fit to prefcribe the Subftauce, to regulate the Circum- 
ftances, and to lulpend the Performances of my Duty, as fhall be thought by them 
moft 'Expedient *, however, if he, or they, fhould require me, upon my Allegiance, 
to commit an Aft formally (infill, (fuch as I take the figning of a folemn Promife, 
without a Thought to perform, yea, a Refolution not to obferve it in any wife, 
to be) I muft* obey God (whole Commands and Threats againft Lying are pc- 
Vol. II. Nnnu remptory) 
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remptory) rather than the King And as the King cannot need any unlawful Means 
to prefer ve his Right;, it he truft to the Goodnefs and Power of that Providence 
by which King’s reign ; io 1 need not flirink patiently, yea, cheerfully to undergo 
whatsoever PuniJhmeut may be inilifted upon me, if I can perfwade myfelf that 
I fhall be noLofer by him wholaith, Blejfed are ye when ye are ferfecuted for Righ~ 
teoujntfs Sake. 

Ad. 7- I conceive the Obligation of my Oath to God, is moft and only to be 
regarded, until the King’s Will and Pleafure be declaratively manifefted to us, 
and his cxprels Relaxation and dilanulling of that Oath, affuredly confirmed unto 
me ; otherwife to frame a Suppofition, that the Obligation of that Oath cealeth, 
becaufe it is in the King’s Power to remit or fufpcnd it, is it not as if a Man 
fhould perfwade himfelf that his Wife is dead, becaufe Ihe is mortal, or far from 
him, and upon that Ground, without further Evidence or Inquiry, to marry 
another ? Moreover, granting that the King may remit my Obligation, as far as 
my Allegiance concerns his own Perfon, (tor every Man may remit what he pleafe 
of his own proper Right) yet the juril'diftions, Preheminences, Authorities, &c. 
annexed to this Imperial Crown, (which 1 am fworn in terminis to alfift and defend 
to my Power) being fo efiential to the Prefervation of other Mens Rights ; I ask, 
whether 1 may injuftice, without thole Mens Content, (fuppofe the Lords, or the 
Members of Courts now abrogated, crc.) be inftrumcntal, or give my pofitive 
Content to deftroy their Rights, becaufe the King parts with his own? 

Ad. 8. Supposing therefore, but not granting, that the King may dilpenfe with 
the whole Oath of Allegiance, I ask next, whether it be fafe for a Man’s Refolution 
in fuch a Cafe to be determined upon meer Suppofitions (though never fo rationally 
and faithfully contrived) of what may be ? For as without Impiety 1 cannot con- 
traft, fo without Perjury 1 cannot wave the Obligation of an Oath. The Oath of 
Allegiance is not remitted or fulpeuded, as to my Conlcience, in Truth, but in Fancy; 
if it were in Truth, I ihould never trouble myfelf to frame Suppofitions ; nor 
truft to Likelihoods, if l had Certainty . to ground upon. It is not remitted in 
Righteouliiels, which giveth to every Man his Right ; this Perfwafion taketh away 
his own Right from the King and others, without the Confent of either : And 
furely 1 muft not perfwade my felt that it is no Sin to rob my Friend, upon Con- 
fidence that he will not deal with me according to the Rigour of the Law. Nor 
can it be remitted in Judgment, for Judgment is ever grounded upon Reafon 
rightly concluding, but this Perfwafion upon Probabilities is in no wife convincing. 

Ad. 9, and i®. This Expedient is finful, and ’tis not in the King’s Power to make 
it juft ; wherefore the King’s Intereft, and his good Subjefts, muft depend upon the 
Iftues of God’s Providence, which needeth not the Concurrence of finful Means to 
effeft our Good. 

Ad. ii. I am, and have been faithfully Loyal to my Power; yet I fear, this A fit 
will ftain the Merit of my former Endeavours, and engage me in a Defeftion from, 
or at leaft a Neutrality in my Duty ; for what AiTurance can there be that I will 
be relolute to aft, that cannot relolve to fuffer for the King (I am bound in Con- v 
fcieuce to one as well as the other). 

Ad. 1 2. I cannot be allured that the King will take Notice of my Compliance, as 
dcfigncd wholly in order to his Service ; or that this Compliance (under fiich an 
arbitrary Power) will be a likely Means to preferve me in fuch a Condition as I 
propofe to myfelf. 

Ad. 1 3. Not fo ; but my Allegiance is groundlefly fuppofed to be fulpeuded by 
the King ; myfelf firft fancying a Neceffity to alienate it, and then to do what- 
foever the Uliirpers pleafe to require at my Hands. 

Ad. 14 . T hb Cautions about fubicribing will not ferve to evacuate the Crime, 
(and fuch it feems to me) it may leifen the Scandal (fuch it will prove to others) ; 
for if this engaging be a Renunciation of our Allegiance, ’tis not unlike Perjury to 
fuch as are fworn: If it be not High-T reafon by the known Laws of the Land, 
’tis too near of kin to Rebellion : However, I muft forbear $11 my Scruples be 
clearly iatisfied ; becaufe the Doubting and Reluftancy of my Confcience, renders 
an Aftion, though lawful in itfelf, unwarrantable to me. I muft not think to 
elude St. Paul’s Rule, in pretending a Neceffity to do Evil, that Good may come 
thereof ; feeing ’tis iafer for me to fuifef the greateft Inconvenience, than to com- 
mit the leaft Sin.

Mr Lo r d, 

I Received the Honour of your Lordihip’s Letter laft Week, and am lorry that I 
had not an Opportunity of giving yourLordlhip that Account and Satisfaction. 
, way of Anfwer viva voce , which is not, I fear, to be brought within the Compels 
or a Letter. Mr. Griffith's Relation to your Lordmip, is to me lo highly and juftly 
confiderable, that 1 lhall only take the Liberty to reprelent unto your Lordlhip the 
State pf our College, together with my prelent Apprehenfions of that young Gen- 
tleman, and then fubmit myfelf to the Juftice and Ingenuity of your Lordlhip’s 
Commands. 

The College, My Lord, upon my EleClion, was reprefented to me to be 
between 3 and 400 /. in Debt ; but 1 wiih it proves no more. However, I have 
not yet waded through all Matters of Account, lo as to be able exa&ly to Hate 
our Condition to your Lordlhip ; yet it is moft certain, that until we do extricate 
ourfelves out of this Debt, the College will be under a double Inconvenience ; the 
one, that we mull be at the Mercy of thole who trull us with Provifions, at to 
their fair Dealing ; the other, that none will advance any Thing to us by way of 
Contribution or Benevolence, becaufe they will not care to pay off the Debts, that 
thole who were here (only by right of the Sword) have contracted, and caft upon 
us. And for me to enter upon new Elections, before I know the State of the Col- 
lege, which I have Reafon to fear is not well able to pay the Members that are 
already llipendary, (much lets to pay off any confiderable Part of our Debt) would 
be a Way very unlikely, if not impodible, to eafe the College of its Burthens, 
lince we have no other vifible Means to do it, but our fmall yearly Revenue, which 
comes in with great Defalcation and Slownefs. 

Besides, My Lord, this College having fometimes flourilhed, to the great 
Advantage of our Church and Country, and being now under a Cloud, there is no 
Means imaginable for me to retrieve its ancient Difcipline and Reputation, but in 
chooliug, for the future, the moll able, and the mod likely to carry on the Credit 
and Service of the College; and indeed the Statutes which I am fwom to oblerve, 
direCt me to it ; quod, quilibet Socius Eligend: ft dt aptioribut & habilioribus , quoad mores 
& fcientiam , qui in Colltgio ant Vniverfitate reperiri foterunt ; and I am determined at 
all Times mofl religioufly to oblerve them. 

*T 1 s true. My Lord, I have not had any perfonal Experience, or Trial of 
your Nephew’s Qualification, but being concerned upon this Overture from your 
Lordlhip, to make an Euquiry into his Capacity every way, I am latisfied he is 
right in his Principles, and blamelefs in his Morals, but as for his fcientia , (which 
is the other Requifite) I am informed by thofe, whom I believe to be no other 
than fiich as wiih him heartily well, that his ill Temper of Body, and the late 
dilorderly Times, have not allowed him much Opportunity of Study ; and con- 
fequently his Competitors (and more than one I am fure he will meet with) will 
»have thole Advantages to overballance, tho’ he be allowed all the Grains that can 
with any Colour of Equity or Juftice be indulged to a Kinfinan of Dr. Cvin\ 
and fo near a Relation of your Lordihip’s : I wiih from my Heart, 1 may find my 
felf deceived in the Information ; however, I dare flatter myfelf with the Hopes 
of your Lordihip’s Pardon, for my Freedom in his Cafe. I lhall always, My Lord, 
moll readily acknowledge Dr. Lenyns , not only for our BenefaClor, but for one of 
the greateft Preiidents of Primitive Faithfulnefs and Juftice that I have yet lived 
to fee. But the Words of the Deed that inveft the College with this Benefaction 
are, (for I have it now before me) that upon every Avoidance, the College lhall, 
in their Elections, have the firft RefpeCt to fuch of the Kindred of Dr. Groin* s, 
afterwards to fuch Inhabitants as are, or lhall be born in the County of jinglefey t 
or in the Diocefe of Landaff , | as upon their Examination by the laid College, lhall 
be found equal with others to be capable thereof ; thele are the Words, and I 
leave your Lordlhip to judge of their Weight and Obligation. 

My Lord, I lhall crave Leave to add one Word more, and *tis this, that there 
is no Man alive that hath a greater Deference for your Lordihip’s Judgment, or 
mote Veneration for your Perfon, than myfelf : Not to mention your high and holy 
Order, nor yet your Lordihip’s great Capacities, and our great Hopes in Reference 
to the Good Ot this poor College. Nay, there is not any one that can promife your 
Lordlhip Wje unfeignedly than I do, an abfolute Power over me, and a more 
favourable Regard to any of your Lordihip’s Recommendation ; upon Confidence 
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too much Piety and Candour, not to own and countenance the Defifes, the Cafe, 
and B-xa&nefs, that I mu^t limit myfejf to, in order to raile fucha Stock of Graft* 
here, as wing tranflatfed’ into the vineyard' of your Lordfhip’s Diocefe, are moll 
likely’ to anfwer the Needs’ of the Church, andthe Expeftationofits Governors.

Concerning the Method of Trial, add what you are pleafed! to inquire, whether 
if the Univerfity do not try the Fatt, it will be hurtful to their Privilege, I think 
not ; 1 have known it praftifed fome times, that when fuch a Thing has happened 
as this, the Univerfity has not claimed a privileged Perfon, but let him be tried 
lome time, by the City, and at other Times by the Judges of the Common Law, 
becaufe they will not be at the Charges of the Commiflion to the Steward, and 
o£ bringing him, or his Deputy down, to fit in Judgment ; howBeit, we that are 
fworn to defend our Privileges, and privileg’d Perfons, fhould not for fake them m 
Refpeft of the Charge. The laft that 1 remember, was one Pidejfty, the Proftor’s 
Man, who killed one Marfa *, and he being not able to maintain his own Privilege, 
and bring down the Steward, was tried by the City jiiftice at the Guild Hall, and 
was hanged. Whereas ’twas thought he had not all the Juftice he ought to have 
had, and that if he had been tried by the Univerfity, he might have beenfaved; 
And before that. Dr. Dun, who was then Student of Chrift Church, killed a Boy, and 
brought down a Goinmiffion and the Sub-fteward, who Was then Serjeant Crook, and 
had WsTtial by the Univerfity, and was acquitted; and 1 ever thought it the 
lafeft Way; for a privileged Perfon to be tried at Home, and not by a Foreign 
Jury. But Stokes is no privileged Perfon •, but howfoever our Privileges are, if he 
will, he may be tried upon an ordinary Com million of Oyer ahd Terminer, and 
Sir W. Turners Son too. But I think it very dangerous to try them before feveral 
Judicatories ; and I fuppofe Sir IV. Titrner is well perlwaded of the Caufe, that he 
defires the Matter to be fo fuddenlv heard, wherein I would advife Mr. Vice- 
Chancellor to gratifie him : For I think it will not prejudice the Privilege, if it 
be done, but it will more hurt the privileged Perfons, that they did negleft or 
refufe to claim their Privilege, unlefs It were at the Parties oWn Defire. 7 he Man, 
ner of Dr. Dun's Trial was thus : The Steward fit in the middle of the Bench, 
the Vice-Chancellor on his Right Hand, and the Doftors ahd Matters fit round 
abbiit the Bench in their Formalities : The Trial was ih the ordinary Form as 
in other Courts ; only the Jury were privileged Perfons, fome Matters of Arts, and 
other Members of Colleges.

I T was very much my Defire, ever fince I received , the Honour of your Lord- 
fhip*s£etter of the 2 d of laft -Month, • to fpegk upon it to my Lord Bjfhop

of Oxford,, whom I knew to be then in Town, and ihould be glad to have a Com- 
mand. from my Lord Biihop, and the Univeriity, to declare any Thing to his Ma- 
jefty in Council, whereby the Town, without Oppofition, might find their Conveni- 
ence, and the Univeriity no Inconvenience. I ihould moft readily do it, as de- 
firing nothing more heartily, than the fettling of a tailing Peace and good Un- 
derilanding between thole two Loyal Bodies. Thefe 2 Points about the 8 Aider- 
men and the 4 Fairs, Teem to me moft likely to be yielded to by the Univeriity, 
with thole Limitations mentioned in your Lordfhip’s Letter. But I beleech your 
Lordihip to confider, how necefiary it is for the Univeriity to have a Salvo of 
all their , Privileges, particularly of the Night Watch, in the City Charter now 
intended to pals; fince it hath lately been brought in Queftion by the Town, to 
the great Trouble and Expence of the Univeriity, notwithftanding a folemn Judg- 
ment in point agaiiift the Town not long ago obtained in Wtftminftcr-Hall. Befides, 
it is not to be wondred at, that the Univeriity upon this Occafion hath Recourie 
to the Jiiftice and Clemency of our moft gracious King, to be preferved and ie- 
cured in the Pofleflion of the Night Watch, in Regard the very Being of the Uni- 
veriity, in Matter of Difcipline, depends upon the Exercife of that Point of JuriA 
diftion, as it is now praftifed. 1 ihould not prefume to prefs this to your Lordihip, 
but that it is in my humble Opinion, upon the Infight I have had into the Uni- 
veriity’s Charters and Records, that the Night Watch is the Univerfity’s, by 
many ancient and modem Grants, confirmed by conftant and uninterrupted Ulage 
and Pofiefiion ; and that that Watch, as it is claimed and exerciled by the Univer- 
fity, is well coniiftent with the Watch and Ward that the City claims to belong 
to it, as a Borough, by the Common Law of England. And this the Decree in King 
James's Time doth explain and fettle ; a Tranlcript of it, as far as it concerns this 
Controvert, 1 take Leave to inclofe to your Lordihip, to the End you may pleafe 
to bellow fome of your judicious Thoughts upon it. My Lord Biihop of Oxford 
gives me to underftand, that my Lord Keeper, when he fppke with him, leem'd 
to like' the Propofal which he had made, viz.. That the Salvo ihould be worded as 
it was ftated in the Determination by K. James. I hope your Lordihip will find no 
Reafon to oppofe that Salvo, fince the Univeriity defires no more but to continue as 
they are ; and that they will always have a true and faithful Refpett for your 
Lordihip, as becomes their Loyalty to the King, whole Service they lee you lb 
heartily to intend, and io eminently to promote.

T H E Return you fent was yefterday put into Court, and upon the reading of 
it, as I remember, thefe Objeftions were taken to it. i.That it was in the 
Chancellor's Name, whereas the Writ was direfted to the Judge of the Court. 2. 
That the Caufe was not particularly enough exprefled. 3. That the Privileges 
there claimed were unreafonable, as that it ihould extend to all Places of England, 
and that it ihould be of all Pleas, &c. except Freehold, &c. 4. That it pretended 
to be a Suferfedeas to that Court. To the 1 ft it was anfwered, That the Chan- 
cellor was the Judge of the Court, and that others a fled but as his Subftitutes in 
his Abfence, and all Procels and Sentences were in his Name. To the id. That 
attio injvriarum & damni dot!, was the Style of the Attion in this Court, and au- 
fwering to an Attion of the Cafe at Common Law. To the 4 th. That it was only 
a Prayer that the Court above would iuperfede their Writ. In all which the Court, 

I think, was fetisfied ; but as to the Words of the Charters, though they were 
shewn to be confirmed by Atts of Parliament, and made as effectual, as if verbatim 
recited; and though it was not denied, but the Words of them did fully reach the 
Cafe, yet, I know not why, the Court infilled to have the Body of the Defen- 
dant, and made a Rule that a new Habeas Corpus be ifiued out, fob ptena 200/. and 
Caufe to be ihewn next Thwjday, why an Attachment ihouid not go againil the 
Judge of the Court, meaning Dr. Jenkins. Now 1 ihall not prefume to interpofe 
my Advice, but what was iiiggeiled in Dr. Jenkins’s Letter to me, viz.. That he 
thought there would appear Caufe enough upon the Merits of the Matter, ^and 
the Want of prolecuting by the Plaintiff todifmils the Caufe in your Court, and 
fet the Paity at Liberty, 1 think may be a good Expedient ; and I w\fh the Courfe 
he adviled had been taken fooner, tor the Contents of the Libel to me^ do- not feem 
a good Ground of an Attion ; fo that I believe, if the Defendant do hut appear. 
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and alledge the InfufBciency of it, the Caule may be difmifled witboutfurthet 
Trouble ; and therefore whether you may not think fit to do fo, by calling a Court

T H £ Cogtiifance of all perfonal Aftions whatsoever, (Maim and Felony only 
excepted) where a Scholar, or Scholar’s Servant is a Party, hath as well by 
Prefcription as by Grant, belonged to the Chancellor of the Univerfity of Oxford ; 
and this hath been thought lb neceffary for the well Government of the Univer- 
fity, that at leafi from K. John downwards, it hath been granted and confirmed by 
almoft every King and Queen that hath reigned ; and ftiH as any new Objections 
or Evafions did arife, new Claufes were inlerted to obviate or explain them. As 
in K. Henry III. Time, in a Concurrence ot Privilege (the Conftable of the Caftle of 
Oxoti pretending an Exemption of the King’s Jews, as under the King’s fpeciai 
Protection) it was firft found by VerdiCt, and afterwards iolemnly adjudged, that 
the Univerfity’s Privilege was to have the Preference ; and afterwards the fame was 
inlerted by particular Words in other Charters. In Ed. I. a Scruple was made, be- 
caufe the Privilege was not claim’d before imparlance , and thereupon a fpeciai Writ 
was directed to the Jufiices of the King’s Bench, to allow the Privilege notwith- 
ftanding ; and in following Charters was inferted the Claufe, tam in caujis jam pendentibtu 
tjuam pofiea inchoandis. In the Cafe of Prohibitions, it is particularly granted, that the 
Chancellor fhould proceed non obflantibut prohibit: regiit , by Charters of Hen. III. Ed.. 
I. II. III. and fo downwards; and the like for other Writs whatever from Superior . 
Courts, the Chancellor is not to be molefted in the fixercifeof his JurifdiCtion, but 
to proceed notwithftanding ; and many fuch Proceedings have been allowed, as you 
may find by the Prefidents and lnftances hereunto annexed. As to the Objeftion* 
that no Privilege is to be allowed againft the King, it is provided againft by that ■ 
Claufe, etiamfi torn at ms haredes vel fuccefforts noflros vel minifiros nofiros eptofcmuf, in the 
Charters of Hen. IV. and Hen. VIII, efv. which hath been fo ftriftly obferved for- 
merly, that the Chancellor hath been allowed his Claim of Cognilance in his 
^wn Cafe, ( as in Dr. Chares, in the Reign of Hen. VI.) upon an Indictment inK. B. 
for an ^Jfault on a Marlhal of the Court, executing a Writ of that Court (it 
• feems) on a privileged Perfon. And by the Charters of Ric. II. Hen. IV. Hen. VIII. 
&c. all Judged Juftices, and Minifters whatever are required not to intermeddle ; 
and in cafe they fhould intermeddle, yet to f£,;ceafe upon the Chancellors Moni- 
tion, or Intimation. When it was a Queftion, whether Grants in general Terms, 
without particular Enumeration, would be conelufive ; to obviate this, in the 
Charters of Ric. II. Hen. IV. Hen. VIII, &c. are very large Enumerations, both of 
Caules, Judges, and Courts, doled with general comprehenfive Words, and that 
•Expreffions in general Terms fhould be interpreted as valid, as if more particu- 
larly expreffed and recited, and that the Words and Claufes fhould be interpreted 
moft ftrongly in Favour of the Univerfity: And leaft all thefe Privileges might 
be thought not grantable by Charter, or the foie Authority of the King, they 
are by Aft of Parliament, 13 Eliz.. not only confirmed, but Enafted to be as 
valid in Law to all Intents and Purpofes, as if the faid Charters were verbatim 
recited in that faid Aft ; and the Subfiance of thole Privileges, tho’ not in fo 
full Words, have been by former Parliaments granted, as in the Times of Ed. II, &c. 
and unlefs thefe Rights be allowed us, the Government of the Univerfity cannot 
fubfifl. TheVice Chancellor’s Officers cannot arreft a Perfon, or execute a Writ, 
but they are prelently fued for it in the Courts above ; and though perhaps it be 
but a Matter of 40 s. it fhall coll the Univerfity as many Pounds to defend their 
Jurifdiftion toties qtnties. The Towns People always countenancing all. . vexatious 
Aftions of this kind,*and frequently bearing the Charges of them. Efpecially fince 
my Lord Chief Baron Hales refufed to allow Mr. Wilkins his Privilege in the Ex- 
chequer. In Confidence of which Prefident, they now lay their Aftions in the Ex- 
chequer ; of which kind there are feveral there now depending; Particularly that 
of Prince againil Litchfield, and Poreis by quo Minus, for arrefling Prince upon the Vice 
Chancellor's ^arrant, and impriloning him till he put in Bail to anfwer. And 
Fijh Lyne fuptaorted by the Town at this Time, molefting the Vice Chancellor and 
Proftors, a *<9 queftiouing their Jurifdiftion againft him forTipling ai^liNoftivagar 

« tion. 
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tion, and many other Inftances of like kind. So that if fuch vexatious Proceed- 
ings receive Countenance above, it will be impoflible to prelerve either the Juril- 
diftion, or good Government of this Place, in any tolerable Order. It having 
already coll the Univerfity, within thele few Years fince his Majefty’s Return, 
lome hundreds of Founds, to defend themlelves againft thele vexatious Aft ions. 
And for preventing of which, the Care of our Princes hath been in former Times 
fo great, as to fence our JuriJcliftion againft it by all Means imaginable. It being 
of that great Concern, that the Governours of the Univerfity, who are intrufted 
with the Education of the Youth of the whole Nation, might be in a Capacity to 
keep this Place in Quietuel's and Order, and to prevent Wickednefs and Debauchery. 
And that which is aimed at by Prince is fuch a notorious and publick Injury, as 
we hope no reafouable Perfon, or Court of Jufticc, can think fit to countenance it. 
The Townfmen making it their Bufinefs to ingrol's all Trade, that they may fell 
at pxceffivc Rates \ nor will luffer any Foreigner (no, nor Citizen, if not free of 
their pretended Corporation of Mercers,) fo much as to fell in open Market, any 
Commodities which they call Mercery Wares, which they extend from Linen and 
Woollen Cloaths, Stuffs and Silks, even to Moufe Traps and dark Lanthorns. And 
wholoever lhall fell thereof, they vex by Threatnings, Suits, Arrefts, Infor- 
mations, Indiftments, and all the vexatious Ways they can imagine. And for 
arrefting one of their Serjeants for throwing down a Foreigner’s Wares, and fpoil- 
ing them, for being cxpol'ed in open Market to fell, is the Caute of Prince's A ft ion ; 
which we hope will appear to be fb unreafonable, as not to find any Countenance 
or Allowance. And though in one Calc the Chief Baron did refufe the Plea of 
Privilege, becaule then we had not Prefidents ready to fhow, that it had been allowed 
in the Exchequer againft the King’s Debtor, as they call it , yet we hope, fince 
our Charters are fo full, and fuch Privileges have been formerly allowed, when 
his I.ordfhip fees fo juft a Claim derived to us, by fuch Numbers of Royal 
Grauts and Confirmations, (though it muft be confefTcd they have not met with 
the fameSucccfs at all Times, or in all Places) that he will think fit for the future 
to allow them to us. This is fomewhat, S i a, of what may be properly urged 
on our Behalf, why Prince fliould not be countenanced in fuch vexatious Proceed- 
ings ; the reft, 1 doubt not, will be fully l'upplied by yourlelf. 1 am, tire.

I Thank you for the judicious Hi .ts you was plealed to impart to me in your 
Letter of yefferday, they have been very lerviceable to me in my Searches, 
arid arc a frefh and convincing Proof to us, how much your Thoughts and Incli- 
nations are for the Service of the Univerfity. But I do not find that there was 
any Compofition made between the Univerfity and Town, Anna 3 Ed. III. as your 
Letter to Mr. Vice Chancellor intimates : But An. 11 Ed. III. there was fome fuch, 
Compofition, of which 1 have found the Original in French , and have here lent ' 4 
you a Copy ot it, which I can atteft to be true, having written and examined • 
it myfelf. That which therein doth moft concern our prelent Bufinefs, is the 
Acknowledgment of the Town, that the Chancellor hath Cognilance of Townfmen, 
as well as Scholars, and ex officio , as well as at the Suit of the Party, and particu- 
larly in Difturbances of the Peace, and in Matters which concern the Univerfity, 
as an Univerfity ; in which Cales they are bound to appear in Perlon, and not by 
a Proftor *, in other Cales indeed they may conftitute a Prottor if they pleale, 
lave where the Chancellor, for fome juft Reafons, lhall feeCaufe to require a per- 
fonal Appearance.. But upon what Occafion this Compofition was made, 1 cannot 
tell, nor do I yet find the Petition you mention, of the Townfmen to the Univerfity. 

I remember i'omewhat to that Purpofe, in a Bufinefs concerning the Mercate, as 
Picage and Stallage, tire. But I take it to be about Hen. VI. his Time \ and I 
believe the I ike was about 26 Ed. I. for there was then a Conflift between the 
Univerfity and Town, and afterwards a Compofition. For Prefidents of Privilege

M l Lord Keeper told me, that the City of Oxford are refolded not to aidmie 
of any Mention of the Night Walk in their New Charter, and that they 
take themfelves to their other Alternative, viz.. To take a new Charter 
without their new Aldermen or their Fairs in it : What occurs to me fince upon 
it is, that the Univerfity hath already accepted of that Expedient, which my 
Lord Keeper had taken upon himfelf to fatisfie the King, they ought to enter into, 
and acduielce in : And I hear they have receiv’d an Exprefs from my Lord Abmdon t 
by which they were directed to wave all Arbitration, and to inlift upon the Alter- 
native, to have their old Charter renew’d, as without any new Concelfions to 
them, lo without any other Salvo to us than that in K. James’s Charter. His 
Letter 1 carried next Morning to Hampton Covn t and went with my Lord Keeper 
to the King, and acquainted him with the whole Matter. It was my Lord Keeper’s 
Advice to the King, to let Things pals juft fo, and to renew them their old 
Charter, without the Addition of any Thing new, if I had nothing to lay againft 
it, the Univerfity, in the Oppofition they firft made, having pretended no other 
than to let afide thole new Privileges that the Town asked by their Petition. 
There was one Thing my Lord Keeper told me further upon this Occafion, 
upon which 1 defire your Lordlhip’s Reflexions, which was, that the Univerfity 
had yet one Way left to lecure their Night Watch, far better than by any Salvo y viz., 
that the King Ihould be pleafed to direft his Writ of Quo Warranto againft the 
Univerfity, tolhewby what Authority they claim thisUfage of the Night; and 
then that Mr. Attorney, upon lo full a Proof as we think we are able to make, 
could not but confels it Judicially : Though nothing falls from my I.ord Keeper, 
but with great Judgment and Knowledge, yet I lhall not carry this Propofition to 
the King, till it is throughly digefted and confider’d. The greateft Objection that 
I have yet to it is, that it looks too much like a Trick, or a Piece of Legal Covin. 
.. Befides, I do not fo well know, whether the Form of Commoli Law may not admit 
\ jt th ird Party (the City of Oxon for Inftance) to come in, in Aid of the King 
agStnft^his Privilege, and lo hinder the Attorney to confefs till they be heard 
for theo^nlmen, who pretend to be exempt in this Point from the Power of the 
Vice-Chancellor; which if my prefent Apprehenfion, or rather my Conje&ure, hap- 
pens to be right, will make it both tedious and expenfivc to the Univerfity, and 
conlequently not anfwer the End propol'ed.

M Y Return had not been thus flow, had not my good Friend your Brother 
promilcd to call for my Anfwer. I have fliewed the Cafe which you was 
pealed to fend me, to Sir Giles Stoeit Dean of the Arches, for whole Judgment and 
Experience all Men here have a Angular Deference and Veneration ; ana I mail crave 
Leave to return you this Anfwer in his Name as well as in my own, viz. That there 
are many Caules of Appeal out of that Kingdom, whereunto both he and I have 
the Honour to be called by his Majefty’s Commiflion; therefore dare not give 
any Opinion upon the Merits of this Caufe, leaft it may happen to come before 
us, among others, upon Appeal. But if we were at Liberty, we think it a very 
unlecure Tiling, and^will be as little to your Satisfaction, for us to pronounce, in 
a Cafe whereof we have not the Merits per extenfum , and fome Profpeft into the 
Quality and common Repute of the Parties principal, and the Witneffes of the 
one Side as well as of the other, tho’poflibly they may ftand without Exception 
in the Procels.

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The CofriritiJJhry of Canterbury ’ s Tlea in ’Behalf of his Claim to the *Pre~ 
rogative Wills and Adminifirations <f and within that r Diocefe. 


I T will be confelTed on both Parts, that the Fountain whence this Prerogative is 
derived to, and upon both him and the provincial Commiffary, is the Archbifhop 
ot Canterbury ", who, among other Rights and Privileges of his See, hath Sede plena, 
as the Dean and Chapter have Sede vacante , an undoubted Right to the proving of 
all Wills, and the granting all Adminifirations, of luch as dwell and die within 
the Province of Canterbury , and at their Death leave bona Notab . in divtrf. Diocef. c 'rc. 
Iu full Pofleffion whereof they have clearly been for 4J0 Years and upwards : 
Within which Time, although it have been feveral Times impugned and questioned 
by the Suffragans, both before the King and the Pope, (as in Peckham , Moreton , 
and Warhami Time) yet hath it always obtained, and in comradiStorio judicio pre- 
vailed. 

It muft likewife be granted and confelTed on each Part, or if not, may be eafily 
proved on the Diocefan Commiffary’s Part, that anciently, and for many Succeffions, 
the Archbifhop did refer ve the Exercife and Execution of this Power and Right 
per tot am provinciam to himfelf immediately, Sede plena ; and the Prior and Chapter 
alfo did to themlelves, Sede vacante ; not delegating it by Patent or Commiffion to 
any peculiar Judge •, only in Cafe of Difficulty, or Conteft, calling to their Aid and 
Afiiftance, eipecially in the taking and auditing Accounts, their Caufarum Auditor e<, 
or fbme iuch like Domeftick Judges, who always attended and followed their 
Perfons, for their Directions in the Formalities of Law. And at length were, as 
lometimes the Vicars General, I'ometimes the Dean, nay, and fometimes the Rc- 
gifier of the Arches \ now one, then another of them, delegated and impowered 
by the Archbifhop, when efpecially in remotis , or indifpofed, either by Sickncfs or 
fbme important Diverfion, to fupply and aft for them as their Commiffary. 

That in Procefs of Time, and whilft the Exercife of this Prerogative was yet 
for the moft Part in the Archbifhop’s own Hand, and before his 
*/jftriMttyfrth- Ereflion of a ftanding conftant Prerogative Court and Office, viz* 
Hen VIL finct * For- 260 Years paft and upwards, the Archbifhop confulting not 
ijos. * J only his own Eale from this Trouble, but the Eafc and Benefit 
alfo of the Subjects of his own peculiar Diocefe, from whence 
his Dignity is denominated, and for fome Improvement of his Commilf-vryThip 
there, noth in Point of Honour and Profit, thought fit to grant what his..l>ucceiTors 
thought as fit to continue to his 'Diocefan Commiffary, fo much of. -nis Preroga- 
tive as might concern the Diocefe. For in the Year 14^8, the then Archbifhop 
Cardinal Bourqchier, granting to David Blodwell a Patent for the Commiflaryfhip ot 
Canterbury , gave him therein exprefs and ipecial Power for the Exercife of this 
Prerogative within the Diocefe of Canterbury ", witnefs the Prerogative Claufe 
therein now extant. 

But this was not the Rife or firft Beginning of the Diocefan Commiffary’s Power * 
in this rel’pefl \ for albeit this be the firft regifter’d Patent of that Nature, yet that 
it was on Foot before, and alio by Ipecial Deputation and Warrant from the Arch- 
bifhop for the Time being, will clearly hence appear j that from the Year 1400 
downwards until Blodwelfs Time, a Multitude of Prerogative Wills are found to 
have been proved by and before leveral Commiffaries of Canterbury , as fpecially 
impower’d for it (for fo the probat runs in terminis) by the Archbifhop ; amongjft 
the reft, the Will of one Judge Martin , (an eminent Perfon) about which 
Archbifhop Chichley 143d, being, by his then Commiffary of Canterbury , conlult- 
ed, in Reference to a Paffage or Claufe in the Will, of fome Tendency to the 
Prejudice of Ecclefiaftical Jurifdi&ion, lie called not away the Will from his 
Commiffary as from an incompetent Judge, but exprelly order’d him to proceed 
in proving of it, excepting only that derogatory Claufe which he order’d to be 
expunged. 

And every one that has fucceeded that Commiffary Blodwell, have had the Pre- 
rogative Claufe in their feveral Patents, lb did they from Time to Time accordingly 
praftife, whereof their Regifter Books are copious in Examples : _ Both which, 
(Pateuts and Ufage) upon full Hearings before Four feveral Archhifhops, (IVhit- 
X ift, Bancroft , Abbot, and Laud ) being produced and pleaded in Juftilmgtiqn of the 
Commiffary of Canterbury's Claim in this Cafe, they have ever been rtlowed, and 
(lie Commiffary warranted to proceed : Not indeed by any Order in W T riling, which 
was conceived 1 nccdlels, in Regard he had jm feriptum for it by his Patent^ which 


every 
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every Archbiihop, fmce the firft Difpute about it, hath renewed And reinforced, 
and wherewith conftant Ufage, Piatt ice, and Preicription, have ever fince con- 
curred. Nor have thole Emiftaries from the Prerogative Court at London t or their 
Apparitors, been permitted to range about in this, as in other Diocefes \ but as one 
l)ab bs by Name, in Archbiihop’s Laud's Time, was no fooner lent Abroad, but upon 
Complaint to the Archbiihop called Home and lupprelfed. 

Ip it be objected, that the Archbiihop hath not, nor can have but one Preroga- 
tive, it is confeifed ; nor doth the contrary hence follow ^ for the Diocefan Com- 
miflary exercileth no driers, or other, but one and the fame Prerogative, and -by the 
lame Authority, with the Provincial. Herein only do they diifer, that the Provin- 
cial exercileth it generally per Provinciam , the Diocelan only particularly per Diacefln 
tantum . And that not privative neither, but cumulative , (as it is with the Arches 
and Audience Courts of concurrent Jurifdiftion) granting the Provincial to have 
a like and equal Power with him in this Particular. So that if by Prevention, 
(as in likeCales of Concurrency) he have Priority of Polfelfion, the Diocelan Corn- 
mil fury fits him down contented and delifts. Upon which Account (that both 
Judges excreile but oue and the lame Prerogative) it comes to pals, that when 
two Adminiftrations, as l'ometimes have been on Foot, the one from Canterbury , 
the other from London , that from Canterbury having the Start and Precedency in 
Point of Time, hath, to nomine , upon a Trial at Law, obtained and taken Place of 
the other. 

If hereupon it be objected, that Inconveniencies may (as indeed fometimes there 
do) follow this Concurrency, the Remedy is humbly referred and liibmitted to 
his Grace, with Hopes that it may be, by abridging rather of his Provincial Com- 
miifarv, (by laying lome Reftraint on the Generality of his Power, in Behalf and 
Favour of the Diocefan) than of the Diocefan, whole Place and Jurifdi&ion is 
fcarce worth the Execution, either to Judge or Regifter, without it •, and by the 
Lois whereof, that other End and Delign for the firft granting of it to him, viz.. 
the Eafe and Benefit of the Subjeiis of his Grace’s peculiar Diocelc, will be de- 
feated. 

If this be not feafible at prefent without Confent, yet upon the next Vacancy 
of the Provincial Commilfary s Place, it will. For then (as before the EretHon of 
that Court) it will be in his Grace’s Power to let what Bounds he plealcs to the 
Power of the fucceeding Judge, by an Exception of his peculiar Diocefe out of 
vkk pa tent, or by calling back the Power into his own Hands, and dealing it out 
to as’TliUJjy Commilfaries as he ftiall lee good. In the mean time, for preventing 
much DuVder and Inconvenience, by the two . Commilfaries interfering one 
with another, may his Grace be pleafed lb to order the Matter between them, 
that which of them lhall be firft polfelTed of the Matter, (whether a Will, or an 
Adminiftration) he ftiall forthwith give Notice of it to the other j upon which 
Notice, the other to forbear intermeddling, and to leave the Matter prius occupant i.

B EING in this City, and in my Way to the Cinque Ports, about fome Ad- 
miralty Affairs, by his Royal Highnels’s Command, I cannot but take Notice, 
that the Conventicles here are ftill very open and daring, notwithftanding his 
Majefty’s late Proclamation j which, it feems, hath not yet been publilhed in this 
City to this Day. There were above 300 People at a Meeting alfembled here 
this Forenoon, and as many in the Afternoon : The Work was managed by Four 
Nonconforming Minifters, three of whom were ejefted long lince out of Cures in 
this Town, and ftand convitted according to the Statute againft their refiding in 
Corporations. How the Proclamation comes not to be publilhed here, as it is in 
the Neighbouring Towns, I cahnot certainly learn ; but Mr. Mayor, as I am in- 
formed, has declared, he will not publilh the printed Copies that are here in 
private Hands, norwill aft in Purfuance of them, till he does receive a Proclamation 
with a Writ in the ufual Way. My Lord, I do not take upon me to offer my 
poor Reflexions on the Confequences of this Cafe, and how prevailing an Example 
this City may be to other Places of your Diocefe, if it is fuffered to continue 
undifturbedk! But when I confider your Grace’s Zeal for, and Intereft in the Ho- 
nour andjfece of his Majefty’s Government, and your great and conftant Vigilance 
over thifparticular Diocefe, 1 think it my Duty not to fuffer a Matter of Faft 
Vol. II. Oooba . of 
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ot this kind to efcape your Grace’s Notice, that your Grace may make fucliPro- 
vifions as to your great Wifdom fhall fcem meet ; and apply fuch proper Re- 
medies, as may be for the Honour of his Majefty, and the Security of the Publick 


medies, as may

' A F T E R my hearty Commendations, &c. you cannot choofc, as well as I, but 
/Y be alarm’d on all Hands, with contiuued Reports of the Frequency of Con- 
venticles, and unlawful Meetings of thofe, who, under a Pretence of Religion and 
the Worfhip of God, feparate from the Unity and Uniformity of Go d’s Service, 
to the great Offence of all, and Fear of many, his Majefty’s moft faithful Subjefts, 
who love and truly endeavour the Peace and Profperity of the Church and State. 
His Majefty in Publick lately fpeaking much againft thele diforderly Meetings, and 
exprefling an Indignation againft all Reports of him, as if he either favoured or 
connived at them, was plealed (after he had laid fome Blame upon the Bifhops, for 
want of Care in this Affair) to declare, that henceforward they fhould not want 
the Afliftance of the Civil Magiftrate to fupprels them : Inlomuch, that if here- 
after any Bifhop fhall complain to any Jufticc, and require his Help ; if fuch Juftice 
do not his Duty therein, then let the Bifhop certifie, that his Majefty may know 
who they are that negleft his Service. 

Now, S i r, that I may difeharge my Duty in my particular Diocefe, I do hereby 
defire and require of you, that having communicated this my Letter to the Reve- 
rend Di. Sarcroft, Dean of St. ?<*«/’ s, and Archdeacon of Canterbury , you confult him 
for his Advice thereupon ; and that by the Afliftance of him, and your Officials 
and Officers, and all and every the Parochial Miuifters, Parfbns, Vicars, and Curates, 
and by all other Perfbns and Means which fhall be thought fceft, you will make 
fpeedy Inquiry throughout my Diocefe, as well in Places exempt as not exempt, 
what and how many Conventicles, or unlawful Affemblies, or Church Meetings, 
are held in every Town and Parifh ? What are the Numbers that ufually meet at 
them ? And of what Condition or Sort of People they confift ? And from whom, 
and upon what Hopes they look for Impunity ? 

When any fuch Conventicles are found out, if by the Ecclefiaftical Powered 
Authority they cannot be reftrained, you are to complain to the next J;tlflce or 
Juftices of the Peace; and if they fail to aflift, it will be your Part. 'to certifie 
their Negleft : Which if at any Time there fhall be Caufe to do, De fure your 
Certificates be made upon good and true Grounds, fuch as may be evidently proved, 
that there be no Failing when we expea Redrefs. 

T h e s e Things you are defired to put in fpeedy Execution, and with all 
Diligence to make your Returns to me ; whereupon you fhall receive further Advice 
and Inftruttion. And lb 1 bid you heartily farewel, and am,o frc.

purl'ue: And which 1 have alfo, by my Letters, given in Charge to all the reft 
v of my Brethren, the Bilhops of my Province, being thereunto encouraged by his 
jtfajefty’s Approbation, and exprefs Di reft ion in this Affair. 

\ In the firft Place therefore 1 advile and require you, that you call before you 
not only all Officials, Kegiffers, and other Ecdeliaffical Officers within my 
Diocele ; but that alio by luch Means, and at fuch Places as you ihall judge 
moft convenient, you affemble before you, the feveral Parlons, Vicars, and Cu- 
rates of my Diocele and Jurildiftion, within their leveral Deaneries, and that you 
impart unto them refpeftively, as they Ihall come before you, theTenourof thefe 
my Letters, requiring every of them, in my Name, that in their feveral Capacities 
and Stations, they all perform their Duty towards God, the King, and the Church, 
by an exemplary Conformity in their own Perfons and Praftice, to his Ma jelly's 
Laws, and the Rules of the Church in this Behalf. 

idfy, I advile, that you admonilh and recommend to all and every of the Parfons, 
Vicars, and Curates, within my Dioccfe and Jurifdiftion, Striftnefs and Sobriety of 
Lite and Converfation, checking and puniihing luch as tranfgrefs, and encouraging 
luch as live orderly ; that lb by their Vertue and religious Deportment, they may 
Ihow themfelves Patterns of good Living to the People under their Charge. And 
next, that you require of them, as they will anfwer the contrary, that in their 
own Perlbns, in their Churches, they do decently, lolcmnly, and devoutly perform 
die Divine Service, by reading the Prayers of the Church, as they are appointed 
and order’d in the Book of Common Prayer, without adding to, or diminilhing from 
the lame, or varying either in Subftance or Ceremony, from the Order and Me- 
thod which by the laid Book is prelcribed ; wherein I hear, and have Rcafon to 
be afraid, too many do offend \ and that iu the Time of fuch their officiating, they 
ever make Ule of, and wear their Prieftly Habit, the Surplice and Hood.

the Places wherein the lame are held ; ever keeping a more watchful Eye over the 
Citiesand greater Towns, from whence the Milchief is for the moft Part derived into 
th& lefTer Villages and Hamlets. And wherever they find fuch wilful Offenders, 
t#at then, with a hearty Affeftion to the Worlhip of God, the Honour of the King

H 1 s Grace doth not think it needful, that I fhould infill to you upon<ciie SubjeCt 
Matter of the Brief itlelf, fmee nothing can be added to thole mfljfingTopicks, 
which hisMajefty liimlelf is pleated to ufe in thole Briefs ; nor lluili 1 prefume to 
alter any Thing in the Manner and Method to be ufed, either in the collecting, re- 
cording, or the returning hither, of what lhall be given on this Account; only my 
Lord’s Grace thinks fit to appoint Mr. Hirft, to receive and give his Acquittance 
for what lhall be brought in from the relpeCtive Parifhes, as a Pcrlbn in whom his 
Grace entirely confides on that Behalf. • 

1 J?, That which I am commanded to fuggelt to you is, that you would be, 
pleal'ed in the full Place to lit down, and among yourfelves to take a full View and' 
a true Eftimatc of the State of every particular Minifter in your Deanery ; I mean, 
that you confider how able and how dextrous he is for this Service ; and as you 
find him to need your Advice or Alliltance, lb to afford it him, either by your 
Prelence and Help when the Exhortation is to be made, or elle by your Applica- 
tion to fuch of his Parilh, as you, or any ot you, may hope to prevail with more 
effectually than he can. 

2 dly. That (as your lelves, I doubt not, will) fo you would exhort the other 
Minifters of your Deanery to ftudy thole Mollia Tcmfora , (I mean the proper Seafons) 
wherein thele Applications may meet the belt welcome. And that you would not f 
liiffer any Minilter to perfwade himfelf the Work incumbent on him is done, when 
he has made his Exhortation in the Pulpit; he muft purfue it liome to their Houles; 
and as he muft not be difeouraged where his Errand is not welcome, fo he mult 
not think he acquits himfelf aszealoufty as my Lord of Canterbury thinks he ought, 
unlefs he manage and purfue thisBufinefs with the fame Contrivance andEajrieft- 
nels, as it he had a Son of his own, now to be redeemed out of thole Chains, but by 
the Alms that himfelf fhould gather. \ 

3 dly t No Minifter muft grudge his Pains to his Churchwarden^)^ otherwile, 
in order to collect and let down in Writing, the pooreft Body’s MiteS^his Majefty 
requires it, dlpecially where there are Boole s of Parilh Accounts lit to record what 
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is now given (and fome wilt not be the lefs forward to give. When they find their 
Names sire to be fairly entered in a Book). 

4 thly, Our Minifters muft be advifed not to be too hafty in doling up the Col- 
left ions, but to flay fome Time, in Expectation of a good Parifhioner that is ablent, 
or in Compliance with any other good Occafion that may increafethe Sum: But 
. abyre all Things, they muft fpare no Pains in joining with their Churchwardens, 
When they go about to the ieveral Houles and Perfons of their Charge : 1 hope it 
will not be needful for any Minifter to intimate to his Churchwardens, that the 
Ncgled of this Duty is not to be puniihed the ordinary Way, but by his Majefty’s 
Council ; and 1 fhould be very much troubled to fee any Man of the Diocefe fetch’d 
up hither by a Meffenger, (which will be Matter of more than ordinary Expence) 
to anfwer for any Negleft or Contempt of fo Chriftian a Duty. 

I have no more to fay, but that my Lord of Canterbury is all Zeal in this Affair, 
not only for the high Nature of the Charity itlelf, but alfo for the Intereft the 
Church hath, in the well performing of the Clergy’s Parti hisMajefty is not only 
plealed to accept of what has been already done by his Clergy in this kind, but 
alio to promil'e (in a manner) to himlelf, that my Lords the Biihops, and all the 
Clergy, will lay out themlelves with all the Concern and Charity poilible, in the 
faithful Dilcharge of this Duty, which his Majefty’s Royal Favour and fpecial 
Proredion to the Church, may moft juftly exped and challenge. It being a Work 
not only of acceptable Obedience to the King’s Majefty, but of high Religion to 
God, and Companion moft juftly due to our Fellow Members. 

Thus much I had in Command, and have nothing to add, but that I am with all

May it plea r e your Lordjhip , 

T H E Queftion that 1 have the Honour to have put unto me, viz.. What becomes 
of the Queen Mother’s Perl'onal Eftate, that her Majefty died polfelfed of in 
France t leems to imply, that there is no Will of her Majefty’s yet come to Light ; 
for a Will would, as far as it fhould be found agreeable to the Laws of the Place, 
y give the Rule in this Cafe. But whether there be a Will or not, the Queen Mother’s 
SuftftSa* caiinot be properly fubjeft to the Droit £ Attaint of France ; for it cannot be 
imagiiiectyohat a Daughter of France fliall lb lole her Birth-right, as that the Fifctu 
there fhalPl^fceed to her Eftate, and not her own Royal Relations. However, her 
Majefty’s Eftate in France is fo far lubjeft to theCuftoms (I mean the Law) of the 
refpedive Provinces, where they happen to be fituate, that an Eftate (for luftance) 
in Paris, or in Roan, lhall not pals either by the Letter of the Civil Imperial Law, 
nor by the Law of England , (though adually and by Will difpoled of either Way) 
but lhall be lubjed protanto to the relpeftive Cuftoms (which is a written Law that 
, obtains under that Name) in Paris and Normandy. 

By theCuftomof Paris, our Sovereign Lord the King, his Royal Highnefs, Ma- 
dam, and by Reprelentation the Prince of Orange , are equally to fucceed. Share 
and Share alike in the Queen Mother’s Eftate, that lies within the Diftrid of Paris. 
Only if it were the Eftate of a private Perlon, it would be confidered, what any 
of, the Sons or Daughters may have already received for their Advancement, and lb 
r'tuch would be deduded relpedively, as that each Share might be made equal, 
and bear its juft Proportion with the others. 

There may pollibly be lbmething peculiar to the Prince of Orange's Cafe, which 
may bring his Pretenfions under a ftrider Debate ; for if the late Princefs Royal 
hath, in her Articles of Marriage, renounced all Shares in, and Right to all future 
Succdliojis i:i her Royal Family, the Cuftom of Paris will in his Cafe (though the 
'*'3*# commune will not) exclude the Prince her Son, if kis Gale be judged by the Mea- 
fures of other private Succeffions upon that Place. 

B u t it is poilible, that his Majefty and his Royal Highnels may meet with a 
more confukrahlo Difficulty trom the Pretenfions of Madam their Siller; for if the 
Queen Mot he b.«s by wayofBequeft, (vc frequent among the French, winch they 
call Donation catre I'ifs) given and pals’d a’ one half or more of her Eftate to

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the Prince his Nephew, fuppoiing him not other wife excluded; only, if the far 
greater Part of the Eftate fhould be given away to one in a private Succeflion, that 
one Jhall be bound to defalcate and make up a Legitime , as they term: it, (i. e. a 
Moiety of that which fhould have been each Child's Share, if they had come into 
the clear Eftate, without any Donation inter vivos preceding) to the reft of the 
Children not otherwife provided for. But this is a moot Point, not fo fully «.£reec* 
by the Writers upon the Cuftoms of Paris. 

’Tis poilible. My Lord, that the greateft Strefs of all may be laid upon the Draft 
d'Aubaine, which may be pretended to diiable his Majefty and his Royal Highnels to 
fiicceed the Queen their Mother, for that they have not been born, nor yet are 
Inhabitants, within the Allegiance of the Moft Chriftian King. 

The Objection to me. My Lord, under Correction, is very obvious; for, i. The 
Parliament of Paris has, in the Year 1600, judg’d it in Point againft the Duke and 
Cardinal of Ferrara, who notwithftanding his Plea of being a Sovereign Prince in 
Italy, and owned for Couiin and Ally by the Moft Chriftian King, yet was declared 
uncapable (lor Want of being born or naturalized in France ) to fucceed to any Eftate 
perfonal, as well as real, delcended upon him as next of Kin, and the Eftate was 
adjudg’d to a Native of France, tho’ further olF in Blood, than the Duke was, 
from the deceafed. 

2. I n the Treaty between the Emperor Charles V. and King Francis I. the Droit 
t d'Aubaine is confels’d and determin’d to have that ElfeCt : Que Us parens & heritiers 
d'aucuns , ay ant terres ou heritages, ou hiens meubles tn France, we peuvent Jucceeder, avoir , 
ny pojfeder Its terres , heritages , ou biens de lews prochains parens, fils ne font natifs de 
France. In this Treaty, all the Inhabitants in the Provinces of the Low-Countries are 
exempted from the Droit d'Aubaine, and made capable to inherit in France, and by 
Virtue of this Treaty, theTeftament of a Hollander made at Arras was adjudged a 
good Will, againft the King in the Parliament of Paris, Feb. 1634. Whereas had it 
not been for this Treaty a tCambray 1524. (then Holland was under the Emperor) 
the Droit d'Aubaine would have taken Place. 

3. Thb Duke of Anjou, when he went King into Poland, apprehending this EffeCl 

of the Droit d'Aubaine upon his llfue, though himfelf was a Son of France, took out 
Letters of Naturalization, to prelerve a Capacity in his Children (if he fhould 
have any in Poland ) to liicceed and inherit as born in France ; and Queen Katherine 
de Mcdicis, tho* Mother to three Kings, thought lierlelf not capable to inherit 
or difpole in France j till fhe was naturalized ; and her Letters were clogg’d with 
this provifo, that fhe fhould leave none other, but Perl'ons born in France, be her 
Heirs, otherwile the Droit d'Aubaine to take Place againft them. *’ 

Bu r I hope, My Lord, none of thefe Objections will be ftrong enough to remove 
his Majefty and his Royal Highnels from a Right fo naturally devolved to them. 
For if lb, it would render the Condition of the Queen Mother’s Royal Defendants 
worfe in this refpeCt than that of her Majefty’s Domefticks. For a Frenchmans Child 
that is born in the Queen’s Service in Somerfet-HouCe, fhall inherit and fucceed to his 
Father and Mother in France, as entirely as if he had been born in that Kingdom. It 
is a Cale very lately judg’d in Favour of one of the Domefticks of Madam Royal 
ot' Savoy, whole Children, tho’ born of a Savoy W'oman in Turin, fucceed to all the 
Rights of their Father in France, and this by Arreft of the Parliament of Paris. 

This Droit d'Aubaine is lo much the more odious, and reftrained in the Eye 
of the Law, as that every Body has the Liberty in France to purchale a Freedom 
from it, and every Merchant that trades into the Fairs at Lyons, and evety- 
Tradefman that can get to be free of the Town of Bourdeaux, (what Country fob 
ever he happen to be of, unlefs he be Fnglifh born) is by Cuftom, and legal Pre- 
Icription, exempted of Courfe, and freed from the Rigours of this Law, and lucceeds 
his Relations, as Natives of France do, without other Letters to naturalize them. 

The Han't Towns, and all the Low-Countries , are privileged from it by antient 
exprefs Treaties, and Cromwell got the EngliJIt to be free of it by his Treaty 1654. 
All which put together, makes it very difficult to imagine, tha* - fo great a Monarch 
as his Majefty is, whom the Moft Chriftian King has always treated as Frerc, Coufin , 
and antient Ally, fhould have fuch an Objection as this of Droit d'Aubaine , oppoled 
to his private Right, his Majefty’s Royal Progenitors having fuccecded for levcral 
Ages peaceably and lucceflively, tho’ born out of France, to the Dutchies of Guirhne, 
Anjou , Touraine . , Maine , (not to mention Normandy, or the Kingdom of France itlelf) 
and to other Seigneuries and Eftates there, infinitely more confident ’ jIq. than the 
prelent Succeflion can be pretended to be, without any Pretence vr the Droit 
d'Aubaine objected to them.

1 1 ny a j^rfonne qui puiffe reuoquer en doute, que la Reyne d 'Angleterre n’ayt eu 
fon domicil<nen France au temps de fa mort, elle y avoit pris fa naiffance, ce qui 
forme le domicile d’origine felon le langage des loix, Mais elle y avoit fon domicile 
de choix, depuis que les troubles d’ Angleterre l’ayant obligfe de paffer la mer en 1645, 
elle perdit en 1648 le feu Roy d’ Angleterre Ion efpoux, car il eft certain, que des 
lors elle fbrrita la refolution de demeurer en France, d'y etablir fon domicile fixe,

eftre eftim6e fortuite paffagere & mefme contrainte par lou indilpolition. Sc ne 
merite pas le nom d’un domicile fixe, & tel qui doit reigler la Succelfion^fbu. 
qu’on en juge lelon le droit de France, ou felon celuy d'Angleterre, ou bien lelon 
le droit Remain, que eft commun at tant de Nations. 

Il eft vray que les Dofteurs Francois, & notamment M. Charles du Moulin dilent 
bien, que pour reigler la Succellioii d’un decede il faut luivre la loy de lou dernier 
domicile, mais il eft auffi. vray, que le mefme Du Moulin A qu’on k cit£ avec un fi 
bel Eloge, d’ArgentrGe & d’Autres dilent nettement, que le domicile d’une femme 
eft toujoiirs celuy 1 & qui eftoit le domicile de fon mari % Sc q’uu lejour melme de 
plus de dix ans, qui le fait aileurs, n’eft pas capable de changer le. domicile a. une 
perlonne, fi les occafions de lbn lejour hors du vray domicile lont 
pallageres. Sc qu’on foit totijours dans la penfee de s*en retoumir. 

On l’a Crh tout afh.it luperflu, d’accumuler des autheurs d’autre -'nations, qui 
font fans nombre.& fans fin, en cette matiere, puilque rien ne ffaurot eftre plus, 
clair, ny plus formel, que ne font les lentiment.s des Elcrivains Franfois fur ce Subject, 
Mais pour faire voir que la Reine defunil.i totijours cenfte C Angletcrre, come, 
le lieu de fon vray, principal, & fixe domicile, il n’y & qu’i remarquer premiere- 
ment, les caules de la Sortie quelle en fit, du vivant du Roy fon efpoux de tres 
glorieule memoire, & aufix les motifs qu’elle eut, de repairer par deux fois eir 
France, depuis 1 ’reftablilTement du Roy fon fils.

point d’intereft, pour la conlervation au prejudice des natifs & du bien public.

Mr I.okd, ^ 

I Should not have fuller’d the laft Poft to pafs, but that I ftayed to inclole the 
Printed Relation of the Funeral at St. Dennis, which is a more accurate Account 
than I could pretend to give, and of the Service of Notre Dame , on Monday the 
25 th paft ■, this Service being perfectly the fame with the former, as to the Per-* 
fons bearing Part, and to the Ceremonies uled in the Solemnity, but that the Arch- 
biihop did officiate, and Fere Senault , General of the Oratorians, a Man of good 
Note, (for his Writings of the Paflions and other Pieces) pronounced the Funeral 
Oration. 

'I'his Difcourle, though it was fuitable to the Spirit and Eloquence of that 
Orator, yet it had one PafTage in it which did very much trouble and furprize me ; 
It was, that having difcourled of our late Bleffed King’s Difafter, and of the exe- 
crable Murder a fled upon him, he at laft fell into a Dilquiiition of what might be 
the Provocation of fo heavy and terrible Judgments \ and at laft concluded, that 
conlidering he was a Prince of fuch great moral Endowments, he could affighno other 
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than that of his Infidelity (that was the Word, My Lord). I complained of it upon 
the Place, and when I came Home thought myfelf obliged not to reft, till I let the 
Father -know my Refentments upon it. I was often difappointed in my Addreiles, 
(the Father being informed of my Errand) but at laft was admitted to him ; Father 
Gaff and M. de It Proveneht being with him. The Father General, being prepared long 
before, glided of his own Accord into a Difcourfe of his Oration, and of the Paflage 
whigh he had heard I took fo much to Heart. I told him, it was with a very great 
Regret I thought upon the Necefiity of imparting any Diftatisfaftion of my own, to 
a Perlon of his Rank and Merit ; but tha,t the \yord he fpoke had lo wounded me, 
that with all the Debates I had had with mylelf, and ali the Aids 1 had craved from 
others, 1 was uot able to reconcile it with the Juftice that was due to any Perlon, 
lerioully profefling the Name of Chrift at his Death, much tefs to the Charity and 
the Relpeft that was due to fo great a Prince, butcher’d by Rebels, for not content- 
ing to change the Chriftian Religion and the Laws, which he had been fwom to 
maintain. Hereupon the Father began a very grave and long Difcourfe, that tho’ 
there was a great Refpeft due to Crowned Heads, yet that there was a much greater 
to God and Religion. That the Word Infidel, might be properly applied to thole 
that believe not as the Church of Rome did, as well as to Jem, Gentiles , and Mahome- 
tans \ adding, that there was fome fuch Diftinttion as a Chriftian Infidel as well as a 
Jemjh one, to be met with iu Thomas aiquinas and the Schoolmen. Belides that, if 
every Sinner, according to the Importance of the Word, may be called Infidel to his 
God, much more may one that is a Misbeliever. However, that he had ufed the 
Term Infidelity , as left choquant than that of Herely, according to the ordinary Accept- 
ation of the Word. To that I replied, that 1 was unfortunate in that I muft be lent 
to the Schools to learn the Explication of Panegy ricks, and that when 1 was there, 
I Ihould find faithful Chriftians to have been reputed Terms convertible, in the Lan- 
guage of the Church, I had an Underftanding fo grojftc're, as not to underftand a Chri- 
Infidel to be other than contradictory : But it that Word be taken according 
to common Ufage, lure I was that it was far from extenuating that of Heretick \ for 
belides that, I appeal'd unto him, whether he did ever ufe in his Sermons againft thole 
of our Religion, to call them Infidels, which he confelfed he did not : AH their 
ancient Hiftories and modern Difcourtes, particularly their Weekly Gazettes, have 
appropriated the Word Infidel to Gentiles and Mahometans , that don’t believe in Chrift. 
I took the Liberty further to oblerve to him, that the Word could not polfibly be 
underftood in a favourable Sente, extenuating the Imputation of Herefy : For as he 
,was to find out and aflign a Provocation fuitable to the terrible Judgment he had 
diicol.r%l of, lo the Infidelity he ailigned, muft be underftood to be lomething much 
more hori y, than the erroneous Judgment he fuppoled our King to be guilty of in 
Matters of ?aith ; at leaft fuch an Imputation was unavoidable to the vulgar Part 
of his Auditory. Belides, tho’ it be ufual to elevate the Vertues of a Prince now and 
then, by applying bold Hyperboles to little Merit, yet no Man ever heard, that the 
Default of Princes, when they are to be glanced at but nicely, are to be repretented 
in Terms capable of tending to Aggravation; but certainly, that the Inquiry into 
thofe Cautes might have been very well let alone, for that the Queen herlelf, whole 
Panegyrick he likewite fpoke, had drank very deep of the lame Cup ; yet was as far 
as he himfelf could wilh from the Infidelity of her Husband. St. Lewis, the great 
Saint and Patron of this Crown, lived and died in as great Misfortunes, as any Prince 
that can almoft be inftanced in : This I told him, fmight truly urge, allowing him 
his utmoft Rigour againft thofe of our Communion. I told him further, there was 
fome Things that were peculiar to this Prince, that Ihould have engaged, if not 
' his Charity, yet his Sulpence, till he had more accurately been informed, before he 
had pronounced fo feve rely. For that he had died with all the Refignation and 
Difpolitions of a Primitive Martyr, and he very well knew what great Errors the 
ancient Church did allow fuch a kind of Baptifm to expiate. 2 . That he had 
written a Book of Meditations, which Ipoke his Charity ana Devotion to be elevated 
infinitely above the little and common Differences about Religion. 3 . That there 
are fome Thoulanfjsof Chriftians in the World, that have as perfeft a Veneration 
for his Memory, as they in France have for St. Lewis *, and that a National Synod of 
learned Men having thought themtelves obliged to compote an Office for the Anni- 
verlary of his Martyrdom, which may enter into Companion with that they have 
to’fhow here of St. Lewis ; at leaft has nothing in it but what is worthy of a confi- 
derable Body in the World for Learning and Religion.. But above all, that he was 
a great and abfolute Monarch, accountable to none while alive but to God, and con- 
lequently flat to be arraigned fo many Years after his Death, before the Chaife of an 
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Harangutr ; much lefs to be condemned by one, that had by his Education and 
Intereft an irrecoverable Prejudice againft the brighteft ot that Prince's Merits,' the 
Soundnefs of his Religion. After a long Dilcourfe to this EffeflL pro and con, the 
Father laid, he was heartily lorry that he had not ufed a lefs offenfive Word, and 
being (as he fays) defired to Print his Oration, he will have g Care to mend that 
Paflage to my Satisfaftion. I am, &c.

My Lord, Colsii, ji ft Bet. 1669. 

I T happened yefterday in the Forenoon, that Captains Wood and Gw, Comman- 
ders ot his Majefty’s two Yatches, now in this Port, acquainted iny Lord of St. 
Albans, my Lord ArundeB, and my lelf, that two Boats, loaded with Woolls, ex- 
ported out ot England againft the Law, were to arrive with the Evening Tyde in this 
Port ; and that they had Orders, which they then produced under his Royal High- 
neftes Hands, to vifit all Englijh Veffels lulpefted of this Fraud, and to feize and 
bring to Juftice, fuch as fhould be found faulty. 

Mr Lords direfted the Captains, or one of them at leaft, to fet out with their 
Ship Boat out of this Port, before the Wool-Stealers fhould get within the Pro- 
tection of the Guns, and ftanding off to the main Sea, to vilit and order them as 
they fhould lee Caufe. 

As loon as the Captains dilcovered their Intentions to Hand out to Sea, the Major 
that commands here (in the Abfence of M. do Charoft and his Lieutenant) clapp’d a 
Guard of Mulqueteers upon the Quay, and the Rabble (animated, it feems, by fuch 
as expected the Wool-Stealers) took up Stones, in a riotous Manner, and vow’d the 
Death of any of our Englifli , that Ihould olfer to ftir, in Order to get oft to Sea. 

My Lords being fat down to Dinner, were alarmed with this Dilbrder and Ric^ 
and M. Le Prefident do Fojfe , Intendant of this Town, happening to dine with them, 
their Lordfhips were very earneft with him to have this Diforder remedied, and to 
have our Captains freely fuftered to ftand oft to Sea by his Authority. My Lord 
of St. Album remonftrating very efteftually, that we could not, without Injury and 
Affront, be kept under that Reftraiut, in a Port that was his Majefty’s Allies, and 
evincing the Prejudice that muft neceffarily follow, if this Practice be allowed of 
to his Majefty in the Trade and Cuftoms ot England, which the Moft Chriftian King 
could not be imagined to countenance, in Favour of lb trifling an Intereft as that, 
which the French Traders here might pretend to in this Cafe; My Lord^/pttCt. 
Albans demanding Juftice in the King our Mailer’s Name, with all the j Force and 
Spirit becoming the Occaflon. ^ 

M. Le Prefidtnt , excufed himfelf as well as he could, throwing the Blame upon 
the Major and his Guards \ the Major on the other Sjde pretended, that he had not 
plac'd his Mufqueteers upon the Quay to hinder our People from going out, but 
to prevent an Infurreftion among the Rabble. The T : me was fo lpun out by the 
Major and the Prefldent, that the Wool-Stealers were got into the Road here, 
before the Guards were taken off ^ and they being within the Proteftion of the Guns, 
and we under the Power of the Rabble, it wa^ not advifeable to attempt any Thing 
by Way of violent Seifure. 

The two Boats, My Lord, being tow’d in by the French, the Englijh having No- 
tice of our Deiigu, not venturing into the Port, M. Le President, having after lome 
Dilcourfe that I had with him, offered to execute any Seifure that I mould make 
as Judge of the Admiralty upon the Men, the Boats and Woolls ; adding, that lie 
on the other Side would draw up his Procefs verbal, that is a Narrative of the' v - 
Faft, as he ihould think fit to State, and the Laws ihould determine the whole 
Matter. 

To this Propofal, My Lord, I excus’d my felf, for I was allured the Men were 
not to be found, and it was my Opinion, with Submiflion, that the Boats and the 
Woolls were a&ually forfeited, as foon as they put to Sea from off the Englijh ' 
Coaft, and confcqucntly not to be fubmitted to this Tribunal, efpecia'lly fincc we 
were hindred to leize that which was unqueftionably confifcate, while it was yet 
upon the open Sea, and not come within the Verge of the French Jurifdiftion, as 
the Prefident himfelf granted they were not, while out of the Proteftion of their Forts. 

Being not able, My Lord, to prevail with any Frenchman in this Town, to accept 
of a Procuration from me, and to aft according to my Direftions ; I chofe, My 
Lord, with all Submiflion to your Lordfhip, to draw up the enclofcd Fbrm, and 
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to have the Prefident lenred with it, as he was by one that will be able to make 
Oath of it, if your Lordihip fee Caule, in the Admiralty, or ellewhere. 

In this Inftrument, My Lord, I do endeavour to deduce the Injury that has 
been done to his Royal Highnefs’s Officers, in hindring them to go out of a free 
and Friend’s Port t<Lthe high and open Seas, to execute a Commiffion they had 
againft his Majefty’s'Subjefts notorioufly offending againft his Laws, and contemning 
the Authority of his Admiral. So that the Fact, as I ftate it, and as it will be 
made out upon Oath", may be a Ballance, if not a Corrective, to any Mif-infbrmation 
that may happen to mingle into M. le Prefidentt Procefs verbal of this Affair. 

I n the next Place, My Lord, I do demand of all Men in Authority here, that 
the Wool- flea lers, being notorious Infringers of our Laws, and for fuch denounced 
there, and would have been feized upon by us, had we not been violently hiudred 
before their coming within the French Juril'diCtion, be now lent away under fafe 
Cuftody, and delivered to their proper and natural Judicature. 

For the Ships and the Woolls, I do demand likewife, that they be reftored, and 
put into my Hands without Procefs or Formality of Law, they being confilcate 
Ipfo Jure ; and to be reputed as fiich, and would have been feized as fuch, had 
we not been hindred by open Force, before they could have come within this 
JurifdiCtion. 

M. Le Prefident having. My Lord, as he told me, fully confidered my Paper, was 
not plealed to take Exception to any Thing in the Matter or Form of it, but 
that he could not comply with my Demands, till he had firft tranfmitted it to 
M .Colbert at Court ; M. Colbert having upon all Occafions a Tendernefs, as he laid, 
for the King his Matter's Subjects, and defiring to be informed of all Rencounters, 
wherein their Trade might be concerned: But M. le Prefident was plealed to allure 
me, that your Lordihip fhould in a fhort Time receive, not only an Account, but allb 
S-^isfaCtion in this Affair, from the French AmbafTador now reiiding in the Court of 
England. In the interim, the Prefident has ordered the two VefTels to be embargoed, 
and their Sails to be taken off, and the Wools (about 50 Sacks,) to Hand feized by his 
Warrant in the Cuftom-Houle. I am, &c.

Q* 1 N C E ’tis probable your Lordihip refolves of Writing to the Prince EleCtor, 
V^-iw/jhe Prince his Brother’s Affair, I hold it my Duty to lay at your Lordlhip’s 
Feet, my "humble Reflexion upon an Alteration in the Inftrument of Agreement, as 
it has been \ 'jluftrioufly made on the Prince Elector’s Part. 

In the 1/? Article, My Lord, it is Laid, That the Pattum jippcnnagii, whereby 
the Prince EleCtor granted, it feems, in the Year 1 654, a Rent Charge of 4,000 Florins 
a Year to Prince Rupert and his Heirs, lhall Hand firm in all Things, excepting luch 
Points and Claules as are changed by this prefent Agreement. 

Yet in the 2 d Article, where the Englijh ProjeCl had lpecified the Arrear hitherto 
unpaid of the Appennage, as one of the Things for which Prince Rupert was to have 
Compcnfation, it is provided. That in lieu of all the Pretenfions which Prince Rupert 
habuit , lubct habere voted , five ex ditto Patto j4ppctma<rii. five aliunde , the Prince mail 
content himtelf with, 

1 . The Houfe at Rhenen to be made over to him and his Heirs. 

; 2. T 11 o s e Goods of the Queen his Mother which he is at prefent poflefs’d of. 

' 3. T h e Value of 2,000 Florins in Corn and Wine, to be delivered to him at 
Bacrac y every Year in November. 

4. T h e 4^,000 Florins to be paid him, as foon as the EleCtor is paid that Value, 
out of the too,ooo Florins granted him by the Emperor upon the Roman Months , 
and until this Money be paid, the Intereft of five per Cent, paid out of the Elector’s 
Penfion in Holland. 

I cannot think that the Words habere poteft ex Patto jfppennagii, are intended to de- 
ftroy the Prince’s Right to 4,000 Florins a Year, that lhall become due for the future, 
fince that Rent Charge is mentioned twice, and acknowledged, tho’ but in a Paren- 
thefis, in the following Part of the Agreement •, yet the Intention of the Prince 
Elector's Council, that Altered and framed thele Words, I luppofe to be, to change 
the 4^,000 Florins now in Arrear, from their Notion and Nature of Appennage, into 
an ordinary Debt, upon this Contract andTranfaftion, that they may be no longer 
recoverable by the Rules and Penalties of the Pattvm j4ppennagii t whereby they would 
lie always a Burthen upou the Electoral Eftate, as a Debt molt highly privileged, 
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till it be paid, off} whereas upon this new Agreement, it becomes fubjett to all the 
Cafualties that the Prince Eleftor’s Pretenfious to the Roman Months are } and if that 
Fund ihould fail at leven Years End, the Prince Elector will be at Liberty to name 
what other Funds he pleaies } but in Failure of his Ele&oral Highneis, his Heirs 
and Succeffors will be (as the Words are peun’d) free from all Obligation in Law, to' 
charge him with and to provide for the Payment of this Arrear i r 
Besides, My Lord, the Prince Eleftor doth not obliyi^himfelf to pay any 
Part of this 45,000 Florins, till he have received that whole Value upon the Roman 
Months. What the Prince himfelf lias obierv’d to your Lordihip, touching the 
Time when the Payment of his Appennage is to be, and of the Corn and Wine, as alio 
of the Intereft Money from Holland , is to begin, I do not mention •, fince thole Mat- 
ters will, I hope, be eaiily adjufted by your Lordihip's InterceJlion ; nor poffibly is 
it lafe to make this Article concerning the Arrear, a Matter of frelh Debate, for that 
ftill puts Prince Rupert lb much backward in his Affair ; elpecially iince this Agree- 
ment has the Notion of a Tranlaftion, which is a Way of compofing Differences 
that the Civil Law makes as inviolable almoft as a Fine and Recovery in our Realm 
of England } and conlequently that it will be lure to keep a Door open for his Ma jelly’s 
Authority to interpole, and for the Arbitration of lome Princes of the Empire, in 
calc of any Mifuuderflanding.

(or, as we term iKiar England, a remote Remainder) in this Eftate \ which cannot take 
Place as long as there is any living of M. it Bevmoert'% Line, whole Sons have an un- 
doubted Right to oppole this Alienation. 

What the Writer of the incloled Paper delivers for Law, cannot (as I humbly 
conceive) be denied to be the general received Practice in the United Provinces, and 
in all Countries where the Civil Law it Fidei commiffu does obtain \ only 1 cannot but 
obferve, that this Writer, in ftating the Matter of Fa£t, does not recite the Original 
Pieces, (the leaft Variation from which, may very much alter the Cafe) but founds 
himfelf partly upon Hearfay, and partly upon the Strength of his Memory.

I F a Court of Appeals in Admiralty Caules be erefted at Dublin , with Refort to 
your Royal Highnefs’s Court of Admiralty at London , no Man of the remoter 
Jrifh Provinces can be lure of an End of his Suit, without running through four feveral 
lnftances, viz., from Connaught , for Example, to Dublin \ from Dublin , to the Court of 
Admiralty here j from thence, to his Majefty’s Court of Delegates. Whereas by the 
prelent Conftitution, there is no Poilibility of prolonging a Suit beyond the third 
fnftaucc. It is not liiggefted, that the Court of Appeals in Dublin is of any longer 
"Tfcmding than the Time of two Judges fucceffivelyi the iaft of which died about the 
Year 1640. Nor is there any Confiat of that among your Royal Highnefs’s Records 
here j elpecially not any Prefident of fuch a Commiifion, nor any Procels of Appeal 
from that Court (as a Court of Appeal) to this Admiralty. Nor do l hear of any 
Ails or Records of that Court now to be feen in Dublin , whereby it may appear how 
far, or in what Manner, that Jurifdittion hath been ( defatto ) exercifed. 

T 11 1 s I do with all Humility mention, becaule it’s poffible l'ome luch Evidence 
, w will be required, in cafe this Re-eftablifhment comes hereafter to be queftioned. For 
if' dre cannot make it out that this Court of Appeals is either founded upon a Pre- 
icription l ime out of Mind, or elle eftablilhed by Ad of Parliament, We cannot be 
lure but tfi. t the Officers a fling in fuch a Court, will be reputed new Officers, and 
conlequently their Fees to be new Fees, that is, fo many unpardonable lnftances of 
Extortion from the People. Sure I am, your Royal Highnefs aims at nothing but the 
Honour of the Government, the Eafe of the Subjeft, and the good Order of your 
Admiralties : And it is poffible that thefe Ends might be beft fecured, if it were 
prafticable to make the judgments in the leveral Provinces to be final anddecifive, 
without further Appeal, to a certain Value $ for inftance to 10/. or 20/. That in 
Caufes above that Value, there fhould be an Appeal to Dublin t and that the Sentence 
there Ihould be likewile decilive and final to a higher Value, but to be a feer rain’d 
and fix’d by your Royal Highnefs : And that as in every Caufe above fuch a Value 
an Appeal fhould lie hither to your Royal Highnefs, lo all Appeals Ihould be rejefted 
(?t leaft not heard till after Execution had) that Ihould happen to be interpofed upon 
the Undervalue. How reafonable or expedient this Method may be in Ireland , l know 
not : I only mention it, as the more likely Innovation of the two, (if the firft men- 
tioned muft be reputed one) and as the received Praftice in other Countries, where the 
Civil Law obtains.

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Jud g m ent, which /hall. always contain itfelf withina perftft SubmtiBon to nty 
Lords the Gommiflioners, but rather as a Scheme of thofe Difficulties, which his 
Majefty, in direftinghis Commands . to them, may either avoid, or elfe fold a Way 
to overcome. And that your-Highnefs will be plealed to eoccule the length and 
Number tof thefe Lines, defiling rather to trefpafs that Way. than to ofait any 
Thing which my prelent Thoughts, howlbever crude and unaijefted, do offer Con- 
fiderable in the Cafe. ■ < 

The .Ends propofed by his Majefty and your Royal Higluttfs are, 

1. The .preserving of the Royal Government from being fhaken, as it hath been 
of late. 

2. The rooting out all jealoufies and Animalities, and the begetting of fuch a 
firm Confidence between 'both Nations, as may preclude all Fear from Abroad. 

3. The improving ofsFifliiqg and Trade, and conlequently the Increale of Wealth 
and Strength.

Upon the firft Article to be confider’d of, there may be this Queftion, whe- 
ther both Kingdoms were not united into one Monarchy under his Majefty 
and his Heirs infeparably, at the Moment Queen FJitabrth breathed her laft. The 
AO of Recognition lays fb exprefly.} if lb, what can any Declaration, or Recog- 
nition, now further operate ? It cannot ftrengthen or add any Perfection to the 
King's Title ; nay, it is an Injury to the Freedom of this Monarchy, which his 
Majefty holds of God alone, to think lb. And it may be doubted, how much it 
will contribute to preferve the Peace, or carry on a War. For fuppofing there 
had been in the Years 39 or 66 , a ftrifter Union, or rather Incorporation of the 
two Kingdoms declared, than these is at this Time ; fuppofe there had been but 
one Crown, one Great Seal, one Exchequer of Great Britain , would that have been 
any Advantage to his late Majefty, againft the Scots in 1639 ; or to his prelent 
Majefty, againft the Dutch and French in the Year 1 666 ? 1 doubt it would not. For 
the King of Great Britain's Commands would not have been more effectual, nor his 
Treafuoe more abounding, than were thole of the King of England. For the scots 
being obliged to obey the King in the firft Cafe, and to affift him in tile other, 
by the ftrifteft Bond of natural Allegiance and Duty ; it were in V?ih to hope, 
that any Compass or Articles of Confederation Ihould be of ftronger Obligation 
than that, which the Law of God, of Nature, and of Nations, had impofed upon 
every Mao, by the fame Degrees that Children and Servants obey their Parents, 
or the common Father of the Family. 

However, there had need be a real Benefit to the Monarchy, before fuch Things 
be fubje&ed to vulgar Speculation, and particularly the Entail of the Crown upon 
King James's line, in the fame Weeds as the meaneft Inheritances. Whereas there 
is no Man can imagine a Title againft that Royal Line ; there is no Subjeft in England 
has a greater Number of Heirs in Pnofpeft than the King hath, and lb nothing can 
be ms feafooable than this Speculation. If it be intended as a Refpeft to his 
Majefty, it cannot meceffafily he uaderftood to be lb ; for fiace the late Rebellion 
could not invent any Pretence to difputethe Legality of h» Defeent, that Refpeft ' 
would he better expnefi’d in not intimating a Poffibiihy of Failure in King James 7 s’ 
Line, aud confequently that the two Crowns am no longer to be infeparable, than 
that Line happens to Jaft.

(ftanding the Bounds of both Kingdoms as they are and muft be, pvhile the Laws 
do remain diftinft as they are in a foreign Place, as much out of (heir Jurildidion, 
as if they were in the middle of France or Spain) Neither will I ;)sk, whether they 
could give the Commifiioners fuch a Power ? For if Priilte jftid People cannot 
alienate and fubjefl an Empire, otherwife independent, ’tis Tot fo be imagined, that 
they can alter what is fundamental in the Legillative Power. y$s upon this Account, 
that we denied the Power of King Join, to fubnait himlelf as feudatory to the Pope. 
But it may be worth the while to be inform’d, how far the Salvo Jure , that pafles 
at the Clofe of every Se/Iion or Parliament in Scotland , lias an Influence upon this 
Article; for if all the Members that compole both Houles in Scotland , be not in- 
tended to fit here, the Lords and others that fhall be left out, may polfibly not be 
concluded by that Ad. 

I t the Legiflative Power here ftiould enaft a hard Law upon Scotland , (for Inflance, 
the Proportion of Taxes upon lome Parts of England , is thought to be heavier than 
upon fome other) and lb it may be upon Scotland , in Companion of the other Half of 
Great Britain ; it is not to be wondred, if they at Home impute it to the fewnefs of 
their Numbers here; and, generally lpeaking, nothing can be more ungrateful to a 
People affe&ing Liberty, as all our Northern and warlike Nations do. For where 
the Union is by Blood and Delcent, under one common Father, all Inequalities are 
intolerable; where it is by Ad of State and Compofition, there it cannot laft 
longer than the Motives to it, and the Benefits arifing from it. 

As to the preferving of the Laws entire in both Kingdoms, which is the chief 
Thing that makes the Government diftind, it does not feem pradicable with the 
Union that is now intended. For luppofing the Legiflative Power to be the lame, 
the Laws cannot be diftind. King James in his Speeches, liis two Houles of Par- 
liament, in their Ad 4 Jac. the Judges of England, and Sir Francis Bacon, (in fjieir 
Argument upon Calvins Cafe, all great Authorities) do agree, that the Uuion'T.an- 
not be perfed, till both Kingdoms are govern’d by one and the lame Law. 

King James and Sir Francis Bacon go further, to fhew what they mean by one Law ; 
they do not mean, that the Laws which govern Inheritances and Properties fhould 
be alter’d ; but they fay, the Laws of England fhould be digefted into a better Me- 
thod, and a lefler Bulk, that they might be fit to be impoled upon Scotland , aj 
Jomething better than their own ; for the Englifb Laws cannot be rcommendable 
to the Scots, nor theirs to us, but fo far only as they exceed the one the other, in 
Comprehenfivenels, Equity, due Execution, and Dilpatch. But King James not 
think the two Kingdoms fitted to receive one Law, becaule there was not fuch a 
Body of Law fit to be impofed upon both Kingdoms ; and if that bq. the Cafe, we 
labour under the lame Unfitnefs ftill. 

Th\t learned King, and his learned Attorney Sfr Francis Bacon , feem to have 
look’d upon the compofing a Body of Laws, for both Kingdoms, as a Thing practi- 
cable, which polfibly might have been, while the Nations were lefs fearching, and 
their Princes gave Laws, as fome of ours did Magna Charta , or as the Moft Chri- ; 
ftian King does at this Time his Edifts ; but fince there are fo many that concern' 
themfelves in the making of them, it would be a Work tedious, if not impoifible, 
to go through with. 

Bur at prefent, the Laws of Scotland are widely different from thofe of England', 
firft in Matters of Delcent, then of collateral Succelfion, not to give any more ln- 
ftancer. For in Scotland, a Son born out of Wedlock, if he happen to come after- 
wards within the Protection of Wedlock, by the Intermarriage of his Parents, fhall 
inherit before .his Brother born after in Wedlock : In England it is not fo ; the 
Muller (as we call it) fhall inherit, and not he that is born before Wedlock. 

1\ collateral Succeffions, a Brother of the half Blood fhall fucceed to his Bro- 
ther dying without Iffue, and not the Sifter of the whole Blood, nor the Uncle, as 
it is in England. However, I cannot conceive it to be fuch a Prejudice to the Union 
to have diftinh Laws, as to Matters of Property and Tenures, as that it is worth 
while to reduce them to an Uniformity ; tho’ as long as thefe Cuftoms do ftand, 
it will unavoidably follow, that one and the fame Perfon may be his- Father’s 
and his’ Brother’s Heir in one Kingdom, and yet uncapable of beiug fo in the other. 
Wlvch yet I confefs is no more, but what daily happens by Reafon ofDiverfity 
of Tcv.ures, (fuch as Gavelkind and Burgage) in feveral Places of England ; and yet 
is no Prejudice to the common Courle of Defcents* t 

Bisidis 
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Be s i i>bs, thole Laws which concern Defcents, Tenures, and Inheritances* capi 
not be altered without great Prejudice, yea, Ruin to fome Perfons and Families ; lor 
infiance, if all the Tenures in Scotland were turned into Socage, how great would the 
Lois of the Clown and Nobility be in the Wards and Reliefs ? So that tis hard to 
reconcile the pWofkion of the Lords Commiflioners of Scotland upon the a d Heaa 
of his Majefiy’sMemge, with the Senfe of the Lords and Commons in Parliament 
under King wA Bit if by Laws, be meant Orders of Policy, Regulation of Trade, 
Reformation of pMedings in Courts of Juftice, there may and will be need of an 
infinite Number of new Laws-, but whether thole calculated for this Place will be 
proper for that, may be lo much the more to be doubted, as the Dependence of the 

Peop'e is more ftrift and ablolute upon their Lords in Scotland, than it is here. 

Bor as their Lordlhips will have a greater Care in this Treaty of the Rights of 
the Crown, than of private Inheritances lb it is worth the while to inquire, what 
Laws or Cuftoms there be (if any there be at all) in either Kingdom, that do pea 
of, or in any wile determine theDelcents or Succcffions of the relpettive Crowns, 
and if they do, how far they agree the one with the other. I cannot but think that 
the Kingdom of England is fo ablolute and free a Monarchy, as not to be capable of 
anyfucHLaw -, and tho’ fome of our Kings have thought it an Advantage to have 
the Countenance of an Aft of Parliament, to luch or luch a Line, or to luch and luch 
a Limitation, yet the Succefs anlwered nothing what they expected. 

Whether it be fo in Scotland or not, is certainly worth our Enquiry j for befides 
that in all Times the Scots have been noublefome to their Princes, (if their Hiitories 
be true) there is a Record of our own, which makes me think this Enquiry neceliary. 

It is that which is called Rotul. de Superioritate Regis Anglia in Regno Scotia, & fidclitate & 
homaoio Regum.& Regni Scotia Regi Anglia , Annis ij>, 20, &c. Reg. Ed. 1. 1 hat Roll Has, 
among other Thiifgs, the Pretenfions of feveral Perfons to the Crown of Scotland, 
particularly of John Baliol and Robert Bruce , who had the faireft 1 ltles, and the nicelt 

lilies of all the Pretenders. , . . - . 

IK. Edward I. who was Superior Domimts Scotia , was to determine this Controvert/ j 
having fummoned before him 8o Scotchmen, and lyErglijhmen, of the beft experienced,and 
moft verled in the Laws and Cuftoms of Scotland and England , cauted them to be all 
1 worn to give him faithful Advice, and the beft A fliftance they could, in order tofettle 
the Crown of Scotland upon him that had Right to fucceed, as his Homager. Thefc 
/Tou Perfons having met together, and not agreeing upon their Verdift, came to the 
King, and defired to be excufed, in that they did not give any Opinion t in an Affair fo 
arduous, and defired further A lfiftance; which obliged the King to call a Parliament 
at Berwick. The Parliament being met, and alfo the 8o Scotchmen, and 24 Engltjbmen 
together, one of the Queftions propofed to them by the King was, what Laws and 
Cuftoms they advifed him to proceed by, in cale there fhould be no Laws found in 
Scotland , clear and decifive in the Point then before him ? The Anfwer was, that he 

fliould proceed by the Laws of England. , _ /- 

I only mention this to your HigVfs, to fhew, the Q.ueftion is ?°t altogether fo 
clear, but deferves an Enquiry. Bcfides, it is remarkable, that in all the Unions 
Abroad, as that of Navarre md Bern with France that of Portugal ™dArr%on with 
' Caflile, that of the Low Countries and Burgundy under the Houfe of Auftria, that of the 
Seven United Provinces under the States, that of Lithuania to the Crown of Polmd, 
and of feveral Territories in Italy to the Ecclefiaftical States, &c. the ^rpeftive Laws, 
Liberties, and Privileges of the Places united, have been refervedunto the ® “* ire * 
and ’tis no Prejudice to the Government of France, that one half of it in a manner is 
pais de droit eferit , the other half is pais coutumer. Nor is it any Diladvantage to 
any of his Majefty’s Ifles or Plantations Abroad, that they have few or none of the 
Writs or Forms of Proceedings, Civil or Criminal, that now obtams in But 

in the Union of France and Navarre , which was a Thing of the greateft Difficulty and 
Deliberation, all their Courts of Juftice, Laws, Ubert^.and Prtvitegw, '^ f ere- 
ferved unto them, excepting fuch only as wou d be anHmdrance to the fallExe- 
cutionof the Union •, they were fo far from making the Parhament of ^ 

anv other that they did difmember fome Provinces which had the Refort to the 
Parliament of Bourdeaux. and annex them to that ot Pau, that that Parliament, by 
enlarging 1 the Bounds of its Jurifdiftion, might be more capable to entertain the 

G T^Head^ is°Jhat of Trade and Privileges, thePowerwhereof is fufficiently de- 
monftrated in the Union which it begets between Ms, Moors, and _ Savages: If mjr 
“dj of &.I Imd have fuch Conceffions made to them, as that Nation may S.m their 
Account more folly in an Union with £*W, than an Independency ymong them- 
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(elves, or a Arid Alliance from Abroad can pretend to give them, they will by de- 
grees conform and incorporate themlelves, beyond what all the Laws and Afts of 
State can work upon them. And it feems realonable that they fhghld have more 
Benefit from our Trade, than theirs is able to compenfate to vs : For the Security 
which their firm Adherence to England will give it, is worth purchasing with an ami- 
cable Advantage to them in T rade and Commerce ; fince the Maintenance of an Army 
(which is the only other Way to fecure the back Door) will if*»re more of Burthen 
and Danger in it. 

As to the Auimofitics that are among the vulgar, they are the Effefts of Immora- 
lity and Churlifhnefs. Every Gentleman, in proportion to his good Breeding and 
Acquaintance with the World, being free from that Wcakuels. And that Commerce 
is the only Cure for that Rudenefs, is very demonftrable from the peaceable and quiet 
Condition of the Borders of Scotland now, in comparifon of what they were upon the 
coming in of K. James. In Wales likewife, we lee that luch Englijh and Welch as traffick 
one with another in the fame Markets, have no Contempts or'Animofities to difoblige 
one another ; but thofe Welch that live in the Mountainous Parts, and have no Traffick’ 
with the Englijh , are not yet divefted of thofe vain Notions and Prejudices againft 
the Englijh , "which their Anceftors had levenlcore Years ago, before the Annexation of 
that Principality to the Crown of England. Nor is it otherwife between the Gafcoigns 
and the French, the Bifcanners and the Spaniards, who are not reconciled the one to the 
other by virtue of their Union under the refpeftive Governments, but in proportion 
to their mutual Traffick and Correfpondencc. 

T n f. more liberal his Majefty (hall pleafe to be of Privileges and Preferments to 
their Nobility in this Court, the more will the Publick Peace and Union be lecurcd. 
For the Want of a Court in Scotland will be better digefted by that Warmth, and the 
Dependency of thofe of inferiour Ranks will be drifter upon the Nobles in this Court. 

If therefore the two Kingdoms be united to all the Eifefts that can be imagined in 
Law, or hoped for in Policy •, if there be no need of changing the Laws, and mrutn 
Difficulty, if not Danger, in incorporating the two Parliaments*, if the Commiffioners 
under K. James treated of nothing but of Trade and Commerce *, it K. James, in his 
Speech, declared that the Union of Laws, and confequently of Policy, was at that 
Time impoflible ; if he demanded of the Parliament but three Things, i. The abo- 
lifhing all Laws and Memories of Hoftilities, which is now done. 2. That all of thtr 
ScottiJIs Nation ihould be reputed as natural born Subjects of England ; which, tho’ it 
was not then done by Aft of Parliament at that Time, yet is now the received Law; 
all Scotchmen , except the u 4 nte-nati, I mean thofe few Climafteries that werr-btfrn 
before this Crown was devolved upon K. James, being capable of inheriting, and of all 
Privileges, as fully as if they had been born within this Kingdom. The 3 d and laft 
Thing which K. James defired, was a mutual Freedom of T rade and Commerce ; 
wherein the Commiffioners in the Year 1604 adjufied many Articles of great Im- 
portance to the Publick; but that Parliament paffing nothing purfuant to the Agree- 
ment of their Commiffioners, his Majefty will have the Happinefs to begin, where 
the King his Grandfather left off ; and having complcated that, which, if K. James 
were now alive, he would think the only Thing wanting, his Majefty will have the « 
lefs Concern to pufli at an Union that the King his Grandfather hoped not for, at 
leaftwife judged it not neceffary ; the Union being, as now it ftands, in the Eye of 
the Law of Nature and Nations, as perfeft, ftrong, and indiffoluble, as any Union 
whatfoever now in Chrijleudom. I am, &c.

X Have in your l.ordfhip’s Letter of the ifth, a moft noble Infiance of that infinite 
X' Goodncls you are pleafed to have for mi. Imoft humbly befecch your Lord- 
ihip, notwithfianding all that noble Goodnefs, to believe, that 1 am the mofi in earneft 
^ that any Man can be, and that 1 defire nothing more pailionately, than that your Lord- 
^ Ihip would be plcaled to deliver your Opinion to his Majefty clearly and pofitively, 
againft my receiving the Moft Chriftian King’s Prelent. I have very great Conviction 
within me, that I ought not to receive it j and I am the furtheft poffible from any 
Pretence or Thought, that his Majefty fiiould do me the Honour of fending me his 
Commands to take this Prelent : Nor do 1 defire that his Majefty Ihould in the leaft 
authorize me to excufe mylelf, but Hull be content to be left to theCenlure of the 
old Verfe, Quit nifi mentis imps oblatum refpuat aurum. My humble Petition there- 
fore to his Majefty is, that no Injunction, at the Iuftauce of M. Barillon ,• may be laid 
upon me \ but that I may be left to mylelf not only in Regard of the Moft Chriftian 
King, but alto of the Emperor, and of all the other Princes and Potentates. I leave 
it to your Lordfhip to judge, if his Majefty had not all the Reafon in the World to 
take it very ill of me, if I ihould take any manner of Prelent from the Emperor, 
living in the manner 1 do here with his Ambaffadors \ for I have never leen them but 
at the Requifition of other Minifters, and that upon Bufinefs that related to the 
Publick Peace, fince they refuted in January laft the firft Column, that was due to Sir 
W. Temple and mylelf, at the figning of the Emperor’s Peace. I will not lay how 
benSfiiing it would have been for the French Ambaffadors, to have had lome little 
Difficulty upon that Head, and not to have figned without us *, but I will lay be- 
tween your Lordfhip and myfelf, that they have made this Pretenfion of ours, all 
along tliis Negotiation, to be of extream Confcquence to all Crown’d Heads } (alledg- 
ing, that if all Kings gave a Precedence to his Majefty, and the Emperor did not, 

# ,.*aen it mull follow, that he is of a Rank and Order other and higher than that of 
Kings, which the Moft Chriftian King would never hear of) and that they, the French 
Ambaffadors, who carried not only every Point, but the miuuteft Trifle that they 
thought fit to ftand upon in this Treaty with the Emperor, might have carried this 
Point too, had they flood upon it for us. There is Realon enough to complain of 
others, and to refuie their Prefents, if they fiiould offer me any \ but my moft humble 
Suit at prefent is, to be by your Lordfliip’s Favour excufcd from receiving that of 
the French Ambalfador’s, and it will be an infinite Favour to me, who am, &c.

May it pleafe your Royal Highnefi, 

Y OUR Highnel's will pardon me in prefuming again to touch upon a Point that 
feemed to be agreed by fo many of my Lords of the Council. I havft been ever 
fince iu great Anxiety, and hope your H iglinefs will believe, that what Pjlm now 
going to fay, proceeds from an unfeigned Senfe of my Duty, and are the Sentftnents 
of one that defires nothing more than the Welfare of his Majefty and your Royal 
Highnefs, and the Peace of the Kingdom. 

The Petition of the City, I mutt confels, is a moft feditious Libel on his Ma- 
jefty, whole undoubted Prerogative it is, to prorogue or diffolve the Parliament. It 
accufes his Majefty of interrupting the publick Juftice of the Nation, and infiniiates 
as if he defign’d to live without Parliaments, at a Time when he hath de&<.. a sd the 
contrary to all the World. And I confefs it is the more heinous, in that they were 
not content to prefent it to his Majefty’s own Royal Hands, but, as it were in miftruft 
of his Juftice, have already appealed to the People, and with great Induftry have 
difperled it into feveral Parts of the Kingdom. 

Ail this,, and much more, I confels to your Highnefs ; and fhall as freely own, 
that altho’ it may be lawful for the Subjett to prefent their Petition for Redrefs in 
, any 
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any of their Grievances or Neceffities, yet that it ought to be in an humble and 
modeft Manner, in Words of Honour and Obedience, and not in faGious and tumul- 
tuous Terms *, much lei's in Matters of State, or (as this is) to charge his Majesty 
to his Face with Mifmanagement, and the Interrqption of Juftice. And it is foitye 
Aggravation It confers, in that the Offence is committed by the Common Council, 4 s 
if they were the Common Council and Reprefentatives of the whole Nation, inllead 
of this fingle Corporation. 

That a Corporation may commit Offences, and may be puniihed for thofe Offenr 
"ccs, 1 Ihall not prelume to doubt, after what my Lord Chief Juffice has laid upoii 
that SubjeG ; or that London may forfeit their Franchifes for tuch Offences, as well 
as any other Corporation. For as other Corporations are Creatures ot the Crown, 
and commence by the Royal Authority, lo does that of London , and conlequently is, 
or ought to be, as much under the King’s Obedience, as any other, Corporation. If 
there is any Difference, it is in this, that his Majefty, and his Royal Predeceffors, 
have been more bountiful and indulgent to them, than to any other City or Body, 
of Men. For me, 1 £ay, to make a Dou,bt of this by any little Scruples of my 
own, would be, it feems, to unfettle Judgments, that have, been given in former Times, 
in Cafes of the like Nature, and as my Lord Chief Juftice was pleafed to lay, in 
the Cafe of this very Corporation. 

I well know it is a Condition annexed to all Bodies politick, whether they be efta- 
blifhed on Account of Religion or Policy, that the T ruff repoled in them be fully 
and faithfully dilcharged. If it be not, and the Intention of their Erection not com- 
plied with, they become rather publick Grievances. And this Condition, tho’ it is 
only implied by Law, yet is of as ftriG an Obligation, as if it had been literally, 
expreffed in their Charters of Foundation. 

But there can be as little Doubt, that it is in the Ele&ion of the Crown, and 
in his Majefty’s own Royal Breall, whether he will proceed for fuch Offences or 
BY&tches of Trull, againll the Parties delinquents, in their private, or in their publjcjc 
Capacities*, 1 Ihall therefore, with your Royal Highnefs’s Permimon, next coufider, 
which Method of the two is moft advifeable, in the prefent Scituatiou of Affairs. 

The Petition may indeed be called, in Conftruflion of Law, the Aft of the whole 
Corporation, inafmuch as it was prefented by the Common Council, who are chofen by, 
and conlequently reprelent the whole Community ; and their AGs may be, for what 
1 know, of the lame Force and Obligation in Law, as if done by every individual 
Member. But yet I am far from thinking, it really was the AG or Affent of the 
whole. There is abundant Reafon to think, that this AG then was, and Hill is dis- 
approved ; nay, 1 can affirm upon my own Knowledge, is detelled by many thoulands 
of his Majelly’s loyal SubjeGs in the City •, and your Highnefs well knows, who were 
the chief Promoters of this, as well as of fome other late AGs of Difloyalty. 

Your Highnefs will alio, 1 doubt not, confider, that all corporate Bodies determine 
their AGs by the Majority, and that Majority often not above one or two Votes ; 
fometimes their Rcfolutions are carried by Surprize, and undue Management or Mif- 
reprelentations, as I doubt not but this was \ and therefore 1 mull humbly fubmit to 
your Highnefs, whether it be reafonable or juft, in foch a Cafe, for the whole Corpo- 
ration to luffer ; and many innocent Perfons, who did not at all concur, to be involved 
in one and the fame Meafure of Punilhment. Let not your Highnefs be angry, and 
I will yet fpeak ; had the Petitioners committed even fome greater Offence, (as I 
take leave to. luppole they might have committed) they could not undergo a greater 
Degree of Punilhment than what is now propofed, viz., the entire Forfeiture of their 
Privileges, and of their very Being as a Corporation. 

Your Highnefs, I doubt not, will alfo confider the many Milchiefs and Incon- 
veniencies that mull neceftarily follow, if this great Body Ihould be diffolved for ever 
lb fmall a Time, even tho’ his Majefty in his Goodnefs Ihould defign it only in 
ttrrortm , and to awaken them into a due Senfe of their Obedience ; and when that gra- 
cious End is obtained, Ihould be pleafed to reftore them to their former Franchiles. 

In a Word, if ludi a rigorous Courfe Ihould be taken, I fear it may give Room 
to malicioj&Suggenions, and foment the prefent Heats and Diftempers of the Na- 
tion, artCTmay (tho’ without juft Reafon) alarm all other Corporations. I cannot 
therefore conceive it advifeable, or fit for his Majefty’s prefent Service (all Things 
conft ler’d) to proceed to fuch Extremities againft the whole Body, but rather to 
dircG Proceedings againft the moft obnoxious Members in their private Capacities; 
but yet Ihjll fubmit with all Humility to his Majefty’s and your Royal Highnefs’s 
Wil'dom, as becomes,

I Went yefterday to Verfailes, with a Rclolution to move M. de Croiffy , in an Af- 
fair of certain Merchants ot Jtrfey, who have made Complaint to me, tliat whereas, 
Time out of Mind, they have tramck'd ivith this Nation in Stockings and other 
Manufactures, and have always had the Liberty, after they had made their Markets 
here, and bought Commodities, which they uliially carried Home, to carry the Re- 
mainder of their Money in Specie with them, without ever being flopp’d, tinder Pre- 
tence of any EdiCt \ it neverthelels happened the other Day, that embarking them- 
lelves at the Port of Contdinevill in Normandy in a Veirel, with leveral Bags of Silver 
with them, they were arrefted, and their Money feized by the Officers of the Volumes , 
and yet detained by them. They defired me to make Inflances for them at the Court, 
which, with his Majefty’s Leave, I ihall willingly do, becaule I believe their Cale 
to be hard, and their Complaint juft. At my Arrival at Court, l found them there, 
and they told me, that they having prefented a Requite at their firft Arrival to M. 
Colbert , had yefterday this Anfwer to it : That their Demand was not granted \ and 
without giving them any other Anfwer, their Petition was return’d. I was the more 
furprized at this Proceeding, becaule you was pleated to advife me, that his Majcfty 
had ordered you to (peak to M. BariUon about it. Yet I thought it beft to take 
no Notice of what 1 had been informed, but to go direftly to M. de Croiffy \ which 
I did, and to acquaint him with the Orders I had received, and to latisfie him that 
it had been a Liberty always granted to the People of thole Iflands, to export Money 
for their Merchandiie from this Kingdom ; the Subjects of which had alfo the fame 
Liberty of tranfporting from thence Money in Specie for their Cattle, Wine, and 
Manufactures. He told me, he could fay nothing to that Ulage, but began to refine 
upon it, how that in general all Nations did prohibit the carrying out of their C oin, 
and therefore it could not be wondred at, i f Frame did the lame. 1 agreed^to 
that, but at the fame Time told him, that this Matter was regulated in the late 
Treaty of Commerce, concluded between the two Crowns in February 1677. and 
fhow’d him the Copy of the Article relating to it ; and when 1 urged to him the 
Words of it, and the Reflexions you was pleafed to impart to me upon it, he could 
not offer much againft it, but promiled me to reprefent the Matter to the King. T 
gave him to underftarid, that I had iiis Majefty’s Orders to ufe my utmoft Endea- 
vours to procure the Reftitution of the Money, and to prevent any fuch Proceeding 
for the future \ and that if Juftice were not loon done, I fhould find myfclf indifpen- 
fably obliged to apply to his Moft Chriftian Majefty in it. So that by the next Poft,

T Am told M. BarUlon hath written to M. de Croiffy that you had fpoken to him- 
1 from the King, and recommended earneftly the Affair ot the Jerfey Merchants to 
him, and that he hath alfo defired him to ule his Endeavours that they may have 
Satisfaction. I hadalfo the other Day, anOpportunity of moving the King himlelf in ir, 
and of acquainting him fully with the Cafe of thefe Men \ he heard me very favourably, 
and was pleated to tell me, that no more had been done here, than was praCtifed iii 
all the Countries of the World, which prohibited the exporting of their Coin \ that 
he believed they were as exaCl in this Matter in England, as in any other Place. To 
that I anliver’d, that this Matter was regulated by a Treaty. His Majcfty then laid, 
the Words of that Treaty were to be confidered of ; and added, that I law how ready 
he was upon all Occafions to comply with, and oblige the King my Mafler, in all 
confldcrable Things which he could propofe j and that it was only fbme of thole little 
Things, which lometimes happened, that he was forc’d to refufe ; however, that he 
would confider of this Matter, and that 1 fhould have his Anliyer foon. I anlwer’d, 
that the King my Mafler was very lcnfible of his Majefty’s obliging Carriage towards 
"him, and that I was well affured, that he would not be wanting" to perlbrt® thole 
Offices, winch may contribute to that Amity and good Correfpondence, which is at 
prelent betwixt them $ that in fuch Calcs as this, when his Majefty’s Subjects de- 
fired his Protection, his Majefty had ever granted it to them, and that I fhould attend, 
till he was plealed to give me an Anfwer, which 1 affured myfelf will J>e very juft 
and favourable. I am fluce made to believe, that it is defign’d, that thefe Men fhall 
have their Money reftored to them, but that it fhall be as a Grace, and not of Right. 
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If it bo fo, and we csmnot have the Point fettled at once, new Complaints will every 
Day arife, and his Majefty and his Minifters here will never be free from them. 

The Explanation which you was plealed to make of that Article of the Treaty 
of Commerce, which declareth Silver and Gold coined, or not coined, not to be 
Merchandize of Coutreband, isextreamly juft and apropos. I did at firft apprehend 
that the Treaty, was too weak to ground an Argument upon alone; and therefore I 
never failed at all Times to urge that Argument of the reciprocal Connivance -for 
the Advantage of both Nations with it. But having preffed rhe Words of the Treaty 
two or three Times at firft to M. de Croijfy, upon the Strength of what you formerly 
hinted, and finding that he made no very great Objections to it, I was willing to 
make the beft of them, in Hopes to have had an Anlxver before they had tod long 
thought upon the Matter. Sofoon as I have the King’s Refolution upon it, Lfhall 
traulmit it to you. 1 am, e re*

This Man will 
be able alfo to give you lbme Lights into the Method of bringing the Manufafture of 
"Sail-Cloth into England, (the Project I have been always fond of) which may entitle 
him toiome Favour ; tho’ I need not in the leaft doubt, but he will, from your own 
Goodnels and Bounty, find all the regular Afliftance defired on his Behalf Here is a 
Proteftant Haberdaflier in the fame Trouble, about to carry liis Effefts. Pray, Sir, 
inftrutt me what to fay to fuch People upon the like Occafions. I cannot but think 
thele Matters arc worth a lerious Confideration; for befides the favouring of Prd- 
teftants, if we refufe to take fubftantial Tradefmeu with their Wares, they will go 
into Holland \ lo that they will get the rich Merchants, and we only the poor oribs.

S 1 R, Dec. 1680. 

T HE King my molt gracious Soveraign and Walter, having ferioufly reflected 
upon an Overture made by you Don Francifco de Mello, for your publick Entry 
and Reception in this Court, as Ambaffador Extraordinary from the Crown of Tor- ^ 
tugal, hath commanded me to impart unto your Excellency the Realons of the Demur 
his Majefty hath hitherto made, and alio the Terms upon which he is ready to 
comply with your Delires. His Majefty does own an Obligation from the Nearnels 
of his Alliance with that Crown, and from the Intcrefts of his own Subjects in the 
Publick Commerce, to dole with all good Occafions, and efpecially with this of 
your Prefence and Miniftry, (his Majefty, Sir, having a lingular great Efteem for your 
Perlon and Merit) in order to advance the Good and Grandeur of that Crown, and 
to eftablilh the ItriCteft Correlpondence, Union, and Commerce, that can be between 
the Two Kingdoms. Yet his Majefty cannot, on the other Side, but call to Mind, 
that his dear Brother Don ud/phonfo the Vlth, King of Portugal, &c. after he had 
been declared Major, and Crown’d King, and allb in iiis own Name exercifed all Ads 
of Regal Soveraignty in his Kingdom, both in War and Peace, for feveral Years, was 
very unexpectedly, and upon the fudden, removed, and carried away from his Throne 
and Government. And that both be:ore and fince the Removal of King Don Mphonfo, 
there have been leveral Changes and Proceedings in the Royal Family there, that are 
hitherto dark and unaccountable at this Diftancc ; and concerning which, (as to their 
Agreeablenefs with Publick Honour and Juftice) there has not been luchCare to 
inform and latisfie his Majefty, as his Fricndfliip with that Crown, and his Intercft in 
that Family, might (as his Majefty conceives) very juftly challenge: His Majefty 
therefore having as perfeft a Tenclernefs and Concern, as any Cnriftian Prince can 
have, for the Honour and Safety of all Crowned Heads, moft efpecially of lb near 
an Ally, from all Violences among their own Subjects ■, and having efpouled the In- 
terefts of that Royal Family, by chooflng out of it our moft gracious Queen his 
Contort, can do no lefs (whatever other Princes his Neighbours, either out of In- 
tereft or Indifferency may have done in this Cate) than expeCt, anal refolve jpJ?e fully 
fatisfied in his own Royal Judgment, that the prefent PolfelL'on which tJuK'isince 
Don Pedro has taken of the Kingdom of Portugal , and the Dominions thereunto be- 
longing, is luch as the Law of Nations, and the Conftitutions of that Kingdom, do 
warrant, before your Excellency be received to any Publick Audience. I ao there- 
fore, by the King my Matter’s moft exprels and Ipecial Command, and in hjs Royal 
Name and Behalf, hereby declare, that nothing can be more welcome to his Ma- 
jefty, than an Opportunity to demonftrate the fiucere Affeftion he hath for his dear 
Brother-in-law t)ie Prince Don Pedro \ and for the Grandeur of his Eftate and Dig-

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nicy ; and alfo for the eftabliihing of Che ftritteft Commerce and Conjun&ion polfible 
between the Two Crowns : Ana that in order thereto, his Majefty is moft willing 
to receive and treat with your Excellency, as Ambafiaaor from the Crown of Portu- 
gal , and as a Peribn qualified in all Things fuitable to his Majefty’s Affeflions and 
Defires ; but I do likewife declare and proteft, in his Majefty’s Name, that his Ma- 
jefty intends not to admit of your Excellency, to reprelent the Perfon of any other, 
than that of his dear Brother Alfhonfo VI. King of Portugal , in this Court \ unlels it 
be firft made appear to his Majefty, either that the King Don Alfhonfo has freely 
and voluntarily refigned, renounced, and divefted himlelf of his Kingdom and Go- 
vernment, and without any Fear, Conftraint, or Surprize ; or elle, that the Prince 
Don Pedro his Brother, pretends to no more at prelent, than a neceflary Curatorlhip 
and Lieutenancy in the laid Government, during rhe King his Brother’s Abfcnce, or 
other Impediment allowable by the Law of Nations, and the ancient fundamental 
Laws of that Government, and no longer, or otherwile. And this, S i a, you muft 
expefl, that his Majefty will declare to be his Meaning, if luch previous Satisfactions 
as his Majefty expefls are not given, to make your Excellency’s Way for a Publick 
Audience. This being a Piece of Juftice his Majefty conceives himfelf to owe in- 
difpenliibly to his Alliance with K. Alfhonfo , and to the Interefts of the Queen, the 
King my Mailer’s Royal Contort.

R IGHT Trufty and Well-beloved Coufin, We greet you well. It is with lingular 
great Satisfaction that We have underftood of your being thoroughly inftrutted 
in the true Proteftant Religion, as it Hands eftablifhed by Law in that Our Kingdom, 
and that you have thereupon united yourfelf to the Proteftant Church there, having 
lbrlaken that of Rome: We lhall not here enlarge, to tell you how great a Gainer 
you arc iu fevcral Refpe&s by this Exchange ; but we arc glad of this Occafion to 
oblerve to you, that you have happily refeued yourfelf from a Foreign Jurifdiftion

it without Horrour. The Religion that you have now embraced, teaches you better 
Things, hardly allowing fo much as the Poflibility of a Cafe, where it may be law- 
ful for Subjefls to take up Arms againft their Soveraign. As fuch a Religion is the 
beft Security to the Publick Peace, lb upon your profelling of it, we are readily in- 
clined to allow you the lame Privileges, which our other Proteftant Subjefts of your 
Quality do enjoy. We have therefore ordered Our Chancellor of that Kingdom, 
to inlert your Name in the Commiilion of the Peace, and to ilfue out Our Gracious 
Writ of Summons, when a Parliament is called in that Our Kingdom, whereby 
you may fit as a Baron in Our Houfe of Peers, in the Right of one of the ancient 
Bajronies belonging to your Family *, to the End you may mils no Opportunity nor 
Advantage incident to your Quality, to aflert and maintain the true Proteftant Re- 
ligion, as alio to maintain and fupport, as Occafion lhall require, the Rights of Our 
Crown, together with the Liberties and Properties of Our Subjefls.

T H E Bearer going Exprefs, I moft humbly beg Leave of your Royal Highnels, 
to lay a few Words that have long lain upon my Heart, tho* they are no 
other than what I have fometimes offer’d to pour out in the Agony of my Soul, when 
1 have been at your Royal Feet; and tho’ no other than what many abler Perlons 
have already laid, I doubt not, in a more fatisfattory Manner than I can preteud to do. 

Your Royal Highnefs will eafily guels, that ’tis about the Communion, 1 not only 
hear, but greatly fear you are now gone over to. I confefs this is not the moft pro- 
per Time for Overtures of this kind, the great Work of yefterday makes me appre- 
hend, that your Royal Highnefs, like the Traveller in Italy, will wrap your Cloak 
the more eagerly about you, as the Blaft of the cold Sciorocco was violent to ftrip you 
of it. And when I do prefume to fay any Thing of this kind, it is not only with 
that perfefl: Submiflion which I owe to your Royal Highnefs, but alfo with a Pro- 
teftation, that I do not fo much as wifh your Royal Highnefs returned to our Com- 
munion again with a Conlcience left upon the Rack for fo doing, or elfe out of luch 
a Compliance, as prefers a Temporal Intereft, tho* never fo confiderable, before the 
Peace of your own Soul. All therefore that I beg is, (and I beg it with all the earneft 
Palfion and Sincerity that is poflible) that your Royal Highnels would give Way to 
fome able and pious Perfons of our Church, to inform your Confidence what you may 
do in the prelent Exigency; and that your Highnefs would gracioufly permit them 
to offer luch Motives, as, I hope, by God’s Grace, might be effectual to perfwade 
your Highnels to return to our Communion. 

It were needlefs for me to enter into a particular Detail of what a good and able 
Man may lay in luch a Cafe, in order to the fatisfying of your Conlcience : But 
there are two Grounds more than ordinary, that l think a Perfon might with great 
Realon build upon. ... 

Thb one is, that your Royal Highnefs is under all the Obligations imaginable

The other Ground is, that you have furrendred your felf to thofe of the Rob/an 
Communion, before you had ulkd the ordinary Means in your Power to dilcover, 
whether there were fufficient Grounds in good Confidence for you to depart from 
the Church in which you had received your Baptifm and Education, upon Prejudices 
never debated or confider’d of as they ought to have been, in a Bulinefs of that 
Weight and Tendernels. ’ 1 

This 
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*T h 1 * I lay upon a Principle which I think cannot be denied me. It is, thit 
whatever Terms and Conditions of Communion one National Church may pretend 
to, or exaQ from another National Church, or elfe in cafe the Terms demanded be 
not granted, then to break with it \ yet a Angle Chriftian is not at the fame Time 
at Liberty to break off upon the fame Terms, from that Church in which he received 
his Baptifin. And this 1 take to be your Royal Highnefs’s Cafe. 

This being laid down for a Ground, 1 do humbly prefume to lay, that your 
Royal Highnels cannot enquire too much, or too earneftly, whether you have done 
juftifiably or not, in breaking off from the Church of England upon thole Perfwa- 
fions, or (if I may take Leave lb to call them) Prejudices, that you have entertained 
againft it. 

. I will therefore prefume humbly to lay, that, bellies what you owe to the Injun- 
ctions of your Martyred Father, and the reft of the Proteftant World, you are 
bound in Juftice, 1. To the Church of England. 2. In Submiflion to the King your 
Royal Brother. 3. In natural Affeftion to ydur Children. 4. In Charity to thefe 
Three unhappy Nations, to ule all the Means poflible to inform your felf, whether 
you can with a fafe Confcience return again to this Communion. 

1. To the Church you owe it, becaufe you have departed out of her Bolom, at a 
Time when Ihe gave you no juft Caufe to do lo ; and at a Time when ihe, that is, 
every true Son of the Church of England , profefleth a Readinefs to facrifice their 

'All, rather than to do your Highnels the leaft Wrong in your Birth-right. Befides, 
the Breaches that are made upon her, are reckoned to be the greater, becaufe of that 
Countenance and Protection that Diffenters from her have received, by the Influence 
of your Authority at Court and elfewhere. 

2. To the King you owe it ; for he is upon the Rack at this Time, as your High- 
nets well knows ; and nothing, humanely fpeaking, can deliver him, or keep his 
Crown upon his Head, but your returning and being re-united to this Communion. 
To /peak plainly, if 500 Men fliould happen at this Time to affemble themlelves, 
(as they have formerly done in the Reigns of l'ome of your Royal Anceftors) they 
would gather to an incredible Number in a few Days ; and if in fuch a Tumult they 
Ihou 1 ^ dema'- i the King’s PCrfon, I do not fee any Man, or Body of Men, capable of 
refiftinr ■ laem.

3. You owe it to your Royal Children ; I dare not, I need not lay a Word more 
upon a Point lb highly moving, and infinitely tender, there being more in it than I 
am able to exprefs. 

4.. Lastly, Your Highnefs owes it to the Three Nations ; for tho’ the late unna- 
tural Heats and Debates may work on your Paflions, and you may polfibly be tempted 
to think, that this Obligation is in fome Meafure cancelled by their Ingratitude and 
Averfencfs at this Time •, yet it was the Sentiment of an Heathen Emperor, and it 
is, I doubt not, much more yours, as a Prince exemplarily pious and Chriftian, that 
you would rather fave the Life of one Englishman, (that daily prays for your Wel- 
fare and Profperity) than be the Deftruftion of a 1000 of your Enemies. 

Therb is one Prejudice, I know, hardeft of all to be removed, and is a ftronger 
Ingredient to the Inclinations of Princes than of private Men; it is the Point of Ho- 
nour, and the Shame of a Retreat ; and *tis that which often, under the Difguife 
of Confcience, really impoles upon the moft honeft Cthe reft i s loft]

Y O U will receive herewith inclofed a very large Letter from his Majefty to the 
King of Portugal, touching the Right acquired to the Englifh for the free Exer- 
cife of our Religion at Oporto ; the Letter is framed upon the Draught you were 
pleafed to fend me ; it hath been debated and approved of by the Lords Committees 
for Trade and Plantation, and afterwards reported by their Lordjhips to his Majefty 
in full Qv as a Letter that hath its Foundations in the Treaties between England 
and rim Crown, and the very Reafons proper for his Majefty to write in the Behalf 
of our Religion, as well as the Englijh trading there. I know the Letter for the 
Length, and probablv for the Language of it too, (being Latin ) will be too tedious 
and uneafy for that King himfelf to engage in. Therefore it is not only left, but- 
recommended to your Difcretion, at the delivering of it, to introduce it by fuch 
Topicks as fliall be moft plaufible, whether from the Praftice of all Nations, or from 
Vol. II.

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* the Polfcfiion we are in, which hath been ufed with fo much of Referve and Cautioi 
that no Scandal in the leaft hath been given to thole Privileges by the Carriage of 

OU \V hen you have done with the King, you will apply your lelf to the Minifiers, 
according tb the Part they are like to have in this Negotiation. You will of your- 
fell I doubt not, decline fuch Difcourfes, as may claih with the Bigottry of the 
Place : and if they Ihould ftill harp upon the Parallel between our Treaty with Spa,*, 
and that with Portugal-, we muft oppole to all they can fay, ourconflantUlage at 
Li(bm and at Oporto , tho’it had been of late interrupted-, we enjoy in Spam, what 
was flipulated there by ancient Treaties-, we pretend to no more in Portugal, but 
what was flipulated in 1654; and the Ties and Obligations in both, are equally 
facred. If in the Spanilh Treaties, the principal Intention was to exempt the Englijh 
from the Power of the lnquifition ; we have no more to pretend to there, but wha. 
is provided for : if the Portugal Treaty carries it further, (as it doesW to the Stipu- 
lation of the free Exercile of our Religion in our private Houles ; then ought not 
any Perfon whatfoever be hindred from partaking in that Freedom, (whether that 
of preaching, or hearing, adminiftring, or being adminiftred to) which he had Right 

to by Law in his private Houfe here at Home. . 

One Thine poffibly they will contend for, wi. that the Liberty enjoy d at Lifion 
in the Conful*s Houle, was connived at, juatenns he was Conlul, and not as Merchant 
whereas it is notorious, that all Men of publick Charatter need no Capitulation foi 
Freedom to exercile their Religion, as to them Hull leem meet, in their own Houfes ; 
it would have been a futile and infignificant Stipulation in the 14th Article of the 
Treaty in 16 <4. to have flipulated for the free Exercife of our Religion in private 
Houfes and at the fame Time to have intended no further than the Houfes of thole 
that have a Charatter from the King •, for fuch Houles are under the Protettionof a 
Law, paramount to all Treaties, that is, the Law of Nation'.. 

1 am lorry to hear (nor did 1 hear it till Mr. Hindt was in the Downs) that h£ in- 
tends to go ftreight to Oporto, before the Effett of his Majefty’s Letter with that 
Court be known. There are in his Company two Men, fierce Papifts, that know 
him to be of the Miniftry, and are acquainted with the Million he goes upon. It 
would have been more advifeable for him to go ftreight to Lifion, and to have moved 
from thence under your Protettion, as he Ihould find the Way prepared for h-'m, 
either by publick Authority, or by Engagement from the Fattors at Oporto. Hi» 
Majefty is in a Way, how to take an eifettual Courle with thole, that are muti- 
nous of the one and the other Communion in that Fattory, and two or three Privy 

Seals, ’tis hoped, will quiet them all. .

T H E Society of the Doftors of the Civil Law, Judges, and Advocates of our 
Courts, now iettled at Dottors-Commons in London , having to their great Char- 
ges rebuilt the lame, which was totally burnt down in the late dreadful Fire ; have 
by their humble Supplication befeech’d us, not only for the Dilcharge of i il. de fatto 
laid upon that Houfe before it was burn’d, in Caftle-Baynard W ard, fro duobmultlmis 
fubfidiu nobis d Loticis Amo Rtgni noftri xiii Conctjf. but alfo have complained uuto us 
againft undue Taxes and Burdens (now fince their Return to Dottors-Commons by Our 
Order and Direction) attempted to be laid upon them by the AHeffors for that 
Ward, and other Commiilioners, contrary to what is paid by the Society of the 
Sorjeants-Inn , and contrary to the Privileges granted to the Society of Doftors by 
Our Royal Progenitors and Ourlelf, which they produced unto Us \ as alfo an 
Order of the Board of the 13 th of March, 1034. Wherein it was exprefly ordered, 
that the laid Houfe, called Dottors-Commons, flxould be freed from an Alfeffinent then 
de fatto laid upon them, towards the Charge of the Ships then let forth by the City 
of London , for Our Royal Father’s Service \ and that the Money (if paid for that 
Affelfment) fhould be reftored to the Doctors, and the Lord Mayor of London , to 
lee it accordingly performed \ and letting forth the great Benefit that Wafd, and 
that Part of the City, received by their returning to Dottors-Commons , and the 
little Reafon that Ward hath to encroach upon them •, they humbly pray’d,that 
We would be gracioully plealed to alfert and confirm their Privileges, and to give 
them Relief 

And We knowing the Ufefulnefs of that Profelfion for the Service of Us and 
Our Kingdom in many Affairs, found juft Caule to aflert their Exemption from 
Payment of Taxes, Burdens, and Impofitions, in the fame Manner as the Societies 
of the Serjeants- Inns are, and have uied to be. 

"’And yet We held fit to refer, and did refer the Perufal of their Privileges, 
and the whole Cafe, to Our Lord High Treafurer of England, to confider ferioufly 
thereof, and to report his Opinion upon the whole Matter to Us, thereupon to de- 
clare Our further Pleafure, and order what might be juft. And his Lordihip having 
duly confidered thereof, and advifed with divers of Our Learned Judges of the 
Common Law, did make this Report unto Us, in the Words following. 

May it pleafe Tour Majefiy, 

T Have not only confidered of the Petition of the Doftors of the Society of Doflors - 
I Commons , and of their Evidences for their Privileges annex’d, but have alfocon- 
ferr’d with fome of the Learned Judges of the Common Law thereupon ; and upon 
the whole Matter, I am of Opinion, that the Society of Doftors ought to pay to- 
warlsfhe 18 Months Tax, proportionable to the Ground Rent of their Houle called 
Dottors-Commons , and lo likewile to other Taxes. But none of the Doftors of the 
Society ought to pay, or be tax’d particularly for their Lodgings, Studies, or Re- 
fidence, in "the faid Dottors-Commons, (they being there for Judging of Caules, and 
l’raflice in their Profeflion) as the Judges and Serjeants at Serjeant s-Inns are for theirs \ 
neither are the faid Society of Doftors to be burthen’d with bearing of Arms, or 
any other Office, Military or Civil, nor any of the Doftors refiding there \ they 
having relpeftively Houles and Lands in other Places, where they pay both to the 
18 Months Tax, and all other Taxes proportionably for what Eftates they have; 
and therefore I am humbly of Opinion, that the laid Society of Doftors, fhould have 
and enjoy the lame Exemptions, Freedoms, and Privileges, at the Dottors-Commons, 
as the Judges ani Serjeants have and enjoy at the Serjeants-Frm in London .

W HICH being well-weighed by Us, We do confirm and ratifie his Lordlhip’s 
laid Report, in every Particular and Relpeft \ and We do by thefe Prelents de- 
clare, and abfolutely Order, that the faid Society of Doftors ought to pay towards 
the 1 8 Months Tax proportionable to the Ground Rent of that Houfe, called Dottors- 

Commons, 
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Co mm m , and lb likewife to other Taxes ; but that none of the Doftors of that So- 
ciety ought to pay, o/ be tax'd, or lhall be tax'd or inforced to pay to the laid 18 
Months Tax, or any other Taxes, particularly for their Lodgings, Studies, or Re- 
iidence in the laid DoEtors-Commons (they being there as afbrefaid, for juaging of 
Caules, and praftife in their Profelfions, as the Judges and Serjeants at Serjeants- Jmt 
are for theirs) And do alio order, that neither the faid Society of Doftors, nor any 
of the faid particular Doftors refiding there, ought to be, or lhall be otherwiie tax'd, 
or made to pay more than as aforeiaid*, nor burthen’d with bearing or finding of 
Arms, or any other Burthens or Impofitions, or Offices Military or Civil (they hav- 
ing relpeftively Houles and Lands in other Places, where they pay to the Taxes 
proportionably for what £ Hates they have). But that the faid Society of Doctors, 
and the particular Doctors thereof, refiding at DoElors-Commons, lhall have and enjoy 
there the fame and the like Exemptions and Freedoms, as the Judges and Serjeants 
have and enjoy at Serjeants- Inns in London . 

O f all which the Lord Mayor of London for the Time being, and the Court of 
Aldermen, and the Commilfioners for the 18 Months Tax, and all other Commilfio- 
ners, and the Afleffors for the Time being of Caftle-Baynard Ward, and all others 
concerned, are hereby required to take Notice, and fee this oblerved, and govern 
themlelves in every Refpeft according to this Our Order. 

And We of our certain Knowledge and mere Motion being well pleafed, that 
the laid Society of DoElors-Commons , and every of them, and the faid Houle called 
DoElors-Commons, be freed and ablolutely dilcharged of and from the faid 10 /. Io de 
faElo laid upon that Houle before the Fire, infra Wardum de Caftle-Baynard fro dillis 
duobtu Vltimit fvbfidiii iiii, or integrorwm Subfidiorum a Laicis Anno Rcgni nojlri xiii. concef. 
Do therefore order, that thefe Prelents be Ihewed to Our Lord Chief Baron, and 
other Barons ot Our Exchequer, and Enter’d and Regiftred there, and that they 
do caufe an Order to be Enter'd for the Dilcharge of the faid 1 2 /. and that no 
Procels hereafter do illiie againft the faid Houle or Society, or any of the Doftors 
for the fame ; and the Regiftring thereof in Our Court of Exchequer, lhall be to 
them, and to all Our Officers, a fufficient Warrant therefore: But the Original 
figned by Us, to be redeliver'd to the Doftors, to remain with them. Given at Our 
Court At Whitehall, the nth Day of November 1673. in the 29 th Year of Our Reign.

Offices upon the faid Officers of his faid Eccleliaftical and Admiralty Courts : Which 
Exemption, We have iince Our happy Refloration confirmed to them. And do here- 
by lignify, that it is Our Gracious Will and Pleafure, that all Doftors of the Civil 
Law, Proftors, Regifters, and other Officers of Our Court of Arches, and of other Our 
Eccleliaftical Courts, and of Our faid High Court of Admiralty, be freed and ex- 
empted from bearing the Office of Conftable, or any other Ward or Parilh Office, in 
their refpeftive Wards and Parifhes, in like manner as Serjeants at Law, Attorneys, 
Regifters, or any other Officers of any of Our Temporal Courts at Wefiminfier , have 
been, or are, either by Law, Privilege, or Prefcription, freed and exempted. And 
it is Our farther Will and Pleafure, not to debar any Doftors of the Civil Law, Re- 
gifters, Proftors, or other Officers of Our faid Courts, who do, 'or iha fi jc eep Houle 
in any Parilh within Our City of London, and pay Scot and Lot, ancHirfejvvr lhall 
be affefs’d, or any way tax’d by the Common Council Men, or otherwiie, from' hav- 
ing and giving their Votes from Time to Time for the Eleftion of Common Counci I 
Men, and all Ward and Parilh Officers, in their refpeftive Wards and Pariihes ; but 
that they lhall, and may at all Times, give their Votes and Voices in luch Eleftions, 
as well as any other Inhabitants who uled to vote therein. And that this Our Royal 
Pleafure lhall be fignified to Our Right Trufty and Well-beloved the Lord Mayor of 
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Pur City of London, and the Aldermen of Our laid City, andtjfeft Deputies, in 
their relpeSive Wards, and all others whom it may ‘con cem. fcivisn at Oitf'Cbujrt 
at Whitehall, the 17 th Day of July 1(582, in the 34 th Year of Qur Reign. ' ' ’ r

fit, would preient it to his Majefty. Mr. Dean likewife acquainted us, that youj* 
Honour thought it requifite, that we fhould think of a Fund, out of which Hie 
Salaries Ihould iflue : To which at prefent we have only this to fay, that in c gfe his 
Majefty ihall be plealed to favour our Petition, we do not defpair of finding out liich 
a Fund, as ihall not be any great Detriment to his Majefty’s Revenue. We ihall

Reafcns for the pajfmg of an jftt, intituled , An Aft for the better fettling 
of Inteftatcs Eftates, 22, 23 Car. II. cap. 10. 

T HAT nothing is more natural, nothing is more the Care of all Nations in their 
Laws, than that when a Father dies without dilpofing of hisEftate, his Chil- 
dren that are unprovided for, ihould have a Share in, and Support from it ; and lo 
5 f the neareft Relations of iiich as' have no Children. In England , the Ordinaries, 
who by I.aw have Power to commit Adminiftration of Inteftates Eftates, have always 
uied to diftribute the clear Remainder between the deceafed’s Children, or other 
neat eft Relations, according to the Law in thole Cafes received in the EcclefiafttcaJ 
Courts. And i’o a Man’s dying Inteftate (while Diftribution obtained) became left 
calamitous to his Relations, the Law in a manner making his Will for him," after 
the Meafiires of a prudent and good Man. 

That great Mifchiefs do daily happen, fince this ancient Courfe hath met with 
Interruption. For fhftance, a Man dies without a Will, and leaves ten Ohildrehj 



The Common Law Cgprts never did, nor can give any Relief against t 3 ie Adminiftra- 
tor in fuch and if the Ordinary fhould be hindered to do it, the Children un« 

provideir for are without Remedy \ that is, there is a Failure of Juftice in a Cafe 
th^moft equitable, the moft lamentable that can be imagined. > 

Ev#ry Man hath fo far an Intereft in this Bill, as *tis poflible that his Will may 
fupprefled, or elfe that he may die without making any. For in thole Cafes' his 
r _iftate mull dome to an Adminiftrator’s Hand, and others, of equal Nearnefs inBlood 
and Efteem, may be furpri/ed and excluded : This Bill makes all fuch Surprizes 
and Frauds, in getting Letters of Adminiftration, to be fruitlefs ; and fb orders the 

» v Dif* 
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Dlfpofal of the Inteftate’s Eftate, as the Law prefumes himfelf would have done, 
fincc his Meaning is not otherwife to be known. 

Tis objetted, That the Adminiftrator having Adminiftration once 'committed to 
him, the Ordinary is not to intermeddle with, or difturb him in his Adminiftration. 

Anfxo. Tms Pofition muft not pafs for Law ; frnce there are leveral Cafes, where 
the queftioning and revoking of an Adminiftration, has always been, and is to this 
Day allow’d of as good and legal, at Common Law. 

2 dly t By the Statute 31 Ediv. III. cap. n. which appoints the Ordinary to commit* 
the A dminift ration of the Inteftate’s Goods to his next and moft lawful Friends; (for 
before that Statute, the Ordinary did and might affume to himlelf this Adminiftra- 
tion) it is exprefly provided, that fuch Adminiftrators lhall be for the future account- 
able to the Ordinary; which Words either muft fignifie nothing, or elfe muf! 
relate to an Account of what the Adminiftrator had done, purfuant to the Trult 
of depending for the dead Man’s Soul, which that Statute directs. The Nature 
of an Account implying, 1. That the Accomptant hath no Property in the Mat- 
ters that he is to account of. 2. That fuch as have Power to call for an Ac- 
count, have likewile a Right to allow of, or except agaiuft the Particulars. 

3 dly t Tis true, the Opinion of difpending for the dead Man’s Soul is now exploded, 
but that gives not to the Adminiftrator any better or other Title to the Inteftate’s 
Eftate, than he had at the Time of this Statute ; and if the Ordinary might then 
require a Diftribution of all the clear Remainder in Alms or Malles, he may now, . 
with as much Right, and more Reafon, adjudge it to be divided equally among 
fuch of the deceafed’s Relations, as happen to be unprovided for ; this being a 
Piety that former Times never excepted againft, and is a Piece of indilpenfable Ju- 
ftice to the decealed and his Relations. 

4 thly, I f it be faid, that Executors alfo wefe obliged by that Statute to account 
for their Teftaments, but that it is not lb of late Times ; therefore Adminiftrators 
are likewile to be exculed. The Anlwer is, that Legacies are ftill lueable before 
the Ordinary, and when the Queftion of Aflets happens, it is to be determined by 
an Inventory and Account, (at this Day) given in to the Ordinary : Befldcs, that 
in thole Times, there was fcarce any Will made without one, or more, pious Lega- 
cies in it, which the Ordinary was ex Officio to fee latisfied by the Executor. T he 

Adminiftrator therefore being (as that Statute exprelfes it) but the Ordinary’s Dt 

puty, is d fortiori to account for what is intruded to him ; not to be dilpeniied, as 
formerly for the dead Man’s Soul, but to other Uies more undoubtedly pious, viz.. 
the Support of the dead Man’s neareft Relation, lince there is no Law that gives 
the Adminiftrator any other or more Power and Right, than the Ordinary himlelf 
anciently had, to convert the deceafed’s Eftate to his own Benefit. 

’T 1 s objefted, that the Adminiftrator, by Intention of Law, is not to have a 
Burthen only, but likewife an Advantage. 

Aufw. An Advantage he always has, not only equal to that of others, but alio 
with a Regard to the Charge and Trouble ot his Adminiftratorlhip ; but it will be 
too great an Advantage for him to have all, and others equally capable and deferving, 
nothing at all. The Adminiftrator fucceeds to the Place and Charge of the Ordi- 
nary ; (as may appear by comparing the Statute of the 13 Edw. I. cap. 19. with 31 
Edit. I1L cap. 1 1.) therefore the Law intends he Ihould do as the Ordinary muft have 
done. The Ordinary muft have had nothing to himlelf to nomine ; no more muft the 
Adminiftrator, as he is Adminiftrator, (his Charges excepted) but only his Share, 
as he is related to the Inteftate. The Ordinary muft have latisfied all the Obligations, 
and anlwer’d for all the Wrongs done by the deceafed, before he beftow’d one Penny 
for his Soul. If the Adminiftrator muft likewile latisfie all Obligations in the firft 
Place, it is certain that Debts codtrafted are not the only Obligations, lince it is 
an Obligation ofthehigheft Nature to provide for ones own; nay, a Wrong to pafs 
them by, but upon juft and weighty Caules. Therefore when a Man has no Time 
to'dedare his Mind, as to the Dilpofal of his Eftate, it is a Wrong lb to dilpole of 
it, as no Man in his right Wits can be imagined to defigu ; that is, to give all to 
one, and to leave leveral others (it may be more needy and more de£jf'dng, as well 
as of as hear a kin) without any Share or Support. , 

As to the Objeftion, that if Adminiftrators be compell’d to diftribute, he is jnot 
fafe from Debts that may afterwards appear. If that Plea were good, Executi-s 
might likewife ulc it againft paying Legacies. However, this Bill provides, that aJ 
Distributions fhatl be conditional ; that is, if Debts do appear, the £ortioners to 
refund pro rata. 

’T i s -.further objefted, that the Ordinary may be fobyafs’d, as to make an un- 
equal Diftribution. Anfwl . 
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Anjve. Tins Bill lets down a Rule in all Cafes •, and the Arbitrary Power, formerly 
fuppofed to be in theOrdinary, is quite taken away, he being limited to diftribute ac- 
cording to the Directions of this Bill, and no otherwile. And if it be poffible for him 
to fwerve from this Rule, the ancient Remedy of Appealing to the Delegates,or other 
proper Supcriour Court, is left entire : And a Commiffion of Delegates is never with- 
out four or five Judges of the Common Law in it, if the Party Appellant do defire it. 

Bu r then ’tis laid, that this Diftribution may be made as properly by the Verdift 
of a Jury, as by the Decree of the Ordinary. 

Anfa. This cannot be without making a new Law. Whereas this Bill is no more 
but an Affirmance of the conftaut ancient Pr aft ice already received, and never inter- 
rupted till about the Beginning of K. James's Reign. Befides, the Matter of Faft in 
1 thefc Cafes does not lie tor a Jury ; for the Controverfie can be but about the Intereft 
of the Parties, or the Bulk of the Eftate : The Intereft (that is, the Neamefs in Blood 
to the Deceafed) is moft commonly confefTed *, and where it is doubted, there Wit- 
neffes do viva voce decide it : The Bulk of the Eftate is liquidated and adjufted b / 
an Inventory, taken and remaining (as the Statute direfts) in the Ordinary’s Regiftry. 
Which being the Rule in all the Cafes of Creditors without a Jury, may be fo as well 
in the Cafe of Portioners, who have no Pretence till the Creditors be fatisfied. More- 
over, there is not one Eftate in twenty (fince they are commonly the mean, illiterate 
Sort, that negleft, or rather fear to make their Wills) that can bear the Charges of 
a T rial. Whereas before the Ordinary there need no more but one Aftion, one Hear- 
ing, and one Interlocutory, for Ten Children (or other Portioners) againft their Ad- 
miniftrator. 

Sir L. Jenkins Account of the Rencounter with the Dutch about Striking^ 

O N Thurfday , May 17. hisMajefty’s Yatch the Cleavelard , being at Anchor before 
the Brill, overagainft the Banks called the Brill-Heads , a Yatch of the States 
palled about 6 of the Clock in the Evening between us and thole Heads, without 
ftriking or giving any Guns. I being on Board, (Sir J. Williamfen being then on Shore) 
asked our Captain ( Faijby ) whether that Yatch ought not to have ftruck to his Ma- 
jefty’sFlag? The Captain declaring it ought, 1 defired one of the Gentlemen on 
lAard us, Mr. Nipho , who Ipoke the Language, to go in our Captain’s Name, and 
repreftnt to the Dutch Captain (we not knowing who there was on Board him) the 
Error he had committed, in not paying the Refpeft which was due to his Majefty’s 
Flag : Captain Faijby defiring he might be further told, he would have demanded that 
Due with a Shot a-thwart his Fore-foot, if it could have been done without Danger to 
the many People then walking on the Banks at the Brill-Head. To this Mefiage the Dutch 
Captain fhrugg’d his Shoulders, andanfwer’dnomore, but that the States Ambaffa- 
dors bound for England were then on Board •, and one of the Dutch Ambafladors ap- 
pearing, called Mr. Nipho in, and having asked him his Bufinefs, and underftood from 
him the Meffage and Complaint he had delivered from our Captain to theirs ; M. Van 
Beuninghen anfwer’d, that they, for their Parts, did leave fuch Things wholly to their 
Captain, who was an experienced Man, and that they were going in all Haft for £»- 
gland, and had, upon Suppolal that we were on Board, lent an Officer to complement 
us in their Names. 

This parted \ we weighed Anchor, and after having Sailed about a League from 
the Brill-Head to Sea-wards, we came up to the States Yatch, being then clofe aboard 
a States Man of War, which was at Anchor there, the States Flag being ftruck out 
of the Yatch, and hoifted to the Man of War’s Top Maft Head. We were then in a 
Place called the Pitts, the Brill Steeple opening about 3 or 4 Ships Length to the 
Southward of the Light-Houfe \ and the Captain finding that the Man of War did 
not ftrike, asked me, what he fhould do ? I told him what I had heard of old Kan 
Trump's ftriking to the Earl of Arundel in Gone Road •, as alio of Prince Maurice his 
Yatch, that had the other Day ftruck to the Kitchen Yatch in the Canal of Delf- 
Haven, between the Houles ; and the Captain’s own Memory fiiggefted to him, that 
a States Mqn of W af had ftruck to himl'elf in the very lame Place we were then in, as 
he pal&i’up uyRotterdam and therefore that it was my Opinion, he fhould demand 
tht^^elpefl due to the Flag, in the lame Manner that the King’s Men of War uft 
<ufa ought to demand it, faving that he fhould avoid fhooting at the Hull or Rigging, 
che Ambafladors ^being at that Time on Board. 

Whereupon the Gunner brought a Shot to bear under the Fore-foot of the Man 
of War, and after a convenient Space of Time, a fecond over his Poop, and a third 
between his Mails. Then appeared their Long Boat *, and a Gentleman coming on 
Board told me, jthe Ambafladors were much aftonifh’d to find Bullets f^hot from our 
Vol. ll.y Tttt Yatch j 
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Yatch ; that they defired to know if it were by my Order, adding, that they were ' 
not to ftrike to our Flag, being within their own Ports. My Anlwer was, that I was 
but little capable of giving Orders in Military Cafes, that the Captain indeed had 
acquainted me, that the Refpeft due to the King’s Flag was not paid it, and that he 
was rcfolved to demand it ; wherein I thought my lelf bound not to contradift the 
Captain, and the rather, in that I was allured this Relpeft had been paid within their 
Ports long before the War, and even lince the prelent Peace. 

As l'oou as this Gentleman was gone, I difpatcned my own Secretary to complain 
in my Name to the Ambalfadors of their Captain, for not anfwering the Demand 
which ours had made of the Refpeft due to the King's Flag ; adding, that I 
hoped it was not by any Di reft ion or Order from their Excellencies. M. Van Bcu~, 
ninghen received him with all Proteflations of Refpeft to his Majefty, laying, that the)/ 
disputed not the King’s Right; that their Captain had failed in that River thele 30 
Years, and had known no fuch Rencounter, Ihewing him how their own Land lay on 
both Sides the River. Before my Secretary was come back, we oblerved the Man 
of War had taken down his Flag, and then a Gentleman comes from the Ambafladors 
on Board us, to tell us, the Ambalfadors delired to come on Board of us to fpeak with 
us ; whereupon we dropp’d Anchor, and flayed for them ; and at the lame time Sir 
J. Williamfon was come on Board too. 

M. Van Btuninghtn did partly excufe, partly juflifie what had pafs’d ; he confels'd 
our late Queen, his Majefty’s Mother, had received this Relpeft in their Ports. We 
told him the Captain had gone upon other Prelideuts ; but we did not enter into any 
long Dilcullion with them. Our Captain gave them Guns when they went off, which 
were anfwer'd by their Man of War when they came on Board him. 

This Embarrals the Ambalfadors might have avoided, if they had pleated to 
drop Anchor, and flayed (as they might have done very well) but fome few Cables 
Length before they came up to us.

T Am much to leek what to anfwer to the Queftion you are pleafed to put me, in 
I yours of the 19 th, which is, what his Majefty, his Heirs and Succelfors, Kid|v, 
of England , may reafonably pretend to be fignified by thefe Words, tn la pleint & 
tntiere jouijfance du droit de pavilion . 

This Queftion, lince it regards the Time to come, cannot have a direft Anlwer ; for 
that all Princes generally govern themfelves, as they find the Conjunfture ot the 
Times to favour their Attempts: However, thus much I'll take Leave to anfwer as 
an Englijh Subjeft, and as one that is perlwaded Law and Reafon will be heard at all 
Times. 

1. That the King of England for the Time being is Lord of thole Seas, where he 
hath the Right ot his Flag acknowledged ; and that thofe Seas are, as much as that 
watery Element is capable of being 16 in its Nature, no lels a Domain of the Crown, 
than the Houour of Cretmvith t or Manor of Eltham . 

2. Th at as the King in his Domains on Land enjoys all he has by written Law, or elle 
by Cuftom, fo he enjoys what he hath in his Semevriettrritoria.lt by Sea, partly by Law, 
and partly by Cuftom, againfl his own Subjefts ; but by Cuftom principally, which 
hath a Force no whit inferiour to that of a written Law, being duly preferibed and 
circumftantiated againft all Strangers whatfoever. 

3. That the Droit j Souvtrainet of the King in his Seas againft Strangers, have all 

the Legal Requifites of a Prelcription beyond the Memory of Man. ana do not coniift 
in one individual Point; as lor inftance, in having the Flag (truck to, or in having 
the Liberty of Filhing acknowledged by yearly Sumsof Money ; but in all the feve- 
ral Rights, Honours, and Perquifites, that the Sovereignty is capable of producing, 
and have been enjoyed by former Kings of England t with this Difference from all 
Seigneuries that move from a Mefne Lord, or Lord Paramount, that our Kings hold 
this, as they do their Crown, from God alone, and by their Sword : To gi ve an In- 
ftance; we lee what the Republick of Venice enjoys by Prelcription that 

Gulph, viz., in giving or denying fafe Conduft, and free Pa&ge to Neighbours bvi 
Strangers as they lee Caule. 2. In protefting Friends and Subjefts from the Violences' 
of Enemies and Pyrates. 3. In requiring and having Security from Strangers that 
are fufpefted, and have Leave topafs, that no Harm lhall be done to the Venetian 
Subjefts, or other Friends in their Palwge. 4. In impaling and levying Taxes from 
Strangers, in Confideratlon that they be protefted and fecured. Thele and other 
Things of this Nature, our Kings have formerly had and enjoyed, not as Appendages 
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<jf ftriking to our Flag, but as Rights and Perquifites of their Sovereignty in our Seas. 
/ T his being premiled, may, 1 hope, be ot tome Ufe in preventing you from falling 
into any Broiiil/m'e with the Com midi oners j for if they lay, the warranting of the 
Right of the Flag, may inl'enlibly induce a Reftraint upon their prelent Liberty of 
Filhing, or at lead ’twill neceffarily fuppofe, it may be laid upon them, when the 
King pleales ; l hope, it would be a fufficient Anlwer to lay, that one Enfign or 
Badge of Soveraignty doth not neceffarily infer another, fo as it may be concluded, 
that becaule the one is made out by a full Proof, and a legal Prelcription, the other 
is lo too. He that is ftruck to, is thereby acknowledged to have the Droits Seignevritufe 
in that Diftrift ; and he that warrants the ftriking, warrants no more to the Lord, 
than that Angle Droit f the Lord being put to his Proof for the Filhery ; (for Inftance) 
nor does it follow, that that, or any Thing elfe, is warranted to him, becaufe he can 
produce a Warranty for the Flag. 

\ A Lord of a Mannor hath Wardlhip ; it doth not therefore neceffarily follow, that 
he hath Hcriots or Felons Goods. A Cuftom always lies, as Things of Grant do, in 
Fa it, and the Particulars mud be made out by Proof ; one diftinft Cuftom or Right 
never inferring another, by the Law of Nations. 

1 know the Dutch will never be rid of their Fears about the Filhery, not only be- 
caule our Kings have already pretended to it, but alfo that we have Afts ot Parliament, 
and many Records, as antient as Richard II. that impofe a Tax on Strangers Filhing 
Bottoms. They therefore got the French to warrant them in their Filhery, by the 
Treaty of 1662*, but as that Warranty gave no Colour to the Dutch, to have their 
not ftriking to our Flag warranted to them, when they ref ufed to do it (as 1571 they 
did refute) lb their warranting to us now the Right of the Flag, cannot be imagined 
to influence in any wile the Title we might pretend of giving Law to their Liberty ot 
Filhing on our Coafts ; the one and the other being leparate diftinft Badges of his 
Ma jelly’s Soveraignty in his Seas, and depend upon their feveral Proofs, m Point of 
Ulage and Prelcription. 

One Thing it may be proper for you to mind them of, that they, the Dutch, fet 
up this very Right of the Flag, at this Time in the Eafi Indies ; lb do the French in 
America, with more Punctual lity than ever any of our Kings have done it in thele 
Seas; put the Cafe then, we were delired to warrant the Dutch in the full and entire 
Enjoyment of their Droit de Pavilion in that Cafe, we could not, upon the Execution of* 
o>tf Warranty, be brought into any Controveriy about Pyrates Veffels, or Ships 
carrying Succours to their Enemies. 

I n a Word, Guaranties are firiStiffimi Juris , tantum dijponunt quantum loquuntur , we 
can challenge no more but what is exprelly ftipulated ; and whatever the States do 
warrant, 1. They’ll not be obliged to more than what the Words of the Warranty 
do naturally import, idly , That if there do arife any Difficulty, or Difputc upon the 
Words, and Extenfion of* their Warranty, it leems to me* under Correction, but rea- 
fonable that our jouijfance , which they undertake for, lliall be interpreted with the 
lame Extent that we were in Polfeffion of, when this Warranty was entred into; 
and the rather, in that there is a Treaty in the Cafe, that direfts them, the Dutch , 
what they are to do ; and they cannot be meant to warrant that the French Ihould 
do more than they, the Dutch , are bound to do, unlefs the Stipulation do bear it 
•ittoft exprelly. 1 am, &c.

I Take the Liberty at this Time to renew the Requeft I made unto you before, it 
is, that you’ll be plealed to inquire fecretly, and as it were by the by, for your 
own Satisfaction, of the ancient Seamen you may happen to meet with, both inTrinity - 
Houfe, and ellewhere ; 1. Whether they were on Board the Happy Entrance , a King’s 
Man of War, that carried over Thomas Earl of Arundel to the Courts of Holland, in the 
Year 1636, and whether they remember the laid Man of War (Sir G. Carteret Com- 
mander) being got over the Bar, aud entred into the Road of Gore'e in Holland ', in order 
to anchor there, Van Trump’s own Ship, that did ride there, did ftrike to it. 2. Whe- 
ther any of.ffyyja rdfnember the Princ^ Eleftor Palatine’s going-over hence into Hoi- 
/W b oir Henry Movin' s Ship, in tHe Summer 1637. Whether any of them took 
nojdn, that the Earl of Northumberland , being then Admiral and at Sea, attending the 
F rinse, and efpying the Dutch Fleet at fome Diftance, dilpatch’d a Pinnance towards 
Ahem, upon the Approach of whi^h, the whole Dutch Fleet, one by one, ftruck 
'Sail. 3. Vyhether they know or heard of any that commanded, or was in a Pin-

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nance, or lome (mall Man of War, when it met with Of dam coming from Ufbc. \ 
with 25 Men of War under his Command, aud did both require and receive from 
that Admiral, and his whole Squadron, the Refpett due to his Majefty’s Flag. 4. 
How far the Britijh Sea, or Britijb .Ocean, does in common Reputation extend itfelf; 
and whether all that which waihes the Coafts of the LovCoimtries, as well as that 
which runs upon the French Coaft, has been antiently deem’d, and reputed the Britijh 
Sea ? In a Word, tho’ the Cuftom of ftriking to the Englijh Flag has been fo an- 
cient, univerlal, and unqueftiouable, that it would have leem’d abfurd in other 
Times to have thought the Proof of it requifite, or ufeful to the Publick ; yet fince 
all Men are mortal, aud our old Men that now are, will e’re long go the Way of 
their Fathers, his Royal Highnefs would willingly provide, that Pofterity may not 
want all the Light that may be given them in his Time ; l am therefore under a- " 
Command, and under a Secrefy too, to enquire into the Strength and Fulnefs of th .* 
Proofs that may, if need be, at this Time be made of thole two Points. The one, 
that our neighbours, French and Dutch , never made any Difficulty to ftrike to the 
Engl ip Flag, even upon their own Coafts, as being ftill upon the Britijl) Seas, where 
our Kings have had this Prerogative Time out of Mind. The other is, that a An- 
gle Ship of ours, if commiffioned for War, tho’ never fo inconfiderable in its Strength, 
did make whole Squadrons and Fleets of the Neighbour Nations to ftrike, and par- 
ticularly the Spaniards , near the SpaniJh-Nether/ands, and the Subjefts of the united 
Provinces near their Coafts. What does occur to you in Matter of Fafl: in thele Points, 
will be very welcome to me, and I’ll take the beft Courfe 1 can to tranlinit it upon 
Record to Pofterity. I do not trouble Sir Jeremy Smith with a Repetition of this, be- 
caule I know you will impart it to him : but I defire it may be with my humble Ser- 
vice. I pray lend the poor Relations of your deceafed Seamen, that happen to be con- 
cerned in proving of Wills, or in taking of Adminiftrations, ftrait to me, I’ll lee Juftice 
done them,and that they have the Benefit of the new Aft to the full: Be plea led like- 
wile to lend me thole that have Caufe to complain of any unjuft Demands, or unne- 
ceflary Delays in the Prerogative Court, and, God willing. I’ll lee them righted to 
the utmoft ; for befides the ftrift Refpefl 1 owe to Juftice, and the Laws, I have an 
unfeigned Tendernefs for a poor Seaman and his Relations ; there being no lortof 
People that gain a miferable fmall Livelihood, with more of Hardfhip and Danger, 
than poor Seamen do ; nor none that venture their Lives more freely for the Honw 
and Security of the Crown.

May it plea/e Tour Majefly , 

I T is not without the greateft Regret and Diffidence that I offer any Thing of mine 
t<? be put in the Ballance againft the Reafoits of my honoured Collegue, for whole 
great Judgment and long Experience I have the molt profound Deference, tho* it be 
my Unhappinels to differ in Opinion from him, touening the Releale of the two 
Italian Ships, whereof I am now to give an Account, in Obedience to your Majefty’s 
Order in Council, of the 21 fl of this Month. 

1 have-not any Inducements to fufpett that thele Ships, the Emperor Con famine and 
\Afcenfm, are other than free Bottoms, the firft belonging to Venice, the other to 
Genoa , my Sufpicion is upon all the Lading that was taken in at Cadiz., and a great 
Part of that which was taken in at Malaga \ and ’tis grounded partly upon the Ship 
Papery partly upon the Oaths of the two Matters, and partly upon the Company 
in which thefe Ships were taken; not to mention Oftend , which was the Port pre- 
tended, for Difcharge. 

They were taken in Company with 4 Ships more, which are already condemned 
as lawful Prize to your Majefty ; I will not lay they were in Conlortfhip with them, 
tho’ there was an Inftrument to that Effefl 1 , found aboard one of thole Ships, which 
was probably the Admiral to this Fleet ; 5 whereof (very confiderably laden) were 
bound for Oftend ; (a Port not ufed before the War to receive fuck Conugnations) and 
the 6 th direftly for Amjlerdam. ' r ~ ' ^ 

Bbsidbs, the Steerfman aboard the Afccnfion was a Hollander , who had parted at 
Cadiz, with one of the Ships already condemned, whereof himfelf was Matter, by**. 
Sale, which was confeffedly fcenical and by Way of Color only, to a Spaniard ; then « 
he. takes the Place of Steerfman in this ytfeenfion , but fo, that the Ship hehad parted ^ 
with, remained ftill in his Eye, and not improbably under his Dire&ibn all this 
Voyage.

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The Papers, tin o’ they have a Faqe of Reality, 43 to the; Werjeftof theprincipal 
and Original Freighters at Venice and Malaga, yet there is no Account that doth other- 
wise than raile Sufpicion, either from the Papers, or from the Mailer and Mariners 
Oaths, concerning the Silver and Indico put a-board by under-Laders at Cadiz^ there 
being no Letter of Advice concerning them, and the bills of Lading not fpecifying 
fome Particulars, and being filled up with fu{j>e£led Karnes. 

Among the Papers, fome mention and direft the Jfctnfnnt to be reladen with 
Pipe Staves in Zealand , one Paper wherein the. Writer is pleafed to rail at the Englijh, 
and another fiiblcribed by J. Rembourts , who dire&s a Pattern, which this Ship was 
to bring to Oftend , to be feat thence to one of the lame Name, a known Trader 
in Amfterdam. 

But the Matters, in their feveral Anlwers, do not (peak out; for one of them 
being ask'd of what Nation one of the Laders, Apt. Coleman, was, anfwers he knows 
not, yet lo much he was concerned to inform himlelf of, fince it is uot poflible that 
Perlons concerned (fuch as Matters of Ships are) Jhould, in the Month of July, be 
Strangers to your Majefty’s Declaration, whereby the; Goods of unfree Peribns are 
declared to infeft the Ship. Yet both of them 011 Oath do fay, they knew nothing 
of the Peribns from whom, or the Account upon which, the Goods were put on 
board them at Cadiz. ; and the Matter of the Afcenfton being asked, whether he was 
to go any further than Oftend, in Cafe he found not pratique enough to relade there, 
anlwers, that he knows not ; yet his original Lader, who had, it feems, undertaken 
for his relading, dire&s he Ihould, in Cafe of no pratique at OJlend, lade himlelf 
with Pipe Staves in Zealand. 

'T is true, the Cafe is now alter'd from what it was when l refuted to content to 
the Releafe of thefe Ships, for there are publick Atteftations come fince from Flan- 
ders, that leveral of the Confignataries there have made Oath, that the Goods con- 
figned unto them refpeftively in thele Ships do belong to free Peribns and no other. 
But thefe Attettations concern only the Goods which were laden at Venice and Malaga, 
there is nothing at all ottered as to the other Goods laden at Cadiz., and I cannot im- 
pute it either to the Want of Intelligence, or A&ivity, that the Confignataries of 
Oftend and Antwerp , whole Names are ufea for thefe Goods, have not appear’d and 
concern'd themfelves, as well as the others, in three whole Months, that thole Ships 
i.ave been under Seilure. 

And here 1 cannot but note, that thefe Claimers have all this while very induftri- 
oufly declined a judicial Tryal. My Lords the Commilfioners for Prizes, upon the 
Report which I had the' Honour to make to their Lordlhips, having not thought 
fit to difeharge them, but to remand them to the further Excuttion of the Ad* 
miralty. 

Yet I mutt confefs, all I have offer'd amounts to no more than Matter ofPre- 
fumptiou againtt thefe Ships, here are no Proofs in the Cafe. But here I mutt 
crave leave to oblerve to your Majefty, which I humbly conceive to be undeniable, 
the one in Point of Law, that where Proofs are difficult, fuch Prefumptions as are 
juft and weighty lhall fo atteft the Party prefumed againtt, that they lhall be reputed 
Proofs againtt him, until he do take them off, and evince the contrary by legal 
and concluding Proofs. The other is in Point of Faft, that .where coloring is, *tis 
impoffible tlfere Ihould be any Thing but Prefumptions on your Majefty’s Behalf; for 
as *tis certain, the Dutch' do Hill carry on a main Trade under thefe Dilguifes, fo 'tis 
not to be expe&ed, that they Ihould lay their Scenes with fuch Colors, as lhall at 
fifftVievv betray their Defign. And as it is on the one Side, a high Diflervice to 
your Majefty, and to the Juftice and Reputation of your Majefty's Arms, that any 
Negotiants, who are free and innocent, Ihould be worried with groundlefs Vexations 
and~Delays, fo it feems moll juft and fuitabj,e tg x your.Majefty’s undoubted. Right of 
Domtnidn and Prote&ibtf in thefe 3 eas, v ‘ that thole who pals them towards Ports, lb 
much and fo juftly fufpefted as Oftend, Ihould give a iati^faftory Account,, which 
they who are in bona 'are feldom ‘unprovided, to give, that they do not carry 
on the Tracfe of thofe, who are in Hoftility againtt your Majefty. A 11 which I mow 
humbly fubhtit to ypur Royal Wifdom.

T was my Unhappinefs, that neither my moll honoured Lord the Earl of Arlitf- 
ton, to whom I owe ailmoft all I am in the King's Service, nor my LordCf$r</,whofe 
Uiondefcenfions to me are infinitely great upon all Occafions, were prelent at yefter- 
_ t day's 
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<lay f s Debate : Not that 1 pretend my Opinion fhould be in the leaft heard or confi- 
dered, where the Queftion is, which Way his Majefty may be beft ferved. But that 
there are lome Coiiiequenccs that deferve to be attended to in this Cafe, I mean the 
Danger of After-reckonings and Reprifals from our Neighbours j and the introduc- 
ing of a new l,aw ot War, not fo honourable for us to endure from others, when 
his Majefty fhall be in Peace, and his Neighbours at War. v 

Give me Leave therefore, I pray Sir, to iiippolc the Claims of the Kind’s Sub- 
jects and Friends not admitted, but all Plea precluded them in the Admiralty ; in 
this Cafe they cannot he denied the Liberty of Appealing,^ to my Lords the 
Commi/lioners, then (if not relieved) to the King. They will infift, that by Courie 
of Admiralty they were never called to fhew Caufe, why their Goods ihould not 
be judg’d Prize, and being come, they were refufed a Hearing. It will he urged, that 
it is agaiuft the Law ot all Courts, and the Rights of all Nations, not to hear the 
Party in Judgmcut before Sentence pals againft them. A Court may overrule a Plea, 
but cannot refute to hear it, come in Time ■, fo that what their Lordihips fhall be 
iieceflitated to determine upon this Point, if it come before them, is fo much the more 
to be confidered, in that to refute this Benefit of Law to Strangers, is by all Men 
taken to be juft and (ufficient Caufe of Reprilals againft theRefulers. 

I will further fuppole Mens Goods to be condemned on the fingle Point of Freight- 
ing, without Regard to the Flag ; (for where the Flag is refufed, there is an exprefs 
Law that makes it equally fatal to all) in this Cate the Claimers muft be heard again 
upon their Appeal ; where they will be fure to lay leveral Things, that, I muft confels, 

I know not how to anfwer : As, 

That no Hoftility ailed by the Dutch , (fuppoftng them the AggrelTors) fhall 
involve a Stranger, not Party to it, before a War declared •, for tho r the Dutch, by 
their Injuries and Hoftilities, may have made it lawful for us to treat them as Ene- 
mies, before any formal Denunciation of War ; yet we cannot treat others, that are 
not Parties to the Hoftility, nor under their Obedience, as our Enemies upon their 
Score, until we give them Warning of the Danger by Publication of War. 

That our Friends on Board the Dutch could not be made Prifoners of War, nor 
puttoRanfbm, can’t be denied ; there is the fame Reafon their Goods Ihould be free, 
fiuce they could not forefee this Rencounter, and were paflive in it. 

That the Dutch (tho’ Enemies) are enabled by the Declaration to make their Re- 
treat even after the War begun, and have 4 or 5 Months ftill to withdraw their 
EffeCls from hence ; it were hard to put the good Subjeft, or the Friend, into a worle 
Condition than our Enemies, by a Law made, or a Judgment given after the Ren- 
counter. 

If his Majefty were in Peace, and found any of his own SubjeCls in thefe Circum- 
ftances, fallen into the Hands of any of his. Neighbours, beginning a War againft 
lome, he would no doubt extend his Royal Protection to them. Thefe and many 
more Arguments would be made Ufe of to reverie fuch a Sentence if I ihould give it. 
In a Word, S 1 r, could I find upon my own Search, or the King’s Council fhow me 
any Law or Precedent for this Cafe of Subjects and Friends, I ihould with as little 
Difficulty as any Man, fince it is their Lordihips Pleafure, proceed to that Sentence. 
However, I fhall not only with perfeCl Submimon, but with unfeigned Satisfaction, 
be ready to lay down my Charge at his Majefty’s Feet, if his Majefty pleafes to be- 
lieve, or my Lords his Commimoners to determine, that my fo doing will be better 
for his Majefty’s prefent Service.

^ ' I ’ H E Charafter you give of Dr. Briggs is a very true one, and nothing more than 
he really delerves \ yet in Regard of his being a Clergyman in the Order of 
Priefthood, and a benefited Man, I cannot fay but that is an Objection to his being 
a Judge in a Vice Admiralty ; not that 1 am of Opinion in the leaft, that his Holy 
Orders do unqualifie him, if he be called to fuch a Temporal Bufinefs, but that in 
this Cafe it will be his Duty and his Place, if a Commiffion of Oyer and Terminer 
fhould come to be executed in his Vice Admiralty, to give the Rule of Court, and 
to pronounce even in capital Cafes, and Cafes of Blood, which a Clergyman, I think, 
ought not to do as the Law now ftands j ’tis true, any one in the fame Commiffion 
may give the Rule, but it is incumbent on him (as Judge) to do it. I muft confefs, 1 
did deliver my Opinion to this Effeft, in the Cafe of my worthy Friend Sir Jon. Tre- 
lamey for the lame Reafon ; but the late Commiflioners of the Admiralty neVerthelefs 
thought fit to make him Vice Admiral in his Father's Room \ and it is under Cor- 
rection, and in perfect Submillion, that I now mention this Scruple of mine.

I Take Leave, even at this Diftance, to beg your Favour, and by that Means the 
"Protection of my moft honoured Lords the Commillioners of the Admiralty, to 
the Regifter and Marlhal of the Admiralty Court : They, as well as my felf. have 
been very much out of Purfe, in Expences neceftarily and unavoidably incurr'ainthe 
Selfions held for criminal Matters. When Offenders are taken in hold, they muft be 
kept, to prevent a Failure of Juftice. The Judges and Commillioners that attend, 
(and they are feldom lefs than 40 in Commiffion) are always detain'd one whole 
Day, and fometimes two, and expeCt to be entertained as in former Times, at the 
Charges of the Admiral. It is true, the Judge of the Admiralty hath ufually bore 
one half, the Regifter and Marlhal the other half of that Expence. This they 
might do formerly much more eafily than now they can j for then they had Droits 
and Perquifites in the River Thames, which were very confide rable, and their Places, 
before Prohibitions took away fb many Caufes from the Admiralty, were worth treble 
of what they now are : I fpeak to Times of Peace Only : What Pretence of Salaries 
or Gratuities the Reigfter and Marlhal formerly had, if any, I am not fb well able 
to fay : But fure I am, the Judge had both a Salary of 100/. a Year out of hisMa- 
jefty's Exchequer, as will appear by the State of the yearly Expences of the Crown, 
to have been paid till the latter End of K. James's Reign, and had conftant yearly 
Gratuities, fometimes 200/. fometimes 300!. a Year, or more, that the Admiral' 
for the Time being afiigned them out of the Revenues of his Office. I fpeak not only 
of ancieut Times, but it was fo in the Time of the Earl of Nottingham. It is true, 
thefo Gratuities in his late Majefty’s Reign fell into another Channel, and I could 
eafily fhew how, if need were. I do not in the leaft plead for my- fojf, and if my 
own Profits were even lefs than they are, I Ihould be content \ but as it is. extrekmly 
neceflary thofe criminal Courts fhould be kept up, fol fear .it will be abfolutely im- 
poffible to dojj; unlefs the Charges be born fome other Way than by the Officers \ 
who, as*!ity have no Salaries, fo the Perquifites of their Places will not half main* 
tain Mtn of Capacity for thofe Employments. 1 have, I think, fometime told ybu. 
Si/,' the prefent Value of my Place: I am afhamed to put it in Writing! . The 
Rdgifter’s and Marfhal’s are in proportion. I do the rather Beg your Favour for the 
r/efent Officers, for that in good Truth they do deferve as well in their refpeftive 
/Stations, as any of their Predeceffors that I remember either upon my own Know- 
4 ledge, or from what is left behind of them in our Regiftries. 1 am t ?fhamed, Six, 
*to give you tMslTrbuble, which yet T do not give fo much in their' Favo&r, as in the 

Behalf 
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Behalf of thole criminal Scffions ; which, ifl underftand them rightly, are of great 
Concern and Support to the old Englijh Dilcipline at Sea, and confequently to the 
Good of our Navigation and Commerce.

in Remainder (as we term it here) to my Lord Duke of Richmond in the Seigneury of 
Aubigny, by the Grant made of it, being not to return to the Crown of France, but 
in Default of Heirs Males of the Laid John Stuart in direft Line, is undeniable, not 
only by the Grant of Charles \ ll. bearing Date the i6th of March 1422. but by 
Confirmation alio of Hen. II. who having leized this Seigneury into his own Hands, 
as Part of his Royal Domain, afterwards, upon the Sight of John ^then) Lord-of 
Aubigny* s Title, took off his Hands by a Ipecial Arreft (or MainrLe vee) of the 25 th 
of May 1 560. But how his Majefty can condelcend to lay Claim to this little Suc- 
ceftion, 1 muft confefs I am not able to lay ; iince the prelent Law and Ufage of 
France require, that the Tenant to the King be a Subjeft born, or elfe naturalized 
there; and that this Seigneury is held par foy and Homage from that Soveraign. 

If his Majefty fliall think fit to give Way to your Royal Highnefs, to fet up this 
Title in your own Right ; (which will be clear as to Point of Delcent) l am afraid 
your Royal Highnefs will yet have a great Difficulty to remove the Objection that 
may be made, of your being incapable to inherit or l'ucceed in this Seigneury, lince 
you were not aftually naturalized at the Time of my Lord Duke of Richmond 7 s Deceate. 
For I take the Law there to be unqueftionable, that a Stranger who is naturalized, 
as my Lord Duke was, dying without Heirs of his Body born in France , alter the 
Time of his Naturalization, and alfo without Kindred enabled by their Birth there, 
or elfe by their Naturalization, to l'ucceed him, his Eftate muft Efcheat par des herence 
to the Crown, or Lord of whom it is holden. 

In this Cafe your Royal Highnefs feems to have but one Plea in Law, (what the 
prefent Tunfture of Affairs may afford befides, is not my Bufineis to fay) it is, your 
having been received into, and executed the Charge of Captain de la Garde Ecojfoive du 
Roy ; for to all the Officers and Archers of that Guard, Hen. II. gave the Privilege to 
acquire, totu biens tant meubles quimmeubles, let tenir & pojfedir avec ceux quits avoient deja 
acquis, & tpii lew pourroient efehevir comfeter & appartenir , foit par fucceffion , donation , au 
autrement 1547. 

The Natives of Scotland , after that Francis II. had married the Queen, your Royal 
Highnels’s great Grandmother, were declared to be capable of al 1 Succeflions as Natives ; 
but when thefe Letters of Hen. II. came to be verified in Parliament, they were re- 
ftrained, curtailed, and with Limitation made Temporary, and conditional, viz., as 
long as Scotland Ihould remain in Obedience to that King; and on Condition the 
Frenchmen Ihould inherit and fucceed in the fame Manner in Scotland ; befides that, 
the Declarations themfelves do prefiippofe none of our King’s Dominions capable of 
thefe Privileges, but fuch as are aftually Natives of the Kingdom of Scotland. 

However, your Royal Highnefs may pleafe to defire his Majefty, (if he think fit) 
to direft his Ambaffadors now in France , 1 ft. To take Order that a Caveat be enter’d 
forthwith in the Chambre des Comptes, and that Oppofition be made againft any Perlon 
that lhall, as Grantee to the Moft Chriftian King, defire to have the Seigneury of 
Aubigny enter’d there, as an Efcheat fallen to the King par des herence, ou droit if Aubaine. 
2. To take Order, that the ulualOppofitions, in Cafes of Efcheat s pretended, be 
made in the Province of Berry, where Aubigny lies, againft all Seizures, which either 
the Procurateur du Roy, or the Officers of the Prince of Condi , lhall attempt to make ; 
and that the Concierge of Aubigny, now as I take it of the Lady Dutchefs of Richmond, 
be dilpatched thither forthwith, to keep PofTeffion for your Rcfya) Hiejmefs. 3. To 
endeavour with all the Vigour pofiible to iifue out Letters, not ofNaturJ’Zation, 
but of Declaration, (which is a ul'ual Form there) wherein there lhall bealv.*ro- 
fpett to your Royal Highnefe being accepted and reputed in the Years 53, 54,’ a id 
I ? 55 » as naturalized to all Kffefts and Intents of Law, in your then perlonal exer- 
cifing of the Charge afbrofaid; and that notwithftanding your Roy al< Highnefs V 
Difcontinuance and Abfence for feme Years out of that Kingdom, yet thatyou are 
to be reputed ftill, and declared to enjoy all the Privileges of a Captain fo exer- 
cifing the laid Charge ; and of a Regnicola, as well in order to inhenrand l'ucceed in 
. Lands 
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Lands aud Poflelfions, as to enjoy the ufual Privileges and Immunities of that Place* 
All which is humbly lubitiitted to your Princely Wifdom.

‘To the Right Honourable the hards CotnmiJJioners of the Admiralty, 

May it plca/e your Lordfhips 9 

A S 1 was inferting your Lordihips Names, as Lords Commiffioners of the Admi- 
ralty, into the ordinary Form of a Commiifion of Oyer and Terminer, which 
1 had prepared to prelent to my Lord Keeper, in order to the Trial of the Py rates 
now in hold ; there occurred to me a Doubt of that Importance, as to need your 
Lordihips Relolution and Directions in it, before I proceed any further. 

The Cafe, My Loads, is thus; Our Conimiifioiis of Oyer and Terminer for Ad- 
miralty Caufes are, by the Words of the Statute 28 Hen. VIII. c. 15. to be directed 
to the Admiral or Vice Admirals, or to his or their Lieutenants, Deputy and Depu- 
ties ; and to 3 or 4 liich other lubftantial Perlons, as (hall be named or appointed 
by the Lord Chancellor for the Time being. 

His Majefty, in his Commiflion to your Lordihips, doth declare, that the Office 
of High Admiral is now, by his Royal Highnefs’s Surrender, become void, and that 
he hath determined not to bellow or confer it upon any other Perlon for the prefeut, 
but to have the lame exerciled and executed by your Lordihips, as his Commiilio- 
ners ; and therefore his Majefty, by his Commiifion, gives and grants unto your 
Lordihips full Power and Authority to do, exercile, execute, and perform, all aud 
every the Powers, Authorities, Jurifdiftions, Ads, Matters, and Things, which to 
the Office of a Lord High Admiral doth appertain. Hence, My Lords, my Doubt 
arifes, whether the Letter of this Statute may be fo far varied from, (the Office of 
Admiral being now void, and conlequently the Patent of his Lieutenants and Depu- 
ties out of Doors) as that a Commiifion of Oyer, that ihall be good and valid, may be 
dire&ed to your Lordihips, inftead of a Lord High Admiral ; or whether there be 
a Neceflity of a Lord Admiral fro hac vice t to the End Proceedings may be had upon 
liich a Commiifion. For this being a Statute which introduces a new Law, and direfts 
a new Modus procedendi , with thefe two weighty Circumftances ; 1. That it is a Law 
in penal Cafes, even extending to Life it ielf. 2. Here is an exprefs Defignation and 
Choice of a great Officer, before whom thele Proceedings are to be had ; fo that I 
know not whether the Striftnefs of the Letter may be thus varied from in a Point of 
this Moment. 

I have the greater Realbn to doubt, in that upon this very Statute, a Question 
(much nicer to my feeming than this) was moved before all the Judges 
at Serjeant s-Imiy 4 Eliz. viz. whether a Commiifion ifTued out ana exe- Dy an. 
cuted about that Time, upon this Statute, for Trial of Pyrites, was 
fufficient iu Law, becaule the 4 Perfons named and joined with the Admiral in that 
Commiifion, had been named by the Lord Keeper; whereas the Statute directs they 
fixould be named by the Lord Chancellor for the Time being. Tis true, 
that Doubt was the next Year after cleared, and the Law declared by S elize. it. 
Atl of Parliament touching the Lord Keeper’s Power. But the Judges 
were upon this very Queftion divided ; thole who thought the Commiifion not to be 
good, yielding for Realbn, that the Aft being penal, was to be taken ftriftly ; and 
thole that thought it good enough, concluding it was fo, becaule the Aft of the 
Lord Keeper, in iifuing out this Commiifion, and naming thole 4 Perlons, was meerly 
minifterial, and not judicial ; which Expofition leems >to limit us more clolely to 
the Words in the prelent Cale. For tho’ I cannot find that any Lord Admiral did 
ever in Perfon prefide in the Judicial Execution of any of thele Commilfions, yet 
to what County or Place foever this Commiifion hath happened to be limitted, the 
Precepts of Venire Facias , to the Sheriff or Officers, as alfo the Warrants for proclaim- 
ing the Seifions, for bringing the Prilonersto their Trials, for executing liich as had 
Sentence of Death againft them, were in the Admiral’s Name, and under his Seal 
jf Office iifued out of this Court. 

It is an Obfervation on the Statute of forcible Entries, that Juftices Ftrjlers cafi> 
>f Oyer or - 1 ff fi*rf-t>elivery , cannot do thofe Things that Juftices of 11 Ct ' 

?eac a*tre there appointed to do ; and yet the Words of the Statute are not uega- 
jurtTor exclufive. But thePraftice on the Stat. 31 F.. 3. c. 12. for bringing Errors 
ntothe Exchequer, to be examined before the Lord Chancellor, and Lord Treafurer, 
s that which heightens my Doubt; for that two Aftsof Parliament, viz. 31 Eliz, 

. r. and 1$ Car. II. r. 2 . had made it fufficiently evident, that the Prefence of thofe 
Vol. II* U u u u two 
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tvro great Officers was ftill neceflary in the manner firft limited, and that their Ab~. 

fence was not to be fupplied or dilpenled with but by Aft of Parlia- 
30 o-.II. r.4. ment. There was a 3 d Aft of the 20 th of his prefent Majefty, that 
fully implies, that the Lords Commiflioners of the Treafury then being, 
could not give Judgment in Writs of Error, as a Lord Trealurer might have done; 
and therefore the Aft provides, that in the Vacancy of a Lord Treafurer, Judg- 
ment may be given in the Prefence of the Lord Keeper, in the Manner accuftom’d ; 
how far parallel that Cafe is with this of your Lordihips, I humbly fubmit to your 
Lordfhips better Judgment. 

Thus much being laid upon the Word Admiral, 1 know not whether your Lord- 
fhips will think it worth while to make any Reflexion upon the Disjunftive or, to his 
or their Lieutenant, Deputy or Deputies, for thefe Words leem to be meerly relative 
to the Being of an Admiral. By the Word Lieutenant, has been always underflood 
the Judge of the Admiralty, the Admiral conftituting him his locum tenen. General. 
by Patent ; by Deputies, are meant the Vice Admirals of the feveral Diftrifts. The 
Judges of the Admiralty have held their Places moft commonly by Patent from the 
Lord High Admiral, but we have feveral Precedents both before and fince this Statute, 
of Comm i /lions immediately from the King to conflitute a Judge of the Admiralty, 
and this is mjr Cafe at prelent ; for having had the Honour firft to lerve this Poft by 
Patent from his Royal Highnefs, his Majefty was moft gracioufly pleafed, upon his 
Royal Highnels’s Surrender, to think upon his Servant, and to give Orders for a 
Commiflion for me ftho’ I was abfent) to hold this Place from himfelf. In which 
Commilfion are thefe Words ; T'<r, Leollnum Jenkins Iccvm - tenentem nojlrum 

in ditta Curia Admiralitatis Anglia, & official em principalem Comif[ariumq\ genera- 
lem & Jpecialem , ac Antedifla Suprema Curia Admiralitatis Anglia prejidcntem & Judi - 
cem, ordinamtu, facimtu. Sec. Which Words (in Regard of the Word Locvm-tenens 
among them) 1 have taken Leave here to inlert, that the whole Cafe (as far as I under- 
ftand it) may lie before your Lordfhips, in order to have l'uch a mature Reflexion 
upon it, as the Confequence of the Thing feems to require. 1 am, &c.

To the Right Honourable the Lords Commiflioners of Prizes and Appeals. 

May it pleafe your Lordfhips , Stv. 13. 167,. 

f A S fbon as I had the Honour to receive your Lordfhips Letter of Reference, 
touching the Negroes taken and claimed by CaptainGV/ep of Jamaica, I direct- 
ed the King’s Prottor to propound his Allegations, if he had any, whereby to prove 
and evince; that the Negroes pretended to by Captain Gallop, ought not to be ad- 
judged to himfelf as Pillage, by virtue of the 7 th Article of an Aft of Parliament, 
made in the 1 3 th Year of the King, c. 9. It is true, C. Gallop was not at that Time, 
nor at any Time fince, a Party in Judgment before me ; however, in Regard he had 
put in l'uch a Claim by Petition to his Majefty, and that your Lordfhips had thought 
fit to refer the Examination of his Pretenfions to me, 1 thought this Courfe of Pro- 
ceeding to becleareft and moft indifferent; but the King’s Proftor having not had, 
as it feems, any Informations in this Cafe, alledged nothing (I mean concludent or 
refolvent in the Point inQueftion) befides what muft be acknowledged on C. Gallop's 
Part : So that I have no more to offer to your Lordfhips, than thele my Reflexions 
upon the whole Matter. 

1. This Ship with Negroes, called the Sulan of Amfterdam, belonged to Merchants 
there, and was taken by C. Gallop, Commander of his Majefty’s hired Ship the Thomat 
and Prances, and one C. Odway, being in Confbrtfhip with him, in a private Man of 
War called the Flying Horfe. 

2. This Ship Sufan , and her Lading, was wholly of Dutch Property, and fought 
againft Gallop and Odway before the War was ended, conl'equently was a lawful Prize. 

3. If it fhould be pretended to be a Dutch private Man of War, I humbly conceive 

it is not well founded ; for tho’ it had a Commiflion of War from the Prince of 
Orange, yet the Depofitions /peak her to be a Merchant Ship, and upon a Trading 
Voyage when fhe was taken, fhe having let out from Hamburgh'^ with a Lading of 
Brandy, &c. and having barter’d it upon the Coaft of Africa, brought Jier Negroes to 
the Coaft of Curafao , where /lie was taken. ‘’n. 

4. According to the Articles of Confbrtfhip, tranfmitted to me from your Lord 
(hips, between Gallop and Odway, the one half of the Negroes feems to belong, and 
is (if I miftake not) already adjudged by the Govetnour of Jamaica to the King’s 
Account ; Odway and his Setters out are contented with one fourth of them, and to 

have 
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have the other fourth affigned to certain publick Ufes of the Ifland, viz., gratifying 
of Officers, paying the wounded and hired Men, and repairing the Forts. 

5. T h a Number of Negroes being 544, and 54 J of them being to be deducted 
for the Lord Admiral’s tenths upon the whole, Captain Odvcay hath 122 i to his 
Share, the publick Ules of the Ifland 122*,, likewife Captain oV/Vy’s Ship hath 
244 i to the King’s Share, which is one full Moiety, the tenths aforelaid deducted. 

1 have nothing before me. My Lords, what Goods or Merchandiles there were 
in this Ship befiaes, nor any Means to inform myfelf of the true Value of the King’s 
Allotment, which is one Thing given me in Charge by your Lordihips Letter. 

Nor doth it appear, upon what Terms Captain Gallop is in this Service *, only the 
Ship, whereof he is Commander, is agreed, in the Articles of Confortlhip, to be the 
King’s hired Ship, and by the Claim he makes of thefe 244! Negroes to himfelf and 
Company as Pillage, he leems to be in the King’s Pay •, without which, his Claim 
by Aft of Parliament would not lie. The Words of the Article in that Ail are thele. 

“It fhall be lawful for all Captains, Seamen, Soldiers, and others, ferving as 
“ aforelaid, to take, and have to themfelves as Pillage, without Account to be 
“ given for the fame, all luch Goods and Merchandifes (other than Arms, Ammu- 
“ nition. Tackle, Furniture, and Stores ol fuch Ships) as fhall be found by them, 
“ or any of them, in any Ship they fhall take in Fight or Prize, upon, or above the 
“ Gun-Deck of the faid Ship, and not otherwife. 

Upon thele Words, it will not, as I humbly conceive, be controverted, but that 
Negroes are to be reputed Goods or Merchandiles in this Ship, as they are (generally 
ipeaking) a Part of the Commerce in thole Parts. How many of them were upon, 
or above the Gun- Deck ; and how many in the Hold, does not appear in Proof before 
me. Nor doth it appear, whether this Ship was not of a Built peculiar for the 
Tranfport of Negroes. But fuppoling, firft, that the Ship is of the ordinary Built 
of other Merchant Ships, and not of a peculiar Fabrick for the Tranfport of Negroes. 
2. That thele Negroes had no other Place or Stowage, but upon, or above the Guu- 
Deck, and that they were aftually above the Gun- Deck, at the boarding and feizing 
the Ship ; I am of Opinion, with Submiffion to better Judgments, that Captain Gal- 
lop and his Company are, and ought, to have the King's Quota of the Negroes, 
(according to the Letter of the Article) as their Pillage, notwithftanding that thole 
Negroes fhould prove to be of confiderable Value; and that there are no Goods or 
Meychandifes in the Hold, that fhould come to the King’s Share. For, firft. 

Tub Grant or Privilege of the Captain and his Company, contained in this Ar- 
ticle, being as it is by Aft of Parliament, his Majefty muft not be fuppofed to have 
been furprized in it, and confequently there will be no Pretence to reftrain or curtail 
it, as over liberal. It is rather to be extended and interpreted favourably ; for all 
Laws do much favour Soldiers in the Rights and Privileges that are conlequent to 
the doing of their Duty, and it is peculiar to this Cale, that this being an Encou- 
ragement propofed to thofe that ferve the King, it is intended not only as a Re- 
ward to their Induftry, but alio as a Compenfation for their extraordinary Hazards. 

2. Here are in thisClaufe two Exceptions, which do abundantly ftrengthen the 
Rule, in a Cafe (as this is) not excepted. Firft, ’Tis laid the Takers fhall not have 
any Arms or Stores belonging to the Prize, tho’ they fhould be found upon, or above 
<he Gun-Deck ; and *tis further faid, 2. That they fhall not have any Goods that 
are found otherwile (/. e. as I humbly conceive, otherwhere) than upon, or above 
the Gun-Deck ; therefore the Inference is more ftrong, that they ought to have 
every Thing elfe, that comes not under either of thele two Exceptions, and yet 
come under the Notion of Goods and Merchandile, as thele Negroes do. 

3. Had this Prize been never l'o rich in the Hold, and had the Pillage upon, or 
above the Gun- Deck, been never fo poor, the Takers muft nevertheless have ad- 
ventured their Lives and their Limbs (as they did) in the Conflift, and yet they 
would have had no Pretence from the rich Value of the Prize, for a Compenfation 
of their Hazards and perfonal Sufferings. 

If fo, I cannot conceive, that a lucky Hit for them, as this is fuggefted to be, 
(whether it be true in Faft or no, does not yet appear by any Proofs) upon, or above 
the Gun- Deck, doesalter their Cafe, any more than if they had taken twice the 
Value of the NsgsMCs in Gold, in the Captain’s Cabbin, without that the Ship had 
any othpr Goods or Merchandiles in the Hold ; which Cafe I humbly conceive to 
be cjrarlv in their Favour, and within the Intendment of this Aft. All which I 
fuhraitj <£r.

I Have yours to acknowlege of the 22 d of laft Month, and am forry that i'o great 
a T rouble, as a hellions in the Admiralty will bring along with it, is like to fall 
to your Share, there is nothing 1 can fay, but you are l'ully as much Mafter of al- 
ready as my lei f; however, fince you require I ihould lay ibmethiug, I think myfelf 
obliged to do it. 

1 n the Charge you are to give the Jury, you will, I doubt not, direfl: them to 
enquire into two Things. 1. The Affront given in not ftriking. 2. The Mayhem. 

F o a the fiirft, 1 think it you keep yourfelf to the Words in the Preface of the 
Indictment to the SpaniJIi Captain at the Old Bally , you will do that which is fiifett ; 
for tho’ much may be laid plaufibly, upon the Subjetl of ftriking yet that Indict- 
ment, as nothing has been hitherto faid againft it, that I know of; lb all the Words 
in it were very maturely weighed by my Lord Chancellor, and my Lords the Judges, 
who met for that Purpole, and alio by his Majefty with the Lords of the Admiralty. 

I hint this, that altho’ the Ordinance of King John be an ancient Record, yet the 
Ufage of ftriking is lb univerlally notorious to all Nations, and hath been lb con- 
ftant and unilorm Time out of Mind, that to bring other Proofs, is to light a Candle 
to the Sun ; befides, the Words of that Ordinance being accommodated to thole Times, 
may alFord a Matter of Cavil in this Age. 

You fliould meddle as little with the French Ordinances of the Years 1555, 1 S ^4 ? 
(whereby a Ship that refules to ftrike to French Men of War may be fallen upon and 
made Prize) for befides, that thole Ordinances require ftriking in all Seas indefinitely, 
(which is not our Pretence here) the Parliament of thole Times have refuted to 
verify them ; nay, there is a l'olemn Judgment of Parliament againft them, in the 
Cafe of a Hamburgh Merchant Man, that had refuled to ftrike to a French Man ot 
War. Tiiis you know Mr. Sclden takes notice of, and is to be found more at large in 
the Tlaydoyez. ol'Mr. Serum. Yet fomething may be touch’d, not improperly, upon the 
Orders that the Captain of our Men of War have, to require this RelpeCt to the 
King’s Colours ; and that an Article of that Effeft hath been of ancient Times con- 
ftantly inlerted, in the lnftruftions of all our Commanders of Men of War. 

For I fuppofe, you will not only give them in Charge to enquire, what Foreigners 
have refuled to ftrike, but alfo what Captains of ours, have negletted or omitted 
to demand thatRefpett; it being made Part of their Duty by cxprels InftruClions. 
Here it will uot be improper to add two Articles more •, the 1 ft, To enquire what 
Merchant Men, or other Ships, belonging to the King’s Subjects, have prefumed to 
approach any of the King’s Men of War, without ftriking at their due Diftance; 
this ufed to be heretofore very leverely fined, and I am afraid there is Caulc to 
make this Enquiry ftill. The other is, that you give them in Charge, to enquire 
of Merchant Men, that prefume to wear Colours approaching the King’s, or but a 
little difguifed from them : This you’ll find in a Proclamation that came out about 
three Years ago ; which Points, I lay, will be proper to enforce upon our fellow Sub- 
jects, at the lame Time we puniih Strangers for the Want of Awe and Refpeft. 

As to the Puuilhment, which was that of a Fine and Imprifonmcnt in our’Sefiiont 
at the Old Bally, it is my humble Opinion you Ihould keep very dole to that Pre- 
cedent. As for the Confifcation of the Ship and Goods, which you lay, feme of 
my Lords of the Council think a Severity very proper at this Time; I do not know 
of any Means to come at it, in the Sefiions of the Admiralty ; but muft humbly 
leave it to my Lords the Judges at Common Law. For tho’ the Ordinance of King 
John for England, and thole 1 juft now mentioned for France, do make Confifcation 
of Ship and Goods, to be Part ot the Punilhment, yet there is no Way of doing it, 
as I conceive, bur in the Civil Court of the Admiralty, by Way of Libel, demand- 
ing Judgment and Confifcation upon the Ships, wherein and whereby liich Inlolencies 
have been committed. The Courle would be the lame in any other Cafe; for 
Inftance, in carrying prohibited Goods, luch as would confifcate the Ship, where 
the Judgment remains in the Admiralty, as fome you know do to this Day, tho’ 
fuch Judgments, in many Cafes, have been of late transferr’d £0-«*her Courts by All 
of Parliament. TheReafon why no Proceedings were had to confifcate the Span ip 
Captain’s Ship was, that the Judgment of the Civil Court of Admiralty, if it 2 <uild 
have been upon the Libel and Proofs to the confilcating of the Ship, as a Pesqui“te 
to his Majefty in Right of Admiralty, luch a Judgment the Spaniard might have ap- 
pealed from, (and as it was then feared) got reverled by Judges Delegates, am' 
that would have been fome Reflexion upon the Verdiff in the Old Baily. 

Befides 
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Betides that, his Majefty was gracioufly inclined tolhew his Clemency and Mercy 
towards that Privateer. 

It this Courfe of Confifcating ihould now be ventured on, you know a Libel muft 
be put in* the Records of the Seflton muft be given in fnbfidimn probation its, che Iden- 
tity of the Ships, as alfo of thePerfons, both a&ing and (uttering, muft be fully 
made Out j and then the Sentence, tho’ it (hoiild be for the King, muft, as in all other 
Civil Cales, take its Fate ; for the Appeal cannot be flopp’d, if the Party that thiuks 
himfelf aggrieved is lb difpofed. 

That it can be nootherwife here is the more evident, for that, as I take it, it is 
thus in a Matter at Common Law for tho’ a Jury do find that fuch a Man, convifted 
of Trealbn or Felony, had Goods or Chattels, Lands or Tenements, at the Time 
of the Trealbn or Felony committed, yet the King is put to his Remedy in his 
other Courts of Common Law, for the Recovery or fuch 'Goods or Lands, in cale 
they be difputed with him. 

For the Mayhem, that the Admiral hath Cognifance of it, if committed upon 
the High Seas, is lb much the more undoubted, as that the Stat. of t 5 Ric. II. doth 
not take it away from him, when the Mayhem is committed in the main Streams of 
great Rivers. Therefore you may give it in Charge to the Jury, to enquire of all 
Mayhems committed within the Jurifdiftion of the Admiralty. If they find the 
Faft, it is my humble Opinion, that as to the Form of the Indiffment, the Verdift, 
and whole Manner of Proceedings, it ought to be the very fame as if the Indiftment 
were preferr’d at the K/n/s-Bench t for a Mayhem committed within the Body of the 
County of Middlefex ; but I doubt not, but (bmc of my Lords the Judges will be 
afiifting upon lb important an Oecafion. I believe Mr. Bedford t the Deputy Regifter, 
has lome Notes of what I delivered at a former Selfion, for l do not find them 
among my Papers here. If they will be of any Service to you, you may command 
them, for the fparing you the Trouble ingathering together the many Heads that 
are to be given in Charge at an Admiralty Selfions. For I ufe to run over the moft 
of them, becaufe I would have the Jury andAififtants (Sea-faring Men elpecially) 
a little acquainted with thofe Things which are within the Jurifdittion Of the Ad- 
miralty ; and I always thought thofe criminal Selfions (if I rightly underftand them) 
were of great Concern and Support to the old Englifli Dilcipline at Sea, and to the 
Good of Navigation and Commerce in general : But that need not be any Rule to 
you, nor to hinder you to limit your felf to the Matter that fhall be afforded you 
from your Kaleudar. I am, &c.

I Have not Words to exprefs the deep Senfe l have, of that infinite Princely Good- 
nefs wherewith his Royal Highncls delcends fo low as to take Notice of me, 
even at this Diftance, and to be willing to hear what 1 may have to fay, in a Concern 
of the Court of Admiralty, where 1 have the Honour to ferve. What 1 Ihall defire 
to lay (by your Favour) at his Royal Highnefs’s Feet, Ihall be with a perfeft Regard 
to the Faithfulnels and Duty I owe him in thofe Things he is pleafed to command 
me in, without any End or Intereft of my own. 

The Cafe it feems is this : There is a Gentleman, who is Suitor to his Majefty foe 
the Revertion of Mr. Gee's Place (who is Regifter of the Court of Admiralty); I 
muft (uppole, that if this Gentleman obtain the Place, and live to enjoy it, he intends 
to execute it not by himfelf, but by a Deputy ; and it is my humble Opinion, that 
it is ablblutely for his Majefty’s Service, that this Place be given to no other Perion 
but to fuch as is capable of executing it himlelf. 

My chief Reafon is, that the Perquifites of the Place, ( commwibtu annis) and in 
Times of Peace, arc not more than what is requifite to maintain a Perfon of that 
Ability and Garb the Place requires. The true Value of the Place will be foon 
known from Mr. Gee and others. What Maintenance is fitting for the Support of 
an ingenious M^n in it, will be beft judged of by the Competences that pals for 
fuch in octu^nberal Profelfions ; only it is to be obferved, that a meet Routine and 
euftimon Experience, will not do the Bufinefs of a Regifter of the Admiralty, as it 
* doth in other Pofts not unlike it. A Man muft in this Place have a Stock of Civil 
Law, and endeavour to increafe it, by fearching into the Style and Praftice of Ma- 
ritime Courts beyond the Seas ( which alters and varies confidcrably in a few Years) ; 
and lie* muft be skilled in the Neighbour Languages, French and Dutch at leaft ; 

(other- 
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(otherwile he mull male Ufe of a Deputy, in taking the Depolitions of Foreigners, 
which hath many great Inconveniencies in it) thele Mr. Bedford hath perfectly, hav- 
ing fojourned Abroad a confulerable Time in Foreign Parts, in order to acquire them. 
Belides, he that executes this Place, Ihould be maintained by it, for the due Execu- 
tion of it requires the whole Man ; he that is forced to divide him&lf between 
that and another Poft, will do wrong to one of them, and moft probably to both; 
and tho’ he may devolve much of the Toil, and lome Part of the Attendance, upon 
his Clerks yet to do well, he muft be at one End of moft Bufinefs himfelf. 

A not iii: r Thing is, that this Court isoneof the King’s Courts of Juftice, where 
Foreigners almoft of all Nations are Suitors^ and ’tis for the Reputation of the 
Government, that l'uch a Truft be committed to a Perfon that is to be refponfible in 
his own Rights and to one that will have a Concern that nothing of Male-Admini- 
flration, either tlirough Ignorance or Corruption, be charged upon him. For Mill 
carriages in this Poft, have l’ometimes come at laft to Publick Sharpnefs and Re- 
lent men ts between our aud other Neighbouring Nations. 

Bf. suits, the Suitors in this Court are generally very miferable People, fhipwrack’d 
undone Per Ions, poor Prifoners in Goal, lome for Debt, others for Crimes 5 and 
where the Judge and Regifter are driven not only out of NeceiCty to forgive their 
Dues, but but of Charity too, (1 fpeak as to Priloners) to be at Charge to keep thole 
that are to anfwer in juftice from ftarving in the mean while. This a Regifter can- 
not do when he afts in another’s Right ; he cannot forgive what is another Man’s 
Due: So he muft have infinite Wranglings with the pooreft of People, or elle be 
liable to the Exceptions of his Principal in the palling of his Accounts. 

Your lelfj Si r, can bear Witnels, how often the Jurifdiftion of this Court has 
been attack’d by Suits at Common Law ; and that our Seflions of the Admiralty 
are frequent aud very chargeable. Mr. Bedford hath ever lince his coming laid out 
the Expcr.ces neceffary in thele Cafes ; if Hands Ihould be changed, who would lay 
out this Money ? Or whether another Patentee will be as traftable as Mr. Gee is, 
to bear his Share in thele Burthens ? If he be not, the Judge cannot compel him to it. 

Mr. Gee's executing the Place by Deputy, is the only Inftance that can be fhewn 5 
the contrary, of the Patentee’s executing the Place by himlelf^ is evident from the 
moft ancient Records. What Security, if this Courle of putting in Strangers to 
the Profeilion, be enter’d upon, that thole that liicceed Mr. Gee t will be fo fair, 
ingenious, liberal, and regardful to the due Execution of the Place as he is? And 
if they be not, what will become of this Office, and the judicature it relates to ? 

In a Word, S 1 r, I do not think it can be made out, that at any Time there is 
any Inftance or Conflat, that the Place hath been better dilcharged, than it is at this 
Time by Mr. Bedford j and if he Ihould be dilcharged, I do not know how we ihall 
ever do fo well. Yet 1 do not plead for him, my Concern is only for his Majefty’s 
Court of Juftice, that it be ferved in the beft Manner polfible •, and that thole that 
come to be entrufted in it, may not, by the Miferies of a narrow pinching Allowance, 
be expoled to the Temptations of being corrupt, fordid, or uningenuous, in the Dis- 
charge of their Truft. 

These are my poor Reflexions upon the Matter, but how much, or if any Part 
of them, may be proper to be laid before his Royal Highnels, I liibmit perfeftly to 
your Judgment 5 begging you not to forget to lay me the loweft polfible at his Royal 
Highnefs’s Feet, when you happen to entertain him upon this Subject •, and that you 
will alio be plealed to believe, that I am with much Sincerity, &c.

My Lord, Nimeguen, Mirth 11 . 1676 7. 

I Should think it an Unhappinefs, that I am not able, at this Diftance, to come 
at the Atts of the Prerogative Court, nor at the Proofs and Exhibits that lay 
before me, in granting of Adminiftration of the perfonal Eftate of one Bevel a 
Baftard \ but as my Defence, as to any Matter of Grievance charged againft me, muft 
arile from what Ihall be found in the Regiftry of that Court, and from what the 
Council concerned in that Caufe, and the whole Audience may remomfegr of my Pro- 
ceedings, I am not in the leaft concerned, let any of them fpeak againft me if tb^y 
can. It will, I doubt not, appear from the Aft's of Court, that the Caufe did not • 
depend long there, that it met with no Stop or Delay on my Part \ and if there was 
any Motion for Hearing or Difpatch made, (which I do not remember) it was rea- 
dily aflented to, and Proceedings affigned accordingly. 


It 
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It was always ah dftablilhed Rule with me, NuUi negare me deferre juftitiam ; and 
ever fince I have had the Honour to prefide in that Court, have endeavoured, by pro- 
per Rules, as far as in me lay, and as I found neceflary, to reftrain all Pretences and 
Caufes of unjuft Delays : And in this Caufe, I heard all the Matter of Faflr, which, 
was very long, in one Day, and appointed another in the fame Term to hear Council 
on feveral Points of Law arifing out of that Faft, and heard feveral very able Perfons 
at Common Law, as well as thofe of my own Profeifion, before I gave Judgmeut. 

I call God to XVitiiefs, that I never received any Letters, Meffage, or Word, from 
the King's Majefty, nor from any of his Minifters or Servants, nor from any other 
Perfon whatfoever, tending direftly or indirectly to favour the King’s Title, or to 
influence the Proceedings, or the Judgment to be given upon it. Nor did the King’s 
Alfignee himfelf (Mr. KiUegrew) nor any other in his Behai fj once offer to Ipeak to 
me at any Time, or any otherwhere than in open Court, about it ; and this 1 am 
jready to make Oath dt. 

That as there was a Patent exhibited by Mr. KiUegrew y as Aflignee from the King, 
of this Baftard’s whole Eftate (Real and Perfonal), io there was a particular Warrant 
(under his Majefty *s Sign Manual and Privy Signet) touching his Perfonal Eftate, 
Part of which Warrant was a kind of Direction to the Judge of the Court, and Part 
to the King’s Council, who were to prolecute his Title. This Claufe, as it was 
drawn, directing the judge to commit Adminiftration, 1 was at firftView unfatisfied 
with, and did therefore lay before the Council what Objection and Scruple I had 
upon that Claufe which concerned the Judge. But after that Claufe had been fully 
debated, it appeared tome, i. That there is no other Wav, when the King has 
Right of Adminiftration, but td commit it to a Perfon, againft whom Aft ions may be 
brought, and whomuft take the ufual Oath, and anfwer the Law, as a Perfon fucceed- 
ing in Muter droit ought to do. And, 2 . That by the Courfe of that Court,the King was 
by his Warrant to nominate and appoint a Perfon capable, to whom Adminiftration 
was to be committed in the King’s Right ; whereupon I proceeded to Sentence, and 
decreed Adminiftration to Mr. KiUegrete, the King’s Aflignee named in that Warrant. 

It was perfeftly my Judgment then, and ’tis fo ftill, that this Adminiftration did 
by the Law of England belong of Right to the King’s Majefty, and that I was by the 
Courfe of the Court, to commit it to that Perfon the King had nominated and ap- 
pointed by his Warrant, fince there was no Exception taken as to his Perfon, and 
th-t I could not do otherwife without Injuftice. If I was miftaken in my Judgment, 
the Law hath provided how my Error is to be correfted, that is, by Appeal. But 
as to any Grievance given. Delay ufed, any Partiality or Favour fhewn to the King’s 
Intereft, or to his Aflignee, 1 am not in the leaft confcious to my felf, nor will it ever 
be made out by due Proof againft me, before the Honourable Committee of Griev- 
ances, to whole Wifdom and Juftice I perfeftly fubmit. This is all that at prclent 
occurs to my Memory concerning the Adminiftration of Revel y and am, &c.

S I R, 

A FTER my humble Service and Refpefts to Sir Jofeph WiUiamfon y you may, if 
you pleafe, inform him, that I do humbly conceive, that the Kings of England 
have never pretended, either by their Prerogative Royal, or by any other Title, (fuch 
as the Dench Droit d' Aubaine is) to a Right of fuccecding Merchant Strangers, or their 
Faftors dying here, and being Subjefts of Princes or States in Amity with this Crown, 
in their Goocls, D<*Hs, or moveable Eftate, to the Prejudice of the Wife, Children, or 
next of Kin, *$$earing and claiming fuch Succcffions. The ancient Statutes and Or- 
dig'^Cfcs of our Kings, fuch as Magna Charta y Charta Mercatoria, Statutes of the Staple, 
etc. have declared fuch Merchants, and their Goods, to be under the Ipecial Pro- 
tettion and fafe Conduftjof the King •, and the Courfe of our Laws, allows fuch Per- 
' Tons in all Things the fame Property and Liberty in difpofing of their perfonal Eftates, 
and the larfle Remedies and Advantages in their perfonal Aftions, as the King’s Leige 

Subjefts, 
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Subjefts have. Thefe Privileges afeertained by our Law, do in their own Nature, as 
well as in the Conftruftion and Praftice of all Nations, neceflarily imply all Freedom 
of exporting what a Merchant, being dead, leaves behind him ; nor is it to be 
imagined, that he hath accepted of our fafe Conduit, beftowed his Labours, and ga- 
ther’d an Eftate here, and at the fame Time know, that all is to be pillaged by 
Law, if he die before he can tranfport himfelf and his Eftate out of the Country. 
Sure I am, that when any Merchant Strangers happen to die Inteftate, within the 
Province of Canterbury, their Succeflions are of Courle committed by the Judge of the 
Prerogative, to the Wife or next of Kin (tho’ a Foreigner) appearing and making 
out their Title. And when a Venetian Jeweller died here about 40 Years ago, with 
the Value of about 12000 /. in Jewels, tho* Admiuiftration was granted to a great 
Officer of State, in Right of the King, no Wife, Kindred, or Creditor appearing, 
yet that Admiuiftration was revoked and given to thole, that fhould have l'ucceeded 
him ab inteflato in his own Country, as foon as they fhow’d themlelves, and made 
out their lutereft ; lb if luch Merchants do make their Teftament, and appoint Exe- 
cutors, thole Executors, tho’ Foreigners, have the Probat and Adminiftration of the 
Teftators moveable Eftates committed to them in the Prerogative Court, in the lame 
Form as Enghjhmen have. - The French, tho’ they endeavour to draw in feveral of 
the Neighbour Nations, moft efpecially the Englijh , to be their Aubains, that is, Cent 
fans aveu , when they die among them in the Quality of Soldiers, Scholars, Travel- 
lers, &c. yet they have no Colour to lubjeft our Merchants to that Law, tho’ we 
had no Treaty in our Behalf. For Lewis XI. Ordinance de Fannie 1463. Art. 9. per- 
mit a tom A fen hands Eftr angers de ttfler & ordonner de levr bietts, ainfft quo bon leur fem- 
bleroit , que leur teftament & ordinance forteroit fon plein effe ff, comme sil euft efte fait 
& ordonne au Lieufe , dent ils feroit not if s. Their Exchequers and Parliaments have 
lb decided it iu the Cafe of Jean Hanon, Merchand dense ur ant d Namur & decode d 
Paris, fentence & Arreft fut done , que le droit d'Aubaine na lieu quant d merchandt Trafficons 
tn France, 24 Dec. 1578. the other 19 April, 1584. Nor do I find that the Cate of 
Merchants Strangers, I fay Merchants, not other Strangers, hath come into any Dife 
pute or Difficulty thefe latter Years. Thefe Inftances I do the rather mention, be- 
caufe the Privilege of Merchants againft the Droit d'Aubaine , is exprelly laid to be 
allow’d, not in Regard of any Treaty, but of the Reciproque found to be the Praftice 
at Namur and Antwerp ; befides, if my Memory fail me not very much, I have feen 
an Arreft du Confeil , whereby main-levle was ordered in the Goods of one Mr. Cary, 
a Merchant relidiug at Bourdeaux, who died about the Year 1661, obtained in the 
Embaffy of my Lord St. Alban.

M Y L O K D, 

T O the Queftion you was pleafed to fend me about the three Scotchmen , and the 
Objection of the States to your Memorial, that after a Sentence of Bauifh- 
ment, the Allegiance of a Subjett is extinguilhed ; 1 have this with Submiflion to. 
offer, that there are leveral Things in the Praftice of Nations, (which is the Law 
in the Queftion) that makes it impoffible for Subjefts, in my poor Opinion, to re- 
nounce or diveft themfelves of the Allegiance they were born under. 

For Inflance, no Subject of our Malfer’s, (we’ll put the Cafe at Home) can by the 
Law go out of his Dominions without his Leave ; nor is this Leave, whether it be 
exprelfcd, or by Implication, (as in the Cafe of Merchants and Sea-faring Men) grant- 
ed, but there is a Time always luppoled for his Return ; I mean, when the King had 
Need of his Service ; and in the Cafe of every Man of Quality it is always prefixed : 
Befides, there is no doubt, and we fee it is a frequent Practice in England, France, &c. 
to call back the Subjefts from Foreign Services and Refidences within a Time pre- 
fix’d, and that upon Pain of Death; in which Cafe, if they return not, the Pain is 
well executed upon them, (provided they lie not under any Impediment) if they 
afterwards fall into the Hands of their Mafter : And I think the Court of Conftable 
and Marfhal iu England , would be the proper Judicature in luch a Cafe. 

2. T110’ my Prince fhould give his Leave to fettle myfelf, for^feftuice, in Sweden , 
and that 1 fhould purchale and have Land given me in Sweden ^ upon Conditio.:, and 
by the Tenure of following that King in his Wars; if my King fhould afterwards 
have a War with Sweden, that King cannot command me to follow him againft my 
natural and original Mafter. The Reafou of it is, he cannot command me to expofe 
myfelf more than his own natural born Subjefts do; which yet would <be my Cafe, 
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. if ! fhould appear with, him in the Field againft my natural Liege Lord 3 into whole 
Hands, if I mould happen to fall alive, he would, have a Right to punifh me as a 
Traitor and a Rebel, and put me to the Torture and Ignominy of his Laws at Home, 
which he cannot pretend to do when he takes , thole that are not his born Subje&s, 
nor inflitt any Thing upon them but what is agreeable to the Permiffions of War. 

3. Nay, which is more, in the Cafe of Reprifals, if 1 live in Sweden a Burgher, 
Officer, or what you pleafe, and a Dane for inftance hath Letters of Repriials againft 
the Englifi Nation 3 if my Goods fall into the Danes Hands, they are lawful Prize, 
tho’I be never lo much habituated in Sweden 3 unleis it proves, that I am fo trans- 
planted thither cum pannit, that 1 have neither Goods, nor expeft them in England, 
and have relolved never to return thither 3 which is an Exception that lome learned 
Men allow of, but not ail 3 thefe Things fhew, that the Quality of a natural born 
Subjeft, is tied with luch indiffoluble Bonds upon every Man, that he cannot untie all 
by auy Means.

I N Obedience to that Command which I had the Honour to receive from you 
yefterday, 1 have applied my Thoughts to the Queftion you were pleafed to put 
to me, touching the inter-marrying of a Youth of Nine, with a Girl of Eight Years 
old, viz.. Whether fuch a Marriage will be good in Law, or not ? It is a kind of a 
Contract, which the Laws of the Church do rather tolerate than approve of: becaufe 
it is voidable by both, or either of the Parties, when they come to Years of Confent. 
This Contra£l (for be the Words whatever you can imagine, S 1 k, it amounts to no 
more) is entered into, cither per verba deprafenti, fuch as thole in the Office of our 
Church for Marriage 3 or per verba de futuro , fuch as may be put into the Mouth of 
the Parties by their Parents, or any that would inftrua: them to promile Marriage 
to each other in apt Words 3 but both the one and the other, as to the inducing of 
any Obligation upon the Parties, do depend upon the Ratification they lhall make by 
the evidencing of their Confent when they are come to Age, viz., the Youth to 
Fourteen, the Girl to Twelve. It is in my poor Opinion, if fuch a Contrail be to 
be celebrated, more reaibnable, that the verba de prafenti be ufed in joining them 
together 3 for it will then have more the Figure of a Marriage than the Spon» 
/ alia per verba de futuro will have, and that in the Eye of the Common Law of 
England 3 which, if I miftake riot, gives Dower to a Wife at Nine Years old. But 
of this Point, I beg you. Sir, to inform your felf of fome able Common Lawyer 3 
not that it will be any Part of this Gale, for I fuppofe that antecedent Settle- 
ments will take away all that Queftion 3 but that it will be fome Satisfaction to a 
Parent concerned, to find that the Law of England takes Notice of fuch a Contrail, 
as having in it fome civil Effects of a Marriage. Sir, There is no Man alive that 
hath a more perfett Devotion for your Per fon, nor a heartier Concern for your 
Family, than I have 3 and ’tis that makes me clofe this Scribble with an humble 
Suit, that all Precaution and Care poilible may be taken, that the Children do not, 
upon any Accident, fall into Hands that may bring them into a Diflike of wliat 
they lhall have done, or labour to poffcfs them with any ill-natured Impreffions.

I F I might prefume to offer any Thing in the Ofiend Men of Wars Cafe, it 
fhould be under Correftion, to put a Stop to the Order for Arrefting them in 
our Ports, till his Majefty have an Account from Bruxels, what Procefs Verbal* or 
Narrative of this Fa£t, hath been lent from D fiend to that Court. Afattbevs the Mer- 
chant, that hath fworn before me fulleft, and moll diftinftly to the Diftance, dcfired 
to limit him felf in his Depolition (thereof I fend you an Abftraft) to the Porte of 
thole Guns that - ere then mounted on the Walls of Ofiend 3 faying at the fame 
Time, (tho’ it was not thought neceffary to be fet down) that he hath known Guns 
\ thav did carry much further than from the Walls to the Men of War. Thisfirft 
refilling will, 1 fuppofe, prove to be a Moot-Point 3 and I muff confefs I am hitherto 
to lodk for Law or Ufage in the Plandrian Ports, to fupport our Demand within their 
Guns 3 the Refiifal upon the fecond Rencounter, and the (hooting off a Gun into us, 
is of another Nature, and to be well compared with what Mr. Vice Chamberlain re- 
members, of their ftriking to us about 40 Years ago upon that Coaft.

Queftions too often upon a Jury : But this is my private Reflexion. 

But I lee your Embarrafs hath been much greater about our Scotch Privateers : 
The Truth is, I am much lcandalized at them in a Time ot War; they are iu my 
poor Judgment great Inftruments to irritate the King’s Friends, to undo his Subjects, 
and none at all to profit upon the Enemy : But it will not be remedied : The Priva- 
teers in our Wars are like the Mathematics in old Rome, a Sort of People that 
will be always found Fault with, but ftill made Ufe ot : I may venture to lav the 
lame upon your Quellion, which is the proper Place of judging thefe Scots, that it 
will often fall out, but it will be never decided ; becaufe there is no third Power that 
can give a Law that lhall be deciflve or binding between two independent Princes, 
unleis thcmfelves lhall pleafe to do it (which leldom happens) and then cannot be 
extended beyond the Cales expreiTed by that Treaty. His Majefty had, when 1 came 
from Home, a Controverly with France , in a Cafe not much unlike yours : A French 
Merchant-Man had gone out from Rachel to the Weft-Indies, and had committed many 
Robberies and great Cruelties upon thofe of his Crew in the Voyage; he, in his Re- 
turn, put in at Kinofale for Refrefhment, his Company accufe him, he flies, his Ship 
and Goods are confifcated, as the Goods of Pirates : This Sentence was oppofed by 
the French Ambalfador M. Colbert , and the Giufe defired to be remanded to the na- 
tural Judge (as was pretended) in France. This produced feveral Memorials, and 
feveral Anfwers, in which my little Service was commanded ; and the King and his 
Council wereplealed to adjudge, he was lufficiently founded in Point of JurifdiiHon, 
to confifeate that Ship and Goods, and to Try capitally the Perfon himfelf, had he 
been in hold ; the Matter of Renvoy being a Thing quite diluted among Princes ; 
and as every Man, by the Uiage of our European Nations, is jufticiable in the Place 
where the Crime is committed ; lo are Py rates, being reputed out of the Protection 
of all Laws and Privileges, and to be tried in what Ports loever they are taken. 

But as the Law diftinguifhes between a Pirate who is a Highwayman, and fets up 
for Robbing, either having no Commiflion at all, orclfe hath two or three, and a 
lawful Man of War that exceeds his Commiflion ; fo I think, S i r, you had Right 
to interpofe for thefe Scots, as you do very rationally and intbrcingly by your two 
Memorials ; and it was a very good Caution you uled, in not charging your lelf with 
other Realons than our Mailer’s Commands ; as allb in making Ule of the Word 
fretendus. in your fecond Memorial ; for that King’s Anlwer lays hold of the Con- 
ceflion you feemed to make in your firft ; for tho’ the Crimes were great and noto- 
rious, yet the Proceedings whereby they were laid open and proved to be fuch, 
being void and null, if the Judges did (as I am of Opinion they did) exceed the 
Bounds of their Power, it may be truly faid, the Crimes are but pretendm , being 
the Proofs made of them are not fuflicicnt in Law. 

In order to evidence that thefe Judges did exceed their Bounds, as to the Condem- 
nation to Death in their Sentence, and it may be as to the Confifcation too ; it may 
be asked them, t*. Whether the 35 th Article of their Treaty, for determining the 
Manner of proceeding to Reparations of Damages, do not leave the criminal Part to 
each Prince ? And the rather, for that fuch Abufes and Excefles, abftrafted from 
the Damages and Affronts they give, are lblely againft the Prince that gives the 
Commiflion, and coniequeutly puniftiable by him only as Tranfgreflions from his 
Rule, and Aberrations from his Service ? 2. It muft indeed be granted, that thefe 
Ships, if they belong lolely to thofe Scots, and our Mailer had declared their Com- 
miffion void or forfeited, for which Application ought to have been made to him, 
had been well adjudged to be Ibid, in order to repair the Damages of liich as fuffer- 
ed by them : But it may be asked, whether Foreigners are not to look upon them 
as the King’s Ships, while they fail by his Commiflion unrevoked; and are bound 
to follow the Order of his Commanders, as fully as any that are reputed the King’s 
own Men of War ; and tho’ they have no regular Pay, yet thevhave advantageous 
Conditions, which are tant-amovnt to ready Money, &c. When t'z.: Mailer hires 
Merchant Ships, or preffes them out of the Thames, they are, while in his Seryice, 
to be reputed his, as much as thole of his own Building; and no Man can lay my 
Aftion of Debt upon them, tho’ the Owner have fpecially hypothecated them to his 
juft Creditor. Therefore it may be a Queftion, whether, if it does not appear to . 
thofe Judges, that the iole Right and Property of thofe Ships was in tWe Seots i 
tlm confiscating of them was not a disarming the King’s Servants in a proper Ceurfe 
againft the Enemy: I mean taking the King’s Weapons out of their Hands fro canto: 

It 
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It may be added by way of Suppofal, without any great Abfurdity, that one or two, 
4lay, fix or ten of the King’s own Men of War, might have committed fuch Miftakes, 
nay, Excefles, or Crimes, call it what you will, would the Danes in fuch Cafes con- 
fiscate the King’s Ships? Will they hang the King's Commi/Iion Officers ? Magis & 
minus non mutant ffeciem. I fear fuch Proceedings and fuch Juftice would quickly 
lead to Reprifals, and after that to a War. 

To add one Word more among the many of Ignorance I fear I am guilty of in thefe 
Lines, I muft account for that of having read little of the Law of Denmark) which 
I am told they are very happy in, that it is not voluminous , when it pleafe God I 
may wait on you in England, Sir, I hope to have that Advantage of feeing it, among 
many other that I promile my fell, from the Happinefs of waiting on you : The 
Thing that I would ask is, whether there be any Law, among your written or un- 
written, (Common or Statute Law, as we fay) and in viridi obfervantia too, for that 
* muft be the Rule whereby fuch Violation as that upon their Port, or fuch an Attempt 
as that within the Height of their Caftle, is made puniihable with natural Death ; 
and if there be not, is there any Court or Judges among them, that can imagine 
Death, which is ultimum fufplicium , can be inflicted arbitrarily, without the exprels 
and pofitive Letter of a Law, or an immemorial, indifputable Cuftom to direct and 
warrant it ? If there be fuch Laws, they are the only Nation that I know of that 
can glory in fuch Rigours ; and if there be not, they are the only Judges (except it 
be the Mufcovite , or lome others Frontier to the Turk) that will inflift Death where 
the Law is either filent in the Cafe, or leaves it to an arbitrary Puniihment : Sir, 
I beg you’ll pardon me for this long Scribble : Your Demand was, that I ihould give 
you my little Reflexions upon the whole Matter ; had you confined me, 1 ihould have 
been more brief I muft not forget however to fubferibe, as I do, to Sir Robert Wife- 
man’s Opinion, it is folid and well digefted, againft putting the Party to Death, and 
much may be laid, tho” not lo much againft the Confutation. I am, &c.

My mofi Honoured Lord, 

I Am much in the fame Cafe With that old Philofopher, who the more Time he 
had allowed him to deliberate upon a hard Queftion, the more 'ftill he craved ; 
lo the more I confider your Lordihip s Queftion in my own Thoughts, and the more 
I ’debate it with others, (which I have done, tho’ always with a Difguife of the Per- 
lons) the lefs clear, and the more hefitating I find my felf when I come to form a 
Refolution. 

Howevhr, My Lord, I will humbly take Leave to lay before you, the Sum of 
what I have to lay upon your Lordfhip’s Queftion, (fo full of Honour and Confidence} 
in the few Periods following. 

If the Eftate, touching which the Enquiry is, were of my Lady your Daughter’s 
own Acqulfition, fhe were, I doubt not, entirely free to follow her own Incli- 
nations in difpofing of it* without any Obligation to regard either the whole or the 
half Blood, further or otherwife than the Rules and Mealures of natural Affeftion 
and Prudence ihould diftate to her. But this Eftate coming to my Lady by Defcent, 
as well as by Devife, it is obvious to the Enquiry of every confidering Perfon, whe- 
ther there be not in this Cafe fome fpecial Regard to be had, partly to the Laws of 
the Country in Points of Defeents, and partly to the Intent of the Anceftor that 
acquired, and of thofe fince that preferved and tranfmitted the Eftate to her. 

That there is fome fuch Regard to be had, feems to me to be clearly evinced, in 
that my Lady (and fo every Perfon in England in her Ladyihip’s Cafe) might have 
formed to her felf a Pretenfion, and an Expectance in Equity (while my Lord her 
Uncle was living, fihce he had no Children of his own) upon the Eftate, and that all 
the World would have allowed of her Expectation as reafonable, if not upon a per- 
lbnal Tendernels that the Uncle might have for the Neice, yet upon the common 
Regard which Men ufually have, or are prelumed to have, in making their laft 
Settlements, to the Law of Defeents, and to the Intent of their common Anceftorsi 
Now whatever Equity my Lady feems to have had upon my Lord the laft Duke, 
the Ladies her Audits feem to have (the fame Circumftances happening) upon her 
Ladyihip. 

Nor is it unreafonable that a Regard in thefe Cafes Ihould be due to Defeents ; 
the Law, I mean, and the common Courfe of Defeents, point out to every Man his 
‘Heft; but with a Liberty in his Lifetime (if there be not Incumbrances antecedent) 
to order otherwife : If the Eftate be of a Man’s own acquiring, then the Law points 
out that Berfon, whom the Acquirer is preluftied to have loved beft ; that is, the 
Perfon neareft in Blood to himfelf. For to whom would any Man wife the Enjoy- 
Vol. II. Xxxx 2 ments

ments of the Fruits of his Labour, but to his neareft in Blood ? But if an Eftate, 
comes to a Perfon by Defcent, then the Law points not out lxim, that the laft in 
Pofleflion (hall be prefumed (if he have no Children of his own) to have loved beft, 
but it points out one that ihall be prefumed to have been beft beloved (I mean melt 
relpetted) by the Anceftor, the Founder of the Eftate j for this Founder is fuppol'ed 
in his Acquifitions to have had all his Defendants in his Eye, and to have intended 
that each of them Ihould, in his Turn, according to the Courfe of Succeftlon, par- 
take of his Care and Provifious \ nay, to leave it as a Burthen upon his Heirs liic- 
cefiively, to pafs his Eftate from Hand to Hand in his Blood, (even where there is 
no Entail, and before there was any fuch Invention) according to the Couil'e of 
Delcents. 

’Tis true, this Burthen is not tied upon any, (where there is no Entail) other- 
wife than with the Ties of a grateful Relpett to the Intent and Dcfignatfon ot that < 
Anceftor, upon whole Provifions I now live comfortably ; yet this Tye Jcems 
tacitly to rcfolve it lelf into that great Rule of doing as I would be done by, in 
cafe I were now leaving an Eftate behind me to the Dilpofal of my own Defcendants : 
So that that Law, which hath already (as it were) made my Lady’s Will, and her 
Devife of this Eftate, (in cale Ihe leaves no Children of her Body, or do not other- 
wile order it in Favour of my Ladies her Aunts) lbems tacitly to advife, that my 
Lady Ihould notvary from that Law, but upon fufKcient Rea Ions and Motives, and 
liicH doubtlels there may be in her Ladylhip's Circumftances. 

What Realons and Motives in my Lady’s Circumftances lhall be fufficient, lo that 
Ihe may alienate this Eftate from her right Heirs, with Satisfaction to her fell, and 
without juft Diffatisfaftion to others, is the Hinge upon which this whole Queftion 
leems to turn j and here if my Lady, out of her Regard to the Intent of the An- 
ceftor, Ihould relolve not to alienate, but upon luch Realons and Motives as ihe 
might be Pure (as far as we can be in Matters of mere Conjecture) of his Sentiments 
and Concurrence of her Side j ’tis my humble Opinion, that ihe might believe her 
ielf to be at perfeCb Liberty to do it irrevocable. 

1. In Favour of a Husband, where ihe judged his Worth and Affeflion to deferve it. 

2. In cafe of her own, or of any Anceftor’s Debt, that could not be latisfied but 
by making away of this Eftate from the Family. 

3. In Favour of Religion and pious Ufes. 

4. In cafe the right Heir ihould prove extreamly unworthy, then to devile it 
to one further off. 

In thele Cafes, it may be prelumed, that a pious, juft, and generous Anceftor would 
have no Regret, to fee his Eftate given or gone away from his Blood, lince no Man 
can promife himfelf a Perpetuity unalterable in thele Matters. But in cafe of pre- 
ferring the half Blood (which is a Stranger to this Anceftor, before the whole Blood) 
which is (as I laid before) next in his Eye and Deftgnation, elpeeially when he in the 
half Blood cannot pretend that he more wants this Eftate in his Rank and Figure, 
than they of the whole Blood do in theirs j the Conjectures of moft Men, to my 
Thinking, would be, that the Approbation of the Anceftor were not to be gained 16 
readily as in the Cafes foregoing. Here it may be objected as a hard Thing, that 
Imaginations and Conjectures Ihould be laid as Rcftraints upon my Lady, where all 
Laws divine and humane do leave her to her Liberty \ efpecially when her Aliena- 
tions would be no other, and to no other End, but firft to exprefs the AffeCtions of a 
loving Sifter to a moft deferring Brother. 2. To leave Marks of her RefpeCt and 
Thankfulnefs in that Family, where Ihe had fo good an Education and Maintenance 
all her Life-time. 

To this ’tis obvious to make a Reply out of the Difference firft laid down : In 
Lands or Goods of my Lady’s own Acquifition, nay, in the Marriage Portion Ihe has 
from her Father’s Houfe, there is no Pretence of retraining or limiting her AffeCtions 
to the half Blood ; but the Queftion is, concerning an Inheritance, wherein the Law 
of Delcents, and the Meaning of the firft Founder, feems to challenge a Preference 
of the whole Blood, notwithftanding there be a Brother in the Cafe. 

As for the Marks of Thankfulnels to the Family for my Lady’s Education and 
Maintenance, which may make a weighty Conlidcration with her, aYF this ought to 
be caft up and valued by the Eftimate of good and prudent Men ; and the Amount of 
it ought, as I humbly conceive, to be looked upon by my Lady as a juft Debt to t be 
charged upon, and to be made good out of this Eftate, if there be no other to bear 
and anlwer it ; for this is fo much the more a juft Debt upon my Lady, as it may 
be a Diminution to their Portion, (tho* I know your Lordihip does not hebd, much 
lefs value what goes upon that Account) whom my Lady hath moft Reafbn to love 
beft in the whole World. This 
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This Liberty 1 cannot imagine the Anceftor would grudge to my Lady, lo as to 
charge this Eftate, or to alienate any Part of it, to compenfate fuch a Debt ; no, 
nor yet if her Ladyfliip went further, in order to leave a becoming Monument of 
her Affe&ion to thole Ihe loves beft, if Ihe have not a Fortune to come to her 
another Way to do it withal ; it being but congruous to Realon, and the Courfe of 
the World, that great Perfons be at Liberty to leave fuch Evidences behind them, 
as may let Pofterity take Notice they have been in the World, and have loved and 
honoured their Relations as became them ; nay, it would be cxtreamly inconvenient, 
as well as indecent, that my Lady iliould not tind her felf at perfeft Liberty in this 
Cafe. 

This, My Lord, is my humble Reflexion upon the whole Matter, having 
cholen to lean to the leverer Side, both becaufe it was your Lordfhip’s Command to 
me, that I ihould be lure not to regard any Intereft or Concern that your Lordihip’s 
Family may have in this Cafe; and t alfo becaufe I take it tobefafeft, for any that 
lhall have Caule to advile my Lady your Daughter (as my Lady Marchionefs and 
your Lordlhip may polfibly have) in any Settlement or Difpofal that Ihe may think 
of making in Contemplation of her Friends. For ’tis my humble Opinion, that their 
Cale, who advile and perfwade in this Point, is liich, that they will do bcftif they 
Jay before my Lady all that they are convinced of, of the Regard due to the Law 
of Defcents, and the Defignation of Anceftors ; whereas my Lady your Daughter 
hath a Liberty veiled in her, that does not confift in a Mathematical Point ; and 
fhe may compenfate her Debt (for lb I reckon the Value of her Maintenance to your 
Lordfhip’s Family ) by the Meafures of a generous and noble Soul ; and not by 
Grains and Scruples, as if Ihe had no Liberty left in an Eftate, which the Law 
of the Land determined to be entirely her own. 

1 do therefore humbly offer it, (but it is with all the Submiflion imaginable to your 
Lordlhip) that my Lady may pleafe, having afligncd fome Portion of what is de- 
lcended upon her to Almighty God, to divide this Eftate into two Parts, (I do not 
mean two exaft equal Parts) that with the one Ihe would do Juftice, in leaving a full 
Return to your Lordfhip’s Family, for all that Ihe owes for her Education and Main- 
tenance, in a noble way of Gratuity, not Compenlation, adding honourable Marks 
of her Sifterly Affeftion to thole noble Relations at Home, in proportion to their 
Endearments and her Generofity ; and that with the other Part, (I mean the Refidue, 
whatever it be) flie would pleale togratifie her right Heirs, in leaving it todelceml 
upon them, as it did upon her Ladylhip. 

Against this. My Lord, I cannot imagine the ftrifteft Caluift alive would 
have any Thing toobjcft in Behalf of the whole Blood ; yet if thefe Mealures were 
never lo much receded from, 1 Ihould eafily believe it were done upon very fufEcient 
Grounds and Rcalons ; lo far am 1 from being confident that what 1 have writ will 
hold Water (as we lay in this Cafe). 1 am, &c.

To the Honourable Mr. B. a Vice-Admiral. 

S 1 R, i08o. 

H AVING feen the Contraft that your Letter to me of the si ft of March laft 
mentions, and all'o having peruledwhat you writ to Mr. IF. as well as to my 
le If, I think my lelf bound to tell you, that the Contraft is ablolutely void. The 
Mafter had no Power in this Cafe to fell any Thing, but what was meerly his own in 
Property, he could fell nothing that was his Owner’s, or his Freighter’s. __ Belides, 
the Contrail is ipfo fatto null and refcinded by the Law, upon the Account of the Ex- 
tortion on the Buyer’s, and the Neceflity on the Seller’s Side. 

Imagink, S i r, I befeech you, what a barbarous Thing it would be in me, for ex- 
ample, if I finding my Neighbour and his Horle fallen into a Ditch, did not help 
him out but upon exacting of half the Value of his Horle, which would infinitely 
exceed my Pains. I do moft readily allow, that for Attendance, Lois of Time, and 
Pains taken, a quantum meruit is due by Law ; the reft is Extortion, and is the more 
inhumane, in adds Extremity to the Loads of the Afflifted. 

1 do not exaggerate ; I write but what 1 take to be the Law of this Land. I do 
not remember Sir £. Coke (as you have been advifed) touches any where upon this 
Poipt ; he determines indeed, that the Judgment of Wrcccum Maris (and the Cafe in 
Hand is nothing to it) belongs to the Common Law, but not a Word that I can call 
to Mind of Salvage in any Cafe, as this is. But if he had lo determined, I muft take 
Leave to lay, that if this had been the Cafe of a Foreigner, (this in Queftion feems 
to be of an Iriftman^ who cannot have Recourse to other Tribunals than thole of the 
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King’s Majefty ) I fay, had it been the Cafeof a Spaniard, or Hollander) and that a Ver- 
dift hud pulfed i nWeftminfter for the Validity of fuch a Contract as this is, and that 
the Spaniard or Hollander could not have had his Ship or his Goods reftored to him by 
lijcJi a Buyer ; the King, and all his Subjects of thefe Three Kingdoms, would have 
been juftly liable to Letters of Mart and Reprilals, andconfequently have been forced 
toaufwer it with five hundred times the Value of fuch a Ship and Cargo as this is ; 
but without any other Remedy on our Side than Counter Reprifals, or an open War. 
Both which, 1 am lure, every good Subjeft ought to avert and prevent all he can from 
his King and Country. 

As for your Objection, S 1 r, that you have undertaken a very ill Province, if your 
Commiiliou of Vice Admiral entitles the Merchants to your Service at a Hackney 
Rate; 1 have this to fay, that a Juftice of Peace on Land hath but a very maigre 
Employment in the feveral Parts of his Duty, efpecially thole for preferving the 
Publick Peace, and Mens particular Properties, againft Riots and Routs, and yet they 
(Men of Honour and Probity, 1 mean) never complain of it; a Vice Admiral is 
plainly fuch another Officer in relation to the Sea, and under the lame Obligations 
with thole at Land ; that is, reprelents the King’s Part in prelerving his Subjects 
and Allies from Violences, molt efpecially in their Diftreffes. Yet in l'ome Things 
every Vice Admiral will confels, that he hath a better Profpeft to a lucky Hit, 
than a Juftice of Peace at Land hath : Bcfides, Vice Admirals in England, in ancient 
Times, being Perfons of great Figure in their Country, ufed to lay' out themfelves 
and their Pains, for laving the King’s Subjetts, their Allies, and their Goods re- 
Ipcdtively, as Men that were appointed to relieve the Miferics of Strangers, and that 
regarded the Peace, the Honour, and the Juftice of the Nation. 

Upon the whole Matter, I muft take Leave to fay, that your Deputy, in making 
fuch a Contrail: in your Name, hath not had that Regard he owes to your own 
Credit, to the Honour and Service of the King, and to the Juftice and Iutereft of the 
Nation ; (Iutereft, I lay) by Reafon the Navigation of our own Country Ships upon 
Foreign Coafts is lb highly confiderable, and fubjeft to the like Caluaities ; and 1 
think you can do no lefs than revoke your Deputation to him. I am, &c.

My Lords, fj m . lo.idtfS. 

T HE Ship Ahafuertu of Lynn in Norfolk , (whereof I am in Obedience to your Lord- 
fliips Commands to give an Account) was condemned with its Lading on the 
20th of May laft, in the Council Royal of Finances ‘At Paris, to a French Privateer, 
who had furprized, and carried her out of the Road of Newport into Dunkirk, on the 
5( th of March before. The Examinations of the Mafter, Mr. Swanton of Lynn, and 
of his Mariners and Palfengers, were taken the next Day at Dunkirk, and thence 
tranfmitted to the laid Council Royal at Pari*. 

It doth not appear, My Lords, by the French Abftraft brought me of the Proofs 
and Proceedings in that Council, that any Englijh Merchant did appear to claim the 
Lading, (which was Butter, Sugar, Cloth, and Serges, to a confiderable Value) or 
any Part of it, tho’ it was takeu in all at this Port ; and the Mafter in his Anfwer 
affirmed, that all of it belonged to Englijh Subjects. 

There was indeed a Claim of this Cargo let on Foot by certain Merchants of Life, 
then become a French Garrilon ; who alledged, that thele Goods had been bought 
in England, and laden upon their Account, and configned to their Correlpon- 
dents at Newport ; and that by the 31ft Article of their Rendition to the French , they 
had Liberty exprefly granted them to continue their Traffick as before, with any 
Part of Flanders remaining then in Obedience to the Catholick King. But the Englijh 
Mafter, in his feveral Examinations, had fo varied from himfelf and his Company, 
as the Company likewile had the one from the other, that the Reporter to the Coun- 
cil had no Difficulty to dilcern and conclude this Claim from Lijle to be a meer 
Colour, and confequcntly the Goods confifcated as belonging to., Flemings, then in 
Hoftility with the French. _ . 

Bu r for the Condemnation of the Ship, which is the foie Thing before your Lord- 
fliips, there were other Arguments made Ufe of, and deduced from four feveral 
Heads. 

1. From an Article of the French Ordinance of the Year 15849 whereby it is de- • 
dared, tlv"- either the Goods, or the Perfons of Enemies, being found on Board the 
Ship of Friends, lhall intett l'uch Ship, and make it a good Prize. That there were 
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Several Flemlflt more than Englifb , aboard the Ship, appears by the Examinations ; 
and the Claim of the Men of Li fie, made the Preemption ftrong, (no Erglijh ap- 
pearing to have an Intereft) that the Goods too were fuch as did aflfeft the Ship, 
as belonging to Flemings. 

a. From another Article of the lame Ordinance, whereby Ship and I are 
declared good Prize, where no Charters-Party, Bills of Lading, nor other Doc ume nts 
concerning the Cargo, are found on Board ; and it happened, that the Captor found 
none in this Ship. For the Matter having left the Ship at Anchor, and being gone a 
Shoar to leek a Pilot, had (as he fays) carried the Bills of Lading with him, and put 
them into the Hands of a Fleming (who was a Paffenger, and was come a-ihore with 
him) but himfelf being forced upon the liidden to return to his Veffel, when he 
difeovered the Privateer making towards it, he had not Time to call for his Bills of 
Lading out of the Flemings Hands* 

3. From their not having his Royal Highnefs’s Paffport on Board him, which 
the Cuttoms of the Sea, and % Treaty between his Majefty and the Mott ChriiHau 
King, (as M. d'Alligre the Reporter apprehended) obliged the Matter to be provided 
of; and indeed he had no other Paffport or Sea-brief, but the ufualCocket of the 
Cuttom Houle at Gravefend. 

4. From a Prohibition made by the Mott Chriftian King, in February laft, that no 
Perlbn, without his exprefs Permittion, fhould have any Commerce or Traffick with 
the King of Spains Suhjefts. This Prohibition, My Lords, 1 never law ; and whe- 
ther it prohibits the French Subjects only, or Foreigners, (which would be very ftrange) 

I do not know ; only it is fome Reply to the Merchants of Lifie, who urged, that 
upon their Rendition, they had Liberty left them to treat with the Subjects of Spain , 
which Liberty the Claimer in his Argument contends to have been taken away in 
February following by this Prohibition. 

A s to the Treaty, if there be fuch a one as M. d'Alligre takes for granted, and 
pleaded by the Men of Lifie, (which 1 confefs, My Lords, 1 never law ; for in that 
at Breda, there is nothing to that Elfefl) 1 mutt fubmit it to your Lordihips, how 
far the not having his Royal Highnefs’s Paffport, dqth expole this Ship (otherwife 
free) to the Article of the French Or domance. 

Xhe Treaty of Commerce betwixt his Majefty and the States General, (which is 
the fame Verbatim between the French and the Spaniards, agreed at the Pyrenees, as alio 
between the French and the States General) doth no where determine, that unfree 
Goods do make the Ship unfree, in ,Cafe it have not a Paffport in due Form on 
Board it ; the utmoft Peril is, that where fuch Paffport is not.produced, the Ship is 
lubjefred to a Detenfion, and a rigorous Excullion ; but the Owners, if free, are 
not by the Treaty, nor can they by Law be debarr’d to make out their Property by 
legal Proofs. This I fay. My Lords, where there is no Declaration-made by Rea- 
lon of a War, that unfree Goeds Ihall make the Ship unfree, as his Majefty publiih’d 
in February 1664. to that Effeft againft the Dutch. The Treaty with the States 
—mentions not this Cafe ; therefore it mutt be rcfolved according to the Jm Commune , 
which allows not the confifcating of a Friend’s Ship, becaufe it carries Enemies 
•Goods. *Tis true, that an unfree Ship makes the Goods of a Friend unfree, but, 
belides that, it is obvious there is not a Parity of Reafon in both Cafes, penal Con- 
ftitutions cannot be extended beyond the Letter, to the Prejudice of publick Com- 
merce. Nay, ’tis exprefly provided in all the Treaties abovementioued, that where 
contraband Goods are met with going to an Enemy in Friendihip, the contraband 
Goods only Ihall be taken out and confilcate, but the Ship ihall be free, which is a 
Cafe much lefs favourable than when we bring Home only fuch Merchandiles as 
we are permitted by all Laws and Treaties, fo fell to thofe that are in War with 
his Majefty’s Allies. So that tho’ it be very inconvenient, not to have a Paffport in 
Form, yet it is not lb fatal as the Argument for the Captors would have it to. be. 

Besides, the Matter depofes, that he neither knew, nor heard, of any Treaty, 
Command, or Order, to be provided with any other than the ufual Diipatches for 
this Voyage. And there were three Matters of Englifb Ships then riding in Dunkirk - 
Road, who did '*\ r eft, that they themfelves had no other Paffport but the uliial 
Cocket from the Cuftom-Houfe; or that they never knew or . heard of any other 
\Paffport or Sea-brief ufed by the Englifb, in their Voyages to thofe Ports. 

' As* to the Article, which requires Documents of the Lading in a Readinefs to be 
produced on Board; 1 do humbly conceive, that it is not (if what the Matter de- 
pofes be trifc) applicable to the Faft in this Cafe. For that Article refers to ren- 
counter at Sea (the Words being let navires frifts tn mtr) not to. Surprizes at Anchor, 
as this was ; for the Matter being on Shoar, might have . good Caufe to have his 
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bills of Lading about him ; fo the leaving of them behind him upon fo liirprizing 
an Alarm as that was, which called him back to his Ship, cannot be a fufficient 
Ground for Condemnation. 

But if there be no 1 ‘uch Treaty of Commerce (as M. d’JUigre fuppofes) between 
his Majefty and the French King, the old obtolete Ordotmance of 1 584, is the only 
Thing that can be pretended to affcft this Ship ; and there are fcveral Things of Mo- 
ment, as I conceive, that may be laid, to Ihew that that Article ought not to obtain 
in this Cale. 

1. That Article hath been complained of, and written againft, by Publick Mini- 
fters and learned Men, upon the Aril; publiihing of it, as an Encroachment and Vio- 
lation of the natural Freedom of Commerce. 

2. Thf dirett contrary has been adjudged in the Cale ot a free Hamburgher , fur- 
prized with unfree Goods on Board it, by a .lolemn Decifion of the Parliament ov 
Parts 1 592. And this Article was then declared in the Sentence it lelf to be abro- 
gated by Difule (the firft publiihing thereof being under Francis 1 . 1 $43.) having never 
obtained in Judicial Determination, for thole 49 Years ; and the Delign ot the firlt 
publ idling it being only in terrorem. 

3. It has been moderated with fcveral Reftrittions, by the laft and pretent Moft 
Chriftian King, in their leveral Editts ; (viz.. Dec. T9. 1639. June 15. 1045. Jan. 21. 
1650.) and by another Ordonnance , the 1 ft of Feb. in the fame Year, it is exprelly 
provided, that in Prizes taken, and to be taken by French Commifiions, the Goods of 
Enemies only lhall be detained and made Prize ; but the other Goods, and Ships 
that carry both, if they belong to Friends, lhall be dilcharged. 

4. That Article hath been exprelly difpenfed with to the Hanfc Towns, and to 
the States General. In theTreaty between Cromwel and the French 1655, it was ex- 
prefly agreed, that Englijh Ships lliould be free and uninterrupted in their Courle 
from French Men of War, tho’ they lliould happen to be laden with the Goods of 
liich as were Enemies to the French , except luch Goods were of the contraband kind 
lpecified in theTreaty. It is true, that Article was but tor 4 Years, till a better 
Provifion could be made ; but the Enghjh ftill are under the Protection of the Jtts com- 
mune. , which that Article dothaffirin, till there be lome new Eftablifhment in the 
Point.- 

5 . His Majefty, in the late War with the Dutch t has not only bydueCourle of 
Juftice freed all French Ships that carried Dutch Goods before the Time of his De- 
claration, (of the 22 dot Feb. 1(554. whereby Ships were rendered unfree, if any 
unfree Goods Ihould be found on Board J but alfo from the Time of that Declaration, 
to the Time of the Breach with France , his Majefty was pleafed, upon the lnftance of 
the French AmbalTadors, to order the Releale of French Ships coming from Holland at 
feveral Times, notwithftanding the ftrong Prefumption of their having Hollanders 
Goods on Board them. 

As to your Lordlhips Command, that I lliould humbly return what I deem fitteft 
to be done in this Cale for the Matter’s Relief, 1 have nothing latisfaftory to otter 
to your Lordlhips. I dare not advile him to a Requite Civile , what they call an Appeal 
.in this Cafe ; the late French Ordonnances for Regulation of Judicial Proceedings, ren- 
dering that Method very hazardous and penal, where the Appellant has not either' 
new Matter of Defence or Proof, not offered in the firft lnftance ; or elle that the 
firft Sentence was obtained by Artifice and Surprize. And I confefs I know not how 
this Caule came to be heard in the Confeil Royale de Finances , which was erefted in the 
Year i55i, for the Affairs of the King’s Revenue only; but if that Council does 
hear and determine the Affairs formerly belonging to the Confeil de Marine, it judges 
foveraignly, and admits of no Appeal, cither to the Parliament or the Marble Table, 
where Maritime Caules were heard before Cardinal Richlieus Time, iometimes by 
Appeal, and Iometimes by Evocation. So that his icaft expenfive (if not the only 
practicable,) Way will be, to petition the French AmbalTador here ; and if his Majefty 
will pleale to delcend fo far, as to dirett lome Perfon to inforce the Merits of this 
Cale upon the Petition, Reafon will either be done to the poor Man, or elle there 
will be a fair Way opened to purfue the ordinary Methods torfljnrifals. 

I cannot but oblerve, in all Humility to your Lordlhips, that tlus Ship was laden 
by Englijh Merchants in this Port, the Matter names 14 of them in the Examination 
auncxed ; it would be worth the Enquiry, whether thele Goods paid Cuftom, &s 
belonging to Foreigners, or to Enrliftmten , as the Cocket feems to import. If his Ma- 
jefty was defeated of his due Cuftoms, thele Goods being undoubtedly ^fhipp’d upon 
the Account of Foreigners, otherwile the Englijh would have claimed them, thele 
Merchants are not only accountable to his Majefty for this Fraud, but alio the 
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Matter, whom the Civil Law relieves to the full of his Damages, when the Freight 
ter lades Goods that are unfree, under the Notion of free Goods, without his Privity. 
All which, &c.

To the Right Hon. the Lord Keeper. 

My Lord, 1 3 . 1 668. 

I T is your Lordihip’s infinite Condefcenfion, to call for an Opinion fo little to be 
confider’d as mine, before you do determine upon the Flemings Petition for a Re- 
view ; and ’tis my Unhappiuefs not to be nearer to the Regifter of the Delegates* 
and other Prafticers in thole Courts, in order to inform your Lordfhip, whether there 
are any Precedents or not of Review sin Mar ineCaufesfentenced by the Delegates; only 
I can affirm. My Lord, that I have not known any in that little Time wherein 1 have 
had the Honour to ferve in the Admiralty. I need not obferve to your Lordfhip, 
• that the Statute of the 8 thEliz. c. 5. makes the Delegates Sentence final, and pro- 
hibits further Appeal from the fame in Marine Caufes. There are in a manner the 
fame Words, and the fame Prohibition, in the Statute touching Appeals, of the i%tb 
Hen. VIII. c. 1 9. and yet ’tis certain, that in thole Caufes the Delegate Sentences have 
been now and then review’d. I have feen a Letter from one of my PredecelTors, 
Dr. Lewis , to Secretary Cecil t wherein he defires his Favour to promote a Bill in 
Parliament, (which 110 doubt was this very Statute, 8 £/«.. c. 5. tor his Letter bears 
Date Nov. 5. 1 %66.~) which he fays he had brought into the Lower Houle, tor re- 
ducing Admiralty Caufes, in Point of Appeal, to the fame Standard the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Cautes were, by the Statute 25 H. VIII. And in Anlwer to fbme Quefiiou that 
Secretary had put to him, he adds thefe Words: “ My Lord Keeper cannot grant 
“ any Commiilion upon Appeal, but in communi forma , without he have a lpecial 
“ Warrant from the Queen’s Majefty, wherein alio 1 have lome doubt : ” Meaning, 

I fuppofe, (as the Civil Law lead him to believe) that no Man could be precluded (at 
leaftwife before this Statute was made) from making his Complaint to the Prince : 
For (o it obtains, My Lord, in moft Places of Chriftendom at this Day. For inftance, 
the Free Cities of Germany , which are in PofTeffion of making Municipal Laws, are 
not able by any Statutes, which they frequently make, to hinder their Subje&s from 
obtaining a Review in the Imperial Chamber of Spire. So tender is the Civil Law of the 
Privilege of Appeal. 

IIijt that, My Lord, which inclines me very ftrongly to believe there lies a Re- 
view in this Cafe is, that the Petitioner, for it is a Stranger, and a Subjeft to one of hi* 
.Majefty’s Allies, and confequently has, as well by the Law of Nations, as by feveral 
Treaties with Spain, a Right to implore his Majefty’s Juftice, and to be inftant for 
it by all Ways and Means, not only ordinary in our Courts of Juftice, but extraor- 
dinary alio, before his Majefty by his fpecial Delegates. And Dr. Lewis, It feems, 
doubted, whether a Complainant, who probably was a Stranger that moved the Se- 
cretary for Relief, fhould be concluded by them, or in his Majefty’s moft honourable 
Privy Council. 

_ — .The Afl-i7G*r.I. is likewife confiderable in this Cafe. For fuppofing this Fleming, 
being not admitted to this Review, do fue out Letters of Repriial againft us from 
the King of Spain : I muft confefs I do not fee how his Majefty can well demand the 
flopping or revoking of fuch Letters, or grant Letters of Contre-Marque againft the 
Spaniards, unlefs it can be made out that the Complainant has been fully heard and 
legally over-ruled, in all the Inftanccs, ordinary and extraordinary, that he hath made 
for Juftice. 

It may be objected, My Lord, that this is a Caufe of Depredation, and confe- 
quently too odious to bear a Review, without at leaft depofiting the Sum contended 
for ; but it being eithet confelfed or proved (if my Memory deceive me not), 1 . That 
this Fleming had a Commiilion of War. 2. That he took this Prize long before the 
Peace was declared between the Two Crowns. 3. That this Prize was condemned to 
him Judicially, before the publiihing of the Peace ; It is, as I humbly conceive, 
begging of the Queftion, to conclude this Cafe (before the whole Merits of it be in- 
fpefted) to be a Depredation. And I cannot but think, with Submifllon to your 
Lordfhip, that th.rre is Matter of State, as well as of Law, in this Cafe, not im- 

\ proper for the Coniideration of his Majefty’s Privy Council. The rather. My Lord, 
in tnat the Merits of the Caufe (if I underftand and remember it rightly} depend* 
npoq the Explanation of % Proclamation, fet out in Sept. 1660. wherein his Majefty 
declares, that the League and Amity between this Crown and that of Sfcw'w, being 
interrupted by the Ufurpers Only, it had been agreed between his Majefty and the 
Vol. II. * Yyyy King 
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King of Spain, that the ancient Amity and Treaties be under flood to ftand entire, 
and all Hoftilities to be ceafed from his Majefty’s happy Landing upon Etiglifi Ground, 
and that there fhould be a mutual Reftitutiou of all Ships and Goods taken by or 
from either Party, from the 16 th of May 1W0, and that this fhould be publifhcd 
upon the fame Day in both Kingdoms ; which was done with this Difference, that 
the then Governour of the Low-Countries wholly left out the Mention of Reftitution 
of Goods to each other in his Flemijh Proclamation. 

So that, My Lord, it will fall under Debate, whether his Majefty’s Proclamation 
could, ex fofi fattoy impofe an Obligation upon this Foreigner to reftorc the Value, 
for there is nothing here arrefted but his Perfon. Where it mentioned only Ships 
and Goods in Specie, and where the Ships and Goods too had been, after a Judicial 
Sentence, fold away, and the Produce of them divided between his Seamen, and fet 
out lone before the Proclamation, i. Suppofing the King of Spain had ftipulated to 
that Eneft with hisMajefty, and acknowledged it by his Proclamation, it will be a „ 
Queftion, whether the proper Remedy to the English does not lie in the King of Spains 
Court of Admiralty, where Ship and Goods were firft condemned ; each Nation be- 
ing obliged to purfue their Remedy to the utmoft, in thole Places and Courts where 
they are firft aggrieved ; that if they be not righted by due Courle of Law, Recourfe 
may be had toReprilals, which is the only Remedy in a Denial of Juftice; and 
Juftice can’t befuppofed to be denied, but in that Country where the Wrong has 
been done. 

My Loud, I do not make thefe Objeftions, (which I muft confefs had Weight 
with me) but with a perfeft Deference to thofe honourable Pcrfons, before whom 
my Sentence was examined •, and I have no Difficulty to acknowledge the Weakness 
of my own Judgment in companion of theirs. 1 am, &c.

5 to the Right Honourable Edward Ear! of Clarendon, Lord High 

Chancellor of England. 

My Lord, 

Y OUR Lordfhip having been pleafed, upon the Petition of Richard Baffin, to refer 
to me, whether, notwithftanding his Renunciation of an Appeal, fince he had 
not the Time and Opportunity to make his Defence, which was the Confideration 
for which he renounced, he may not have Liberty to liie out a Commiffion of Appeal.' 

Upon Confideration of his Petition, and the Aft made of his Renunciation here- „ 
unto annexed, I am of Opinion ; That tho’ the Law be extreamly favourable unto 
thole Appeals that are addrefted to the Soveraign, yet 1 cannot lay that the Petitioner 
(who is no Minor) hath any Colour to be relieved againft his own exprefs Paft and 
Renunciation. 

His. Cale is thus : He had, upon the re-opening of the Caufe, five Weeks given him 
to make his Proofs and Defence; nor was the Caufe concluded upon him till eleven 
Weeks End. In this Time, his Proftor produced leven Witneffes, and had CompuJU- 
Tories decreed him againft eight more : If the Impediment, which the Petitioner, it 
Teems, laboured under Tor Tome Part of that Time, was any Caufe that he could not 
do all that was to be done in his own Defence, he fhould have pleaded, or protefted 
of it in Attis Curia, before the Conclufion of the Caule. / 

And there being an undoubted Right acquired to the King’s Majefty by this final 
Decifion, he can’t, as I hnmbly conceive, be divefted of it without his own Royal 
Content, at leaft not without hearing the Council, who on his Majefty’s Behalf pro- 
lecuted this Suit. AndAhe Petitioner muft impute it to his own negleft, that he did 
not make Ufe of his Time allowed, or elfe plead the Impediment, while he was to 
be heard. For as a Man’s own Paft is fufficient to remit an Aftion or a Debt, tho’ 
never To juft or great, lb by parity of reafon it fhould be, and in the general is, of 
Force enough to preclude a Man from the Benefit of being relieved upon Appeal. / 

2. That which teems peculiar and favourable to the Petitioner’s Cafe is, that the 
Validity of this Paft does not lie judicially by way of Plea, but by way of Suggeftion 
only, before your Lordfhip. For tho* the Paft it felf be fufficMrtty notorious, as 
being in the Afts of Court, yet now that it would be receded from, there ought to 
be a Judicial Hearing upon the Merits of it ; fince it is not impoffible but that it 
may be fiich, the Inducements and Circumftances confider’d, as not to bind the Reti-.* 
tioner in this Cafe; efpecially fince the Paft is not mutual, nor the Appeal renounced 
on the King’s Majefty’s, (which certainly would have made the Paft more binding, 
if not more agreeable to Law) as well as on the Petitioner’s Behalf. 


3. How 
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3. How far the Statute, 8 Eliz. c. 1 2. does oblige your Lordihip to enter into the 
Cognilance of the Caules of Appeals, is not a Bulinels proper for my Speculation, 
but ought to be wholly fubmitted to your Lordlhip’s better Judgment. However, 
My Loro, I humbly apprehend, that the Debate of a Preliminary Article, fuch as 
this of the Petitioner's renouncing is, may not improperly lie before fuch as your 
Lordihip (hall delegate to Judge the whole Caufe. And lince the Benefit of alledg- 
ing this Patt againft the Appellant, will be as entire to his Majefty’s Council before 
the Judges Delegates, as now it is before your Lordihip, (the Petitioner having 
depolited the Sums he is condemn’d in) may, as I do with Submillion conceive, have 
a Commifliou of Appeal granted to him, without any Prejudice to the Right already 
acquired to his Ma jelly. For in cafe the Petitioner be not by Law to be relieved, 
upon the Impediments he alledges himfelf to have labour'd under, and that he was 
not fo difabled to carry on his Defence, as he pretends, the Judges Delegates will 
find themlelves obliged to remit the Caule with Colls back again. All which 1 hum- 
bly fubmit to your Lordlhip’s Wifdom.

My Lord, 

I K Obedience to an Intimation from your Lordihip, brought us by Sir Timothy 
Baldwin Knt. one of the Mailers of the High Court of Chancery ; and after 
Perulal of your Lordlhip’s Order of the r 5 th of February laft, in a Caule of Alimony 
between Broom I Vhorewood E% and his Wife ; we do humbly fignihe as bur Opinion : 

1. That where a Sentence of Divorce in Caufa SavitU is given, the Wife is at Liberty 
to live apart from her Husband, and ought to have Alimony, notwithllanding any 
Invitations or Inltances made by the Husband, till Ihe do of her own Accord return 
to cohabit with him. Or elfe, that the Court Chriliian do fee Caule, upon new 
Allegations and Proofs, to compel her to return ad Obfequia Conjugalia ; there being 
no other Court that can regularly (as we humbly conceive ) compel a Wife to return, 
and confcquently punilh her for not returning, when a Wife is in Polleilion of a 
Sentence for a Separation, fuch a Sentence being irreverfible by any other Authority 
th^i that of the Court Chriliian. 

2. That there are fome Sorts of Cruelty, which being alledged in Judgment and 
(proved, and a Sentence of Divorce thereupon had, the Wife cannot by Law be com- 
sjiell’d, againft her own good Liking, to return and cohabit with her Husband, tho* 
fuch Caution be offered as is beyond Exception. 

3. That there are other Cruelties (lb called) fuch as may be endured when they 
happen \ and though they have been lometimes afted, yet a Change in the Husband 
may make it almoll unrealonable to fear them in new Circumftances : There are 
likewile Sentences of Divorce fometimes fubmitted to by a tacit Coalent of the 
Party. In thefe Cafes, the Court Chriliian may call the Wife, and upon Caufes alledged 
-send proved, compel her, by Cenlures Ecclenaftical, to return and cohabit with her 
Husband, upon Caution given for her good Treatment. 

4 4. That if this Plaint) If be really difpoled to treat his Wife as he ought, and yet 

his Applications and Offers of Security be rejeftedby the Wife, his proper Remedy 
(as we humbly conceive) is, to inllitute anA&ion in the Court Chriliian, pro reflitu- 
tione Obftquiorum Conjugalium , (as it is termed with us) againft his Wife *, and if the 
Court is latisfied, that the Husband has not bv his former Cruelties rendered himfelf 
for ever uncapable of demanding the Return of his Wife upon Security, but that ihe is 
unreafonably fearful, or undutifully averle,the Court (after dueConliderationhad)may, 
and ought to pronounce fro reflitutione Obftquiorum Conjugalium \ provided the Arrears of 
her Alimony (if any be) incurr’d before luch Proceedings and Sentence, be flrfl fatis- 
fied: And as luch a Sentence will difeharge the Husband of future Alimony, if any 
have been awarded by the Court Chriliian, lb it will be (as we humbly conceive) aftrong 
Plea before your Lordihip, for the reverling of the Decree in Queilion. All which we 
lubmit with all Humility to your Lordlhip’s great Wifdom, and are, &c.

And as to the Matrimonial Contraft here in Queftion, the proper 
Ordinary of the Parties, and the Judicatures fuperiour to fuch Ordinary, ought to 
pronounce and determine upon the Validity or Nullity of it, and no other Court or 
Commilfiouers that we know of. All which we do with all Humility fubmit to your 
Lordihip’s Wifdom.

My Lords, Dolhrs-Cmmns, May 13. itftfy. 

T Have, in Obedience to your Lordlhips Order, examined fix Witneffes, and perufed 
I all the Ship Papers concerning the Little Dorothy of Lotigfound in Norway , laden with 
Timber, and bound, as’tis alledged, for London. The Witneffes and Papers do agree 
that the Ship is Danifhy both for the Fabrick and Owners. The Lading (which is 
Deal and Timber) is pofitively fwom to be the Property, and upon the Account of 
Norwegians alone, and not of any Subjeft of the States whatfoever. But the Cocket 
from Longfoundy doth neither fpecifie to whom the Lading belongs, nor yet any Port 
to whicK it is configued. The Realon of this Blind, by the Owner’s Confefiion, is, 
that if this Fly-Boat had fallen into Dutch Hands, the Matter might be at Liberty 
to fell the Lading in their Ports, and that it might not be difcovered that they were*" 
bound for London. 

Besides, one Shorter , an Englijh Merchant of the Norway Trade, challenges the Goods, 
as having contrafted for them before the Ship was leized on; but lb, I perceive, as 
not to be bound to make any Payment, in cafe the Goods had met with any Mi A 
adventure before their Arrival in this Port. And ’tis probable, there was fuch ano- 
ther Merchant appofed in Holland , to make the like Challenge there, that the S hip 
and Goods might with lefs Difficulty be gotten off, in cafe they had been brought into 
any of thofe Ports. However, the original Defign of the Voyage is fworn to be for 
Londony and this Fly-Boat not only to have traded conftantly hither, (having been 
twice at Londony and at Lynn, within thefe twelve months laft paft) but that this her 
Voyage was defign’d to be in Conlbrt with three Ships more, belonging to the feme 
Owners, that happened to pals through without Stop to this Port. And the Account 
given of her, being in a firait Courfe for, and within five Leagues of the Texel t is, 
that fee was forced to that Courfe by contrary Winds and foggy Weather. 

I have. My Lords, interrogated Mr. Shorter apart from the rett, and he folly con- 
curs with them ; but I have referved the admitting of him to his Oath to your Lord- 
ftips; fince a Perlon that is admitted to fwear in hisownCaufe, has a Title to the 
Benefit of it, as of a full Supply to the reft of the Proofs, if he do clear the Point in 
Concurrence with them. 

So that upon the whole, the Ship, the Goods, the Freighters, the Ports both of 
Lading and of Difcharge, being all free, and there being no Incoherence in, or Ob- 
jections againft the Proofs, I do with all Humility fubmit it to your Lordlhips, as a 
Caufe that hath not in it (in my poor Judgment) any fufficient Grounds of Condem* 
nation : Provided that the Englijh Merchant that claims, do upon Oath give a fetis- 
fattory Account of the Reality of his contracting for thefe Goods, and do exprefly 
abjure all Collufion and Colouring for the Dutch ; and that withal it does appear, by 
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his Reputation of Probity, and Courfe of Trade, that his Oath ought to be of 
Weight and Credit in Judgment. I am, &c.

I Have, in Obedience to your Lordihips Commands, view'd the Papers and Depofi- 
tions that are brought to the Admiralty, touching the Ship called La Bergere , 
alledged to belong to the Weft- India Company, now of late let up in France 9 but have 
not found among the Writings any Dutch Letters or Papers, tho’ 1 find exprefs Men- 
tion of fuch in the Depolitions j which makes me fuppofe your Lordfhips have not 
tranfmitted thole hither with the reft. 

There is a great Number of Letters lent aboard this Ship by the French , that went 
from Breft to Madagascar the laft Spring for they found this Ship near Cape deFert , 
as they put in for Refrelhment there, and clos’d with that Conveniency of Writing, 
either to their Superiors, (the Directors of that Company) or to their Friends.^ Among 
all thole Letters, 1 have not found one addrels’d to Holland , or writ in Dutch. "All the 
Mention in them of the Hollanders, is by way of News ; that they had taken not long 
before, (in April) the Fort in Cape de Vert from the Englijh \ and that they had put 
the Englijh into an Illand, where, ’twas thought, they were all perilhed. But the 
Writers do generally concur in this Apprehenfion, that this Ship was bound for Havre 
de Grace, or lome Part of Normandy, and did belong to the French Weft-India Company. 

There was alio a great Parcel of Letters and Papers (which I examined as ft r idly 
as I could) from the Fattors and others belonging to the laid Company, to their 
Directors in France ; giving an Account of their Trade and Affairs upon that Coaft. 
In tilde Accounts (which are very voluminous) from the Intendant for the Company, 
and others, touching this Ship’s Lading, l could not trace theleaft Traffick or Cor- 
relpondence with the Dutch. And the Captain of the St. John, another Ship belong- 
ing to the Company, Haying for his Lading in thole Parts, acquaints his Superiours 
in France, that they are lo jealous there of the Dutch , that a Angle Hollander was refufed 
his PalTage in this Bergere, for fear of T rouble if they Ihould meet with the Englijh. 

But the Papers, My Lords, that are the effential Part of the Evidence, go much 
further in clearing the Ship. The Conge of M. de Vendofme , is a Commifiion both for 
War and Trade upon the Coaft of Guinea, particularly Senegal and Cape de Vert, hav- 
ing his Broad Seal annexed to it. The Commifiion of the Directors for the Weft- 
India Company to this Captain, is under a fair and large Seal, appropriate to that 
Company, and under the Hands of leveral Chiefs among them, beiidcs his Inftru&ions 
leafed up with a Idler Seal. To. this, if the Depolitions of the Captain, Intendant, 
the Super-Cargo, and two more, be taken in, it makes as ftrong a Cafe as I have 
known for the Claimer. 

It appears indeed that the Ship is Holland built, nor is there are any Thing in the 
Ship, or from the Witnelfes, (otherwile than that the Captain lwears it was bought 
in Holland, feme Months before this Voyage, for the Account of the Company) that 
proves direftly that the Property was transferr’d by Sale to the French. Yet in the 
Captain’s Inftruftions, he is order’d to comport himfelf with all Relpeft and De- 
ference to his Majefty’s Men of War, in cafe he Ihould be feized by them, by realbn 
of his Holland Bottom, and to Ihow, upon fuch an Occalion, the Admiral’s Congl , and 
his Commifiion, which they thought lufficient to clear his Ship. 

The Account which the Intendant gives upon Oath, of the Dutch Pacquets found 
aboard is, that they were lent from a Dutch Plantation, upon fome Knowledge they 
had of the Ship’s Departure from France \ but he (tho* willing to do the Dutch Mer- 
chants the Civility of this Conveyance) pofitiyely abjures the receiving of any Goods, 
or the having of any Commerce with the People. 

The Captain that took this Ship, My Lords, makes Affidavit, . that the Mafter 
denied he had any Bills of Lading aboard \ which yet were found in his Coffer. The 
Intendant lays, the Bills of Lading were had out of his Coffer, not the Captain’s \ 
and that there was no Refulal (if lie were rightly underftood) in the Cale. ’Tis true, 
that by his Majefty’s Ordinances, the concealing of Ship Papers is made fatal : But, 
on the other S'dtf, it is reafonable that the Words and Circumftances of the Demand, 
and the Denial following, be made out more explicitly and folemnly, than it is by 
the fingle Affidavit lent into the Admiralty. 

But, My Lords, if his Majeftv Ihould bo p'-acioufly inclined not to inlift upon the 
Letter of that Ordinance, I do humbly cone* '-e, that there is nothing in the Tenor 
of the Ship Papers and Depofitions, that car. , either Ship or Goods with a fur- 
ther 
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ther Excuffion ; but that unlefs the Captain, the Intendant, and the Faflorj doex- 
treamly prevaricate with their Oaths here, and with their Inflru&ions, the Property 
of the Ship and Goods is altogether in the laid Wefi-India Company, and none at 
all in the Hollanders- 1 am, &c.

I Have, in Obedience to your Lordlhips Order, perufed the Papers of the Pearl of 
Ofiend. In the Depofitions, there is one Thing that is unavoidably fatal j four 
of the Ship’s Company (the Steerfman, Gunner, Cook, and another) are poiitiyely 
fworn to be Subjefls of the States, born in their Dominions, and the Ship, by the 
PafTes, and M. de Cafftl Rodrigo's Sea-brief, to have belong’d to Ofiend for thele two , 
Years laft pall. Touching the Cargo, there is no Account at all of its Property 
by any Letters of Advice or Documents. The Bills of Lading are in the Names of 
Flemijh Merchants, as Laders ; and Spaniards in Bilboa , as Conlignataries ; and upon 
their Account and Rifque, being about 2 6 Merchants that feem to be concerned in the 
whole. The Skipper and all the Company fay, the prefent Lading (which is moftly 
Pepper) was taken in, partly from off the Key at Ofiend, partly out ol By landers } 
but none of them lpcak out, whence the By landers came. Some fay (fix being ex- 
amined) they came from Bruges, as they have heard fay ; only the Steerlmaii fays, 
he believes the Spices were brought lately from Holland to Ofiend. Here is no 
Charter-Party in the Cafe*, nor none of thofc ample Atteftations and Declarations 
upon Oath, that the Flemings ufed to be furnilhed with, when the Concern is bond 
fide their own. And ’tis utterly improbable, that Free Merchants would fuffer a 
Number of unfree Perfons to be aboard, to the manifeft Hazard of fo confidera- 
ble a Lading. For ’tis obvious by their ulual Precautions, that they are no Stran- 
gers to our Proceedings in the Admiralty. Nay, the Skipper, for his clearer 
Convi&ion, had his Majelly’s Declaration of the 22 d of February , 1664- found on 
board among his Papers. I am, &c.

C . Content , Mailer of the Ship Sanfta Maria , (which your Lordlhips have com- 
manded me to infpeft) hath made'Oath before the Magillrates of Bruges, that 
his Ship belongs to Meffieurs de la Palette of that City •, two of his Company fwear 
the lame upon hearlay •, and ’tis affirmed by him that iollicits the Caule, that fur- 
ther Proof, it needful, will be made of what the Mailer has fworn, by Merchants 
of this City. 

The 300 Barrels of Salmon conlign’d from Bruges to Neve-haven, under the borrow* j 
Name of de la Palette, are lo fully and clearly made out (by the Letters miffive, 
the Copies whereof Mr. Jackfon a Merchant, that Iollicits this Caule, fhew’d me in 
his Book of Entries ; and alfo by the Letters relponfive, whereof he produced half 
a Score in their Originals) to belong in Property to his Majelly’s Subjects, that I 
am not capable of a greater Conviction, than that which the Coherence of lo many 
Papers (which concern feveral other Buline/fes befides this) does give me j the Par- 
ticulars whereof would be too long to deduce to your Lordlhips. 

The Afcenfion, My Lords, was upon hearing of both Sides decreed upon Bail, 
becaufe there were Atteftations, that the Parties interelfed had made Oath before 
their Magillrates of their Property, there being likewife Bills of Lading, anfwering 
thole on Shipboard, produced in Court. Yet in regard of the Preliimption that lay 
againft Lome Part of that Lading, it was not thought fit the Court Ihould ablolutely 
difeharge the Claim, confidering elpecially that the Parties own Oath makes not half a 
Proof (to lpeak ftri&ly) at the bell ", and that Atteftations are often furreptitioufly 
obtained beyond the Seas. The Sale of the Goods being on the other Side proteftea 
againll by the Claimers, as an irreparable Grievance, in Regard it would turn to no 
Account ; I chofe therefore to make them give Bail to the full Value, they under* 
taking, and are now ready, as they tel) me, to go to Sentence, and to make out their 
Proof in a very Ihort Time. I am, &c.

f Have, iu Obediene to your Majefty’s moft gracious Command, fignified unto me 
J_ in the Order annex’d, heard what is alledg’d on both Sides in the Bufinefs of the 
St. Anne of Oftend , which was brought in to Dover by a Portugal Privateer j and now 
I lay at your Majefty’s Feet the belt Account I can of the whole Matter. 

1. It is agreed on both Sides, that, this Privateer was a little Shallop let out in your 
Majefty’s Port of Dover, and that the major Part ot the Company that mann’dher, 
were your Majefty’s Subjefts, Engliftmtn. 

2. It is agreed that Peter de Bills , the Fitter out, was not on Board, nor yet the 
Original Commilfion by which he afted, when the Oftender was taken. There was only 
aTranfcriptof the King of Portugal's Commilfion to de Bids, tranflated into French, 
and attefted for a true Tranllation under the Hand and Seal of thetrench Conful at 
Li [bon in the Bottom of which T ranfcript, de Bills , by way of Apoftil uuder his Hand 
and Seal, impowers one B. J. Govocnor , a Dunkirker , to command the Shallop now iu 
Queftion, and to aft againft the Enemies of his Commillion. 

3. The Commillion it fell bears Date in the Year 1*558, but is fince revived, viz.. 
in April laft, under the King of Portugal's Hand. De Bills is by it impower’d to arm 
and let out a Ship, and other Veftels, (Os Barcos , in the Original) which lhal) tjp ne- 
celfary for him againft the Caftilians and Mows. By the Orders of Portugal , the Pri- 
vateers have Leave to arm in any Port or Kingdom, as lhall be convenient for tHten; 
and they are to bring l'uch Prizes as they lhall take into Portugal , to be there judg^: 
Which Particulars the Taker alledgcs as material to his juftification in this Caule. 

4. The Place where this Oftender was taken, is not precifely agreed on •, one of 
the Takers lwears, the Capture was off againft Calais •, thole that were taken fay, it 
was four Leagues Weft of Dover, about two Dutch l eagues off the Englijh Shore. Yet 
this (tho’ it ihould be true) does not, as I humbly conceive, bring them within one of 
your Majefty’s Chambers, I mean, within the Line (a ftrait one being drawn) from 
the South-Fwela/td to Dungenefs Point. 

5. It was fworn by two Englijhmen, who were aboard the St. Anne, and nothing 
concerned, for ought I perceive, in the Goods in Queftion, that this Shallop hal’d 
them in Englijh -, that upon Anlwer made that the St. Anne was from Oftend, and bound 
for ‘Portfmouth, and had been already hal’d and difmifs’d by the Ltnox Frigate, the 
Reply out of the Shallop was, that notwithftanding all this, they muft board them, 
otherwile they would Ihoot \ having Orders, as they faid, to bring all Veftels into 
Dover. To this the Mafter of the St. Anne adds upon Oath, that he obey’d meerly 
out of Reverence to your Majefty’s Name and Authority, that was pretended j this 
happening in the Dark about ten at Night. That he had no Apprehenlions of a 
Portugal Commillion, and that he was upon Terms good enough to make Refiftance. 
That the Shallop had fet out of Dover but at fix that Evening, and that upon Dil- 
covery (as he believes) of his Velfel. That the Portugal Commilfion was neither 
^irv’d, nor mentioned unto him, or to any of his Company, till after his coming 
on Shoar at Dover. But for thele Particulars, I have no more but the Mailer’s 

■•fingle Oath. 

6 . It appears on the Taker’s Behalf, that he, Govotnor, finding 8 Horfes, faid to 
belong to his Royal Highnels the Duke of York, on Board this Oftender , fent to the 
Governour of Dover , to let him know he would land the Horles in that Port, if he 
might have Liberty to go off again for Portugal with his Prize : This being accorded 
to him by the Governour, before he could land the Horles and get off again, the 
whole Cargo was arrefted and claimed, as belonging to trench Merchants •, which was, 
I fiippole, by way of Colour only, in order to evade and defeat the Pwtugal Com- 
milfion. The Matter, it leems, being heard at the Admiralty Court of Dover, and 
the Difpute proving to be, (if I underftaud it rightly) not about the Validity of the 
Commillion, or the Manner of the Capture, but about the Property of the Cargo, 
which was pretended to be in Frenchmen, the Caule was difmils’d to the proper Place 
of Judicature, and Govotnor let at Liberty with his Prize. But he broking Bulk, was 
leized again by thoOfficers of the Cuftoms, which gave this fecond Opportunity to 
the Offender, to attempt the Recovering of this Ship and Goods. 

v So that upon this whole Matter of Fatt, there do arife two Queftions. The one, 
whether the Commilfion whereby this Oftender was taken, is a good Commilfion ? The 
other, whether this Capture was not a Violence to that Prote&ion and Safeguard, 
which your Majefty’s Authority affords unto Strangers, coming upon their lawful 
Occalions towards any of your Majefty’s Harbours or Ports ? 

As 
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As to the Commiflion ; ’tis true his Majefty of Portugal is net obliged, in granting 
out Comm i /lions, to take his Mealures from the Englify or any other Foreign Style j 
yet the general Law determines all Commiifions (moll elpecially fuch as this is) to 
he ftritti Juris, and not to be further extended, either by Inferences or Deductions, than 
the, exprefs Words do naturally import. So that whatever the Meaning of that 
Claiile be, v iz.. that de Bills may let out a Man of War, and what other Veflels Ihall 
be neceifary for him, (as if he might have ieveral Velfels at Sea at one and the fame 
Time, and yet himielf and his Commiflion can be but in one of them) it cannot be 
laid that he hath Liberty to lubftitute or depute another to aft in his Place, fince 
there is no fuch Power of Deputation given him by his Commiflion: Much lefs can 
a Copy or a Tranflation be authentick, when there is no Claufe providing to that 
EfFett in the Original , elpecially in this Cale, which is as little favourable as can 
be in the Eye of the Law. 

The fecond Queftion is, as I humbly conceive, bell relolved out of a Declaration, 
which your Molly’s Grandfather of blelfed Memory publilhed in the Year 1604, in 
Reference Jwthefe Hoftilities, in thefe Words : 

“ O Vjf Plealure is, that within Our Ports, Havens, Roads, Creeks, or other Pla- 
“ ces ofX)ur Dominion, or fo near to any of Our laid Ports or Havens, as may be 
” reatcpbly conftrued to be within that Title, Limit, or Precinft, there Ihall be no 

F01JI, Violence, or Surprize, or Offence fuffered to be done, either from Man of 
to Man of War, or from Man of War to Merchant, &c. but that all, of 
“ wj Nation foever, lo long as they Ihall be within thofe Our Ports and Places of 
ifdiftion, or where Our Officers may prohibit Violence, Ihall be underftood to 
under Our Protettion, and to be order'd by Courle of Juft ice, &c. And that Our 
u Officers audSubjefts Ihall prohibit, as much as in them lies, all hovering of Men 
“ of War, &c. fo near the Entry of any of our Havens or Coafts *, and that they 
** ihall receive and fuccour all Merchants and others, that ihall fall within the Danger 
“ of any fuch as ihall await our Coafts, in lo near Places, to the Hindrance of Trade 
a to and from Our Kingdoms." 

So that, coniidering this Shallop fet out of your Majefty's Port, where it hovered 
for Prey, fince it was mann’d for the moil Part with your Majefty's Subjects, contrary 
to the Meaning of the 4 th and 6th Article of the Treaty with Spain, made in the 
Year 1630^ fince the Surprifal was made in the Night, not by Force of Arms, but 
by ajbuflng your Majefty’s Name and Authority , fince .the true Commiflion was 
neither pretended, ihewed, nor indeed on Board at the Time of the Capture j l am 
of Opinion, that the Capture was unduly made, and that the Ofiender ought to have 
his Ship and Goods reftored to him ; and that the Commander in the Shallop, and* 
the Englilh on Board, delerve to be puniih'd. All which 1 do with all Humility fubmit 
to your Majefty’s Royal Wifdom.

T HE St. Peter of Bruges is but newly brought up into this Port, and very few of 
the Ship Papers are yet come to Hand, fo that my Account of it at preient 
muft be vety iihperfeft : But as to M. XOgnati's Memorial, 1 muft crave Leave to 
obferve unto your Lordihip, that he is not rightly informed of our Proceedings in 
the Admiralty, For tho’ ’tis obferved in the Memorial, that Atteftations from 
Flanders are not admitted as fuflicient, the contrary will be witnefled by very many. 
Perfons of that Country, who always found that Atteftations under Publick Seals, 
have had their proper Weight and due Regard in this Court. Yet ’tis not unknown, 
that Atteftations are too often pafs’d without that due Infpeftion and Solemnity as 
is requifite. Befides, when the Prefiunptions are lo ftrong againft the Claimer, as to 
oblige him to make a full Proof of his Property before he be difmifs’d, I am with 
Submiflion of Opinion, that the Law of Flanders , as well as in England , will not allow 
an Atteftation alone to be a fuflicient Proof \ fince it amounts to no more than a Man’s 
Oath in his own Caule.

T HE St. John Baptift of Hamburgh, (whereof 1 am, in Obedience to your. Lordlhips 
Order, to give an Account) is a Ship in Ballaft. bound thence for Bourdemut. The 
concurrent Teftimony of the Mailer upon Oath, and of the Papers on Board, do 
evidence her to belong to Hamburghers. And for further Conviftion, there is an 
Atteftation under Sir W. Swans Hand and Seal, that the prelent Freighter had made 
Oath before him, the 27 th of March laft, that this Ship and Voyage, for to take in a 
Lading of Wine, was upon lome Hamburghers Account. 

I mult here. My Lords, moll humbly crave Leave to obferve unto your Lord- 
Ihips, that in the prelent Mifunderftanding between the Sub- Commilfioners of Lon- 
don and thole of Dover, the Jurifdi&ion oft the Admiralty fuifers much ; What the 
Pretenfions of the one, or of the other are, I lhall not now touch upon, or under- 
take in the leall to determine. ’Tis not to be queilioned, but that the Sub-Com- 
milfioners under your Lordlhips, have a Right to lee to the Execution of the De- 
crees of this Court ; and if there be any Decree unduly obtained, and fuddenly or 
furreptitioufly to be executed, they may ufe what Means are moll eifeftual upon the 
liidden, to prevent or Hop the Execution of it ; and as Time will ferve, to acquaint 
the Admiralty with the Cafe, and to move for the Revocation of the Decree, which 
the Court cannot but do upon better Information. 

Whhreas if the Sub-Commilfioners oppofe their Interefl with your Lordlhips," 
without any Decree of Court, to an Order of Court directed to your Lordlhips, and 
do prevail, not by reverling the Decree in Court, which is the, regular Way, but by 
their extrajudicial Power, the Seal of the Court becomes defpicable. And ’tis with 
much of Regret, that I obferve to your Lordlhips, that a Perfon.in chief Command 
at Dover has (as I am inform’d) faid, that he as little valued or heeded a Decree 
of this Court, as he fhould an Order from the King of France his Hangman* or to 
that Effect. Which I do moft humbly fubmit to your Lordlhips Animadverlion.

T HE St. George of Hamburgh, was taken between three or four Leagues off the 
Vlie , plying in a contrary Wind, as the Mailer depofes, her Courfe from Ham- 
burgh to Roiien j being brought into Harwich , I do not find that any of her Company 
was examined, which is an Omiflion, your Lordlhips, I doubt not, will think worth 
preventing for the future. The Mailer, who alone is come up hither, I have.caufed 
to be examin’d. He fwears that the Ship and Lading do entirely belong to Hamburgh ; 
that this Ship has not been in Holland thefe 9 Years * that his Papers are all true, 
an-i -**'s Company all free. His Sea-brief makes likewile 9 Burghers of Hamburgh to 
be Owners of this Ship j and 1 find her upon the firll Lift, which that City gave in 
t'* his Majefty upon Occalion of this War. The Bills of Lading found on Board are 
3 5 in all, and there are Atteftations of the Oaths, which the refpeflive Proprietors 
have - made before their Magiftrates, correfponding exaftly with the feveral Particu- 
lars in the Bills of Lading ; which Atteftations are more of Weight and Credit, in 
that they were obtained before the letting out of this Ship. The Cargo is Lead, 
Wool, Steel, Wyer, and Copper- Ware •, and they are not only Hamburghers fas the 
Matter it feems apprehended) that are the Laders of this Ship, but there are others 
of Brejlaw, Bremen , jintwerp, and Danttic, that are made in the Atteftations, Proprie- 
tors of feveral Parcels of this Lading. 

Upon Occalion of thefe Atteftations, I lliall craVe leave to offer unto your Lord- 
Ihips what has fallen not long fmee under my Obfervation. Thofe Hamburghers (as 
there are lome) who favour the Englijh Trade, make no Difficulty (in Order to obtain 
the Atteftations in common Form) to fwear, that thofe very Goods, which Englijh* 
men do buy in Hamburgh with their own Money, and which are to be deliver’d here 
in England, upon the proper and foie Account of Englishmen, as foon as they come to 
lafe Port, do belong to the Laders, i. e. Hamburghers *, and that no other Perlbn can, 
or aught to pretend to any lntereft in them. The Way that they lalve this Cafe of 
ConicTence (as I have feen them explain themfelves in their Letters) is, by taking 
the Rilque of the Goods upon themfelves, while the Goods are at Sea and in Dan- 
ger of the Eneflny. And for fo doing, they have fo much per Cent, yet this Rilque 
Vol. II. Zzzz of 
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of theirs is fo limited, that as it Relpefts no other Dagger of the Sea, but that from 
the Enemies of this Crown*, lo they are bound no more, but to ule their utmoft 
Endeavours and Interefts to make out a Claim, the Lofs being the Englijhmans, if 
the Sttitence fhotild, by violent and exorbitant Proceedings, go againft the HatnOurgher. 

' It is not improbable but that the Dutch and the French havelikewife liich Friends 
at Hamburgh) as will lend them their Names, and their Conferences too, upon the 
like Terms. But the lure Way to obviate the Fraud of fuch mental Relervations 
and Equivocations (for againft downright Perjury there is no Fence, as long as Oaths 
are, arid there muft be fomething or other decifive in Judgment) would be, as I do 
with all Submifiion poffible to your Lordfhips conceive, that the Senate would pleale 
to order all Deponents to be interrogated in fuch a Form, as the King's Proftor 
fhall fend hence to the Deputies for taking thefe Oaths *, or elfe that liich Laders as 
defire a Benefit here' from Atteftations, fhould fatisfie his Majefty’s Miniftcr in that 
Town, touching their refpe&ive Properties. Yet I muft not deny, that this amounts 
to little more than what is already done, if I be truly informed by the Secretary of the 
Hamburgh Agent, for letting him know, that 1 defired to learn from his Mailers, 
what the Solemnity and Circumfpeftion was, which the Deputies ufe at Hamburgh, 
before they grant their Atteftation under Seal \ he writes unto me, that every Man 
that obtains that Atteftation, fwears explicitly, that none in Enmity with the 
King of Great Britain, has any Intereft in tne Goods, touching which he makes Oath. 

Among the Laders, Mr Lords, I found two Names which I gueffed to be French, 
and the Secretary who follicits this Buiinefs, could not but acknowledge the Perfons 
\Du Trie and Heron) to be Frenchmen born. But the Salvo that he and the Skipper 
gave me upon Oath is, that Du Prii has lived in Hamburgh with his Wife and Family 
for above thefe 20 Years ■, and that the other has lived there likewife thefe 8 Years : 
Which regularly is fu/ficient in Law to excufe him, as I humbly conceive, from 
being fubjefted to the fame Reprifals with the reft of his Countrymen : The Ham- 
burghers at leaf! do conceive Co, for this Skipper fwears, that he refufed to take in 
Herons Goods, till the Senate lent a Publick Officer to let him know, that he wa.i 
to trade for him as freely, as for any Burgher of their City. If this be true, ’ti- a 
ftrong Prefumption that the reft of the Laders are, as their Atteftations fpeak them 
to be, in bona fide. I am, &c.

To tie Lords Cmmijftoners of ‘Prizes . 

M v Lords, (Veftmiu/ler, Sept.ij. 1 666. 

T HE TeUoxo Sun of Riga, Peter Paterfon Mailer, was brought in at Falmouth the i%th 
of July laft by two Privateers. The Depofitions taken there in Praparatorio, 
make the Ode very ftrong for the Captors j for leveral of the Company are cou- 
fefs’d to be unfree Perfons, there is Mention of Papers hidden in the lled-Sack, the 
Matter is fworn to have inftrufted his Company to fay, the Ship belonged to Riga, 
and not to Holland 5 as alfb to fpeak Stoedifii , in order to el'cape the Englijlt ; and-ehsfr.. 
the Ship it felf came now from Amfterdam, where fhe was fitted for the prefent 
Voyage, (which is to Rochel) and whither fhe brought in and fold her laft Cargo. 

Bur in Regard there may be fuch juft Exceptions made againft the Depofitions 
as fhall give Caufe to lay them wholly afide, I have caufed the Matter to be re-examin- 
ed in the Admiralty. The Exceptions, My Lords, are, that he and his Steerfman 
were inhumanely tortured by Captain Mannings Men, and other barbarous Cruelties 
afted upon them, in order to extort fuch Confeffions from them, as might be ad- 
vantageous to thefe Takers. The Marks of his Cruelty were very frefh and vifible 
when the Skipper made Oath of what he had fuffer’d *, there being Merchantanre- 
fent of Reputation, who made Oath, that the Skipper, upon his firft coming to Town, * 
made his Complaints, and fhew’d his Wounds, being yet raw, unto them. * 

Upon this Information, I could do no lefsthan decree an Attachment againft Capt. 
Manning and his Steerfman, who ailed this Cruelty ; as alfo againft the Interpreter, 
who amfted at the taking of the Depofitions \ the Skipper being made to Iky and 
fubferibe in them, that fince his Capture the Captain had treated him very friendly 
like a Brother, and did him no Prejudice at all. What EfFeil, My Lords, this 
Decree will have, Time muft fhew : However, I hope my Lord High Admiral wiljl 
not fuffer fuch Offences to go unpunifh’d ; all the Power and Malice of the Rnenfy 
being notable to fallen fo great a Blemifh upon thejuftice and Reputation of his 
Majefty’s Arms, as thefe Men dp under the Notion of" Friends, and in cold Blood. 

'That which the Matter upon our Examination depofes is, that hiS Owners are 
Merchants and Magiftrates of Riga , and that none of the King’s Enemies hath, or 
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ever had any Intereft in this Ship, which is now in Ballaft, bound from Amflerdam to 
Rochel. That in June laft he fail’d from Riga to Rochel, to load Salt for his Owners, 
to be carried to Riga \ but being driven before the Wind into the Texel, he was forced 
to unlade, and fell his Salt, to repair his Ship that was leaky. That having repaired 
his Ship, he let out thence by Order of his Owners for Rochel, to load Salt again, 
to be carried thence to Riga \ but was taken by thefe Privateers in his Courfe to Rochel. 
That he is a Native of Holland , but has lived thefe 4 Years with his Wife and Fa- 
mily at Riga , and is a Subjeft of the King of Sweden , and his Company are Swedes , 
excepting his Steerman and Carpenter, whom he confeffes to be Hollanders. 

Among his Papers there is a general Pafs (not in the Form of the Treaty) from 
the Govemour of Livonia , for this Ship to trade into all free Places. There is like- 
wife an Atteftation from Riga, that the Owners had made Oath of their Property, 
dated in March laft. There is likewile a Letter dated the 20 th of July , from the 
Faftor of thefe Owners to his Correfpondent at Rochel t wherein he defires him to 
load this Ship with Salt from Riga , for the Owners Account, and promifes him Pay- 
ment of fuch Bills as he, this Lader, fhould, upon that Account, draw upon him, 
being at Amfierdant. 

Thus I have given your Lordlhips an Account of the Pretenfions of the one Side, 
and of the other, as minutely as I can •, in Regard this Bufinels is devolved to your 
Lordfhips from his Majefty in Council. But 1 do fuppofe the Privateer will infift 
upon the Title he has to a legal Trial, which, as 1 humbly conceive, cannot be denied 
him. 1 am, &c.

*To the Lords Commiflioners of 'Prizes. 

My Lords, Mmiraltj,M.i 1. 1 666. 

T HE Ship Stetin, brought into Harwich, had no other Papers on Board, as the 
Mafter depoles, but a Sea-brief from the Smedijh Vice-Governour in Pomerania, 
dated 29 th of Otlober laft. This Sea-briet wants that Form preferibed in the Treaty, 
and fpecifies not either the Kinds, or the Quantities of the Goods laden, or to be 
laden in this Ship \ only, that the Owners (who are fix Burghers of Stetin therein 
named) had made Oath of their Property in the Ship, and that ihe was bound to 
Places not prohibited ; that the Mafter is a Subjeft of Sweden, and that the Goods 
already laden, and to be laden in her, are not contraband, and do truly and really 
belong to Swedjb Subjefts. 

The Mafter, My Lords, in the Account which he gives upon Oath, agrees with 
the Pafs ; and adds, that about three Months fince there was a Cargo of Rye laden 
in this Ship at Riga, the one Moiety upon the Account of a Stetiner, the other Moiety 
upon the Account of the Ship’s Owners. This Cargo being delivered at Amfterdam , 
to the Faftor of thefe Lader?, to be fold there, the Paftor laded her again with Deals, 
(the prefent Lading) for the Account of one J. Brouw of Oft end, but in nis Way thither 
was feized. The Mafter depofes further, that the Lader of the Deals at Amfterdam 
told him, Brouw (the Confignatary at Ojlend') purpofed to fond him from Ofttnd to Lon- 
dm withthefo Deals, but that the Bill of Lading he figned was for Ofiend, and no 
further : And that he figned no other, nor brought he this Bill on Shipboard. 

There is no other Perfon, My Lords, examined of the Company upon Oath, 
lb that the Credit of what he (ays, has at the moft btpt a double Prefumption, (lender 
enough to back it : The one, that thefe Deals may pombly be the Proceed of the Rye 
brought to Amfterdam from Riga \ the other, that thole who gave him the Sea-brief^ 
and certified that Bona impofita or imponenda, did appear unto them — fofi exattam Exa- 
minationem (for lb the Sea-brief runs) to be of Swedish Property, had an Account given 
them of tiiis whole Defign. But how far thefe Conjeftures (Proof it is not, as I 
humbly conceive) to clear Goods that come out of an Enemies Country, ought to 
weigh with your Lordfhips, 1 (hall not prefume to determine. 

My Lords, this Mafter and Steerman were examined at Harwich , but very inarti- 
ficially, and not at all upon Oath ■, which makes me humbly defire your Lordfhips 
to remedy that Defeft : For (as I have often taken the Liberty to obferve unto your 
Lordfhips) there is no Port in England that hath fo many Prizes fent into it at Hxr~ 
wkh has ; yet in very many Cafes there come neither Papers nor Depofitions thence 
to this Court, which is a very great Delay and Hindrance to his Majefty’s Service ; 
fince the Court cannot determine a Property (tho’ it may make provifional Orders) 
■without (bine kind of Evidence in whom the PolTeffion was at the Time of the 
Seizure. I am, &c.

May it pltafe your Majefty, 

T OUGHING the BiJ cay Prize, lately taken by a Portugal Frigate) there are three 
Queftions : The firft in Matter of Faft, the other two in Point of Law, or 
rather of State..'- The Queftion upon the Faft is, whether this Prize was taken 
tailing within thole Recelfes, which are commonly called your Majefty’s Chambers. 

■ The Mailer that was taken fays, (upon Oath) that coming on his Courfe from 
London, where he was laden for Bilbo a, arrived, the Evening before he was taken, 
on the South Part of thfe Ifleot I Vtght, about half a League from the Shore ; that he 
fleer’d hisCourle thertce Weft and quarter to the South Weft, the Wind being Eafi, in 
order to fland as near Portland as he could, and lo on to Dartmouth , flill keeping to 
the Engliflt Coaft for fear of the Dutch ; and that he was taken, having made about 8 or 
p Leagues forward in this Courle, when he was about 4 Leagues oil' from the Englijh 
Coaft. 

The Taker, on the other Side, and one more of his Ship’s Company, do fwear, 
that they were 10 or 12 Leagues off the Englijh Shore when they took this Prize j 
but all agree the Seizure was in mifty Weather, which allowed them no Profpeft. 

Herb the Advantage in this Variation i'eems to be on the Portuguefe Side : For, 
1. It cannot be evinced by the Account which the Merchantman gives, (liippoiing 
it to be true) that the Seizure was precilely in your Majefty’s Chamber. For the 
Chamber in Queftion being bounded with a ftrait Line drawn from Duncmore in the 
Ifle of Wight to Portland , (according to the Account given of it to the Admiralty- 
Court in the Year 1 604.) it grows very narrow Wcfiward, and is (carce in any Place 4 
Leagues broad, I mean, from any Point of this imaginary I.ine to the oppofite Engliflt 
Shore. Whence it would be inferr’d, that this Man muft needs be taken, either 
altogether without the Line, or elie much nearer unto the Shore than he apprehended 
he was. 

2. The Bufinefs being to be decided by Oaths, here are already two Portuguefe againft* 
one Bifcainer : And the Captain has 6 or 7 icore more of his Company, who aee 
ready (as he fays) to affirm, as he hath done, that the Capture was at leaft ten 
Leagues off the English Shore ; and confequeutly all that the Bifcainer s can lay * of 
their being feized within your Majefty’s Chambers, will be outweighed by the Num- 
ber ; fince there doth not appear any Difference to be made in their Credit. 

However the Truth be as to the Chamber, ’tis certain the Seizure was made in 
your Majefty’s Seas : But lb it is, that notwithftanding your Majefty’s undoubted 
Right of Dominion and Proteftion in thefe Seas, Strangers do hold themlelves, if not 
permitted, yet exculed for l'uch Hoftilitie?, when they are ailed at a due Diftance 
from your Majefty’s Ports, Harbours, and Chambers; grounding themlelves upon 
what was done and oblerved in that long War between Spain and the Netherlands . 

The Queftion in Law is, whether this Bifcainer, being brought into your Majefty’s 
Port, ought not, upon the Account of your Majefty’s being in Amity with the 6a- 
tholick King, to be relcued from under the Power and Force of his Enemy, and 
Jure poftliminii to be reftored to his own ? 

The Law of Nations, as ’tis this Day obferved, feemsnot to pal's any Obligation 
upon your Majcfty, to impart your Royal Proteftion unto one Friend, to the Pre- 
judice of another. This Captain being Jure belli (which is a very legal Title) in full 
and quiet Pofleflion of his Prize, (and fo he was for a Fortnight together at Portfmouth , 
before he was dilcovered) will take it for an Ail of Partiality, to have it now wrelted 
out of his Hands, and given to his Enemies : Whereas no Man’s Condition is to be 
made worle than another’s, in a Place that is reputed of common Security uponjJjf 
Publick Faith. 

Besides) the French Ordinances do exprefly provide, that Leave be given to all 
Strangers to depart thofe Ports with fuch Prizes as they happen to bring in. ’Tis 
the Praflice of Spain at this Day, and of all other Ports that 1 can learn any T hing 
of in Cafes of Neutrality. 

The laft Queftion is, (for I do not find any Thing material made out againft the 
Validity of the Portugucfe Commilfion) in the Cale of your Majefty’s Subjeas, Sir 
Arthur Ingram and the Canary Company, to whom a third Part of the Lading belongs, 
whether their Goods lhall be Prize in this Spanijh Bottom ? 

’Tis certain they are relievable upon the general Law; and whatever became of the 
Bifcatner r the Englijh Goods might, and ought to be taken out, and reftored to the 
Owners. But there is a Treaty with Portugal made in the late Ul'urper’s Time, rati- 
fied 
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fled by your Majefty, which feems to fuperfede that Law, and to make the Engtifb 
Goods a lawful Prize to the Taker. But I am taught, that your Majefty’s Treaties 
with Foreign Nations are not to be any Part of our Speculation or Debate in the 
Court of Admiralty, but to be interpreted by your Majefty’s own Royal Judgment, 
with the Advice of your moft Honourable Privy Council.

H AVING received your Majefty’s gracious Pleafure, that I Jhould enquire into 
the Matter, complained of in the Memorial ot the Ambaflador of the States 
General, hereto annexed, and report the State of it to your Majefty, together with 
my humble Opinion what is fit to be done in it 5 I writ into Ireland about it, and 
on Saturday laft had an Account from the Judge of your Majefty’s Court of Admi- 
, ralty at Lublin, and from his Regifter, which agrees in Subftance, as to the Matter 
of Faft, with what is fuggefted in the laid Memorial. 

The Cafe is thus: A French Privateer, in the Month of July 1577, took a Dutch 
Veflel, called the Salmon of Edam, as it was returning from the Whale Fifhing, and 
brought her into the Port of longhall in Ireland ; all her Men having, it feems, forlakeu 
her, and laved themfelves, being not far from the Fifhing Coaft, in the Long Boat, 
before the Privateer feized her. The Privateer having brought her into Ireland, fold 
her Lading, which is laid to be the Produtl of 4 Whales, and afterwards lold the 
Ship it fclf toon e Galway, a Merchant of TmghaH, who hath fincebeen at Charges to 
repair the Ship, and had laded her for a Voyage, but the Voyage did not hold ; 
and the Ship hath been ever fince in TonghaU Port. 

The Privateer, it lee ms, to give a better Colour to his Sale, pray’d the Aid of the 
Court of Admiralty in Ireland , and obtaining Proceedings there againft the Ship, it 
was condemn’d to the Moft Chriftian King \ there being no Party that appeared in 
Judgment to claim the Ship, or that took Exceptions to the Proceedings of the Court. 
After Condemnation, and Sale made of the Ship and Lading, the Owners in 
\ Holland coming to have Notice the Ship was bought up, gave Order to an Agent of 
\heirs to claim her j upon which Ibme Proceedings were begun in the Admiralty, in 
older to get her reftored i but the Agent cealed Proceedings there, and applied him- 
felt to his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, and to your Majefty’s Privy Council of Ireland , 
u^iere the Caufe, as 1 am informed, Hands for Hearing the firft Council Day. 

His Excellency the Ambaffador Extraordinary of the States General, in his Me* 
morial. Jays a Strels in this Cafe upon two Points in the Behalf of the Claimer. 

The one is, that at the Time that the Privateer took this Whale Filher, there 
was a Celfation of Hoftilities agreed between the Moft Chriftian King and the States 
General, limited to the Liberty and Security of the Filheries on both Sides j and 
coniequently that the taking of this Ship, tho’ by an Enemy, was illegal and void. 

Another Thing is, that the Proceedings had in the Admiralty, and the Sale made 
within your Majefty’s Dominions of the Ship and Goods, is direftly contrary to your 
Majefty ’s Treaty a t Breda in the Year 1667, with the States General, in the 21 ft Ar- 
ticle of which Treaty it is provided to thisEffeft: 

“ THAT it Jhall not be lawful for any Foreign private Men of War, who are 
“ not Subjects to your Majefty, or to the States General, having Commiflion from 
any other Prince or State, to equip their Ships, nor to fell or let at Ranfom liich 
“ Prizes as they may have taken, nor in any other Way to truck or exchange their 
Ships, Merchandizes, or any other Sort of Lading whatfoever, in any the Ports 
t£ either of your Majefty, or of the States General. Nor for fuch private Men of 
War to buy themfelves lb much asViftuals in fuch neuter Ports, other than 
“ what lhall be neceffary to bring them to the next Port of that Prince, from 
’whom they have their Commiflions j and if perchance any of your Majefty’s Sub- 
K jefts lhall, by Exchange, or any other Way, buy or get any Ship or Goods, that 
** lhall have been taken from the Subjefts of the States, in that cale liich Subjetf lhall 
<c be bound to reftore them to the Proprietors of the feme without Delay \ and 
«* without any Compenfetion or Reimburfement of the Money either paid or pro- 
“ mifed for fuch Ship or Goods ; provided that Proof be made before your Majefty’s 
“ Council, that the Claimers are right Owners and Proprietors of what they lhall 
“ fo claim.” 

Thus the 11 ft Article j and the Obligation is in the feme Terms reciprocal upon 
the States General. 

As to the firft of thefe Points, which is theCcflation of Hoftilities between Lance 
and the United Provinces, I do not, under Correction, fee, that it is a Thing that 

your 
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yoiir Majefty’s Subjefts are under any Obligation to be acquainted with, or to govern 
themfelves by, it being a Thing whereunto your Majefty was no Party ; and confe- 
quently, that alters not the Cafe of your Majefty’s Subjetts in their Commerce, (where 
it is otherwile legal) either with Frenth or Dutch. 

Bor as to the 21 ft Article of the Treaty of Breda, I do humbly conceive it is other- 
wife; and all your Majefty’s Subjetts are bound to take Notice of it, and are concluded 
by it: And it was therefore an Error to lend, or interpolc your Majefty’s Authority 
in a Judicial Way to the condemning of this Ship; fo it was to buy either the Ship 
or the Lading of it, either before or after Sentence of Condemnation : For this is 
clearly forbidden by the exprefs Difpofition of this Article. Befides, fuch Proceed- 
ings are contrary to a fundamental Maxim of Neutrality ; for a neuter Prince being 
in Peace when his Neighbours are at War, ought not to make the Condition of one 
Neighbour better than that of another ; as here the Frenchman has the Help and 
Benefit bf a Court of Law, and an open free Market for his Prize; which is as great 
a Privilege as any of your Majefty’s Subjefts might have pretended to under your 
Majefty’s ownCoramiffion, and in your own Service and juft Wars. The Article is 
exprefs how for our Commerce is allowed with thofe who fail under Foreign Com- 
miffions of War : It is, to let them have for their Money, what Provifions are ne- 
ceffary to bring them to the firft Port of thole they ferve under ; and we can legally 
do no more. 6 3 

Upon the whole, I cannot but fay (yet it is with perfeft Submiffion to better Judg- 
ments) that this Claimer hath a Right to demand and infift, that the Sentence where- 
by his Ship was condemned, be reverfed; and that the Ship it felf, and all the La- 
ding that can be found out, be reftored to him. For the reverfing of the Sentence 
I humbly conceive it may be legally done. But how the Purchater may be by due 
Courfe of Law outed of his prelent Poffeflion, I do not fee ; for ’tis more than pro- 
bable, the Bargain was made between the Buyer and the Privateer on the Land • and 
coufequently, theCognifance of the Validity of it will be prohibited to the Admi- 
ralty ; and it a Verdift at Common Law fhould find this Sale to be a good Sale and 
to have well transferr’d the Property to the Buyer, this Claimer would be without 
Remedy; yet the Inexecution ef the Treaty would in this Point be reputed by the 
Hollander a Breach of it on our Side, and may be, for ought I know, run up as high, ^ 
to Reprifals againft us. But thefe mifehievous Confequences his Grace my Lord Lieu- 
tenant, by his high Wifdom, will be able, as foon as he is informed of all Particulars 
to prevent, and procure Satisfaftion to the Claimer. All which I fubmit to vour 
Majefty’s Royal Wifdom. 3

H AVING, in Obedience to your Majefty’s gracious Order in Council, view’d 
the Proceedings had in the Court of Admiralty touching Captain GaRop and 
the Gold alledged to have been taken by him in an Holland Ship, which he lcized as 
Prize in the laft War with the Dutch ; I do find that 1 gave a final Sentence in rhic 
Caufe, all Parties being prefent in Judgment, upon the 1 uh of March 1674, to this 

“That the Ship, her Tackle, and Furniture, and all the Goods, Wares and 
« Merchandife feized in the fame, except the Negroes, fhould ftand con- 
“ demned as lawful Prize to your Majefty. 

“ That all the Negroes in the Ship being upon the Quarter Deck, fhould by 
“ virtue of the Att of Parliament for Encouragement of Seamen, befhared 
“ and divided between Captain Gallop and his Company. 

From this * Sentence I find there hath been a double Appeal : The one by your 
Majefty’s Proftor, for that I had adjudged the Negroes on Board to Captain GaS, 
and the Takers, and not to your Majefty : The other Appeal was by Captain Gallop 
and the Takers themfelves, for that I had adjudged the Ship, and all that was in 
her, (the Negroes excepted) as lawful Prize to your Majefty, without adjudging any 
Share to them in the Ship, and the Remainder of the Lading. 

This Caufe being thus appealed, was brought before the Lords Commiffioners of 
Appeals in December 1675 ; an 4 their Lordfhips having heard that Part of it that con- 
cerned the Negroes, their Lordfhips were pleafed to affirm the Adjudication of them 
to the Takers. The other Part, which concerns the Remainder of the Goods in 
tneShip, and confequently the Gold in Queftion, is not yet heard by the Lords Com- 
miffioners : But the hearing and determining of it belongs folely to their Lordfhips, 
tne Caule being removed from me by Appeal, and now depending in a. Superiour

T HE Affair Of* St.Chr if other's, (whereof I am in Obedience to your Lordihips now 
to give an Account) teems to relblve it telf into thefe. following Enquiries : 
Firfij WHSTftta the French hiftruments of Ceffion, and, the Moft Chrinian King’s 
Difpatches and Orders for the rfeftoring of his Majefty’s Part of that Ifland. be valid 
and Efficient ? 

I tannot lay, My Lords, but that the Inftrument of Cellion is full enough, and 
agreeable to the beft Legal Forms now current in France and Italy. Of the Difpatches, 
there is this Account to be given. 

Is thefirfi, dated Aug. 28. 1 66~j. the Order for Refutation was full and clear, with- 
out any Provifo or Condition, yet it obtained not the Effett expe&ed. The Pretence 
was, that the Comfnainder in Chief, M. de Id barre , was out of the Way when my 
Lord Willmtghby made his Demand : But it leems that was not all •, for when Colonel 
Lambert made the fame Demand about two Months after, at Midfimmer laft, M. 
de la Barre made the very fame Difficulties and Demands that the French Ambaffador 
now makes in his laft Memorial. 

In the fecond Dilpatch, dated 17 th of July laft, the Moft Chriftian King does (upon 
his Majefty’s Letter) bewail the Difstppointment to my Lord WiHoughby in very pa£ 
fionate Language, both as it refiefted upon the Honour of a Prince, tender of nothing 
fomuch a- jf his Word ; and as it appeared to be a Diffati^fattion to our moft gra- 
cious So .-t- aign; and (to make Amends) the French Governour is commanded, whe- 
\ther M. de la- Bane be in die Way or not, to deliver up hisFart to his Majefty, all 
j^plays and Pretences whatfoever laid afide, under Pain or Dilbbedience and Rebellion. 
This D (patch like wife ( ; n all Probability) obtains no Effeft : For M. deLyonnt ad- 
vifes my Lord Albans, that it was defired in the French Court, that this Dilpatch 
would not be lent away hence : M. de la Barre having been written to, to govern him- 
felf as M. Colbert Ihould direft from hence, and not according to thefe Orders. 

Tht. laft Dilpatch, dated 31)? of Ottober laft, varies from theTenour of both the 
former 5 for it liippoles the Word Habitations to be within the Intendment of the 8 th 
Art : cle , and confequently, that the French bought the Englijh Houles and Lands, as 
well as their Stock*, and Moveables. And then it takes for granted, that M. Colbert 
has fatisfied his Majefty, that the Englijh are not to be reftored to their Plantations, 
till they do reimburfe the French of their Demands. So that this Difpatch being com- 
pared with the Ambaffador’s Memorial, promifes no great Elfefh 
«*For the Ambaflador defires, 1 . That the Fetich, who lhall become Subjefts to this 
Crown, may be treated in all Refpefts as Englijh. 2. That they be not in the leaft 
difturbed in their Polfeffions, till we pay them back their Purchafe Money. 3. That 
we give them Content (that is the Word, which cannot imply lefs than good Secu- 
rity) in the Demands they make for Improvements. 4. That his Majefty would pleafe 
to prefix a Day, within which the Englijh fhall be bound to reimburfe the French', 
and in Default of doing lo, the Englijh to be declared for ever uncapable of being 
reftored to their own : This implies, that very much is expected to be done on our 
Part, before the French do any Thing on theirs j as if the 8 th Article were a neceflary 
'"indition antecedent to the Performance of the 7 th, which is not only diftant from 
eSenfe of the Article, but contrary to the Tenor of this and all other Treaties. 
And tho’ the King’s Letter mentions no more but the Reimburfemeut of the Purchafe 
Money, yet it is with a bien entendre, that thismuftbe done elfethially, before the 
Englijh be reftored to their Polfeffions. 

Another Enquiry is, whether the Word Bona comprehends Lands and Houfes as 
well as Stock, and thofe Moveables which we call a Perfonal Eftate ? 

It cannot be denied. My L o r d s, but that the Word Bona, in the Roman Civil 
Law, asalfo intheprelent Laws and Cuftoms of the French, comprehends, both the 
ong and the other in many Cafes j tho’ in this Cafe it does not, as may be evinced by 

feveral Arguments. •. . • 

Ftrfi, In this Treaty with the Dutch and the Dane at Breda, tl\eC|laufes and Pro- 
vifo’s concerning Lands and Immoveables on the one Side, and consarning Goods and

Moveables on the other, are ftill diftintt and feparate, as Things oppofite in their 

Notion. 
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Notion. For iuftance, in the Treaty with the Dutch, the Right of all Lands, Towns. 
Forts, Places, and Colonies, is, in the 3d and 6 th Articles, lettled one Way and 
in the 4 th and 7 th, that of Bom cuntta mobilia, another Way: Juft fo it is with 
Denmark in the 5 th, their Moveables, Quicquid Bonorum , fall under one Provifion, and 
iu the 6fh t their Territories under another : ’Tis fo .in the elaborate Treaty of the 
Pyrenees 1659. For Moveables, des Debts , Aferchantdiz.es , Fffetts, & Meubles , it has 
djftinft Articles, the 12 d and 29 th, but nothing moveable mingles iu thole other 
Articles that do lettle Lands, Territories, and real Eftates. So it is in the Treaty 
of Chafteau Cambrefis, and leveral others. The Territory therefore and Soveraignty 
of St. Chriftothers , being the Subjett Matter of the 7 th Article of the Treaty with 
France , the Word Bona , in the following Article, (in this Treaty as well as iuthe 
others) muft mean Moveables and nothing elfe *, for the Forma Communis muft needs 
in Conftruftion of Law be here intended and obferved, fince the Variation from it 
is not expreffed. And it cannot be well imagined, that the Word Bona Ihould 
lignify one Thing to the Dutch and Dane , and another Thing to the French , where 
both the Subjeft Matter of the Debate, and the Perfons treated with by the three 
Parties, were the very fame : From thele Concurrences, the Law railes, validijfimam 
conjetturam , and a full Light wherewithal to clear the Ambiguity. 

Secondly , The Cale of the Englijh is extreamly favourable, ’tis to be reftored to their 
own by a facred Compact. And the Word Keftitution is 16 favourable, that when a 
heinous Malefactor hath it in his Pardon from his Prince, it does not only take off 
his Punifliment, but alio reftore him to his good Name, Honours, and Eftate : Much 
more then fhall thole that are reftored, ex debitojuftitia, recover every Thing that 
the Treaty does not in very clear and exprels Terms deny them. 

Thirdly , The Civilians and Feudifts do hold, that Lands held by luch Tenures 
and Services, as the EngHfit held theirs in this llland, are not comprehended under 
the Word Bona \ and in this very Cale, when they fay, (and ’tis a very common Say- 
ing) Bona in bcllo capt.a cedunt occupants , they muft mean Moveables only \ the Lauds 
and Houfes going another Way, that is, to the Conqueror. 

Fourthly , By the fixth Article of War, upon the Surrender to the French, the Eng- 
Hjh had Power to dilpofe of their Immoveables, and to carry away their Moveable^ 
excepting Negroes and Cattle, ’tis clear they could difpofe of no more than what 
the Treaty gave them leave to do, all the reft being devolved to the French Jure Belli ; 
therefore, fince they had not Power granted them to dilpofe of their FoncCs, 
Afaifons , and Heritages, their Houles and Lands did not pals. The Word Jmmeubles , 
when oppofed to Afeubles in the French Laws, fignifies no more than what we call 
Chattels real. Parcels of the Freehold, and Chofes in Aftion, here in England. 

But if it be urged, that the English have made over, not only their Moveables, 
but their Lands and Houles, to the French by firm Conveyances, it is humbly con- 
ceived, that whatever thole Contracts were, they are not to be meafured and ex- 
pounded by the Treaty. Befides, thele Conveyances were fome of them void, as being 
forced by Threats and Terrors \ fome of them voidable, as being under half the real 
Value, and fome of them utterly feigned and falle. An Inftance whereof is given ip- 
Captain Freeman , who was before your Lordlhips the other Day. He pals’d away 
his Eftate to M. des Chambers , Direftor of the Weft- India Company, for 40,000 Sugars, 
that is, about 400/. Sterling : His Eftate was worth 1000/. a Year, and ’tis let down 
in the Contract, that he has received all thefe Sugars ; yet he utterly deuies the 
receiving of one Penny Value. Nay, that lie was forced to pay 20,000 Sugars for 
a Boat to this Purchafer, to carry himlelf and his Family. 

A Third Queftion is, whether the French are bound to repair his Ma jelly’s three 
Forts, that they have demolilh’d, fince the publilhing of the Peace ? 

There is no exprels Provifion, My Lords, in the 7 th Article, about rendring 
the Forts to his Majefty. But in Cale the French (with whom the Englijh are to be" 
taken Pari pttfu) had been beaten out of the llland, the Rule given to the Engliftt 
Was, Nihilominas in earn Statum reftituantur Cadi , in quo initio anni 1665 or ant. And the 1 
Dutch ftipulating to furrender Forts among other Things, in Cafe they Ihould take 
them after the 10 th of May, do promile that bona fide in eodem plane ftatu confeftim 
reftituentur quo turn temporis reperientur , quandocunque de inftauratd Pace in iifdem Locis con - 
ftabit. And when Forts are to be rendred, they muft not be demolilh’d Places ; 
for in interpreting of Treaties, the Rule is Verba artis (as a Fort is) fecundum artcm 
intelligenda junt. 

A Fourth Enquiry is, concerning the Improvements and the Cofts, which the French 
are faid to be at upon the Plantations. 


’ Wha* 
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What the Amb&iTador’s Memorial hath, of all Laws and all Nations allowing fdf 
necefl&rjr Expenees and Improvements, is under Favour to be underflood, When the 
Polfelior is in Bonk fide \ but if he be mala fidei poffifior , an Ufurper folemnly de- 
nounced again!!, yet continuing his Ufurpation by Force of Arms, he ihall be fo fir 
from recovering his layings out, that he ihall account for the Profits he hath re - 
ceived^ to a Farthing *, but putting the Cafe, that the French had been all this while 
m bona fide, as they were, till my Lord Willoughby l'ummoned them \ yet when their 
Demands arc not liquid, the Law allows them not to detain tjie Thing improved ^ 
they muft accept of Security, to be reimburied of what ihall appear to bejuftly due. 
This was offered the French by Colonel Lambert * when he made his Demand in June 
Iaft ; but it was not accepted. 

Bb sides, in Purchafes that are fubjeil to Reftitution, by that which the French 
call Retraiit Lignager , the Buyer is expreily forbidden in France to lay out any more, 
other Charges in building or repairing, than are purely and ablolutely neceifary, 
within the Tear and the Day allowed to the next of Kin to come in. The Reaibn 
is, that the Purchafer may not, by Expences unneceifarily laid out, render the Re- 
covery of the Thing more difficult to the Family. The Reftitution of the Engtifh in 
this Cafe is no lefs favourable : Therefore whatever the French have laid out fince 
the Knowledge of the Treaty, upon Pretence of Improvements, they have laid out 
in their own Wrong, and by the Equity of Law are precluded, and have no Colour 
to demand any Account, Satisfaftion, or Reimburlement from the Englijh. 

^The extravagant Demand, My Lords, of almoft 7000 l, Sterling for Food and 
Neceilaries to the Englijh Prisoners, and of 800/. for Chirurgeons about them, needs 
not, 1 conceive, any Anlwer, till it be known what Reparations the Englijh are 
like to have, for the Waft, the Spoil, the Demolition, ailed upon their Plantations 
fince the Peace. 1 

So that. My Lords, upon the whole Matter, the true and honeft Meaning of the 
Treaty being, that the Moft ChriftianKing on his Part, do forthwith order his 
Subjects to quit all the Plantations they are polfels’d of, and to leave the Engtifh Part 
entirely to the Englijh ; and that his Majefty, on the other Side, do not fuffer the 
Et^jlt to lay Claim to their own Cattle, Slaves, or other Goods, unlefs they do firfi: 
lay down the Money or Value, for which they formerly fold them •, but that the 
French be at Liberty to carry them away, or otherwife dilpofe of them as their own : 
If th& French have made any Improvements before Notice of the Peace, they ought 
to be reimburied ; if they have done us any Damages fince, they ought to repair 
them. This I hope will be done, and nothing lets than this can be dotiej if the French 
do, as the Moft Chriftian King in his two firft Difpatrhes direfts, proceed finceremenf 
& en bonne joy. But as to the particular Demands of Disburfements for Meliorations, 
and for Prilbners on their Side, and the Demands of Reparations for Waft, Spoil, 
and utter Demolition on our Side, they muft, as I humbly conceive, be left to Com- 
mifiioners, to be adjufted upon the Place. All which I do moft humbly fobmit to 
your Lordlhip’s high Wifdom.

I N the Calc of the two Tocotrclls of Derbyjhire, Minors, now at School at St. Omen 
I thought it my Duty, before 1 prel'umed to trouble your Majefty with any Ac- 
count of it, to inform my lelf ofjfthe Proceedings had at Litchfield, where the Admi- 
niftration of the deceafed Mother’s Eftate was committed to Mr. Stanford , the Perfon 
excepted agaiuft by Mr. Braylesford , in his Petition to your Majefty. The Exceptions 
are three : i . That he (Mr. Stanford ) is not refponfible for fo great an Eftate. 2 * 
hath iurprized the Ecclefiaftical Court at Litchfield , by untrue Suggeftions. 

3. That he defigns to make a Prey of this Eftate, and to run away with the Profits 
of it. How well grounded the firft and Iaft of thefe Exceptions are, 1 have had no 
Means or Opportunity to inform my lelf, fo as to be able to fatisfie your Majefty. 
As to the 2 d, viz. the Suggeftion of Mr. Stanford to the Chancellor of Litchfield ; it 
was, as appears by the Aits of Court, in thefe Words : viz. That Frances Powtrell , the 

Mother of the Minors, had appointed and ordained in her Life-time 

• . . . . Upon this Suggeftion, the Chancellor of Litchfield granted Letters of 
Adminiftration to Mr. Stanford , of the deceafed Mother’s Eftate, for the Ufe and 
Benefit tf her two Sous now at St. Omcr , and of a Daughter between 1 1 and 1 2 Years 
old at Home, during their Minority. He granted him likewife Letters of Tuition 
Vol. II. • Aaaaa over 
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over thefe three Children while they Ihould be under Age, and took Mr. Stanford’s 
jingle Bond of 800 /. Penalty, for his due performing thele Trufts. 

It is, I humbly conceive, a juft Exception againft the Proceedings at Litchfield, 
that the Chancellor there did not require Proof upon Oath, of what Mr. Stanford 
fuggefted to have been the Defire and Appointment of the Mother ; fince the Uncle, 
and next of Kin, was by this Suggeftion excluded from theTruft, and a remote Kini- 
man preferr'd, with a Prejudice, and without hearing him, either for himfclf, or for 
the Minors. 

Another Exception is, that Mr. Stanford's finglc Bond was taken, for the due 
adminiftring and rendering Account, which is never done in the Super iour Courts 
here: Suieties of known Sufficiency being always required to enter into Bond, to- 
gether wirh rhe Adminiftrator. < Mr. Braylesford further adds, (and it is of great 
Moment if it fhould prove to be true) that there were no lei's than 650 /. of thede- 
cealed’s Eftate quite left out of the Inventory given in at Litchfield , when the Letters 
of Adminiftration were iftued out ; lb that the Inventory ihould have been, not as it 
is now given in 424/. but 1074/. and coulcquently the Security ihould have been 
double to this laft Value : Befides that, there is fuggefted to be a real Eftate of 600 1. 
per Annum that goes along with this Tuition. 

Thh Deceaied having left no Bona Notabilia , the Prerogative Court of Canterbury 
(where I have the Honour to ferve your Majefty) hath no Jurifdiftion in the Caufe ; 
lb that the Remedy of this Prejudice to thele Minors, will belong to your Majefty’s 
Dean of the Arches by way of Appeal, which, fuppofing the Matter ol Fait to be as 
above, will lie very juftly from the Proceedings had at Litchfield. If the Daughter 
now at Home (and it leems with Mr. Stanford) were at Liberty, and would defire Mr. 
Braylesford tobealligned for her Guardian, he would be then qualified forthwith to 
Appeal, and to get the Adminiftration reverted, and committed to himfelf as next of 
Kin; but if Ihe do not, there will be no Legal Remedy, till the Sons at St. Omers 
do come Home, and choole him, or fbme other, as they think fit, for their Guar- 
dian, in order to reverie the Grant made to Mr. Stanford of this Adminiftration. 

I think it my Duty humbly to obferve to your Majefty, that Mr. Braylesford an t 
Mr. Stanford being both of them, as I am informed, Reculants, (but not convitt, wjf.ch 
would make them by the Statute 3 Joe. cap. 5. uncapable of the Truft of Adminiftra- 
tion or Tuition) the Contention here is not, whether thele Children lhall be fetch’d 
from St. Omcrs, and brought up in the Profefiion and Communion of the Church 
of England ; but only, which of thele twoPerlons lhall be intrufted with the Ma- 
nagement of this Eftate during the Minority ? Which I humbly take Leave to men- 
tion, that your Majefty’s gracious Letters of Privy Seal, if they Ihould be granted, 
for the recalling of thele Minors, may not be madeUieof tolerve a Turn only, 
but may alio have Lome good Influence upon the di (poling of thele Minors as to 
their future Education.

My moft Honoured Lard, May 18. 1673. , 

T HE Lift of Hamburgh Ships which I had the Honour to receive, together with 
your Lordfhip’s Commands from Sir Jofeph WHli amfon , confifts of 208 Sails. 
TheLaftageof all which makes up (as 1 compute it) 42,472 of our Tuns. The 
Lift given in the laft War was 261 Sail. Their Tunnage is not to be computed, be- 
caule many Velfels are therein fpecified, without letting down their Tunnage. 

This Lift, as that in the former War, have the fame Preliminaries : 1. That fuch 
ot their Ships as are now Abroad, lhall be added to the Lifts as loon as they^come 
Home. 2. That fame of their Greenland Ships have no Matters at prelent, but when 
any fhall be appointed, their Names fhall be fpecified to his Mafefty’s Refident at 
Hamburgh. 3. That if the Hamburohers happen to buy otr build any Ship for them- 
felves in neutral Ports and Places during this War, they will add them to the Lift ; 
and lb when any of the prefent Skippers die, they’ll give in the Names of the new 
ones. 4. They pray that fuch of the Duke of Holfitbf s Stfbjetts as live in the file of 
Helligland , and are Matters of Hamburgh Ships, may pafs for Neuters, being his Ma- 
jefty is in Amity with that Prince, and that fuch Skippers are ftill lworn to the 
Senate of Hamburgh. 

This, My Lord, is laid and defired on the Senate’s Behalf, hut I do not Wl it 
any where undertaken by them, that the Ships in this new Lift did (all of them) bond 
fide belong to that City before the Rupture was in View ; nor that they haVe not, 

nor 
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nor will not, during this War, receive any Holland Skippers to be Burghers or Inha- 
bitants with them, in Order to lail under their PaiTports. 

And tho’, My Lord, the Holland Skippers be excluded ulllntereft in tk&Hauiburgii 
Bottoms, yet their Trade, I fear, will be carrjpd on conliderably in that Town; for. 
My Lord, Sir IV. Swan fent your Lordihip a Lift of all the Ham burghfr Traders 
(whereof 1 had by your Lordihip’s wonted Condefcenfions a Copy) the laft War, 
they were 378 in all that traded to Sea, and i85 r (almoft the bhe half) were tak en 
and reputed by Sir W. Sipan, to trade either in Partnfirfhip with, orelfe by Commit 
lions from the Hollanders. 

Besidbs this Lift, My Lord, I received three feveral Memorials of the Hamburgh 
Reiidents from Sir J. WiUiamJon. To that for the Neutrality in the Elbe , 1 lhall not 
pretend to underftand his Majefty’s Intereft in that Trade, lo as 'to offer any Remark 
of my own ; unlefs your Lordihip will give me leave to fay, that it is no Wonder the 
Hollanders readily agreed to a Neutrality in that River, and his Majefty refuted it the 
laft War : For fuppoling the Elbe free from Hamburgh to the Mouth of it, the 
whole Trade to the Low-Countries over the Walls is perfeftly fecured within thole 
Detours : And they need not at all expofe themlelves to the open Sea, as we muft with 
every Thing we bring from the River ; beiides. My Lord, 1 do not know, whether 
the Company, who has,* if I miftake not, a Soyeraignty in that Stream ; and the 
Neighbour Princes on both Sides, who have their Droits ifx it, have not a juft 
Intereft that all Conceftions of our King be not a Prejudice to their relpettive Rights 
in the River. 

Another of their Memorials is, to befeech his Majefty to remit lomething of the 
Rigour of a Report that 1 had the Honour to give of Captain Greens Lofs in the burn- 
ing of the Ships at Hamburgh. My Lord, I did reduce the Demands of Captain 
Greens Widow from 3540/. o, o, to 1789/. Whereofl was humbly of Opinion, that 
81 1 /. and no more, Ihould be paid to Greet?* Widdw, and 977 /. mould be depofited 
to pay the poor Mariners that had ferved under Captain Grein. This Report, Mr 
Lord, the Lords Committees of the Council were' pleafed to confirm, after their 
U^ordfhips had heard all Exceptions againft it j ahd the true Amount of the Capital 
being but 81 1 /. as to Greet?* Part, I do not know, My Lord, how any Thing 
eah be remitted, if the Widow may have the Benefit of his Majefty’s Order for 
Reparation. ' > / 

His Majefty may, if he think fit, refpite the brihging in of that Sum of 977/.’ 
which I intended for Reparation to the Mariners In their Wages, and private Ad- 
ventures, till they do liquidate their refpcftlve LoHes ; but then, My Lords, the 
Refident will, I hope, make no Difficulty to bring two Merchants, that lhall ftipulate 
to pay what lhall be found upon due Proof. 

The third Memorial is, that his Majefty would be pleafed to excufe the Hamburghers 
from paying 6 per Cent. Intereft for the Capital Lois. The Realon they give is, that 
this Lofs was through their Misfortune only, and without their Fault. _ It has not 
been my Bufiuels to enquire into the Merits of that Aftion. I was limited to audit 
and ftate the Quantum of the Lofs only. Sure 1 am, his Majefty has declared them to 
be in the Fault ; audiffo, the Law gives this Intereft of 6 per Cent. totheLofers. 

They further defire his Majefty would excule them from Cofts of Suit in this 
% Caufe, for that they did not begin the Suit, but that the Englijh Merchants were 
Plantiffs, and put them to this Courfe of Law. This I humbly conceive is contrary 
to the Courfe of all Courts, for where a Creditor is put to file his Debtor at Law, 
he muft recover his Cofts as well as his Debts ; but I lhall take leave to tax the 
Cofts with all juft Moderation. 

The Refidents, My Lord, do further fpeak themfelves very defirous to have this 
Affair liquidated and brought to a Period : The Merchants on the other Side pro- 
Anv'Letters, and offer Oaths, to make out that the Hamburghers had hindred them, by 
fecret Arts and Means, to fpeed their Commilfions, and examine their Witneffes be- 
yond the Seas ; ’tis not ufual. My Lord, that thofe who hope to receive Money, (as 
the Merchants do) Ihould delay the Suit, that is to open their Way to it; this is 
certain, My Lord, that the Commiflion which Ihould have been fped in OStober laft 
for the Merchants, was not brought till yefterday to this Court. However, it lhall 
not ftick (God willing) in my Hand at ail. I am, My Lord, &c.

May it pUdfeyour Majefty, 

T HE Claim of Sir Ralph Wilftn , and other Irijh Merchants, (whereof 1 am in Obe- 
dience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Order to give an Accouut) was at the 
hearing in the Court of Admiralty, fully juftified to be real, and upon their own pro- 
per Accounts. The 522 Barrels of Beef which they claim, being laden in November 
laft on Board a French Ship (called the Charitie of Diep) at Limerick , to be carried to 
Rocked upon their Riique and Account, as was made out, not only by comparing the 
true Bills of Lading in their Karnes, with the coloured ones, which made ihew of 
a French Intereft, but alfo by the Oaths, partly of the refpeftive Claimers, fworn 
before the Lord Mayor of Dublin, and partly of other Perfons examined here, who* 
were not interrefs’d at all in this Lading. 

Yet there was one Thing fatal in their Cafe j the Mailer, who was a Frenchman , 
after his Dilpatch at Limerick, as he was falling down that River, took aboard him 
three Hollanders, who being Priloners to your Majefty at Kin^fale, had made their 
Elcape, and hid themfelves in the Woods, till this Matter, without the Confent or 
Knowledge of his Freighters, took them on Board. 

This A ft of the Matter brought this Ship and the reft of the Lading (which be- 
longed to the French) unto Condemnation, as having direftly fallen under the Letter 
of your Majefty’s Declaration of the lid of February, 1664, but I could not conceive, 
that the Concerns of your Majefty’s Subjefts were to be involved in the fame Sentence, 
but rather that they were to be permitted by their Petition to implore your Majefty’s 
Royal Clemency and Indulgence in this Cafe ; fince that Declaration was (as I h umb ly 
conceive) intended to affeft your Majefty’s Enemies only, and fiich as ihould fuccour 
or entertain them: but not to prejudice your Majefty’s good People, who are forced, 
by the prefent Difficulties, to trade in foreign Bottoms, and under fevcral Dilguiles, 
for their own Prefervation. / 

The Mention of that Claufe, touching unfree Perfons, in your Majefty’s Decb'jU 
tion, obliges me moft humbly to acquaint your Majefty with one Thing, which 
occurs to me very frequently in the Admiralty. 

In the many Ships that were brought up, as they pafs to and from Spain, Portwal, 
Flanders, Swede, and the Hanfe-Tov/ns. there is moft commonly one of the Subjefts of 
the States deprehended among the Ship’s Company, and yet feldom more than one 
that is difeovered : The Realon I fuppofe is, leaft a Number of them Ihould bring 
the Ship to Confifcation *, and I perceive the Freight of Shipping is raifed among the 
Neutrals in this War, to the exceffive Rate it is uow at, not only becaufe of the 
more than ordinary Rilques at Sea, but alfo becaufe of the Scarcenefsof free Mari- 
ners, as well as of free Bottoms. The Hollanders , on the other Side, are not capable 
pf gaining a Livelihood abroad, fince no free Ships do dare to entertain them : So 
that what I would humbly offer to your Majefty’s Confideration is, whether the 
Numbers of the Enemy in their Men of War, do not receive a confiderable Addition 
from the Neceffity which confines the Seamen to their own Country ? and confe-' 
quently, whether fbme further Liberties to Neuters in this Cafe, would not invite the 
Hollanders to look abroad, and tempt them to decline a Service of much Hazard and 
fb little Advantage, as is that of the French and of their own Superiours? Not to 
mention, that Flanders and other Places fetting up for a much greater Trade t han 
formerly they had, will be forced to breed up Seamen (fince they cannot hire them) 
in Proportion. 

' Is your Majefty ihould judge a Relaxation in this Cafe, likely to withdraw^any 
Numbers worth the while from the Enemies Service, it will not, I do humtly 
conceive, be needful in the leaft, that your Majefty ihould retraft this Claufe in 
the Declaration, but only interpofe your Royal Explication of it to the Admiralty ; 
determining what Number! of unfree Perfons (whether the one half, or two thirds 
in Proportion to the Equipage) ihall affieft a free Ship. The Notice of this will 
fufficieutly difperfe it felf to all Merchants, Faftors, and Skippers concerned, that 
if this Method can produce that Effeft, it will not need any further Publication. 
All which I do humbly fubmit to your Majefty’s Royal Wifdom.

T HE Queftion which I am (in Obedience to his Majefty’s 1 irioft gracious Pfeafure) 
to anfwer unto, being a Matter of Fafl 1 , I thought it my Duty riot' tb rely 
wholly on my own Memory or Obfervation, but further to enquire of Sir Robert Wife- 
man, his Majefty’s Advocate General ; Sir William Turner, his Royal Highriels the 
Lord High Admiral’s Advocate •, Mr. Alexander Cheek , his Majefty’s Prbftqr j Mr. 
Roger How, Principal Aftuary and Regifter in the High Court of Admiralty of En- 
gland j whether they, or any of them, had obferv'd, or could call to Mind, that in 
the late War againft the Dutch, any one Ship, otherwife free, (as belonging to fome 
of his Majefty’s Allies) having carried Goods belonging to his Majefty’s Enemies, 
from one Enemy’s Port to another’s, and being feized (after it had difehargedthe laid 
Goods) laden with the Proceed of that Freight, which it had earn’d and received 
of the Enemy, (upon the Account of the Ship’s Owners) hid befen adjudged Prize 
to his Majefty 1 they all unanimoully refolved^ they hid ribt observed, nor could 
call to Mind, that any fitch Judgment or Condemnation ever, palled in the faid Court j 
and to this their Teftimony I muft (as far as my Experience reaches)concur : And if 
my Opinion be (as it feems to be) required, I do not (with Submilfion to better Judg- 
ment) know any Thing, either in the Statutes of this Realiri, or in hisMajefty’s 
Declarations uponOccaiion of the late War, nor yet in the LriWs arid Cuftomi of 
the Sea, that can (fuppe ding the Property of the faid Proceed tb be fata jWr vefted 
in the Ship’s Owners, his Majefty’s Allies) give fuificient Grounds for a Cbndfemrii- 
tion in this Cafe : And the faid Advocates (upon the Debate I had with thfem)did 
declare themfelves pofitively of the lame Opinion. Written with my Hand this 
6 th Day of February 1**7.

J T happened fome Years ago, that a French Privateer having .taken two Dutch Ships, 
and brought them into Jamaica, upon Trial in the Admiralty there they were 
und to have taken them without Commillion : So that the Produce was adjudged 
to be paid into Sir T. ModyforeCs Hands, then Governour of the Ifland. A Queftion 
now arifes, whether this Money, being wool, in the whole, belongs to the King or 
the Duke ; and his Majefty commands it to be referr’d to you, to hear and ftate the 
Cafe, and to give your Opinion upon it, his Royal Highnefs likewife confenting to it. 
Sir Ch. Littleton will attend you on the King’s Part, and Mr. Bret on the Part of his 
Royal Highnefs, from whom you will have a more diftinft Account of the Thing.

H AVING heard your Majefty’s and his Royal Highnefs’s Advocates, upon the 
Papers and Queftions hereunto annexed ; I have, in Obedience to your Ma- 
jesty's gracious Pleaiure, the following Account to give : 

Thb Matter of Faft Hands thus : A French Man of War takes a Holland Merchant- 
man, upon the Coaft of Cuba, i nOttobcr 1**4 ; and having brought him to fort Royal 
in Jamaica , commences a Suit againft him in the Admiralty there ; praying, that 
either the Ship and Lading might be condemned to him as lawful Prize } or elfe thac 
it might be adjudged liable to pay him thb Loffes and Damages which he had 
fuftained in the Fight when he took her. 

On 
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On the l id of November 1664, the Admiralty condemned the Ship and Lading 
for the Payment of 500 /. to the Frenchman , the* Overplus (if any) to remain for a 
Year and Day in Court, and then if no Claimer appeared, to fall to his Royal 

Hollander Appeals from this Sentence, and Sir T homos Modyford (as Judge, it 
feems, of Appeal) pronounces it to be void, and decrees, “ That the Ship and Lading 
« fhould be fold, and that the Proceed ihould remain in fuch Hands as he fhould 
« appoint, for theUle of the Hollander, in cafe there Ihould be no War ; but if a 
“ War fhould happen, then the fame to be for the LI le of your Majefty and his 
“ Royal Highnefs, in fuch Cafes made and provided.” Thefe are the Words of 
the Sentence, which was given Dec. 9. 1664. 

The firft Proceedings in the Admiralty of Jamaica bear Date 17/0 of November next 
before : The Orders for general Reprifals againft the Dutch bear Date (if my Motes 
deceive me not) the 8 th of the fame Month and Year, and the War was declared in , 
February following. 

Thi s being the Fad, the firft Queftion put is, whether the Hollanders intereffed 
fhall have the Money, which is the Proceed of this Ship, or not ? To this I humbly 
anfwer, that they have no Pretence to it •, not only as they are now declared Enemies, 
but by the 4 th Article of the Treaty of Breda, they are for ever debarred all Claim 

in thefe Cafes. . . , 

The fecond Queftion is, whether your Majefty, or elfe his Royal Highnefs as Ad- 
miral fhall have this Money, if the Hollanders have no Right to it ? To this 1 hum- 
bly anfwer that your Majefty has an original undoubted Right to Enemies Goods, 
exclufive to all others that do not derive by your Commiflion. And moreover, by 
Regulation made in Council, March 6. 1665, all Ships that either come in voluntarily 
upon Revolt from the Enemy, or are forced into Port by your Majefty’s Men of 
War, or elfe are feized in Port before any Declaration of War or Reprifals, arede- 

clared to belong to your Majefty. . . . ......... . 

On the other Side, the Lord Admiral has Bona tmmicorum pro dereliths habtta, feu 
cafu fortune reperta (within his Jurifdidion), granted to him by Patent j and by the 
fame Regulation, his Right is declared to extend to Enemies Ships coming into 
Port by Strefs of Weather, or other Accidents : So it is if they come in by Miftakt 
of Port, or not knowing of the War. 

Beforh this Regulation be applied to this Faft, it will, I fuppofe, be granted witty 

out DifficultJe^e no thing new granted to the Admiral by this Regulation, only his 
Patent is explained, and his Right (which was in Part acknowledged in an Order of 
Council Dec. 14. 1664-) is more exprefly declared as to Bona inimicorum. 

2. That Goods feized in Jamaica, after granting of Reprifals in England, but before 
Notice was had in Jamaica of their being granted (fuch was the Cafe of this Ship), 
flood fubjeft to Reprifals, I mean, were lawful Prize, in the fame Manner, and under 
the fame Rules of Sharing and Propriety, as if Notice and Commiflion had been 
Tdually received there to do the lame ; and that there is no Difference between a 
Seizure in Reprifals, and a Seizure in War, as to the divefting of the Proprietor Of 
hislntereft, and the iuvefting the Taker under the Commiflion heads by, and the 

Law he lives under. ,, ... 

These two Things being granted, I fhall humbly obferve, 

1. That this Ship was not feized or arrefted in your Majefty s Name, or by your 
Order, as the Dutch were then feized in the Ports of England \ and I conceive, with 
Submiffion, that fuch a Seizure or Imbargo, as foreruns a War or Reprifals, is intend- 
ed by the Words of the Regulation and no other. For the Words Q>y his Majefty] 
are to be referred to the Word tfeized], otherwife they are fuperfluous, fince no 
War or. Reprifals canpoflibly be declared but by the King; and lo joined, they d*^ 
dearlv d'ftinguifh between lmbargoes, which aie Ads of State principally intended, 
(as the Effedof your own Royal Power) in this Relerve to your Majefty, and other 
Seizures and Arrefts which are accidental, and upon feveral private Occaflons, but 
do not run in your Majefty’s, but always in your High Admiral’s Name. 

2. That the bringing up of this Ship, and detaining it under Arreft m Jamaica , at 
a Time that Reprifals againft the Dutch were iffued out in England, was a meer Acci- 
dent ; not upon theProfped of a War with England, but purely upon the Suit of the 
Frenchman, in an Adion of Damages againft the Hollander, without any Intereft or 
Order of your Majefty appearing. And if a Seizure or Arreft in the ordinary Courfo 
of Law between Party and Party, comes as fully under the general Word [other 

, Acci- 
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Accident], *s ignorance of Port, or Strefs of Weather does, this Cafe fells to the 
Admiral’s Share in the Regulation. 

3- Supposing (as under Correction I do in this Cafe) that no Seizure in Port Which is 
by Accident, (and I reckon all Seizures accidental to a War or Reprifels that are not 
by your Majefty’s Name aud Command) is by the Regulation intended to enure to 
your Majefty’s Ule, the Declaration which Sir 7*. Mjdyford made, being after Repri- 
fels were iifued out in England, lhall not prejudice the Right of the Admiral, as far 
as it is cftablilhed by the Regulation. For inftancc, if this Ship had come in by Strefs 
of Weather, the Admiral, I conceive, ihould have had her, notwithstanding any 
Seizure for your Majefty’s Ule. And it has been fo ruled in England •, for upon the 
firft opening of the Reprifels here, lome Ships were brought in by Storm, others by 
the Endeavours of Men without Commiftion : And the Officers of the Cuftoms (to 
whom all Prizes were then committed) pofTeffed themfelves of them for your Ma- 
jefty; but your Majefty was pleafed in Council, on Dec. 14. 1664. (about ten Weeks 
before the War was declared, and about 14 Months before this Regulation was made) 
to order. That the Ships brought in by thofe Accidents ihould be reftored to his 
Royal Highnefs, and to declare that they belonged to him as Bom inimicorum , in 
vertue of his Patent ; directing thole Officers to meddle with fuch Ships only as your 
Majefty’s Ships Ihould bring in for Prizes, and no other. 

So that upon the whole Matter, the Seizure of this Ship having not been- by way 
of Imbargo in your Majefty’s Name, or by your Warrant, but by a Judicial Decree 
between Party and Party, ( which was a meer Accident as to the Rupture then begun) 
and this Seizure or Arreft happening at a Time when Reprifals were actually iffued 
out in England^ I am of Opinion, under Correction, that the Right to this Money is 
veiled in his Royal Highnefs by vertue of his Patent, and of the Regulation made 
March <J. 

As to the lalt Queftion, whether Sir 7*. Modyford has Right to this Monev, as a 
Perquifite to the Governour’s Place ? I am of Opinion he hath not : For fuch Things 
as thele pals not in the Grant ot an Office newly ereCled, without pofitive and exprels 
Words. All which, &c.

• May it plcafe your Majefty , Jtfiu-Ctlbge, Oxm, March 30. 1 666. 

T HE Sentence of the Admiralty againft the Salvator delMundoCS" dtljinima del Purga- 
rorio, (a Venetian Ship Xo called) is, as I do with Submiftion conceive, abundantly 
juftifiable, both from the ancient Stile and Practice of that Court, and from the par- 
ticular Circumftances and Proceedings in this Caule. 

For all Pcrlbus concerned were called by a Monition in due Form fet up at Oxford 
the 2 of January laft, to Ihew Caule, if they had any, why this Ship and Lading 
ihould not be condemned as Enemies Goods to your Majefty. This Monition being 
returned the \6th following, all Perfons were called again upon the three lubfequent 
Court Days, in open Court, and none appearing, Sentence was pronounced in pcenam 
eontumacia , the 31ft of the lame Month. This appears by the ACts of Court, and 
has nothing difagreeing in it, from the moll received Practice in all the Judicatories 
of Chriflendont of this kind. 

Nor was this done, aS is luppofed, before the Gourt was poflefe’d of the Ship, 
which, it leeim, was carried into Ireland : For the Court (to which nothing of that 
Fad was reprefented, or did otherwife appear) was fufficiently founded to proceed, 
in that the Ship had been actually leized by one of your Majefty’s Frigates ; that 
the Mailer, and others of his Company, had been brought by that Frigate, and, for 
ought appeared to the contrary, the Ship it felf, into flimouth ; that the Mafter and 
ftffne others of that Ship’s Company, had been examined there by Commiftion from 
his Royal Highnefs •, that thofe Depofitions, and other Ship Papers, were duly re- 
turned into the Admiralty ; (and more than this we have riot in any Cafe to proceed 
upon) andtho’ the Ship came afterwards into Ireland , yet it remained ftill fubjeCt to 
this JurifdiClion •, and none of the lubordinate Courts there could intermeddle legally, 
where this Admiralty was poffelTed of the’GaUle, and had regularly begun to proceed. 

Nor is it any Excufe (which is the other Suggbftion) to fey, there was no Moni- 
tion touching this Ship, hung up at the Exchange, the ufual Place in London for 
your Majefty’s Warrants, the one for removing the Court from London to Winchefler , 
ai#l the other for removing from Winchefler to Oxford , being let up and Publtfhed in 
due Form and Time at the Exchange, and the relpeftive Adjournments being :fo no- 
tor ioully /known, and attended to by Merchants and other Perfons concerned. 

T US 
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1 he Monition blued out at Oxford, did much more effeflually affeft thefe Claimers 
than if ir had been hung up at the Exchange", the Sicknefs having rendred that 
Place, fuch as the Law reputes, unliifc to be frequented, and conlequently uncapa- 
ble to have a Monition let up in it, to any good Elfeft. 

Non was the Contumacy, or the Port of Oficnd , where the Mailer could not 
upon his Oath lay, he was to difcharge, but only to receive further Orders ; the 
only Things in tlie Eye of the Court, when that Sentence was parted. For among 
other Papers there were four Letters found on hoard, denied at the lull by the Ma- 
iler, and found upon Search in the leizing of the Cabbin. 

These Letters were written from Amftcrdam to the Maher at Cadiz., where he was 
to touch, and take in a Pilot, fuch a one as had approved himlelf trully. There is 
an Emphafis in the Words, and the Original, which is Italian , imports a Trull by 
lbme Secret, rather than the Conduit of the Voyage. The Mailer is particularly 
charged to burn thefe Letters, to give the Writers frequent Advice of his Proceed- . 
ings, and to addrels his Letters to them under the Covert of M. Nagvens, by the Way 
otoftend, which is much the Way about to Venice. He is alio directed to engage 
in no Company, but that of Neuters to England and Holland , except it be in the 
Fleet, which they luppole to be Arongly convoy’d •, and in the Clole add thefe Words, 

“ henceforth we will write unto you, in the Name of Seigniors Benzony of Venice, for 
** your good Government, &c. n and accordingly they do *, lor the lirft Letters, dated 
li th and 31 ft of Auguft lall at Amfterdam, are fublcribcd Cio Vachlno Jjurrttje, and 
the two other Letters, as if thefe Men had been tranlportcd thence in 24 Hours 
Space, dated the \fl and the 14 th of September enfuing at Vmice, are lublcribed Cio 
and Antonio Bcnzonij. Thole are the Names to the Petition now depending, the Hand, 
Ink, the Paper, and the Seal, being undoubtedly the very lame, in all the lour Letters. 

Tito* thefe Preemptions are very violent, yet the Sentence parting not upon the 
Merits of the Caule, but in panam Contumacia only, the Claimers (conlidering they are 
Foreigners) are net to be precluded, but ought, as I do with Submirtion conceive, 
to be admitted, if they delire it, to purge theml'clves of their Contumacy, and to 
prolecute their Claims by Way of Appeal, before my Lords of the Council, who 
are already conllituted Judges in this Behalf. For this being not a true Contumacy,/ 
which implies, that the Party hath a&ually had Notice or Summons, yet neglefls 
or refutes to appear, but a prefumptive or feigned Contumacy, which may be 
purged by pleading Ignorance or Impediment, the Law allows the Party, if he come 
in any realouable Time, in Proportion to the Dillance of Place, the Liberty of op- 
pofing any Thing againll a Sentence in pcenam Contumacia, upon that Maxim which 
de Jure Gentium is fundamental to all judicial Proceedings, that no Man be condemned 
unheard. All which, &c-

To the Right Hon. the Lords Commifftoners of ‘Prizes. 

Mr Lords, Mar. 13. 1672-73. 

T HE Ship Cajfeur, alias the Hunter, Jacob Johnfon Mailer, appears by the Depolitiobs 
taken in praparatorio , to have belonged to the Royal Weft-India Company of 
France. It was laden at St. Chrifiophers, bound for Honfleur, and in its Courle the 21 ft 
of February , (N- S. ) taken by a Dutch Privateer, and having been fix Days in the Ene- 
mies Poliertion, was retaken off of Dover by his Ma jelly’s Ship the Drake Frigat. 

My Loros, this Cafe and its Circumllances are much like to that I have had the 
Honour lately to reprefent, with my moll humble Opinion, to your Lordlhips, up- 
on the like Sollicitations of M. It Barr, in Behalf of French Subjefts; he prays the 
faid Ship and Lading may be rellored, as in the like Cafe is praftiled in France. 

I do not know, nor has M. It Barr informed me of any fuch Practice in France ; H**— 
there be any fuch, 1 take it to be more favourable to us, than their Law is to their 
other Allies. For their Law is, (if I millake it not) that French Subjefls indeed lhall 
have Reilitution upon Salvage, tho’ the Ship have been leveral Days or Months in 
the Enemies Hands j but their Allies mull be refeued within 24 Hours, elle they are 
not to be rellored upon Salvage, but adjudged good Prize to the Relcuer. 

My Loros, I am lorry that I mull obferve to your Lordlhips (for I think it my 
Duty) that the Depofitions of thefe Frenchmen, taken in praparatorio , do oblerve, that 
the Dutch Caper plunder’d nothing out of the Ship, only the Captain took a Piece 
of Silver, worth one hundred Pieces of Eight ; but the Company of the Drake Frigat, 
plunder’d a very confiderable Part of the Lading, moll, if not all, of 74 Barrels 
of Indico, all the Camptigne Wood, and Sugars, which is not for the Reputation 
of his Majefty’s Arms. ‘ I have. 
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I have* My Loros* the Honour of another Order of Reference from your Lord* 
fhips, brought me by Mr. CarbmeB, to report the Fame or Renown of Herlinrhen i but 
1 took the Liberty then to excule my felf, till I ihould underhand your Lordihips 
further Pleafure. This Ship, My Loros, and its Lading being Salt, was by Order 
to be fold upon a Motion for the King, before any Claim was heard of, or your 
Lordihips Reference brought to me ; lb that there being an Intereft acquired to his 
Ma jelly by this judicial Aft for Sale, there is, as I conceive, a Neceliity that the 
reft of the Proceedings, to clear or condemn, be in a judicial Way \ for where the 
King’s Hand is laid on by a legal Aft in Judgment, the like Aft is requifite to take 
it oif, which I am ready to proceed to, ana will be done at any Time in half an 
Hour, if the Caule will bear it, as loon as any fhall appear in Judgment, and juftifiei 
this Claim in the Pretence of the King’s Council. This, My Lord*, was my Anfwer 
to Mr. Carbonetl, in Regard that he pretended that this Ship mull forthwith be dis- 
charged at the Inftance of the French AmbalTador. I could have told him further, but 
that it is not much to the Credit of the Management below, that there is not one 
Scrip of Paper nor Depofitions brought up, whereupon to ground a Report to your 
Lordihips ; for the Sale was grounded meerly upon the Certificate, after the Lapfe 
Of fourteen Days. 1 am, &c.

To the KING in Council 

May it pleafe your Majefiy , 

I N Obedience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Order in Council, 1 have thele few 
Things to offer touching the Trial of the two Prifoners now in Newgate, who be- 
ing taken in a Boat under Sail, with Wools on Board, in the River of Thames , have 
occalioned the Queftion, Whether they are to be tryed at a Selfions of your Majefty’s 
Court of Admiralty, Or elle in the ordinary Seifions for Goal-Delivery ? 

Thire are two Afts of Parliament, the one of the nth, and confirmed by the 
W6, the other of the 14 th Year of your Majefty’s Reign, againft the exporting of 
WQpls, the firft makes it very penal as a Mifdemeanour, the laft makes it to be 
Felony : But in both thele Afts there is a Claule (the lame verbatim) direfting 
where the Offenders are to be tryed, viz* 

“^very fuch Offence lhall and may be enquired of in the County where fuch 
“ Wools lhall be pack’d, laden, or laid aboard, or elle in the Country where fuch 
tc Offenders lhall happen to be apprehended or be arrefted for liich Offences, the 
“ Tryal to be in fuch Manner and Form, and to fuch Effeft, as if the lame Of- 
“ fence had been wholly and altogether done and committed in fuch County. 

It doth not appear by the Information, that the particular County in which thole 
Wools were laden, is either known or confefs’d, nor can the Offenders (as I humbly 
conceive) be faid to have been apprehended or arrefted in any County, lince they 
were taken in the main Stream of a great River, tar beneath that Bridge of it which 
is nigheft to the Sea. 

Thosb are the Words of the Statute (of the i$ Rich. i. cap. 3.) and altho’ thole 
•Words Ihould be underftood to reftrain the Lord Admiral from taking Cognilance of 
Offences done upon great Rivers in any Cafe (the Death of a Man on Shipboard, and 
his maiming only excepted) yet this Statute of the 28 Hen. 8. concerning Piracy, is 
clear and exprefs, that all Felonies (and conlequently this of exporting of Wool) 
committed or to be committed in any Haven, River, Creek, or Place, where the 
Lord Admiral has or pretends to have JurilBiftion, as well as Felonies committed 
upon the main Sea, lhall be enquired of, and tryed before the Lord Admiral, only 
this Try a 1 is now to be by a Commifiion of Oyer and Terminer, after the Courle of 
the'dommon Law, and the Tryal may be in any Shire or Place that is alfigned and 
limited by fuch Commifiion, fo that if this Offence be to be enquired of and tryed 
as a Felony, it leems to come fully within the Purview of this Statute of Piracy, 
and cannot be otherwile tryed than in the Selfions of the Admiralty. . 

Yet finre it is exprefly provided in the Aft of the 14-th of your Majefty’s Reign, 
that nothing in it lhall be conftrued to Repeal the Penalties, Claules or Provilbes made 
againft this Offence in the former Aft of the nth, 1 do with Submiffion conceive that 
the Commilfioners will be obliged, by the Humanity ufed in Favour of Life (when 
penal Statutes are interpreted and applied) to try thele Prifoners upon the Aft of 
the 1 i th, which does not make this Crime to be Felony; for if they be tryed by 
the Aft of the 14 thy which makes it Felony, and if it be found againft them, the 
Vol. II. • Bbbbb Statute 
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Statute of Piracy (upon which this Comrfiiffion itiutt be grounded) to try this Felony, 
will debar them of their Clergy j whereas tlie Aft it felt that makes this Felohy, 

does not exclude them of that Benefit. ... 

And the Commilfion of Oyer and Terminer, ordinarily iflued out by Virtue ot 
the Statute of Piracy, and now {landing in the Admiralty, will rcaOH this Offence as 
a Mifdeitteanour or a publick Nufance; for by that Commilfion, the Lord Admiral, 
his Lieutenant, and the reft of the Commiffioners, are made and conftituted Jufflces 
of Oyer and Terminer for the Goal Delivery and the Peace, for the due executing 
and obferving of feveral Statutes there enumerated j for Iuftance, thole agair.ft trariC- 
porting of Silver and Gold beyond the Seas, thole againft Wearcs and Kidles, and 
againft unlawful Nets and Engines for fifhiug, thrift againft tranfporting raw Hide's 
and TallOw, and thole againft tranfporting of live Sheep, and many more the like 
Statutes. To thefe might be added the Statutes about Wool-Stealing in the next 
Commilfion ^ for tho’ this Commilfion had its firll Original about the 28 Hat. 8. yet. 
we find feveral Statutes, incerted in the modern Precedents, that were made in the three 
fucceeding Reigns, long after the firft Forrhs, all the Coitfmilfions having a general 
Claufe, to enquire not only upon the Statutes therein Ipecified, but upon all and lin- 
gular other Statutes that ought to be oblerved, yet may be at any Time, and are 
lometimes tranfgrelfed and violated within the Juriliiiftion of the Lord Admiral. 
Befides this, and the conftant Form of thefe Commilfions for near levenlcore Years, 
under the View and Approbation of leveral Lord ChancellofS and Keepers, under fix 
ot your Majefty’s immediate Predcceffors, I rauft crave leave to add Lacy s Cafe, Hil. 
25 LI it.- and Leigh's Cafe 7 Jac. as they are reported in the Comixlon Law Books $ for 
1 do not offer any of our Records, lo flight and infignificant is their Authority now 
made to be. 

Nor is there any Thing granted to the Lord Admiral in this Commilfion, but 
what he was poffeffed of long before thole Commilfions grounded upon the Statute of 
Piracy were known for by the Inquifition taken at Quemborovgh , 49 Ed. 3. and by 
the Statutes of the black Book in the Admiralty, much ancieuter than that Iiiquifition, 
the tranlporting of prohibited Goods particularly, aiid fb of other Offences, was to be/ 
enquired of ana tryed before the Lord Admiral j and in the Articles ulualJy givpn 
in Charge at the Admiralty Selfions of England to this Day, the Inquiry after Tran- 
Iporters of prohibited Goods is given in Charge to the Jury, and it feems no lefs than 
neceffary } tor if fuch Offenders do de fatto clcape the Searchers aiid Officers impldyed 
upon the Land and in the Ports, there will be no Punifltment left for them, when 
they are taken within the juriliiiftion of the Admiral, for want oF a proper Jury, 
unlefs the Lord Admiral and his Commilfioners may enquire of aiid execute thele 
Laws : So that upon the whole Matter, I do humbly conceive, that die Cognifance 
of this Offence, whether it be confidcred as a Mildcmcanour, or as, a Felony, may 
properly belong to your Majefty’s Selfions of the Admiralty, laving that in Favour of 
Life, the Proceedings are to be upon the firft Aft for Mifdemeanour, rather than that 
forFeloiiy, fince the Liberty of choofing is not taken away from the Commilfioners. 

But if your Majefty fhould think fit to give the Juriliiiftion in this Cafe of Wool- 
Stealing from the Selfions of the Admiralty to fome County Selfions , It woukf not 
be any Prejudice (as I conceive) to your Majefty’s Service, fince the Proceedings are , 
to be the fame in either Court ; but it is not fo in other Points of" Juriliiiftion between 
the Common Law and the Admiralty, wherein the good of Trade and Navigation is 
more immediately concerned. I muft therefore, by Reafoti of the daily Ciamours I 
have from material Men, moft humbly take leave to open their Cafes, as it ftauds 
in the Adiniralty, to your Majefty’s moft gracious Confideratiori. 

Those are commonly called material. Men, whole Trade it is to build, repair, pr 
equip Ships, or to furnifh them with Tackle arid ihovifion (neceffary s in any Kind). 
Thofe Men, when they have furnilh’d aiiy Viftuals or Materials upon the Ci edi£bf a 
Ship, are certaiu Lofers, if they be prohibited from taking their Remedy againft liith, . 
Ships, by Arrefting ana Proceeding to gain a Poffefiiqn *of the Ship it felfj till the 
Dfebt be latisfied, according to tile ancient Coiirfe of the Admiralty. If they be put 
to their perfonal Aftion againft the Mafter only, who erriploy’d them at Work, or took 
up their Goods, they find him rrioft commonly not worth of his own the 40 th Part of 
what He may, arid in fome Cafes muft tsiky up upon tlie Credit of his Ship. 

It is true, it hath of late been Held, that iucli Coritrafts being made, and arifing up- 
on the Land, are declared by .the Statutes 1 3 th and 1 5 th Rich. 2. to be not coguiiable 
in the Admiralty * yet if thofe Statutes be weighed together with the Suggestions 
and Complaints of the Commons, upon which they were enafted, there will not (under 

« Cor- 
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Correftion) be any Neceflity to extend them any further than the Grievances and 
Abuies then complained of : But that the Cognilance of Contracts and Pleas delating 
to the building, and repairing, and furniihing ot Ships, was not intended jto be pro- 
hibited to the Admirals, may (as 1 conceive) be well prefumed, not only becaule the 
Things complained of, are Aftions and Pleas of Matters foreign to Navigation, &c. 
but alfo that during the Remainder of K. Ric. II. Reign, after the making of this Aft , 
as alio in the Reigns ot Hen. IV* Hen. V. Commiilions of Appeal were ordiuarily iffued 
out of Chancery, as appears by the Records of thofe Years in the Tower, whereby 
the Proceedings and Judgments in the Admiralty are lb far from being complain’d 
of, prohibited, or declared as coram non judice , that they are referr’d, as in the ordinary 
Courle of Appeals, to the Examination of Delegates. 

It was one of the Articles fubfcribed by all the Judges of the Land, and Mr; Attor- 
ney General Noy, before the King your Majefty’s Father of ever Bleiled Memory, 
in the Year 1632 ; that where a Suit is in the Admiralty for building, amending; 
faving, or victualling of a Ship, againft the Ship it felf, and not againft any Party 
by Name, but fuch as for his Intereft makes himlelf a Party, no Prohibition is to be 
granted, tho* this be done within the Realm. And according to this Refolution of 
the Judges, there were leveral Judgments given, and Prohibitions denied at Weftminfter- 
Hall , from the Year 1632, t6 the Troubles* 

The Ufurping Powers, who had no Reverence for any Authority but their own, 
yet in 1652 did, for the Advancement of Trade, and Increafe of Shipping, make no 
leis than four leveral Ordinances, to affert and keep up the Jurifdiftion of the Ad- 
miralty, in the cafe of material Men efpecially, and lome other Points for the In* 
creale of Shipping and Commerce ; that above 100 of the belt qualified Merchants 
in London did petition your Majefty, loon after your moft happy Return, that your 
Majefty would pleaie to cftablifh the former Regulation, agreed on by all the Judges; 
declaring upon their Experience, that the Good of Trade and Navigation did very 
much depend upon it. 

In leveral Sellions of this Parliament, there have been Overtures made to his Royal 
Highnefs, from many hundreds of material Men, whereby it was averr’d, that the 
alcertaining of the material Mens Remedy againft the Ship, according to the ancient 
•Courle of the Admiralty, without Interruption from the Courts of Weftminfter. 
would be of great Advantage to your Majefty’s Cuftoms and other Revenues, as well 
3s to the Increafe of Shipping and T rade in general. It being very demonftrable, that 
a hundred Sail of Ships in the River of Thames may be equipp’d, and let out with 
all Neceffaries upon any Occafions, (the Credit of the Ship being lecured to the 
material Men) with better Dilpatch and lefs Difficulty, than 5 Sail can now be let 
out, while the material Men have no Remedy againft the Owners ; for they will pre- 
tend the Goods were not taken up by their Order ; nor any Effeft againft tne Mafter ; 
for he is generally not worth the trufting ; and befides, has no Benefit from the 
Goods and Necerfkries, which he took up and imployed upon another Man's Ship. 

However, it the Admiralty did contend for the Cognifance of material Mens 
Caules, exclufively of other Courts, there would not be fo much Reafon to heed them; 
but they delire no more, but that your Majefty’s Subjefts may be at full Liberty to 
lue in fuch Courts as /hall like them beft ; only when they have begun and joined 
IfTue in the Admiralty, that that Court be not prohibited to go through, and deter- 
mine the Caufe, laving all Appeals from it to your Majefty. If the Admiralty may 
uot, but is ftill prohibited, tnefe poor material Men muft be content, either not to 
deal at all, unlefs it be for ready Money, or elfe to truft upon more hazardous Terms 
than any other Sort of your Majefty’s Subjefts, befides the fruitlefs Expence of Time 
and Money, die Difputes between two Jurifdiftions, and the Danger of being foed 
after all fo^aouble Damages upon a penal Statute. All which is moft humbly 
lj*bmi£paclf‘&'r.

rfhe Opinion of the Judges upon the foregoing Report , as far as it concern* 

the Wool Exporters . 

A ccording to the Order made by his Majefty in Council hereunto annexed, we 
have met aud perufed the Report of the Judge of the Admiralty therein men- 
tioned, and we are of Opinion as followeth : 

Firfl, That the Offences againft the Statutes of the nth and 141k of his Majefty’s 
Rfeign, againft Exportations of Wool, are to be determined before Juftices of Afiize, 
Goal Delivery, or of the Peace, in the County where the lame Wool was packed, or 
Vol. II! Bbbbba laid 
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laid op Bo ard, if it can be known, or in the County where the Offenders were appre- 
hended. 

Stemdlyt That although the Offenders were taken in a Boat under Sail upon the 
River ot Thames below the Bridge beyond Gravefend, yet inafmuch as it is certain that 
the River of Thames at that Place is within the Body ot the County, namely, that 
Part of the River that lies next to the County of Kent unto the Fit am aqua, is within 
the County of Kent j and the other Side to the Films aqua, is within the County of 
Effex’i the Offenders ought to be tried according to tne Di reft ions of the laid Aft,, 
in fiich of the Counties where they were taken, or where the Wool was packed, it 
it may be known. 

3. That the Court of Admiralty hath no Jurifdiftion to hear, or determine the 
Offence committed as aforelaid, either as a Felony or a Mifdemeanour. 

4. That the Offence in the Order hereunto annexed mentioned, cannot be proceed- 
ed upon, heard, or determined, by vertue of any Commilfion granted upon the Sta- 
tute of 28 th ffen.V 111. c. 1 5. touching the Trial of Piracy, and other Offences 
therein mentioned. 


To His Royal Highncfs. 

May it fltqfe your Royal Highnefs, 

I Have, in Obedience to your Royal Highuels’s Command, and purfuant to his 
Majefty’s Order in Council, the following Account to offer, touching the Trial of 
the Wool-Stealers offending and taken within the Precinfts of the Cinque Ports. 

1. There is no Doubt but they may be tried by Commilfion of Oyer and Terminer 
direfted to your Royal Highnels, your Lieutenant and others, fuch as his Majcfty 
Jhall think fit to name ; and this Commilfion may be executed in Dover Caftle, or 
any where elfe within the Ports. 

2 . The Mayor and Jurates of Runtney , within whofe Liberties thole Offenders were 
t ak«»n in the Faft, may fif it be thought fit) call and hold a Selfion within their Cor- 
porations, and thefe Offenders may be indifted and receive Sentence and Execution 
there, if they be found guilty ; but neither of thefe Ways, tho’ they be according 
to the Courfe of Common Law, are like to have that Ipeedy and certain Effcft, which 
his Majefty’s Juftice, and gracious Concern in this Affair do require. 

3. There is therefore a third Way, which, under Correftion, teems the fitteft to 
be chofen in this Cafe \ it is, the fending of the Offenders to Maidftone Goal, in order to 
receive their Trial at the next Afiizes to be held for the County of Kent. 

Nor can 1 find that this will be any Prejudice to your Royal Highnels’s ancient 
Jurifdiftion in the Ports, for which you were pleafed, out of your Princely Goodnels, 
to fhew fo great a Concern. This I do not take the Boldnels to offer to your Royal 
Highnels, without having firft conlulted thole that arc beft verfed in the Rights and 
Privileges of the Ports, and having waited on my Lord Keeper, and Mr. Juftice 
Moreton (who has late frequently Judge of Ailize for that County, and obferved fe- 
veral Felonies committed within the Ports to have been tried in the Afiizes for the 
County). 

Mr Lord Keeper, having confidered the whole Matter, was pleafed to direft, that 
the Examination of thole in hold fhould be taken before Mr. Juftice Moreton , which 
cannot be any Prejudice to your Royal Highnels, either as Lord Warden, or Admi- 
ral of the Ports ; and tho' his Majefty’s Order in Council gave me Power to examine 
them, I thought it fafeft to wait his Majefty's further Plealure, iince that where 
there is no doubt concerning the County and Place where the Felony was committed ; 
and Iince that the Offenders were taken, not upon the Water, but uion the Land, 
I could not think that Examinations taken before me, would be any Evidence at the 
Trial; and now there remains no more (as I humbly conceive), but to receive hits 
Majefty's Order for the removing of thePrifoners to their Trial in the County o£- 
Kent ; unlefs your Royal Highnefs does find fome elpecial Caufe (which does not yet 
appear to me) to have them proceeded againft by a fpecial Commilfion within your 
Cinque Ports. All which is lubmitted to your Princely Wifdom.

r May it flea/e your Majefiy , 

I N Obedience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Order, I have advifed with yoilr 
^ Majefty's Council in the Civil Law, touching the Concern of the Sieur Chromfion, 
a Subjeft of Steeden, now depending before your Majefty ; and we do concur in the 
Points following : That 
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1. Til at the Obligation from the Treaty with Sweden, for taking Security from 
private Men of War, hath been fully comply’d with on your Majefty’s Part, good 
Bond having been once actually given iu this Cafe j nor is your Majefty’s Exchequer 
liable to anlwer the Damage luftained \ all that the Article requires on your Ma- 
jefty’s Behalf having been duly performed and executed. 

2. That whether the Bond in Queftion was fealed and delivered in Scotland or in 
England, your Majefty may pleafe, if it be tranfmitted, or remaining in the Regiftry 
or the Admiralty of Scotland , to order the Regifter of that Court (who by his Office 

' Hands chargeable with it) to tranl'mit hither the Original Bond $ That the Petitioner 
may have the Remedy which the Law atfords upon a Bond againft the Sureties liv - 
ing in England, it being ul’ual in Aid of Juftice, as in all other Places of Chrifiendom , 
lb in thele your Majefty’s Two Kingdoms, to have the Benefit of Law and Execution 
where the Obligors in a Bond do live, tho’ the Bond it felf were not made in the fame 
Kingdom. 

This is the conftant Ufage in all Parts where the Civil Law obtains, and I my lelf 
can, upon Experience, witnefs the Practice of it in Scotland j for a Merchant of Aber- 
deen, having become bound tome in a Statute Merchant of 3,000/. in the Manner 
and Form peculiar to England , (I being intruded for a Stranger) have been lately 
forced to fue that Statute Merchant, and having tranfmitted the Original Bond into 
Scotland , 1 have had very good Juftice before the Lords of your Majefty’s Seffions 
there, and Execution againft the Party, tho’ there be no fuch Form of Obligation 
as our Englijh Statute Merchant is, received or known in Scotland. 

3. If the Regifter of the Admiralty of Scotland has delivered out the Bond, with- 
out liifficient Power lb to do, he himfelf is refponlible for the Damage, but muft be 
fued in Scotland ; if he hath done it by Warrant from the Lord High Admiral, or by 
a Judicial Decree of Court, he muft certifie fuch Warrant or Decree fer exttnfum, that 
your Majefty may judge of the Grounds and Sufficiency of it •, and if the Regifter 
were lufficiently impowered to deliver it out, the Petitioner muft have Recourfe 
againft the Lord High Admiral for giving fuch Warrant \ or againft the Judge of the 
Court for making fuch Decree, if fuch Warrant or Decree were palled, without ob- 
ferving Solemnities in Law required in iuch Cafes. 

4. That if the Bond was not font into the Regiftry of Scotland, but cancelled or 
delivered up here in England , ’tis humbly conceived, that there may be Remedy had 
(which Ilubmit to better Judgment) either in Equity againft the Sureties and their 
Complices for Fraud and Combination ; or in Law, by Attion of the Cale againft 
thole that cancelled or delivered up the Bond. 

T ii at Execution of the Sentence given by the Delegates in this Caule, will not lie 
nor have Effett againft the Sureties in the Bond in Queftion, lince they were not Par- 
ties to the Sieur Cbrotnftons Suit, either in the Admiralty, or in the Delegates ; nei- 
ther did they give Bail, for the principal Offender to pay what Ihould be adjudged 
againft him in either or thole Courts. All which, &c.

T N Obedience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Order hereunto annexed, I have 
confidered the Allegations of the Sieur Chromfton , Subjeft to the King of Sweden, 
who petitions to be repaired of a Spoil atted upon his Goods in the Swedi[b Ship St. 
Jacob , at Sea, by William Gerrard, Matter of the Fanfan Ketch, to the Value of 280/. 
Sterling, in 1 666, being the Heat of the Dutch War. 

That there was fuch a Ship plundered by the Fanfan Ketch, and that the Goods plun- 
dered belonMfl to Abraham Corke, Monetaritu Regiut , as he is ftyled, of Sweden, appears 
pavtlyJsy'jrfaffport from Stockholm, unAer the Seal of the Royal College of Commerce, 
iirfne Form required by your Majefty ’sTreaty with 5nWr»,which was found on Board 
the Ship j partly by the Intimations judicially given to the Admiralty, concerning 
the Delign of this Ship’s Lading for London long before it was taken, tho’ the Pafs and 
Bills of Lading on Board were pretended for Bourdeaux, the better, as ’tis allcdged, 
to pals the French Capers j partly by your Majefty’s Order the nth of Oftober 1666, 
for freeing this Ship, ana that the Captor ihould repair all Embezilments and 
Spoil committed upon it ; and partly by Extra&s of Letters fworn to, that patted 
between the Sieur Corke and his Correlpondcnts there upon that Occafion. 

So that upon the whole Matter, there is little doubt but that the Sieur Corke fuffer- 
ed“a Lois to the Value of 280 /. Sterling, which is the Sum depofed of by the Mafter 
and two pf his Company, in the Admiralty \ and as little doubt, but that Gerrard 

and 
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and his Company, or the Executors of fuch of them as are fince dead, are compellable 
by Law to make full Satisfaction for this Spoil. 

7 But the Queftion put to me is, whether Captain G errand being fince dead, and (as 
fuppofed) inlolvent, your Majefty be in any wife obliged, by the 1 8 rh Article of the 
laft Treaty with Sweden, to fatisfie the Sieur Corkc for this Spoil. 

If this Fanfan had been a Privateer, and had committed this Spoil, without having 
firft given the Security required by that Article to be taken from all Privateers, lor 
not injuring or molefting the Swedes, I do humbly conceive this Lofs were to be re- 
paired (as it is exprelly therein provided) out of the Publick Purle : But for the Mil- 
chief done by this Ketch,which was not in your Majefty’s immediate Service and Pay, 
there is no luch Provision made in that Article. The Captain indeed of a Man of 
War thus olfending, is to be puniihed very feverely ; and it is added in the Article, 
that all Care fliall be taken to indemnifie the Party injured, in all his Damages and 
Interefts, according to the Merits of his Caufe. 

This being the full Import of the Claufe, (if I underftand it rightly) as far as it 
concerns the King’s Men of War on either Side, it feems to oblige your Majefty to 
do all that can be done in Favour of Juftice, and in Execution of your Laws, in order 
to bring luch an Offender to make full Reparations*, but if he ihould prove infol- 
vent, or an Outlaw, I do not lee any Words in this Article that oblige your Ma- 
jefty to reimburle the Party damnified out of your own Exchequer. If a Subjeft of 
either Kingdom fiiould turn Pirate, and ihould without any Commiflion at all, either 
as King’s Man of War, or Privateer, rob the Subjefts of the other ; in this Gale all 
Afliftance might be juftly challenged to bring the Pirate to Punilhment, and to be in- 
demnified out of hisEflate ; but if he have not wherewithal, it is not faid in this 
Article, that the Publick is to reimburfe the Sufferer. 

This of lalisfying the Sufferer out of the Publick Purle, is limited to the Cafe of 
a Privateer only, doing Milchief to a Subjeft of Sweden, and (6 vice verfa ; but it does 
not hold if there be Security taken in 1,200/. Sterling, as the Treaty requires. So 
that the Fanfan Ketch being no Privateer, I do not conceive, with Submiilion, that: 
this Aft does give any Title to the Sieur Cwke to be reimburled by your Majefty, but 
muft be left (unlels your Majefty’s meer Royal Bounty does interpofe) to prolecute 
the Law againft Captain Gcrrard's Executors, or fuch others as wereAftors or Re- 
ceivers in this Spoil. All which, c?c.

Lo the Right Hon. the Lords Covnmiffioners of the Admiralty. 

My Lords, DiEtvrt.Ctnmons,Juue 19.11174. 

I Humbly take I .eave to offer to your Lordfhips, the adding of one Point more to 
thole Direftions that have been already lent to the Vice Admiral of Norfolk: It 
is, that he would fei/.e all the Goods that the French Caper, or any other for him, 
hath fold or dilpofed of *, theReftitution of the Goods being by the 21ft Article of 
the Treaty of Breda, to be made in Specie, which the Buyers, by alienating and Im- 
beziling of them, will difficult as much as they can; and put the Proprietors, who 
have Right to them by that Article, to a long Run at Law ; in which the Court of 
Admiralty may not unrealonably expeft the Proceedings, which your Lordfhips are 
pleated to direft in this Affair, to be interrupted with Prohibitions from the Common 
Law, upon Suggeftion, that the Sale by Chandler was infra Corpus Comitatns, &c. How- 
ever, I fhall call the laid Chandler by Procefs to anfwer Articles, &c. and give your 
Lordfhip the beft Account 1 can. In the interim, I do conceive, that as loon as your 
I.ordfhips, by means of the Vice Admiral, fhall become poffefs’d ot Kje Goods land- 
ed and lold, or elle of the true and full Value of them, for the Ule of t».?,£jcoprie- 
tors, there will be no further Realon to continue the Seizure upon this PrizeT'if the 
French Caper defire it to be taken off, and may have it away with him. For a neuter 
Prince is not in Favour ot one Friend, to make the Condition ot another Friend, who 
is come into his Ports, worfe than it was when herame in thither, by any Thing done 
by his Authority, further than his Obligation by fpecial Treaty with the one or the 
other Friend ties him. I fhall further prefume, My Lords, humbly to obferve, 
that if the French Caper hath in Faft fold no more of the Dutch Lading thau what 
he fhall make appear to have beeu neceflary to reviftual, refit, and enable him to 
reach the firft Port of France, the Sale is juftifiable by the Treaty, and not to be 
relrinded, yet the Buyers and Brokers being the King’s Subjefts, delerve to be Jlu- 
nifh d ; fince every luch Sale is not to be permitted, without Leave firft had from the

For 1 
do ujvier' Cbrreaion, conceive, that the Suggeftion in the Memorial, ««, that 
the Dutch Prize Had hot yet been in any Port of France, nor legally adjudged to the 
Caper, ( dpth concerh hisMajefty or your Lordlhips, fince his Majefty is no further 
jtidge between them, than the Law of Nations, the Honour of his Ports, and the 
due Execution of His own Treaties^ conftitutes, or rather necefiitates him to be in 
^ihch Cafes. All which 1 humbly fubmit, &c.

H AVING, in Obedience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Order of Reference, 
exarhined the Meirts of the Petition annexed, 1 do find by fufficient Proofs; 
that Mr. Sowton is a Merchant in London, that hath, for feveral Years Jaft paft, and 
doth at this prefent, drive a confiderable Trade in Pitch and Tar. 

That he hathcontrafted with the Direftors of the Tar Company of Stockholm, for 
t, 400 Lads of Pitch and Tar, to be delivered, him every Year; that the Company 
hath covenanted with him, not to fell, or fend away any Pitch or Tar to any other 
Perfon than himfelf in London. 

That he hath laden 35 Lafts of Tar, and 24 Lafts of Pitch, of the faid Quantity, 
for his own proper Account, on Board the Ship called the Bergdfladt of Stockholm, and 
configned the feme to Thomas le Gondre at Rouen, there to be dilpoled of for his Ac- 
count; the feid Sowton alone running the Rifque of it, no other Perlon having di- 
rectly or indireftiy any Intereft therein, either at this prefent, or at the Time of 
Lading. 

T H.vr this Ship being in her Courfe for Rouen, is brought in by a Privateer, having 
a Spanish Cotnmimon, into Oftend, and proceedings are there now depending againft the 
Pitch and Tar, to make it Prize to this Oftender ; the Letters of Advice from thence 

S orting, that by fpecial Direction of theGovernour of the Spanift Netherlands, 
and Tar are to be held for contraband Qoqds. 

There is not any Pretence to make the Pitch and Tar belonging to your Ma- 
jefty’s Subjects to be contraband ; tjiefe Commodities being not enumerated in the 
n\th Article of the Treaty, made between your Majefty and the Crown of Spain in 
the Year i 66 j, are confequently declared not to be contraband in the Article next 
following. The fingle Objection that feems to He againft the Petitioner in this Cafe 
is, that this Tar and Pitch is found laden, not in an Etglifh, but a Swedijh Bottom, as 
by the Proofs and Documents on Board it doth appear ; and confequently that the 
Benefit of thofe Articles in the Spanijh Treaty cannot be claimed here, fince they are 
in Favour of our Trade in thofe Commodities, that ihall be found laden in our own, 
aiid not in Foreign Bottoms. 

But it is not probable that Sweden hath fuffered or allowed, in any Treaty of theirs 
wjtn Spain, that their own native Commodities, Pitch and Tar, ihould be reputed 
contraband. Thefe Goods therefore, if they be not made unfree by being found in an 
uhfree Bottom, cannot be judged by any other Law, but by the general Law of 
Nations; and then I am humbly of Opinion, that nothing ought to be judged con- 
traband by that Law in this Cafe, but what is direCtly and immediately fubfervient to 
the Ufes of War, except it be in the Cafe of befieged Places, or of a general Notifica- 
tion made by Spain to all the World, that they will condemn all the Pitch and Tar 
they meet with. 

So that uprt the whole, your Majefty’s gracious Intercefiion for, and Protection 
to the Petitioner in his Claim, will be founded, not upon the Equity and true Mean- 
iii^ffTtSur Majefty’s Treaty with Spain, but upon the general Law and Practice of all 
Nations. All which is humbly fubmitted, &c.

I Have, in Obedience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Order in Council, perufedthe 
feveral Papers' ttarifmit&H to me, concerning the tdfo Ships the St. Andrew and 
St. John, and do find, by feveral Depofitions made by and in Behalf of the Sibedes, 
tjiat the faid Ships being in their Courfe towards London, were, on the iyh of March 
.feft, furprizel between Oldfernes and Yarmouth, by a private Man of War, having a 
f Comniiifion from his Electoral Highnefs of Brandtnbwrgh ; that the faid Ships, with 
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fome of the private Man of War's Men put on Board them, were fince driven by 
contrary Winds into Dover , and there arrefted at the Suit of the Envoy Extraordi- 
nary now rcfiding at your Majefty’s Court, from the King of Sweden. 

As to the precife Place where thefe Ships were taken, upon which the main Qtie- 
flion depends, the Matter of Faft is l’worn by fix leveral Perfons, that they were firft 
fhot at, and ieized near the Englijh Shoar, between Oldfernes and Blyftart, two where- 
of fwear more particularly, that it was done about a League and a half from the 
Exirlijh Shoar ; that the laid private Man of War, both before, at, and after the 
Seizure, had the Englijh flag up and flying, and that it was not taken down, nor the * 
Brandenburgh Colours let up, nor did the Captain thereof pretend any CommiiBon 
from his Electoral Highnels, till after he had pofielfed himfclf of the laid Ships, 
and lccurcd the Matters and l’everal of their Men on Board his own Veflel, and till 
after he had gotten under the fame Matters Hands, the Names of their Owners and 
Freighters, who were all Subjects of the King of Sweden. The Deponents add, that they 
did at firft believe the faid Privateers, by Realon of the Englijh Colours, to have been 
an Englijh Ship, otherwile they would not have lubmitted themfelves, but would and 
could eafily have e leaped by running aihore, or into Harbour. 

The Matter of Fatt being fworn on the Swedijh Side to be thus ; I do humbly con- 
ceive that here is a Proof made of an Affront, and a Violence done to one of your 
Majefty’s Chambers ; where, by the Law, all Merchant-Men are in Safeguard, and all 
Hoftiliries whatlcever are to ceale, and where all Parties, tho’ in Enmity, (with one 
another) are equally to pay a Reverence to, and enjoy the Benefit of his Majefty’s 
Protection. And therefore your Majefty hath an undoubted Right to puuifh the 
Commander of the faid Privateer, for the Inlolency he hath committed. Which Pu- 
nilhment would not be adequate to his Offence, if he or his Men fliould be liiffered 
to carry away the Fruits of a Rapine, afted contrary to the juft Permiffions of War, 
and in Defiance of your Majefty’s Authority, extending it felf to proteft all your 
Friends indiftinftly. Nor is l’uch a Puniihment, (as I humbly conceive) any Dif- 
relpeft or Prejudice to the Commiilion given by his Electoral Highnels of Brnnden- 
burgh, much lefs a favouring of one Side more than the other, in the Differences be- 
tween the Crown of Sweden^ and his Electoral Highnels : Since that which feems 
to have been fuggefted to his Electoral Highnefs, viz., that the Privateer had taken 
thefe Ships en flcin Afer t (as his Letter to your Majefty purports) is not feconded 
with Offers of Proof on the Privateer’s Side, who being without peradventure the 
Author of that Suggeftion to his Electoral Highnefs, ought to have taken Care to 
make it good here in your Majefty’s Admiralty. So that there being lo many Oaths 
made, (tiio’ of Perfons intereffed) that the Veflels were furprized and feized upon 
your Majefty’s Shoar, and within one of your Chambers, and alio under the Pretence, 
and with the unliifferable Abufe of your Majefty’s Flag \ and there being no Proofs 
lb much as offer’d on the private Man of War’s Side, to evince the contrary ; it is 
my humble Opinion, that the Swedijh Proprietors be (by your Majefty’s Juftice in 
ailcrting your own Rights) put into full and quiet Polfelfion of the laid Ships and 
Goods •, they firft giving Security to anfwer your Majefty (and not any other Per- 
fons) in the full Value of thole Ships and Goods, upon an Appraifement to be made, 
in Cale your Majefty fhall, within 6 or 1 2 Months, find upon due Proofs that the 
Surprize and Seizure of thefe Ships hath not been made in any of your Majefty’s 
Chambers, but upon lome other Part or Place of the Seas, where Hoftilities are 
ufually permitted. 

In difeharging the Ships upon fuch a Caution or Condition, there will be a Liberty 
referved lor the Envoy Extraordinary of his Rle&oral Highnefs, or any other in that 
Behalf, to make out, if they can, that the firft Seifure was legal, and not under your 
Majefty ’s Flag, nor in any Place privileged by your Majefty’s Laws, ancP conlequently 
to recover, by your Majefty 's Juftice, the Value of thefe two Ships and thc, ; » - Lading; 

This, 1 hope, will be judged the faireft Regard that can pombly be had toThe 
Commjflion of his Eleftor Highnels in this Cafe, fince the Honour and Inviolable- v 
nels of thofe ancient Sanftuaries (the King’s Chambers) upon your Majefty’s Coafts, 
cannot, as I conceive, be otherwile aflertea. All which 1 numbly fiibmit, &c.

I Have, in Obedience to your Lordihips Order of Reference, examined the Petition , 
of Mr. CorfelUty who, on the Behalf of one Hunehih of Hamburgh^ claims 4 Casks 
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of Indico, t 2 Barrels of Sugar, and 69 Bags of Ginger, laden at Rochel in jipril 1672, 
on Board the Golden Serpent , (called by Mr. CorfeBu , the Golden Serpent ot Hamburgh, 
but in the Bill of Lading, and Arts of Court, called the Golden Serpent of Cepenbffcien) 
Cl. Hendrickfon Matter ; thele Goods, being Part of the Ladin&of the Golden Serpent) 
were brought into Plimouth \ the Ship it felf, with Brandy, Wine, and other Coodfc 
have been (on the nth of June, and i%th of September 1672, by Sentence firu in the 
Admiralty, and afterwards upon an Appeal to your Lordlhips, on the 5 th of Febr. 
1*573, a »d the 2 d of May 1574.) reftored to their refpettive Proprietors ; the reft 
of the Lading (that Part of it only which was firft reftored by the Court of Admi- 
ralty, and then by your Lordlhips, excepted) hath, ever fince the iiih oFjune \ 6yji, 
ftood condemned by Sentence in the Admiralty, and among it the aforelaid Goods 
claimed by Corfellis for Hunekin of Hamburgh. 

It does not appear that Hunekin hath ever made any Legal Claim .of the Goods in 
the Admiralty, nor that he hath had Recourft to your Lordlhips, by way of Appeal, 
as legally he might, and regularly he ought to do; but he petitions that certain 
Papers might be referr’d to me, to examine of what Force they are, and to report 
the lame to your Lordlhips. Wherein 1 lh.aU beg Leave to obferye, that if .1 ftiould 
report the laid Papers to contain in them a full Proof of Hunekin & Property, andcort- 
iequently that they are a fufficient Ground for Reftitution, I cannot comprehend, 
under Correction, how the Right acquired to the King, by the Sentence of Condem- 
nation in the Admiralty, can be taken away, but by another Sentence upon an Iffue 
joined with the King’s ProCtor in this Cafe ; if, on the other Side, I fhouli report the 
Papers exhibited to be inlufHcient, my Report would not be a fufficient Ground, as I 
conceive, for your Lordlhips to give Sentence in Affirmance of mine, for want of 
having the Cafe fubftantiated before your Lordlhips by IlTue joined, \y nether the. Sen- 
tence I gave here below was a good Sentence or not ; for tho’ your Lordlhips have (.in 
Favour of the King’s Allies, and with Regard to his Treaties) great.Power and Lati- 
tude, as Lords Commifiioners of Prizes, to proceedby a fummarylnquilition, where 
'Ships are brought in upon Sulpicion of being Prize, in order to their 'Diftharge with- 
out the Rigours of Law; yet when a Sentence is once pronounced,, for the King’s 
Right in a Prize in his Court of Judicature, 1 know not how that Sentence may he 
reverfed, and the King’s Property altered, but by another Legal Sentence pronQUjiced 
in Judgment in Difaffirmance of the firft. 

Upon the whole Matter, My Lords, all that can be done for Hunekin in this 
Cafe, as I humbly conceive, is to admit him to put in his Appeal before your Lor<J- 
Ihips, upon Motives in Equity, if any do appear, fince he hath otherwife lapfed his 
Time, and to put him to a Legal Proof of his Property. It is true, there may by 
Law a Review be made in the Admiralty of the Sentence, whereby Hunekin *s Goods 
have been condemned, fince it was pronounced in his Ablencej and in peenam ) of his 
Contumacy ; or elfe it may be done before your Lordlhips, upon his Appeal from the 
Sentence given in his Ablence; which laft Way will be more in Favour of him, in 
Regard that if he begin below in the Admiralty, he muft be fubjeft ftillto an Appeal 
to yoftr Lordlhips. 

But to give your Lordlhips an Inlight into the feveral Papers, which I am . com- 
'manded by your Lordlhips to examine, they are no more than a Bill of Lading, a 
Fattory, and Hunekin the Claimer’s Oath, taken before the Magiftrates of Hamburgh 
whereby he depofeth, that thofe Goods were bought with his own proper Money, 
and were laden for his own Account, and that no other Perfon hath any Part or In- 
tereft therein : But in fuch a Cafe as this, where Goods ftand condemned out ot 
the lame Bottom^ and where no Claim hath been exhibited in Form of Law, a 
ftrouger and clearer Proof might have been expe&ed, and not unreafonably ; as for 
Exam «fe y -«'’Tne proving of his Letters of Order to Manigauld the Lader at Rochet, 
for thebuying of this Quantity, and the Kind of Goods ; and confequently the ex- 
hibiting of his Books, Merchantably kept, before Commilfioners, where the Entry 
of luch Letters was made. 2. A Sight of the Original Letters of Manigauld , where- 
by he advileth Hunekin of the accepting of his Commilfion, and how he had exe- 
cuted the lame, where, without doubt, there would have appeared a Realbn, why he 
chofe to lade thele Goods for Hamburgh on a Danijh Ship. 3. By what Means, in what 
Manner, and at what Time, Manigauld at Rochel was reimburftd the Value laid out 
by him in buying the Goods For Hunekin. Such Proofs as theft are made without 
Difficulty, and beyond all Exception, when the Merchants claiming are in bona fide ; 
but how far Hunekin is fo in this Cafe, cannot, as I humbly conceive, be difcerned out 
of toe Papers jibovementioned tranfmitted to me, in order to make out his Property 
in /he Goods. All which l humbly fubmit, &c. L. Jenkins.

I fHave, jn Obedience; to- your Majefty’s moft gracious Command, intimated to me 
by the Right Honourable Mr. Secretary Coventry , perufed feveral Depofitions 
and Papers tranfinitted to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, relating to 
one Chaim, a French Privateer, now ill hold \n htland. By which it appears, „ 

i ft, That the laid Cheline furprized, feizefd, and by Force carried away a Dutch 
Vdfel, called the North Caper, laden- with Nomay Timber, out of the Road near or 
upon the Bar of Dublin^ and failed to Breft in Bretagne, carrying along with him by 
Force two of your Majefty’s Subjects, that happened to be on Board at that Time 
the laid Ship. 

2. That he pillaged and robbed three feveral Ships in his Courfes in the Neighbour, 
Seas, all belonging to your Majefty’s Subjeftsj one of a Quantity of Beef, another of 
Butter, athira of Wine. 

3. That at the furprizing of the Dutch Veflel, there were, as appeared afterwards 
upon the taking of Choline , two of your Majefty’s SubjeCb on Board the. Privateer, 
and under his Command in thole Actions. 

It being your Majefty’s gracious Plealure to require my humble Opinion, how far 
thofe Criminals may be profecuted by your Majefty’s Laws, and what is fitteft to be 
dobe in this Matter? 

For the 1 ft Offence, of carrying away a Ship belonging to a Subjeft of your Ma* 
jefty’s Allies, out of your Majefty’s Port, and from under your Protection, I humbly 
conceive it may be enquired of, and tried before CommiiC oners of Oyer and Termi- 
ner, by vertue of the Statute of 28 Hen. VIII. c. 1 5. as a Confederacy within the 
purvieu of that Statute, afted and executed to the Violation and Affront of your Ma- 
jefty’s Authority, and of the Protection due to all Mankind ft hat are not your Ene- 
mies) in your Ports ; but the Puniihment of this Violation (iince neither this Sta- 
tute, nor any other Law that I know of, makes it capital) is to be no greater, than 
by a Fine proportioned to the Infolence, and by Imprilonlnent of the Captain, his 
Officers and Crew, during your Majefty’s Plealure, 

2 iffy, As to thole Provifions or Victuals that this Choline pillaged your Majefty’s 
Subjects of, his Danger will be greater ; for, as I humbly conceive, he may be indiCted 
upon the lame Statute, in the fame Manner as if this Robbery had been committed 
upon the Land ; and if that which he did at Sea be found in the Value of the Things 
taken away, and in the Manner of doing it, to amount to that which the Law oif 
England would have made Robbery if aCted upon the Land, and he being thereof 
convicted, will have Judgment of Death given againft him as a Felon, and without 
Benefit of Clergy. The lame, I conceive, will be the Cafe of as many of his Officers 
and Crew, as mall be found Principals with him in thefe Falls, of pillaging the 
Englifti Ships. 

But Choline, upon his Examination, pretends, that he gave a Bill for the Wine 
to the Mafter from whom he took it •, ’tis true, there is a Claule in the Statute^ that 
faves thofe that, being compelled by Neceffity, fhall take Provifions at Sea, and either 
pay for them, or give fufficient Gills for Payment •, and fo he may be cleared, if he la- 
tisfie the Jury concerning the Wine *, but whether he have the fame Plea for the reft 
of the Goods, doth not appear. Nor can his Commiffion of War (which, for ought 
I can perceive by the Copy, is in due Form) be extended to excufe him ; for that 
Commiffion is againft the Enemies of the Moft Chriftian King; but the pillaging of 
that King’s Friends, is made Death even by the Law of France. ». Ordinance du Roy 
Hen. 111. fur le fait de C Admiraute Artie. 64 . ' ... 

All thefe Proceedings to be had before Commiffioners of Oyer and Tesminer, I 
humbly offer to Confideration, upon Suppofal that there is a Statute now in Force 
in Ireland , of the lame Tenor and Purport with that of i%th of Hen. VIII. c. 15. fpr 
the trying of Pirates. So that 1 do not fee any Difficulty, but that your Majefty’s 
Minifters of Juftice there, may bring this Cheline to aniwer the Law, and fqffer ac- 
cording to his Demerits. Nor will there be any Pretence of Renvoy into France to be 
tried there, fince that is a Praftice not obferved in France, ( nor any where elfe that I 
know of) where your Majefty’s Subjects happen to be deprehended in capital Crimes. 
Such a Renvoy may indeed be provided for by T reaty, and fometimes hath been put in 
Praftice upon fpecial Confiderations, and in Crimes of State : But I know of no luch 
Article with France, nor is it ufual any where in Cafes of this Nature, or in Rrions 
of this Condition. , \

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" As for the Englishmen that were on Board this Privateer, if they elcape hanging 
as Pirates with the French Captain, for robbing their Fellow Subje£t$, they may, as I 
conceive, be fined and imprifoned too, for taking Arms under a Foreign Prince, with- 
out your Majefty’s Leave, and coutrary to the Law and your Majefty’s Proclamation. 
However it will be worth the Enquiry ftri&ly, how he (efpecially) that pretends to 
have been once Mailer of a Ship, and to have loft it, is come to follow this Trade. 
For there are fome Mafters of Ships that take up great Sums of Money upon Bot- 
„ tomry, and then wilfully caft away their Ships, (which is Felony by the Law of 
England) and then they betake themlelves to privateering with Foreigners, which is 
an intolerable Abule, and is one of the Caufes among many others, of Mafters of 
Ships, that Merchants make uie of foreign Bottoms, rather than our own, to the 
great Decay of pur Shipping, and Prejudice of Trade. All which 1 humbly fub- 
mit to your Majefty’s Royal Wifdom.

J Have, in Obedience to your Majefty’s xnoft gracious Order in Council, called be- 
fore me the Parties concerned in the Hope of Hamburgh , as well the Privateer and 
s Company on the one Side, as the interrelfed in that Ship and Lading on the other, 
in Order to take fiich Proofs as either Side Ihould oiler, to alcertain the true and 
diftinft Place upon your Majefty’s Coaft, where the faid Hope of Hamburgh was taken 
by the French Privateer. The intereffed did hereupon alledge their Matter, produced 
their Witnefles, and publiihed their Depofitions within the Time prefix’d. 

Bu r the Privateer took Exceptions, and demurr’d to the Jurildittion of the Admi- 
ralty i alledging, that he was to make his Rapport in France , according to the marine 
Ordinances, and not in any other foreign Judicature or Place whatfoever : This Ex- 
ception or Demurr was overruled, the Court of Admiralty not demanding any Rap- 
port from him, or Account of his Proceedings, ex officio \ but proceeding at the 
Inftance of a Party, viz., the Hamburgher , which alledged the Capture to have been 
iu a Place privileged, and coniequently to have been void : The laying Claim to 
your Majefty’s fjpecial Proteftion, as of Right due to him in this Cafe, it was necef- 
lary to find out, and fix the true and diftinft Place where the Capture was made, that 
Wing the Hinge upon which this Queftion turns : for it feems to me undoubted, that 
if the Privateer took this Prize in a Place, where neither your Majefty, nor your 
Royal Progenitors, have ufed to interpofe in the Hoftilities of Neighbours in War, 
the Privateer ought to be difmiffed with his Prize (excepting the Goods of Englijh 
Property on Board it) : But if he took it in luch a Place, where by the Laws of this 
Realm, by' the Cuftom of thele Seas, and by the Praftice of all Neuter-Territories, 
your Majefty’s Officers are bound in Duty to keep the publick Peace, and to reftrain 
all Hoftilities and Violences between all Nations whatfoever, this Hamburgher is to be 
defended in, or at leaftwife reftored to his Property, no lefs than if the Attack had 
begn upon liis Perlon or Goods in London Streets. 

The Witnelfes produced by the intereffed were four, viz., two of the Ship’s 
Company, the Matter and Steerfman, both of them Natives o:' Hamburgh \ the other 
two were Paffengers. They all four depole \ 

t. That this Ship was bound from Hamburgh to London. 2. That in Prolecution 
of their Voyage, they did arrive on the 1 8 th of September upon the Englijh Coaft, about 
half a League within the Beacon of Ordfornes : their Words are, — ■ within the 
Channel before the Church of Ordfornes, about aMufquetShot from theShoar. 3. 
They all four (Jfepole, that they had caft Anchor at five Fathom Water, and were at 
thejf Prayfrj/to give God Thanks for their lafe Arrival, when the Privateer firft 
haled^tliem. 4. They depofe, that the Privateer coming along the Shoar from 
Harmichward haled them, and attempted to come on Board, but could not at that 
Tide, it running too ftrong againft them \ that when the next Flood came, leven of 
the Crew, out of the Privateers Boat, armed with Swords and Piftols, came on Board 
the Hope , and carried her away. 5. The Mafter depoleth, that he had made about 
fourty Voyages between Hamburgh and London , and that he ever heard and took the 
Place in Queftion, to be within the King’s Chambers, and the Steerlman fays to the 
fame Effett. This is all that 1 conceive is material in thole Depofitions, to defign 
and fix the particular Place of the Capture. 

The Privateer, after long delaying, and with Proteftations not to fubmit to the 
Ji/rifdiiiiou of the Court, produced on his Behalf but one Witnefs, viz.. Mt.Thoma*

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Mafter of the Hove, did declare, (being examined by him the faid Langely as Mayor 
of Harwich) that his laid Vefiel was taken about a League from Ordfmrts t which laid 
Place (laith Captain Lastly in his Depofitions) is at lea ft four Leagues out of the 
Reach of Languard Fort Guns, and more than five without the uttermoft Buoy of 
the Gunfleet, Which laid Place of Qrdfornts , he fays, was never accounted, by ex- 
perienced Perfons, to be within the King’s Chambers \ and faith, that he, as Mafter 
and Commander of leveral of his Majefty’s Ships, hath often failed by the aforelaid 
place of Ordforncs , and if it had been within the King’s Chambers, he muft needir 
have known it. To another interrogatory he anlwereth, that he is a Member of the 
Trinity- Houfe\ that he hath ufed the Sea about thirty four Years’, that Ships do caft 
anchor, and ride at the aforelaid Place of Ordforncs , but that it is no Place of Safety. 
In the reft of his Depofitions, I have not obferved any Thing further material in 
this Point. There was exhibited likewile a Certificate of one Francis Izod t Deputy 
Governour of Languard Fort } but in that l find no more of the Place of the Capture, 
but that the French Privateer took the Hope of Hamburgh off Ordforncs, about iz Miles 
diftant from Languard Fort. 

This, may it pleale your Majefty, is all the Evidence now in the Admiralty, 
touching the ipecial diftintV Place where this Capture was made. 

As to the Credit of thele four Witneifes, that were in the Hope, I fhall not prefume 
to lay more, than that the marine Law lets a great Value upon the Teftimony of 
Palfengers (as here are two) where they are not interrefled in the Succels of a Suit. 

I humbly beg leave to take notice, that the Inference which Captain Langcly labours 
to make in his Depofitions, (as if the reach of Languard Fort Guns, or the outmoft 
Buoys in the Gunfleet, were the Limits of your Majefty’s Chambers there) is a Con- 
tradillion, not only to a moft folemn ancient Verdiil Of twelve Men upon Oath, 
remaining upon Record, and publifh’d all the World over, but alio to an univerlal 
Tradition amongft us touching the King’s Chambers, and conl'equently a great Injury 
to the Crown: I am lorry to lee a n Fnglijhman, and a Member ol Trinity-Hcufe , (as 
he lays he is) fhould make a Journey from Harwich hither, and be the onljr Witnels 
produced to this Effeit in thisCale; it is to be feared, that the Depredations daily 
committed upon' thele Coafts, have too much Connivance, if not Countenance, at 
Harwich ; for it is fworn direilly by two Witneffes, that the Veffel was trimm’d up 
and furnilh’d with Arms at Harwich , at the Charge of one Andrew Carr , the Poftma^er 
there. This Mr. Mayor ought to have taken notice of and prevented •, (for it was 
very notorious) not only becaule this arming and equipping is againft the prelent 
Neutrality, and feveral of your Majefty’s Treaties, but alio that it is a more unluf- 
ferable Abu le, that a Veffel, Englifh built, mann’d with Englijh (except the Captain) 
and feme of them Pirates convift, but pardoned, fhould be luffer’d to go out of 
your Majefty’s Port, under Pretence of a foreign Commillion, being neither able, 
or defigning to do any Thing, but to difturb the Trade and Commerce to and from 
your Majefty’s Ports. 

But the Queftion here being, as the Faff is ftated, not whether the Prize was leized 
in one of the King’s Chambers, but whether it was taken out of a Port, Haven* or 
Road, at leaftwileout of a Place that comes naturally and properly under one of thole 
Denominations * and your Majefty having rclerved to yourlclf to declare your De- 
termination and Royal Pleafure therein, I fhall only lay before your Majefty the 
Words of your Royal Proclamation, dated the 8 th of February , 1667-8. 

“ OUR Will and Pleafure therefore is, t /, That within Our Ports, Havens, 

“ Roads and Creeks, as alfo in every other Place or Trail: at Sea, that may be rea- 
** lonably conftrued to be within any of thefe Denominations, Limits, or Precinits, 

* { there fhall be an inviolable Truce and Ceffation of Hoftilities fceKyeeu all Perlons 
“ and Parties whatlbever : And that no Force, Violence, Surprize, or\?f 5 jnce,>iliall 
“ be done either from Man of War to Man of War, or from Man of Wartb'Mer- 
“ chant, or from Merchant to Merchant, that happen to be in Hoftility the one 
“ againft the other. But that all, of what Nation l’oever, fo long as they fhall be 
“ within Our Ports, Harbours, or other Places, reputed to be within Our more 
“ immediate Protection, and where Our Commanders and Officers are accountable 
“ for the publick Peace, fhall be underftood to be under Our fpecial lafe Conduit, 

“ and muft keep the Peace inviolably each with other. And We do further declare, 

“ that the Ships and Goods of all Aggreflbrs, Aitors, and Offenders whatlbever, againft 
“ the true meaning of this Our Proclamation, are and fhall be iffo fatto confitcate, 

“ and proceeded againft in Our High Court of Admiralty, to Sentence andCondiun- 

nation, according to Law, notwithftanding any Commillion of War, or I .ettersVf 

Reprizals, luch Offenders may have, or pretend to have, for their Juftification. \ 
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“ i> We will and command, that all our Officers and Subjo&s by See and Land, 
** do, as much as in them lies* prohibit the roving and hoveriftgof Men of War, fo 
“ near the £ntry of any of our Harbours, or our Coafts, as that Merchant-Men 
“ homeward or outward bound, to aud from any of our Porte, ihall apprehend their 
“ Paflage tobeunlafe, or their ganger of being let upon and furprized* tothehiu- 
“ dering and diverting of Trade and Commerce from Our Ports : AndWe ftriftl 
“ charge and require Our Officers and Subjects, to refcue, luccour, and- de fend* all 
Merchant-Men and others, that Ihall happen to be let upon, or furpriz’d lb near 
Our Coafts, or the Entry of Our Harbours, as may eaftly be conftrued to be under 
Our more fpecial Care and Protection ; and that they apprehend and feize all 
“ Offenders in this Kind, in order to bring diem to condign Punilhment, for difturb- 
“ ing and hindering the Trade and Commerce between our Subjects, and thofe of 
<f Our Neighbours and Allies.” All which, Qfr.

To bis Excellency the Portugal Jmhajjador. Tranflated frrntb e French. 

My Lord, 

H AVING perufed the feveral Papers relating to the Sieur Martvil's Pretention 
from Don Francifco dc Mello , late Lord Ambaflador of Portugal , it appears by Mr* 
Mar evil's own Affidavit, and by the Teftimony of two other Witnefles, that he en- 
ter’d into the faid Ambaffador’s Service in July 1664, as one of his Gentlemen } that 
in 1(557, he was made his Secretary, and continued in that Funftion till the Ambafla- 
dor died in July laft, which are 14 Years. It appears alio by Certificate From one of 
the Executors, who was alio Steward to the faid Ambaflador, that Mr. Mar evil's 
Wages were 15 l. per Arm. which amounted in 14 Years to 210/. out of which he 
owns to have received at feveral Times 1 20 /. and pretends there remains flill in Ar- 
rear due to him 90 /. but ingenuoufiy adds, that if Mr. Barboia (who was Steward) 
will make Oath, that he hath received by his Hands, or with his Knowledge, any 
more Money for Wages from the faid Ambaflador, or by his Order, than the Sum 
of 120/. he will refer himfelf to his Oath, and be contented that fuch a Sura as he 
the laid Barbosa Ihall fwear, that he, Mr. Marevil , hath received over and above the * 
faid 1 20 /. be defalked out of the 90 /. which he now pretends to be due to him. 

Mr. Martvil alledgeth alfo upon Oath, that he often prefled in the Life-time of the 
faid Ambaflador, for Payment of the faid Arrears, but was Hill put off; and ’tis cer- 
tified by the two Executors, that he prefled the fame lince the Ambaflador’s Death ; 
but that the Countcfs of Ptmlva would not concur with her Co-Executors, in paying 
the fame. But it doth not appear by any liifficient Proof or Certificate, much lels 
by any Atteftation on Oath, that the Time of MareviCs entering into the laid 
Ambaffador’s Service is contefted, or that there hath been any more paid to him 
than what he owns to have received. 

So that, as far as appears tome, Mr. Marevil is founded lawfully to demand the 
full Payment of the laid Arrears of 90 /. as a Debt due upon the Eftato of Don 
francifco de MeJlo, and his Executors. 

As to the Exception, that Mr. Marevil hath a Legacy given him by the Will of 
the Deceafed, and conlequently, that the Amount of that Legacy iliould be deducted 
and defalked out of the laid Sum of 90 1 . it may be thus anfwer’d, that the dilpofi- 
tive Words of the Teffament are pure and limple nor is there any Thing iu Proofs 
whereby the Intention of theTeftator is made out to be otherwile. 

Besides, by^ the Law and Cuftom of England, (where this Queftion, if it were be- 
tween comm ja Perlons, were to be decided) Servants Wages are to be paid in the 
fluff Place, and before all other Debts, not due by Specialty or Writing 5 and if the 
Prefumption of Law is, that when a Teftator gives a Gift in the Nature of a Le- 
gacy, to one to whom he Hands indebted, he intends it not in part of Payment of 
the Debt owing, but as a free Gift for to intend or dilpole otherwile, is but a meer 
Tllufion, and to give nothing. I am, c5-e.

To the Right Hon. the Lords Cmmijfioners of Prizes. 

My Lords, *£930.1674. 

Have, in Obedience to your Lordfhips Order, peruled the Depolitions taken, and 
the Proceedings had, both in Scotland and m this Court, touching the Ship the 

Tor- 
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Tortoife oi’N.it.iesj brought up to Leith in Auguft laft, and contended for between Ram* 
kin a Scotch l’rivateer, and hisMajefty’sSub-Commiflioners in Scotland. 

Ir is not contefted on either Hand, but that this Tortoife, together with two Prize? 
more, the one, the St. Peter a French Veliel 9 the other, the Afevis an Engliflt one 9 was 
in the Poifeflion of a Flujhing Privateer, called the Lamb 9 and had been lb for 5 or 6 
Weeks before, when his Majefty’s Frigate the Nightingale came up to them. Ai.d it 
is agreed, that the Nightingale engaged the Privateer, and dialed him away*, i.«n .it 
after an Hour’s Reliftance, and ieveral Shot by him made at the Nightingale , tha s . 
come up within half a Cannon Shot of him, and of the Tortoife alio, he lied; liv- 
ing the Tortoife and his two other Prizes behind him, being no longer able to ueieud 
them. The Nightingale having thus chafed away the Dutch Privateer, rendered him- 
felf Mailer of the St. Peter and the Afevis , two of his Prizes •, but before he could 
come up to the third, which was this Tortoife in Qucftion, one Ramkin , a Scotch Priva- 
teer, had made it ilrike, and had boarded and maim’d it with Scots. 

A r that Time that the Nightingale came up to the Tortoife , a French Frigat, the 
Galliard , (that had been commanded to attend the Nightingale ) was in Dilpute With 
the Scotch Privateer, which of them two ihould have this Tortoife , the Galliard having 
chafed it, and ihot at it, but at too great a Diftance 9 but Ramkin having firft made it 
ilrike, and then boarded and polfelfed himlclf of it. However, the Captain of the 
Nightingale put feme of his own Men on Board this Tortoife, who brought it to Leith, 
ana delivered it to your Lordihips Deputies there. The Scotch Privateer enter’d his 
Claim in the Admiralty there, that the Tortoife might be adjudged to him as Prize, 
which he had iubdued, and taken by his own Force and Addrels. The Sub-Commil- 
lioners oppole him, infilling on two Things, t ft. That the Nightingale having dialed 
away the Dutch Privateer, and difabled him from defending any longer the Polfeflioii 
he had of the Tortoife , was the foie Caule that the Scotch Privateer durft attempt it 9 
as alfo that Ramkin had not alfilled, or in the leaft contributed to the driving away, 
or keeping olF the Dutch Privateer. The other Thing is, that the Nightingale was, 
at the fame Time that Ramkin boarded the Tortoife, in Purfuit of her, and not much 
above a Cannon Shot from her •, and that the Nightingale was fo lvvift a Sailer, that 
the Tortoife (tho’ Ramkin had not at all come \n) could not polfibly have efcaped, and 
laved her felf. 

I do not find that Ramkin hath any Thing material to oppofe to the fir ft Point, his 
Force being not above 4 or 5 Guns, and the Dutch Privateer carrying 34 or 35. Sb 
that Ramkin did not, nor durft attempt any Thing upon him, or upon any of the 
three Prizes in his Polfelfion. 

The 2 d Point he doth conteft, and there are three of his Crew that have depofed 9 
That when Ramkin and his Crew boarded the Tortoife, the Nightingale was more than 
9 Scotch Miles right under the Lee to the Tortoife 9 and that if they had not leized her, 
file might certainly have elcaped the Englijh and French Frigates 9 it being two in the 
Afternoon, (about the 28 th of July) and the Tortoife a good Sailer. 

To the Teftimony of tliele three Men, is oppoled the Legal Obje&ion of then- 
being Parties intereffed, and to have a Share, if this prove to be their lawful Prize : 
And allb the Oaths of three of the Dutch Privateer’s Company, whom he had put 
into this Tortoife to navigate it, are oppoled to that Teftimony : He that the Dutch 
Privateer had put in for Mailer in the Tortoife depofed, that when he was taken by 
Ramkin, they were in Sight of the Nightingale, and had been lb all along fince the Nigh- 
tingale firft engaged the Dutch Privateer 9 and that when the Tortoife , being Ihot at by 
Ramkin, ftruck to him, the Nightingale was not within Cannot Shot at that Time 9 
(he being in Purfuit of the two otner Prizes,) but when Ramkin boarded it, he (the 
Dutch MafteiJ cannot pofitively depofe, if the Nightingale was within Cannon Shot 
or not. Another of thole Dutchmen depoles pofitively, that when Ratnkin boarded 
them, the Nightingale was not within Cannon Shot 9 fo depofes the third'9 adding, 
that the Nightingale was making towards the Tortoife , when the Scotch Privateer did 
board it. One of thefe Dutchmen being upon a Re-examination interrogated, whether 
the Tortoife , if Ramkin had not boarded her, could have elcaped the Nightingale ? 
depofes negatively 9 giving for Reafou, that none of the three Prizes was in any 
Polfibility to efcape, they being all at lb near a Dillance to the Nightingale, that 
confidcring the Nightingale the better Sailer, if any of them had attempted to fly. 

Hie had eafiiy overtaken them. The French Mailer of the Tortoife being examined 
in this Court, depoles, that he was a Priloner on Beard the Dutch Privateer, when 
the Nightingale beat him off from his three Prizes 9 that the Scotch Privateer appear^ 
not Handing towards the Prizes, till the Nightingale had a&ually poffeffed the sK 
Peter and the Afevis 9 and that ihe was Handing for, and very near the Tettoife, ana\ 

made \ 
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made much Way upon her, when Rankin came in £ lb that ihe could not have elcaped 
the‘ Nightingale. He dipoles further, thactheSw r/irPrivateerdorftnot have approach- 
ed ' the Dutch' Privateer^* to? any of its Prizes, nor could poffiMyhave taken the-IJr-. 
tolje , hkd riot the Nfchttogalt firft put him to Flight; that theNghtingale wa» ifwift 
Saflw, and made twice the- Way that th efortoifi was abfetdMcy lo that it was i*n- 
poffible for the Tartotfe to have elcaped ' the Nightingale. Thud 1 the French Mailer. 

Upon 1 this Matter o! Faft, Mt Lords, as it lieliu the Proo’ftj it is my humble Opini- 
on,that the fdrtoifi origilt to be adjudged the lawful Prize of thtNightingale, the Nightin- 
gale having firft, and aToni, put it out of the Dutch Privateer's Power-and Proteftion,then 
having never loft Sight of it; but having had it Hill in View .and in-Chafe^ and in all 
the moral Certainties polBble of undertaking and Ihbduing, at that Time when the 
Scotch PriVateer intervened:' The Law in thele Cafes; in Favour of Courage and ln- 
duftry, riot allowing the Occupancy of one rh&tcaliially intervenes,’ without' encoun- 
tering any Difficulty or Danger, to deprive a Mriiv(tnat is in freih Purfuit) of the 
Reward of his Hazard, arid the Fruit of bis Paihs. And he who has fo difab'led his 
Enemy, that he hath not any Poffibility, either by Force or Addrels, to efcape him, 
is, in the Judgment of the Law, Mailer of him, hotwithftandirig any cafual Inter- 
ception, as foon as-'tis morally certain his Enemy cannot elcape his Hands. But if it 
had' been in the Prbofs, that this Scotchman had met with any Refinance from the Tor- 
iUft, or alfifted in beating off the Dutch Privateer, I Ihould have been of Opinion, he 
ought to have been admitted to a Share in the Prize. A 11 which, &c.

To the KING . 

May it pleafe your Majefty , Mm aj> i6jo . 7u 

I N Obedience to your moll gracious Order, I have confider'd of the \6 th Article 
, of the late Treaty with the French at Breda ; and do with all Humility lay at 
your Majefty's Feet thele few Lines upon that whole'MAtter.' 

i. That by theTreaties of England made with France, iit the Years i6o6 t 1632, 
and 1(554. the Party wronged was to make his Purfuit for Reparation, firft before the 
ordinary Courts Or Juftice, then before the King himfelf, where the Wropg was pre- 
tended to have been done; and if a Denial of Juftice in both Inftances was made 
manifeftly to appear, Reprifals weretoifiue out, and hot otherwilei 
* 2. That in your Majefty's Treaty with Spain in 1667, and with the United Provin- 
ces in the lame Year at Breda, the lame Method of making Inftances ordinary and ex- 
traordinary is indifpenlabiy prefcribed, before Reprifals can be liied out; fo it is 
in the T reaties between France and Spain at Madrid 15!$; at Verfein 1 598 ; and at the 

? yrenees 1*59. Nor do 1 know of any Treaty, either ancient or modern, wherein 
rovifion is made for this Cafe, but it requires a Legal Procels firft in the Law Courts, 
then an Appeal or Supplication to the Prince or Supream Power, before fuch a Denial 
of Juftice can he Hood upon, as is to be repaired by Letters of Marque or Reprilals. 

Th at the Word Denial of Juftice, is exprels in all the forementioned Treaties, 
and is to be under flood as a Term of Law, whichprefuppofes Proceedings to have 
been had before a competent Judicature : For Reprilals being nothing elle but Exe- 
Cutidri awarded (with’lbme violent Circumftances) upon a Debt or Damage, the Debt 
riduft be firft liquidated, and proved by due Courfe of Law, as in the Cafe of a pri- 
vate Debt between one Neighbour and another. And that Reprilals are governed 
both in the Procels and Execution, by the ftritt Rules andMeafores of recovering 
ordinary Debts or Damages, is evident, in that the Reprizer mull have his Caule 
deduced, and his Lofles, upon due Proofs, ftated in his very Commifiion ; and if he 
light 011 a richer Prizte than his Loifes are ftated at, he muft refund the Overplus by 
tiw Law. 

I do not deny, but that Soveraign Princes in their Treaties may lb alter and abridge 
the Solemnities of Law now obferved all Europe over in this Cale, as to reduce all For- 
malities to the hearing and determining of their own Councils of State, or of their 
Publick Minifters Abroad, without other Inftance or Procefs. But that this is already 
done or provided for by the Article now in 'Qnellion, I dare not affirm. For, 

1 ft, As it is a certain Rule in Law, that no Statute or Conftitution ihall be inter- 
preted to rcftrain and derogate from an ancient Law or Cuftom univerially received, 
further than the Words ofluch Statute are exprefs and decifive : So it is in Trea- 
ties, they are not to be underftood as altering or reftraining the Praftice generally re- 
ceived^ unlefs the Words do fully and neceliarily infer an Alteration, or Reftriuion. 
/Therefore if this ‘ Article, as it Hands, be confiftent with the ancient general Law, 
'and with*the Prafliceupon all former Treaties, I know not how it can be interpreted 
to introduce a new Method, and a Pra&ice hitherto unknown in Reprifals. Sr* 
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Secondly, The publick Minifter cannot (as I humbly; conceive) be confiituted a 
Judge, and the (ole Judge in thefe Cafes, without iuch Words in the Article, as are 
operative enough to erett a new Judicature. For fuch a Jurifdi&ion as this, (to cog- 
nize originally, and to determine fans reffmrt ) will not pals, by any Law or Precedent 
that 1 know of, in thele Words, viz., to enquire into the contrary, or to procure 
Satisfaction, which are the very Words, and no other, in the Article. It being a 
certain Rule, that no Branch of Jurildiftiou, or judicial Power, pafTes from Princes, 
and vefts in their Subjects or others, but by fuch fpecial Words, as are the true 
and ftrifi Notions, and the known and undoubted Meafurds, in the granting and 
conveying any Part of their Regalia out of themfelves. 

Thirdly , The Words of this Article require, that two Things be done, hi Order to 
Reprizals. 1. A Proof muft be made, that Juft ice hath been denied. 2. A Petition 
muft be preferred to that Minifter, or Prince, from whom Reparation is pretended. 
Thele two Things ftaud in the Article leparate, and in this Order. Therefore if 
the Denial of Juft ice muft be firft proved, before the Petition be prefcrr’d, (as the 
Words in the Latin do require fomewhat more clearly than in the Englifli) it follows 
ueceflarily, that this Deuial muft not be taken for the ill Saccels, or Repulfe upon 
the Petition, but muft refer to a Judgment given in fome Court of Law, oefbre the 
Petition was preferr’d : For Juftice cannot properly be laid to be denied, but where 
lnftauce is made before a competent Judicature, iince thole only can be laid to have 
denied us Juftice, from whom we may challenge it, as the Duty of their Place. Be- 
fides, this Treaty requiring, that the Denial of Juftice do manifeftly appear, is to be 
explained by the French Treaty in 1532. which lays, this Manifeftation muft be far 
des tons attes , and that can be no other, than the Records of a Court of Juftice, or 
elfe Protefts and Proofs in due Form, that the Complainant was either too much 
delay’d, or elfe repulled, and could not be heard in Judgment. 

Fourthly , If the meaning of this Article be, that no other Inftance is to be made, 
but before the Ambaflador refiding here, and that he is to give his final Determina- 
tion within four Months, there would be much Difficulty in our prelent Cafe, if 
Mr. Martin were now to begin. For it being de Jure Gentium, that the Defendant be 
not concluded before he be neard, but that he have a competent Time to come in, 
if he pleafe, and anfwer for himfelf \ the Ambaflador, if he muft give his Sentence 
within four Months, would be forced to give it againft the Defendant, without 
hearing him, and without affetting him with a juft Contumacy ; and fuch a Sentence 
muft needs be ablolutely void and unjuft ; and the rather, that Perfons wholly in- 
nocent muft fulfer in the Execution. 

Nor would the latter Part of the Article thus underftood, be without its Conve- 
nience \ for putting the Cafe that an Enrlifhman has done the like Wrong to a 
Frenchman in the Indies, as the Sieur de Barr hath done to Mr. Martin , and that your 
Majefty had not an Ambaflador at this l ime in the French Court, in this Cale, the 
Frenchman , by this Article, were to repair hither, and to petition your Majefty for 
Redrefs , now upon Suppolal that this Article doth difpenfe with the Neceffity of. 
Proceeding iu the ordinary Judicatures here, the Frenchman muft have what he asks 
within four Months after the putting in of his Petition, or elfe his King would be 
at Liberty to grant Reprizals againft the Englijh, which would be a Confequer.ee 
lomewhat furprizing. 

So that upon the whole Matter, I do (with Submiftion) conceive, that a fingle 
lnftauce before a publick Minifter, by Petition, is not a fumcient Ground to plead 
Denial of Juftice ; there muft be Proceedings had in the Law Courts, before the In- 
ftance by Petition can be regularly begun, notwithftanding any Words in the 1 6 th 
Article of the Treaty. 

Yft this Article is not without a fpecial Benefit and Eafe to the Subjett ; fer'fehe 
Attendance of a Subjeft wronged, was anciently not limited to any Time, and the 
laft Scene of Appeal or Supplication to a foreign Prince, always proved more intri- 
cate and tedious than the firft, upon the ordinary Judicatures : For in the ordinary 
Judicatures, the Law of the Place would bring a diligent Complainant, either to a 
Sentence upon the Merits of his Caufe, or elfe to a warrantable Opportunity of Ap- 
pealing from the Delays of the Court ; but in Delays before the Prince or Council, 
there was no fuch Remedy, till iu this and other modern Treaties,theTime was limited 
to three or lour Months, beyond which, no Man is bound to wait for an Anfwer. 

So in your Ma jelly’s Treaty with the united Provinces at Breda, there are three 
Months allow’d for this Sort of Inftance, and three Months by Crommelfs Treaty 1 
with the French, but now there is one Month more added by this Treaty, whieftv, 
muft not, as I conceive, be underftood to be an Alteration of the General Courfe of 

• .Na 
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Nations, but rather an adjourning only of this kind of Rupture to a further Day,' 
'■m Favour of Peaccy and of a tenderer Amity between two fo mighty and Co near 
Allies : And lome fuch Precautions more than ordinary, have been frequently inferr- 
ed into the Treaties of thole Two Crowns, as in the Treaty of the Yearitfod, be- 
tween thole Kings of glorious Memoiy, your Majefty’s two Royal Grandfathers^ 
it is provided, that after all Formalities m Judgment, and all Inftances at Court 
uled, no Letters of Reprilal ihall iffue out, but that the Ambaffadors for that King- 
dom, againft which they are granted, be firft advertiled of them •, and that the Let- 
ters themlelves be in the Form intended, fubjefted to a publick View, and an open 
Debate in Council, before they be delivered out for Execution. 

As for the other Branch of your Majefty’s Command, touching what is fit to be 
done for Mr. Martyr?* Relief, 1 dare not offer your Majefty any Thing, leaft I Ihould 
take wrong Meafures, having not leen the Moft Chriftian King’s Orders, for the Refti- 
tution of die laft Ship feizea on by the Sieur de Bant ; nor been acquainted with the 
Inftances that your Majefty’s Officers in the Weft-Indies have made, for Reparation of 
his Damages made upon the firft Ship ; only I fear there can fcarce be auy Expedient 
effectual for this, and other the like Accidents, unlefs your Majefty and the Moft 
Chriftian King Ihall pleafe to commit 'the ftating of all Lofles, and the fatisfying 
for Depredations in thole diftant Parts, to certain Commiffioners on both Sides, 
reliding upon the Places of neareft Correfpondence in thole Parts. I mention this, 
becaule it was (if I am not miftaken) the Way whereby thele Sorts of Differences 
were effectually regulated between England and France in Queen Elizabeth’s Time. All 
which 1 do with all Humility fubmit, &c.

To the KING, and the Lords of His Majefty' s moft Honourable Privy 

Council. 

Maf it pleafe your Majefty, March i. 1 666. 

T HE Matter of Faft touching the Danifh Ship made Prize in Scotland , and fince 
arrefted at Newcastle, (whereof 1 am, in Obedience to your Majefty’s moft gra- 
cious Order in Council, to give an Account) ftands thus reprelented. 

i. That Lee and Smith, who claim this Ship and her Lading, obtained your Ma- 
jefty’s Licenle, dated Feb. 23. 1665. to bring Eaftland Commodities from Norway to 
London, in Foreign Bottoms, and having given Security (as your Majefty had dire&ed) 
in the Cuftom-Houfe , his Royal Highnels granted his Pafs, dated the iSth of the lame 
Month, to bring the St. Jacob of Larnick , the Ship in Qpeftion, from Norway hither ; 
but that Pals was not on Board, nor any Copy of it, at the Time of the Capture. 

2. That Murrey , a Privateer commiffioned in Scotland, took this Ship on theCoaft 
of Norway the ip th, and brought her into the Road of Leith the 29 th of June laft; 
that on the next Day after, the Skipper and Pilot were brought on Shoar, and exa- 
mined upon Oath before the Judge of the Admiralty (in a Tavern) at Leith ; and 
after Examination, Sentence patted to condemn the Ship and Lading as Prize the fame 
Day, .and in the fame Tavern. From which Sentence it does not appear that there 
is any Appeal depending. 

3. It is fworn by the Skipper here, that at the Time of his Examination before 
the Judge at Leith, he did upon his Oath acquaint him with the Intereft and Concern 
of Lee and Smith ; as alfo with what had been told him at Norway of your Majefty’s 
Licenle, and of his Royal Highnefs’s Pafs. And both the Pilot and Skipper depole, 
that they faid, upon both their Examinations, that they were bound with their Ship 
for London ; ■ but the Copies of thofe Examinations that are put into my Hands, 
mention nothing at all of thole Particulars, but do exprefly purport, that the Ship 
belonged to Norway \ that the Company were Danifh Subjefts ; that the Papers aboard 
her were the Skipper’s Papers, one of them being a Sea-brief from the Town of Lar- 
wiclj another, a Licenle from one of the Owners of the Lading, for the Mafter 
to fail whither he plealed for a good Market, none having Intereft in the Goods but 
himfelf, and other Danifh Subjefts. 

4. There is an Affidavit on Thompfon's Behalf, that this Sentence was palled 14 
Days before he came to Leith, that he hath aftually paid 1,300/. for this Prize, and 
hath a Bill of Sale, dated Aug. 12. from Murray. 

5. That the Ship being failed to Newcaftle, wa? arrefted in Point of Property by 
Lee Slid Smith, but is now in the Polfelfionof Thontpfon, upon Bail given in the Admi- 
ralty to reftore it, oranlwer the Value, incafelhe Ihould be .adjudged to them. 

“Jhf. Matter of Faft being thus, the Queftion is, whether, if Ihompfon do prove, 
f fo\. II. • Ddddd firft. 
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firft, t frp* he bought this Ship and Lading^ and hath bona fide paid for them : 2 dly^ 
that the Seller Murray had a Sentence of Condemnation given him by a competent 
Judge, and that Sentence be not appealed from, whether then the Court of Admiralty 
ought not to difmifs the Caufe, and leave Lee and Smith to their Remedy againft this 
Sentence, at the proper Tribunal of Appttil from it? 

Thb Arguments for the Affirmative, or for difmiffing the Caufe to Scotland , are, 

Firft, From the Rules of the Civil Law ; the ordinary Remedy againft a Sentence 
is, by way of Appeal : Every Sentence, after the Time limited to appeal from it, 
being to be taken fro veritate , or till it appear to be otherwife by the Sentence of a* 
competent Judge that ihall reverie it. That we are not competent in this Cafe is 
evident, in that there lies no Appeal hither from Scotland, and confequently that 
we have no Means to compel that Admiralty to tranfmit their Afts and Procefs 
hither ; yet without the View of them in their Origrhals, or eMe in Copies attefted 
by that Court, we cannot make a good Judgment upon the Merits of- this Sentence, 
the Nullities charged upon it being to be deduced out of the Afts and Proceedinjgs of ' 
Court, and the lnjuftice out of the Proofs as they lay 1 before that Judge. Neither 
of which we have, nor indeed can call before us, for want of Jurifdiftion, which is 
the Palis of all Judicial Proceedings. 

Secondly , From the Praftice of Civil Law Courts, which ordinarily intermeddle 
not with, nor infpeft the Merits of thofe Sentences that are given without the Li- 
mits of their Jurifdiftions. ’Tis a ruled Cafe, that one Judge muft not refule, upon 
Letters of Requcft, to execute the Sentence of another Foreign Judge, when the 
Perlons or. Goods fentenced againft are within his Jurifdiftion ; and if he do, his Su- 
perior muft compel him to it ; elfe it is a fufficient Ground for Reprilals againft the 
Territory: But it being debated in the Imperial Chamber of Spire , whether a Judge 
in this Cafe might not nidge of Nullities, or other Objections, againft a Sentence 
fo recommended to his Execution, it was relolved he might, and lufpend Execution 
if he (aw Caufe ; but he might not pronounce on thefe Nullities, or any Thing elfe 
that impugned the Sentence upon the Merits of the principal Caufe. 

3 dly, From the Ufage of the Weftem World; each Soveraignty avoiding, as much 
as may be, to break in upon, or interrupt one the other in their Judicial Proceedings ; 
as appears firft by the modern T reaties, which do moft of them provide, that Perlons 
wronged Ihall leek and purfue their Remedies in Law, (not at their own Homes, but) 
111 thofe Countries where the Wrongs have been done them. Secondly , By the avoyed 
Caufes of granting Reprifals, which are then only well granted, when all thelnftances, 
firft in the Courts of Judicature from the loweft to thehigheft, afterwards with the 
Prince himfelf, have been attempted and purfued without Succefs or Effeft. 

4 thly, From the peculiar Ufage touching the Property of Ships; the Parliament 
of Paris hath determined, that Ships are not recoverable Jure poflliminij , when they 
happen to return from an Enemy’s Poffeffibn to their true Owner’s Country ; and 
the Laws of Spain and Venice do allow their Property to be alter’d, (which agrees not 
with the ancient Law of Nations) even in the Hands of Pirates, lo as to veft legally 
in others, that derive bona fide from them. Now if the Property of Ships in Favour 
of Publick Commerce, can pafs without a Sentence, his Title whopurchafes under 
a Sentence, feems not regularly to be void, till the Sentence it felf be reverfed by 
a competent Authority. 

The Arguments for the Negative, and for adjudging the Sentence from Scotland into 
this Admiralty are, 

Firft, That the Sentence given in Scotland is null ipfo jure , as being a flat Contra- 
diftion to the Afts and Procefs it refers to ; their Sentence, on the one Side, pur- 
porting, that all Men intereffed were called ; the Procefs, on the other Side, being lo 
quick and tumultuary, that if any were called, there was no Poffibility that the 
Notice Ihould reach them. Though I do not conceive it was de Jure Gentium neeeflhry 
to call the Danes , who, as the Caufe flood, had no Defence to make ; yet if the Judge 
were acquainted (as it is fworn he was) with the Englifts Intereft, and with your 
Majefty’s Licenfe, and his Royal Highnefs’s Pafs, it was neceflary de Jure Gentium, to 
call the Eitgliflt there being no Law, Statute, or Ufage, that can dilpenfe with or 
liipply this Defeft. So here can be no Sentence; becaule there was no Citation. And 
if lb, the Property is entire where it was before the Capture. That Proofs of this 
kind of Nullity are admilfible before a Judicature otherwife incompetent, a Cafe not 
unlike this before the Parliament of Paris feems to warrant. For when a Sentence 
given n Venice againft a French Subjeft, was, upon Letters of Requeft from Venice, to 
be executed in France ; the Parliament declared they would not examine the Merits 
Ot the principal Caufe, becaufe the Venetians (find they) would befurefo have their 
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Revenge on them iu the like Occafions; but they would and did examine whether 
the Frenchman had been proceeded againft upon due Summons, and according to the 
Stile ot Venice, (which when they found,) they executed the Sentence. 

Anothhr Argument is, that Thompfon's Title being in Dilute, he may, by Way of 
Denunciation, as the Civil Law directs, call Murray to affift him in defending it; if 
Murray do appear (the Way of calling him effeftually is by Letters of Requeft to the 
LordsofSefUons) he muft make it out, that his Sentence was fuch, as could and did 
tranfire in rtm judicatam , which a Sentence that is null ipfo Jure can never do; if he 
does not appear, the Admiralty here ought to adjudge the Ship to the firft Pro- 
prietor; and Thompfon muft be left to his A&ion, for evifting the Value paid from 
Murray in the Courts of Scotland. . 

The Arguments tor dilmifling the Caufe hence are, as I humbly conceive, calcu- 
lated tor the Rigours of the Civil Law, and the Pretenfions of diftinft Sovereignties ; 
but they do imply a particular Milchief to Lee and Smith, in putting them to a long 
Run into Scotland , which is againft the Nature of fummary Proceedings, in the ma- 
naging of which there is no more de Jure Gentium effential to the Juftice of them, 
than to hear all Parties, and to give every Man his own, tho’ he happen to be in the 
wrong, as to the Manner and Form of his Demand. 

The Arguments on the other Side, for judging the Ship where ’tis found, have more 
of natural Equity in them ; yet they infer an unavoidable Milchief to Thompfon. For 
if this Sentence in Scotland were declared null, Thompfon would be undoubtedly well 
founded to recover his Money by Way of Eviftion againft Murray in thole Courts; 
but if it be reverled here, Murray's Plea is obvious, that our Sentence here was null 
and a meer Collufion between Thompfon and the Claimers. Beiides, thefe Arguments 
l'cem to favour a general Inconvenience, which is, the interfering of one Turifdiftion 
with another, as the Thing in Controverfie happens to come within their reach, 
which muft be the rife of perpetual Broils and Reprifals : And it would be of ill 
Conlequence to our Commerce here; if it were not fufficient for the Buyer of a 
Holland Pri> • (for Inftance) iu London, to produce the ret judicata of this Admiralty, 
when b • ' e arrefted in Flanders* upon a Property pretended before the Capture, 
with .hg forced to prove in that Country, that Sentence paired here upon good 
Evidence and in due Form. If we were at the fame Dilemma with the Spaniard (for 
Inftance) we pronouncing the Sentence of his Admiralty null, and adjudging a Ship 
from a Poffeffor under his Sentence to a Claimer in our Jurifdiftion, he would, 1 
fuppofe, appeal from that Sentence ; and if we juftified it, yet he would come at laft 
to Reprizals; for he would have this to fay, that the Sentence we refeinded here, 
ihould have been appealed from and examined in Spain, where it was given. We can- 
not in this Cafe fay, he has denied us Juftice, becaufe we did not purfue the utmoft 
Appeal- but he will fay, we have done him wrong, in reviewing a Sentence that lay 
not before us by Way of Appeal. If he on the other Side will refufe to review or 
reverfe this Sentence, that aggrieves our Claimer, we have (after the ufual Inftance 
made) an unqueftionable Occafion given us for Reprizals. 

Reprisals are the ratio ultima Rcpim^ but there can be none in the Cafe now before 
us - your Majefty being the common Father of both Countries. Tis therefore poffi- 
ble* your Majefty may pleafe to defeend lo far, as to avocate this Caufe to your 
own Royal Cognifance, and to pronounce upon the Merits of it; whereby both Par- 
ties will have all the Reafon imaginable to acquiefce in the Judgment, which will 
be not only juft, but fpeedy, and yet no Pretence at all to difpute the Tribunal, fmee 
’tis the Fountain and the Life of both thofe Judicatures they contend for. All 
which 1 do humbly fubmit to your Majefty’s Royal Wifdom.

J Have, in Obedience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Order in Council, confulted 
with Mr. Attorney and Mr. SolUcitor General, touching a Remedy againft the 
rbarous Spoils and Rapines uied upon the Sea Coafts, when Ships happen to be caft 
away l'o as the Goods are faved and brought alhore; as alfo touching the fitteft 
Courle to be taken for the preventing or Satisfying of the Imbezzlement and Spoil 
complained of by the French Ambaflador. . . , , 

For a general Remedy in thefe Cales, Mr. Attorney and Mr. Sollicitor are both of 
Opi/on. that thele barbarous Ufages muft be punifted and reftrained either by a new 
At/of Parliament, or elfe by an Information in his Majefty’s Court of King’s Bench, 
a Jinft the OlVenders ; I will only crave Liberty to add, that fuch Riots and Mifde- 
y u l, ji. • D d d d d l meanours 
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meanours being begun within the High-water Mark, (tho’ afterwards continued upon 
tie Land) have been heretofore puniln’d in the Admiralty, as the proper Court for it, 
or elle by the ordinary Commiilious of Oyer and Terminer, upon the Statute 28 tb of 
King Hen. VIII. ^ 

But in Cafe a new A Ct to that Purpofe fhould not go on, and fince an Information 
will reach Offenders in one County and tor one Fad; only \ I moft humbly offer to your 
Majefty that which I conceive, with Submiffiori, to be the ancient marine Law of 
England, to be confidered how far it may be review’d, and put into vigorous Execu- 
tion, in Order to prevent the Milchicf now growing every Day more and more, to 
the Reproach of the Englifh Juftice and Humanity. 

1 ft, I do, under your Majefty’s Correction, conceive, that in Ships wreckt, fuch as 
this of the Salvador was (which is a diftinfl Thing from Wreccum Maris • where nei- 
ther Mail nor other Creature elcapes alive, the judgment whereof the Admiral claims 
not) the halving, gathering up, and fafe keeping of all Goods caft aihoie where any 
clcape alive, belongs to your Majefty’s High- Admiral and his Deputies, exclufively 
of all Lords of Mannour, and all others whatfoever, the Mafter and the Owner of the 
Ship and the Goods ho caft away, as alio the Ship’s Crew, ouly excepted) and that 
no Ferfon whatfoever, not authorized by the Admiral or his Deputy, or elle efpe- 
cially requefted by liich Mafter, or Owners in Diftrels, ought to intermmeddle with 
lalviug or taking into their Cuftody fuch Goods. 1 he Admiral being not only de 
Ju>e lommuni , relponfible to the Proprietors for all the Embezzlements, but alio to 
your Majefty and the Crown, for all Breaches of Treaty or Reprizals, that may be 
the ElfeCl and Gnilequence of fuch Spoil and Rapines. 

idly , That all Sales made by Matters or Mariners in fuch Diftreffes, (excepting of 
fuch 1 liings as are their own in Property) are abl'olutely null and void in Law. And 
that all fhatter’d Ships and Shipwreck’d Goods fo bought, where there does not, 
either a iperial Procuration, or elfe a Decree from the Admiralty intervene, are to 
be feized upon, as bona firatici capta , and taken into the Cuftody of the Admiral 
Irom the Buyer, to the Ufe of the true Proprietor. 

idly. That by the Law of all Nations, the Sea-ihore is and ought to be common, 
and that there is no Foundation in Law or juftice to pretend to a right of hindring 
the Officers of the Admiral or the Owners from coming on the bordering Grounds, 
in Order to lave Mens Lives or Goods, in fuch Extremities, as I hope it will upon 
Enquiry appear to be. 

Ir this be Law, if that the Rabble be hindred from meddling, the Neighbours from 
buying, and the Landlords from claiming Droits andUl'ages warrantable by no I, aw, 
the Iulolepcies of the People upon the Coafts would be quickly reduced to Reafon ; 
and ’tis to be hoped, that the old La\w of England, fully declared, and vigoroully vin- 
dicated in theft three Points, would effeCt all that can be expeCted in theft Cafes. 

As for the Spoil and Damages in this Cafe of the Salvador , Mr. Attorney and Mr. 
Sollicitor are of Opinion, that they may be fued for, either in your Majefty’s Courts 
at common Law, or elle in the Admiralty ; only if the Suit be in the Admiralty, 
’tis probable, that there will be need of your Majefty’s lnterpoia! againft Prohibi- 
tions in this Cafe, and lo much the more, that it would be very hard for a Stranger 
todilpute over and try our Jurifdiftion before he does his ownCaufe, and that the 
firft T ryal may, as it often happens, prove more chargeable than the laft. 

For it will be obvious for the Defendants in this Caufe to fuggeft, that the Da- 
mage, if any, was done upon the Land, out of the Admiral’s jurildiCtion ; but the 
Truth iu all Probability will prove to be, that the Spoils of this Kind were but a 
Continuance of the Riot, Force, and Pillage, begun below the high-Water Mark, 
within the undoubted Jurifdiftion of the Admiral. However, having the Authority 
of two Rich eminent Perfons in the Law, that this Caufe of Spoil is cognifablc in 
the Admiralty •, I will only add befides, that it has been always fo, till fome fate 
Interruption ^ it is not without a fpecial Eale and Satisfaction to a foreign Plantiff, 
that he fhall have the Benefit of the fame marine Laws here, that we are judged by 
in his Country ; and inftead of entring as many Actions of Trover and Converfion, 
as there-are Parties to the Spoil, and Proprietors of the Ship and Goods (it may be 
an hundred or more Actions at Common Law) the Mafter, in the Name of him- 
felf, his Setters but, and Freighters, need not enter any more than one Angle Action 
in the Admiralty, where one Hearing, Plea, orTryal, and one Sentence, (as well in 
Vacation as in Term Time) will determine the whole Affair. * 

Bu i this being an extraordinary Cafe, and the Moft Chriftian King being whplly 
and lolely concerned in this Rapine, ’tis poffible your Majefty may not think proper to 
ptit his Excellency' the Frrwc/j. Ambaffedor to any further Trouble j but having heard 

and 
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and examined iu your Royal Prefence the whole Matter of Fall, which has no Co- 
lour of Excufe for it, you will pleafe to judge in it according to yourPferbgative, 
and your own moft Royal Judgment. For if the meaneft of theFrench may expe& not 
only Safety and Prote&ion, but all the Advantages that may be expelled from a 
faithful Neighbour by a folemn and fecure Peace ; the Prince himfelf, having more 
Intereft than any of his Subjells in thole Treaties, ought to have all the Reparation^ 
and in the moft fpeedy Way, that fuch a hbftile barbarous Outrage is capable oE All 
which, &c. *'

May it flea/e your Majefty , 

H AVING, in Obedience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Order of the 15 tb of 
June laft, had the feveral Demands hereunto annexed, (which his Royal High- 
nels’s Commiilioners have reprefented unto your Majefty, as Dues and Pcrquifites 
belonging unto the Lord High Admiral) under Confederation and Debate, 1 do now, 
with the deepeft Humility and Submiflion pofiible, lay at your Majefty’s Feet my 
Recollections upon the whole Matter. 

In the Firfi Demand : Such Ships as are actually in the King’s Service, and under 
his Pay, are to be excepted, as I humbly conceive ; otherwife they will be in a Con- 
dition more bounded and reftrained than the private Men of War, who are exprefly 
commiflioned to feize in Port as well as upon the open Sea ; and the Lord Admiral 
giving this Power to private Men of War, not virtute officii , but by a fpecial Com- 
miflion, the King who grants it, cannot be thought to intend the fixclufion of his 
own Ships from that Liberty, which others do enjoy by vertue of his Commiffion to 
the Admiral, fiuce the King’s Prerogative of feizing Enemies Goods Jure belli , or 
reprifaliarum t is ftill concurrent with that of the Lord Admiral within his Jurifdiftiori. 

Ir it be laid, that the Lord Admiral, in Confideration of his Tenths from private 
Men of War, imparts unto them this Right peculiar to himfelf in Port, it may be 
replied, that this Right in Port doth not appear to be in the Lord Admiral, to the 
Prejudice of the King’s own Ships, either by Patent or by Prefcription. Not by 
Patent, for the Words Bona inimitorum cajufortuito referta , do refer as well to the open 
3leas, (and there the Lord Admiral claims not againft the King’s Ships) as to the 
Ports : Not by Prefcription, for in the two Prefioents, which is all that I yet find 
of Enemies Goods feized in Port, and adjudged tb the Lord Admiral, it does' not ap- 
pear by whom the Seizure was made, in the one at Swanzey j and it is exprefs the 
Vice Admiral made the other in the Ifle of Wight. 

To the Second Demand : What is here demanded, I take to be the Lord Admiral’s 
juft Right \ for tho* Enemies Goods are by the Law of Nations his forthwith that 
takes them •, yet the prefent Practice of the moft civil and puiflant (Sovereignties of 
the World hath fiiperfeded this Law •, and the Title to Enemies Goods is veiled in 
the Prince, and from him derived, as other Regalia are, and fometimes, as in this 
Caie, annexed to inferior Jurildiftions. Befldes, fuch Goods muft be reputed to be 
Cafu fortuito referta , and in that Notion they are the Lord Admiral’s : Otherwife the 
Taker will not be able to juftifie his Capture*, nor can they be adjudged Prize but 
Upon Suit in the Lord Admiral’s Name, who in this Cafe ufually gratifies the Taker 
with a Share, in Proportion to his Hazard and Pains. 

To the "third Demand : If by prohibited Goods, are meant Goods forbidden to 
be imported and exported, it does not appear, that the Statutes concerning Trade, 
Navigation, and the Cuftoms, have left any Thing undifpofed of in the Cafe, if 
by. forfeited Goods are meant the Goods of Felons, and T raitors to the Crown, they 
are within the Lord Admiral’s Patent, by whomfoever they are feized within his 
Jurifdiftion. 

To the Fourth Demand : The Ships and Goods of Pirates, I do humbly conceive 
to be the Lord Admiral’s, as alio all Goods piratically taken from the King’s Subjells 
or Friends, (the Cuftody of them belonging to the Lord Admiral) in cafe they be 
not legally claimed within the Year: And this, tho’ the Pirate mould be lubdued 
and brought in by the King’s own Ships \ for there are Prefidents (befides that thefe 
Goods are in the Lord Admiral’s Patent, are) very full and appolite to this Effeft. 
As to the nice Queftion here railed, viz. whether a King’s Man of War mattering a 
JMrate, who hath an Enemy’s Ship in his Pofleflion, is to carry away the Enemy for 
the King, quitting the Pirate to the Lord Admiral ? 1 do, with Submiflion to better 
Judgments, anfwer, that the Pirate’s Occupancy, though it be for never lb long a 

Time, 
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Time, doth not alter or extinguilh the Property in his Prize ; which if it did, then 
might the Pirate make a legal Transference of his Poflelfion to another : This a juft 
Enemy can, a Pirate cannot do. The King therefore being gotten by this cafual Sei- 
zure into the Poflelfion of his Enemy’s Goods, that common Maxim leems to take 
Place, viz.- Afelior eft Conditio foftidentis • 

To the %th Demand : There is no mention in the Lord Admiral’s Patent of thole 
Tenths, nor is there any conftant uninterrupted Cuftom alledged for them, except- 
ing in theCaleof private Men of War, from whom the l ord Admiral doth receive 
his Tenths. That the Earl of Warwick had them given him by the late Ufurpers, 
from the Publick Ships likewife, is yet freili in Memory ; and that after they had 
extinguilhed the Name and Office of Admiral, (as much as in them lay) they le- 
queftred the Tenths, as a diftinft Thing in the Provenue of their Prizes, and applied 
them to different Ules from the reft. 

As for the ancienter Prefidents, the Exchequer is more likely to afford them, if 
there be any, than the Court of Admiralty ; only it appears by the Black Book in the 
Admiralty, (which certainly is ancienter than K. Edward HI. Time) that the Admirals 
(for then there were 3 or 4 together) had their Dues and Perquifites eftabliflied unto 
them in Time of War. An Admiral had, while upon the King’s Service by Sea or 
Land, 4 s. a Day ; if a Knight, vir. viii d\ if a Baronet, xiii s. iv d. if an Earl, more, 
an hundred Marks a quarter ; four regard de trente homines d’armes, thole are the Words, 
a j. a Day for every Chevalier ; 1 s. to every Ecuyer ; 6 d. to every Archer on Board 
him. Befides, he had Shares (and the Word Shares is ftil J in his Patent) in all Prizes, 
whether taken by Ships in the King’s Pay, or by private Adventurers ; other Perqui- 
fites he had not worth the mentioning, becaufe proportioned to the Rate of Money, 
and to the Tenuity of thofe Times. The Lord Admiral hath, it leems, none of 
thole petty Perquifites at this Day ; yet it cannot, I think, be denied, but that he 
has a Right unto them, or to lomething elfe in lieu of them, both virtute ofticiiy and 
by the Words of his Patent, which gives him all the Rights and Emoluments of his 
Place, in as full and ample Manner as any of his Predeceflors enjoyed them. But 
how the Appointment in the Black Book came to be dilufed, does not appear by 
any Memorial that 1 can find in the Admiralty ; if it were changed into Tenths, it 
was pollibly in conformity to the French Model, where the Admiral for his Support, 
and in Consideration of the Dignity of his Place, and the Importance of his Service, 
had in the Year 1 584. fon droit de diz.ieme ; it was then a Right eftablifhed, not a 
new Acquifition, and by Edift confirmed unto him, not only of all Prizes whatloever, 
but of all Priloners too, and that fvivant Its ancitmes ordonances , as by the Edift at 
large doth appear ; and the Benefit of this Precedent, as I conceive, was enjoyed by 
the Prince of Orange in the fame kind. Edift. Hen. III. 17 Afril 1 584. 

To the Sixth Demand : Here again, under Correftion, the King’s Men of War 
are to be excepted ; for the modern Praftice hath in moft Places determined the 
Point of Relcue, otherwife than it was in ancient Times. For if an Enemy carries 
away (for inftance) an Englishman's Ship intra fraftdia , or elle lb poflefles it for 24 Hours 
together, that the Enemy is not purlued after, nor the Lofer in any probable Hopes 
of recovering his own, this Ship ihall be adjudged a good Prize to him that ihall 
retake it from the Enemy, and Ihall not be reftored upon Claim. As for Salvage, 
when a Ship happens to be relcued within 24 Hours, I have met with one Precedent, 
where ’tis paid to the Admiral upon a Refcue from a Pirate ; nor can I lay but it is 
lb too (tho’ the Relcuer has it in France ) when the Refcue is from a juft Enemy. 

To the Seventh Demand : Goods call out by way of Jaftm are not Derelifts. How- 
ever, the Lord Admiral having theCuftody of all Jetlons andFlotfbns, asthefeare, 
they are his by Prclcription, if not claimed within the Year, tho’ they Ihould belong 
to Friends. But if they belong to Enemies, they become his immediately. "For be- 
ing prefcntcd in his Court as Bona inimicorum , inftead of the Cuftody of them, the 
Dominion and Property of them veils in him, as being granted him by Patent. Yet 
if this Jaftm be made in flying from an Enemy, and the Purifier do take up the 
Goods thrown out, they are his, I conceive, and not the Lord Admiral’s : They 
are Part of the lawful Prey he purfued, and as juftly his as if he had overtaken the 
whole; the Purifier’s Right commencing (as in the known Inftance of fera vulnerata ) 
from that very Moment wherein the Enemy is, by the Imprelfions of the Purfuit, 
dilabled to carry away his Goods any further. 

To the Eighth Demand : The Anlwer is much the fame. That Thing cannot be 
a Derelict iu the Notion of the Civil Law, which the Owner quits through great Fearjc 
altogether aaaiuft his Will and Intention. ’Tis not enough that he leave.it fine 
/ r. trtcnji , but lie mull leave it fine animo revertendi ; at leaftwile the Thing mull be 
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fWbng a Time without a Po/Teflor, that the true Owner /hall be prefumed to have 
*fren over all Thought of it : Which makes fome learned Men of Opinion, that the 
Laws in the Digefts upon the Title of Dere lifts, are now become oblolete and difuled. 
So far are People (lay they) now a-days from leaving voluntarily behind thein Things 
that are their own. 

Hqwbv^r, Ships and Goods, in the Cafe at prefent depending, would and ought to 
be pronounced the Lord Admiral’s, againft all Perfons whatloever, excepting the 
Puriuera ; whole very', Purfuit doth Jvrt Belli begin their PolTelliou. The Gallies of 
Malta warfting thofe, of the Turks, purfued them fo dole, that at laft, in order to 
efcape the Maltefes Hands, the Turks threw themfelves upon the Hland Corfica, where 
the Iflanders (being likewile in Hoftility with the Turks) feized them and their Ships, 
as a lawful Prey fallen into their Hands. The learned Lawyers of that Time being 
coidulted on this Cafe, gave their Judgments againft the Illander9 of Corjica, as hav- 
ing wrongfully taken from the Malttfes what they had already in a manner feized and 
were in Poflemon of; adding, that an Enemy may be truly faid to be polIeHcd of his 
Prey or his Prifoner (fometimes before he lays hold of them) even then when he hath 
fo difabled thp one, or compared the other, that there are no Means left to avoid 
coming into his Hands. 

Besides, this very Cafe is determined in the French Ordinances of the Admiralty : 
The. Admiral being direfted, in cafe the Company do, for fear of a Man of War, all 
abandon their Ship, and fave themlelves in their Boat, to fequefter their Prize : If 
upon Information it appear to belong unto Friends, who are here fuppofed to be put 
fometimes into fuch Streights ; but if the Likelihood be, that it belong unto Ene- 
mies, the Takers are to have it upon Bail, and to reftore it, or the Value, in cafe a 
Property be made out to be in Friends ; and in this cafe Tenths only are relerved 
to the Admiral. Whereas if it were a Derelift in the Modem Notion, he Jhould 
have his Thirds, which is the French Admiral’s Share, in all Ships and Merchandizes 
taken up floating upon the Seas. All which, &c.

the "Earl of Arlington, upon Sir P.Pet’j Queries about the Lord 

Admirals Rights . 

Ml Lord, Admiralty, March J. itftfy. 

I Have, in Obedience to your Lordfhip’s Commands, communicated Sir Peter Pet's 
Queries here inclofed to Sir R. Wtjeman , his Majefty’s, and Sir IT. Tamer j his 
Koyal Highnefs’s Advocate ; the Refiilt and Debate we had upon them was this : 

Firfly We do all agree, that his Majefty has not any Intereft in fuch Ships and 
Goods belonging to Enemies, as are taken and brought in by any of his Majefty’s 
Subjects, who are not imployed either in the King’s Ships, or in private Men of War ; 
we differ only in this Circumftance, Sir RdVifeman is of Opinion, fuch Ships and Goods 
ought to be adjudged to the Taker ; Sir W. Turner and my felf, to the Lord Admi- 
ral, among other Cafualia Maris given him by Patent ; it being left to the Lord High 
Admiral to reward the Taker in Proportion to his Hazard and Pains. 

2 dty, We agree, that Enemies Ships that come in voluntarily to his Majefly’s 
Ports, or are driven in thither by Strels of Weather, or other Accidents, do belong 
to the Lord High Admiral, if his Officers, or thofe of the Cuftom-Houfe, (or indeed 
any other) do leize them. This Sir R. Wifeman would have underflood to be without 
Prejudice to the King’s Men of War, if they fhould happen to be the firft Seizers ; 
and Sir IV. Turner is contented it fhould be fo, provided the Men of War do make 
this Seizure in the Purluit of an Enemy putting himfelf into Port, or elfe when they 
happen to meet an Enemy as they are going out of the Port. And this Reftriftion 
I do ;dfo fubmit to, as very reafonable in the Cafe. 

Laftly^As to Ships and Goods quitted and forfaken by the Enemy, in order to 
avoid the Hands of a Purluer, Sir \V. Turner is of Opinion, the Lord High Admiral 
ought to have them as Dere lifts, tho’ they come into the Purfiier’s Hands before 
any other. Sir R. \Vifeman and my felf, unaer Correftion, do differ from this Opi- 
nion ; conceiving that in this Cafe they are the Takers, ( whether the King’s Men of 
War or Privateers) and ought to be reputed his lawful Prey, no lefs than if he had 
eveu taken the Enemy on Board. Thelmpreffion of his Purfuit having been the 
foie Reafon that the Ship (however the Enemy himfelf efcaped) fell into his Hands* 
To this Effeft, My Lord, we have each of us already delivered our Opinions in 
Writing upon thefe Points, which his Majefty was gracioufly pleafed to give a Hear- 
ing to at Oxford , in order (as we then conceived) to interpofe his own Royal Determi- 
nation in thele and fome other Points. I have 
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I have not varied a Tittle, My L o r d s, in this Report I make of the Senfe ofboth^ 
the Advocates, from what 1 apprehend to be their true meaning at our Debate, tho* 

I may po/Cbly have miftaken, to whofe Opinion I do not either joyn nor oppofe mine 
own, but with all Submiilion polfible to better Judgments, as becomes. My Lords, &c.

To the Right Honourable the Lords of His Majeftys mofl Honourable Privy 
Council, appointed as a Committee for Trade and Plantations . 

My Lords, 

I Have, in Obedience to your Lordfhips Command, perufed the Proofs and Papers 
that are put into my Hands, touching the two Ships (the Andrew and the Port- 
land) arrefted and detained, together with their relpeftive Ladings, in the Port of St. 
Male's, in the Year 1644. _ < 

1. It is depofed by feveral Witneffes, examined ad perpetuam Rei mtmoriam hi the 
Court of Admiralty, in the Year 1649, That George Strle, and Franeu Toppe, Englifh 
Merchants, refiding at St. Malo\ had, about the Month of May KS44, laden certain 
Quantities of Linen Cloth, and other Merchandize of great Value, in the two Ships 
aboveuamed, in the Port of St. Malo's, to be thence tranlported to the relpettive Ports 
of London and Southampton. Touching the Owners and the Coniignataries of the Goods 
lb laden, one of the Witnefles, viz. Peter Strle , laith, that Geo. Strle, Fran. Toppe , and 
Company, were Owners and Pofleflors of the laid Goods, and luch commonly re- 
puted } and that the faid Goods were to be deliver’d at London and Southampton, to 
their Ufe. Another Witnels, Dan. Serle, fays no more, but that Geo. Serle, and Fran. 

\ toppe, , having the laid Goods in their Poifelfion, laded them to be tranlported to 
London and Southampton, for the Account of the Englijh Merchants. This Variation I 
do humbly offer to your Lordfhips Obfervation, becaufe I find the 3d Witnels (there 
being no more than three examined) filent, as to the Propriety and Confignation j 
and becaufe the Hoftility, then flagrant in thofe Ports again ft his late Majefty, may ' 
lomewhat alter the Cafe j if the Propriety of the Goods were not vefted in Sir Fran. 
Toppe, and fuch others as were not obnoxious, by their adhering to the two Hou. 
les at Weftminfter. 

2. It is depofed, that the faid Ship being laden, and ready to fail for the laid 
Ports, were arrefted in the Road near St. Maids, at the Inftance of Peter Filiafier 
and Kirrowin, Irijhmen born, but then Inhabitants of St. Maid s ; and that the Goods 
laden in them, as aforefaid, were unladen the very lame or next Day that the 
Ships were arrefted, and feme of them were feen in Kirrowin's Cellar. 

3. The only Pretence and Suggeftion then alledged for this Arreft was, that the 
laid Filiafler and Kirrowin had luftained Lofles and Damages in their Trading to and 
from Ireland by the Parliament Ships, (then fo called) and that Kirrowin had fuftain- 
ed l.olfes in Ireland by the Parliament. 

4. That the Warrant and Authority by which the laid Arreft was made, 
iffued out from the Parliament of Rennes in Bretaign \ and that the interefled in .the 
laid Ship and Ladings, had made Applications and lnftances to the faid Parliament 
at Rennes , and to the publick Minifters at Paris, in Order to be free from the laid 
Arreft, but without any Relief or Redrels , the interefled having long and in vain 
(yet not without great Expence) lollicited the taking off the laid Arreft, were forced 
and conftrained to pay, and did pay down 33,000 Livres Toumois , to the Ufe, ami 
towards the fatisfying of the laid Filiafier and Kirrowin, in their Pretenflons, before 
they could obtain a Relaxation of the laid Ship and Goods. 

5. That the Judges and Officers, who did put in Execution the Arreft of the Par- 
liament of Rennes, did refufe to give Copies to the interefled, of fuch Order* and 
Writings as concerned the faid Arreft *, tho’ there was a legal Demand, and a tender 
made of fuch Fees, as could be reafonably asked for the Copies. Nor was there 
any Note or Receipt given for the 33,000 Livres fournois paid down, tho’ it was 
earneftly prefled. 

6 . That the Lofles and Damages luftained by Realon of the laid Arreft and De- 
tention, as alfo of the Expences conlequent thereto, are depofed by one of the Wit- 
nefles, to amount to 1000 /. Sterling j by the other, to almoft double. It appears 
further, by the Regiftry of the Court of Admiralty, that in Confideration of the 
Damages and Injuries abovementioned. Letters pf Marque and Reprizal againft the 
French were, by a Warrant bearing date 10 Jan. 1649. from thofe who called than* 
felves the Council of State, diretted to iflue out of the Admiralty to Geo. Strle ahd 

“ I 'rah. 
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Fran. Tcfpe ; and the laid Letters were i/fued out accordingly under the great Seal of 
that Court, and that the Damages of the interefled are laid in that Warrant to 
amount to 1000/. Sterling. 

As to Sir Fran. Topfes Petition to his Ma jelly, that which is foggefted in it is, as I 
humbly conceive, an undeniable Truth, viz.. That it is againll common Right, to feize 
the Goods of one Man (in a Cale as this is) for the Debt or Trefpafs of another, un- 
lels it be by Vertue of Reprizals duly obtained, according to the Law and Courle of 
Nations ; that is, after due Inftance firft made before the Tribunals, and to the So- 
vereign, of the wrong Doer, and after Denial of Juftice, all Solemnities in demanding 
. it being firft obferved. But luppofing there had been Letters of Marque and Reprizals 
actually ilfued out againll the Englijh f for the Wrongs done to Filiafier and Kirrmm t yet 
this Arreft and Seizure being made in Port, is cxprefly againll leveral Treaties be- 
tween this Crown and that of France , viz., that of aiugufi 29. 1610, and that of March 
*29. 1632. whereby it is provided, , that no Letters of Marque, tho* iffued out upon 
the juftell Grounds imaginable, ihall be executed upon the Goods or Perlons of the 
Subjells of either Prince, while they are within the Ports, Roads, or Harbours of the 
other, unlefs they happen to light on the wrong Doers themfelves, or their proper 
Goods, which, it leems, was never pretended againll Sir Fran. Toppe in this Cafe. All 
which is humbly fubmitted, &c.

To His Royal Highnefs. 

May it pleafe your Royal Highnefs , Detm . 7 . 

T HE 25 th Article of his Majefty’s Orders (now made an Aft of Parliament) lor 
the Government of his Navies runs thus : That Care be taken in the condufting 
and fleering the Ships, that through Wilfulnefs, Negligence, or other Defaults, none 
of his Mil jelly’s Ships be ftranded or run upon any Rocks or Sands, lplit or hazarded, 
updn Pain that fuch as Ihall be found guilty therein, be punilhedby Fine,Imprifonment, 
or Otherwile, as the Offence, by a Court Martial, Ihall be adjudged todeferve. 

But the laft Claufe in this Aft provides, that the Court Martial ihall puniihnone 
for Crimes and Offences provided againll in his Majefty’s Orders, but fuch only as 
have been committed by fuch Perlons as ihall be in aftual Service and Pay in his Ma- 
jefty*s Fleets or Ships of War. Whether the Pilot that loft the King’s Ship, be ex- 
empted from a Court Martial by this Clauie, I am not to determine ; the judges of 
the Common Law claiming the Right of interpreting of Afts of Parliament ; yet with 
all Submiifion, I do conceive, this Load-Manager had the Charge and Government 
of this Ship, as entirely committed to him here, as any Pilot could have it on the 
main Sea ; and confequently, that he is within the Letter and Meaning of this Article. 
For it is not to be doubted, but that a Man may be as aftually (to all Intents of Faith- 
fulness, Care, and Obedience) in the King’s Service and Pay for half a Day, as for 
half a Year, from Dover to the Downs in a Hoye t as from the Downs to the Eaft- 
Indies in a Frigat. 

BGt if the Court Martial Ihould not think fit to intermeddle in this Buiinefs ; there 
is a Commiflion of Oyer and Terminer now on Foot in the Admiralty, by which your 
Royal Highnefs and the Commiftioners are impowered to enquire of, try, and puniih all 
Manner of Crimes and Offences committed within your Jurifdiftion, not only thole 
againll the Laws and Statutes of this Land, but thole alfo committed againll the Laws 
and Statutes and Ordinances (thole are the Words) of his Majefly’s High Court of 
Admiralty. 

To that Elfeft, one of the Articles given in Charge to the Jury, (as it was agreed 
on i n that famous Inquifition in Edw. III. Time, 1375. at Queenborough) runs thus, 
in the uftgmal in the Black Book of the Admiralty. 

u Item, eft fctablie pour couftume de Mer, que ft une nef eft perdu par la defaulte 
“ d’un Lodeman ; Les Mariners peuvent, s’il leur plaift, amener le Lodeman a la Guil- 
** dak ou une autre lieu & coupper la tite ; Ians qu’en apres le Maltre ou nul de les 
“ Mariners (bit tenu de refpondre devant a (cun autre Juge •, pareeque le Lodeman 
ct fill grand trahilon & Ion entreprize de Lodmanager. Et cell le Jugement ence cafe. 

“ Item, loit enquis de Lodelmen qui prennent lur eux Lodemanage ; laquelle ils 
ne f^auroient perfoumier ^ parquoy nef & efte pert ou homme mort.** 

With this Judgment, agrees exaftly the ancient Cuftom of the Levant Seas in 
this Cale; but the modem Writers have cried down this brisk Kind of Proceeding, 
as not reconcileable with the grave and lolcmn Forms of Juftice. And an Engltjk 
Jury wiH n^ver underftand any Thing to be Felony (l mean to deferve Death for 
,its Punilhment) but to hat is known and determined to be fo, either by the Common 
IL. Eeeee Law 
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I, aw of England, or elfe by feme Statute of the Realm. So that it is not likely this 
Offender will be punifh’d in a Court of Oyer and Terminer in Proportion to his De- 
merit. That which 1 humbly conceive would approach neareft to it, would be a 
Confinement or a Drudgery (if any fuch were in Law) like that iu the Gallies abroad, 
which would ftrike a Terror to fuch bold Undertakers, and in a good Degree mor- 
tifie thefe two Olfeuders. All which, &c.

To the Right Hon . the Lords Comtnijfmcrs of Trizes. 

My Lords, attgtft *^7*. 

I T appears by Affidavit, that there is a Bark in the Port of Eye, which belongs to 
Barnftaple in Devonjhire , and is called The Laurel Tree. It was freighted out tor a 
Voyage to Newfoundland, and thence to the Coaft of Spain, by. a Charter Party which 
hath been fhewed me, bearing Date the 1 3 th of June laft. The Agent for Prizes in the 
Port of Rye, advifes the Owners in the Weft of its being taken by a Dutch Caper, 
and retaken again, (but he doth not fay by whom) and brought into Rye upon the 
16 th ot the laft Month : My humble Opinion is ftill the fame that I have had the 
Honour to deliver, with all Submiffion, formerly to your Lordihips upon the like 
Occafion ; that this Ship ought to be reftored by the Refcuer to the Proprietors, 
Salvage being firft paid to the Lord High Admiral, and a Quantum Meruit of the 
Salvage fo paid, ought to be apportioned to the Refcuer, by the Court of Admiralty, 
in Cate it be not fettled by mutual Agreement. And tho’ this Refcuer ihould hap- 
pen to be a Privateer, and not a King’s Man of War, yet the Law (uppofes him to 
be arm’d for the Proteftion of the King’s Subjects, and their Goods ; nor can it be 
objected, that it is at his own Charges, iiuce he is lure of a Quantum Meruit. There 
is no l'uch Thing (as 1 humbly conceive) as Droit de Guerre, or Law of Arms, that 
ought to obtain or to be prattifed by one Englifhman againft another, his Fellow Subject’ 
the Trader and the Soldier being fuppofed to bear their refpe&ive Parts under the 
ftri&eft Conjunction poffible againft the Enemy. I know. My Lords, there is a Di- 
vefity of Opinions in this Cafe ; yet I follow this, not only b.caufe it hath more of 
natural Equity in it, and becaule the modern Laws and Pra&ice are exceeding favour- 
able to Navigation and Traffick by Sea, but alfo becaule I take it to have been ,the 
conftant Practice in the Admiralty of England, and becaule I meet with feveral Deci- 
fions of the Parliaments of Bourdeaux and Rouen that were given in Contradi&oria 
Judicio to this Effe£L All which, &c.

Queftion is, whether this Ship ought tq he adjudged, to Kenton as a Prize,, or elfe re- 
ftored to the Endift Proprietors upoji Salvage ? I muft coufefs there have been Judg- 
ments in the Admiralties of France giyen, whereby Ships, thus related, having been 
above 24 Hours in the Power of the Enemy, hath been adjudged Prizes to the Re- 
(cuer, even againft the French Subje&s ; and there js .an exprefs, Ordinance of France 
to that Effeft : But this Ordinance hath never been affirmed or verified (as they call 
if) by Parliament; thefe judgments ppoji.it have been reverfed by feverrfiTo fana 
Decifions jn tjhe Parliaments both of Rourdtaux and Roden ; zud.French Proprietor s ha ve 
recovered again tHeir Ships upon Salvage, , notwithstanding a much longer PofftfEafia 
than that of 24 Hours by the Enemy. In Spain likejvife the Law is fo, that the. 
King’s Men of War are in all Cafes to teftpre, theShiips of Spanifi Subjects upoa Sal- 
vage. In England we ha Ire hot the Lietter of any,LajW -dor our Dire&ion ; only I could 
never fiiid that this Court ,of Adrtiirajty either before the late Troubles, or firice 
vour Majefty’s Happy Refhiuration,'.has _inthefe.CaffiS.adjudged tjieiShips ofoneSub- 
jeft good .Prize to another; and, the Jate.Ufurpws. made a Law in 1549, .that aft 
Ships refeued, whether by their own Meu .ofWa*>.. or by- Privateers, ihould be.re^ 
ftored, upon paying one Eighth Part Sa lvage, t w jthqut ,any Regard to the Time fudt 
‘1 ov- ^ e<;n * n the Poffeffion of .the Enemy,.or to any pther Circumftanfe, .unlefe > 
the Ship taken were made a Map of War by.thediuejuy.; and in that Cafe, a M&ety

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went for Salvage, but the Ship was ftill to be reftored. Whether the Ufurpers intend- 
ed this as a Novelty, or an Affirmance of the ancient Cuftom of England) I will not 
take upon me to determine ; only 1 will fay, that Condemnations upon the Enemies 
Pofleffion for 24 Hours, is a modern Ulage : And the other Practice, of reftoring 
fuch Ships upon Salvage to Fellow Subjects, is more agreeable to the Equity and 
Gallantry of the old Imperial Law, and fuits beft with that Protection which the Arms 
of a Prince in War are intended to give to his own Subjects. So that upon the Whole' 
Matter, I am of Opinion, that this Ship ought forthwith to be discharged, to profe- 
cute her Voyage for Newfoundland ; and in cafe they cannot adjuft the Salvage, then 
the Proprietors to give good Bail to the Relcuer, to pay fuch Salvage as he ihall, upon 
weighing the Circumffance of his Hazard, Pains, and Expence, be found to deferve. 
All which, &c.

fTpHE Danijh Galliot, mentioned in a Memorial annexed, was condemned in the 

1 Admiralty the 20 th of September laft, a Month before the Date of the Memo* 
rial; the Reafonwas, that there was no Pro&or or other Perfon impowered, that 
appeared in Judgment to defend it. 

It is true, there was a Paflport bearing Date near two Years ago, viz.. Qftob- 20. 1670. 
under the Queen Mother of Denmark's Hand and Seal to it ; but the Mailer doth 
upon his Oath moft exprefly confefs, not only that his Voyages have been too and 
from Amfterdam, but that one Henrick Mathiat , who has liv’d Thirty Years laft paft 
at Amfterdam , had bought this Ship at Amfterdam of a Hollander , and that the Bill of 
Sale was made to the laid Henrick Mdthiat in his Name, and not to the Qiieen Mother 
of Denmark , nor in her Majefty’s Name. 

It is true, that the Envoy did me the Honour to call upon me before this Condem- 
nation was paft ; he was pleated to urge the Treaties between the Two Crowns; but 
I did, with all Humility, oblerve to his Excellency, that this Ship had not a PalT- 
port in that Form on board it, as by the T reaty was required ; and therefore the Pro- 
perty being (as the Matter had upon Oath confefledj veiled in ah Inhabitant of Am-, 
fterdam , not only by a Bill of Sale, but by his aCtual Payment of the Value when 
this Ship Was bought, I was to proceed fecundum allegata & probata , and to pronounce 
this Ship to be Enemies Goods, notwithftanding the Pafs of two Years old on board it. 

1 did at the fame time profefs a Reverence for the Queen Mother of Denmark's Paffi- 
port ; and told his Excellency, that if there appeared a Proftor in Judgment, and 
ihould claim the Ship in the Queen Mother of Denmark's Name, he fhould be heard 
fully, iu any Proofs or Defence he had to make againft the Condemnation ; but there 
never appeared any ProClor, or other Perfon, with Power to claim, as your Majefty’s 
Rules of the Admiralty do direft and require ; the Sentence of Condemnation there- 
fore ran in panam Contumacia, according to the ufualForm. 

This Sentence is appeal’d from, to my Lords your Majefty’s Commiffioners of Ap- 
peal ; and their Lorafliips, on the 7 th of OEtober laft, decreed me to be inhibited from 
putting my Sentence in Execution ; but it appeared unto their Lordihips on the 1 5 th, 
that Suckley the Appellant hath no Proxy, and his Appeal is admitted, in cafe he does 
Ihew a fufficient Proxy and Power to claim, and not otherwile ; whereby it is mani- 
feft, that here is no Proxy, nor Legal Power produced in Judgment to profecute this 
Claim to this Day. The Memorial fuppoles this Caufe to be ftill depending in the 
Admiralty, whereas it lies before my Lords the Judges of Appeal. 

I am not able to give any Account of what is laid in that Memorial, to have been 
told his Excellency by the Judges of the Admiralty, of a Neceffity to make Proofs 
bfTWVHLondon Merchants, that the Queen Mother bought and paid for this Ship ; 
for befldes that, I cannot guefs whom his Excellency apprehends to be in your Ma- 
jefty’s Service, in Quality of Judge of the Admiralty, belide my felf ; my Notion and 
Judgment of our Ways of Proceeding, could not poffibly lead me to offer any foch 
Difcourfe to his Excellency. And whereas his Excellency feems to intimate, that 
the Documents annexed to this Memorial were on Board the Ship at the taking, I fup- 
pole he means only the Queen’s Paflport of the 20 th of Oliober 1670, and not that 
bearing Date at Copenhagen, the 3d of September laft, for that could not poffibly be on 
Board it : However, the Condemnation was not for want of Proof, which poffibly 
might have been made to clear that Ship ; but for want of profecuting according to 
the Forms which yOur Majefty requires to be obferved in that Court of Juftice. All 
which, (frc. ' 1 * Jenkins.

•w Have had the Honour, about Six Weeks ago, to give your Majefty an Account, 
by Mr. Secretary Coventry , of Captain Bienvenue* s Cafe, by way of Anlwer, which 
your Majefty commanded to be given to a very large Memorial of his Excellency the 
French Ambaftador on that Behalf ; the Addrefs annexed is from Captain Biemttnue 
himlelf, who is now proceeded againft, and his Caufe ready for hearing in the Admi- 
ralty. The Charge againft him is Piracy, Murder, and other very high Mi {demea- 
nour?. He complains to your Majefty, that his Crew, having mutiny and rebelled 
againft him, are no Legal Witneftes ; but he not daring, it feems, hitherto to appear 
in Perlon, doth not oner this Defence, or any other, in the proper Place ; I mean, in 
the Court where he is proceeded againft ; if he pleafe to come at any Time he ihall 
be fully heard there; and if Sentence do go againft him, he hath his Remedy by way 
of Appeal to your Majefty in Chancery \ in the interim , his Royal Highnefs has an In- 
tereft, that the prelent Proceeding at Law be not interrupted ; for if the Piracy be 
legally proved againft him, the Forfeiture of Ship and Goods, or the Value they 
are fold for, reftored ; but to pray that the Trial of this Crime be remanded into 
France, or that his Acculers, who are none but l'uch as prolecute on your Majefty’s 
and his Royal Highnels’s Behalfj to give 2,000 /. Security for his Damages, is, as I 
humbly conceive, againft your Majefty’s Prerogative, and the Courfe of the Law in 
Er gland ; and 1 know no Means the Captain has now left to lave his Ship, but to appear 
in Perlon, and to purge himlelf by due Courfe of Law. All which, &c.

I N Obedience to your Majefty’s moft gracious Order in Council, commanding me 
to report to this moft honourable Board, the chief Grounds andReafons of my 
ntence of Condemnation given againft the Ship and Goods of Captain Bienvenue, ar- 
refted as Bona Piratarum at Kinfale in Ireland, 1 have thus much humbly to lay before 
your Majefty. 

t. There have been two Sentences given againft this Captain, the one was, an Ap- 
peal from the Judge of the Admiralty of Kinfale, in a Caufe of Mariners Wages : It 
was a Sentence Amply remiflory, (for that the Plaintiff did not put in any Libel, or 
deduce any Ouie he had to appeal) I could do no otherwife than remit the Caufe to 
the Judge a ejuo, no Perlon appearing in 4 Months Time to profecute or maintain the 
Appeal : So that the Captain muft blame his own Negleft and Contumacy, if he 
were not relieved ; for he Jhould have been heard, and his People chaftis’d, had it 
legally appeared they were, or had been mutinous ; had demanded, or done any thing 
not agreeable to their Contraft, and the Cuftoms of the Sea. And I know not, under 
Correfction, any other Way, whereby your Majefty’s own Subjects may be relieved in 
any Caufe, againft a Sentence judicially given, but by the like Judicial Sentence in* 
luperiour Court of Appeal : There being nothing more unheard of in England , than 
to mealurc Judicial Proceedings by extrajudicial Surmifes or Reports of a Party, who 
durft not, at leaftwife did not appear in Judgment to make good what he has fo 
often, in lb many Addrefies, alledged to your Majefty. 

The 2 d Sentence was in a Caufe of Piracy, begun here in the Name and Right of 
his Royal Highnefs, as Lord High Admiral of England. But the Profecution was not 
begun till after Information had been given upon Oath to the Court, of feveral Pira- 
cies committed by the faid Captain, who being fummoned to anfwer, and make his 
Defence, made no Appearance, and all the Proceedings were in pcenam of hfeAmtu- 
macy ; a I ibcl or Charge was given in, Witneftes were produced and fwom upon it. 
Publication was decreed, and Sentence was given, the Rigours and Solemnities of the 
Law being in all Things obferved. The Charge upon him, and proved againft him , 
conlifted of the following Heads. 

1. It was depofed by feveral Witneftes, that Captain Bienvenue let out of Rochet in 
March 1670-1, with an Equipage of 24 Men, whereof one and twenty were French, 
one Venetian, one Dutchman , and one Englishman. His Ship was called, The Orange Tree; 
Her Force was 5 Guns mounted, 2oMulquets, 1 2 Cafes of Piftols,. about 20 Cuttle- 
axes, bellies other Weapons. The Delign was declared for Guinea , from thence to 
the Weft. Indies, and thence back again dlreftly for France. The Agreement with the 
Crew was at 10 Months Certain, and 12 uncertain. 

‘a. That 
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2. That next Day kfier fetting Sail from Redid, he elpy ingthnte Bitteh FifheoneB, 
maim'd out his Ship with his Lieutenant, his Sen, 2nd 4 othem, with Fire-Arms and 
Cuttle-axes, and commanded them to feize the laidFiihermen, Which was ..accord- 
ingly done ; and they were, by his Gommand, robbed , of about 40 i* worth of Fiih, 
which was brought on board him pickled, and ftrved for a great Fart of the Voyage. 

3. That Bienvenue , after he had been 14 Days at Sea, took down the Arms of the 
United Netherlands , which were upon the Stem, and burned them, and coloured it 
Blue ; and two Days after efpying an Englijh Velfel under Englijh Colours, and in con- 
trary Courle to him, put up Dutch Colours, and with full Sail chafed the laid Englijh 
Ship, haling them to ftrike, and come on board him \ whi^ the laid Ship 
refilling to do, aud endeavouring to efcape, the laid Captain commanded his Lieute- 
nant to fire at her two Guns, and continued to fight her three flours, charging his 
Company to lay her on Board at the firft Opportunity ; but the Englijh Ship efcaping 
by the Benefit of the Night, the laid Captain, returned to his Cowrie for Guinek again. 

4. That about 5 Days after, he, the laid Captain, efpying another Englijh Vetel, 
he put out Dutch Colours, and purfued her fo eagerly till he came up with her ; the 
Matter being commanded on Board him, and not wrong enough to refift him, lubmit- 
tc l *, who proving to be a Dartmouth Man of Bienvenut s Acquaintance, was (leaft, as 
the Witneiies do depole, the piratical Defigns of the Captain might be dilcovered) 
difmiffed for 1 2 Poor John Fifh ; the Dartmouth Man difeovering, by his trembling and 
confeffing when he came on board him, that he 'took Bienvtnue' s Ship, by the manner 
of the Chafe, to be a furls Man of War. 

5. That his Company declaring, as it is depofed, their Diflikc to his piratical 
PrafKces and Deviations from the Guinea Ccurle, and his Merchant Voyage he at firft 
agreed upon ; and telling him, that his Endeavours of Piracy and Deviation, in Chafe 
of the Ships he met with, was not the way to Guinea. He anfwered, he would-alter 
or divert his Courle no more ; but what Ships he found in his Way, be they Portu- 
guefe, Spaniards , or whatever other Nation, he would have a Full at them, and take 
them if he could. 

6 . ’Tis likewile depofed, that among others of his Company whom he beat and 
bruited, that the laid Captain beat an Englishman info inhumane and Cruel a Manner, 
that that beating, in the Judgment of the Chirurgeon, was the Caufe of his untimely 
Death. 

• 7. It is further depofed, that the laid Bienvtnue prelTed and compelled fome of his 
Company that lay ftek and languifhing a Bed, to rim and work beyond their Strength; 
luch was his Cruelty exercifed on the Carpenter, who being threatned to bi cut in 
Pieces, or thrown alive over-board, was forced to rife out of Bed to work, whereas 
he fainted and died the next Day. Another of his Company being fick and lan- 
guifhing, he commanded to be fet on Shore in the Ifland of St. Thomas, leaving him 
thereto the Mercy of thofe Savages, without Money, Cloaths, or Viftuals. 

8. It is depofed, that when the laid Ship, The Orange Tree , being deftitute of her 
Pilot ('lately dead), and not venturing to fail further in the River upon the Coaft of 
Guinea , pray’d and obtain’d a Pilot from an Englijl > Ship, which die dilcovered in 
the fame River i in Return whereof the Captain would have his Company join with 
him to rob the laid Englijh Ship ; which he would have effected, had not his Com- 
pany refilled. 

9. That the laid Captain having hired Negroes to mend his Boat, and leaving one 
of his Company among them in Pledge for Payment, refufed to give them any Satis- 
faft'on, but weighed Anchor, and left the Mariner behind him to the Mercy of the 
Barbarians. 

to. It is alio depofed, that Bienvtnue being at the Ifland of St. Thomas , had two 
Pooqgufc put on Board him, whom he obliged himfelf to put on Shore in fome 
Chrmum Plantation; but he carried them to Cayana , a French Plantation, where he 
expofed them to Sale ; and afterwards to Barbadoes , where they were fold for Slaves : 
And at laft the Injury done to the Portuguefe being dilcovered to the Judiciary there, 
they were fet at Liberty, paying fome Compofition to the Buyer. 

Thesb, under your Maiefty’s Correttion, were the Grounds of that Sentence I did 
pronounce ; the Defendant might have taken any Exceptions to them, had he thought 
fit to appear; and if he hath appeal’d within the Time limited by the Law, his 
Exceptions will be ftill entire unto him : And it will be proper for the Judges of 
Appeal to determine, whether a Perfon accufed of Piracy, being not your Majefty’s 
Subject, may be proceeded againft in feenam ContumacU , to the Condemnation of his 
Ship and Goods as Bona Piratarum , in any of your Majefty’s Ports where he happens 
to be arretted ? And whether your Judges be obliged ex officio , in a Cafe as this is,

to trave theCognifinee of it, and to lend it to be tried into France * which I lnuft 
confefs I did not do, as knowing no Law, Cuftom, or Treaty, that direfted any fuch 
Renvoy, or Dilmiffion, as is denred •, being certain that had I given Caule by this 
Renvoy to his Royal Highnefs’s Council to Appeal, your Majefty’s Judges Delegates 
would have thought it fomewhat ftrange, as the Law of England is, that the Lord 
High Admiral of England's Council ihould be lent into France to plead for his Droits 
of Admiralty accrued to him in your Majefty’s Ports. All which, &c.

M t Lords, 

T HE Merchants, Freighters of the two Englifh VelTels, the Dove of Bridlington , 
and the Elizabeth of tarmovth, as allb the relpeftive Owners and Mafters of thole 
VelTels, have, as I conceive, a good A ft ion of Spoil and Damage, as we here term it, 
againft the Dutch Caper that detained and robbed them. Nor do I know that this 
Aftion can be any where but before your 1 .ordlhips in the Court of Admiralty, where 
the Merchants and Owners are to proceed by Procels, againft the Man of War and 
the Commander, in order to be repaired \ the firft for the Lois of their Goods laden 
on, and taken out of the feveral VelTels j the other, of their Lofs of Time, and 
the Violences whereby they were forced out of their Courle. And tho* what the 
Engl i fit have been forced by Torture to confefs, Ihould be true in Faft, viz., that their 
Lading did belong to French Subjefts, yet this Caper was not to meddle with them ; 
it being exprel's in the 35 th Article of the Marine Treaty of Breda, that Englifh Bot- 
toms fhall make their Goods free, who happen to be Enemies with the Dutch. 

This being the Cale, your Lordlhips will, I doubt not, findCaufe toalTert an Ar- 
ticle lo beneficial at this Time to the Englijh Trade, and not fiiffer lb open a Violation 
of it to go unpuuifh’d. 

As for the Way of punifhing the Captain, for his Violences and Menaces of Tor- 
ture and Death 3 as alfo thofe of his Officers, for torturing our Pilot with fuch bar- 
barous and unmanly Cruelties ; the regular Way is, at a Seffions of Oyer and Ter- 
miner for the Admiralty. There we proceed by Jury, and in all Things according 
to the Courle of the Common Law ; but the Commiffion we had always on Foot for 
that Elfeft is, upon the Refignation of his Royal Highncl's, no longer in Force ; and, 
as I humbly conceive, muft be renewed in your Lordlhips Names. 

In the mean time, thele Men may be committed to the Marjhalfea , and their Ship 
continue under Arreft, till the Owners of Flujhing do give Bail to the Aftion of the 
Merchants, or elfe may be fold by Decree of the Court, to prevent its perilhing, in 
calc the Setters out appear not to defend it. All which, cfrc.

T HE Matter of Faft is reprefented in this Memorial (which I take Leave to 
return here inclofed) very differently from the Proofs as they lie here in the 
Admiralty againft Cornelius jlrenfon, the Flujhing Privateer •, for there it is fworn, the 
Torture was afted upon our Men in his Prelence, and with his Approbation *, and 
that it was not one Frenchman , but two of the King’s Englijh born Subjefts, that were 
put to this Torture. 

The Matter of Law likewife, as it is inlinuated, will not be agreed to on our Part 
here ; for the Goods of Frenchmen , (are by the 35 th Seftion of the third Article of 
Breda ) when they are laden in EngliJI) Bottoms, tho* found there by the DutckJl."jho 
are now in Enmity with the French ) to pafs free and dilcharged ; fo that thisTnvateer 
had no Right to intermeddle with the Lading of our Ships, iiuce the Lading was not 
contraband, but Wines and Brandy, tho’ we Ihould luppole they belonged (which 
yet is denied upon Oath) to the French. _ 

Another Queftion in Law is offered at to be begg’d in. this Memorial •, it is, that 
this Captain, if the Charge againft him be true, is to be lent into Holland, where the 
States will take Order to have him exemplarily punilhed, by the Judge that is com- 
petent in this Cale. I will not fay, Sir, that this is an Infinuation, that we have no 
Judges competent here in England in this Cale ; but I fhall, under Correftion, prefume 
to aver, that there is neither Law nor Precedent for this kind of Renvoy , which is 
here demanded, from one abfolute Soveraign to another, that does obtain, and is of 
Force in any Part of Chrifiendom at this Day. <■ 


But 
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feiir IF his Majetty is diljiofed to do an Aft of meet Grace and Clemency, id Favour 
of this Memorialist, my Lords the Lords Commifiioners ot the Admiralty, by whole 
Order thefe Men are. in hold, may, if their Lordihips think fit, direft the judge of 
the Admiralty, or his Surrogate, to take Bail of thele Men for their Appearance at 
the next Seifions of the Admiralty ; and if they have been in Irons, as is fuggefted, 
it will be fo much the more a Grace to do it, as it is not pofiible in fome Weeks yet 
to hold thole Seifions of Oyer and Terminer for the Admiralty ; for it hath fo fallen 
out, that the new Coitimilfion for that Purpofe, could not poifibly be got out Time 
enough to give Notice to the Sheriff of Surry to dp his Part, before my Lords the 
Judges' went ttteir Circuits ; nor would it be decent to execute fuch a Com million, 
wherein moil of them uled to be named, at a Time when all of them are ablent. It 
being always our Cuftom, to give Notice to fuch as are in Commiflion and in Town, 
of our Time and Place of fitting ; and where there is arduous Matter of Life and 
Death, to pray their Prelence and A Alliance. However, the private Man of War, 
if ic can difintangle itielf from the Civil Aftion of Damage laid againft it by th; 
Proprietors of the Wine and Brandy it did teize, may be difmilfed by their Lordihips 
Favour and Grace, to the Dutch Setters out ; who have by this Detenfion fuffered 
their Share abundantly for the Mifdemeauour of their Captain. And my Lords the 
Commilfloners may poifibly come to the lame favourable Relolution, touching thole 
Englijhmen, who are now in the lame hold with thele Torturers, for bearing Arms 
with the Dutch in this unhappy Man of War. I am, &c.

O 'PON Sight of the Memorial annexed, I caufed a Search to be made in the Re- 
giftry of this Court pf Admiralty, and Had an Original Warrant, taken out 
by Thomas peUvall , to arrell the Ship Mercury in the Point of Property, as belonging 
to himtelf and Company ; which was done (as is moll ufual in this and other Courts) 
without any Information previous, or Decree that it ihould iffue out : The Merits 
of fuch' Warrants being to be heard after the Execution, and upon the Return ; that 
Warrant being not yet rdtUm’d, nor any Application, nor Complaint here being made 
abbut it, I lent for the Proftor, whole Hand was to the Regiftry of Warrants (as 
havingtakbn ic out), arid finding that his Client (Delavail) had no other Pretence to 
arrell the Ship, but that it had been taken from him as Prize in the late War, and 
had not yet broken Ground in any Part of the Low Countries, or been condemn’d ac- 
cording to the ufual' Forms ; I did immediately fend for theRegiiler, and decree 
the Ship to be releas’d. And fo now it Hands difeharg’d of the Arrell ; for the 4 th 
Article of the Treaty of Bhda, reaffirm’d by that of Wejtminfter, does give an inde- 
fei fable Title to thtHolU/tder , in Polfelfioti of this Ship (if he were fo, or any other 
Hollander from whom he derives) at‘ any Time during the War, and debars Mr. 
D^lavaUy who was out of Poffeffioii at the Time when the laft Treaty ot Peace took 
E&feft, of all Plea wliatfdeVer to recover the Ship. 

Ifhallmbft humbly crave Leave to obferve to yourMajefly, for the purging this 
Court fftiih any veiatious^ or indireft Proceedings in this Cafe, that ’tis lawful for 
arty of ybUr Majelly’s Subjefts, and tli>t it hath been the conftant Courfe, to take out 
frfch art- Original Warrant out of this’ your' Court, ^to arrell any Ship whatfoever, 
without -giving any Account of his Pretences, tillthe Return of this Warrant : But . 
he doth’ it 1 at ’his own Peril, if he db it upon miflaken or illegal Grounds. So if the 
AgeHt; : orCorrelpbndbnt of the Maffty here, had made the leaH Application, or 
£iinr‘ efafe^tnution to this Court, the kdvferfe Proftor would have been called to anfwer 
tdthe-Conl pi flint ; and tH^ Ship, upon Hearing, would have been forthwith difehar- 
ged :• And then his Excellency the Dutch Ambalfador would not have troubled your 
Mfljefly : w?tHthts Memorial, which Worries, under Correttion, whenjufiice is not fo 
mUch as demanded, much left delayed, or denied in the ordinary Courfe.

np H I S Gentleman coming to me Exprdfs froth the Mayor apd Jurates of Hyth for 
X - Advlee, in Relation to a Dutch Merchant Man that fav’d it .lelf from a French 
Man of War*. I perceive that theSerjdaht of the Admiralty threatens that Town 
. * with 
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with Trouble, and Interruption in their Affair •, but I fear you’ll find he goes beyond 
his Commiflion, very much to the Diflionour of the Government, and contrary to all 
l.aw and b'enle ; for the Dutch being now the King’s Allies, and flying to his Port, 
(whicli ought to be facred for Protection) they incur no Forfeiture of Anchor and 
Cable, nor any other Duty by Way of Salvage. ’Tis barbarous, as well as unjuft, to 
demand any Thing in luch a Cafe \ and if it came to the King’s Ear by Way of 
Complaint, the Serjeant muft expert to fmart for it. I am glad the Men of Hyth 
have done their Duty fo well, in ihewing themfelves ready to defend the King’s Ally 
in the King’s Port ; yet there is no fuch Thing as Salvage as they can pretend to, 
only fuch as have lpent any Time, or given their Aftiftance in the Service, ought to 
have a Quantum Meruit (every one in Proportion to what each of them hath delerved) 
much lets hath the Serjeant any Colour to demand the Cuftody of any of the Goods 
that are depofited in the Towns Mens Hands. There being nothing of Wreck or 
Enemies Goods in this, but the voluntary Aft of the Mafter, putting thefe Goods 
into their Hands and Keeping. If the Dutch Merchant be not gone clear away, he’ll 
ft tis fie the T owns Men for their Damage and Pains ; if he be, the Mayor and 
Jurates may legally defire from the Court of Admiralty a Sale of fuch of the Goods 
as are peritura \ and the Court may, if the Merchants come not to fatisfie the Men 
of Hyth, adjudge them what is reafonablc, referving the reft to the Proprietors. 
This 1 thought fit to write to you. Si r, that the Court may not run into any Error 
or Reproach, in a Cafe where the King’s Honour and the Law of Nations is concern- 
ed. I’ll lpeak with the Governour by and by in the Houfe of Commons. I am, &c.

I Have, in Obedience to your Majefly’s Command, intimated to me by the Right 
Honourable Mr. Secretary Williamfon, perufed the Memorial of his Excellency the 
Lord Ambaifador of the States General of the Vtiited Provinces of the April , concern- 
ing the Ketch St. Jofeph , and do find the Matter of Fatt therein to be deduced as 
follows : That the Ketch St. Jofeph , belonging to Englifh Subjefts, was firft taken by 
Sally Men of War, a.id was afterwards bought of them by French Merchants; and 
that the lame Ketch, being in the PoUeflion of the French , was again taken frolh 
them by the Dutch , fince the Beginning of our laft Wars againft th e United Provinces, 
and condemned in Holland for good Prize, and afterward fold to a Holland Merchant: 
T hat this Ketch being in a Courfe of Trading, happened to come to the Port of 
Dover in Ottober Jaft, and was arrefted there at the Suit of an Englijh Merchant there ; 
alledging, that himlelf was the true Owner thereof, before fhe came into the Hands 
of the French ; and that this Ketch having been taken from him by Algerines, it was 
not good Pi ize to them (your Majefty not being at Peace with them at that Time) 
nor confequer.tly a legal Purchale to the French . 

The Matter of Fail being fuppofed to be thus, it is my humble Opinion, that 
the Englifh Proprietor hath loft his Right in the Ketch, the very Moment it came 
to the Hands of the Hollanders, fince it came to their Hands, during the lateHofti- 
lity; and that the Hollander that took it, (what Circumftances foeverofTime and 
Place the firft Capture had) acquired an abfolute Property in it, which was made 
irrecoverable by the fubfeauent Treaties. But I find upon Information from the 
Regifter of the Admiralty Court of Dover , that this Aftion hath been difmifled there, 
(as^ it ought to have been) becaule it being made out, that the Poffeflion was once 
vefted in the Dutch , during the War, all Right, Property, and Title of the Englifh 
Proprietors therein became extinguiihed, by the 4 th Article of the Treaty of itevk 1 
by which all luch Pofleflions are made legal, and not to be called in Quinton, as 
it hath been often (I may fay very often) Judged in your Majefty’s Court of Admi- 
ralty here in the like Cafes. But the Englifh Proprietor finding his Aftion difmifled 
in the Admiralty, layeth an Aftion of Trover and Converfiou upon the fame Ketch 
at Common Law in the Town Court at Dover, before the Mayor there, where the 
lame Information tells me, it is now depending. Whether this Way of Proceeding 
be not vexatious to poor Strangers coming upon Confidence of the Law of Nations, 
to trade in your Majefty’s Ports, as alfo injurious to the ancient Rights of Admiralty, 
I lhall not take upon me to determine. Only your Majefty may be plealed to con- 
fider, that this Trover (it any fuch there were) was upon the high and open Seas, 
and that the Mayor of Dover cannot draw the Cognifance of it before himfelf, but 
bv a Fiftiou at Law, which Kind ofFiftion, if us’d and allowed, may remove all 
Matters cognilnble before the Admiralty, to the Courts of Common Law, fitting in

the fever a 1 Ports of this Kingdom; and confcquently make the Officers of fmall Cor_ 
porations Judges upon the Law of Nations, and your Majefty’s Treaties with Foreign 
Princes and States ; which not beiug exactly heeded to, may be an Occafion of the 
like hard Meafures, Vexations, yea, of Reprifals too, upon your Majefty’s Subjects in 
Foreign Countries ; how this may be remedied, 1 Ihall not prefume to offer to your 
Majefty, affuringmy felt, that my Lords your Majefty’s Reverend Judges and Coun- 
cil at Common Law, will fully inform your Majefty, as well upon the Right, as up- 
on the Confequence of fuch Proceedings. All which, &c.

I Have, in Obedience to your Majefty’s Commands, intimated unto me by the Right 
Honourable Mr. Secretary WiUiamfon , perulbd the Memorial of his Excellency 
the Lord Ambaffkdor Extraordinary of the States General of the United Provinces, of 
the , J th ot Jpril laft, concerning the Poftillon of Cadiz., a Dutch Ship belonging to Horne 
in Holland , and laden, among other Commodities, with 164 Pipes of Spanifi Wines ; 
what is deduced in the laid Memorial, exactly agrees with what the Matter himfelf 
and feveu others (your Majefty’s Subjects, that are Perfons unconcerned, and were 
Eye-Witnelfes of the Fail) do ipeak in their Depofitious, taken before the Deputy 
Vice Admiral of Dartmouth , and is to the ElfeCt following : viz. That the laid Vellel, 
on the 29 th of March laft, being at Auchor in your Majefty’s Port of Torbay , and 
finding four French Ships making at her, and by the Guidance of a Pilot from on 
Shore, cut her Cable, and ran a-ground for better Security, within half a Haller’s 
Length of the Key. That the laid French Ships arm’d, mann’d, and fent out 4 Boats, 
under the Conduft of a Frigate, to feize the laid Dutch Velfel, which the French ac- 
cordingly did; they advancing lo far within the Port, that the Bullets which they 
Ihot lighted on the dry Shore (lo near were they to the Land) : And notwithftanding 
there was a Mulquet Ihot from Shore at them, for a Signal ot your Majefty’s Autho- 
rity and Protection, they boarded and carried her away. That afterwards the Deputy 
Vice Admiral went on board the French Admiral, and in your Majefty’s Name de- 
manded Reftitution of the laid Ship and Lading, as being unduly leized within your 
Majefty’s Port, and violently carried away from off your Majefty’s Ground. But the 
French Admiral exculed himfelf, laying, that Iince he had taken her, he muft carry 
her into France ; andif it was to bedilputed, he would leave that to the King his 
Mafter. 

That the Matter of FaCt was thus, I have all Realbn to believe, becaule it agrees 
with the Information I have from Sir John Fowell, your Majefty’s Vice Admiral in thofe 
Parts ; and I humbly conceive it to be a Violation of that Security, which all Parties 
in War ought, by the Law of Nations, to fuffer each other to enjoy in your Majefty’s 
Ports. And as your Majefty’s Vice Admiral ufed his Endeavours to prevent the laid 
Violation, lb the French Commander is more deeply in the Wrong, in that the Aftion 
he/e is not of a dclperate Caper, but of a Commander of Note ; who being admo- 
mih’d by the proper Signal, aud lpoken to by the proper Officer to forbear Hoftility, 
has more violated the Reverence due to your Majefty’s Ports, than I have known 
hitherto in any Cafe that has fallen within the Compafs of my Obfervation. 

That there is a Reparation mod juftly due to your Majefty, and to your Majefty 
alone. -in. this Cafe, is my humble Opinion ; yet I know not how that Reparation can 
be reputed a full" and fatisfa&ory one, unlefs the Ship and Goods that were taken out 
of your Majefty’s Protection be reftored, or e|le the full Equivalent thereof with 
the Dama ges ; ’tis true, the Dutch are now in a Capacity to make a direfl: Demand of 
luchl a Ktftitution from the French , yet if the wrong Doer do carry away and enjoy 
the Fruits of his Violences, and the innocent Ally be forced to lit down by his Lois, 
the Rights of Ports, where every Man promifes to himfelf Safety from his Enemy, 
(as it were upon the. Publick Faith) will be thought not aflerted to tire full, Iince 
they confift not only in the Reverence due to the Government, but in the Indemnity 
of all Parties for fhe Punifhment of an unjuft Violence, luch as this is ; and which 
undoubtedly belongs to your Majefty, and to your Majefty alone to punifh; the At 
front to Authority muft in the firft Place be expiated, but then the Lois to the 
Party violated ought, as I humbly conceive, to be fully made up. However, the 
Time and Manner of demanding this Reparation, is not (cannot be) preferibed by 
any fjlule of Law. that l know of ; therefore 1 Ihall not prefume to fpeak any Thing 
in it ; yovy Majefty’s Reafons of State, and your Royal Refentment, being the pro- 
per Meafures for this Demand. All which, &c. L. Jenkins.

I Have, in Obedience to your molt gracious Command intimated to ihe by the Right 
Honourable Mr. Secretary Coventry , examined the Matter touching feveral Parcels 
or Guinea Gold, which were, by virtue of a Warrant from the Admiralty, feiz’d on 
Board the Ship William, Henry Oakes Commander ; who being fwom before me, depbled 
to the Effett following : viz.. That having taken in Negroes and other Goods upon the 
Goa ft of Guinea, he came to Jamaica, and having difcharged them, was laden there 
with leveral Goods of the Growth of that Maud, for particular Merchants here in 
London ; and particularly that he took in /even Parcels of Gold, Silver, and Jewels 
there, for each of which he gave Bills of Lading ; three of which Bills, for the* Value 
of about 400 /. Sterling, heThewedme, Coniignation being to three Jew; here in Lon* 
dm ; and the other four Parcels, he lays, he cannot fo particularly lpecify, not hav- 
ing the Bills of Lading about him ; but faith, he doth not know, nor hath any SuA 
picion, that thole Parcels of Gold, Silver, and jewels, or any of them, or any of 
the other Goods laden on Board the faid Ship at Jamaica , are belonging to his Ma- 
jefty, or that his Majefty hath any manner of Right therein ; but faith, ’tis true, 
that whilft the laid Ship William was upon the Coaft of Guinea as aforefaid, there were, 
on or about the 1 5 th of July 1674. laden, or put on Board the faid Ship, by one Mr. 
Richard Rowe, two Bags of Guinea Gold, containing 32 Marks, 4 Ounces; 13 Angels 
confign’d to Mrs. Anne Watfon, or Order, for which alfo he figned three Bills of lad- 
ing, which the laid Richard Rowe laid belonged to one of his Majefty’s Men of War, 
called the Phoenix ; (whereof Capt. George Watfon, late Husband of the faid Mrs. Anne 
Watfon, was a little before Commander) and faith, that the faid two Baes were 
brought out of his Majefty’s laid Man of War, (which lay then' at Cape Coaft on the 
Coaft of Guinea, near to the laid Ship William) on Board the laid Ship William ; and 
laith, that he well knoweth that his Ma jelly’s faid Ship the Phoenix did, a little before 
that Time, take near Cormanthte , a Ship from the Dutch, called the Afia\ and that 
there were allb fome fmall Parcels of Gold put 011 Board the faid Ship at Guinea , by 
others; but thole Parcels he is well allured the Laders thereof bought there, or had 
the lame upon Barter froth the Natives. Thus far this Mafter depoleth. 

This Gold couligned to Mrs. Watfon 1 , had been delivered out by this Mafter, and 
was taken by the Marfhal at Grave fend, as it was landing there. 

That it was taken for Prize upon the Guinea Coaft, will not, Iluppofe, be deput- 
ed ; but there will be a Queftion, I perceive, that muft be ftated upon the Matter of 
Fail between the Taker and the Dutch ; for it is fuggefted, upon what Ground I do 
not yet know, that this Prize Ship, the A fa, was not taken till two Days after that 
Hoftilities were, by the Treaty of Peace, to cealfe upon the Guinea Coaft. If this be 
true in Faft, the Gold muft be reftored to the Dutch ; if otherwife, is to be condemned 
as lawful Prize; in the interim, all that is done, of can be done is, that this Gold, 
intended to be landed at Gravefend, islecured in the Hand of the Regifter, and Mo- 
nitions are iflued out, in order to bring the Ship Afa, and another Dutch Ship, called 
the Maria, to Judgment, whether Prizes or not, tho’ the firft be carried, as I am 
told, to Parbadacs, and difpofed of by your Majefty’s Govemour there. This is all 
the Account I have been able to get of that Affair, which I humbly liibmit to your 
Majefty’s Royal WilHom.

U ’PON the View thatThave had of Captain Cook's Proceedings in the Court of 
Spain , and particularly of the two Gommiftions or Sentences given by the Queen 
Regent ; it is my Humble ; Opinion, that Captain Cookie muft prolecute thefe two Sen- 
tences at the Havana , and afreft the Minifters of Juftice there with a Denial to execute 
the Queen's Commiffions ; or eile with Rich Delays as amount to a flat Denial, before 
that his Caule be ripe for the granting of Reprtfals. 

It is true his Cate is fad, and it may be as true, that thefe Sentences were given 
net with any Intention to remedy him, but as an Ainuftment only, and with a D efign 
to put him otE This feems to be the Judgment of his Excellency, your Majefty’s 1 
Amballador upon the Place, which as it is a Matter of State, and an Account hotr 
the Miniftrv there governs it felf towards your Majefty in this Juncture. Lfhall not’ 
prefume to offer any Thing to your Majefty as to th£ State Part of it. But as to the 

Matter 
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Matter of Law in this Ca fe, I do humbly lay it as a Ground, that Reprilals will not 
lye, where there is neither Denial of Juftice, nor luch a Delay of it, as amounts to 
a Denial. 

In this Cafe, it cannot be laid there is a Denial, in Regard that here is an entire 
Satisfaction awarded in the Queen’s Commidions, with Circumftances of feeming Fa- 
vour, all Appeals and other intermeddling with the Merits of the Cayfe being ablb- 
lutely forbid, and all uecellary Power for the due Execution of them given to the 
proper Officer , nor yet do the Delays fuffered in Spain amount to a Denial of Juftice ; 
for tho’ the Attendance there was tor 9 whole Months, yet a Judgment being fued 
tor, and at laft given, that Delay cannot be laid to amount to a Denial of Juftice. 

It is true, and a great Milchief, that the Parties wronged are lent to the Havana, 
to have Reparation done them ; yet I mull; confels, I cannot underftand how it could 
have been otherwife ordered in this Cafe \ and if a Spoil were committed upon Spa- 
niards, by your Majefty’s Subjects of Scotland or Ireland , upon either of thole Coafts, 
and that the wrong Doers were there, I know not how luch Spaniards complaining, 
could refufe to go (when your Majefty Ihould direCt it) to leek and receive their 
Remedy, and the Execution of your Majefty’s Award and Pleafure, from the Juftice 
of the Place, where the Injury was done. 

I T is laid indeed in Captain Cook's Memorial, that Francifco Lopez de Andrade , one 
of the Spoilers, and others of them, were in Spain , while the Captain was there : Tho* 
this be true, yet it will be very obvious to the Spaniards to reply, that Captain Cook 
did not lire out any Procels againft him ; and if he had, that the laid Lopez Ihould 
not have been Ihelter’d from the publick Juftice. Thus it may be thrown upon Cap- 
tain Cooky to Ihew he hath begun any Prolecution, Civil or Criminal, againft Lopez, 
and that Juftice was denied him, elfe his Complaint, that he is not like to meet Lopez 
at the Havana , will Jignifie little, to make that Circumftance a Denial ot Juftice. 

That which may feem hardeft in Captain Cook's Cafe is, that he is lent to the 
Havana, to thole that have already flatly denied him Juftice , and tho* they 
ihould be prevailed with to proceed to execute the Queen’s CommiiUons, yet that 
they will require a new Liquidation, and frefh Proofs of' the LoiTes and Damages. 

7 o this they will anfwer in Spain, firft, that thofe of the Havana, are now no Judges 
in the Merits of the Caufe, but only Minifters to procure the Reparation that the 
Queen hath awarded as to the new Liquidation, they will fay, they muft be allow’d 
to* govern themlelves according to their own Laws and Forms in the Manner of Pro- 
ceeding. They will further confels, that the Proofs made in the Admiralty here, 
would have been fuificient Grounds for Reprilals, had thefe Sentences for Satisfaction 
been denied him , becaufe the whole Matter muft have been taken pro confejfo, and 
the Sum in Proof muft have been the Sum , for the levying of which, the Letters of 
Reprisal muft have been granted and limited, for all Reprizals muft be limited to 
a certain Sum : But the Queen not having condemned the wrong Doers in the Sum 
demanded and depofed to in the Admiralty here, the Law there (if I miftake not) 
allows the Defendants being feized, and executed upon, in Order to bring the Plaintiff 
to a new Liquidation. 

One Milchief more there is in this Cafe, the wrong Doers may prove intolvent, 
or be dead by this Time, or elle get out of the Reach of the Juftice of the Havana ; 
but thele are Accidents, for which it can hardly be made out, that the Crown of 
Spain is accountable, in Cafe the Courts of Juftice are otherwife always open. For 
thefe Cafualties are luch as frequently intervene in all the Governments in the World ; 
and where Men come to be insolvent, or cannot be met with, there can be no Re- 
medy, tho’ the Government it felf be never fo nearly concerned, either in its own 
Revenue, or in the Execution of publick Juftice. 

A liK* Mifchiefs put together, give but little Profpeft or Hopes to Captain 
Cook of real Reparation, yet thefe are not (as I humbly conceive) of that Nature, 
as to excufe or difpenfe with him, (if he pretends to Reprifals) from tiling all 
Means and Diligences poflible to demand, ana profecute the Execution of his Sen- 
tences at the Havana \ for till he hath ufed all the Inftances and Diligences, that 
any Subjeft of Spain would be obliged to in his Cafe, he will not be liifficiently 
founded to obtain your Majefty’s Letters of Reprilals. 

This Run will be extreamly tedious, chargeable, and uncertain in the Suceefe ; 
yet I can think but of one Way to prevent it, it is (may it pleafe your Majefty) 
by calling on the Government of Spain to nominate certain Commifiioners on each 
Side, that fhall hear and determine this and all other Differences arifing ft om 
Depredations at Sea. 
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The fhlrd Article of the Treaty at Madrid , does exprefly mention, and in a man? 
ner luppole a Conftitution of, and Recourle to litch Commiflioners, in order to prevent 
the hard Remedy of Reprilals. This would be much the ihorter Way, but ic would 
bring on liich Reckonings of the lame kind, that they at Madrid do threaten to charge 
upon your Majefty’s Subjects : However, l humbly take Leave to mention it, becaufe 
the Queen Regent having given two Sentences or Commilfions, that have the Counte* 
nance of an entire Satisfaction, (for fo they are worded) it will be a very hard Matter 
for a Stranger, as Captain Cook is, not to make one falfe Step, but lb to bring it 
about in his Profecution, as to atreft the Jultice of Spin with thole wilful Delays, 
as may be fit for yout Majefty to grant Reprilals upon; and I mention this the rather, 
in that this Way of treating by Commiflioners for Depredations, I find to have been 
the uliial Courle between that Queen and her Neighbours. 

One Word more 1 humbly crave leave to intimate, that the Treaty of America 
does require a further Elucidation and Adjuftment by Content between your Majefty 
and that Crown ; for it appears by the Judgment of the Queen in that Matter of the 
Compeihec Wood, and other Matters therein touched, that they in Spain are afore- 
haiid with your Majefty, and do by their Cedulas Reales , affix new Interpretations, in 
declaring upon the Treaty, what lhall be Pirate or not Pirate, what lhall be Prize or 
not Prize, without communicating (it leems) with your Majefty, and without any Pub- 
lication that may reach your Majefty’s Subjects. All which, &c.

I N the Cale of De la Mothe , a French Privateer now under Seiliire at Harwich with 
his Prize, (a Hamburgh Ship bound for this Port) there are three Points in Dis- 
pute between him and the Englifls Merchants interelfed in Part of the Lading. 

The 1 ft is, whether that Frenchman's Commilfion be good to make the Hamburgher 
Prize ? It being alledged, that the Commiflion bears Date in May, but that the War 
againft Hamburgh was not declared till September > having not leen this Commilfion I 
can fay no more than that your Majefty’s Court of Admiralty is not to inft »rm»^le 
in Judging upon the Validity or Extent of foreign Commilfions, where the Parties 
are both of them Strangers, both your Majefty’s Allies, and both in War-, if thi* 
Frenchman have a Commiflion, tho’ of an elder Date than the War with Hambureh 
I know noLaw,by which we can hinder him from carrying away his Prize whither he 

J leafes. It is permitted to him by the Law of Nations, to bring his Prize into your 
lajefty’s Ports, and ’tis permitted to your Majefty by the feme Law, to drive him 
out thence, as you lhall fee Occafion. But 1 do not know that it is permitted for us 
to flop or detain him, unlels he have done fomething againft your Majefty’s Laws 
or Treaties, or that your Majefty’s Subjects be concerned, in Point of Property as 
to the Goods in his Prize, or have otherwife good Caufe of A Cl ion againft his Perlon. 

The id Point is, whether this Hamburgher, being taken within one of your Ma- 
jefty’s Chambers, and being bound for one of your Ports, ought not to be let free by 
your Majefty’s Authority, notwithftanding he were (if taken upon the High Seas 
out of thole Chambers) a lawful Prize. I do humbly conceive he ought to be let 
free upon a full and clear Proof, that he was within one of the King’s Chambers at 
the Time of the Seizure, which he in his firft Memorial fets forth to have been eight 
Leagues at Sea overagainft Harwich. King James (of bleffed Memory) his Dire- 
ctions by Proclamation March 2. 1604. being, that all Officers and Subjects, by Sea and 
1 and, lhall refeue and fuccour all Merchants and others, that lhall fall within the 
Danger ot lhch as lhall awaite the Coafts, in fo near Places, to the Hindmace of 
Trade outward and homeward; and all foreign Ships, when they are within the King’s 
Chambers, being underftdod to be within the Places intended in thole Directions 
mull be ia Safety and Indemnity,, or eife when they are iurprized muft be reftored 
to it, otlierwife they have not the Protection worthy of your Majefty, and of the 
ancient Reputationof thole Places. But this being a Point not lately fettled by any 
Determination, (that I know of In a Cafe where the King’s Chambers precifely and 
under that Name, come in Queftkm) is of that Importance, as to deferve your Ma- 
jefty s Declaration, and Aflertion of that Right of the Crown by an Aft of State 
m Council, your Majefty’s Coafts being now iomuch infefted with Foreign Men of 
War, that there will be frequent Ufe of foeh a Deeifion. 

The laft Queftion is, whether the EngliJhmen ihould have luch Goods as belong to 
them in Property taken out of the Prize, and reftored to them here, or elfe be for- 
ced to go into France, to claim and recover them. It is my Opinion, they Mould: be 
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forthwith taken out and reftored, they making full and clear Proof of their Proper- 
ty, that they were, and are upon their Account and Rifque; (as fome have already 
done in the Admiralty) and purging themfelves by Oath, that they do not claim 
or colour any Thing for the Hamhurghers ; for where the Thing in Contention is with- 
in your Majefly’s Juriidiftion, there Juftice ought, to be adaiiniftred, and no where 
elfe. And I do humbly conceive, that the French . Privateer hath the lefs Pretence 
for a Reuvoy into France, becaufe the Law is the fame in that Country. 

Tjhe Privateer in his Memorial does, on the other Side, complain, that theOjffi- 
cers of Harwich , in arrefting of him and his Prize, have pillaged him of his Arms 
and Ammunition *, which, if true, will deferve your Majefty’s fevere Animadverfion 
againft thole, that, under Colour of Authority, do abufe the Honour and Proteftiori 
of your Majefty’s Port. And ’tis likewiie a Wrong, and a Matter of juft Complaint 
to the Privateer, if any of the Goods in his PrfaSe have been unladen, before (die 
Claimers had made Proof of their Property.

T N the Cafe of John Wife and Richard Holder Merchants, complaining that your Ma- 
li jelly’s Frigates had carried away the Ships Nicholat and Golden Anchor , with their 
Lading, upon their Arrival in Sally Road, to your Majelly’s Port of Tangier, where 
feveral of their Goods (as they have been adviled) are condemned in the Admiralty 
Court as contraband Goods. 

These Merchants do own and confels, that they had lent four great Guns, and 
two fmall Guns, of above a hundred and half weight each, as a Prefent to the Gover- 
nour of Santa Cruz', as alio a Quantity of Barbary Firelocks, as Merchandable Com- 
modities, into the Hands of their Faftor in that Port j fuch Firelocks having been 
conftantly lent (as they affirm, in the Time Qf War as well as of Peace) as Merchan- 
dize, by the Englijh and other Nations, to that and other Ports upon the Coaft of 
South Barbary. 

Upon this Occafidn, 1 fent to Ipeak with fome of the Gunmaker’s Company, and 
theMafter, Wardens, and four of the Company, have fubferib’d and fworn to fhe 
Certificate here annexed j wherein it is certified, it hath been the ancient Ufage and 
Praftice (themfelves lpeaking for thirty Years and upwards) to transport and trade 
with a Sort of finall Guns, called Barbary Guns, into feveral Places on the South 
Sarbant Coaft j and that that Manufacture and Trade is a great Support to thole of 
that Company. 

It is fworn likewiie, that the Dutch do bring confiderable Quantities of B/irhary 
Guns to that Coaft, for the Ufe of the Natives there and “tis certified out of the 
Citftom~Houft Books here in London , that in the Year 1665, which was a Time of War, 
thefe Guns have been ihipp’d out for that Coaft, and at feveral other Times, under 
the Name of wrought Iron. 

, T ms being the bell Account I am able to give of the Matter of Fad, and Ulage 5 
it is my humble Opinion, in Point of Law : 

1. That none of your Majefty’s Spbjefts hath Right to take contraband GOods 
(under that Notion) from another, where the Tranfportation of the Thing is per- 
mitted by the Law of the Land ; for the taking and confifcating of contraband Goods, 
is either a Right pf the Law of Nations, or elfe aConcellion by Treaty, which your 
Majelly’s Allies may challenge when they are in War, and find fuch Goods tranlport- 
ed,by your Majelly’s Subjefts : .And nothing but a Law prohibiting the Exportation 
of fuch or l'uch Goods, can give a Right to one Fellow Sub) eft to confifeate the Goods 
oHuii ijier, and then that Right is exprefled and limited by that Law. 

2- That tho* it be true, that by the o\d Imperial Law, the carrying of Arms to 
Infidels, was prohibited upon Pain of Confifcation of Ship and Goods, yet that Law 
was made upon the Account of the Hoftility between the firft Chriftian Emperors 
and thole Infidels ; now, befides that there is no Hoftility between your Majefty and 
the Pepple of, Sant 4 Cruz, but rather an Amity, (lince we are permitted Commerce 
With them) that Imperial Law is fuperceded by the Aft of Tunnage and Poundage in 
the 1 2 th Year of youf Majefty *s Reign, whereby the Exportation of fuch Merthan- 
difes as are here .in Qyeftiqn, are, declared lawful, without any Limitation or Exce- 
. <ption to any Place, Country, or Port ; only it is left by fpecial Provifo to your Ma- 
jefty,. to. prohibit, at apjr Time, When you mail fee Caufe fo to do, the tranfporting 
of any Sort of Arms or^AfWJWhftfon into any Parts beyond the Seas. So that if 
* thefe 
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fchefe Goods were defigned for Santta Cruz., (as it is exprefly fwom by the Owners 
they were) they cannot be reputed contraband by our Fellow-Subjects at Tangier s, 
notwithftanding there be a War at this prefent againft Tripoly. 

There is one Objection, that they were taken in Sally Road, in a Time that your 
Majefty hath a War with that People ; I cannot think that thefe Arms were con- 
fined hence to the Port of Sally ; for belides that the two Proprietors, Merchants, it 
teems, of Credit, do exprefly fwear, they were not fo configned, but dire&ly and 
exprefly to Santta Cruz. ; the Danger of configning them in a Time of War to an Ene- 
my’s Port was infinite, fince it is no lefsthan HighTreafon in theTranfporter. 

If they at Tangier have confifcated thele Goods, for that the Ships came with a 
Dcflgn of bartering Cloths, or other Goods, (not to be reputed contraband) into an 
Enemy’s Port, I know not what to fay in that Cafe, unlefs they have your Majefty’s 
Permiflion or Indulgence, upon your declaring the War againft thofe People that 
which the Merchants do fay is, that it is the common Ul'age and Praftice among thofe 
People, when they have a War with any Prince or State of Europe, to allow all 
Security in their Ports to thofe they have a War with, tho’theyufe all Hoftilities 
when they meet the lame Nation Abroad in the open Sea. 

If the Cuftom be lo, and that your Majefty hath not prohibited your Subjects to 
trade with thofe People, but that they may withdraw their Eifctts from thence, not- 
withftanding the prelent War, it is my humble Opinion, that the Goods of thofe 
Merchants lhould not be confifcate, notwithftanding theTraffick or Barter they in- 
tended in Sally Road •, and the rather, in that your Majefty, in feme of your own 
Declarations of War, hath (and fo have other Princes) allowed exprefly of fuch a 
Temperament, in Favour of Trade, and of the Hazards and Concerns of your Ma- 
jefty’s own Subjefts. All which,

Tf N Obedience to your Majefty’s gracious Order of Reference, bearing Date the 
22 th of 'June 1 675, We have fully coniidered of the Petition of Laurence tolman, and 
of your Majefty’s Order hereto annexed, bearing Date the 6 th of March 1673. and 
upon the whole Matter we moft humbly certifie your Majefty : • 

1. That the Caufe mentioned in the faid Polmans Petition, being a Caufe purely 
Maritime, and happening and ariling in your Majefty’s Admiralty of the Cinque 
Ports, and touching a Ship taken upon the high and open Sea in Time of War, and 
firft entered into the laid Court of Admiralty by Abraham Stock, then and ftill an In- 
habitant of the Cinque Ports } and by Lawrence Blancart , fince dead \ the lame cannot 
be treated on, or handled in any Court of your Majefty’s out of the Jurifdi&ion of the 
Cinque Ports, but ought to be judged and finally determined within that Jurifdi&ion. 

2. It is our humble Opinion, that a Sentence, or a final interlocutory Decree, be- 
ing given by the Judge of the faid Admiralty of the Cinque Ports in the laid 
Court, and thereupon a Commiflion of Review being granted by his Royal Highnefs 
the Duke of York, then Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports \ and rail Power and Autho- 
rity being by his faid Royal Highnels granted by his faid Commiflion, to three Do- 
ctors of the Civil Law, or any two of them named in the lame Commiflion, to hear 
and examine the faid firft Sentence ; and finally to adjudge, fentence, and determine 
the lame according to Right and Juftice; his Royal Highnels himfelf being then 
with your Majefty’s Fleet at Sea. 

And inafmuch as the faid three Civilians have, in virtue of the faid Commiflion.' 
given their definitive Sentence in Writing, we humbly conceive the lame to be a va lid 
and good Sentence, and ought to be obeyed, and have full Execution ; tho-tneiame 
was not given nor pronounced by his Royal Highnefs, the then Lord Warden of the 
Cinque Ports, in his own proper Perfon : Elpecially when his Royal Highnels did 
afterwards, by an Inftrument under his Hand and Seal, bearing Date June 24. 1672* 
ratify and confirm the faid definitive Judgment and Sentence of the laid Judges Dele- 
gates } which we humbly fuppofe was not without due Information had of the Grounds 
andRealbnsof their Sentence. 

So that we humbly conceive that which is defired of your Majefty, viz. to hear the 
faid Caufe again, upon Proofs already taken, and to fentence the lame in your own 
Royal Perfon, not to be neceflary, nor agreeable to the Courfe of Admiralty in the 
Cinque Ports •, the Judgment there given by the Lord Warden, being reverfible at a 
Court of Shepway, and not other where in an ordinary Way. ,

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}. WnfiRftXs dfie Branch of the faid definitive Sentence, given : Byfchedu«ludgfcs 
Delegates in the laid Review, was not only to retraft and reverie the laid ftrft Sen- 
tence, but alfo to declare a certain Bond given in the faid Court of Admiralty by 
Folium's Sureties to be fuch as by Law ought to be cancelled, and to inhibit all Pro* 
cefl and Execution upon the fame, as being of ho Effeft or Force in Uaw.

Opinion, as it is your Majefty’s Pleafure I ihould do, touch-ng the Right ofthefe 
Parties, and iU'uch more to offer any Thing touching the Way they may be relieved, 
in cafe they have Right of their Side: For, . . 

1. It is poffible that all the Papers and Documents that make againft them have not 
been fhewed me, as well as thofe that make for them. _ , _ 

1* Trtfi feviral Judgments given againft them, by fo high and ho pourable a Court 
as that of the Lords of the Seffioii is, muft be prefum’d to have been given upon 
fiiMcierit Grounds of Law, whateverthe Appearances be to me, who fland here i m 
fo different and difadvantageous a Light ; yet having Berufed and w *l^*£ h **

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( am in the dark, in that their Lordfliips mention in their Letter to yoUr Ma- 
jelly of Feb. 25. 1674. certain Inftruftions of your Majefty’s, which have not been 
brought me, Mr .Sowton averring he could never lee or find any of the Date of June 
13. 1673. 

I am in the) dark likewile, that there being a Commiffion for examining of Wit- 
neffes direfted to the Confcrvitor and others of the Scottijh Nation in Holland, the 
Claimers have not produced it, or the Depofitions upon it to me, having- been (they 
lay) refilled Copies, and even a View of thole Proceedings* 

Of the three Things that 1 am not able to latisfie my lelf in ; The lfi is, in a 
Point of Proceeding, viz., the ilfuing out a Commiffion to this Confcrvitor. 

The id is in a Point of Proof, where it is laid, that the Mailer’s Relidence and 
Domicile is proved to have been in Amfierdam at the Time of his being taken. 

The 3 d is in a Point of Law ; wherein 1 hold it, (with Submilfion) that tho’ it 
had been fully proved, that this Mailer had, when he was taken, his Relidence in 
Holland , yet no more was to have been condemned in that Cale but his Eighth 
Part, and by no Means the rell of the Ship, nor the Lading. 

As to the ilfuing out of a Commiffion to the Confcrvitor of the Scotch Nation, it 
could not (as 1 humbly conceive) be done, unlefs both Parties had been conlenting ; 
it ought to have been directed to the Magillrates, or to the Jns-Dicentes of the 
Place in Holland , and not to private Men. 

’Tis true the Privateer fuggelted two Things. 1 ft. That there was Danger from 
the Rabble to any that Ihould proiecute or bear Witnels for him in this Caule. idly. 
That the Magillrates themfelves had refilled to execute fuch Commilfions, and 
menaced the Perfons that looked after them. 

This he fuggells, but names no Perfon, Time, or Place; yet if all this were true, 
it is my humble Opinion, that the more legal or fafer Courfe would have been, to 
have directed their Commiffion to the Magillrates ; lince your Majefty, by the Law 
of Nations, and by yourTreaties, may of Right demand of the Magillrates ofanyTown 
or Place, Subjeft to the States General, (and fo of all other Places in Amity with 
your Majefly) to have fuch Commilfions as thele are, legally and fairly executed, to 
prevent Failure of Juftice, or in fubfidium Jurii. 

I f this had been refilled, as it was not probable it would have been in this Cale,' 
lb long after the Peace made, there would have lain a proper Remedy from your 
Majefly. But 1 am not fatisfied the Suggeftion of Partiality in the MagiRrate, or 
Danger from the Rabble, could have warranted the yielding up of this Point of State, 
lb as to baulk the MagiRrate, and to have Recourle to the Scots Confcrvitor. 

This is a Reafon of State, but there is another of Law, and ’tis this; thole that 
execute fuch Commilfions muR be armed with Authority compulfive over the Wit- 
neffes, in Cale any Ihould Rand out, or be refraftory. If this be not, the beR Caule 
in the World may be loR ; nor is it to be imagined, that the Scots Confcrvitor , if he 
have any Power over thole of his own Nation, had any to fetch in, Hollanders, En- 
elifhmen , or other Nations, fuch as the Claimers had Caufe to produce, and to the 
liming of this Commiffion to other than the MagiRrates, after that the Clairtiers 
had oppoled it, and objected Partiality againft the Scots, was not the fafer Way, 
which I, for my Part, would have thought my felf bound to choole. But if this 
Commiffion was iffued out, as Mr. Sowton liiggefts, to Scotchmen, named ex forte only, 
if the Claimers knew nothing of the Places or Times appointed for its Execution, 
and fo could not poffibly know nor lee where to attend, what Witnefles were pro- 
duced, nor do any Aft or Thing for their own Defence ; . I fuppole it will be eafily 
granted, that the Execution of it is ablblutely void ; and whatever is depoled by 
the Witnefles under it can make no Manner of Proof in Law. 

The id Point that 1 am not fatisfied in, is touching the Proof of anviatter of 
Faft, viz.. That the MaRer of this Ship had his Domicile and Relidence at Amftcr- 
dam , at the Time he was taken. 

That he was a Hollander born, is agreed ;by the Claimers; that he had been 
Iworn a Burgher of Colmar, is not denied by the Privateer; but whether afterwards 
he chang’d .his Domicile, removing himlelf into Holland, and fettling there, is the 
Queftion, and lay upon the Privateer to prove. 

On the Claimer’s Side, there are no lets than eighteen Witnefles examined upon 
a Commiffion from the Lords of the Seflion, direfted to Colmar, and executed in 
open Senate there, who depole to this Effeft. 

' 1. I n it this Ship in Queftion' was Svxdifb, built near Colmar . 


S'. That 
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1 . That this Matter was notonly in the Year isd7, but alio in the Year tdyi, (the' 
Time of his being taken) and even at the Day and Time of their depofing, which 
was in OStobcr 1674, a true and fworn Burgher and Inhabitant of Calmar. 

3. That he had taken upon him the leveral Burthens of that Place, and had di£ 
charged them. 

4. That he was in his Body and Goods fubjeft to the Laws ami Jurifdiftions of 
Calmar, having not (to the very Day of their depofing) refigned or renounced his 
Right of Burghcrlhip *, but was at that very Time acknowledged as a Member of their 
City, and had been, according to the Marine Ordinances of the King of Sweden, re- 
ccived to be Mafter of the Ship in Queftion, and had made in her leveral Voyages 
from Sweden, into Holland , France , and Denmark . 

The Depofitions of thele Eighteen Witnefles, wer£ corroborated with a Publick 
Inftrument from the Magiftrates of Calmar , under their Common Seal 1 wherein they 
doatteft: 

1. That this Mafter took his corporal Oath of Burgher, on the 30 th of October 
1667, in open Court. 

2. That he had been fo accepted and matriculated, as appears by theRegifter. 

3. That he had not obtained this Burghcrlhip, without firft giving Security to two 
Inhabitants of Calmar , for his due obierving, and not violating his Oath of Burgher. 

4. That he had ever fince undergone the Burthens of the City, of what kind 
foever they were, as others his Fellow Burghers had done ; which they fay appear'd 
out of their Books of Account, and other Publick Afts. 

5. That he had notonly continued Subject in his Body and in his Goods, as well 
as other Burghers, to the Laws of the Place, without any Exception, for all the 
Years by-paft fince his Admifiion, but that he did ftill remain under the fame Faith 
and Obedience, and muft do lb until he hath renounced his Oath. 

Besides thele Proofs from Calmar, there are others from London , and in all of them 
the Witnefles Hand unreproached, and the Execution of the Commiffions unexcept- 
ed againft \ lo that they make up one of the ftrongeft legal Proofs, that I have ever 
known in my little Experience of this kind. Yet my Lords of the Selfions, in their 
laft Sentence, do lay, that the Proofs brought that this Mafter had his Refidence in 
jimficrdam at the Time of the Capture, istheftronger and more pregnant Proof, ex- 
preifing his Houle and Domicile. 

This may be lb, yet having found nothing in the Mafter's Confelfion, but what 
is eafily reconcilable with the Proofs from Calmar , I muft fuJJpole that the Proofs re- 
ferr’d to by their Lordlhips, were thofe taken before the Scotch Confervitor ; it lo, I 
can fay nothing to them, having not feen them ; Mr. Sowton, in his Petition to your 
Majefty, as well as in his Application to me, averring, that his Council was refilled 
either View or Copy of them. 

If thefe Proofs be lo ftrong as to fet thofe of Cdlmar afide, they muft, for the 
Number and Credit of the Witnefles, and for the Weight and Concludeney of what 
is depofed, have fomething in them that is not commonly to be met with among Sea- 
faring Perfons, and in Caules of this Nature. 

Their Lordlhips leem to lay a Strefs, in that the Proofs for the Privateer do 
exprels the Mafter to have had a Houle, and to have had his Domicile at Am/lerdam, 
at the Time of the Capture \ to this I lhall crave Leave to fay, that the Word Do- 
micile is a Term of Law, the Import whereof is not vulgarly known ; the Mafter 
might have had a Houle at Amfierdam, and yet have no Domicile there, but at Calmar, 
where he was % fworn Burgher, where he muft bear all the Burthens of a Burgher, 
till he renounce his Oath of Burgherlhip, and where probably the greater Part 01 
his EftateJay, being an eighth Part of this Ship in common with feven other part 
Owners of that Country and Port. And if, Witnefles, tho'otherwifeof good Cre- 
dit, and in great Numbers, have depoled pofitively, that this Mafter had his Domi- 
cile at Amftcrdam , and yet alfign not concluding Realbns in Law of their fo depofing, 
luch Depofitions, tho’ never fo full of the Word Domicile, prove not the Thing at all. .> 
Onb Thing I lhall crave Leave to obferve in the Matter of Domicile , it is, that nr.< 
Man can have two Domiciles , whereby he lhall be made lubjeft by each of them toWv 
or Reprifals at one and the fame Time. If theWar in 1672, had happened to have bj*' 
againft Sweden , and not againft Holland, and this Privateer had taken this Mafteigy 
being a fworn Burgher at Calmar, and his paying Scot and Lot there, would, 
it, have made him good Prize, and that juftly too •, his being a Hollander bgjflu : 
having a Houfe at Amfterdam , and his palling a Winter there, (tho* nevedjj faft 

E rov’d) woiJlcl not have lav’d him : If lb, I do not lee how this Mafter, Jj£ade 
ave been a Prize in vertue of his being a Burgher in Calmar, c#£riz« 
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Prize too at the fame Time, and by the fame Party, for having fbjfcurned, and havinf 
a Houle at Amfierdam . 

The laft Point, that I am not able to fatisfy my felf in, is a Point of Lav> : 

For fuppofing the Privateer to have made a Probf beyond alVControverfie, that 
this Matter had his Domicile in Holland. , he Ihould indeed have forfeited his eighth 
Part in the Ship; but it is my humble Opinion, that his Part could not have io 
infefted the other leven eight Parts which belong’d to Sttedes , much lefs the Lading 
of Pitch and Tar, which belonged in Property to an Englljhman, and was intended, 
with the Privity of your Majefty’s then AmbatfTadOr Extraordinary in Sweden, and 
now your principal Secretary of State, for the Service of your Ma jetty’s Stores in 
the late War. 

That the Partnerfliip of this Matter was fufficifent to infeft and condemn the 
whole, by any Law common to Scotland , and other Nations, is not faid that I can 
find : But ’tis faid to be a fufficient Ground by your Majetty’s Inftruflions of the 
13 th of June 1673. 

To this 1 humbly offer, Firfl, That I have not feen thofe InftruftiortS, and that 
the Claimer alledges he cannot come at the Knowledge of aliy Articles of that Date 
and Tenor. Secondly , If fuch an Article there was, leeing it was fo penal, and de- 
rogates not only from the Jus commune , but from your Ma jetty’s Treaties with Sweden , 
I cannot tell how it can have a Retrolpeft to the Time of the Lading andTakiug of 
this Ship, which was about twelve Months before. Thirdly It hath p leafed your 
Ma jetty to explain and interpret thisArticlc in this very Cale,moftgracioufly and moft 
juflly, in hstc verba : tC That it was only intended to prevent the Fraud of your Ene- 
“ mies, and not to be a Snare to your own Subjtfts, or the Subjetts of any Prince in 
“ Alliance with your Majcfty. 

But notwithftanding your Ma jetty’s gracious Interpretation, that Article hath been 
fo underftood, as that the Swedijh Part Owners, in continuing their Partnerfliip, which 
was begun feveral Years before with this Matter, find theittffelves in a Share, which 
no humane Forefight could provide againft. 

No more could Mr. Sornon, that freighted and laded this* Ship in the Summer 
ttijZy fbrefee that an Article fo fatal as this is, would have edme out twelve Months 
after, by which his Cafe was to be judged. . 

That Men are capable of Relief againft this Article, hath been judged by the 
Lords of the Seflions themfelves, their Lordflrips having rettofed to Sir Franck Cldrke 
his Wire that was laden in the Ship, even after it had been condemned in the Ad- 
miralty of Scotland. 

Thb Equity for Sir Francis Clarh is find to lie, in that he Was not upon the Place,’ 
and confequently not to fuffer by the Surprize, wherewith his Faftor was taken in 
lading his Goods in this Ship ; had he been upon the Place, I know not of any Law 
that would have required more Diligence of him, than to have fatisfied himfelf. 

Fir fly That this Ship was Swedijhy built in the Port of Colmar. 

Secondly y That feven eight Parts of her belonged to Swedijh Subjects unqueftiohably. 

Thirdly, That the other eighth Part Owner and Matter, tho’ a Hollander born, had 
been fworn and regiftred a Burgher at Calmar, five Years before the War, and flood 
upon their Publick Account Books, as one that had paid Scot and Lot there all that 
Time. 

Fourthly , By the Laws of Swedtn , no Man being capable of being Matter of a Stitdifh 
built Bottom, but mutt be a Swede born, or elle made fo by Denization ; there Was a 
very firong Prefumption this Matter was fo, and that this Matter had made nineteen 
Voyages in this Ship. 

The Freighter having fatisfied himfelf in thefe four Points, I do not know 0f any 
Law, or Tiling, that after all this ihould oblige him to disbelieve, not only the

Thirdly , In cafe this Matter Ihould prove to have his Domicile in Holland, when this 
Privateer took him, then to reprefent to your Majefty, what Grounds there are in 
the Law of Scotland , in the Imperial Civil Law, or in the Law of Nations, to con- 
demn any more than his eighth Part : And if it be only an Article of your Ma- 
jefty’s Inftruttions that this Condemnation is grounded upon, then to reprefent to 
your Majefty how it can look backward, and affeff what was done before it was pub- 
lifhed, and that in the Judgment of a Court of Law, that is bound to interpret 
your Ma jelly’s Inftru&ions always agreeable to the Law \ and if it muft look back- 
ward, (which, I muft confefs, 1 know not how it can) whether there be not an Equity 
as intrinfical to this Cafe of Soxoton , which is 3,000 /. deep, as to that of Sir Francis 
Clarke. 

Laftly , What Anfwer can be given to the Swedift Minifter’s preffing for Reftitu- 
tion, in the Behalf of the Swedes, Owners of this Ship , fince they leem not onty 
to have the Law of Nations, but a Treaty of Commerce exprels on their Side : 
Which Particulars 1 have taken Leave to point out, as Matters of great Weight and 
Difficulty with me : Tho’ I do it with all due Refpefts and Deference to my Lords 
of the Selfion , fubmitting the whole with all Humility to your Majefty’s Royal 
Wildom.

H AV I NG found it neceffary to have Ibrne Information out of Ireland , touching 
the Matter luggefted in the Petition hereto annexed, before I could give the 
uut it hath plealed your Majefty to command from me, by your gracious Order 
of Reference, I find the Matter, as far as I comprehend it, to Hand thus : 

T he Petitioner, Mr. Thomas Fleming, a Merchant in Edinburgh, had in the Year 
.1649, a Ship laden in the Ports of St. Martin and St. Malo's in France, with Spaniflt 
Wines and other Commodities, to a very great Value, upon his own Account and 
Company, bound and confign’d to the Port of Leith in Scotland. 

This Ship belonging in Property to one Widiamfon of Rotterdam, was in the Month 
of Auguft, in the Year aforeiaid, furpriz’d and taken, with her whole Lading, by three 
Irijh Frigates, having Commiflions of War from the then Lord Marquifs, now Lord 
Duke of Ormond, and Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, in her Courle, as ftie was upon the 
high and open Seas, failing for Leith, her Port of Difcharge ; and was afterwards 
brought to Dunkirk, and then the greateft Part of her laid Lading was there dilpatch- 
ed, and divided by the Takers, without any Adjudication or Condemnation, as is 
uliial in fuch Cafes. 

The Petitioner having had Recourle to your Majefty, being then at Hounjlardykt 
in Holland, it plealed your Majefty to direft your Commiffion to Sir Henry Dervicque 
and Sir Thomas Cunningham, being then at Bruxels, to be your Majefty’s Judges Delegates, 
to hear and determine this Caufe ; who having heard it, did by their Sentence de- 
clare* thu.laid Goods to have been unduly taken and leizea *, and alfo did adjudge and 
condemn one Cornelius Claefen Vanderzype, and Partners, jointly and leverally Owners 
of the laid three Frigates, to make full and prefent Reftitution to the laid Thoms 
Fleming and Partners, of all the Cargo, Goods, Moneys, Trunks, and other Comm 
dities, that were on board the faid Ship, in as good Condition, as they were at 
Time of the taking thereof j orelfe to pay the Value of the fame, at the Rate 
might liayc v, een fold for .in Edinburgh. The Value of the Goods, together w£ 
Expences, is let down in the faid Sentence, as amounting to 367 61. 6 s. Sd . <r 
in which Sum the faid V’anderz.yft and his Partners are condemned, as by th£££ 
it lelf doth more at large appear. Aonth 

This Sentence, which was given at Bruxels the nth of Auguft 11*50, N* 
your Majefty, under your Royal Sign Manual, to confirm and ratify. jj, 
of Oliobt ft following. 
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tft the teir id7& the ftjtitiibner coihm&nded a Suit in the C&irt of Admiralty 
in Dttbli»i agsiinA fpg Lbtd Mrff<|Uifs of Antrim, Ambrofe Lynch, and leveral others* 
fbriie as Owners^ (dir at leaft Pdrt QWnerS) feme as Executors or Adminiftrators ot 
fuch as had been.Owners or Part Owners of the faid FrigatS, or of fome or one of 
them, and the Scope df this Libel is to hive the Bruxels Sentence put in Execution 
againft the abdvfeiaid Parties, their Goods and Chattels, lying and being within the 
Jurifdiflioh of the Admiralty of Ireland. 

To the LibeLof the Petitioner, the ProftOr fpr the faid Marquifs, and Lynehe, and 
trench, (the reft hbt appearing) pat in their Plea of Defence, confuting of certain 
peremptory Exceptions (as they term theih) againft the Bruxels Sentence, as a Sen* 
fence null add vdia in it felf, as to Effe&p of Law, 

t. For that the fudges delegated had no Jurifdiftion to give it. 

2. That the Derebdants, if Parties in it, were never called nor cited. 

3. That the neceflary Solemnities of Law were not obferved in the Proceedings 
towards it, and that the Sentence was not conform (as all Sentences ought to be) 
to the Plaintiffs Libel. 

4. That their $feiiterice is not certain npr liquid, but vague and obfcure. 

«. That fuppofin'g the faid Sentence to have none of the aforelaid Nullities in it* 
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either as to the laid Irilh Frigates, Or tb the taking and iharing of the Prize in Queftion. 
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ther Plea, which was; F/r/f, That had they been chargeable with this, as a Spoil, 
yet it having happened (as it is laid) before the Rendition oif Callway , they were 
difcharged by the Articles then accorded to the Irifi Party \ and further they plead- 
ed, and defired the Benefit of your Majefty’s moft gracious A ft of free and general 
Pardon, Indemnity and Oblivion, pals’d in the 12 tb Year of your Ma jelly’s Reign, 
immediately after your Majefty’s hippy RfcWnrh. 

These were the Pleas of the Defendants in the Court Of Admiralty in Ireland ; 
and thefe Pleas were over-ruled upon Debate, and the Judge of the Admiralty pro* 
ceedirig 'further , pr'brtOunced arid decreed that the Bruxels Sentence mould be put liltb 
Execution afgainn the Defendants. r 

From this D&fee,, the Defendants appealed to your Majefty’s Court df Admiralty 
here in England, ind hid an Inhibiddri granted them to 'flop all further Proceedings, 
arid ‘particularly, to ftbp the putting of the Bruxels Serifehf e in Execution in Ireland . 

This Inhibition from heiide was not, to be denied tq thole Appellaiits, but they 
being ordered it the lame Time to give Bail (which % the conftant Courfe) to abide 
the Judgment of the Court upon the Appeal, and they not doing it, the Court de- 
creed the Inhibition to be revok’d, ynlefs they ihould give in Bail by a Day prefixt. 

^ This they refufed to do, and their Proaor did appeal from this Decree 'for 
giving 'Bail to your Jdajefty, in your High Court, of Chancery ; but it dothnqt 
appear Hiat tjiey did prdfecute their Appear with fefteft, by fuing but aCommiffion 
of Delegates before my Lord Chahcelloiir. ^ _ 

This Coin|tiiffi 6 n not being filed out, and that Inhibition frbm the Admiralty 
here, tb 'the Admiralty in Ireland , Handing as it doth revoked, the Judge 'm- Ireland 
was at Liberty to do as he had decreed ; that is, to put the Bruxels Sentence in 
Exechtjjbh..

The Judge of the Admiralty in Inland having their Hands tyed up by the Prohi- 
bition, the Prayer that Mr. Fleming makes to your Majefty is, to have your Majefty ^s 
Letter to his Grace the Lord Lieutenant in Ireland, in Order to have this Prammtipn 
taken oft But I doubt this Prayer is not regular ; for a Wrjt of Confultation upon 
this Prohibition would be (as 1 humbly conceive) the only proper and legalRe- 
medy to the Petitioner. Therefore the Petitioner ought to move the Court of King's 
Bench by his Council, for your Majefty’s Writ of Confutation ; and in Qrder to ob- 
tain it, I conceive, with Submiifion, that it may not improperly be offered to the Court. 

i ft. As to the Point of Summons by due Proceft of Law to be before Sentence bp 
given againft any Perlbn, it is moil undoubtedly true, but then I fuppofe it will nQt 
be denied, that as the Courts of Commou Law have diftinft Sorts of Summons, and 
a peculiar Way of ferving and executing them, as alfo pf taking and recording Defaults 
upon fuch Summons, fo nave all Courts of Admiralty certain l?orms and Methods for 
the fame Ends, peculiar to themfelves. Theft are derived from the Civil Law, and 
received by the general Conftnt and Ufage of rooft Rations. 

It will be granted iikewift, that Courts muff be allowed to be Mafters of thffr 
own Forms and Solemnities ; and that the Way of Procpfs in one Court, is not to be 
a Standard or Meafure of due Proceedings in Matter of Procefs to another Court ; 
for as each Court goes in its Judgment upon the Merits of the Cauft by the Law, 
(whether Common or Civil) that is to govern it ; fo in the Forms and Courft of 
the Court, the ancient Ufage is ftilj the Rule. 

I n this very Cafe, the Judges delegated by your Majefty fate at Bruxels, .which is 
in the King of Spams Territories; the Prise was brought up to Dunkirk, which is 
the french King’s ; the Defendants in this Cauft were in Ireland, and I fuppofe under 
the Subjeftion of the then Ufurpers ; yeit the Civil JUv doth allow of ProceiTes 
that may be good and effective, and Defaults well taken thereupon, in fuch a Caft pp 
this is ; the Common Law hath no luch Proceffes, and coqfequenljly the Cpmmqa 
Law Courts cannot (under Correction) determine, whether the Propels in this Cafe 
were due or not ; this being to he judged upon the Appeal, according to the Courfe 
of Admiralty and the Civil JLaw. 

This 1 fuppofe willibe allowed, when it ft all ' be considered, that the Right and 
Property of Ships and Goods, to the Value qf fevergl Hundred Thousands of Pounds, 
have been adjudged and determined qpon.the Validity .of the Civil Law Pfoceffes 
here, only hung upon the Exchange, and made returnable i^pop a certain Day, and 
within a competent Time; fuch Proceffes affefting the refpeftiye Owners and Pro- 
prietors in very remote Parts beyond the Seas. 

I do not take upon me to affirm,, that the r Proceffes and Proceedings had at 
Brands in this.Caufe were due and legal, there being feme Men in the Sentence 
condemned, of whole being called there is no Conftnt in the Sentence; but whether 
they were called or not, cannot appear judicially* but uppn the Appeal. 

To the id Part of the Suggefnon, viz.. That the Bruxels Sentence given againft 
Vandergafe and .his 'Partners, was void in Law, and of no Force againft the Lord 
Maiqiiils of jintrua, and the other Defendants; the faid .Defendants being never 
named in the Sentence, nor mader Parties in the fame: .It may be offered, that 
the* Cauft of Aftien, upon which the Delegates at Brux*b t gave their Sentence, ,wqs 
a Cauft of Spoil and .Depredation ofted upon the high ana open Seas, and confe- 
quently cognifable uv the Court of Admiralty,alone, and to.be, judged by the Civil 
Law ; if fo, the Sentence cannot be pronounced void, but by a Court of Appeal 
Proceedra by the fame Law. 

It is the- fame iL«w that . muft determine - what amounts to PftjtoerJh>P in t; 
and what not ;«apad-»whether the Defendants are to % berjwjdefftood to he 
ties i in, Law to phi&'Sectence or not. 

I do not fay, but that this Sentence hath feveral Clavfts.in.at. that feok 
oufly as to the Validity of them, but ftill the true Judgment of them is to 
upon the Appeal, where the Prooty, Jtbe. Afts, aqd.the Exhibits, upon w,*- J 
pronounced, are to be difcuffed- add- judgedrOf, ..according to the Law 
the Civil 1 Law, and the Court of Admiralty. , 

To.the^iBoihtidniiihe^BggHtian, w* of tK^wu 
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refuted to the Defendants. It may be likewife offered, that thole Allegations ;re td 
be judged by the fe^Ue Law, that the Libel in the Original Caulk and the S e ntenc e 
is to be tried by. 

Thb peremptory Exceptions given in in Ireland by the Defendants, appear to me 
to beconcludent in themfelves, and would have been relevant againft the Sentence 
at Bnuetls , had they been proved \ but concerning what the Judge did in the admitting 
or rejefting of them, the Afts of Court, in the Tranfcript I have given me, are 
obfcure, and have a feeming Contrariety in them j fo that no Judgment, before the 
Error be reftified, can be made upon them. 

As to the Aft of Oblivion, it had been a moft erroneous Thing not to have ad- 
mitted the Defendants to plead it : but that they were admitted to do it, appears 
even out of the Afts of Court. * 

It is one Thing to rejeft a Plea in Law, and another Thing to over-rule it upon 
theihewing; for Example, Piracy is not to be pardoned by the Aft of Oblivion : 
And if the Judge of the Admiralty ihould (and that erroneoufly) be of Opinion, 
that the Spoil afted upon Mr. Fleming** Ship and Lading was an Aft of Piracy, his 
pronouncing that the Defendants have no Right to come under the Aft of Oblivion, 
would indeed be a refufing to them the Benefit of the Aft ; but fuch a Refufal were 
not to be remedied, as I humbly conceive, by a Prohibition ; hut the erroneous Judg- 
ment, (if it were luch a one) were to he reverfed upon the Appeal. For all erro- 
neous judgments given in the Civil Law Courts, are to be reformed by Appeal, and 
not by Prohibition ; for the End of a Prohibition is, to reftrain the Civil Law Courts 
when they exceed their Bounds, in holding Plea of Things cognifable by the Courts 
of Common Law ; and all the Precedents relating to the Admiralty that I have leen, 
arc in Cafes where ’tis fuggefted, that the Admiralty had not Jurifdiftion in the 
Original Matter, and not for Enormities in the Manner of Proceeding. 

It this Prohibition be not taken off, the Petitioner, Mr. Fleming, is without Re- 
medy : For he has no Means left, but by the Courfe of the Admiralty, to come to 
a Trial with the Defendants, whether they are in any wife or meafure accountable or 
not, for the Lois and Damage he fuftained by the faid Injh Frigates ; as alio whether 
they are Partners, or were Setters out of the faid Frigates or not •, not to have his 
Remedy in any Court, would amount to a Failure of Juftice, which is a Thing that 
all Laws abhor. 

On the other Side, if a Confultation fhould be awarded him, there is no fuch Mis- 
chief would befal the Lord Marquifs of Antrim , and the other Defendants \ for if 
the Civil Law, or Aft of Oblivion, do clear them, they will be relieved againft the 
Decree in Ireland, aacUlfo againft the Sentence at Briixels, and the Petitioner will be 
debarred all further Profecution j and they, the Defendants, (as the Cafe may happen) 
difmifs'd with good Cofts. 

It may be further noted, that the Prohibition was not feed for while the Caufe was 
yet depending in Ireland, which ought to have been done, but it was feed for after 
an Appeal made to the Admiralty here in England ; and after that, the Appellants 
found themfelves enjoined here to give Caution to abide the Judgment upon the 


themfelves obliged to profecute their Appeal , 

have (if they fee Caufe to purfee it before the Delegates) as many of my Lords the 
Judges of the Courts of Weftmm(ler to be of the Quorum, as my Lord Chancellor ihall 
think fit to name*, and fere his Lordihip will name feme of them £as heufestodo) 
in a Commiflion of this Importance, and where there arifes a Queftion ujpon the Aft 
of Oblivion. 

If this Caufe fhould come judicially before me, I humbly take Leave to referve to 
tty felf the Liberty of proceeding and pronouncing, as the Faft lhall happen to be. 
upon the Proof judicially to be made of it ; for the Account I have had of it, in order 
to iftgke this Report, is very imperfeft, and altogether extrajudicial. All which is 
*noflf jjumbly fubmitted, ~&c.
